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PEEFACE. 


Thb  English  Version  of  the  New  Testament  here  pre- 
sented  to  the  reader  is  a  Revision  of  the  Translation 
published  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  1611,  and  commonly 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Authorised  Version. 

That  Translation  was  the  work  of  many  hands  and  ol 
several  generations.  The  foundation  was  laid  by  William 
Tyndsde.  His  translation  of  the  New  Testament  was  the 
true  primary  Version.  The  Versions  that  followed  were 
either  substantially  reproductions  of  Tyndale's  translation 
in  its  final  shape,  or  revisions  of  Versions  that  had  been 
themselves  almost  entirely  based  on  it.  Three  successive 
stages  may  be  recognised  in  this  continuous  work  of 
authoritative  revision:  first,  the  publication  of  the  Great 
Bible  of  1539-41  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. ;  next,  the 
publication  of  the  Bishops' Bible  of  1568  and  1573  in  the 
reign  of  Elizabeth;  and  lastly,  the  publication  of  the 
King's  Bible  of  1611  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  Besides 
these,  the  Genevan  Version  of  15&,  itself  founded  on  Tyn- 
dale*s  translation,  must  here  be  named;  which,  though  not 
put  forth  by  authority,  was  widely  circulated  in  this 
country,  and  largely  used  by  King  James'  Translators. 
Thus  the  form  in  which  the  English  New  Testament  has 
now  been  read  for  370  years  was  the  result  of  various 
revisions  made  between  1525  and  1611;  and  the  present 
Revision  is  an  attempt,  after  a  long  interval,  to  follow  the 
example  set  by  a  succession  of  honoured  predecessors. 

I.  Of  the  many  points  of  interest  connected  with  the 
Translation  of  1611,  two  require  special  notice;  first,  the 
Greek  Text  which  it  appears  to  have  represented;  and 
secondly,  the  character  of  the  Translation  itself. 

1.  With  regard  to  the  Greek  Text,  it  would  appear  that, 
if  to  some  extent  the  Translators  exercised  an  independent 
judgenjetjt,  it  wti^  nijunly  in  choosing  amongst  readings 
conrjiiiied  in  the  princiiKireditions  of  the  Greek  Text  thnt 
btid  sppeart^d  in  tlni  sixteenth  century.  Wherever  thoy 
iseeiu  tii  have  follower!  a  reading  which  is  not  found  in  any 
of  those  edition!*,  tlKiir  rendering  may  probably  be  traced 
to  the  Latin  Vulgaie,  Their  chief  guides  appear  to  have 
Ir&en  liie  l^ter  edUlons  of  Stephanus  and  of  Beza,  and  also, 
to  a  certain  extent,  the  CJomplutensian  Polyglott.  A.1J 
those  were  founded  for  the  most  part  on  manuscripts  ot 
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late  date,  few  in  number,  and  used  with  little  critical  skiH 
But  in  those  days  it  could  hardly  have  been  otherwise. 
Nearly  all  the  more  ancient  of  the  documentary  authorities 
have  become  known  only  within  the  last  two  centuries; 
some  of  the  most  important  of  them,  indeed,  within  the 
last  few  years.  Their  publication  has  called  forth  not  only 
improved  editions  of  the  Greek  Text,  but  a  succession  ol 
instructive  discussions  on  the  variations  which  Imve  been 
brought  to  light,  and  on  the  best  modes  of  distinguishing 
original  readmgs  from  changes  introduced  in  the  course  of 
transcription.  While  therefore  it  has  long  been  the  opinion 
of  all  scholars  that  the  commonly  received  text  needed 
thorough  revision,  it  is  but  recently  that  materials  have 
been  acquired  for  executing  such  a  work  with  even  approx- 
imate completeness. 

2.  The  character  of  the  Translation  itself  will  be  best 
estimated  by  considering  the  leading  rules  under  which  it 
was  made,  and  the  extent  to  which  these  rules  appear  to 
have  been  observed. 

The  primary  and  fundamental  rule  was  expressed  in  the 
following  terms : — **  The  ordinary  Bible  read  in  the  Church, 
commonly  called  the  Bishops*  Bible,  to  be  followed,  and 
as  little  altered  as  the  truth  of  the  Original  will  permit." 
There  was,  however,  this  subsequent  provision: — "These 
translations  to  be  used,  when  they  a^e  better  with  the 
text  than  the  Bishops'  Bible:  Tindale's,  Matthew's,  Cover- 
dale's,  Whitchurch's,  Geneva."  The  first  of  these  rules, 
which  was  substantially  the  same  as  that  laid  down  at  the 
revision  of  the  Great  Bible  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  was 
strictly  observed.  The  other  rule  was  but  partially  fol- 
lowed.  The  Translators  made  much  use  of  the  Geneva^ 
Version.  They  do  not  however  appear  to  have  frequently 
returned  to  the  rendermgs  of  the  other  Versions  named  in 
the  rule,  where  those  Versions  differed  from  the  Bishops? 
Bible.  On  the  other  hand,  their  work  shews  evident 
traces  of  the  influence  of  a  Version  not  specified  in  the 
rules,  the  Rhemish,  made  from  the  Latin  Vulgate-,  but  by 
scholars  conversant  with  the  Greek  Original. 

Another  rule,  on  which  it  is  stated  that  those  in  author- 
ity laid  great  stress,  related  to  the  rendering  of  words  that 
admitted  of  different  interpretations.  It  was  as  follows: — 
"When  a  word  hath  divers  significations,  that  to  be  kept 
which  hath  been  most  commonly  used  by  the  most  of  the 
ancient  fathers,  being  agreeable  to  the  proiwiety  of  the 
place  and  the  analogy  of  the  faith."  With  this  rule  was 
'associated  the  following,  on  which  equal  stress  appears  to 

ve  been  laid: — **  The  old  ecclesiastical  words  to  be  kept, 
iv 
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viz.,  the  word  Church  not  to  be  translated  Congregation, 
etc."  This  latter  rule  was  for  the  most  part  carefully 
observed;  but  it  may  be  doubted  whether,  in  the  case  of 
words  that  admitted  of  different  meanings,  the  instructions 
were  at  all  closely  followed.  In  dealing  with  the  more 
diflScult  words  of  this  class,  the  Translators  appear  to  have 
paid  much  regard  to  traditional  interpretations,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  authority  of  the  Vulgate ;  but,  as  to  the  large 
residue  of  words  which  might  properly  fall  imder  the  ruie, 
they  used  considerable  freedom.  Moreover  they  profess 
in  their  Preface  to  have  studiously  adopted  a  variety  of 
expression  which  would  now  be  deemed  hardly  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  faithful  translation.  They  seem 
to  have  been  guided  by  the  feeling  that  their  Version  would 
secure  for  the  words  they  used  a  lasting  place  in  the  lan- 
guage ;  and  they  express  a  fear  lest  "they  should  "  be  charged 
(by  scoffers)  with  some  unequal  dealing  towards  a  great 
number  of  good  English  words,"  which,  without  this 
liberty  on  their  part,  would  not  have  a  place  in  the  pages 
of  the  English  Bible.  Still  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  they 
carried  this  liberty  too  far,  and  that  the  studied  avoidance 
of  uniformity  in  the  rendering  of  the  same  words,  even 
when  occurring  in  the  same  context,  is  one  of  the  blem- 
ishes in  their  work. 

A  third  leading  rule  was  of  a  negative  character,  but  was 
rendered  necessary  by  the  experience  derived  from  former 
Versions.  The  words  of  the  rule  are  as  follows:— '* No 
marginal  notes  at  all  to  be  affixed,  but  only  for  the  explana- 
tion of  the  Hebrew  or  Greek  words  which  cannot  without 
some  circumlocution  so  briefly  and  fitly  be  expressed  in 
the  text."  Here  again  the  Translators  used  some  liberty 
in  their  application  of  the  rule.  Out  of  more  than  760 
marginal  notes  originally  appended  to  the  Authorised  Ver- 
sion of  the  New  Testament,  only  a  seventh  part  consists 
of  explanations  or  literal  renderings;  the  great  majority  of 
the  notes  being  devoted  to  the  useful  and  indeed  necessary 
purpose  "of  placing  before  the  reader  alternative  renderings 
which  it  was  judged  that  the  passage  or  the  words  would 
fiiirly  jilniit.  The  itotes  referring  to  variations  in  the 
Greek  Text  amount  to  about  thirty-five. 

Of  tht  remaiiuuET  rnlcjs  it  may  be  sufficient  to  notice  one, 
whicli  iv!i3  foe  the  mml  part  consistently  followed : — **Tiie 
names  of  the  prophets  and  the  holy  writers,  with  the  other 
n^mcA  of  the  text,  to  ln'  retained,  as  nigh  as  may  be,  accord- 
ingly as  they  wctg  vulgarly  used."  The  Translators  had 
also  the  llLxirty.  in  ■  Jiny  place  of  special  obscurity,"  to  con- 
sult thofie  who  migliL  Lie  qualified  to  give  an  opinion. 
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Passing  from  these  fundamental  rules,  which  should  be 
borne  in  mind  by  any  one  who  would  rightly  understand 
the  nature  and  character  of  the  Authonseil  Version,  we 
must  call  attention  to  the  manner  in  which  the  actual  work 
of  the  translation  was  carried  on.  The  New  Testament 
was  assigned  to  two  separate  Companies,  the  one  consisting 
of  eight  members,  sitting  at  Oxford,  the  other  consisting  of 
seven  members,  sitting  at  Westminster.  There  is  no  reason 
to  believe  that  these  Companies  ever  sat  together.  They 
communicated  to  each  other,  and  likewise  to  the  four  Com- 
panies to  which  the  Old  Testament  and  the  Apocrypha  bad 
been  committed,  the  results  of  their  labours;  and  perhaps 
afterwards  reconsidered  them :  but  the  fact  that  the  New 
Testament  was  divided  between  two  separate  bodies  of  men 
involved  a  grave  inconvenience,  and  was  beyond  all  doubt 
the  cause  of  many  inconsistencies.  These  probj^bly  would 
have  been  much  more  serious,  had  it  not  been  provided 
that  there  should  be  a  final  supervision  of  the  whole  Bible, 
b>;  selected  members  from  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and  West^ 
minster,  the  three  centres  at  which  the  work  had  been 
carried  on.  These  supervisors  are  said  by  one  authority  to 
have  been  six  in  number,  and  by  another  twelve.  When  it 
is  remembered  that  this  supervision  was  completed  in  nine 
months,  we  may  wonder  that  the  incongruities  which  re- 
main are  not  more  numerous. 

The  Companies  appear  to  have  been  occupied  in  the 
actual  business  of  revision  about  two  years  and  three 
quarters. 

Such,  so  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  the  rules  and  modes 
of  procedure,  is  the  character  of  tlie  time-honoured  Version 
which  we  have  been  called  upon  to  revise.  We  have  had 
to  study  this  great  Version  carefully  and  minutely,  line  by 
line;  and  the  longer  we  have  been  engaged  upon  it  the 
more  we  have  learned  to  admire  its  simplicity,  its  dignity, 
its  pawer,  its  happy  turns  of  expression,  its  general  accu- 
racy, and,  we  must  not  fail  to  add,  the  music  of  its  ca- 
dences, and  the  felicities  of  its  rhythm.  To  render  a  work 
that  had  reached  this  high  standard  of  excellence  still  more 
excellent,  to  increase  its  fidelity  without  destroying  its 
cl^^rm,  was  the  task  committed  to  us.  Of  that  task,  and 
of  the  conditions  under  which  we  have  attempted  its  fulfil- 
ment, it  will  now  be  necessary  for  us  to  speak. 

II.  The  present  Revision  had  its  origin  in  action  taken 

by  the  Convocation  of  the  Province  of  Canterbury  in  Pel>- 

ruary  1870,  and  it  has  been  conducted  througliout  on  the 

plan  laid  down  •  in  Resolutions  of  both  ifouses  of  the 
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Province,  and,  more  particularly,  in  accordance  with  Prin- 
ciples and  Rules  drawn  up  by  a  special  Committee  of  Con- 
vocation in  the  following  May.  Two  Companies,  the  one 
for  the  Revision  of  the  Authorised  Version  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament, and  the  other  for  the  revision  of  the  same  Version 
of  the  New  Testament,  were  formed  in  the  manner  speci- 
fied in  the  Resolutions,  and  the  work  was  commenced  on 
the  twenty-second  day  of  June  1870.  Shortly  afterwards, 
steps  were  taken,  under  a  resolution  passed  by  both  Houses 
of  Convocation,  for  inviting  the  co-operation  of  American 
scholars;  and  eventually  two  Committees  were  formed  in 
America,  for  the  purpose  of  acting  with  the  two  English 
Companies,  on  the  basis,  of  the  Principles  and  Rules  drawn 
up  by  the  Committee  of  Convocation. 

The  fundamental  Resolutions  adopted  by  the  Convoca- 
tion of  Canterbury  on  the  third  and  fifth  days  of  May  1870 
were  as  follows: — 

**  1.  That  it  is  desirable  that  a  revision  of  the  Authorised 
Version  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  be  undertaken. 

**2.  That  the  revision  be  so  conducted  as  to  comprise 
both  marginal  renderings  and  such  emendations  as  it  may 
be  found  necessary  to  insert  in  the  text  of  the  Authorised 
Version. 

**3.  That  iti  the  above  resolutions  we  do  not  contem- 
plate any  new  translation  of  the  Bible,  or  any  alteration  of 
the  language,  except  where  in  the  judgement  of  the  most 
competent  scholars  such  change  is  necessary: 

"4.  That  in  such  necessary  changes,  the  style  of  the 
language  employed  in  the  existing  Version  be  closely 
followed. 

"1.  Thftt  i  t  is  desirable  that  Convocation  should  nominate 
a  body  of  its  own  ratmbcrs  to  undertake  the  work  of  re- 
vision, who  shall  he  at  Ube^rty  to  invite  the  co-operation  of 
any  eminent  for  scholarship,  to  whatever  nation  or  religious 
body  thojr  may  belong/' 

Tjie  Principltis  and  RuleF^  agreed  to  by  the  Committee  of 
Convocation  on  the  twenty -fifth  day  of  May  1870  were  as 
follows^:— 

"1.  To  introduce  as  few  alterations  as  possible  into  the 
Text  of  the  Author] sied  Version  consistently  with  faith- 
fulness. 

*'2  To  limit,  aa  far  na  possible,  the  expression  of  such 
alterations  to  the  laoguago  uf  tlid  Authorised  and  earlier 
English  Versions. 

"3.  Each  Company  to  ^iy  twice  over  the  portion  to  be 
revimid,  once  proTisionwlly,  Ibi^  second  time  finally,  and  on 
principles  of  voting  as  hureinafiiT  is  provided. 
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**4.  That  the  Text  to  be  adopted  be  that  for  which  the 
evidence  is  decidedly  preponderating;  and  that  when  the 
Text  so  adopted  dilBfers  from  that  from  which  the  Author- 
ised Version  was  made,  the  alteration  be  indicated  in  the 
margin. 

*  *  5.  To  make  or  retain  no  change  in  the  Text  on  the  sec- 
ond final  revision  by  each  Company,  except  two  thirds  of 
those  present  approve  of  the  same,  but  on  the  first  revision 
to  decide  by  simple  majorities. 

"6.  In  every  case  of  proposed  alteration  that  may  have 
given  rise  to  discussion,  to  defer  the  voting  thereupon  till 
the  next  Meeting,  whensoever  the  same  shall  be  required  by 
one  third  of  those  present  at  the  Meeting,  such  intended 
vote  to  be  announced  in  the  notice  for  the  next  Meeting. 

"7.  To  revise  the  headings  of  chapters  and  pages,  para- 
graphs, italics,  and  punctuation. 

*•  8.  To  refer,  on  the  part  of  each  Company,  when  consid- 
ered desirable,  to  Divines,  Scholars,  and  Literary  Men, 
whether  at  home  or  abroad,  for  their  opinions." 

These  rules  it  has  been  our  endeavour  faithfully  and  con- 
sistently to  follow.  One  only  of  them  we  found  ourselves 
unable  to  observe  in  all  particulars.  In  accordance  with 
the  seventh  rule,  we  have  carefully  revised  the  paragraphs, 
italics,  and  punctuation.  But  the  revision  of  the  headings 
of  chapters  and  pages  would  have  involved  so  much  of 
indirect,  and  indeed  frequently  of  direct  interpretation, 
that  we  judged  it  best  to  omit  them  altogether. 

Our  communications  with  the  American  Committee  have 
been  of  the  following  nature.  We  transmitted  to  them 
from  time  to  time  each  several  portion  of  our  First  Revi- 
sion, and  received  from  them  in  return  their  criticisms  and 
suggestions.  These  we  considered  with  much  care  and 
attention  during  the  time  we  were  engaged  on  our  Second 
Revision.  We  then  sent  over  to  them  the  various  portions 
of  the  Second  Revision  as  they  were  completed,  and 
received  further  suggestions,  which,  like  the  former,  were 
closely  and  carefully  considered.  Last  of  all,  we  for- 
warded to  them  the  Revised  Version  in  its  final  form;  and 
a  list  of  those  passages  in  which  they  desire  to  place  on 
record  their  preference  of  other  readings  and  rendeiings 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  volume.  We  gratefully 
acknowledge  their  care,  vigilance,  and  accuracy;  and  we 
humbly  pray  that  their  labours  and  our  own,  thus  happily 
united,  maybe  permitted  to  bear  a  blessing  to  both  countries, 
and  to  all  English-speaking  people  throughout  the  world. 

The  whole  time  aevoted  to  the  work  has  been  ten  years 
and  a  half.  The  First  Revision  occupied  about  six  years; 
viii 
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the  Second,  about  two  years  and  a  half.  The  remaining 
time  has  been  spent  in  the  consideration  of  the  suggestions 
from  America  on  the  Second  Revision,  and  of  many  details 
and  reserved  questions  arising  out  of  our  own  labours.  As 
a  rule,  a  session  of  four  days  has  been  held  every  month 
(with  the  exception  of  August  and  September)  in  each  year 
from  the  commencement  of  the  work  in  June  1870.  The 
average  attendance  for  the  whole  time  has  been  sixteen 
each  day;  the  whole  Company  consisting  at  first  of  twenty- 
seven,  but  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time  of  twenty-four 
members,  many  of  them  residing  at  great  distances  from 
London.  Of  the  original  number  four  have  been  removed 
from  us  by  death. 

At  an  early  stage  in  our  labours,  we  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  for 
the  conveyance  to  them  of  our  copyright  in  the  work. 
This  arrangement  provided  for  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  undertaking;  and  procured  for  the  Revised  Version  the 
advantage  of  being  published  by  Bodies  long  connected 
with  the  publication  of  the  Authorised  Version. 

in.  We  now  pass  onward  to  give  a  brief  account  of  the 
particulars  of  the  present  work.  This  we  propose  to  do 
under  the  four  heads  of  Text,  Translation,  Language,  and 
Marginal  Notes. 

1.  A  revision  of  the  Greek  text  was  the  necessary  foun- 
dation of  our  work;  but  it  did  not  fall  within  our  province 
to  construct  a  continuous  and  complete  Greek  text.  In 
many  cases  the  English  rendering  was  considered  to  repre- 
sent correctly  either  of  two  competing  readings  in  the 
Greek,  and  then  the  question  of  the  text  was  usually  not 
raised.  A  sufficiently  laborious  task  remained  in  deciding 
between  the  rival  claims  of  various  readings  which  might 
properly  aftecit  the  (r  (nshirion.  When  these  were  adjusted, 
our  deT[ation3  from  the  text  presumed  to  underlie  the 
Aitthori*)fid  Version  bud  next  to  be  indicated,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  fourth  rule;  but  it  proved  inconvenient  to 
record  Xh^m  in  the  margin.  A  better  mode  however  of 
giving  them  publir-ir)'  has  been  found,  as  the  University 
Preases  have  undertaken  to  print  them  in  connexion  with 
complete  Greek  tcxt.si  oJ'  the  New  Testament. 

In  rei^ard  of  tiiR  r^^iidings  thus  approved,  it  may  be 
observed  that  \\w,  fourtli  rule,  by  requiring  that  "the  text 
to  he  adopted*"  should  l>e  '*that  for  which  the  evidence  is 
decidedly  preponderating^,"  was  in  effect  an  instruction  to 
follow  rbe  auihnritv  nf  documentary  evidence  without 
defereu«e  to  any  prfnted  text  of  modern  times,  and  there- 
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fore  to  employ  the  best  resources  of  criticism  for  estimat- 
iDg  the  value  of  evidence.  Textual  criticism,  as  applied 
to  the  Greek  New  Testament,  forms  a  special  study  of 
much  intricacy,  and  difficulty,  and  even  now  leaves  room 
for  considerable  variety  of  opinion  among  competent  critics. 
Different  schools  of  criticism  have  been  represented  among 
us,  and  have  together  contributed  to  the  final  result.  In 
the  early  part  of  the  work  every  various  reading  requiring 
consideration  was  discussed  and  voted  on  by  the  Company. 
After  a  time  the  precedents  thus  established  enabled  the 
process  to  be  safely  shortened;  but  it  was  still  at  the  option 
of  every  one  to  raise  a  full  discussion  on  any  particular 
readiDg,  and  the  option  was  freely  used.  On  the  first 
revision,  in  accordance  with  the  fifth  rule,  the  decisions 
were  arrived  at  by  simple  majorities.  On  the  second 
revision,  at  which  a  majority  of  two  thirds  was  required 
to  retain  or  introduce  a  reading  at  variance  with  the  read- 
ing presumed  to  underlie  the  Authorised  Version,  many 
readings  previously  adopted  were  brought  agam  into  debate, 
and  either  re-affirmed  or  set  aside. 

Many  places  still  remain  in  which,  for  the  present,  it 
would  not  be  safe  to  accept  one  reading  to  the  absolute 
exclusion  of  others.  In  these  cases  we  have  given  alterna- 
tive readings  in  the  margin,  wherever  they  seem  to  be  of 
sufficient  importance  or  interest  to  deserve  notice.  In  the 
introductory  formula,  the  phrases  **  many  ancient  authori- 
ties," "some  ancient  authorities,"  are  used  with  some 
latitude  to  denote  a  greater  or  lesser  proportion  of  those 
authorities  which  have  a  distinctive  right  to  be  called  an- 
cient. These  ancient  authorities  comprise  not  only  Greek 
manuscripts,  some  of  which  were  written  in  the  fourth  and 
fifth  centuries,  but  versions  of  a  still  earlier  date  in  dif- 
ferent languages,  and  also  quotations  by  Christian  writers 
of  the  second  and  following  centuries. 

2.  We  pass  now  from  the  Text  to  the  Translation.  The 
character  of  the  Revision  was  determined  for  us  from  the 
outset  by  the  first  rule,  '*  to  introduce  as  few  alterations  as 
possible,  consistently  with  faithfulness."  Our  task  was 
revision,  not  re-translation. 

In  the  application  however  of  this  principle  to  the  many 
and  intricate  details  of  our  work,  we  have  found  ourselves 
constrained  by  faithfulness  to  introduce  changes  which 
might  not  at  first  sight  appear  to  be  included  under  the 
rule. 

The  alterations  which  we  have  made  in  the  Authorised 
Version  may  be  roughly  grouped  in  five  principal  classes. 
Pii-st,  alterations  positively  required  by  change  of  reading 
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In  the  Greek  Text.  Secondly,  alterations  made  where  the 
Authorised  Version  appeared  either  to  be  incorrect,  or  to 
have  chosen  the  less  probable  of  two  possible  renderings. 
Thirdly,  alterations  of  obscure  or  ambiguous  renderings 
into  such  as  are  clear  and  express  in  their  import.  For  it 
has  been  our  principle  not  to  leave  any  translation,  or  any 
arrangement  of  words,  which  could  adapt  itself  to  one  or 
other  of  two  interpretations,  but  rather  to  express  as  plainly 
as  was  possible  that  interpretation  which  seemed  best  to 
deserve  a  place  in  the  text,  and  to  put  the  other  in  the 
margin. 

There  remain  yet  two  other  classes  of  alterations  which 
we  have  felt  to  be  required  by  the  same  principle  of  faith- 
fulness. These  are, — Fourthly,  alterations  of  the  Au- 
thorised Version  in  cases  where  it  was  inconsistent  with 
itself  in  the  rendering  of  two  or  more  passages  confessedly 
alike  or  parallel.  Fifthly,  alterations  rendered  necessary  by 
consequence,  th<.t  is,  arising  out  of  changes  already  made, 
though  not  in  themselves  required  by  the  general  rule  of 
faithfulness.  Both  these  classes  of  alterations  call  for  some 
further  explanation. 

The  frequent  inconsistencies  in  the  Authorised  Version 
have  caused  us  much  embarrassment  from  the  fact  already 
referred  to,  namely,  that  a  studied  variety  of  rendering, 
even  in  the  same  chapter  and  context,  was  a  kind  of  princi- 
ple with  our  predecessors,  and  was  defended  by  them  on 
grounds  that  have  been  mentioned  above.  The  problem 
we  had  to  solve  was  to  discriminate  between  varieties  of 
rendering  which  were  compatible  with  fidelity  to  the  true 
meaning  of  the  text,  and  varieties  which  involved  inconsist- 
ency, and  were  suggestive  of  differences  that  had  no  exist- 
ence in  the  Greek.  This  problem  we  have  solved  to  the 
best  of  our  jjower,  and  for  the  most  part  in  the  following 
way. 

Wliere  there  was  a  doubt  as  to  the  exact  shade  of  meaning, 
we  have  looked  to  the  context  for  guidance.  If  the  mean- 
hig  was  fairly  expressed  by  the  word  or  phrase  that  was 
before  us  in  the  Authorised  Version,  we  made  no  change, 
even  where  rigid  adherence  to  the  rule  of  translating,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  same  Greek  word  by  the  same  English 
word  might  have  prescribed  some  modification. 

There  are  however  numerous  passages  in  the  Authorised 
Version  in  which,  whether  regard  be  had  to  the  recurrence 
(as  in  the  first  three  Gospels)  of  identical  clauses  and  sen- 
tences, to  the  repetition  of  the  same  word  in  the  same 
passage,  or  to  the  characteristic  use  of  particular  words  by 
the  same  writer,  the  stuiUcd  variety  adopted  by  the  Trans- 
xi 
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lators  of  1611  has  produced  a  degree  of  inconsistency  that 
cannot  be  reconciled  with  the  principle  of  faithfulness.  In 
such  cases  we  have  not  hesitated  to  introduce  alterations, 
even  though  the  sense  might  not  seem  to  the  general  reader 
to  be  materially  affected. 

The  last  class  of  alterations  is  that  which  we  have  de- 
scribed as  rendered  necessary  hy  corisequence;  that  is,  by 
reason  of  some  foregoing  alteration.  The  cases  in  which 
Ihese  consequential  changes  have  been  found  necessary  are 
luimerous  and  of  very  different  kinds.  Sometimes  the 
change  has  been  made  to  avoid  tautology ;  sometimes  to 
obviate  an  unpleasing  alliteration  or  some  other  infelicity 
of  sound;  sometimes,  in  the  case  of  smaller  words,  to  pre- 
serve the  familiar  rhythm;  sometimes  for  a  convergence  of 
reasons  which,  when  explained,  would  at  once  be  accepted, 
but  until  so  explained  might  never  be  surmised  even  by 
intelligent  readers. 

This  may  be  made  plain  by  an  example.  When  a  par- 
ticular word  is  found  to  recur  with  characteristic  frequency 
in  any  one  of  the  Sacred  Writers,  it  is  obviously  desirable 
to  adopt  for  it  some  uniform  rendering.  Again,  where,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  first  three  Evangelists,  precisely  the  same 
clauses  or  sentences  are  found  in  more  than  one  of  the  Gos- 
pels, it  is  no  less  necessary  to  translate  them  in  every  place 
in  the  same  way.  These  two  principles  may  be  illustrated 
by  reference  to  a  word  that  perpetually  recurs  in  St.  Mark's 
Gospel,  and  that  may  be  translated  either  "straightwav," 
"forthwith,"  or  •*  immediately."  Let  it  be  supposed  that 
the  first  rendering  is  chosen,  and  that  the  word,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  first  of  the  above  principles,  is  in  that  Gos- 
pel uniformly  translated  "straightway."  Let  it  be  further 
supposed  that  one  of  the  passages  of  St.  Mark  in  which  it 
is  so  translated  is  found,  word  for  word,  in  one  of  the 
other  Gospels,  but  that  there  the  rendering  of  the  Author- 
ised Version  happens  to  be  "forthwith"  or  " immediately. " 
That  rendering  must  be  changed  on  the  second  of  the  above 
principles;  and  yet  such  a  change  would  not  have  been 
made  but  for  this  concurrence  of  two  sound  piinciples, 
and  the  consequent  necessity  of  making  a  change  on 
grounds  extraneous  to  the  passage  itself. 

This  is  but  one  of  many  instances  of  consequential  alter- 
ations which  might  at  first  sight  appear  unnecessary,  but 
which  nevertheless  have  been  deliberately  made,  and  are 
not  at  variance  with  the  rule  of  introducing  as  few 
changes  in  the  Authorised  Version  as  faithfulness  would 
allow. 

There  are  some  other  points  of  detail  whicli  it  may  be 
xii 
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here  convenient  to  notice.  One  of  these,  and  perhaps  the 
most  important,  is  the  rendering  of  the  Greek  aorisfc. 
There  are  numerous  cases,  especially  in  connexion  with 
particles  ordinarily  expressive  of  present  time,  in  which 
the  use  of  the  indefinite  past  tense  in  Greek  and  English  is 
altogether  different;  and  in  such  instances  we  have  not 
attempted  to  violate  the  idiom  of  our  language  by  forms 
Df  expression  which  it  could  not  bean  But  we  have  often 
ventured  to  represent  the  Greek  aorist  by  the  English  pre- 
lerite,  even  where  the  reader  may  find  some  passing  diffl- 
culty  in  such  a  rendering,  because  we  have  felt  convinced 
that  the  true  meaning  of  the  original  was  obscured  by  the 
presence  of  the  familiar  auxiliary.  A  remarkable  illustra- 
tion may  be  found  in  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  St.  John's 
Gospel,  where  the  combination  of  the  aorist  and  the  per- 
fect shews,  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt,  that  different  rela- 
tions of  time  were  intended  to  be  expressed. 

Changes  of  translation  will  also  be  found  in  connexion 
with  the  aorist  participle,  arising  from  the  fact  that  the 
usual  periphrasis  of  this  participle  in  the  Vulgate,  which 
was  rendered  necessary  by  Latin  idiom,  has  been  largely 
reproduced  in  the  Authorised  Version  by  "when  "  with  the 
past  tense  (as  for  example  in  the  second  chapter  of  St. 
Matthew's  Gospel),  even  where  the  ordinary  participial 
rendering  would  have  been  easier  and  more  natural  in 


In  reference  to  the  perfect  and  the  imperfect  tenses  but 
little  needs  to  be  said.  The  correct  translation  of  the  former 
has  been  for  the  most  part,  though  with  some  striking  ex- 
ceptions, maintained  in  the  Authorised  Version :  while  with 
regard  to  the  imperfect,  clear  as  its  meaning  may  be  in  the 
Greek,  the  power  of  expressing  it  is  so  limited  in  English, 
that  we  have  been  frequently  coinpelled  to  leave  the  force 
of  the  tense  to  be  inferred  from  the  context.  In  a  few  in- 
stuDces,  where  faithfulness  imperatively  required  it,  and 
especmlly  where,  in  the  Greek,  the  significance  of  the  im- 
peti'ffHJt  ten^io  eeem^id  to  be  additionally  marked  by  the  use 
of  Ike  participle  with  the  auxiliary  verb,  we  have  introduced 
I  lie  corre^^pi  J  tiding  form  in  English.  Still,  in  the  great 
iiiiijority  ol'  cases  we  have  been  obliged  to  retain  the  English 
preterite,  and  lf>  rely  either  on  slight  changes  in  the  order 
of  tb<5  word.^,  or  on  prominence  riven  to  the  accompanying 
-tempornl  particles,  for  the  indication  of  the  meaning 
which,  in  the  Gr^ek,  the  imperfect  tense  was  designed  to 
convey.  / 

On  other  points  of  grammar  it  may  be  sufficient  to  speak 
more  briefly. 
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Many  changes,  as  might  be  anticipated,  have  been  mUde 
in  the  case  of  the  delinite  article.  Here  again  it  was  neces- 
sary to  consider  the  peculiarities  6i  English  idiom,  as  well 
as  the  ijeneral  tenor  of  each  passage.  *  Sometimes  we  have 
felt  it  enough  to  prefix  the  article  to  the  first  of  a  series  of 
words  to  all  of  Which  it  is  prefixed  in  the  Greek,  and  thus, 
ais  it  were,  to  impart  the  idea  Of  definiteness  to  the  whole 
series,  Without  running  tiie  risk  of  overloading  tfie  sen- 
tence. Sometimes,  conversely,  we  have  had  to  tolerate  the 
presence  of  the  definite  article  in  out  Version,  when  it  is 
absent  from  the  Greek,  and  perhaps  not  even  grammatically 
latent;  simply  because  English  idiom  would  not  allow  the 
noun  to  stand  alone;  and  because  the  introduction  of  the 
ihdefiriite  article  mi^t  have  introduced  an  idea  of  oneness 
or  individuality.  Which  was  not  in  any  degree  traceable  in 
the  original.  In  a  word,  we  have  been  careful  to  observe 
the  use  of  the  article  wherever  it  seemed  to  be  idiomatically 
possible:  where  it  did  not  sfeem  to  bfe  possible,  We  have 
yielded  to  necessity. 

As  to  the  pronouns  and  the  place  they  occupy  in  the 
sentence,  a  subject  often  overlooked  by  our  predecessors, 
we  have  been  particularly  careful ;  but  here  again  we  have 
frequently  been  baffled  by  structtiral  or  idiomatical  pecu- 
liarities of  the  English  language  which  precltlded  changes 
otherwise  desirable. 

In  the  case  of  the  particles  we  have  met  with  less  diffi- 
culty, and  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  reasonable  amount 
of  consistency.  The  particles  in  the  Greek  Testament  are, 
as  is  well  known,  cottiparatlvely  few,  and  they  are  com- 
monly Used  with  precision.  It  has  therefore  been  the  more 
necessary  here  to  ptefeerve  a  general  uniformity  of  render- 
ing, especially  in  the  case  of  the  particles  of  causality  and 
infei-ence,  so  far  as  English  idiom  would  allow. 

Ljistly,  m^ny  changes  have  been  introduced  in  the  render- 
ing of  the  prepositions,  especially  where  ideas  of  instrumen- 
tality or  ofmediate  agency,  distinctly  marked  in  the  original, 
had  oe'en  confused  or  obscured  in  the  translation.  We  have 
however  borne  in  mind  the  comprehensive  character  of 
such  prepositions  as  "of"  and  "by,"  the  one  in  reference 
to  agency  and  the  other  in  reference  to  means,  especially 
in  the  English  of  the  seventeenth  century;  and  have  nuely 
made  any  change  where  the  true  meaning  of  the  original 
as  expressed  in  the  Authorised  Version  would  be  apparent 
to  a  reader  of  ordinary  intelligence. 

3.  "We  now  come  to  the  subject  of  Language. 

The  second  of  the  rules,  by  which  the  work  has  been 
governed,  prescribed  that  the  alterations  to  be  Introduced 
xir 
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should  be  expressed,  as  far  a§  possible,  ia  tljue  laiikguage  c^ 
the  Authorised  Version  or  of  the  Yersiona  tlbat  preceded  it. 

To  this  rule  we  have  faithfully  adhered.  We  have  ha- 
bitually consulted  the  earlier  Versions ;  and  in  our  sparing 
introduction  of  words  npt  found  in  Uiem  or  in  the  Author- 
ised Version  we  have  usually  satisfied  ourselves  that  such 
words  were  employed  by  standard  writers  of  nearly  tlie 
same  date,  ^^rxd.  had  also  that  general  hue  which  justified 
tiieir  introduction  into  a  Version  which  has  held  the  high- 
est place  in  the  classical  literature  of  our  language.  We 
have  never  removed  any  archaisms,  whether  m  structure 
or  in  wor^s,  except  where  we  were  persuaded  either  that 
the  meaning  of  th,e  words  was  not  generally  understood, 
or  that  the  nature  of  the  expression  led  to  some  miscon- 
ception of  the  true  sense  pf  the  passage.  The  frequent  in- 
versions of  the  strict  order  of  the  words,  whidi  add  much 
to  the  strength  and  variety  of  the  Authorised  Version,  and 
ffive  an  a,rchaic  colour  to  many  felicities  of  diction,  have 
peen  seldom  modified.  Indeed,  we  have  often  adopted  the 
same  arrangement  in  our  pwn  alterations;  and  in  this,  as 
in  other  particulars,  we  have  sought  to  assimilate  the  new 
work  to  the  old. 

In  a  few  exceptional  cases  we  have  failed  to  find  any 
^ord  in  the  older  stratum  of  our  language  that  appeared  to 
convey  the  precise  meaning  of  the  original.  There,  and 
there  only,  we  have  used  words  of  a  later  date ;  but  not 
without  having  first  assured  ourselves  that  they  are  to  be 
found  in  the  writings  of  the  best  authors  of  the  period  to 
which  they  belong. 

In  regard  of  Proper  Names  no  rule  was  prescribed  to  us. 
In  the  oxm  of  iianiea  of  frequent  occurrence  we  have 
deemed  it  best  to  follow  generally  the  rule  laid  down  for 
our  predecessors.  That  rule,  it  may  be  remembered,  was 
l*>tlnsi  effetit,  ''The  names  of  the  prophets  and  the  holy 
writers,  with  the  other  names  of  the  text,  to  be  retained,  as 
nigk  as  may  Ix;,  accoidhigly  i^  they  were  vulgarly  used." 
Some  difliculty  haa  been  felt  in  dealing  with  names  less 
familiarly  known.  Hert^  onr  general  practice  has  been  to 
follow  the  Greek  form  of  uaniijt*,  except  in  the  case  of  per- 
sons and  places  mentioned  in  the  Old  Testament:  in  this 
case  we  hav6  followed  the  Hebrt?w. 

4.  The  subject  of.  tlie  Marginal  Notes  deserves  special 
attention.  They  i^p resent  the  results  of  a  large  amount  of 
careful  and  elaborate  diBcussion.  and  will,  perhaps,  by  their 
very  proijence,  indicnte  to  *=otne  extent  the  intricacy  of 
mtmy  of  the  quest iima  ilmt  hav<^  almost  daily  come  before 
u^  for  decision.     Tiiese  Notes  faiU  into  four  main  groups:

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first,  notes  specifying  such  differences  of  reading  as  were 
judged  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  require  a  particulai* 
notice;  secondly,  notes  indicating  the  exact  rendering  of 
■words  to  whichj  for  the  sake  of  English  idiom,  we  "wei© 
obliged  to  give  a  less  exact  rendering  in  the  text ;  thirdly, 
notes,  very  few  in  number,  affording  some  explanation 
which  the  original  appeared  to  require;  fourthly,  alterna- 
tive renderings  in  difficult  or  debateable  passages.  The 
notes  of  this  last  group  are  numerous,  and  largely  in  excess 
of  those  which  were  admitted  by  our  predecessors.  In  the 
270  years  that  have  passed  away  since  their  labours  were 
concluded,  the  Sacrea  Text  has  been  minutely  examined, 
discussed  in  every  detail,  and  analysed  with  a  p*ammatical 
precision  unknown  in  the  days  of  the  last  Revision.  There 
has  thus  been  accumulated  a  large  amount  of  materials  that 
have  prepared  the  way  for  different  renderings,  which 
necessarily  came  under  discussion.  We  have  therefore 
placed  before  the  reader  in  the  margin  other  renderings 
than  those  which  were  adopted  in  the  text,  wherever  such 
renderings  seemed  to  deserve  consideration.  The  render- 
ing in  the  text,  where  it  agrees  with  the  Authorised  Ver- 
sion, was  supported  by  at  least  one  third,  and,  where  it 
differs  from  the  Authorised  Version,  by  at  least  two  thiixis 
of  those  who  were  present  at  the  second  revision  of  the 
passage  in  question. 

A  few  supplementary  matters  have  yet  to  be  mentioned. 
These  may  be  thus  enumerated, — ^the  use  of  Italics,  the  ar- 
rangement in  Paragraphs,  the  mode  of  printing  Quotations 
from  the  Poetical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  the  Punctu- 
ation, and,  last  of  all,  the  Titles  of  the  different  Books  that 
make  up  the  New  Testament, ^-all  of  them  particulars  on 
which  it  seems  desirable  to  add  a  few  explanatory  remarks. 

(a)  The  determination,  in  each  place,  of  the  words  to  be 
printed  !n  italics  has  not  been  by  any  means  easjr;  nor  can 
we  hope  to  be  found  in  all  cases  perfectly  consistent.  In 
the  earliest  editions  of  the  Authorised  Version  the  use  of  a 
different  type  to  indicate  supplementary  words  not  con- 
tained in  the  original  was  not  very  frequent,  and  cannot 
easily  be  reconciled  with  any  settled  principle.  A  review 
of  tfie  words  so  printed  was  made,  after  a  lapse  of  some 
years,  for  the  editions  of  the  Authorised  Version  published 
at  Cambridge  in  1629  and  1688.  Furthrr,  though  slight, 
modifications  were  introduced  at  intervals  between  1638 
and  the  more  systematic  revisions  undertaken  respectively 
by  Dr.  Paris  in  the  Cambridge  Edition  of  1762,  and  by  Dr. 
Blayney  in  the  Oxford  Edition  of  1769.    None  of  them 
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liowever  rest  on  any  higher  authority  than  that  of  the  per 
sons  who  from  time  to  time  superintended  the  publication. 
The  last  attempt  to  bring  the  use  of  italics  into  uniformity 
and  consistency  was  made  by  Dr.  Scrivener  in  the  Para 
graph  Bible  published  at  Cambridge  in  1870-78.  In  suc- 
ceeding to  these  labours,  we  have  acted  on  the  general 
principle  of  printing  in  italics  words  which  did  not  appear 
to  be  necessarily  involved  in  the  Greek.  Our  tendency  has 
been  to  diminish  rather  than  to  increase  the  amount  of  italic 
printing;  though,  in  the  case  of  difference  of  readings,  we 
have  usually  marked  the  absence  of  any  words  in  the  orig- 
inal which  the  sense  might  nevertheless  require  to  be 
present  in  the  Version;  and  again,  in  the  case  of  inserted 
pronouns,  where  the  reference  did  not  appear  to  be  per- 
fectly certain,  we  have  similarly  had  recourse  to  italics. 
Some  of  these  cases,  especially  when  there  are  slight  differ- 
ences of  reading,  are  of  singular  intricacy,  and  make  it 
impossible,  to  maintain  rigid  uniformity. 

(p)  We  have  arranged  the  Sacred  Text  in  paragraphs, 
after  the  precedent  of  the  earliest  English  Versions,  so  as  to 
assist  the  general  reader  in  following  the  current  of  narra- 
tive or  argument.  The  present  arrangement  will  be  found, 
we  trust,  to  have  preserved  the  due  mean  between  a  system 
of  long  portions  which  must  often  include  several  separate 
topics,  and  a  system  of  frequent  breaks  which,  though  they 
may  correctly  indicate  the  separate  movements  of  thought 
in  the  writer,  often  seriously  impede  a  just  perception  of 
the  true  continuity  of  the  passage.  The  traditional  division 
into  chapters,  which  the  Authorised  Version  inherited  from 
Latin  Bibles  of  the  later  middle  ages,  is  an  illustration  of 
the  former  method.  Tliese  paragraphs,  for  such  in  fact 
they  are,  frequently  include  several  distinct  subjects.  More- 
over they  sometimes,  though  rarely,  end  where  there  is  no 
t  ufficient  break  in  the  sense.  The  division  of  chapters  into 
verses,  which  was  introduced  into  the  New  Testament  for 
the  first  time  in  1551,  is  an  exaggeration  of  the  latter 
method,  with  Its  rtccompfinying  inconveniences.  The  seri- 
ous obstacles  to  the  ri^ht  understanding  of  Holy  Scripture, 
which  are  interposed  liy  n»inute  subdivision,  are  often  over- 
looked ;  but  if  uny  one  will  consider  for  a  moment  the  in- 
jurious effect  that  would  be  produced  by  breaking  up  a 
portion  of  some  great  standard  work  into  separate  verses, 
he  will  at  once  p<*reeive  how  necessary  has  been  an  altera- 
tion in  this  particuhir.  The  arrangement  by  chapters  and 
verses  undoubtedly  affords  facilities  for  reference:  but  this 
advantage  we  UaVe  ijeto  able  to  retain  by  placing  th« 
mim^rrals  on  the  mRigin  of  each  page, 
xvil 


(c)  A  few  wor4s  will  siilElc^  as  to  the  saode  of  p^tiog 
quotations  from  the  Poetical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament. 
"Wherever  the  quotation  extends  to  two  or  more  Jines,  our 
practice  has  been  to  recognise  the  parallelism  of  their  struc- 
ture by  arranging  the  Unes  in  a  manner  that  appears  to 
agree  with  the  metrical  divisions  of  the  Hebrew  original. 
Such  an  arrangement  will  be  found  helpful  to  the  reader; 
not  only  as  directing  his  attention  to  the  poetical  character 
of  the  quotation,  but  as  also  tending  to  make  its  force  and 
pertinence  more  fully  felt.  We  have  treated  in  the  same 
way  the  hymns  in  the  first  two  chapters  of  the  Go^)el  ac- 
cording to  St.  Luke. 

{d)  Great  care  has  been  bestowed  on  the  pimctuation. 
Our  practice  has  been  to  maintain  what  is  sometimes  called 
the  heavier  system  of  stopping,  or,  in  other  words,  that 
system  which,  especially  for  convenience  in  reading  aloud, 
suggests  such  pauses  as  will  best  ensure  a  clear  and  ii^teUi- 
gent  setting  forth  of  the  true  meaning  of  the  words.  This 
course  has  rendered  necessary,  especially  in  the  Epistles,  a 
larger  use  of  colons  and  semicolons  than  is  customary  in 
modem  English  printing. 

(e)  "We  may  in  the  last  place  notice  one  particular  to 
which  we  were  not  expressly  directed  to  extend  our  re- 
vision, namely,  the  titles  of  the  Books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. These  titles  are  no  part  of  the  original  text;  and 
the  titles  found  in  the  most  ancient  manuscripts  are  of  too 
short  a  form  to  be  convenient  for  use.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, we  have  deemed  it  best  to  leave  unchanged 
the  titles  which  are  given  in  the  Autiiorised  Version  as 
printed  in  1611. 

We  now  conclude,  humbly  commending  our  ^bours  to 
Almighty  God,  and  praying  that  his  favour  and  blessing 
may  be  vouchsafed  to  tliat  which  has  been. done  in  his 
name.  We  recognised  from  the  first  ^e  responsibility  of 
the  undertaking;  and  through  our  manifold  experience  of 
its  abounding  difficulties  we  have  felt  more  and  more,  as 
we  went  onward,  that  such  a  work  can  never  be  accom- 
plished by  organised  efforts  of  scholarship  and  criticism^ 
unless  assisted  by  Divine  help. 

We  know  full  well  that  defects  must  have  their  place  in 
a  work  so  long  and  so  arduous  as  this  which  has  now  come 
to  an  end.  Blemishes  and  imperfections  there  are  in  the 
noble  Translation  which  we  have  been  called  upon  to 
revise;  blemishes  and  imperfections  will  assuredly  be 
found  in  our  own  Revision.  All  endeavours  to  translate 
the  Holy  Scriptures  into  another  tongue  must  fall  short  of 
xviii 
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their  aim,  when  the  ohligation  is  imposed  of  producing  a 
Version  tliat  shall  be  alike  literal  and  idiomatic,  faithful  to 
each  thought  of  the  original,  and  yet,  in  the  expression  of 
it,  harmonious  and  free.  While  we  dare  to  hope  that  in 
places  not  a  few  of  the  New  Testament  the  introduction  of 
slight  changes  has  cast  a  new  light. upon  much  that  was 
difficult  and  obscure,  we  cannot  forget  how  often  we  have 
failed  in  expressing  some  finer  shade  of  meaning  which  we 
recognised  in  the  original,  how  often  idiom  has  stood  in 
the  way  of  a  perfect  rendering,  and  how  often  the  attempt 
to  preserve  a  familiar  form  of  words,  or  even  a  familiar 
cadence,  has  only  added  another  perplexity  to  those  which 
already  beset  us. 

Thus,  in  the  review  of  the  work  which  we  have  been 
permitted  to  complete,  our  closing  words  must  be  words  of 
mingled  thanksgiving,  humility,  and  prayer.  Of  thanks- 
giving, for  the  many  blessings  vouchsafed  to  us  through- 
out the  unbroken  progress  of  our  corporate  labours;  of 
humility,  for  our  failings  and  imperfections  in  the  fulfil- 
ment or  our  task;  and  of  prayer  to  Almighty  God,  that 
the  (Jospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  may  be 
more  clearly  and  more  freshly  shewn  forth  to  all  who 
shall  be  readers  of  this  Book.

15  And  EJind  U^gat  Eluaicar;  and  Eleazar  begat  Matthan; 
and  MtiilUuti  beg^it  Jii[:ob; 

16  And  Jacob  bti^jit  Jos=iflph  the  husband  of  Mary,  of 
wliom  waa  born  Jcaii^.  who  is  called  Christ. 

17  So  all  the  general  ions  from  Abraham  to  David  are 
fourteen  gtineratmna;  and  from  David  until  the  carrying 
away  )att>  Babylon  nr*":  fcjurfeen  generations;  and  from  the 
carrying  away  into  ]3abyioR  unto  Christ  a/re  foiurteen 
gentiratianB. 
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7  Then  Herod  privily  called  the  wise  men,  and  learned 

8  of  them  carefully  what  time  the  star  appeared.  And 
he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go  and  search 
out  carefully  concerning  the  young  child ;  and  when  ye 
have  found  him,  bring  me  word,  that  I  also  may  come 

9  and  worship  him.  And  they,  having  heard  the  king, 
went  their  way;  and  lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the

15  departed  into  Egypt;  and  was  there  until  the  death  of 
Herod:  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  hy 
the  Lord  through  the  prophet,  saying.  Out  of  Egypt  did 

16  I  call  my  son.  Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was 
mocked  of  the  wise  men,  was  exceeding,  wroth,  and  sent 
forth,  and  slew  all  the  male  children  that  were  in  Beth- 
lehem, and  in  all  the  borders  thereof,  from  two  years 
old  and  under,  according  to  the  time  which  he  had  care- 

17  fully  learned  of  the  wise  men.  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  w^  spoken  by  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  saying, 

18  A  voice  was  heard  in  Ramah, 
Weeping  and  great  mourning, 
Rachel  weeping  for  her  children; 

And  she  would  not  be  comforted,  because  they  are 
not. 

19  But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold,  an  angel  of  the 

20  Lord  appeareth  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt,  saying, 
Arise  and  take  the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and  go 
into  the  land  of  Israel:  for  they  are  dead  that  sought 

21  the  young  child's  life.  And  he  arose  and  took  the  young 
child  and  his  mother,  and  came  into  the  land  of  Israel. 
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7  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise  men, 
enquired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star  appeared. 

8  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go  and 
search  diligently  for  the  young  child;  and  when  ye  have 
found  himy  bring  me  word  again,  that  I  may  come  and 
worship  him  also. 

9  When  thej[  had  heard  the  king,  they  departed;  and, 
lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the  east,  went  before  them, 
till  it  came  and  stood  over  where  the  young  child  was. 

10  When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding 
great  ioy.

12  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should 
not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their  own  country 
another  way. 

18  And  when  they  were  departed,  behold,  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  appeareth  to  Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying,  Ai'ise, 
and  take  the  young  child  and  bis  mother,  and  flee  into 
Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  until  I  bring  thee  word:  for 
Herod  will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy  him. 

14  When  he  arose,  he  took  the  young  child  and  his 
mother  by  night,  and  departed  into  Egypt: 

15  Ana  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod:  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the 
prophet,  saying,  Out  of  Egypt  have  I  called  my  son. 

16  ^  Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked  of 
the  wise  men,  was  exceeding  wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and 
slew  all  the  children  that  were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the 
coasts  thereof,  from  two  years  old  and  under,  according  to 
the  time  which  he  had  diligently  enquired  of  the  wise  men. 

17  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken /%  Jeremy

18  In  Rama  was  there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation,  and 
weeping,  and  gi*eat  mourning,  Rachel  weeping  for  her 
children,  and  would  not  be  comforted,  because  they  are 

19  *[  But  wluni  Herod  was  dead,  behold,  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeareth  in  n  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt, 

30  Say  IE  ^,  AHh*;,  and  take  the  young  child  and  his 
mother,  and  go  into  the  land  of  Israel:  for  they  are  dead 
which  soughl'iho  young  child's  life. 

21  And  he  aro'se,  and  took  the  young  child  and  his 
molheti  and  came  into  the  land  of  Israel 
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3S  B^t  when  he  heard  that  Arehelaus  was  reigning  over 
Jud^a  in  the  room  of  his  father  Herod,  he  was  afraid 
to  go  thither;  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream,  he 

33  withdrew  into  the  parts  of  Galilee,  and  came  and  dwelt 
in  a  city  called  Nazareth :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which 
was  spoken  by  the  prophets,  that  he  should  be  called  a 
Na^rene. 


3  And  in  those  days  cometh  John  the  Bapti^,  preaching 
2  in  the  wilderness  of  Judaea,  saying,  Repent  ye;  for  the 
8  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  For  this  is  he  that  was 
spoken  of  by  Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying. 

The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 

Make  ye  ready  the  way  of  the  Lord, 

Make  h3S  paths  straight. 

4  Now  John  himself  had  his  raiment  of  camel's  hair,  and 
a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins^  and  his  food  was 

5  locusts  and  wild  honey.  Then  went  out  unto  him 
Jerusalem,  and  all  Judaea,  and  all  the  region  round 

6  about  Jordan;  and  they  were  baptized  of  him  in  the 

7  river  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.  But  when  he  saw 
many  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  coming  to  his 
baptism,  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  offspring  of  vipers,  who 

8  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come?    Bring 

9  forth  therefore  fruit  worthy  of  repentaifice:  and  think 
not  to  say  within  yourselves,  We  have  Abraham  to  our 
father:  for  I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of  these  stones

notwithstanding,  being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream,  he 
turned  aside  into  the  parts  of  Galilee: 

23  And  he  came  and  dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth: 
that  it  might  he  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophets. 
He  shall  1^  called  a  Nazarene. 

CHAPTER  ni. 

1  JohThprecicKeth  :  his  office,  life,  and  baptism.    7  He  r€prekem4eth 
the  PhariseeSy  13  and  baptizeth  Christ  in  Jordan. 

IN  those  days  came  John  the  Baptist,  preaching  in  the 
wilderness  of  Judsea, 

2  And  saying.  Repent  ye:  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
at  hand. 

3  For  this  is  he  that  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophet 
Esaias,  saying.  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness. 
Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight. 

4  And  the  same  John  had  his  raiment  of  camel's  hair, 
and  a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins;  and  kis  meat  was 
locusts  and  wild  honey. 

5  If  Then  went  out  to  him  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judeea,  and 
all  the  region  round  about  Jordan, 

6  And  were  baptized  ot  him  in  Jordan,  coufesiing  their 
sins. 

7  T  But  when  he  saw  many  of  the  Pharisees  and  8ad- 
ducees  come  to  his  baptism,  he  said  unto  them,  O  genera- 
tion of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath 
to  come? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet  for  repentance: 

9  And  think  not  to  say  within  yourselves,  We  hav« 
Abraham  to  our  father:  for  I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is 
able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 

10  And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the 
trees:  therefore  every  tree  which  bringeth  not  forth  good 
fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

11  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water  unto  repentance:  but 
he  that  cometh  after  me  is  mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I 
am  not  worthy  to  bear:  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  ictth  fire : 

12  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly 
purge  his  floor,  and  gather  his  wheat  into  the  gamer;  but 
he  will  burn  up  the  chaff  with  unquenchable  fire. 

13  *ir  Then  cometh  Jesus  from  Galilee  to  Jordan  unto 
John,  to  be  baptized  of  him. 

14  But  John  forbad  him,  saying,  I  have  need  to  be  bap- 
tized of  thee,  and  comest  thou  to  me? 
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15  and  comest  thou  to  me?  But  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him,  Suffer  it  now :  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  f ul- 

16  fil  all  righteousness.  Then  he  suffereth  him.  And 
Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up  straightway  from 
the  water:  and  lo,  the  heavens  were  opened  unto  him, 
and  he  saw  the  Spirit  of  God  descending  as  a  dove,  and 

17  coming  upon  him;  and  lo,  a  voice  out  of  the  heavens,

4  Then  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the  wilder- 
d  ness  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil.    And  when  he  had 

fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  he  afterward  hun- 
8  gered.  And  the  tempter  came  and  said  unto  him,  If  thou 

art  the  Son  of  God,  command  that  these  stones  become

7  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Again  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt 

8  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God.  Again,  the  devil  taketh 
him  unto  an  exceeding  high  mountain,  and  sheweth 
him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the  glor^  of 

9  them;  and  he  said  unto  him,  All  these  things  will  I 
give  thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall  down  and  worship  me. 

10  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him.  Get  thee  hence,  Satan:  for 
it  is  written,  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God, 

11  and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve.    Then  the  devil  leaveth 
him;  and  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto  him. 

12  Now  when  he  heard  that  John  was  delivered  up,  he 
18  withdrew  into  Galilee ;  and  leaving  Kazareth,  he  came 

and  dwelt  in  Capernaum,  which  i»  My  the  sea,  in  the 
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f5  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Suffer  it  to  hem 
now:  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil  all  righteousness. 
Then  he  suffered  him. 

16  And  Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up  straight- 
way out  of  the  water:  and,  lo,  the  heavens  were  opened 
unto  him,  and  he  saw  the  Spirit  of  God  descending  like  a 
dove,  and  lighting  upoa  him: 

17  And  lo  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  This  is  my  beloved 
Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Christ  fagtetK  ond  is  tempted.  11  The  angels  minister  unto  him.

THEN  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  spirit  into  the  wilderness 
to  be  tempted  of  the  devil.

10  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him,  Get  thee  hence,  Satan :  for

11  TlTcfi  the  di^vil  JenvctU  him,  and,  behold,  angels  came 
Qtui  miuisttTL^d  unicj  Uim. 

12  %  Now  wlien  Je^tjs  had  heard  that  John  was  cast  into 
prison,  he  de  pur  ted  InUi  GiiUlee; 

13  And  leaving  NazaiTth,  became  and  dwelt  in  Caper- 
niLuni,  wlilcli  is  upon  the  sea  coast,  in  thelwrders  of  Zabu- 
ion  and  Ncphthtihm : 
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14  borders  of  Zebulun  and  Naphtali:  that  it  might  be  ful- 
filled which  was  spoken  by  Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying, 

15  The  land  of  Zebulun  and  the  land  of  Naphtali, 
Toward  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan, 

Galilee  of  the  Gentiles, 

16  The  people  which  sat  in  darkness 
Saw  a  great  light, 

And  to  them  which  sat  in  the  region  and  shadow 

of  death. 
To  them  did  light  spring  np. 

17  From  that  time  began  Jesus  to  preach,  and  to  say, 
Repent  ye;  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

18  And  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw  two  breth- 
ren, Simon  who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother, 

19  casting  a  net  into  the  sea;  for  they  were  fishers.  And 
he  saith  unto  them,  Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will  make 

20  you  fishers  of  men.     And  they  straightway  left  the  nets, 

21  and  followed  him.  And  going  on  from  thence  he  saw 
other  two  brethren,  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John 
his  brother,  in  the  boat  with  Zebedee  their  father,  mend- 

22  ing  their  nets;  and  he  called  them.  And  they  straight- 
way left  the  boat  and  their  father,  and  followed  him. 

28  And  Jesus  went  about  in  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom, 
and  healing  all  manner  of  disease  and  all  manner  of 

24  sickness  among  the  people.  And  the  report  of  him 
went  forth  into  all  Syria:  and  they  brought  unto  him 
all  that  were  sick,  holden  with  divers  diseases  and  tor- 
ments, possessed  with  devils,  and  epileptic,  and  palsied; 

25  and  he  healed  them.  And  there  followed  him  great 
multitudes  from  Galilee  and  Decapolis  and  Jerusalem 
and  Judsea  Skudfrom  beyond  Jordan. 


6  And  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  the 
mountain:   and  when  he  had  sat  down,  his  disciples 

2  came  unto  him :  and  he  opened  his  mouth  and  taught 
them,  saying, 

8  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit :  for  theirs  is  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 
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^  i  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaiai 
tU?  prophet,  saying, 

15  The  land  of  Zabulon,  and  the  land  of  NephthaHm,  bp 
the  wav-  of  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan,  Galilee  of  the  Gentiles; 

16  The  people  which  sat  in  darkness  saw  great  light;  and 
to  them  which  sat  in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death  light 
is  sprung  up. 

17  T  Prom  that  time  Jesus  began  to  preach,  and  to  say. 
Repent:  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

18  IF  And  Jesus,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two 
brethren,  Simon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother, 
casting  a  net  into  the  sea:  for  they  were  fishers. 

19  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Follow  me,  and  I  will  niake 
you  fishei*s  of  men. 

20  And  they  straightway  left  their  nets,  and  followed 
him. 

21  And  going  on  from  thence,  he  saw  other  two  breth- 
ren, James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  in  a 
ship  with  Zebedee  their  father,  mending  their  nets;  and  he 
called  them. 

22  And  they  immediately  left  the  ship  and  their  father, 
and  followed  him. 

23  %  And  Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and 
healing  all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease 
among  the  people. 

24  And  his  fame  went  throughout  all  Syria:  and  they 
brought  unto  him  all  sick  people  that  were  taken  with 
divers  diseJases  aid  torments,  and  those  which  were  pos- 
sessed with  devils,  and  those  which  were  lunatick,  and 
those  that  had  the  palsy;  and  he  healed  them. 

25  And  there  followed  him  great  multitudes  of  people 
from  Galilee,  andfrom  Decapolis,  and /?w/i  Jerusalem,  and 
from  Judaea,  2knd  from  beyond  Jordan. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Christ  beginneth  his  aermon  in  the  mouni:  S  declaring  who  are 
blessed,  iSwho  are  the  salt  of  the  earth.  14  the  light  of  the  tvorld,  the 
city  on  an  hill,  15  the  cnndle:  17  that  he  ca^r.  e  to  fulfil  the  law.  21 
What  it  is  to  kiil,  27  to  commit  aduttery,  83  fc  sivear:  88  exhorteth 
to  suffer  icrong,  44  to  love  even  our  eneuUe*^,  4  ^  and  to  IcUnmr  after 
perfectness. 

AND  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  a  moun- 
tain: and  when  he  was  set,  his  disciples  came  unto 
him: 

2  And  he  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them,  saying, 

3  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit:  f or  theif 's  is  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 
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4  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn:  for  they  shall  be  com- 
forted. 

5  Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  Inherit  the  earth. 

6  Blessed  are  they  that  hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness: for  they  shall  be  filled. 

7  Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

8  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart:  for  they  shall  see  God. 

9  Blessed  are  the  peacemakers:  for  they  shall  be  called 
sons  of  God. 

10  .  Blessed  are  they  that  have  been  persecuted  for  right- 
eousness' sake:  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye  when  men  shall  reproach  you,  and  perse- 
cute you,  and  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely, 

12  for  my  sake.  Kejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad :  for  great 
is  your  reward  in  heaven:  for  so  persecuted  they  the 
prophets  which  were  before  you. 

13  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth :  but  if  the  salt  have  lost 
its  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted?  it  is  thenceforth 
good  for  nothin*^,  but  to  be  cast  out  and  trodden  under 

14  foot  of  men.     Ye  are  the  %ht  of  the  world.    A  city  set 

15  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.  !Neither  do  men  light  a  lamp, 
and  put  it  under  the'  bushel,  but  on  tlie  stand;  and  it 

16  shine th  unto  all  that  are  in  the  house.  Even  so  let  your 
light  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  your  good 
works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

17  Think  not  that  I  came  to  destroy  the  law  or  the 

18  prophets:  I  came  not  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil.  For 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass  away^ 
one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  away  from  the 

19  law,  till  all  things  be  accomplished.  Whosoever  there- 
fore shall  break  one  of  these  least  commandments,  and 
shall  teach  men  so,  shall  be  called  least  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven :  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  them,  he 

30  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  For  I 
say  unto  you,  that  except  your  righteousness  shall  ex- 
ceed the  righteousness  of  the  scrilSs  and  Pharisees,  ye 
shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

21  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  to  them  of  old  time. 
Thou  shalt  not  kill;  and  whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be  in 

22  danger  of  the  judgement:  but  I  say  unto  you,  that  every 
One  who  is  angry  with  his  brother  shall  be  in  danger  of 
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4  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn :  for  they  shall  be  com- 
forted. 

5  Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

6  Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after 
righteousness:  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

7  Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

8  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart:  for  they  shall  see  God. 

9  Blessed  are  the  peacemakers:  for  they  shall  be  called 
the  children  of  God. 

10  Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  righteous 
ness*  sake:  for  their's  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  per- 
secute you,  and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you 
falsely,  for  my  sake. 

13  Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad :  for  great  is  your  re- 
ward in  heaven:  for  so  persecuted  they  the  prophets  which 
were  before  you. 

13  TT  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost 
his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted?  it  is  thenceforth 
good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden 
under  foot  of  men. 

14  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  an 
hill  cannot  be  hid. 

15  Neither  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under  a 
bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick;  and  it  giveth  light  unto  all 
that  are  in  the  house. 

16  Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see 
your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  father  which  is  in  hea- 
ven. 

17  IT  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the  law,  or 
the  prophets:  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil. 

18  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass, 
one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till 
all  be  fulfilled. 

19  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of  these  least 
commandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called 
the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven :  but  whosoever  shall  do 
and  teach-  them,  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 

20  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  except  your  riffhteousness 
shall  exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  ana  Pharisees, 
ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

21  T  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time. 
Thou  shalt  not  kill;  and  whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be  in 
danger  of  the  judgment: 

22  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his 
brother  without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment: 
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the  judgement;  and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother, 
Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  council ;  and  whosoever 
shtdl  say,  Thou  iool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  hell  of 

^3  fire.  If  therefore  thou  art  offering  thy  gift  at  the  altar, 
and  there  rememberest  that  thy  brother    hath   aught 

S4  against  thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and 
go  thy  way,  first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then 

35  come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine  adversaiy 
quickly,  whiles  thou  art  with  him  in  the  way;  lest  haply 
tiie  adversary  deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge 
deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  prison. 

26  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence,  till  thou  have  paid  the  last  farthing. 

27  Ye  have  lieard  that  it  was  said,  Thou  shalt  not  com- 

28  mit  adultery:  but  I  say  unto  you,  that  every  one  that 
looketh  on  a  woman  to  lust  after  her  hath  committed 

29  adultery  with  her  already  in  his  heart.  And  if  thy 
right  eye  causeth  thee  to  stumble,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast 
it  from  thee:  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy 
members  should  perish,  and  not  thy  whole  body  be  cast 

80  into  hell.  And  if  thy  right  hand  causeth  thee  to  stumble, 
cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from  thee:  for  it  is  profitable  for 
thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should  perish,  and  not 

81  thy  whole  body  go  into  hell.  It  was  said  also,  Whoso- 
ever shall  put  away  his  wife,  let  him  give  her  a  writing 

82  of  divorcement:  but  I  say  unto  you,  that  every  one  that 
putteth  away  his  wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornica- 
tion, maketh  her  an  adulteress:  and  whosoever  shall 
marry *her  when  she  is  put  away  committeth  adultery. 

83  ^  Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  to  them  of  old 
time,  thou  shalt  not  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  perfoim 

84  unto  the  Lord  thine  oaths:  but" I  say  unto  you.  Swear 
not  at  all;  neither  by  the  heaven,  for  it  is  the  throne  of 

85  God;  nor  by  the  eartli,  for  it  is  the  footstool  of  his  feet; 
nor  by  Jerusalem,  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  gr^at  King. 

86  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  for  thou  canst 

87  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black.  But  let  your  speech 
be.  Yea,  yea;  Nay,  nay:  and  whatsoever  is  more  than 
these  is  oi  the  evil  one. 

88  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said,  An  eye  for  an  eye, 

89  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth:  but  I  say  unto  you,  Resist  not 
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and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in 
danger  of  the  council :  but  whosoever  shall  say,  Thou  fool, 
shall  be  ia  danger  of  hell  fire. 

23  Therefore  if  thou  bjing  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there 
remeraberest  that  thy  brotlier  hath  ought  against  thee; 

24  Leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way; 
first  \xi  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer 
thy  gift. 

25  Agrce  with  thine  adversary  quickly,  whiles  thou  art 
in  the  way  with  him;  lest  at  anytime  the  adversary  deliver 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer, 
and  thou  ire  cast  into  prison. 

36  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing. 

27  ^  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time, 
Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery: 

28  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  looketh  on  a 
woman  to  lust  after  her  hath  committed  adultery  with  her 
already  in  his  heart. 

29  And  if  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and 
cast  it  from  thee:  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  oae  of  thy 
/nembere  should  perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole  body  should 
be  cast  into  hell. 

30  And  if  thy  right  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off,  and  cast 
rt  from  thee:  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy 
members  should  perish,  and  not  VuU  thy  whole  body  should 
be  cast  into  hell. 

31  It  hath  been  said.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
let  him  give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement: 

32  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  shall  put  away 
his  wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  causeth  her 
to  commit  adultery:  and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is 
divorced  committeth  adultery. 

33  %  Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them 
of  old  time.  Thou  shalt  not  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  per- 
form unto  the  Lord  thine  oaths: 

34  But  I  say  unto  you,  Swear  not  at  all;  neither  by 
lu>iivriii  for  lUs  God's  throne: 

35  Nor  by  rhc  earth;  for  it  is  his  footstool:  neither  by 
JeniEifLlen^ ;  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King. 

3fi  Ntilher  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because  thou 
canst  nor.  n^ake  one  hair  white  or  black. 

37  But  let  yonr  communication  be,  Yea,  yea;  Nay,  nay: 
for  whatst>ev(T  is  more  than  these  cometh  of  evil. 

3i^  ■;  Ye  haiT  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  An  eye  for  an 
eye.  Awn  a  tontli  for  a  tooth : 
^9  But  I  ^ny  imto  you.  That  ye  resist  not  evil:  but  who 
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him  that  is  evil:  but  wliosoever  smiteth  thee  on  thy 

40  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also.  Aud  if  any 
man  would  go  to  law  with  thee,  and  take  away  thy 

41  coat,  let  liim  have  thy  cloke  ajso.    And  whosoever  sliall 

42  compel  thee  to  go  one  mile,  go  with  him  twain.  Give 
to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  from  him  that  would  bor- 
row of  thee  turn  not  thou  away. 

43  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 

44  neighbour,  and  hate  thine  enemy :  but  I  say  unto  you. 
Love  your  enemies,  and  pray  for  them  that  persecute 

45  you;  that  ye  maj'  be  sons  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven :  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and 
the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  the  unjust. 

46  For  if  ye  love  them  that  love  you,  what  reward  have  ye? 

47  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  same?  And  if  ye  salute 
your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more  than  oi/iers  ?  do 

48  not  even  the  Gentiles  the  same?  Ye  therefore  shall  be 
perfect,  as  your  heavenly  Father  is  perfect 


6  Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  righteousness  before 
men,  to  be  seen  of  them:  else  ye  have  no  reward  with 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

2  When  therefore  thou  doest  alms,  sound  not  a  trumpet 
before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  synagogues  and 
in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily 

3  I  say  unto  you,  They  have  received  their  reward.  But 
when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know  what 

4  thy  right  hand  doeth:  that  thine  alms  may  be  in  secret: 
and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  recompense 
thee. 

5  And  when  ye  pray,  ye  shall  not  be  as  the  hypocrites : 
for  they  love  to  stand  and  pray  in  the  synagogues  and 
in  the  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of 
men.    Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They  have  received  their 

6  reward.  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thine 
inner  chamber,  and  having  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy 
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soever  shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the 
other  also. 

40  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take 
away  thy  coat,  let  him  have  thi/  cloke  also. 

41  And  whosoever  shall  compel  thee  to  go  a  mile,  go 
with  him  twain. 

42  Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  from  him  that  would 
borrow  of  thee  turn  not  thou  away. 

43  1[  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour,  and  hate  thine  enemy. 

44  But  1  say  unto  you.  Love  your  enemies,  bless  them 
that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray 
for  them  which  despitef ully  use  you,  and  persecute  you ; 

45  That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which  is 
in  heaven:  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and 
on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  un- 
just. 

46  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  reward 
have  ye?  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  same? 

47  And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  onJy,  what  do  ye  more 
iJian  otiiersf  do  not  even  the  publicans  so? 

48  Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is 
in  heaven  is  perfect. 

CHAPTER  VL 

1  Christ  contimteth  his  sermon  in  the  mount,  speaking  of  alms,  5 
pirayer,  14  forgiving  our  brethren.  16  fasting,  19  where  our  treasure 
IS  to  be  laid  up,  24  of  serving  God,  and  mamm^m :  25  exhorteth  not 
to  be  careful  f<yr  worldly-things:  33  but  to  seek  God's  kingdom. 

TAKE  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  before  men,  to  be 
seen  of  them:  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

2  Therefore  when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a 
trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  synagogues 
and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  They  have  their  reward. 

3  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know 
what  thy  right  hand  doeth: 

4  That  thine  alms  may  be  in  secret:  and  thy  Father  which 
seeth  in  secret  himself  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

5  ^  And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the 
hypocrites  are:  for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  syna- 
gogues and  in  the  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be 
seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  They  have  their 
reward. 

6  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and 
when  thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is 
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Father  which  is  in  secret,  and  thy  Father  which  seetli 

7  in  secret  shall  recompense  thee.     And  in  praying  use 
not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  Gentiles  do:  for  they  think 

8  that  tliey  shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speaking.    Be 
not  therefore  like  unto  them:  for  your  Father  knoweth 

9  what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him.     After 
this  manner  therefore  pray  ye :  Our  Father  which  art  in 

10  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy  name.     Thy  kingdom  come. 

11  Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  on  earth.     Give  us 

12  this  day  our  daily  bread.     And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as 

13  we  also  have  forgiven  our  debtors.    And  bring  us  not 

14  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  the  evil  one.  For 
if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses,  your  heavenly  Father 

15  will  also  forgive  you.  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their 
trespasses,  neither  will  your  Father  forgive  your  tres- 
passes. 

16  Moreover  when  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a 
sad  countenance:  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that  they 
may  be  seen  of  men  to  fast.    Verily  I  say  unto  you, 

17  They  have  received  their  reward.    But  thou,  when  thou 

18  fastest,  anoint  thy  head,  and  wash  thy  face;  that  thou 
be  not  seen  of  men  to  fast,  but  of  thy  Father  which  is 
in  secret:  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  shall 
recompense  thee. 

19  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  the  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  doth  consume,  and  where  thieves 

20  break  through  and  steal:  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth 
consume,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor 

21  steal:  for  where  thy  treasure  is,  there  will  thy  heart  be 
23  also.    The  lamp  of  the  body  is  the  eye:  if  therefore 

thine  eye  be  single,  thy  whole.  bo<ly  shall  be  full  of 

23  light.  But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall 
be  full  of  darkness.    If  therefore  the  light  that  is  in  thee 

24  be  darkness,  how  great  is  the  darkness!  No  man  can 
serve  two  masters:  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one,  and 
love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  one,  and  despise 

25  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon.  There- 
fore I  say  unto  you,  Be  not  anxious  for  your  life,  what 
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in  secret;  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  iu  secret  shall  reward 
thee  openly. 

7  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  A'aiu  repetitions,  as  the 
heiilhen  do:  for  they  think  that  Ihey  shtdl  be  heai'd  for 
their  much  speaking. 

8  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them :  for  your  Father 
knoweth  what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him. 

9  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye :  Our  Father  which 
art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy  name. 

10  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as 
it  is  in  heaven. 

11  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors. 

13  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
«vil:  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the 
glory,  for  ever.     Amen. 

14  For  if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses,  youv  heavenly 
Father  will  also  forgive  you: 

15  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neither  will 
your  Father  forgive  your  trespasses. 

16  1[  Moreover  when  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites, 
of  a  sad  countenance:  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that 
they  may  appear  unto  men  to  fast.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
They  have  their  reward. 

17  But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thine  head,  and 
wash  tby  face ; 

18  That  thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy 
Father  which  is  in  secret:  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in 
secret,  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

19  ^  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  dust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break 
through  and  steal : 

20  But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  whei-e 
neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  wheie  thieves  do 
not  break  through  nor  steal : 

21  For  where  3'our  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
also. 

23  Tlie  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye:  if  therefore  thine 
eye  be  siu^lej  Uiy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light. 

I      23  But  if  tiiitju  eye  be  evil,  tby  whole  body  shall  be  full 
'  of  darkness.     If  therefore  the  light  that  is  in  thee  be  dark- 
ness, Ijow  gi'ftii.  in  that  darkness! 

24  "1  No  mull  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either  he  will 
hale  the  one.  jnid  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the 
m\i%  and  dij5ipit*e  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and 
luainmoii. 

25  ThtTtiforL  1  say  unto  you,  Take  no  thought  for  your 
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ye  shall  cat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink;  nor  yet  for  your 
body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.     Is  not  the  life  more  than 

26  the  food,  and  the  body  than  the  raiment?  Behold  the 
birds  of  the  heaven,  that  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they 
reap,  nor  gather  into  barns;  and  your  heavenly  Father 
feedeth  them.    Are  not  ye  of  much  more  value  than 

27  they?    And  which  of  you  by  being  anxious  can  add  one 

28  cubit  unto  his  stature?  And  why  are  ye  anxious  con- 
cerning raiment?    Consider  the  lilies  of  the  field,  how, 

29  they  grow ;  they  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin :  yet  I  say 
unto  you,  that  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not 

30  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  But  if  Qod  doth  so  clothe  the 
grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast 
into  the  oven,  sJiall  lie  not  much  more  clotJie  you,  O  ye  of 

31  little  faith?  Be  not  therefore  anxious,  saying,  What 
shall  we  eat?  or,  What  shall  we  drink?  or.  Wherewithal 

82  shall  we  be  clothed?  For  after  all  these  things  do  the 
Gentiles  seek;  for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that 

33  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  his 
kingdom,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all  these  things 

34  shall  be  added  unto  you.  Be  not  therefore  anxious  for 
the  morrow :  for  the  morrow  will  be  anxious  for  itself. 
iSufficlent  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof. 


7  Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged.  For  with  what 
judgement  ye  judge,  ye  shall  be  judged:  and  with  what 

3  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  mea^red  unto  you.  And 
why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's 
eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 

4  eye?  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Let  me  cast 
out  the  mote  out  of  thine  eye;  and  lo,  the  beam  is  in 

5  thine  own  eye?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam 
out  of  thine  own  eye ;  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to 
cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy  l)rother's  eye. 

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast 
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life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink;  nor  yet  for 
yo.ir.body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is  not  the  life  more 
than  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment? 

26  Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air:  for  they  sow  not,  neither 
do  they  reap,  nor  gather  into  barns;  yet  your  heavenly 
Father  feedeth  them.     Are  ye  not  much  better  than  they? 

27  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit 
unto  his  stature? 

28  And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment?  Consider 
tlie  lilies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow;  they  toil  not,  neither 
do  they  spin: 

29  And  yet  I  say  unto  you.  That  even  Solomon  in  all  his 
glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these. 

30  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field, 
which  to  day  is,  and  to  morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven,  shall 
he  not  much  more  clol^  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith? 

31  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying,  What  shall  we 
eat?  or.  What  shall  we  drink?  or,  Wherewithal  shall  we 
be  clothed? 

32  (For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek:)  for 
your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all 
these  things. 

33  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  Gk)d.  and  his  right- 
eousness; and  all  these  thingsshall  be  added  unto  you. 

34  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow:  for  the 
morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the  things  of  itself.  Suffi- 
cient unto  the  day  u  the  evil  thereof. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
1  Christ  ending  his  sermon  in  the  mount,  reproveth  rash  jud(fment. 
e/orbiddeth  to  cast  holy  things  to  dogs,  7  exhorteth  to  prayer,  13 
to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate.  15  to  beware  of  false  prophets,  21  not 
to  be  hearers,  but  doers  of  the  toord:  24  like  hov^es  builded  on  a 
rock,  26  and  not  on  the  sand. 

JUDGE  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged. 
2  For  with  what  judgment  ye^judge,  ye  shall  be  judged : 
and  with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you 
again. 

3  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  bro- 
ther's eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 
eye? 

4  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Let  me  pull  out 
the  mote  out  of  thine  eye;  and,  behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine 
own  eye? 

5  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine 
own  eye;  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the 
mote  out  of  thy  brother's  eye. 

6  •[  Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither 
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your  pearls  before  the  swine,  lest  haplv  they  trample 
them  uuder  their  feet,  and  turn  and  rend  you. 

7  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find, 

8  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you:  for  every  one 
that  asketh  receiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh  tindeth ;  and 

9  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened.     Or  what  man 
is  there  of  you,  who,  if  his  son  shall  ask  him  for  a  loaf, 

10  will  give  him  a  stone;  or  if  he  shall  ask  for  a  fish,  will 

11  give  him  a  serpent?  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how 
to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how  much  more 
shall  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  give  good  things 

12  to  them  that  ask  him?  All  things  therefore  whatsoever 
ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  even  so  do  ye 
also  unto  them :  for  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

13  Enter  ye  in  by  the  narrow  gate:  for  wide  is  the  gate, 
and  broad  is  the  way,  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and 

14  many  be  they  that  enter  in  thereby.  For  narrow  is  the 
gate,  and  straitened  the  way,  that  leadeth  unto  life,  and 

15  few  be  they  that  find  it.  - 

Beware  of  false   prophets,  which  come  to  you  in 

16  sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  are  ravening  wolves.  By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them.     Do  men  gather  grapes 

17  of  thorns.  Or  figs  of  thistles?  Even  so  eveiy  good  tree 
bringeth  ff)rth  good  fruit;  but  the  corrupt  tree  bringeth 

18  forth  evil  fruit.  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil 
fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

19  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn 

20  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.     Therefore  by  their  fruits 

21  ye  shall  know  them.  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me. 
Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but 
he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

23  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  did  we  not 
prophesy  by  thy  name,  and  by  thy  name  cast  out  devils, 

23  and  by  thy  name  do  many  mighty  works?  And  then 
will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you:  depart 

24  from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity.  Every  one  therefore 
which  heareth  these  words  of  mine,  and  doeth  them, 
shall  be  likened  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his  house 

25  upon  the  rock :  and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods 
came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house; 

26  and  it  fell  not :  for  it  was  founded  upon  the  rock.  And 
every  one  that  heareth  these  words  of  mine,  and  doeth 
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cast  ye  your  pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them 
under  their  feet,  and  turn  again  and  rend  you. 

7  ^  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall 
find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you: 

8-  For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth ;  and  he  that  seek^ 
eth  findeth;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

9  Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  whom  if  his  son  asl? 
bread,  will  he  give  him  a  stone? 

10  Or  if  he  ask  a  hsh,  will  he  give  him  a  serpent? 

11  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifh 
unto  your  children,  how  much  more  shall  your  Fathci 
which  is  in  heaven  give  good  things  to  them  that  ask  him? 

12  Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  mer* 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them:  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets. 

/^  13  1[  Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  wide  is  the  gate, 
I  and  broad  is  the  way,  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many 
A  there  be  which  go  in  thereat: 

I  14  Because  straight  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way, 
VSrhich  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it. 

15  T  Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  iu 
sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves. 

16  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their' fruits.  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles? 

17  Even  so  every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit;  but 
a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit. 

18  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit,  neither  can 
a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

19  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn 
down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

20  Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 

21  T  Xot  every  mie  rhnl  SHithuntome,  Lord,  Lord,  shall 
entf^r  into  the  kin«*(lnm  of  leaven;  but  he  that  doeth  the 
wilt  of  my  Fal her  which  U  in  heaven. 

23  Many  will  s^ay  to  me  in  that  dav.  Lord,  Lord,  have 
we  not  pfophepied"  in  thy  UFime?  and  in  thy  name  have 
cast  out  devilB?  and  in  ihy  mime  done  many  wonderful 
works? 

33  And  then  will  T  profesf^  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you 
depart  from  me,  ye  tlmt  work  iniquity. 

34  T  Therefore  Tvlio^^i^evtr  Ji^'areth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
lind  doeth  thHm,  \  wilt  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  which 
buiH  hi.^  bouse  upnn  a  rorkr 

/  3i>  Aiid  the  rain  degcenflcd,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
/winds  blew,  and  Ik  at  iipon  that  house;  and  it  fell  not:  for 
'  it  wae  founded  upitn  a  rocit. 

36  And  every  oue  that  he^ireth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
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them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which  built 

27  his  house  upon  the  sand:  and  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  smote 
upon  that  house;  and  it  fell:  and  great  was  the  fall 
thereof. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  ended  these  words, 

29  the  multitudes  were  astonished  at  his  teaching:  for  he 
taught  them  as  one  having  authority,  and  not  as  their 
scribes. 


8      And  when  he  was  come  down  from  the  mountain, 

2  great  multitudes  followed  him.  And  behold,  there 
came  to  him  a  leper  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  Lord, 

3  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean.  And  he 
stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying,  I 
will;   be    thou    made     clean.     And    straightway   his 

4  leprosy  was  cleansed.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  See 
thou  tell  no  man ;  but  go  thy  way,  shew  thyself  to  the 
priest,  and  offer  the  gift  that  Moses  commanded,  for  a 
testimony  unto  them. 

5  And  when  he  was  entered  into  Capernaum,  there 

6  came  unto  him  a  centurion,  beseeching  him,  and  saying, 
Lord,  my  servant  lieth  in  the  house  sick  of  the  palsy, 

7  grievously  tormented.     And  he  saith  unto  him,  I  will 

8  come  and  heal  him.  And  the  centurion  answered 
and  said.  Lord,  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldest 
come  under  my  roof:  but  only  say  the  word,  and  my 

9  servant  shall  be  healed.  For  I  also  am  a  man  under 
authority,  having  under  myself  soldiers:  and  I  say  to 
this  one,  Go,  and  he  goeth ;  and  to  another,  Come,  and 
he  Cometh;  and  to  my  servant.  Do  this,  and  he  doeth 

10  it.  And  when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled,  and  said  to 
them  that  followed,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not 

11  found  so  great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel.  And  I  say  unto 
you,  that  many  shall  come  from  the  east  and  the  west, 
and  shall  sit  down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob, 

12  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven:  but  the  sons  of  the  kingdom 
shall  be  cast  forth  into  the  outer  darkness:  there  shall 

13  be  the  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  the  centurion,  Go  thy  way;  as  thou  hast  believ  % 
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doetU  them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which 
built  his  house  upon  the  sand : 

27  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell;  and 

^  great  was  the  fall  of  it. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these  say- 
ings, the  people  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine: 

29  For  he  taught  them  as  one  having  authority,  and  not 
as  the  scribes, 

CHAPTER  VIIL 

2  Christ  cleanseth  the  leper,  5  healeth  the  centurion's  servant,  14 
Peter'' 8  mother-in-law,  16  and  many  other  diseased:  IB  shetveth  how 
he  is  to  hefollotced:  23  stilleth  tlie  tempest  on  the  sea^  HSdriveth 
the  devils  out  of  two  men  possessed,  31  and  suffereth  them  to  g9 
into  the  swine.  , 

WHEN  he  was  come  down  from  the  mountain,  great 
multitudes  followed  him, 

2  And,  behold,  there  came  a  leper  and  worshipped  him, 
saying.  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

3  And  Jesus  put  forth  Ms  hand,  and  touched  him,  say- 
iug,  I  will;  be  thou  clean.  And  immediately  his  leprosy 
was  cleansed, 

4  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  See  thou  tell  no  man ;  but 
go  thy  way,  shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  the  gift 
that  Sfoses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

5  IF  And  when  Jesus  was  entered  into  Capernaum,  there 
came  unto  him  a  centurion,  beseeching  him, 

6  And  saying.  Lord,  my  servant  lieth  at  home  sick  of  the 
palsy,  grievously  tormented. 

7  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  will  come  and  heal  him. 

8  The  centurion  answered  and  said.  Lord,  I  am  not 
worthy  that  thou  shouldest  come  under  my  roof:  but  speak 
the  word  only,  and  my  servant  shall  be  healed. 

9  For  I  am  a  man  under  authority,  having  soldiers  under 
mo:  and  I  say  to  this  man,  Go,  and  he  goeth;  and  to  an- 
other. Come,  and  he  comctli ;  and  to  my  servant,  Do  this, 
and  he  doeth  U. 

10  When  Jesus  heard  Uy  he  marvelled,  and  said  to  them 
that  followed.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  1  have  not  found  so 
great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel. 

11  And  I  say  unto  you.  That  many  shall  come  from  the 
east  and  west,  and  shall  sit  down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac, 
and  Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

12  But  the  children  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  cast  out  into 
outer  darkness:  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth. 

13  And  Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion.  Go  thy  way;  and 
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«e?  be  it  done  nnto  thee.     And  the  servant  was  healed  io 
that  hour. 

14  And  when  Jesus  was  come  into   Peter's  house,  he 

15  saw  his  wife's  mother  lying  sick  of  a  fever.  And  he 
touched  lier  hand,  and  the  fever  left  lier;  and  she  arose, 

16  and  ministered  unto  him.  And  when  even  was  come, 
they  brought  unto  liim  many  possessed  with  devils:  and 
he  cast  out  the  spirits  with  a  word,  and  liealed  all  that 

J 17  were  sick:  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by 
Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying.  Himself  took  our  infirmities, 
and  bare  our  diseases. 

18  Now  when  Jesus  saw  great  multitudes  about  him, 
lie  gave  commandment  to  depart  unto  the  other  side. 

19  And  there  came  a  scribe,  and  said  unto  him,  Master, 

20  I  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest.  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  him,  The  foxes  have  holes,  and  the 
birds  of  the  heaven  have  nests ;  but  the   Son  of  man 

21  hatn  not  where  to  lay  his  head.  And  another  of  the 
disciples  said  unto  him.  Lord,  suffer,  me  first  to  go  and 

22  bury  my  father.  But  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Follow  me; 
and  leave  the  dead  to  bury  their  own  dead. 

23  And  when  he  was  entered  into  a  boat,  his  disciples 

24  followed  him.  And  behold,  there  arose  a  great  tem- 
pest in  the  sea,  insomuch  that  the  boat  was  covered 

25  with  the  waves:  but  he  was  asleep.  And  they  came  to 
him,  and  awoke  him,  saying.  Save,  Lord;  we  perish. 

26  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Why  are  ye  fearful,  O  ye  of 
little  faith?    Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  winds  and 

27  the  sea;  and  there  was  a  great  calm.  And  the  men 
marvelled,  saying,  What  manner  of  man  is  this,  that 
even  the  winds  and  the  sea  obey  him? 

28  And  when  he  was  come  to  the  other  side  into  the 
country  of  the  Gadarenes,  there  met  him  two  possessed 
with  devils,  coming  forth  out  of  the  tombs,  exceeding 

29  fierce,  so  that  no  man  could  pass  by  that  way.  And 
behold,  thev  cried  out,  saying,  What  have  we  to  do 
with  thee,  thou  Son  of  God?  art  thou  come  hither  to 

30  torment  us  before  the  time?    Now  there  was  afar  off 

31  from  them  a  herd  of  many  swine  feeding.  And  the 
devils  besought  him,  saying.  If  thou  cast  us  out,  send 

32  us  away  into  the  herd  of  swine.  And  he  said  unto 
them,   Go.     And  they  came  out,   and  went  into  the 
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as  thou  hast  l)elieved,  so  be  it  done  unto  thee.    And  his  ser- 
vant was  healed  in  the  selfsame  hour. 

14  ^  And  when  Jesus  was  come  into  Peter's  house,  h^ 
saw  his  wife's  mother  laid,  and  sick  of  a  fever. 

15  And  he  touched  her  hand,  and  the  fever  left  her:  and 
she  arose,  and  ministered  unto  them. 

16  If  When  the  even  was  come,  they  brought  unto  him 
many  that  were  possessed  with  devils:  and  he  cast  out  the 
spirits  with  his  word,  and  healed  all  that  were  sick: 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaias 
the  prophet,  saying,  Himself  took  our  infirmities,  and  bare 
our  sicknesses. 

18  If  Now  when  Jesus  saw  great  multitudes  about  him, 
he  gave  commandment  to  depart  unto  the  other  side. 

19  And  a  certain  scribe  came,  and  said  unto  him,  Master, 
I  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest. 

20  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  The  foxes  have  holes,  and 
the  birds  of  the  air  have  nc^t&\  but  the  Son  of  man  hath 
not  where  to  lay  his  head. 

21  And  another  of  his  disciples  said  unto  him.  Lord, 
suffer  me  first  to  go  and  bury  mv  father. 

22  But  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Follow  me ;  and  let  the  dead 
bury  their  dead. 

23  1[  And  when  he  was  entered  into  a  ship,  his  disciples 
followed  him. 

24  And,  bfehold,  there  arose  a  great  tempest  in  the  sea, 
insomuch  that  the  ship  was  covered  with  the  waves:  but 
he  was  asleep. 

25  And  his  disciples  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  say- 
ing, Lord,  save  us:  we  perish. 

26  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  fearful,  O  ye  of 
little  faith?  Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  winds  and 
the  sea;  and  there  was  a  great  calm. 

27  But  the  men  marvelled,  saying,  What  manner  of  man 
is  this,  that  even  the  winds  and  the  sea  obey  him! 

28  i[  And  when  he  was  come  to  the  other  side  into  the 
country  of  the  Gergesenes,  there  met  him  two  possessed  with 

*  devils, *conung  out  of  the  tombs,  exceeding  fierce,  so  that 
no  man  might  pass  by  that  way. 

29  And,  behold,  they  cried  out,  saying.  What  have  we 
to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God?  art  thou  come 
hither  to  torment  us  before  the  time? 

30  And  there  was  a  good  way  off  from  them  an  herd  of 
many  swine  feeding. 

31  So  the  devils  besought  him,  saying,  If  thou  cast  us 
out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the  herd  of  swine. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go.     And  when  they  were 
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swine:  and  behold,  the  whole  herd  rushed  down  the 

33  steep  into  the  sea,  and  perished  in  the  waters.  Ami 
they  that  fed  them  fled,  and  went  away  into  the  city, 
and.  told  everything,  and  what  was  befallen  to  them 

34  that  were  possessed  with  devils.  And  behold,  all  the 
city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus:  and  when  they  saw  him, 
they  besought  him  that  he  would  depart  from  theh*  bor- 
ders. 


9  And  he  entered  into  a  boat,  and  crossed  over,  and 

2  came  into  his  own  city.  And  behold,  they  brought  lo 
him  a  man  sick  of  the  palsy,  lying  on  a  bed :  and  Jesus 
seeing  their  faith  said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy,  Son, 

3  be  of  good  cheer;  thy  sins  are  forgiven.  And  behold, 
certain  of  the  scribes  said  within  themselves.  This  man 

4  blasphemeth.     And  Jesus  knowing  their  thoughts  said, 

5  Wherefore  thinkve  evil  in  your  hearts?  For  whether 
is  easier,  to  say,  Tliy  sins  are  forgiven;  or  to  say.  Arise, 

6  and  walk?  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man 
hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins  (then  saith  he  to  the 
sick  of  the  palsy),  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed.  and  go 

7  unto  thy  house.    And  he  arose,  and  departed   to  his 

8  house.  But  when  the  multitudes  saw  it,  they  were 
afraid,  and  glorified  God,  which  had  given  such  power 
unto  men. 

9  And  as  Jesus  passed  by  from  thence,  he  saw  a  man, 
called  Matthew,  sitting  at  the  place  of  toll:  and  he  saith 
unto  him,  Follow  me.  And  he  arose,  and  followed 
him. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  in  the  house, 
behold,  many  publicans  and  sinners  came  and  sat  down 

11  with  Jesus  and  his  disciples.     And  when  the  Pharisees 
saw  it,  they  said  unto  his  disciples.  Why  eateth  yonr 

12  Master  with  the  publicans  and  sinners?    But  when  he 
heard  it,  he  said,  They  that  are  whole  have  no  need  of 
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come  out,  they  went  into  the  herd  of  swine:  and,  behold, 
the  whole  herd  of  swine  ran  violently  down  a  steep  placo 
into  the  sea,  and  perished  in  the  waters. 

33  And  they  that  kept  them  fled,  and  wont  their  ways 
into  the  city,  and  told  everything,  and  what  was  befallen 
to  the  possessed  of  the  devils. 

34  And,  behold,  the  whole  city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus : 
and  when  they  saw  him,  they  besought  Mm  that  he  would 
depart  out  of  their  coasts. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

2  Christ  curing  one  sick  of  the  palsy,  9  callefh  Matthew  from  the 
receipt  of  custom^  10  eateth  with  publicans  and  sinners.  14  defend- 
eth  his  disciples  for  not  foAting,  30  cureth  the  bloody  issue,  33 
raiseth  from  death  Jairus'  daughter,  37  giveth  sight  to  two  blind 
men^  33  healeth  a  dumb  man  possessed  of  a  devil,  36  and  hath  com- 
passion of  the  multitude. 

AND  he  entered  into  a  ship,   and  passed  over,   and 
came  into  his  own  city. 

2  And,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  man  sick  of  the 
palsy,  lying  on  a  bed:  and  Jesus  seeing  their  faith  said 
unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy;  Son,  be  of  good  cheer;  thy  sins 
he  forgiven  thee. 

3  And,  behold,  certain  of  the  scribes  said  within  them- 
selves, This  rnaii  blasphemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  knowing  their  thoughts  said,  "Wherefore 
think  ye  evil  in  your  hearts? 

5  For  whether  is  easier,  to  say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven 
thee;  or  to  say.  Arise,  and  walk? 

6  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath 
power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins,  (then  saith  he  to  the  sick 
of  the  palsy,)  Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thine 
house. 

7  And  he  arose,  and  departed  to  his  house. 

8  But  when  the  multitudes  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  and 
glorified  "God,  which  had  given  such  power  unto  men. 

"  9  ^  And  as  Jesus  passed  forth  from  thence,  he  saw  a 
miin,  naiiR-d  Matfticiv,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom, 
and  he  saith  unto  him,  FrhUow  me.  And  he  arose,  and 
foN(ywert  hini. 

10  %  And  it  c/ime  to  pa.ss,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the 
house,  behold,  niruiy  pulili<^jms  and  sinners  came  and  sat 
down  with  him  and^Jais  clisi  iples. 

11  And  when  tliL^  Phari-ees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  his 
disciples.  Why  catetU  }'Dur  Master  with  publicans  and 
planers? 

13  Eul  when  Jesus  heard  ihat,  he  said  unto  them.  They 
fliai  be  whole  ueed  i\u\.  a  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick. 
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13  a  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick.  But  go  ye  and 
learn  what  this  meaneth,  I  desire  mercy,  and  not  sacri- 
fice: for  I  came  not  to  call  the  rigliteous,  but  sinners. 

14  Then  come  to  him  the  disciples  of  John,  saying,  Why 
do  we  and  the  Pharisees  fast  oft,  but  thy  disciples  fast 

15  not?  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Can  the  sons  of  the 
bride-chamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom  is  with 
them?  but  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom 
shall  be  taken  away  from  them,  and  then  will  they  fast. 

16  And  no  man  putteth  a  piece  of  undressed  cloth  upon  an 
old  garment;  for  that  which  should  fill  itup  taketh  from 

17  the  garment,  and  a  worse  rent  is  made.  Neither  do 
men  put  new  wine  into  old  wine-skins:  else  the  skins 
burst,  and  the  wine  is  spilled,  and  the  skins  perish :  but 
they  put  new  wine  into  fresh  wine-skins,  and  both  are 
preserved. 

18  While  he  spake  these  things  unto  them,  behold,  there 
came  a  ruler,  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  My  daugh- 
ter is  even  now  dead:  but  come  and  lay  thy  hand  upon 

19  her,  and  she  shall  live.     And  Jesus  arose,  and  followed 

20  him,  and  so  did  his  disciples.  And  behold,  a  woman, 
who  had   an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  came  behind 

21  him,  and  touched  the  border  of  his  garment:  for  she 
said  within  herself.  If  I  do  but  touch  his  garment,  I 

22  shall  be  made  whole.  But  Jesus  turning  and  seeing  her 
said.  Daughter,  be  of  good  cheer;  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole.  And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from  that 

23  hour.  And  when  Jesus  came  into  the  ruler's  house, 
and  saw  the  flute-players,  and  the  crowd  making  a 

24  tumult,  he  said.  Give  place:  for  the  damsel  is  not 
dead,  but  sleepeth.     And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  But  when  the  crowd  was  put  forth,  he  entered  in,  and 

26  took  her  by  the  hand;  and  the  damsel  arose.  And  the 
fame  hereof  went  forth  into  all  that  land. 

27  •  And  as  Jesus  passed  by  from  thence,  two  blind  men 
followed  him,  ciying  out,  and  saying,  Have  mercy  on 

28  us,  thou  son  of  David.  And  when^he  was  come  into  the 
house,  the  blind  men  came  to  him:  and  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  Believe  ye  that  I  am  able  to  do  this?    They  say 

29  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord.  Then  touched  he  their  eyes, 
saying,  According  to  your  faith  be  it  done  unto  you. 
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13  But  go  ye  and  learn  what  thai  meaneth,  I  will  hart 
mercy,  and  not  sacrifice:  for  I  am  not  oome  to  call  the 
righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

14  ly  Then  came  to  him  the  disciples  of  John,  saying. 
Why  do  wc  and  the  Pharisees  fast  oft,  but  thy  disciples 
fast  not? 

15  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Can  the  children  of  thjB 
bridechamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom  is  with 
them?  but  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall 
be  taken  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast. 

16  No  man  putteth  a  piece  of  new  cloth  unto  an  old 
garment,  for  that  which  is  put  in  to  fill  it  up  taketh  from 
the  garment,  and  the  rent  is  made  worse. 

17  Neither  do  men  put  new  wine  into  old  bottles:  else 
the  bottles  break,  ana  the  wine  runneth  out,  and  ihe 
bottles  perish:  but  they  put  new  wine  into  new  bottles, 
and  both  are  preserved. 

18  IF  While  he  spake  these  things  unto  them,  behold, 
there  came  a  certain  ruler,  and  worshipped  him,  saying, 
My  daughter  is  even  now  dead :  ^ut  come  and  lay  thy 
hand  upon  her,  and  she  shall  live. 

19  And  Jesus  arose,  and  followed  him,  and  tio  did  his  dis- 
ciples. 

20  ^  And,  behold,  a  woman  which  was  diseased  with 
an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  came  behind  hivij  and 
touched  the  hem  of  his  garment : 

21  Por  she  said  within  herself,  If  I  may  but  touch  his 
garment,  I  shall  be  whole. 

22  But  Jesus  turned  him  about,  and  when  he  saw  her, 
he  said.  Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort;  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole.  And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from 
that  hour. 

23  And  when  Jesus  came  into  the  ruler's  house,  and  saw 
the  minstrels  and  the  people  making  a  noise, 

24  He  said  unto  them,  Give  place:  for  the  maid  is  not 
dead,  but  sleepeth.     And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  But  when  the  people  were  put  forth,  he  went  in,  and 
took  her  by  the  hand,  and  the  maid  arose. 

26  And  the  fame  hereof  went  abroad  into  all  that  land. 

27  TI  And  when  Jesus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men 
followed  him,  crying,  and  saying,  Thou  son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  us. 

28  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  the  blind 
men  came  to  him:  and  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Believe  ye 
that  I  am  able  to  do  this?    They  said  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord. 

29  Then  touched  he  their  eyes,  saying.  According  to 
your  faith  be  it  unto  you. 
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30  And   tlrcit   eyes  were  opened.      And    Jesus   strictly 

31  charged  them,  saying.  See  that  no  man  know  it.  But 
they  went  forth,  and  spread  abroad  his  fame  in  all  that 
land. 

83      And  as  they  went  forth,  behold,  there  was  brought 

33  to  liim  a  dumb  man  possessed  with  a  devil.     And  when 
•  the  devil  was  cast  out,  the  dumb  man  spake:  and  the 

muUitud  *3  marvelled,  saying.  It  was  never  so  seen  in 

34  Israel.  15ut  the  Pharisees  said,  By  the  prince  of  the 
devils  casteth  he  out  devils. 

35  And  Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities  and  the  villages, 
teaching  in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel 
of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  all  manner  of  disease  and 

36  all  manner  of  sickness.  But  when  he  saw  the  multi- 
tudes, he  was  moved  with  compassion  for  them,  because 
tliey  were  distressed  and  scattered,  as  sheep  not  having 

37  a  shepherd.     Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples,  The  har- 

38  vest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few.  Pray 
ya  there! v>re  the  Lo];d  of  the  haivest,  that  he  send  forth 


10  labourers  into  his  harvest.  And  h6  called  unto  him  his 
twelve  disciples>  and  gave  them  authority  over  unclean 
spirits,  to  cast  them  out,  and  to  heal  all  manner  of  dis- 
ease and  all  nianner  of  sickness. 

a  Now  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these:  The 
first,  Simon,  who  is  called  Petef,  and  Andrew  his  bro- 
ther; James  the  «(?;i  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother; 

3  Philip,  :iad  Bartholomew;  Thomas,  and  Matthew  the 
publican:  James  the  9o?t  of  Alphseus,  and  Thaddseus; 

4  Simon  r'l )  Canan8ean>  and  Judas  Iscatiot,  who  also  be- 
§  trayed  hi.n.    These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  charged 

them,,  saying, 
Oo  noi  into  anp  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  enter  not 

6  into  any  Diiy  of  the  Samaritans;  but  go  ra,ther  to  the  lost 

7  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel     And  as  ye  go,  preach, 

5  saying,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  Heal  the 
sick,  tmse  Ihe  dead«  cleanse  the  lepcrs«  cast  out  devils; 
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80  And  their  eyes  'were  opened;  and  Jesus  straitly 
charged  lb  cm,  saj'ing,  See  that  no  man  know  it. 

31  But  they,  when  they  were  departed,  spread  abroad 
his  fame  in  all  that  country. 

32  Tf  As  they  went  out,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a 
dumb  man  possessed  with  a  deviK 

33  And  when  the  devil  was  cast  out,  the  dumb  spake: 
and  the  multitudes  marvelled,  saying,  It  was  never  so  seen 
in  Israel. 

34  But  the  Pharisees  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
the  prince  of  the  devils. 

35  And  Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages, 
teaching  in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of 
the  kingdom,  and  healing  every  sickness  and  every  disease 
among  the  people. 

36  ^  But  when  he  saw  the  multitudes,  he  was  moved 
with  compassion  on  them,  because  they  fainted,  and  were 
scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd. 

37  Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples,  The  harvest  truly  it 
plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few ; 

38  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Christ  sendeth  out  his  twelve  apostles,  enabling  them  ^dth  power 
to  do  miracles^  5  giveth  them  their  charge,  teacheth  them,  16  com- 
forteth  them  aqainst  persecutions:  40  and  promiseth  a  blessing  to 
those  t}vat  receive  them.. 

AND  when  he  had  called  unto  him  his  twelve  disci' 
pies,  he  gave  them  power  a^gairhst  unclean  spirits,  to 
cast  them  out,  and  to  heal  all  manner  of  sickness  and  all 
manner  of  disease. 

2  Now  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these;  The 
first,  Simon,  who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother; 
James  tlie  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother; 

3  Philip,  and  Bartholomew ;  Thomas,  and  Matthew  the 
publican;  James  ^/t^  ac^^i  of  Alphaeus,  and  Lebbseus,  whose 
sunlamp  wiia  Thaddifcua; 

4  Hiiinjti  the  CauajUjite,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also 
betmvcd  bim. 

5  fbesc  twelve  Jei^^iis  sent  forth,  and  commanded  them, 
saying,  Go  not  into  l.h«  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any 
city  of  the  Saraadtaii:^  enter  ye  not; 

G  But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7  And  na  ye  ijo,  ptviich,  saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  at  baud 

8  Heal  the  &ick,  eh  nose  the  lepers,  raise  the  dead,  cast 
out  devilsi  fr^ly  ye  have  received,  freely  give. 
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9  freely  ye  received,  freely  give.    Get  you  no  gold,  nor 

10  silver,  nor  brass  in  your  purses;  no  wallet  for  your  jour- 
ney, neither  two  coats,  nor  shoes,  nor  staff:  for  the 

11  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  food.  And  into  whatso- 
ever city  or  village  ye  shall  enter,  search  out  who  in 

12  it  is  worthy;  and  there  abide  till  ye  go  forth.     And  as 

13  ye  enter  into  the  house,  salute  it.  And  if  the  house  be 
worthy,  let  your  peace  come  upon  it:  but  if  it  be  not 

14  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to  you.  And  whosoever 
shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your  words,  as  ye  go 
forth  out  of  that  house  or  that  city,  shake  off  the  dust 

15  of  your  feet.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be  more 
tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom  and  Gcmonah  in  the 
day  of  judgement,  than  for  that  city. 

16  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
wolves:  be  ye  therefoie  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless 

17  as  doves.  But  beware  of  men:  for  they  will  deliver  you 
up   to  councils,   and    in    their    synagogues  they  will 

18  scourge  you;  yea  and  before  governors  and  kings  shall 
ye  be  brought  for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  to  them  and 

19  to  the  Gentiles.  But  when,  they  deliver  you  up,  be  not 
anxious  how  or  what  ye  shall  speak:  for  it  shall  be 

20  given  you  in  that  hour  what  ye  shall  speak.  For  it  is 
not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  that 

21  speaketh  in  you.  And  brother  shall  deliver  up  brother 
to  death,  and  the  father  his  child:  and  children  shall 
rise  up  against  parents,  and  cause  them  to  be  put  to 

22  death.  And  ye  shall  be  haled  of  all  men  for  my  name's 
sake:  but  he  that    endureth  to  the  end,  the  same  shall 

23  be  saved.  But  when  thejr  persecute  you  in  this  city, 
flee  into  the  next:  for  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  shall 
not  have  gone  through  the  cities  of  Israel,  till  the  Son 
of  man  be  come. 

24  A  disciple  is  not  above  his  master,  nor  a  servant 

25  above  his  lord.  It  is  enough  for  the  disciple  that  he  be 
as  his  master,  and  the  servant  as  his  lord.  If  they  have 
called  the  master  of  the  house  Beelzebub,  how  much 

26  more  shall  they  caU  them  of  his  household  1  Fear  them 
not  therefore:  for  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall 
not  be  revealed;  and  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 
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9  Provide  neither  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass  in  your 
purses, 

10  Nor  scrip  for  your  journey,  neither  two  coats,  neither 
shoes,  nor  yet  staves;  for  the  workman  is  worthy  of  hii 
meat. 

11  And  into  whatsoever  city  or  town  ye  shall  enter,  en- 
quire who  in  it  is  worthy;  and  there  abide  till  ye  go 
thence. 

12  And  when  ye  come  into  an  house,  salute  it. 

13  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let  your  peace  come 
upon  it:  but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to 
you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  liear  your 
words,  when  ye  depart  out  of  that  house  or  city,  shake  off 
the  dust  of  your  feet. 

15  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom  and  Goinorrha  in  the  day  of  judgment, 
than  for  that  city. 

16  TT  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
wolves:  be  ye  therefore* wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as 
doves. 

17  But  beware  of  men :  for  they  will  deliver  you  up  to 
the  councils,  and  they  will  scourge  you  in  their  synagogues; 

18  And  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and  kings 
for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  and  the  Gentiles. 

19  But  when  they  deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  how 
or  what  ye  shall  speak:  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that 
same  hour  what  ye  shall  speak. 

20  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  Spirit  of  your 
Father  which  gpeaketh  in  you. 

21  And  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the  brother  to  death, 
and  the  father  the  child:  and  the  children  shall  rise  up 
against  tJieir  parents,  and  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 

22  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake : 
but  he  that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved. 

23  But  when  they  persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into 
another:  for  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  have  gone 
over  the  cities  of  Israel,  till  the  Son  of  man  be  come. 

24  The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master,  nor  the  servant 
above  his  lord. 

25  It  is  enough  for  the  disciple  that  he  be  as  his  master, 
and  the  servant  as  his  lord.  If  they  have  called  the  master 
of  the  house  Beelzebub,  how  much  more  sJtall  tJiey  call  them 
of  his  household? 

26  Fear  them  not  therefore :  for  there  is  nothing  covered, 
that  shall  not  bo  revealed;  and  hid,  that  shall  not  be 
known. 
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27  What  I  tell  you  in  the  darkness,  spenk  ye  in  the  light: 
and  what  ye  hear  in  the  ear,  proclaim  upon  the  house- 

28  tops.  And  be  not  afraid  of  them  which  kill  the  body, 
but  are  not  able  to  kill  the  soul :  but  rather  fear  hina 
which  is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell. 

29  Are  not  two  sparrows  sold  for  a  farthing?  and  not  one 
of  them  shall  fall  on  the  ground  without  your  Father: 

30  but  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 

31  Fear  not  therefore;  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many 

32  sparrows.  Every  one  therefore  who  shall  confess  me 
before  men,  him  will  I  also  confess  before  my  Father 

33  which  is  in  heaven.  But  whosoever  shall  deny  me  be- 
fore men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before  my  Father  which 
is  in  heaven. 

34  Think  not  that  I  came  to  send  peace  on  the  earth:  I 

35  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword.  For  I  came  to  set 
a  man  at  variance  against  his  father,  and  the  daugh- 
ter against  her  mother,  and  the  daughter  in  law  against 

86  her  mother  in  law:  and  a  man's  foes  shall  be  they  of  his 

37  own  household.  He  that  loveth  father  or  mother  more 
than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me:  and  he  that  loveth  son  or 

38  daughter  more  than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me.  And  he 
that  doth  not  take  his  cross  and  follow  after  me,  is  not 

39  worthy  of  me.  He  that  findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it; 
and  he  that  loseth  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it. 

40  He  that  receiveth  you  receiveth  me,  and  he  that  re- 

41  ceiveth  me  receiveth  him  that  sent  me.  He  that  receiv- 
eth a  prophet  in  the  name  of  a  prophet  shall  receive  a 
prophet's  reward;  and  he  that  receiveth  a  righteous  man 
in  the  name  of  a  righteous  man  shall  receive  a  righteous 

42  man's  reward.  And  whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto 
one  of  these  little  ones  a  cup  of  cold  water  only,  in  the 
name  of  a  disciple,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  in  no 
wise  lose  his  reward. 


11  And  it  came  to  pas6,  when  Jeans  had  made  m  end  of 
coramandinff  his  twelve  disciples,  he  departed  thence 
to  teach  and  preach  in  their  cities. 
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27  What  I  tell  you  in  darkness,  that  speak  ye  in  light; 
and  what  ye  hear  in  the  ear,  that  preach  ye  upon  the  house- 
tops. 

28  And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but  are  not 
able  to  kill  the  soul :  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to 
destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  liell. 

29  Are  not  two  sparrows  sold  for  a  farthing?  and  one  of 
them  shall  not  fall  on  the  ground  without  your  Father. 

30  But  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 

31  Fear  ye  not  therefore,  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many 
sparrows. 

32  Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  • 
will  I  confess  also  before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

83  But  whosoever  shall  deny  me  before  men,  him  will  I 
also  deny  before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

34  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth :  I 
came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword. 

35  For  I  am  come  to  set  a  man  at  variance  against  his 
father,  and  the  daughter  against  her  mother,  and  the 
daughter  in  law  against  her  mother  in  law. 

36  And  a  man's  foes  8?iall  be  they  of  his  own  household. 

37  He  that  loveth  father  or  mother  more  than  me  is  not 
worthy  of  me:  and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter  more 
than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me. 

38  And  he  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and  followeth  after 
me,  is  not  worthy  of  me. 

39  He  that  findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it:  and  he  that 
loseth  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it. 

40  Tf  He  that  receiveth  you  receiveth  me,  and  he  that 
receiveth  me  receiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

41  He  that  receiveth  a  prophet  in  the  name  of  a  jirbphet 
shall  receive  a  prophet's  reward;  and  he  that  receiveth  a 
righteous  man  in  the  name  of  a  righteous  man  shall  receive 
a  righteous  man's  reward. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  these 
little  ones  a  cup  of  cold. wate)'  only  in  the  name  of  a  dis- 
ciple, verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his 
reward. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

2  John  sendeth  his  disciples  to  Christ.  7  Christ's  testimony  concern- 
ing John.  18  The  opinion  of  the  people,  both  concerning  John  and 
Christ.  20  Christ  vjphraideth  the  unthankfulness  ana  unrepent- 
ance  of  Chorcusin^  Bethsaida^  and  Capernaum :  25  and  praising 
his  Father's  wisdom  in  revealing  the  gotmel  to  the  simple,  28  he 
calleth  to  him  aU  stush  as  feel  the  bwrden  of  their  sins. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  made  an  end 
of   commanding  his  twelve  disciples,  he  departed 
thence  to  teach  and  to  preacli  in  their  cities. 
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2  Now  when  John  heard  in  the  prison  the  works  of  the 

3  Christ,  he  sent  by  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  him,  Art 

4  thou  he  that  cometh,  or  look  we  for  another?  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Go  your  way  and 

5  tell  John  the  things  which  ye  do  hear  and  see:  the  blind 
receive  their  sight,  and  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers  are 
cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear,  and  the  dead  are  raised  up, 

6  and  the  poor  have  good  tidings  preached  to  them.  And 
blessed  is  he,  whosoever  shall  find  none  occasion  of 

7  stumbling  in  me.  And  as  these  went  their  way, 
Jesus  began  to  say  unto  the  multitudes  concerning  John, 
What  w^ent  ye  out  into  the  wilderness  to  behold?  a  reed 

8  shaken  with  the  wind?  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to 
see?  a  man  clothed  in  soft  raiment?    Behold,  they  that 

9  wear  soft  raiment  are  in  kings'  houses.  But  wherefore 
went  3^e  out?  to  see  a  prophet?    Yea,  I  say  imtc  you, 

10  and  much  more  than  a  prophet.  This  is  he,  of  whom  it 
is  written. 

Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy  face, 
Who  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee. 

11  Verily  1  say  unto  you.  Among  them  that  are  born  of 
women  there  hath  not  arise^i  a  greater  than  John  the 
Baptist :  yet  he  that  is  but  little  in  the  kingdom  of  hea- 

12  ven  is  greater  than  he.  And  from  the  days  of  John  the 
Baptist  until  now  the  kingdom  of  heaven  suffereth  vio- 

13  lence,  and  men  of  violence  take  it  by  force.    For  all  the 

14  prophets  and  the  law  prophesied  until  John.  And  if  ye 
are  willing  to  receive  it,  this  is  Elijah,  which  is  to  come. 

15  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.   But  whereunto 

16  shall  I  liken  this  generation?  It  is  like  unto  children 
sitting  in  the  marketplaces,  which  call  unto  their  fel- 

17  lows,  and  Say,  We  piped  unto^  you,  and  ye  did  not 

18  dance;  we  wailed,  and  ye  did  not  mourn.  For  John 
came  neither  eating  nor  drinking,  and  they  say.  He  hath 

19  a  devil.  The  Son  of  man  came  eating  and  drinking, 
and  thejr  say.  Behold,  a  gluttonous  man,  and  a  winebib- 
ber,  a  friend  of  publicans  and  sinners  1  And  wisdom  is 
justified  by  her  works. 

20  Then  began  he  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein  most  of 
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2  Now  when  John  had  lieard  in  the  prison  the  works  of 
Christ,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples, 

3  And  said  unto  hira,  Art  thou  he  that  should  come,  or 
do  we  look  for  another? 

4  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Go  and  shew  John 
Mgjiin  those  things  which  ye  do  hear  and  see: 

"5  The  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  the  lame  walk,  the 
lepei"s  are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised  • 
up.  and  the  poor  have  the  gospel  preached  to  them. 

6  And  blessed  is  he,  whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in 
nie.  , 

7  ^  And  as  they  departed,  Jesus  began  to  say  unto  the 
multitudes  concerning  John,  What  went  ye  out  into  the 
wilderness  to  see  ?    A  reed  shaken  with  the  wind? 

8  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see?  A  man  clothed  in 
soft  raiment?  behold,  they  that  wear  soft  clothing  are  in 
kings*  houses. 

9  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see?  A  prophet?  yea,  I 
«ay  unto  you,  and  more  than  a  prophet. . 

10  For  this  is  lie,  of  whom  it  is  written.  Behold,  I  send 
my  messenger  before  thy  face,  which  shall  prepare  thy 
way  before  thee. 

11  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Among  them  that  are  born  of 
women  there  hath  not  risen  a  greater  than  John  the  Bap- 
tist: notwithstanding  he  that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  greater  than  he. 

12  And  from  the  days  of  John  the  Baptist  until  now  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  sutfereth  violence,  and  the  violent  take 
it  by  force. 

13  For  all  the  prophets  and  the  law  prophesied  until 
John. 

14  And  if  ye  will  receive  it,  this  is  Elias,  which  was  for 
to  come. 

15  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

16  Tf  But  whereunto  shall  I  liken  this  generation?  It  is 
like  unto  children  sitting  in  the  markets,  and  calling  unto 
their  fellows, 

17  And  saying.  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and  ye  have 
not  danced;  we  have  mourned  unto  you,  and  ye  have  not 
lamented. 

18  For  John  came  neither  eating  nor  drinking,  and  they 
say,  He  hath  a  devil. 

19  The  Son  of  man  came  eating  and  drinking,  and  they 
say,  Behold  a  man  gluttonous,  and  a  winebibber,  a  friend 
of  publicans  and  smners.  But  wisdom  is  justified  of  her 
children. 

20  ^\  Then  began  he  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein  most 
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liis  mighty  works  were  done,  because  they  repented  not. 

21  Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin!  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida! 
for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Si- 
don  wliich  were  done  in  you,  they  would  have  repented 

22  long  ago  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  Howbeit  I  say  unto 
you,   it  shall  he  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon 

23  m  the  day  of  judgement,  than  for  you.  And  thou,  Ca- 
pernaum, shait  thou  be  exalted  unto  heaven?  thou  shalt 
go  down  imto  Hades:  for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been 
done  in  Sodom  which  were  done  in  thee,  it  would  have 

24  remained  until  this  day.  Howbeit  I  say  unto  you,  that 
it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom  in  the 
day  of  judgement,  than  for  thee. 

25  At  that  season  Jesus  answered  and  said,  I  thank 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou 
didst  hide  these  things   from    the    wise    and  under- 

26  standing,  and  didst  reveal  them  unto  babes:  yea, 
Father,    for   so    it   was    well-pleasing    in    thy   sight. 

27  All  things  have  been  delivered  unto  me  of  my 
Father:  and  no  one  knoweth  the  Son,  save  the  Father; 
neither  doth  any  know  the  Father,  save  the  Son,  and 

28  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son  willeth  to  reveal  /lim.  Come 
unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavj  laden,  and  I 

29  will  give  you  rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  leara 
of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall 

30  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and 
my  burden  is  light. 


12    At  that  season  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath  day  through 
the  cornfields;-  and  his  disciples  were  an  hungred,  and 

2  began  to  pluck  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat.  But  the  Phari- 
sees, when  they  saw  it,  said  unto  him.  Behold,  thy 
disciples  do  that  which  it  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the 

3  sabbath.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  not  read 
what  David  did,  when  he  was  an-hungred,  and  they 
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of  his  mighty  works  were  done,  because  T.ey  repented 
not: 

21  Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin!  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsafda! 
for  if  the  miglity  works,  which  were  done  in  you,  had  been 
done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  they  would  have  repented  long 
ago  in  sackcloth  and  ashes. 

22  But  I  say^unto  you.  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
Tyre  and  Sidon^at  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  you. 

23  And  thou,  Capernaum,  which  art  exalted  unto  heaven, 
shah  be  brought  down  to  hell :  for  if  the  mighty  works» 
which  have  been  done  in  thee,  had  been  done  in  Sodom,  it 
would  have  remained  until  this  day. 

24  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  it  shall  be  more  tolerable 
for  the  land  of  Sodom  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for 
thee. 

25  IT  At  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said,  I  thank  thee, 

0  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  because  thou  hast  hid 
these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed 
them  uuto  babes. 

26  Even  so,  Father:  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight. 

27  All  things  are  delivered  unto  me  oi  my  Father:  and 
no  man  knoweth  the  Son,  but  the  Father;  neither knoweth 
any  man  the  Father,  save  the  Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever 
the  Son  will  reveal  him. 

28  1[  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  arc  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest. 

29  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me ;  for  I  am 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your 
iouls. 

30  For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  Christ  reproveth  the  blUidness  of  the  Pharisees  concemtng  the 
breach  of  the  sabbath^  3  bp  scriptures,  9  by  reason^  13  and  by  a 
miracle.  22  He  healeth  the  man  possessed  that  was  blind  and 
dumb.  81  Blasphemy  against  the  Holy  Ohost  shall  nether  be  for- 
given. 36  Account  shaU  be  mcule  of  iale  loords.  38  He  rebvxeth 
the  unfaithful,  wlio  seek  after  a  sign:  49  and  shezoeth  who  is  his 
brother^  sister,  and  mother. 

AT  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath  day  through 
the  corn,  and  his  disciples  were  an  hungred,  and 
began  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat. 

2  But  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  him. 
Behold,  thy  disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do 
upon  the  sabbath  day. 

3  But  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  not  read  what  David 
did,  when  he  was  an  hungred,  and  they  that  were  with 
him ; 
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4  that  were  with  him;  how  he  entered  into  the  house  of 
God,  and  did  eat  the  shewbread,  which  it  was  not  law- 
ful for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  that  were  with  him, 

5  but  only  for  the  priests?  Or  have  ye  not  i-ead  in  the 
law,  how  that  on  the  sabbath  day  the  priests  in  the 

6  temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  guiltless?  But  I 
say  unto  you,  that  one  greater  than  the  temple  is  here.  * 

7  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  ^eaneth,  I  desire  mercy, 
and  not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the 

8  guiltless.     For  the  Son  of  man  is  lord  of  the  sabbath. 

9  And  he  departed  thence,  and  went  into  their  synagogue : 

10  and  behold,  a  man  having  a  withered  hand.  And  they 
asked  him,  saying,  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath 

11  day?  that  they  might  accuse  him.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  What  man  shall  there  be  of  you,  that  shall  have 
one  sheep,  and  if  this  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath  day, 

12  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out?  How  much 
then  is  a  man  of  more  value  than  a  sheep!    Wherefore 

13  it  is  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  sabbath  day.  Then  saith 
he  to  the  man,  Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And  he 
stretched  it  forth;  and  it  was  restored  whole,  as  the 

14  other.     But  the  Pharisees  went  out,  and  took  coun- 

15  sel  against  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him.  And 
.  Jesus  perceiving  it  withdrew  from  thence :  and  many 

16  followed  him;  and  he  healed  them  all,   and  charged 

17  them  that  they  should  not  make  him  known :  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Isaiah  the 
prophet,  saying, 

18  Behold,  my  servant  whom  t  have  chosen : 
My  beloved  in  whom  my  soul  is  well  pleased: 
I  will  put  my  Spirit  upon  him, 

And  he  shall  declare  judgement  to  the  Gentiles. 

19  He  shall  not  strive,  nor  cry  aloud; 

Neither  shall  any  one  hear  his  voice  in  the  streets. 

20  A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break, 
And  smoking  flax  shall  he  not  quench. 
Till  he  send  forth  judgement  imto  victory. 

21  And  in  his  name  shall  the  Gentiles  hope. 

22  Then  was  brought  unto  him  one  possessed  with  a 
devil,  blind  and  dumb:  and  he  healed  him,  insomuch 
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4  How  he  entered  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  cat 
the  shewbread,  which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither 
for  them  which  were  with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests? 

5  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the  law,  how  that  on  the  sub- 
bath  days  the  priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and 
are  blameless? 

6  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  in  this  place  is  one  greater 
than  the  temple. 

\      7  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth,  I  will  have 
mercy,  and  not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned 
j  the  guiltless. 
'      8  For  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  even  of  the  sabbath  day. 

9  And  when  he  was  departed  thence,  he  went  into  their 
synagogue: 

10  1[  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  which  had  Jiis  hand 
withered.  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Is  it  lawful  to 
heal  on  the  sabbath  days?  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

11  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man  shall  there  be 
among  you,  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a 
pit  on  the  sabbath  day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift 
it  out? 

12  How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep?  Where- 
fore it  is  lawful  to  do  well  on  the  sabbath  days. 

18  Then  saith  he  to  the  man,  Stretch  forth  thine  hand. 
And  he  stretched  it  forth;  and  it  was  restored  whole,  like 
as  the  other. 

14  1[  Then  the  Pharisees  went  out,  and  held  a  council 
against  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him. 

15  But  when  Jesus  knew  it,  he  withdrew  himself  from 
thence :  and  great  multitudes  followed  him,  and  he  healed 
them  all; 

16  And  charged  them  that  they  should  not  make  him 
known : 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaias 
the  prophet,  saying, 

18  Behold  my  servant,  whom  I  have  chosen ;  my  beloved, 
,  in  whom  my  soul  is  well  pleased:  I  will  put  my  spirit  upon 

him,  and  he  shall  shew  judgment  to  the  Gentiles. 

19  He  shall  not  strive,  nor  cry;  neither  shall  any  man 
hear  his  voice  in  the  streets. 

20  A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  smoking  flax 
shall  he  not  quench,  till  he  send  forth  judgment  unto  vic- 
tory. 

21  And  in  his  name  shall  the  Gentiles  trust. 

22  1"  Then  was  brought  unto  him  one  possessed  with  a 
devil,  blind,  and  dumb:  and  he  healed  him,  insomuch  that 
the  blind  and  dumb  both  spake  and  saw. 
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23  that  the  dumb  man  spake  and  saw.  And  all  the  mul- 
titudes were  amazed,  and  said,  Is  this  the  son  of  David  ? 

24  But  when  the  Pharisees  heard  it,  they  said,  Tbis  man 
doth  not  cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the 

25  devils.  And  knowing  their  thoughts  he  said  unto  them, 
Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  deso- 
lation ;  and  every  city  or  house  divided  against  itself 

26  shall  not  stand:  and  if  Satan  castetli  out  Satan,  he  is 
divided  against  himself;  how  then  shall  his  kingdom 

27  stand?  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom 
do  your  cons  cast  themr  out  ?  therefore  shall  they  be 

28  your  judges.  But  if  I  by  the  Spirit  of  God  cast  out 
devils,  then  is  the  kingdom  of  God  come  upon  you. 

29  Or  how  can  one  enter  into  the  house  of  the  strong 
man,  and  spoil  his  goods,  except  he  first  bind  the  strong 

30  man  ?  and  then  he  will  spoil  his  house.  He  that  is  not 
with  me  is  against  me ;  and  he  that  gathered  not  with 

31  me  scattereth.  Therefore  I  sa}*^  unto  you,  Every  sin  and 
blasphemy  shall  be  forgiven  unto  men;  but  the  blas- 

33  pherny  against  the  Spirit  shall  not  be  forgiven.  And 
whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man, 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him ;  but  whosoever  shall  speak 
against  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him, 
neither  in  this  world,  nor  in  that  which  is  to  come. 

33  Either  make  the  tree  good,  and  its  fruit  good ;  or  make  the 
tree  corrupt,  and  its  fruit  corrupt:  for  the  tree  is  known 

34  by  its  fruit.  Ye  offspring  of  vipers,  how  can  ye,  being 
evil,  speak  good  things  ?  for  out  of  the  abundance  of 

35  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh.  The  good  man  out  of 
his  good  treasure  bringeth  forth  good  things:  and  the 
evil  man  out  of  his  evil  treasure  bringeth  forth  evil  things. 

36  And  I  say  unto  you,  that  every  idle  word  that  men  shall 
speak,  tlicy  shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of 

37  judgement.  For  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  justified, 
and  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  condemned. 

88  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  answered 
him,  saying,  Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from  thee. 

39  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  An  evil  and  adul- 
terous generation  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and  there  shall 
no  sign  be  given  to  it  but  the  sign  of  Jonah  the  prophet: 
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23  And  all  the  people  were  amazed,  and  said,  Is  not  tliis 
the  son  of  David? 

24  But  when  the  Pharisees  heard  it,  they  said.  This  fel- 
hfw  doth  not  cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beelzebub  tlie  prince  of 
the  devils. 

25  And  Jesus  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  unto  them. 
Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desola- 
tion; and  every  city  or  house  divided  against  itself  shall 
not  stand: 

26  And  if  Satan  cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided  against* 
himself;  how  shall  then  his  kingdom  stand? 

27  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  wkom  do 
your  children  cast  Hum  out?  therefore  they  shall  be  your 
Judges. 

28  But  if  I  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  then  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come  unto  you. 

29  Or  else  how  can  one  enter  into  a  strong  man's  house, 
and  spoil  his  goods,  except  he  first  bind  the  strong  man? 
and  then  he  will  spoil  his  house. 

30  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me;  and  he  that 
gathereth  not  with  me  scattereth  abroad. 

31  %  Wherefore  I  say  unto  you,  All  manner  of  sin  and 
blasphemy  shall  be  forgiven  unto  men:  but  the  blasphemy 
against  the  Holy  Ghost,  shall  not  be  forgiven  unto  men. 

32  And  whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against  the  Son  of 
man,  it  sliall  be  forgiven  him:  but  whosoever  speaketh 
against  the  Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him, 
neither  in  this  world,  neither  in  the  loarld  to  come. 

33  Either  make  the  tree  good,  and  his  fruit  good;  or  else 
make  the  tree  corrupt,  and  his  fruit  corrupt:  for  the  tree  is 
known  by  his  fruit. 

34  O  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye,  being  evil,  speak 
good  things?  for  out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth 
speaketh. 

35  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  the  heart 
bringeth  forth  good  things:  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil 
treasure  bringeth  forth  evil  things. 

36  But  I  say  unto  yOu,  That  every  idle  word  that  men 
shall  spe^,  they  shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of 
iiidgment. 

37  For  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  justified,  and  by  thy 
words  thou  shalt  be  condemned. 

38  If  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  and  of  the  Pharisees 
answered,  saying,  Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from  thee. 

39  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  An  evil  and 
adulterous  generation  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and  there  shall 
no  sign  be  given  to  it,  but  the  sign  of  the  prophet  Jonas: 
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40  for  as  Jonah  was  three  days  and  three  niglits  in  the  belly 
of  the  whale;  so  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  three  days  and 

41  three  nights  in  the  heart  of  tlie  earth.  The  men  of 
Nineveh  shall  stand  up  in  the  judgement  with  this  gener- 
ation, and  shall  condemn  it:  for  they  repented  at  the 
preaching  of  Jonah ;  and  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonah  is 

42  here.  The  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judge- 
ment with  this  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it :  for  she 
came  from  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon ;  and  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is  here. 

43  But  the  unclean  spirit,  when  he  is  gone  out  of  the  man, 
passdth  through  waterless  places,  seeking  rest,  and  findeth 

44  it  not.  Then  he  saith,  I  will  return  into  my  hoTjse  whence 
I  came  out;  and  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth  it  empty, . 

45  swept,  and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  with 
himself  seven  other  spirits  more  evil  than  himself,  and 
they  enter  in  and  dwell  there :  and  the  last  state  of  that 
man  becometh  worse  than  the  first.  Even  so  shall  it  be 
also  unto  this  evil  generation. 

46  While  he  was  yet  speaking  to  the  multitudes,  behold, 
his  mother  and  his  brethren  stood  without,  seeking  to 

47  speak  to  him.  And  one  said  unto  him.  Behold,  thv 
mother  and  thy  brethren  stand  without,  seeking  to  speak 

48  to  thee.  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  him  that  told 
him.  Who  is  my  mother?  and  who  are  my  brethren? 

49  And  he  stretched  forth  his  hand  towards  his  disciples, 

50  and  said,  Behold,  my  mother  and  my  brethren!  For 
whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven,  he  is  my  brother,  and  sister,  and  mother. 


13  On  that  day  went  Jesus  out  of  the  house,  and  sat  by 
2  the  sea  side.    And  there  were  gathered  unto  him  great 

multitudes,  so  that  he  entered  into  a  boat  and  sat; 
8  and  all  the  multitude  stood  on  the  beach.     And  he 

spake  to  them  many  things  in  parables,  saying.  Behold, 

4  the  sower  went  forth  to  sow;  and  as  he  sowed,  some 
seeds  fell  by  the  way  side,  and  the  birds  came  and 

5  devoured  them:  and  others  fell  upon  the  rocky  places, 
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40  For  as  Jonas  was  three  days  and  three  nights  in  tlie 
•whalers  helly;  so  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  three  days  and 
three  nights  in  the  heart  of  tlie  earth. 

41  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  it :  because  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas 
is  here. 

42  The  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment 
with  this  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it:  for  she  came 
from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is  here. 

43  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walk- 
eth  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest,  and  findeth  none. 

44  Then  he  saith,  I  will  return  into  my  house  from 
whence  I  came  out;  and  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth  it 
empty,  swept,  and  garnished. 

&  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  with  himself  seven  other 
spirits  more  wicked  than  himself,  and  they  enter  in  and 
dwell  there:  and  the  last  stats  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the 
first     Even  so  shall  it  be  also  unto  this  wicked  generation. 

46  ^  While  he  yet  talked  to  the  people,  behold,  his 
mother  and  his  brethren  stood  without,  desiring  to  speak 
with  him. 

47  Then  one  said  unto  him.  Behold,  thy  mother  and  thy 
brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  speak  with  thee. 

48  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  him  that  told  him. 
Who  is  my  mother?  and  who  are  my  brethren  ? 

49  And  he  stretched  forth  his  hand  toward  his  disciples, 
and  said.  Behold  my  mother  and  my  brethren! 

50  For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  my  father  which  is 
in  heaven,  the  same  is  my  brother,  and  sister,  and  mother. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

8  The  parable  of  the  aower  and  the  seed :  10  the  exposition  of  it.  94 
The  parable  of  the  tares,  81  of  the  mustard  seed,  83  of  the  leaven, 
A/i  of  the  hidden  treasure,  45  of  the  pearl,  47  of  the  drawnet  cast 
into  the  aea :  63  and  how  Christ  is  contemned  of  his  oum  country- 
men. 

rpHE  same  day  went  Jesus  out  of  the  house,  and  sat  by 
X    the  sea  side. 

Z  And  great  multitudes  were  gathered  together  unto 
him,  so  that  he  %venl  inio  a  ship,  and  sat;  and  the  whole 
multitude  stood  on  the  hhore. 

3  And  he  spake  many  things  unto  them  in  parables,  say- 
in|^.  Behold,  a  sower  went  forth  to  sow; 

I  And  wheu  he  suwed,  some  seeds  fell  by  the  way  side, 
and  the  fowls  camu  and  dcvomed  them  up: 

&  Some  fell  upon  *Louy  places,  whe/e  they  had  not  much 
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wliere   they  had    not   much  earth:   and  straightway 
they  sprang  up,  because  they  had  no  decpne?  ^  of  earth: 

6  and  when   the  sun  was    risen,   they  were  scorched; 
and  because  they  had  no  root,  thev  withered  away. 

7  And  others  fell  upon  the  thorns;  ana  the  thorns  grew 

8  up,  and  choked  them :  and  others  fell  upon  Ihe  good 
ground,  and  yielded  fruit,  some  a  hundredfold,  some 

9  sixty,  some  thirty.     He  that  hath  ears,  let  him  heir. 

10  And  the  disciples  came,  and  said  unto  him.  Why 

11  speakest  thou  unto  them  iu  parables?  And  he  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them.  Unto  you  it  is  given  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  to 

12  them  it  is  not  given.  For  whosoever  hath,  to  him 
shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  have  abundance:  but 
whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken  away 

13  even  that  which  he  liath.  Therefore  speak  I  to  them 
in  parables;  because  seeing  they  see  not,  and  hearing 

14  they  hear  not,  neither  do  they  understand.  ^Ajid  unto 
them  is  fulfilled  tlie  prophecy  of  Isaiah,  which  saith. 

By  hearing  ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  iu  no  wise 

understand ; 
And  seeing  ye  shall   see,  and  shall  in  no  wise 

perceive: 

15  For  this  people's  heart  is  waxed  gross, 
And  their  ears  are  dull  of  hearing, 
And  their  eyes  they  have  closed ; 

Lest  haply  they  should  perceive  with  theif  ey^s. 

And  hear  with  their  ears, 

And  understand  with  their  heart. 

And  should  turn  again, 

And  I  should  heal  them. 

16  But  blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they  see;  and  your  ears, 

17  for  they  hear.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  many, 
prophets  and  righteous  men  desired  to  see  the  things 
which  ye  see,  and  saw  them  not;  and  to  hear  the  things 

18  which  ye  hear,  and  heard  them  not.     Hear  then  ye  the 

19  parable  of  the  sower.     When  any  one  heareth  the  word 
of  the  kingdom,  and  understandeth  it  not,  then  cometh  i 
the  evil  ons,  and  snatcheth  away  that  which  hath  been 
sown  in  his  heart.     This  is  he  that  was  sown  by  the  j 

20  way  side.    And  he  that  was  sown  upon  the  rocky  places,  \ 
this  is  he  that  heareth  the  word,  and  straightway  with 

21  joy  receiveth  it;  yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himself,  but 
endureth  for  a  while;  and  when  tribulation  or  per- 
secution arise th  because  of  the  word,  straiirhtway  he 

22  stumbleth.    And  tie  that  was  sown  among  the  thorns. 
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earth:  and  forthwith  they  sprung  up,    because  they  had 
ho  deepness  of  earth: 

6  And  when  the  sun  was  up,  they  were  scorched ;  and 
because  they  had  no  root,  they  witliered  away. 

7  And  some  tell  among  thorns;  and  the  thorns  sprung 
up,  and  choked  them: 

8  But  otiier  fell  into  good  ground,  and  brought  forth 
fruit,  some  an  hundredfold,  some  sixtyfold,  some  thirty- 
fold. 

i     9  "Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

10  And  the  disciples  came,  and  said  unto  him,  Wliy 
speakest  thou  unto  them  in  parables? 

11  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Because  it  is  given 
unto  you  to  know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven, 
but  to  them  it  is  not  given. 

12  For  whosoever  hath,  to  him  shall  be  given,  and  he 
shall  have  more  abundance :  but  whosoever  hath  not,  from 
h'un  shall  be  taken  away  even  that  he  hath. 

13  Therefore  speak  I  to  them  in  pai-ables:  because  they 
seeing  see  not;  and  hearing  they  hear  not,  neither  do  they 
understand. 

14  And  in  them  is  fulfilled  the  prophecy  of  Esaias.  which 
saiih,  By  hearing  ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  not  understand; 
and  seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  shall  not  perceive: 

15  For  this  people's  heart  is  waxed  gross,  and  tlteir  ears 
are  dull  of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  they  have  closed;  lest  at 
any  time  they  should  see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with 
their  ears,  and  should  understand  with  tJieir  heart,  and 
should  be  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them. 

16  But  blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they  see:  and  your 
ears,  for  they  liear. 

17  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  many  prophets  and 
righteous  men  have  desired  to  see  those  things  which  ye  see, 
and  have  not  seen  them;  and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye 
hear,  and  have  not  heai'd  them.     . 

18  ^  Hear  ye  therefore  the  parable  of  the  sower. 

19  When  any  one  heareth  the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and 
understandeth  it  not,  then  cometh  the  wicked  one,  and 
catcheth  away  that  which  was  sown  in  his  heart.  This  is 
he  which  received  seed  by  the  way  side. 

20  But  he  that  received  the  seed  into  stony  places,  the 
same  is  he  that  heareth  the  word,  and  anon  with  joy  receiv- 
eth  it; 

21  Yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himself,  but  dureth  for  a 
while:  for  when  tribulation  or  persecution  ariseth  because 
of  the  word,  by  and  by  he  is  offended. 

22  He  also  that  received  seed  among  the  thorns  is  he  that 
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this  is  he  that  heareth  tbe  word;  and  the  care  of  tlie 
world,  and  tUe  deceitf  ulness  of  riches,  choke  the  word, 

23  and  he  becometh  ud fruitful.  And  he  that  was  sown 
upon  the  good  ground,  this  is  he  that  heareth  the  word, 
and  understandeth  it;  who  verily  heareth  fruit,  and 
bringeth  forth,  sojpae  ft  hundredfold,  some  sixty,  srme 
thirty. 

24  Another  parable  set  h^  before  them,  saying,  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  likeqed  unto  a  man  that  ^owed 

25  good  seed  in  his  field:  but  while  men  slept,  his  enemy 
came  and    sowed   tares  also  auiong    the  wheat,  and 

26  went  away.  But  when  the  blade  pprang  up,  and 
brought  forth  fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  ^lso>    A^d 

27  the  servants  of  the  householder  came  and  said  unto  him, 
Sir,  didst  thou  not  sow  good  seed  in  thy  field?  wh^ice 

28  then  hath  it  tares?  And  he  said  unto  tUem,  An  enemy- 
hath  done  thisw     And  the  servants  say  unto  him,  Wilt 

29  thou  then  t^iat  we  go  and  gather  them  up?  But  he 
saith.  Nay;  lest  haply  while  ye  gather  up  the  tares,  ye 

30  root  up  the  wheat  with  them*.  Let  both  grow  together 
until  the  harvest;  and  in  tbe  time  of  the  harvest  I  will 
say  to  the  reapers,  Gather  up  first  the  tares,  and  bind 
them  in  bundles  to  burn  them:  but  gather  the  wheat 
into  my  barn. 

81  Another  parable  set  he  before  them,  saying,  The 
k;ingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 

82  which  a  man  tpok,  and  sowed  in  his  field:  which  indeed 
is  less  than  all  seed^;  but  when  it  is  grown,  it  is  greater 
than  the  herbs,  and  becometh  a  tree,  so  that  the  birds  of 
the  heaven  come  and  lodge  in  the  branches  thereof. 

83  Another  parable  spake  he  unto  them;  The  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took,  and 
hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  it  was  all  leavened. 

34      All  these  things  spake  Jesus  in  parables  unto  the  mul- 
titudes; and  without  a  parable  spake  he  notliing  uato 
36  them:  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by 
the  prophet,  saying, 

I  will  open  my  mouth  in  parables; 

I  will  utter  things  hidden  fi'om  the  foundation  of 

the  world. 

86      Then  he  left  the  multitudes,  and  went  into  the  house: 

^    and  his  disciples  came  unto  him,  saving.  Explain  unto  us 

the  parable  of  the  tares  of  the  field.    Ar^d  he  answered 
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lieareth  the  word;  and  the  care  of  this  world,  and  the 
deceitful ness  of  riches,  choke  the  word,  and  he  becometh 
unfruitful. 

28  But  he  that  received  seed  into  the  good  ground  is  he 
that  heareth  the  word,  and  understandeth  it;  wliich  also 
beaii^i)  fruit,  and  bringeth  forth,  some  an  hundredfold, 
some  sixty,  some  thirty. 

24  T^  Another  parable  put  he  forth  unto  them,  saying, 
The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  which  sowed 
good  86^  in  his  field: 

25  But  while  men  slept,  his  enemy  came  and  sowed  tares 
among  the  wheat,  and  went  his  way. 

26  Bat  when  the  blade  was  sprung  up,  and  brought  forth 
fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also. 

27  So  the  servants  of  the  householder  came  and  *8aid  unto 
him,  Sir,  didst  not  thou  sow  good  seed  in  thy  field?  from 
whence  then  hath  it  tares? 

28  He  said  unto  them.  An  enemy  hath  done  this.  The 
servants  said  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  then  that  we  go  and 
gather  them  up? 

2^  But  he  said,  Nay  lest  while  ye  gather  up  the  tares, 
ye  root  up  also  the  wheat  with  them. 

80  Let  both  grow  together  until  the  harvest :  and  in  the 
time  of  harvest  I  will  say  to  the  reapei-s,  Gather  ye  together 
first  the  tares,  and  bind  them  in  bundles  to  burn  them:  but 
gather  the  wheat  into  my  barn. 

81  IT  Another  parable  put  he  forth  unto  them,  sayinff, 
The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
which  a  man  took,  and  sowed  in  his  field : 

32  Which  indeed  is  the  least  of  all  seeds:  but  when  it  is 
grown,  it  is  tLe  greatest  among  herbs,  and  becometh  a  tree, 
so  that  the  birds  <^  the  air  come  and  lodge  in  the  branches 
thereof. 

83  1[  Another  parable  spake  he  unto  them;  The  king- 
dom of  heaven  is  like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took, 
and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was 
leavened. 

84  All  these  things  spake  Jesus  unto  the  multitude  in 
parables;  and  without  a  parable  spake  he  not  unto  them: 

33  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the 
prophet,  saying,  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  parables;  1  wlU 
utter  things  which  have  been  kept  secret  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world. 

86  Then  Jesus  sent  the  multithde  away,  and  went  into 
the  house:  and  his  disciples  came  unto  him,  saying.  Declare 
unto  us  the  parable  of  the  tares  of  the  field. 
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87  and  said,  He  that  soweth  the  good  seed  is  the  Son 
8d  of  man;  and  the  field  is  the  world;  and  the  good  seed, 

these  are  the  sons  of  the  kingdom ;  and  tlie  tares  are  the 
w9  sons  of  the  evil  one;  and  the  enemy  that  sowed  them  is 

the  devil :  and  the  harvest  is  the  end  of  the  world ;  and 

40  the  reapers  are  angels.  As  therefore  the  tares  are  gath- 
ered up  and  burned  witli  fire;  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end 

41  of  the  world.  The  Son  of  man  siiall  send  fortli  his 
angels,  and  they  shall  gjither  out  of  his  kingdom  all 
things  that  cause  stumbling,  and  them  that  do  iniquity. 

42  and  shall  cast  them  into  the  furnace  of  fire:  there  shall 

43  be  the  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Then  shall  the 
righteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun  in  the  kingdom  of  their 
Father.    He  that  hath  ears,  let  him  hear. 

44  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  treasure  hidden 
in  the  field;  which  a  man  found,  and  hid;  and  in  his  joy 
he  goeth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath,  and  buyeth  tliat 
field. 

45  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that 

46  is  a  merchant  seeking  goodly  pearls:  and  having  found 
one  pearl  of  great  price,  he  went  and  sold  all  that  he  had, 
and  bought  it. 

47  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net,  that 
was  cast  into    the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind: 

48  which,  when  it  was  filled,  they  drew  up  on  the  beach; 
and  they  sat  down,  and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels, 

49  but  the  bad  they  cast  away.  So  shall  it  be  in  the  end 
of  the  world :  the  angels  shall  come  forth,  and  sever 

50  the  wicked  from  among  the  righteous,  and  shall  cas- 
thera  into  the  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall  be  the  weept 
ing  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

51  Have  ye  understood  all  these  things?    They  say  unto 

52  him.  Yea.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Therefore  every 
scribe  who  hath  been  made  a  disciple  to  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  a  householder, 
which  bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treasure  things  new  ancl 
old. 

53  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  bad  finished  these 
64  parables,  he  departed   thence.     And  coming  into  his 

own  country  he  taught  them  in  their  synagogue,  in- 
somuch that  they  were  astonished,  and  said.  Whence 
hath  this  man  this  wisdom,  and  these  mighty  works? 
55  Is  not  this    the  carpenter's  son?    is  not  his  m<^er 
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37  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  He  that  soweth  the 
good  seed  is  the  Son  of  man ; 

38  The  field  is  the  world;  the  good  seed  are  the  children 
of  the  kingdom;  but  the  tares  are  the  children  of  the 
wicked  one; 

39  The  enemy  that  sowed  them  is  the  devil ;  the  harvest 
is  the  end  of  tlie  world;  and  the  reapers  are  the  angels. 

40  As  therefore  the  tares  are  gathered  and  burned  in  the 
fire;  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world. 

41  The  Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they 
shall  gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and 
Ihem  which  do  iniquity; 

43  And  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire:  there  shall 
be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

43  Then  shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun  in  the 
kingdom  of  their  Father.  Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 

44  T  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure 
hid  in  a  field;  the  which  when  a  man  hath  found,  he  hid- 
eth,  and  for  joy  thereof  goeth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath, 
and  buyeth  that  field. 

45  T  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  mer- 
chant man,  seeking  goodly  pearls: 

46  Who,  when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price, 
went  and  sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it. 

47  IT  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net, 
that  was  cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind: 

48  Which,  when  it  was  full,  they  drew  to  shore,  and  sat 
down,  and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but  cast  the  bad 
away. 

49  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world:  the  angels  shall 
come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just. 

50  And  shall  cast  them  into  the  furnace  of  fire:  there 
shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

51  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Have  ye  understood  all  these 
things?    They^  say  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord. 

52  Then  said  he  unto  them,  Therefore  every  scribe  which 
is  instructed  unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man 
that  is  an  householder,  which  bringeth  forth  out  of  his 
treasure  things  new  and  old. 

53  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished 
these  parables,  he  departed  thence. 

54  And  when  he  was  come  into  his  own  country,  he 
taught  them  in  their  synagogue,  insomuch  that  they  were 
astonished,  and  said.  Whence  hath  this  man  this  wisdom, 
and  ^A««e  mighty  works? 

55  Is  not  this  the  carpenter's  son?  is  not  his  mother 
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called  Mary?  and  bis  bretbTen.  James,  and  Josepb,  aud 

56  Simon,  and  Judas?  And  bis  sisters,  are  tbey  not 
all  witb  us?     Wbence  then  bath  this  man  all  these 

57  things?  And  they  were  offended  in  him.  But  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  A  prophet  is  not  without  honour,  save 

53  i^  bis  own  country,  and  in  bis  own  bouse.  And  he 
did  not  many  mighty  worlds  there  because  of  tbetr  un- 
belief. 


14    At  that  season  Herod  the  tetnufcb  bem^  the  report 

2  concerning  Jesus,  and  said  unto  his  servants,  This  is 

John  the  Baptist;  be  is  risen  from  the  dead;  and  there- 

8  fore  do  these  powers  work  in  him.    For  Herod  had 

laid  hold  on  John,  and  bound  hini,  and  put  him  in 

prison  for  the  sake  of  Herodias,  his  brother  Philip's 

4  wife.    For  John  said  unto  him,  It  is  not  lawful  for 

5  thee  to  have  her.  And  when  he  would  have  put  him 
to  death,  be  feared  the  multitude,  because  they  counted 

6  him  as  a  prophet.  But  when  Herod's  birthday  came, 
the  dausrhter  of  Herodias  danced  in  the  midst,  and 

7  pleased  Herod.     Whereupon  he  promised  with  an  oath 

8  to  give  her  whatsoever  she  should  ask.  And  she,  being 
put  forward  by  her  mother,  saith,  Oive  me  here  in  a 

9  charger  the  head  of  John  the  Baptist.  And  the  king 
was  grieved ;  but  for  the  sake  of  bis  oaths,  and  of  them 
which  sat  at  meat  with  him^  be  commanded  it  to  be 

10  given ;  and  he  sent,  and  beheaded  John  in  the  prison. 

11  And  his  head  was  brought  in  a  charger,  and  given  to 

12  the  damsel:  and  she  brought  it  lo  lier  mother.  And 
his  disciples  came,  and  took  up  the  corpse,  and  buried 
him;  and  they  went  and  told  Jesus. 

13  Now  when  Jesus  heard  t^,  he  withdrew  from  thence 
in  a  boat,  to  a  desert  place  apart:  and  when  the  multi- 
tudes heard  tliereof,  they  followed  him  on  foot  from  the 

14  cities.  And  he  came  forth,  and  saw  a  great  multitude, 
and  he  had  compassion  on  them^  and  healed  their  sick. 
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called  Mary?  and  his  brethren,   James,  and  Joses,  and 
Simon,  and  Judas? 

56  And  his  sistei-s,  are  they  not  all  with  us?  Whence 
then  hath  this  man  all  these  things? 

57  And  they  were  offended  iu  liim.  But  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  A  prophet  is  not  without  honour,  save  in  his  own 
country,  and  in  his  own  house. 

58  And  he  did  not  many  mighty  works  thefe  because  of 
their  unbelief. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Herod' 8  opinion  of  Christ.  8  Where fOfe  John  Sdpfist  was  be- 
headed. 13  Jesus  departeth  into  a  desert  place:  16  wh^e  he  feed- 
ethtlve  thousand  men  with  five  loates  and  two  fishes:  fti  he  wcUketh 
on  the  sea  to  his  disciples:  &4  and  landing  at  Gennesaret,  Iiealeth 
the  sick  by  the  touch  of  the  hem  of  his  garment. 

AT  that  time  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  the  fame  of 
Jesus, 

2  And  said  unto  his  servants.  This  is  John  the  Baptist; 
he  is  risen  from  the  dead ;  and  therefore  mighty  works  do 
shew  forth  themselves  in  him. 

3  1[For  Herod  had  laid  hold  on  John,  and  bound  him, 
and  put  him  in  prison  for  Herodias'  sake,  his  brother 
Philip's  wife. 

4  For  John  said  unto  him,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to 
have  her. 

5  And  when  he  would  have  put  him  to  death,  he  feared 
the  multitude,  because  they  counted  him  as  a  prophet. 

6  But  when  Herod's  birthday  was  kept,  the  daughter  of 
Herodias  danced  before  them,  and  pleased  Herod. 

7  Whereupon  he  promised  with  an  oath  (o  give  her  what- 
soever she  would  ask. 

8  And  she,  being  before  instructed  of  her  mother,  said. 
Give  me  here  John  Baptist's  head  in  a  charger. 

9  And  the  king  was  sorry:  nevertheless  for  the  oath's 
sake,  and  them  which  sat  with  him  at  iaeat,  he  com- 
manded ai^  to  be  given  her. 

10  And  he  sent,  and  beheaded  John  in  the  prison. 

11  And  his  head  was  brought  in  a  charger,  and  given  to 
t'je  damsel :  and  she  brought  it  to  ber  mother. 

12  And  his  disciples  came,  and  took  up  the  body,  and 
buiied  it,  and  went  and  told  Jesus. 

13  ^  When  Jesus  heard  of  it,  he  departed  thence  by  ship 
into  a  desert  place  amrt:  and  when  the  people  had  heard 
thereof,  they  followea  him  on  foot  out  of  the  cities. 

14  And  Jesus  went  forth,  and  saw  a  great  multitude,  iai^d 
was.moveo  with  compassion  toward  them,  and  he  he^d 
^heuTsick. 
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15  And  when  even  was  come,  the  disciples  came  to  him, 
saying,  The  place  is  desert,  and  the  time  is  already  past; 
send  the  multitudes  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the 

16  villages,  and  buy  themselves  food.  But  Jesus  said  un^.o 
them,  They  have  no  need  to  go  away ;  give  ye  them  co 

17  eat.     And  they  say  unto  him,  We  have  here  but  five 

18  loaves,   and  two  fishes.      And    he    said,  Bring   them 

19  hither  to  me.  And  he  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit 
down  on  the  grass;  and  he  took  the  five  loaves,  and  the 
two  fishes,  and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  and 
brake  and  gave  the  loaves  to  the  disciples,  and  the  dis- 

20  ciples  to  the  multitudes.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and 
were  filled:  and  they  took  up  that  which  remained  over 

21  of  the  broken  pieces,  twelve  baskets  full.  And  they 
that  did  eat  were  about  five  thousand  men,  beside 
women  and  children. 

23  And  straightway  he  con  ^trained  the  disciples  to  enter 
into  the  boat,  and  to  go  before  him  unto  the  other  side, 

23  till  he  should  send  the  multitudes  away.  And  after  he 
had  sent  the  multitudes  away,  he  went  up  into  the 
mountain  apart  to  pray:  and  when  even  was  come,  he 

24  was  there  alone.  But  the  boat  was  now  in  the  midst  of 
the  sea,  distressed  b^  the  waves;  for  the  wind  w?s  con- 

25  trary.     And  in  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  h(   came 

26  unto  them,  walking  upon  the  sea.  And  when  tiie  dis- 
cipbs  saw  him  walking  on  the  sea,  they  were  troubled, 
saying,  It  is  an  apparition;  and  they  cried  out  for  fear. 

27  But  straightway  Jesus  spake  unto  them,  saying,  Be  of 

28  good  cheer;  it  is  I;  be  not  afraid.  And  Peter  answered 
him  and  said.  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me  come  unto  thee 

29  upon  the  waters.  And  he  said,  Come.  And  Peter  went 
down  from  the  boat,  and  walked  up')n  the  waters,  to 

30  come  to  Jesus.  But  when  he  saw  the  wind,  he  was 
afraid;  and   beginning  to  sink,  he  cried  out,  sjiying, 

81  Lord,  save  me.  And  immediately  Jesus  stretched  forth 
his  hand,  and  took  hold  of  him,  and  saith  unto  him,  O 

32  thou  of  little  faith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt?  And 
when  they  were  gone  up  into  the  boat,  the  wind  ceased. 

33  And  they  that  were  in  the  boat  worshipped  him,  saying. 
Of  a  truth  thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 
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15  T"  And  when  it  was  evening,  his  disciples  came  to 
him,  saying.  This  is  a  descnt  place,  and  the  time  is  now 
past,  send  the  multitude  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the 
villages,  and  buy  themselves  victuals. 

16  But  Jesus  said  uuto  them,  They  need  not  depart; 
give  ye  them  to  eat. 

17  And  they  say  unto  him,  We  have  here  but  five  loaves, 
and  two  fishes. 

18  He  said,  Bring  them  hither  to  me, 

19  And  he  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the 
grass,  and  took  the  five  loaves,  and  the  two  fishes,  and 
looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  and  brake,  and  gave  the 
loaves  to  his  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  the  multitude. 

20  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled :  and  they  took 
up  of  the  fragments  tliat  remained  twelve  baskets  full. 

21  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  five  thousand 
men,  beside  women  and  children. 

■  22  %  And  straightway  Jesus  constrained  his  disciples  to 
get  into  a  ship,  and  to  go  before  him  unto  the  other  side, 
while  he  sent  the  multitudes  away. 

28  And  when  he  had  sent  the  multitudes  away,  he  went 
up  into  a  mountain  apart  to  pray;  and  when  the  evening 
was  come,  he  was  there  alone. 

24  But  the  ship  was  now  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  tossed 
with  waves:  for  the  wind  was  contrary. 

25  And  in  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  Jesus  went  unto 
them,  walking  on  the  sea. 

26  And  when  the  disciples  saw  him  walking  on  the  sea, 
they  were  troubled,  saying.  It  is  a  spirit  -,  and  they  cried 
out  for  fear. 

27  But  straightway  Jesus  spake  unto  them,  saying.  Be 
of  good  cheer;  it  is  I;  be  not  afraid. 

28  And  Peter  answered  him  and  said.  Lord,  if  it  be  thou, 
bid  me  come  unto  thee  on  the  water. 

29  And  he  said,  Come.  And  when  Peter  was  come 
down  out  of  the  ihip,  he  walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to 
Jesus. 

30  But  when  he  saw  the  wind  boisterous,  he  was  afraid; 
and  beginning:  to  sink,  he  cried,  siiyin^.  Lord,  save  mo. 

31  And  immediately  Jesus  stretched  forth  Jiis*  hand,  and 
caught  him,  and  said  unto  him,  O  thou  of  little  faith, 
wherefore  didst  thou  doubt? 

32  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  ship,  the  wind 
ceased. 

83  Then  they  that  were  in  the  ship  came  and  worshipped 
him,  saying.  Of  a  truth  thou  art  the  8on  of  God. 
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34  And  when  they  had  crossed  over,  they  came  to  the 

35  land,  unto  Gennesaret.  And  Avhcn  the  men  of  that 
place  knew  him,  they  sent  into  all  that  region  round 

86  about,  and  brought  unto  him  all  that  were  sick ;  and 
they  besought  him  that  they  might  only  touch  the  bor- 
der of  his  garment :  and  as  many  as  touched  were  made 
whole. 


1 5    Then  there  come  to  Jesus  from  Jerusalem  Pharisees 

3  and  scribes,  saying,  Why  do  thy  disciples  transgress  the 

tradition  of  the  elders?  for  they  wash  not  their  hands 

3  when  they  eat  bread.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  Why  do  ye  also  transgress  the  commandment  of 

4  God  because  of  your  tradition?  For  God  said.  Honour 
thy  father  and  thy  mother :  and.  He  that  speaketh  evil  of 

5  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the  death.  But  ye  say, 
Whosoever  shall  say  to  his  father  or  his  mother,  That 
wherewith  thou  mightest  have  been  profited  by  me  w 

6  given  to  God;  he  shall  not  honour  his  father.  And  ye 
have  made  void  the  word  of  God  because  of  your  tra> 

7  dition.  Ye  hypocrites,  well,  did  Isaiah  prophesy  of 
you,  saying, 

8  This  people  honoureth  me  with  their  lips; 
But  their  heart  is  far  from  me. 

9  But  in  vain  do  they  worship  me, 

Teaching  as  their  doctrines  the  precepts  of  men. 

10  And  he  called  to  him  the   multitude,  and  said  unto 

11  them,  Hear,  and  understand:  Not  that  which  eutereth 
into  the  mouth  defileth  the  man ;  but  that  which  pro- 

12  ceedeth  out  of  the  mouth,  this  defileth  the  man.  Then 
came  the  disciples,  and  said  unto  him,  Knowest  thou 
that  the  Pharisees  were  offended,  whi^n  they  heard  this 

13  saying  ?  But  he  answered  and  said,  Every  plant  which 
my  heavenly  Father  planted  not,  shall  be  rooted  up. 

14  Let  them  alone :  they  are  blind  guides.     And  if  the 
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M  If  And  when  they  were  gone  over,  they  came  into  the 
land  of  Gennesaret. 

35  And  when  the  men  of  that  place  had  knowledge  of 
him,  they  sent  out  into  all  that  country  roimd  about,  and 
brought  unto  him  all  that  were  diseased ; 

36  And  besought  him  that  they  might  only  touch  the 
hem  of  his  garment:  and  as  many  as  touched  were  made 
perfectly  whole. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

8  Christ  repnmeth  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  for  transgresting  God's 
commawinients  throtigh  their  ovm  traditions:  11  teacheth  now  that 
which  goeth  into  the  mouth  doth  not  defile  a  man.  21  He  healeth 
the  davghter  of  the  woman  of  Canaan.  30  and  other  great  multi* 
tudes:  ^  and  with  seven  loaves  and  a  jew  little  fishes  feedeth  four 
thousand  men,  beside  women  and  diildren. 

THEN  came  to  Jesus  scribes  and  Pharisees,  which  were 
of  Jerusalem,  saying, 

2  Why  do  thy  disciples  transgress  the  tradition  of  the 
elders?  for  they  wash  not  their  hands  when  they  eat  bread. 

3  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Why  do  ye  also 
transgress  the  commandment  of  God  by  your  tradition? 

4  For  God  commanded,  saying,  Honour  thy  father  and 
mother:  and.  He  that  ciu^eth  father  or  mother,  let  him  die 
the  death. 

5  But  ye  say.  Whosoever  shall  say  to  his  father  or  his 
mother.  It  is  &  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou  mightest  be  pro- 
fited by  me; 

6  And  honour  not  his  father  or  his  mother,  he  shall  be 
free.  Thus  have  ye  made  the  commandment  of  God  of 
none  effect  by  your  tradition. 

7  Te  hypocrites,  well  did  Esaias  prophesy  of  you,  sajring, 

8  This  people  draweth  nigh  unto  me  with  their  mouth, 
and  honoureth  me  with  their  lips;  but  their  heart  is  far 
from  me. 

9  But  in  vain  they  do  worship  me,  teaching/<??*  doctrines 
the  commandments  of  men. 

10  If  And  he  called  the  multitude,  and  said  unto  them, 
Hear,  and  understand : 

11  Not  that  which  goeth  into  the  mouth  defileth  a  man; 
but  that  which  cometh  out  of  the  mouth,  this  defileth  a 
man. 

12  Then  came  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  him,  Knowest 
thou  that  the  Pharisees  were  offended,  after  they  heard  this 
saying? 

13  But  he  answered  and  said,  Everv  plant,  which  my 
heavenly  Father  hath  not  planted,  shall  be  rooted  up. 

14  Let  them  alone:  they  be  blind  leaders  of  the  blind. 
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15  blind  guide  the  blind,  both  shall  fall  into  a  pit.  And 
Peter  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Declare  unto  us 

16  the  parable.     And  he  said.  Are  ye  also  even  yet  with- 

17  out  understanding  ?  Perceive  ye  not,  that  whatsoever 
goeth  into  the  mouth  passeth  into  the  belly,  and  is 

18  cast  out  into  the  draught  ?  But  the  things  which 
proceed  out  of  the  mouth  come  forth  out  of  the  heart; 

19  and  they  defile  the  man.  For  out  of  the  heart  come 
forth  evil  thoughts,   murders,  adulteries,  fornications, 

20  thefts,  false  witness,  railings:  these  are  the  things 
which  defile  the  man:  but  to  eat  with  unwashen  hands 
defileth  not  the  man. 

21  And  Jesus  went  out  thence,  and  withdrew  into  the 

22  parts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon.  And  behold,  a  Canajinitish 
woman  came  out  from  those  borders,  and  cried,  saying. 
Have  mercy  on  ma,  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David;   my 

23  daughter  is  grievously  vexed  with  a  devil.  But  he 
answered  her  not  a  word.  And  his  disciples  came  and 
besought  him,  saying.  Send  her  away;  for  she  crieth 

24  after  us.      But  he  answered  and  said,  I  was  not  sent 

25  but  unto  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel.  But 
she  came  and  worshipped  him,  saying.  Lord,  help  me. 

26  And  he  answered  and  said,  It  is  not  meet  to  take  the 

27  children's  bread  and  cast  it  to  the  doijs.  But  she 
said.  Yea,  Lord :  for  even  the  dogs  eat  of  the  crumbs 

28  which    fall   from  their    masters'  table.      Then  Jesus 
.  answered  and  said  unto  her,  O  woman,  great  is  thy 

faith:  be  it  done  unto  thee  even  as  thou  wilt.     And 
her  daughter  was  healed  from  that  hour. 

29  And  Jesus  departed  thence,  and  came  nigh  unto  the 
sea  of  Galilee;  and  he  went  up  into  the  mountain,  and 

80  sat  there.  And  there  came  unto  him  great  multitudes, 
having  with  them  the  lame,  blind,  dumb,  maimed,  and 
ma!iy  others,  and  they  cast  them  down  at  his  feet;  and 

31  he  healed  them:  insomuch  that  the  multitude  wondered, 
"When  they  saw  the  dumb  speakina:,  the  maimed  whole, 
and  the  lame  walking,  and  the  blind  seeing:  and  they 
glorified  the  God  of  Israel. 

82  And  Jesus  called  unto  him  his  disciples,  and  said,  I 
have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  con- 
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And  if  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  both  shall  fall  into  the 
ditch. 

15  Then  answered  Peter  and  said  unto  him,  Declare  unto 
us  this  parable. 

16  And  Jesus  said,  Are  yealso  yet  without  understanding? 

17  Do  not  ye  yet  understand,  that  whatsoever  entereth 
in  at  the  mouth  goeth  into  the  belly,  and  is  cast  out  into 
the  draught? 

18  But  those  things  which  proceed  out  of  the  mouth 
come  forth  from  the  heart ;  and  they  defile  the  man. 

19  For  out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders, 
adulteries,  fornications,  thefts,  false  witness,  blasphemies: 

20  These  are  the  things  which  defile  a  man:  but  to  eat 
with  unwasben  hands  deflleth  not  a  man. 

21  If  Then  Jesus  went  thence,  and  departed  into  the 
coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon. 

22  And,  behold,  a  woman  of  Canaan  came  out  of  the 
3ame  coasts,  and  cried  unto  him,  sayinsr,  Have  mercy  on 
me,  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David ;  my  daughter  is  grievously 
vexed  with  a  devil. 

23  But  he  answered  her  not  a  word.  And  his  disciples 
came  and  besought  him,  saying.  Send  her  away ;  for  she 
crieth  after  us. 

24  But  he  answered  and  said,  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the 
lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

25  Then  came  she  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  Lent), 
help  me. 

26  But  he  answered  and  said.  It  is  not  meet  to  take  the 
children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it  to  dogs. 

27  And  she  said.  Truth,  Lord :  yet  the  dogs  eat  of  the 
crumbs  which  fall  from  their  masters*  table. 

28  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  O  woman, 
great  m  thy  faith:  be  it  unto  thee  even  as  thou  wilt.  And 
her  daughter  was  made  whole  from  that  very  hour. 

29  And  Jesus  departed  from  thence,  and  came  nigh  unto 
the  sea  of  Galilee;  and  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  sat 
down  there. 

30  And  great  multitudes  came  unto  him,  having  with 
thl»m  t/iose  that  were  lame,  blind,  dumb,  maimed,  and  many 
others,  and  cast  them  down  at  Jesus'  feet;  and  he  healea 
them : 

31  Insomuch  that  the  multitude  wondered,  when  they 
saw  the  dumb  to  speak,  the  maimed  to  be  whole,  the  lame 
to  walk,  and  the  blind  to  see :  and  they  glorified  the  God 
of  Israel. 

32  1[  Then  Jesus  called  his  disciples  unto  him,  and  said. 
I  have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  continue 
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tinue  with  me  now  three  days  and  liafe  nothhig  to  eat: 

and  I  would  not  send  them  away  fasting,  lest  haply 
8^  tiiey  faint  in  the  way.    And  the  disciples  aay  unto  him, 

Whence  should  we  have  so  many  loaves  in  a  desert 
84  place,  as  to  fill  so  great  a  multitude?    And  Jesus  saith 

unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye?    And  they  said, 

35  Seven,  and  a  few  small  iishes.    And  he  commanded  the 

36  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the  ground;  and  he  took  the 
seven  loaves  and  the  fishes;  aod  he  gave  thaoks  aud 
brake,  and  gave  to  die  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to 

37  the  multitudes.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled: 
and  they  took  up  that  which  remained  over  of  the 

38  broken  pieces,  seven  baskets  full.  And  they  that  did 
eat  were  four  thousand  men,  beside  women  and  chil- 

89  dren.  And  he  sent  away  the  multitudes,  and  entered 
into  the  boat,  and  came  into  the  borders  of  Magadan. 


lO  And  the  Pharisees  and  Saddncees  came,  and  tempt- 
ing him  asked  him  to  shew  them  a  sini  from  heaven. 

3  Biit  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  When  it  is  even- 
ing, ye  say,  It  toiU  be  fair  weather:  for  the  heaven  is 

8  red.  And  in  the  morning.  It  wtU  be  foul  weather  to- 
day:  for  the  heaven  is  r»d  and  lowring.  Ye  know  how 
to  discern  the  face  of  the  heaven;  but  ye  cannot  discern 

4  the  signs  of  the  times.  An  evil  and  adulterous  ^nera- 
tion  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be 
given  unto  it,  but  the  sign  of  Jonah.  And  he  left 
uiem,  and  departed. 

5  And  the  disciples  came  to  the  other  side  and  foi^ot 

6  to  take  bread.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Take  heed 
and  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  Saddu- 

7  cees.     And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying, 

8  We  took  no  bread.  And  Jesus  perceiving  it  said,  O 
ye  of  little  faith,  why  reason  ye  among  yourselves, 

9  because  ye  have  no  bread  ?    Do  ye  not  yet  perceive, 
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with  me  now  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat :  and  I 
will  not  send  them  away  fasting,  lest  they  faint  in  the  way. 

33  And  his  disciples  say  unto  him,  Whence  should  we 
have  so  much  bread  in  the  wilderness,  as  to  fill  so  great  a 
multitude? 

34  And  Jesos  saith  unto  tttem,  How  many  loaves  have 
ye?    And  they  said,  Seven,  and  a  few  little  tishes. 

35  And  lie  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground. 

36  And  he  took  the  seven  loaves  and  the  fishes,  and  rave 
thanks,  and  brake  them,  and  gave  to  hia  diBcl|yles,  and  the 
disciples  to  the  multitude. 

37  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled:  asd  they  took 
up  of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets  full. 

38  And  they  that  did  eat  were  four  thousand  men,  beside 
women  and  children. 

89  And  he  sent  away  the  multitude,  and  took  M^,  and 
came  into  the  coasts  of  Magdakt. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  The  Pharisees  reauire  a  sign,  6  Jesus  taameth  his  disciples  of  the 
leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees.  13  The  people^ s  opin- 
ion of  Cfhristy  1^  and  Peter's  confession  of  him,  21  Jesus  fore- 
shetffeth  his  death,  28  reprovina  Peter  for  dismading  him  from  it: 
24  and  admonisheth  those  thatwiUfoUow  him,  to  hear  the  cross, 

THE   Pharisees  also  with  the  Sadducees  came,  and 
tempting  desired  him  that  he  would  shew  them  a  sign 
from  heaven. 

2  He  answered  and  said  unto  them.  When  it  is  evening, 
ye  sav.  It  imll  be  fair  weather:  for  the  sky  Is  red. 

3  And  in  the  morning,  It  will  be  foul  weather  to  day:  for 
the  sky  is  red  and  lowring.  0 .15^0  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern 
the  face  of  the  sky;  but  can  ye  not  diseem  the  signs  of  the 
times? 

4  A  wicked  and  adulterous  generation  seeketh  after  a 
sign;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  unto  it,  Imt  the  si^n 
of  the  prophet  Jonas.     And  he  left  them,  and  departed.' 

5  And  when  his  disciples  were  come  to  the  other  side, 
they  had  forgotten  to  take  bread. 

6  1[  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Take  heed  and  beware 
of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees. 

7  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying.  It  is 
because  we  have  taken  no  bread. 

8  Whi(^  when  Jesue  perceived,  he  said  unio  them,  €)  je 
of  little  faith,  why  reason  ye  among  yourselves,  because 
ye  have  brought  no  bread? 

9  Do  ye  not  yet  understand,  neither  remember  the  five

ncitlier  remember  the  five  loaves  of  the  five  thousand, 

10  and  iiow  many  baskets  ye  took  up  ?  Neither  the  seven 
loaves  of  the  four  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye 

11  took  up?  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  perceive  that  I  spake 
not  to  you  concerning  bread?    But  beware  of  the  leaven 

13  of  tlie  rharisees  and  Badducees.  Then  understood  they 
how  that  he  bade  them  not  beware  of  the  leaven  of 
bi-ead,  but  of  the  teachiog  of  the  Pharisees  and  Saddu- 
cees. 

13  Now  when  Jesus  came  into  the  parts  of  Csesarea 
Philippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying,  Who  do  men 

14  say  that  the  Son  of  man  is?  And  they  said,  Some  my 
John  the  Baptist;  some,  Elijah:  and  others,  Jeremiah,  ' 

15  or  one  of  the  prophets.     He  saith  unto  them.  But  who 

16  say  ye  that  I  am?    And  Simon  Peter  answered  and  said, 

17  Thou  art  the  Clirist,  the  Son  of  the  living  God.  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Blessed  art  thou, 
Simon  Bar-Jonah :  for  flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed 

18  it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.     And  I . 
also  say  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this 
rock  I  will  build  my  church;  and  the  gates  of  Hades 

19  shall  not  prevail  against  it.  I  will  give  unto  thee  the 
keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou 
Shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven :  and  what- 
soever thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in 

20  heaven.  Then  charged  he  the  disciples  that  they  should 
tell  no  man  that  he  was  the  Christ. 

21  From  that  time  began  Jesus  to  shew  unto  his  disci- 
ples, how  that  he  must  go  unto  Jerusalem,  and  suffer 
many  things  of  the  ehlers  and  chief  priests  and  scribes, 

22  and  be  killed,  and  the  third  day  be  raised  up.  And  Pe- 
ter took  him,  and  began  to  rebuke  him,  saying,  Be  it 

23  far  from  thee,  Lord:  this  shall  never  be  unto  the«.  But 
he  turned,  and  said  unto  Peter,  Get  thee  behind  me, 
Satan:  thou  art  a  stumblingblock  unto  me:  for  thou 
mindest  not  the  things  of  God,  but  the  things  of  men. 

24  Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  If  any  man  would 
come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his 

25  cross,  and  follow  me.  For  whosoever  would  save  his 
life  shall  lose  it:  and  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  for 

26  say  sake  shall  find  it    For  what  shall  a  man  \y  p**'^f- 
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loaves  of  the  five  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye  took 
up? 

10  Neither  the  seven  loaves  of  the  four  thousand,  and 
how  many  baskets  ye  took  up? 

11  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  understand  that  1  spake  it 
not  to  you  concerning  bread,  that  ye  should  beware  of  the 
leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees? 

12  Then  understood  they  how  that  he  bade  them  not 
beware  of  the  leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the  doctrine  of  the 
Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees. 

13  1  When  Jesus  came  into  the  coasts  of  Csesarea  Phi 
lippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying,  Whom  do  men  say 
that  I  the  Son  of  man  am? 

14  And  they  said,  Some  say  tliai  thou  art  John  the 
Baptist:  some,  Elias;  and  others,  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the 
prophets. 

15  He  saitli  unto  them,  But  whom  say  ye  that  1  am? 

16  And  Simon  Peter  answered  and  said.  Thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God. 

17  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Blessed  art 
thou,  Simon  Bar- jon a:  for  flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed 
it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

18  And  I  say  also  unto  ihee.  That  thou  art  Peter,  and 
upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church;  and  the  gates  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it. 

19  And  1  will  give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be 
l)ound  in  heaven,  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth 
shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

20  Then  charged  he  his  disciples  that  they  should  tell 
no  man  that  he  was  Jesus  the  Christ. 

21  %  From  that  time  forth  began  Jesus  to  shew  unto 
his  disciples,  how  that  he  must  go  unto  Jerusalem,  and 
suffer  many  things  of  the  elders  and  chief  priests  and 
scribes,  ana  be  killed,  and  be  raised  again  the  third  day. 

22  Then  Peter  took  him,  and  began  to  rebuke  him,  say- 
ing. Be  it  far  from  thee,  Lord:  this  shall  not  be  unto 
th^. 

23  But  he  turned,  and  said  unto  Peter,  Get  thee  behind 
me,  Satan:  thou  art  an  offence  unto  me:  for  thou  savourest 
not  the  things  that  be  of  God,  but  those  that  be  of  men. 

24  1  Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples,  If  any  man 
will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his 
cross,  and  follow  me.' 

25  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it:  and 
whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it. 

26  For  what  is  a  man  profited,  if !»  shall  gain  the  whole 
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ited,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  woirld,  and  forfeit  bis 
life?  or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for  his  Hfe? 

27  For  the  "Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of  his  Fa- 
ther with  his  angels;  and  then  shall  he  render  unto 

28  every  man  according  to  his  deeds.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you.  There  be  some  of  them  that  stand  here,  which 
shall  in  no  wise  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  Son  of 
man  coming  in  his  kingdom. 


17  And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  with  him  Pet^,  and 
James,  and  Jolm  hi^  brother,  and  bringeth  them  up  into 

2  a  bigh  mountain  apart:  and  he  was  transfigured  before 
them:  and  his  face  did  shine  as  the  sun,  and  his  gar- 

8  ments  became  white  as  the  light.  And  behold,  there 
appeared  unto  them  Moses  and  Elijah  talking  with  him. 

4  And  Peter  answered,  and  said,  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  it  is 
good  for  us  to  be  here:  if  thou  wilt,  I  will  make  here 
three  tabernacles;  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and 

5  one  for  Elijah.  While  he  was  yet  speaking,  bdiold,  a 
bright  cloud  overshadowed  them :  and  behold,  a  voice 
out  of  the  cloud,  saying,  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in 

6  whom  I  am  well  pleased;  hear  ye  him.  And  when  tlie 
disciples  heard  it,  they  fell  on  their  face,  and  were  sore 

7  afraid.    And  Jesus  came  and  touched  them  and  said, 

8  Arise,  and  be  not  afraid.  And  lifting  up  their  eyes,  they 
saw  no  one,  save  Jesus  only. 

9  And  as  they  were  coming  down  from  the  mountain, 
Jesus  commanded  them,  saying,  Tell  the  vision  to  no 

10  man,  until  the  Son  of  man  be  risen  from  the  dead.  And 
his  disciples  asked  him,   saying,  Why  then  say  the 

11  scribes  that  Elijah  must  first  come?  And  he  answered 
and  said,  Elijah  indeed  cometh,  and  shall  restore  all 

13  things:  but  I  say  unto  you,  that  EHjah  is  come  already, 
and  they  knew  him  not,  but  did  unto  him  whatsoever 
they  listed.     Even  so  shall  the  Son  of  man  also  suffer 

13  of  them.  Then  understood  the  disciples  that  he  spake 
unto  them  of  John  the  Baptist. 

14  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  multitude,  there 
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world,  and  lose  his  own  soul?  or  what  shall  a  man  give  in 
exchange  for  his  soul? 

27  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of  his 
Father  with  liis  angels;  and  then  he  shall  reward  every 
man  according  to  his  works. 

28  Verily  1  say  unto  you,  There  be  some  standing  here, 
which  shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  Son  of  man 
coming  in  his  kingdom. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1  The  tran^iguration  q/  Christ.  14  He  healeth  the  lunatick,  32  fore- 
tetteth  his  ovm  passion,  34  and  payeth  tribute. 

AND  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  Peter,  James,  and 
John  his  brother,  and  bringeth  them  up  into  an  high 
mountiiin  apart, 

2  And  was  transfigured  before  them :  and  his  face  did 
shine  as  the  sun,  and  his  raiment  was  white  as  the  light. 

3  And,  behold,  there  appeared  unto  them  Moses  and 
Flias  talking  with  him. 

4  Then  answered  Peter,  and  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  it  is 
^ood  for  us  to  be  bere:  if  thou  wilt,  let  us  make  here  three 
tabernacles;  one  for  tbee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for 
EliaSi 

5  While  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  bright  cloud  overshad- 
owed them:  and  behold  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  which 
said,  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  wtll  pleased; 
hear  ve  him. 

6  And  when  the  disciples  heard  it,  they  fell  on  their  face, 
and  were  sore  afraid. 

7  And  Jesus  came  and  touched  them,  acd  said.  Arise, 
and  be  not  afraid. 

a  Aud  wln^ii  tliey  lifid  lifted  up  their  eyes,  they  saw  no 
miin,  save  Jt'su^  only. 

9  And  aa  tliey  cmnf  down  from  the  mountain,  Jesus 
cbargetl  tht^m,  g^iyiiig.  Tell  the  vision  to  no  man,  until  the 
Son  of  mau  be  risen  iipdii  from  the  dead. 

10  And  his  disciple^  asked  him,  saying,  Why  then  say 
Q\B  scribes  that  ILI'uih  must  first  come? 

11  And  Jesus  ansvvi  red  and  said  unto  them,  Elias  truly 
filiaU  til  St  Cijina,  nud  iv^tore  all  things. 

12  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  Elias  is  come  already,  and 
they  knew  him  not,  but  have  done  unto  him  whatsoever 
they  listed.  Likewise  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  suffer  of 
them. 

13  Then  the  disciples  understood  that  he  spake  unto  them 
of  John  the  Baptist. 

14  %  And  when  they  were  rome  to  the  muliitud«»  there 
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15  came  to  him  a  man,  kneeling  to  him,  andsajang,  Lord, 
have  mercy  on  my  son :  for  he  is  epileptic,  and  suffereth 
grievously:  for  oft-times  he  falleth  into  the  fire,  and 

33  oft-times  into  the  water.     And  I  brought  him  to  thy 

17  disciples,  and  they  could  not  cure  him.  And  Jesus 
answered  and  said,  O  faithless  and  perverse  generation, 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you?  how  long  shall  I  bear 

18  with  you?  bring  him  hither  to  me.  And  Jesus  rebuked 
him;  and  the  devil  went  out  from  him:  and  the  boy  was 

19  cured  from  that  hour.    Then  came  the  disciples  to  Jesus 

20  apart,  and  said,  Why  could  not  we  cast  it  out?  And 
he  saith  unto  them.  Because  of  your  little  faith:  for 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  If  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of 
mustard  seed,  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  Kemove 
hence  to  yonder  place;  and  it  shall  remove;  and  nothing 
shall  be  impossible  unto  you. 

23  And  while  they  abode  in  Galilee,  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  The  Son  of  man  shall  be  delivered  up  into  the 

23  hands  of  men;  and  they  shall  kill  him,  and  the  third 
day  he  shall  be  raised  up.  And  they  were  exceeding 
sorry. 

24  And  when  they  were  come  to  Capernaum,  they  that 
received  the  half -shekel  came  to  Peter,  and  said.  Doth 

25  not  your  master  pay  the  half -shekel?  He  saith,  Yea. 
And  when  he  came  mto  the  house,  Jesus  spake  first  to 
him,  saying,  "What  thinkest  thou,  Simon  ?  the  kings  of 
the  earth,  from  whom  do  they  receive  toll  or  tribute? 

26  from  their  sons,  or  from  strangers?  And  when  he  said, 
From  strangers,  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Therefore  the  sons 

27  are  free.  But  lest  we  catise  them  to  stumble,  go  thou  to 
the  sea,  and  cast  a  hook,  and  take  up  the  fish  that  first 
Cometh  up;  and  when  thou  hast  opened  his  mouth, 
thou  Shalt  find  a  shekel:  that  take,  and  give  unto  them 
for  me  and  thee. 
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came  to  him  a  certain  man,  kneeling  down  to  bim,  and 
saying, 

15  Lord,  have  mercy  on  my  son :  for  he  is  lunatick,  and 
sore  vexed :  for  ofttimes  he  falleth  into  the  fire,  and  oft  into 
the  water. 

16  And  I  brought  him  to  thy  disciples,  and  they  could 
not  cure  him. 

17  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said,  O  faitliless  and  per 
'  verse  generariou,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you?  how  long 

shall  f  suffer  you?  bring  him  hither  to  me. 

18  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  devil;  atd  he  departed  out  of 
him:  and  the  child  was  cured  from  that  very  hour, 

19  Then  came  the  disciples  to  Jesus  apart,  and  said.  Why 
could  not  we  cast  him  out? 

20  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Because  of  your  unbelief: 
for  verily  I  say  unto  you,  If  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of 
mustard  seed,  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  liemove 
hence  to  yonder  place;  and  it  shall  remove;  and  nothing 
shall  be  impossible  unto  you. 

21  Howbeit  this  kind  goeth  not  out  but  by  prayer  and 
fasting. 

22  ^  And  while  they  abode  in  Galilee,  Jesus  said  unto 
them.  The  Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
men: 

23  And  they  shall  kill  him,  and  the  third  day  he  shall  be 
raised  again.     And  they  were  exceeding  sorry. 

24  H  And  when  they  were  come  to  Capernaum,  they  that 
received  tribute  money  came  to  Peter,  and  said,  Doth  not 
your  master  pay  tribute? 

25  He  saith,  Yes.  And  when  he  was  come  into  the 
house,  Jesus  prevented  him,  saying.  What  thinkest  thou, 
Simon?  of  whom  do  the  kings  of  the  earth  take  custom  or 
tribute?  of  their  own  children,  or  of  strangers? 

26  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Of  strangers.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him.  Then  are  the  children  free. 

27  Notwithstanding,  lest  we  should  offend  them,  go  thou 
to  the  sea,  and  cast  an  hook,  and  take  up  the  fish  that  first 
Cometh  up;  and  when  thou  hast  opened  his  mouth,  thou 
Shalt  find  a  piece  of  money:  that  take,  and  give  unto  them 
for  me  and  thee. 
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18      Id  that  hour  came  the  cUdciples  unto  Jettis.  sayiDg/ 

2  Who  then  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven?  And 
he  called  to  him  a  little  child,  and  set  him  in  the  midst 

3  of  them,  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Except  ye 
turn,  and  become  as  little  children,  ye  shall  in  no  wise 

4  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Whosoever  there- 
fore shall  humble  himself  as  this  little  child,  the  same  is 

5  the  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  whosO 
shall  receive  one  such  litOe  child  in  my  name  receiveth 

6  me:  but  whoso  shall  cause  one  of  these  little  ones  which 
believe  on  me  to  stumble,  it  is  profitable  for  him  that  a 
CTcat  millstone  should  be  hanged  about  his  neck,  and 

7  that  he  should  be  sunk  in  the  depth  of  the  sea.  Woe  unto 
the  world  because  of  occasions  of  stumbling!  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  the  occasions  come;  but  woe  to  that  man 

8  through  whom  the  occasion  cometh !  And  if  thy  hand  or 
thy  foot  causeth  thee  to  stumble,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from 
thee:  it  is  good  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  maimed  or  halt, 
rather  than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast 

9  into  the  eternal  fire.  And  if  thine  eye  causeth  thee  to 
stumble,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee:  it  is  good 
for  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather  than 

10  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  the  hell  of  fire.  See 
that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones;  for  I  say 
unto  you,  that  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold 

12  the  face  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  How  think 
ye?  If  any  man  have  a  hundred  sheep,  and  one  of 
them  be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety  and 
nine,  and  go  unto  the  mountains,  and  seek  that  which 

13  goeth  astray?  And  if  so  be  that  he  find  it,  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  he  rejoiceth  over  it  more  than  over  the  ninety 

14  and  nine  which  have  not  gone  astray.  Even  so  it  is  not 
the  will  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  th«it  one  of 
these  little  ones  should  perish. 

16      Aj«1  if  thy  brother  sin  against  thee,  go,  shew  him  his 
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CHAPTER  XVin. 

1  Christ  vnmsik  his  disciples  io  be  humble  and  harmless:  7  to  awyid 
offences^  and  not  to  despise  the  little  ones:  15  teacheth  hnw  we  are 
to  deal  with  our  brethren^  token  theu  offend  us:  21  and  how  oft  to 
forgive  them:  28«#ttdk  he  svtteth  forth  by  a  parable  of  tiieking 
that  took  aooomit  of  his  servants,  2a  aaui  punished  hiui  vJio  ahetced 
no  mercy  to  his  fellow. 

AT  the  same  time  came  the  disciples  unto  Jesus,  snyinp. 
Who  is  the  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven? 

2  And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto  him,  and  set  him 
in  the  midst  of  tliem, 

3  And  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Except  ye  be  con- 
verted, and  become  as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

4  Whosoever  therefore  shall  humble  himself  as  this  little 
child,^the  same  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

5  And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such  litlle  child  in  my 
name  receiveth  me. 

6  But  whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  litlle  ones  which 
believe  in  me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were 
hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned  in  the 
depth  of  the  sea. 

7  1[  Woe  unto  the  world  because  of  offences!  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  offences  come;  but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom 
the  offence  cometh ! 

8  Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut 
them  off,  and  cast  them  from  thee:  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  into  life  hall  or  maimed,  rather  than  havipg  two  hands 
or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  everlastiu^  fire. 

9  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pJuck  it  out,  and  cast  it 
from  thee:  it  is  better  for  tliee  to  enter  into  life  with  one 
eye,  rather  than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire. 

10  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones; 
for  I  say  unto  you.  That  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always 
behold  the  face  of  m^  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

11  For  the  Son  of'^  man  is  come  to  save  that  which  was 
lost. 

12  How  think  ye?  if  a  man  ha.'o  an  hundred  sheep,  and 
one  of  them  be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety 
and  nine,  and  goeth  into  the  mountains,  and  seeketh  that 
which  is  gone  astray? 

13  And  if  so  be  that  he  find  it,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he 
rejoiceth  more  of  that  slieep,  than  of  the  ninety  and  nine 
which  went  not  astray. 

14  Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish. 

15  1  Moreover  if  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee, 
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fault  between  thee  and  him  alone:  if  he  hear  thee,  thou 

16  hast  gained  thy  brother.  But  if  he  hear  tliee  not,  take 
with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  at  the  mouth  of  two 

17  witnesses  or  three  every  word  may  be  established.  And 
if  he  refuse  to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church:  and 
if  he  refuse  to  hear  the  church  also,  let  him  be  unto 

18  thee  as  the  Gentile  and  the  publican.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  What  things  soever  ye  shall  bind  on  earth 
shall  be  bound  in  heaven :  and  what  things  soever  ye 

19  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven.  Again  I 
say  unto  you,  that  if  two  of  you  shall  agree  on  earth  as 
touching  anything  that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done 

20  for  them  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaveh.  For  where 
two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name,.there 
am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

21  Then  came  Peter,  and  said  to  him,  Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him? 

22  until  seven  times?  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto 
thee,  Until    seven   times;     but.  Until    seventy   times 

23  seven.  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened 
unto  a  certain  king,  wliich  would  make  a  reckoning 

24  with  his  servants.  And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon, 
one  was  brought  unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thous- 

25  and  talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  whevewith 
to  pay,  his  lord  commanded  hira  to  be  sold,  and  his 
wife,  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to 

26  be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and  wor- 
shipped him,  saying.  Lord,  have  patience  with  me,  and 

27  I  will  pay  thee  all."^  And  the  lord  of  that  servant,  being 
moved  with  compassion,  released  him,  and  forgave  him 

28  the  debt.  But  that  servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of 
his  fellow-servants,  which  owed  him  a  hundred  pence: 
and  he  laid  hold  on  hira,  and  took  Jiim  by  the  throat, 

29  saying.  Pay  what  thou  owest.  So  his  fellow-servant 
fell  down  and  besought  him,  saying,  Have  patience 

80  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee.  And  he  would  not :  but 
went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  that 

31  which  was  due.  So  when  his  fellow-servants  sjiw  what 
was  done,  they  were  exceeding  soiTy,  and  came  and 

82  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord 
called  unto  him,  and  saith  to  him.  Thou  wicked  ser- 
vant, I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  be- 
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go  and  tell  kim  his  fault  between  thee  and  him  ak>ne :  if  hck 
shall  hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother, 

16  But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one 
or  two  more,  that  in  tlie  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses 
every  word  may  be  established. 

17  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the 
church:  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be 
unto  thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publican. 

18  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on 
earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven ;  and  whatsoever  ye  shall 
loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

19  Again  I  say  unto  you,  That  if  two  of  you  shall  agree 
on  earth  as  touching  any  thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall 
be  done  for  them  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

20  For  "Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my 
name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

21  -^  Then  came  Peter  to  him,  and  said.  Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him?  till 
seven  times? 

22  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven 
times:  but,  Until  seventy  times  seven. 

23  1[  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened  unto  a 
certain  king,  which  would  take  account  of  his  servants. 

24  And  when  be  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents. 

25  But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord  com- 
manded him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife,  and  children,  and  all 
that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be  made. 

26  The  servant  therefore  fell  down,  and  worshipped  him, 
saying.  Lord,  have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all. 

27  Then  the  lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  com- 
passion, and  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt. 

28  But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of  his 
fellowservants,  which  owed  him  an  himdred  pence:  and 
be  laid  hands  on  him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying. 
Pay  me  that  thou  owest. 

2&  And  his  fellowservant  fell  down  at  his  feet,  and 
besought  him,  saying.  Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will 
pay  thee  all. 

30  And  he  would  not :  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison, 
till  he  should  pay  the  debt. 

31  8o  when  his  fellowservants  saw  what  was  done,  they 
were  very  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that 
was  done. 

32  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had  called  him,  said  unto 
him,  O  thou  wicked  servant,  I  forg  we  thee  all  that  debt» 
because  thou  desiredst  me : 
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33  soughteat  mc :  ehouldest  not  thou  also  have  haf"  mercy  on 
84  thy  fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  mercy  on  thee?    And 

his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  liira  to  the  tormentors, 
35  till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due.    So  also  shall  my 

heavenly  Father  do  unto  you,  if  ye  forgive  not  every 

one  his  brother  from  your  hearts. 


19  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus  had  finished  these 
words,  he  departed  from  Galilee^  and  C£^me  into  th^ 

2  borders  of  Judsea  beyond  Jordan;  and  great  multitudes 
followed  him;  and  he  healed  them  there. 

3  And  there  came  unto  him  Pharisees,  tempting  him, 
and  saying.  Is  it  lawful  for  a  mau  to  put  away  his 

4  wife  for  every  cause  ?  And  he  answered  and  said. 
Have  ye  not  read,  that  he  whic^  made  them  from  the 

5  beginning  made  them  male  and  female,  and  said,  For 
this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and 
shall  cleave  to  his  wife;  and  the  twain  shall  become. 

6  one  flesh?  So  that  they  are  no  mope  twain,  but  one 
flesh.     What  therefore  God  hath  joined  t^^ether,  let 

7  not  man  put  asunder.  They  say  unto  him.  Why  then 
did  Moses  command  to  ^ve  a  bill  of  divorcement,,  and 

8  to  put  ficr  away?  He  saith  unto  them,  Moses  for  your 
hardness  of  heart  suffered  you  to  put  away  your  wives: 

9  but  from  the  beginning  it  hath  not  been  so.  And  I  say 
unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  exoept 
for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  committeth 
adultery:  and  he  that  marrieth  her  when  ^e  is  put 

10  away  committeth  adultery.  The  disciples  say  unto 
him,  If  the  case  of  the  man  is  so  with  his  wife,  it  is  not 

11  expedient  to  marry.  But  he  said  unto  them,  All  men 
cannot  receive  this  saying,  but  they  to  whom  it  is 

12  given.  For  there  are  eunuchs,  which  wei"e  so  bom 
from  their  mother's  womb;  and  Ibere  are  eunuchs, 
which  were  made  eunuchs  by  men :   and  there  are 
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83  Shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  compassion  ou  thy 
fellowservant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee? 

34  And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the 
tormentors,  till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him. 

35  So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto 
you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every  otie  his 
brother  their  trespasses. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

2  Cbriat  heaiefh  the  tick:  8  answereth  ike  Pharisees  ctmceming 
divorcement:  lO^ieweth  token  marriage  i$  neeewsarg:  IS  receiveth 
little  Children:  16  instrucieth  the  ycmna  vtan  how  to  attain  eter* 
nal  life,  20  and  how  to  be  perfect:  28  tellelh  his  disciples  how  hard 
it  is  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  27  and 
promieeth  reward  to  those  that  forsake  ati^  thing  to  follow  him. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished 
these  sayings,  he  departed  flrom  Oalilee,  and  came 
into  Ae  coasts  of  Judsea  beyond  Jordan; 

2  And  great  multitudes  followed  him;  and  he  healed 
them  there. 

8  If  The  Pharisees  also  came  unto  him,  tempting  him, 
and  saying  unto  him,  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away 
his  wife  for  every  cause? 

4  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  not 
read,  that  he  which  made  them  at  the  beginning  made  them 
male  and  female, 

5  And  said,  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  father  and 
mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife:  and  they  twain  shall 
be  one  flesh? 

6  Wherefore  they  are  no  more  twain,  but  one  flesh. 
What  therefore  God.  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder. 

7  They  say  unto  him.  Why  did  Moses  then  command 
to  give  a  writing  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her  away? 

8  He  saith  unto  them,  Moses  because  of  the  hardness  of 
your  hearts  suffered  you  to  put  away  your  wives:  but  from 
the  beginning  it  was  not  so. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  except  it  he  for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another, 
committeth  adultery:  and  whoso  marrieth  her  which  is  put 
away  doth  commit  aduHery. 

10  If  His  disciples  say  unto  him,  If  the  case  of  the  man 
be  so  with  hi»  wife,  it  is  not  good  to  marry. 

11  But  he  said  unto  them,  All  men  cannot  receive  this 
saying,  save  they  to  whom  it  is  given. 

12  For  there  are  some  eunuchs,  which  were  so  born  from 
tA^r  mother's  womb:  and  there  are  some  eunuchs,  which 
were  m^de  eunuchs  of  men:  and  there  be  eunuchs,  whidi 
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eunuchs,  whicli  made  themselves  eunuchs  for  the  king- 
dom of  heavea*s  sake.  He  that  is  able  to  receive  it,  let 
him  receive  it. 

13  Then  were  there  brought  unto  him  little  children, 
that  he  should  lay  his  hands  on  them,  and  pray:  and 

14  the  disciples  rebuked  them.  But  Jesus  said,  Suffer 
the   little    children,   and    forbid    them  not,   to  come 

15  unto  me:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And 
he  laid  his  hands  on  them,  and  departed  thence. 

16  And  behold,  one  came  to  him  and  said,  Master, 
what  good  thing  shall  I  do,  that  I  may  have  eternal 

17  life?  And  he  said  unto  him.  Why  askest  thou  me 
concerning  that  which  is  good?  One  there  is  who  ia 
good:  bat  if  thou  wouldest  enter  into  life,  keep  the  com- 

18  mandinents.  He  saith  unto  him,  Which?  And  Jesus 
said,  Thou  shalt  not  kill.  Thou  slialt  not  commit  adul- 
tery, Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false 

19  witness,  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother:  and.  Thou 

20  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.     The  young  man  . 
saith  unto  him,  All  these  things  have  I  observed:  what 

21  lack  I  yet?  Jesus  said  unto  him.  If  thou  wouldest  be 
perfect,  go,  sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor, 
and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come,  fol- 

22  low  me.  But  when  the  young  man  heard  the  saying, 
he  went  away  sorrowful :  for  he  was  one  that  had  great 
possessions. 

23  And  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you.  It  is  hard  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom 

24  of  heaven.  And  again  I  say  unto  you.  It  is  easier  for  a 
camel  to  go  through  a  needle's  eye,  than  for  a  rich  man 

25  to  enter  into  the  kmgdom  of  God.  And  when  the  dis- 
ciples heard  it,  they  were  astonished  exceedingly,  saying, 

26  Who  then  can  be  saved?  And  Jesus  looking  upon 
them  said  to  them.  With  men  this  is  impossible;    but 

27  with  God  all  things  are  possible.  Then  answered 
Peter  and  said  unto  him,  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and 

28  followed  thee;  what  then  shall  we  have?  And  Jesus 
said  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  j^ou,  that  ye  which 
have  fol towed  me,  in  the  regeneration  when  the  8on  of 
man  shall  sit  on  the  throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall 
eit  upon  twelve  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of 

29  Israel.  And  every  one  that  haUi  left  houses,  or  bretli- 
ren,  or  sist«r3,.  or  father,  or  mother,  or  children,  or 
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have  made  themselves  eunuchs  for  the  kingdom  of  heaveu'a 
«ake     He  that  is  able  to  receive  zY,  let  him  receive  it. 

13  ^  Then  were  there  brought  unto  him  little  children, 
that  he  should  put  ?iis  hands  on  them,  and  pray:  and  his 
disciples  rebuked  them. 

14  But  Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid  them 
not,  to  come  unto  me :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

15  And  he  laid  his  hands  on  them,  and  departed  thence. 

16  1[  And,  behold,  one  came  and  said  unto  him.  Good 
Master,  what  good  thing  shall  I  do,  that  I  may  have  eternal 
life? 

17  And  he  said  unto  him,  Whj  callest  thou  me  jdt  jd? 
tftere  is  none  good  but  one,  tliat  w,  God:  but  if  thou  wilt 
^iter  into  life,  keep  the  commandments. 

18  He  saith  unto  him.  Which?  Jesus  said.  Thou  shalt 
do  no  murder.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Thou 
Shalt  not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness, 

19  Honour  thy  father  and  <%  mother:  and,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

«  20  The  young  man  saith  unto  him.  All  these  things  have 
I  kept  from  my  youth  up:  what  lack  I  yet? 

21  Jesus  said  unto  him.  If  thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go  and 
sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt 
have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come  and  follow  me. 

23  But  when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying,  he  went 
away  sorrowful:  for  he  had  grejit  possessions. 

23  If  Then  said  Jesus  unt^  his  disciples.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  That  a  rich  man  shall  hardly  enter  into  the  king- 
dom  of  heaven. 

24  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to 
go  throuorh  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

25  When  his  disciples  heard  it,  they  were  excedingly 
amazed,  saying.  Who  then  can  be  saved? 

26  But  Jesus  beheld  t?iem,  and  said  unto  them.  With 
men  this  is  impossible;  but  with  God  ail  things  are  possi- 
ble 

27  %  Tlien  answered  Pet«r  and  said  unto  him,  Behold, 
we  have  forsaken  all,  and  followed  thee;  what  shall  we 
have  therefore? 

28  And  Jesns  said  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
That  ye  which  have  followed  me,  in  the  regeneration  when 
the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also 
shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones,  judging  the  tw'elve  tribes  of 
Israel. 

29  And  evervone  that  hath  forsaken  houses,  or  brethren, 
or  sisters,  or  rather,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or 
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lands,  for  my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  a  hundredfolil, 
80  and  shall  inherit  eternal  life.     But  many  shall  be  last 


20  that  are  first;  and  first  that  are  last.  For  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  a  householder, 
which  went  out  early  in  the  morning  to  hire  labourers 

2  into  his  vineyard.  And  when  he  hud  agieed  with  ll^J 
labourers  for  a  penny  a  day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vinc- 

8  yard.     And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw 

4  others  standing  in  the  marketplace  idle;  and  to  tl-cm 
he  said,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  what- 
soever is  right  I  will  give  yon.     Ana  they  went  ihtrir 

5  way.     Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  the  nintl^ 

6  hour,  and  did  likewise.  And  about  the  eleventh  hour 
he  went  out,  and  found  others  standing;  and  he  saith 

7  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle?  They 
say  unto  him,  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.     He  saith 

8  unto  them,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard.  And  when 
even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyaid  saith  unto  his 
steward,  Call  the  labourers,  and  pay  them  their  hire, 

9  beginning  from  the  last  unto  the  first.  And  when  they 
came  that  were  hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  re- 

10  ceived  every  man  a  penny.  And  when  the  first  came, 
they  supposed  that  they  would  receive  more;  and  tlty 

11  likewise  received  every  man  a  penny.  And  when  they 
received  it,  they   murmured  against  the  householder, 

12  sajing,  These  last  have  spent  bnt  one  hour,  and  tho.u 
hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the 

13  burden  of  the  day  and  the  scorching  heat.  But  he 
answered  and  said  to  one  of  them,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no 

14  wrong:  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  t  Take 
up  that  which  is  thine,  and  go  thy  way;  it  is  my  will  to 

15  give  unto  this  last,  even  as  unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful 
for  me  to  do  what  1  wiH  with  mine  own?  or  is  thine 
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lands,  for  my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  an  hundredfold, 
and  sliall  inherit  everlasting  life. 

30  But  many  that  are  first  shall  be  last;  and  the  last  shail 
he  first 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Christy  by  the  similitvde  cf  the  labr.urers  in  the  vineyard,  sheweth 
that  God  ia  debtor  unto  no  wav:  17  fcrdelleth  his  passion:  20  by 
avfwering  the  mother  of  Ztbtdee^s  children  teacheth  his  disciples 
to  be  lowly:  30  ctnd  giveth  two  blind  m^n  their  sight. 

FOR  the  kinfrdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is 
an  householder,  which  went  out  early  in  the  morning 
to  hire  labourers  into  his  vineyard. 

2  And  when  he  had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a 
penny  a  day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard. 

3  And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw  others 
standing  idle  in  tiie  market-place, 

4  And  said  unto  tlieni;  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard, 
and  whatsoever  is  right  I  will  give  you.  And  they  went 
their  way. 

5  A  gam  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and 
did  likewise. 

6  And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out,  and  found 
others  standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye 
here  all  the  day  idle? 

7  They  say  unto  liim.  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us. 
He  sjiith  unto  them.  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard;  and 
whatsoever  is  right,  iliat  shall  ye  receive. 

8  So  when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith 
unto  his  steward,  Call  the  labourers,  and  give  tliem  t?ieir 
hire,  beginning  from  the  last  unto  the  first. 

9  And  when  t hoy  came  that  uere  Jiired  ixhout  ihe  eleventh. 
hour,  they  received  every  man  a  penny. 

10  But  when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that  they 
should  have  received  more;  and  they  likewise  received 
every  man  a  penny. 

11  And  when  they  had  received  ?7,  they  murmured 
against  the  goodman  of  the  house, 

12  Saying,  These  last  have  wrought  hvt  one  hour,  and 
thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the 
burden  and  heat  of  the  day  u 

13  But  he  answered  one*  of  them,  and  said,  Friend,  I  do 
thee  no  wrong:  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny? 

14  Take  tJiht  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way:  I  will  give  unto 
this  last,  even  as  unto  thee. 

15  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine 
own?    Is  thiuo  eye  evil,  liecause  I  am  good? 
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16  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good  •  So  tlie  last  shall  be  first, 
and  the  first  last. 

17  And  as  Jesus  was  going  up  to  Jenisalem,  be  took  the 
twelve  disciples  apart,  and  in  the  way  he  said  unto  them, 

18  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Son  of  man 
shall  be  delivered  unto  the  chief  priests  and  scribes;  and 

19  they  shall  condemn  him  to  death,  and  sliall  deliver  him 
unto  the  Gentiles  to  mock,  and  to  scourge,  and  to  cru- 
cify :  and  the  third  day  he  shall  be  raised  up. 

20  Then  came  to  him  the  mother  of  the  sons  of  Zebedee 
with  her  sons,  worshipping  him,  and  asking  a  certain 

21  thing  of  him.  And  he  said  unto  her,  What  wouldest 
thou?  She  saith  unto  him,  Command  that  these  my 
two  sons  may  sit,  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  one  on  thy 

22  left  hand,  in  thy  kingdom.  But  Jesus  answered  and 
said,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Are  ye  able  to  drink 
the  cup  that  I  am  about  to  drink?    Tliey  say  unto  him, 

23  We  are  able.  He  saith  unto  theni,  My  cup  indeed  ye 
shall  drink:  but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand,  and  on  my  left 
hand,  is  not  mine  to  give,  but  it  is  for  them  for  whom  it 

24  hath  been  prepared  of  my  Father.  And  when  the  ten 
heard  it,  they  were  moved  with  indignation  concerning 

25  the  two  brethren.  But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him, 
and  said,  Ye  know  that  the  rulers  of  the  Gentiles  lord  it 
over  them,  and  their  great  ones  exercise  authority  over 

26  them.  Not  so  shall  it  be  among  you:  but  whosoever 
would  become  great  among  you  shall  be  your  minister; 

27  and  whosoever  would  be  first  among  you  shall  be  your 

28  servant:  even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  miiiis- 
tered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  mnsom 
for  many. 

29  And  as  they  went  out  from  Jericho,  a  great  multitude 
80  followed  him.    And  behold,  two  blind  men  sitting  by 

the  way  side,  when  they  heard  that  Jesus  was  passing 
by,  cried  out,  saying.  Lord,  have  mercy  on  us,  thou  son 
31  of  David.  And  the  multitude  rebukea  them,  that  they 
should  hold  their  peace:  but  they  cried  out  the  more, 
gaying,  Lord,  have  mercy  on  us,  thou  son  of  David. 
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16  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last:  for  many 
be  called,  Irat  few  chosen. 

17  1[  And  Jesus  going  up  to  Jerusalem  took  the  twelve 
disciples  apart  in  the  way,  and  said  unto  them, 

18  Beholtl,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Son  of  man 
shall  be  betrayed  unto  the  chief  priests  and  unto  the 
scrilKJS,  and  they  shall  condemn  liim  to  death, 

19  And  shall  deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles  to  mock,  and  to 
scourge,  and  lo  cruelly  him:  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise 
again. 

20  ^  Then  came  to  him  the  mother  of  Zelnidee's  children 
with  her  sons,  worshipping  him,  and  desiring  a  certain 
thing  of  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  her,  What  wilt  thou?  She  saith 
unto  him,  Grant  that  tliese  my  two  sons  may  sit,  the  one 
on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left,  in  thy  king- 
dom 

22  But  Jesus  answered  and  said.  Ye  know  not  wliat  ye 
ask.  Are  3''e  able  to  drink  of  tire  eup  that  I  shall  drink  of, 
and  to  be  baptized  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized 
with?    They  say  unto  him.  We  are  able. 

23  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Ye  shall  drink  indeed  of  my 
cup,  ami  be  baptized  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptizecl 
with:  but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand,  and  on  my  left,  is  not 
mine  to  give,  but  it  tthoM  be  given  to  tJiem  for  whom  it  is 
preptired  of  my  Father. 

24  And  when  the  ten  heard  it,  tliey  were  moved  witli 
indignation  against  tlie  two  brethn^n. 

25  But  Jesu^  called  them  nnto  him,  and  said.  Ye  know 
that  ihe  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  dominion  over 
them,  ami  they  that  are  great  exercise  authority  upon 
them. 

28  But  it  shall  not  be  so  among  you:  but  whosoever  will 
be  great  among  you,  let  him  be  your  minister; 

27  And  whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be 
your  servant: 

28  Even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
miiTi^^. 

2i>  And  as  they  departed  from  J«richo,  a  great  multitude 
lollijwcd  him 

Si)  11  And.  beiinlcl.  two  blind  men  sitting  by  the  way 
jSide,  when  they  htraixl  tljat  Jesus  passed  by,  cried  out,  say- 
in|5.  Have  mtjrcy  on  ii3,  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David. 

5l  And  t  lie  mult  it  vide  rebuked  them,  because  they  should 
hold  their  peact;:  but  they  cried  the  more,  saying,  Havu 
mercy  on  us,  O  Lord,  1ho\i  son  of  David. 
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82  And  Jesus  stood  still,  iind  called  them,  aiid  said,  Wliat 

38  will  ye  that  I  should  do  unto  you?   They  say  ubio  him; 

?4  Lord,  that  our  eyes  may  be  opened.     And  Jesiis.  being 

moved    with    compassion,    touched    their   eyes:    and 

straii;htway  they  received  their  sight,  and  followed  liim. 


21  And  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and 
came  ucto  Bethphage,  unto  the  mount  of  OiivcK,  then 

2  Jesus  sent  two  disciples,  saying  unto  them,  Go  into  the 
village  tli«t  is  over  against  yon,  and  straightway  ye 
shall  find  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  her:  loose  them, 

3  and  bring  them  unlo  me.  And  if  anjM-ne  Fay  ai:ght 
unto  you,  ye  shall  say.  The  Lord  hath  neefl  of  iht-m; 

4  and  straightway  he  will  send  them.  Kow  this  is  come 
to  pass,  tirat  it  "might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by 
the  prophet,  saying, 

6  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Zion, 

Behold,  thy  King  comet h  unto  thee, 
Meek,  and  riding  upon  an  ass. 
And  upon  a  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass. 

6  And  the  disciples  went,  and  did  even  as  Jesus  appointed 

7  them,  and  brought  the  ass,  and  the  colt,  and  put  on 
fi  them  their  garments;  and  he  sat    thereon.     And   the 

most  part  of  the  multitude  spread  their  garments  in  tlie 
way;  and  others  cut  1  ranches  from  the  trees,  ar.d 
0  spread  them  in  the  way.  And  the  multitudes  that  went 
before  him,  and  that  followed,  cried,  saying,  llosjiuiia 
to  the  son  of  David:    Blessed  is  he  that  comeih  in  the 

10  name  of  the  Lord;  Hosanna  in  the  highest.  And  when 
he  was  come  into  Jeiiisaltm,  all  the  <ity  was  stirred, 

11  saying,  Who  is  this?  Ard  the  muliitud(s  said,  This  is 
the  prophet,  Jesus,  from  Kazareth  of  Galilee. 

12  And  Jesus  entered  ii.to  the  temple  of  God.  and  cast 
out  all  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and 
overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money-changers,  and  the 

13  seats  of  them  that  sold  the  doves;  and  he  saith  unto 
them,  It  is  written,  My  house  shall  be  called  j.  house  of 
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S2  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  called  them,  and  said^ 
What  will  ye  that  I  shall  do  unto  you? 

33  They  say  unto  him,  Lord,  that  our  eyes  may  bo 
opened. 

34  So  Jesus  had  compassion  on  them,  and  touched  their 
eyes:  and  immediately  their  eyes  received  sight,  and  they 
followed  him. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Christ  rideth  into  Jerusalem  upon  an  ass  ;  12  dn'veth  the  buyers 
and  sellers  out  of  the  temple,  \7  curset.i  t-ie  fig  tree.  2<i  puiteth 
to  silence  the  priests  and  elders.  28  and  rebuketh  them  by  the 
similitutle  of  the  two  sonSy  33  and  Vie  husbandmen,  who  slew  such 
CM  were  sent  unto  them. 

AND  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and  were 
come  to  Bethphage,  unto  the  mount  of  Olives,  then 
sent  Jesus  two  disciples, 

2  Saying  unto  them,  Go  into  the  village  over  ngainstyou, 
and  straightway  ye  shall  tind  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with 
her:  loose  them,  and  bring  them  unto  roe. 

3  And  if  any  man  say  ought  unto  you,  ye  shall  say, 
The  Lord  hath  need  of  them;  a^id  straightway  he  will  send 
them. 

4  All  this  was  done,  thit  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet,  saying, 

5  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion.  Behold,  thy  King  cometh 
unto  thee,  meek,  and  sitting  upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  the 
foal  of  an  ass. 

6  And  the  disciples  went,  an^d  did  as  Jesus  commanded 
them. 

7  And  brought  the  ass,  and  the  colt,  and  put  on  them 
their  clothes,  and  they  set  him  thereon. 

8  And  a  very  great  multitude  spread  their  garments  in 
the  w:iv;  others  cut  down  bmnches  from  the  tix'cs,  and 
Blrawi'd  flffmii\  the  way. 

ft  And  the  multitudes  that  went  before,  and  that  fol- 
Iinvfd,  i'VK'd.  »i\\:'u]*^,  Hosanna  to  the  sou  of  David:  Bless<d 
?>  lie  tiiat;  comLtk  iu  the  name  of  the  Lord;  Hosanna  in  the 
]ii;ihcfil^. 

io  And  when  lie  was  come  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city 
wn^  mov(^d.  snyiiiir,  Who  is  this? 

1 1  Aiul  }Uv  rimjiiiude  said.  This  is  Jesus  the  prophet  of 
J^jizaiifi!^  uf  G'llthe. 

13  ^  And  Ji  siL^^  went  into  the  temple  of  God,  and  cast 
out  all  them  lUul  Fold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and  over- 
threw the  tid)]e>  of  the  moneychangers,  and  the  seats  of 
them  I  till  t  hold  doves, 

IS  And  said  unto  them,  It  is  written,  My  house  shall  be 
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14  prayor:  but  ye  make  it  a  den  of  robbers.  And  the 
bliuJ  aud  the  lame  came  to  liim  in  the  tcujple:  and  he 

15  ht-aled  them. .  But  when  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
saw  the  wonderful  things  that  be  did,  and  the  children 
that  were  crying:  in  the  temple  and  saying,  Uosanna  to 
the  son  of  David;  they  were  moved  witli  indignation. 

16  and  said  unto  liim,  Hearest  thou  what  these  are  saying? 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Yea:  did  ye  never  lead, 
Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklmgs  thou  hast  per- 

17  fected  praise?  And  he  left  them,  and  went  forth  out 
of  the  city  to  Bethany,  and  lodged  there. 

18  Now  in  the  morning  as  he  returned  to  the  city,  he 

19  hungered.  And  seeing  a  fig  tree  by  the  way  side,  he 
came  to  it,  and  founil  nothing  thereon,  but  leaves  only; 
and  he  saith  unto  it,  Let  there  be  no  fruit  from  thee 
henceforward  for  ever.     And  immediately  the  fig  tree 

20  withered  away.  And  w^hen  the  disciples  saw  it,  they 
marvelled,  saying,  How  did  the  fig  tree  immediately 

21  wither  away?  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
them^  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  If  ye  have  faith,  aud 
doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  what  is  done  to  the  fig 
tree,  but  even  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain.  Be 
thou  taken  up  and  c;ist  into  the  sea,  it  shall  be  done. 

22  And  all  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer, 
believing,  ye  shall  receive. 

23  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief 
priests  and  the  eldera  of  the  people  came  unto  him  as 
he  was  teaching,  aud  said,  By  what  authority  doest 
tliQU  these  things?  and  who  gave  thee  this  authority? 

24  And  Jesus  answered  and  sjiid  unto  them,  I  also  will 
ask  you  one  question,  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  likewise 

25  will  tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things.  The 
baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it?  from  heaven  or  from 
men?  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying',  If 
we  shall  say,  From  heaven;  he  will  say  unto  us.  Why 

26  then  did  ye  not  believe  him?  But  if  we  shall  say. 
From  men;  w^e  fear  the  midtitude;  for  all  hold  John  as 

27  a  prophet.  And  they  answered  Jesus,  and  said.  We 
know  not.     He  also  said  unto  them.  Neither  tell  I  you 

2d  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things.  But  what  think 
ye?    A  man  had  two  sons;  and  lie  came  to  the  first. 
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called  the  house  of  prayer;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of 
thieves. 

14  And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in  the. temple; 
and  he  healed  them. 

15  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  scrribes  saw  the  won- 
derful things  that  lio  <liil,  and  the  children  cryin.i?  in  the 
temple,  ancl  saying.  Hosanna  to  the  son  of  David;  they 
were  sore  displeased, 

18  An  I  sa'ki  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  what  tliese  say? 
And  Jesas  saith  unto  them.  Yea;  have  ye  never  read.  Out 
of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  thou  hast  perfected 
prai'se? 

17  1"  And  he  left  them,  and  went  out  of  the  city  into 
Bethany;  and  he  lodged  there. 

18  Now  in  the  morning  as  he  returned  into  the  city,  he 
hungered. 

19  And  when  he  saw  a  fig  tree  in  the  way,  he  came  to  it, 
and  found  nothing  thereon,  but  leaves  only,  and  said  unto 
it,  Let  no  fruit  grow  on  thee  henceforward  for  ever.  And 
presently  the  fig  tree  withered  away. 

20  And  when  the  disciples  saw^  it,  they  marvelled,  saying. 
How  soon  is  the  fig  tree  withered  away! 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  If  ye  have  faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do 
this  which  is  done  to  the  fig  tree,  but  also  if  ye  shall  say  unto 
this  mountain.  Be  thou  removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the 
sea;  it  shall  be  done. 

22  And  all  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer, 
believing,  ye  shall  receive. 

23  T  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief 
priests  and  the  elders  of  the  people  came  unto  him  as  he 
was  teaching,  and  said,  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these 

*  things?  and  who  gjive  tl>ee  this  authority? 

'  24  And  Jesus  an&wered  and  said  unto  them,  I  also  will 
ask  you  one  thing,  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  in  like  wise  will 
tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

25  The  baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it?  from  heaven, 
or  of  men?  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying, 
If  we  shall  say,  From  heaven;  he  will  say  unto  us.  Why 
did  ye  not  then  believe  him? 

26  But  if  we  shall  say.  Of  men;  we  fear  the  people;  for 
all  hold  John  as  a  prophet. 

27  And  they  answered  Jesus,  and  said,  "We  cannot  tell. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  things. 

28  •[  But  what  think  ye?    A  certain  man  had  two  sons; 
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29  and  said,  Son,  go  work  to-dny  in  the  vineyard.  And 
lie  answered  and  said,  I  will  not:   but  aftiTward  he 

80  repented  himself,  and  went.  And  he  came  to  the  second, 
and  said  likewise.     And  he  answered  and  said,  1  go,  sir: 

81  and  went  not.  Whether  of  the  twain  did  the  will  of 
his  father?  They  say,  The  tii-st.  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  publicans  and  the  harlots 

83  go  into  the  kingdom  of  God  hefore  you.  For  John 
came  unto  you  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  and  ye 
believed  him  not:  but  the  publicans  and  the  harh)ts  be- 
lieved him:  and  ye,  when  ye  saw  it,  did  not  even 
repent  yourselves  afterward,  that  ye  might  believe  him. 

88  Hear  another  parable:  There  was  a  man  that  was  a 
householder,  which  planted  a  vineyard,  and  set  a  hedge 
about  it,  and  digged  a  winepress  in  it,  and  built  a 
tower,  and  let  it  out  to  huslandmcn,  and  went  into 

84  another  country.  And  when  the  season  of  the  fruits 
drew  near,  he  sent  his  servants  to  the  husbandmen,  to 

85  receive  his  fruits.  And  the  husbandmen  took  his  ser- 
vants, and  beat  one,  and  killed  another,  and  stoned 

86  another.    Again,  he  sent  other  servants  more  than  the 

87  first:  and  they  did  unto  them  in  like  manner.  But 
afterward  he  sent  unto  them  his  son,  saying,  They  will 

88  reverence  my  son.  But  the  husbandmen,  when  they 
saw  the  son,  sjiid  among  themselves,  This  is  the  heir: 

89  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  take  his  inheritance.  And 
thev  took  him,  and  cast  him  forth  out  of  the  vineyard, 

40  and  killed  him.  When  therefore  the  lord  of  the  vine- 
yard shall  come,  what  will  he  do  unto  those  husband- 

41  men?  They  stiy  unto  him.  He  will  misenibly  destroy 
those  miserable  men,  and  will  let  out  the  vineyard  unto 
other  husbandmen,  which  shall  render  him  the  fmits 

42  in  their  seasons.  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Did  ye  never 
read  in  the  scriptures. 

The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected, 
The  same  was  made  the  head  of  the  corner: 
This  was  from  the  Lord, 
And  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes? 
48  Therefore  say  I  unto  you,  The  kingdom  of  God  shall  be 
taken  away  from  you,  and  shall  be  given  to  a  nation 
44  bringing  forth  the  fruits  thereof.     And  he  that  falleth 
on  this  stone  shall  be  broken  to  pieces:  but  on  whomso- 
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and  he  came  to  the  firet,  and  said,  Son,  go  work  to  day  in 
my  vineyard. 

29  He  answered  and  said,  I  will  not:  but  afterward  he 
repented,  and  went. 

30  And  he  came  to  the  second,  and  said  likewise.  And 
he  answered  and  said,  I  go,  sir:  and  went  not. 

31  Whether  of  them  twain  did  tlie  will  of  Jiis  father? 
They  say  unto  him.  The  first.  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Tliat  the  publicans  and  the  harlots 
go  into  the  kingdom  of  God  before  you. 

32  For  John  came  unto  you  in  the  way  of  righteousness, 
and  ye  believed  him  not:  but  the  pnblicans  ana  the  harlots 
believed  him:  and  ye.  when  ye  had  seen  it,  repented  not 
afterward,  that  ye  might  believe  him. 

33  1[  Hear  another  parable:  There  was  a  certain  house- 
holder, which  planted  a  vineyard,  and  hed^red  it  round 
about,  and  digged  a  winepress  in  it,  and  Imiit  a  tower,  and 
let  it  out  to  husl)andmen,  and  went  into  a  far  country: 

84  And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  drew  near,  he  sent  his 
servants  to  the  husbandmen,  that  they  might  receive  the 
fruits  of  it. 

35  And  the  husbandmen  took  his  servants,  and  beat  one, 
and  killed  another,  and  stoned  another. 

36  A^ain,  he  sent  other  servants  more  than  the  first:  and 
they  did  unto  them  likewise. 

87  But  last  of  all  he  sent  unto  them  his  son,  saying,  They 
will  reverence  my  son. 

38  But  when  the  husbandmen  saw  the  son,  thev  said 
dmong  themselves,  This  is  the  heir;  come,  let  us  kill  him, 
and  let  us  seize  on  his  inheritance. 

89  And  they  caught  him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vine- 
yard, and  slew  him. 

'  40  When  the  lord  therefore  of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what 
VTill  he  do  unto  those  husbandmen? 

41  They  say  unto  him,  He  will  miserably  destroy  those 
wicked  men,  and  will  let  out  Jiis  vineyard  unto  other  hus- 
bandmen, which  shall  render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons. 

43  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  scrip- 
tures. The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is 
become  the  head  of  the  corner:  this  is  the  Lord's  doing, 
and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes? 

48  Therefore  say  I  unto  you,  The  kingdom  of  God  shall 
be  taken  from  you,  and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth 
the  fruits  thereof. 

44  And  whosoever  shall  fall  on  this  stone  shall  be  broken : 
but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind  him  to  pow- 
der. 
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45  ever  it  ^all  fall,  it  will  scatter  liim  as  dust.  And  when 
the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  heard  his  parables, 

^  they  perceived  thaX  he  spake  of  tliem.  And  when  they 
sought  to  lay  hold  on  him,  they  feared  the  multitudes, 
becsuise  they  took  Jwm  U^  ^  pmph^t. 


22  And  Jesus  aaswercrl  and  spake  again  in  parables  unto 
2  them,  saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a 

certain  king,  whicii  made  a  nnuriage  feast  for  his  son« 
8  and  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  th:it  were  bidden 

to   the    marriage  feast:    and   they  would   not  come. 

4  Again  he  sent  forth  otlier  servants,  saying,  Tell  them 
that  are  bidden.  Behold.  I  have  made  ready  my  dinner: 
my  oxen  and  my  fatlin^  are  killed,  and  all  things  are 

5  ready :  come  to  the  marrt:ige  feast.  But  they  made  light 
of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his  own  farm,  another 

Q  to  his  mercluuuUse:  and  the  rest  laid  hold  on  his  ser- 
vants, and  entreated  them  shamefully,  and  killed  them. 

7  But  tiie  kiag  was  wroth;  and  he  sent  his  armies,  and 

8  destroyed  those  murderers,  and  burned  their  city.  Then 
snith  fie  to  his  servants,  The  wedding  is  rejidy,  but  ihcy 

9  that  were  bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  therefore 
unto  the  partings  of  the  highways,  and  jis  many  as  ye 

XO  shall  fiml,  bid  to  the  mairiage  feast.  And  those  servants 
went  out  into  the  highways,  and  gathered  together  all 
as  ittany  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good :  and  the 

11  wedding  was  filled  with  guests.  But  when  the  king 
oamie  in  to  behold  Uie  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man  which 

12  had  not  on  a  wedding^garment :  and  he  saith  unto  him. 
Friend,  how  earnest  tiiou  in  hither  not  having  a  wed- 

13  ding-garnaent?  AndJie  was  speechlass.  Then  the  king 
said  to  the  servants*  Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and  cast 
him  out  into  the  outer  darkness:  there  shall  be  the 

14  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  For  nuiny  are  c^led, 
but  few  chosen. 

15  Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how  they 

16  might  ensnare  him  iu  hi$  talk.    Aad  Uvey  send  to  liim 
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45  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  had  heard 
his  parables,  they  perceived  that  he  spake  of  them. 

46  But  when  they  souglit  to  lay  hands  on  him,  they 
feared  the  multitude,  because  they  took  him  for  a  prophet. 

CHAPTER  XXII. 

1  Thepamhh  of  the  ma/rriage  of  the  king's  son.  9  The  ixycation  of 
the  Gentiles.  U  The  punishment  of  him  that  wanted  the  toedding 
garment.  15  Tribute  ov^ht  to  be  paid  to  Ccesar.  23  Christ  con- 
ftOeih  the  Sadducees  for  tlie  resurrection:  84  ansuxreth  the  law- 
y^,  which  is  the  first  and  great  commandment:  41  and  poseth  the 
Pharisees  about  the  Messias. 

AND  Jesus  answered  and  spake  unto  them  again  by 
parables,  and  said, 

2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  certain  king, 
which  made  a  marriage  for  his  son, 

3  And  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  that  were  bid- 
den  to  the  wedding:  and  they  would  not  come. 

4  Again »  he  sent  forth  otiier  servants,  saying,  Tell  them 
which  are  bidden.  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner:  my 
oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready, 
come  unto  the  marriage. 

5  But  they  made  light  of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to 
his  farm,  another  to  his  merchandise: 

6  And  the  remnant  took  his  servants,  and  entreated  t7i£in 
spitefully,  and  slew  therrp. 

7  But  when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth :  and  he 
sent  forth  his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and 
burned  up  their  city. 

8  Then  Siiith  he  to  his  servants,  The  wedding  is  ready, 
but  they  which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 

9  Go  ye  therefore  unto  the  highways,  and  as  many  as  ye 
shall  find,  bid  to  the  marriage. 

10  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and 
gathered  together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  lK>th  bad  and 
good:  and  the  wedding  was  furnished  with  guests. 

U  TT  And  when  the  kincj  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he 
saw  there  a  man  which  had  not  on  a  wedding  garment: 

IS  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend,  how  camest  thou  in 
hither  not  having  a  wedding  garment?  And  he  was  speech- 
less. 

IS  Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand 
and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer  dark- 
ness; there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

14  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen. 

15  ^  Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how 
they  might  entangle  him  in.  hU  talk. 

16  And  they  gent  out  unto  him  their  disciples  with  the 
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their  disciples,  with  the  Herodians,  saying,  Master,  we 
know  that  thou  art  true,  aud  teachcst  the  way  of  God 
iu  truth,  and  carest  not  for  ;iny  one:  for  thou  regardest 

17  not  the  pci*son  of  men.  Tell  us  therefore.  What  think- 
est  thou  ?    Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  unto  Caesar,  or 

18  not  ?  But  Jesus  perceived  their  witikedness,  and  said, 
Wliy  tempt  ye  me,  ye  hypocrites  ?    !Shew  me  the  tribute 

19  money.     And  they  brought  unto  him  a  penny.     And 

20  he  eaith  unto  them,  "Whose  is  this  image  and  superscrip- 

21  tion?  They  sav  unto  him,  Caisar's.  Then  saith  \\e 
unto  them,  lleuder  therefore  unto  Caesar  the  things  that 
are  Caesar's;  and  unto  God  the  things  that  are  God's. 

22  And  when  they  heju-d  it,  they  marvelled,  aud  left  him, 
and  went  their  way. 

23  On  that  day  there  came  to  him  Sadducees,  which  say 
that  there  is  no  resurrection:  and  they  asked  him,  say- 

24  ing,  Master,  Moses  said,  If  a  man  die,  having  no  chil- 
dren, his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed 

25  unto  his  brother.  Now  there  were  with  us  seven  breth- 
ren: and  the  first  married  and  deceased,  and  having  no 

26  seed  left  his  wife  unto  his  brother;  in  like  manner  the 

27  second  also,  and  the  third,  unto  the  seventh.     And  after 

28  them  all  the  woman  died.  In  the  resurrection  therefore 
whose  wife  shall  she  be  of  the  seven  ?  for  they  all  had 

29  her.  But  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Ye  do 
err,  not  knowing  the  scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God. 

30  For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  marry ,  nor  are  given 

31  in  marriage,  but  are  as  angels  in  heaven;  But  as  touch- 
ing the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  ye  not  read  that 

32  which  was  spoken  unto  you  by  God,  saying,  I  am  the 
God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Istiac,  and  the  God  of 
Jacob  ?    God  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  tlie  liv- 

33  ing.  And  when  the  multitudes  heard  it,  they  were 
astonished  at  his  teaching. 

34  But  the  Pharisees,  when  they  heard  that  he  had  put 
the  Sadducees  to  silence,  gathered  themselves  together. 

35  And  one  of  them,   a  lawyer,   asked  him  a  question, 

36  tempting  him,  Master,  which  is  the  great  commandment 

37  in  the  law?    And  he  said  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  love  the 
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Herodians,  saying.  Master,  we  kuow  that  thou  art  true,  and 
teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for 
any  man:  for  thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men. 

17  Tell  us  therefore,  What  thinkest  thou?  Is  it  lawful 
to  give  tribute  unto  Caesar,  or  not? 

18  But  Jesus  perceived  Iheir  wickedness,  and  said,  Why 
tempt  ye  me,  ye  hypocrites? 

19  Shew  me  the  tribute  money.  And  they  brought  unto 
him  a  penny. 

20  And  lie  saith  unto  them,  Whose  is  this  image  and  super- 
scription ? 

21  They  say  unto  him,  CcBsar*s.  Then  saith  he  unto  them. 
Render  tlierefore  unto  C«sar  tlie  things  which  are  Casar's; 
and  unto  Go<i  the  things  that  are  God's. 

22  When  they  had  heard  these  words,  they  marvelled,  and 
left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

23  ^  The  siime  day  came  to  him  the  Sadducecs,  which 
say  that  there  is  no  resurrection,  and  asked  him, 

24  Saying.  Master,  Moses  said.  If  a  man  die,  having  no 
children,  his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and  raise  up 
seed  unlo  his  brollier. 

25  Now  there-ivcrewith  us  seven  brethren:  and  the  first, 
when  he  had  married  a  wife,  deceased,  and,  having  no 
issue,  left  his  wife  unto  his  brother: 

26  Likewise  the  Second  also,  and  the  third,  unto  the 
seventh. 

27  And  last  of  all  the  woman  died  also. 

28  Therefore  in  the  resurrection  whose  wife  shall  she  be 
of  the  seven?  for  they  all  had  her. 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Ye  dj  err,  not 
knowing  the  scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God. 

30  For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  maiTy,  nor  are 
given  in  marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels  of  God  in  heaven. 

81  But  as  touching  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  yc 
not  read  that  which  was  spoken  unto  you  by  God.  saying, 

82  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  ahd 
the  God  of  Jacob?  God  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of 
the  living. 

83  And  when  the  multitude  heard  thiSy  they  were  asto- 
nislied  rft  his  doctrine. 

84  1  But  when  the  Pharisees  had  heai-d  that  he  had  put 
the  Sadducees  to  silence,  they  were  gathered  together. 

85  Then  one  of  them,  W/ic/i  was  a  lawyer,  asked  him  a 
question,  tempting  him,  and  saying, 

86  Master,  which  is  the  great  commandment  in  the 
law? 

87  Jesus  Paid  unto  him,  Thoil  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
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Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 

38  and  with  all  thy  mind.     This  is  the  grent  and  first  com- 

39  mandraent.  And  a  second  like  urito  it  is  this.  Thou 
Shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.    On  these  two  com- 

40  mandments  hangeth  the  whole  law,  and  the  prophets. 

41  Now  while  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together, 
43  Jesus  asked  them  a  que  tiori,  sjunng,  What  think  ye  of 

the  Christ?  whose  son  is  he?   They  say  unto  him,  The 

43  son  of  David.  He  saith  unto  them.  How  then  doth 
David  in  the  Spirit  call  him  Lord,  saying, 

44  The  Lord  said  unto  ray  Lord, 
Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand. 

Till  I  put  thine  enemies  underneath  thy  feet? 

45  if  David  then  calleth  him  Lord,  how  is  lie  his  son?  And 

46  no  one  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither  dui'st 
any  man  from  that  day  forth  ask  him  any  more  que^ 
tions. 


23    Then  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitudes  and  to  his  dis- 

2  ciples,  saying,  The  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  sit  ou 

8  Moses'  seat:  all  things  therefore  whatsoever  they  bid 

you,  these  do  and  observe:  but  do  not  ye  after  their 

4  works;  for  they  say,  and  do  not.  Yea,  they  bind  heavy 
burdsus  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  lay  them  on 
men's  shoulders;    but  they  themselves  will  not  move 

5  them  with  their  finger.  But  all  their  works  they  do  for 
to  be  seen  of  mea:  for  they  make  broad  their  phylac- 

6  teries,  and  enlarge  the  borders  of  ilieir  garments,  and  love 
the  chief  place  at  feasts,  and  the  chief  seats  in  the  syn- 

7  agogues,  and  the  salutations  in  the  marketplaces,  and  to 

8  be  called  of  men.  Rabbi.     But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi : 

9  for  one  is  your  teacher,  and  all  ye  are  breUiren.  And 
call  no  man  your  father  ou  the  "earth:  for  ono  is  your 

10  Father,  which  is  in  lieaven.     Neither  be  ye  called  uias- 
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God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all 
thy  mind. 

88  This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment. 

89  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it.  Thou  shalt  lore  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself. 

Si  On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  tlielaw  and  the 
prophets. 

41  1[  While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together,  Jesus 
asked  them, 

42  Saying,  What  think  ye  of  Christ?  whose  son  is  he? 
They  say  unto  him,  Th&  son  of  David. 

43  He  saith  unto  them.  How  then  doth  David  in  spirit 
call  him  Lord,  sayiug, 

44  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies  tliy  footstool? 

45  If  David  then  call  him  Lord,  how  is  he  his  son? 

46  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither 
durst  any  man  from  that  day  forth  ask  him  any  more  quen- 
twnttj 

CHAPTER  XXHL 

1  Chritt  admonisheth  the  people  to  follow  the  good  doctrine^  not  t'le 
evil  examples,  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees.  5  His  disciples  mnrf 
beware  of  their  ambition.  18  He  denounceth  eight  woes  against 
Iheir  hypocrisy  and  blindness :  34  and  prophesieih  of  the  destruc- 
tion of  Jervisalem, 

THEN  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitude,  and  to  his  disci- 
ples, 
2  Saying,  The  scribea  and  the  Pharisees  sit  in  Moses' 
seat: 

8  All  theref<»re  whatsoever  they  bid  you  observe,  iJictt 
observe  and  do;  but  do  not  ye  after  their  works:  for  they 
say,  and  do  not. 

4  For  they  bind  heavy  burdens  and  grievous  to  be  borne, 
and  hiy  them  oa  men's  shoulders;  but  they  themselve$  will 
not  move  them  with  one  of  their  fingers. 

5  But  all  their  works  they  do  for  to  be  seen  of  men:  they 
make  bnmd  tlieir  i^ylacteries,  and  enlarge  the  bordei*s  of 
their  garments, 

6  And  love  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feasts,  and  the  chief 
seats  in  the  synagogues, 

7  And  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  of  men, 
Rabhi,  Rabbi. 

8  But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi:  for  one  is  your  Master, 
even  Christ;  and  all  ye  are  brethren. 

9  And  call  no  man  ^our  father  upon  the  earth :  for  one 
is  your  Father,  which  is  in  heaven. 

10  Neither  be  ye  called  masters: :  for  CFPe  is  your  Master, 
even  Christ.

11  ters:  for  one  is  your  master,  e'cen  the  Christ.  But  he 
13  that  is  greatest  among  you  shall  be  your  servant.  And 
whosoever  shall  exalt  himself  shall  he  humbled;  and 
whosoever  shall  humble  himself  shall  b3  exalted. 
13  But  woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites! 
because  ye  shut  the  kingdom  of  heaven  aaalnst  nun: 
for  ye  enter  not  iu  yourselves,  neither  suffer  }e  Ihcni 
that  are  entering  in  to  enter. 

15  Woe  unto  you,"scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye 
compass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselyte;  and  when 
he  is  become  so,  ye  make  him  twofold  more  a  son  of 
hell  than  yourselves. 

16  Woe  unto  you,  ye  blind  guides,  which  say.  Whosoever 
shall  swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing;  but  whosoever 
shall  swear  b}^  the  gold  of  the  temple,  he  is  a  debtor.  Ye 

17  fools  and  blind:  for  wliether  is  grenier,  the  gold,  or  the 

18  temple  that  hath  sanctified  tl*e  gold?  And,  Whosoever 
shall  swear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothing:  but  whosoever 
shall  swear  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it,  he  is  a  debtor. 

19  Ye  blind :  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gift,  or  the  altar  that 

20  sanctifieth  the  gift?  He  therefore  that  sweareth  by  the 
altar,  sweareth  by  it,  and  by  all  things  thereon.     And 

21  he  that  sweareth  by  the  terhple,  sweareth  by.it,  and  by 
23  him  that  dwelleth  therein.  .  And  he  that  sweareth  by 

the  heaven,  sweareth  by  the  throne  of  God,  and  by  him 
that  sitteth  thereon. 

23  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  arid  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
ye  tjthe  mint  and  anise  and  cummin,  and  have  left 
undone  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judgement, 
and  mercy,  and  faith;  but  these  ye  ought  to  have  done, 

24  and  not  to  have  left  the  other  imdone.  Ye  blind 
guides,  which  stnvin  out  the  gnat,  and  swallow  the 
camel. 

25  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees;  hypocrites!  for 
ye  cleanse  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  of  the  platter,  but 

26  within  they  are  full  from  extortion  and  excess.  Thou 
blind  Pharisee,  cleanse  first  the  inside  of  the  cup  and  of 
the  platter,  that  the  outside  thereof  may  become  clean 
also.  .  . 

S7  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites! 
f'jr  ye  are  like  unto  whited  sepulchres,  which  out- 
wanlly  appear  beautiful,  but  inwardly  are  full  of  dead 
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11  But  lie  that  is  greatest  amobg  you  shall  be  your  ser- 
vant. 

13  And  whosoever  shall  exalt  himself  shall  bo  abased ; 
and  he  that  shall  humble  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

13  T  But  woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites! 
for  ye  shut  up  the  kin^rdom  of  heaven  against  men :  for  ye 
nriiMr  i»o  ill  pourMltet*,  ueilher  suffer  "ye  them  that  are 
tntcring  lo  go  In. 

14  AVoe  unto  you,  Fcribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites! 
for  ye  devour  widows'  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make 
long  prayer:  therefore  ye  shall  i-eceive  the  greater  damna- 
tion. 

15  Woe  unto  you.  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
ye  compass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselyte,  and  when 
he  is  made,  ye  make  him  twofold  more  the  child  of  hell 
than  yourselves. 

16  Woe  unto  you,  ye  blind  guides,  which  say.  Whoso- 
ever shall  swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing:  but  whoso- 
ever shall  swear  by  the  gold  of  the  temple,  he  is  a  debtor! 

17  Te  fools  and  blind :  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gold, 
or  the  temple  that  sanctifieth  the  gold? 

18  And,  Whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothiqg: 
but  whosoever  gweareth  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it,  he  is 
guilty. 

19  Te  fools  and  blind :  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gift, 
or  the  altar  that  sanctifieth  the  gift? 

90  Whoso  therefore  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  sweareth  by 
it,  and  by  all  things  thereon. 

21  And  whoso  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  sweareth  by  it, 
and  by  him  that  dwelleth  therein. 

22  And  he  that  shall  swear  by  heaven,  sweareth  by  the 
throne  of  God,  and  by  him  that  sitteth  thereon. 

23  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
ye  pay  tithe  of  mint  and  anise  and  cummin,  and  have 
omitted  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy, 
and  faith :  these  ought  ye  to  have  done,  ana  not  to  leave 
the  other  undone. 

24  Te  blind  guides,  which  strain  at  a  gnat,  and  swallow 
a  camel. 

25  Woe  unto  you,  scril)es  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
e  make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  of  the  platter, 
lut  within  they  are  full  of  extortion  and  excess. 

26  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  cleanse  first  that  w/Mi  is  within 
the  cup  and  platter,  that  the  outside  of  them  may  be  clean 
^Iso. 

.  27  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
^^^  \ik^  nato suited  jsopnlchrost  which,  io^eed. appear 
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28  men's  bones,  fmd  of  all  undeanness.  Even  so  je  also 
outwardly  appear  righteous  unto  men,  but  inwardly  ye 
are  full  of  Hypocrisy  and  iniquity. 

;^9  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  1 
for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the  prophets,  and  garnish 

30  the  tombs  of  the  righteous,  and  say,  If  we  had  been  in 
the  days  of  our  fathers,  we  should  not  have  been  par- 

81  takers  with  them  in  the  blood  of  the  prophets.  Where- 
fore ye  witness  to  yourselves,   that  ye   are  sons  of 

83  them  that  slew  the  prophets.     Fill  ye  up  then  the 

83  measure  of  your  fathers.  Ye  serpents,  ye  offspring  of 
vipers,   how  shall   ye  escape  the  judgement  of  hell? 

84  Therefore,  behold,  I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and  wise 
men,  and  scribes:  some  of  them  shall  ye  kill  and  cru- 
cify; and  some  of  them  sUall  ye  scourge  in  your  syn- 

85  agogues,  and  persecute  from  city  to  city:  that  upon  you 
may  come  all  the  righteous  blood  shed  on  the  earth, 
from  the  blood  of  Abel  the  righteous  unto  the  blood 
of  Zochariah  son  of  Bamcbiah,  whom  ye  slew  between 

86  the  sanctuary  «md  the  altar.  Verily  1  say  unto  you, 
All  these  things  shall  come  upon  this  generation. 

C7  O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  which  killeth  the  prophets, 
and  st^neth  them  that  are  sent  unto  her!  how  often 
would  I  gave  gathered  thy  children  together,  even  Jis 
a  hen  githereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and 
38  ye  would  not!  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you

30  And  ^ay,  If  wu  had  been  in  the  days  of  our  fathers, 
we  would  nm  h^ve  been  partakere  with  them  in  the  blood 
uf  the  pro  pi  ids. 

SI  wherefore  je  be  witnesses  unto  yourselves,  that  ye 
arc  the  cbildnm  of  tliem  which  killed  the  prophets. 

3'3  Fill  ye  up  thtrn  the  me:isure  of  your  fathers. 

B3  Te  SL^rpetiL^t  V^  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  yc 
escJipe  the  daninattua  of  hell? 

34  t  Wherefore,  behold,  I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and 
uise  tiion.  find  scribes:  and  iome  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and 
LruciFy;  and  mint  of  them  shall  ye  scourge  in  your  syna- 
*jo,^iies,  fit! J  persecute  Viem  from  city  to  city: 

30  That  upc)n  you  may  come  aft  the  ri<^hteous  blood 
Hlicd  uptm  the  canh,  fl'ora  the  blood  of  righteous  Abel 
unto  the  blood  oE  Zacharitis  son  of  BarachTas,  whom  ye 
slew  Uctwetii  the  te:nple  and  the  altar.

pUeLs,  antl  sU^nLSt  them  which  are  sent  unto  thee,  how 
often  ivoukl  1  have  gathered  thy  children  together,  even 
as  a  IiLU  gatherelk  her  chickens  under  Iter  wings,  and  ye 
won  Id  nnt! 

38  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate. 

30  For  I  say  mUoyou,  Ye  shall  not  see  me  henceforth, 
1:11  ye  shall  »^y,  Blij^d  is  he  tlmt  cometh  in  the  name  of 
the  Lovd. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  Christ  foreielleth  the  destruction  of  the  temple :  3  wh/tt  and  koto 
qreat  calamities  shall  be  before  it :  29  t'le  siqns  of  his  coming  to 
judgment.  8<5  And  becalms  that  day  aitd  hour  is  utkftowiv^  4Z  W3 
otight  to  watch  like  good  servants^  expecting  ev^ry  tnoment  our 
master's  coming. 

AND  Jesus  went  out,  and  departed  from  the  temple, 
and  his  disciples  came  to  hiin  for  to  shew  him  tho 
buildings  of  the  temple. 

2  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  See  ye  not  all  these  things? 
verily  I  say  unto  you.  There  shall  not  be  left  here  one 
stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

3  ^  And  as  he  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives,  the  disci* 
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came  unto  Inm  privately,  saying,  Tell  us.  when  shall 
these  things  beV  and  what  shall  be  the  wgn  of  thy  com- 

4  ing,  and  of  the  end  of  the  world?  And  Jesus  nnsjwered 
and  said  unto  llieni,  Take  heed  that  uo  man  lead  you 

5  a^lray.    For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  1  am 

6  the  Christ;  and  shall  lead  many  asU-ay.  And  ye  shall 
hear  of  wars  and  rumours  of  wars:  bee  that  ye  be  not 
troubled:  for  these  things  must  needs  come  to  pass;  but 

7  the  end  is  not  yet.  For  ualiou  shall  rise  against  nation, 
and  kingdom  against  kingdom,  and  there  shall  be  fam- 

8  ines  and  earthquakes  in  divers  places.     But  all  thes« 

9  things  are  the  beginning  of  travail.  Then  shall  they 
deliver  you  up  unto  tribulation,  and  shall  kill  you:  and 
ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  the  nations  for  my  name's  sake. 

10  And  then  shall  many  stumble,  and  shall  deliver  up  one 

11  another,  and  ijhall  hate  one  another.    And  many  false 
1-2  prophets  shall  arise,  and  shail  lead  many  astray.    And 

Ixjcause  iniquity  shall  be  muliiplied,  the  love  of  the 

13  many  shall  wax  cold.    But  he  that  endurelh  to  the  end, 

14  the  same  shall  be  paved.  And  this  gospel  of  the  king- 
dom shall  be  preached  in  the  whole  woild  for  a  testi- 
mony unto  all  ihe  nations;  and  then  slmll  the  end  come. 

15  When  therefore  ye  see  the  abomination  of  desolation, 
-    which  was  spoken  of  by  Daniel  the  prophet,  standing 

in  the  holy  place  (let  him  that   readeth  understand), 

16  then  let  them  that  are  in  Judaea  flee  unto  the  moun- 

17  tains:  let  him  that  is  on  the  housetop  not  go  down  to 

18  take  out  the  things  that  are  in  his  house:  and  let  him 
that  is  in  the  field  not  return  back  to  take  his  cloke. 

19  But  woe  unto  them  that  are  with  child  and  to  them 

20  that  give  suck  in  those  days!    And  pray  ye  that  your 

21  flight  be  not  in  the  winter,  neither  on  a  sabbath:  for 
then  shall  be  great  tribulation,  such  as  hath  not  been 
from  the  beginning  of  the  ^  world  until  now,  no,  nor 

22  ever  shall  be.  And  except  those  days  had  been  short- 
ened, no  flesh  would  have  been  saved:  but  for  the 
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pies  came  unto  him  privately,  saying,  Tell  us,  when  shall 
these  things  be?  and  what  shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming, 
and  of  the  end  of  the  world? 

-  4  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Take  heed 
that  no  man  deceive  you. 

5  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ; 
and  siiall  deceive  many. 

6  And  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumoiws  of  wars:  sec 
that  ye  be  not  troubled :  for  all  these  t/iings  must  come  to 
pass,  but  the  eud  is  not  yet. 

7  For  nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom 
against  kingdom:  and  there  shall  be  famines,  and  pesti- 
lences, and  earthquakes,  in  diver?  places. 

.  8  All  these  are  the  bejrinning  of  sorrows. 

9  Then  shall  they  deliver  you  up  to  be  afflicted,  and 
shall  kill  yoii;  and  ye  shall  be  bated  of  all  nations  for  my 
name's  sake. 

10  And  then  shall  many  be  offended,  and  shall  betray 
one  another,  and  shall  hate  one  another. 

11  And  many  false  prophets  «hall  rise,  and  shall  deceive 
many. 

12  And  liecause  iniquity  sliall  abound,  the  love  of  many 
shall  wax  cold. 

13  But  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end,  the  same  shall 
be  saved. 

14  And  this  gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  preached  in 
all  the  work!  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations;  and  tiien  shall 
the  end  come. 

15  When  ye  therefore  shall  see  the  abomination  of  des6- 
lation,  spoken  of  by  Daniel  the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy 
place,  (whoso  readetli,  let  him  understand:) 

16  Then  let  them  which  be  in  Judaea  flee  into  the  moun- 
tains: 

17  Let  him  which  is  on  the  housetop  not  come  down  to 
take  anything  out  of  his  house: 

18  Neither  let  him  which  is  in  the  field  return  back  to 
take  Ids  clothes. 

19  And  woe  unto  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck  in  those  daysl 

20  But  pray  ye  that  your  ^ight  be  not  in  the  winter, 
neither  on  tlie  sabbath  day: 

21  For  then  shall  be  great  tribulation,  such  as  was  not 
since  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  this  time,  no,  nor  ever 
shall  be.. 

22  And  except  those  days  should  be  shortened,  there 
should  no  flesh  be  saved:  but  for  the  elect's  sake  those  dn  ys 
i^hull  be  shortened. 
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23  elect's  snke  those  days  shall  be  shortened.  Then  if  any 
man  shall  say  unto  you,   Lo,  here  is  the  Christ,  or, 

24  Here;  believe  it  not.  For  tliere  siiall  arise tahse  Cliri^, 
and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew  irreat  signs  amd  woa^ 
ders;  so  as  to  lead  astmy,  if  possible,  even  the  elect. 

25  Behohl,  I  have  told  you  ]>iforelui:id.     If  thei'efore  they 
2J  shall  say  unto  you,  Behold,  he  is  ia  tha  wilderness:  go 

not  forth:  BehoUl,  he  is  in  the  inner  chambers;  lielieve 

37  it  not.     For  as  the  lightning  comet h  forth  from  the 

east,  and  is  seen  even  unto  the  west;  so  shall  be  tho 

28  coming  of  the  Son  of  man.  Wheresoever  the  carcase  is, 
there  will  the  eagles  be  gathered  together. 

29  But  immediately,  after  the  tribulation  of  those  days, 
the  sun  shall  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give 
her  light,  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven,  and  the 

80  powers  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken:  and  then  shall 
appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  man  in  heaven:  and  then 
shall  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth  mourn,  and  they  shall 
see  the  Son  of  man  coming  on  the  clouds  of  heaven 

31  with  power  and  great  glory.  And  he  shall  send  forth 
his  angels  with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  they 
shall  gather  together  his  elect '  from  the  four  winds, 
from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the  other. 

32  Now  from  the  flg  ti*ee  learn  her  parable :  when  her 
branch  is  now  become  tender,  and  putteth  forth  ita 

33  leaves,  ye  know  that  the  summer  is  nigh;  even  so  ye 
also,  when  ye  see  all  these  things,  know  ye  that  be  is 

34  nigh,  even  at  the  doors.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  This^ 
generation  shall  aot  pass  away,  till  all  these  things  be 

35  accomplished.     Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  awav,  but 

36  my  words  shall  not  pass  away.  But  of  that  day  and  hour 
knoweth  no  one,  not  even  the  angels  of  heaven,  neither 

37  the  Son,  b  it  the  Father  only.     And  as  were  the  days  of 

38  Noah,  so  shall  be  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man.  For  as 
in  those  days  which  were  before  the  flood  they  were 
eating  and  drinking,  marrying  and  giving  in  marriage, 

39  until  the  day  that  Noah  ^tered  into  the  ark,  and  they 
knew  not  until  the  flood  came,  and  took  them  all  away; 

40  so  shall  be  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man.  Then  shall 
two  men  be  in  the  lield;  one  is  taken,  and  one  is  left: 

41  two  women  iJwM  be  grinding  at  the  mill;  one  is  taken. 
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23  Then  if  any  man  shall  say  unto  you,  Lo,  here  is 
Christ,  or  there;  believe *Y  not. 

24  For  there  shall  arise  false  Christs,  and  false  prophets, 
and  shall  shew  great  signs  and  wonders;  insomuch  that,  if 
it  were  possible,- they  shall  deceive  the  very  elect. 

2o  Behold,  I  have  told  you  before. 

28  Wherefore  if  they  shall  ssiy  unto  you.  Behold,  he  is 
in  the  desert;  go  not  forth:  behold,  lie  is  in  the  secret 
chambers;  believe  il  not. 

27  For  as  the  lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east,  and 
shineth  even  unto  the  west;  so  sliall  also  the  coming  of  the 
8on  of  man  be. 

28  For  wheresoever  the  carcase  is,  there  will  the  eagles 
be  gathered  toirether. 

29  1  Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  those  days 
shall  the  sun  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her 
li:<:ht,  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven,  and  the  powers 
of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken:

36  ^  But  of  tUfU  day  and  liour  knoweth  no  man,  no,  not 
the  anireld  of  lieaveri.  liut  my  Father  only. 

37  But  sua  the  i:Jay3  of  Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  coming 
of  the  SoTi  of  man  be* 

33  For  !H  iti  Uiq  days  that  were  before  the  flood  they 
were  eaLnvLTiiuiL  drinkinj^,  marrying  and  giving  in  marriage, 
unfil  the  diy  that  Nocj  entered  into  the  ark, 

39  And  knew  nrit  until  the  flood  came,  and  took  them 
all  away;  so  s^liall  al^io  (be  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be. 

40  Then  shall  two  be  in  the  field;  the  one  shall  betaken, 
and  the  Other  Ir^ft, 

41  Two  ipomeii  HhffH  5^  grinding  at  the  mill;  the  one  shall 
be  taken,  and  the  other  l*»ft. 
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43  and  one  is  left.    Watch  therefore:  for  ye  know  not  on 

43  what  day  your  Lord  cometh.  Bdt  kuow  tliis,  that  if 
the  master  of  the  house  had  known  in  what  walch  the 
thief  was  coming,  he  would  have  watched,  and  would 
not  have  suffered  his  house  to  he  hroken   through. 

44  Therefore  be  ye  also  ready:  for  in  an  hour  that  ye  thtiik 

45  not  the  Son  of  man  coineth.  Who  then  is  the  faithful 
and  wise  servant,  whom  his  lord  hath  set  over  hishouse- 

46  hold,  to  give  them  their  food  in  due  season?  Blessed 
is  that  servant,  whom  his  lord  when  he  c<:meth  shall  find 

47  so  doing.    Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  will  set  him 

48  over  all  that  he  hath.     But  if  that  evil  servant  shall  say 

49  in  his  hcait,  My  lord  tarrieth;  and  shall  begin  to  l)eat 
his  fellow-servants,  and  shall  eat  and  drink  with  the 

50  drunken;  the  lord  of  that  servant  shall  come  in  a  day 
when  he  expecteth  not,  and  in  an  hour  when  he  know- 

51  eth  not,  and  shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  his 
portion  with  tlie  hypocrites:  there  shall  be  the  weeping 
and  gnashing  of  teeth. 


25    Then  shall  the  kingdom  of  heaven  be  likened  unto  ten 
virgins,  which  took  their  lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet 

2  I  he  bridegroom.     And  five  of  them  were  foolish,  and 

3  five  were  wise.     For  the  foolish,  when  they  took  their

43  But  know  this,  that  if  the  goodman  of  tlie  honse  had 
known  in  wliut  waich  the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have 
watclieit,  and  woukl  tiot  have  suilered  his  aousc  tv>  be 
broken  up. 

44  Tlierefore  be  ye  also  ready;  for  in  such  an  houi  as  ye 
think  not  the  Son  of  miui  comelh. 

45  Who  tl^n  is  a  faithful  and  wise  servant,  whom  his 
lord  hath  made  rukr  over  his  household,  to  give  them  meal 
in  due  season? 

46  Blessed  is  that  serva&t,  whom  his  lord  when  he  com- 
eth  slwll  find  so  doing. 

47  Verily  I  say  uuto  you.  That  he  shall  make  him  ruler 
over  all  his  goods. 

48  But  and  if  that  evil  Si'rvaut  shall  say  in  his  heart,  3Iy 
lord  delayeth  his  coming; 

^  And  sliali  l)egin  to  smite  hU  fcllowservants,  and  to 
eat  and  drink  with  ihe  <lrunkc*n; 

50  The  lord  of  that  ss^ervant  fchall  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  not  lor  him,  and  in  an  hour  that  he  is  not  aware 
of, 

51  And  shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  Mm  his  por 
tion.  with  the  hypocrites:  there  shall  be  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth. 

CHAPTER  XXV. 

81  A2»o  the 
description  of  the  last  judgment. 

rilHEN  shall  tlie  kingdom  of  heaven  be  likened  unto  ten 
J  virgins,  which  took  their  lamps,  and  went  lorth  to  meet 
the  iiridegroom. 

2  And  live  of  tliem  were  wise,  and  five  ir^ere  foolish. 

3  They  tlmt  were  foolisli  took  their  lamps,  and  took  no 
oil  with  Ihem: 

4  But  the  wifae  took  oil  in  their  vesstds  with  their  lamps. 

5  While  the  bridegroom  tarried,  they  all  slumbered  and 

slept.  ; 

6  And  at  midnight  there  wns  a  cry  made*,  Behold,  the  / 
bridi'irooni  eometh;  g'»  ye  out  to  ujett  liin>. 

-  7  Tlien  all  tho«e  vir^irins  arose,  and  irinuncd  Hu  ir  lr.'n]>s. 

8  And  the  foolish  said  uuto  the  wise,  Give  us  of  your  oil; 
for  our  lamps  are  gone  out. 

9  But  the  wise  answered,  saying,  Nat  6o;  lest  there  be  not 
enough  for  us  and  you:  but  go  ye  rather  to  them  that  sell 
and  buy  for  yourselves. 

10  And  while  they  went  to  buy.  the  bridegroom  came-

Well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant;  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a

24  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  An  I  he  also  that  had  ro- 
cfive.l  the  one  tabnt  came  and  said.  Lord,  I  kni*w  thee 
that  thou  art  a  hard  num,  reaping  where  thou  didst  not 

25  sow,  anJ  gathering  where  thou  didst  not  scatter:  and  I 
was  afraict,  and  went  away  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the 

26  earth:  lo.  thou  hast  thine  own.  But  his  lord  answered 
and  said  unto  him,  Thou  wicked  and  slotliful  servant, 
thou  knewest  that  I  reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and  gather 

27  where  I  did  not  scatter;  thououghtest  therefore  to  have 
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and  they  that  were  ready  went  in  with  him  to  the  marriage . 
and  the  door  was  shut.

24  Tlien  kc  wliich  had  received  the  on«  tnlent  came  and 
sgiil.  Lord,  !  kni-nv  thee  that  thou  art  an  hard  man,  reaping 
where  thou  \\taaI  uot  sown,  and  gathering  where  thou  hast 
not  atmwcd; 

25  And  1  sfnm  rtfraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the 
eartb:  lo,  there  thr>u  hast  that  is  thine. 

2^  Hiss  lord  answered  and  said  unto  him,  T^om  wicked 
and  slothful  senant,  thou  knewest  that  I  reap  where  I 
sowed  not.  and  giUher  where  I  have  not  strawed: 

37  Thou  ought  rMt  therefore  to  have  put  my  money  to  the 
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put  my  money  to  the  bankers,  and  at  my  coming  I  should 

28  Lave  receiveU  back  miue  own  with  interest.  'J'ake  ye 
away  therefore  the  talent  from  liini,  and  give  it  unto 

29  him  that  hath  the  ten  talents.  For  uuto  every  one  that 
hath  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  have  abundance:  br.t 
from  him  that  hath  not,  even  that  which  he  hath  shall 

30  be  taken  away.  And  cast  ye  out  the  unprofitable  servant 
into  the  outer  darkness:  tliere  shall  be  the  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth.

28  Take  therefore  the  talent  from  him,  and  give  it  unto 
him  which  hath  tea  talents.

30  And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable  sei-vant  into  outer  dark- 
ness: there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.

38  When  saw  we  thee  a  stranger,  and  took  thee  in?  or 
naked,  and  clothed  thee? 

89  Or  w^hen  saw  we  Ihce  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  came 
unto  theo? 

40  And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  Inasmuch  as  yc  have  done  it  unto  cne  of 
the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me. 

41  Then  shall  he  say  jjIso  unto  them  on  the  left  hand. 
Depart  from  mc,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared 
for  the  devil  and  his  angels: 

.  42  For  I  was  an  hungred,  and  ye  gave  me  no  meat:  I 
was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no  drmk:

10  But  Jesus  perceiving  it  said  unto  them,  Why  trouble 
ye  the  woman?  for  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work 

11  upon  me.    For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you;  but 
13  me  ye  have  not  always.     For  in  that  she  poured  tliis 

ointment  upon  my  body,  she  did  it  to  prepare  me  for 

13  burial.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gos- 
pel shall  be  preached  in  the  whole  world,  that  also 
which  this  woican  hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a 
memorial  of  her. 

14  Then  one  of  the  twel  vc,  who  was  called  Judas  Iscariot, 

15  went  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  said.  What  are  ye  will- 
ing to  give  me,  and  I  will  cleliver  him  unto  you?    And 

16  they  weighed  unto  him  thirty  pieces  of  silver.    And 
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45  Then  shall  he  answer  them,  isaymg.  Verily  I  say  nnto 
you.  InaaiuucU  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  ieast  of  Uieac, 
ye  did  it  not  to  me. 

45  And  tltese  shall  go  away  into  everlasADg  pumshmcnt: 
but  the  righteous  into  life  eternaL

3  Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
scribes,  and  the  elders  of  the  people,  unto  the  palace  of 
the  high  priest,  who  was  called  Caiaphas, 

4  And  consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty, 
and  kill  htm. 

5  But  they  said,  Not  on  the  feast  dayy  lest  there  be  an 
uproar  among  the  people. 

6  ^  Now  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of 
Simon  the  leper, 

7  There  came  unto  him  a  woman  having  an  alabaster 
box  of  very  precious  ointment,  and  poured  it  on  his  heijd, 
as  he  sat  at  rnecU. 

8  But  when  his  disciples  saw  it,  they  had  indignation, 
sayinj?,  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste? 

9  For  this  ointment  might  have  been  sold  for  much,  and 
given  to  the  poor, 

10  When  Jesus  understood  it,  he  said  unto  them.  Why 
trouble  ye  the  woman?  for  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work 
upon  me. 

11  For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you;  but  me  yo 
have  not  always. 

13  For  in  that  she  hath  poured  this  ointment  on  my 
body,  she  did  it  for  my  burial. 

13  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall 
be  preached  in  the  whole  world,  there  shall  also  this,  that 
this  woman  hath  done,  be  told  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

14  Tf  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Judas  Iscariot,  went 
imto  the  chief  priests, 

15  And  said  wUo  them.  What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will 
deliver  him  unto  you?  And  they  covenanted  with  him 
for  thirty  pieces  of  silver. 
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from  that  time  be  sought  opportuuity  to  deliver  him 
unto  them. 

17  Now  on  the  first  day  of  unleavened  l;read  tlie  dipciples 
came  to  Jesus,  saying,  Where  wilt  tliou  lliat  we  make 

18  ready  for  thee  to  eat  the  passover?  And  he  said,  Go 
into  the  city  to  such  a  man,  and  Fay  unto  him,  The 
Master  saith,  My  lime  is  at  hand;  I  keep  the  passover 

19  at  thy  house  with  my  disciples.  And  the  disciples  did 
as  Jesus  appointed  them;  and  they  made  ready  the  pass- 

20  over.   Now  when  even  was  come,  he  was  sittingatmeat 

21  with  the  twelve  disciples;  and  as  they  were  eating,  he 
said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  one  of  you  shall  hetray 

22  me.    And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  began 

23  to  say  unto  him  every  one,  Is  it  I,  Lord?  And  he  an- 
swered and  said,  He  that  dipped  his  hand  with  me  in

goeth,  even  as  it  is  written  of  him:  but  woe  unto  that

Judas,  which  betrayed  him,  answered  and  said,  Is  it  I, 

26  Rabbi?  He  saith  unto  him.  Thou  hast  said.  And  as 
thev  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and 
brake  it;  and  he  gave  to  the  disciples,  and  said.  Take, 

27  eat;  this  is  my  body.    And  he  took  a  cup,  and  gave 

28  thanks,  and  gave  to 'them,  saying,  Drink  ye  all  of  it;  for 
this  is  my  blood  of  the  covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many 

29  unto  remission  of  sins.  But  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not 
drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that 
day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my  Father's  king- 
dom. 

80  And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out  un- 
to the  mount  of  Olives. 

31  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended 
in  me  this  night:  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock  shall  be  scattered 

82  abroad.     But  after  I  am  raised  up,  I  will  go  be'fore  you 

33  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  answered  and  said  unto  him. 
If  all  shall  be  offended  in  thee,  I  will  never  be  offended. 

34  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  that  this 
night,  before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

85  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Even  if  I  must  die  with  thee,  y^** 
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16  And  from  tliat  time  be  sought  opportunity  to  bctrny 
him. 

17  ^  Now  the  fii-st  drii/  of  the  ^east  <?f  unleavened  brend 
the  disciples  came  to  Jesus,  saying  unto  hira,  Where  wilt 
thou  tliat  we  prepare  for  thee  to  eat  tlie  passover? 

18  And  he  said.  Go  into  the  city  to  such  a  man,  and  say 
unto  him,  The  Master  saitli,  My  time  is  at  hand;  I  will 
keep  the  passover  at  thy  house  witli  my  disciples. 

19  And  the  dispiples  did  as  Jesus  had  appointed  them ; 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

20  Now  when  the  even  was  come,  lie  sat  down  witli  the 
twelve. 

21  And  as  they  did  eat,  he  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
that  one  of  you  shall  betray  me. 

22  And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  began  every 
one  of  them  to  say  unto  him,  Lord,  is  it  I? 

23  And  he  answered  and  said.  He  that  dippeth  his  hand 
with  me  in  the  dish,  the  same  shall  betrajr  me. 

24  The  Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  is  wntten  of  him :  but 
woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed!

25  Then  Judas,  which  l)et rayed  him,  answered  and  said, 
Master,  is  it  I?

87  while  I  go  yonder  and  piay.  And  he  took  with  him 
Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  2^bedee,  and  hegan  to  be 

88  sorrowful  and  sore  troubled.  Then  saith  he  unto  them. 
My  soul  is  exceedingly  sorrowful,  even  unto  death: 

.  3d  abide  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me.  And  he  went  for- 
ward a  little,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and  prayed,  saying, 
O  my  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  away 
from  me:  neverthekssy  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt. 

40  And  he  cometh  unto  the  disciples,  and  findeth  them

42  flesh  is  weak.  Again  a  second  time  lie  went  away,  and 
prayed,  saying,  O  my  Father,  if  this  cannot  pass  awa^', 

48  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done.  And  he  came  agam 
and  found  them  sleeping,  for  their  eyes  were  heavy. 
44  And  he  l^t  them  again,  and  went  away,  and  prayed  a 
4o  third  time,  saying  again  the  same  words.  Then  cometh 
he  to  the  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them.  Sleep  on  now, 
and  take  your  rest:  behold,  the  hour  is  at  hand,  and  the 
Son  of  man  is  betrayed  unto  the  hands  of  sinners. 

46  Arise,  let  us  be  going:  behold,  he  is  at  hand  that  betray- 
eth  me. 

47  And  while  he  ^et  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
came,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and 
staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people. 

48  Now  he  that  betrayed  him  gave  them  a  sign,  saying, 

49  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  is  he:  take  him.  And 
straightway  he  came  to  Jesus,  and  said.  Hail,  Rabbi; 

50  and  kissed  him.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Friend,  <2f> 
that  for  which  thou  art  come.     Then  they  came  and 

51  laid  hands  on  Jesus,  and  took  him.  And  behold,  one

87  And  he  took  with  him  Peter  and  the  two  sons  of 
Zebedee,  and  began  to  he  soirowful  and  very  heavy. 

88  Then  saith  he  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sor- 
rowful, even  unto  death :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me. 

89  And  he  went  a  little  farther,  and  fell  on  bis  face,  and 
prayed,  saying,  O  my  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup 
pass  from  me:  nevertheless  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  mlt. 

40  And  he  cometh  unto  the  disciples,  and  findeth  them 
asleep,  and  saith  unto  Peter,  What,  could  ye  not  watch 
with  me  one  hour? 

il  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation: 
the  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

42  He  went  awaj'  again  the  second  time,  and  prayed, 
saying,  O  my  Father,  if  tbis  cup  may  not  pass  away  from 
me,  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done. 

43  And  he  eame  and  found  them  asleep  again :  for  their 
eye'?  were  heavy. 

44  And  he  left  them,  and  went  away  again,  and  prayed 
the  third  time,  saying  the  same  words. 

45-  Then  cometh  he  to  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them. 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  ^owr  rest:  behold,  the  hour  is  at 
hand,  and  tbe  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
sinners. 

46  Rise,  let  us  be  going:  behold,  he  is  at  hand  that  doth 
betray  me. 

47  %  And  while  he  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  came,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords 
and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people. 

48  Now  he  that  betrayed  him,  gave  them  a  sign,  saying.

57  And  they  that  had  taken  Jesus  led  him  away  to  the

58  the  elders  were  gathered  together.  But  Peter  followed 
him  afar  off,  unto  the  court  of  the  high  priest,  and  en- 

59  tered  in,  and  sat  with  the  officers,  to  see  the  end.  Now 
the  chief  priests  and  the  whole  council,  sought  false  wit- 
ness against  Jesus,  that  they  might  put  him  to  death ; 

60  and  they  found  it  not,  though  many  false  witnesses 

61  came.  But  afterwaid  came  two,  and  said.  This  man 
said,  I  am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of  God,,  and  to

and  said  unto  him.  Answerest  thou  nothing?  what  is  it

64  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Thou 
hast  said:  nevertheless  I  say  unto  you,  Henceforth  ye 
shall  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of 

65  power,  and  coming  on  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the 
high  priest  rent  his  garments,  saying,  He  hath  spoken 
blasphemy:  what  fuither  need  have  we  of  witnesses? 

66  behold,  now  ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy:  what  think 
ye?    They  answered  and  said.  He  is  worthy  of  death. 

67  Then  did  they  spit  in  his  face  and  buffet  him:  and  some 
18  smote  him  with  the  palms    of  their   hands,   saying, 

Prophesy  unto  us,  thou  Christ:  who  is  he  that  struck 
thee? 

69  Now  Peter  was  sitting  without  in  the  court:  and  a 
maid  came  unto  him,  stiying,  Thou  also  wasi  with 
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and  be  sliall  presently  give  me  more  than  twelve  legions  ot 
angels. 

54  But  how  then  shall  the  scriptures  be  fulfilled,  that 
thus  it  must  be? 

55  In  that  same  hour  said  Jesus  to  the  multitudes.  Arc 
ye  come  out  as  against  a  liiief  with  swords  and  staves  for 
to  take  me?  I  sat  daily  with  you  teaching  in  the  temple, 
and  ye  laid  no  hold  on  me. 

56  But  all  this  was  done,  that  the  scriptures  of  the  pro- 
phets might  be  fulfilled.  Tben  all  the  disciples  forsook 
him,  and  fled. 

"  57  ^]  And  they  that  had  laid  hold  on  Jesus  led  him  away 
to  Caiaphas  tlie  high  priest,  where  the  scribes  and  the  elders 
were  assembled. 

58  But  Peter  followed  him  afar  off  unto  the  high  priest's 
palace,  and  went  in,  and  sat  with  the  servants,  to  see  the 
end. 

59  Now  the  chief  priests,  and  ciders,  and  all  the  council, 
sought  false  witness  against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death; 

60  But  found  none:  yea,  though  many  false  witnesses 
came,  yet  found  they  none.  At  the  last  came  two  false 
witnesses, 

61  And  said.  This  ftUow  said,  T  am  able  to  destroy  the 
temple  of  God,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days. 

62  And  the  high  priest  arose,  and  said  unto  him, 
Answerest  thou  nothing?  what  U  it  uMch  these  witness 
against  thee? 

^63  But  Jesus  held  his  peace.  And  the  high  priest 
nnswered  and  said  unto  him,  I  adjure  thee  by  the  living 
God,  that  thou  tell  us  whether  thou  be  the  Christ,  the  Son 
of  God. 

64  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Thou  hast  said:  nevertheless  I 
say  unto  you.  Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  ^on  of  man  sitting 
on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  ot 
heaven. 

65  Then  the  high  priest  lent  his  clothes,  saying,  He 
hath  spoken  blasphemy;  what  further  need  have  we  of 
wilnesses?  behold,  now  ye  have  heard  his  blasphemy. 

66  What  think  ye?  They  answered  and  said,  He  is 
guilty  of  death. 

67  Then  did  they  spit  in  his  face,  and  buffeted  him;  and 
others  smote  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands, 

C8  Saying,  Prophesy  unto  us,  thou  Christ,  Who  is  he 
thit  smote  thee? 

69  ^  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace:  and  a  damsfl 
came  unto  him,  saying,  Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of 
Galilee. 
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70  Jesus  the  Galilsean.     But  he  denied  before  them  all, 

71  saying,  I  know  not  what  thou  say  est.  And  when  he' 
was  gone  out  into  the  porch,  another  maitl  saw  him» 
and  saith  unto  them  that  were  there,  This  man  also  was 

72  with  Jesus  the  Nazarene.     And  again  he  denied  with 

73  an  oath,  I  know  not  the  man.  And  after  a  little  while 
they  that  stood  by  carae  and  said  to  Peter,  Of  a  truth 
thou  also  art  one  of  tliem;  for  thy  speech  bewrayetli 

74  thee.     Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear,  I  know 

75  not  the  man.  And  straightway  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  remembered  the  words  which  Jesus  had  said, 
Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And 
he  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 


27    Now  when  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests 
and  the  elders  of  the  people  took  counsel  against  Jesus 

2  to  put  him  to  death :  and  they  bound  him,  and  led  him 
away,  and  delivered  him  up  to  Pilate  the  governor. 

3  Then  Judas,  which  betrayed  him,  when  he  saw  that 
he  was  condemned,  repentea  himself,  and  brought  back 
tlie  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  ancl  elders, 

4  saying,  I  have  sinned  in  that  I  betrayed  innocent  blood. 

5  But  they  said,  What  is  that  to  us?  see  thou  to  it.  And 
he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  into  the  sanctuary,  and 

6  departed ;  and  he  went  away  and  hanged  himself.  And 
the  chief  priests  took  the  pieces  of  silver,  and  said,  It  is 
not  lawful  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  since  it  is  the 

7  price  of  blood.  And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought 
with  them    the  potter's  field,    to  bury  strangers   in. 

8  Wherefore  that  field  was  called.  The  field  of  blood,  unto 

9  this  day.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by 
Jeremiah  the  prophet,  saying.  And  they  took  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was  priced,  whom 
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70  But  be  denied  before  tJiem  all,  sayiug,  I  know  not 
"what  tbou  sayest. 

71  And  wben  be  was  gone  out  into  tbe  porcb,  anotber 
maid  saw  bim,  and  said  unto  tbem  tbat  were  tbere,  Tbis 
fellow  was  also  witb  Jesus  of  Nazaretb. 

7^  And  again  be  denied  witb  an  oatb,  I  do  not  know 
the  man. 

73  And  after  a  while  came  unto  him  they  that  stood  by. 
and  said  to  Peter,  Surely  tbou  also  art  one  of  tbem ;  for 
thy  speech  bewrayetb  thee. 

74  Then  began  be  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know 
not  the  man.     And  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

75  And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  Jesus,  which 
said  unto  bim,  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  sbalt  deny  me 
thrice.    And  be  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 

CHAPTER  XXVII. 

1  Christ  is  delivered  bound  io  Pilate.  8  Judas  hangeth  himself.  19 
Pilate^  admoni^ied  of  his  wife,  24  washeth  his  h/inds:  26  and 
looseth  Barabbas.  29  Christ  is  crovmed  with  thorns,  84  crucified, 
40  reviled,  50  dieth,  and  is  buried ;  66  his  sepulchre  is  sealed,  and 
watched. 

WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests 
and  elders  of  the  people  took  counsel  against  Jesus 
to  put  bim  to  death: 

2  And  when  they  bad  bound  him,  they  led  Jiim  away, 
and  delivered  bim  to  Pontius  Pilate  tbe  governor. 

3  IT  Then  Judas,  which  bad  betrayed  bim,  wben  be  saw 
that  be  was  condemned,  repented  himself,  and  brought 
again  tbe  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  tbe  chief  priests  and 
elders, 

4  Saying,  I  have  sinned  in  that  I  have  betrayed  tbe 
innocent  blood.  And  they  said.  What  is  that  to  us?  sec 
thou  to  that. 

5  And  be  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  tbe  temple, 
and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  himself. 

6  And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said. 
It  is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because 
it  is  tbe  price  of  blood. 

7  And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  tbe 
potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers  in. 

8  Wherefore  that  field  was  called,  Tbe  field  of  blood, 
unto  tbis  day. 

9  Then  was  fulfilled  tbat  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy 
the  prophet,  saying.  And  they  took  tbe  thirty  pieces  of 
silver,  tbe  price  of  bim  tbat  was  valued,  whom  they  of  tbe 
children  of  Isi'ael  did  value; 
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10  certain  of  the  child reu  of  Israel  did  price;  and  they  gave 
them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me. 

11  Now  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor:  and  the  gov- 
ernor asked  him,   saying,   Art  thou  the  King  of  the 

12  Jews?  And  Jesus  said  "unto  him,  Thou  sayest.  And 
when  he  was  accused  \)y  the  chief  priests  and  elders, 

13  he  answered  nothing.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  him, 
Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things  they  witness  against 

14  thee?  And  he  gave  him  no  answer,  not  even  to  one 
word:  insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 

15  Now  at  the  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release 
unto  the  multitude  one  prisoner,   whom   they  would. 

16  And  they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas. 

17  When  therefore  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them,  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you? 

18  Baiabbas,  or  Jesus   which    is  called   Cliiist?    For  he 

19  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him  up.  And 
while  he  wasgitting  on  the  judgement-seat,  his  wife  sent 
unto  him,  saying.  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
righteous  man:  for  I  have   suffered  many  things  this 

20  day  in  a  dream  because  of  him.  Now  the  chief  priests 
and    the  elders  persuaded   the    multitudes    that  they 

21  should  ask  for  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  But  the 
governor  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Whether  of  the 
twain  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you?    And  they  said, 

22  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  What  then  shall  I 
do  unto  Jesus  which  is   called  Christ?    They  all  say, 

23  Let  him  be  crucitied.  And  he  said,  Why,  what  evil 
hath  he  done?    But  they  cried  out  exceedingly^  saying, 

24  Let  him  be  cnicified.  So  when  Pilate  saw  that  he  pre- 
vailed nothing,  but  rather  that  a  tumult  was  arising,  he 
took  water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude, 
saying,  1  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  righteous 

25  man:  see  ye  to  it.     And  all  the  people  answered  and 

26  said.  His  blood  he  on  us,  and  on  our  children.  Then 
released  he  unto  them  Barabbas,  but  Jesus  he  scourged 
and  delivered  to  be  crucified. 

27  Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the 
palace,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band.     And 

28  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe.     And 

29  they  plaited  a  crown  of  thorns  and  put  it  upon  his  head 
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10  And  gave  Ihem  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord 
appointed  me. 

11  And  Jesus  Rteod  before  the  governor:  and  tlie  gover- 
nor asked  him,  staying.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews? 
A-nd  Jesus  siiid  unto  him,  Thou  sayest. 

12  And  When  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing. 

13  Then  said  Pilate  unto  him,  Uearest  thou  not  how 
many  things  they  witness  against  thee? 

14  And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word;  insomuch 
that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 

15  Now  at  thai  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release 
unto  the  people  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would. 

16  And  they  had  then  a  notiible  prisouer,  called  Barab- 
bas. 

17  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them,  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you? 
Barabbas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ? 

18  For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him, 

19  ^  When  lie  was  set  down  on  the  judgment  seat,  his 
wife  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with 
that  just  man:  for  I  have  suffered  many  things  this  day 
in  a  dream  l)ecau8e  of  him. 

20  But  the  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  mul:i- 
tude  that  they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus. 

21  The  governor  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Whether 
of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you?  They  said, 
Barabbas. 

22  Pilate  saith  imto  them.  What  shall  I  do  then  with 
Jesus  which  is  calletl  Christ?  They  all  stiy  unto  him,  Lot 
hira  be  crucified. 

23  And  the  governor  said,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 
But  they  cried  out  the  n  ore,  saying.  Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  ^  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but 
ihfd  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and  washed 
7m  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of 
the  blood  of  this  just  person :  see  ye  to  it. 

25  Then  answered  all  the  people,  and  said.  His  blood  be 
on  us.  and  on  our  children. 

26  1[  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them:  and  when 
he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered  Jiim  to  be  crucified. 

'27  Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the 
common  hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band  of 

28  And  they  stA'ipped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlei 
robe. 

29  *;  And  when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorub, 
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and  a  reed  in  Ins  ridit  hand;  and  they  kneeled  down 
before  bim,  and  mocKed  liiin,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the 

80  Jewsl    And  they  spat  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed  and 

81  smote  bim  on  the  head.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
him,  they  took  off  from  him  the  robe,  and  put  on  him 
his  garments,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify  bim. 

32  And  as  tbey  came  out.  they  found  a  man  of  Cvrene, 
Simon  byname:  him  they  compelled  to  go  with  them 

83  tbat  he  might  bear  his  cross.  And  when  they  were 
come  unto  u  place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say,  The 

34  place  of  a  skull,  they  gave  him  wine  to  drink  mingled 
with  gall:  and  when  he  had  tasted  it,  he  would  not 

35  drink.     And  when  they  had  crucified  him,  they  parted 

36  bis  garments  among  them,  casting  lots:  and  they  sat 

37  and  watched  him  there.  And  tbey  set  up  over  his  head 
his  accusation  wiitten,   this  is  jesus  the  king  of 

38  THE  JEWS.     Then  are  there  crucified  with  him  two  rob- 

39  bers,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  one  on  the  left.  And 
thev  that  passed  by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  heads, 

40  and  saying,  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  build- 
est  it  in  three  days,  save  tbyself :  if  thou  art  the  Son  of 

41  God,  come  down  from  the  cross.  In  like  manner  also 
tbe  chief  priests  mocking  Mm,  with  tbe  scribes  and 

43  elders,  said,  He  saved  others;  himself  he  cannot  save. 
He  is  the  King  of  Israel ;  let  him  now  come  down  from 

43  tbe  cross,  and  we  will  believe  on  him.  He  trustelh  on 
God;  let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  desireth  him:  for 

44  be  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  And  the  robbers  also 
that  were  crucified  with  him  cast  upon  him  the  same 
reproach. 

45  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all 

46  the  land  until  tbe  nintb  hour.  And  about  the  ninth 
hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli, 
lama  sabachthani?  tbat  is,  my  God,  my  God,  why  lyast 

47  tbou  forsaken  me?  And  some  of  them  that  stood  there, 
when  they  heard  it,   said,   This  man  calletk  Elijah. 

4S  And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  sponge, 
and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  an :i  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave 
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they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand:  and 
they  oowed  the  knee  before  hira,  and  mocked  him,  sayings 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  ' 

SO  And  thej  spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and 
smote  him  on  the  head. 

31  And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  the 
robe  off  from  him,  and  put  his  own  niiment  on  him,  and 
led  him  away  to  crucify  Jum, 

32  And  as  they  came  out,  they  found  a  man  of  Cyrene, 
Simon  by  name:  him  they  compelled  to  hear  his  cross. 

33  And  when  they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Gol- 
gotha, that  is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  skul), 

'4i  ^  They  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  galk 
and  when  he  had  tasted  tkereof,  he  would  not  drink> 

35  And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  liis  garments, 
casting  lots:  that  it  might  he  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
by  the  prophet.  They  parted  my  garments  among  them, 
and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  iots. 

36  And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there; 

37  And  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  wrtttcn,  THIS 
IS  JKSU8  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

38  Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him,  on« 
on  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left« 

39  Y  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging  their 
heads, 

40  And  saying,  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the  Son 
of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross. 

41  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  him,  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said, 

42  He  saved  others;  himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  l)e 
the  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him. 

43  He  trusted  in  God;  let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he 
ivill  have  him:  for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 

44  The  thieves  also,  which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast 
the  same  in  his  teeth. 

45  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  uU 
the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour. 

46  And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  n  louil 
voice,  sjiying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani?  that  is  to  say, 
My  God,  my  God,  why  bast  thou  forsaken  me? 

47  Some  of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard  thaty 
said,  This  man  calleth  for  Elias. 

48  And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  spungc, 
and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  t^  on  a  reed,  and  gave 
him  to  drink. 
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49  him  to  drink.     And  the  rest  said,  Let  be  ;•  let  us  see 

.50  whether  Elij'ih  rometh  to  save  him.     And  Jesus  cried 

again  with  a  loud  voice,  and  yielded   up  his 'spirit. 

51  And  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth  did  quake; 

52  and  thij  rocks  were  rent;  and  the  tombs  were  opened; 
and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  that  had  fallen  asleep 

,  53  were  raised ;  and  coming  forth  out  of  the  tombs  after 
his  resurrection  they  entered  into  the  holy  city  and  ap- 

54  peared  unto  many.  Now  the  centurion,  and  tlity  that 
were  witli  him  watching  Jesus,  when  they  saw  the 
earthquake,  and  the  things .  that  were  done,  feared  ex- 
ceedingly, saying,    Truly   this   was  the  Son  of  God. 

55  And  many  w^omen  were  there  beholding  from  afar, 
which  had  followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto 

56  him:  among  whom  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  ilie 
mother  of  James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of  the  sons 
of  Zebedee. 

57  And  when  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man 
from  Arimathoea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was 

58  Jesus'  disciple:  this  man  went  to  Pilate,  and  asked  for 
the  body  of  Jesus.     Then  Pilate  commanded  it  to  be 

59  given  up.    And  Joseph  took  the  body,  and  wrapped  it 

60  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  ]iis  own  new  tomb, 
wljich  he  had  hewn  out  in  the  rock :  and  he  rolled  a 

61  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  tomb,  and  departed.  And 
Mary  Magdalene  was  there,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting 
over  against  the  sepulchre. 

62  Now  on  the  morrow,  w^hich  is  the  day  after  the  Prep- 
aration, the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  were  gath- 

63  ered  together  unto  Pilate,  saying.  Sir,  we  remember 
that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  alive.  After 

64  three  days  I  rise  again.  Command  therefore  that  the 
sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  haply 
his  disciples  come  and  steal  him  away,  and  say  unto  the 
people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead:  and  tbe  last  enor 

Co  will  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto  them.  Ye 
have  a  guard:  go  your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can. 

66  So  they  went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the 
stone,  the  guard  being  with  thern.

49  The  rest  said,  Let  be,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will 
come  to  save  him. 

50  ^  Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice, 
yielded  up  the  ghost. 

51  Aod,  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth  did  quake,  and 
the  rocks  rent; 

53  And  the  graves  were  opened ;  and  many  bodies  of  the 
saints  wiiich  slept  arose, 

53  And  came  out  of  flie  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and 
went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many. 

54  Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they  that  were  with 
him,  watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things 
that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  saying,  Truly  this  was 
the  Sou  i.f  God. 

55  And  many  women  were  there  beholding  afar  off, 
which  followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  him: 

56  Amona:  which  was  Mar^'  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the 
mother  of  James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of  Zebedee's 
children. 

57  When  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of 
ArirnathflBa,  named  Joseph,^  who  also  himself  was  Jesus' 
discipte : 

58  He  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 
Then  Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered. 

59  And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it 
in  a  clean  linen  cloth, 

60  And  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn 
out  in  the  rock:  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of 
the  sepulchre,  and  departed. 

61  And  there  was  ^Mary  Magdnlene,  and  the  other  Mary, 
sitting  over  against  the  sepulciire. 

62  if  Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the 
preparation,  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  together 
unto  Pilate, 

63  Saying,  Sir,  we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said, 
while  he  was  yet  alive,  After  three  days  1  will  rise  again. 

64  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made  sure 
until  the  third  day,  lept  his  disciples  come  by  night,  and 
steal  hiro  away,  and  say  unto  the  people.  He  is  risen  from 
the  dead :  so  tiie  last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first. 

65  Pilate  said  uulo  them,  Ye  have  a  watch:  go  your  way, 
make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can. 

66  So  they  went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing 
the  stone,  and  setting  a  watch. 
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1  The  beginning  of  ths  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son 
of  God. 

3  Even  as  it  is  written  in  Isaiah  the  prophet, 

Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy  face, 
Who  shall  prepare  thy  way; 
8         The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
Make  ve  ready  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
Make  his  paths  straight; 

4  John  came,  who  baptised  in  the  wilderness  and  preached 
the  baptism  of   repentance    unto    remission   of  sins. 

5  And  there  went  out  unto  him  all  the  country  of  Judaea, 
and  all  they  of  Jeinisalem;  and  they  were  baptized  of 

6  him  in  the  river  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.  And 
John  was  clothed  with  camel's  hair,  and  had  a  leathern 
girdle  about  his  loins,  and  did  eat  locusts  and  wild 

7  honey.  And  he  preached,  saying,  There  cometh  after 
me  he  that  is  mightier  than  I,  the  latchet  of  whose 

8  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  stoop  down  and  unloose.  I 
baptized  you  with  water;  but  he  shall  baptize  you  with 
the  Holjr  Ghost. 

0  And  It  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  Jesus  came 
from  Nazareth  of  Galilee,  and  was  baptized  of  John  in 

10  the  Jordan.  And  straightway  coming  up  out  of  the 
water,  he  saw  the  heavens  rent  asunder,  and  the  Spirit 

11  as  a  dove  descending  upon  him:  and  a  voice  came  out 
of  the  heavens,  Thou  art  my  beloved  Son,  in  thee  I  am 
well  pleased. 

12  And  straightway  the  Spirit  driveth  him  forth  into  the 

13  wilderness.  And  he  was  in  the  wilderness  forty  days 
tempted  of  Satan;  and  he  was  with  the  wild  beasts;  and 
the  angels  ministered  unto  him. 

14  N"ow  after  that  John  was  delivered  tip,  Jesus  came 

15  into  Galilee,  preaching  the  gospel  of  God,  and  saying, 
The  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of  God  is  at 
hand:  repent  ye,  and  believe  in  the  gospel. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

1  The  oJBUce  of  John  tht  Baptist.  0  Jems  is  hapiixed,  12  tempted,  14 
hepreacheth:  IQccMeth  Fete-,  Andrew,  Jrmes  and  John:  a3  heal- 
eth  one  that  liad  a  devdy  39  Peter"* s  mott.er  in  law^  82  many  d.s- 
eased  persons,  41  and  cleanseth  the  lepei: 

'"pHE  beginniug  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Sou 
X     of  God; 

2  As  it  is  wHtten  in  the  prophets,  Behold,  I  send  my 
messenger  before  Ihy  face,  which  shall  prepare  Ihy  way  be- 
fore thee. 

8  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  Ihe  wilderness,  Prepare  ye 
the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight. 

4  John  did  baptize  in  the  wilderness,  and  preach  the 
baptism  of  repentjince  for  tlie  remission  of  sins. 

5  And  there  went  out  unto  him  all  the  land  of  JudsBa, 
and  they  of  Jerusalem,  and  were  all  baptized  of  him  in  the 
river  of  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins. 

6  And  John  was  clothed  with  camel's  hair,  and  with  a 
girdle  of  a  skin  about  his  loins;  and  he  did  eat  locusts  and 
wild  honey; 

7  And  preached,  saying,  There  cometh  one  mightier  than 
I  after  me,  the  latchet  of  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to 
stoop  down  and  unloose. 

8  I  indeed  have  baptized  you  with  water:  but  he  shall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

9  And  it  CAme  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  Jesus  came 
from  Nazareth  of  Galilee,  and  was  baptized  of  John  in 
Jordan. 

10  And  straightway  coming  up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw 
the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Spirit  like  a  dove  descending 
upon  him: 

11  And  there  came  a  vcice  from  heaven,  Mying,  Thou 
art  my  beloved  Sou,  in  wb')m  I  am  well  pleased. 

12  And  immediately  tlie  spirit  driveth  him  into  the  wil- 
derness. 

18  And  he  was  there  in  the  wilderness  forty  days,  temp- 
ted of  Satan;  and  was  with  the  wild  beasts;  and  the  angels 
ministered  unto  him. 

14  Now  after  that  John  was  put  in  prison,  Jesus  came 
into  Galilee,  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom  of  God, 

15  And  saying.  The  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  at  hand:  repent  ye.  and  be]icvc  the  gospel. 
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16  And  passing  along  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw 
Simon  and  Andrew  the  brother  of  Simon  casting  a  net 

17  in  the  sea:  for  they  were  fishers.  And  Jesus  aaid  unta 
them,  Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  become 

18  fishers  of  men.     And  straightway  they  left  the  nets,  and 

19  followed  him.  And  going  on  a  little  further,  he  saw 
James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  who 

20  also  were  in  tiie  boat  mending  the  nets.  And  straight- 
way he  called  them:  and  they  left  their  father  Zebedee 
in  the  boat  with  the  hired  servants,  and  went  after  him. 

21  And  they  go  into  Capernaum;  and  straightway  on  the 
sabbath  day  ho  entered  into  the  synagogue  and  taught. 

22  And  they  were  astonislied  at  his  teaching:  for  he  taught 

23  them  as  having  authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes.  And 
straightway  there  was  in  their  synagogue  a  man  with 

24  an  unclean  spirit;  and  he  cried,  out,  saying,  What  have 
we  to  do  with  thee,  thou  Jesus  of  Kazareth?  art  thou 
come  to  destroy  us?  I  know  thee  who  thou  art,  the 

25  Holy  One  of  God.     And  Jesus  rebuked  liim,  saying, 

26  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out  of  him.  And  the  un- 
clean spirit,  tearing  him  and  crying  with  a  loud  voice, 

27  came  out  of  him.  And  they  were  all  amazed,  insomuch 
that  they  questioned  among  themselves,  flaying,  What 
.is  this?  a  new  teaching!  with  authority  he  commandeth 

28  even  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  obey  him.  And  the 
report  of  him  went  out  straightway  everywhere  into  all 
the  region  of  Galilee  round  about. 

29  And  straightway,  when  they  were  come  out  of  the 
synagogue,  they  came  into  the   house  of  Simon  and 

30  Andrew,  with  James  and  John.  Now  Simon's  wife's 
mother  lay  sick  of  a  fever;  and   straightway  they  tell 

81  him  of  her:  and  he  came  and  took  her  bv  the  hand,  and 
raised  her  up ;  and  the  fever  left  her,  ana  she  ministered 
unto  them. 

82  And  at  even,  when  the  sun  did  set,  they  brought  unto 
him  all  that  were  sick,  and  them  that  were  possessed 

33  with  devils.     And  all  the  city  was  gathered  together  at 

34  the  door.    And  he  healed  many  tliat  were  sick  with 
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16  Now  as  he  walked  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw  Simon 
and  Andrew  his  brotlier  casting  a  net  into  the  sea:  for  they 
were  fishers. 

17  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Come  ye  after  me,  and  I 
will  make  you  to  become  fishers  of  men, 

18  And  straightway  they  forsook  their  nets,  and  followed 
him. 

19  And  when  he  bad  gone  a  little  farther  thence,  he  saw 
James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  who  also 
were  in  the  ship  mending  their  nets. 

20  And  straightway  he  called  them :  and  tliey  left  their 
father  Zebedee  in  the  ship  with  the  hired  servants,  and 
went  after  him. 

21  And  they  went  into  Capernaum:  and  straightway  on 
the  sabbath  day  he  entered  into  the  synagogue,  and  taught. 

22  And  they  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine:  for  he 
taught  them  as  one  that  had  authority,  and  not  as  the 
scribes. 

23  And  there  was  in  their  synagogue  a  man  with  an  un- 
clean spirit;  and  he  cried  out, 

24  Saying,  Let  W5  alone;  what  have  we  to  do  with  thee, 
thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth?  art  thou  come  to  destroy  us?  I 
know  thee  who  thou  art,  the  Holy  One  of  God. 

25  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying,  Hold  thy  peace,  and 
come  out  of  him. 

26  And  when  the  unclean  spirit  had  torn  him,  and  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  came  out  of  him. 

27  And  they  were  all  amazed,  insomuch  that  they  ques- 
tioned among  themselves,  saying,  What  thing  is  this?  what 
new  doctrine  is  this?  for  with  authority  commandeth  he 
even  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  do  obey  him. 

28  And  immediately  his  fame  spread  abroad  throughout 
all  the  region  round  about  Galilee. 

29  And  forthwith,  when  they  were  come  out  of  the  syn- 
as:ogue,  they  entered  into  the  house  of  Simon  and  Andrew, 
with  James  and  John. 

30  But  Simon*s  wife's  mother  lay  sick  of  a  fever,  and 
anon  they  tell  him  of  her. 

31  And  he  came  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  lifted 
her  up ;  and  immediately  the  fever  left  her,  and  she  min- 
istered unto  them. 

32  And  at  even,  when  the  sun  did  set,  they  brought  unto 
him  all  that  were  diseased,  and  them  That  were  possessed 
with  devils. 

33  And  all  the  city  was  gathered  together  at  the  door. 

34  And  he  healed  many  that  were  sick  of  divers  diseases,

clivers  diseases,  and  cast  out  many  devils;  and  he  suffered 

not  the  devils  to  speak,  because  they  knew  him, 

85      And  in  the  morning,  a  great  while  before  day,  he 

rose  up  and  went  out,  and  departed  into  a  desert  place, 

36  and  there  prayed.     And  Simon  and  they  that  were  with 

87  him  followed  after  him;  and  they  found  him,  and  say 

38  unto  him,  All  are  seeking  thee.  And  he  saith  unto 
them,  Let  us  go  elsewhere  into  the  next  towns,  that  I 
may  preach  there  also;  for  to  this  end  came  I  forth. 

39  And  he  w^ent  into  their  synagogues  throughout  all  Gali> 
lee,  preaching  and  casting  out  devils. 

40  And  there  cometh  to  him  a  leper,  beseeching  iim, 
and  kneeling  down  to  him,  and  saying  unto  him.  If  thou 

41  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean.  And  being  moved  with 
compassion,  he  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  touched 
him,  and  saith  unto  him,  I  will;  be  thou  made  clean. 

42  And  straightway  the  leprosy  departed  from  him,  and  he 

43  was  made  clean.     And  he  strictly  charged  him,  and 

44  straightway  sent  him  out,  and  saith  unto  him,  See  thou 
say  nothing  to  any  man :  but  go  thy  way,  shew  thyself  to 
the  priest,  and  offer  for  thy  cleansing  the  things  which 

45  Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them.  But  he 
went  out,  and  began  to  publish  it  much,  and  to  spread 
abroad  the  matter,  insomuch  that  Jesus  could  no  more 
openly  enter  into  a  city,  but  was  without  in  desert 
places:  and  they  came  to  him  from  every  quarter. 


2  And  when  he  entered  again  into  Capernaum  after 

3  some  days,  it  was  noised  that  he  was  in  the  house.  And 
many  were  gathered  together,  so  that  there  was  no  longer 
room  for  them,  no,  not  even   about  the  door:  and  he 

3  spake  the  word  jinto  them.     And  they  come,  bringing 

4  unto  him  a  man  sick  of  the  palsy,  borne  of  four.  Ana 
when  they  could  not  come  nigh  unto  him  forthe  crowd, 
they  uncovered  the  roof  where  ne  was;  and  when  they 
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and  ca8t  out  many  devils;  and  suffered  not  the  devils  to 
speak,  because  they  knew  him. 

35  And  in  the  morning,  rising  up  a  great  while  before 
day,  he  went  out,  and  departed  into  a  solitary  place,  and 
there  prayed. 

36  Ana  Simon  and  they  that  were  with  him  followed 
after  him. 

37  And  when  they  had  {jund  him,  they  said  unto  him. 
All  men  seek  for  thee. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them,  Let  us  go  into  the  next  towns, 
that  I  may  preach  there  also:  tor  therefore  came  I  forth. 

39  And  he  preached  in  their  synagogues  throughout  all 
Galilee,  and  cast  out  devils. 

40  And  there  came  a  leper  to  him.  beseeching  him,  and 
kneeling  down  to  him,  and  saying  unto  him.  If  thou  wilt, 
thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

41  And  Jesus,  moved  with  compassion,  put  forth  1m 
hand,  and  touched  him,  and  saith  unto  him,  I  will;  be  thou 
clean. 

42  And  as  soon  as  he  had  spoken,  immediately  the  lep- 
rosy departed  from  him,  and  he  was  cleansed. 

6  And  he  straitly  charged  him,  and  forthwith  sent  him 
away; 

44  And  saith  unto  him.  See  thou  say  nothing  to  any 
man :  but  go  thy  way,  shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer 
for  thy  cleansing  tliose  things  which  Moses  commanded, 
for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

45  But  he  went  out,  and  began  to  publish  it  much,  and 
to  blaze  abroad  the  matter,  insomuch  that  Jesus  could  no 
more  openly  enter  into  the  city,  but  was  without  in  desert 
places :  aftd  they  came  to  him  from  every  quarter. 

CHAPTER  n. 

1  Christ  healeth  one  sick  of  the  palsy,  14  cnXleth  Matthew  frwn,  tJie 
receipt  of  custom,  lo  eat?th  with  publicans  and  sinners.  18  ex- 
cuseth  his  disciples  for  not  fasting,  23  and  for  plucking  the  ears 
of  corn  on  the  sabbath  day. 

ND  again  he  entered  into  Capernaum  after  some  days; 
and  it  was  noised  that  he  was  in  the  house. 
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2  And  straightway  many  were  gathered  together,  inso- 
much that  there  was  no  room  to  receive  tJiem,  no,  not  so 
much  as  about  the  door:  and  he  preached  the  word  unto 
them. 

3  And  they  come  unto  him.  bringing  one  sick  of  the 
palsy,  which  was  borne  of  four. 

4  And  when  they  could  not  come  nigh  unto  him  for  the 
press,  they  uncovered  the  roof  where  he  was:  and  when 
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had  broken  it  up,  they  let  down  the  bed  whereon  the 

5  sick  of  the  palsy  lay.  And  Jesus  seeing  their  faith  saith 
unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy.  Son.  thy  sins  are  forgiven. 

6  But  there  were  certain  of  tlie  scribes  sitting  there,  and 

7  reasoning  in  their  hearts.  Why  doth  this  man  thus  speak? 
he  bhisphemeth:  who  can  forgive  sins  but  one,  even 

8  God?  And  straightway  Jesus,  perceiving  in  liis  spirit 
tliat  they  so  reasoned  within  themselves,  saith  unto  them, 

9  Why  reason  ye  these  things  in  your  hearts?  Whether 
is  easier,  to  say  to  tlie  sick  of  the  palsy,  Thy  sins  are 
forgiven;  or  to  say,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and 

10  walk?  But  that  ye  may  know  that  theSoAof  man  hath 
power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins  (lie  saith  to  tlie  sick  of 

11  tlje  palsy),  I  say  unto  thee.  Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and 

13  go  unto  thy  house.  And  he  arose,  and  straightway  took 
up  the  bed,  and  went  forth  before  them  all;  insomuch 
that  they  were  all  amazed,  and  glorified  God,  saying, 
We  never  saw  it  on  this  fashion. 

18      And  he  went  forth  again  by  the  sea  side;  and  all  the 

14  multitude  resorted  unto  him,  and  he  taught  them.  And 
as  he  passed  by,  he  saw  Levi  the  son  of  Alphseus  sitting 
at  the  place  ot  toll,  and  he  saith  unto  him,  Follow  me. 

15  And  he  arose  and  followed  him.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  he  was  sitting  at  meat  in  his  llou:^e,  and  many  pub- 
licans and  sinners  ^at  down  with  Jesus  and  liis  disci- 
ples:  for  there  were   many,  and  they  followed  him. 

16  And  the  scribes  of  the  Pharisees,  when  they  .saw  that 
he  was  eating  with  the  sinners  and  publicans,  said  unto 
his  disciples.  He  eateth   and  drinketh  with  publicans 

17  and  sinners.  And  when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  saith  unto 
them.  They  that  are  whole  have  no  need  of  a  physician, 
but  they  that  are  sick:  I  came  not  to  call  the  righteous, 
but  sinners. 

18  And  John's  disciples  and  the  Pharisees  were  fasting: 
and  they  come  and  say  unto  him,  Why  do  John's  disci- 
ples and  the  disciples  of  the  Pharisees  fast,  but  thy  dis- 

19  ciples  fast  not?  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Can  the  sons 
of  the  bride-chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with 
them?  as  long  as  they  have  the  bridegroom  with  them. 

20  they  cannot  fast.    But  the  days  will  come,  when  the 
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they  h.vd  broken  it  up,  they  let  down  the  bed  wherein  the 
sick  of  the  palsy  lay. 

5  When  Jesus  saw  their  faith,  he  said  unto  the  sick  of 
the  palsy.  Son,  thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee. 

6  But  there  were  certain  of  the  scribes  sitting  there,  and 
reasoning  in  their  hearts, 

7  Why  doth  this  man  thus  speak  blasphemies?  who  can 
forgive  sins  but  God  only? 

8  And  immediately  when  Jesus  perceived  in  his  spirit 
that  they  so  reasoned  within  themselves,  he  said  unto  them, 
Why  reason  ye  these  things  in  your  hearts? 

9  Whether  is  it  easier  to  say  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,  Thy 
Fins  be  forgiven  thee;  or  to  say,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy 
bed,  and  walk? 

10  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath 
power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins,  (he  saith  to  the  sick  of  the 
palsy,) 

11  1  say  unto  thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go 
thy  way  into  thine  house. 

12  And  immediately  he  arose,  took  up  the  bed,  and  went 
forth  before  them  all ;  insomuch  that  they  were  all  aniiized, 
and  glorifled  God,  saying,  We  never  saw  it  on  this  fashion. 

13  And  he  went  forth  again  by  the  sea  side;  and  all  the 
multitude  resorted  unto  him,  and  he  taught  them. 

14  And  as  he  passed  by,  he  saw  Levi  the  son  of  Alphseua 
sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom,  and  said  unto  him,  Follow 
me.     And  he  arose  and  followed  him. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  his 
house,  many  publicans  and  sinners  sat  also  together  with 
Jesus  and  his  disciples:  for  there  were  many,  and  they 
followed  him. 

16  And  when  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  saw  him  eat  with 
publicans  and  sinners,  they  said  unto  his  disciples,  How  is 
it  that  he  eateth  and  drinketh  with  publicans  and  sinners? 

17  Wlien  Jesus  heard  it,  he  saith  unto  them.  They  that 
are  whole  have  no  need  of  the  physician,  but  they  that  arie 
sick:  I  came  not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  re- 
pentance. 

18  And  tlie  disciples  of  John  and  of  the  Pharisees  used 
to  fast:  and  they  come  and  say  unto  him.  Why  do  the  dis 
ciples  of  John  and  of  the  Pharisees  fast,  but  thy  disciples 
fast  not? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Can  the  children  of  the 
bridechamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with  them? 
as  long  as  they  have  the  bridegroom  with  them,  they  can- 
not fast. 

20  But  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall 
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bridegroom  shall  be  taken  away  from  them,  and  then 
31  will  they  fast  in  that  day.  No  man  seweth  a  piece  of 
undressed  cloth  on  an  old  garment:  else  that  which 
should  fill  it  up  taketh  from  it,  the  new  from  the  old, 
23  and  a  worse  rent  is  made.  And  no  man  putteth  new 
wine  into  old  wine-skins:  else  the  wiue  will  buret  the 
skins,  and  the  wine  perisheth,  and  the  skins:  but  tliey 
put  new  wine  into  fresh  wine-skins. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  was  going  on  the  sab- 
bath day  through  the  cornfields;  aud  his  disciples  began. 

24  as  they  went,  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn.  And  the 
Pharisees  said  unto  him.  Behold,  why  do  they  on  the 

35  sabbath  day  that  which  is  not  lawful?  And  he  said 
unto  them.  Did  ye  never  read  what  David  did,  when  he 
had  need,  and  was  an  hungred,  he,  and  they  that  were 

26  with  him?  How  he  entered  into  the  house  of  God  when 
Abiathar  was  high  priest,  and  did  eat  the  shewbread. 
which  it  is  not  lawful  to  eat  save  for  the  priests,  and  gave 

27  also  to  them  that  were  with  him?"  And  he  said  unto 
them.  The  sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not  man  for 

28  the  sabbath :  so  that  the  Bon  of  man  is  lord  even  of  the 
sabbath. 


3      And  he  entered  again  into  the  synago^e;  and  there 

2  was  a  man  there  which  had  his  hand  withered.  And 
they  watched  him,  whether  he  would  heal  him  on  the 

3  sabbath  day ;  that  they  might  accuse  him.  And  he  saith 
unto  the  man  that  had  his  hand  withered,  Stand  forth. 

4  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Is  it  lawful  on  the  sabbath 
day  to  do  good,  or  to  do  harm?  to  save  a  life,  or  to  kill? 

5  But  they  held  their  peace.  And  when  he  hjid  looked 
round  about  on  them  with  anger,  being  grieved  at  the 
hardening  of  their  heart,  he  saith  unto  the  man.  Stretch 
forth  thy  hand.     And  he  stretched  it  forth:  and  his 

6  hand  was  restored.  And  the  Pharisees  went  out,  and 
straightway  with  the  Herodians  took  counsel  against 
him,  how  they  might  destroy  him. 
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be  taken  away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those 
days. 

21  No  man  also  sewetli  a  piece  of  tew  cloth  on  an  old 
ciirment:  else  the  new  piece  that  filled  it  up  taketh  away 
from  the  old,  and  the  rent  is  made  worse. 

2^  And  no  man  putteth  new  wino  into  old  bottles:  clfio 
the  new  wine  dolh  burst  the  bottles,  and  the  wine  is 
spilled,  and  the  bottles  will  be  marred :  but  new  wine  must 
Ikj  put  into  new  bottles. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  went  through  the  corn 
fields  on  the  sabbath  day:  and  his  disciples  began,  as  they 
went,  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn. 

24  And  the  Pharisees  said  unto  him,  Behold,  why  do 
they  on  the  sabbath  day  that  which  is  not  lawful? 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  never  read  what 
David  did,  when  he  had  need,  and  was  an  hungred,  he, 
and  they  that  were  with  him? 

26  How  he  went  into  the  house  of  God  in  the  days  of 
Abiathar  the  liigh  priest,  and  did  eat  the  shcwbread,  which 
is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the  priests,  and  gave  also  to 
them  which  were  with  him? 

27  And  he  said  unto  them.  The  sabbath  was  made  for 
man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath: 

28  Therefore  the  Son  of  man  U  Lord  also  of  the  sab- 
bath. 

CHAPTER  m. 

1  Christ  healeth  the  toithered  tuind,  10  ayid  many  other  infirmities: 
11  rebuketh  the  unclean  spirits:  IZdkOoseth  his  twelve  apostles: 
2si  convinceth  the  blasphemy  of  casting  o^U  devils  by  Beelzebub: 
'il  and  aheweth  who  are  his  brother,  siner,  and  moth^. 

AND  he  entered  again  into  the  synagogue;  and  there 
was  a  man  there  which  had  a  withered  hand. 

2  And  they  watched  him,  whether  he  would  heal  him  on 
the  sabbath  day;  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

3  And  he  saith  unto  the  man  which  had  the  withered 
hand,  Stand  forth.' 

4  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Is  it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the 
sabbath  days,  or  to  do  evil?  to  save  life,  or  to  kill?  But 
they  held  their  peace. 

5  And  when  he  had  looked  round  about  on  them  with 
anger,  being  grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  he 
.saith  unto  the  man,  Stretch  forth  tliine  hand.  And  ho 
stretched  it  out:  and  his  hand  was  restored  whole  as  the 
other. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  went  forth,  and  straightway  took 
counsel  witli  the  Herodians  against  lum,  how  they  might 
destroy  him. 
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7  And  JesuB  with  his  disciples  withdrew  to  the  sea:  and 
a  great  multitude  from  Galilee  followed:  and  from  Ju- 

8  dsea,  and  from  Jemsalem,  and  from  Idumeea,  and  beyond 
Jordan,  and  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  great  multitude, 

9  hearing  what  great  things  he  did,  came  unto  him.  And 
he  spake  to  his  disciples,  that  a  little  boat  should  wait 
on  him  because  of  the  crowd,  lest  they  should  throng 

10  bim:  for  he  had  healed  many;  insomuch  that  as  many  i 
as  had  plagues  pressed  upon  him  that  they  might  touch 

11  him.  And  the  unclean  spirits,  whensoever  they  beheld 
him,  fell  down  before  him,  and  cried,  saying,  Thou  art 

13  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  charged  them  much  that  they 
should  not  make  him  known. 

13  And  he  goeth  up  into  the  mountain,  and  calleth  unto 
him  whom  he  himself  would:  and  they  went  unto  him. 

14  And  he  appouited  twelve,  that  they  might  be  with  him, 

15  and  that  he  might  send  th(  m  forth  to  preach,  and  to 

16  have  authority  to  cast  out  devils:  and  Simon  he  sur- 

17  named  Peter;  and  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John 
the  brother  of  James;  and  them  he  surnamed  Boaner- 

18  ges,  which  is,  Sons  of  thunder:  and  Andrew,  and  Philip, 
and  Bartholomew,  and  Matthew,  and  Thomas,  and 
James  the  son  of  Alphaeus,  and  Thaddaeus,  and  Simon 

19  the  CananiBan,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  which  also  betrayed 
him. 

20  And  he  cometh  into  a  house.  And  the  muldtude 
coineth  together  again,  so  that  they  could  not  so  much 

21  as  eat  bread.  And  when  his  friends  heard  it,  they 
went  out  to  lay  hold  on  him:  for  they  said.  He  is  beside 

22  himself.  And  the  scribes  which  came  down  from 
Jerusalem  said,  He  hath  Beelzebub,  and,  By  the  prince 

28  of  the  devils  casteth  he  out  the  devils.    And  he  called 

them  unto  him,  and  said   unto  them  in  parables.  How 

24  can  Batan  cast  out  Satan?     And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided 

2o  against  itself,  that  kingdom  cannot  stand.     And  if  a 

house  be  divided  against  itself,  that  houge  will  not  be 

26  able  to  stand.  And  if  Satan  hath  risen  up  against  him- 
self, and  is  divided,  he  cannot  stand,  but  hath  an  end. 

27  But  no  one  can  enter  into  the  house  of  the  strong  train. 
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7  But  Jesus  withdrew  himself  with  his  disciples  to  tlie 
sea:  and  a  great  multitude  from  Galileo  followed  him,  and 
from  Judsea, 

8  And  from  Jerusalem,  and  from  Idumaea,  and/rom  be- 
yond Jordan;  and  they  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  great  mul- 
titude, when  they  had  heard  what  great  things  he  did,  came 
unto  him. 

9  And  he  spake  to  his  disciples,  that  a  small  ship  should 
wait  on  him  because  of  the  multitude,  lest  they  should 
tlirong  him. 

10  For  he  had  healed  many;  insomuch  that  they  pressed 
upon  him  for  to  touch  him,  as  many  as  had  plagues. 

11  And  unclean  spirits,  when  they  saw  him,  fell  down 
before  him,  and  cried,  saying,  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 

12  And  he  straitly  charged  them  that  they  should  not 
make  him  known. 

13  And  he  goethup  into  a  mountain,  and  calleth  unto  hhn 
whom  he  would:  and  they  came  unto  him. 

14  And  he  ordained  twelve,  that  they  should  be  with  him, 
and  that  he  might  send  them  forth  to  preach, 

15  And  to  have  power  to  heal  sicknesses,  and  to  cast  out 
devils: 

16  And  Simon  he  surnamed  Peter; 

17  And  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  the  brother 
of  James;  and  he  surnamed  them  Boanerges,  which  is.  The 
sons  of  thunder: 

18  And  Andrew,  and  Philip,  and  Bartholomew,  and 
Matthew,  and  Thomas,  and  James  the  son  of  Alphseus,  and 
Thaddaeus,  and  Simon  the  Canaauite, 

19  And  Judas  Iscariot,  which  also  betrayed  him:  and 
they  went  into  an  house. 

20  And  the  multitude  cometh  together  again,  so  that  they 
could  not  so  much  as  cat  bread. 

21  And  when  his  friends  heard  of  it,  they  went  out  to  lay 
hold  on  him:  for  they  said,  He  is  beside  himself. 

22  T  And  the  scribes  which  came  down  from  Jerusalem 
said.  He  hath  Beelzebub,  and  by  the  prince  of  the  devils 
casteth  he  out  devils. 

23  And  he  called  them  ^tnio  1dm,  and  said  unto  them  in 
parables,  IIow  can  Satan  cast  out  Sa^an? 

24  And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided  against  itself,  that  king- 
dom cannot  stand. 

25  And  if  a  house  be  divided  against  itself,  that  house 
cannot  stand. 

26  And  if  Satan  rise  up  against  himself,  and  be  divided, 
he  cannot  stand,  but  hath  an  end. 

27  No  man  can  enter  into  a  strong  man's   house,  ami

and  spoil  bis  ^oods,  except  he  first  biod  tbe  strong  mtuv; 

28  and  then  he  will  spoil  bis  house.  Verily  I  say  unlo  you. 
Alltheir  sins  shall  be  forgiven  unto  tbe  sons  of  men. 
and  their  blasphenaies  wherewith  soever  they  shall  blas- 

29  pheme:  but  whosoever  shall  blaspheme  against  the  Holy 
Spirit  hath  never  forffiveness,  but  is  guilty  of  an  eternal 

80  sin:  because  they  said,  He  hath  an  unclean  spirit. 
31      And  there  come  his  mother  and  his  brethren;  and, 
standing  without,  they  sent  unto  him.,  calling  him. 

33  And  a  multitude  was  sitting  about  him;  and  they  say 
unto  him.  Behold,  thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  without 

38  seek  for  thee.     Ana  he  answereth  them,  and  saith, 

34  Who  is  my  mother  and  my  brethren?  And  looking 
round  on  them  which  sat  round  about  him,  he  saith, 

35  Behold,  my  mother  and  my  brethren  1  For  whosoever 
shall  do  the  will  of  €k)d,  the  same  is  my  brother,  and 
sister,  and  mother. 


4  And  again  he  began  to  teach  by  the  sea  side.  And 
there  is  gathered  unto  him  a  veiy  great  multitude,  so 
that  he  entered  into  a  boat,  and  sat  in  tlie  sea;  and  all 

2  the  multitude  were  by  the  sea  on  the  land.  And  he 
taught  them  many  tmngs  in  parables,  and  said  unto 

3  them  in  his  teaching,  Hearken:  Behold,  the  sower  went 

4  forth  to  sow :  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  some 
seed  fell  hy   the    way  side,   and  the  birds  came  and 

5  devoured  it.  And  other  fell  on  the  rocky  ground, 
where  it  had  not  much    earth;    and    straightway  it 

6  sprang  up,  because  it  had  no  deepness  of  earth:  and 
when  the  sun  was  risen,  it  was  scorched;  and  because 

7  it  had  no  root,  it  withered  away.  And  other  fell 
among  the  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and  choked 

8  it,  and  it  yielded  no  fruit.  And  others  fell  into  the 
good  ground,  and  yielded  fruit,  growing  up  and  in- 
creasing; and  brought  forth,  thirtyfold,  and  sixty  fold, 

9  and  a  hundredfold.  And  he  said,  Who  hath  ears  to 
hoar,  let  him  hear. 
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28  For  the  earth  bringeth  forth  fruit  of  herself;  first  the 
blade,  then  the  ear,  after  that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear. 

29  But  when  the  fruit  is  brought  forth,  immediately  he 
putteth  in  the  sickle,  because  the  harvest  is  come. 

30  •[  Aud  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  we  liken  the  king- 
dom of  God?  or  with  what  comparison  shall  we  compare 
it? 

31  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which,  when  it  is  / 
sown  in  the  earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the  / 
eartli : 

32  But  when  it  is  sown,  it  growelh  up,  and  becometh 
greater  than  all  herbs,  and  shooteth  out  great  branches;  so 
that  the  fowls  of  the  air  may  lod^e  under  the  shadow  of  it. 

33  And  with  many  such  parables  spake  he  the  word  un- 
to them,  as  they  were  able  to  hear  it. 

34  But  Without  a  parable  spake  he  not  unto  them:  and 
when  they  were  alone,  he  expounded  all  things  to  his 
disciples. 

35  And  the  same  day,  when  the  even  was  come,  he 
sjuth  unto  them,  Let  us  pass  over  unto  the  other  side. 

36  And  when  they  had  sent  away  the  multitude,  they 
took  him  even  as  he  was  in  the  ship.  And  there  were  also 
with  him  other  little  ships. 

37  And  there  arose  a  great  storm  of  wind,  and  the  waves 
beat  into  the  ship,  so  that  it  was  now  full. 

38  And  he  was  in  the  hinder  part  of  the  ship,  asleep  on 
a  pillow :  and  they  awake  him,  and  say  unto  him.  Master, 
carest  thou  not  that  we  perish? 

39  And  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  said  unto 
the  sea.  Peace,  be  still.  And  the  wind  ceased,  and  there 
was  a  great  calm. 

40  And  he  said  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  so  fearful?  how 
is  it  that  ve  have  no  faith? 

41  And  they  feared  exceedingly,  and  said  one  to  another. 
What  manner  of  man  is  this,  that  even  the  wind  and  the 
sea  obey  him? 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Christ  deliveri-ng  the  possessed  of  the  legion  of  deviU,  18  they  enter 
into  the  swine.  25  He  healeth  the  woman  of  the  bloody  isaue^  35 
and  raiseth  from  death  the  daughter  of  Jairus. 

^     A   ND  they  came  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  into 
J:\.  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes. 

2  And  when  he  was  come  out  of  the  ship,  immediately 
there  met  him  out  of  the  tombs  a  man  with  an  unclean 
spirit, 

3  Who  had  his  dwelling  among  the  tombs;  and  no  man 
could  bind  him,  no,  not  with  chains: 
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4  no,  not  with  a  chain ;  because  that  he  had  been  often 
bound  with  fetters  and  chains,  and  the  chains  had 
been  rent  asunder  by  him,  and  the  fetters  broken  in 

5  pieces:  and  no  man  had  strength  to  tame  him.  And 
always,  niglit  and  day,  in  the  tombs  and  in  the  moun- 
tains, he  was  crying  out,  and   cutting  himself  with 

6  stones.     And  when  he  saw  Jesus   from  afar,  he  ran 

7  and  worshipped  him  ;  and  crying  out  with  a  loud 
voice,  he  saith.  What  have  I  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus, 
thou  Son  of  the  Most  High  God?    I  adjure  thee  by 

8  God,  torment  me  not.     For  he  said  unto  him.  Come 

9  forth,  thou  unclean  spirit,  out  of  the  man.  And  he 
asked  him.  What  is'  thy  name?    And  he  saith  unto 

10  him.  My  name  is  Legion;  for  we  are  many.  And  he 
besought  him  much  that   he  would  not    send  them 

11  away  out  of  the  country.     Now  there  was  there  on  the 

12  mountain  side  a  great  herd  of  swine  feeding.  And  they 
besought  him,  saying,  Send  us  into  the  swine,  that  we 

13  may  enter  into  them.  And  he  gave  them  leave.  And 
the  unclean  spirits  came  out,  and  entered  into  the 
swine:  arid  the  herd  rushed  down  the  steep  into  the  sea, 
in  number  about  two  thousand;  and  they  were  choked 

14  in  the  sea.  And  they  that  fed  them  fled,  and  told  it  in 
the  city,  and  in  the  country.     And  they  came  to  see 

15  what  it  was  that  had  come  to  pass.  Ana  they  come  to 
Jesus,  and  behold  him  that  was  possessed  with  devils 
sitting,  clothed  and  in  his  right  mind,  erenhua.  that  had 

16  the  legion :  and  they  were  afraid.  And  they  that  saw  it 
declared  unto  them  how  it  befell  him  that  was  possessed 

17  with  devils,  and  concerning  the  swine.    And  they  began 

18  to  beseech  him  to  depart  from  their  borders.  And  as  he 
was  entering  into  the  boat,  he  that  hf\d  been  possessed 
with  devils  besought  him  that  he  might  be  with  him. 

19  And  he  suffered  him  not,  but  saith  unto  him.  Go  to  thy 
house  unto  thy  fiiends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things 
the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee,  and  how  he  had  mercy  on 

20  thee.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  began  to  publish  in 
Decapolis  how  great  things  Jesus  had  done  for  him:  and 
all  men  did  marvel. 

21  And  when  Jesus  had  crossed  over  again  in  the  boat 
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4  Because  that  he  had  been  often  bound  with  fetters  and 
chains,  and  the  chains  had  been  plucked  asunder  by  him, 
and  the  fetters  broken  in  pieces:  neither  could  any  maw 
tame  him. 

5  And  always^  night  and  day,  he  was  in  the  mountains, 
and  in  the  tombs,  crying,  and  cutting  hin^self  witli  stones. 

6  But  when  he  saw  Jesus  afar  ofi^  ^^  i^n  and  worship- 
ped him, 

7  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said,  What  have  I  to 
'do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  the  most  high  God?  I 
adjure  thee  hy  God,  that  thou  torment  me  not. 

§  For  he  said  unto  him.  Come  out  of  the  man,  tliou  un- 
clean spirit. 

%  And  he  asked  him.  What  is  thy  name?  And  he  an- 
swered, saying,  My  name  is  Legion :  for  we  are  many. 

10  And  he  besought  him  much  that  he  woiild  not  send 
them  away  out  of  the  country. 

11  Now  there  was  the#e  nigh  unto  the  noountainsa  great 
herd  of  swine  feeding. 

12  And  all  the  devils  besouglrt  him,  saying,  Send  us  into 
the  swine,  that  we  may  enter  into  them. 

13  And  forthwith  tfesus  gave  them  leave.  And  the  un- 
clean spirits  went  out,  and  entered  into  the  swine:  and  the 
herd  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  (they 
were  about  two  thousand ;)  and  were  choked  in  the  sea. 

14  And  they  that  fed  the  swine  fled,  and  told  it  in  the 
city,  and  in  the  country.  And  they  went  out  to  see  what 
it  was  that  was  done. 

15  And  they  come  to  Jesus,  and  see  him  that  was  pos- 
sessed with  the  devil,  and  had  the  legion,  sitting,  and 
clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind:  and  they  were  afraid. 

16  And  they  that  saw  it  told  tliem  how  it  befell  to  him 
that  was  possessed  with  the  devil,  and  also  concerning  the 
swine. 

17  And  they  began  to  pray  him  to  depart  out  of  their 
coasts. 

18  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  ship,  he  that  had 
been  possessed  with  the  devil  prayed  him  that  ke  might  be 
with  him. 

19  Howbeit  Jesus  suffered  him  not,  but  saith  unto  him, 
Go  home  to  thy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things  the 
Lord  hatli  done  for  thee,  and  hath  had  compassion  on 
thee. 

20  And  he  departed,  and  began  to  publish  in  Decapolis 
how  great  things  Jesus  had  done  for  him:  and  all  Ttien  did 
marvel. 

21  And  when  Jesus  was  passed  over  again  by  ship  unto 
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unto  the  other  side,  a  great  multitude  was  gathered  unto 

22  him:  and  he  was  by  the  sea.  And  there  comeih  one  of 
the  i-ulers  of  the  sjmagogue,  JaYrus  by  name;  and  seeing 

23  him,  he  falleth  at  his  feet,  and  beseecheth  him  much, 
saying,  My  little  daughter  is  at  the  point  of  death:  I 
pray  thee,  that  thou  come  and  lay  thy  hands  on  her, 

24  that  she  may  be  made  whole,  and  live.  And  he  went 
with  him;  and  a  great  multitude  followed  him,  and  they 
thronged  him. 

25  And  a  woman,  which  had  an  issue  of  blood  twelve 

26  yeai's,  and  had  suffered  many  things  of  many  physicians, 
and  had  sp)ent  all  that  she  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered, 

27  but  rather  grew  worse,  having  heard  the  things  concern- 
ing Jesus,  came  in  the  crowd  behind,  and  touched  his 

28  garment.     For  she  said,  If  I  touch  but  his  garments,  I 

29  shall  be  made  whole.  And  straightway  the  fountain  of 
her  blood  was  dried  up;  and  she  felt  m  her  body  that 

80  she  was  healed  of  her  plague.  And  straightway  Jesus, 
perceiving  in  himself  that  the  power  proceeding  from  him 
had  gone  forth,  turned  him  alx)ut  in  the  crowd,  and 

31  said,  Who  touched  my  garments?  And  his  disciples 
said  unto  him,  Thou  seest  the  multitude  thronging  thee, 

32  and  sayest  thou,  Who  touched  me?    And  he  looked 

33  round  about  to  see  her  that  had  done  this  thing.  But 
the  womau  fearing  and  trembling,  knowing  what  had 
been  done  to  her,  came  and  fell  down  before  him,  and 

34  told  him  all  the  truth.  And  he  said  unto  her,  Daughter, 
thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole;  go  in  peace,  and  be 
whole  of  thy  plague. 

35  While  he  yet  spake,  they  come  from  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue's  liome,  saying.  Thy  daughter  is  dead:  why 

36  troublest  thou  the  Master  any  further?  But  Jesus,  not 
heeding  the  word  spoken,  saith  unto  the  ruler  of  the 

37  synagogue.  Fear  not,  only  believe.  And  he  suffered  no 
man  to  follow  with  him,  save  Peter,  and  James,  and 

38  John  the  brother  of  James.  And  they  come  to  the  house 
of  the  ruier  of  the  synagogue;  and  he  beholdeth  a 

39  tumult,  and  many  weeping  and  wailing  greatly.  And 
when  he  was  entered  in,  he  saith  unto  them,  Why  make 
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the  other  side,  much  people  gathered  unto  him:  and  he  was 
nigh  unto  the  sea. 

23  And,  behold,  there  cometh  one  of  the  rulers  of  the 
synagogue,  Jairus  by  name ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  fell 
at  his  feet, 

23  And  besought  him  greatly,  saying,  My  little  daughter 
lieth  at  the  point  of  death :  I  pra/y  tJiee,  come  and  lay  thy 
hands  on  her,  that  she  may  be  healed;  and  she  shall  live. 

24  And  Jesus  went  with  him;  and  much  people  followed 
him,  and  thronged  him. 

25  And  a  certain  woman,  which  had  an  issue  of  blood 
twelve  years, 

26  And  had  suffered  many  things  of  many  physicians, 
and  had  spent  all  that  she  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered, 
but  rather  grew  worse, 

27  When  she  had  heard  of  Jesus,  came  in  the  press 
behind,  and  touched  his  garment. 

28  For  she  said,  If  I  may  touch  but  his  clothes,  I  shall 
be  whole. 

29  And  straightway  the  fountain  of  her  blood  was  dried 
up;  and  she  felt  in  her  body  that  she  was  healed  of  that 
plague. 

30  And  Jesus,  immediately  knowing  in  himself  that  vir- 
tue had  gone  out  of  him,  turned  hiin  about  in  the  press, 
and  said.  Who  touched  my  clothes? 

31  And  his  disciples  said  unto  him,  Thou  seest  the  mul- 
titude thronging  thee,  and  sayest  thou.  Who  touched 
me? 

32  And  he  looked  round  about  to  see  her  that  had  done 
this  thing. 

33  But  the  woman  fearing  and  trembling,  knowing  what 
was  done  in  her,  came  and  fell  down  before  him,  and  told 
him  all  the  truth. 

34  And  he  said  unto  her,  Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole;  go  in  peace,  and  be  whole  of  thy  plague. 

35  While  he  yet  spake,  there  came  from  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue's  Jiouse  certain  which  said,  Thy  daughter  is 
dead:  why  troublest  thou  the  Master  any  further? 

36  As  soon  as  Jesus  heard  the  word  that  was  spoken,  he 
saith  unto  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue.  Be  not  afraid,  only 
believe. 

37  And  he  suffered  no  man  to  follow  him,  save  Peter, 
and  James,  and  John  the  brother  of  James. 

38  And  he  cometh  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue, and  seeth  the  tumult,  and  them  that  wept  and 
wailed  greatly. 

39  And  when  he  was  come  in,  he  saith  unto  tliem,  Wh^ 
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ye  a  tumult,  and  weep?  the  child  is  not  dead,  but  eleep- 

40  eth.  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.  But  he,  having 
put  them  all  forth,  taketh  the  father  of  the  child  nnd  lier 
mother  and  them  that  were  with  him,  and  goeth  in 

41  where  the  child  was.  And  taking  the  child  hy  the 
hand,  he  saith   unto  her,  Talitha  cumi;  which  is,  be- 

4^  iiig  intei-preted.  Damsel,  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise.  And 
stmightway  the  damsel  rose  up,  and  walked ;  for  she 
was  twelve  years  old.     And  they  were  amazed  straight- 

43  way  with  a  great  amazement.  And  ho  charged  them 
much  that  no  man  should  know  this :  and  he  commanded 
that  something  should  be  given  her  to  eat. 


6     And  he  went  out  from  thence;  and  he  Cometh  into 

2  his  own  country;  and  his  disciples  follow  him.  And 
when  the  sabbath  was  come,  he  began  to  teach  in  the 
synagogue:  and  many  hearing  him  were  astonished, 
saying,  Whence  hath  this  man  tliese  things?  and,  What 
is  the  wisdom  that  is  given  unto  this  man,  and  tchat 

3  mean  such  mighty  works  wrought  by  his  hands?  Is 
not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of"  Mary,  and  brother  of 
James,  and  Joses,  and  Judas,  and  Simon?  and  are  not 
his  sisters  here  with  us?    And  tliey  were  offended  in 

4  him.  And  Jesus  said  unto  thtm,  A  prophet  is  not 
without  honour,  save  in  his  own  country,  nnd  among 

5  his  own  kin,  and  in  his  own  house.  And  he  couJd 
there  do  no  mighty  work,  Fave  that  he  laid  his  hands 

6  upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them.  And  he  mar- 
velled because  of  their  unbelief. 

And  he  went  round  about  the  villages  teaching. 

7  And  he  called  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  began  to 
send  them  forth  by  two  and  two;  and  he  gave  them 

8  authority  over  the  unclean  spirits;  and  he  charged 
them  tlmt  they  should  take  nothing  for  their  journejf-, 
save  a  staff  only;  no  bread,  no  wallet,  no  money  in  their 

9  purse;  but  to  go  shod  with  sandals:  and,  mid,  he,  put  not 
10  on  two  coats.     And  he  said  unto  them,  Wheresoever 

ye  enter  into  a  house,  there  abide  till  ye  depart  thence, 
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make  ye,  this  ado,  and  weep?  the  damsel  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth. 

40  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.  But  when  he  had 
put  them  all  out,  he  taketh  the  father  and  the  mother  of 
the  damsel,  and  them  that  were  with  him,  and  entereth  in 
where  the  damsel  was  lying, 

41  And  he  took  the  damsel  by  the  hand,  and  said  unto 
her,  Talitha  cumi;  which  is,  being  interpreted,  Damsel,  I 
say  unto  thee,  arise. 

43  And  straightway  the  damsel  arose,  and  walked ;  for 
she  was  of  the  age  of  twelve  years.  And  they  were  aston- 
ished with  a  great  astonishment. 

43  And  he  charged  them  straitly  that  no  man  should 
know  it;  and  commanded  that  something  should  be  given 
her  to  eat. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  ChrM  is  contemned  of  his  countTmm^n.  7  He  giveth  the  twelve 
power  over  unclean  spirits.  14  Divers  opinions  of  Christ.  27 
John  Baptist  is  beheaded,  29  and  buried.  30  The  apostles  return 
from  preaching .  34  The  miracle  of  five  loaves  and  two  fishes.  48 
Christ  walketh  on  the  sea:  53  and  healeth  all  that  touch  him. 

AND  he  went  out  from  thence,  and  came  into  his  own 
country;  and  his  disciples  follow  him. 

2  And  when  the  sabbath  day  was  come,  he  began  to 
teach  in  the  synagogue:  and  many  hearing  7dm  were 
astonished,  saying.  From  whence  hath  this  man  these 
things?  and  what  wisdom  is  this  which  is  given  unto  him, 
that  even  such  mighty  works  are  wrought  by  his  hands? 

3  Is  not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of  Mary,  the  brother 
of  James,  and  Joses,  and  of  Juda,  and  Simon?  and  are  not 
his  sisters  here  with  us?    And  they  were  offended  at  him. 

4  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  A  prophet  is  not  without 
honour,  but  in  his  own  country,  and  among  his  own  kin, 
and  in  his  own  house. 

5  And  he  could  there  do  no  mighty  work,  save  that  he 
laid  his  hands  upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them. 

6  And  he  marvelled  because  of  their  unbelief.  And  he 
went  round  about  the  vilUiges,  teaching. 

7  ^  And  he  called  %into  him  the  twelve,  and  began  to 
send  them  forth  by  two  and  two;  and  gave  them  power 
over  unclean  spirits; 

8  And  commanded  them  that  they  should  take  nothing 
for  ilheir  journey,  save  a  staff  only;  no  scrip,  no  bread,  no 
money  in  their  purse: 

9  But  he  shod  with  sandals;  and  not  put  on  two  coats. 

10  And  he  said  unto  them,  In  what  place  soever  ye  enter 
into  an  house,  there  abide  till  ye  depart  from  that  place. 


67:    MABK, 


11  And  whatsoever  place  shall  not  receive  you,  and  they 
hear  you  not,  as  ye  go  forth  thence,  shake  off  the  dust 
that  is  under  your  feet    for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

12  And  they  went  out,  and    preached  that  men  should 

13  repent.  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,  and  anointed 
with  oil  many  that  were  sick,  and  healed  them. 

14  And  king  Herod  heard  thereof;  for  his  name  had 
become  known:  and  he  said,  John  the  Baptist  is  risen 
from  the  dead,  and  therefore  do  these  powers  work  in 

15  him.  But  others  said,  It  is  Elijah.  And  others  said, 
Itissi  prophet,  even  as  one  of  the  prophets.     But  Herod, 

16  when  he  heard  thereof ^  said,  John,  whom  I  beheaded, 

17  he  is  risen.  For  Herod  himself  had  sent  forth  and  laid 
hold  upon  John,  and  bound  him  in  prison  for  the  sake 
of  Herod ias,   his  brother  Philip's  wife;    for  he  had 

18  married  her.     For  John  said  unto  Herod,  It  is  not  law- 

19  ful  for  thee  to  have  thy  brother's  wife.  And  Herodias 
set  herself  against  him,  and  desired  to  kill  him;  and  she 

20  could  not;  for  Herod  feared  John,  knowing  that  he  was 
a  righteous  man  and  a  holy,  and  kept  him  safe.  And 
when  he  heard  him,  he  was  much  perplexed ;  and  he 

21  heard  him  gladly.  And  when  a  convenient  day  was 
come,  that  Herod  on  his  birthday  made  a  supper  to  his 
lords,  and  the  high  captains,  and  the  chief  men  of 

22  Galilee:  and  when  the  daughter  of  Herodias  herself 
came  in  and  danced,  she  pleased  Herod  and  them  that 
sat  at  meat  with  him;  and  the  king  enid  unto  the 
damsel.  Ask  of  me  whatsoever  thou  \>.\\.,  and  I  will 

23  give  it  thee.  And  he  sware  unto  her.  Whatsoever 
thou  shalt  ask  of  me,   I  will  give  it  thee,   unto  the 

24  half  of  my  kingdom.  And  she  went  out,  and  said 
unto  her  mother.  What  shall  I  ask?    And  she  said, 

25  The  head  of  John  the  Baptist.  And  she  came  in 
straightway  with  haste  unto  the  king,  and  asked,  say- 
ing, I  will  that  thou  forthwith  give  me  in  a  charger 

26  the  head  of  John  the  Baptist.  And  the  king  was 
exceeding  sorry;  but  for  the  sake  of  his  oaths,  and  of 

27  them  that  sat  at  meat,  he  would  not  reject  her.  And 
straightway  the  king  sent  forth  a  soldier  of  his  guard, 
and  commanded  to  bring  his  head:  and  he  went  and 
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11  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  you, 
when  ye  depart  thence,  shake  off  the  dust  under  your  feet 
for  a  testimony  against  them.  Verily  1  say  unto  you,  It 
shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  in  the 
day  of  judgment,  than  for  that  city. 

12  And  they  went  out,  and  preached  that  men  should 
repent. 

13  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,  and  anointed  with  oil 
many  that  were  sick,  and  healed  ihem. 

14  And  king  Herod  heard  of  him;  (for  his  name  was  s 
spread  abroad  5  and  he  said,  That  John  the  Baptist  was  risen  ( 
from  the  dead,  and  therefore  mighty  works  do  shew  forth  ) 
themselves  in  him.  ^ 

15  Others  said,  That  it  is  EUas.  And  others  said,  That  T 
it  is  a  prophet,  or  as  one  of  the  prophets. 

16  But  when  Herod  heard  there^'f  he  said,  It  is  John, ' 
whom  I  beheaded :  he  is  risen  from  the  dead. 

17  For  Herod  himself  had  sent  forth  and  laid  hold  upon 
John,  and  bound  him  in  prison  for  Herodias'  sake,  his 
brother  Philip's  wife:  for  he  had  married  her. 

18  For  John  had  said  unto  Herod,  It  is  not  lawful  for 
thee  to  have  thy  brother's  wife. 

19  Therefore  Herodias  had  a  quarrel  against  him,  and 
would  have  killed  him;  but  she  could  not: 

20  For  Herod  feared  John,  knowing  that  he  was  a  just 
man  and  an  holy,  and  observed  him;  and  when  he  heard 
him.  he  did  many  things,  and  heard  him  gladly. 

21  And  when  a  convenient  day  was  come,  that  Herod  on 
his  birthday  made  a  supper  to  his  lords,  high  captains,  and 
chief  estates  of  Galilee; 

22  And  when  the  daughter  of  the  said  Herodias  came 
in,  and  danced,  and  pleased  Herod  and  them  that  sat  with 
him,  the  king  said  unto  the  damsel,  Ask  of  me  whatsoever 
thou  wilt,  and  I  will  give  it  thee. 

23  And  lie  sware  unto  her,  AVhatsoever  thou  shalt  ask  of 
me,  1  will  give  it  thee,  unto  the  half  of  ni}'  kingdom. 

24  And  sbe  went  forth,  and  said  unto  her  mother,  What 
shall  I  ask?    And  she  said,  The  head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

25  And  she  came  in  straightway  w  ith  haste  unto  the 
king,  and  asked,  saying,  I  will  that  thou  give  me  by  and 
by  in  a  charger  the  head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

26  And  the  king  was  exceeding  sorry ;  yet  for  his  oath's 
sake,  and  for  their  sakes  which  sat  with  him,  he  would 
not  reject  her. 

27  And  immediatelv  the  king  sent  an  executioner,  and 
commanded  his  head  to  be  brought:  and  he  went  and 
beheaded  him  in  the  prison, 
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28  beheaded  him  in  the  prison,  and  brought  his  head 
in  a  charger,  and  gave  it  to  the  damsel ;  and  the  damsel 

29  gave  it  to  her  mother.  And  when  his  disciples  heard 
iliereof,  they  came  and  took  up  his  corpjse,  and  laid  it  in 
a  tomb. 

1 30  And  the  apostles  gather  themselves  together  unto 
Jesus;  and  they  told  him  all  things,  whatsoever  they 

31  had  done,  and  whatsoever  they  had  taught.  And  h« 
saith  unto  them.  Come  ye  yourselves  apart  into  a  desert 
place,  and  rest  a  while.  For  there  were  many  coming 
and  going,  and  they  had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to  eat. 

32  Anjd  they  went  away  in  the  boat  to  a  desert  place  apart. 

33  And  the  people  saw  them  going,  and  many  knew  tliem^ 
and  they  ran  there  together  on  foot  from  all  the  cities, 

34  and  outwent  them.  And  he  came  forth  and  saw  a  great 
multitude,  and  he  had  compassion  on  them,  because 
they  were  as  sheep  not  having  a  sliepherd :  and  he  began 

35  to  teach  them  many  things.  And  when  the  day  was 
now  far  spent,  his  aisciples  came  unto  him,  and  said, 

36  The  place  is  desert,  and  the  day  is  now  far  spent:  send 
them  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  country  and  vil- 
lages round  about,  and  buy  themselves  somewhat  to  eat. 

37  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Give  ye  them  to 
cat.  And  they  say  unto  him.  Shall  we  go  and  buy  two 
hundred  pennyworth  of  bread,  and  give  them  to  eat? 

38  And  he  saith  unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  go 
and  see.     And  when  they  knew,  they  say.  Five,  and 

39  two  fishes.     And  he  commanded  them  that  all  should 

40  sit  down  by  companies  upon  the  green  grass.   And  they 

41  sat  down  in  ranks,  by  hundreds,  and  by  fifties.  And 
he  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking 
up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  and  brake  the  loaves;  and  he 

fave  to  the  disciples  to  set  before  them;  and  the  two 
shes  divided  he  among  them  all.   And  they  did  all  eat, 

43  and  were  filled.     And  they  took  up  broken  pieces, 

44  twelve  basketfuls,  and  also  of  the  fishes.  And  they 
that  ate  the  loaves  were  five  thousand  men. 

45  And  straightway  he  constrained  his  disciples  to  enter 
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28  And  brought  his  head  in  a  charger,  and  gave  it  to  the 
damsel :  and  the  damsel  gave  it  to  her  mother. 

29  And  when  his  disciples  heard  of  it,  they  came  and 
took  up  his  corpse,  and  laid  It  in  a  tomb. 

30  Ajid  the  apostles  gathered  themselves  together  unto 
Jesus,  and  told  him  all  things,  both  what  they  had  done, 
and  what  they  had  taught. 

31  And  he  said  unto  them,  Come  yc  yourselves  apart 
into  a  desert  place,  and  rest  a  while:  for  there  were 
many  coming  and  going,  and  they  had  no  leisure  so  much 
as  to  eat. 

32  And  they  departed  into  a  desert  place  by  ship  pri- 
vately. 

33  And  the  people  saw  them  departing,  and  mrny  knew 
him,  and  ran  afoot  thither  out  of  all  cities,  and  outwent 
them,  and  came  together  unto  him. 

34  And  Jesus,  when  he  came  out,  saw  much  people,  and 
was  moved  with  compassion  toward  them,  because  thev 
were  as  sheep  not  having  a  shepherd ;  and  he  began  to  teach 
them  many  things. 

35  And  when  the  day  was  now  far  spent,  his  disciples 
«ame  unto  him,  and  said.  This  is  a  desert  place,  and  now 
ihe  time  is  far  passed : 

36  Send  them  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  country 
round  about,  and  into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves 
bread :  for  they  have  nothing  to  eat. 

87  He  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Give  ye  them  to 
eat.  And  they  say  imto  him,  Shall  we  go  and  buy  two 
hundred  pennyworth  of  bread,  and  give  them  to  eat? 

38  He  saith  unto  them.  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  go 
and  see.  And  when  they  knew,  they  say.  Five,  and  two 
fishes. 

39  And  he  commanded  them  to  make  all  sit  down  by 
companies  upon  the  green  grass. 

40  And  they  sat  down  in  ranks,  by  hundreds,  and  by 
fifties. 

41  And  when  he  had  taken  the  five  loaves  and  the  two 
fishes,  he  looked  up  to  heaven,  and  blessed,  and  brake  the 
loaves,  and  gave  them  to  his  disciples  X6  set  before  them; 
and  the  two  fishes  divided  he  among  them  all. 

42  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled. 

43  And  they  took  up  twelve  baskets  full  of  the  frag- 
ments, and  of  the  fishes. 

44  And  they  that  did  eat  of  the  loaves  were  about  five 
thousand  men. 

45  And  straightway  he  constrained  his  disciples  to  get 
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into  the  boat,  and  to  go  before  Mm  nnto  the  other  mcTo 
to  Bethsaida,  while  he  himself  sendeth  the  multilude 

46  away.    And  after   he  had    taken  leave  of  them,   he 

47  departed  into  the  mountain  to  pray.  And  when  even 
was  come,  the  boat  was  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  and  he 

48  alone  on  the  land.  And  seeing  them  distressed  in  row- 
ing, for  the  wind  was  contrary  unto  them,  about  the 
fourth  watch  of  the  night  he  cometh  unto  them,  walk- 
ing on  the  sea;  and  he  would  have  passed  by  them:  but 

49  they,  when  they  saw  him  walking  on  the  sea,  supposed 

50  that  it  was  an  apparition,  and  cried  out:  for  they  all 
saw  him,  and  were  troubled.  But  he  straightway  spake 
with  them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Be  of  good  cheer:  it  is 

51  I ;  be  not  afraid.  And  he  went  up  unto  them  into  the 
boat;  and  the  wind  ceased:  and  they  were  sore  amazed 

52  in  themselves;  for  they  understood  not  concerning  the 
loaves,  but  their  heart  was  hardened. 

53  And  when  they  had  crossed  over  they  came  to  the 

54  land  unto  Gennesaret,  and  moored  to  the  shore.  And 
when  they  were  come  out  of  the  boat,  straightway  the 

55  people  knew  him,  and  ran  round  about  that  whole  region, 
and  began  to  carry  about  on  their  beds  those  that  were 

9B  sick,  where  they  heard  he  was.  And  wheresoever  he 
entered,  into  villages,  or  into  cities,  or  into  the  countiy, 
they  laid  the  sick  in  the  market-places,  and  besought 
him  that  they  might  touch  if  it  were  but  the  border  of 
his  garment:  and  as  many  as  touched  him  were  made 
whole. 


7  And  there  are  gathered  together  unto  him  the  Pha- 
risees, and  certain  of  the  scribes,  which  had  come  from 

2  Jerusalem,  and  had  seen  that  some  of  his  disciples  ate 

8  their  bread  with  defiled,  that  is,  unwashen,  hands.  For 
the  Pharisees,  and  all  the  Jews,  except  they  wash  their 
hands  diligently,  eat  not,  holding  the  tradition  of  the 

4  elders:  and  when  they  coine  from  the  marketplace,  ex- 
cept they  wash  themselves,  they  eat  not:  and  n)any 
other  things  there  be,  which  they  have  received  to  hold, 
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into  the  ship,  and  to  go  to  the  other  side  before  unto  Beth- 
saida,  while  he  sent  away  the  people. 

46  And  when  he  had  sent  them  away,  he  departed  into  a 
mountain  to  pray. 

47  And  when  even  was  come,  the  ship  was  in  the  midst 
of  the  sea,  and  he  alone  on  the  land. 

^  And  he  saw  them  toiling  in  rowing;  for  the  wind  was 
contrary  unto  them:  and  about  the  fourth  watch  of  the 
night  he  cometh  unto  them,  walking  upon  the  sea,  and 
would  have  passed  by  them. 

49  But  when  they  saw  him  walking  upon  the  sea,  they 
supposed  it  had  been  a  spirit,  and  cried  out: 

50  For  they  all  saw  him,  and  were  troubled.  And  im 
mediately  he  talked  with  them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Be  of 
good  cheer:  it  is  I;  be  not  afraid. 

51  And  he  went  up  unto  them  into  the  ship;  and  the 
wind  ceased:  and  they  were  sore  amazed  in  themselves 
beyond  measure,  and  wondered. 

52  For  they  considered  not  ilie  miracU  of  the  loav-es:  for 
their  heart  was  hardened. 

53  And  when  they  bad  passed  over,  they  came  into  the 
land  of  Gennesaret,  and  drew  to  the  shore. 

54  And  when  they  were  come  out  of  the  ship,  straightway 
they  knew  him, 

55  And  ran  through  that  whole  region  round  about,  and 
began  to  carry  about  in  beds  those  that  were  sick,  where 
they  heard  he  was. 

56  And  whithersoever  he  entered,  into  villages,  or  cities, 
or  country,  they  laid  the  sick  in  the  streets,  and  besought 
him  that  they  might  touch  if  it  were  but  the  border  of  his 
garment:  and  as  many  as  touched  him  were  made  whole. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  The  Pharisees  fljid  fault  at  the  disciples  for  eating  with  unwasJien 
hands.  8  IThey  break  the  commandment  of  God  by  the  traditions 
of  men.    14  Meat  defileth  not  the  man.    2i  He  healeth  the  Syra 

f)henician  ivoman's  daughter  of  an  unclean  spirit,  81  and  one 
hat  was  deaf^  and  stammered  in  his  speech. 

THEN  came  together  unto  him  the  Pharisees,  and  cer- 
tain of  the  scribes,  which  came  from  Jerusalem. 

2  And  when  they  saw  somo  of  his  disciples  eat  bread 
with  defiled,  that  is  to  say,  with  unwashen,  hands,  they 
found  fault. 

3  For  the  Pharisees,  and  all  the  Jews,  except  they 
wjish  t?i€ir  hands  oft,  eat  not,  holding  the  tradition  of  the 
elders. 

4  And  when  tJiey  come  from  the  market,  except  they  wash, 
they  eat  not.     And  many  other  things  there  be,  which  they 
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5  waahings  of  cups,  and  pots,  and  brasen  vessels.  And 
the  Pharisees  aud  the  scribes  ask  him.  Why  walk  not 
thy  disciples  according  to  the  tradition  of  the  eldera, 

6  but  eat  their  bread  with  defiled  hands?    And  he  said 
unto  them.  Well  did  Isaiah  prophesy  of  you  hypocrites,  ^ 
as  it  is  written, 

Thid  people  honoureth  me  with  their  lips. 
But  their  heart  is  far  from  me. 

7  But  in  Vain  do  they  worship  me, 

Teaching  a«  their  doctrines  the  precepts  of  men. 

8  Ye  leave  the  commandmeut  of  God,  and  hold,  fast  the 

9  tradition  of  men.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Full  well 
do  ye  reject  the  commandment  of  God,  that  ye  may 

10  keep  your  tradition.  For  Moses  said.  Honour  thy 
father  and  thy  mother;  and.  He  that  Fpeaketh  evil  of 

11  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the  death:  but  ye  say. 
If  a  man  shall  say  to  his  father  or  his  mother,  That 
wherewith  thou  mightest  have  been  profited  by  me  is 

12  Corban,  that  is  to  say.  Given  to  Ood;  ye  no  longer 
suffer  him  to  do  aught  for  his  father  or  his  mother; 

13  making  void  the  word  of  God  by  your  tradition,  which 
ye  have  delivered :  and  many  such  like  things  ye  da 

14  And  he  called  to  him  the  multitude  again,  and  said 
unto  them.   Hear   me    all    of   you,   and    understand: 

15  there  is  nothing  from  without  the  man,  that  going  into 
him  can  defile  him:  but   the  things  which  proceed  out 

17  of  the  man  are  those  that  defile  the  man.  And  when 
he  was  entered  into  the  house  from  the  multitude,  his 

18  disciples  asked  of  him  the  parable.  And  he  saith  unto 
them.  Are  ye  so  without  understanding  also?  Perceive 
ye  not,  that  whatsoever  from  without  goeth  into  the 

19  man,  it  cannot  dejfile  him ;  because  it  goeth  not  into  his 
heart,  but  into  his  belly,  and  goeth  out  into  the  draught? 

20  Thi%  he  mid,  making  all  meats  clean.  And  he  said. 
That  which  proceedeth  out  of  the  man,  tha*^  defileth  the 

21  man.     For  from  within,  out  of  the  heart  of  men,  evil 

22  thou^ts  proceed,  fornications,  thefts,  murdei-s,  adul- 
teries, covetings,  wickednesses,  deceit,  lasciviousnes,  an 
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have  received  to  bold,  cts  the  washing  of  cups,  and  pots» 
brasen  vessels,  and  of  tables. 

6  Then  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  asked  him.  Why  walk 
not  thy  disciples  according  to  the  tradition  of  the  elders, 
but  eat  bread  with  unwashen  hands? 

6  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  "Well  hath  Esaias 
prophesied    of    you    hypocrites,   as    it    is    written.    This 

.  people  honoureth  me  with  iheir  lips,  but  tlieir  heart  is  far 
from  me, 

7  Howbeit  ia  vain  do  they  worship  me,  teaching/c>r  doc- 
trines the  commandments  of  men. 

8  For  laying  aside  the  commandment  of  God,  ye  hold  the 
tradition  of  men,  as  the  washing  of  pots  and  cups:  and 
many  other  such  like  tilings  ye  do. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them.  Full  well  ye  reject  the  com- 
mandment of  God,  thatye  may  keep  your  own  tradition. 

10  For  Moses,  said,  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother; 
and.  Whoso  curseth  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the 
death : 

11  But  ye  Fay,  H  a  man  shall  say  to  his  father  or  mother, 
It  is  Corban,  that  is  to  say,  a  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou 
mightest  be  profited  by  me;  he  shall  be  free. 

12  And  ye  suffer  him  no  more  to  do  augUt  for  his  father 
or  his  mother; 

13  Making  the  word  of  God  of  none  effect  through  your 
tradition,  which  ye  have  delivered:  and  many  such  like 
things  do  ye. 

14  ^  And  when  he  had  called  all  the  people  unto  Mm,  he 
said  unto  them,  Hearken  unto  me  every  one  of  you,  and 
understand : 

15  There  is  nothing  from  without  a  man,  that  enterins^ 
into  him  can  defile  him:  but  the  things  which  come  out  of 
him,  those  are  they  that  defile  the  man. 

16  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

17  And  when  he  was  entered  into  the  house  from  the 
people,  his  disciples  asked  him  concerning  the  parable. 

18  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Are  ye  so  without  under- 
standing also?  Do  ye  not  perceive,  that  whatsoever  thing 
from  without  entereth  into  the  man,  it  cannot  defile  him : 

19  Because  it  entereth  not  into  his  heart,  but  into  the 
belly,  and  goeth  out  into  the  draught,  purging  all  meats? 

20  And  he  said.  That  which  cometh  out  of  the  maii,  that 
defileth  the  man. 

21  For  from  within,  out  of  the  heart  of  men,  proceed 
evil  thoughts,  adulteries,  fornications,  murders, 

22  Thefts,  covetousness,  wickedness,  deceit,  lascivious- 
ness,  an  evil  eye,  blasphemy,  pride,  foolishness: 
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23  evil  eye,  railing,  pride,  foolishness:  all  these  evil  things 
proceed  from  within,  and  defile  the  man. 

24  And  from  thence  he  arose,  and  went  away  into  the 
borders  of  Tyre  and  Sidon.  And  he  entered  into  a 
house,  and  would  liave  no  man  know  it:  and  he  could 

25  not  be  hid.  But  straightway  a  woman,  whose  little 
daughter  had  an  unclean  spirit,  having  heard  of  him, 

26  came  and  fell  down  at  his  feet.  Now  the  woman  was  a 
Greek,  a  Syrophoenician  by  race.  And  she  besought  him 
that  he  would  cast  forth  the  devil  out  of  her  daughter. 

27  And  he  said  unto  her,  Let  the  children  first  be  tilled: 
for  it  is  not  meet  to  talce  the  children's  bread  and  cast 

28  it  to  the  dogs.  But  she  answered  and  saith  unto  him, 
Yea,  Lord:  even  the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of  the 

29  children's  crumbs.  And  he  said  unto  her,  For  this  say- 
ing go  thy  way;  the  devil  is  gone  out  of  thy  daughter. 

80  And  she  went  away  unto  her  house,  and  found  the  child 
laid  upon  the  bed,  and  the  devil  gone  out. 

31  And  again  he  went  out  from  the  borders  of  Tyre,  and 
came  through  Sidon  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through 

82  the  midst  of  the  borders  of  Decapoli?.  And  they  bring 
unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impediment  in 
his  speech;  and  they  beseech  him  to  lay  his  hand  upou 

33  him.  And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude  pri- 
vately, and  put  his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spat, 

84  and  touched  his  tongue;  and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he 
sighed,    and  saith  unto  him,  Ephphatha,   that  is.    Be 

85  opened.     And  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  bond  of 

36  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain.  And  he 
charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the 
more  he  charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great  deal 

37  they  published  it.  And  they  were  beyond  measure 
astonished,  saying.  Tie  hath  done  all  things  well:  he 
makcth  even  the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak. 


8      In  those  days,  when  there  was  again  a  great  multi- 
tude, and  they  had  nothing  to  cat,  he  called  unto  him 
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23  All  these  evil  things  coime  from  within,  and  defile  the 
man. 

24  ^  And  from  thence  he  arose,  and  went  into  the  bor- 
ders of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  and  entered  into  an  house,  and 
would  have  no  man  know  it:  but  he  could  not  be  hid. 

25  For  a  certain,  woman,  wh^se  young  daughter  bad  an 
unclean  spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  came  and  fell  at  his  feet. 

26  The  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syropbenician  by  nation; 
and  she  besought  him  that  he  would  cast  forth  the  devil 
out  of  her  daughter.  • 

27  But  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Let  the  children  first  be  filled: 
for  it  is  not  meet  to  take  the  children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it 
unto  the  dogs. 

28  And  she  answered  and  said  imto  him,  Yes,  Lord:  yet 
the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of  the  children's  crnmbs. 

29  And  he  said  unto  her,  For  this  saying  go  thy  way; 
the  devil  is  gone  out  of  thy  daughter. 

30  And  when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she  found  the 
devil  gone  out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

31  it  And  again,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  he  came  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through  the  midst 
of  tl)e  coasts  of  Decapolis. 

32  And  they  brin«j  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had 
an  impediment  in  bis  speech;  and  they  beseech  him  to  put 
his  hand  upon  him. 

33  And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put 
his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue ; 

34  And  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto 
him,  Ephphatha,  that  is.  Be  opened. 

35  And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string 
of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain. 

36  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man : 
but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great 
deal  they  published  it; 

37  And  were  beyond  meastire  astonished,  saying,  He 
hath  done  all  things  well:  hemaketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear, 
and  the  dumb  to  speak. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  Christ  feedeth  the  people  miraculously:  10  refuseth  to  give  a  sign 
to  the  Pharisees:  14  admonisheth  his  disciples  to  beware  of  the 
leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod:  22  giveth  a 
blind  man  his  siaht:  27  acknowledgeth  that  he  is  the  Christ,  who 
should  suffer  and  rise  a^in:  34  and  exhorteth  to  patience  in  per- 
secution for  the  profession  of  the  gospel. 

IN  those  days  the  multitude  being  very  great,  and  having 
nothing  to  eat,  Jesus  called  his  disciples  unto  him,  ana 
s.utJi  unto  them, 
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2  bis  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them,  I  have  compassion 
ou  the  multitude,  because  they  contiDue  with  me  now 

8  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat:  and  if  I  send  them 
away  fasting  to  their  home,  they  will  faint  in  the  wa}^; 

4  and  some  of  them  are  come  from  far.  Aud  his  disci- 
ples answered  him,  Whence  shall  one  be  able  to  fill 

5  these  m«n  with  bread  here  in  a  desert  place?  And  he 
asked  them,   How  many  loaves  have  ye?    And  they 

6  said.  Seven.  And  he  commandeth  the  multitude  to  sit 
down  on  the  ground :  and  he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and 
having  given  thanks,  he  brake,  and  gave  to  his  disci- 
ples, to  set  before  them;  and  they  set  them  before  the 

7  multitude.  And  they  had  a  few  small  lishes:  and  hav- 
ing blessed  them,  he  commanded  to  set  these  also  before 

8  them.  And  they  did  eat,  and  were  filled:  and  they 
took  up,  of  broken  pieces  that  remained  over,  seven 

9  baskets.     And  they  were  about  four  thousand :  and  he 

10  sent  them  away.  And  straightway  he  entered  into  the 
boat  with  his  disciples,  and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dal- 
manutha. 

11  And  the  Pharisees  came  forth,  and  began  to  question 
with  him,  seeking  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven,  tempting 

12  him.  And  he  sighed  deeply  in  his  spirit,  and  saith. 
Why  doth  this  generation  seek  a  sign  ?  verily  I  say  unto 
you.  There  shall  no  sign  be  ^iven  unto  this  generation. 

13  And  he  left  them,  and  agam  entering  into  ifie  boat  de- 
parted to  the  other  side. 

14  And  they  forgot  to  take  "bread ;  and  they  had  not  in  the 

15  boat  with  them  more  than  one  loaf.  And  he  charged 
them,  saying,  Take  heed,  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the 

16  Pharisees  and  the  leaven  of  Herod.    And  they  reasoned 

17  one  with  another,  saying,  We  have  no  bread.  And 
Jesus  perceiving  it  saith  unto  them.  Why  reason  ye, 
because  ye  have  no  bread  ?  do  ye  not  yet  perceive, 
neither  understand?  have   j^e  your  heart  hardened? 

18  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not  ?  and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not? 

19  and  do  ye  not  remember  ?  When  I  brake  the  five  loaves 
among  the  five  thousand,  how  many  baskets  full  of 
broken  pieces  took  ye  up  ?    They  say  unto  him.  Twelve. 

20  And  when  the  seven  among  the  four  thousand,  how  many 
basketfuls  of  broken  pieces  took  ye  up  ?    And  they  say 
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2  I  have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  have 
now  been  with  me  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat: 

3  And  if  I  send  them  away  fasting  to  their  own  houses, 
they  will  faint  by  the  way :  for  divers  of  them  came  from 
far. 

4  And  his  disciples  answered  him,  From  whence  can  a 
man  satisfy  these  men  with  bread  here  in  the  wilderness? 

5  And  he  asked  them.  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  And 
they  said,  Seven. 

6  And  he  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground:  and  he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  brake,  and  gave  to  his  disciples  to  set  before  t/iefn;  and 
ihey  did  set  the»i  before  the  people. 

7  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes:  and  he  blessed,  and 
commanded  to  set  them  also  before  them. 

S  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  tilled :  and  they  took  up  of 
the  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets. 

9  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand: 
and  he  sent  them  away. 

10  ^  And  straightway  he  entered  into  a  ship  with  his 
disciples,  and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dalmanutha. 

11  And  the  Pharisees  came  forth,  and  began  to  question 
with  him,  seeking  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven,  tempting 
him. 

12  And  he  sighed  deeply  in  his  spint,  and  saith.  Why 
doth  th\s  generation  seek  after  a  sign?  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  There  shall  no  sign  be  given  unto  this  generation. 

13  And  he  left  them,  and  entering  into  the  ship  again 
departed  to  the  other  side. 

14  ^  Now  the  ^tmipUi  had  forgotten  to  take  bread, 
neither  had  they  in  the  ship  with  them  more  than  one 
loaf. 

15  And  he  chained  them,  saying,  Take  heed,  beware  of 
the  leaven  of  the  rharisees,  and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod. 

16  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying.  It  u 
because  we  have  no  bread. 

17  And  when  Jesus  knew  it,  he  saith  unto  them,  Why 
reason  ye,  because  ye  have  no  bread?  perceive  ye  not  yet, 
neither  understand  ?  have  ye  your  heart  yet  hardened  ? 

18  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not?  and  having  ears,  hear  ye 
not?  and  do  ye  not  remember? 

19  When  I  brake  the  five  loaves  among  five  thousand, 
how  many  baskets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up?  They 
say  unto  him.  Twelve. 

20  And  when  the  seven  among  four  thousand,  how  many 
baskets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up?  And  they  said, 
Seven. 
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21  unto  him,  Seven.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  not 
yet  understand  ? 

22  And  they  come  unto  Bethsaida.     And  they  bring  to 

23  him  a  blind  man,  and  beseech  him  to  touch  him.  And 
he  took  hold  of  the  blind  man  by  the  hand,  and  brought 
him  out  of  the  village;  and  when  he  had  spit  on  his  eyes, 
and  laid  his  hands  upon  him,  he  asked  him,  Seest  thou 

24  aught  ?    And  he  looked  up,  and  said,  I  see  men ;  for  I 

25  behold  them  as  trees,  walking.  Then  again  lie  laid  h\u 
hands  upon  his  eyes;  and  he   looked  stedfastly,  and 

26  was  restored,  and  saw  all  things  clearly.  And  he  sent 
him  away  to  his  home,  saying.  Do  not  even  enter  into 
the  village. 

27  And  Jesus  went  forth,  and  his  disciples,  into  the 
villages  of  Cassarea  Philippi :  and  in  the  way  he  asked 
his  disciples,  saying  unto  them,  Who  do  men  say  that 

28  I  am?  And  they  told  him,  saying,  Jolm  the  Baptist; 
and  others,  Elijah;  but  others.  One  of  the  prophets. 

29  And  he  asked  them.  But  who  say  ye  that  I  am?  Peter 
answereth  and  saith  unto  him.  Thou  art  the  Christ. 

80  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  of 

81  him.  And  he  began  to  teach  them,  that  the  Son  of 
man  must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected  by  the 
elders,  and  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  be 

82  killed,  and  after  three  days  rise  again.  And  he  spake 
the  saying  openly.    And  Peter  took  him,  and  began  to 

33  rebuke  him.  But  he  turning  about,  and  seeing  his 
disciples,  rebuked  Peter,  and  saith.  Get  thee  behind 
me,  Satan:  for  thou  mindest  not  the  things  of  God,  but 

34  the  things  of  men.  And  he  called  unto  him  the  multi- 
tude with  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  them.  If  any 
man  would  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and 

85  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me.  For  whosoever 
would  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  whosoever  shall 
lose  his  life  for  my  sake  and  the  gospel's  shall  save  it. 

36  For  what  doth  it  profit  a  man,  to  gain  the  whole  world, 

37  and  forfeit  his  life?    For  what  should  a  man  give  in 
88  exchange  for  his  life?    For  whosoever  shall  be  ashamed 

of  me  and  of  my  words  in  this  adulterous  and  sinful 
generation,  the  Son  of  man  also  shall  be  ashamed  of 
him,  when  he  cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Father  with 
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21  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye  do  nol 
understand? 

22  ^  And  he  Cometh  to  Bethsaida;  and  thejr  hring  a  blind 
raan  unto  him,  and  besought  him  to  touch  him 

23  And  he  took  the  blind  man  by  the  hand,  and  led  him 
out  of  the  town ;  and  when  he  had  spit  on  his  eyes,  and  put 
his  hands  upon  him,  he  asked  him  if  he  saw  ought. 

24  And  he  looked  up,  and  said,  I  see  men  as  trees,  walking. 

25  After  that  he  put  his  hands  again  upon  his  eyes,  and 
made  him  look  up:  and  he  was  restored,  and  saw  every  man 
clearly. 

26  And  he  sent  him  away  to  his  liouse,  saying,  Neither 
go  into  the  town,  nor  tell  it  to  any  in  the  town. 

27  If  And  Jesus  went  out,  and  his  disciples,  into  the 
towns  of  Csesarea  Philippi:  and  by  the  way  he  asked  his 
disciples,  saying  unto  them.  Whom  do  men  say  that  I  am? 

28  And  they  answered,  John  the  Baptist:  but  some  sayi 
Elias;  and  others,  One  of  the  prophets. 

29  And  he  saith  unto  them,  But  whom  say  ve  that  I  am? 
And  Peter  answereth  and  saith  unto  him.  Thou  art  the 
Christ. 

30  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  of 
him. 

31  And  he  began  to  teach  them,  that  the  Son  of  man 
must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  the  elders,  and 
<2/*the  chief  priests,  and  scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  after 
three  days  rise  again. 

32  And  he  spake  that  saying  openly.  And  Peter  took 
him,  and  began  to  rebuke  him. 

33  But  when  he  had  turned  about  and  looked  on  his  dis- 
ciples, he  rebuked  Peter,  saying,  Get  thee  behind  me, 
Satan :  for  thou  savourest  not  tlie  things  that  be  of  God, 
but  the  things  that  be  of  men. 

34  1[  And  wlien  he  had  called  the  people  unto  him  with 
his  disciples  also,  he  said  unto  them.  Whosoever  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and 
follow  me. 

35  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  but 
whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  for  my  sake  and  the  gospel's, 
the  same  shall  save  it. 

36  For  what  shall  it  profit  a  man,  if  he  shall  gain  the 
whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  ? 

37  Or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for  his  soul? 

38  Whosoever  therefore  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of 
my  words  in  this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation ;  of  him 
also  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in 
the  glory  of  his  Father  with  the  holy  angels. 
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9  the  holy  angels.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  There  be  some  here  of  them  that  stand  hy, 
which  shall  in  no  wise  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the 
kingdom  of  God  come  with  power. 

2  And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketli  with  him  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John,  and  bringeth  them  up  into  a  high 
mountain  apart  by  themselves:  and  he  was  transfigured 

3  before  them^  and  his  garments  became  glistering, 
exceeding  white;  so  as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  whiten 

4  them.      And  there  appeared  unto  them  Elijah  with 

5  Moses:  and  they  were  talking  with  Jesus.  And  Peter 
answereth  and  saith  to  Jesus,  Rabbi,  it  is  good  for  us  to 
be  here--  and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles;   one  for 

6  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elijah.  For  he 
wist  not  what  to  answer;  for  they  became  sore  afraid. 

7  And  there  came  a  cloud  overshadowing  them:  and  there 
came  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  This  is  my  beloved  Son: 

8  hear  ye  him.  And  suddenly  looking  round  about,  they 
saw  no  one  any  more,  save  Jesus  only  with  themselves, 

9  And  as  they  were  coming  down  from  the  mountain, 
he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  what 
things  they  had  seen,  save  when  the  Son  of  man  should 

10  have  risen  again  from  the  dead.  And  they  kept  the 
saying,  questioning  among  themselves  what  the  rising 

11  again  from  the  dead  should  mean.  .  And  they  asked 
him,  saying,  The  scribes  say  that  Elijah  must  first  come. 

13  And  he  said  unto  them,  Elijah  indeed  cometh  first,  and 
restoreth  all  things :  and  how  is  it  written  of  the  Son  of 
man,  that  he  should  suffer  many  things  and  be  set  at 

13  nought?  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  Elijah  is  come,  and 
they  have  also  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed, 
even  as  it  is  written  of  him. 

14  And  when  they  came  to  the  disciples,  they  saw  a  great 
multitude  about  them,   and  scribes  questioning  with 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

2  Jeaus  is  transfigured.  11  He  instructeth  his  disciples  concerning 
the  coming  ofElias:  14  casteth  forth  a  dumb  and  deaf  spirit:  30 
foretelleth  his  death  and  resurrection:  33  exhorteth  his  disciples 
to  humility:  88  bidding  them  not  to  prohibit  such  as  be  not  against 
them,  nor  to  give  off&tce  to  any  of  the  faithful. 

AND  be  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Tlmt 
there  be  some  of  them  that  stand  here,  which  shall 
not  taste  of  death,  till  they  have  seen  the  kingdom  of  God 
come  with  power. 

2  ^  And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  toitJi  him  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John,  and  leadeth  them  up  into  an  high  moun- 
tain apart  by  themselves;  and  he  was  transfigured  befoi'e 
them. 

3  And  his  raiment  became  shining,  exceeding  white  as 
snow;  so  as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  white  them. 

4  And  there  appeared  unto  them  Elias  with  Moses:  and 
tiiey  were  talking  with  Jesus. 

5  And  Pteter  answered  and  said  to  Jesus,  Master,  it  is 
good  for  us  to  be  here:  and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles; 
one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elias. 

6  For  he  wist  not  what  to  say;  for  they  were  sore  afraid. 

7  And  there  was  a  cloud  that  overshadowed  them :  and 
a  voice  came  out  of  the  cloud,  saying,  This  is  my  beloved 
Son :  hear  him. 

8  And  suddenly,  when  they  had  looked  round  about, 
they  saw  no  man  any  mote,  save  Jesus  only  with  them- 
selves. 

9  And  as  they  came  down  from  the  mountain,  he 
charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  things 
they  had  seen,  till  the  Son  of  man  were  risen  frwn  the 
dead. 

10  And  they  kept  that  saying  with  themselves,  question- 
ing one  with  another  what  the  rising  from  the  dead  should 
mean. 

11  If  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Why  say  the  scribes 
that  Elias  must  first  come? 

12  And  he  answered  and  told  them,  Elias  verily  cometh 
first,  and  restoreth  all  things;  and  how  it  is  written  of  the 
Son  of  man,  that  he  must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  set  at 
nought. 

13  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  Elias  is  indeed  come,  and 
they  have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed,  as  it  is 
written  of  him. 

14  ^  And  when  he  came  to  his  disciples,  he  saw  a  great 
multitude  about  them,  and  the  scribes  questioning  with 
them. 
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15  them.  And  straightway  all  the  multitude,  when  they 
saw  him,  were  greatly  amazed,  and  running  to  him 

16  saluted  him.     And  he  asked  them.  What  question  ye 

17  with  them?  And  one  of  the  multitude  answered  him. 
Master,  I  brou«5ht  unto  thee  my  son,  which  hath  a  dumb 

18  spirit;  and  wheresoever  it  takeih  him,  it  dasheth  him 
down:  and  he  foameth,  and  grindeth  his  teeth,  and 
pineth  away:  and  I  spake  to  thy  disciples  that  they 

19  should  cast  it  out;  and  they  were  not  able.  And  he 
answereth  tliem  and  saith,  O  faithless  generation,  how 
long  shall  I  be  with  you?  how  long  shall  I  bear  with  you? 

20  bring  him  unto  me.  And  they  brought  him  unto  him: 
and  when  he  saw  him,  stndghtway  the  spirit  tare  him 
grievously;  and  he  fell  on  the  ground,   and  wallowed 

21  foaming.  And  he  asked  his  father.  How  long  time  is 
it  since  this  hath  come  unto  him?    And  he  said,  From 

22  a  child.  And  oft-times  it  hath  cast  him  both  into  the 
fire  and  into  the  wtUers,  to  destroy  him :  but  if  thou 
canst  do  anything,  have  compassion  on  us,  and  help  us. 

23  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  If  thou  canst  1    All  things  are 

24  possible  to  him  that  belie veth.  Straightway  the  father 
of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said,  I  believe;  help  thou 

25  mine  unbelief.  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  a  multitude 
came  running  together,  he  rebuked  the  unclean  spirit, 
saying  unto  him.  Thou  dumb  and  deaf  spirit,  I  com- 
mand thee,  come  out  of  him,  and  enter  no  more  into 

26  him.  And  having  cried  out,  and  torn  him  much,  he 
came  out :  and  the  child  became  as  one  dead ;  insomuch 

27  that  the  more  part  said.  He  is  dead.  But  Jesus  took 
him  by  the  hand,  and  raised  him  up;  and  he  arose. 

28  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  his  disciples 
asked  him  privately,  saying.  We  could  not  cast  it  out. 

29  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  kind  can  come  out  by 
nothing,  save  by  prayer. 

30  And  they  went  forth  from  thence,  and  passed  through 
Galilee;  and  he  would  not  that  any  man  should  know 

81  it.  For  he  taught  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  them.  The 
Son  of  man  is  delivered  up  into  the  hands  of  men,  and 
they  shall  kill  him;  and  when  he  is  killed,  after  three 
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15  And  straightway  all  the  people,  when  they  beheld 
him,  were  greatly  amazed,  and  running  to  him  saluted 
hina. 

16  And  he  asked  the  scribes.  What  question  ye  with 
them? 

17  And  one  of  the  multitude  answered  and  said,  Master, 
I  have  brought  unto  thee  my  son,  which  hath  a  dumb 
spirit; 

18  And  wheresoever  he  taketh  him,  he  teareth  him:  and 
be  foametb,  and  gnasheth  with  his  teeth,  and  pineth  away: 
and  I  spake  to  th^y  disciples  that  they  should  cast  him  out ; 
and  they  could  not. 

19  He  answereth  him,  and  saith,  O  faithless  generation, 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you?  how  long  shall  I  suffer  you? 
bring  him  unto  me. 

30  And  they  brought  him  unto  him :  and  when  he  saw 
him,  straightway  the  spirit  tare  him;  and  he  fell  on  the 
ground,  and  wallowed  foaming. 

31  And  he  asked  his  father,  How  long  is  it  ago  since  this 
came  unto  him?    And  he  said.  Of  a  child. 

33  And  ofttimes  it  hath  cast  him  into  the  Are,  and  into 
the  waters,  to  destroy  him :  but  if  thou  canst  do  any  thing, 
have  compassion  on  us,  and  help  us. 

33  Jesus  said  unto  him,  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  believeth. 

34  And  straightway  the  father  of  the  child  cried  out, 
and  said  with  tears,  Lord,  I  believe;  help  thou  mine  un- 
belief. 

25  When  Jesus  saw  that  the  people  came  running  to- 

f  ether,  he  rebuked  the  foul  spirit,  saying  unto  him,  Thou 
umb  and  deaf  spirit,  I  charge  thee,  come  out  of  him,  and 
enter  no  more  into  him. 

36  And  the  spint  cried,  and  rent  him  sore,  and  came  out 
of  hinr:  and  he  was  as  one  dead;  insomuch  that  many  said, 
He  is  dead. 

37  But  Jesus  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  lifted  him  up; 
and  he  arose. 

38  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  his  disciples 
asked  him  privately.  Why  could  not  we  cast  him  out? 

39  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  kind  can  come  forth  by 
nothing,  but  by  prayer  and  fasting. 

30  IF  And  they  departed  thence,  and  passed  through 
Galilee ;  and  he  would  not  that  any  man  should  know  it. 

31  For  he  taught  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  them,  The 
Son  of  man  is  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men,  and  they 
shall  kill  him ;  and  after  that  he  is  killed,  he  shall  rise  the 
third  day. 
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82  days  he  shall  rise  again.  But  they  understood  not  tho 
sayinff,  and  were  afraid  to  ask  him. 

83  And  they  came  to  Capernaum:  and  when  he  was  in 
the  house  he  asked  them.  What  were  ye  reasoning  in 

84  the  way?  But  they  held  their  peace:  for  they  had  dis- 
puted one  with  another  in  the  way,  who  was  the  greatest, 

35  And  he  sat  down,  and  called  the  twelve;  and  he  saith 
unto  them,  If  any  man  would  be  first,  he  slmll  be  last 

86  of  all,  and  minister  of  all.  And  he  took  a  little  child, 
and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them:  and  taking  him  in 

37  his  arms,  he  said  unto  them,  Whosoever  shall  receive 
one  of  such  little  children  in  my  name,  receiveth  me: 
and  whosoever  receiveth  me,  receiveth  not  me,  but  him 
that  sent  mc. 

38  John  said  unto  him,  Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out 
devils  in  my  name:  and  we  forbade  him,  because  he 

89  followed  not  ue.  But  Jesus  said,  Forbid  him  not:  for 
there  is  no  man  which  shall  do  a  mighty  work  in  my 

40  name,  and  be  able  quickly  to  speak  evil  of  me.    For  he 

41  that  is  not  against  us  is  for  us.  For  whosoever  shall 
give  you  a  cup  of  water  to  drink,  because  ye  are  Christ's, 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  re- 

42  ward.  And  whosoever  shall  cause  one  of  these  little 
ones  that  believe  on  me  to  stumble,  it  were  better  for 
him  if  a  great  millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck, 

43  and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea.  And  if  thy  hand  cause 
thee  to  stumble,  cut  it  off:  it  is  ^ood  for  thee  to  enter 
into  life  maimed,  rather  than  having  thy  two  hands  to 

45  go  into  hell,  into  the  unquenchable  fire.  And  if  thy 
foot  cause  thee  to  stumble,  cut  it  off:  it  is  good  for  thee 
to  enter  into  life  halt,  rather  than  having  thy  two  feet 

47  to  be  cast  into  hell.  And  if  thine  eye  <»u6e  thee  to 
stumble,  cast  it  out:  it  is  good  for  thee  t^  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  with  one  eye,  rather  than  having  two 

48  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell ;  where  their  worm  dieth  not, 
40  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.    For  eveiy  one  shall  be 
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32  Bnt  thej  miderstood  not  tb«t  saying,  and  were  afraid 
to  ask  bim. 

33  If  And  be  came  to  Capemanm:  and  being  in  the 
liouse  be  asked  them.  What  was  it  that  ye  disputed  among 
yourselves  by  the  way? 

34  But  they  held  their  peace :  for  by  the  way  they  had 
disputed  among  themselves,  who  sliould  be  the  greatest. 

35  And  he  sat  down,  and  called  the  twelve,  and  saith 
unto  them,  If  any  man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same  shall  be 
last  of  all,  and  seiTant  of  all. 

36  And  he  took  a  child,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of 
.  them :  and  when  he  had  taken  him  in  his  arms,  he  said 

unto  them, 

37  Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such  children  in  my 
name,  receiveth  me:  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me,  re- 
ceivethnot  me,  but  him  that  sent  me. 

38  ^  And  John  answered  him,  saying,  Master,  we  saw 
one  easting  out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  he  followeth  not 
us :  and  we  forbad  bim,  because  he  followeth  not  us. 

39  But  Jesus  said.  Forbid  him  not:  for  there  is  no  man 
which  shall  do  a  miracle  in  my  name,  that  can  lightly  speak 
evil  of  me. 

40  For  he  that  is  not  against  us  is  on  our  part 

41  For  whosoever  shaU  give  you  a  cup  of  water  to  drink 
in  my  name,  because  ye  belong  to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  he  shall  not  lose  his  reward. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  offend  one  of  ihese  little  ones 
that  believe  in  me,  it  is  belter  for  him  that  a  millstone  were 
hanged  sbout  his  neck,  and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea. 

48  And  if  thy  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  into  life  maimed,  than  having  two  hands  to 
go  into  hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched: 

44  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not 
quenched. 

45  And  if  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  halt  into  life,  than  having  two  feet  to  be  cast 
into  hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched : 

46  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not 
quenched. 

47  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out:  it  is  better 
for  thee  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  with  one  eye, 
than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire: 

48  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not 
quenched. 

49  For  ever}'  one  shall  be  salted  with  fire,  and  every 
sacrifice  shall  be  salted  with  salt. 
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50  sa]t«d  with  fire.  Salt  is  ^ood:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost 
its  saltness,  wherewith  will  ye  season  it?  Have  salt  ia 
yourselves,  and  be  at  peace  one  with  another. 


10  And  he  arose  from  thence,  and  cometh  into  the 
borders  of  Judtea  and  beyond  Jordan :  and  multitudes 
come  together  unto  him  again;  and,  as  he  was  wont,  he 

2  taught  them  again.  And  there  came  unto  him  Pharisees, 
and  asked  him.  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his 

3  wife?  tempting  him.     And  he  answered  and  said  unto 

4  them.  What  did  Moses  command  you?  And  they  said, 
Moses  suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and  to 

5  put  her  away.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  For  your 
hardness  of  heart  he  wrote  you  this  conmiandment. 

6  But  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation,  Male  and  female 

7  made  he  them.     For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his 

8  father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife;  and  the 
twain  shall  become  one  flesh:  so  that  they  are  no  more 

9  twain,  but  one  flesh.     What  therefore  God  hath  joined 

10  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder.     Aiid  in  the  house 

11  the  disciples  asked  him  again  of  this  matter.  And  he 
saith  unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 

12  and  marry  another,committeth  adultery  against  her:  and 
if  she  herself  shall  put  away  her  husband,  and  marry 
another,  she  committeth  adultery. 

13  And  they  brought  unto  him  little  children,  that  he 
should  touch  them:  and  tlie  disciples  rebuked  them. 

14  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  moved  with  indignation, 
and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  me;  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom 

15  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall 
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50  Salt  is  ^ood:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  bis  saltness, 
wherewith  will  ye  season  it?  Have  salt  in  yourselves,  and 
have  peace  one  with  another. 

CHAPTER  X. 

2  Christ  di^oiuteth  with  the  Pharisees  tottching  divorcement:  13 
blesseth  the  children  that  are  brought  unto  him:  17  resolveth  a  rich 
nian  how  he  may  inherit  life  everlasting:  23  telleth  his  disciples  of 
the  danger  of  riches:  2S  promiseth  rewards  to  them  that  forsake 
any  thing  for  the  gospel:  22  foretelleth  his  death  and  resurrection: 
35  biddeth  the  two  ambitious  suitors  to  think  rather  of  suffering 
with  him:  46  and  restoreth  to  Bartimceus  his  sight. 

AND  he  arose  from  thence,  and  cometh  into  the  coasts 
of  Judsea  by  the  farther  side  of  Jordan :  and  the  peo- 
ple resort  unto  him  again;  and,  as  he  was  wont,  he  taught 
them  again. 

2  If  And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  and  asked  him,  Is 
it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife?  tempting  him. 

3  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  What  did  Moses 
command  you? 

4  And  they  said,  Moses  suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorce- 
ment, and  to  put  her  away. 

5  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  For  the  hard- 
ness of  your  heart  he  wrote  you  this  precept. 

6  But  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  God  made  them 
male  and  female. 

7  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother, 
and  cleave  to  hts  wife; 

8  And  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh:  so  then  they  are  no 
more  twain,  but  one  flesh. 

9  What  therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man 
put  asunder. 

10  And  in  the  house  his  disciples  asked  him  again  of  the 
same  matter. 

11  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  put  away 
his  wife,  and  maiTy  another,  committeth  adultery  against 
her. 

12  And  if  a  woman  shall  put  away  her  husband,  and  be 
married  to  another,  she  committeth  adultery. 

13  T  And  they  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  he 
should  touch  them:  and  his  ^disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  tliem. 

14  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and 
said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

15  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter 
therein." 
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16  in  no  wise  enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  in  hin 
arms,  and  blessed  them,  laying  his  hnuds  upon  them. 

17  And  as  he  was  going  forth  into  the  way,  there  ran 
one  to  him,  and  kneeled  to  him,  and  asked  him,  Goo(! 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  that  I  may  inherit  eternal  life? 

18  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good? 

19  none  is  good  save  one,  exen  God.  Thou  knowest  the 
commandments.  Do  not  kill.  Do  not  commit  adultery.  Do 
not  steal.  Do  not  bear  false  witness,  Do  not  defraud,  Hon. 
our  thy  father  and  mother.  And  be  said  unto  him.  Master, 

20  all  these  things  have  I  observed  from  my  youth.     And 

21  Jesus  looking  upon  him  loved  him,  and  said  unto  him. 
One  thing  thou  lackest:  go,  sell  whatsoever  thou  hast, 
and  give  to  the  poor,  ana  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in 

22  heaven:  and  come,  follow  me.  But  his  countenance 
fell  at  the  saying,  and  he  went  away  sorrowful :  for  he 
was  one  that  had  great  possessions. 

2^  And  Jesus  looked  round  about,  and  saith  unto  his 
disciples.  How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter 

24  into  the  kingdom  of  God!  And  the  disciples  were 
amazed  at  his  words.  But  Jesus  answereth  again,  and 
saith  unto  them,  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for  them  that 

25  trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God !  It  is 
easier  for  a  camel  to  ^o  through  a  needle's  eye,  than  for 

26  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  And 
they  were  astonished  exceedingly,  saying  unto   him, 

27  Then  who  can  be  saved?  Jesus  looting  upon  them 
saith,  With  men  it  is  impossible,  but  not  with  God :  for 

28  all  things  are  possible  with  God.  Peter  began  to  say 
unto  him,  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and  have  followed  thee. 

29  Jesus  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  There  is  no  man  that 
hath  left  house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  mother,  or 
father,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  sake,  and  for  the 

30  gospel's  sake,  but  he  shall  receive  a  hundredfold  now  in 
this  time,  houses,  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  and  moth- 
ers, and  children,  and  lands,  with  persecutions;  and  in 

31  the  world  to  come  eternal  life.  But  many  that  are  first 
shall  be  last;  and  the  last  first. 

82  And  they  were  in  the  way,  going  up  to  Jerusalem ; 
and  Jesus  was   going   before  them;   and  they  were 
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16  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon 
them,  and  blessed  them. 

17  T  And  when  he  was  gone  forth  into  the  way,  there 
came  one  running,  and  kneeled  to  him,  and  asked  him, 
Good  Master,  what  shall  I  do  that  I  may  inherit  eternal 
life? 

18  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Why  callest  thou  me  good? 
t/iere  is  none  good  but  one,  thai  is,  God. 

19  Thou  knowest  the  commandments.  Do  not  commit 
adultery.  Do  not  kill,  Do  not  steal.  Do  not  bear  false  wir 
ness,  Defraud  not.  Honour  thy  father  and  mother. 

20  And  he  answered  ind  said  unto  him.  Master,  all  these 
have  I  observetl  from  my  youth. 

21  Then  Jesus  beholdmg  him  loved  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  One  thing  thou  lackest:  go  thv  way,  sell  whatsoever 
thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  ana  thou  shalt  have  trea- 
sure in  heaven :  and  come,  take  up  the  cross,  and  follow 
me. 

22  And  he  was  sad  at  that  saying,  and  went  away  grieved : 
for  he  had  great  possessions. 

23  ^  And  Jesus  looked  round  about,  and  saith  unto 
his  disciples,  How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God ! 

24  And  the  disciples  were  astonished  at  his  words.  But, 
Jesus  answereth  again,  and  saith  unto  them.  Children,  how 
hard  is  it  for  them  that  trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  I 

25  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  nee- 
dle, than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  And  they  were  astonished  out  of  measure,  saying 
among  themselves,  Who  then  can  be  saved? 

27  And  Jesus  looking  upon  them  saith.  With  men  it  is 
impossible,  but  not  with  God :  for  with  God  all  things  are 
possible. 

28  %  Then  Peter  began  to  say  unto  him,  Lo..  we  have 
left  all,  and  have  followed  thee. 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
There  is  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters, 
or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  'for  my 
sake,  and  the  gospeFs, 

80  But  he  shall  redeive  an  hundredfold  now  in  this  time, 
houses,  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  and  mothers,  and  chil- 
dren, and  lands,  with  persecutions;  and  in  the  world  to* 
come  eternal  life. 

31  But  many  that  are  first  shall  be  last ;  and  the  last  first. 

32  T  And  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to  Jerusalem ; 
and  Jesus  went  before  them :  ana  they  were  amazed ;  and 
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amazed;  and  they  that  followed  were  afraid.    And  he 
took  again  the  twelve,  and  began  to  tell  them  the  things 

33  that  were  to  happen  unto  him,  saying ^  Behold,  we  go  up 
to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  delivered 
unto  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes;  and  they  shall 
condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver  him  unto  the 

34  Gentiles:  and  they  shall  mock  him,  and  shall  spit  upon 
him,  and  shall  scourge  him,  and  shall  kill  him;  and 
after  three  days  he  shall  rise  again. 

35  And  there  come  near  unto  him  James  and  John,  the 
sons  of  2iebedee,  saving  unto  him.  Master,  we  would 
that  thou  shouldest  (lo  for  us  whatsoever  we  shall  ask  of 

36  thee.     And  he  said  unto  them,  What  would  ye  that  I 

37  should  do  for  you?  And  they  said  unto  him,  Grant 
unto  us  that  we  may  sit,  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  one 

38  on  thy  left  hand,  in  thy  glory.  But  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Are  ye  able  to  drink 
the  cup  that  I  drink?  or  to  be  baptized  with  the  baptism 

39  that  I  am  baptized  with?  And  they  said  unto  him.  We 
arc  able.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  The  cup  that  I  drink 
ye  shall  drink;  and  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized 

'40  withal  shall  ye  be  baptized:  but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand 
or  on  my  left  hand  is  not  mine  to  give:  but  it  is  for  them 

41  for  whom  it  hath  been  prepared.  And  when  the  ten 
heard  it,  they  began  to  be  moved  with  indignation  con- 

43  cerning  James  and  John.  And  Jesus  called  them  to 
him,  and  saith  unto  them,  Ye  know  that  they  which  are 
accounted  to  rule  over  the  Gentiles  lord  it  over  them; 

43  and  their  great  ones  exercise  authority  over  them.  But 
it  is  not  so  among  you :  but  whosoever  would  become 

44  great  among  you,  shall  be  your  minister:  and  whoso- 
ever would  be  first  among  you,  shall  be  servant  of  all. 

45  For  verily  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
many. 

46  And  they  come  to  Jericho :  and  as  he  went  out  from 
Jericho,  with  his  disciples  and  a  great  multitude,  the 
son  of  Timseus,  Bartimceus,  a  blind  beggar,  was  sitting 

47  by  the  way  side.  And  when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  he  began  to  cry  oul^,  and  say,  Jesus,  thou 
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as  they  followed,  they  were  afraid.  And  he  took  again  the 
twelve,  and  began  to  tell  them  what  things  should  happen 
unto  him, 

33  Saying,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Son 
of  man  shall  be  delivered  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  unto 
the  scribes;  and  they  shall  condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall 
deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles: 

34  And  they  shall  mock  him,  and  shall  scourge  him,  and 
shall  spit  upon  him,  and  shall  kill  him:  and  the  third  day 
'lie  shall  rise  again. 

35  ^  And  James  and  John,  the  son^  of  Zebedee,  come 
unto  him,  saying.  Master,  we  would  that  thou  shouldest 
do  for  us  whatsoever  we  shall  desire. 

36*And  he  said  unto  them,  What  would  ye  that  I  should 
do  for  you? 

37  They  said  unto  him,  Grant  unto  us  that  we  may  sit, 
one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  thy  left  hand,  in 
thy  glory. 

38  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask . 
can  ye  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of?  and  be  baptized 
with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized  with? 

39  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  can.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  them.  Ye  shall  indeed  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink 
of;  and  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized  withal  shall 
ye  be  baptized : 

40  But  to  sit  on  my  right  hand  and  on  my  left  hand  is 
not  mine  to  give;  but  it  shall  be  given  to  tliem  for  whom  it 
is  prepared. 

41  And  when  the  ten  heard  it,  they  began  to  be  much 
displeased  with  James  and  John. 

42  But  Jesus  called  them  to  him,  and  saith  unto  them. 
Ye  know  that  they  which  are  accounted  to  Vule  over  the 
Gentiles  exercise  lordsliip  over  them ;  and  their  great  ones 
exercise  authority  upon  them. 

43  But  so  shall  it  not  be  among  you:  but  whosoever  will 
be  great  among  you,  shall  be  your  minister: 

44  And  whosoever  of  you  will  be  the  chiefest,  shall  be 
servant  of  all. 

45  For  even  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  un- 
to, bflt  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

46  ^  And  they  came  to  Jericho:  and  as  he  went  out  of 
Jericho  with  his  disciples  and  a  great  number  of  people, 
blind  Bartimaeus,  the  son  of  Timaeus,  sat  by  the  highway 
side  begging 

47  And  when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  he 
began  to  cry  out,  and  say,  Jesus,  thou  son  of  David,  iiave 
mercy  on  me. 
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48  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  many  rebuked 
him,  that  he  should  hold  his  peace:  but  he  cried  out 
the  more  a  great  deal,  Thou  sou  of  David,  have  mercy 

49  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  said,  Call  ye  him. 
And  they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  unto  him,  Be  of 

50  good  cheer:  rise,  hecalleth  thee.  And  he,  casting  away 
his  garment,  sprang  up,  and  came  to  Jesus.    And  Jesus 

51  answered  him,  and  said,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  should 
do  unto  thee?    And   the   blind  man  said  unto  bim, 

52  Rabboni,  that  I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 
And  straightway  he  received  his  sight,  and  followed  him 
in  the  way. 


11  And  when  they  draw  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  unto 
Bethphage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  of  Olives,  he 

2  sendeth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  sailh  unto  them.  Go 
your  way  into  the  village  that  is  over  against  you:  and 
straightway  as  ye  enter  into  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
whereon  no  man  ever  yet  sat;   loose  him,  and  bring 

3  him.  And  if  any  one  say  unto  you,  "Whv  do  ye  this? 
say  ye,  The  Lord  hath  need  of  him ;  and  straightway 

4  he  will  send  him  back  hither.  And  they  went  away, 
and  found  a  colt  tied  at  the  door  without  in  the  open 

5  street;  and  they  loose  him.  And  certain  of  them  that 
stood  there  said  unto  them.  What  do  ye,  loosing  the 

6  colt?    And  they  said  unto  them  even  as  Je^us  had  said: 

7  and  they  let  them  go.  And  they  bring  the  colt  unto 
Jesus,  and  cast  on  him  their  garments;  and  he  sat  upon 

8  him.  And  many  spread  their  garments  upon  the  way ; 
and  others  branches^  which  they  had  cut  from  the  fields. 

9  And  they  that  went  before,  and  they  that  followed, 
cried,  Hosanna;  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name 

10  of  the  Lord:  Blessed  is  the  kingdom  that  cdlneth, 
th^  kingdom  of  our  father  David:  Hosanna  in  the 
highest. 
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48  And  many  charged  him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace: 
but  he  cried  the  more  a  great  deal,  TJwu  son  of  David, 
have  mercy  on  me. 

49  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  commanded  him  to  be  called. 
And  they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  unto  him,  Be  of  good 
comfort,  rise;  he  calleth  thee. 

50  And  he,  casting  away  his  gannent,  rose,  and  came  to 
Jesus. 

51  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  What  wilt 
thou  that  I  should  do  unto  thee?  The  blind  man  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  that  I  might  receive  my  sight. 

52  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight, 
and  followed  Jesus  in  the  way. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  Christ  rideth  with  triumph  into  Jerusalem:  12  curseth  the  fruitless 
leafy  tree:  15  jmrgeth  t?ui  temple:  20  exhorteth  his  disciples  to  stead- 
fastness of  faith,  and  to  forgive  their  enemies:  Z!  and  defendeth 
the  lawfulness  of  his  actions,  by  the  tcitness  of  John,  who  was  a 
mun  sent  of  Ood. 

A  ND  when  thiey  came  nigh  to  JeniFalem,  unto  Beth- 
Jl\^  phage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  of  Olives,  he  send- 
eth  forth  two  of  his  disciples, 

2  And  saith  unto  them.  Go  your  way  into  the  village 
over  against  you :  and  as  soon  as  ye  l)e  entered  into  it,  ye 
shall  find  a  colt  tied,  whereon  never  man  sat;  loose  him, 
and  bring  1dm. 

3  And  if  any  man  say  unto  you.  Why  do  ye  this?  say  ye 
that  the  Lord  hatb  need  of  him;  and  straightway  he  will 
send  him  hither. 

4  And  they  went  their  way,  and  found  the  colt  tied  by 
the  door  without  in  a  place  where  two  ways  met ;  and  they 
loose  him. 

5  And  certain  of  them  that  stood  there  said  unto  them. 
What  do  ye,  loosing  the  colt? 

6  And  they  said  unto  them  even  as  Jesus  had  com- 
manded :  and  they  let  them  go. 

7  And  they  brought  the  colt  to  Jesus,  and  cast  their 
garments  on  him ;  and  he  sat  upon  him. 

8  And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the  way:  and 
others  cut  down  branches  off  the  trees,  and  strawed  them 
in  the  way. 

9  And  they  that  went  before,  and  they  that  followed, 
cried,  saying,  Hostinna;  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord : 

10  Blessed  he  the  kingdom  of  our  father  David,  that 
cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord:  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 


ST.   MARK. 


11  And  lie  entered  into  Jenisalem,  into  the  temple;  and 
when  he  had  looked  round  about  upon  all  things,  it 
being  now  eventide,  he  went  out  unto  Bethany  with  the 
twelve. 

12  And  on  the  morrow,  when  they  were  come  out  from 

13  Bethany,  he  hungered.  And  seeing  a  fig  tree  afar  off 
having  leaves,  he  came,  if  haply  he  might  find  any- 
thing thereon:  and  when  he  came  to  it,  he  found 
nothing  but  leaves;  for  it  was  not  the  season  of  figs. 

14  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  it,  No  man  eat  fruit 
from  thee  henceforward  for  ever.  And  his  disciples 
heard  it. 

15  And  they  come  to  Jerusalem:  and  he  entered  into  the 
temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  and  them 
that  bought  in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money-changers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  the 

to  doves;  and  he  would  not  suffer  that  any  man  should 

17  carry  a  vessel  through  the  temple.  And  he  taught,  and 
said  unto  them,  Is  it  not  written.  My  house  shall  be 
called  a  house  of  prayer  for  all  the  nations?  but  ye  have 

18  made  it  a  den  of  robbers.  And  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  heard  it,  and  sought  how  they  might  destroy 
him:  for  they  feared  him,  for  all  the  multitude  was 
astonished  at  his  teaching. 

19  And  every  evening  he  went  forth  out  of  the  city. 

20  And  as  they  passed  by  in  the  morning,  they  saw  the 

21  fig  tree  withered  away  from  the  roots.  And  Peter  call- 
ing to  remembrance  saith  unto  him,  Rabbi,  behold,  the 

22  fig  tree  which  thou  cursedst  is  withered  away.  And 
Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them.  Have  faith  in  God. 

23  Verily  I  sav  unto  you,  whosoever  shall  say  unto  this 
mountain.  Be  thou  taken  up  and  cast  into  the  sea;  and 
shall  not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe  that  what 

M  he  saith  cometh  to  pass;  he  shall  have  it.  Therefore  I 
say  unto  you,  All  things  Avhatsoever  ye  pray  and  ask 
for,  believe  that  ye  have  received  them,  and  ye  shall 

l35  have  them.  And  whensoever  ye  stand  praying,  forgive, 
if  ye  have  aught  against  any  one;  that  your  Father  also 
which  is  in  heaven  mpy  forgive  you  your  trespasses. 

27      And  they  come  again  to  Jerusalem :  and  as  he  was 
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11  And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem,  and  into  the 
temple:  and  when  he  had  looked  round  about  upon  all 
things,  and  now  the  eventide  was  come,  he  went  out  unto 
Bethany  with  the  twelve. 

12  If  And  on  the  morrow,  when  they  were  come  from 
Bethany,  he  was  hungry : 

13  And  seeing  a  fig  tree  afar  off  having  leaves,  he  came, 
if  haply  he  might  find  anything  thereon:  and  when  he 
came  to  it,  he  found  nothing  but  leaves;  for  the  time  of  figs 
was  not  yet. 

14  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  it,  Ko  man  eat 
fruit  of  thee  hereafter  forever.  And  his  disciples  heard 
it 

15  If  And  they  come  to  Jerusalem:  and  Jesus  went  into 
the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  and 
bought  in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
moneychangers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves; 

16  And  would  not  suffer  that  any  man  should  carry  any 
vessel  through  the  temple. 

17  And  he  taught,  saying  unto  them,  Is  it  not  written, 
My  house  shall  be  called  of  all  nations  the  house  of  prayer? 
but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

18  And  the  scribes  and  chief  priests  heard  it,  and  sought 
how  they  might  destroy  him:  for  they  feared  him,  because 
all  the  people  was  astonished  at  his  doctrine. 

19  And  when  even  was  come,  he  went  out  of  the  city. 

20  1[  And  in  the  morning,  as  they  passed  by,  they  saw 
the  fig  tree  dried  up  from  the  roots. 

21  And  Peter  calling  to  remembrance  saith  unto  him, 
Master,  behold,  the  fig  tree  which  thou  cursedst  is  withered 
away. 

22  And  Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them.  Have  faith  in 
God. 

23  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  shall  say 
unto  this  mountain.  Be  thou  removed,  and  be  thou  cast 
into  the  sea;  and  shall  not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  be- 
lieve that  those  things  which  he  saith  shall  come  to  pass; 
he  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saith. 

24  Therefore  I  say  unto  you.  What  things  soever  ye  de- 
sire, when  ye  pi*ay,  believe  that  ye  receive  ilieiriy  and  ye 
shall  have  mem. 

25  And  when  ye  stand  praying,  forgive,  if  ye  have  ought 
against  any:  that  your  Father  also  which  is  in  heaven  may 
forgive  you  your  trespasses. 

26  But  if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven  forgive  your  trespasses. 

27  •[  And  they  come  again  to  Joiusaleiii:  and  as  he  v.as 
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walking  in  the  temple,  there  come  to  him    the  chief 

28  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders;  and  they  said 
unto  him,  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these  things? 
or  who  gave  thee  this  authority  to  do  these  things? 

29  And  Jesus  said  unto  tliem,  I  will  ask  of  you  one  ques- 
tion, and  answer  jne,  and  I  will  tell  you  by  what  au- 

30  thority  I  do  these  things.     The  baptism  of  John,  was  it 

31  from  heaven,  or  from  men?  answer  me.  And  tliey 
reasoned  with  themselves,  saying,  If  we  shall  say,  From 
heaven;  he  will  say,  Why  then  "did  ye  not  believe  him? 

32  But  should  we  say.  From  men — they  feared  the  people: 

33  for  all  verily  held  John  to  be  a  prophet.  And  they  an- 
swered Jesus  and  say,  We  know  not.  And  Jesus  saith 
unto  them,  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I  do 
these  things. 


12  And  he  began  to  speak  unto  them  in  parables.  A 
man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  set  a  hedge  about  it,  and 
digged  a  pit  for  the  winepress,  and  built  a  tower,  and 
let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went  into  another  country. 

2  And  at  the  season  he  sent  to  the  husbandmen  a  servant, 
that  he  might  receive  from  the  husbandmen  of  the  fruits 

3  of  the  vineyard.     And  they  took  him,  and  beat  him, 

4  and  sent  him  away  empty.  And  again  he  sent  unto 
them  another  servant;   and  him  they  wounded  in  the 

5  head,  and  handled  shamefully.  And  he  sent  another; 
and  him  they  killed:  and  many  others;  beating  some, 

6  and  killing  some.  He  had  yet  one,  a  beloved  son :  he 
sent  him  last  unlo  them,  saying,  They  will  reverence 

7  my  son.  But  those  husbandmen  said  among  themselves, 
This  is  the  heir;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  the  inherit- 
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walking  in  the  lemplc,  there  come  to  liim  ihe  chief  priests, 
jmd  the  8cril>es,  nna  the  elders, 

28  And  say  unto  him,  by  what  nuthority  cloest  thou  these 
things?  and  who  gave  thee  this  authority  to  do  these 
things? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  ^^ill  also 
ask  of  you  one  question,  and  answer  me,  and  I  will  tell  you 
hy  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

30  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  Irom  heaven,  or  of  men? 
answer  me. 

31  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  snyinff.  If  wo 
slmll  say,  From  heaven;  he  will  say,  Why  then  did  ye  not 
believe  him? 

32  But  if  we  shall  say,  Of  men;  they  feared  the  people' 
for  all  men  counted  John,  that  lie  was  a  prophet  indeed. 

33  And  they  answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  We  cannot 
tell.  And  Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them,  Neither  do  I 
tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  In  a  parable  of  the  vineyard  let  out  to  unthankful  husbandmen^ 
Christ  foretelleth  the  reprobation  of  the  Jews^and-the  calling  of 
the.  Gentiles,  18  He  avotdeth  the  snare  of  the  Phxirisees  and  Hero- 
dians  about  paying  tribute  to  Ccesar:  18  convinceth  the  error  of  the 
Sadducees,  who  denied  the  resurrection:  28  reaolveth  the  scribe^ 
who  questioned  of  the  first  commandment:  86  refuteth  the  opin' 
ion  that  the  scribes  held  of  Christ:  88  bidding  the  people  to  be- 
ware  of  their  ambition  and  hypocrisy:  41  and  commendeth  the 
poor  widow  for  her  ttoo  mites,  above  all. 

AND  he  began  to  speak  unto  them  by  parables.  A  cev 
tain  man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  set  an  hedge  about 
it,  and  digged  a  place  jor  the  winefat,  and  built  a  tower, 
and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went  into  a  far  country. 

2  And  at  the  season  he  sent  to  tlie  husbandmen  a  servant, 
that  he  might  receive  from  the  husbandmen  of  the  fruit  of 
the  vineyard. 

3  And  they  caught  Idmy  and  beat  him,  and  sent  1dm 
away  empty. 

4  And  again  he  sent  unto  them  another  servant;  and  at 
him  they  cast  stones,  and  wounded  him  in  the  head,  and 
sent  him  away  shamefully  handled. 

5  And  again  he  sent  another;  and  him  they  killed,  and 
many  others;  beating  some,  and  killing  some. 

6  Having  yet  therefore  one  son,  his  wellbeloved,  he  sent 
him  also  last  unto  them,  saying,  They  will  reverence  my 
son. 

7  But  those  husbandmen  said  among  themselves.  This  is 
the  heir;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  the  inheritance  shall 
be  our's. 

9"> 
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8  ance  shall  be  ours.    And  they  took  him,  and  killed  him, 

9  and  cast  him  forth  out  of  the  vineyard.  What  there- 
fore will  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  do?  he  will  come  and 
destroy  the  husbandmen,   and  will  give  the  vineyard 

10  unto  otliers.    Have  ye  not  read  even  this  scripture; 

The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected, 
The  same  was  made  the  head  of  the  corner: 

11  This  was  from  the  Lord, 

And  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes? 
13  And  they  sought  to  lay  hold  on*^him;  and  they  feared 
the  multitude;  for  they  perceived  that  he  spake  the 
parable  against   them:   and  they  left,  him,    and  went 
away. 

13  And  they  send  unto  him  certain  of  the  Pharisees  and 
of  the  Herodians,  that  they  miajht  catch  him  in  talk. 

14  And  when  they  were  come,  they  say  unto  him,  Master, 
we  know  that  thou  art  true,  and  carest  not  for  any  one : 
for  thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men,  but  of  a  truth 
teachest  the  way  of  God:  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute 

15  unto  Caesar,  or  not?  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  give^ 
But  he,  knowing  their  hypocrisy,  said  unto  them,  Why 

16  tempt  ye  me?  bring  me  a  penny,  that  I  may  see  it.  Aad 
they  brought  it.  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Whose  is  this 
image  and  superscription?    And  they  said  unto  him, 

17  Caesar's.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Render  unto  Caesar 
the  things  that  are  Caesar's,  and  unto  God  the  things 
that  are  God's.     And  they  marvelled  greatly  at  him. 

18  And  there  come  unto  him  Sadducces,  which  say  that 
there  is  no  resurrection;  and  they  asked  him,  saying, 

19  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us,  If  a  man's  brother  die,  and 
leave  a  wife  behind  him,  and  leave  no  chUd,  that  his 
brother  should  take  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto  his 

20  brother.     There  were  seven  brethren :  and  the  first  took  a 

21  wife,  and  dying  left  no  seed ;  and  the  second  took  her,  and 

22  died,  leaving  no  seed  behind  him;  and  the  third  like- 
wise: and  the  seven  left  no  seed.   Last  of  all  the  woman 

23  also  died.     In  the  resurrection  whose  wife  shall  she  be 

24  of  them?  for  the  seven  had  her  to  wife.  Jesus  said  unto 
them.  Is  it  not  for  this  cause  that  ye  err,  that  ye  know 

25  not  the  scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God?  For  when 
they  shall  rise  from  the  dead,  they  neither  marry,  nor 
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8  And  they  took  him,  and  killed  him,  and  cast  1dm  out 
of  the  vineyard. 

9  What  shall  therefore  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  do?  he 
will  come  and  destroy  the  husbandmen,  and  will  give  the 
vineyard  unto  others, 

10  And  have  ye  not  read  this  scripture;  The  stone  which 
the  builders  rejected  is  become  the  head  of  the  corner: 

11  This  was  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our 
eyes? 

13  And  they  sought  to  lay  hold  on  him,  but  feared  the 
people:  for  they  knew  that  he  had  spoken,  the  parable 
against  them :  and  they  left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

13  IT  And  they  send  unto  him  certain  of  the  Pharisees 
and  of  the  Herodians,  to  catch  him  in  his  words, 

14  And  when  they  were  come,  they  say  unto  him,  Mas- 
ter, we  know  that  thou  art  true,  and  carest  for  no  man 
for  thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men,  but  t^achest  the 
way  of  God  in  truth:  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  to  Caesar, 
or  not? 

15  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  give?  But  he,  knowing 
their  hypocrisy,  said  unto  them,  Why  tempt  ye  me?  bring 
me  a  penny,  that  I  may  see  it, 

16  And  they  brought  it.  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Whose  is  this  image  and  superscription?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  Caesar's. 

17  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them.  Render  to 
Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's,  and  to  God  the  things 
that  are  God*s.     And  they  marvelled  at  him. 

18  1  Then  come  unto  him  the  Sadducees,  which  say 
there  is  no  resurrection;  and  they  asked  him,  saying, 

19  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us.  If  a  man's  brother  die, 
and  leave  his  wife  behind  him,  and  leave  no  children,  that 
his  brother  should  take  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto  his 
brother. 

20  Now  there  were  seven  brethren,  and  the  first  took  a 
wife,  and  dying  left  no  seed. 

21  And  the  second  took  her,  and  died,  neither  left  he 
any  seed-  and  the  third  likewise. 

22  And  the  seven  had  her,  and  left  no  seed :  last  of  all 
the  woman  died  also. 

23  In  the  resurrection  therefore,  when  they  shall  rise, 
whose  wife  shall  she  be  of  them?  for  the  seven  had  her  to 
wife. 

24  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  thorn.  Do  ye  not 
therefore  err,  because  ye  know  not  the  scriptures,  neither 
vlie  power  of  God? 

25  For  when  they  shall  rise  from  the  dead,  they  neither 
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26  are  given  in  marriage;  but  are  as  angels  in  heaven.  But 
as  touching  the  dead,  that  they  are  raised ;  have  ye  not 
read  in  the  book  of  Moses,  in  the  place  concerning 
the  Bush,  how  God  spake  unto  him,  saying,  I  am  tlie 
God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of 

27  Jacob?  He  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  tke  liv- 
ing: ye  do  greatly  err. 

28  And  one  of  the  scribes  came,  and  heard  them 
questioning  together,  and  knowing  that  he  had  answered 
them  well,  asked  him.  What  commandment  is  the  first 

29  of  all?    Jesus  answered,  The  first  is,  Hear,  O  Israel; 

30  The  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  one:  and  thou  shalt 
love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy 

81  strength.  The  second  is  this.  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself.     There  is  none  other  command- 

32  nient  greater  than  these.  And  the  scribe  said  unto  him, 
Of  a  truth.  Master,  thou  hast  well  said  that  he  is  one; 

83  and  there  is  none  other  but  he :  and  to  love  him  with  all 
the  heart,  and  with  all  the  understanding,  and  with  all 
the  strength,  and  to  love  his  neighbour  as  himself,  is 
much  more  than  all  whole  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices. 

S4  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  answered  discreetly,  he 
said  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of 
God.  And  no  man  after  that  durst  ask  him  any 
question. 

85  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  as  he  taught  in  the 
temple.  How  say  the  scribes  that  the  Christ  is  the  son 

36  of  David?    David  himself  said  in  the  Holy  Spirit, 

The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord, 
Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  x 
Till  I  make  thine  enemies  the  footstool  of  thy  feet. 

37  David  himself  calleth  him  Lord;  and  whence  is  he  his 
son  ?    And  the  common  people  heard  him  gladly. 

I  38      And  in  his  teaching  he  said.  Beware  of  the  scribes, 
which  desire  to  walk  in  long  robes,  and  io  haw  saluta- 

39  tions  in  the  marketplaces,  and  chief  seats  in  the  syna- 

40  goffues,"  and  chief  places  at  feasts:  they  which  devour 
widows'  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayers; 
these  shall  receive  greater  condemnation.

marry,  nor  are  given  in  marriage;  but  are  as  the  angels 
which  are  in  heaven. 

26  And  as  touching  the  dead,  tliat  they  rise:  have  ye  not 
read  in  the  book  of  Moses,  how  in  the  bush  God  spake  unto 
him,  saying,  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of 
Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob? 

27  He  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  the  God  of  the 
living:  ye  therefore  do  greatly  err. 

28  ^  And  one  of  the  scribes  came,  and  having  heard 
them  reasoning  together,  and  perceiving  that  he  had 
answered  them  well,  asked  him,  Which  is  the  first  com- 
mandment of  all? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  him,  The  first  of  all  the  com- 
mandments w,  Hear,  O  Israel;  The  Lord  our  God  is  one 
Lord*. 

30  And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,  and 
with  all  thy  strength:  this  i8  the  first  commandment. 

31  And  the  second  ts  like,  namely  this,  Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  There  is  none  other  command- 
ment greater  than  these. 

32  And  the  scribe  said  unto  him,  Well,  Master,  thou  hast 
said  the  truth:  for  there  is  one  God;  and  there  is  none 
other  but  he : 

33  And  to  love  him  with  all  the  heart,  and  with  all  the 
understanding,  and  with  all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the 
strength,  and  to  love  his  neighbour  as  himself,  is  more  than 
all  whole  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices. 

34  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  answered  discreetly,  he 
said  unto  him.  Thou  art  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  no  man  after  that  durst  ask  him  any  question. 

35  1[  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  while  he  taught  in 
the  temple,  How  say  the  scribes  that  Christ  is  the  Son  of 
David? 

36  For  David  himself  said  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  The  Lord 
said  to  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make 
thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 

37  David  therefore  himself  calleth  him  Lord ;  and  whence 
is  he  then  his  son?  And  the  common  people  heard  him 
gladly. 

38  IT  And  he  said  unto  them  in  his  doctrine,  Beware  of 
the  scribes,  which  love  to  go  in  long  clothing,  and  love  salu- 
tations in  the  marketplaces, 

39  And  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  the  upper- 
most rooms  at  feasts : 

40  Which  devour  widows*  houses,  and  for  a  pretence 
make  long  prayers :  these  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 
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41  And  he  sat  down  over  against  the  treasury,  and 
beheld  how  the  multitude  cast  money  into  the  treasury: 

42  and  many  that  were  rich  cast  in  much.  And  there 
came  a  poor  widow,  and  she  cast  in  two  mites,  which 

43  make  a  farthing.  And  he  called  unto  him  his  disciples, 
and  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  This  poor 
widow  cast  in  more  than  all  they  which  are  casting  into 

44  the  treasury:  for  they  all  did  cast  in  of  their  superfluity ; 
but  she  of  her  want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  eten 
all  her  living. 


13  And  as  he  went  forth  out  of  the  temple,  one  of  his 
disciples  saith  unto  him,  Master,  behold,  what  manner 

2  of  stones,  and  what  manner  of  buildings!  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  Seest  thou  these  great  buildings?  there 
shall  not  be  left  here  one  stone  upon  another,  whicU 
shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

8  And  as  he  sat  on  the  mount  of  Olives  over  against 
the  temple,  Peter  and  James  and  John  and  Andrew  asked 

4  him  privately,  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be?  and 
what  shall  he  the  sign  when  these  things  are  all  about  to 

5  be  accomplished?    And  Jesus  began  to  say  unto  them, 

6  Take  heed  tliat  no  man  lead  you  astray.  Many  shall 
come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  he\  and  shall  lead  many 

7  astray.  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumours 
of  wars,  be  not  troubled :  these  things  must  needs  come 

8  to  pass;  but  the  end  is  not  yet.  For  nation  shall  rise 
against  nation,  and  kingdom  against  kingdom:  there 
shall  be  earthquakes  in  divers  places;  there  shall  be 
famines:  these  things  are  the  begmning  of  travail. 

9  But  take  ye  heed  to  yourselves:  for  they  shall  deliver 
you  up  to  councils;  and  in  sjTiagogues  shall  ye  be 
beaten ;  and  before  governors  and  kings  shall  ye  stand 

10  for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  unto  them.    And  the  gos- 

11  pel  must  first  be  preached  unto  all  the  nations.  And 
when  they  lead  you  to  judgement,  and  deliver  you  up,  be 
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41  If  And  Jesus  sat  over  a^inst  the  treasury,  and  behcl;l 
how  the  people  cast  money  into  the  treasury:  and  manv 
that  were  rich  cast  in  much. 

42  And  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow,  and  she  threw 
in  two  mites,  which  make  a  fartliing. 

43  And  he  called  unto  Mm  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto 
them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  this  poor  widow  hath 
cast  more  in,  than  all  they  which  have  cast  into  the  trea- 
sury: 

44  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance;  but  she  of 
her  want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  et)en  all  her  living. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Christ  foreteUeth  the  destruction  of  the  temple:  9  the  persecutions 
for  the  gospel:  10  that  tlie  gospel  must  be  preached  to  all  nations. 
14  tliat  great  calamities  shml  happen  to  the  Jews:  34  and  the  m,an- 


for  the  gospel:  10  that  tlie  gospel  must  be  preached  to  all  nations. 
14  that  great  calam^ities  shml  happen  to  the  Jews:  34  and  the  mari- 
ner of  his  coming  to  judgment:  fe  the  hour  ivhereof  being  known 


to  none^  every  mun  is  to  loatch  and  pray,  that  we  be  not  found 
unprovided,  when  he  cometh  to  each  one  particularly  by  death. 

AND  as  he  went  out  of  the  temple,  one  of  his  disciples 
saith  unto  him,  Master,  see  wliat  manner  of  stones 
and  what  buildings  are  here  ! 

2  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Seest  thou  these 
great  buildings?  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  an- 
other, that  shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives  over  against 
the  temple,  Peter  and  James  and  John  and  Andrew  asked 
him  privately, 

4  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be?  and  what  sJiall  be 
the  sign  when  all  these  things  shall  be  fulfilled? 

5  And  Jesus  answering  them  began  to  say,  Take  heed 
lest  any  man  deceive  you: 

6  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ; 
and  shall  deceive  many. 

7  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumours  of  wars, 
be  ye  not  troubled:  for  such  things  must  needs  be;  but  the 
end  sJiall  not  be  yet. 

8  For  nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom 
against  kingdom:  and  there  shall  be  earthquakes  in  diver.4 
places,  and  there  sliaJl  be  famines  and  troubles:  these  are 
the  beginnings  of  sorrows. 

9t  1[  But  take  heed  to  yourselves:  for  they  shall  deliver 
you  up  to  councils;  and  in  the  syna^^ogues  ye  shall  be 
beaten:  and  ye  shairbe  brought  before  rulers  and  kings 
for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them. 

10  And  the  gospel  must  first  be  published  among  ail 
nations. 

11  But  when  they  shall  lead  you,  and  deliver  you  up, 
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not  anxious  beforehand  what  ye  shall  speak:  but  what- 
soever shall  be  given  you  in  that  hour,  that  speak  ye: 

12  for  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  Holy  Ghost.  And 
brother  shall  deliver  up  brother  to  death,  and  the  father 
his  child;  aud  children  shall  rise  up  against  parents,  and 

13  cause  them  lo  be  put  to  death.  And  ye  shall  be  hated 
of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake:  but  he  that  endureth  to 
the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

14  But  when  ye  see  the  abomination  of  desolation  stand- 
ing where  he  ought  not  (let  him  that  readeth  under- 
stand), then  let  them  that  are  in  Judaea  flee  unto  the 

15  mountains:  and  let  him  that  is  on  the  housetop  not  go 
down,  nor  enter  in,  to  take  anything  out  of  his  house; 

16  and  let  him  that  is  in  the  field  not  return  back  to  take 

17  his  cloke.    But  woe  unto  them  that  are  with  child  and 

18  to  them  that  ^ive  suck  in  those  days!  And  pray  ye  that 

19  it  be  not  in  winter.  For  those  days  shall  be  tribulation, 
such  as  there  hath  not  been  the  like  from  the  beginning 
of  the  creation  which  God  created  until  now,  and  never 

20  shall  be.  And  except  the  Lord  had  shortened  the  days, 
no  flesli  would  have  been  saved:   but  for  the  elect's 

21  sake,  whom  he  chose,  he  shortened  the  days.  And  then 
if  any  man  shall  say  unto  you,  Lo,  here  is  the  Christ ; 

22  or,  Lo,  there;  believe  it  not:  for  there  shall  arise  false 
Christs  and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew  signs  and 
wonders,  that  they  may  lead  astray,  if  possible,  the  elect. 

23  But  take  ye  heed:  behold,  I  have  told  you  all  things 
beforehand. 

24  But  in  those  days,  after  that  tribulation,  the  sun  shall 
be  darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light,  and 

25  the  stars  shall  be  falling  from  heaven,  and  the  pow- 

26  ers  that  are  in  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken.  And  then 
shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  clouds  with 

27  great  power  and  gloiy.  And  then  shall  he  send  forth 
the  angels,  and  shall  gather  together  his  elect  from  the 
four  winds,  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  heaven. 

28  Now  from  the  fig  tree  learn  her  parable:  when  her 
branch  is  now  become  tender,  and  putteth  forth  its 
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take  no  thouzlit  beforehand  what  ye  sliall  speak,  neither 
do  ye  premeditate:  but  whatsoever  shall  be  given  you  in 
that  hour,  that  speak  ye:  for  it  is  not  ve  that  speak,  but  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

12  Now  the  brother  shall  betray  the  brother  to  death, 
and  the  father  the  son ;  and  children  shall  rise  up  against 
their  parents,  and  shall  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 

13  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake: 
,  but  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end,  the  same  shall  be 
I  saved. 

14  IT  But  when  ye  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desola- 
tion, spoken  of  by  Daniel  the  prophet,  standing  where  it 
ought  not,  (let  him  that  readeth  understand,)  then  let  them 
that  be  in  Judsea  flee  to  the  mountains: 

15  And  let  him  that  is  on  the  housetop  not  go  down  into 
the  house,  neither  enter  therein,  to  take  anything  out  of  his 
house: 

16  And  let  him  that  is  in  the  field  not  turn  back  again 
for  to  take  up  his  garment. 

17  But  woe  to  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck  in  those  days  I 

18  And  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter. 

19  For  in  those  days  shall  be  al3iction,  such  as  was  not 
from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  which  God  created  unto 
this  time,  neither  shall  be. 

20  And  except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened  those  days, 
no  flesh  should  be  saved :  but  for  the  elect's  sake,  whom  he 
hath  chosen,  he  hath  shortened  the  days. 

21  And  then  if  any  man  shall  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  u 
Christ;  or,  lo,  he  is  there;  believe  Mm  not: 

22  For  false  Christs  and  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and 
shall  shew  signs  and  wonders,  to  seduce,  if  it  were  possible, 
even  the  elect. 

23  But  take  ye  heed:  behold,  I  have  foretold  you  all 
things. 

24  T  But  in  those  days,  after  that  tribulation,  the  sun 
shall  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  ^hall  not  give  her  light, 

25  And  the  stars  of  heaven  shall  fall,  and  the  powers  that 
are  in  heaven  shall  be  shaken. 

26  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  the 
clouds  with  great  power  and  glory. 

27  And  then  shall  he  send  his  angels,  and  shall  gather 
together  his  elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth  to  the  uttennost  part  of  heaven. 

28  Now  learn  a  parable  of  the  fig  tree;  When  her  branch 
is  yet  tender,  and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ye  know  that  sum- 
mer is  near: 
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39  leaves,  ye  know  that  the  siimmor  is  nigh ;  even  bo  ye 

also,  when  ye  see  these  things  coming  to  j^ass,  know  ye 
SO  that  he  is  high,  even  at  the  doors.     Verily  I  say  unto 

you,  This  generation  shall  not  pass  awa}^  until  all  these 
81  things  be  accomplished.  Heaven  and  earth  shuU  pass 
32  away:  but  my  words  shall  not  pass  away.     But  of  tliat 

day  or  that  hour  knoweth  no  one,  not  even  the  angels 
83  ill  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the  Father.     Take  ye 

heed,  watch  and  pray:  for  ye  know  not  when  the  time 

34  U.  It  u  as  wlien  a  man,  sojourning  in  another  country, 
having  left  his  house,  and  given  authority  to  his  ser- 
vants, to  each  one  his  work,  commanded  also  tlie  porter 

35  to  watch.     Watch  therefore:  for  ye  know  not  when  the 
lord  of  the  house  cometh,  whether  at  even,  or  at  mid- 
86  night,  or  at  cockcrowing,  or  in  the  morning;  lest  com- 
37  iiig  suddenly  he  find  you  sleeping.     And  what  I  say 

unto  you  I  say  unto  all.  Watch, 


i4  Now  aftei*  two  days  was  ifie  feast  of  the  passover  and 
the  Unleavened  bread:  and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  sought  how  they  might  take  him  with  subtil ty, 

2  and  kill  him:  for  they  said.  Not  during  the  feast,  lest 
haply  there  shall  be  a  tumult  of  the  people. 

B  And  while  he  was  in  Bethany  in  the  house  of  Simon 
the  leper,  as  he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having 
an  alabaster  cruse  of  obitment  of  spikenard  very  costly; 
and  she  brake  the  cruse,  and  poured  it  over  his  head. 

4  But  there  were  some  that  had  indignation  among  them- 
selves, saying^  To  what  purpose  hath  this  waste  of  the 

6  ointment  been  made?  For  this  ointment  might  have 
been  sold  for  above  three  hundred  pence,  and  given  to 

6  the  poor.  And  they  murmured  against  her.  But  Jesus 
said.  Let    her  alone;   why  trouble  ye  her?   she  hath 

7  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.    For  ye  have  the  p^r^. 
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29  So  yc  in  like  manner,  when  ye  shall  sec  these  things 
come  to  pass,  know  that  it  is  nigh,  even  at  the  doors. 

30  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  generation  shall  not 
pass,  till  all  these  things  be  done. 

31  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away :  but  my  words  shall 
not  pass  away. 

32  %  But  of  that  day  and  t?iai  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no, 
not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but 
the  Father. 

33  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray :  for  ye  know  not  when 
the  time  is. 

34  For  the  Son  of  man  is  as  a  man  taking  a  far  journey, 
who  left  his  house,  and  gave  authority  to  his  servants,  and 
to  every  man  his  work,  and  conimr.Qded  the  porter  to  watch. 

35  Watch  ye  therefore:  for  ye  know  not  when  the  mas- 
ter of  the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at  midnight,  or  at  the 
cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning: 

36  Lest  coming  suddenly  he  Und  you  sleeping. 

37  And  what  I  say  unto  you  I  say  unto  all,  Watch. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  A  conspiracy  against  Christ  3  Precious  ointment  is  poured  on 
his  head  by  a  woman,  10  Judas  aelleth  his  Master  for  money.  12 
Christ  himself  foretelleth  how  he  shall  be  betrayed  of  one  of  his 
disciples:  22  after  the  passover  prepared,  and  eaten,  instituteth 
his  supper:  36  declareth  aforehand  the  flight  of  all  his  disciples^ 
and  Peter''s  denial.  43  Judas  betrayeth  him  with  a  kiss.  46  He 
is  apprehended  in  the  garden^  53  falsely  accused,  and  impiously 
condemned  of  the  Jews'  council:  65  shamefully  abused  by  them: 
06  and  thrice  denied  of  Peter. 

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  passover,  and  of 
unleavened  bread:  and  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
sought  how^  they  might  take  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to 
death. 

2  But  they  said,  Not  on  the  feast  day,  lest  there  be  an 
uproar  of  the  people. 

3  IT  And  being  in  Bethany  in  the  house  of  Simon  tho 
iL'per,  as  Ik-  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an 
iilabrtstur  htjx  t>f  oin intent  of  spikenard  very  precious;  and 
kIig  brake  the  bnx,  .-ind  poured  it  on  his  head. 

4  And  there  wvw  ^ome  that  had  indignation  within  them- 
selves, and  i^iidj  Why  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  mado? 

5  For  it  niiglit  hjive  been  sold  for  more  than  three  hun- 
drt?d  pt^nce,  ani]  lia\'c  been  given  to  the  poor.  And  they 
iiiurjuuied  Ji^iiiMst  lier^ 

6  hwiX  Jc«u^  i^Mid,  Let  her  alone;  why  trouble  ye  her'^ 
she  liatU  wrous^lil  a  good  work  on  me. 

7  I'or  ye  huve  iln/  poor  with  you  always,  and  whenso- 
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always  with  you,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  can  do 

8  them  good:  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She  hath  done 
what  she  could:  she  hath  anointed  my  body  aforehand 

9  for  the  burying.  And  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whereso- 
ever the  gospel  shall  be  preached  throughout  the  whole 
world,  that  also  which  this  woman  hath  done  shall  b« 
spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

10  And  Judas  Iscariot,  he  that  was  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  away  unto  the  chief  priests,  that  he  might  deliver 

11  him  unto  them.  And  they,  when  they  heard  it,  were 
glad,  and  promised  to  give  him  money.  And  he  sought 
how  he  might  conveniently  deliver  him  nnto  them. 

12  And  on  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they 
sacrificed  the  passover,  his  disciples  say  unto  him, 
Where  wilt  tliou  that  we  go  and  make  ready  tliat  thou 

13  mayest  eat  the  passover?  And  he  sendeth  two  of  his 
disciples,  and  saith  unto  them.  Go  into  the  city,  and 
there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water: 

14  follow  him;  and  wheresoever  he  shall  enter  in,  say  to  the 
good  man  of  the  house.  The  Master  saith.  Where  is  my 
guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my 

15  disciples?  And  he  will  himself  shew  you  a  large  upi:>er 
room  furnished  and  ready :  and  there  make  ready  for 

16  us.  And  the  disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into  the 
city,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them:  and  they 
made  ready  the  passover. 

17  And  when  it  was  evening  he  cometh  with  the  twelve. 

18  And  as  they  sat  and  were  eating,  Jesus  said.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you.  One  of  you  shall  betray  me,  even  he  that 

19  eateth  with  me.     They  began  to  be  soiTowful,  and  to 

20  say  unto  him  one  by  one,  Is  it  I?  And  he  said  unto 
them,  It  is  one  of  the  twelve,  he  that  dippeth  with  me 

21  in  the  dish.  For  the  Son  of  man  goeth,  even  as  it  is 
written  cf  him:  but  woe  unto  that  man  through  whom 
the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed !  good  were  it  for  that  man 
if  he  had  not  ^een  born. 

22  And  as  they  were  eating,  he  took  bread,  and  when 
.  he  had  blessed,  lie  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said, 
/  23  Take  ye:  this  is  my  body.     And  he  took  a  cup,  and 

when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave  to  them :  and  they 

24  all  drank  of  it.     And  he  said  unto  them.  This  is  my 

25  blood  of  the  covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you,  I  will  no  more  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  in  the  kingdom 
of  God. 
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ever  ye  will  ye  may  do  tliem  good :  but  me  ye  have  not 
always. 

8  She  hath  done  what  she  could:  she  is  come  aforehand 
to  anoint  my  body  to  the  burying. 

9  Verily  1  say  unto  you,  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall 
be  preached  throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she 
hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

10  1[  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  unto 
the  chief  priests,  to  betray  him  unto  them. 

11  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and  promised 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might  conve- 
niently betray  him. 

12  T[  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they 
killed  the  passover,  his  disciples  said  unto  him,  Where  wilt 
thou  that  we  go  and  prepare  that  thou  may  est  eat  the  pass- 
over? 

13  And  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith 
unto  them,  Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you  a 
man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water:  follow  him. 

14  And  wheresoever  he  shall  go  in,  say  ye  to  the  good- 
man  of  the  house,  The  Master  saith,  Where  is  the  guest- 
chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples? 

15  And  he  will  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished 
and  prepared:  there  make  ready  for  us. 

16  And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city, 
and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them:  and  they  made  ready 
the  passover. 

17  And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the  twelve. 

18  And  as  they  sat  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said,  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  One  of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me. 

19  And  they  began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  him 
one  by  one,  /«  it  I?  and  another  said,  /«  it  I? 

20  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  It  is  one  of  the 
twelve,  that  dippetli  with  me  in  the  dish. 

21  The  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him: 
but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed! 
good  were  it  for  that  man  if  he  had  never  been  born. 

22  ^  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  jind  blessed, 
and  brake  lY,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said,  Take,  eat :  this  is 
my  body. 

23  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  it  to  them:  and  they  all  drank  of  it. 

&  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament.  Which  is  shed  for  many. 

25  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  drink  no  more  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the 
kingdom  of  God. 
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26  And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out 
unto  the  mount  of  Olives. 

27  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended: 
for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the 

28  sheep  shall  be  scattered  abrcaxi.     Howbeit,  after  I  am 
39  raised  up,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee.     But  Peter 

said  unto  him.  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will 

30  not  I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  that  thou  to-day,  even  this  night,  before  the  cock 

31  crow  twice,  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  But  he  spake  ex- 
ceeding vehemently,  If  I  must  die  with  thee,  I  will  not 
deny  thee.     And  in  like  manner  also  said  they  all. 

32  And  they  came  unto  a  place  which  was  named  Geth- 
semane:  and  he  saith  unto  his  disciples,  Sit  ye  here, 

33  while  I  pray.  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and 
James  and  John,  and  began  to  be  greatly  amazed,  and 

34  sore  troubled.  And  be  saith  unto  them.  My  soul  is  ex- 
ceeding sorrowful  even  unto  death:  abide  ye  here,  and 

35  watch.'  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and.  fell  on  the 
ground,  and  prayed  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour 

36  might  pass  away  from  him.  And  he  said,  Abba, 
Father,  all  things  are  possible  unto  thee;  remove  this 
cup  from  me:  howbeit  not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou 

37  wilt.  And  he  cometh,  and  lindeth  them  sleeping,  and 
saith  unto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou?  couldest  thou 

38  not  watch  one  hour?  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation:  the  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the 

39  flesh  is  weak.     And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed, 

40  saying  the  same  words.  And  again  he  came,  and  found 
them  sleeping,  for  their  eyes  were  very  heavy ;  and  tliey 

41  wist  not  whjit  to  answer  him.  And  he  cometh  the  third 
time,  and  saith  unto  them,  Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your 
rest:  it  is  enough ;  the  hour  is  come;  behold,  the  Son  of 

42  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Arise,  let  us 
be  going:  behold,  he  that  bctraycth  me  is  at  hand. 

43  And  straightway,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas, 
one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  multitude  with 
swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
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38  TT  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out 
into  the  mount  of  Olives. 

27  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended 
because  of  me  this  night:  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scattered. 

28  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go  before  you  into 
Galilee. 

29  But  Peter  said  unto  him.  Although  all  shall  be  of- 
fended, yet  wUl  not  I. 

30  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee. 
That  this  day,  e'cen  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow 
twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

31  But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently,  If  I  should  die 
with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise 
also  said  they  all. 

32  And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Gethse- 
mane:  and  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  Sit  ye  here,  while  I 
shall  pray. 

33  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and  John, 
and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very  heavy; 

34  And  saith  unto  them.  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful 
unto  death :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch. 

35  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground, 
and  prayed  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour  might  pass 
from  him. 

36  And  he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible 
unto  thee;  take  away  this  cup  from  me:  nevertheless  not 
what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt. 

87  And  he  cometh,  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith 
unto  Peter,  Simon,  slecpest  thou?  couldest  not  thou  watch 
one  hour? 

38  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation. 
The  spirit  truly  w  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

39  And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the 
same  words. 

40  And  when  he  returned,  he  found  them  asleep  again, 
(for  their  eyes  were  heavy,)  neither  wist  they  what  to 
answer  him. 

41  And  he  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them. 
Sleep  on  now,  and  takeyowr  rest:  it  is  enough,  the  hour  is 
come;  behold,  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands 
of  sinners. 

42  Rise  up,  let  us  go;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth  me  is  at  h^nd. 

43  IT  And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude 
with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  and  the  elders. 
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4A  and  the  elders.  Now  he  that  betrayed  him  had  given 
them  a  token,  saying,  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  is 

45  he;  take  him,  and  lead  him  away  safely.  And  when  he 
was  come,   straightway  he  came  to  him,  and  saith, 

46  Rabbi;  and  kissed  him.     And  they  laid  hands  on  him, 

47  and  took  him.  But  a  certain  one  of  them  that  stood  by 
drew  his  sword,  and  smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest, 

48  and  struck  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Are  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  robber,  with 

49  swords  and  staves  to  seize  me?  1  was  daily  with  you 
in  the  temple  teaching,  and  ye  took  me  not :  but  this  is 

50  done  that  the  scriptures  might  be  fulfilled.  And  they 
all  left  him,  and  fled. 

51  And  a  certain  young  man  followed  with  him,  having 
a  linen  cloth  cast  about  him,  over  Jiis  naked  body:  and 

52  they  lay  hold  on  him;  but  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and 
fled  naked. 

53  And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest:  and  there 
come  together  with  him  all  the  chief  priests  and  the 

54  elders  and  the  scribes.  And  Peter  had  followed  him 
afar  off,  even  within,  into  the  court  of  the  high  priest; 
and  he  was  sitting  with  the  officers,  and  warming  him- 

55  self  in  the  light  of  the  fire.  Now  the  chief  priests  and 
the  whole  council  sought  witness  against  Jesus  to  put 

56  him  to  death;  and  found  it  not.  For  many  bare  false 
witness  against  him,  and  their  witness  agi'eed  not  to- 

57  gether.     And  there  stood  up  ceriain,  and  bare  false  wit- 

58  ness  against  him,  saying,  We  heard  him  say,  I  will  de- 
stroy tills  temple  that  is  made  with  hands,  and  in  three 

59  days  I  will  build  another  made  without  hands.    And 

60  not  even  so  did  their  witness  agree  together.  And  the 
high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked  Jesus,  say- 
ing, Answerest  thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these 

61  witness  against  thee  ?  But  he  held  his  peace,  and  an- 
swered nothing.  Again  the  high  priest  asked  him,  and 
saith  unto  him,  Art  thou  the  Christ,   the  Son  of  the 

63  Blessed?  And  Jesus  said,  I  am:  and  ye  shall  see  the 
Son  of  man  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  com- 

63  ing  with  the  clouds  of  heaven.  And  the  high  priest 
rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  What  further  need  have  we 

64  of  witnesses?  Ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy:  what 
tfiink  ye?    And  they  all  condemned  him  to  be  worthy 
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44  And  he  that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token, 
saying,  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he;  take 
him,  and  lead  Turn  away  safely. 

^  45  And  as  soon  as  he  was  come,  he  ffoeth  straightway  to 
him,  and  saith,  Master,  master;  and  kissed  him. 

46  ^  And  they  laid  their  hands  on  him,  and  took  him. 

47  And  one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a  sword,  and 
smote  a  servant  of  the  high  priest,  ana  cut  off  his  ear. 

48  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Are  ye 
come  out,  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  mih  staves  to 
take  me? 

49  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and  ye 
took  me  not:  but  the  scriptures  must  be  fultilled. 

50  And  they  all  forsook  him,  and  fled. 

51  And  there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man,  having 
a  linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked  body;  and  the  young  men 
laid  hold  on  him: 

52  And  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 

53  1[  And  they  Jed  Jesus  awav  to  the  high  priest:  and 
■with  him  were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders 
and  the  scribes. 

54  And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off,  even  into  the  palace 
of  the  high  priest:  and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and 
warmed  himself  at  the  fire. 

55  And  the  chief  priests  and  all  the  council  sought  for 
witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and  found  none. 

56  For  many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but  their 
witness  agreed  not  together. 

57  And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against 
him,  saving, 

58  We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that  is 
made  with  hands,  and  within  three  days  I  will  build 
another  made  without  hands. 

59  But  neither  so  did  their  witness  agree  together. 

60  And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked 
Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing?  what  is  it  which 
these  witness  against  thee? 

61  But  he  held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again 
the  high  priest  asked  him.  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed? 

62  And  Jesus  said,  I  am:  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son  or 
man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the 
clouds  of  heaven. 

63  Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  What 
need  we  any  further  witnesses? 

64  Ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy:  what  think  ye?  And 
they  all  condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 
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65  of  death.  And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover 
his  face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him.  Proph- 
esy :  and  the  officers  received  him  with  blows  of  Uieir 
hands. 

66  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  court,  there  cometh 

67  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ;  and  seeing  Peter 
warming  litmself ,  she  looked  upon  liim,  and  saith.  Thou 

68  also  wast  with  the  Nazarene,  even  Jesus.  But  he  denied, 
saying,  I  neither  know,  nor  understand  what  thou 
sayest:  and  he  went  out  into  the  porch;  and  the  cock 

69  crew.     And  the  maid  saw  him,  and  began  again  to  say 

70  to  them  that  stood  by,  This  is  oiie  of  them.  But  be 
again  denied  it.  And  after  a  little  while  again  they 
that  stood  hy  said  to  Peter,  Of  a  truth  thou  art  one  of 

71  them;  for  thou  art  a  Galilaean.  But  he  began  to  curse, 
and  to  swear,  I  know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 

72  And  straightway  the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word,  how  that  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny 
me  thrice.    And  when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept. 


15  And  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief  priests 
with  the  elders  and  scribes,  and  the  whole  council,  held 
a  consultation,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried  him  away, 

2  and  delivered  him  up  to  Pilate.    And  Pilate  asked  him, 
Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?    And  he  answering 

3  saith  unto  him,   Thou  sayest.    And  the  chief  priests 

4  accused  him  of  many  things.     And  Pilate  again  asked 
him,   saying,    Answerest  thou  nothing?   behold   how 

5  many  things  they  accuse  thee  of.     But  Jesus  no  more 
answered  anything;  insomuch  that  Pilate  marvelled. 

6  Now  at  the  feast  he  used  to  release  unto  them  one 

7  prisoner,  whom  they  asked  of  him.     And  there  was  one 
called  Barabbas,  lying  bound  with  them  that  had  made 
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65  And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  Iiisfac-, 
and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him.  Prophesy:  ai*d 
the  servants  did  strike  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands. 

66  1[  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there 
Cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  piiest: 

67  And  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself,  she  looked 
upon  him,  and  said.  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of 
Nazareth. 

68  But  he  denied,  saying,  I  know  not,  neither  understand 
I  what  thou  sayest.  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch ;  and 
the  cock  crew. 

69  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and  began  to  say  to  them 
that  stood  by,  This  is  one  of  them. 

70  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little  after,  they  that 
stood  by  said  again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  art  one  of  them, 
for  thou  art  a  Galilaean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto, 

71  But  he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saving,  I  know 
not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 

72  And  the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter 
called  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Before 
the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And 
when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  Jesus  brought  bound,  and  accused  before  Pilite.  15  Upon  the 
clamour  of  the  common  people,  the  murderer  Barabbas  is  loosed, 
ajid  Jesus  delivered  up  to  be  crucified.  17  He  is  crovmed  with 
ilLoms,  19  spit  on,  ana  mocked:  21  faintet'i  m  bearing  hiscroso: 
27  hangeth  between  two  thieves:  29  suffereth  the  triumphing 
reproaches  of  the  Jetvs:  39  but  confessed  tnf  the  centurion  to  be  the 
Son  of  God:  43  and  is  honourably  buried  by  Joseph. 

AND  Straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief  priests  held 
a  consultation  with  the  elders  and  scrites  and  the 
whole  council,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried  fiim  away, 
and  delivered  him  to  l^ilate. 

2  Aud  Pilate  asked  him.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews? 
And  he  answering  said  unto  him,  Thou  sayest  it. 

3  And  the  chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things:  but 
he  answered  nothing. 

4  And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying,  Answerest  thou 
nothing?  behold  how  many  things  they  witness  against 
thee. 

6  But  Jesus  yet  answered  nothing;  so  that  Pilate  mar- 
velled. 

6  Now  at  tTiat  feast  he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner, 
•whomsoever  they  desired. 

7  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  whicJi  lay  bound 
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insurrection,  men  who  in  the  insurrection  had  com 

8  mitted  murder.      And  the  multitude  went  up  and  be- 
gan to  ask  him  to  do  diS,  he  was  wont  to  do  unto  them. 

9  And  Pilate  answered  them,  saying,  Will  ye  that  I  re- 

10  lease  unto  you  tlie  King  of  the  Jews?  For  he  perceived 
that  for  envy  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him  up. 

11  But  the  chief  priests  stirred  up  the  multitude,  that  he 

12  should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto  them.  And  Pilate 
again  answered  and  said  unto  them,  What  then  shall  I 

13  do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the  King  of  the  Jews?    And 

14  they  cried  out  again,  Crucify  him.  And  Pilate  said 
unto  them,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?    But  they 

15  cried  out  exceedingly,  Crucify  him.  And  Pilate  wish- 
ing to  content  the  multitude,  released  unto  them  Ba- 
rabbas, and  delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged  him, 
to  be  crucified. 

16  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  within  the  court, 
which  is  the  Praetorium ;  and  they  called  together  the 

17  whole  band.    And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and 

18  plaiting  a  crown  of  thorns,  tliey  put  it  on  him;  and 
they  began   to  salute  him.   Hail,  King  of  the  Jews! 

19  And  they  smote  his  head  with  a  reea,  and  did  spit 
upon  him,  and  bowing  their  knees  worshipped  him. 

20  And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  from 
him  the  purple,  and  put  on  him  his  garments.  And 
they  led  him  out  to  crucify  him. 

21  And  they  compel  one  passing  by,  Simon  of  CjTene, 
coming  from  the  country,  the  father  of  Alexander  and  , 
Rufus,  to  go  vdth  them,  that  he  might  bear  his  cross. 

22  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha,  which  is, 

23  being  interpreted.  The  place  olf  a  skull.  And  they 
offered  him  wine  mingled  with  myrrh:  but  he  received 

24  it  not.  And  they  crucify  him,  and  part  his  garments 
among  them,  casting  lots  upon  them,  what  each  should 

25  take.    And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they  crucified 

26  him.    And  the  superscription  of  his  accusation  was  writ- 

27  ten  over,  the  kino  op  the  jews.  And  with  him 
they  crucify  two  robbers;  one  on  his  right  hand,  and 
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with  them  that  had  made  insurrection  with  him,  who  had 
committed  murder  in  the  insurrection. 

8  And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began  to  desire  him  to 
<20  as  he  had  ever  done" unto  them. 

9  But  Pilate  answered  them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I 
release  unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews? 

10  For  he  knew  that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him 
for  envy. 

11  But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that  he  should 
rather  release  Barabbas  unto  them. 

12  And  Pilate  answered  and  said  again  unto  them.  What 
■will  ye  then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the  King 
of  the  Jews? 

13  And  they  cried  out  again.  Crucify  him. 

14  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he 
done?  And  they  cried  out  the  more  exceedingly,  Crucify 
him. 

15  1[  And  90  Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  released 
Barabbas  unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had 
scourged  him,  to  be  crucified. 

16  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  into  the  hall,  called 
PrsBtorium ;  and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 

17  And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and  platted  a 
crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head, 

18  And  began  to  salute  him.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews! 

19  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and 
did  spit  upon  him,  and  bowing  ^A^.knees  worshipped  him. 

20  And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  the 
purple  from  him,  and  put  his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led 
him  out  to  crucify  him.

22  And  they  bring'  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha,  which 
is,  being  interpreted,  The  place  of  a  skull. 

23  And  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine  mingled  with  myrrh : 
but  he  received  *Y  not. 

24  And  v,'ben  tliey  liad  crucified  him,  they  parted  his 
gnrjnentsi,  caating-  lolis  upuathem,  what  every  man  should 

25  And  it  was  the  ihhrl  hour,  and  they  crucified  him. 

S6  And  the  Bnpf  rscription  of  his  accusation  was  written 
over,  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

27  And  with  liini  ilny  oiucify  two  thieves;  the  one  on 
\\m  right  hand,  iiiid  the  othir  on  his  left. 

:J8  And  lliK  SCI  iptnri?  >vjih  fulfilled,  which  saith.  And  he 
wa;s  numbered  wiih  rho  Lnmsgressors. 
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29  one  on  his  left.  And  they  that  passed  by  railed  on 
him,  waggini^  their  heads,  and  saying,  Hal  thou  that 

30  desti-oyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save 

31  thyself,  and  come  down  from  the  cross.  In  like  man- 
ner also  the  chief  priests  mocking  him  among  them- 
selves with  the  scribes  said.  He  saved  others;  himself 

82  he  cannot  save.  Let  the  Christ,  the  King  of  Israel, 
now  come  down  from  the  cross,  that  we  may  see  and 
believe.  And  they  that  were  crucified  with  him  re-  | 
proached  him. 
88  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  dark- 
34  ness  over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  at 
the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Eloi,  Eloi, 
lama  sabachthani?    which  is,   being  interpreted,   My 

85  God,  my  God,  why  hast  tliou  forsaken  me?  And  some 
of  them  thpt  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it,  said,  Behold, 

86  lie  calleth  Elijah.  And  one  ran,  and  filling  a  sponge  full 
of  vinegar,  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  say- 
ing, Let  be;  let  us  see  whether  Elijah  cometh  to  take 

87  him  down.     And  Jesus  uttered  a  loud  voice,  and  gave 

88  up  the  ghost.    And  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 

89  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  And  when  the  cen- 
turion, which  stood  by  over  against  him,  saw  that  he  so 
gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said.  Truly  this  man  was  the  Son 

40  of  God.  And  there  were  also  women  beholding  from 
afar:  among  whom  were  both  Mary  Magdalene,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less  and  of  Joses,  and

and  ministered  unto  him;  and  many  other  women 
which  came  up  with  him  unto  Jerusalem. 

42  And  when  even  was  now  come,  because  it  was  the 

43  Preparation,  that  is,  the  day  before  the  sabbath,  there 
came  Joseph  of  Ariraath^a,  a  councillor  of  honourable 
estate,  who  also  himself  was  looking  for  the  kingdom  of 
God;  and  he  boldly  went  in  unto  Pilate,  and  asked  for 

44  the  body  of  Jesus.  And  Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were 
already  dead:  and  calling  unto  him  the  centurion,* he

31  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said  among 
themselves  with  the  scribes,  He  saved  others;  himself  he 
cannot  save. 

32  Let  Christ  the  King  of  Israel  descend  now  from  the, 
cross,  that  we  may  see  and  believe.  And  they  that  were' 
crucified  with  him  reviled  him. 

33  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  dark' 
ness  over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour. 

34  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  Moi,  Eloi,  lama  sabachthani?  which  is,  being 
interpreted,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me? 

35  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it, 
said.  Behold,  he  calleth  Elias. 

36  And  one  ran  and  filled  a  spon^  full  of  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  dnnk,  sa^ng,  Let  alone; 
let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  take  him  down. 

37  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

"  38  And  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom. 

89  ^  And  when  the  centurion,  which  stood  over  against 
him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he 
said,  Truly  this  man  was  the  Son  of  God. 

40  There  were  also  women  looking  on  afar  off:  among 
whom  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James 
the  less  and  of  Joses,  and  Salome; 

41  (Wlio  also,  when  he  was  in  Galilee,  followed  him  and 
ininistered  unto  him;)  and  many  other  women  which  came 
ap  with  him  unto  Jerusalem. 

42  1[  And  now  when  the  even  was  come,  because  it  was 
the  preparation,  that  is,  the  day  before  the  sabbath, 

43  Joseph  of  Arimathsea,  an  honourable  counsellor,  which 
also  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  came,  and  went  in 
boMly  unto  Pilate,  and  craved  the  body  of  Jesus.

8  unto  you.  And  they  went  out,  and  fled  from  the  tomb; 
for  trembline  and  astonishment  had  come  upon  them : 
and  they  said  nothing  to  any  one;  for  they  were  afraid. 

9  Now  when  he  was  risen  early  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  he  appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  from  whom 

10  ho  had  cast  out  seven  devils.  She  went  and  told  them 
that  had  been  with  him,  as  they  mourned  and  wept. 

11  And  they,  when  they  heard  that  he  was  alive,  and  had 
been  seen  of  her,  disbelieved. 

13  And  after  these  things  he  was  manifested  in  another 
form  unto  two  of  them,  as  they  walked,  on  their  way-

unto  the  rest:  neitlier  believed  they  them. 

14  And  afterward  he  was  manifested  unto  the  elevien

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  An  angel  dedareth  the  resurrection  of  Christ  to  three  women.  9 
Christ  himself  appeareth  to  Mary  Magdalene:  12  to  two  going  into 
the  country:  14  then  to  the  apostles,  15  whom  he  sendeth  forth  to 
preach  the  gospel:  19  and  ascendeth  into  heaven. 

AND  when  the  sabbath  was  past,  Mary  Magdalene,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  James,  and  Salome,  had  bought 
sweet  spices,  that  they  might  come  and  anoint  him, 

2  And  very  early  in  the  morning  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre  at  the  rising  of  the 
sun. 

3  And  they  eaid  among  themselves,  Who  shall  roll  us 
away  the  stone  from  the  door  of  the  sepulchre? 

4  And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that  the  stone  was 
rolled  away :  for  it  was  very  great. 

5  And  entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young 
man  sitting  on  the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  gar- 
ment; and  they  were  affrighted. 

6  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Be  not  affrighted:  Ye  seek 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  crucified:  he  is  risen;  he  is 
not  here:  behold  the  place  where  they  laid  him. 

7  But  go  your  way,  tell  his  disciples  and  Peter  that  he 
goeth  before  you  into  Galilee:  there  shall  ye  see  him,  as  he 
said  unto  you. 

8  And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled  from  the  sepul- 
chre ;  for  they  trembled  and  were  amazed :  neither  said  they 
any  thing  to  any  man;  for  they  were  afraid. 

9  T  Now  when  Jesus  was  risen  early  the  first  dap  of  the 
week,  he  appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  whom 
he  had  cast  seven  devils. 

10  And  she  went  and  told  them  that  had  been  with  him, 
as  they  mourned  and  wept. 

11  And  they,  when  they  had  heard  that  he  was  alive,  and 
had  been  seen  of  her,  believed  not. 

12  TT  After  that  he  appeared  in  another  form  unto  two 
of  them,  as  they  walked,  and  went  into  the  country. 

13  And  they  went  and  told  it  unto  the  residue:  neither 
believed  they  them. 

14  ^  Afterward  he  appeared  unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat 
at  meat,  and  upbraided  them  with  their  unbelief  and  hard- 
ness of  heart,  because  they  believed  not  them  which  had 
seen  him  after  he  was  risen. 
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15  risen.    Aiul  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the 

world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  the  whole  creation. 

\^  He  that  helieveth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved ;  buC 

17  he  that  disbelieveth  shall  be  condemned.  Aiid  these 
signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe :  in  my  name  shall 
they  east  out  devils;  they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues; 

18  they  shall  take  up  serpents,  and  if  they  drink  any 
deadly  thing,  it  shall  in  no  wise  hurt  them;  they  shall 
lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover. 

19  So  then  the  Lord  Jesus,  after  he  had  spoken  unto 
them,  was  received  up  into  hesCVen,  and  sat  down  at  the 

20  right  hand  of  God.  And  they  went  forth,  and  preached 
everywhere,  the  Lord  working  with  them,  and  confirm- 
ing the  wcard  by  the  signs  that  followed.    Amen. 
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15  And  h«  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

16  He  that  believeth  aud  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but 
he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 

17  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe;  In 
my  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils;  they  shall  speak  with 
new  tongues; 

18  Thejr  shall  take  up  serpents;  and  if  they  drink  any 
deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay  hands 

,  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover. 

19  TT  So  then  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them,  he 
was  received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand  of 
God. 

20  And  they  went  forth,  and  preached  every  where,  the 
Lord  working  with  tJiem,  and  confirming  the  word  with 
signs  following.     Amen. 
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1  Forasmuch  as  many  have  taken  in  hand  to  draw  up 
a  narrative  concerning  those  matters  which  have  been 

2  fulfilled  among  us,  eveu  aS"  they  delivered  them  unto 
us,  which  from  the  beginning  were  eyewitnesses  and 

3  ministers  of  the  word,  it  seemed  good  to  me  also,  hav- 
ing traced  the  course  of  all  things  accurately  from  the 
first,  to  write  unto  thee  in  order,  most  excellent  The- 

4  ophilus;  that  thou  mightest  know  the  certainty  concern- 
ing the  things  wherein  thou  wast  instructed. 

6  There  was  in  the  days  of  Herod,  king  of  Judaea,  a 
certain  priest  named  Zacharias,  of  the  course  of  Abijah  * 
and  he  had  a  wife  of  the  daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her 

6  name  was  Elisabeth.  And  they  were  both  righteous 
before  God,  walking  in  all   the  commandments  and 

7  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless.  And  they  had  no 
child,  because  that  Elisabeth  was  ban-en,  and  they  both 
were  now  well  stricken  in  years. 

8  Now  it  came  to  pass,  while  he  executed  the  priest's 

9  office  before  God  in  the  order  of  his  course,  according 
to  the  custom  of  the  priest's  oftice,  his  lot  was  to  enter 

10  into  the  temple  of  the  Lord  and  burn  incense.  And 
the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were  praying  with- 

11  out  at  the  hour  of  incense.  And  there  appeared  unto 
him  an  angel  of  the  Lord  standing  on  the  right  side 

12  of  the  altar  of  incense.     And  Zacharias  was  troubled 

13  when  he  saw  Mm,  and  fear  fell  upon  him.  But  the 
angel  said  unto  him.  Fear  not,  Zacharias:  because  thy 
supplication  is  heard,  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth  shall  bear 

14  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John.  And 
thou  shalt  have  joy  and  gladness;    and  many  shall

FORASMUCH  as  many  have  taken  in  hand  lo  set  forth 
in  order  a  declaration  of  those  things  which  are  most 
surely  believed  among  us, 

2  Even  as  they  delivered  them  unto  us,  which  from  the  • 
beginning  were  eyewitnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word; 

3  It  seemed  good  to  me  also,  having  had  perfect  under- 
standing of  all  things  from  the  very  first,  to  write  unto 
thee  in  order,  most  excellent  Theophilus, 

4  That  thou  mightest  know  the  certainty  of  those  things, 
wherein  thou  hast  been  instructed. 

5  ^  rpHERE  was  in  the  days  of  Herod,  the  king  of 

X  Judaea,  a  certain  priest  named  Zacharias,  of 
the  course  of  Abia:  and  his  wife  was  of  the  daughters  of 
Aaron,  and  her  name  was  Elisabeth. 

6  And  they  were  both  righteous  before  God,  walking  in 
all  the  commandments  and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blame- 
less. 

7  And  they  had  no  child,  because  that  Elisabeth  was  bar- 
ren, and  they  both  were  now  well  stricken  in  years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  he  executed  the  priest's 
office  before  God  in  the  order  of  his  course, 

9  According  to  the  custom  of  the  priest's  office,  his  lot 
was  to  burn  incense  when  he  went  into  the  temple  of  the 
Lord. 

10  And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were  praying 
without  at  the  time  of  incense. 

11  And  there  appeared  unto  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
standing  on  the  right  side  of  the  altar  of  incense. 

12  And  when  Zacharias  saw  him^  he  was  troubled,  and 
fear  fell  upon  him. 

13  But  the  angel  said  unto  him.  Fear  not,  Zacharias:  for 
thy  prayer  is  heard;  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth  shall  bear  thee 
a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John. 

14  And  thou  shalt  have  joy  and  gladness;  and  many 
shall  rejoice  at  his  birth. 
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15  rejoice  at  his  birth.  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord,  and  he  shall  drink  no  wine  nor  strong 
drink;  and  he  shall  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even 

16  from  his  mother's  womb.     And  many  of  the  children  of 

17  Israel  shall  he  turn  unto  the  Lord  their  God.     And  lis 
shall  go  before  his  face  in  the  spirit  and  power  of  Eli 
jah,  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children, 
and  the  disobedient  to  walk  in  the  wisdom  of  the  jusi; 
to  make  ready  for  the  Lord  a  people  prepared  for  kirn. 

18  And  Zacliarias  said  unto  the  angel,  Whereby  shall  I 
know  this?  for  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well 

19  stricken  in  years.  And  the  angel  answering  said  unto 
him,  I  am  Gabriel,  that  stand  in  the  presence  of  God ; 
and  I  was  sent  to  speak  unto  thee,  and  to  bring  thee 

'^0  these  good  tidings.     And  behold,  thou  shalt  be  silent 

and  not  able  to  speak,  until  the  day  that  these  things 

•  shall  come  to  pass,  because  thou  believedst  not  my 

31  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  season.  And 
the  people  were  waiting  for  Zacharias,  and  they  mar- 

33  veiled  while  he  tamed  In  the  temple.  And  when  he 
came  out,  he  could  not  speak  unto  them  an(t  they  per- 
ceived that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple?  and  he 
continued  making  signs  unto  them,  and  remained  dumb. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  days  of  his  ministration 
were  fulfilled,  he  departed  unto  his  house. 

24  And  after  these  days  Elisabeth  his  wife  conceived; 

25  and  she  hid  herself  five  months,  saying,  Thus  hath  the 
Lord  done  unto  me  in  the  days  wherein  he  looked  upon 
me,  to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men. 

36      Now  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent  | 

27  from  God  unto  a  city  of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth,  to  a 
virgin  betrothed  to  a  man  whose  name  was  Joseph,  of 
the  house  of  David;  and  the  virgin's  name  was  Mary. 

28  And  he  came  in  unto  her,  and  said.  Hail,  thou  that  art 

29  highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee.  But  she  was 
greatly  troubled  at  the  saying,  ai;d  cast  in  her  mind 

30  what  manner  of  salutation  this  might  be.  And  the 
angel  said  unto  her,  Fear  not,  Mary:   for  thou  hast 

31  found  favour  with  God.  And  behold,  thou  shalt  con- 
ceive in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt 
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15  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and 
shall  drink  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink;  and  he  shall  be 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  from  his  mother's  womb. 

16  And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to 
the  Lord  their  God 

17  And  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the  spirit  and  power  of 
Elias,  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and 
the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just;  to  make  ready  a 
people  prepared  for  the  Lord. 

18  And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel.  Whereby  shall  I 
know  til  is?  for  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well 
stricken  in  years. 

19  And  the  angel  answering  said  unto  him,  I  am  Gabriel, 
that  stand  in  the"  presence  of  God ;  and  am  sent  to  speak 
unto  thee,  and  to  shew  thee  these  glad  tidings. 

20  And,  behold,  thou  shalt  be  dumb,  and  not  able  to 
sx>eak,  until  the  day  that  these  things  shall  be  performed, 
because  thou  believest  not  my  words,  which  shall  be  ful- 
filled in  their  season. 

21  And  the  people  waited  for  Zacharias,  and  marvelled 
that  he  tarried  so  long  in  the  temple. 

22  And  when  he  came  out,  he  could  not  speak  unto 
them :  and  they  perceived  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the 
temple  :  for  he  beckoned  unto  them,  and  remained  speech- 
less. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  soon  as  the  days  of  his 
ministration  were  accomplished,  he  departed  to  his  own 
house. 

24  And  after  those  days  his  wife  Elisabeth  conceived, 
and  hid  herself  five  months,  saying,

29  And  when  she  saw  him,  she  was  troubled  at  his  say- 
ing, and  c^st  In  licr  mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this 
^houUI  be. 

30  And  the  anf;fl  said  unto  her,  Fear  not,  Mary:  for 
thou  hast  found  fsivnur  with  God. 

31  And.  behold,  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and 
bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt  call  his  name  JESXJS. 
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83  call  his  name  Jesus.  He  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be 
called  the  Son  of  the  Most  High:  and  the  Lord  God 
shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his  father  David:

85  not  a  man  ?  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto

And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Elisabeth  heard  the  salutation  of 

42  Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb;  and  Elisabeth  was 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost;  and  she  lifted  up  her  voice 
with  a  loud  cry,  and  faid  blessed  art  thou  among  women, 

43  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb.  And  whence  is 
this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord  should  come

And  holy  is  his  name. 

50  And  his'mercy  is  unto  generations  and  generations 
On  them  that  fear  him. 

51  He  hflth  shewed  strength  with  his  arm ; 

He  hath  scattered  the  proud  in  the  imagination  of 
their  heart. 
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32  He  shall  be  ffi'eat,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the 
Highest:  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne 
of  his  father  David: 

33  And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever; 
and  of  his  liingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 

34  Then  said  Mary  unto  the  angel.  How  shall  this  be, 
seeing  I  know  not  a  man?

44  For,  lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of  thy  salutation  sounded 
in  mine  eai-a,  tlie  babe  h^ipi  d  in  my  womb  for  joy. 

45  And  blessed  />  she  tJiiit  btiieved:  for  there  shall  be  a 
performance  of  those  things  whkh  were  told  her  from  the 
Loid. 

44S  And  Mixry  e^aid.  My  mn]  tli>lh  magnify  the  Lord, 

47  And  my  j^pirit  hath  TtyjU:id  in  God  my  Saviour. 

48  For  he  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of  his  hand- 
Tuahlen:  for,  behald,  from  heneoforth  all  generations  shall 
call  me  bksPK^d. 

49  For  he  that  \b  mighl.y  bath  done  to  me  great  things; 
and  holy  14  his  name. 

50  And  Ills  luurcy  i^  an  tlii!iTi  that  fear  him  from  genera- 
tiofi  to  g^neriUiou. 

51  He  hath  f^hr-wed  streu^fh  \vlth  his  arm;  he  hath  scat- 
tered the  proud  in  tliv  imn^i nation  of  their  hearts. 
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52  He  liath  put  down  princes  from  (heir  thrones, 
And  liaiU  exalted  them  of  low  degree. 

53  The  hungry  he  hath  filled  with  good  things; 
And  the  rich  he  hath  sent  empty  away. 

54  He  hath  hoi  pen  Israel  his  servant, 
That  he  might  remember  mercy 

55  (As  he  spake  wnto  our  fathers) 
Toward  Abraham  and  his  seed  for  ever. 

56  And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  months,  and 
returned  unto  her  house. 

57  Now  Elisabeth's  time  was  fulfilled  that  she  should  be 

58  delivered ;  and  she  brought  forth  a  son.  And  her  neigh- 
bours and  her  kinsfolk  heard  that  the  Lord  had  magni- 
fied his  mercy  towards  her;  and  they  rejoiced  with  her.

69  And  hath  raised  up  a  horn  of  salvation  for  us 
In  the  house  of  his  servant  David 

70  (As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  4iis  holy  prophets 

which  have  been  since  the  world  began), 

71  Salvation  from  our  enemies,  and  from  ihe  hand  of 

all  that  hate  us; 
73  To  shew  mercy  towards  our  fathers, 

And  to  remember  his  holy  covenant; 
73         The  oath  which  he  sware  unto  Abraham  our  father 
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52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats,  and 
exalted  them  of  low  degree. 

53  He  hath  tilled  the  hungry  with  good  things;  and  the 
rich  he  hath  sent  empty  away. 

54  He  hath  liolpen  his  servant  Israel,  in  remembrance  of 
Us  mercy; 

55  As  lie  spake  to  our  fathers,  to  Abraham,  and  to  his 
cecd  for  ever. 

56  And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  months,  ani 
returned  to  her  own  house. 

57  Now  Elisabeth's  full  time  came  that  she  should  be 
delivered :  and  she  brought  forth  a  son. 

58  And  her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the 
Lord  had  shewed  great  mercy  upon  her;  and  they  rejoiced 
with  her. 

59  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they 
came  to  circumcise  the  child;  and  they  called  him  Zacha- 
rias,  after  the  name  of  his  father. 

60  And  his  mother  answered  and  said.  Not  9o;  but  he 
shall  be  called  John.

08  Blessetl  ^  the  Lord  God  of  Israel;  for  he  hath  visited 
and  redeemed  his  peojfle, 

69  And  luuh  raiwL  J  up  an  horn  of  salvation  for  us  in  the 
houtse  of  his  ser viuU.  David; 

70  As  he  spuko  b}'  Wat  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets,  which 
Lave  been  since  the  world  be^an: 

71  Tlmt  we  should  bi^  savea  from  our  enemies,  and  from 
the  hand  of  all  that  lia'e  us; 

72  To  peif  orm  the  mercy  promised  to  our  fathers,  and  to 
re  mem  1  ^^r  Lis  ho  ]  y  f  o  v  o  nan  t ; 

73  The  oaih  wrii<^h  h«  aware  to  our  father  Abraham, 
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74  To  grant  unto  us  that  we  being  delivered  out  of  the 

hand  of  our  enemies 
Should  serve  him  without  fear, 

75  In  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him  all  our 

days. 

76  Yea  and  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of 

the  Most  High : 
For  thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to 
make  ready  liis  ways ; 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people 
In  the  remission  of  their  sins, 

78  Because  of  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God, 
Whereby  the  dayspring  from  on  high  shall  visit  us, 

79  To  shine  upon  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  the 

shadow  of  death; 
To  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 

80  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  si)irit,  and 
was  in  the  deserts  till  the  day  of  his  shewing  unto 
Israel. 


2  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  there  went  out  a 
decree  from  Csesar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world  should

and  laid  him  in  a  manger,  because  there  was  no  room 
for  them  in  the  inn. 

8  And  there  were  shepherds  in  the  same  country  abid- 
ing in  the  field,  and  keeping  watch  by  night  over  their 

9  flock.  And  an  angel  of  the  Lord  stoodby  them,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round  about  them:  and  they 

10  were  sore  afraid.    And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  tie 
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74  That  he  would  grant  UDto  us,  that  we  being  delivered 
out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies  might  serve  him  without 
fear, 

75  In  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him,  all  the  days 
of  our  life. 

7^  And  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of  the 
Highest :  for  thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to 
prepare  his  wavs; 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  by 
the  i-emission  of  their  sins, 

78  Through  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God ;  whereby  the 
dayspring  from  on  high  hath  visited  us, 

79  To  give  light  to  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the 
shadow  of  death,  to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 

80  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  and 
was  in  the  deserts  till  tlie  day  of  his  shewing  unto  Israel. 

CHAPTER  II.

to  his  parents. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  there  went  out 
a  decree  from  Caesar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world 
should  be  taxed. 

2  {And  this  taxing  was  first  made  when  Cyrenius  was 
governor  of  Syria.) 

8  And  all  went  to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  his  own 
city. 

4  And  Joseph  also  went  up  from  Galilee,  out  of  the  city 
of  Na^arelb,  intu  Jiuiaea,  unto  the  city  of  David,  which  18 
cnUud  Bethkhem ;  (because  he  was  of  the  house  and  lineage 
of  David  0 

5  To  be  taxed  with  Mary  his  espoused  wife,  being  great 
with  child. 

6  Antl  so  ii  %vHji,  that,  while  they  were  there,  the  days 
were  iLccompiiBhed  that  she  should  be  delivered. 

7  And  f^lio  brou^lii  forth  her  firstborn  son,  and  wrapped 
him  in  awfitldting  clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger;  be- 
cause !hcre  was  no  iijom  for  them  in  the  inn. 

8  And  there  wcr«  in  the  same  country  shepherds  abiding 
ID  the  fielfl,  koepiu^,^  watch  over  their  flock  by  night. 

ft  And,  lo,  thtj  ntiurel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round  about  them:  and  they 
wei'L  sorM  a  f Til  id. 

10  And  the  iingel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not:  for,  behold, 
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not  afraid;  for  behold,  I  brin^r  you  good  tidings  of 
11  great  joy  which  shall  be  to  all  tlie  people:  for  there  is 

born  to  you  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour, 
13  which  is  Christ  the  Lord.     And  this  is  the  sign  unto 

you;  Ye  shall  find  a  babe  wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes, 

13  and  lying  in  a  manger.  And  suddenly  Ihere  was  with 
the  angel  a  multitude  of  the  heavenly  host  praising  God, 
and  saying, 

14  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest. 

And  on  earth  peace  among  men  in  whom  he  is  ' 
well  pleased. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  angels  went  away  from 
them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another, 
Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing 
that  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known 

16  unto  us.  And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  both 
Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  the  manger. 

17  And  when  they  saw  it,  they  made  known  concerning 
the  saying  which  was  spoken  to  them  about  this  child. 

18  And  all  that  heard  it  wondered  at  the  things  which  were 
Id  spoken  unto  them  by  the  shepherds.  But  Mary  kept  all 
00  these  sayings,  pondering  them  in  her  heart.     And  the 

shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all 
the  things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  even  as  it 
was  spoken  unto  them. 

21  And  when  eight  days  were  fulfilled  for  circumcising 
him,  his  name  was  called  Jesus,  which  was  so  called  by 
the  angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb. 

82  And  when  the  days  of  their  purification  according  to 
the  law  of  Moses  were  fulfilled,  they  brought  him  up  to 

23  Jerusalem,  to  present  him  to  the  Lord  (as  it  is  written 
in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  that  openetli  the 

24  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord),  and  to  offer  a 
sacrifice  according  to  that  which  is  said  in  the  law  of 
the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtledoves,  or  two  young  pigeons. 

25  And  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jenisalem,  whose  name 
was  Simeon ;  and  this  man  was  righteous  and  devout, 
looking  for  the  consolation  of  Israel :  and  the  Holy  Spirit 

26  was  upon  him.  And  it  had  been  revealed  unto  him  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  that  he  should  not  see  death,  before  he  had 

27  seen  the  Lord's  Christ.  And  he  came  in  the  Spirit  into  the 
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I  bring  you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all 
people. 

11  For  unto  jrou  is  bom  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a 
Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the  Lord. 

12  And  this  shall  he  a  sign  unto  you;  Ye  shall  find  the 
babe  wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes,  lying  in  a  manger. 

13  And  suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel  a  multitude 
of  the  heavenly  host  praising  God,  and  saying, 

14  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and.  on  earth  peace,  good 
will  toward  men. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away 
from  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another. 
Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing 
which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known 
unto  us. 

16  And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary,  and 
Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  a  manger. 

17  And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  mjlde  known  abroad 
the  saying  which  was  told  them  concerning  this  child. 

18  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those  things 
which  were  told  them  by  the  shepherds. 

19  But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in 
her  heart. 

20  And  the  shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising 
God  for  all  the  things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it 
was  told  unto  them. 

21  And  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  for  the  cir- 
cumcising of  the  child,  his  name  was  called  JESUS,  which 
was  so  named  of  the  angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the 
womb. 

22  And  when  the  days  of  her  purification  according  to 
the  law  of  Moses  were  accomplished,  they  brought  him  to 
Jeiusalcim,  lu  i>tt^aeat  him  to  the  Lord; 

S3  (Aa  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every 
Tnale  tliat  openeth  the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the 
Lord;} 

34  And  tfj  offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  that  which  is 
said  in  tU«  luw  of  the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtledoves,  or  two 
young  piffeoDs. 

35  And,  bub  old,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose 
uame  was  Simeon;  and  the  same  man  was  just  and  devout, 
waiting  for  the  consolation  of  Isniel:  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
was  upon  him. 

30  And  jl  wa.g  revealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
Uiat  be  should  not  see  death,  before  he  had  seen  the  Lord's 
ChrisL 

27  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple:  and  when 
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temple :  and  when  the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus, 
that  they  might  do  concerning  him  after  the  custom  of 

28  the  law,  then  he  received  him  into  his  arms,  and  blessed 
God,  and  said, 

29  Now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart,  O  Lord, 
According  to  thy  -word,  in  peace; 

30  For  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 

31  Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all 

•  peoples; 

32  A  light  for  revelation  to  the  Gentiles, 
And  the  glory  of  thy  people  Israel. 

33  And  his  father  and  his  mother  were  marvelling  at  the 

34  things  which  were  spoken  concerning  him ;  and  Simeon 
blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his  mother,  Behold, 
ih\&  child  \s  set  for  the  falling  and  rising  up  of  many 

35  in  Israel;  and  for  a  sign  which  is  spoken  against;  yea 
and  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thine  own  soul;  that 

36  thoughts  out  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed.  And 
there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughtei*  of 
Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Asher  (she  was  of  a  gieat  age, 
having  lived  with  a  husband  seven  years  from  her  vir- 

37  ginity,  and  she  had  been  a  widow  even  for  fourscore  and 
four  years),  which  departed  not  from  the  temple,  wor- 
shipping with  fastings  and  supplications  night  and  day. 

38  And  coming  up  at  tJhat  very  hour  she  giave  thanks  unto 
God,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them  that  were  looking 

39  for  the  redemption  of  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  had 
accomplished  all  things  that  were  according  to  the  law 
of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to  their  own 
city  Nazareth. 

40  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong,  filled  with 
wisdom :  and  the  gi'ace  of  G^d  was  upon  him. 

41  And  his  parents  went  every  year  to  Jerusalem  at  the 

42  feast  of  the  passover.     And  when  he  was  twelve  years 

43  old,  they  went  up  after  the  custom  of  the  feast ;  and 
when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they  were  return- 
ing, the  boy  Jesus  tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem;  and 

44  his  parents  knew  it  not;  but  supposing  him  to  be  in 
the  company,  they  went  a  day's  journey;  and  they 
sought  for  him  among  their  kinsfolk  and  acquaintance : 

45  and  when  they  found  him  not,  they  returned  to  Jeru- 

46  sal  em,  seeking  for  him.     And  it  came  to  pass,  after 
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the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do  for  him  after 
tlie  custom  of  the  law, 

28  Then  took  he  liim  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  God, 
and  said, 

29  Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in  peace, 
»iccording  to  thy  word: 

30  For  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 

31  Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all 
people ; 

32  A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  Uie  glory  of  thy 
people  Israel. 

33  And  Joseph  and  his  mother  marvelled  at  those  things 
which  were  spoken  of  liim. 

34  And  Simeon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his 
mother.  Behold,  this  cliild  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again 
of  many  in  Israel ;  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken 
against; 

35  (Yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also,) 
that  the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 

36  And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter 
of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser:  she  was  of  a  great  age, 
and  had  lived  with  an  husband  seven  years  from  her  vir- 
ginity; 

37  And  8h«  icm  a  widow  of  about  fourscore  and  four 
years,  which  departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God 
with  ffistings  and  pniyers  night  and  day. 

38  And  she  coming  in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise 
linto  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them  that  looked 
for  redemption  in  Jerusalem. 

39  And  when  they  had  perfonned  all  things  according  to 
the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to  their 
own  city  Nazareth. 

40  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled 
with  wisdom:  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him. 

41  Now  his  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year  at  the 
feast  of  tiie  passover. 

42  And  when  he  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to 
Jeiiisalem  after  the  custom  of  the  feast. 

43  AikI  xAwu  nrry  liii'I  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they 
reiuined,  tlit*  cliild  r^^s^L^  tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem; 
and  Joseph  and  liis  moHiLT  knew  not  of  it. 

44  Bui  ihcy,  suppfisthii;  hiin  to  have  been  in  the  com- 
piinj,  went  a  day's  journry:  find  they  sought  him  among 
their  kinsfolk  mid  acqutiinLinee, 

45  And  ^vhen  they  foiiTiil  him  not,  they  turned  back 
fkg^iiti  to  Jeru^ak^m,  &efkiij!i  }iim. 

4j5  And  it  cumy  to  pw^iS,  Ihnt  after  three  days  they  found 
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three  days  they  found  him  in  the  temple,  sitting  in  the 

midst  of  the   doctors,  both  hearing  them,  and  asking 

45?  them  questions:  and  all  that  heard  him  were  amazed  at 

48  his  understanding  and  his  answers.  And  when  they 
saw  him,  they  were  astonished :  and  his  mother  said 
unto  him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us?  be- 

49  hold,  thy  father  and  I  sought  thee  sorrowing.  And  ho 
said  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ye  souglit  me?  wist  ye  not 

50  that  I  must  be  in  ray  Father's  house?    And  they  under- 

51  stood  not  the  saying  which  he  spake  unto  them.  And 
he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth;  and 
he  was  subject  unto  them :  and  his  mother  kept  all  tliese 
sayings  in  her  heart. 

52  And  Jesus  advanced  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in 
favour  with  God  and  men. 


3  Now  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius 
Caesar,  Pontius  Pilate  being  governor  of  Judaea,  and 
Herod  being  tetrarch  of  Galilee,  and  his  brother  Philip 
tetrilrch  of  the  region  of  IturaBa  and  Trachonitis,  and 

2  Lysanias  tetrarch  of  Abilene,  in  the  high-priesthood  o( 
Annas  and  Osdaphas,  the  word  of  God  came  unto  John 

3  the  son  of  Zacharias  in  the  wilderness.  And  he  came 
into  all  the  region  round  about  Joixian,  preaching  the 

4  baptism  of  repentance  unto  remission  of  sins;  as  it  is 
written  in  the  book  of  the  words  of  Isaiah  the  prophet, 

The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
Make  ye  ready  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
Make  his  paths  straight. 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled, 

And  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  brought 

low; 
And  the  crooked  shall  become  stmight, 
And  the  rough  ways  smooth ; 

6  And  all  flesh  shall  see  the  salvation  of  God. 

7  He  said  therefore  to  the  multitudes  that  went  out  to 
be  baptized  of  him,  Ye  offspring  of  vipers,  who  warned 

8  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come?  Bring  forth  there- 
fore fruits  worthy  of  repentance,  and  begin  not  to  say 
within  yourselves,  We  have  Abraham  to  our  father:  for 
I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise 
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him  in  the  temple,  sitting  in  tlie  midst  of  tlie  doctors,  both 
hearing  them,  and  asking  them  questions. 

47  And  all  that  heard  him  were  astonished  at  his  under- 
standing and  answers. 

48  And  when  they  saw  him,  thoy  were  amazed:  and  his 
mother  said  unto  him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with 
us?  behold,  thy  father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing. 

49  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me? 
wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business? 

50  And  they  understood  not  the  saying  which  he  spake 
unto  them. 

51  And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth, 
and  was  subject  unto  them:  but  his  mother  kept  all  these 
sayings  in  her  heart. 

53  And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in 
favour  with  God  and  man. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Thepreci^Ung  and  baptism  of  John:  15  his  testimony  of  Christ. 
20  Herod  imprisoneth  John.  21  Christ  baptized,  receiveth  testi- 
mony front  heaven.  28  The  age,  and  genealogy  of  Christ  from 
Joseph  upwards 

"^rOW  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius 
_lN  Caesar,  Pontius  Pilate  being  governor  of  Judaea,  and 
Herod  being  tetrarch  of  Galilee,  and  his  brother  Philip 
tetrarcli  of  Itursea  and  of  the  region  of  Trachonitis,  and 
Lysanias  the  tetrarch  of  Abilene,  ' 

2  Annas  and  Caiaphas  being  the  high  priests,  the  word 
of  God  came  unto  John  the  son  of  Zacharias  in  the  wilder- 
ness. 

3  And  he  came  into  all  the  country  about  Jordan, 
preaching  the  baptism  of  repentance  for  the  remission  of 
sins; 

4  As  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  words  of  Esaias  the 
prophet,  saying,  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight. 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and 
hill  shall  be  brought  low ;  and  the  crookea  shall  be  made 
straight,  aud  Ihn  rough  ways  shall  be  made  smooth; 

6  And  all  fl<?sli  shall  see  the  salvation  of  God. 

7  TlK^n  i^iiui  lie  to  the  multitude  that  came  forth  to  be 
baptised  of  iiim,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned 
you  to  13et!  twin  tin*-  "wrath  to  come? 

8  Brinir  forth  therefore  fruits  worthy  of  repentance,  and 
begin  not  in  ^ay  within  yourselves,  We  have  Abraham  to  ou?' 
frtihcr:  for  I  Faytmto  j'ou,  That  God  is  able  of  these  stones 
lo  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 
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9  up  children  unto  Abraham.  And  evon  now  is  the  axe 
also  lai(i  unto  the  root  of  the  trees;  every  tree  therefore 
that  briugeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and 

10  cast  into  the  fire.  And  the  multitudes  asked  him,  saying, 

11  What  then  must  we  do  ?  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  He  that  hath  two  coats,  let  him  impart  to  him 
that  hath  none ;  and  he  that  hath  food,  let  him  do  like- 

12  wise.     And  there  came  also  publicans  to  be  baptized, 

13  and  they  said  unto  him,  Master,  what  must  we  do?  And 
he  said  unto  them.  Extort  no  more  than  that  which  if? 

14  appointed  you.  And  soldiers  also  asked  him,  saying, 
And  w'e,  what  must  we  do?  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Do  violence  to  no  man,  neither  exact  anything  wrong- 
fully; and  be  content  with  your  wages. 

15  And  as  the  people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  men 
reasoned    in   their    hearts   concerning  John,   whether 

16  haply  he  were  the  Christ;  John  answered,  saying  unto 
them  all,  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water;  but  there 
Cometh  he  that  is  mightier  than  I,  the  latcliet  of  whose 
shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose:  he  shall  baptize  you 

17  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  fire :  whose  fan  is  in  his 
hand,  thoroughly  to  cleanse  his  threshing-floor,  and  to 
gather  the  wheat  into  his  gamer;  but  the  chaff  he  will 
burn  up  with  unquenchable  fire. 

18  With  many  other  exhortations  therefore  preached  he 

19  good  tidings  unto  the  people ;  but  Herod  the  tetrarch, 
being  reproved  by  him  for  Herodias  his  brother's  wife, 
and  for  all  the  evil  things  which  Herod  had  done, 

20  added  yet  this  above  all,  that  he  shut  up  John  in 
prison. 

21  Now  it  came  to  pass,  when  all  the  people  were  bap- 
tized, that,  Jesus  also  having  been  baptized,  and  pray- 

22  ing,  the  heaven  was  opened,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  de- 
scended in  a  bodily  form,  as  a  dove,  upon  him,  and  a 
voice  came  out  of  heaven,  Thou  art  my  beloved  Son ;  in 
thee  I  am  well  pleased. 

23  And  Jesus  himself,  when  he  began  to  teach,  was  about 
thirty  years  of  age,  being  the  sou  (as  was  supposed)  of 

24  Joseph,  the  so^i  of  Heli,  the  son  of  Matthat,  the  son  of 
Levi,  the  son  of  Melchi,  the  son  of  Jannai,  the  son  of 

25  Joseph,  the  son  of  Mattathias,  the  son  of  Amos,  the  son 
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9  And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees: 
every  tree  therefore  which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is 
hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

10  And  the  people  asked  him,  saying,  What  shall  we  do 
then? 

11  He  answereth  and  saith  unto  them,  He  that  hath  two 
coats,  let  him  impart  to  him  that  hath  none;  and  he  that 
hath  meat,  let  him  do  likewise. 

12  Then  came  also  publicans  to  be  baptized,  and  said  unto 
him.  Master,  what  shall  we  do? 

13  And  he  said  unto  them.  Exact  no  more  than  that  which 
is  appointed  you. 

14  And  the  soldiers  likewise  demanded  of  him,  saying. 
And  what  shall  we  do?  And  ho  said  unto  them.  Do  vio- 
lence to  no  man,  neither  accuse  awy  falsely;  and  be  content 
with  your  wages. 

15  And  as  the  people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  men 
mused  in  their  hearts  of  John,  whether  he  were  the  Christ, 
or  not; 

16  John  answered,  saying  unto  them  all,  I  indeed  bap- 
tize you  with  water;  but  one  mightier  than  I  cometh,  the 
latchet  of  whose  slioes  I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose :  he  shall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  fire: 

17  Wnose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly 
purge  his  floor,  and  will  gather  the  wheat  into  his  garner ; 
but  the  chaff  he  will  burn  with  fire  unquenchable. 

18  And  many  other  things  in  his  exhortation  preached  he 
unto  the  people. 

19  But  Herod  the  tetrarch,  being  reproved  by  him  for 
Herodias  his  brother  Philip's  wife,  and  for  all  the  evils 
which  Herod  had  done, 

20  Added  yet  this  above  all,  that  he  shut  up  John  in 
prison. 

21  Now  when  all  the  people  were  baptized,  it  came  to 
pass,  that  Jesus  also  being  baptized,  and  praying,  the  hea- 
ven was  opened, 

22  And  the  Holy  Ghost  descended  in  a  bodily  shape  like 
a  dove  upon  him,  and  a  voice  came  from  heaven,  which 
said,  Thou  art  my  beloved  Son ;  in  thee  I  am  well  pleased. 

23  And  Jesus  himself  began  to  be  about  thirty  years  of 
age,  being  (as  was  supposed)  the  son  of  Joseph,  which  was 
the  son  oia.e\\, 

24  Which  was  tlie  son  of  Matthat,  which  was  the  son  of 
Levi,  which  was  the  son  of  Melchi,  which  was  tlie  son  of 
Janna,  which  was  th^  son  of  Joseph, 

25  Which  was  the  son  of  Mattathias,  which  was  tlie  sonot 
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of  Nahum,  the  son  of  Esli,  the  son  of  Naggai,  the  son  of 

26  Maath,  the  son  of  Mattathias,  the  son  of  Semeln,  the  son 

27  of  Josech,  the  son  of  Joda,  the  son  of  Joanan,  the  son  of 
Rhesa,  the  son  of  Zembbabel,  the  son  of  Shealtiel,  the 

28  son  of  Neri,  the  son  of  Melchi,  the  son  of  Addi,  the  son 

29  of  Cosam,  the  son  of  Elruadam,  the  son  of  Er,  the  son  of 
Jesus,  the  son  of  Eliezer,  the  son  of  Jorim,  the  «o;i  of 

30  Matthat,  the  son  of  Levi,  the  son  of  Symeon,  the  son  of 
Judas,  the  son  of  Joseph,  the  «t>7i  of  Jonam,  the  son  of 

81  Eliakim,  the  son  of  Melea,  the  son  of  Menua,  the  son  of 

32  Mattatha,  the  son  of  Nathan,  the  son  of  David,  the  «<m 
of  Jesse,  the  son  of  Obed,  the  son  of  Boaz,  the  son  of 

33  Salmon,  the  sonoi  Nahshon,  the  sonoi  Amminadab,  the 
son  of  Ami,  the  son  of  Hezron,  the  son  of  Perez,  the  son

33  Which  was  the  son  of  Arainadab,  which  was  the  son 
of  Aram,  which  was  tlie  son  of  Esrom,  which  was  the  son  of

34  Which  was  tlie  son  of  Jacob,  which  was  the  son  of 
Isaac,  which  Was  the  son  of  Abraham,  which  was  the  son  of 
Thara,  which  was  the  son  of  Nachor. 

35  Which  was  the  son  of  Saruch,  which  was  the  son  of 
Ragau,  which  was  tJie  son  of  Phalec,  which  was  the  son  of 
Heber,  which  was  the  son  of  Sala, 

36  Which  was  the  son  of  Cainan,  which  was  the  son  of 
Arphaxad.  which  was  the  son  of  Sem,  which  was  the  son 
of  Noe,  which  was  the  son  of  Lamech, 

37  Which  was  the  son  of  Mathusala,  which  was  the  son 
of  Enoch,  which  was  tlie  son  of  Jared,  which  was  ihe  son  of 
Maleleel,  which  was  the  son  of  Cainan, 

38  Which  was  the  son  of  Enos,  which  was  the  son  of  Seth, 
which  was  the  son  of  Adam,  which  was  the  son  of  GkKi. 
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4b  And  Jesus,  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  returned  frrm 
the  Jordan,  and  was  led  by  the  Spirit  in  the  wilder- 

2  ness  during  forty  days,  being  tempted  of  the  devil. 
And  he  did  eat  nothing  in  those  days:  and  when  they 

3  were  completed,  he  hungered.  And  the  devil  said 
unto  him,  If  thou  art  the  Son  of  God,  command  this 

4  stone  that  it  become  bread.  And  Jesus  answered  unto 
him,  It  is  written,  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone. 

5  And  he  led  him  up,  and  shewed  him  all  the  kingdoms 

6  of  the  world  in  a  moment  of  time.  And  the  devil  said 
unto  him.  To  thee  will  I  give  all  this  authority,  and 
the  glory  of  them:  for  it  hath  been  delivered  unto  me; 

7  and  to  whomsoever  I  will  I  give  it.     If  thou  therefore 

8  wilt  worship  before  me,  it  shall  all  be  thine.  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  It  is  written.  Thou 
Shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 

9  thou  serve.  And  he  led  him  to  Jenisalem,  and  set  him 
on  the  pinnacle  of  the  temple,  and  said  unto  him,  If 
thou  art  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  down  from  hence: 

10  for  it  is  written, 

He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  concerning  thee,  to 
guard  thee: 

11  and,  * 

On  their  hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up, 

Lest  haply  thou  dash  Ihy  foot  against  a  stone. 

12  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  It  is  said,  Thou 
shalt  not  tempt  the  L^ord  thy  God. 

13  And  when  the  devil  had  completed  every  temptation, 
he  departed  from  him  for  a  season. 

14  And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into 
Galilee:  and  a  fame  went  out  concerning  him  through 

15  all  the  region  round  about.  And  he  taught  in  their 
synagogues,  being  glorified  of  all. 

16  And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been  brought 
up:  and  he  entered,  as  bis  custom  was,  into  the  syn- 
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1  The  temptation  and  fasting  of  Christ.  13  He  overcometh  the 
devil:  lioeginneth  to  preach.  16  T?ie  people  of  Nazareth  admire 
his  gra/yio\LS  words.    33  He  cureth  one  possessed  of  a  devil. 


Pefer'«  mother  in  law,  40  anrf  divers  other  sick  persons.  41  27^ 
devils  adenotdedge  Christ,  and  are  reproved  for  it.  43  He  preach- 
eth  through  the  cities. 

AND  Jesiis  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  returned  from 
Jordan,  and   was  led  by  the   Sph*it  into   the  wil- 
derness, 

2  Being  forty  days  tempted  of  the  devil.  And  in  those 
days  he  did  eat  nothing:  and  when  they  were  ended,  lie 
afterward  hungered. 

3  And  the  devil  said  unto  him,  If  thou  be  the  Son  of 
Ood,  command  this  stone  that  it  be  made  bread. 

4  And  Jesus  answered  him,  saying,  It  is  written.  That 
man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  of 
God. 

5  And  the  devil,  taking  him  up  into  an  high  mountain, 
shewed  unto  him.  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  in  a  mo- 
ment of  time. 

6  And  the  devil  said  unto  him.  All  this  power  will  I  give 
thee,  and  the  glory  of  them:  for  that  is  delivered  unto  me; 
and  to  whomsoever  I  will  I  give  it. 

7  If  thou  therefore  wilt  worship  me,  all  ahall  be  thine, 

8  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  G<3t  thoe 
l)ehind  me,  Satan:  for  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  worship 
the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve. 

9  And  he  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  and  set  him  on  a 

Sinnacle  of  the  temple,  and  said  unto  him.  If  thou  be  the 
on  of  God,  east  thyself  down  from  hence: 

10  For  it  is  written,  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over, 
thee,  to  keep  thee: 

11  And  in  thsir  hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up,  lest  at  any 
time  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

12  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  hini,  It  is  said.  Thou 
shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

13  And  when  the  devil  had  ended  all  the  temptation,  he 
departed  from  him  for  a  season. 

14  If  And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into 
Gahlee:  and  there  went  out  a  fame  of  him  through  all  the 
region  round  about. 

15  And  he  taught  in  their  synagogues,  being  glorified 
of  alL 

16  ^  And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been 
brought  up:  and,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  into  the 
synagogue  on  the  sabbath  day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read. 
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17  agogue  on  the  sabbath  day,  and  stood  up  to  read.  And 
there  was  delivered  unto  him  the  book  of  the  prophet 
Isaiah.  And  he  opened  the  book,  and  found  the  place 
where  it  was  written, 

18  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me, 

Because  he  anointed  me  to  preach  good  tidings  to 

the  poor: 
He  hath  sent  me  to  proclaim  release  to  the  captives. 
And  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind, 
To  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised, 

19  To  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord. 

20  And  he  closed  the  book,  and  gave  it  back  to  the  atten- 
dant and  sat  down :  and  the  eyes  of  all  in  the  synagogue 

21  were  fastened  on  him.  And  he  began  to  say  unto  them. 
To-day  hath  this  scripture  been  fulfilled  in  your  ears. 

22  And  all  bare  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  words 
of  ^race  which  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth:  and  they 

23  said.  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son?  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Doubtless  ye  will  say  unto  me  this  parable.  Physician, 
heal  thyself:  whatsoever  we  have  heard  done  at  Caper- 

24  naum,  do  also  here  in  thine  own  country.  And  he 
said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  No  prophet  is  acceptable  in 

25  his  own  country.  But  of  a  truth  I  say  uoto  you,  There 
were  many  widows  in  Israel  in  the  days  of  Elijah,  when 
the  heaven  was  shut  up  three  years  and  six  months, 

26  when  there  came  a  great  famine  over  all  the  land ;  and 
unto  none  of  them  was  Elijah  sent,  but  only  to  Zare- 
phath,  in  the  land  of  Sidon,  unto  a  woman  that  was  a 

27  widow.  And  there  were  many  lepers  in  Israel  in  the 
time  of  Elisha  the  prophet;  and  none  of  them  was 

28  cleansed,  but  only  Naaman  the  Syrian.  And  they  were 
all  filled  with  wrath  in  the  synagogue,  as  they  heard 

29  these  things;  and  they  rose  up,  and  cast  him  forth  out 
of  the  city,  and  led  him  unto  the  brow  of  the  hill 
whereon  their  city  was  built,  that  they  might  throw  him 

80  down  headlong.     But  he  passing  through  the  midst  of 

them  went  his  way. 
31      And  he  came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee. 
82  And  he  was  teaching  them  on  the  sabbath  day:    and 

they  were  astonished  at  his  teaching;  for  his  word  was 
38  witli  authority.    And  in  the  synagogue  there  was  a 

man,  which  had  a  spirit  of  an  unclean  devil;  and  he 
84  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice,  Ah !  what  have  we  to  do 

with  thee,  thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth?  art  thou  como  to 

destroy  us?    I  know  thee  who  thou  art,  the  Holy  One 
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17  And  there  was  delivered  unto  him  the  book  of  the 
prophet  Esaias.  And  when  he  hud  opened  the  book,  he 
found  the  place  where  it  was  written, 

18  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  u  upon  me,  because  he  hath 
anointed  me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor ;  he  hath  sent 
me  to  heal  the  broken  hearted,  to  preach  dehverance  to  the 
captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind^  to  set  at 
lil^rty  them  that  are  bruised, 

19  To  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord. 

20  And  he  closed  the  book,  and  he  gave  it  again  to  the 
minister,  and  sat  down.  And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that 
were  in  the  synagogue  were  fastened  on  him. 

21  And  he  began  to  say  unto  them.  This  day  is  this 
scripture  fulfilled  iu  your  ears. 

22  And  all  bare  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  gra- 
cious words  which  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth.  And  they 
said,  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son? 

23  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  will  surely  say  unto  me 
this  proverb.  Physician,  heal  thyself:  whatsoever  we  have 
heard  done  in  Capernaum,  do  also  here  in  thy  country. 

24  And  he  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  No  prophet  is 
accepted  in  his  own  country. 

25  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  many  widows  were  in  Israel 
in  the  days  of  Elias,  when  the  heaven  was  shut  up  three 
years  and  six  months,  wheti  great  famine  was  throughout 
all  the  land; 

26  But  unto  none  of  them  was  Elias  sent,  save  unto 
Sarepta,  a  city  of  Sidon,  unto  a  woman  iliat  was  a  widow. 

27  And  many  lepers  were  in  Israel  iu  the  time  of  Eliseus 
the  prophet;  and  none  of  them  was  cleansed,  saving  Naa- 
man  the  Syrian. 

28  And  all  they  in  the  synagogue,  when  they  heard  these 
things,  were  filled  with  wrath. 

29  And  rose  up.  and  thrust  him  out  of  the  city,  and  led 
him  unto  the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon  their  city  was  built, 
ihat  they  might  cast  him  down  headlong. 

30  But  he  passing  through  the  midst  of  them  went  his 
way, 

31  And  came  down  to  C;i[icrnaum,  a  city  of  Gralilee,  and 
taught  them  ou  theeablmfh  <Uys. 

33  And  they  wei-e  uaLtJuisUed  at  his  doctrine:  for  his 
word  waa  with  power, 

33  X  And  in  the  syna,5ogue  there  was  a  man,  which  had 
a  spirit  of  an  iinclenu  devil  "and  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice, 

M  Saying,  Let  m  alone;  what  have  we  to  do  with  thee, 
thou  Jesua  of  Nazai'Pth?  mi  ihou  come  to  destroy  us?  t 
Ilbow  the©  who  thou  art;  tlit:  Holy  One  of  God. 
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85  of  God.  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying,  hold  thy 
peace,  and  come  out  of  him.  Aud  when  the  devil  had 
thrown  him  down  in  the  midst,  he  came  out  of  him, 

86  having  done  him  no  hurt.  And  amazement  came  upon 
all,  and  tliey  spake  together,  one  with  another,  saying. 
What  is  this  word?  for  with  authority  and  power  he 
commandeth  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  come  out. 

37  And  there  went  forth  a  rumour  concerning  him  into 
every  place  of  the  region  round  about. 

88  And  he  rose  up  from  the  synago^e,  and  entered  into ' 
the  house  of  Simon.  And  Simon  s  wife's  mother  was 
holden  with  a  great  fever;    and  tliey  besought  him 

89  for  her.  And  he  stood  over  her,  and  rebuked  the 
fever;  and  it  left  her:  and  immediately  she  rose  up  and 
ministered  unto  them. 

40  And  when  the  sun  was  setting,  all  they  that  had  any 
sick  with  divers  diseases  brought  them  unto  him;  and 
he  laid  his  hands  on  every  one  of  them,  and  healed 

41  them.  And  devils  also  came  out  from  many,  crying 
out,  and  saying.  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God.  And  rebuk- 
ing them,  he  suffered  them  not  to  speak,  because  they 
knew  that  he  was  the  Christ 

42  And  when  it  was  day,  he  came  out  and  went  into  a 
desert  place:  and  the  multitude  sought  after  him,  and 
came  unto  him,  and  would  have  stayed  him,  that  he 

43  should  not  go  from  them.  But  he  said  unto  them,  I 
must  preach  the  good  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of  God  to 
the  other  cities  also:  for  therefore  was  I  sent. 

44  And  he  was  preaching  in  the  synagogues  of  Galilee. 


5  Now  it  came  to  pass,  while  the  multitude  pressed 
upon  him  and  heard  the  word  of  God,  that  he  was 

2  standing  by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret;  and  he  saw  two 
boats  standmg  by  the  lake :  but  the  fishermen  had  gone 

3  out  of  them  and  wore  washing  their  nets.  And  he 
entered  into  one  of  the  boats,  which  was  Simon's,  and 
asked  him  to  put  out  a  little  from  the  land.  And  he 
sat  down  and  taught  the  multitudes  out  of  the  boat. 

4  And  when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto  Simon, 
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85  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying.  Hold  thy  peace,  ar  d 
come  out  of  him.  And  when  the  devil  had  thrown  him  m 
the  midst,  he  came  out  of  him,  and  hurt  him  not. 

36  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  spake  among  them- 
selves, saying,  What  a  word  in  this!  for  with  authority 
and  power  he  commandeth  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they 
come  out. 

37  And  the  fame  of  him  went  out  into  every  place  of 
the  country  round  about. 

38  ^  And  he  arose  out  of  the  synagoguje,  ard  entered 
into  Simon's  house.  And  Simon's  wife  s  mother  was  taken 
with  a  great  fever;  and  they  besought  liim  for  her. 

39  And  he  stood  over  her,  and  rebuked  the  fever;  and 
it  left  her:  and  immediately  she  arose  and  ministered  unto 
them. 

40  IT  Now  when  the  sun  was  setting,  all  they  that  had 
any  sick  with  divers  diseases  brought  them  unto  him;  and 
be  laid  his  hands  on  every  one  of  them,  and  healed  them. 

41  And  devils  also  came  out  of  many,  crying  out,  and 
saying.  Thou  art  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  rebuking 
iJum  suffered  them  not  to  speak:  for  they  knew  that  he 
was  Christ. 

42  And  when  it  was  day,  he  departed  and  went  into  a 
desert  place:  and  the  people  sought  him,  and  came  unto 
him,  and  stayed  him,  that  he  should  not  depart  from  them. 

43  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  must  preach  the  kingdom 
of  God  to  other  cities  also:  for  therefore  am  I  sent. 

44  And  he  preached  in  the  synagogues  of  Galilee. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  CfLn^tye/jp^f'fh  th*  p'^-ple  out  of  Peter's  ship:  A  in  a  miraculous 
iakiiiff  of  Jftiitr*,  sfn,  tr,  tft  h4)w  he  unll  make  him  and  his  partners 
Juditrrs  ttf  men:  li!  cUtuiiteth  the  leper:  16  prayeth  in  the  wilder- 
fM-Ki:  18  hctxleth  mn'  tack  of  the  patsy:  27  calleth  Matthew  the  pub- 
lican; 20  etiteth  ii*fth  sinners,  as  being  the  physician  of  souls:  34 
for^UUeth  thf  fn^tJnrts  nnd  afflictions  of  the  apostles  after  his 
asceiAfttifii:  iki  and  Hkt  fifth  fainthearted  and  voeax  disciples  to  old 
iKdil^H  and  i£VTii  sfnrtnents. 

AND  it  came  to  fK^i^s,  that,  as  the  people  pressed  upon 
hf  ni  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  he  stood  by  the  lake  of 
Geniiesiirel, 

2  Aud  saw  two  sliip^  standing  by  the  lake:  but  the  fisher- 
men were  gone  out  ipf  tliem,  and  were  washing  theii'  nets. 

3  And  he  enlened  iuto  one  of  the  ships,  which  was 
Simon's,  and  prtiyed  him  that  he  would  thrust  out  a  little 
from  the  land.  And  he  sat  down,  and  taught  the  people 
out  of  the  ship. 

4  Kow  wlieu  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto  Simon, 
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Put  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets  for  a 

5  draught.  And  Simon  answered  and  said,  Master,  we 
toiled  all  night,  and  took  nothing:  but  at  thy  word  I 

6  will  let  down  the  nets.  And  when  they  had  tnis  done, 
they  inclosed  a  great  multitude  of  fishes;  and  their  nets 

7  were  breaking;  and  they  beckoned  unto  their  partners 
in  the  other  boat,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them. 
And  they  came,  and  filled  both  the  boats,  so  tliat  they 

8  began  to  sink.  But  Simon  Peter,  when  he  saw  it,  fell 
down  at  Jesus*  knees,  saying,  Depart  from  me;  for  I 

9  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  amazed,  and  all 
that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught  of  the  fishee  which 

10  they  had  taken;  and  so  were  also  James  and  John,  sons 
of  Zebedee,  which  were  partners  with  Simon.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not ;  from  henceforth  thou 

11  Shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they  had  brought  their 
boats  to  land,  they  left  all,  and  followed  him. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  he  was  in  one  of  the 
cities,  behold,  a  man  full  of  leprosy:  and  when  he  saw 
Jesus,  he  fell  on  his  face,  and  besought  him,  saying, 

13  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean.  And 
he  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying, 
I  will;   be  thou  made  clean.      And    straightway  the 

14  leprosy  departed  from  him.  And  he  charged  him  to 
tell  no  man :  but  go  thy  way,  and  shew  thyself  to  the 
priest,  and  offer  for  thy  cleansing,  according  as  Moses 

15  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them.  But  so  much 
the  more  went  abroad  the  report  concerning  him:  and 
great  multitudes    came  together  to  hear,  and  to  be 

16  healed  of  their  infirmities.  But  he  withdrew  himself 
in  the  deserts,  and  prayed. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  on  one  of  those  days,  that  he 
was  teaching;  and  there  were  Pharisees  and  doctors 
of  the  law  sitting  by,  which  were  come  out  of  every 
village  of  Galilee  and  Judaea  and  Jerusalem:  and  the 

18  power  of  the  Lord  was  with  him  to  heal.  And  behold, 
men  bring  on  a  bed  a  man  that  was  palsied:  and  they 
sought  to  bring  him  in,   and  to  lay  him  before  him. 

19  And  not  finding  by  what  toay  they  might  bring  him  in 
because  of  the  multitude,  they  went  up  to  the  house- 

i        top,  and  let  him  down  through  the  tiles  with  his  couch 
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Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets  for  a 
draught. 

5  And  Simon  answering  said  unto  him,  Master,  we  have 
toiled  all  the  night,  and  have  taken  nothing:  nevertheless 
at  thy  word  I  will  let  down  the  net. 

6  And  when  they  )iad  this  done,  they  Inclosed  a  great 
multitude  of  fishes:  and  their  net  brake. 

7  And  they  beckoned  unto  tlieir  partners,  which  were  in 
the  other  ship,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And 
they  came,  and  filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to 
sink. 

8  When  Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus*  knees, 
saying,  Depart  from  me;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord. 

9  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all  that  were  with  him,  at 
the  draught  of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken: 

10  And  so  wds  also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee, 
which  were  partners  with  Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
Simon,  Fear  not;  from  henceforth  thou  shalt  catch  men. 

11  And  when  they  had  brought  their  ships  to  land,  they 
forsook  all,  and  followed  him. 

12  T  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  in  a  certain  city, 
behold  a  man  full  of  leprosy:  who  seeing  Jesus  fell  on  his 
face,  and  besought  him,  saying.  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou 
canst  make  me  clean. 

13  And  he  put  forth  1m  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying, 
I  will :  be  thou  clean.  And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed 
from  him. 

14  And  he  charged  him  to  tell  no  man:  but  go,  and  shew 
thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  for  thy  cleansing,  according 
as  Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

15  But  so  much  the  more  went  there  a  fame  abroad  of 
him :  and  great  multitudes  came  together  to  hear,  and  to  bo 
healed  by  him  of  their  infirmities. 

16  TT  And  he  withdrew  himself  into  the  wilderness,  and 
prayed. 

1*7  And  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  as  he  was  teach- 
ing, that  there  were  Pliarisees  and  doctors  of  the  lawsittinff 
by,  which  were  come  out  of  every  town  of  Galilee,  and 
Judaea,  and  Jerusalem:  and  the  power  of  the  Lord  was 
present  to  heal  them. 

18  ^  And,  behold,  men  brought  in  a  bed  a  man  which 
was  taken  with  a  palsy:  and  they  sought  means  to  bring 
him  in,  and  to  lay  him  before  him. 

19  And  when  they  could  not  find  by  what  way  they 
might  bring  him  in  bcause  of  the  multitude,  they  went  upon 
the  housetop,  and  let  him  down  through  the  tiling  with 
his  couch  into  the  midst  before  Jesus. 
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20  into  the  midst  before  Jesus.    And  seeing  their  faith,  he 

21  said,  Man,  thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee.  And  the  scribes 
and  the  Pharisees  began  to  reason,  saying,  "Who  is  this 
that  speaketh  blasphemies?    Who  can  forgive  £ins,  but 

22  God  alone?  But  Jesus  perceiving  their  reasonings, 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  "What  reason  ye  in  your 

23  hearts?    "Whether  is  easier  to  say,  Thy  sins  are  for- 

24  given  thee;  or  to  say.  Arise  and  Tpalk  ?  But  that  ye 
may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth  to 
forgive  sins  (he  said  unto  him  that  was  palsied),  I  Fay 
unto  thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch,  and  go  unto 

26  thy  house.  And  immediately  he  rose  up  before  them, 
and  took  up  that  wheron  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his 

26  house,  glorifying  God.  And  amazement  took  hold  on 
all,  and  they  glorified  God;  and  thejr  were  filled  with 
fear,  saying,  We  have  seen  strange  things  to-day. 

27  And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  and  beheld  a 
publican,  named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  place  of  toll,  and 

28  said  unto  him,  Follow  me.     And  he  forsook  all.  and 

29  rose  up  and  followed  him.  And  Levi  made  him  a 
great  feast  in  his  house:  and  there  was  a  great  multi- 
tude of  publicans  and  of  others  that  were  sitting  at  meat 

80  with  them.  And  the  Pharisees  and  their  scribes  mur- 
mured against  his  disciples,  saying.  Why  do  ye  eat 

81  and  drink  with  the  publicans  and  sinners?  And  Jesus 
answering  said  unto  them.  They  that  are  whole  have 

82  no  need  of  a  physician ;  but  they  that  are  sick.  I  am  not 
come  to  call  the  righteous  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

83  And  they  said  unto  him,  The  disciples  of  John  fast 
often,  and  make  supplications;  likewise  also  the  disciples 

84  of  the  Pharisees;  but  thine  eat  and  drink.  And  Jesus 
said  unto  them.  Can  ye  make  the  sons  of  the  bride- 

85  chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with  them?  But 
the  days  will  come ;  and  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them,  then  will  they  fast  in  those 

36  days.  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them;  No 
man  rendeth  a  piece  from  a  new  garment  and  putteth 
it  upon  an  old  garment;  else  he  will  rend  the  new,  and 
also  the  piece  from  the  new  will  not  agree  with  the  old. 

87  And  no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  wine-skins;  else 
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20  And  when  lie  saw  their  faith,  he  said  unto  him,  Man, 
thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee. 

21  And  the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  began  to  reason, 
saying,  Who  is  this  which  speaketh  blasphemies?  Who  can 
forgive  sins,  but  God  alone? 

22  But  when  Jesusperceived  their  thoughts,  he  answer- 
ing said  unto  them,  Wnat  reason  ye  in  your  hearts? 

23  Whether  is  easier,  to  say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee ; 
or  to  say.  Rise  up  and  walk? 

24  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath 
power  upon  earth  to  forgive  sins,  (he  said  unto  the  sick  of 
the  palsy,)  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch, 
and  go  into  thine  house. 

25  And  immediately  he  rose  up  before  them,  and  took  up 
that  whereon  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his  own  house,  glori- 
fying God. 

26  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  they  glorified  God, 
and  were  filled  with  fear,  saying,  We  have  seen  strange 
things  to  day. 

27  ^  And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  and  saw  a 
publican,  named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom:  and 
he  said  unto  him.  Follow  me. 

28  And  he  left  all,  rose  up,  and  followed  him. 

29  And  Levi  made  him  a  great  feast  in  his  own  house : 
and  there  was  a  great  company  of  publicans  and  of  others 
that  sat  down  with  them. 

30  But  their  scribes  and  Pharisees  murmured  against  his 
disciples,  saying.  Why  do  ye  eat  and  drink  with  publicans 
and  sinners? 

31  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them.  They  that  are 
whole  ne<^  not  a  physician;  but  they  that  are  sick. 

83  1  coma  not  io  cull  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repen- 
tance, 

^  •[  And  they  said  unto  him.  Why  do  the  disciples  of 
John  fast  often,  aod  make  prayers,  and  likewise  the  disci- 
pii:jt  of  the  Pluvrist^es;  but  thine  eat  and  drink? 

84  And  he  mild  tmto  them,  Can  ye  make  the  children 
of  the  bridechamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with 
tbemi 

35  But  the  d!\ys  vvill  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those 
days. 

§6  ^  And  be  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them;  No  man 
putteth  a  piece  oF  i\  new  garment  upon  an  old;  if  otherwise, 
then  both  I  lie  new  rnaketh  a  rent,  and  the  piece  that  was 
iuken  out  of  til e  new  agreeth  not  with  the  old. 

37  Aijd  no  mnn  putteth  new  wine  into  old  bottles;  else 
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the  new  wine  will  burst  the  skins,  and  itself  will  be 
38  spilled,  and  the  skins  will  perish.  But  new  wine  must 
89  be  put  into  fresh  wine-skins.      And  no  man  having 

drunk  old  arww  desireth  new!  for  he  saith,  The  old  is 

good. 


6  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  a  sabbath,  that  he  was  going 
through  the  cornfields;  and  his  disciples  plucked  the  ears 

2  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing  tliem  in  tlieir  hands.  But 
certain  of  the  Pharisees  said,  Why  do  ye  that  which  it 

8  ip  not  lawful  to  do  on  the  sabbath  day?  And  Jesus 
answering  them  said.  Have  ye  not  read  even  this,  what 
Pavid  did,  when  he  was  an  hungred,  he,  and  they  that 

4  were  with  him;  how  he  entered  into  the  house  of  God, 
and  did  take  and  eat  the  shewbread,  and  gave  also  to  them 
that  were  with  him ;  which  it  is  not  lawful  to  eat  save 

5  for  the  priests  alone?  And  he  said  unto  them.  The  Sou 
of  man  is  lord  of  the  sabbath. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  on  another  sabbath,  that  he 
entered  into  the  synagogue  and  taught:  and  there  was 

7  a  man  there,  and  his  right  hand  was  withered.  And 
the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  watched  him.  whether  he 
would  heal  on  the  sabbath;  that  they  might  find  how 

8  to  accuse  him.  But  he  knew  their  thoughts;  and  he 
said  to  the  man  that  had  his  hand  withered.  Rise  up, 
and  stand  forth  in  the  midst.     And  he  arose  and  stood 

9  forth.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  I  ask  you,  Is  it  law- 
ful on  the  sabbath  to  do  good,  or  to  do  haiin?    To  save 

10  a  life,  or  to  destroy  it?  And  he  looked  round  about  on 
them  all,  and  said  unto  him.  Stretch  forth  thy  hand. 

11  And  he  did  so:   and  his  hand  was  restored.     But  they 
'      were  filled  with  madness;  and  communed  one  with 

another  what  they  might  do  to  Jesus. 
13     And  it  came  to  pass  in  these  days,  that  he  went  out 
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the  new  wine  will  burst  the  bottles,  and  be  spilled,  and  the 
bottles  shall  perish. 

38  But  new  wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles;  and  both 
are  preserved. 

39  No  man  also  having  drunk  old  wine  straightway 
desireth  nsw:  for  he  saith,  The  old  is  better. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

1  Christ  reproveth  the  Pharisees'  blindness  about  the  observation  of 
the  sabbath^  by  scripture,  reason,  and  miracle :  13  chooseth  twelve 
apostles:  17  healeih  the  diseased:  30  preacheth  to  his  disciples 
before  the  people  of  blessings  and  curses :  27  hoto  we  must  love  our 
enemies:  46  and  join  the  obedience  of  good  works  to  the  hearing 
of  the  word:  lest  in  the  evil  day  of  temptation  we  fall  like  an 
house  built  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  withoui  any  foundation. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  sabbath  after  the 
fii-st,  that  he  went  through  the  cornfields;  and  his 
disciples  plucked  the  ears  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing 
them  in  their  hands. 

2  And  certain  of  the  Pharisees  said  unto  them,  Why  do 
ye  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  on  the  sabbath  days? 

3  And  Jesus  answering  them  said,  Have  ye  not  read  so 
much  as  this,  what  David  did,  wiien  himself  was  an 
hungred,  and  they  which  were  with  him; 

4  How  he  went  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  take  and 
eat  the  shewbread,  and  gave  also  to  them  that  were  with 
him;  which  it  is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the  priests  alone? 

5  And  he  said  unto  them,  That  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord 
also  of  the  sabbath. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  also  on  another  sabbath,  that  he 
entered  into  the  synagogue  and  taught:  and  there  was  a 
man  whose  right  hand  was  withered. 

7  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  watched  him,  whether 
he  would  heal  on  the  sabbath  day ;  that  they  might  find  an 
accusation  against  him. 

8  But  he  knew  tlicir  thoughts,  and  said  to  the  man  which 
had  ihi^  wiEk<}ied  hand,  Rise  up,  and  stand  forth  in  the 
midst,     Awd  he  firose  nnd  stood  forth. 

9  Then  *aid  Jesus  unto  them,  I  will  ask  you  one  thing; 
If*  it  lawful  oil  I  lie  rt?Lbt>ath  days  to  do  good,  or  to  do  evil? 
lo  save  life,  or  Ui  drsitrov  it? 

10  And  looking:  njuna  about  upon  them  all,  he  said  unto 
the  man,  Bl-retuli  tbrcij  thy  hand.  And  he  did  so;  and  his 
hand  Wiifl  restored  wjiole  as  the  other. 

n  And  Lbej  NAcre  filled  with  madness;  and  communed 
omi  wUh  another  wliai  thejr  might  do  to  Jesus. 

1^  And  it  came  lo  pass  in  those  days,  that  he  went  out 
124 


8T.   LUKE, 


into  the  mountain  to  pray;  and  he  contintred  all  nisht 

IS  in  prayer  to  God.    And  when  it  was  day,  he  called  his 

disciples:  and  he  chose  from  them  twelve,  whom  also 

14  he  named  apostles;  Simon,  whom  he  also  named  Peter, 
and  Andrew  his   brother,  and  James  and  John,  and 

15  Philip  and  Bartholomew,  and  Matthew  and  Thomas, 
and  James  the  son  of  Al^^seus,  and  ^mon  which  was 

16  called  the  Zealot,  and  Judas  tJie  son  of  James,  and 

17  Judas  Iscariot,  which  was  the  traitor;  and  he  came 
down  with  them,  and  stood  on  a  level  place,  and  a  great 
multitude  of  his  disciples,  and  a  great  numbtT  of  the 
people  from  all  Judsea  and  Jerusalem,  and  the  sea  coast 
of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  wiiich  came  to  hear  him,  and  to  be 

18  healed  of  their  diseases;  and  they  that  were  troubled 

19  with  unclean  spirits  were  healed.  And  all  the  multi* 
tude  sought  to  touch  him :  for  power  came  forth  from 
him,  and  healed  them  all. 

20  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples,  and  said. 
Blessed  are  ye  poor:  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

31  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now:  for  ye  shall  be  filled. 
Blessed  are  ye  that  weep  now:  lor  ye  shall  laugh. 

32  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  hate  yo\i,  and  when 
they  shall  separate  you /row  their  company ^  and  reproach 
you,  and  c»st  out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the  Son  of  man's 

28  sake.  Rejoice  in  that  day,  and  leap/or^e^y;  for  behold, 
your  reward  is  great  in  heaven :  for  in  the  same  manner 

24  did  their  fathers  unto  the  prophets.  But  woe  unto  you 
that  are  rich!  for  ye  have  received  your  consolation. 

25  Woe  unto  you,  ye  that  are  full  now!  for  ye  shall  hun- 
ger.   Woe  unto  you,  ye  that  laugh  now!  for  ye  shall 

26  mourn  and  weep.  Woe  unto  yon,  when  all  men  shall 
speak  well  of  you!  for  in  the  same  manner  did  their 
fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

27  But  I  say  unto  you  which  hear,  Love  yom*  enemies, 

28  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  bless  them  that  curse 

29  you,  pray  for  them  that  despitefuUy  use  you.  To  him 
that  smitelh  thee  on  the  one  cbeek  offer  also  the  other; 
and  from  him  that  taketh  away  thy  cloke  withhold  not 

80  thy  coat  also.  Give  to  every  one  that  asketh  thee;  and 
o^  him  that  taketh  away  thy  goods  ask  them  not  again. 
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into  a  mountain  to  pray,  and  continued  all  uiglit  iu  prayer 
to  God. 

13  IF  And  when  it  was  day,  he  called  unio  him  his  dis- 
ciples: and  of  them  he  chose  twelve,  whom  also  he  named 
apostles; 

14  Bimon,  (whom  he  also  named  Peter,)  and  Andrew  his 
brother,  James  and  John,  Philip  and  Bartholomew, 

15  Matthew  and  Tliomas,  James  the  aou  oi  Alphseus, 
and  -Simon  called  Zelotes, 

16  And  Judas  the  brother  of  James,  and  Judas  Iscariot, 
which  also  was  the  traitor. 

17  1[  And  lie  came  down  with  them,  and  stood  in  the 
plain,  and  the  company  of  his  disciples,  and  a  great  multi- 
lude  of  people  out  of  all  JudsBa  and  Jerusalem,  and  fronj 
the  sea  coast  of  Tyxe  and  Sidon,  which  came  to  hear  him, 
and  to  he  liealed  of  their  diseases; 

18  And  4hey  that  were  vexed  with  unclean  spirits:  and 
they  were  heaJed. 

19  And  the  whole  multitude  sought  to  touch  him:  for 
there  went  virtue  out  of  him,  and  healed  tliem  all. 

20  T  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples,  and 
said,  Blessed  be  ye  poor:  for  your*s  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

21  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now:  for  ye  shall  be  filled. 
Blessed  <Mre  ye  that  weep  now :  for  ye  shall  laugh. 

22  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and  when 
they  shall  separate  you  from  their  company,  and  shall 
reproach  you,  afid  cast  out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the  Son 
of  man's  sake. 

23  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and  leap  for  joy:  for,  behold, 
your  reward  m  great  in  heaven:  for  in  the  like  manner  did 
their  fathers  unto  the  prophets. 

24  But  woe  unto  you  that  are  rich!  for  ye  have  received 
your  consolation. 

25  Woe  unto  j^ou  that  are  full!  for  ye  shall  hunger. 
Woe  unto  you  that  laugh  now!  for  ye  shall  mourn  and 
weep. 

36  Woe  unto  yon,  when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of  you! 
for  m  did  llieir  ialliErs  to  the  false  prophets. 

37  ^  But  I  S!iy  unto  you  which  hear,  Love  your  enemies, 
do  gotvd  to  tbt^ni  Mliicth  hate  you, 

25  Bless  Uiciii  that  curse  you,  and  pray  for  &em  which 
dt^spitcT Lilly  UHC  jau. 

26  And  unro  liim  that  smiteth  thee  on  the  one  cheek 
ofFtT  al8o  the  otbcr;  and  him  that  taketli  away  thy  cloke 
forbid  tujt  to  tfiAf  ihy  coat  also. 

80  Give  to  evfivy  man  that  asketli  of  thee;  and  of  him 
that  takoLh  nway  thy  goods  ask  tliem  not  again. 
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31  And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also 

33  to  them  likewise.    And  if  ye  love  them  that  love  you, 

what  thank  have  ye?  for  even  sinners  love  those  that 

33  love  them.  And  if  ye  do  good  to  them  that  do  good  to 
you,   what  thank   have  ye?   for  even  sinners  do  the 

34  same.  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope  to 
receive,  what  thank  have  ye?  even  sinners  lend  to  sin- 

35  ners,  to  receive  again  as  much.  But  love  yoiu-  enemies, 
and  do  them  good,  and  lend,  never  despairing;  and  your 
reward  shall  be  great,  and  ye  shall  be  sons  of  the  Most 
High:  for  he  is  kind  toward  the  unthankful  and  evil. 

86  Be  ye  merciful,  even  as  your  Father  is  merciful.     And 

37  judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  judged:  and  cwidemn  not, 
and  ye  shall  not  be  condemned:   release,  and  ye  shall 

38  be  released:  give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good 
measure,  pressed  down,  shaken  together,  running  over, 
shall  they  give  into  your  bosom.  For  with  what  mea- 
sure ye  mete  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 

39  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them,  Can  the  blind 
fiCuide  the  blind?  shall  they  not  both  fall  into  a  pit? 

40  The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master:  but  eveiy  one 

41  when  he  is  perfected  shall  be  as  his  UMisten  Ana  why 
beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye, 
but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye? 

4^  Or  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother.  Brother,  let  me 
cast  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou  thyself 
beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye?  Thou 
hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye, 
and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  that 

43  is  in  thy  brother's  eye.  For  there  is  no  good  tree  that 
bringeth  forth  corrupt  fruit;  nor  again  a  corrupt  tree 

44  that  bringeth  forth  good  fruit.  For  each  tree  is  known 
by  its  own  fruit.    For  of  thorns  men  do  not  gather  figs, 

45  nor  of  a  bramble  bush  gather  they  grapes.  The  good  man 
out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth  that 
which  is  good;  and  the  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treasure 
bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil :  for  out  of  the  abun- 
dance of  the  heart  his  mouth  speaketh. 

46  And  why  call  ye  me.  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the 
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31  And  as  jre  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye 
also  to  them  hkewise. 

32  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  thank  have 
ye?  for  sinners  also  love  those  that  love  them. 

83  And  if  ye  do  good  to  them  which  do  good  to  you, 
what  thank  have  ye?  for  sinners  also  do  even  the  same. 

34  And  if  ye  lend  to  thtm  of  whom  ye  hope  to  receive, 
what  thank  have  ye?  for  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to 
receive  as  much  again. 

35  But  love  ye  your  enemies,  and  do  good,  and  lend, 
hoping  for  nothing  again ;  and  your  reward  shall  be  great, 
and  ye  shall  be  the  children  of  the  Highest:  for  he  is  kind 
unto  the  unthankful  and  to  the  evil. 

36  Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also  is  mer- 
ciful. 

37  Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  judged:  condemn  not, 
and  ye  shall  not  be  condemned:  forgive,  and  ye  shall  be 
forgiven: 

SS  Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good  measure, 
pressed  down,  and  shaken  together,  and  running  over, 
shall  men  give  into  your  bosom.  For  with  the  same  mea- 
sure that  ye  mete  withal  it  shall  be  measured  to  you 
again. 

39  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  Can  the  blind  lead 
the  blind?  shall  they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch? 

40  The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master:  but  every  one 
that  is  perfect  shall  be  as  his  master. 

41  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy 
brother's  eye,  but  perceivest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine 
own  eye? 

43  Either  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother.  Brother, 
let  me  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou 
thyself  beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye? 
Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam  out  of  thine  own 
eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  pull  out  the  mote 
that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye. 

43  For  a  good  tree  bringeth  not  forth  corrupt  fruit; 
neither  doth  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

44  For  every  tree  is  known  by  his  own  fruit.  For  of 
thorns  men  do  not  gather  figs,  nor  of  a  bramble  bush  gather 
they  grapes. 

45  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart 
bringeth  forth  that  Which  is  good ;  and  an  evil  man  out  of 
the  evil  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is 
evil :  for  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  his  mouth  speaketh. 

46  1[  And  why  call  ye  me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the 
things  which  I  say? 
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47  tlilng^^  which'  I  say?  Every  otte  that  coroeth  imto  me, 
and  heareth  my  words,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  shew  you 

48  to  whom  he  is  like:  he  is  like  a  man  building  a  house, 
who  digged  and  went  deep,  and  laid  a  foundation  upou 
the  rock:  and  when  a  flood  arose,  the  stretan  brake 
agidnst  that  bouse,  and  could  not  shake  it:  because  it 

49  had  been  well  bullded.  Bat  he  that  heareth,  and  doeth 
not,  is  like  a  man  that  built  a  house  upon  the  earth 
withoiit  a  foundation ;  against  whidi  the  stream  brake, 
and  straightway  it  fell  in;  and  the  ruin  of  that  house 
was  great 


7  After  he  had  ended  all  his  sayii^  in  the  ears  of  the 
people,  he  entered  into  Capernaum^ 

2     And  a  certain  centurion's   servant,  who  was   dear 

8  ui^to  him,  was  sick  and  at  the  point  of  death.  And 
when  he  heard  coneel*ning  Jesus,  he  sent  unto  him 
elders  of  the  Jews,  asking  him  that  lie  would  come 

4  and  save  his  servant.  And  they,  whien^  they  came  to 
JesnSi  besought  him  earnestly,  sayings  He  is  worthy 

5  that  thou  shouldest  do  this  for  him :  for  he  lov^th  our 

6  nation,  and  himself  built  us  our  synagogue.  And 
Jesur  went  with  them.  And  when  he  waa  noW  not 
far  from  the  house,  the  centurion  sent  friends  to  him, 
saying  unto  him.  Lord,  troublie  not  thyself:  for  I  am 
not  worthy  that  thou  shouldest  come  under  my  roof : 

7  wherefore  neither  thought  I  myself  worthy  to  come 
unto  thee:    but  say  the  word,  and  my  servant  shall 

8  1)e  healed.  For  I  also  am  a  man  set  under  authority, 
having  under  myself  sold'ers:  and  I  say  to  this  one. 
Go,  and  he  goeth;  and  to  another,  Come,  and  he 
Cometh;  and  to  my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he  doeth 

9  it.  And  when  Jesus  heard  these  things,  he  mar- 
velled at  him,  and  turned  ni^  said  unto^the  mitlfi- 
tude  that  followed  him,  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not 
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47  Whosoever  coraeth  to  me,  and  liearelh  mv  Siiyings, 
and  doeth  them,  I  will  shew  you  to  whom  he  is  hke: 

48  He  is  like  a  man  which  huilt  an  house,  and  digged 
deep,  and  laid  the  foundation  on  a  rock:  and  when  the  flood 

-  arose,  the  stream  beat  vehemently  upon  that  house,  and 
could  not  shake  it:  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock. 

49  But  he  that  hcareth,  and  doeth  not,  is  like  a  man  thai 
without  a  foundation  built  an  house  upon  the  earth;  against 
which  the  stream  did  beat  vehemently,  and  immediately  it 
fell ;  and  the  ruin  of  that  house  was  great. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  ChriHJindeth  a  greater  faith  in  the  centurion  a  Gentile^  than  in 
any  of  the  Jews:  10  hecueth  his  aervant  being  absent:  11  raiseth 
from  death  the  widow^s  son  at  Nain:  19  answereth  John's  messen- 
gers with  the  declaration  of  his  miracles:  84  testifieth  to  the  peo- 
ple what  opinion  he  held  of  John:  30  inveigheth  against  the  Jetos^ 
who  toith  neither  the  manners  of  John  nor  of  Jesus  could  he  won: 
36  and  sheweth  by  occcuion  of  Mary  Magdaiene,  how  he  is  a  friend 
to  sinners,  not  to  maintain  them  in  sins^  but  to  forgive  them  their 
sins,  upon  their  faith  and  repentance. 

""^rOW  when  he  had  ended  all  his  sayings  in  the  audience 
JJN    of  the  people,  he  entered  into  Capernaum. 

2  And  a  certain  centurion's  servant,  who  was  dear  unto 
him,  was  sick,  and  ready  to  die. 

3  And  when  he  heard  of  Jesus,  he  sent  unto  him  the 
elders  of  the  Jews,  beseeching  him  that  he  would  come  and 
heal  his  servant. 

4  And  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  they  besought  him  in- 
stantly, saying,  That  he  was  worthy  for  whom  he  should 
do  this: 

5  For  he  loveth  our  nation,  and  he  hath  built  ub  a  syna- 
gogue. 

6  Then  Jesus  went  with  them.  And  when  he  was  now 
not  far  from  the  house,  the  centurion  sent  friends  to  him, 
saying  unto  him,  Lord,  trouble  not  thyself:  for  I  am  not 
worthy  that  thou  shouldest  enter  under  mv  roof: 

7  Wherefore  neither  thought  I  myself  worthy  to  come 
unto  thee:  but  suy  in  a  word,  and  my  servant  shall  be 
healed. 

9  For  I  also  otn  a  man  set  under  authority,  having  under 
me  soldiers,  and  I  say  unto  one.  Go,  and  he  goeth;  and  to 
an  cither,  Comi\  and"  he  cometh;  and  to  my  servant,  Do 
tUU,  ami  iie  doeth  it. 

9  When  Jesus  hetird  these  things,  he  marvelled  at  him, 
nnd  turned  him  al)out,  and  said  unto  the  people  that  fol- 
lowed hJTD,  I  sftv  unto  you,  I  have  not  fmind  so  great  faith, 
no,  not  in  IsraeJ. 
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10  found  so  great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel.  And  they 
that  were  sent,  returning  to  the  house,  found  the 
servant  whole. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass  soon  afterwards,  that  he  went 
to  a  city  called  Nain;    and  his    disciples  went  with 

12  him,  and  a  great  multitude.  Now  when  he  drew 
near  to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold,  there  was  carried 
out  one  that  was  dead,  the  only  sou  of  his  mother, 
and  she  was  a  widow:  and  much  people  of  the  city 

18  was  with  her.  And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had 
compassion  on  her,   and    said  unto  her,  Weep   not. 

14  And  he  came  nigh  and  touched  the  bier:  and  the 
bearers  stood  still.     And  he  said.  Young  man,  I  say 

15  unto  thee,  Arise.  And  he  that  was  dead  sat  up,  and 
began   to  speak.     And  he  gave  him  to  his  mother. 

16  And  fear  took  hold  on  all:  and  they  glorified  God, 
saying,   A  great    prophet  is  arisen  among  us:    and, 

17  God  hath  visited  his  people.  And  this  report  went 
forth  concerning  him  in  the  whole  of  Judaea,  and  all 
the  region  round  about. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John  told  him  of  all  these  things. 

19  And  John  calling  unto  him  two  of  his  disciples  sent 
them  to  the  Lord,  saying.  Art  thou  he  that  cometh,  or 

20  look  we  for  another?  And  when  the  men  were  come 
unto  him,  they  said,  John  the  Baptist  hath  sent  us  unto 
thee,  saying,  Art  thou  he  that  cometh,  or  look  we  for 

21  another?  In  that  hour  he  cured  many  of  diseases  and 
plagues  and  evil  spirits ;  and  on  many  that  were  blind 

22  he  bestowed  sight.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them.  Go  your  way,  and  tell  John  what  things  ye  have 
seen  and  heard;  the  blind  receive  their  sight,  the  lame 
walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear,  the 
dead  are  raised  up,  the  poor  have  good  tidings  preached 

23  to  them.  And  blessed  is  he,  whosoever  shall  find  none 
occasion  of  stumbling  in  me. 

24  And  when  the  messengers  of  John  were  departed,  he 
began  to  say  unto  the  multitudes  concerning  John, 
What  went  ye  oat  into  the  wilderness  to  behold?  a 

25  reed  shaken  with  the  wind?  But  what  went  ye  out 
to  see?  a  man  clothed  in  soft  miment?  Behold,  they 
which  are  gorgeously  apparelled,  and  live  delicately. 
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10  And  they  that  were  sent,  returning  to  the  house,  found 
£he  servant  whole  that  had  been  sick. 

11  Tf  And  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  he  went 
into  a  city  called  Nain;  and  many  of  his  disciples  went 
with  him,  and  much  i>eople. 

12  Now  when  he  came  nigh  to  the  gate  of  the  city, 
behold,  there  was  a  dead  man  carried  out,  the  only  son  of 
his  mother,  and  she  was  a  widow:  and  much  people  of  the 
city  was  with  her.  . 

13  And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had  compassion  on  * 
her,  and  said  unto  her.  Weep  not. 

14  And  he  came  and  touched  the  bier:  and  they  that  bare 
JUm  stood  still.  And  he  said,  Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee, 
Arise, 

15  And  he  that  was  dead  sat  up,  and  began  to  speak. 
And  he  delivered  him  to  his  mother. 

16  And  there  came  a  fear  on  all :  and  they  glorified  God, 
saying.  That  a  great  prophet  is  risen  up  among  us;  and, 
That  God  hath  visited  his  people. 

17  And  this  rumour  of  him  went  forth  throughout  all 
Judsea,  and  throughout  all  the  region  round  about. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John  shewed  him  of  all  these 
things. 

19  If  And  John  calling  unto  him  two  of  his  disciples 
sent  them  to  Jesus,  saying,  Art  thou  he  that  should  come? 
or  look  we  for  another? 

20  When  the  men  were  come  unto  him,  they  said,  John 
Baptist  hath  sent  us  unto  thee,  saying,  Art  thou  he  that 
should  come?  or  look  we  for  another? 

21  And  in  that  same  hour  he  cured  many  of  their  infirmi- 
ties and  plagues,  and  of  evil  spirits;  and  unto  many  thai 
were  blind  he  gave  sight. 

22  Then  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  (Jo  your  way, 
and  tell  John  what  things  ye  have  seen  and  heard;  how 
that  tlie  blind  see,  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed, 
the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised,  to  the  poor  the  gospel  is 
preached. 

23  And  blessed  is  ^^,  whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in 
me. 

24  T  And  when  the  messengers  of  John  were  departed, 
he  began  to  speak  unto  the  people  concerning  John,  What 
went  ye  out  into  the  wilderness  for  to  see?  A  reed  shaken 
with  the  wind? 

25  Bat  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see?  A  man  clothed  in 
soft  raiment?  Behold,  they  which  are  gorgeously  appa- 
relled, and  live  delicately,  are  in  kings'  courts. 
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26  are  in  kings'  courts.  But  what  went  ye  out  to  see?  a 
prophet?    Yea,  I  say  unto  you,  and  much  more  than  a 

27  prophet.     This  is  he  of  whom  it  is  written, 

Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy  face, 
Who  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee. 

28  I  say  unto  you,  Among  them  that  are  born  of  women 
there  is  none  gi'eater  than  John :  yet  he  that  is  but  little  * 

29  in  the  kingdom  of  God  is  greater  than  he.  And  all  the 
people  when  they  heard,  and  the  publicans,  justified 

30  God,  being  baptized  with  the  baptism  of  John.  But 
the  Pharisees  and  the  lawyers  rejected  for  themselves 

31  the  counsel  of  God,  being  not  baptized  of  him.  Where- 
unto  then  shall  I  liken  the  men  of  this  generation,  and 

32  to  what  are  they  like?  They  are  like  unto  children 
that  sit  in  the  marketplace,  and  call  one  to  another; 
which  say.  We  piped  unto  you,  and  ye  did  not  -dance; 

33  we  wailed,  and  ye  did  not  weep.  For  John  the  Baptist 
is    come  eating  no  bread  nor  drinking  wine;  and  ye 

84  say,  He  hath  a  devil.  The  Son  of  man  is  come  eating 
and  drinking;  and  ye  say,  Behold,  a  gluttonous  man, 
and  a  winebibber,  a  friend  of  publicans  and  sinners  I 

35  And  wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her  children. 

36  And  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  him  that  he  would 
eat  with  him.     And  he  entered  into  the  Pharisee's 

37  house,  and  sat  down  to  meat.  And  behold,  a  woman 
which  was  in  the  city,  a  sinner;  and  when  she  knew 
that  he  was  sitting  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house,  she 

88  brought  an  alabaster  cruse  of  ointn^ent,  and  standing 
behind  at  his  feet,  weeping,  she  began  to  wet  his  feet 
with  her  tears,  and  wiped  them  with  the  hair  of  her 
head,  and  kissed  his  feet,  and  anointed  them  with  the 

89  ointment.  Now  when  the  Pharisee  which  had  bidden 
him  saw  it,  he  spake  within  himself,  saying.  This  man, 
if  he  were  a  prophet,  would  have  perceived  who  and 
what  manner  of  woman  this  is  which  toucheth  him, 

40  that  she  is  a  sinner.  And  JoBus  a,n8Wering  said  unto 
him,  Simon,  I  have  somewhat  to  say  unto  thee.    And 

41  he  saith.  Master,  say  on.  A  certain  lender  had  two 
debtors:  the  one  owed  five  hundred  pence,  and  the 

42  other  fifty.  When  they  had  not  uh&rewiih  to  pay,  he 
forgave  them  both.    Which  of  them  therefore  will  love 
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36  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see?  A  prophet?  Yea, 
I  say  unto  ^ou,  and  much  more  than  a  prophet. 

27  This  IS  Tie,  of  whom  it  is  written,  Beliold,  I  send  my 
messenger  before  thy  face,  which  shall  prepare  thy  way 
before  thee. 

28  For  I  say  unto  you,  Among  those  that  are  bom  of 
women  there  is  not  a  greater  prophet  than  John  the  Bap- 
tist ;  but  he  that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of  God  is  greater 
til  an  he. 

29  And  all  the  people  that  heard  Am,  and  the  publi-p 
cans,  justified  God,  being  baptized  with  the  baptism  of 
John. 

30  But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  rejected  the  counsel  of 
God  against  themselves,  being  not  baptized  of  him. 

31  1  And  the  Lord  said,  Whereunto  then  shall  I  liken 
the  men  of  this  generation?  and  to  what  are  they  like? 

32  They  are  like  unto  children  sitting  in  the  market- 
place, and  calling  one  to  another,  and  saying,  We  have 
piped  unto  you,  and  ye  have  not  danced;  we  have  mourned 
to  you,  andye  have  not  wept. 

33  For  John  the  Baptist  came  neither  eating  bread  nor 
drinking  wine;  and  ye  say,  He  hath  a  devil. 

34  The  Son  of  man  is  come  eating  and  drinking:  and  ye 
say.  Behold  a  gluttonous  man,  and  a  wiuebibber,  a  friend  of 
publicans  and  sinners! 

35  But  wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her  children. 

36  *|  And  onf?  of  Ujc  Pharisees  desired  him  that  he 
would  ent  witli  liiin.  Aod  he  went  into  the  Pharisee's 
house,  and  sat  ilowa  ta  mciit. 

37  And,  belio^d,  a  woman  in  the  city,  which  was  a  sin- 
ner, wlieu  she  knew  that  Jesiis  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's 
]Kia-*e,  brought  an  nlabii^ier  box  of  ointment, 

38  And  sfood  at  his  ft^et  behind  him  weeping,  and  began 
to  wastU  hU  tVct  with  tears,  and  did  wipe  memvnth  the 
hairs  of  her  bead,  aud  kissed  his  feet,  and  anointed  them 
with  the  ointment. 

39  Now  when  tho  Pbnri^ee  which  had  bidden  him  saw 
it^  he  spake  within  hira^c;lf,  saying,  This  man,  if  he  were 
a  prophets,  ^'oultl  hav^^  known  who  and  what  manner  of 
woman  tJiis  is  that  toucLn.'lh  him:  for  she  is  a  sinner. 

40  And  Jesua  unswcrlug  said  unto  him,  Simon,  I  have.' 
Komewhat  to  say  unto  tUre.     And  he  saith.  Master,  say  on. 

41  There  was  a  certain  creditor  which  had  twa  debtors: 
tlK^  one  owed  Jive  hnudu  il  pence,  and  the  other  fifty. 

42  And  wlien  llit  y  lind  nothing  to  pay,  he  frankly  for- 
gjive  them  both.  l\ll  me  therefore,  which  of  them  will 
love  him  numil 
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43  him  most?  Simon  answered  and  said,  He,  I  suppose, 
to  whom  he  forgave  the  most.     And  he  said  unto  him, 

44  Thou  hast  rightly  judged.  And  turning  to  the  woman, 
he  said  unto  Simon,  Seest  thou  this  woman?  I  entered 
into  thine  house,  thou  gavest  me  no  water  for  my  feet : 
but  she  hath  wetted  my  feet  with  her  tears,  and  wiped 

45  them  with  her  hair.  Thou  gavest  me  no  kiss:  but  she, 
since  the  time  I  came  in,  hath  not  ceased  to  kiss  my 

46  feet.    My  head  with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint :  but  she 

47  hath  anointed  my  feet  with  ointment.  Wherefore  I  say 
unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which  are  many,  are  forgiven ;  for 
she  loved  much:  but  to  whom  little  is  forgiven,  tlie 

48  same  loveth  little.     And  he  said  unto  her.  Thy  sins  are 

49  forgiven.  And  they  that  sat  at  meat  witli  him  began 
to  say  within  themselves,  Who  is  this  that  even  forgiv- 

50  eth  sins?  And  he  said  unto  the  woman,  Thy  faith  hath 
saved  theej  go  in  peace. 


8  And  it  came  to  pass  soon  afterwards,  that  he  went 
about  through  cities  and  villages,  preaching  and  bring- 
ing the  good  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  with 

2  him  the  twelve,  and  certain  women  which  had  been 
healed  of  evil  spirits  and  infirmities,  Mary  that  was 
called  Magdalene,  from  whom  seven  devils  had  gone 

8  out,  and  Joanna  the  wife  of  Chuza,  Herod's  steward, 
and  Susanna,  and  many  others,  which  ministered  unto 
them  of  their  substance. 

4  And  when  a  great  multitude  came  together,  and  they 
of  every  city  i-esorted  unto  him,  he  spake  by  a  parable: 

5  The  sower  went  forth  to  sow  his  seed:  and  as  he  sowed, 
some  fell  by  the  wayside;  and  it  was  trodden  under 

6  foot,  and  the  birds  of  the  heaven  devoured  it.  And 
other  fell  on  the  rock ;  and  as  soon  as  it  grew,  it  withered 

7  awav,  because  it  had  no  moisture.  And  other  fell 
amid^  the  thorns;  and  the  thorns  grew  with  it,  and 

8  choked  it.    And  other  fell  into  the  good  ground,  and 
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43  Simon  answered  and  said,  I  suppose  that  he,  to  whom 
he  forgave  most.  And  he  said  unto  hio.  Thou  hast  rightly 
judged. 

44  And  he  turned  to  the  woman,  and  said  unto  Simon, 
Seest  thou  this  woman?  I  entered  into  thine  house,  thou 
gavest  me  no  water  for  my  feet:  hut  she  hath  washed  mv 
feet  with  tears,  and  wiped  them  with  the  hairs  of  lier  head,. 

45  Thou  gavest  me  no  kiss:  but  this  woman  since  the 
time  I  came  in  hath  not  ceased  to  kiss  my  feet. 

46  My  head  with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint:  but  this  wo- 
man hath  anointed  my  feet  with  ointment. 

47  Wherefore  I  say  unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which  are  many, 
are  forgiven;  for  she  loved  much:  but  to  whom  little  is  for- 
given, the  same  loveth  little. 

48  And  he  said  unto  her.  Thy  sins  are  forgiven. 

49  And  they  that  sat  at  meat  with  him  began  to  say  within 
themselves.  Who  is  this  that  forgiveth  sins  also? 

50  And  he  said  to  the  woman.  Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee; 
go  in  peace. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

8  Women  minister  unto  Christ  of  their  substance.  4  Christy  after  he 
hcui  preached  from  place  to  ptace^  attended  with  his  cmostles,  pro- 
poundeth  the  parable  of  the  sower,  16  and  of  the  candle:  21  declar 
eth  who  are  his  mother^  and  brethren:  22  rebuketh  the  winds:  26 
casteth  the  legion  of  devils  out  of  the  man  into  the  herd  of  swine. 
37  is  rejected  of  the  Gadarenes:  48  healeth  the  woman  of  her 
bloody  issue^  49  and  raiseth  from  death  Jairus'  daughter. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that  he  went  through- 
out everj'  city  and  village,  preaching  and  shewing 
the  glad  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of  God:  and  the  twelve 
were  witii  him, 

2  And  certain  women,  which  had  been  healed  of  evil 
apiriLs  Hud  iofirmiUe^j.  Mnry  called  Magdalene,  out  of 
whom  weut  seven  LU^vilf^, 

S  And  Joanna  tht*  wife  of  Chuza  Herod's  steward,  and 
Sui^ritm,  anti  many  olhors,  which  ministered  unto  him  of 
their  Hiib&t.auce, 

4  1  Ami  when  much  pfople  were  gathered  together,  and 
were  coniL^  to  hbii  our.  of  every  city,  he  spake  by  a  parable- 

5  A  eower  went  out  lo  mw  his  h,eed:  and  as  he  sowed 
some  fell  by  th"*  \\vlj  sifle;  and  it  w»\s  trodden  down,  and 
the  fow!$  of  the  air  devoured  it. 

6  And  some  fell  upon  it  rock;  an  J  as  soon  as  it  was 
^j>nm>^  up,  it  withered  awav,  because  il  lacked  moisture. 

7  And  i^ome  fell  aniont^  thorns;  and  the  thorns  sprang  up 
Willi  it,  nod  clioked  it. 

H  And  (illier  fell  qti   iitufd  ground,  and  sprang  up,  and 
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grew,  and  brought  forth  fruit  a  hundredfold.    As  he 
said  these  things,  he  cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear. 
1^     And  his  disciples  asked  him  what  this  parable  might 

10  be.  And  he  said.  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  tbe 
mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  God :  but  to  the  rest  in 
parables;  that  seeing  they  may  not  see,  and  hearing  they 

11  may  not  understand.    Now  the  parable  is  this:  The 

12  seed  is  the  word  of  God.  And  those  by  the  way  side 
are  (hey  that  have  heard;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and 
taketh  away  the  word  from  their  heart,  that  they  mav 

18  not  believe  and  be  saved.  And  those  on  the  rock 
are  they  which,  when  they  have  heard,  receive  the  word 
with  joy;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a  while 

14  believe,  and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away.  And  that 
which  fell  among  the  thorns,  these  are  ihev  that  have 
heard,  and  as  they  go  on  their  way  they  are  cnoked  with 

.    cares  and  riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  brin^  no 

15  fruit  to  perfection.  And  that  in  the  good  ground,  these 
are  such  as  in  an  honest  and  good  heart,  havine  h^rd 
the  word,  hold  it  fast,  and  bring  forth  fralt  with 
patience. 

16  And  no  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  lamp,  covereth  it 
with  a  vessel,  or  putteth  it  under  a  bed;  but  putteth  it 
on  a  stand,  that  they  which  enter  in  may  see  the  li^t. 

17  For  nothing  is  hid,  that  shall  not  be  made  manifest; 
nor  anyt/iing  secret,  that  shall  not  be  known  and  come 

18  to  light.  Take  heed  therefore  hoW  ye  hear:  for  whoso- 
ever hath,  to  him  shall  be  given ;  and  whosoever  hath 
not,  from  him  shall  be  taken  away  even  that  which  he 
thinketh  he  hath. 

19  And  there  came  to  him  his  mother  and  brethren, 

20  and  they  conid  not  come  at  him  for  the  crowd.  And 
it  was  told  him,  Thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  stand 

21  without,  desiring  to  see  thee.  But  he  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  My  mother  and  my  brethren  are  these 
wliich  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do  it. 

22  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  one  of  those  days,  that  he 
entered  into  a  boat,  himself  and  his  disciples;  and  he 
said  unto  them.  Let  us  go  over  unto  the  other  side  of 

28  the  lake :  and  they  launched  forth.  But  as  they  sailed  he 
fell  asleep:  and  there  came  down  a  storm  of  wind  on  the 
lake;  and  they  were  fiWrngmth  wcUei^  and  were  tn  jeop- 
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bare  fruit  an  hundredfold.    And  when  lie  had  said  these 
things,  he  cried.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

9  Acd  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying,  What  might  this 
parable  be? 

10  And  he  said,  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mys- 
teries of  the  kingdom  of  God  but  to  others  in  parables; 
that  seeing  they  might  not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not 
understand. 

11  Now  the  panible  is  this:  The  seed  is  the  word  of 
God. 

12  Those  by  the  way  side  are  they  that  hear;  then  com- 
eth  the  devil,  and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts, 
lest  they  should  believe  and  l)e  saved. 

18  They  on  the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  re 
ceive  the  word  "with  joy ;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for 
a  while  believe,  and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 

14  And  that  which  fell  among  thorns  are  they,  w^hich, 
when  they  have  beard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked  wiih  cares 
and  riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no  fruit  to 
perfection. 

15  But  that  on  the  good  ground  are  they,  which  in  an 
honest  and  good  heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and 
bringlforth  fruit  with  patience. 

16  1[  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  covereth 
it  with  a  vessel,  or  piilteth  it  under  a  bed ;  but  setteth  it  on 
a  candlestick,  that  they  which  enter  in  may  see  the  light. 

17  For  nothing  is  secret,  that  shall  not  be  made  mani- 
fest ;  neither  any  thing  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known  and 
come  abroad." 

18  Take  heed  therefore  how  ye  hear:  for  whosoever  hath, 
to  him  shall  be  given;  and  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him 
shall  bn  tnken  even  Ihat  which  he  seemeth  to  have. 

Ifi  1i  Tlipn  came  to  hlni  /^/«  mother  and  his  brethren,  and 
could  not  comt-  at  him  fur  the  press. 

20  And  it  was  told  him  hy  certain  which  said.  Thy 
nv other  and  tliy  brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  see 
ihee. 

21  And  he  iinswnred  and  said  unto  them.  My  mother  and 
mv  brelhnm  are  tlief^e  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do 
it* 

23  T  IS'ow  \l  cami^  tri  pass  on  a  certain  day,  that  he  went 
into  a  ship  with  his  disciples:  and  he  said  unto  them.  Let  us 
go  over  unto  the  otliev  &ide  of  the  lake.  And  they  launched 
forth. 

28  But  as  they  sailed  he  fell  asleep:  and  there  came  down 
ft  storm  Df  wiijj  on  the  lake;  and  they  were  filled  with 
wtkl^ri  and  were  in  jeopardy, 
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24  ardy.  And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying, 
Miister,  master,  we  i)eri8ii.  And  he  awoke,  and  rebuked 
the  wind  and  the  raiding  of  the  water:  and  they  ceased, 

35  and  there  was  a  calm.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Where 
is  3^our  faith?  And  being  afraid  they  marvelled,  saying 
one  to  another,  Who  then  is  this,  that  he  commandeth 
even  the  winds  and  the  water,  and  they  ol^y  him? 

26  And  they  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gerasenes, 

27  which  is  over  against  Galilee.  And  whcu  he  was  come 
forth  upon  the  land,  there  met  him  a  certain  man  out 
of  the  city,  who  had  devils;  and  for  a  long  time  he  had 
worn  no  clothes,  and  abode  not  in  any  house,  but  in 

28  the  tombs.  And  when  he  saw  Jesus,  he  cried  out,  and 
fell  down  before  him,  and  with  a  loud  voice  said,  What 
have  I  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  the  Most 

23  High  God?  I  beseech  thee,  torment  me  not.  For  he 
commanded  the  unclean  spirit  to  come  out  from  the 
man.  For  oftentimes  it  had  seized  him:  and  he  was 
kept  under  guard,  and  bound  with  chains  and  fetters; 
and  breaking  the  bauds  asunder,  he  was  driven  of  the 

30  devil  into  the  deserts.  And  Jesus  asked  him,  Wliat  is 
thy  name?    And  he  said.  Legion;  for  many  devils  were 

31  entered  into  him.  And  tliey  intreated  him  that  he 
would  not  command  them  to  depart  into  the  abyss. 

32  Now  there  was  there  a  herd  of  many  swine  feeding  on 
the  mountain:  and  they  intreated  him  tluit  he  would 
give  them  leave  to  enter  into  them.     And  he  gave  them 

33  leave.  And  the  devils  came  out  from  the  man,  and 
entered  into  the  swine:  and  the  herd  rushed  down  the 

34  steep  into  the  lake,  and  were  choked.  And  when  they 
that  fed  them  saw  what  had  come  to  pass,  they  fled, 

85  and  told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country.  And  they 
went  out  to  see  what  had  come  to  pass;  and  they  came 
to  Jesus,  and  found  the  man,  from  whom  the  devils 
were  gone  out,  sitting,  clothed  and  in  his  right  mind,  at 

86  the  feet  of  Jesus:  and  they  were  afraid.  And  they  that 
saw  it  told  them  how  he  that  was  possessed  with  devils 

87  was  made  whole.  And  all  the  people  of  the  country  of 
the  Gerasenes  round  about  asked  him  to  depart  from 
them;  for  they  were  holden  with  great  fear:   and  he 

88  entered  into  a  boat,  and  returned.  But  the  man  from 
whom  the  devils  were  gone  out  prayed  him  that  he 
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24  And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying,  Mas- 
ter, master,  we  perish.  Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the 
wind  and  the  raging  of  the  water:  and  they  ceased,  and 
there  was  a  calm. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Where  is  your  faith?  And 
they  being  afraid  wondered,  saying  one  to  another.  What 
manner  of  man  is  this!  for  he  commandeth  even  the  winds 
and  water,  and  they  obey  him. 

26  1[  And  they  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes, 
which  is  over  against  Galilee. 

27  And  when  he  went  forth  to  land,  there  met  him  out 
of  the  city  a  certain  man,  which  had  devils  long  time,  and 
ware  no  clothes,  neither  abode  in  any  house,  but  in  the 
tombs. 

28  When  he  saw  Jesus,  he  cried  out,  and  fell  down 
before  him,  and  with  a  loud  voice  said,  What  have  I  to  do 
with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God  most  high?  I  beseech 
thee,  torment  me  not. 

29  (For  he  had  commanded  the  unclean  spirit  to  come 
out  of  the  man.  For  oftentimes  it  had  caught  him :  and  he 
was  kept  bound  with  chains  and  in  fetters;  and  he  brake 
the  -bands,  and  was  driven  of  the  devil  into  the  wilder- 
ness.) 

30  And  Jesus  asked  him,  saying.  What  is  thy  name? 
And  he  said.  Legion:  because  many  devils  were  entered 
into  him. 

31  And  they  besought  him  that  he  would  not  command 
them  to  go  out  into  the  deep. 

32  And  there  was  there  an  herd  of  many  swine  feeding 
on  the  mountain:  and  the}^  besought  him  that  he  would 
suffer  them  to  enter  into  them.    And  he  suffered  them. 

33  Then  went  the  devils  out  of  the  man,  and  entered  into 
the  sirtioe:  Had  thf  hinl  nm  violently  down  a  steep  place 
into  the  \i\k\i.  and  wcrii:  t-hoked. 

34  When  Uiey  tkit  fed  tJiein  saw  what  was  done,  they 
fled,  ivnd  went  and  toEd  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country. 

35  ThcQ  tht;y  wenL  out  to  see  what  was  done;  and  came 
to  Jesus,  and  found  the  man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  were 
departed,  sittujg  at  \W  foet  of  Jesus,  clothed,  and  in  his 
right  mind:  and  tbey  were  afraid. 

3li  They  alio  w^litch  isuw  it  told  them  by  what  means  he 
that  was  po^sii^-sL-'d  nf  tlie  devils  was  healed. 

37  ■[  Then  the  w iiok^  multitude  of  the  country  of  the 
Ghidartufs  round  atjont  b&sought  him  to  depart  from  them ; 
for  they  were  taken  witli  great  fear:  and  he  went  up  into 
tJie  aiilp^  and  returuffl  UmX  again. 

38  Now^  ibe  niiin  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed 
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might  be  with  him:  but  he  sent  him  away,  saying, 
819  Return  to  thy  house,  and  declare  how  great  things  God 
hath  done  for  thee.  And  he  went  his  way,  publishinc 
throughout  the  whole  city  how  great  things  Jesus  had 
done  for  him. 

40  And  as  Jesus  returned,  the  multitude  welcomed  him; 

41  for  they  were  all  waiting  for  him.  And  l>ehold,  there 
came  a  man  named  Jal'rus,  and  he  was  a  ruler  of  the 
synagogue:    and   he    fell    down    at  Jesus'    feet,    and 

42  besouffht  him  to  come  into  his  house;  for  he  had  an 
only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of  age,  and  she  lay 
a  dying.     But  as  he  went  the  multitudes  thronged  him. 

43  And  a  woman  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years, 
which  had  spent  all  her  living  upon  physicians,  and 

44  could  not  be  healed  of  any,  came  behind  him,  and 
touched  the  border  of  his  garment:  and  immediately  the 

45  issue  of  her  blood  stanched.  And  Jesus  said,  Who  is 
it  that  touched  me?  And  when  all  denied,  Peter  said, 
and  they  that  were  with  him,  Master,  the  multitudes 

4Q  press  thee  and  crush  thee.  But  Jesus  said,  Some  one 
did  touch  me:  for  I  perceived  that  power  had  gone 

47  forth  from  me.  And  when  the  woman  saw  that  she 
was  not  hid,  slie  came  trembling,  and  falling  down  before 
him  declared  in  the  presence  of  all  the  people  for  what 
cause  she  touched  him,  and  how  she  was  healed  imme- 

48  diately.  And  he  said  unto  her,  Daughter,  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole;  go  in  peace. 

49  While  he  yet  spake,  there  cometh  one  from  the  ruler 
of  the  synagogue's  house,  saying.  Thy  daughter  is  dead ; 

50  trouble  not  the  Master.  But  Jesus  hearing  it,  answered 
him,  Fear  not;  only  believe,  and  she  shall  be  made 

51  whole.  And  when  he  came  to  the  house,  he  suffered 
not  any  man  to  enter  in  with  him,  save  Peter,  and  John, 
and  James,  and  the  father  of  the  maiden  and  her  mother. 

52  And  all  were  weeping,  and  bewailing  her:  but  he  said, 

53  Weep  not;  for  she  is  not  dead,  but  sleepeth.  And  thev 
laughed  him  to  scorn,  knowing  that  she  was  dead. 

54  But  he,  taking  her  by  the  hand,  called,  saying.  Maiden, 
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besought  him  that  he  might  be  with  him :  but  JesuB  sent 
him  away,  saying. 

39  Return  to  thine  own  house,  and  shew  how  great 
things  God  hath  done  unto  thee.  And  he  went  his  way, 
and  published  throughout  the  whole  city  how  great  things 
Jesus  had  done  unto  him. 

40  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Jesus  was  returned, 
the  people  glacUy  leceiyed  him:  for  they  were  all  waiting 
for  him. 

41  ^  And,  behold,  there  came  a  man  named  Jainis,  and 
he  was  a  ruler  of  the  synagogue:  and  he  fell  down  at 
Jesus'  feet,  and  besought  him  that  he  would  come  into  his 
bouse : 

42  For  he  had  one  only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of 
age,  and  she  lay  a  dying.  But  as  he  went  the  people 
thronged  him. 

48  1  And  a  woman  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve 
years,  which  had  spent  all  her  living  upon  physicians, 
neither  could  be  healed  of  any, 

44  Came  behind  Mm,  and  touched  the  border  of  his  gar- 
ment: and  immediately  her  issue  of  blood  stanched. 

45  And  Jesus  sftid,  Who  touched  me?  When  all  denied, 
Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  said,  Maist^r,  the  multi- 
tude throng  thee  and  press  thee,  and  sayest  thou,  Who 
'touehted  me? 

46  And  Je8U»  said,  Somebody  hath  touched  me:  for  I  per- 
ceive that  virtue  is  gone  out  oi  me. 

47  And  when  the  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid,  she 
came  tremblings  anfl  faHing  down  before  him,  she  declared 
unto  him  bifefore  sll  the  people  for  what  cianse  she  had 
toijchtd  him,  antl  hi?w  she  was  healed  immediately. 

48  And  hi.,  said  uuio  her.  Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort: 
thy  ffiith  ha!h  made  Ihee  whole;  go  in  peace. 

4&  ^  While  hi*  yi^t  Rpjikc,  there  cometh  one  from  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue' t^  /nfni^e,  saying  to  him,  Thy  daughter 
Is  dea^l;  trouble  unt  the  Master. 

50  But  when  Jesus  Lcanl  it,  he  answered  him,  saying, 
Fear  not:  believe  only^  and  she  shall  be  made  whole. 

51  And  wh<^D  lie  c:mie  itilo  the  house,  he  suffered  no 
tnnn  to  go  in,  save  Petei',  and  James,  and  John,  and  the 

father  iiud  the  niotUev  of  the  maiden. 

52  And  all  wept,  and  bewailed  her:  but  he  said,  Weep 
not ;  slie  IS  not  dead,  but  plt^epcth. 

53  And  they  laughed  hira  to  scorn,  knowing  that  she 
was  dead. 

54  A  lid  he  put  tbem  nil  out,  and  took  her  by  the  hand, 
and  ciilled,  saylji^H  Maidn  ui'i'^. 
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55  arise.     And  her  spirit  returned,  and  she  rose  up  imme- 
diately: and  lie  commanded  that  something  be  given  her 

56  to  eat.     And  her  parents  were  amazed:  but  he  charged 
them  to  tell  no  man  what  had  been  done. 


9  And  he  called  the  twelve  together,  and  gave  them 
power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  and  to  cure  dis- 

2  eases.     And  he  sent  them  forth  to  preach  the  kingdom 

3  of  God,  and  to  heal  the  sick.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  nothing  for  your  journey,  neither  staff,  nor  wallet, 

4  nor  bread,  nor  money;  neither  have  two  coats.  And 
into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  there  abide,  and  thence 

5  depart.  And  as  many  as  receive  you  not,  when  ye  de- 
part from  that  city,  shake  off  the  dust  from  your  feet 

6  for  a  testimony  against  them.  And  they  departed,  and 
went  throughout  the  villages,  preaching  the  gospel,  and 
healing  everywhere.  ^ 

7  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that  was  done: 
and  he  was  much  perplexed,  because  that  it  was  said  by 

8  some,  that  John  was  risen  from  the  dead;  and  by  some, 
that  EUjah  had  appeared ;  and  by  others,  that  one  of  the 

9  old  prophets  was  risen  again.  And  Herod  said,  John  I 
beheaded:  but  who  is  this,  about  whom  I  hear  such 
things?    And  he  sought  to  see  hira. 

10  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned,  declared 
unto  him  what  things  they  had  done.  And  he  took 
them,  and  withdrew  apart  to  a  city  called  Bethsaida. 

11  But  the  multitudes  perceiving  it  followed  him:  and  he 
welcomed  them,  and  spake  to  them  of  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  them  that  had  need  of  healing  he  healed. 

12  And  the  day  began  to  wear  away;  and  the  twelve  came, 
and  said  unto  hnn.  Send  the  multitude  away,  that  they 
may  go  into  the  villages  and  country  round  about,  and 
lodge,  and  get  victuals:  for  we  are  here  in  a  desert  place. 
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55  And  her  spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose  straightway; 
and  he  commanded  to  give  her  meat. 

56  And  her  parents  were  astonished :  but  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  was  done. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Christ  sendeth  his  apostles  to  toork  miracles^  and  to  preach.  '7  He- 
rod desired  to  see  Christ.  17  Christ  feedeth  five  thousand:  18  en- 
quirethwhat  opinion  the  world  had  of  him:  foreteUeth  his  passion: 
23  proposeth  to  all  the  pattern  of  his  patience.  28  The  transfigu- 
ration. 37  He  healeth  the  lunatick:  48  again  forewameth  his  dis- 
ciples of  his  passion:  46  commendeth  humility:  61  biddeth  them  to 
show  mildness  towards  all,  without  desire  of  revenge.  67  Divers 
would  follow  him^  but  upon  conditions. 

THEN  he  called  his  twelve  disciples  together,  and  gave 
them  power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  and  to  cure 
diseases. 

2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
to  heal  the  sick. 

3  And  he  said  unto  them,  Take  nothing  for  your  journey, 
neither  stav^  nor  scrip,  neither  bread,  neither  money;  nei- 
ther have  t\/TO  coats  apiece. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  ye  enter  into,  there  abide,  and 
thence  depart. 

5  And  whosoever  will  not  receive  you,  when  ye  go  out 
of  that  city,  shake  off  the  very  dust  from  your  feet  for  a 
testirhony  against  them. 

6  And  they  departed,  and  went  through  the  towns, 
preaching  the  gospel,  and  healing  every  where. 

.  7  T"  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that  was  done 
by  him:  and  he  was  perplexed,  because  that  it  was  said  of 
some,  that  John  was  risen  from  the  dead ; 

8  And  of  some,  that  Elias  had  appeared ;  and  of  others, 
that  one  of  the  old  prophets  was  risen  again. 

9  And  Herod  said,  John  have  I  beheaded:  but  who  is 
this,  of  whom  I  hear  such  things?  And  he  desired  to  see 
him. 

10  T  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned,  told 
'hun  aH  that  IIk'v  lini!  doue.  And  he  took  them,  and  went 
aside  privately  into  Ji  desert  place  belonging  to  the  city 
called  nethf^urdu. 

11  And  the  peoplts  when  they  knew  jY,  followed  him: 
and  he  received  tlifm,  and  spake  unto  them  of  the  king- 
dom of  GofI,  and  Iiealed  them  that  had  need  of  healing. 

13  And  when  tlio  rhiy  began  to  wear  away,  then  came 

tlie  tw(;lvc»  and  ^\\\i\  unto  him,  Send  the  multitude  away, 

that  I  hey  may  go  into  the  towns  and  country  round  about, 

antl lodge,  and  got  vicinals :  for  we  are  here  in  a  desert  place. 
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13  But  he  said  unto  them,  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And  they 
said,  We  have  no  more  than  live  loaves  and  two  fishes; 
except  we  should  go  arid  buy  food  for  all  this  people. 

14  For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.  And  he  said 
unto  his  disciples,  Make  them  sit  down  in  companies, 

16  about  fifty  each.    And  they  did  so,  and  made  tlim  all 

16  sit  down.  And  he  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two 
fishes,  and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  tliem,  and 
brake;  and  ^ave  to  the  disfciples  to  set  before  the  multi- 

17  tude.  And  they  did  eat,  and  were  all  filled:  and  there 
was  taken  up  that  which  remained  over  to  them  of 
broken  pieces,  twelve  baskets. 

18  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  praying  alone,  the  dis- 
ciples were  with  him:  and  he  asked  them,  saying,  Who 

19  do  the  multitudes  say  that  I  am?  And  they  answering 
said,   John  the  Baptisi;;  but    others  say,   Elijah;  and 

20  others,  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  is  risen  again.  And 
he  said  unto  them.  But  who  say  ye  that  I  am?    And 

21  PeJ«r  answering  said,  The  Christ  of  Q§d.  But  he 
charged  them,  and  commanded  them  to  tell  this  to  no 

22  man;  saying.  The  Son  of  man  must  suffer  many  things, 
and  be  rejected  of  the  elders  and  chief  priests  and 
scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  the  third  day  be  raised  up. 

23  And  he  said  unto  all.  If  any  man  would  come  aftei*  me, 
let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and 

24  follow  me.  For  whosoever  would  save  his  life  shall 
lose  it;  but  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  for  my  sake, 

25  the  same  shall  save  it.  For  what  .s  a  man  profited,  if 
he  gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  or  forfeit  his  own 

26  self?  For  wliosoever  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my 
words,  of  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when 
he  cometh  in  his  own  glory,  and  the  gloi'y  of  the  Father, 

27  and  of  the  holy  angels.  3ut  I  tell  you  of  a  truth. 
There  be  some  of  them  that  stand  here,  which  shall  in 
no  wise  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass  about  eight  days  after  these  say- 
ings, he  took  with  him  Peter  and  John  and  James,  and 

29  went  up  into  the  mountain  to  pray.  And  as  he  was 
praying,  the  fashion  of  his  countenance  was  altered, 

80  and  his  raiment  became  white  and  dazzling.  And  be- 
hold, there  talked  with  him  two  men,  which  were  Moses 
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13  But  he  said  unto  them,  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And 
they  said,  We  have  no  more  but  five  loaves  and  two  firiies; 
except  we  should  go  and  buy  meat  for  all  this  people. 

14  For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.  And  he 
said  to  his  disciples,  Make  them  sit  down  by  fifties  in  a 
company. 

15  And  they  did  so,  and  made  them  all  sit  down. 

16  Then  he  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and 
looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed  them,  and  brake,  and  gave 
to  the  disciples  to  set  before  the  multitude. 

17  And  they  did  eat,  and  were  all  filled:  and  there  was 
taken  up  of  fragments  that  remained  to  them  twelve  bas- 
kets. 

18  T  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  alone  praying,  his 
disciples  were  with  him :  and  he  asked  them,  saying,  Whom 
say  the  people  that  I  am? 

19  They  answering  said,  John  the  Baptist;  but  somo 
my,  Elias ;  and  others  my,  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  is 
risen  again. 

20  He  said  unto  them.  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am? 
Peter  answering  said.  The  Christ  of  God. 

21  And  he  straitly  charged  them,  and  commanded  t7t£m 
to  tell  no  man  that  tning; 

22  Saying,  The  Son  of  mail  must  suffer  many  things,  and 
be  rejectedof  the  elderfi  and  chief  priests  and  scribes,  and 
be  slain,  and  be  raised  the  third  day. 

23  1"  And  he  said  to  fTietn  all,  If  any  man  will  come  after 
me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and 
follow  me. 

24  For  -Cvhosoever  "vfrill  save  his  life  shall  lose  it:  but  who- 
soever will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  the  same  shall  save  it. 

25  For  what  is  a  man  advantaged,  if  he  gain  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  himself,  or  be  cast  away? 

26  For  whosoever  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my 
words,  of  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he 
shall  come  in  his  own  glory,  and  in  his  Father's,  and  of 
the  holy  angels. 

27  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  there  be  some  standine  here, 
which  shall  not* taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

28  %  And  it  came  to  pass  about  an  eight  days  after 
these  sayings,  he  took  Peter  and  John  and  James,  and 
went  up  into  a  mountain  to  pray. 

20  And  as  he  prayed,  the  fashion  of  his  countenan'^  ' 
Was  altered,  and  his  raiment  was  white  and  glistering. 

30  And,  behold,  thei*e  talked  with  him  two  men,  which 
were  Moses  and  Elias: 
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81  and  Elijah;  who  appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his 
decease  which  he  was  about  to  accomplish  at  Jerusalem. 

33  Now  Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  were  heavy 
with  sleep:  but  when  they  were  fully  awake,  they  saw 

33  Ms  glory,  and  the  two  men  that  stood  with  him.  Aud 
it  came  to  pass,  as  tbey  were  parting  from  him,  Peter 
said  unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here: 
and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles;  one  for  tbee,  aud 
one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elijah:  not  knowing  what 

34  he  said.  And  -while  he  said  these  things,  there  came  a 
cloud,  and  overshadowed  them:  and  they  feared  as  they 

35  entered  into  the  cloud.  And  a  voice  came  out  of  the 
cloud,  saying,  This  is  my  Son,  my  chosen:  hear  ye  him. 

36  And  when  the  voice  came,  Jesus  was  found  aloue. 
And  they  held  their  peace,  and  told  no  man  in  those 
days  any  of  the  things  which  they  had  seen. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass,  on  the  next  day,  when  they  were 
come  down  from  the  mountain,  a  great  multitude  met 

38  him.  And  behold,  a  man  from  the  multitude  cried, 
saying.  Master,  I  beseech  thee  to  look  upon  my  son* 

39  foi*  he  is  mine  only  child:  and  behold,  a  spirit  taketh 
him,  and  he  suddenly  crieth  out ;  and  it  teareth  him  that 
he  foameth,  and  it  hardly  departeth  from  hitn,  bruising 

40  him  sorely.     And  I  besought  thy  disciples  to  cast  it  out; 

41  and  they  could  not.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  O 
faithless  and  perverse  generation,  how  long  shall  I  be 
with  you,  and  bear  with  you?  bring  hither  thy  son. 

42  And  as  he  was  yet  a  coming,  the  devil  dashed  him 
down,  and  tare  him  grievously.  But  Jesus  rebuked  the 
unclean  spirit,  and  healed  the  boy,  and  gave  him  back 

43  to  his  father.  And  they  were  all  astonished  at  the 
majesty  of  God. 

But  while  all  were  marvelling  at  all  the  things  which 

44  he  did,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Let  these  words  sink 
into  your  ears :  for  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  delivered  up 

45  into  the  hands  of  men.  But  they  understood  not  this 
saying,  and  it  was  concealed  from  them,  that  they  should 
not  perceive  it:  and  they  were  afraid  to  ask  him  about 
this  saying. 

46  And  there  arose  a  reasoning  among  them,  which  of 

47  them  should  be  greatest.  But  when  Jesus  saw  the 
reasoning  of  their  heart,  he  took  a  little  child,  and  set 

48  him  by  his  side,  and  said  unto  them,  "Whosoever  shall 
receive  this  little  child  in  my  name  receivethme:  and 
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31  Who  appeared  in  gloiy,  and  spake  of  his  decease 
which  he  should  accomplish  at  Jerusalem. 

32  But  Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  were  heavy 
with  sleep:  and  when  they  were  awake,  they  saw  his 
glory,  and  the  two  men  that  stood  with  him. 

33  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  departed  from  him, 
Peter  said  unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here 
and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles;  one  for  thee,  and  one 
for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elia»:  not  knowing  what  he  said. 

34  While  he  thus  spake,  there  came  a  cloud,  and  over- 
shadowed them:  and  they  feared  as  they* entered  into  the 
cloud. 

35  And  there  came  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  saying, 
This  is  my  beloved  Son :  hear  him. 

36  And  when  the  voice  was  past,  Jesus  was  found  alone. 
And  they  kept  it  close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any 
of  those  things  which  they  had  seen. 

37  1^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  when 
they  were  come  down  from  the  hill,  much  people  met  biro. 

^  And,  behold,  a  man  of  the  company  cried  out,  saying. 
Master,  I  beseech  thee,  look  upon  my  son :  for  he  is  mine 
only  child. 

39  And,  lo,  a  spirit  taketh  him,  and  he  suddenly  crieth 
out;  and  it  teareih  him  that  h:5  ioameth  again,  and  bruising 
him  hardly  departeth  from  him. 

40  And  I  besought  thy  disciples  to  cast  him  out;  and 
they  could  not. 

41  And  Jesus  answering  said,  O  faithless  and  perverse 
genemtion,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you,  and  suffer  you? 
Bring  thy  son  hither. 

42  And  as  he  was  yet  a  coming,  the  devil  threw  him 
down,  and  tare  Mm.  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  unclean 
spirit,  and  healed  the  child,  and  delivered  him  again  to  his 
father. 

43  1[  And  they  were  all  amazed  at  the  mighty  power  of 
€k)d.  But  while  they  wondered  every  one  at  ail  things 
which  Jesus  did,  he  said  unto  his  disciples, 

44  Let  these  sayings  sink  down  into  your  ears:  for  the 
Son  of  man  shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men. 

45  But  they  understood  not  this  saying,  and  it  was  hid 
from  them,  that  they  perceived  it  not :  and  they  feared  to 
ask  him  of  that  saying. 

46  If  Then  there  arose  a  reasoning  among  them,  which 
of  them  should  be  greatest. 

47  And  Jesus,  perceiving  the  thought  of  their  heart,  took 
a  child,  and  set  him  by  him, 

48  And  sjiid  unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  receive  this 
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whosoever  shall  receive  me  receiveth  him  that  sent 
me:  for  he  that  is  least  among  you  aU,  the  same  is 
great. 

49  And  John  answered  and  said,  Master,  we  saw  one 
casting  out  devils  in  thy  nan^;  and  we  forbade  him, 

50  because  he  followeth  not  with  us.  But  Jesus  said  unto 
him.  Forbid  Mm  not:  for  he  that  is  not  against  you  is 
for  you. 

51  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  days  were  well-nigh 
come  that  he  should  be  received  up,  he  stedfastly  set  his 

52  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  sent  messengers  before  his 
face:  and  they  went,  and  entered  into  a  village  of  the 

53  Samaritans,  to  make  ready  for  him.  And  they  did  not 
receive  him,  because  his .  face  was  as  though  he  toefw 

54  going  to  Jerusalem.  And  when  his  disciples  Jaities  and 
John  saw  Ihw,  they  said,  Lord,  wilt  thou  that  we  bid 
fire  to  come  down  from  heaven,  and  consume  them? 

55  But  he  turnfed,  and  rebuked  them.    And  they  Went  to 

56  another  village. 

57  And  as  they  went  in  the  way,  a  certain  man  said  unto 
68  him,  I  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest.    And 

Jesus  said  unto  him.  The  foxes  have  holes,  and  the  birds

60  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Forbid  him  not:  for  he 
that  is  not  against  us  is  for  us. 

51  1[  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  time  was  come

10  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you.  But  into  whatsoever 
city  ye  shall  enter,  and  they  receive  you  not,  go  out  into 

11  the  streets  thereof  and  say.  Even  the  dust  from  your 
city,  that  cleaveth  to  our  feet,  we  do  wipe  off  against 
you:  howbeit  know  this,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is 

12  come  nigh.     I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  1^  more  tolerable 

13  in  that  day  for  Sodom,  than  for  that  city.  Woe  unto  thee,

6  And  if  the  son  of  peace  be  there,  your  peace  shall  rest 
upon  it:  if  not,  it  shall  turn  to  you  again. 

7  And  in  the  same  house  remain,  eating  and  drinking 
such  things  as  they  give:  for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire.     Go  not  from  house  to  house. 

8  And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive 
you,  eat  such  things  as  are  set  before  you: 

9  And  heal  the  sick  that  are  therein,  and  say  unto  them, 
The  kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

10  But  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive 
you  not,  go  your  ways  out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and 
say, 

11  Even  the  very  dust  of  your  city,  which  cleaveth  on 
us,  we  do  wipe  off  against  you:  notwithstanding  be  ye  sure 
of  this,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

12  But  I  sav  unto  you,  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  in  ^ 
that  day  for  Sodom,  than  for  that  city. 

13  Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin!  woe  unto  thee,Bethsaidal 
for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
which  have  been  done  in  you,  they  had  a  great  while  ago 
repented,  sitting  in  sackcloth  and  ashes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at 
the  judgment,  than  for  you. 

15  And  thou,  Capernaum,  which  art  exalted  to  heaven, 
Shalt  be  thrust  down  to  hell. 

16  He  that  hearethyouhearethme;  and  hethatdespiseth 
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rejecteth  me;  and  lie  that  rejecteth  me  rejecteth  him 
that  sent  me. 

17  And  the  seventy  returned  with  Joy,  saying,  Lord. 

18  even  the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  m  thy  name.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  I  beheld  Satan  fallen  as  lightning 

19  from  heaven.  Behold,  I  have  given  you  authority  to 
tread  upon  serpents  and  scorpions,  and  over  all  the 
power  of  the  enemy:  and  nothing  shall  in  any  wise 

20  hurt  you.  Howbeit  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits 
are  subject  unto  you;  but  rejoice  that  your  names  are 
written  in  heaven. 

21  In  that  same  hour  he  rejoiced  in  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
said,  I  thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth, 
that  thou  didst  hide  these  things  from  the  wise  and 
understanding,  and  didst  reveal  them  unto  babes :  yea, 

22  Father;  for  so  it  was  well- pleasing  in  thy  sight.  All

25  And  behold,  a  certain  lawver  stood  up  and  tempted 
him,  saying.  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal 

26  life?    And  he  said  unto  him,  What  is  written  in  the 

27  law?  how  readest  thou?  And  he  answering  said,  Thou 
Shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with 

28  all  thy  mind;  and  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  And  he 
said  unto  him.

19  Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power  to  tread  on  serpents 
and  scorpions,  and  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy:  and 
nothing  shall  by  any  means  hurt  you. 

20  Notwithstanding  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits 
are  subject  unto  you;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your 
names  are  written  in  heaven. 

21  TT  In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said,  I 
thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou 
hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast 
revealed  them  unto  babes:  even  so,  Father;  for  so  it  seemed 
good  in  thy  sight.

88  Now  as  they  went  on  their  way,  he  entered  into  a

14  He,  casting  out  a  dumb  devU.rebuketh 
ospJienKms  Pharisees:   28  and  sheweth  who  are  blessed:  29 
heth  to  the  peoj^le,  37  and  reprehendeththe  outward  shew  of 
oliness  in  the  Pharisees,  scribes,  and  lawyers. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  he  was  praying  in  a  certain 
place,  when  he  ceased,  one  of  his  disciples  said  unto 
him.  Lord,  teach  us  to  pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  disci- 
ples. 

2  And  he  said  unto  them.  When  y^  pray,  say,  Our  Father 
which  art  in  heaven.  Hallowed  be  thy  name.  Thy  kingdom 
•ome.    Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  earth. 

3  Give  us  day  by  day  our  daily  bread. 

4  And  forgive  us  our  sins;  for  we  also  forgive  every  one 
that  is  indebted  to  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation; 
but  deliver  us  from  evil. 
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5  And  he  said  unto  them,  Which  of  you  shall  have  a 
,  friend,  and  shall  go  unto  him  at  midnight,  and  say  to 

6  him,  Friend,  lend  me  three  loaves ;  for  a  friend  of  mine 
is  come  to  me  from  a  journey,  and  I  have  nothing  to 

7  set  before  him ;  and  he  from  within  shall  answer  and 
say.  Trouble  me  not:  the  door  is  now  shut,  and  my 
children  are  with  me  in  bed ;  I  cannot  rise  and  give 

8  thee?  I  say  unto  you.  Though  he  will  not  rise  and 
give  him,  because  he  is  his  fnend,  yet  because  of  his 
importunity  he  will  arise  and  give  him  as  many  as  he 

9  needeth.  And  I  say  unto  you,  Ask,  and  it  shall  be 
given  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall 

10  be  opened  unto  you.  For  every  one  that  asketh  re- 
ceiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh  finaeth ;  and  to  him  that 

11  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened.  And  of  which  of  you  that 
is  a  father  shall  his  son  ask  a  loaf,  and  he  give  him  a 
stone?  or  a  fish,  and  he  for  a  fish  give  him  a  serpent? 

12  Or  if  he  shall  ask  an  eg^y  will  he  give  him  a  scorpion  ? 

13  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts 
unto  your  children,  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him?  . 

14  And  he  was  casting  out  a  devil  which  was  dumb. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil  was  gone  out, 
the  dumb  man  spake;  and  the  multitudes  marvelled. 

15  But  some  of  them  said,  By  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the 

16  devils  casteth  he  out  devils.     And  others,  tempting  7wm, 

17  sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he^  knowing 
their  thoughts,  said  unto  them,  everj'  kingdom  divided 
against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation;   and  a  house 

18  divided  Skgainst  a  house  falleth.  And  if  Satan  also  is 
divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom  stand  ? 
because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  devils  by  Beelzebub. 

19  And  if  1  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
youE  sons  cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall  they  be  your 

20  judges.     But  if  I  by  the  finger  of  God  cast  out  devils, 

21  then  is  the  kingdom  of  God  come  upon  you.  When  the 
strong  man  fully  armed  guardeth  his  own  court,  his 

22  goods  are  in  peace :  but  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall 
come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him 
his  whole  armour  wherein  he  trusted,  and  divideth  his 
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5  And  he  said  unto  them,  Which  of  you  shall  have  ar 
friend,  and  shall  go  unto  him  at  midnight,  and  say  unto  him, 
Friend,  lend  me  three  loaves; 

6  For  a  friend  of  mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me,  and 
I  have  nothing  to  set  before  him? 

7  And  he  from  within  shall  answer  and  say,  Trouble  me 
not:  the  door  is  now  shut,  and  my  children  are  with  me  in 
bed;  I  cannot  rise  and  give  thee. 

8  I  say  unto  you.  Though  he  will  not  rise  and  give  him, 
because  he  is  his  friend,  yet  because  of  his  importunity  he 
will  rise  and  give  him  as  many  as  he  needeth. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,'  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ; 
seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto 
you. 

10  For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth;  and  he  that 
seeketh  findeth;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be 
opened. 

11  If  a  son  shall  ask  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a  father, 
will  he  give  him  a  stone?  or  if  fie  ask  a  fish,  will  he  for  a 
fish  give  him  a  serpent? 

12  Or  if  he  shall  ask  an  sgg,  will  he  offer  him  a  scorpion? 

13  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts 
unto  your  children:  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him? 

14  1[  And  he  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil  was  gone  out,  the 
dumb  spake ;  and  the  people  wondered. 

15  But  some  of  them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub  the  chief  of  the  devils. 

16  And  others,  tempting  hifn,  sought  of  him  a  sign  from 
heaven. 

17  But  he,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Every 
kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation ;  and 
a  house  divided  against  a  house  falleth. 

18  If  Satan  also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall 
his  kingdom  stand?  because  ye  say  th^t  I  cast  out  devils 
through  Beelzebub. 

19  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  sons  cast  them  out?  therefore  shall  they  be  your 
judges. 

20  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no 
doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 

21  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his 
goods  are  in  peace; 

22  But  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him, 
and  overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour 
wherein  he  trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils. 
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•  28  spoils.    He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me;  and  he 

24  that  gathereth  not  with  me  scattereth.  The  unclean 
spirit  when  he  is  gone  ont  of  tlie  man,  passeth  through 
waterless  places,  seeking  rest;  and  finding  none,  hesaith, 
I  will  turn  back  unto  my  house  whence  1  came  out. 

25  And  when  he  is   come,  he  flndeth  it  swept  and  gar- 

26  nished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other 
spirits  more  evil  than  himself;  and  they  enter  in  and 
dwell  there:  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  becometh 
worse  than  the  first. 

27  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  said  these  things,  a  certain 
woman  out  of  the  multitude  lifted  up  her  voice,  and 
said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and 

28  the  breast  which  thou  didst  suck.  But  he  said.  Yea 
rather,  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the  word  of  God,  and 
keep  it. 

29  And  when  the  multitudes  were  gathering  together  un to 
him,  he  began  to  say.  This  generation  is  an  evil  genera- 
tion: it  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be 

30  given  to  it  but  the  sign  of  Jonah.  For  even  as  Jonah 
became  a  sign  unto  the  NinBvites,  so  shall  also  the  Son 

31  of  man  be  to  this  generation.  The  queen  of  the  south 
shall  rise  up  in  the  judgement  with  the  men  of  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  them:  for  she  came  from 
the  ends  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Solomon ; 

32  and  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is  here.  The  men 
of  Nineveh  shall  stand  up  in  the  judgement  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  it:  for  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonah;  and  behold,  a  greater  than 
Jonali  is  here. 

33  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  lamp,  putteth  it  in 
a  cellar,  neither  under  the  bushel,  but  on  the  stand,  that 

34  they  which  enter  in  may  see  the  light.  The  lamp  of  thy 
body  is  thine  eye :  when  thine  eye  is  single,  thy  whole 
body  also  is  full  of  light;  but  when  it  is  evil,  thy  body 

35  also  is  full  of  darkness.     Look  therefore  whether  the 

36  light  that  is  in  thee  be  not  darkness.  If  therefore  thy 
whole  body  be  full  of  light,  having  no  part  dark,  it 
shall  be  wholly  full  of  light,  as  when  the  lamp  with  its 
bright  shining  doth  give  thee  light. 

37  Now  as  he  spake,  a  Pharisee  asketh  him  to  dine  with 

88  him:  and  he  went  in,  and  sat  down  to  meat.  And  when 
the  Pharisee  saw  it,  he  marvelled  that  he  had  not  first 

89  washed  before  dinner.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him. 
Now  do  ye  Pharisees  cleanse  the  outside  of  the  cup  and 
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23  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me;  and  he  that  ga- 
thereth  not  with  me  scattereth. 

24  Wheiv  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he 
walketh  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest;  and  finding  none, 
he  saith,  I  will  return  unto  my  house  whence  I  came  out. 

25  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  gar- 
nished. 

26  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  seveh  other  spirits 
more  wicked  than  himself;  and  thev  enter  in,  and  dwell 
there:  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 

27  IT  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  a 
certain  woman  of  the  company  lifted  up  her  voice,  and 
said  unto  him.  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the 
paps  which  thou  hast  sucked. 

28  But  he  said,  Yea  rather,  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  keep  it. 

29  IT  And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together, 
he  began  to  say,  This  is  an  evil  generation  r  they  seek  a 
sign;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  it,  but  the  sign  of 
Jonas  the  prophet. 

30  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign  unto  the  Ninevit€s,  so  shall 
also  the  Son  of  man  be  to  this  generation. 

31  The  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment 
with  the  men  of  this  generation,  and  condemn  them-  for 
she  came  from  the  utmost  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon 
is  here. 

32  The  men  of  Nineve  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with 
this  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it:  for  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas 
is  here. 

33  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  putteth  it  in 
a  secret  place,  neither  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick, 
that  they  which  come  in  may  see  the  light. 

34  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye :  therefore  when  thine 
eye  is  single,  thy  whole  body  also  is  full  of  light;  but  when 
thine  eye  is  evil,  thy  body  also  is  full  of  darkness. 

35  Take  heed  therefore  that  the  light  which  is  in  thee  be 
not  darkness. 

36  If  thy  whole  body  therefore  he  full  of  light,  having  no 
part  dark,  the  whole  shall  be  full  of  light,  as  when  the 
bright  shining  of  a  candle  doth  give  thee  light. 

37  ^  And  as  he  spake,  a  certain  Pharisee  besought  him 
to  dine  with  him:  and  he  went  in,  and  sat  down  to  meat 

38  And  when  the  Pharisee  saw  it,  he  marvelled  that  he 
had  not  first  washed  before  dinner. 

39  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Now  do  ye  Pharise- 
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of  the  platter;  but  your  inward  part  is  full  of  extortion 

40  and  wickedness.    Ye  foolish  ones,  did  not  he  that  made 

41  the  outside  make  the  inside  also?  Howbeit  give  for 
alms  those  things  which  are  within;  and  behold,  all 
things  are  clean  unto  you. 

12  But  woe  unto  you  Pharisees!  for  ye  tithe  mint  and 
rue  and  every  herb,  and  pass  over  judgement  and  the 
love  of  God:  but  these  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not 

43  to  leave  the  other  undone.  Woe  unto  you  Pharisees! 
for  ye  love  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  the 

44  salutations  in  the  marketplaces.  Woe  unto  you!  for  ye 
are  as  the  tombs  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that 
walk  over  tJiem  know  it  not. 

45  And  one  of  the  lawyers  answering  saith  unto  him. 

46  Master,  in  saying  this  thou  reproachest  us  also.  And 
he  said,  Woe  unto  you  lawyers  also]  for  ye  lade  men 
with  burdens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  yourselves 

47  touch  not  the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers.  Woe 
unto  you!  for  jre  build  the  tombs  of  the  projAets,  and 

48  your  fathers  killed  them.  So  ye  are  witnesses  and  con- 
sent unto  the  works  of  your  fathers:  for  they  killed 

49  them,  and  ye  build  their  4ombs.  Therefore  also  said  the 
wisdom  of  God,  I  will  send  unto  them  prophets  and 
apostles;  and  some  of  them  they  shall  kill  and  persecute; 

50  that  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  was  shed  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  may  be  required  of  this 

51  generation;  from  the  blood  of  Abel  unto  the  blood  of 
Zachariah,  who  perished  between  the  altar  and  the  sanc- 
tuary :  yea,  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall  be  required  of  this 

52  generation.  Woe  unto  you  lawyers!  for  ye  took  away 
the  key  of  knowledge:  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves, 
and  them  that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 

53  And  when  he  was  come  out  from  thence,  the  scribes 
and  the  Pharisees  began  to  press  upon  him  vehemently, 

54  and  to  provoke  him  to  speak  of  many  things;  laying 
wait  for  him,  to  catch  something  out  of  his  mouth. 
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make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  the  platter;  but  your 
inward  part  is  full  of  ravening  and  wickedness. 

40  Ye  fools,  did  not  he  that  made  that  which  is  without 
make  that  which  is  within  also? 

41  But  rather  give  alms  of  such  things  as  ye  have;  and, 
behold,  all  things  are  clean  unto  you. 

42  But  woe  unto  you,  Pharisees !  for  ye  tithe  mint  and 
rue  and  all  manner  of  herbs,  and  pass  over  judgment  and 
the  love  of  €k)d:  these  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to 
leave  the  other  undone. 

43  Woe  unto  you,  Pharisees!  for  ye  love  the  uppermost 
seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  greetings  in  the  markets. 

44  Woe  imto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
ye  are  as  graves  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that  walk 
over  them  are  not  aware  of  them. 

45  If  Then  answered  one  of  the  lawyers,  and  said  unto 
him,  Master,  thus  saying  thou  reproachest  us  also. 

46  And  he  said,  Woe  unto  you  also,  ye  lawyers !  for  ye 
lade  men  "with  burdens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  your- 
selves touch  not  the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers. 

47  Woe  unto  you  I  for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the 
prophets,  and  your  fathers  killed  them. 

48  Truly  ye  bear  witness  that  ye  allow  the  deeds  of  your 
fathers:  for  they  indeed  killed  them,  and  ye  build  their 
sepulchres. 

49  Therefore  also  said  the  wisdom  of  God,  I  will  send 
them  prophets  and  apK)stles,  and  sows  of  them  they  shall 
slay  and  persecute : 

50  That  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  was  shed 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  may  be  required  of  this 
generation ; 

51  From  the  blood  of  Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias, 
which  perished  between  the  altar  and  the  temple :  verily  I 
say  unto  you.  It  shall  be  required  of  this  generation. 

52  Woe  unto  you,  lawyers!  for  ye  have  taken  away  the 
key  of  knowleage:  "ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and  them 
that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 

53  And  as  he  said  these  things  unto  them,  the  scribes  and 
the  Pharisees  began  to  urge  him  vehemently,  and  to  pro- 
voke him  to  speak  of  naany  things: 

54  Laying  wait  for  him^  and  seeking  to  catch  something 
out  of  his  mouth,  that  they  might  accuse  him.

8T.  LUKE. 


12  In  the  meaa  time,  when  the  many  thousands  of  the 
multitude  were  gathered  together,  insomuch  that  they 
trode  one  upon  another,  he  began  to  say  unto  his  disci- 
ples first  of  all,  Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees, 

2  which  is  hypocrisy.  But  there  is  nothing  covered  up, 
that  shall  not  be  revealed :  and  4iid,  that  shall  not  be 

^3  known.  Wherefore  whatsoever  ye  have  said  in  the 
darkness  shall  be  heard  in  the  light;  and  what  ye  have 
spoken  in  the  ear  in  the  inner  chambers  shall  be  pro- 

4  claimed  upon  the  housetops.  And  I  say  unto  you  my 
friends,  Be  not  afraid  of  them  which  kill  the  body,  and 

5  after  that  have  no  more  that  they  can  do.  But  I  will 
warn  you  whom  ye  shall  fear :  Fear  him,  which  after  he 
hath  killed  hath  power  to  cast  into  hell;  yea,  I  say  unto 

6  you,  Fear  him.  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two 
farthings?  and  not  one  of  them  is  forgotten  in  the  sight 

7  of  God.  But  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  num- 
bered.    Fear  not:  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many 

8  sparrows.  And  I  say  unto  you.  Every  one  who  shall 
confess  me  before  men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  also 

9  confess  before  the  angels  of  God :  but  he  that  denieth 
me  in  the  presence  of  men  shall  be  denied  in  the  pres- 

10  ence  of  the  angels  of  God.  And  every  one  who  shall 
speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven 
him:  but  unto  him  that  blasphemeth  against  the  Holy 

11  Spirit  it  shall  not  be  forgiven.  And  when  they  bring 
you  before  the  synagogues,  and  the  rulers,  and  the 
authorities,  be  not  anxious  how  or  what  ye  shall  answer, 

13  or  what  ye  shall  say:  for  the  Holy  Spirit  shall  teach  you 
in  that  very  hour  what  ye  ought  to  say. 

13     And  one  out  of  the  midtitude  said  unto  him,  Master, 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

1  Christ  preoAiheth  to  his  disciples  to  avoid  hypocrisu^  and  fearful- 
ness  in  publishing  his  doctrine:  18  wameth  the  people  to  beioare  oj 
cot^etousness,  by  the  parable  of  the  rich  man  who  set  up  greater 
bams.  22  We  must  not  be  over  careful  of  earthly  things,  81  but 
seek  the  Icinqdom  of  Qod^  83  give  alms,  86  be  reaay  at  a  knock  to 
open  to  our  Lord  whensoeverhe  cometh.  41  ChriaVs  ministers  are 
to  see  to  their  charge,  49  and  look  for  persecution.  54  The  people 
must  take  this  time  of  grace,  68  because  it  is  a  fearful  thing  to  dit 
without  reconciliation 

IN  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  gathered  together  an 
innumerable  multitude  of  people,  insomuch  that  they 
trode  one  upon  another,  he  began  to  say  unto  his  disciples 
first  of  all,  Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  which 
is  hypocrisy. 

2  For  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall  not  be  revealed 
neither  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 

3  Therefore  whatsoever  ye  have  spoken  in  darkness 
shall  be  heard  in  the  light;  and  that  which  ye  have  spoken 
in  the  ear  in  closets  shall  be  proclaimed  upon  the  house- 
tops. 

4  And  I  say  unto  you  my  friends.  Be  not  afraid  of  them 
that  kill  the  body,  and  after  that  have  no  more  that  they 
can  do. 

5  But  I  will  forewarn  you  whom  ye  shall  fear:  Fear  him, 
which  after  he  hath  killed  hath  power  to  cast  into  hell; 
yea,  I  say  unto  you.  Fear  him. 

6  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  farthings,  and  not 
one  of  them  is  forgotten  before  God? 

7  But  even  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 
Fear  not  therefore-  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many  spar- 
rows. 

8  Also  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  confess  me 
before  men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  also  confess  before 
the  angels  of  God : 

9  But  he  that  denieth  me  before  men  shall  be  denied 
before  the  angels  of  God. 

10  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of 
man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him:  but  unto  him  that  blas- 
phemeth  against  the  Holy  Ghost  it  shall  not  be  forgiven. 

11  Andwhen  they  bring  you  unto  the  synagogues,  and 
unto  magistrates,  and  powers,  take  ye  no  thought  how  or 
what  thing  ye  shall  answer,  or  what  ye  shall  say: 

12  For  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour 
what  ye  ought  to  say. 

13  1  And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  him,  Master, 
speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  divide  the  inheritance  with 
me 
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14  bid  my  brother  divide  the  inheritance  with  me.  But 
he  said  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or  a  divider 

15  over  you?  And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  heed,  and 
keep  yourselves  from  all  covetousness:  for  a  man's  life 
consisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things  which  he 

16  possesseth.  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  sayinff. 
The  ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plenti- 

17  fully:  and  he  reasoned  within  himself,  saying,  What 
shaU  I  do,  because  I  have  not  where  to  bestow  my  fruits? 

18  And  he  said,  This  will  I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my  barns, 
and  build  greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  corn 

19  and  my  goods.  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul.  Soul.,  thou 
hast  much  goods  laid  up  for  many  years ;  take  thine  ease, 

20  eat,  drink,  be  merry.  But  Goa  said  unto  him,  Thou 
foolish  one,  this  night  is  thy  soul  required  of  thee ;  and 
the  things  which  thou  hast  prepared,  whose  shall  they 

21  be?  So  is  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is 
not  rich  toward  God. 

22  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Therefore  I  say  unto 
you.  Be  not  anxious  for  yourWiey  what  ye  shall  eat;  nor 

23  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  For  the  life 
IS  more  than  the  food,  and  the  body  than  the  raiment. 

24  Consider  the  ravens,  that  they  sow  not,  neither  reap; 
which  have  no  store-chamber  nor  barn ;  and  God  feedeth 
them:  of  how  much  more  value  are  ye  than  the  birds! 

25  And  which  of  you  by  being  anxious  can  add  a  cubit 

26  unto  his  stature?  If  then  ye  are  not  able  to  do  even 
that  which  is  least,  why  are  ye  anxious  concerning  the 

27  rest?  Consider  the  lilies,  how  they  grow:  they  toil  not, 
neither  do  they  spin;  yet  I  say  unto  you.  Even  Solomon 

28  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  But 
if  God  doth  so  clothe  the  grass  in  the  field,  which  to-day 
is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven ;  how  much  more 

29  shaU  he  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith?  And  seek  not 
ye  what  ye  shall  eat,  and  what  ye  shall  drink,  neither 

30  be  ye  oi  doubtful  miud.  For  all  these  things  do  the 
nations  of  the  world  seek  after:  but  your  Father  know- 

31  eth  that  ye  have  need  of  these  things.  Howbeit  seek  ye 
his  kingdom,  and  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

32  Fear  not,  little  flock;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleas- 
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14  And  he  said  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or 
a  divMer  over  jout 

15  And  he  said  unto  them,  Take  heed,  and  beware  of 
covetousness:  for  a  man's  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abun- 
dance of  the  things  which  he  possesseth. 

16  And  he  spake  d  parable  unto  them,  saying.  The 
ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plentifully: 

17  ^nd  he  thought  within  himself,  saying,  What  shall  I 
do,  b^  ^use  I  have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits? 

18  ^nd  he  said,  This  will  I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my 
barn?  and  build  greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my 
fruit   and  my  goods. 

19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much 
goods  laid  up  for  many  years;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink, 
and  be  meny. 

20  But  God  said  unto  him,  TJwu  fool,  this  night  thy 
son*  shad  be  required  of  thee:  then  whose  shall  those 
t^*'jgs  be,  which  thou  hast  provided? 

!  .1  So  w  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is 
n  /t  rich  toward  God. 

22  1  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  Therefore  I  say 
unto  you.  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat; 
neither  for  the  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on. 

23  The  life  is  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  is  more  than 
raiment. 

24  Consider  the  ravens:  for  they  neither  sow  nor  reap; 
which  neither  have  storehouse  nor  barn;^  and  Godfeedeth- 
them:  how  much  more  are  ye  better  than  the  fowls? 

25  And  which  of  you  with  taking  thought  can  add  to  his 
stature  one  cubit? 

26  If  ye  then  be  not  able  to  do  that  thing  which  is  least, 
why  take  ye  thought  for  the  rest? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how  they  grow:  they  toil  not,  they 
spin  not;  and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  that  Solomon  in  all  his 
glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these. 

28  If  then  God  so  clothe  the  grass,  which  is  to-day  in  the 
field,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven;  how  much  more 
will  he  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith? 

29 .  And  seek  not  ye  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall 
drink,  neither  be  ye  of  doubtful  mind. 

30  For  all  these  things  do  the  nations  of  the  world  seek 
after:  and  your  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  these 
things. 

31:  1[  But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  ^dded  unto  you. 

32  Fear  not,  little  flock;  for  it  is  yoiu-  Father's  good 
pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom. 
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33  ure  to  give  you  the  kingdom.  Sell  that  ye  have,  and 
give  alms;  make  for  yourselves  purses  which  wax  not 
old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that  faileth  not,  where  no 

34  thief  draweth  near,  neither  moth  destroyeth.  For  where 
your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

85  Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lamps  burn- 

86  ing;  and  be  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  looking  for 
their  lord,  wien  he  shall  return  from  the  marriage  mist; 
that,  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh,  they  may  straight- 

87  way  open  unto  him.  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom 
the  16rd  when  he  cometh  shall  find  watching:  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird  himself,  and  make  them 

i8  sit  down  to  meat,  and  shall  come  and  serve  them.  And 
if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  and  if  in  the  third, 

39  and  find  them  so,  blessed  are  those  servants.  But  know 
this,  that  if  the  master  of  the  house  had  known  in  what 
hour  the  thief  was  coming,  he  would  have  watched,  and 

-^  not  have  left  his  house  to  be  broken  through.  Be  ye 
also  ready:  for  in  an  hour  that  ye  think  not  the  Son  of 
man  cometh. 

41      And  Peter  said,  Lord,  speakest  thou  this  parable  unto 

43  us,  or  even  unto  all?  And  the  Lord  said.  Who  then  is 
the  faithful  and  wise  steward,  whom  his  lord  shall  set 
over  his  household,  to  give  them  their  portion  of.  food 

48  in  due  season?    Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom  his  lord 

44  when  he  cometh  shall  find  so  doing.  Of  a  truth  I  say 
unto  you,  that  he  will  set  him  over  all  that  he  hath. 

45  But  if  that  servant  shall  say  in  his  heart,  My  lord  delay- 
eth  his  coming;  and  shall  begin  to  beat  the  menservants 
and  the  maidservants,  and  to  eat  and  drink,  and  to  be 

46  drunken;  the  lord  of  that  servant  shall  come  in  a  day 
when  he  expecteth  not,  and  in  an  hour  when  he  know- 
eth  not,  and  shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  his  por- 

47  tion  with  the  unfaithful.  And  that  servant,  which  knew 
his  lord's  will,  and  made  not  ready,  nor  did  according 

48  to  his  will,  shall  be  beaten  with  many  stripes;  but  he 
that  knew^ot,  and  did  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall  be

ST.  LUKE,  XU. 

33  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  ahns ;  provide  yourselves 
bags  which  wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that 
faileth  not,  where  no  thief  approacheth,  neither  moth  cor- 
rupteth. 

34  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
also. 

85  Let  your  .loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights  burn- 
ing; 

36  And  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their 
lord,  when  he  will  return  from  the  wedding;  that  when  he 
Cometh  and  knocketh,  they  may  open  unto  him  imme- 
diately. 

37  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom  the  lord  when  he 
Cometh  shall  find  watching:  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that 
he  shall  gird  himself,  and  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat, 
and  will  come  forth  and  serve  them. 

38  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  come 
in  the  third  watch,  and  find  them  so,  blessed 'are  those 
servants. 

39  And  this  know,  that  if  the  goodman  of  the  house  had 
known  what  hour  the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have 
watched,  and  not  have  suffered  his  house  to  be  broken 
through. 

40  Be  ye  therefore  ready  also:  for  the  Son  of  man 
Cometh  at  an  hour  when  ye  think  not. 

41  Tf  Then  Peter  said  unto  him.  Lord,  speakest  thou  this 
parable  unto  us,  or  even  to  all? 

42  And  the  Lord  said.  Who  then  is  that  faithful  and 
wise  steward,  whom  his  lord  shall  make  ruler  over  his 
household,  to  give  tJiem  (heir  portion  of  meat  in  due  sea- 
son? 

43  Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom  his  lord  when  he  cometh 
shall  find  so  doing. 

44  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  will  make  him 
ruler  over  all  that  he  hath. 

45  But  and  if  that  servant  say  in  his  heart.  My  lord 
delayeth  his  coming;  and  shall  begin  to  beat  the  men- 
servants  and  maidens,  and  to  eat  and  drink,  and  to  be 
drunken; 

4Q  The  lord  of  that  servant  will  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  not  for  him,  and  at  an  hour  when  he  is  not  aware, 
and  will  cut  him  in  sunder,  and  will  appoint  him  his  por- 
tion with  the  unbelievers. 

47  And  that  servant,  which  knew  his  lord's  will,  and  pre- 
pared not  himself,  neither  did  according  to  his  will,  shall 
be  beaten  with  many  stripes. 

4^  But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did  commit  things  worthy 
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beaten  with  few  stripes.  And  to  whomsoever  much  is 
given,  of  him  shall  mudi  be  required:  and  to  whom 
they  commit  much,  of  him  will  they  ask  the  more. 

49  I  came  to  cast  fire  upon  the  earth ;  and  what  will  I,  if 

50  it  is  already  kindled?  But  I  have  a  baptism  to  be  bap- 
tized with;  and  how  am  I  straitened  till  it  be  accom- 

51  plished!    Think  ye  that  I  am  come  to  give  peace  in  the 

52  earth?  I  tell  you,  Na}^;  but  rather  division:  for  there 
shall  be  from  henceforth  five  in  one  house  divided,  three 

53  against  two,  and  two  against  three.  They  shall  be 
divided,  father  against  son,  and  son  against  father; 
mother  against  daughter,  and  daughter  against  her 
mother;  mother  in  law  against  her  daughter  in  law,  and 
daughter  in  law  against  her  mother  in  law. 

54  And  he  said  to  the  multitudes  also,  When  ye  see  a 
cloud  rising  in  the  west,  straightway  ye  say,  There 

55  Cometh  a  shower;  and  so  it  cometh  to  pass.     And  when 
,    ye  see  2k  south  wind  blowing,  ye  say,  There  will  be  a 

56  scorching  heat;  and  it  cometh  to  pass.  Ye  hypocrites, 
ye  know  how  to  interpret  the  face  of  the  earth  and  the 
heaven;  but  how  is  it  that  ye  know  not  how  to  interpret 

57  this  time?    And  why  even  of  yourselves  judge  ye  not 

58  what  is  right?  For  as  thou  art  going  with  thine  adver- 
sary before  the  magistrate,  on  the  way  give  diligence  to 
be  quit  of  him ;  lest  haply  he  hale  thee  unto  the  judge, 
and  the  judge  shall  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  the 

59  ofl[icer  shall  cast  thee  ipto  prison.  I  say  unto  thee.  Thou 
shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence,  till  thou  have  paid 
the  very  last  mite. 


13    Now  there  were  some  present  at  that  very  season 

which  told  him  of  the  Galilaeans,  whose  blood  Pilate 

2  had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices.     And  he  answered 

and  said  unto  them,  Think  ye  that  these  Galilaeans 

were  sinners  above  all  the  Galilaeans,  because  they  have 
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of  stripes,  shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes.  For  unto 
whomsoever  much  is  given,  of  him  shall  be  much  re- 
quired :  and  to  whom  men  have  committed  much,  of  him 
they  will  ask  the  more. 

49  T[  1  am  come  to  send  fire  on  the  earth;  and  what  will 
I,  if  it  be  already  kindled? 

50  But  1  have  a  baptism  to  be  baptized  with;  and  how 
am  I  straitened  till  it  be  accomplished ! 

61  Suppose  ye  that  I  am  come  to  give  peace  on  earth?  I 
tell  you,  Nay;  but  rather  division: 

63  For  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  five  in  one  house 
divided,  three  against  two,  and  two  against  three. 

53  The  father  shall  be  divided  against  the  son,  and  the 
son  against  the  father;  the  mother  against  the  daughter, 
and  the  daughter  against  the  mother;  the  mother  in  law 
against  her  daughter  in  law,  and  the  daughter  in  law 
against  her  mother  in  law, 

54  ^  And  he  said  also  to  the  people,  When  ye  see  a 
cloud  rise  out  of  the  west,  straightway  ye  say,  There  Com- 
eth a  shower;  and  so  it  is. 

55  And  when  ye  see  the  south  wind  blow,  ye  say,  There 
will  be  heat;  and  it  cometh  to  pass. 

56  Ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the  sk^ 
and  of  the  earth;  but  how  is  it  that  ye  do  not  discern  this 
time? 

57  Yea,  and  why  even  of  yourselves  judge  ye  not  what 
is  right? 

58  T[  When  thou  goest  with  thine  adversary  to  the  magis- 
trate, as  tliou  art  in  the  way,  give  diligence  that  thou  may- 
est  be  delivered  from  him ;  lest  he  hale  thee  to  the  judge, 
and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  oflHcer,  and  the  officer  cast 
thee  into  prison. 

59  I  tell  thee,  thou  shalt  not  depart  thence,  till  thou  hast 
paid  the  very  last  mite. 

CHAPTER  Xin. 

1  Christ  preacheth  repentance  upon  the  punishment  of  the  Qali- 
IcBans.  and  others.  6  The  fruitless  fig  tree  may  not  stand.  11  He 
healeth  the  crooked  wom,an :  1^  sheweth  the  powerful  working  of 
the  word  in  the  hearts  of  his  chosen,  by  the  parable  of  the  arain  of 
mustard  seed^  and  of  leaven :  24  exhorteth  to  enter  in  at  the  strait 
gate^  31  and  reproveth  Herod  and  Jerusalem. 

THERE  were  present  at  that  season  some  that  told  him 
of  the  Galilseans,  whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled  with 
their  sacrifices. 

2  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them.  Suppose  ye  that 
these  Galilseans  were  sinners   above    all  the  Galilseans, 
because  they  suffered  such  thing? 
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3  suffered  these  things?    I  tell  you,  Nay:  but,  except  ye 

4  repent,  ye  shall  all  in  like  manner  perish.  Or  those 
eighteen,  upon  whom  the  tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and 
kuled  them,  think  ye  that  they  were  offenders  above  all 

5  the  men  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem?  I  tell  you,  Nay:  but, 
except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish. 

6  And  he  spake  this  parable;  A  certain  man  had  a  fig 
tree  planted  in  his  vineyard;  and  he  came  seeking  fruit 

7  thereon,  and  found  none.  And  he  said  unto  the  vine- 
dresser, Behold,  these  three  years  I  come  seeking  fruit 
on  this  fig  tree,  and  find  none:  cut  it  down;  why  doth 

8  it  also  cumber  the  ground?  And  he  answering  saith 
unto  him.  Lord,  let  it  alone  this  year  also,  till  I  shall 

9  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it :  and  if  it  bear  fruit  thence- 
forth, weU\  but  if  not,  thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

10  And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on  the 

11  sabbath  day.  And  behold,  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit 
of  infirmity  eighteen  years;  and  she  was  bowed  togetiier, 

12  and  could  in  no  wise  lift  herself  up.  And  when  Jesus 
saw  her,  he  called  her,  and  said  to  her.  Woman,  thou 

13  art  loosed  from  thine  infirmity.  And  he  laid  his  hands 
upon  her:  and  immediately  she  was  made  straight,  and 

14  glorified  God.  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  being 
moved  with  indignation  because  Jesus  had  healed  on 
the  sabbath,  answered  and  said  to  tlie  multitude,  There 
are  six  days  in  which  men  ought  to  work:  in  them  there- 
fore come  and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  day  of  the 

15  sabbath.  But  the  Lord  answered  him,  and  said.  Ye 
hypocrites,  doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath 
loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead  him  away 

16  to  watering?  And  ought  not  this  woman,  being  a 
daughter  of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  had  bound,  lo,  uiese 
eighteen  years,  to  have  been  loosed  from  this  bond  on 

17  the  day  of  the  sabbath?  And  as  he  said  these  things,  all 
his  adversaries  were  put  to  shame :  and  all  the  multitude 
rejoiced  for  all  the  glorious  things  that  were  done  by 
him. 

18  He  said  therefore.  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of  God 

19  like?  and  whereunto  shall  I  liken  it?  It  is  like  unto  a 
grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a  man  took,  and  cast  into 
his  own  garden;  and  it  grew,  and  became  a  tree;  and 
the  birds  of  the  heaven  lodged  in  the  branches  thereof. 

20  And  again  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  I  liken  the  kingdom 
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8 1  tell  you,  Nay.  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  like- 
wise perish. 

4  Or  those  eighteen,  upon  whom  the  tower  in  Siloam 
fell,  and  slew  them,  think  ye  that  they  were  sinners  above 
all  men  that  dwelt  in  Jerusalem  ? 

5  1  tell  you.  Nay:  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all 
likewise  perish. 

6  Tf  He  spake  also  this  parable;  A  certain  man  had  a  fig 
tree  planted  in  his  vineyard ;  and  he  came  and  sought  fruit 
thereon,  and  found  none. 

7  Then  said  he  unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard.  Behold, 
these  three  years  I  come  seeking  fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and 
find  none:  cut  it  down;  why  cumbereth  it  the  ground? 

8  And  he  answering*  said  unto  him,  Lord,  let  it  alone 
this  year  also,  till  I  shall  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it  : 

9  And  if  it  bear  fruit,  weU :  and  if  not,  t7ien  after  that 
thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

10  And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on  the 
sabbath. 

11  ^  And,  behold,  there  was  a  woman  which  had  a 
spirit  of  infirmity  eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together, 
and  could  in  no  wise  lift  up  herself 

12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called  her  to  hirrty  and  said 
unto  her,  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  infirmity. 

13  And  he  laid  hh  hands  on  her:  and  immediately  she 
was  made  straight,  and  glorified  God. 

14  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indig- 
nation, because  that  Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath  day, 
and  said  unto  the  people.  There  are  six  days  in  which  men 
ought  to  work:  in  them  therefore  come  and  be  healed,  and 
not  on  the  sabbath  day. 

15  The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said,  ThmL  hypo- 
crite, doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox 
or  hU  ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead  1dm  away  to  watering? 

16  And  ought  not  this  woman,  being  a  daughter  of 
Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years, 
be  loosed  from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath  day? 

17  And  when  he  liad  said  these  things,  all  his  adversaries 
were  ashamed:  and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all  the  glori- 
ous things  that  were  done  by  him. 

18  1  Then  said  he.  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of  God 
like?  and  whereuD*o  shall  I  resemble  it? 

19  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a  man  took, 
and  cast  into  his  garden;  and  it  grew,  and  waxed  a  great 
tree;  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  in  the  branches  of  it. 

20  And  again  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  I  liken  the  king' 
domofGod? 
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21  of  God?  It  is  like  uoto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took 
and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  it  was  all  leav- 
ened. 

22  And  he  went  on  his  way  through  cities  and  villages, 

23  teaching,  and  journeying  on  unto  Jerusalem.  And  one 
said  unto  him,  Lord,  are   they  few  that  be  saved  ? 

24  And  he  said  unto  them,  Strive  to  enter  in  by  the  nar- 
row door:  for  many,  I  say  unto  you,  shall  seek  to  enter 

25  in,  and  shall  not  be  able.  When  once  the  master  of 
the  house  is  risen  up,  and  hath  shut  to  the  door,  and  ye 
begin  to  stand  without,  and  to  knock  at  the  door,  say- 
ing. Lord,  open  to  us;  and  he  shall  answer  and  say  to 

26  you,  I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are ;  then  shall  ye  be- 
gin to  say,  We  did  eat  and  drink  in  thy  presence,  and 

27  thou  didst  teach  in  our  streets;  and  he  shall  say,  I  tell 
you,  I  know  not  whence  ye  are;  depart  from  me,  all 

28  ye  workers  of  iniquity.  There  shall  be  the  weeping 
and  ffnashing  of  teeth,  when  ye  shall  see  Abraham, 
and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all  the  prophets,  in  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  yourselves  cast  forth  without. 

29  And  they  shall  come  from  the  east  and  west,  and 
from  the  north  and  south,  and  shall  sit  down  in  the 

30  kingdom  of  God.  And  behold,  there  are  last  which 
shall  be  first,  and  there  are  first  which  shall  be  last. 

31  In  that  very  hour  there  came  certain  Pharisees,  say- 
ing to  him,  (Jet  thee  out,  and  go  hence :  for  Herod  would 

32  fam  kill  thee.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  and  say 
to  that  fox,  Behold,  I  cast  out  devils  and  perform  cures 
to-day  and  to-morrow,  and  the  third  day  I  am  per- 

33  fected.  Howbeit  I  must  go  on  my  way  to-day  ana  to- 
morrow and  the  day  following:  for  it  cannot  be  that  a 

34  prophet  perish  out  of  Jerusalem.  O  Jenisalem,  Jerusa- 
lem, which  killeth  the  prophets,  and  stone th  them  that 
are  sent  unto  her!  how  often  would  I  have  gathered  thy 
children  together,  even  as  a  hen  gatliereth  her  own  brood 

35  under  her  wings,  and  ye  would  not!  Behold,  your 
house  is  left  unto  you  desolate :  and  I  say  unto  you,  Ye 
shall  not  see  me,  until  ye  shall  say,  Blessed  is  he  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
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21  It  is  like  leaven,  which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three 
measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. 

22  And  he  went  through  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching, 
and  journeying  toward  Jerusalem. 

23  Then  said  t)ne  unto  him,  Lord,  are  there  few  that  be 
saved?  And  he  said  unto  them, 

24  1[  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate :  for  many,  I  say 
unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able. 

25  When  once  the  master  of  the  house  is  risen  up,  and 
hath  shut  to  the  door,  and  ye  begin  to  stand  \iithout,  and 
to  knock  at  the  door,  sayring,  Lord,  Lord,  open  unto  us; 
and  he  shall  answer  ana  say  unto  you,  I  know  you  not 
whence  ye  are : 

26  Then  shall  ye  begin  to  say.  We  have  eaten  and  drunk 
in  thy  presence,  and  thou  hast  tauffht  in  our  streets. 

27  But  he  shall  say,  I  tell  you,  Iknow  ^ou  not  whence 
ye  are;  depart  from  me,  all  ye  workers  of  iniquity. 

.  28  There  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth,  when 
ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all  the 
prophets,  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  you  yourselves 
thrust  out. 

29  And  they  shall  come  from  the  east,  and  from  the 
west,  and  from  the  north,  &nd  from  the  south,  and  shall  sit 
down  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

30  And,  behold,  there  are  last  which  shall  be  first,  and 
there  are  first  which  shall  be  last. 

31  %  The  same  day  there  came  certain  of  the  Pharisees, 
sa>inff  unto  him.  Get  thee  out,  and  depart  hence:  for 
HeroQ  will  kill  thee. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go  ye,  and  tell  that  fox. 
Behold,  I  cast  out  devils,  and  I  do  cures  to  day  and  to 
morrow,  and  the  third  day  I  shall  be  perfected. 

33  Nevertheless  i  must  walk  to  day,  and  to  morrow,  and 
the  day  following:  for  it  cannot  be  that  a  prophet  perish 
out  of  Jerusalem. 

34  O  Jerusalem,  Jemsalem,  which  killest  the  prophets, 
and  stonest  them  that  are  sent  unto  thee;  how  often  would 
I  have  gathered  thy  children  together,  as  a  hen  doth  gather 
her  brood  under  A^  wings,  and  ye  would  not ! 

35  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate:  and 
verily  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  see  me,  until  the  tims 
come  wlien  ye  shall  say,  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 
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14  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  went  into  the  house  of 
one  of  the  rulers  of  the  Pharisees  on  a  sabbath  to  eat 

2  bread,  that  they  were  watching  him.  And  behold, 
there  was  before  him  a  certain   man  which  had  the 

8  dropsy.  And  Jesus  answering  spake  unto  the  lawyers 
and  Pharisees,  saying.  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath, 

4  or  not?    But  they  held  their  peace.     And  he  t6ok  him, 

5  and  healed  him,  and  let  him  go.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or  an  ox  fallen 
into  a  well,  and  will  not  straightway  draw  him  up  on 

6  a  sabbath  day?  And  th^  could  not  answer  again  unto 
these  things. 

7  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  those  which  were  bidden, 
when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the  chief  seats; 

8  saying  unto  them.  When  thou  art  bidden  of  any  man  to 
a  marriage  feast,  sit  not  down  in  the  chief  seat;  lest 
haply  a  more  honourable  man  than  thou  be  bidden  of 

9  him,  and  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  shall  come  and  say 
to  thee,  Give  this  man  place;  and  then  thou  shalt  begin 

10  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  place.  But  when  thou 
art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  place;  that 
when  he  that  hath  bidden  thee  cometh,  he  may  say  to 
thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher:  then  shalt  thou  have  glory 

11  in  the  presence  of  all  that  sit  at  meat  with  thee.  For 
every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  humbled;  and 
he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

12  And  he  said  to  him  also  that  had  bidden  him,  When 
thou  makest  a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends, 
nor  thy  brethren,  nor  thy  kinsmen,  nor  rich  neighbours; 
lest  haply  they  also  bid  thee  again,  and  a  recompense 

18  be  made  thee.    But  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  bid  the 

14  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind :  and  thou  shalt 
be  blessed;  because  they  have  not  wherewith  to  recom- 
pense thee :  for  thou  shalt  be  recompensed  in  the  resur- 
rection of  the  just. 

15  And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  him 
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CHAPTER  XIV. 

2  Christ  hecUeth  the  dropsy  on  the  sabbath:  7  teacheth  humility!  It 
tofeaat  the  poor:  15  under  the  parable  of  the  great  supper,  shew- 
eth  how  worldly  minded  men^  who  contemn  the  word  of  Ooa^  shall 
be  shut  out  of  heaven.  26  Those  who  will  be  his  disciples,  to  bear 
their  cross  mu^t  make  their  accounts  aforehand,  lest  with  shame 
they  revolt  from  him  afterward^  34  and  become  altogether  un- 
profitable^ like  salt  that  hath  lost  his  savour. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  into  the  house  of  one 
of  the  chief  rtarisees  to  eat  bread  on  the  sabbath 
day,  that  they  watched  him.    • 

2  And,  behold,  there  was  a  certain  man  before  him  which 
had  the  dropsy. 

3  And  Jesus  answering  spake  upto  the  lawyers  and 
Pharisees,  saying,  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath  day? 

4  And  they  held  their  peace.  And  he  took  Mm,  and 
healed  him,  and  let  him*  go ; 

5  And  answered  them,  saying,  Which  of  you  shall  have 
an  ass  or  an  ox  fallen  into  a  pit,  and  will  not  straightway 
pull  him  out  on  the  sabbath  day? 

6  And  they  could  not  answer  him  again  to  these,  thincs. 

7  1  And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to  those  which  were  bid 
den,  when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the  chief  rooms; 
saying  unto  them, 

8  Wh6n  thou  art  bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit 
not  down  in  the  highest  room;  lest  a  more  honourable  man 
than  thou  be  bidden  of  him ; 

9  And  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee. 
Give  this  man  place;  and  thou  begin  with  shame  to  take 
the  lowest  room. 

10  But  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the 
lowest  room ;  that  when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may 
say  unto  thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher:  then  shalt  thou  have 
worship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at  meat  with  thee. 

11  For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased;  and 
he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

12  1  Then  said  he  also  to  him  that  bade  him,  When  thou 
makest  a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends,  nor  thy 
brethren,  neither  thy  kinsmen,  nor  thy  rich  neighbours;  lest 
they  also  bid  thee  again,  and  a  recompence  be  made  thee. 

13  But  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the  poor,  the 
maimed,  the  lame*  the  blind : 

14  And  thou  shalt  be  blessed ;  for  they  cannot  recom-  , 
I>ense  thee:  for  thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  iust. 

15  1  Ana  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  him 
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heard  these  things,  he  said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  he  that 

16  shall  eat  bread  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  But  he  said 
unto  him,  A  certain  man  made  a  great  supper;  and  he 

17  bade  many :  and  he  sent  forth  his  servant  at  supper  time 
to  say  to  them  that  were  bidden.  Come ;  for  all  ihings 

18  are  now  ready.  And  they  all  with  one  consent  began  to 
make  excuse.  The  first  said  unto  him,  I  have  bought  a 
field,  and  I  must  needs  go  out  and  see  it:  I  pray  thee 

19  have  me  excused.  And  another  said,  I  have  bought 
five  yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  go  to  prove  them :  I  pray  thee 

20  have  me  excused.     And  another  said,  I  have  married  a 

21  wife,  and  therefore  I  cannot  come.  And  the  servant 
came,  and  told  his  lord  these  things.  Then  the  master 
of  the  house  being  angry  said  to  his  servant,  Go  out 
quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  bring 
in  hither  the  poor  ^  and  maimed  and  blind  and  lame. 

22  And  the  servant  said.  Lord,  what  thou  didst  command 

23  is  done,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
the  servant.  Go  out  Jnto  the  highways  and  hedges,  and 
constrain  them  to  come  in,  that  my  house  may  &  filled. 

24  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  none  of  those  men  which  were 
bidden  shall  taste  of  my  supper. 

25  Now  there  went  with  him  CTcat  multitudes:  and  he 

26  turned,  and  said  unto  them.  If  any  man  cometh  unto 
me,  andhatethnot  his  own  father,  and  mother,  and  wife, 
and  children,  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  yea,  and  his 

27  own  life  also,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple.  Whosoever 
doth  not  bear  his  own  cross,  ana  come  after  me,  cannot 

28  be  my  disciple.  For  which  of  you,  desiring  to  build  a 
tower,   doth  not  first  sit  down  and  count  the  cost, 

29  whether  he  have  wherewith  to  complete  it?  Lest  haply, 
when  he  hath  laid  a  foundation,  and  is  not  able  to  finish, 

80  all  that  behold  begin  to  mock  him,  saying.  This  man 

31  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able  to  finish.  Or  what 
king,  as  he  goeth  to  encounter  another  king  in  war,  will 
not  sit  down  first  and  take  counsel  whether  he  is  able 
with  ten  thousand  to  meet  him  that  cometh  against  him 

32  with  twenty  thousand?  Or  else,  while  the  other  is  yet 
a  great  way  off,  he  sendeth  an  ambassage,  and  asketh 

33  conditions  of  peace.  So  therefore  whosoever  he  be  of 
you  that  renounceth  not  all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be 
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heard  these  things,  he  said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  he  that 
shall  eat  bread  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

16  Then  said  he  unto  him,  A  certain  man  made  a  great 
supper,  and  bade  many : 

17  And  sent  his  servant  at  supper  time  to  say  to  them  that 
were  bidden,  Come;  for  all  things  are  now  ready. 

18  And  they  all  with  one  consent  began  to  make  excuse. 
The  first  said  unto  him,  I  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground, 
and  I  must  needs  go  and  see  it :  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused. 

19  And  another  said,  I  have  bought  five  yoke  of  oxen, 
and  I  go  to  prove  them :  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused. 

20  And  another  said,  I  have  married  a  wife,  and  there- 
fore I  cannot  come. 

21  So  that  servant  came,  and  shewed  his  lord  these  things. 
ThcA  the  master  of  the  house  being  angry  said  to  his  ser- 
vant. Go  out  quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city, 
and  bring  in  hither  the  poor,  and  the  maimed,  and  the  halt, 
and  the  blind. 

22  And  the  servant  said,  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  hast 
commanded,  and  yet  there  is  room, 

23  And  the  lord,  said  unto  the  servant.  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges,  and  compel  tJiem  to  come  in,  that  my 
house  may  be  filled. 

24  For  I  say  unto  you,  That  none  of  those  men  which 
were  bidden  shall  taste  of  my  supper. 

25  H  And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him:  and  he 
turned,  and  said  unto  them, 

26  If  any  man  come  to  me,  and  hate  not  his  father,  and 
mother,  and  wife,  and  children,  and  brethren,  and  sisters, 
yea,  and  his  own  life  also,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

27  And  whosoever  doth  not  bear  his  cross,  and  come 
after  me,  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

28  For  which  of  you,  intending  to  build  a  tower,  sitteth 
not  down  first,  ana  coimteth  the  cost,  whether  he  have 
sufficient  to  finish  itf 

29  Lest  haply,  after  he  hath  laid  the  foundation,  and  is 
not  able  to  finish  it,  all  that  behold  it  begin  to  mock  him, 

30  Saying,  This  man  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able  to 
finish. 

31  Or  what  king,  going  to  make  war  against  another 
king,  sitteth  not  down  first,  and  consulteth  whether  he  be 
able  with  ten  thousand  to  meet  him  that  cometh  against 
him  with  twenty  thousand? 

32  Or  else,  while  the  other  is  yet  a  great  way  off,  he 
sendeth  an  ambassage,  and  desireth  conditions  of  peace. 

33  So  likewise,  whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  forsaketh 
not  all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 
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34  my  disciple.  Salt  therefore  is  good:  but  if  even  the 
salt  have  lost  its  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  seasoned? 

36  It  is  fit  neither  for  the  land  nor  for  the  dunghill:  men 
cast  it  out.     He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 


15    Now  all  the  publicans  and  sinners  were  drawing  near 
2  unto  him  for  to  hear  him.     And  both  the  Pharisees  and 
the  scribes  miurmured,  saying,  This  man  receiveth  sin- 
Q  ners,  and  eateth  with  them. 

A  And  he  spake  unto  them  this  parable,  saying,  What 
man  of  you,  having  a  hundred  sheep,  and  having  lost 
one  of  them,  doth  not  leave  the  ninety  and  nine  m  the 
wilderness,  and  go  after  that  which  is  lost,  until  he  find 

5  it?    And  when  he  hath  found  it,  he  layeth  it  on  his 

6  shoulders,  rejoicing.  And  when  he  cometh  home,  he 
calleth  together  his  friends  and  his  neighbours,  saying 
unto  them,  Rejoice  with  me,  for  I  have  found  my  sheep 

7  which  was  lost.  I  say  unto  you,  that  even  so  there 
shall  be  joy  in  heaven  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth, 
mare  than  over  ninety  and  nine  righteous  persons,  which 
need  no  repentance. 

8  Or  what  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she 
lose  one  piece,  doth  not  light  a  lamp,  and  sweep  the 

9  house,  and  seek  diligently  until  she  find  it?  And  when 
she  hath  found  it,  she  calleth  together  her  friends  and 
neighbours,  saying,  Rejoice  with  me,  for  I  have  found 

10  the  piece  whicn  I  had  lost.     Even  so,  I  say  unto  you, 
there  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the  angels  of  God  over 
M^  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 

12  And  he  said,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons :  and  the 
younger  of  them  said  to  his  father.  Father,  give  me  the 
portion  of  thy  substantje- that  falleth  to  me.     And  he 

13  divided  unto  them  his  living.  AUd  not  many  days  after 
the  younger  son  gathered  all  together,  and  took  his 
journey  into  afar  country;  and  there  he  wasted  hissub- 

14  stance  with  riotous  living.  And  when  he  had  spent  all, 
there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that  country ;  and  he  be 

15  gan  to  be  in  want.  And  he  went  and  joined  himself  to 
one  of  the  citizens  of  that  country;  and  he  sent  him  into 

16  his  fields  to  feed  swine.  And  he  would  fain  have  been 
filled  with  the  husks  that  the  swine  did  eat:  and  no  man 

17  gave  unto  hun.     But  when  he  came  to  himself  he  said, 
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34  1[  Salt  w  good:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour, 
wherewith  shall  it  be  seasoned? 

35  It  is  neither  fit  for  the  land,  nor  yet  for  the  dunghill; 
but  men  cast  it  out.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 

CHAPTER  X\. 

1  The  parable  of  the  lost  sheep:  8  of  the  piece  of  silver:  11  of  th€ 
prodigal  son. 

THEN"  drew  near  unto  him  all  the  publicans  and  sin- 
ners for  to  hear  him. 

2  And  the  Pharisees  arid  scribes  murmured,  saying,  This 
man  receiveth  sinuers,  and  eateth  with  them. 

3  1[  And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  them,  saying, 

4  What  man  of  you,  having  an  hundred  sheep,  if  he  lose 
one  of  them,  doth  not  leave  the  ninety  and  nine  in  the 
wilderness,  and  go  after  that  which  is  lost,  until  he  find  it? 

5  And  when  he  hath  found  it,  he  layeth  it  on  his  slioul- 
ders,  rejoicing. 

6  And  when  he  cometh  home,  he  calleth  together  Jiis 
friends  and  neighbours,  saying  unto  them.  Rejoice  with 
me;  for  I  have  found  my  sheep  which  was  lost. 

7  I  say  unto  you,  that  likewise  joy  shall  be  in  heaven 
ovep  one  sinner  that  repenteth,  more  than  over  ninety  and 
nine  just  persons,  which  need  no  repentance. 

8  if  Either  what  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if 
she  lose  one  piece,  doth  not  light  a  candle,  and  sweep  the 
house,  and  seek  diligently  till  she  find  it? 

9  And  when  she  hath  found  it,  she  calleth  Tier  friends 
and  Tier  neighbours  together,  saying.  Rejoice  with  me;  for 
I  have  found  the  piece  which  I  had  lost. 

10  Likewise,  I  say  unto  you,  there  is  joy  in  the  presence 
of  the  angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 

11  1[  And  he  said,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons: 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  Tiis  father.  Father, 

five  me  the  portion  of  ^oods  that  falleth  to  me.    And  he 
ivided  unto  them  Tiis  living. 

13  And  not  many  da^s  after  the  younger  son  gathered 
all  together,  and  took  his  journey  into  a  far  country,  and 
there  wasted  his  substance  with  riotous  living. 

14  And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  mighty 
famine  in  that  land ;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want. 

15  And  he  went  and  joined  himself  to  a  citizen  of  that 
country;  and  he  sent  him  into  his  fields  to  feed  swine. 

16  And  he  would  fain  have  filled  his  belly  with  the  husks 
that  the  swine  did  eat :  and  no  man  gave  unto  him. 

17  And  when  he  came  to  himself,  he  said,  How  many 
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How  many  hired  servants  of  my  father's  have  bread 

18  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  here  with  hunger!  I 
will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him, 
Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  in  thy  sight: 

19  I  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son :  make  me  as 

20  one  of  thy  hired  servants.  And  he  «rose,  and  came 
to  his  father.  But  while  he  was  yet  afar  off,  his  fattier 
saw  him,  and  was  moved  with  compassion,  and  ran, 

21  and  fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him.  And  the  son 
said  unto  him.  Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven, 
and  in  thy  sight:  I  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called 

22  thy  son.  But  the  father  said  to  his  servants,  Bring 
forth  quickly  the  best  robe,  and  put  it  on  bim;  and 

23  put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and  shoes  on  his  feet:  and 
bring  the  fatted  calf,  and  kill  it,  and  let  us  eat,  and 

24  make  merry:  for  this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is  alive 
again;  he  was  lost,  and  is  found.    And  they  began  to 

25  be  merry.  Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field:  and 
as  he  came  and  drew   nigh  to  the  house,   he  heard 

26  music  and  dancing.  And  he  called  to  him  one  of  the 
servants,  and  inquired   what   these  things  might  be. 

27  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thy  brother  is  come ;  and  thy 
father  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf,  because  he  hath  re- 

28  ceived  him  safe  and  sound.  But  he  was  angry,  ^nd 
would  not  go  in :  and  his  father  eame  out.  and  intreated 

29  him.  But  he  answered  and  said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these 
many  years  do  I  serve  thee,  and  I  nevet*  transgressed  a 
commandment  of  thine :  and  yet  thou  never  gavest  me  a 

30  kid,  that  I  might  make  merry  with  my  friends:  but 
when  this  thy  son  came,  which  hath  devoured  thy  liv- 
ing with  harlots,  thou  killedst  for  him  the  fatted  calf. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him.  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and 
82  all  that  is  mine  is  thine.     But  it  was  meet  to  make  merry 

and  be  glad :  for  this  thy  brother  was  dead,  and  is  alive 
Ojgain;  and  w(m  lost,  and  is  found. 


16    And  he  said  also  unto  the  disciples,  Tliere  was  a  cer- 
tain rich  man,  which  had  a  steward;  and  the  same  was 
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hired  servants  of  my  father's  have  bread  enough  and  to 
spare,  and  I  perish  with  hunger! 

18  I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto 
him,  Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  thee, 

19  And  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son:  make 
me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants. 

20  And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.  But  when  he 
was  yet  a  great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him,  and  had  com- 
passion, and  ran,  and  fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him. 

-21  And  the  son  said  unto  him,  Father,  I  have  sinned 
against  heaven,  and  in  thy  sight,  and  am  no  more  worthy 
to  be  called  thy  son. 

22  But  the  father  said  to  his  servants.  Bring  forth  the 
best  robe,  and  put  it  on  him ;  and  put  a  ring  on  his  hand, 
and  shoes  on  his  feet : 

23  And  bring  hither  the  fatted  calf,  and  kiU  it;  and  let 
us  eat,  and  be  merry : 

24  For  this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again;  he  was 
lost,  and  is  foitad.     And  they  began  to  be  meriy. 

25  Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field :  and  as  he  came 
and  drew  nigh  to  the  house,  he  heard  musick  and  dancing. 

26  And  he  called  one  of  the  servants,  and  asked  what 
these  things  meant. 

27  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thy  brother  is  come;  and  thy 
father  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf,  because  he  hath  received 
him  safe  and  sound. 

28  And  he  was  angry,  and  would  not  go  in :  therefore  came 
his  father  out,  and  intreated  him. 

29  And  he  answering  said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these  many 
years  do  I  serve  thee,  neither  transgressed  I  at  any  time  thy 
commandment:  and  yet  thou  never  gavest  me  a  kid,  that  I 
might  make  merry  with  my  friends; 

30  But  as  soon  as  this  thy  son  was  come,  which  hath 
devoured  thy  living  with  harlots,  thou  hast  killed  for  him 
the  fatted  calf. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him.  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and 
all  that  I  have  is  thine. 

32  It  was  meet  that  we  should  make  merry,  and  be  glad : 
this  thy  brfjllier  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again ;  and  was 

and  its  fau iiU. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

I  Tkmpttmhle  of  fhv  unjust  steward.    t4  Christ  reproveth  the  hypo- 
f*riM  of  tht.'.  i'tirf't<'tiA  Pharisees.    19  The  rich  glutton,  and  Lazarus 

\    ^Vi  htf  a;ud  also  unto  his  disciples,  There  was  a  cer- 

rich  Miiin,  which  had  a  steward;  and  the  same 

gjo  him  that  h«  had  wasted  his  goods. 
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8  accused  unto  him  that  he  was  wasting  his  goods.  And 
he  called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  What  is  this  that 
I  hear  of  thee?  render  the  account  of  thy  stewardship; 

3  for  thou  canst  be  no  longer  steward.  And  the  steward 
said  within  himself,  What  shall  I  do.  seeing  that 
my  lord  taketh  away   the  stewardship  from  me?     I 

4  have  not  strength  to  dig;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I 
am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of 
the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their  houses. 

5  And  calling  to  him  each  one  of  his  lord's  debtors,  he- 
said  to  the  first,  How  much  owest  thou  unto  mv  lord? 

6  And  he  said,  A  hundred  measures  of  oiL  And  he 
said  unto  him.  Take  thy  bond,  and  sit  down  quickly 

7  and  write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another,  And  how 
much  owest  thou?  And  he  said,  A  hundred  measures 
of  wheat.     He  saith  unto  him,  Take  thy  bond,  and 

8  write  fourscore.  And  his  lord  commended  the  imright- 
eous  steward  because  he  had  done  wisely:  for  the  sons 
of  this  world  are  for  their  own  generation  wiser  than 

9  the  sons  of  the  light.  And  I  say  unto  you.  Make  to 
yourselves  friends  by  means  of  the  mammon  of  unright- 
eousness; that,  when  it  shall  fail,  they  may  receive  you 

10  into  the  eternal  tabernacles.  He  that  is  faithful  in  a 
very  little  is  faitbiul  also  in  much:  and  he  that  is  un- 
righteous in  a  very  little  is  unrighteous  also  in  much. 

11  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unrighteoug 
mammon,  who  will  commit  to  your  trust  the  true  iHches? 

12  And  if  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is  an- 
18  other's,  who  will  give  you  that  which  is  your  own?  No 

servant  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either  he  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  one, 
and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mam- 
mon. 

14  And  the  Pharisees,  who  were  lovers  of  money,  heard 

15  all  these  things;  and  they  scoffed  at  him.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  Ye  are  they  that  justify  yourselves  in  the 
sight  of  men;  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts:  for  that 
which  is  exalted  among  men  is  an  abomination  in  the 

16  sight  of  God.  The  law  and  the  prophets  were  until 
John:  from  that  time  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  preached,  and  every  man  entereth  violently  into  it. 

17  But  it  is  easier  for  heaven  and  earth  to  pass  away,  than 

18  for  one  tittle  of  the  law  to  fall.  Every  one  that  putteth 
away  his  wife,  and  marrieth  another,  committeth  adul- 
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2  And  he  called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How  is  it  that 
I  hear  this  of  thee?  give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship; 
for  thou  mayest  be  no  longer  steward. 

3  Then  the  steward  said  within  himself,  What  shall  I  do? 
for  my  lord  ta,keth  away  from  me  the  stewardship:  I  can- 
not dig;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed. 

4  I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of 
the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their  houses. 

6  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  ujito  him, 
and  said  unto  the  first,  How  much  owest  thou  unto  my 
lord? 

6  And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he 
said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and 
write  fifty. 

7  Then  said  he  to  another.  And  how  much  owest  thou? 
And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore. 

8  And  the  lord  commended  the  unjust  steward,  because 
he  had  done  wisely:  for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in 
their  generation  wiser  than  the  children  of  light. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness;  that,  when  ye  fail,  ihey  may 
i-eceive  you  into  everlasting  habitations. 

10  He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least  is  faithful 
also  ia  much:  and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the  least  is  unjust 
also  in  much. 

11  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unright- 
eous mammon,  who  will  commit  to  your  trust  the  true 

12  And  if  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is 
another  man's,  who  shall  give  you  that  which  is  your  own? 

13  T^  No  servant  can  serve  twp  masters-  for  either  he 
will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to 
the  one,  and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and 
mammon. 

14  And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard  all 
these  things:  and  they  derided  him. 

15  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  they  which  justify 
yoiiri^olvcs  before  men.  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts:  for 
lh:it  which  ia  lji£:!ily  esteemed  among  men  is  abomination 
in  1  he  sight  of  God, 

16  The  law  and  ihe  prophets  «?«r«  until  John:  since  that 
f  ime  the  kiugdom  of  God  is  preached,"  and  every  man  press- 
eth  into  it. 

17  And  it  is  eaj*ier  for  heaven  and  earth  to  pass,  than  one 
titrjeof  thelawtofni], 

fS  Whosoever   putteth   away  his  wife,   and   marrieth 
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tery :  and  ke  that  marricth  one  that  is  put  away  from  a 
husband  committeth  adultery. 

19  Now  there  was  a  certain  rich  man,  and  be  was  clothed 
in  purple  and  fine  linen,  faring  sumptuously  every  day: 

20  ana  a  certain  beggar  named  Lazarus  was  laid  at  his  gate, 

21  full  of  sores,  andaesiring  to  be  fed  with  thecrumbg  that 
fell  from  the  rich  man's  table;  yea,  even  the  dogs  came 

22  and  licked  his  sores.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beg- 
^r  died,  and  that  he  was  carried  away  by  the  angels 
into  Abraham's  bosom :  and  the  rich  man  also  died,  and 

23  was  buried.  And  in  Hades  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being 
in  torments,  and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus 

24  in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham, 
have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip 
the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue;  for  I 

25  am  in  anguish  in  this  flame.  But  Abraham  said.  Son, 
remember  that  thou  in  thy  lifetime  receivedst  thy  good 
things,  and  Lazarus  in  like  manner  evil  things:  but  now 

26  here  he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  in  anguish.  And  be- 
side all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf 
fixed,  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you 
may  not  be  able,  and  that  none  may  cross  over  from 

27  thence  to  us.  And  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  fath- 
er, that  thou  wouldest  send  him  to  my  father's  house; 

28  for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that  he  may  testify  unto  them, 

29  lest  they  also  come  into  this  place  of  torment  But 
Abraham  saith.  They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets;  let 

90  them  hear  them.  And  he  said.  Nay,  father  Abraham: 
but  if  one  go  to  them  from  the  dead,  they  will  repent. 

81  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the 
prophets,  neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  if  one  riaa 
from  the  dead. 


17  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  It  is  impossible  but 
that  occasions  of  stumbling  should  come:  but  woe  unto 

2  him,  through  whom  they  come  I  It  were  well  for  Lira 
if  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he  were 
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another,  committetli  Adultery:  and  whosoever  marrieth  her 
that  is  put  awaf  from  A^hushaad  committeth  adultery. 

1%  IT  There  w«*«-certaia  rich  nixn,  which  was  clothed 
In  purple  and  nne  linen,  and  fared  sumptuously  GYery  (|ay : 

20  And  there  was  a  certain  heggar  named  Lazarufli,  which 
was  laid  at  his  ^te.  full  of  sores, 

21  And  desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell 
from  the  rich  man^s  table:  moreorer  the  dogs  came  and 
licked  his  Bores. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  b^gar  died,  and  was 
carried  by  the  angels  into  Abraham's  b<^iom:  the  rich  man 
also  died,  and  was  burled; 

23  And  in  hell  he  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments, 
and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  In  his  bosom. 

24  And  he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  merc^ 
OH  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  tho  tip  of  his 
finger  in  water^  and  cool  my  tongue;  for  I  am  tormented  in 
this  flame. 

25  But  Abraham  said.  Son,  Tcmeml)er  that  thoa  in  thy 
lifetime  receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus 
evil  things:  but  now  he  is  comforted^  and  thou  art  tor- 
mented. 

26  And  beside  all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a 
great  gulf  fixed:  so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence 
to  you  cannot;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  tooiUd  com 
from  thence. 

27  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that  thou 
wouldest  send  him  to  my  father's  house: 

28  For  I  have  five  brethren;  that  he  may  testify  unto 
them,  lest  they  also  come  into  this  place  of  torment. 

29  Abraham  saith  unto  him.  They  have  Moses  and  the 
prophets;  let  tliem  hear  them. 

30  And  he  said,  Nay,  father  Abraham:  but  if  one  went 
unto  them  from  the  dead,  they  will  repent. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the 
prophets,  neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one  rose 
from  the  dead. 

CHAPTER  XVIL 

1  Christ  teacheth  to  avoid  occaHam  of  offence^  8  One  to  forgive 
another.  6  The  power  of  faith.  7  Bow  we  are  bound  to  God^  and 
not  hetotts.  11  He  healeth  ten  lepers.  22  Of  the  kingdom  of  Ocd, 
and  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man. 

THEN  said  he  unto  the  disciples,  It  is  impossible  but 
that  offences  will  come:  but  woe  unto  him,  through 
whom  they  come! 

2  It  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged 
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thrown  into  the  sea,  rather  than  that  he  should  cause 
8  one  of  these  little  ones  to  stumble.    Take  heed  to  your- 
selves: if  thy  brother  sin,  rebuke  him;  and  if  he  repent, 

4  forgive  him.  And  if  he  sin  against  thee  seven  times  in 
the  day,  and  seven  times  turn  again  to  thee,  saying,  I 
repent;  thou  shalt  forgive  him. 

5  And  the  apostles  said  unto  the  Lord,  Increase  our 

6  faith.  And  the  Lord  said.  If  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of 
mustard  seed,  ye  would  say  unto  this  sycamine  tree.  Be 
thou  rooted  up,  and  be  tliou  planted  in  the  sea;  and  it 

7  would  have  obeyed  you.  But  who  is  there  of  you,  hav- 
ing a  servant  plowing  or  keeping  sheep,  that  will  say 
unto  him,  when  he  is  come  in  from  the  field,  Come 

8  straightway  and  sit  down  to  meat;  and  will  not  rather 
say  unto  him.  Make  ready  wherewith  I  may  sup,  and 
gird  thyself,  and  serve  me,  till  I  have  eaten  and 
drunken;    and  afterward  thou  shalt   eat  and  drink? 

9  Doth  he  thank  the  servant  because  he  did  the  things 

10  that  were  eoramahded?  Even  so  ye  also,  when  ye  shall 
have  done  all  the  things  that  are  commanded  you,  say, 
We  are  unprofitable  servants;  we  have  done  that  which 
it  was  our  duty  to  do. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  on  the  way  to 
Jerusalem,  that  he  was  passing  through  the  midst  of 

12  Samaria  and  Galilee.  And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain 
village,  there  met  him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which 

18  stood  afar  off:  and  tliey  lifted  up  their  voices,  saying, 

14  Jesus,  Master,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw 
them,  he  said  unto  them.  Go  and  shew  yourselves  unto 
the  priests.     And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  went,  they 

15  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when  he  saw  that  he 
was  healed,  turned  back,  with  a  loud  voice  glorifying 

16  God ;  and  he  fell  upon  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him 

17  thanks :  and  he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Jesus  answering 
said.  Were  not  the  ten  cleansed?   but  where  are  the 

18  nine?    Were  there  none  found  that  returned  to  give 

19  glory  to  God,  save  this  stranger?  And  he  said  imto 
him,  Arise,  and  go  thy  way:  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole. 

20  And  being  asked  by  the  Pharisees,  when  the  kingdom 
of  God  Cometh,  he  answered  them  and  said,  The  king- 
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about  his  neck,  and  he  cast  into  the  sea,  than  that  he 
should  offend  one  of  these  little  ones. 

3  \  Take  heed  to  yourselves:  If  thy  brother  trespass 
against  thee,  rebuke  him;  and  if  he  repent,  forgive  him. 

4  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  seven  times  in  a  day, 
and  seven  times  in  a  day  turn  again  to  thee,  saying,  I 
repent ;  thou  shalt  forgive  him. 

5  And  the  apostles  said  unto  the  Lord,  Increase  our 
faith. 

6  And  the  Lord  said,  If  ye  liad  faith  as  a  grain  of  mus- 
tard seed,  ye  might  say  unto  this  sycamine  tree.  Be  thou 
plucked  up  by  the  root,  and  be  thou  planted  in  the  sea;  and 
it  should  obey  you. 

7  But  which  of  you,  having  a  servant  plowing  or  feed- 
ing cattle,  will  say  unto  him  by  and  by,  when  he  is  come 
from  the  field.  Go  and  sit  down  to  meat? 

8  And  will  not  rather  sav  unto  him,  Make  ready  where 
\vith  I  may  sup,  and  gird  thyself,  and  serve  me,  till  I  have 

eaten  and  drunken;  and  afterward  tiiou  shalt  eat  and 
drink? 

9  Both  he  thank  that  servant  because  he  did  the  things 
that  were  cornmanded  him?    I  trow  not. 

•  10  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall  have  done  all  those 
things  which  are  commanded  you,  say.  We  are  unprofit- 
able servants:  weliave  done  that  which  was  our  duty  to 
do. 

11  •f  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  to  Jerusalem,  that 
he  passed  through  tlie  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee. 

12  And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain  village,  there  met 
him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which  stood  afar  off: 

13  And  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Mas- 
ter, havj?  mpnytjn  us. 

14  And  wliuu  lie  stiw  tJienif  he  said  unto  them.  Go  shew 
jouraeWes  unto  tliti  priests.  And  it  came  to  piiss,  that,  as 
they  want,  thLV  m ere  cleansed. 

15  Auil  one  of  Ihura,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  healed, 
tunuid  back,  mid  with  a  loud  voice  glorified  God, 

10  And  fill  down  on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him 
thanks:  and  he  waa  a  Samaritan. 

17  Anil  Jusns  answering  said.  Were  there  not  ten 
cleansed?  but  where  are  the  nine? 

18  There  aro  t>ut  found  that  returned  to  give  glory  to 
God,  savG  this  stranger. 

10  And  lie  salt!  unto  him,  Arise,  go  thy  way:  thy  faith 
tmth  made  thee  whole. 

^0  7[  And  when  he  was  demanded  of  the  Pharisees, 
when  the  kingdom  of  God  slwuld  come,  he  answered  them 
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^1  dom  of  Ck)d  Cometh  not  with  ohservation :  neither  shall 
they  say,  Lo,  herel  or,  There!  for  lo,  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  within  you. 

22  And  he  said  unto  the  disciph  s,  The  days  Will  come, 
when  ye  shall  desire  to  see  one  of  tlie  days  of  the  Son 

23  of  man,  and  ye  sliall  not  see  it.  And  they  shall  say  to 
you,   Lo,    tliere!     Lo,  here!  go  not  away,  nor  follow 

24  after  them:  for  as  the  lightning,  when  it  lightcneth 
out  of  tlie  one  part  under  the  heaven,  shineth  unto  the 
other  part  under  heaven ;  so  shall  the  Son  of  man  be 

25  in  his  day.     But  first  must  he  suffer  many  things  and 

26  be  rejected  of  this  generation.  And  as  it  cnme  to  pass 
in  the  days  of  Noah,  even  so  shall  it  be  also  in  the  days 

27  of  the  Son  of  man.  They  ate,  they  drank,  they 
married,  they  were  given  in  marriage/  until  the  day 
that  Noah  entered  into  the  ark,  and  the  flood  came, 

28  and  destroyed  them  all.  Likewise  even  as  it  came  to 
pass  in  the  days  of  Lot;   they  ate,  they  drank,  they 

29  bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they  builded ;  but  in 
the  day  that  Lot  went  out  from  Sodom  it  rained  fire 
and  brimstone  from  heaven,  and  destroyed  them  all: 

80  after  the  same  manner  shall  it  be  in  the  day  that  the 

31  Son  of  man  is  revealed.     In  that  day,  he  which  shall 

be  on  the  housetop,  and  his  goods  in  the  house,  let  him 

not  go  down  to  take  them  away:  and  let  him  that  is  in 

82  the  field  likewise  not  return  back.     Remember  Lot's 

83  wife.  Whosoever  shall  seek  to  gain  his  life  shall  lose 
it:  but  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  shall  preserve  it. 

84  I  say  unto  you.  In  that  night  there  shall  be  two  men  on 
one  bed ;  the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  shall  be 

85  left.     There  shall  be  two  women  grinding  together; 
37  the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  shall  be  left.   And 

they  answering  say  unto  him,  Where,  Lord?  And  he 
said  unto  them.  Where  the  body  m,  thither  will  the 
eagles  also  be  gathered  together.  ^ 
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and  said,  The  kingdom  of  God  cometh  not  with  observa- 
tion: 

21  Neither  shall  they  say,  Lo  here!  or,  lo  there!  for, 
behold,  the  kiugdom  of  God  is  within  you. 

22  And  he  said  unto  the  disciples.  The  days  will  come, 
when  ye  shall  desire  to  see  one  of  the  days  of  the  Son  of 
man,  and  ye  shall  not  see  it. 

23  And  they  shall  say  to  you,  See  here;  or,  see  there:  go 
not  after  tliemy  nor  follow  them. 

24  For  as  the  lightning,  that  lighteneth  out  of  the  one 
part  under  heaven,  shinelh  unto  the  other  pa/i^t  under 
heaven ;  so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  be  in  his  day. 

25  But  first  must  he  suffer  many  thingSi  and  be  rejected  *^ 
of  this  generation. 

26  And  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noe,  so  shall  it  be  also 
in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man. 

27  They  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  married  wives,  they 
were  given  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into 
the  ark,  and  the  flood  came,  and  destroyed  them  all. 

28  Likewise  also  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot;  they  did 
eat,  they  drank,  they  bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they 
builded ; 

29  But  the  same  day  that  Lot  went  out  of  Sodom  it 
rained  fire  and  brimstone  from  heaven,  and  destroyed  them 
all. 

30  Even  thus  shall  it  be  in  the  day  when  the  Son  of  man 
is  revealed. 

31  In  that  day,  he  which  shall  be  upon  the  housetop,  and 
his  stuff  in  the  house,  let  him  not  come  down  to  take  it 
away:  and  he  that  is  in  the  field,  let  him  likewise  not  re- 
turn baclL 

32  Remember  Lot's  wife. 

33  Whosoever  shall  seek  to  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and    \ 

whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  shall  preserve  it. 

34  I  tell  you,  in  that  night  there  shall  be  two  inen  in 
cne  bed;  the  oue  hi\\\\\  be  taken,  and  the  other  shall  be 
left. 

35  Two  y^&men  Bliall  be  grinding  together;  the  one  shall 
l>c  taken,  and  the  other  left. 

M  Two  nun  sbwll  bo  in  the  field;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
'  and  the  other  left. 

37  And  thev  uu&worcd  and  said  unto  him,  Where,  Lord?  I 
And  he  said  iinto  them,  Wheresoever  the  bodyw,  thither 
will  the  eaglea  be  gaiLered  together.  .: 
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1 8    And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them  to  the  end  that  they 

3  ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint;,  saying,  There 

was  in  a  city  a  judge,  which  feared  not  God,  and  re- 

3  garded  not  man:  and  there  was  a  widow  in  that  city; 
and  she  came  oft  unto  him,  saying.  Avenge  me  of  mine 

4  adversary.  And  he  would  not  for  a  while;  but  after- 
ward he  said  within  himself.  Though  I  fear  not  God, 

5  nor  regard  man;  yet  because  this  widow  troubleth  me, 
I  will  avenge  her,  lest  she  wear  me  out  by  her  continual 

6  coming.    And  the  Lord  said,  Hear  what  the  unright- 

7  eous  judge  saith.  And  shall  not  God  avenge  his  elect, 
which  cry  to  him  day  and  night,  and  he  is  longsuffer- 

8  ing  over  them?  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  will  avenge 
them  speedily.  Howbeit  when  the  Son  of  man  cometh, 
shall  he  find  faith  on  the  earth? 

9  And  he  spake  also  this  parable  unto  certain  which 
trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  set 

10  all  others  at  nought:  Two  men  went  up  into  the  temple 
to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  publican. 

11  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself,  Gk)d, 
I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  the  rest  of  men,  extor- 
tioners, unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  publican. 

12  I  fast  twice  in  the  week;  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  get. 

13  But  the  publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  up 
so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  his  breast, 

14  saying,  God,  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.  I  sa}*^  unto 
you.  Tills  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather 
than  the  other:  for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself 
shall  be  humbled;  but  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall 
be  exalted. 

15  And  they  brought  unto  him  also  their  babes,  that  he 
should  touch  them:  but  when  the  disciples  saw  it,  they 

IS  rebuked  them.  But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  saying, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid 

17  them  not*  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily 
I  say  imto  you.  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  king- 
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CHAPTER  XVIII. 

"3  Of  the  importunate  widow.  9  Of  the  Phariiee  and  the  publican, 
15  Children  broitght  to  Christ.  18  A  ruler  that  would  follow 
CJirist^  but  is  hindered  by  his  riches.  28  The  reward  of  them  that 
leave  all  for  his  sake.  31  He  foresheweth  his  death,  35  and 
restoreth  a  blind  man  to  his  sight. 

ND  he  spake  a  parable  unto  tlicra  to  this  end,  that  men 
ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint  j 
,  2  Saying,  There  was  in  a  city  a  judge,  which  feared  not 
God,  neither  regarded  ninn : 

3  And  there  was  a  widow  in  that  city;  and  she  came 
unto  him,  saying,  Avenge  me  of  mine  adversary. 

4  And  he  would  not  for  a  while:  but  afterward  he  said 
within  himself,  Though  I  fear  not  God,  nor  regard  man; 

5  Yet  because  this  widow  troubleth  me,  I  will  avenge 
her,  lest  by  her  continual  coming  she  weary  me. 

6  And  the  Lord  said,  Heai*  what  the  unjust  judge  saith. 

7  And  shall  not  God  avenge  his  own  elect,  which  cry  day 
and  night  unto  him,  though  he  bear  long  with  them? 

8  I  tell  you  that  he  will  avenge  them  speedily.  Never- 
theless when  the  Son  of  man  cometh,  shall  he  find  faith  on 
the  earth  ? 

9  And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which  trusted 
in  themselves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  despised 
others : 

10  Two  men  went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray;  the  one  a 
Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  publican. 

11  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  hiniself, 
God,  I  thank  thee,  that  T  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extor- 
tioners, unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  publican. 

13  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  pos- 
sess. 

13  AikI  t\\ii  publir-ruj,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  up 
so  much  im  Iiitf  ej'ta  uulo  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast, 
aayiu^,  Gud  be  nu'iciltil  to  me  a  sinner. 

14  1  tell  you,  Ibis  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified 
rfttAarthtm  ihv  otlior:  for  everyone  that  exalteth  himself 
fihrtll  b;^  abasotl;  tim]  he  that  humblelh  himself  shall  be  ex- 
alted. 

15  And  tlitT  brought  unto  him  also  infants,  that  he 
ivoiild  touch  tW-m '.  but  when  his  disciples  saw  it,  they  re- 
buke jI  Uiem. 

16  Bfcit  Jt^ijus  cfvllinl  tliem  unto  him,  and  said.  Suffer  little 
chlldreit  to  couiu  uiitu  me,  and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such 

tls  the  kingilnm  of  GolI. 

17  Vi  itlv  I  suy  \\n\Q  you.  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
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dom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  in  no  wise  enter 
therein. 

18  And  a  certain  ruler  asked  him,  saying,  Good  Master, 

19  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good?  none  is  good, 

20  save  one,  even  God.  Thou  knowest  the  command- 
ments. Do  not  commit  adultery.  Do  not  kill,  Do  not 
steal.  Do  not  bear  false  witness.  Honour  thy  father  and 

21  mother.     And  he  said,  All  these  things  have  I  observed 
23  from  my  youth  up.    And  when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  said 

uulo  him.  One  thmg  thou  lackest  yet:  sell  all  that  thou 
hast,  and  distribute  unto  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have 

23  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come,  follow  me.  But  when 
he  heard  these  things,  he  became  exceeding  sorrow- 

24  f ul ;  for  he  was  very  rich.  And  Jesus  seeing  him  said, 
How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the 

25  kingdom  of  God!  For  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  enter 
in  through  a  needle's  eye,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter 

26  into  the  kingdom  of  God.     And  they  that  heard  it  Faid, 

27  Then  who  can  be  saved?  But  he  said,  The  things 
which  are  impossible  with  men  are  possible  with  God. 

28  And  Peter  said,  Lo,  we  have  left  our  own,  and  followed 

29  thee.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
There  is  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  wife,  or 
brethren,  or  parents,  or  children,  for  the  kingdom  of 

30  God's  sake,  who  shall  not  receive  manifold  more  in  this 
time,  and  in  the  world  to  come  eternal  life. 

31  And  he  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said  \mto 
them.  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  the  things 
that  are  written  by  the  prophets  shall  be  accomplished 

32  unto  the  Son  of  man.  For  he  shall  be  delivered  up 
unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and  shamefully 

33  entreated,  and  spit  upon:  and  they  shall  scourge  and 

34  kill  him:  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  aeain.  And 
they  understood  none  of  these  things;  and  mis  saying 
was  hid  from  them,  and  they  perceived  not  the  things 
that  were  said. 

35  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  drew  nigh  unto  Jericho, 

36  a  certain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way  side  begging:  and 
hearing  a  multitude  going  by,  he  inquired  what  this 
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Die  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child  shall  in  no  wise  enter 
therein. 

18  And  a  certain  iiiler  asked  him,  saying.  Good  Master, 
what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good? 
none  is  good,  save  one,  thut  is,  God. 

20  Thou  knowest  the  commandments,  Bo  not  commit 
ndiiUery,  Do  not  kill,  Do  not  steal,  Do  not  bear  false  wit- 
ness, Honor  thj^  father  and  thy  mother. 

21  And  he  said.  All  these  have  I  kept  from  my  youth  up. 

22  Now  when  Jesus  heard  these  things,  he  said  unto  him. 
Yet  lackest  thou  one  thing:  sell  all  that  thou  hast,  and  dis- 
tribute unto  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in 
heaven :  and  come,  follow  me. 

28  And  when  he  heard  this,  he  was  very  sorrowful :  for 
he  was  very  rich. 

24  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  was  very  sorrowful,  he 
said,  How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God! 

25  For  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  a  needle's 
eye,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

26  And  they  that  heard  it  said,  Who  then  can  be  saved? 

27  And  he  said,  the  things  which  aie  impossible  with 
men  are  possible  with  God. 

28  Then  Peter  said,  Lo,  w^e  have  left  all,  and  followed 
thee. 

29  And  he  said  unto  them.  Verily  1  say  unto  you,  There 
is  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  parents,  or  brethren,  or 
wife,  or  children,  for  the  kingdom  of  God's  sake, 

30  Who  shall  not  receive  manifold  more  in  this  present 
,l!im?,  :i[id  \i\  tin;  woild  to  come  life  everlasting. 

^  31  *[  Tiitin  he  took  nuio  him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto 
them,  Bolialti,  wc  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that 
are  written  by  ibti  nroi.ihuLs  concerning  the  Son  of  man 
Bhall  Ih3  accomplished. 

Z%  For  he  slvall  iiu  deHvcrcd  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall 
be  mocked,  and  spitefully  c-utreated,  and  spitted  on: 

3B  Arid  they  shall  scourge  him,  and  put  him  to  death: 
Bnd  the  third  day  he  1*1  laU  v\m  again. 

34  And  they  undersluod  none  of  these  things:  and  this 
saying  was  hid  from  tUuiu,  neither  knew  they  the  things 
wliich  Wert  spoken. 

85  ^  And  U  eani:^  i<)  pjiss,  that  as  he  was  come  nigh  unto 
Jencboj  a  utrtaia  hliiid  man  h^at  by  the  way  side  begging- 

M  And  hoaxing  the  iiiultlLude  pass  by,  he  asked  what  it 
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37  moan  t.     And  they  told  himj  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
88  passeth  by.     And  he  cried,  saying,  Jesus,  thou  son  of 

39  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  th^-;  that  -went  before 
rebuked  him,  that  he  should  hold  his  peace:  but  ho 
cried  out  the  more  a  great  deal,  Thou  son  of  David, 

40  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood,  and  commanded 
him  to  be  brought  unto   him:  and  when  he  was  come 

41  near,  he  asked  him,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  should  do 
unto  thee  ?    And  he  said,   Lord,  that  I  may  receive  my  ' 

43  si^ht.     And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Receive  thy  sight:  thy 
43  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.     And  immediately  he  re- 
ceived his  sight,  and  followed  him,  glorifying  God:  and 
all  the  people,  when  they  saw  it,  gave  praise  unto  God.

10  much  as  he  also  is  a  son  of  Abraham.  For  the  Son  of 
man  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 

11  And  as  they  heard  these  things,  he  added  and  spake 
a  parable,  because  he  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  and  be- 
cause they  supposed  that  the   kingdom  of  God    was 
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37  And  they  told  him,  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth 

38  And  he  cried,  saying,  Jesus,  thou  son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me. 

39  And  they  which  went  before  rebuked  him,  that  he 
should  hold  his  peace:  but  he  cried  so  much  the  more, 
Thou  son  of  David,  have  merpy  on  me. 

40  And  Jesus  stood,  and  commanded  him  to  be  brouglit 
unto  him:  and  when  he  was  come  near,  he  asked  him, 

41  Saying,  Wliat  wilt  thou  that  I  sliall  do  unto  thee V  And 
he  said,  Lord,  tliat  I  may  receive  my  s\s\\i. 

42  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Keccive  tliy  sight:  thy 
faith  hath  saved  thee. 

43  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight,  and  followed 
him,  glorifying  God:  and  all  the  people,  when  tliey  saw  U^ 
gave  praise  unto  God. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

1  Of  ZacchmuB  a  publican.  11  The  ten  pieces  of  monep.  28  Christ 
rtdeth  into  Jerusalem  with  triumph:  4i  toeepeth  over  tti  45  drivetK 
the  buyers  and  sellers  out  of  the  temple:  47  teaching  daily  in  it. 
The  nuers  would  have  destroyed  hiniy  but  for  fear  of  the  people. 

AND  Jestis  entered  and  passed  through  Jerieho. 
2  And,  behold,  th^'e  wm  a  man  named  Zacchtcus, 
which  was  the  chief  amoni;  the  publicans,  and  he  was  rich. 

3  And  he  sought  to  see  iTesus  who  he  was;  and  could  not 
for  the  press,  because  he  was  little  of  stature. 

4  And  he  ran  before,  and  climbed  up  into  a  sycamore 
tree  to  see  him :  for  he  was  to  pass  that  wa^. 

5  And  when  Jesus  came  to  the  place,  he  looked  up,  and 
saw  hira,  and  said  unto  him,  Zacchaeus,  make  haste,  and 
come  down;  for  to  day  I  must  abide  at  thy  house. 

6  And  he  made  haste,  and  came  down,  and  received  him 
joyfully. 

7  And  when  they  saw  it,  they  all  murmured,  saying. 
That  he  was  gone  to  be  guest  witli  a  man  that  is  a  sinner. 

8  And  Zacchaeus  stood,  and  said  unto  the  Lord;  Behold, 
Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor;  and  if  I  have 
taken  any  thing  from  any  man  by  false  accusation,  I  restore 
him  fourfold. 

9  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  This  day  is  salvation  come 
to  this  house,  forsomuch  as  he  also  is  a  son  of  Abraham. 

10  For  the  Sou  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost. 

11  And  as  they  heard  these  things,  he  added  and  spake 
a  parable,  because  he  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  and  because 
tliey  thought  that  the  kingdom  of  God  should  immediately 
appear. 
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12  iramedklely  to  appear.  He  said  therefore,  A  certain 
noblenuiiiwent  into  a  far  couutrv,  to  receive  for  himself 

IS  a  kingdom,  and  to  return.  And  he  calkd  ten  servants 
of  his,  and  gave  them  ten  pounds,  and  said  unto  them, 

14  Trade  yeMrenntk  till  I  come.  But  his  citizens  hated 
him,  and  sent  an  ambassage  after  him,  saying.  We  will 

15  not  that  this  man  reign  over  us.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  he  was  come  back  again,  having  received  the 

^  kingdom,  that  he  commanded  these  servants,  unto 
whom  he  had  given  the  money,  to  be  called  to  him, 
that  he  mi^t  know  what  they  had  gained  by  trading. 

16  And  the  first  came  before  him,  saying,  Lord,  thy  pound 

17  hath  made  ten  pounds  more.  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Well  done,  thou  good  servant:  because  thou  wast  found 
faithful  in  a  very  little,  have  thou  authority  over  ten 

18  cities.    And  the   second  came,   saving,   Thy  pound, 

19  Lord,  hath  made  five  pounds.    And  he  said  unto  him 

20  also,  Be  thou  also  over  five  cities.  And  another  came, 
saying,  Lord,  behold,  Jiereis  thy  pound,  which  I  kept  laid 

21  up  in  a  napkin :  for  I  feared  thee,  because  thou  art  an 
austere  man :  thou  takest  up  that  thou  layedst  not  down, 

22  and  reapest  that  thou  didst  not  sow.  He  saith  unto  him. 
Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will  I  judge  thee,  thou  wicked 
servant.  Thou  knewest  that  I  am  an  austere  man,  tak- 
ing up  that  I  laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that  I  did  not 

23  sow;  then  wherefore  gavest  thou  not  jny  money  into  the 
bank,  and  I  at  my  coming  should  have  required  it  with 

24  interest?  And  he  said  unto  them  that  stood  by,  Take 
away  from  him  the  pound,  and  give  it  unto  him  that 

25  hath  the  ten  pounds.     Ar.d  they  said  unto  him,  Lord,  " 

26  he  hath  ten  pounds.  I  say  unto  you  that  unto  every  one 
that  hath  shall  be  given;  but  from  him  that  hath  not, 
even  that  which  he  hath  shall  be  taken  away  from  him. 

27  Howbeit  these  mine  enemies,  which  would  not  that  I 
should  reign  over  them,  bring  hither,  and  slay  them  be- 
fore me. 

28  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  went  on  before, 
going  up  to  Jerusalem. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  drew  nigh  unto  Beth- 
phage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  that  is  called  ihe 
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12  He  said  therefore,  A  certain  nobleman  went  into 
a  far  country  to  receive  for  himself  a  kingdom,  and  to 
return. 

13  And  he  called  his  ten  servants,  and  delivered  them 
ten  pounds,  and  said  unto  them.  Occupy  till  I  come. 

14  But  his  citizens  hated  him,  and  sent  a  message  after 
him,  saying.  We  will  not  have  this  man  to  reign  over  us. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  he  was  returned, 
having  received  the  kingdom,  then  he  commanded  these 
servants  to  be  called  unto  him,  to  whom  he  had  given  the 
money,  that  he  might  know  how  much  every  man  had 
gained  by  trading. 

16  Then  came  tlie  first,  saying,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath 
gained  ten  pounds. 

17  And  he  said  unto  him,  Well,  thou  good  servant: 
because  thou  hast  been  faithful  in  a  very  little,  have 
thou  authority  over  ten  cities. 

18  And  the  second  came,  saying,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath 
gained  five  pounds. 

19  And  he  said  likewise  to  him,  Be  thou  also  over  five 
cities. 

20  And  another  came,  saying.  Lord,  behold,  here  is  thy 
pound,  which  I  have  kept  laid  up  in  a  napkin: 

21  For  I  feared  thee,  because  thou  art  an  austere  man  - 
thou  takest  up  that  thou  layedst  not  down,  and  reapest 
that  thou  didst  not  sow. 

22  And  he  saith  unto  him.  Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will 
I  judge  thee,  thou  wicked  servant.  Thou  kuewest  that  I 
was  an  austere  man^  taking  up  that  I  laid  not  down,  and 
reaping  that  I  did  not  sow : 

23  Wherefore  then  gavest  not  thou  my  money  into  the 
bank,  that  at  my  coming  I  might  have  required  mine  own 
with  usury  ? 

24  And  he  said  unto  them  thiat  stood  by.  Take  from  him 
the  pound,  and  give  it  to  him  that  hath  ten  pounds. 

25  (And  they  said  unto  him,  Lord,  he  hath  ten  pounds.) 

26  For  I  say  unto  you,  That  unto  every  one  which  hath 
shall  be  given ;  and  from  him  that  hath  not,  even  that  he 
hath  shall  be  taken  away  from  him. 

27  But  those  mine  enemies,  which  would  not  that  I 
should  reign  over  them,  bring  hither,  and  slay  them  before 
me. 

28  1  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  went  before, 
ascending  up  to  Jerusalem. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  come  nigh  to  Beth- 
phage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  called  tlie  mount  of  Olives, 
he  sent  two  of  bis  disciples, 
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30  inouni  of  Olives,  he  sent  two  of  the  disciples,  saying, 
Go  your  way  into  the  villat^e  over  against  you;  in  the 
which  as  ye  enter  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied,  whereon  no 

31  man  ever  yet  sat:  loose  him,  and  bring  him.  And  if 
any  one  ask  you.  Why  do  ye  loose  liim?   thus  shall 

32  ye  say.  The  Lord  hath  need  of  him.  And  they 
that  were  sent  went  away,  and  found  even  as  he  hjvd 

33  said  unto  them.  And  as  they  were  loosing  the  colt, 
the  owners  thereof  said  unto  them,  Why  loose  ye  the 

34  colt?    And  they  said,   The  Lord  hath  need  of  him. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus:  and  they  threw  their 
30  garments  upon  the  colt,  and  set  Jesus  thereon.    And 

as  he  went,  they  spread  their  garments  in  the  way. 

37  And  as  he  was  now  drawing  nigh,  even  at  the  descent 
of  the  mount  of  Olives,  the  whole  multitude  of  the  dis- 
ciples began  to  rejoice  and  praise  God  with  a  loud  voice 

38  for  all  the  mighty  works  w^hich  they  had  seen;  saying, 
Blessed  is  the  King  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the 

89  Lord:  peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  highest.  And 
some  of  the  Pharisees  from  the  multitude  said  unto 

40  him.  Master,  rebuke  thy  disciples.  And  he  answered 
and  said,  I  tell  you  that,  if  these  shall  hold  their  peace, 
the  stones  will  cry  out 

41  And  when  he  drew  nigh,  he  saw  the  city  and  wept 

42  over  it,  saying,  If  thou  hadst  known  in  this  day,  even 
thou,  the  things  which  belong  unto  peace!  but  now  they 

43  are  hid  from  thine  eyes.  For  the  days  shall  come  upon 
thee,  when  thine  enemies  shall  cast  up  a  bank  about 
thee,  and  compass  thee  round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  everv 

44  side,  and  shall  dash  thee  to  the  ground,  and  thy  chil- 
dren within  thee;  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee  one 
stone  upon  another;  because  thou  knewest  not  the  time 
of  thy  visitation. 

45  And  he  entered  into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out 

46  them  that  sold,  saying  unto  them,  It  is  written,  And  my 
house  shall  be  a  house  of  prayer:  but  ye  have  made  it  a 
den  of  robbers. 

47  And  he  was  teaching  daily  in  the  temple.  But  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  principal  men  of 

48  the  people  sought  to  destroy  him:  and  they  could  not 
find  what  they  might  do;  for  the  people  all  hung  upon 
him,  listening. 
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30  Saying,  Go  ye  into  the  village  over  ai?ainst  pou;  in 
the  whicli  at  your  entering  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied,  where- 
on yet  never  man  sat-  loose  him,  and  bring  him  hWier. 

31  And  if  any  man  ask  you,  Why  do  vc  Xoo^^e  Jiimf  thus 
shall  ye  say  unto  him,  Because  the  Lorn  hath  need  of  him. 

32  And  they  that  were  sent  went  their  way,  aiKl  found 
even  as  he  had  said  unto  them. 

33  And  as  theywere  loosing  the  colt,  the  owners  thereof 
said  unto  them,  Why  loose  ye  the  colt? 

34  And  they  said.  The  Lord  hath  need  of  him. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus:  and  they  cast  their 
garments  upon  the  colt,  and  they  set  Jesus  thereon. 

36  And  as  he  went,  they  spreati  their  clothes  in  the  way, 

37  And  when  he  was  come  nigh,  even  now  at  the  descent 
of  the  mount  of  Olives,  the  whole  multitude  of  the  disci- 
ples began  to  rejoice  and  praise  God  with  a  loud  voice  for 
all  the  mighty  works  that  thejr  had  seen; 

38  Saying,  Blessed  be  the  King  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord :  peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  highest. 

39  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  from  among  tlie  multitude 
said  unto  him.  Master,  rebuke  thy  disciples. 

40  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  tell  you  that, 
if  these  should  hold  their  peace,  the  stones  would  immedi- 
ately cry  out 

41  1  And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city, 
and  wept  over  it, 

43  Saying,  If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in 
this  thy  day,  the  things  tohi4ih  belong  unto  thy  peace!  but 
now  they  are  hid  from  thine  eyes. 

43  For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies 
sliall  cast  a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee  round,  and 

kf><'["»  \\\v\'.  \\.\  ^m  rvrry  si  Ic. 

44  AihI  shall  iay  Ui<iu  ^.ven  with  the  ground,  and  thy  chil- 
dren witljiu  thet^:  find  Un?y  ahall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone 
ijp<m  another;  btictiuso  ihou  knewest  not  the  time  of  thy 
visitation, 

4*^  And  he  went  into  thf?  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out 
tUf^m  tUatSf^d  tlien:'tn,  and  them  that  bought; 

40  Siiyiug  mito  them.  It  is  written.  My  house  is  the 
house  of  prayer:  bni  xl'  liave  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

47  Ana  lie  tAusr-jit  daily  in  the  temple.-  But  the  chief 
|idc@is  and  the  scnbes  and  the  chief  of  the  people  sought 
to  destroy  him, 

48  And  could  not  find  what  they  might  do:  for  all  the 
people  were  very  attetitivii  to  hear  him. 
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20  And  it  came  to  pass,  on  one  of  the  days,  as  he  was 
teaching  the  people  in  the  temple,  and  preaching  the 
gospel,  there  came  upon  him  the  chief  priests  and  the 

2  scribes  with  the  ciders;  and  thejr  spake,  saying  unto 
him,  Tell  us:  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these 
things?  or  who  is  he  that  gave  thee  this  authority? 

3  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  also  will  ask 

4  yo'i  a  question ;  and  tell  me :  The  baptism  of  John,  was 

5  it  from  heaven,  or  from  men?  And  they  reasoned  with 
themselves,  saying.  If  we  shall  saj.  From  heaven ;  he 

6  will  say,  Why  did  ye  not  believe  him?  But  if  we  shall 
say.  From  men;  all  the  people  will  stone  us:  for  they 

7  be  persuaded  that  John  was  a  prophet.     And  they  an- 

8  swered,  that  they  knew  not  whence  it  was.  And  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I 
do  these  things. 

9  And  he  began  to  speak  unto  the  people  this  parable: 
A  man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  out  to  husband- 
men, and  went  into  another  country  for  a  long  time. 

10  And  at  the  season  he  sent  unto  the  husbandmen  a  ser- 
vant, that  they  should  give  him  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vineyard:  but  the  husbandmen  beat  him,  and  sent  him 

11  away  empty.  And  he  sent  yet  another  servant:  and 
him  also  they  beat,  and  handled  him  shamefully,  and 

12  sent  him  away  empty.     And  he  sent  yet  a  third, :  and 

13  him  also  they  wounded,  and  cast  him  forth.  And  the 
lord  of  the  vineyard  said.  What  shall  I  do?  I  will  send 
my  beloved  son:  it  may  be  they  will  reverence  him. 

14  But  when  the  husbandmen  saw  him,  they  reasoned  one 
with  another,  saying,  This  is  the  heir:  let  us  kill  him, 

15  that  the  inheritance  may  be  ours.  And  they  cast  him 
forth  out  of  the  vineyard,  and  killed  him.    What  there- 

16  fore  will  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  do  unto  them?  He 
will  come  aiid  destroy  these  husbandmen,  and  will  give 
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CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Christ  avoucheih  hU  authority  by  a  question  of  John's  haptiam.  9 
The  parable  of  the  vineyard.  19  0/  giving  tribute  to  Ccesar.  27 
He  convinceth  the  Sadduceea  that  denied  the  resurrection.  41 
Houj  Christ  is  the  son  of  David.  45  He  wameth  his  disciples  to 
beware  of  the  scribes. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  one  of  those  days,  as  he 
taught  the  people  in  the  temple,  and  preached  tLe 
gospel,  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  came  upon  him  i^ith 
the  elders, 

2  And  spake  unto  him,  saying,  Tell  us,  by  what  authority 
doest  thou  these  things?  or  who  is  he  that  gave  thee  this 
authority? 

3  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask 
you  one  thing;  and  answer  me: 

4  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men? 

5  And  they  reasoned  with  themselres,  saying.  If  we 
shall  say.  From  heaven;  he  will  say,  Why  then  believed 
ye  him  not? 

6  But  and  if  we  say.  Of  men ;  all  the  people  will  stone 
us :  for  they  be  persuaded  that  John  was  a  prophet. 

7  And  they  answered,  that  they  could  not  tell  whence  it 
ttxts 

8  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Keither  tell  I  you  by  what 
authority  I  do  these  things. 

9  Then  began  he  to  speak  to  the  people  this  parable ;  A 
certain  man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  forth  to  hus- 
bandmen, and  went  into  a  far  country  for  a  long  time. 

10  And  at  the  season  he  sent  a  servant  to  the  husband- 
men, tliat  they  should  give  him  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard ; 
but  the  husbandmen  beat  him,  and  sent  ?uin  away  empty. 

11  And  again  he  sent  another  servant:  and  they  beat 
him  also,  and  entreated  Mm  shamefully,  and  sent  htm 
awAy  empty. 

13  And  again  he  sent  a  third:  and  they  wounded  him 
aiso,  and  cast  him  out. 

13  Then  said  the  lord  of  the  vineyard.  What  shall  I  do? 
1  will  send  my  beloved  son:  it  may  be  they  will  reverence 
him  when  they  m^  hi  in, 

14  But  when  the  husbandmen  saw  him,  they  reasoned 
nmong  themsclveB,  saying.  This  is  the  heir: 'come,  let  us 
kill  him,  that.  th<?  inherHanct-  may  he  our's. 

15  Bo  they  cast  him  r>ut  of  the  vineyard,  and  killed  him. 
Wlml  thercfovc  sha)l  iIil  lord  of  the  vineyard  do  unto 
them? 

1$  He  shall  come  and  destroy  these  husbandmen,  and 
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the  vineyard  unto  otliers.    And  wbea  tliey  heard  it,  tliev 

17  said,  God  forbid.  But  he  looked  upon  them,  and  saio. 
What  then  is  this  that  is  written, 

Tlie  stone  which  the  truilders  rejected,  ' 
The  same  was  madetlte  head  ot  the  corner? 

18  Every  one  that  faileth  on  that  stone  shall  be  broken  to 
pieces;  but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  scatter 
him  as  dust. 

10  And  the  scribes  and  the  chief  priests  souj^ht  to  lay^ 
hands  on  him  in  that  very  hour;  and  they  feared  the 
people:  for  they  perceived  that  he  spake  this  parable 

20  against  them.  And  they  watched  him,  and  sent  forth. 
spies,  which  feigned  tlienaselves  to  be  ri^ghtebus,  that 
they  might  take  hold  of  his  speech,  so  as  to  deliver 
him  up  to  the  rule  and  to  the  authority  of  the  governor. 

21  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Master,  we  know  that  thou, 
say  est  and  teachest  rightly,  and  accepiest  riot  the  per- 

S3  son  ofany^  hut  of  a  truth  teachest  the  way  of  God:    Is 

23  it  lawful  for  us  to  give  tiibute  uataCsesar,  orHot?    But 

24  he  perceived  their  craftiness,  and  said  unto  them.  Shew 
me  a  penny.     Whose  image  and  superscriptioii  hath  it? 

25  And  they  said,  Caesar's.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Then 
render  unto  C«sar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's,  and 

26  unto  God  the  tilings  that  are  God's.  And  they  were 
not  able  to  take  hold  of  the  saying  before  the  people: 
and  they  marvelled  at  his  answer,  and  held  their  peace. 

27  And  there  came  to  him  certain  of  the  Sadducees, 
they  which  say  that  there  isaio  resurrection;  and  they 

28  «asked  him,  saying.  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us,  that 
if  a  man's  brother  die,  having  a  wife,  and  he  be  child- 
less, his  brother  should  take   the  wife,  and  raise  up 

29  seed  unto  his  brother.      There  were  tiierefore  seven 
80  brethren:  and  the  first  took  a  wife,  and  died  childless; 

31  and  the  second;  and  the  third  took  her;  and  likewise 

32  the  seven  also  left  no  children,  and  died.     Afterward 

33  the  woman  tdso  die.l.  In  the  resurrection  tiierefore 
whose  wife  of  them  shall  she  be?  for  the  seven  had 

34  her  to  wife.     And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  The  sons  of 
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sliall  give  the  vineyard  to  otliers.     And  when  they  heard 
it,  they  said,  God  forbid. 

17  And  he  beheld  theni,  and  said,  What  is  this  then  tliat 
is  written,  The  stone  which  tlie  builders  rejected,  the  same 
is  become  the  head  of  the  corner? 

18  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon  that  stone  shall  be  broken ; 
but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind  him  to  pow- 
der. 

1ft  %  And  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  the  same  hour 
sought  to  lay  hands  on  him;  and  they  feared  the  people: 
for  they  perceived  that  he  had  spoken  this  parable  against 
tliem. 

20  And  they  watched  him,  and  sent  forth  spies,  which 
should  feign  themselves  just  men,  that  they  might  take 
hold  of  his  words,  that  so  they  might  deliver  Jiim  unto  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  governor. 

.  21  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Master,  we  know  that 
thou  sayest  and  teachest  rightly,  neither  acceptest  thou  the 
person  of  any,  but  teachest  the  way  of  God  truly: 

22  Ls  it  lawful  for  us  to  give  tribute  unto  Caesar,  or  no? 

23  But  he  perceived  their  craftiness,  and  said  unto  them, 
Why  tempt  ye  me? 

24  Shew  me  a  penny.  Whose  image  and  superscription 
iiath  it?    They  answered  and  said,  Caesar's. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Render  therefore  unto  Caesar 
the  things  which  be  Caesar's,  and  unto  God  the  things 
which  be  God's. 

26  And  they  could  not  take  hold  of  his  words  before  the 
people :  and  they  marvelled  at  his  answer,  and  held  their 
peace. 

27  T  Then  came  to  him  certain  of  the  Sadducees,  which 
deny  that  there  is  any  resurrection ;  and  they  asked  him, 

28  Saying,  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us.  If  any  man's 
brother  die,  having  a  wife,  and  he  die  without  children, 
iIiel!,  lii!^  broUii'i'  i^iould  Ukc  Lh  wife,  and  raise  up  seed 
uivtn  liis  brotlier. 

29  Tlicr^  wtTL*  therefnre  st^T^cii  brethren:  and  the  first 
look  vt  wife,  find  died  withoul  rhlklren. 

30  And  the  sccoad  tiiuk  her  uj  wife,  and  he  died  child- 
les!*. 

31  Andtlie  third  took  her;  utid  in  like  manner  the  seven 
alBo:  and  tlioy  left  no  cbililrLiD^  rind  died. 

33  Last  of  ull  tlic  woman  dind  also,  * 

'M  Tberefoni  in  the  ros^irn^clioa  whose  wife  of  them  is 

sjho?  for  seven  had  her  lo  wife. 
M  Aiiil  Jti^im  iiii.s^'AM  iitir  siiil  unto  them.  The  children 

of  this woi'ld  mttiry,  jiiid  arr  i:j:jlv(.'q  in  marriage: 
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85  this  world  marry,  and  are  given  In  marriage:  but  they 
that  are  accounted  worthy  to  attain  to  that  world,  and  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead,  neither  marry  nor  are  given 

86  in  marriage:  for  neither  can  they  die  any  more:  for 
they  are  equal  unto  the  angels;  and  are  sons  of  God, 

87  being  sons  of  the  resurrection.  But  that  the  dead  are 
raised,  even  Moses  shewed,  in  the  place  concerning  the 
Bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  God  of  Abraham, 

88  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  Now  he 
is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living:  for  all  live 

89  unto  him.    And  certain  of  the  scribes  answering  said, 

40  Master,  thou  hast  well  said.  For  they  durst  not  any 
more  ask  him  any  question. 

41  And  he  said  unto  them,   How  say  they   that  the 
43  Christ  is  David's  son?    For  David  himself  saith  in  the 

book  of  Psalms, 

The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord, 
Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand, 

43  Till  I  make  thine  enemies  the  footstool  of  thy  feet. 

44  David  therefore  calleth  him  Lord,  and  how  is  he  his 
sou  ? 

45  And  in  the  hearing  of  all  the  people  he  said  unto  his 

46  disciples.  Beware  of  the  scribes,  which  desire  to  walk 
in  long  robes,  and  love  salutations  in  the  marketplaces, 
and  duief  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  chief  places  at 

47  feasts;  which  devour  widows  houses,  and  for  a  pre- 
tence make  long  prayers:  these  shall  receive  greater 
condemnation. 


21    And  he  looked  up,  and  Baw  the  rich  men  that  were 

2  casting  their  gifts  into  the  treasury.     And  he  saw  a 

8  certain  poor  widow  casting  in  thither  two  mites.     And 

he  said,  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  ydu,  This  poor  widow 

4  cast  in  more  than  they  all :  for  all  these  did  of  their 
superfluity  cast  in  unto  the  gifts:  but  she  of  her  want 
did  cast  in  all  the  living  that  she  had. 

5  And  ,as  some  spake  of    the    temple,   how  it  was 

6  adorned  with  goodly  stones  and  offerings,  he  said,  As 
for  these  things  wmch  ye  behold,  the  (Eiys  will  come. 
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35  But  they  which  shall  be  accounted  worthy  to  obtain 
that  world,  and  the  resurrection  from  the  dead,  neither 
marry,  nor  are  given  in  maniage: 

36  Neither  can  they  die  any  more:  for  thev  are  equal 
unto  the  angels;  and  are  the  children  of  God,  being  the 
children  of  the  resurrection. 

37  Now  that  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  God  of  Abraham, 
and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob. 

38  For  he  is  not  a  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living:  for 
all  live  unto  him. 

39  1  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  answering  said.  Master, 
thou  hast  well  said. 

40  And  after  that  they  durst  not  ask  him  any  question  at 
aU. 

41  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  say  they  that  Christ  is 
David's  son? 

42  And  David  himself  saith  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  The 
LoKD  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand, 

43  Till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 

44  David  therefore  calleth  him  Lord,  how  is  he  then  his 
son? 

45  IT  Then  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people  he  said  unto 
his  disciples, 

46  Beware  of  the  scribes,  which  desire  to  walk  in  long 
robes,  and  love  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  the  highest 
seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  the  chief  rooms  at  feasts; 

47  Which  devour  widows'  houses,  and  for  a  shew  make 
long  prayers:  the  same  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Christ  commendeth  the  poor  tvidow.  5  He  foretelleth  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  temple,  and  of  the  city  Jerusalem:.  25  the  signs  also 
which  shall  be  before  the  last  day.  84  Se  exhorteth  them  to 
be  watchfvi. 

AND  he  looked  xip,  and  saw  the  rich  men  casting  their 
gjfis  into  the  treasury. 
S  Aud   he  saw  u3s<j  a  certain  poor  widow  casting  in 
Ihiiher  two  mites. 

3  And  he  ^aid.  Of  n  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  poor 
widow  hnlli  ca!?t  in  move  than  they  all: 

4  For  ii]\  thest  haw  of  their  abundance  cast  in  unto  the 
offeringfl  of  God .  biu  r^lie  of  her  penury  hath  cast  in  all  the 
living  th&t  she  had. 

5  if  And  fls  i^oiiie  spake  c  t  the  Wmple,  how  it  was 
ftdorneil  with  gotnlly  stones  and  gifts,  he  said, 

6  A»  for  these  tliiugs  which  ye  behold,  the  days  will 
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in  which  there  shall  not  be  left  here  one  stone  upon 

7  another,  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down.  And  tbey 
asked  him,  saying.  Master,  when  therefore  shall  these 
things  be?  and  what  sJuill  he  the  sign  when  these  things 

8  are  about  to  come  to  pass?  And  he  said.  Take  heed 
that  ye  be  not  led  astray:  for  many  shall  come  in  my 
name,  saying,  I  am  lie;  and,  The  time  is  at  hand :  go  ye 

9  not  after  them.  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and 
tumults,  be  not  terrified:  for  these  things  must  needs 
come  to  pass  first;  but  the  end  is  hot  immediately. 

10  Then  said  he  unto  them.  Nation  shall  ilse  against 

11  nation,  and  kingdom  against  kingdom:  and  there  shall 
be  great  earthquakes,  and  in  divers  places  faniines  and 
pestilences ;  and  there  shall  be   terrors  and  great  signs 

12  from  lieaven.  But  before  all  these  things,  they  shall 
lay  their  hands  on  you,  and  shall  persecute  you,  deliv- 
ermg  you  up  to  the  synagogues  and  prisons,  bringing 
you  before  kings  and  governors  for  my  name's  sake. 

18  It  shall  turn  unto  you  for  a  testimony.     Settle  it  there- 

14  fore  in  your  hearts,  not  to  meditate  beforehand  how  to 

15  answer:  for  I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wisdom,  which 
all  your  adversaries  shall  not  be  able  to  withstand  or  to 

16  gainsay.  But  ye  shall  be  delivered  up  even  by  parents, 
and  brethren,  and  kinsfolk,  and  friends;  ana  some  of 

17  you  shall  they  cause  to  be  put  to  death.    And  ye  shall 

18  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake.    And  not  a 

19  hair  of  your  head  shall  perish.  In  your  patience  ye 
shall  win  your  souls. 

20  But  when  ye  see  Jerusalem  compassed  with  armies, 

21  then  know  that  her  desolation  is  at  hand.  Then  let 
them  that  are  in  Judsea  flee  unto  the  mountains;  and 
let  them  that  are  in  the  midst  of  her  depart  out;  and 

22  let  not  them  that  are  in  the  country  enter  therein.  For 
tJiese  are  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  things  which  are 

23  written  may  be  fulfilled.  Woe  unto  them  that  are  with 
child  and  to  them  that  give  suck  in  those  daysl  for 
there  shall  be  great  distress  upon  the  land,  and  wrath 

24  unto  this  people.  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of 
the  sword,  and  shall  be  led  captive  into  all  the  nations: 
and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles, 

25  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled.  And  there 
shall  be  signs  in  sun  and  moon  and  stars;  and  upon  the 
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come,  in  the  which  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon 
another,  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

7  And  they  asked  him,  sajj^ing,  Master,  but  when  shall 
these  things  be?  and  what  sign  wiU  there  he  when  these 
things  shall  come  to  pass? 

8  And  he  said,  Take  heed  that  ye, be  not  deceived:  for 
many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  CUiist;  and 
the  time  draweth  near:  go  ye  not  therefore  after  them. 

9  But  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  commotions,  be 
not  terrified:  for  these  things  must  first  come  to  pass;  but 
the  end  u  not  by  and  by. 

10  Then  said  he  unto  them,  Nation  shall  rise  against  . 
nation,  and  kingdom  against  kingdom : 

11  And  great  earthquakes  shall  be  in  divers  places,  and 
famines,  and  pestilences;  and  fearful  siglits  and  great 
signs  shall  there  be  from  heaven. 

12  But  before  all  these,  they  shall  lay  their  hands  on 
you,  and  persecute  you,  delivering  yo\i  up  to  the  syna- 
gogues, and  into  piisons,  being  brought  before  kings  and 
rulers  for  my  name's  sake. 

13  And  it  shall  turn  to  you  for  a  testimony. 

14  Settle  it  therefore  m  your  hearts,  not  to  meditate 
before  what  ye  shall  answer: 

15  For  I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wisdom,  which  all 
your  adversaries  shall  not  be  able  to  gainsay  nor  resist. 

16  And  ye'shaU  be  betrayed  both  by  parents,  and  breth- 
ren, and  kmsfolks,  and  friends;  and  some  of  you  shall  they 
cause  to  be  put  to  death. 

17  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  ma»  for  my  name's 
sake. 

18  But  there  shall  not  an  hair  of  your  head  perish. 

19  In  your  patience  possess  ye  your  souls. 

20  And  when  ye  shall  see  Jerusalem  compassed  with 
armies,  then  know  that  the  desolation  thereof  is  nigh. 

21  Then  let  them  which  are  in  Judaea  flee  to  the  moun- 
tains; and  let  them  which  are  in  the  midst  of  it  depart  out; 
and  let  not  them  that  are  in  the  countries  enter  thereinto. 

22  For  these  be  the  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  things 
which  are  written  may  be  fulfilled. 

23  But  woe  unto  tliem  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck,  in  those  days!  for  there  shall  be  great  dis- 
tress in  the  land,  and  wrath  upon  this  people. 

24  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword,  and 
shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  nations:  and  Jerusalem 
shall  be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  until  the  tmies  of 
the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled. 

25  \  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the 
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earlli  distress  of  nations,  in  perplexity  for  the  roaring 

26  of  the  sea  and  the  billows;  men  fainting  for  fear,  and 
for  expectation  of  the  things  "which  are  coming  on  the 
world:  for  the  powers  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken. 

27  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a 

28  cloud  with  power  and  great  glory.  But  when  these 
things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  look  up,  and  lift  up  your 
heads;  because  your  redemption  draweth  nigh. 

29  And  he  spake  to  them  a  parable:  Behold  the  fig  tree, 

30  and  all  the  trees:  when  they  now  shoot  forth,  ye  see  it 
and  know  of  your  own  selves  that  the  summer  is  now 

81  nigh.  Even  so  ye  also,  when  ye  see  these  things  coming 
to  pass,  know  ye  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  nigh. 

82  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  This  generation  shall  not  pass 
away,  till  all  things  be   accomplished.     Heaven  and 

88  earth  shall  pass  away:  bi:t  my  words  shall  not  pass 
away. 

84  But  take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  haply  your  hearts 
be  overcharged  with  surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and 
cares  of  this  life,  and  that  day  come  on  you  suddenly 

85  as  a  snare:  for  «<?  shall  it  come  upon  all  them  that 

86  dwell  on  the  face  of  all  the  earth.  But  watch  ye  at 
every  season,  making  supplication,  that  ye  may  prevail 
to  escape  all  these  thmgs  that  shall  come  to  pass,  and  to 
stand  before  the  Son  oir  man. 

87  And  every  day  he  was  teaching  in  the  temple ;  and 
every  night  he  went  out,  and  lodged  in  the  mount  that 

88  is  called  the  mount  of  Olives.  And  all  the  people  €ame 
early  in  the  morning  to  him  in  the  temple,  to  hear  him. 


22    Now  the   feast   of   unleavened   bread  drew  nigh, 
2  which  is  called  the  Passover.    And  the  chief  priests  and 
the  scribes  sought  how  they  might  put  him  to  death;  for 
they  feared  the  people. 
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moon,  and  iu  the  stars;  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of 
nations,  with  perplexity;  the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring; 

26  Men's  heaits  failing  them  for  feai*,  and  for  looking 
after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth :  for  the 
powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken. 

27  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a 
cloud  with  power  and  great  glory. 

28  And  when  these  things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then 
look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads;  for  your  redemption 
draweth  nigh. 

29  And  he  spake  to  them  a  parable;  Behold  the  fig  tree, 
and  all  the  trees;  i 

30  When  they  now  shoot  forth,  ye  see  and  know  of  your 
own  selves  that  summer  is  now  nigh  at  hand. 

31  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  see  these  things  come  to  pass, 
know  yc  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  nigh  at  hand. 

32  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  This  generation  shall  not  pass 
away,  till  all  be  fulfilled. 

33  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away:  but  my  words 
shall  not  pass  awav. 

34  1^  And  take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your 
hearts  be  overcharged  with  surfeiting,  and  drunkenness, 
and  cares  of  this  life,  and  so  that  day  come  upon  you  una- 
wares. 

35  For  as  a  snare  shall  it  come  on  all  them  that  dwell  on 
the  face  of  the  whole  earth. 

36  Watch  ye  therefore,  and  pray  always,  that  ye  may  be 
accounted  worthy  to  escapee  all  these  things  that  shall  come 
to  pass,  and  to  stand  before  the  Son  of  man. 

37  And  in  the  day  time  he  was  teaching  in  the  temple; 
and  at  night  he  went  out,  and  abode  in. the  mount  that  is 
called  the  mount  of  Olives. 

38  And  all  the  people  came  early  in  the  morning  to  him 
in  the  temple,  for  to  hear  him.

^^OW  the  t^ml  of  unleavened  bread  drew  nigh,  which 
J-N    ia  called  the  PansovL^r. 

2  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  kill  him;  for  tbey  fean'd  thf  pcojile, 
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8      And  Satan  entered  into  Judas  who  was  called  Iscariot, 

4  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve.  And  he  went  away, 
and  communed  with  the  chief  priests  and  captains,  how 

5  he  might  deliver  him  unto  them.     And  they  were  glad, 

6  and  covenanted  to  give  him  money.  And  he  consented, 
and  sought  opportunity  to  deliver  him  unto  them  in  the 
absence  of  the  multitude. 

7  And  tlie  day  of  unleavened  bread  came,  on  which  the 

8  Passover  must  be  sacrificed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and 
John,  saying.  Go  and  make  ready  for  us  the  passover,

14  .  And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down,  and  the 

15  apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto  them,  With

Master  saith  unto  thee.  Where  is  the  guestchambcir,  where 
I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples? 

12  And  he  shall  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished: 
there  make  ready. 

13  And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them : 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

14  And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down,  and  the 
twelve  apostles  with  him.

This  cup 
is  the  new  ttrstainent  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 

21  ^  But,  behold,  Lite  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is 
with  mc  on  the  table. 

33  And  truly  thi>  Saii  of  naangoeth,  as  it  was  determined: 
but  woo  unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayed! 

33  And  iliDy  Ijt'gun  in  (inquire  among  themselves,  which 
of  them  It  was  that  skit/Likl  do  this  thing.

69  And  Puler  i^liUI,  M  jii,  I  know  not  wha*^^  thou  sayest. 
Ami  ImmL^J lately,  wliil^j  ]n.'  yot  spake,  tlie  cock  crew. 

61  And  the  Lord  ieaem(j.1.  and  looked  upon  Peter.  And 
Peter  remembered  ihe  w^ird  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said 
uuto  him.  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

63  Antl  Peter  wt^nl.  nut,  and  wept  bitterly. 

03  *[  Aud  the  men  tluit  held  Jesus  mocked  him,  and 
nnote  him. 

64  And  when  they  \nv\  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him 
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65  ing,  Prophesy:  who  is  ho  that  struck  thee?  And  many 
other  things  spake  they  against  him,  reviling  him. 

66  And  ns  soon  as  it  was  da}',  the  assembly  of  the  elders 
of  the  people  was  gathered  together,  boih  chief  priests

7  laean.  And  when  he  knew  that  he  was  of  Herod's  juris- 
diction, he  sent  him  unto  Herod,  who  himself  also  was 
at  Jerusalem  in  these  days. 

8  Now  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad : 
for  he  was  of  a  long  time  desirous  to  see  him,  because 
he  had  heard  concerning  him;  and  he  hoped  to  see 

9  some  miracle  done  by  him.    And  he  questioned  him  in 
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on  the  face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy,  who  is  it 
tbat  smote  tliee? 

65  And  many  other  things  blasphemously  spake  they 
against  liim. 

66  1[  And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people 
and  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  came  together,  and 
led  him  into  their  council,  saying, 

67  Art  thou  the  Clsrist?  tell  us.  And  he  said  unto  them. 
If  I  tell  3*ou,  ye  will  not  believe: 

68  And  if  1  also  ask  yo^i^  ye  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let 
me  go. 

69  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  man  sit  on  the  right  hand 
of  the  power  of  God. 

70  Then  said  they  all,  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of  God? 
And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  say  that  I  am. 

71  And  they  said,  What  need  we  any  further  witness? 
for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  own  mouth. 

CHAPTER  XXIIL

eth  him.  12  Herod  and  Pilate  are  made  friends.  13  Barabbas  is 
desired  of  the  people,  and  is  loosed  by  Pilate,  and  Jesus  is  given 
to  be  crucifiea.  27  He  telleth  the  women,  that  lament  him,  the 
destniction  of  Jerusalem:  84  prayeth  for  his  enemies.  89  Two 
evildoers  are  crucified  tmth  him.    46  His  death.    60  His  burial. 

AND  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  him 
unto  Pilate. 
2  And  they  began  to  accuse  him.  saying,  We  found  this 
fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute 
to  CsBsar,  saving  that  he  himself  is  Christ  a  King. 

8  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the  King  ot 
the  Jews?    And  he  answered  him  and  said.  Thou  sayeslti. 

4  Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people, 
I  find  no  fault  in  this  man. 

5  Arni  ihiy  Wire  Uir  more  fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up 
the  people,  teaching;  iljmughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from 
Gnlil^-e  to  thjia  plartf. 

6  Wliea  Pilatt^  lirnTd  of  Galilee,  he  asked  whether  the 
mjin  were  a  0*ilil*un. 

7  Ancl  ii^  smm  i\**  lu'  knew  that  he  belonged  unto  Herod's 
jurkdicrinn,  lie  Perir.  him  to  Herod,  who  himself  also  was 
fit  ik'rusalt'ni  )it  that  Ihne. 

B  i"  And  when  Hemd  s;aw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad : 
for  lie  Wiis  ilo^iioui*  to  3l^c  him  of  a  long  season,  because  he 
hati  hturd  niHuy  tlurig'i  of  him;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen 
&oine  miincle  done  by  him. 

d  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in  many  words;  but  h« 
answered  him  uoLhiug. 
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10  many  words;  but  he  answered  him  nothing.  And  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  stood,  vehemeuily  accusing 

11  him.  And  Herod  with  his  soldiei*s  set  him  at  nought^ 
.  and  mocked  him,  and  arraying  him  in  gorgeous  apparel 
I  12  seut  liim  back  to  Pilate.    And  Herod  and  Pilate  became 

friends  with  each  other  tliat  very  day:  for  before  they 
were  at  enmity  between  tliemselves. 
18      And  Pilate  called  together  the  chief  priests  and  the 

14  rulers  and  the  people,  and  said  unto  them,  Ye  brought 
unto  me  this  man,  as  one  that  perverteth  the  people: 
and  behold,  I,  having  examined  him  before  you,  found 
no  fault  in  this  man  touching  those  things  whei-eof  ye 

15  accuse  him:  no,  nor  yet  Herod:  for  he  sent  him  back 
unto  us;  and  behold,  notliing  worthy  of  death  hath  been 

16  done  by  him.    I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  release 

18  him.    But  they  cried  out  all  together,  saying*  Away 

19  with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us  Barabbas:  one  who 
for  a  certain  insurrection  made  in  the  city,  and  for 

20  murder,  was  cast  into  prison.     And  Pilate  spake  unto 

21  them  again,  desiring  to  release  Jesus;  but  tliey  shoutetl.  ■ 

22  saying,  Crucify,  crucify  him.  And  he  said  unto  them 
the  third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  this  man  done?  I 
have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him:  I  will  therefore 

23  chastise  him  and  release  him.  But  they  were  iqstaut 
with  loud  voices,  asking  that  he  might  be  crucified. 

24  And  their  voices  prevailed.     And  Pilate  gave  sentence 

25  that  what  they  asked  for  should  be  done.  And  he  re- 
leased him  that  for  insuiTection  and  murder  had  been 

-^       cast  into  prison,  whom  they  asked  for;  but  Jesus  he 
delivered  up  to  their  will. 
28      And  when  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon 
one  Simon  of  Cyrene,  coming  from  the  country,  and 
laid  on  him  the  cross,  to  bear  it  after  Jesus. 

27  And  there  followed  him  a  great  multitude  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  of  women  who  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

28  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them  said,  Dauirhters  of  Jeru^ 
salem,  weep  not  lor  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and 

29  for  your  chlldieu.    For  behold,  the  days  are  coming. 
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10  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  Yehe« 
mently  accused  him. 

11  And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him  at  nought, 
and  mocked  him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and 
sent  him  again  to  Pilate. 

13  T  And  tlio  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were  made 
friends  together:  for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between 

Jheraseives. 
13  TT  And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief 
I  priests  and  the  rulers  ami  the  people, 

14  Said  unto  tliem.  Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me. 
as  one  that  perverteth  the  people:  and,  behold.  I,  having 
examined  him  before  j'on,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man 
touching  those  things  whereof  ye  aecusiK3  him: 

15  No,  nor  3x»t  Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him;  and,  lo, 
nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done  unto- him. 

16  I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  release  him. 

17  (For  of  necessity  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at 
the  fetist ) 

18  And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying,  Away  with 
this  man,  and  release  unto  us  Barabbas: 

19  (Who  for  a  certain  sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for 
murder, was  CJist  into  prison.) 

20  Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake  again 
to  tliem. 

21  But  they  cried^  saying.  Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 

22  And  he  said  unto  them  the  third  time,  Why,  what 
evil  hath  he  done?  I  have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him; 
I  win  therefore  chastise  him,  and  let  him  go. 

23  And  they  were  instant  with  loud  voices,  reqnirinff 
liiat  he  might  be  crucified.  And  the  Voices  of  them  and  of 
the  chief  prit»sts  prevriled. 

24  And  Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they 
required. 

25  And  he  released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and 
murder  was  cjist  into  prison,  whom  they  had  desired ;  but  he 
ddlv(^roil  Jesu-^  (<)  thin  I  u  111 

3(J  Aud  as  thoy  k^d  Ijini  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one 
Slturir*^  a  Cyn^num,  oominir  out  of  the  countiy,  and  ou  him 
tbt-'y  Iriid  ihe  crtHs.  titiil  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 

27  1i  And  ihtre  fol!i>w<'i J  l»ini  a  great  company  of  people, 
and  of  women,  i^  hich  al>^>  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

28  But  Jesus  tiiruiug  uhio  them  said.  Daughters  of  Jeru- 
salem, weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for 
your  children. 

28  For,  behold,  the  clavb  are  coming,  in  the  which  they 
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in  wliicb  they  shall  say,  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the 

wombs  that  never  bare,  and  tlie  breasts  tiial  never  gave 
80  suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  mountains, 
31  Fall  on  us;  and  to  the  hilU,  Cover  us.     For  if  they  do 

these  things  in  the  green  tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the 

dry? 
33      And   there  were  also  two  others,  malefactors,  led 

with  him  to  be  put  lo  death. 

33  And  when  they  came  unto  the  place  which  is  called 
The  skull,  there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefactore, 

34  one  on  the  right  hand  and  the  other  on  the  left.  And 
Jesus  sjdd,  Father,  forgive  them;  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do.     And  parting  his  garments  nmong  them, 

85  they  cast  lots.     And  the  people  stood  beholding.     And 

the  rulers  also  scoffed  at  him.  saying,  He  saved  others; 

let  him  save  himself,  if  this  is  Uie" Christ  of  Gk>d,  his 

80  chosen.     And  the  sol(liei*s  also  mocked  him,  coming  to 

37  him,  otTering  him  vinegar,  and  saying.  If  thou  art  the 

88  King  of  the" Jews,  save  thyself.  And  there  was  also  a 
superscription  over  him,  this  is  the  kiko  op  thb 

JilWS. 

89  And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed 
on  him,  saying.  Art  not  thou  the  Christ?  save  thjself 

40  and  us.  But  the  other  answered,  and  rebuking  him 
said.  Dost  thou  not  even  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in 

41  the  same  condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justly;  for 
we  receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds:  but  this  man 

42  hath  d<»ne.  nothing  amiss.     And  he  said,  Jesus,  remem- 

43  ber  me  when  thou  comest  in  thy  kingdom.  And  he 
said  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  To-day  shalt 
thou  be  with  me  in  Paradise. 

44  And  it  was  now  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  a  darkne?s 

45  came  over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  Lour,  the 
sun's  light  failing:  and  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent 

46  in  the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  bed  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  he  said.  Father,  into  thy  hunds  I  commend  my 

47  spirit:  and  having  sai(l  this,  he  gjive  up  the  ghost.  And 
\\hen  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified 

48  God,  saying.  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man.  And 
all  the  multitudes  that  came  together  to  this  sights  when 
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filmll  say,  Blessed  areXhe  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never 
bare,  and  the  paps  which  never  gave  suck. 

30  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  moun tarns,  Fall 
on  us;  and  to  tlie  hills.  Cover  us. 

81  For  it  tlK^y  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree,  what  shall 
be  (lone  in  the  dry? 

33  And  there  wore  also  two  other,  malefactors,  led  "with 
him  to  he  put  to  deall). 

33  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place,  wliioh  is 
c  died  Calvary,  IIktc  they  crucilied  him,  and  tlie  nudefac- 
tors.  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left. 

34  T"  Then  isaid  Jesu??,  Father,  forgive  them;  lor  they 
know  not  what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his  raiment,  and 
cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And  the  rulers  nl?o 
with  tliem  derided  Mm,  saying.  He  saved  others;  let  him 
save  himself,  if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  Go<l. 

86  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him, 
and  offering  Idm  vinegar, 

37  And  saying,  If  thou  be  the  king  of  the  Jews,  save  thy- 
self. 

38  And  a  superscription  also  was  written  over  him  in  let- 
ters of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

39  T[  And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged 
railed  on  him.,  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and 
us. 

40  But  the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost 
not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  iu  the  same  condemna- 
tion? 

41  And  we  indeed  jn^^tly;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward 
of  our  deeds:  but  thi^  niuii  hiith  done  nothing  amiNS. 

43  Aud  he  said  iinio  Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when 
lb  Oil  com  en  into  \\\\  kiiiLnEom. 

43  And  Jtsus  said  utik>  him,  Yerily  I  say  unto  thee.  To 
diiv  Shalt  thou  be  wilU  mc  m  paradii-e. 

44  And  it  wa=s  nh\n\\  Uu  i^ixlhhcur.  and  there  was  adark- 
iiLias  m'(;r  all  I  he  e:irth  n\\\\\  the  ninth  hour. 

45  And  me  sun  was  darkened,  and  the  veil  of  the  temple 
wnt*  runt  in  ihL^  midst. 

46  %  And  ^vheiT  Jesus  lind  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he 
snidr  Fnllier.  into  thy  Icar^ds  I  commend  my  spiiit;  tind 
baving  s;iiil  tlius,  he  ^ave  up  the  ghost. 

47  Now  when  \\mi  vt  [itunon  saw  what  was  done,  he  glori- 
fied God,  Baying,  Certaioly  this  was  a  righteous  man. 

48  And  aO  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight, 
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they  bebeld  the  things  that  were  done,  returned  smiting 

49  their  breasts.  And  all  his  acqimintance,  and  the  women 
that  followed  with  him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  see- 
ing these  things. 

53      And  behold,  a  man  named  Joseph,  who  wns  a  council- 

51  1  )r,  a  gootl  man  and  a  righteous  (he  had  not  consc^ntcd 

to  their  counsel  and  dco(i),  a  man  of  Arimalhcen,  a  city 

of  the  Jews,  who  was  looking  for  the  kingdom  of  God: 

53  this  man  went  to  Pilalc,  and  asketl  for  the  body  of  Jc- 

53  sus.     And  ho  took  it  down,  and  TSTnpped  it  in  a  linen 

cloth,  and  laid  him  in  a  tomb  that  was  hewn  in  stone, 

5-i  where  never  man  had  j'ct  lain.    Anfl  it  was  the  ^wy  of 

50  the  Preparation,  and  the  sstbbath  drew  on.  And  the 
women,  which  ha<l  como  with  him  out  of  Galilee,  fol- 
lowed after,  and  beheld  the  tomb,  and  how  his  body 

68  wa4  laid.    And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and 
ointments. 
And  oa  the  sabbath  they  rested  according  to  the 


24  commandment.    But  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  at 
early  dawn,  tliey  came  unto  the  tomb,  briniring  the 

2  spices  which  they  had  prepared.     And  they  found  the 

3  stone  rolled  away  from  the  tomb.     And  tliey  entered/ 

4  in.  and  found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  while  they  were  perplexed  thereabout, 

5  behold,  two  men  siood  by  them  in  dazzling  apparel:  and 
as  they  were  aff lisrhted,  and  bowed  down  their  faces  to 
the  earth,  they  sjiid  unto  them.  Why  seek  ye  the  living 

6  among  the  dead?  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen:  remem- 
ber how  he  spake  unt^  you  when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 

7  saying  that  the  Son  of  man  must  bo  delivered  up  into 
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beholding  the  things  which  were  done,  smote  their  breasts, 
and  returned. 

49  And  all  his  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  fol- 
lowed him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  beholding  these 
things. 

50  T  And,  iKjhold,  there  teas  a  man  named  Joseph,  a 
counsellor;  and  he  waso,  good  man,  and  a  just- 
Si  (The  same  had  not  consented  to  the  counsel  and  deed 

of  them;)  he  was  of  Arimathaea,  a  city  of  the  Jews:  who 
also  himself  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

53  This  man  went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of 
Jesus. 

53  And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrapped  it  in  linen,  and 
laid  it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in  stone,  wherein  never 
man  before  was  laid. 

54  And  that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  sabbath 
drew  on. 

55  And  the  women  also,  which  came  with  him  from 
Galilee,  followed  after,  and  beheld  the  sepulchre,  and  how 
Lis  body  was  laid. 

56  And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  oint- 
ments; and  rested  the  sabbath  day  according  to  the  com- 
mandment. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  ChrisVa  resurrection  is  declared  by  two  angels  to  the  women  that 


anpeare 
47  gipeth  them  a  charge :  4Si  promiseth  the  Holy  Qhost :  51  and  'to 
ascendeth  into  heaven. 

"KTOW  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early  in  the 
^XN  morning,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bringing  the 
i  spices  which  they  had  prepared,  and  certain  others  with 
i  them. 

2  And  they  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the  sepul- 
chre. 

3  And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not  the  body  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

4  And  it  camo  to  pass,  as  thev  were  mdch  perplexed 
thereabout,  bLliold,  twg  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  gar- 

5  And  as  thpy  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their  faces 
U>  the  eanh,  thev  aaid  unto  them.  Why  seek  ye  the  living 
amoM^  the  deatlf 

(J  He  h  not  Jjcrc,  but  is  risen:  remember  how  he  spake 
unto  you  when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 
7  Si^'inir,  The  Sou  of  man  must  be  delivered  into  th^

Q  the  hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be  cnicified,  and  the  third 
S  day  rise>a«^iin.   And  Ibey  remembered  his  words,  and  re- 
turned fmm  the  tomb,  and  tohl  all  these  things  to  the 

10  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest.  Now  they  were  Mary  Mag- 
dalene, and  Joanna,  and  Mary  tbe  moM^/*  of  James:  and 
the  other  women  with  tbera  told  these  thin«is  unto  the 

11  apostles.     And  these  words  a|)peared  in  their  sight  as 

12  idle  talk;  and  they  disbelieved  tbem.  But  Peter  arose, 
and  ran  unto  the  tomb;  and  stooping  and  looking  in,  he 
see th  the  linen  cloths  by  themselves;  and  he  departed 
to  his  home,  wondering  at  that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

13  And  behold,  two  of  them  were  going  that  veiy  day  to 
a  village  named  Emmaus,  which  was  threescore  fur- 

14  longs  from  Jerusalem.     And  they  communed  with  each 

15  other  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  while  they  communed  and  questioned 
ti/gether,  that  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with 

16  them.    But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  should  not 

17  know  him.  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  communi- 
cations are  these  that  ye  have  one  with  another,  as  ye 

18  walk?  And  they  stoo(l  still,  looking  sad.  And  one  of 
them,  named  Cleopas,  answering  said  unto  him,  Dost 
thou  alone  sojourn  m  Jerusalem  and  not  know  the  things 

19  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days?  And  he 
said  unto  them,  What  tiling  ?  And  they,  said  unto 
him.  The  things  concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which 
was  a  prophet  mi.ijhty  in  deed  and  word  before  God  and 

20  all  the  people:  and  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  mlers 
delivered  him  up  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  crucified 

21  him.  But  we  hoped  that  it  was  he  which  should  redeem 
Israel.    Yea  and  beside  all  this,  it  is  now  the  third  day 

23  since  these  things  came  to  pass.  Moreover  certain 
women  of  our  company  amazed  us,  having  been  early 

23  at  the  tomb;  and  when  they  found  not  his  body,  they 
came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels, 

24  which  said  that  he  was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  that 
were  with  us  went  to  the  tomb,  uuii  luuud  it  even  so  as 
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liands  of  sinful  men,  sndbe  crucified,  and  the  third  day  rise 
again. 

8  And  tliey  remembered  his  words, 

9  And  relumed  fioni  the  sepuUhre,  and  told  all  these 
things  unto  the  eleven,  and  to  nil  the  rest. 

10  It  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  nnd  Mar)'  the 
mother  of  James,  and  oilier  innnen  that  ueie  \\\i]x  them, 
which  told  these  ihings  unto  the  apostles. 

i     11  And  their  wordiT seemed  to  them  us  idle  tales,  and  they 
believed  them  not. 

12  Then  arose  Peter,  and  ran  unto  the  sepulchre;  and 
stooping  down,  he  beheld  the  lir.en  clothes  laid  by  them- 
selves, and  departed,  wondering  in  himself  at  that  which 
was  come  to  pass. 

13  1[  And,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to  a 
village  called  Eminaus,  ^^hich  was  fiom  Jerusalem  about 
threescore  furlongs. 

14  And  ihey  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which  had 
liappene<l. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  to- 
getlier  and  reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went 
with  them. 

16  But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  should  not  know 
him. 

17  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  manner  of  communica- 
tions are  these  that  ye  have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and 
are  sad? 

18  And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  an- 
swering said  unto  him.  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jeru- 
i^tikm,  nml  \n\Ei  iiat  known  the  things  which  are  come  to 
pa?«  there  in  tUop^'  days? 

19  And  be  s^aid  unto  them.  What  things?  And  they 
sfiid  tmio  him,  D^neerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was 
ri  tirophei  mighty  in  deed  and  word  bet  ore  God  and  all  the 
people : 

SO  And  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered 
Jiirr*  to  l>c  comlenincil  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him. 

21  But  we  inisTed  that  it  had  been  he  which  should  have 
rtuleemed  Israel:  and  beside  all  this,  to  day  is  the  third 
dtiv  since  them^  tliinarH  were  done. 

S3  Yea.  and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made 
us  ftstoniiihed,  whi!  h  were  early  at  the  sepulchre; 

23  And  when  they  found  not  his  body,  they  came,  say- 
ing, that  titcy  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said 
\h\\i  he  was  ulive* 

24  Aad  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went  to  the 
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!S5  the  women  had  said:  but  him  they  saw  not.  And  he 
said  unto  them,  0  foolish  men,  and  slow  of  heart  to 

26  believe  in  all  that  tlie  prophets  have  spoken  1  Behoved 
it  not  the  Christ  to  suffer  these  thines,  and  to  enter  into 

27  his  glory?  And  beginning  from  Moses  and  from  all 
the  prophets,  he  interpreted  to  them  in  all  the  scriptures 

28  tlie  things  concern iui^  himself.     And  they  drew  nigh  ' 
unto  the  village,  whither  they  were  going:  and  he  niade 

29  as  though  he  woiilJ  go  further.  And  they  constrained 
him,  saying.  Abide  with  us:  for  it  is  toward  evening, 
and  the  day  is  now  far  spent.     And  he  went  in  to  abide 

30  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  liad  sat 
down  with  them  to  meat,  he  took  the  breatl,  and  blessed 

81  it,  and  brake,  and  fl:ave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were 
opened,  and  they  Knew  him;  and  he  vanished  out  of 

32  their  si'jjht.  And  they  said  one  to  another,  Was  not  our 
heart  burning  within  us,  while  ho  spake  to  us  in  the 

33  way,  while  he  opened  to  us  the  scriptures?  And  they 
rose  up  that  very  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusaleni,  and 
foimd  the  eleven  gatherc<l  together,  and  them  lliat  were 

34  with  them,  saying,  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath 

35  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they  rehearsed  the  things 
that  happened  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of 
them  in  the  breaking  of  the  bread. 

36  And  as  they  spake  these  things,  he  himself  stood  in 
the  midst  of  them,  and  saith  unlo  them,  Peace  he  unto 

37  you.     But  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and  sup- 

38  posed  that  they  beheld  a  spirit.  And  he  said  unto  them. 
Why  are  ye  troubled?  and  wherefore  do  reasonings  arise 

39  in  your  heart?  See  ray  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I 
myself:  handle  me,  and  see;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh 

40  and  bones,  as  ye  behold  me  having.     And  when  he  had 

41  said  this,  he  shewed  them  his  hands  and  his  feet.  And 
while  they  still  disbelieved  for  joy,  and  wondered,  he 

42  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  here  anything  to  cat?    And 

43  they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broilea  fish.  And  he  took 
it,  and  did  eat  before  them. 

44  And  he  said  unto  them.  These  are  my  words  which  I 
spake  unto  you,  while  I  wa3  yet  with  you,  how  that  all 
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sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  go  as  the  women  had  said : 
but  him  they  saw  not. 

85  Then  he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart 
to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken: 

S6  Ou^ht  not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and 
to  enter  into  his  glory? 

87  And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he  ex- 
pounded unto  them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  con* 
ceming  himself. 

38  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village,  whither  they 
went:  and  he  made  as  thou;^  he  would  have  gone  furtlief. 

39  But  they  constrained  him,  saying.  Abide  with  us:  for 
it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he 
went  in  to  tarry  with  them. 

80  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them. 

81  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him; 
and  he  vanished  out  of  their  sight. 

32  And  they  said  one  to  another,  Did  not  our  heart  bum 
within  U3,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while 
he  opened  to  us  the  scriptures? 

33  And  they  rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to 
Jerusalem,  and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and 
them  that  were  with  them, 

34  Saying,  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared 
to  Simon. 

35  And  they  told  what  things  were  don£  in  the  way,  and 
how  he  was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of  bread. 

36  ^  And  as  they  thus  spake,  Jesus  liimself  stood  in  the 
midst  of  them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you. 

37  But  they  were  teiTified  and  affrighted,  and  supposed 
that  they  had  seen  a  spirit. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them.  Why  are  ye  troubled?  and 
why  do  thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts? 

39  Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself 
handle  me,  and  see;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bouc:^, 
as  ye  sec  me  have. 

40  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  shewed  them  hi* 
hands  and  his  feet. 

41  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  won- 
dered, he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  here  any  meat? 

43  And  they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of 
an  honeycomb. 

43  And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat  before  them. 

44  And  he  said  unto  them.  These  are  the  words  which  I 
spake  unto  you,  while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things 
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things  must  needs  he  fulfilled,  wliicb  are  written  in  the 
.  law  of  Moses,  and  the  prophets,  and  the  psalms,  con- 

45  cerning  me.      Then  opened  he  their  mind,  that  they 

46  mii^ht  understand  the  scriptures;  and  he  said  unto  them. 
Thus  it  is  written,  that  the  Christ  should  suffer,  and  rise

18.  Xrt  v\\nw  hfUh  «een  God  at  any  time:  the  only  begot- 
ten 8on.  whieh  i^  in  tint  liosom  of  the  Father,  he  lukth 
dfclared  him. 
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19  And  this  is  the  witness  of  John,  Trhen  the  Jews  sent 
nnto  him  from  Jeiiisalem  priests  and  Lcvites  to  ark  Lim, 

20  Who  art  thou?    And  he  confessed,  and  deniid  not; 
81  and  be  confessed,  I  am  not  the  Chiist.    And  they  asked 

him,  What  then?    Art  thou  Elijah?    And  he  taitli,  I 

am  not.    Art  thou  the  prophet?    And  he  answered,  No. 

23  They  said  therefore  unto  him,  Who  art  thou?  that  wo 

may  give  an  answer  to  them  that  sent  us.    What  sayest

Behold,  the  Lamh  of  Godl  And  the  two 
disciples  heard  him  speak,  and  they  followed  Jesua. 
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19  IT  And  this  is  the  record  of  John,  wlien  the  Jews  sent 
priests  and  Lcvites  from  Jerusulciii  to  ask  him,  Who  art 
thou? 

20  And  he  confessed,  and  denied  not;  but  confessed,  I 
am  not  the  Christ. 

21  And  they  asked  him,  What  tJien?  Art  thou  Elias? 
And  he  sail h,  I  am  Lot.  Art  thou  that  prophet?  And  he 
answered..  No. 

22  Then  said  they  unto  him,  WIio  art  thou?  that  we  may 
give  an  answer  to  ihem  that  sent  us.  What  sayest  thou  of 
thyself? 

.  23  He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilder- 
ness.

tJ7  And  tho  two  diit'ii>]ys  heard  him  speak,  and  they  fol- 
lowed Je&us*  '     . 
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96  And  JeguB  turned,  and  beheld  them  following,  and 
saiih  uuto  them,  AVhat  seek  ye?  And  they  said  unto 
him.  Rabbi  (which  is  to  say,  lieiug  inteipi-eted.  Master), 

99  where  abidest  thou?  He  snith  unto  them,  Come,  and 
ye  shall  see.  They  came  therefore  and  saw  where  he 
abmie;  and  they  abode  with  him  that  day:  it  was  about 

40  the  tentli  hour.  One  of  the  two  that  heard  John  speak, 
and  followed  him,  was  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother.

41  H(3  first  flndeth  his  own  bcother  Simon,  aud  snith 
unto  hfiB,  We  liave  found  the  Messias,  which  is,  being  in< 
terpreted.  the  Christ. 

43  And  he  brought  him  to  Jesus.  And  when  J^us 
beheld  him,  lie  said,  Thrm  art  Simon  tiie  son  of  Jonu: 
thou  Shalt  be  called  Cephas,  which  is  by  interpretation,  A 
stone. 

43  ^  The  day  following  Jesus  would  go  forth  into 
Galilee,  and  findeth  P<nlip,1ftnd  saithunto  him.  Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  of  Bethsaida,  the  city  of  Andrew  and

And  Jesus  tHiith  unto 
her,  Woman,  what  have  i  lo  do  with  thee?  mine  hour 

5  is  not  yet  come.    His  mother  saith  unto  the  servants, 

6  Whatsoi'ver  he  saith  unto  you,  do  it.  Now  there  were 
six  waterpots  of  stone  set  lliere  after  the  Jews'  manner 
of  purifying,  containing  two  or  three  lirkins  apiece. 

7  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Fill  the  waterpots  with  water. 

8  And  tliey  tilled  them  up  to  the  brim.  And  he  saiih 
unto  them.  Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto  tlie  ruler  of  the 

9  feast.  And  they  Ijare  it.  And  when  the  ruler  of  the 
feast  tasted  tlie  water  now  become  wine,  and  knew 
not  whence  it  was  (but  the  servants  which  had  drawn  the 
water  knew).the  ruler  of  tlie  feiist  calleth  the  bridegroom, 

10  audsaitli  unto  him,  Every  man  setteth  on  fii*st  the^ood 
wine:  and  when  men  have  drunk  freely,  t/i^w  that  which 
is  worse:  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now. 

11  This  beginning  of  his  signs  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Gali- 
lee, and  manifested  his  glory ;  and  his  disciples  believed 
on  him. 

12  After  this  he  went  down  to  Capernaum,  he,  and  his 
mother,  and  his  iMethren,  and  his  disciples:  and  there 
they  alKxle  not  many  days. 

18      And  the  passover  of  the  Jews  was  at  hand,  nnd 

14  Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  And  he  found  in  the  tem- 
ple those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and  doves,  and  the 

15  changers  of  money  silting:  and  he  made  a  scourge  of

6  And  there  were  set  there  six  waterpots  of  stone,  after 
the  manner  of  the  purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing  two 
or  three  firkins  apiece. 

7  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Fill  the  waterpots  with  water. 
And  thev  tilled  them  up  to  the  brim. 

8  Ana  he  saith  unto  them.  Draw  out  now,  and  bear 
unto  the  governor  of  the  feast.     And  ihey  bare  if. 

9  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  that 
was  made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was-  (but  the 
servants  which  drew  ihe  water  knew;)  the  governor  of  the 
feast  called  the  bridegroom, 

10  And  saith  unto  him.  Every  man  at  the  beginning 
doth  set  forth  good  wine;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk, 
then  that  which  is  worse:  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine 
until  now. 

H  This  beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Ga- 
lilee, and  manifested  forth  his  glory;  and  his  disciples 
believed  on  him. 

12  ^  After  this  he  went  down  to  Capernnnm,  he,  and 
his  mother,  and  his  brethren,  and  his  disciples:  and  they 
continued  there  not  many  days.

16  And  paid  unto  rhf-Tn  that  Fold  doves,  Take  thcFC  things 
hence  1  make  not  my  Falher's  house  an  house  of  m^rchan- 
dif^?. 

17  And  hh  diF^cipks  remembered  thf4t  it  was  written, 
The  zeal  of  lliine  Ji(4!se  hath  eaten  me  up. 

Iti  1[  Ttieu  unaWdtci  the  Jews  and  said  unto  him,  What 
si^  ^buwc'i^t  thuu  UDto  us,  seeing  that  thou  doest  these 
things? 

10  JesuH  answevrd  and  said  unto  them,  Pestroy  this 
temple,  and  ia  three  day«  I  will  raise  it  up. 
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30  raise  it  up.     The  Jews  therefore  said,  Forty  and  idx 

years  was  this  temple  in  building,  and  wilt  thou  raise 

21  It  up  in  three  days?    But  he  spake  of  the  temple  of 

23  his  body,  when  therefore  he  was  raised  from  the 
duad,  his  disciples  remembered  that  he  spake  this;  a!id 
they  believed  the  scripture,  and  the  word  which  Jesus 
had  said. 

28  Now  when  he  was  in  Jerusalem  at  the  passover,  dur- 
ing tlie  feast,  many  iKjlieved  on  his  name,  beholding 

24  his  signs  whicli  lie  did.     But  Jesus  did  not  trust  him- 

25  self  unto  ihem,  for  that  he  knew  all  men,  and  becaus3 
he  needed  not  tiiat  any  one  should  bear  witness  con- 
cerning man;  for  ho  himself  knew  what  was  in  man. 


8  Now  there  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nico- 
2  demus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews;  the  sjime  Ciime  unto  him  by 
night,  and  said  to  him,  Biibbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a 
teacher  come  from  God :  for  no  man  am  do  these  signs 
8  that  thou  doest,  except  God  he  with  hiui.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  soy  unto 
thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  anew,  he  cannot  see  the 

4  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him.  How 
can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old?  can  lie  enter  a 
second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  lK)rn? 

5  Jesus  answered.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except 
a  man  be  born  of  water  and  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 

6  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  born  of  the 
flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which  is  bom  of  the  Spirit  is 

7  spirit.     Marvel  not  that  1  said  unto  thee.  Ye  must  be 

8  born  anew.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and 
thou  hearest  the  voice  thereof,  but  knowest  not  whence 
it  con)eth,  and  whither  it  goeth;  so  is  every  one  tliat  is 

9  bom  of  the  Spirit.     Nicodemus  answered  and  said  unto 
10  him.  How  can  these  things  be?  Jesus  answered  and  said 

unto  him,  Art  thou  the  teacher  of  Israel,  and  understand- 
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do  Then  said  the  Jews,  Forty  and  six  years  was  this 
•temple  in  building,  and  wilt  thou  rear  it  up  in  tliree  days? 

.21  But  he  spake  of  the  temple  of  his  l)ody. 

23  When  therefore  he  was  risen  from  the  dead,  his  dis- 
clph'S  r*m  'inhered  that  he  had  said  this  unto  then;  and 
they  belicivcd  the  scripture,  and  the  word  which  Jesus  had 
said. 

23  T  Now  when  he  was  in  Jerusalem  at  tlie  pas^ovrr,  in 
the  feast  daif.  many  believed  in  his  name,  when  ihey  saw 
the  miracles  whicii  he  did. 

24  IJut  Jetius  did  not  commit  himself  unto  them,  because 
he  knew  all  men, 

25  And  needed  not  that  any  should  testify  of  man;  for 
he  knew  what  was  in  man. 

CHAPTER  IIL 

1  Chrigt  teacheih  Nicodemua  the  necessity  of  regeneration.  14  Of 
faith  in  his  death.  16  The  ^reat  love  of  God  towards  the  world, 
18  Condemnation  for  unbelief.  33  The  baptism,  witness,  and  doc- 
trine of  John  concerning  Christ. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicodcmus, 
a  ruler  of  the  Jews: 

2  The  same  came  to  Jesus  by  niglit,  and  said  unto  1dm, 
Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God: 
for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles  tliat  tliou  doest,  except 
God  Imj  with  him. 

3  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

4  Nicodemus  saith  unto  liim.  How  can  a  man  l^  born 
wlicn  he  is  old?  can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his 
hktiIrt's  womb,  arrd  l>e  born? 

0  Jt'siis  aiii^wt^rcd.  Verily,  veiily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except 
a  m^n  hti  boru  of  wuter  and  ofxXm  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  kiiiirdojti  of  God. 

(I  Vhtii  vviiirli  is  tfOrn  of  the  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which 
is  horn  of  the  Spirit  l«  spirit. 

7  Marvel  not  \\\i\v  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  born 

"8  The  T\ind  blowcth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest 
the  sound  thereof,  hut  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh, 
and  wkiiher  it  goeUi:  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the 
Spirit. 

9  Nicodemus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  How  can 
theac  things  be? 

10  Jesus  aniiwcrtd  nnd  said  unto  him,  Art  tliou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  know^^st  not  these  things? 
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11  est  not  these  things?  Verily,  verily,  I  sny  unto  thee,  We 
spoak  that  we  do  know,  aud  bear  witness  of  that  we 
have  seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness.     If  I  t(ild 

12  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how  Fhall  ye 

13  believe,  if  I  tell  you  heavenly  things?  And  no  n:an 
hath  ascended  into  heaven,  but  he  tliat  descended  cut 
of  heaven,  even  tiie  Son  of  man,  which  is  in  heaven. 

14  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness, 

15  even  so  must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up:  that  whoso- 
ever believeth  may  in  him  have  eternal  lite. 

16  For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  should 

17  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.  For  God  sent  not  the 
Son  into  the  world  to  judge  the  world;  but  that  the 

18  world  should  be  saved  through  hiin.  He  that  believ- 
eth on  him  is  not  judged :  he  that  believeth  not  liath 
been  judged  alreadv,  because  he  hath  not  believed  on 

19  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God.  And  this 
is  the  judgement,  that  the  light  is  come  into  the  world, 
and  men  loved  the  darkness  rather  than  the  light ;  for 

20  their  works  were  evil.  For  every  one  that  doelh  ill 
hateth  the  light,  and  cometh  not  to  the  light,  lest  his 

21  works  should  be  reproved.  But  he  that  doeth  the  truth 
cometh  to  the  light,  that  his  works  may  be  made  mani- 
fest, that  they  have  been  wrought  in  God. 

22  After  these  things  came  Jesus  and  his  disciples  into 
the  land  of  Judiea;  and  there  he  tarried  with  them, 

23  and  baptized.  And  John  also  was  baptizing  in  ^non 
near  to  Salim,  l)ecjuise  there  wasmuch  water  there:  and 

24  they  came,  and  were  baptized.    For  John  was  not  jet 

25  cast  hito  prison.  There  arose  therefore  a  questionnig 
on  the  part  of  John's  disciples  with  a  Jew  about  purify- 

26  ing.  And  they  came  unto  John,  and  said  to  him,  Ral)- 
biriie  that  was  with  thee  beyond  Jordan,  to  whom  thou 

hast  borne  witness,  behold,  the  same  baptizetb,  and  an     oA^ 

27  men  come  to  him.     John  answered  and  said,  A  man  call   4  tWO 
receive  nothing,  except  it  have  been  given  him  from 

28  heaven.  Ye  yourselves  bear  me  witness,*  that  1  sjuil, 
I  am  not  the  Christ,  but,  that  I  am  sent  before  him. 

29  He  that  hath  the  bride  is  the  bridegroom:  but  the  frienj 
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11  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  sp)eak  that  ^t  do 
know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen;  and  ye  receive  not 
OUF  witness. 

13  If  1  have  told  yoii  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not, 
how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  lieavenly  things? 

13  And  no  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  I  ut  he  that 
came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man  which  is  in 
heaven.  . 

14  IT  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  Ferpent  in  the  wilder-! 
ness,  even  so  must  tlK5  8<m  of  man  he  lilted  up; 

15  That  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish, 
but  have  eternal  life. 

16  If  For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  who80i»ver  believeth  in  him  should  not 
perish,  but  liave  everlasting  life. 

17  For  God  sent  not  his  Sou  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world;  but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved. 

18  If  He  that  believeth  on  Lim  is  not  condtmncd:  but 
he  that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already,  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of 
God. 

19  And  this  is  the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into 
the  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  be- 
cause their  deeds  were  evil. 

•  20  For  every  one  that  doeth  evil  liateth  the  light,  neither 
comet h  to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds  should  le  n  ]novcd. 

21  But  he  that  doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light,  tl  at  his 
deeds  may  be  made  manifest,  that  they  are  wiought  in 
God. 

23  ^  x\fter  ihcpc  lliinrrs  camo  Jesus  ard  his  disciples 
into  ihe  Linil  *if  Judtru;  and  there  hetairied  \\ilh  them,  and 
baplkttl.

SG  And  Ibcy  rtmie  unm  John,  and  said  unto  him.  Rabbi, 
he  Ihut  ivai^  with  ihee  beyond  Jordan,  to  whom  tliou  harest 
wiLnciii,  behold,  the  same  bnptizelh,  and  all  men  ccme  to 
lijru. 

27  John  nnfiwcrt'd  luid  said,  A  man  can  receive  nothing, 
escvpt  it  i>c  given  him  f lom  heaven. 

28  Yc  yourselves^  hear  me  witness,  that  I  said,  I  am  not 
the  ChfiJit,  hut  thsit  I  am  sent  before  him.

^      When  therefore  the  Lord  knew  bow  that  the  Phari- 
sees had  beard  that  Jesus  was  making  and  baptizing 
2  more  disciples  than  John  (although  Jesus  himself  bjip- 
8  tized  not,  but  liis  disciples),  be  left  Judaea,  and  departed 

4  agtiin  into  Galilee.     And  he  must  needs  pass  through 

5  Samaria.  So  he  cometh  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  called 
Svchar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Jacob  gave  to 

6  his  son  Joseph-  and  Jjicob's  well  was  there.  Jesus 
therefore,  being  wearietl  with  his  journey,  sat  thus  by 

7  the  well.  It  was  about  the  sixtli  hour.  There  cometh 
a  w^onnm  of  Samaria  to  draw  water:  Jesus  sjiitb  unto 

8  her,  Give  me  to  drink.     For  bis  disciples  were  gone 

9  away  into  the  city  to  buy  food.  The  Samaritan  woman 
therefore  saitli  unto  him.  How  is  it  that  thou,  being  a 
Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a  Samaritan  woman? 

10  (For  Jews  have  no  dealings  with  Samaritans.)  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  her.  If  thou  knewest  the  ffift  of 
God,  and  who  it  is  that  saitb  to  thee;  Give  me  to  drink; 
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friend  of  the  bridegroom,  which  staudeth  and  heareth  him, 
rejoiceth  greatly  because  of  the  bridegroom's  voice:  tliia 
my  joy  therefore  is  fulfilled. 

30  He  must  increase,  but  I  miist  decrease. 

31  He  liiat  cometh  from  above  is  above  all:  he  that  is  of 
the  earth  is  earthly,  and  speaketh  of  the  earth:  he  that 
cometh  from  heaven  is  above  all. 

32  And  what  he  hath  seen  and  heard,  that  he  testifieth; 
and  no  man  receiveth  his  testimony. 

33  He  that  hath  received  his  testimony  hath  set  to  his 
seal  that  God  is  true. 

34  For  he  whom  God  hath  sent  speaketh  the  words  of 
God:  for  God  givclh  not  the  Spirit  by  measure  unU>  him. 

35  The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all  things 
into  bis  hand. 

86  He  that  believeth  oh  the  Son  Imth  everlasting  life: 
and  he  that  believeth  not  the  Sou  shall  not  see  life;  but  the 
wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Christ  tdUeeth  with  a  woman  of  Samaria,  and  revealeth  himself 
unto  her.  27  His  disciples  marvel.  81  He  declareth  to  them  hvt 
zeal  to  Ood'^s  glory.

.-  5  Then  cometU  he  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  which  is  called 
Sjetiar,  near  to  the  p  Lire  el  qf  ground  that  Jacob  gave  to  his 
sou  Joseph- 

fi  Now  Jacob's  well  was  there.  Jesus  therefore,  being 
Avearied  with  /tis  jouriipy,  sat  thus  on  the  A\ell:  and  it  was 
wbout  Uiy  sixUi  imur. 

7  TlierG  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water: 
Jeans  saith  uBty  her.  Give  me  to  drink. 

B  (For  hin  dibciple^  were  gone  away  unto  the  city  to  buy 
meat.) 

0  Then  saith  the  ^voman  of  Samaria  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  thou,  beiiig^  a  Jeu;  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a 
woman  o(  Suinariii  ?  for  tUe  Jews  have  no  dealings  with 
the  Samaritans. 

10  Je^ui^  Huawf^red  and  said  unto  her,  If  thou  knewest 
Ihe  gift  of  God,  and  who  U  is  that  si^ith  to  thee.  Give  v 
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thou  woiildest  have  asked  of  him,  and  he  would  hare 

11  given  thee  living  water.  The  woman  salt h  unto  liim, 
bir,  thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  well  is 
deep:  from  whence   tlicn  hast  thou  thai  liviug  water? 

12  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  which  gave  us 
the  well,  and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his  sols,  t.r.d 

13  his  cattle?    Jesus  answered  ancUaid  unto  her,  Every 

14  one  that  drill keth  of  this  water  shall  thirst  again:  but 
whosoever  driuketli  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  never  thirst:  but  the  water  that  I  shall  iiive  him 
shall  become  in  him  a  well  of  water  springing  up  unto 

15  eternal  life.  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  give  me 
this  water,  that  I  thirst  not,  neither  come  all  the  way 

16  hither  to  draw.     Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Go,  call  thy  hus- 

17  band,  and  come  hither."  The  Moman  answci*ed  and 
said  unto  him,  I  have  no  husband.     Jesus  saith  unto 

18  her.  Thou  saidst  well,  I  have  no  husband:  for  thou 
hast  had  five  husbands;  and  he  whom  th.ou  now. hast  is 

IQ  not  thy  husband:  this  hast  thou  said  truly.  The  woman 
saith  unto  him,  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet. 

20  Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain;  and  3'e  say, 
that  in  Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to  wor- 

21  ship.  Jesus  saiih  unto  her,  Woman,  believe  mc,  the 
hour  Cometh,  when  nehher  in  this  mountain,  nor  in 

23  Jerusalem,  shall  ye  worship  the  Father.  Ye  woi-ship 
that  which  ye  know  not:  we  worship  that  which  we 

23  know:  for  salvation  is  from  the  Jews.  But  the  Lour 
cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  tnie  worshippers  shall 
worship  the  Father  in  rpirit  and  truth:  for  such  do:li 

24  the  Father  seek  to  be  his  worshippers?  God  is  a  Spirit: 
and  thev  that  worship  him  must  worship  in  spirit  and 

25  truth.  The  womnn  siiith  unto  him,  I  know  that  Mes- 
siah cometh  (whicli  is  called  Christ):  when  he  is  come, 

26  he  will  declare  unto  us  all  tilings.  Jesus  saith  unto  htr, 
I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  he. 

27  And  upon  this  came  his  disciples;  and  they  marvelled 
that  he  was  speaking  with  a  woman ;  yet  no  man  said. 
What  seekest  thou?  or.  Why  speake&t  thou  with  her? 

28  So  ths  woman  left  her  waterpot,  and  went  away  into 
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to  driDk;  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of  him,  and  be  would 
have  given  ibee  living  walcr. 

11  The  woman  saiili  unlo  liim.  Sir,  thou  hast  Dothing  to 
draw  >vitli,  and  the  well  is  deep:  from  whence  then  hast 
thou  that  living  water? 

\'Z  Art  Ihou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  which  gave 
us  the  well,  uud  drank  thereof  himself,  aud  his  children, 
and  his  (alile? 

\*^  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Whosoever  drink- 
#cth  of  this  walcr  shall  Ihiist  again: 

14  Bui  whosoever  driuketb^of  the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him  shall  never  thirst;  hut  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water  springing  up  into  everlast- 
ing life. 

15  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  give  me  this  water, 
that  I  thii-st  not,  neither  come  hither  to  draw. 

16  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Go,  call  tby  husband,  and  come 
hither. 

17  The  woman  answered  and  said,  I  have  no  husband. 
Jesus  said  unto  her.  Thou  hast  well  i^aid,  1  have  no'  hus- 
band: 

18  For  thou  hast  had  five  husbands;  and  he  whom  thou 
now  hast  is  not  thy  husband:  in  that  Siddst  Ihou  truly. 

19  The  w  oman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou 
art  a  prophet. 

20  Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain;  and  ye  say, 
that  in  Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to  wor- 
ship. 

21  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  believe  me,  the  hour 
Cometh,  when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at 
JiniSfiknu  \vorslii|j  the  Father. 

22  Ye  wov>hip  ye  know  not  what:  we  know  what  we 
-Nvoishqi:  lor  hnlv:4inii  is  of  the  Jews. 

:2iJ  But  iLl'  h()i]i  toincth,  ard  now  is,  when  the  true

cotiuth,  \\\\iv\\  iii  culkd  Christ:  when  he  is  come,  he  will 
tell  tiH  all  Ihirg^. 

'l^  Jesusi  saith  unto  her,  I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  he. 

ST  ^  And  upon  ihls  came  his  disciples,  and  marvelled 
thiit  he  riilktal  with  the  woman:  yet  no  man  said.  What 
seekcst  thou?  or,  Whv  talkest  thou  with  her? 

28  The  woman  theii  left  her  waterpot,  and  went  her  way 
In  10  Ihe  city,  and  saith  to  the  men, 
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29  tho  city,  and  saith  to  the  men.  Come,  see  a  man,  wnlch 
told  me  all  things  that  ever  I  did:  can  this  be  the  Christ? 
SO  They  went  out  of  the  city,  and  were  coming  to  him.  In 
31  the  mean  while  the  disciples  prayed  him,  saying,  Habbi, 
82  eiit.  But  he  said  unto  them.  I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye 
33  know  not.     The  disoiples  therefore  said  one  to  another, 

84  Hath  any  man  brought  liim  might  to  eat?  Jesus  saith 
unto  them,  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that  sent 

85  me,  and  to  accompliah  his  work.  Say  not  ye,  There 
are  yet  fo»r  months,  and  then  cometli  the  harvest? 
behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on 

86  the  fields,  that  they  are  white  already  unto  harvest.  He 
tliat  reapeth  receiveth  wages,  and  gathereth  fruit  unto 
life  eternal;  that  he  that  sovveth  and  he  that  reapeth 

87  may  rejoice  together.     For  herein  is  the  saying  true, 

88  One  soweth,  and  another  reapeth.  I  sent  you  to  reap 
that  whereon  ye  have  not  laboured :  others  have  labourea, 
and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labour. 

89  And  from  that  city  many  of  the  Samaritans  believed 
on  him  because  of  the  word  of  the  woman,  who  tcsti 

40  fied.  He  told  me  all  things  that  ever  I  did.  So  when  the 
Samaritans  came  unto  him.  they  besought  him  to  abide 

41  with  them:  and  he  abode  there  two  days.     And  many 

42  more  believed  because  of  his  word;  and  they  said  to  th!e 
woman.  Now  we  l>elieve,  not  because  of  thy  speaking: 
for  we  have  heard  for  ourselves,  and  know  that  this  is 
indeed  the  Saviour  of  tiie  world. 

43  And  after  the  two  days  he  went  forth  from  thence 

44  into  Galilee.     For  Jesus  himself  testified,  that  a  prophet 

45  hath  no  honour  in  his  own  country.  So  when  he  came 
into  Galilee,  the  Galilaeans  received  him,  having  seen  all 
the  things  that  he  did  in  Jerusalem  at  the  feast:  for 
they  also  went  unto  the  feast. 

46  -He  c-ime  therefore  airain  unto  Cana  of  Gnlilce.  whcro 
he  made  tiie  water  wine.      And  there  was  a  certail 

47  nobleman,  whose  son  was  sick  at  Capernaum.  When 
he  heard  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee, 
he  went  unto  him,  and  besought  him  that  he  would 
conae  down,  and  heal  his  son;  for  he  was  at  the  point 
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29  Come,  see  a  man,  wliich  told  me  all  things  that  ever  I 
did:  is  not  this  the  Christ? 

30  Then  th^y  went  out  of  the  city,  and  came  unto  liim. 

31  ^  In  the  mean  while  his  disciples  prayed  him,  saying, 
Master,  eat. 

32  But  he  satd  unto  them,  I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye 
know  not  of. 

S3  Therefore  said  the  disciples  one  to  another,  Hath 
any  man  brouglit  him  ought  to  oat? 

34  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of 
him  that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work.  > 

35  Say  not  ye.  There  are  yet  four  months,  and  the)i 
Cometh  harvest?  behold,  I  say  unto  you.  Lift  up  your  eyes, 
and  look  on  the  fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to  har- 
vest. 

36  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages,  and  gathereth 
fruit  unto  life  eternal:  that  both  he  thatsoweth  and  he  that 
reapeth  may  rejoice  together. 

37  And  herem  is  that  saying  true.  One  soweth,  and  an- 
other reapeth. 

38  I  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no  labour; 
other  men  laboured,  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labours. 

39  1  And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed 
on  him  for  the  saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified,  He 
told  me  all  that  ever  Idid. 

40  So  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto  him,  they 
liesought  him  that  he  would  tarry  with  them:  and  he  abode 
there  two  days. 

41  And  many  more  believed  because  of  his  own  word ; 

42  And  said  unto  the  woman.  Now  we  believe,  not  be- 
cause of  thy  saying:  for  we  have  heard  him  ourselves,  and 
know  that  this  is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the 
worlil. 

43  If  Kow  after  twn  days  he  departed  thence,  and  went 
into  Galilee. 

44  For  Jesu?  himself  testified,  that  a  prophet  hath  no 
honour  in  hU  own  cmiTitry. 

45  Tht'n  whc:D  he  wi^  come  into  Galilee,  the  Galilseans 
received  him,  Imvlnpf  Fr.Tu  all  the  things  that  he  did  at  Je- 
ru^ukm  \\\  l\\\^  tVasl:  tor  they  also  went  unto  the  feast. 

4B  So  Jeius  ctuny  tij^aXn  into  Cana  of  Galilee,  where  he 
mnde  tin;  watt-r  winf ,  And  there  was  a  certain  nobleman, 
whose  son  was  £ick  sa  Capernaum. 

47  TVhett  he  Vitard  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judspa 
Id  10  Galilee,  he  went  unlo  him,  and  besought  him  that  he 
Wdukl  tiouif^  do  WIS,  and  heal  his  son:  for  he  was  at  the  point 
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48  of  death.     Jesus  therefore  said  unto  him,  Except  ye  see 

49  signs  aud  wonders,  ye  will  in  no  wise  believe.  Tlie 
nobleman  saitli  unto  him.  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child 

50  die.  Jesus  saithunto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy  son  liveth. 
The  man  believed  the  word  tliat  Jesus  spake  unto  him, 

51  and  he  went  his  way.     And  as  he  was  now  going  down, 

52  his  servants  met  him,  saying,  that  his  son  lived.  So  he 
inquired  of  them  the  liour  w^hen  he  began  to  amend. 
They  said  therefore  unto  him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh 

53  hour  the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that  tt  teas 
at  that  hour  in  whicli  Jesus   said  unto  him,  Thy  son 

54  liveth:  and  himself  believed,  and  his  whole  house.  This 
is  again  the  second  sign  that  Jesus  did,  having  come  out 
of  Judsea  into  Galilee. 


5  After  these  things  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews;  and 
Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Now  there  is  in  Jerusalem  by  the  sheep  gate  a  pool, 
which  is    called    in    Hebrew    Bethesda,   having   five 

3  porches.     In  these  lay  a  multitude  of  them  that  were      "SC^ 

5  sick,  blind,  halt,  withered.  And  a  certain  man  was 
there,  which  had  been  thirty  and  eight  years  in  his  in- 

6  firmity.  When  Jesus  saw  him  lying,  and  knew  that  he 
had  been  now  a  long  time  in  (hat  case,  he  saith  unto  him, 

7  Wouldest  thou  be  made  whole?  The  sick  man  answer- 
ed him.  Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the  water  is  troubled, 
to  put  me  into  the  pool :  but  while  I  am  coming,  another 

8  steppeth  down  before  me.    Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Arise, 

9  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk.  And  straightway  the  man 
was  made  whole,  and  took  up  his  bed  and  walked. 

10      Now  it  was  the  sabbath  on  that  day.     So  the  Jews 
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48  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and 
•wonders,  ye  will  not  believe. 

49  The  nobleman  saith  unto  him.  Sir,  come  down  ere  my 
child  die. 

50  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy  son  liveth. 
And  the  man  believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto 
him,  and  he  went  his  way. 

51  And  as  he  w^as  now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him, 
and  told  him,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth. 

52  Then  enqviii-ed  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he  began  to 
jftmend.  And  they  said  unto  him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh 
hour  the  fever  left  him. 

53  So  the  father  knew  that  it  icas  at  the  same  hour,  in 
Ihe  which  Jesus  sjiid  unto  him,  Thy  son  hveth :  and  him- 
S(  If  believed,  and  his  whole  house. 

54  This  w  again  the  second  miracle  tluit  Jesus  did,  when 
h:;  was  come  out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Je&u8  or.  the  sabbath  day  cureth  him  that  was  diseeued  eight  and 
iUirty  years.  10  The  Jews  therefore  cavil,  and  persecute  him  for 
it.  1('  He  answereth  for  himself,  and  reproveth  them,  shewing  by 
the  testimony  of  his  Father,  32  of  John,  36  of  his  works,  39  and 
of  the  scriptures,  who  he  is. 

AFTER  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews;  and  Jesus 
went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

2  ITow  there  is  at  Jeixisalem  by  the  sheep  market  a  pool, 
-which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda,  having  five 
porches. 

3  In  these  lay  a  great  multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind, 
halt,  withered,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water. 

(^  4  For  an  nn^el  wtnt  down  at  a  certain  season  into  the 
pool,  and  Irtmbicil  tltc  water:  whosoever  then  first  after 
The  troubling:  of  tbfi  wutc  r  stepped  in  was  made  whole  of 
wimlsoever  disease  lie  had. 
-  5  Anfl  a  ceilaia  man  \^  as  there,  which  had  an  infirmity 
thirty  and  eii^^ht  j'ears. 

6  When  Jeaua  saw  him  lie,  and  knew  that  he  hrd  been 
D(jw  a  long  time  in  ihai  tiise,  he  saith  unto  him,  Wilt  thou 
be  made  whole  *!f 

7  The  impotcDt  mmi  answered  him.  Sir,  I  have  no  man, 
whf^n  tlip^  water  is  trrMdilf-d,  to  put  me  into  the  pool:  but 
while  I  am  coming.  anoUier  steppeth  down  before  me. 

H  Jt^\i?^  RQitli  nrsto  him.  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

0  And  immcHiliitcly  tlif  man  was  made  whole,  and  took 
up  his  ht}\\,  and  walked:  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  sab 
t4hlh. 

10  \  *V\m  JiJW!^  lht?rrE'iJre  said  unto  him  that  was  cured, 
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said  unto  him  that  was  cured,  It  is  tbe  sabbath,  and  it 
11  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  take  up  thy  bed.    But  he 

answered  them,  He  that  made  me  whole,  the  same  said 
"12  unto  me,  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk.   They  asked  him, 

Who  is  the  man  that  said  unto  thee.  Take  up  thy  bed, 

13  and  walk?  But  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  who  it  was: 
for  Jesus  had  conveyed  himself  away,  a  multitude  being 

14  in  the  place.  Afterward  Jesus  findeth  him  in  the  tem- 
ple; and  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thou  art  made  whole: 

15  sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse  thing  befall  thee.  The  man 
went  away,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus  which 

16  had  made  him  whole.  And  for  this  cause  did  tiie  Jews 
persecute  Jesus,  because  he  did  these  things  on  the  sab- 

17  bath.    But  Jesus  answered  them.  My  Father  worketh 

18  even  until  now,  and  I  work.  For  this  cause  therefore 
the  Jews  sought  the  more  to  kill  him,  because  he  not 
only  brake  the  sabbath,  but  also  called  God  his  own 
Father,  making  himself  equal  with  God. 

19  Jesus  therefore  answered  and  said  unto  them, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  The  Son  can  do  nothing 

of  himself,  but  what  he  seeth  the  Father  doing:  for 
what  things  soever  he  doeth,  these  the  Son  also  doeth 
30  in  like  manner.  For  the  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and 
sheweth  him  all  things  that  himself  doeth:  and  greater 
works  than  these  will  he  shew  him,  that  ye  may  mar- 

21  vel.  For  as  the  Father  i-aiseth  the  dead  and  quick- 
eneth  them,  even  so  the  Son  also  quickeneth  whom  he 

22  will.     For  neither  doth  the  Father  judge  any  man,  but 

23  he  hath  given  all  judgement  unto  the  Son;  that  all  may 
honour  the  Son,  even  as  they  honour  the  Father.  He 
tliat  hououreth  not  the  Son  honoureth  not  the  Father 

24  which  sent  him.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that 
heareth  n)y  word,  and  believeth  him  that  sent  me,  hath 
etern^  life,  and  cometh  not  into  judgement,  but  hath 

25  passed  out  of  death  into  life.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you.  The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead 
shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God;  and  they  that 

26  hear  shall  live.  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  himself, 
even  so  gave  he  to  the  Son  also  to  have  life  in  himself: 

27  and  he  gave  him  authority  to  execute  judgement,  beciiuse 
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It  i3  the  sabbath  day:  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  cany  thy 
bed. 

11  He  answered  them,  He  that  made  me  whole,  the  same 
said  unto  me,  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

1*2  Then  asked  they  him,  What  man  is  that  which  said 
unto  thee.  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk? 

13  And  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  who  it  was:  for 
Jesus  had  conveyed  himself  away,  a  multitude  being  in 
that  place. 

14  Afterward  Jesus  findeth  him  in  the  temple,  and  said 
unto  him,  Behold,  thou  art  made  whole t  sin  no  more,  lest 
a  worse  thing  come  unto  thee. 

15  The  man  departed,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was 
Jesus,  which  had  made  him  whole. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and 
sought  to  slay  him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on 
the  sabbath  day. 

17  1[  But  Jesus  answered  them,  My  Father  worketh 
hitherto,  and  I  work. 

18  Therefore  the  Jews  sought  the  more  to  kill  him, 
because  he  not  only  had  broken  the  sabbath,  but  said  also 
that  God  was  his  Father,  making  himself  equal  with  God. 

19  Then  answered  Jesus  and  said  unto  them.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Tiie  Son  can  do  nothing  of  hinuelf, 
but  what  he  seeth  the  leather  do:  for  wiiat  things  soever 
he  doeth,  these  also  doeth  the  Son  likewise. 

20  For  the  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  sheweth  him  all 
things  that  himself  doeth:  and  he  will  shew  him  greater 
works  than  these,  that  ye  may  marvel. 

21  For  as  the  Father  raisetli  up  the  dead,  and  quickeneth 
them  ;  even  so  the  Son  quickeneth  whom  he  will. 

22  For  the  Father  judge th  no  man,  but  hath  committed 
all  juiiginent  unto  tlir  Son: 

2B  TliEit  all  mtm  p;!iould  honour  the  Son,  even  as  they 
honour  llie  Futiier  He  that  honoureth  not  the  Son 
honoureth  nat  W\ii  Fjiihcr  which  hath  sent  him. 

34  Verily,  vurily^  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  heareth  my 
word,  and  belitveiii  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting 
life,  and  H^hall  not  coiue  into  condemnation;  but  is  passed 
from  death  unto  lifr. 

%Ty  Verily,  VL^ily,  I  sny  unto  you,  The  hour  is  coming, 
and  nnw  is.  whtm'  ihe  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son 
of  God:  mid  tlity  \\m\i  hear  shall  live. 

20  For  art  the'  Fni her  hath  life  in  himself;  so  hath  he 
given  to  \lv<i  Si>ii  to  ii.ive  life  in  himself; 

37  And  haili  giwn  liim  authority  to  execute  judgment 
also,  bi!<^au^(i  he  is  I  he  Son  of  man. 
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G  After  these  tilings  Jesus  went  away  to  tlie  other  side 
2  of  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  t/iesedot  Tiberias.     Auil 

a  great  multitude  followed  him,  because  they  beheld  ihe 
8  signs  which  he  did  on  them  that  were  sick.     And  Jesus 

went  up  into  the  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with  his 

4  disciples.     Now  the  passover,  the  feast  of  the  Jews,  was 

5  at  hand.  Jesus  therefore  lifting  up  his  eyes,  and  seeing 
that  a  g»;eat  multitude  cometh  unto  him,  saith  unto 
Philip,  Whence  are  we  to  buy  bread,  that  these  may 

6  eat?    And  this  he  said  to  pi'ove  him:  for  he  himself 

7  knew  what  he  would  do.  Philip  answered  him,  Two 
hundred  pennyworth  of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them, 

8  that  every  one  may  take  a  little.     One  of  his  disciples, 

9  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him,  There 
is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two 

10  fishes:  but  what  are  these  among  so  many?  Jesus  said, 
Make  the  people  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much  grass 
in  the  place.     So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about 

11  five  thousand.  Jesus  therefore  took  the  loaves;  and 
having  given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  them  that  were 
set  down ;  likewise  also  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  tlic^ 

12  would.  And  when  they  w^re  filled,  he  saith  unto  his 
disciples.  Gather  up  the  broken  pieces  which  remain 

13  over,  that  nothing  be  lost  So  they  gathered  them  up, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  broken  pieces  from  the 
five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over  unto  them  that 

14  had  eaten.  When  therefore  the  people  saw  the  sign 
which  he  did,  they  said,  This  is  of  a  truth  the  prophet 
that  cometh  into  the  world. 

15  Jesus  therefore  perceiving  that  they  were  about  to 
come  and  take  him  by  force,  to  make  him  king,  with- 
drew again  into  the  mountain  himself  alone. 

16  And  when  evening  came,  his  disciples  went  down 
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CHAPTER  VL 

1  Christ  feedeih  five  thoiMand  men  with  five  loaves  and  two  iUhes, 
16  Thereupon  the  people  would  have  made  him  kiryg.  16  But  with- 
drawing himself^  he  walked  on  the  sea  to  hia  diaciplea:  26  reprov- 
eth  the  people  flocking  after  JUm,  and  all  thelle^y  hearers  of  his 
word:  SS  dedareth  himself  to  be  the  bread  of  life  to  believers.  66 
Many  disciples  depart  from  him.  66  I^ter  confesseth  him.  70 
Judas  is  a  aevil. 

A    FTER  these  things  Jesus  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee, 


r\    which  is  the  sea  of  Tiberias. 

2  And  a  great  multitude  followed  him,  because  they  saw 
his  miracles  which  he  did  on  them  that  were  diseased. 

3  And  Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat 
-with  his  disciples. 

4  And  the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh. 

5  Tf  When  Jesus  then  lifted  up  to  eyes,  and  saw  a  great 
company  come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence 
shall  we  buy  bread,  that  tliese  may  eat? 

6  And  this  he  said  to  prove  him:  for  he  himself  knew 
what  he  would  do. 

7  Philip  answered  him.  Two  hundred  pennyworth  of 
bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of  th^m  may 
take  a  little. 

8  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother, 
saith  unto  him, 

9  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and 
two  small  fishes:  but  what  are  they  among  so  many? 

10  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there 
was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in 
numl)er  about  five  thousand.^ 

11  Aiul  Jcsu'^  toiik  Uh'  Ifmvf^a;  and  when  he  had  given 
thiuiks,  liG  di^tnbiitiid  tx}  thc^  dli^ciples,  and  the  disciples  to 
Uiem  that  were  set  down ;  auil  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much 
as  they  would. 

1*2  Wlieu  they  wero  filltMl,  Im  said  unto  his  disciples, 
GatlKT  up  the  fiairmtiit^  th^ii  iviimiD,  that  nothing  be  lost. 

13  Therefore  they  ^uthtTod  fftem  together,  and  filled 
twelve  ba-skels  wiUi  ihi'  rnvniiLt'iiLH  of  the  five  barley  loaves, 
whicli  remained  over  and  iVbovi  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 

14  Theii  those  mvii,  wlicii  tliey  had  seen  the  nnraclenhat 
Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  ii  truth  that  prophet  that  should 
come  into  the  worlii, 

15  ^  When  Jesus  thereffire  i^erceived  that  they  would 
come  ami  take  lain  by  t'nree,  to  make  him  a  fcing,  he 
departed  n*rain  into  a  mouiituin  himself  alone. 

16  And  when  even  was  now  come,  his  disciples  went 
d^i  wn  unto  the  sea, 
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17  unto  tlie  sea;  and  they  entered  into  a  boat,  and  were 
going  over  the  sea  unto  Capernaum.     And  it  was  now 

18  dark,  and  Jesus  had  not  yet  come  to  tliem.  And  the 
sea  was  rising  by  reason  of  a  great  wind  that  blew. 

19  When  therefore  they  had  rowed  about  five  and  twenty 
or  thirty  furlongs,  they  behold  Jesus  walking  on  the 
sea,  and  drawing  nigh  unto  the  boat:  and  they  were 

20  afraid.     But  he  saith  unto  them,  It  is  I;  be  not  afraid. 

21  They  were  willing  therefore  to  receive  him  into  the 
boat :  and  straightway  the  boat  was  at  the  land  whither 
they  were  going. 

22  On  the  morrow  the  multitude  which  stood  on  the 
other  side  of  the  sea  saw  that  there  was  none  other 
boat  there,  save  one,  and  that  Jesus  entered  not  with 
his  disciples  into  the  boat,  but  that  his  disciples  went 

23  away  alone  (howbeit  there  came  boats  from  Tiberias 
nigh  unto  the  place  where  they  ate  the  bread  after  the 

24  Lord  had  given  thanks) :  when  the  multitude  therefore 
saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there,  neither  his  disciples,  they 
themselves  got  into  the  boats,  and  came  to  Capernaum, 

25  seeking  Jesus.  And  when  they  found  him  on  the  other 
side    of  the  sea,   they  said  unto  him,   Rabbi,   when 

26  earnest  thou  hither?  Jesus  answered  them  and  said. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Ye  seek  me,  not  because 
ye  saw  signs,  but  because  ye  ate  of  the  loaves,  and  were 

27  filled.  Work  not  for  the  meat  which  perisheth,  but 
for  the  meat  which  abidqjh  unto  eternal  life,  which  the 
Son  of  man  shall  give  unto  you:  for  him  the  Father, 

28  even  God,  hath  sealed.  They  said  therefore  unto  him, 
What  must  we  do,  that  we  may  work  the  works  of 

29  God  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  This  is  the 
work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  him  whom  he  hath 

30  sent.  They  said  therefore  unto  him,  What  then  doest 
thou  for  a  sign,  that  we  may  see,  and  believe  thee? 

81  what  workestthou?  Our  fathers  ate  the  manna  in  the 
wilderness:  as  it  is  written,  He  gave  them  bread  out  of 

32  heaven  to  eat.  Jesus  therefore  said  unto  them,  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  It  was  not  Moses  that  gave  you 
the  bread  out  of  heaven;  but  my  Father  giveth  you  the 

83  true  bread  out  of  heaven.     For  the  bread  of  God  is  that 

which  comet h    down  out  of  heaven,   and  giveth    life 

ito  the  world.     They  said  therefore  unto  him.  Lord, 
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17  And  entered  into  a  ship,  and  went  over  the  sea  toward 
Capernaum.  And  it  was  now  dark,  and  Jesus  was  not  come 
to  ihem. 

18  And  the  sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  great  wind  that  blew. 

19  So  when  they  had  rowed  about  five  and  twenty  or 
thirty  furlongs,  they  see  Jesus  walking  on  the  sea,  and 
drawing  nigh  unto  the  ship:  and  they  were  afraid. 

20  But  he  saith  unto  them,  It  is  I;  be  not  afraid. 

21  Then  they  willingly  received  him  into  the  ship:  and 
immediately  the  ship  was  at  the  laud  whither  they  went. 

22  Tf  The  day  following,  when  the  people  which  stood 
on  the  other  side  of  the  sea  saw  that  there  was  none  other 
boat  there,  save  that  one  whereinto  his  disciples  were 
entered,  and  that  Jesus  went  not  with  his  disciples  into  the 
boat,  but  that  his  disciples  were  gone  away  alone ; 

23  (How belt  there  came  other  boats  from  Tiberias  nigh 
unto  the  place  where  they  did  eat  bread,  after  that  the  Lord 
had  given  thanks:) 

24  When  the  people  therefore  saw  that  Jesus  was  not 
there,  neither  his  disciples,  they  also  took  shipping,  and 
came  to  Capernaum,  seeking  for  Jesus. 

25  And  when  they  had  found  him  on  the  other  side  of 
the  sea,  they  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  when  camest  thou 
hither? 

.  26  Jesus  answered  them  and  said.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  Ye  seek  me,  not  because  ye  saw  the  miracles, 
but  because  ye  did  eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were  filled. 

27  Labour  not  for  the  meat  which  perisheth,  but  for  that 
meat  which  endureth  unto  everlasting  life,  which  the  Son 
of  man  shall  give  unto  your  for  him  hath  God  the  Father 
sealed. 

28  Then  said  they  unto  him.  What  shall  we  do,  that  we 
misrht  work  tlie  works  of  God? 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  This  is  the  work 
of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  him  whom  he  hath  sent. 

30  They  said  therefore  unto  him,  What  sign  shewest  thou 
then,  that  we  may  see.  and  believe  thee?  what  dost  thou 
work?  ... 

31  Our  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  desert;  as  it  is  writ- 
ten. He  gave  them  bread  from  heaven  to  eat. 

32  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  Moses  gave  you  not  that  bread  from  heaven;  but  my 
Father  givelh  you  the  true  bread  from  heaven. 

33  For  the  bread  of  God  is  he  which  cometh  down  from 
heaven,  and  giveth  life  unto  the  world. 

34  Then  said  they  unto  hhn,  Lord,  evermore  give  us  this 
l)read. 
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85  evermore  give  us  this  bread.  Jesus  said  unto  them,  I 
am  the  bread  of  life :  be  that  cometh  to  me  shall  not 
hunger,  and  he  that  believeth  on  me  shall  never  thirdk 

86  But  I  said  unto  you,  that  ye  have  seen  me,  and  yet  be 
37  licve  not.     All  that  which  the  Father  giveth  me  shall 

come  unto  me;  and  him' that  cometh  to  me  I  will  in  no 

88  wise  cast  out.    For  I  am  come  down  from  heaven,  not 

to  do  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me. 

39  And  this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  of  all  tliat 
which  lie  hath  given  me  I  should  lose  nothing,   but 

40  should  raise  it  up  at  the  last  day.  For  this  is  the  will  of 
my  Father,  that  every  one  that  beholdeth  the  Son,  and 
believeth  on  him,  should  have  eternal  life;  and  I  will 
raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

41  The  Jews  therefore  murmured  conceraing  him,  be- 
cause he  said,  I  am  the  bread  which  came  down  out  of 

43  heaven.  And  they  said.  Is  not  this  Jesus,  the  son  of 
Joseph,  whose  father  and  mother  we  know  ?  how  doth 

43  he  now  say,  I  am  come  down  out  of  heaven?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  Murmur  not  amongyour- 

44  solves.  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Father 
which  sent  me  draw  him:  and  I  will  raise  him  up  in 

45  the  last  day.  It  is  written  in  the  prophets.  And  they 
shall  all  be  taught  of  God.  Every  one  that  hath  heard 
from  the  Father,  and  hath  learned,  cometh  unto  me. 

46  Not  that  anv  man  hath  seen  the  Father,  save  he  which 

47  is  from  God,  he  hath  seen  the  Father.     Veril}^  verily, 

48  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  believeth  hath  eternal  life.     I 

49  am  the  bread  of  life.     Your  fathers  did  eat  the  manna 

50  in  the  wilderness,  and  they  died.  This  is  the  bread 
whiclF  cometh  down  out  of  heaven,  that  a  man  may  eat 

51  thereof,  and  not  die.  I  am  the  living  bread  which 
came  down  out  of  heaven :  if  any  man  eat  of  this  bread, 
he  shall  live  for  ever:  yea  and  the  bread  which  I  will 
give  is  my  flesh,  for  the  life  of  the  world. 

53      The  Jews  therefore  strove  one  with  another,  saying, 
53  How  can  this  man  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat?    Jesus  there- 
fore said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man  and  drink  his 
64  blood,  ye  have  not  life  in  youi*selves.     He  that  eateth 
my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood  hath  eternal  life;  and 
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35  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  I  am  the  bread  of  life:  he 
tliat  Cometh  to  me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that  bG- 
lieveth  on  me  shall  never  thirst. 

38  But  I  said  unto  you,  That  ye  also  have  seen  me,  and 
believe  not. 

37  All  that  the  Father  giveth  me  shall  come  to  me;  and 
liim  that  cometli  to  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out. 

S8  For  T  came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  min£  own 
will,  but  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me. 

39  And  this  is  the  Father's  will  which  hath  sent  me,  that 
of  all  which  he  hath  given  me  I  should  lose  nothing,  but 
should  raise  it  up  agam  at  the  last  day. 

40  And  this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  every 
one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him.  inav  have 
everlasting  life:  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  JHstojiy.  • 

41  The  Jews  then  murmured  at  him,  because  he  said,  I 
am  the  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven. 

42  And  they  said,  Is  not  this  Jesus,  the  3on  of  Joseph, 
whose  father  and  mother  we  know?  how  is  it  then  that  he 
saith,  I  came  down  from  heaven? 

43  Jesus  therefore  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Mur- 
mur not  among  yourselves. 

44  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Father  which  hath 
sent  me  draw  him:  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

45  It  is  written  in  the  prophets,  And  they  shall  be  all 
ttiught  of  God.  Every  man  therefore  that  hath  heard,  and 
hath  learned  of  the  Father,  cometh  unto  nie. 

46  Not  that  any  man  hath  seen  the  Father,  save  he  which 
is  of  God,  he  hath  seen  the  Father. 

47  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  believeth  on 
me  hath  everlasting  life. 

48  I  am  that  bread  of  life. 

49  Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wilderness,  and 
are  dead. 

50  This  is  the  bread  which  cometh  down  from  heaven, 
that  a  man  may  eat  thereof,  and  not  die. 

51  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven : 
if  any  iiiuu  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever:  and 
the  bi'eiul  tha:  I  will  give  is  my  flesh,  which  I  will  give  for 
the  life  of  tho  world 

53  The  JevYJs  1  lie  re  fore  strove  among  themselves,  saying, 
How  can  this  m^m  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat? 

53  Then  Jesus  j?,'ild  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  EsLCppt  je  cnit  I  he  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  drink 
his  birsod,  yt?  havf  no  life  in  you. 

64  Who^o  e^itfijh  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath 
eteriml  life ;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 
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55  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day.     For  my  flesh  is  meat 

56  indeed,  aud  my  blood  is  drink  indeed,  lie  that  eateth 
my  flesh  and  diinketh  my  blood  abideth  in  me,  and  I 

57  in  Mm.  A  s  the  living  Father  sent  me,  and  I  live  because 
of  the  Father;  so  he  that  eateth  me,  he  also  shall  live 

58  because  of  me.  This  is  the  bread  which  came  down  out 
of  heaven:  not  as  the  fathers  did  eat,  and  died:  he  that 

59  eateth  this  bread  shall  live  for  ever.  These  things  said 
he  in  the  synagogue,  as  he  taught  in  Capernaum. 

60  Many  therefore  of  his  disciples,  when  they  heard  tJiiSy 

61  said,  This  is  a  hard   saying;  who  can  hear  it?    But 
.    Jesus  knowing  in  himself  that  his  disciples  murmured 

at  this,  said  unto  them,  Doth  this  cause  you  to  stumble? 
63  What  then  if  ye  should  behold  the  Son  of  mau  ascend- 

63  iug  where  he  was  before?  It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth ; 
the  flesh  profiteth    nothing:   the  words  that  I  have 

64  spoken  unto  you  are  spirit,  and  are  life.  But  there  are 
some  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus  knew  from 
the  beginning  who  they  were  that  believed  not,  and  who 

65  it  was  that  should  betray  him.  And  he  said,  for  this 
cause  have  I  said  unto  you,  that  no  man  can  come  unto 
me,  except  it  be  given  unto  him  of  the  Father. 

66  Upon  this  many  of    his  disciples  went    back,  and 

67  walked  no  more  with  him.     Jesus  said  therefore  imto 

68  the  twelve,  Would  ye  also  go  away?  Simon  Peter 
answered  him,  Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go?  thou  hast  the 

69  words  of  eternal  life.     And  we  have  believed  and  know 

70  that  thou  art  the  Holy  One  of  God.  Jesus  answered 
them,  Did  not  I  choose  you  the  twelve,  and  one  of  you 

71  is  a  devil?  Now  he  spake  of  Judas  the  son  of  Simon 
Iscariot,  for  he  it  was  that  should  betray  him,  hdng  one 
of  the  twelve. 


And  after  these  things  Jesus  walked  in  Galilee:  for 
would  not  walk  in  Judaea,  because  the  Jews  sought 
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65  For  my  flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and  my  blood  is  drink 
Indeed. 

56  He  thateatetli  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  dwell- 
eth  in  me  and  I  in  him. 

57  As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the 
Father:  so  he  that  eatethme,  even  he  shall  live  by  me. 

58  This  is  that  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven: 
not  as  your  fathers  did  eat  manna,  and  aie  dead:  he  that 
eateth  of  this  bread  shall  live  for  ever. 

59  These  things  said  he  in  the  synagogue,  as  he  taught 
in  Capernaum. 

60  Many  therefore  of  his  disciples,  when  they  had  heard 
Ihis,  said.  This  is  an  hard  saying;  who  can  hear  it? 

61  When  Jesus  knew  in  himself  that  his  disciples  mur- 
mured at  it,  he  said  unto  them.  Doth  this  offend  you? 

62  WJuU  and  if  ye  shall  see  Hie  Son  of  man  ascend  up 
"Where  he  was  before? 

63  It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth;  the  flesh  profiteth 
nothing:  the  words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit, 
and  t^are4ife. 

64  But  there  are  some  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus 
knew  from  the  beginning  who  they  were  that  believed  not, 
and  who  sliould  betray  him. 

65  And  he  said,  Therefore  said  I  unto  you,  that  no  man 
can  come  unto  me,  except  it  were  given  unto  him  of  my 
Father. 

66  1  From  that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went  back, 
and  walked  no  more  with  him. 

67  Then  said  Jesus  unto  the  twelve.  Will  ye  also  go 
away? 

68  Then  Simon  Peter  answered  him,  Lord,  to  whom 
shall  we  eo?  thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  Ufe. 

69  And  we  believe  and  are  sure  that  thou  art  that  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God. 

70  Jesus  answered  them,  Have  not  I  chosen  you  twelve, 
and  one  of  you  is  a  devil? 

71  He  spake  of  Judas  Iscariot  the  mn  of  Simon:  for  he 
it  was  that  should  betray  him,  being  one  of  the  twelve. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Jes\s3  TVpraveth  th^  fiinbitum  nnd  boldness  of  his  kinsmen:  10 
g^ieih  itji  /mm  GoUlft'  fn  fftc  Jmgf  of  tabernacles:  14  teacheth  in 
ihe  tempi*?.  40  Lit^'r^  fi^iitfo^  *  <>j'  htm  among  the  people.  45  The 
J-hai-iaef^H  anr  nngry  ikai  fit  fir  officers  took  him  i.ot,  and  chide 
With  Mcod^mnsfir  tf f  hi  if  g  hit^  fitrt. 

AFTER  the-fte  iWmiii^  Jc^ns  walked  in  Galilee:  for  he 
>^ould  not  walk  in  Ji.-\viv,  because  the  Jews  sought 
to  kiU  him. 
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2  to  kill  him.    Now  the  feast  of  the  Jews,  the  feast  of 

8  tabernacles,  was  at  hand.     His  brethren  therefore  said 

unto  him,  Depart  hence,  and  go  into  Judaea,  that  thy 

disciples  also  may  behold  thy  works  which  tliou  doest. 

4  For  no  man  doeth  anything  in  secret,  and  himself 
seoketh  to  be  known  openly.     If  tlK>u  doest  these  things, 

5  manifest  thyself  to  the  world.    For  even  his  brethrea 

6  did  not  believe  on  him.  Jesus  therefore  saith  unto 
them,  My  time  is  not  yet  come;  but  your  time  is  alway 

7  ready.    The  world  cannot  hate  you ;  but  me  it  hatetl^ 

8  because  I  testify  of  it,  that  its  works  are  evil.  Go  ye 
up  unto  the  feast:  I  go  not  up  yet  unto  this  feast; 

9  bcjcause  my  time  is  not  yet  fulfilled.  And  having  said 
these  things  unto  them,  he  abode  sUU  in  Galilee. 

10  But  when  his  brethren  were  gone  up  unto  the  feast, 
then  went  he  also  up,  not  publicly,  but  as  it  were  in 

11  secret.    The  Jews  therefore  sought  him  at  the  feast,  and 

12  said,  Where  is  he?  And  there  was  much*  murmurini? 
among  the  multitudes  concerning  him:  some  said,  Ho 
is  a  good  man;  others  said.  Not  so,  but  he  leadeth  tho 

13  multitude  astray.  How  belt  no  man  spake  openly  of 
him  for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

14  But  when  it  was  now  the  midst  of  the  feast  Jesna 

15  went  up  into  the  temple,  and  taught.  The  Jews  there- 
fore marvelled,  saying,  How  knoweth  this  man  letters, 

16  having  never  learned  ?  Jesus  therefore  answered  them, 
and  said,  My  teaching  is  not  mine,  but  his  that  sent  me. 

17  If  any  man  willeth  to  do  his  will,  he  shall  know  of  the 
teaching,  whetlier  it  be  of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  from 

18  myself.  He  that  speaketh  from  himself  seeketh  his  own 
glory:  but  he  that  seeketh  the  glory  of  him  that  sent 
him,  the  same  is  true,  and  no  unrighteousness  is  in  him. 

19  Did  not  Moses  give  you  the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you 

20  doeth  the  law  ?  Why  seek  ye  to  kill  me  ?  The  mul- 
titude answered.  Thou  hast  a  devil:  who  seeketh  to  kill 

21  tliee  ?    Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  did  one 

22  work,  and  ye  all  marvel.  For  this  cause  hath  Moses 
given  you  circumcision  (not  that  it  is  of  Moses,  but  of 
the  fathers);  and  on  the  sabbath  ye  circumcise  a  man. 

28  If  a  man  receiveth  circumcision  on  the  sabbath,  that  tMe 
law  of  Moses  may  not  be  broken;  are  ye  wroth  with  nic. 
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2  Now  the  Jews*  fea  t  of  tabernacles  was  at  hand. 

3  His  brethren  there  fore  said  unto  him,  Depart  hence, 
and  go  into  Judaea,  tliat  thy  disciples  also  may  see  the 
"Works  that  thou  doest. 

4  For  tJiej^e  is  no  man  that  doeth  fkny  th'ng  in  secret,  anil 
he  himself  seeketh  to  be- known  openiy.  If  thou  do  these 
thin^,  shew  thyself  to  the  world. 

5  For  neither  did  his  brethren  believe  in  him. 

6  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  My  time  is  not  yet  come, 
but  your  time  is  alway  ready. 

7  The  world  cannot  hate  you;  but  me  it  hateth,  because 
I  testify  of  it,  that  the  works  thcpeof  are  evil. 

8  Go  ye  up  unto  this  feast :  I  go  not  up  yet  unto  this  feast; 
for  my  time  is  not  yet  full  come. 

9  When  he  had  said  these  words  unto  tliera,  he  abode 
atill  in  Galilee. 

10  1  But  when  his  brethren  were  gone  up,  then  went  he 
also  up  unto  the  feast,  not  openly,  but  as  it  were  in  secret. 

11  Then  the  Jews  sought  him  at  the  feast,  and  said. 
Where  is  he? 

12  And  there  was  much  murmuring  among  the  people 
concerning  him  :  for  some  said,  He  is  a  good  man  :  others 
said.  Nay;  but  he  deceiveth  the  people. 

13  Howbeit  no  man  spake  openly  of  him  for  fear  of  the 
Jews. 

14  1  Now  about  the  midst  of  the  feast  Jesus  went  up 
into  the  temple,  and  taught. 

15  And  the  Jews  marvelled,  saying,  How  knowcth  this 
man  letters,  having  never  learned? 

16  Jesus  answered  them,  and  said.  My  doctrine  is  not 
mine,  but  his  that  sent  me. 

17  If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall  know  of  the  doc- 
trine, whether  it  be  of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of  myself. 

18  He  tliat  speakelh  of  himself  seeketh  his  own  glory: 
but  he  tbiit  seeketh  Iji^  s'ory  thut  sent  him,  the  samei-t 
I  rue,  ami  no  uTirighh:oN.so[.'S3  is  in  him. 

19  Did  not  MosijiB  iijve  you  the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you 
keepetlj  the  hiw?    Wliy  go  ye  about  to  kill  me? 

30  Tlie  p<?oplp  juiawL-red  and  said,  Thou  hast  a  devil ;  who 
goeth  about  to  kiU  tliw? 

21  Jtsus  aostwered  and  sa.d  unto  them,  I  have  done  one 
wEirk,  rtod  ye  all  mijrvd 

23  MoRCS  theK*forfi  i^ave  unto  you  circumcision;  (not  he- 
enttse  it  is  of  MoseSv  but  of  the  fathers;)  and  ye  on  the  sab- 
hath  day  circumcim?  si  nmn. 

'2^  If  a  man  on  the  snbbath  day  receive  circumcision,  that 
I  ho  Ui\^  of  MoscH  Hhuuid  not  be  broken;  are  ye  angry  at 
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because  I  made  a  man  every  whit  whole  on  the  sabbath? 

24  Judge  not  according  to  appearance,  but  judge  righteous 
jadgement. 

25  Some  thcrefoi-e  of  them  of  Jerusalem  said,  Is   not 

26  this  he  whom  they  seek  to  kill?  And  lo,  he  speakcth 
openly,  and  they  say  nothing  unto  him.  Can  it  be 
that  the  rulers  indeed  know  that  this  is  the  Christ? 

27  Howbeit  we  know  this  man  whence  he  is:  but  when 
the   Christ  cometh,   no  one  knoweth  whence  he    is. 

28  Jesus  therefore  cried  in  the  temple,  leaching  and 
saying,  Ye  both  know  me,  and  know  whence  I  am: 
aud  I  am  not  come  of  myself,  but  he  that  sent  me 

29  is  tme,  whom  ye  know  not.     I  know  him ;  because  I 

80  am  from  him,  and  he  sent  me.  They  sought  there- 
fore to  take  him:    and    no  man  laid    his   hand    on 

81  him,  because  his  hour  was  not  yet  come.  But  of  the 
multitude  many  believed  on  him;  and  they  said. 
When  the  Christ  shall  come,  will  he  do  more  signs 

82  than  thoee  which  this  man  hath  done?  The  Pharisees 
heard  the  multitude  murmuring  these  things  concern- 
ing him;  and  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  sent 

83  ofneers  to  take  him.  Jesus  therefore  said,  Yet  a  little 
while  am  I  with  you,  and  I  go  unto  him  that  sent  me. 

84  Yo  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me:  and  where  I 
35  am,  ye  cannot  come.    The  Jews  therefore  said  among 

themselves.   Whither  will   this  man  go  that  we  shall 
not  find  him?  will  he  go  unto  the  Dispersion  among 

86  the  Greeks,  and  teach  the  Greeks?  What  is  this  word 
that  he  said.  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me : 
and  where  I  am,  ye  cannot  come? 

87  Now  on  the  last  day,  the  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus 
stood  and  cried,  saying.  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come 

88  unto  me,  and  drink.  He  that  believeth  on  me,  as  the 
scripture  hath  said,  out  of  his  belly  shall  flow  rivers  of 

89  living  water.  But  this  spake  he  of  the  Spirit,  which 
they  that  believed  on  him  were  to  receive:  for  the  Spirit 
was  not  yet  given;  because  Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified. 

40  Some  of  the  multitude  therefore,  when  they  heard  these 

41  words,  said.  This  is  of  a  truth  the  prophet.  Others  said. 
This  is  the  Christ.    But  some  said,  What,  doth  ilvid 
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me,  because  I  have  made  a  man  every  whit  whole  on  the 
sabbath  day? 

24  Judge  not  accordiug  to  the  appearance,  but  judge 
righteous  judgment. 

26  Then  said  some  of  them  of  Jerusalem,  Is  not  this  he, 
whom  they  seek  to  kill  ? 

26  But,  lo,  he  speaketh  boldly,  and  they  say  nothing 
unto  him.  Do  the  rulers  know  indeed  that  this  is  the  very 
Christ? 

27  How^beit  we  know  this  man  whence  he  is:  but  when 
Christ  cometh,  no  man  knowelli  whence  he  is. 

28  Then  cried  Jesus  in  the  temple  as  he  taught,  saying. 
Ye  both  know  me,  and  ye  know  whence  I  am:  and  I  am 
not  come  of  myself,  but  he  that  sent  me  is  true,  whom  ye 
know  not. 

29  But  I  know  him:  for  I  am  from  him,  and  he  hath  sent 
me. 

30  Then  they  sought  to  take  him:  but  no  man  laid  handu 
on  him,  because  his  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

31  And  many  of  the  people  believed  on  him,  and  said, 
"When  Christ  cometh,  will  he  do  more  miracles  than  these 
which  this  man  hath  done? 

32  IF  The  Pharisees  heard  that  the  people  murmured 
such  things  concerning  him:  and  the  Pharisees  and  the 
chief  priests  sent  oflBcers  to  take  him. 

33  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Yet  a  little  while  am  I 
with  you,  and  Iken  I  go  unto  him  that  sent  me. 

34  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me :  and  where  I 
am.  thither  ye  cannot  come. 

35  Then  said  the  Jews  among  themselves,  Whither  will 
he  go,  that  we  shall  not  find  him?  will  he  go  unto  the  dis 
persed  among  the  Gentiles,  and  teach  the  Gentiles? 

36  What  manfifrfif  raying  is  this  that  he  said.  Ye  ^all 
seek  iTiep  nnd  shall  uot  Hud  m€:  and  where  I  am,  thither  ye 
ennnot  come? 

87  In  the  last  di\y,  that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus 
Ktood  and  cried,  i^av^ing,  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come 
unto  me,  and  diink. 

88  He  that  believt-rh  on  me,  as  the  scripture  hath  said, 
out  of  his  belly  shftll  flow  rivers  of  living  water. 

S9  (Btit  ihiw  iipake  he  of  the  Spirit,  which  they  that 
believe  on  him  should  receive:  for  the  Holy  Ghost  was  not 
jet  gi'D^n;  becauae  that  Jesus  waa  not  yet  glorified.) 

40  ^  Miiny  of  ihv  people  therefore,  when  they  heard 
this  saying,  said.  Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet. 

41  dlhers  said,  This  Is  the  Christ.  But  some  said,  Shall 
Christ  come  o\it  of  Gsdilee? 
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42  Christ  come  out  of  Galilee?  Hath  not  the  scripture  said 
that  the  Christ  cometh  of  the  seed  of  David,  and  from 

43  Bethlehem,   the  village  wliere  David  was?     So  there 

44  arose  a  division  in  the  multitude  because  of  him.  And 
some  of  them  would  have  taken  him ;  but  no  man  laid 
hands  on  him. 

45  The  officers  therefore  came  to  tlie  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees;  and  thev  said  unto  them,  Why  did  ye  not 

46  bring  him?  The  otncers  answered,  Never  man  so  spake. 

47  The  Pharisees  tlierefore  answered  them.  Are  ye  also  led 

48  astrav?    Hath  any  of  the  rulers  believed  on  him,  or  of 

49  the  Pharisees?    But  this  multitude  which  knowelh  not 
,  50  the  law  are  accursed.     Nicodemus  saith  unto  them  (he 

51  that  came  to  him  before,  being  one  of  them),  Doth  our 
law  judge  a  man,  except  it  tirst  hear  from  himself  and 

52  know  what  he  doeth?  They  answered  and  said  unto 
him.  Art  thou  also  of  Galilee?  Search,  and  see  that  out 
of  Galilee  ariseth  no  prophet. 

53  [And  they  went  every  man  unto  his  own  house:  but 


8  Jesus  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives.  And  early  in 
the  morning  he  came  again  into  the  temple,  and  all 
the    people   came   unto    nim;   and  he  sat  down,  and 

3  taught  them.  And  the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  bring 
a  woman  taken  in  adultery ;  and  having  set  her  in  the 

4  midst,  they  say  unto  him,   Muster,  this  woman  hath 

5  been  taken  in  adultery,  in  the  very  act.  Now  in  the 
law  Moses  commanded  us  to  stone  such:  what  then 

6  sayest  thou  of  her?  And  this  they  said,  tempting  him, 
that  they  might  have  whereof  to  accuse  him.  But 
Jesus  stooped  down,  and  with  his  finger  wrote  on  the 

7  ground.  But  when  they  continued  asking  him,  he  lifted 
up  himself,  and  said  unto  them,  He  that  Ls  without  sin 
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42  Hath  not  the  scripture  said,  That  Christ  cometh  of 
the  seed  of  David,  and  out  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem, 
where  David  was? 

43  So  there  was  a  division  among  the  people  because  of 
him. 

44  And  some  of  them  would  have  taken  him;  but  no 
man  laid  hands  on  him. 

45  1[  Then  came  the  officers  to  the  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees;  and  they  said  unto  them,  Why  have  ye  not 
brought  him? 

46  The  officers  answered,  Never  man  spake  like  this 
man. 

47  Then  answered  them  the  Pharisees,  Are  ye  also  de- 
ceived? 

48  Have  any  of  the  rulers  or  of  the  Pharisees  believed 
on  him? 

49  But  this  people  who  knoweth  not  the  law  are  cursed. 

50  Nicoderaus  saith  unto  them,  (he  that  came  to  Jesus 
by  night,  being  one  of  them,) 

51  Doth  our  law  judge  anp  man,  before  it  hear  him,  and 
know  what  he  doelh? 

52  They  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  also  of 
Galilee?  Search,  and  look:  for  out  of  Galilee  uriseth  no. 
prophet. 

53  And  every  man  went  unto  his  own  house. 

CHAPTER  Vm. 

1  Christ  deUvereth  the  woman  taken  in  adultery.  12  He  T^ach- 
eth  hivMelf  the  light  of  the  world,  and  iugtifieth  his  doctrine :  33 
ariswereth  the  Jews  that  boasted  of  Abraham^  69  and  oonveyeth 
himself  from  their  cruelty. 

JESUS  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives. 
2  And  early  in  the  morning  he  came  again  into  the 
temple,  and  all  the  people  came  unto  him;  and  he  sat  down, 
and  taught  them. 

3  Ana  the  scribes  nud  Plmrisees  brought  unto  him  a 
wimmii  taken  iti  adulttry;  iiiid  when  they  had  set  her  in 
the  midst  J 

4  They  i;ay  uulo  himj  Muster,  this  woman  was  taken  in 
adultery^  in  the  very  iicf- 

5  Now  Moseij  in  the  law  roEnmanded  us,  that  such  should 
be  stoned:  but  wliat  isaycf^t  timu? 

ft  This  Ihoy  sjiid,  temptiiiir  him,  that  they  might  have  to 
accuse  liini.  But  Jesu^  ?* looped  down,  and  with  his  finger 
wrote  on  the  grourvtlj  ii^  tlufugh  he  heard  them  not 

7  Sa  wlipu  tliey  continued  asking  him,  he  lifted  up  him- 
self, atid  said  utitt)  ilirm.  Hi;  that  is  wilbout  sin  among 
yoUj  let  him  first  €^st  a  stuuo  al  her. 
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8  among  you,  let  him  first  cast  a  stone  at  her.  And  again 
he  stooped  down,  and  with  his  finger  wrote   on  the 

9  ground.  And  they,  when  they  heard  it,  went  out  one 
by  one,  beginning  from  the  eldest,  even  unto  the  last: 
and  Jesus  was  left  alone,  and  the  woman,  where  she 

10  was,  in  the  midst.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  himself,  and 
said  unto  her,  Woman,  where  are  they?  did  no  man  con- 

11  demn  thee?  And  she  said,  No  man,  Lord.  And  Jesus 
said.  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee:  go  thy  way;  from 
henceforth  sin  no  more.] 

12  Again  therefore  Jesus  spake  unto  them,  saying,  I  am 
the  light  of  the  world :  he  that  followeth  me  shall  not 
walk  in  the  darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  unto  him,  Thou  bearest 

14  witness  of  thyself;  thy  witness  is  not  true.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  Even  if  I  bear  witness  of 
myself,  my  witness  is  true;  for  I  know  whence  I  came, 
and  whither  I  go;  but  ye  know  not  whence  I  come,  or 

15  whither  I  go.     Ye  judge  after  the  flesh ;  I  judge  no  man. 

16  Yea  and  if  I  judge,  my  judgement  is  true;  for  I  am  not 

17  alone,  but  I  and  the  Father  that  sent  me.  Yea  and  in 
your  law  it  is  written,  that  the  witness  of  two  men  is 

18  true.     I  am  he  that  beareth  witness  of  myself,  and  the 

19  Father  that  sent  me  beareth  witness  of  me.  They  said 
therefore  unto  him,  Where  is  thy  Father?  Jesus  an- 
swered,  Ye  know  neither  me,  nor  my  Father:  if  ye 

20  knew  me,  ye  would  know^  my  Father  also.  These  words 
spake  he  in  the  treasury,  as  he  taught  in  the  temple: 
and  no  man  took  him;  because  his  hour  was  not  yet 
come. 

21  He  said  therefore  again  unto  them,  I  go  away,  and  ye 
shall  seek  me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sin:  whither  I  go, 

22  ve  cannot  come.  The  Jews  therefore  said,  Will  he  kill 
Iiimself,  that  he  saith.  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come? 

23  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  from  beneath;  I  am 
from  above:  ye  are  of  this  world;  I  am  not  of  this 

24  world.  I  said  therefore  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  die  in 
your  sins:  for  except  ye  believe  that  I  am  7ie,^  ye  shall 

25  die  in  your  sins.  They  said  therefore  unto  him.  Who 
art  thou?     Jesus  said  unto  them,  Even  that  which  I 

26  have  also  spoken  unto  you  from  the  beginning.  I  have 
many  things  to  speak  and  to  judge  concerning  you: 
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8  And  again  he  stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the  ground. 

9  And  they  which  heard  it,  being  convicted  by  their  own 
conscience,  went  out  one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest. 
even  unto  the  last:  and  Jesus  waa  left  alone,  and  the 
woman  standing  in  the  midst. 

10  When  Jesus  had  lifted  up  himself,  and  saw  none  but 
the  woman,  he  said  unto  her,  Woman,  where  are  those 
thine  accusers?  hath  no  man  condemned  thee? 

11  She  said,  No  man.  Lord.  And  Jesus  said  unto  her, 
Neither  do  I  condemn  thee:  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

12  ^  Then  spake  Jesus  again  unto  them,  saying,  I  am 
the  light  of  the  world:  he  that  followeth  me  shall  not  walk 
in  darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  unto  Iwm,  Thou  bearcst 
record  of  thyself;  thy  record  is  n(^t  true. 

14  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Though  I  bear 
record  of  myself,  yet  nay  record  is  true:  for  I  know  whence 
I  came,  and.  whither  I  go;  but  ye  cannot  tell  whence  I 
come,  and  whither  I  go. 

15  Ye  judge  after  the  flesh;  I  judge  no  man. 

16  And  yet  if  I  judge,  my  judgment  is  true:  for  I  am 
not  alone,  but  I  and  the  Father  that  sent  me. 

17  It  is  also  written  in  your  law,  that  the  testimony  of 
two  men  is  true. 

18  I  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  myself,  and  the  Father 
that  sent  me  beareth  witness  of  me. 

19  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Where  is  thy  Father? 
Jesus  answered,  Ye  neither  know  me,  nor  my  Father:  if 
ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my  Father 
also. 

20  These  words  spake  Jesus  in  the  treasury,  as  he  taught 
in  the 'temple:  and  no  man  laid  hands  on  him;  for  his 
hour  was  not  yet  come. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  again  unto  them,  I  go  my  way,  and 
ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sins:  whither  I  go, 
ye  cannot  come. 

22  Then  said  the  Jews,  Will  he  kill  himself?  because  he 
saith,  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come. 

23  And  he  ^nid  unto  them,  Ye  are  from  beneath;  I  am 
from  above:  Vf  nm  of  this  world;  I  am  not  of  this  world. 

24  I  pnid  tlirnfnri'  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  die  in  your 
Bins:  for  if  yc  believe  not  that  I  am  he,  ye  shall  die  in  your 
sins. 

25  Then  aniil  rhry  unto  him.  Who  art  thou?  And  Jesus 
BaiiU  unio  thoiti,  Kvcn  the  saine  that  I  said  unto  you  from 
llje  btsginnlng. 

26  I  httve  many  tbings  to  say  and  to  judge  of  you:  but 
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howbeit  he  that  sent  me  is  true :  and  the  things  which  I 

27  heard  from  him,  these  speak  I  unto  the  world.  They 
perceived  not  that  he  spake  to  them  of  the  Father. 

28  Jesus  therefore  said,  When  ye  have  lifted  up  the  Son  of 
man,  then  shall  ve  know  that  I  am  he,  and  tJiat  I  do 

I       notliing  of  myself,  but  as  the  Father  taught  me,  I  speak 

29  these  things.     And  he  that  sent  me  is  with  me ;  he  hath 
I       not  left  me  alone ;  for  I  do  always  the  things  that  are 

30  pleasing  to  him.  As  he  spake  these  things,  many  be- 
lieved on  him. 

31  Jesus  tlicrefore  said  to  those  Jews  which  had  believed 
him,  If  ye  abide  in  my  word,  then  are  ye  truly  my  dis- 

33  ciples;  and  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  tixith  shall 

33  make  you  free.  They  answered  unto  him.  We  be  Abra- 
ham's seed,  and  have  never  yet  been  in  bondage  to  any 

34  man:  how  sayest  thou,  Ye  shall  be  made  free?  Jesus 
answered  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say   unto  you,  Every 

35  one  that  committeth  sm  is  the  bondservant  oi  sin.  And 
the  bondservant  abideth  not  in  the  house  for  ever:  the 

36  son  abideth  for  ever.     If  therefore  the  Son  shall  make 

37  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed.  I  know  that  ye  are 
Abraham's  seed ;  yet  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  because  my  word 

86  hath  not  free  course  m  you.  I  speak  the  things  which 
I  have  seen  with  my  Father:  and  ye  also  do  the  things 

39  which  ye  heard  from  your  father.  They  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  Our  father  is  Abraham.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  If  ye  were  Abraham's  children,  ye  would  do  the 

40  works  of  Abraliam.  But  now  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man 
that  hath  told  you  the  truth,  which  I  heard  from  God: 

41  this  did  not  Abraham.  Ye  do  the  works  of  your 
father.      They   said   unto    him,    We    were    not    born 

42  of  fornication;  we  have  one  Father,  even  God.  Je- 
sus said  unto  them.  If  God  were  your  Father,  ye 
would  love  me:  for  I  came  forth  and  am  come  from 
God:  for  neither  have  I  come   of  myself,  but  he  sent 

43  me.     Why  do  ye  not  understand  my  speech?    Even  be- 
41  cause  ye  cannot  hear  my  word.     Ye  are  of  your  father 

the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your,  father  it  is  your  will  to 
do.  He  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning,  and  stood 
iM)t  in  the  truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him.  When 
he  speakcth  a  lie,  ho  speaketh  of  his  own:  for  lie  is  a 
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he  that  sent  me  is  true;  and  I  speak  to  Uie  world  tlidse 
things  which  I  have  heard  of  him. 

27  They  understood  not  that  he  spake  to  them  of  the 
Father. 

28  Then  said  Jesus  unto  tliem,  When  ye  have  lifted  up 
the  Son  of  man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  1  am  he^  and  thai 
I  do  nothing  of  myself;  but  as  my  Father  hath  taught  me, 
I  speak  these  things. 

29  And  he  that  sent  me  is  with  me:  the  Father  hath  not 
left  me  alone;  for  I  do  always  those  things  that  please  him. 

30  As  he  spake  these  words,  many  believed  on  him. 

81  Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews  which  iMilieved  on 
him,  If  ye  continue  in  my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples 
indeed ; 

32  And  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall 
make  vou  free. 

38  it  They  answered  him,  We  be  Abraham*s  seed,  and 
were  never  in  bondage  to  any  man :  how  sayest  thou,  Ye 
shall  be  made  free? 

34  Jesus  answered  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Whosoever  committeth  sin  is  the  servant  of  sin. 

85  And  the  servant  abide th  not  in  thQ  house  for  ever : 
hut  the  Son  abideth  ever. 

36  If  the  Son  therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be 
free  indeed. 

37  I  know  that  ye  are  Abraham's  seed;  but  ye  seek  to 
kill  me,  because  my  word  hath  no  place  in  you. 

38  I  speak  that  which  I  have  seen  with  my  Father:  and 
ye  do  that  which  ye  have  seen  with  your  father. 

39  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham  is  our 
father.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  If  ye  were  Abraham's  chil- 
dren, ye  would  do  the  works  of  Abraham. 

40  But  now  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  that  hath  told  you 
the  truth,  which  I  have  heard  of  God :  this  did  not  Abraham. 

41  Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your  father.  Then  said  they  to 
him,  We  be  not  born  of  fornication ;  we  have  one  Father, 
eoen  God. 

42  Jesus  said  unto  them.  If  God  were  your  Father,  ye 
lAiMiUl  loYt?  mo:  for  T  pnirnrded  forth  and  came  from  God; 
neither  eiuiH*  f  tjf  myst^lf,  Inil  he  sent  me. 

43  Why  do  ye  noi  uMflci^lund  my  speech?  even  because 
ye  eantiot  hear  my  wonl. 

44  Ye  are  of  ^^oirr  fullirr  ihe  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your 
father  yc  wili  da.  Htr  was  i\  mnrderer  from  the  beginning, 
mid  abode  not  in  th*.^  ti'uili,  liecause  there  is  no  truthin 
him.  Whi;n  he  speakelh  a  H«,  he  speaketh  of  his  own: 
for  he  is  a  liar,  and  thi;  fsiUji^r  of  it. 
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45  liar,  and  the  father  thereof.     But  because  I  say  the 

46  truth,  ye  believe  me  not.    Which  of  you  eonvicteth  me 

47  of  sin?  If  I  say  truth,  why  do  ye  not  believe  me?  He 
that  is  of  God  heareth  the  words  of  God :  for  this  cause 

48  ye  hear  thein  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God.  The  Jews 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well  that  thou 

'  49  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil?    Jesus  answered,  I 
have  not  a  devil;  but  I  honour  my  Father,  and  ye  disr 

50  honour  me.   But  I  seek  not  mine  own  glory:  there  is  one 

51  that  seeketh  and  judgeth.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  If  a  man  keep  my  word,  he  shall  never  see  death. 

52  The  Jews  said  unto  him,  Now  we  knew  that  thou  hast 
a  devil.  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets;  and  thou 
sayest.  If  a  man  keep  my  word,  he  shall  never  taste  of 

53  death.  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham, 
which  is  dead?    and   the   prophets  are  dead:  whom 

54  makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus  answered.  If  I  glorify  my- 
self, my  glory  is  nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that  glorifieth 

55  me;  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God;  and  ye  have 
not  known  him:  but  I  know  him;  and  if  I  should  say,  I 
know  him  not,  I  shall  be  like  unto  you,  a  liar:  but  I 

56  know  him,  and  keep  his  word.  Your  father  Abraham 
rejoiced  to  see  my  day;  and  he  saw  it,  and  was  glad. 

57  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  yet 

58  fifty  years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham?  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Before 

59  Abraham  was,  I  am.  They  took  up  stones  therefore  to 
cast  at  him:  but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went  out  of 
the  temple. 


9  And  as  he  passed  by,  he  saw  a  man  blind  from  his 
2  birth.      And  his   disciples  asked  him,  sayingf.  Rabbi. 

who  did  sin,  this  man,  or  his  parents,  that  he  should 
8  be  bom  blind  ?    Jesus  answered,  Neither  did  this  man

48  Then  answered  tlie  Jews,  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we 
not  well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil? 

49  Jesus  anewereil,  I  have  not  a  devil;  but  I  honour  my 
Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  nee. 

50  And  1  seek  not  mine  own  glory:  there  fs  one  that  scek- 
eth  and  judgeth. 

51  Verily,  verily,  I  gay  unto  you,  If  a  man  keep  my  say- 
ing, he  shall  never  see  death. 

52  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him,  Now  we  know  that 
thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets; 
and  thou  sayest,  If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never 
taste  of  death. 

53  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  which  is 
dead?  and  the  prophets  are  dead:  whom  makest  ihou  thy- 
self? 

54  Jesus  answered,  If  I  honour  myself,  my  honour  is 
nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that  honourelh  me;  of  whom  ye 
say,  that  he  is  your  God: 

55  Yet  ye  have  not  known  him;  but  I  know  him :  and  if 
I  should  say,  I  know  him  not,  I  ?hall  be  a  liar  like  unto 
you:  but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his  saying. 

56  Your  father  Abraham  rejoiced  lo"  see  my  day :  and  he 
saw  it,  and  was  glad. 

57  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  yoi  fifty 
years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham? 

58  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  3'ou, 
Before  Abraham  was,  I  am. 

59  Then  took  they  up  stones  to  cast  at  him :  but  Jesu.s 
hid  himself,  and  went  out  of  the  temple,  going  through 
the  midst  of  them,  and  so  passed  by.

Master,  who  did 
mil,  this  man,  or  blu^  parents,  iliai  ho" was  born  blind? 

3  Jesus  answfK'iK  Kellhr^r  Imtti  i|\i*t  man  sinned,  nor  his 
]mrt^ntti:  buL  tliiit  IhtT-  works  ul  t^  d  ^llOuld  be  niarlc  maiii 
fe^  tu  him, 
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4  be  made  manifest  in  liim.  We  must  work  the  works 
of  him  tliat  sent  me,  while  it  is  day:  the  night  cometh, 

5  when  no  man  can  whorls.     When  I  am  in  the  world,  I 

6  am  the  light  of  the  world.  When  he  had  thus  spoken, 
he  spat  on  the  ground,  and  made  clay  of  the  spittle, 

7  and  anointed  his  eyes  with  the  clay,  and  said  unto  him. 
Go,  wash  in  the  pool  of  Siloam  (which  is  by  interpreta- 
tion. Sent).     He  went  away  therefore,  and  washed,  and 

8  came  seeinff.  The  neighbours  therefore,  and  they  whicli 
saw  him  atoretime,  that  he  was  a  beggar,  said,  Is  not 

9  this  he  that  sat  and  begged?  Others  said.  It  is  he: 
others  said,  No,  but  he  is  like  him.     He  said,  I  am  Jie, 

10  They  said  therefore  unto  him,  How  then  were  thine 

11  eyes  opened?  He  answered.  The  man  that  is  called 
Jesus  made  clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes,  and  said  unlo 
me.  Go  to  Siloam,  and  wash:  so  I  went  away  and 

12  washed,  and  I  received  sight.  And  they  said  unto  him. 
Where  is  he  ?    He  saith,  I  know  not. 

13  They  bring  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  aforetime  wna 

14  blind.    Now  it  was  the  sabbath  on  the  day  when  Jesus 

15  made  the  clay,  and  opened  his  eyes.  Again  therefore 
the  Pharisees  also  asked  him  how  he  received  his  sight. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes, 

16  and  I  washed,  and  do  see.  Some  therefore  of 'tiio 
Pharisees  said.  This  man  is  not  from  God,  because  he 
keepeth  not  the  sabbath.  But  others  said.  How  can  a 
man  that  is  a  sinner  do  such  signs?    And  there  was  a 

17  division  among  them.  They  say  therefore  unto  the 
blind  man  again,  What  savest  thou  of  him,  in  that  ho 

18  opened  thine  eyes?  And  he  said,  He  is  a  prophet.  The 
Jews  therefore  did  not  believe  concerning  him,  that  he 
had  been  blind,  and  had  received  his  slight,  until  they 
called  the  parents  of  him  that  had  received  his  sight, 

19  and  asked  them,  saying.  Is  this  your  son,  who  ye  say 

20  was  born  blind  ?  how  then  doth  he  now  see?  His  parents 
answered  and  said,  We  know  that  this  is  our  son,  and 

31  that  he  was  born  blind:  but  how  lie  now  seetli,  we 
know  not;  or  who  opened  his  eyes,  we  know  not:  ask 
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4  I  must  work  the  works  of  him  that  sent  me,  while  it  is 
day:  the  night  comcth,  when  no  man  can  work. 

5  As  long  as  I  am  in  the  world,  I  am  the  liglit  of  tlie 
world. 

6  When  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  spat  on  the  ground,  and 
made  clay  of  the  spittle,  and  he  anointed  the  eyes  of  the 
blind  man  with  the  clay, 

I  And  said  unto  him.  Go,  wash  in  the  pool  of  Siloam, 
(which  is  by  interpretation.  Sent.)  He  went  his  way  there- 
fore, and  washed,  and  came  seeing. 

8  1[  The  neighl)ours  therefore,  and  tliey  wliich  before 
had  seen  him  that  he  was  blind,  said.  Is  not  this  he  that 
sat  and  begged? 

9  Some  sSd,  This  is  he:  others  said.  He  is  like  him:  but 
he  said,  I  am  Jie. 

10  Therefore  said  they  unto  him.  How  were  thine  eyes 
opened? 

II  He  answered  and  said,  A  man  that  is  called  Jesus 
made  clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes,  and  said  unto  me.  Go 
to  the  pool  of  Siloam,  and  wash:  ami  I  went  and  washed, 
and  I  received  sight. 

12  Then  said  they  unto  him.  Where  is  he?  He  said,  I 
know  not. 

13  1[  They  brought  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  aforetime 
was  blind. 

14  And  it  was  the  sabbath  day  when  Jesus  made  the  clay, 
and  opened  his  eyes. 

15  Then  again  the  Pharisees  also  asked^him  how  he  had 
received  his  sight.  He  said  unto  them.  He  put  clay  upon 
mine  eves,  and  I  washed,  and  do  see. 

16  Therefore  said  some  of  the  Pharisees,  This  man  is  not 
of  God,  because  he  keepeth  not  the  sabbath  day.  Others 
said.  How  can  a  man  that  is  a  sinner  do  such  miracles  t 
And  there  was  a  division  among  them. 

17  Th(  y  .s:iy  uli[<i  the  blind  man  again.  What  sayeet  thou 
of  him,  til  a  I  he  halh  opened  thine  eyes?  He  s»iid.  He  is  a 
prophet. 

18  But  the  Jevi  s  did  not  believe  concerning  him,  that  he 
had  b^renblinii,  mul  received  his  si^t,  until  they  called  the 
parents  of  liim  that  had  received  his  sight. 

10  And  t)iey  jiskcd  them,  saying.  Is  this  your  son,  who 
ye  Siiy  \vjt^  hum  blmd?  how  then  doth  he  now  see? 

30  His  parents  -mswered  them  and  said.  We  know  that 
ibta  ift  our  Mun.  and  that  he  was  born  blind: 

*l\  Bui  hy  ^vhiU  means  he  now  seclh,  we  know  not;  or 
whrs  iiHth  npnncd  his  eyes,  we  know  not:  he  is  of  age;  ask 
Uiin:  Iju  t^hah  .^peak  for  himself. 
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22  him;  he  is  of  age;  he  shall  speak  for  himself.  Tliese 
things  said  his  parents,  because  they  feared  the  Jews: 
for  the  Jews  had  agreed  already,  tliat  if  any  man  should 
confess  him  to  be  Christ,  he  should  be  put  out  of  the 

23  synagogue.    I'herefore  said  his  parents,  He  is  of  age; 
^4  ask  him.     So  they  called  a  second  time  the  man  that 

was  blind,  and  said  unto  him,  Give  glory  to  God:  we 

23  know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner.  He  therefore  answered. 

Whether  he  be  a  sinner,  I  know  not:  one  thing  I  know, 

26  that,  whereas  I  was  blind,  now  I  see.  They  said  there* 
fore  unto  him.  What  did  he  to  thee?  how  opened  he 

27  thine  eyes?  He  answered  them,  I  told  you  even  now, 
and  ye  did  not  hear:  wherefore  would  ye  hear  it  again? 

28  would  ye  also  become  his  disciples?  And  they  reviled 
him,  and  said,  Thou  art  his  disciple;  but  we  ai«  dis- 

29  ciples  of  Moses.  We  know  that  God  hath  spoken  unto 
Moses:  but  as  for  this  man,  we  know  not  whence  he  is. 

80  The  man  answered  and  said  imto  them,  Why,  herein  is 
the  marvel,  that  ye  know  not  whence  he  is,  and  yet  he 

81  opened  mine  eyes.  We  know  that  God  heareth  not 
sinners:  but  if  any  man  be  a  worshipper  of  God,  and  do 

33  his  will,  him  he  heareth.  Since  the  world  began  it  was 
never  heaixl  that  anyone  opened  the  eyes  of  a  man  born 

33  blind-     If  this  man  were  not  from  God,  he  could  do 

34  nothing.  They  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Thou  wast 
altogether  born  in  sins,  iiud  dost  thou  teach  us?  And 
they  cast  him  out. 

85      Jesus  lieard  that  they  had  cast  him  out;  and  finding 

him,  he  said.  Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Bon  of  God? 

36  He  answered  and  said,  And  who  is  he.  Lord,  that  I 

87  may  believe  on  him?    Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast 

both   seen  him,  and  he  it  is  that  speaketh  witli  thee. 

38  And  he  said.  Lord,  I  believe.     And   he  worshipped 

39  him.  And  Jesus  said,  For  judgement  came  I  into  this 
world,  that  the}^  which  see  not  may  see;  and  that  tliey 

'  40  which  see  may  become  blind.     Those  of  the  Phmisecs 
which  were  with  him  heard  these  things,  and  said  unto 
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22  These  ijpordit  spake  his  parents,  because  they  feared  the 
Jews:  for  the  Jews  had  agreed  already,  that  if  any  man 
did  confess  that  he  was  Christ,  he  should  be  put  out  of  the 
synagogue. 

23  Therefore  said  his  parents,  He  is  of  age;  ask  him. 

24  Then  again  called  they  tlie  man  tliat  was  blind,  and 
said  unto  him,  Give  God  the  praise:  we  know  that  this  man 
is  a  sinner. 

25  He  answered  and  said,  Whether  he  be  a  sinner  or  vo, 
I  know  not:  one  thing  I  know,  that,  whereas  I  was  blind, 
now  I  see. 

26  Then  said  they  to  him  again.  What  did  he  to  thee? 
how  opened  he  thine  eyes? 

•  27  He  answered  them,  I  have  told  you  already,  and  ye 
did  not  hear:  wherefore  would  ye  hear  it  again?  will  ye  also 
be  his  disciples? 

28  Then  they  reviled  him,  and  said,  Thou  art  his  disci- 
ple; but  we  are  Moses*  disciples. 

29  We  know  that  God  spake  unto  Moses:  as  for  this  fel- 
low, we  know  not  from  whence  he  is. 

30  The  man  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Wliy  herein 
is  a  marvellous  thing,  that  ye  know  not  from  whence  he  is, 
and  yet  he  hath  opened  mine  eyes. 

31  Now  we  know  that  God  heareth  not  sinners:  but  if 
any  man  be  a  worshipper  of  God,  and  doeth  his  will,  him 
he  heareth. 

32  Since  the  world  began  was  it  not  heard  that  ni  y  mau 
opened  the  eyes  of  one  that  was  born  blind. 

33  If  this  man  were  not  of  God,he  could  do  nothing. 

34  They  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Thou  wast  alto- 
gether bom  in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  us?  And  they 
cast  him  out. 

35  Jesus  heard  that  they  had  cast  him  out ;  and  when  he 
had  found  him,  he  said  unto  him.  Dost  thou  believe  on 
the  Son  of  God? 

36  He  answered  and  said.  Who  is  he,  Lord,  that  I  might 
believe  on  him? 

37  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  both  seen  him, 
and  it  is  he  that  talketh  with  tliee. 

38  And  he  said.  Lord,  I  believe.  And  he  worshli  ped 
him. 

39  T[  And  Jesus  said.  For  judgment  I  am  come  into  this 
world,  that  they  which  see  not  might  see;  and  that  they 
which  see  might  be  made  blind. 

40  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  which  were  with  him  heaid 
these  words,  and  said  unto  him.  Are  we  blind  also? 
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41  liim,  Are  we  also  blind?  Jesus  said  unto  them.  If  ye 
were  hlind,  ye  would  have  no  sin:  but  now  ye  say.  We 
see;  your  sin  remaineth. 


lO  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not 
by  the  door  into  the  fold  of  the  sheep,  but  climbeth  up 

2  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But 
he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the 

3  sheep.  To  Jiim  the  porter  openeth;  and  the  sheep  hear 
his  voice:  and  he  calleth  his  own  slieep  by  name,  and 

4  leadeth  them  out.  "When  he  hath  put  forth  all  his  own, 
he  goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him:  for 

5  they  know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will  they  not  fol- 
low, but  will  flee  from  him:   for  they  know  not  the 

6  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them: 
but  they  understood  not  what  things  they  were  which 
he  spake  unto  them. 

7  Jesus  therefore  said  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily, 

8  I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that 
came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers:  but  the  sheep 

9  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door:  by  me  if  any 
man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and 

10  go  out,  and  shall  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not, 
but  that  he  may  steal,  and  kill,  and  destroy:  I  came 
that  they  may  have  life,  and  may  have  it  abundantly. 

11  I  am  the  good  shepherd:   the  good  shepherd  layeth 

12  down  his  life  for  the  sheep.  He  that  is  a  hireling,  and 
not  a  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  l^hold- 
cth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth, 
and  the  wolf  snatcheth  them,   and  scattereth  them: 

13  lie  fleeih  because  he  is  a  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the 

14  sheep.      I  am'  the  good  shepherd;  and  I  know  mine 

15  own,  and  mine  own  know  me,  even  as  the  Father 
knoweth  me,  and  I  know  the  Father;  and  I  lay  down 

16  my  life  for  the  sheep.    And  other  sheep  I  have,  which 
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41  Jesus  said  unto  them,  If  ye  were  blind,  ye  should  hare 
no  sin:  but  now  ye  say,  We  see;  therefore  your  sin  remain- 
eth. 

CHAPTER  X 

1  Christ  is  the  door,  and  the  good  shepherd.  19  Divers  opinions  of 
him.  24  Henroveth  by  his  works  tfuU  he  is  CbfHst  the  Son  of  Cfoa: 
39  escapeth  the  JewSy  40  and  went  again  bejfond  Jordan^  where  many 
be^eved  on  him. 

VERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  entereth  not 
by  the  door  into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up 
some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 

2  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of 
the  sheep. 

3  To  him  the  porter  openeth;  and  the  sheep  hear  his 
voice:  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth 
them  out. 

4  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth 
before  them,  and  tlie  sheep  follow  him:  for  they  know  his 
voice. 

5  And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from 
him :  for  they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers. 

6  This  parable  spake  Jesus  imto  them:  but  thev  under- 
stood not  what  things  they  were  which  he  spi^e  unto 
them. 

7  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 

8  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers: 
but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them. 

9  I  am  the  door:  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be 
saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture. 

10  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and 
to  destroy:  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that 
they  might  have  it  more  abundantly. 

11  I  am  the  good  shepherd :  the  good  shepherd  givetii  his 
life  for  the  sheep. 

12  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose 
own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth 
the  sheep;  and  fleeth:  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  seat- 
tereth  the  sheep. 

IB  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is  an  hireling,  and 
careth  not  for  the  sheep.  n 

14  I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am 
known  of  mine. 

15  As  the  Father knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father: 
and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 

16  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  arc  not  of  this  fold: 
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are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they 
shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  they  shall  become  one  flock, 

17  one  shepherd.  Therefore  doth  the  Father  love  me, 
becanse  I  lay  dovra  my  life,  that  I  may  take  it  «gain. 

18  No  one  taketh  it  away  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  dowi  of 
myself.  I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power 
to  take  it  again.  This  commandment  received  I  from 
my  Father. 

19  There  arose  a  division  again  among  the  Jews  because  of 

20  these  words.     And  many  of  them  said,  He  hath  a  devil, 

21  and  is  mad;  why  hear  ye  him?  Others  said,  These 
are  not  the  sayings  of  one  possessed  with  a  devil.  Can 
a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind? 

22  And  it  was  the  feast  of  the  dedication  at  Jerusalem : 

23  it  was  winter;  and  Jesus  was  walking  in  the  temple  in 

24  Solomon's  porch.  The  Jews  therefore  came  round 
about  Mm,  and  said  unto  him,  How  long  dost  tliou  hold 
us  in  suspense?    If  thou  art  the  Christ,  tell  us  plainly. 

25  Jesus  answered  them,  I  told  you,  and  ye  believed  not: 
the  worits  that  I  do  in  my  Father's  name,  these  bear 

26  witness  of  me.     But  ye  believe  not,  because  ye  are  not 

27  of  my  sheep.    My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  ana  I  know 

28  them,  and  they  follow  me:  and  I  ^ve  unto  them 
eternal  life;  and  they  shall  never  perish,  and  no  one 

29  shall  snatch  them  out  of  my  hand.  My  Father,  which 
hath  given  them  unto  me,  is  greater  than  all;  and  no 

80  one  is  able  to  snatch  them  out  of  the  Father's  hand.    I 

81  and  the  Father  are  one.   The  Jews  took  up  stones  again 

82  to  stone  him.  Jesus  answered  them,  Many  good  works 
have  I  shewed  you  from  the  Father;  for  which  of  those 

88  works  do  ye  stone  me?  The  Jews  answered  him.  For 
a  good  work  we  stone  thee  not,  but  for  blasphemy;  and 
because  that  thou,  being  a  man,  makest  thyself  God. 

34  Jesus  answered  them,  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law,  I 

35  said.  Ye  are  gods?  If  he  called  them  gods,  unto  whom 
the  word  of  God  came  (and  the  scripture  cannot  be 

86  broken),  say  ye  of  him,  whom  tlie  Father  sanctified  and 
'  sent  into  the  world,  Thou  blasphemest;  because  I  said, 

87  I  am  ^Ae  Son  of  God?    If  I  do  not  the  works  of  my 
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tbem  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd. 

17  Therefore  doth  my  Father  love  me,  because  I  lay 
down  my  life,  that  I  might  take  it  again. 

18  No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  m3'^self. 
I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it 
again.     This  commandment  have  I  received  of  my  Father. 

19  IT  There  was  a  division  therefore  again  among  the 
Jews  for  these  sayings. 

20  And  many  of  them  said,  He  hath  a  devil,  and  is  mad; 
why  hear  ye  him? 

21  Others  said,  These  are  not  the  words  of  him  that  hath 
a  devil.     Can  a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind? 

22  IT  And  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedica- 
tion, and  it  was  winter. 

23  And  Jesus  walked  in  the  temple  in  Solomon's  porch. 

24  Then  came  the  Jews  round  about  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  How  long  dost  thou  make  us  to  doubt?  If  thou  bo 
the  Christ,  tell  us  plainly. 

25  Jesus  answered  them,  I  told  you,  and  ye  believed 
not;  the  works  that  I  do  in  my  Father's  name,  they  bear 
witness  of  me. 

26  But  ye  believe  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  my  sheep, 
as  I  said  unto  you. 

27  My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know  them,  and  they 
follow  me  : 

28  And  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and  they  shall 
never  perish,  neither  riiall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my 
hand. 

20  My  Father,  which  gave  thsm  me,  is  greater  than  all; 
and  no  man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's  hand. 
80  I  and  my  Fadier  are  one. 

31  Then  the  Jews  took  up  stones  again  to  stone  him. 

32  Jesus  answered  them,  Many  good  works  have  I 
shewed  you  from  my  Fatlier;  for  which  of  those  works  do 
ye  stone  me  ? 

33  The  Jews  answered  him,  saying,  For  a  good  work  we 
slOTie  thee  not;  but  for  Isbijphemv;  and  because  that  thou, 
being  a  man,  makes^t  thyself  Goa. 

34  Jean  3  a  db  we  red  tlit  m,  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law,  I 
aaid^  Ye  are  gtxls? 

35  If  he  called  thoni  irods,  unto  whom  the  word  of  God 
came,  and  the  script uro  cannot  be  broken; 

3fi  Say  ye  of  him,  ^liom  the  Father  hath  sanctified,  and 
sent  into  the  worlds  Thou  blasphemest;  because  I  said,  I 
am  the  Son  of  God  ¥ 

87  If  1  do  not  ibe  works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not. 
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38  Father,  believe  me  not.*  But  if  I  do  them,  though  ye 
believe  aot  me,  believe  the  works :  that  ye  may  know 
and  understand  that  the  Father  is  in  me,  and  I  in  the 

89  Father.  They  sought  again  to  take  him :  and  be  went 
forth  out  of  their  hand. 

40  And  he  went  away  again  beyond  Jordan  into  the 
place  where  John  was  at  the  first  baptizing;  and  tliere 

41  he  abode.  And  many  came  unto  Irim;  and  they  said, 
John  indeed  did  no  sign:  but  all  things  whatsoever 

43  John  spake  of  this,  man  were  true.  And  many  believed 
on  him  there. 


11    Now  a  certain  man  was  sick,  Lazarus  of  Bethany,  of 

2  the  village  of  Mary  and  her  sister  Martha.     And  it  was 

that  Mary  which  anointed  the  Lord  with  ointment,  and 

wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose  brother  Lazarus  was 

8  sick.     The  sisters  therefore  sent  unto  him,  saying.  Lord, 

4  behold,  he  whom  thou  lovest  is  sick.    But  when  Jesus 

heard  it,  he  said.  This  sickness  is  not  unto  death,  but 

for  the  glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  Gk>d  may  be  glori- 

6  fled  thereby.     Now  Jesus  loved  Martha,  and  her  sister, 

6  and  Lazarus.  When  therefore  he  beard  that  he  was 
sick,  he  abode  at  that  time  two  days  in  the  place  where 

7  he  was.    Then  after  this  he  saith  to  the  disciples.  Let 

8  us  go  into  Judaea  again.  The  (fisciples  say  unto  him, 
Habbi,  the  Jews  were  but  now  seeking  to  stone  thee; 

9  and  goest  thou  thither  again?  Jesus  answered,  Are 
there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day?  If  a  man  walk  in 
the  day,  he  stumbleth  not,  because  he  seeth  the  Hght  of 

10  this  world.     But  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  he  stum- 

11  bleth,  because  the  light  is  not  in  him.  These  things 
spake  he:  and  after  this  he  saith  unto  them,  Our  friend 
Lazarus  is  fallen  asleep;  but  I  go,  that  I  may  awake 

12  him  out  of  sleep.   The  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him,  ] 
18  Lord,  if  he  is  fallen  asleep,  he  will  recover.    Now  Jesus 

had  spoken  of  his  death:  but  they  thought  that  he  spake  . 
14  of  taking  rest  in  sleep.    Then  Jesus  therefore  said  unto 
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38  But  if  I  do,  though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the 
works:  that  ye  may  know,  and  believe,  that  the  Father  is 
in  me,  and  I  in  him. 

39  Therefore  they  sought  again  to  take  him:  but  he 
escaped  out  of  their  hand, 

40  And  went  away  a^in  beyond  Jordan  into  the  place 
where  John  at  first  baptized;  and  there  he  abode. 

41  And  many  resorted  unto  him,  and  said,  John  did  no 
miracle:  but  all  things  that  John  spake  of  this  man  were 
true. 

42  And  many  believed  on  him  there. 

CHAPTER  XL 

1  Christ  raiseth  Lazarus,  four  days  buried.  45  Many  Jews  believe, 
47  The  high  priests  ana  Pharisees  gather  a  council  against  Christ. 
49  CaiaphMs  prophesieth.  54  Jesus  hid  himself.  66  At  the  passover 
they  enquire  after  him,  and  lay  wait  for  him. 

"VTOW  a  certain  man  was  sick,  named  Lazarus,  of  Beth- 
»L>    any,  the  town  of  Mary  and  her  sister  Martha. 

2  (It  was  that  Mary  which  anointed  the  Lord  with  oint 
ment,  and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose  brother 
Lazarus  was  sick.) 

8  Therefore  his  sisters  sent  unto  him,  saying.  Lord, 
behold,  he  whom  thou  lovest  is  sick. 

4  When  Jesus  heard  that,  he  said.  This  sickness  is  not 
unto  death,  but  for  the  glory  of  Grod,  that  the  Son  of  Gotl 
might  be  ^rifled  thereby. 

5  Now  Jesus  loved  Martha,  and  her  sister,  and  Lazarus. 

6  When  he  had  heard  therefore  that  he  was  sick,  he 
abode  two  days  still  in  the  same  place  where  he  was. 

7  Then  after  that  saith  he  to  his  disciples,  Let  us  go  into 
Judaea  again 

8  His  disciples  say  unto  him.  Master,  the  Jews  of  late 
sought  to  stone  thee;  and  goest  thou  thither  again? 

9  Jesus  answered.  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day? 
If  any  man  walk  in  the  day,  he  stumbleth  not,  because  he 
seeth  the  light  of  this  world. 

10  But  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  he  stumbleth,  because 
there  is  no  light  in  him. 

11  These  things  said  he:  and  after  that  he  saith  unto 
tiiem,  Our  friend  Lazarus  sleepeth;  but  I  go,  that  I  may 
awake  him  out  of  sleep. 

12  Then  said  his  disciples.  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he  shall  do 
well. 

13  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his  death:  but  £hey  thought 
that  he  had  spoken  of  taking  of  rest  in  sleep. 

14  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  plainly,  Lazai*us  is  dead.

15  them  plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead.  And  I  am  glad  for  your 
sakes  that  1  was  not  there,  to  the  intent  ye  may  beheve; 

16  nevertheless  let  us  go  unto  him.  Thomas  therefore, 
who  is  called  Didymus,  said  unto  his  fellow-disciples, 
Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with  him. 

17  .  So  when  Jesus  came,  he  found  that  he  had  been  in 

18  the  tomb  four  days  already.    Now  Bethany  was  nigh  ^ 

19  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen  furlongs  off;  and  many  * 
of  the  Jews  had  come  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to  console 

20  them  concerning  their  brother.  Martha  therefore, 
when  she  heard  that  Jesus -was  coming,  went  and  met 

21  him:  but  Mary  still  sat  in  the  house.  Martha  there- 
fore said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here, 

22  my  brother  had  not  died.  And  even  now  I  know 
that,  whatsoever  thou  shalt  ask  of  God,  God  will  give 

23  thee.      Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Thy  brother  shidl  rise 

24  again.    Martha  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  he  shall 

25  rise  again  in  the  resurrection  at  the  last  day.  Jesus 
said  unto  her,  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  he 
that  believeth  on  me,  though  he  die,  yet  shall  he  live: 

26  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  on  me  shall  never 

27  die.  Believest  thou  this?  She  saith  unto  him.  Yea, 
Lord:  I  have  believed  that  thou  art  the  Chrii^,  the 

28  Son  of  God,  even  he  that  cometh  into  the  world.  And 
when  she  had  said  this,  she  went  away,  and  called 
Mary  her  sister  secretly,  saying,  The  Master  is  here, 

29  and  calleth  thee.    And  she,  when  she  heard  it.,  arose 

80  quickly,  and  went  unto  him.  (Now  Jesus  was  not  yet 
come  into  the  village,  but  was  still  in  the  pkce  where 

81  Martha  met  him.)  The  Jews  then  which  were  with  her 
in  the  house,  and  were  comforting  her,  when  they  saw 
Maiy,  that  she  rose  up  quickly  and  went  out,  followed 
her,  supposing  that  she  was  going  unto  the  tomb  to 

82  weep  there.  Mary  therefore,  when  she  came  where 
Jesus  was,  and  saw  him,  fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying 
unto  him.  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother 

83  had  not  died.  "When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weep- 
ing, and  the  Jews  also  weeping  which  came  with  her, 

84  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and  was  troubled,  and  said, 

85  Where  have  ye  laid  him?    They  say  unto  him,  Lord, 
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15  And  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  was  not  there,  to 
the  intent  ye  may  believe;  nevertheless  let  us  go  unto  him. 

16  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  called  Didymus,  unto 
his  fellow-disciples,  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with 
bim. 

17  Then  when  Jesus  came,  he  found  that  he  had  lain 
in  the  grave  four  days  already. 

18  Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen 
furlongs  oflf. . 

19  And  many  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Maiy,  to 
comfort  them  concerning  their  brother. 

20  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as  she  heard  that  Jesus  was 
coming,  went  and  met  him:  but  Mary  ^sXstiU  in  the  house. 

21  Then  said  Martha  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst 
been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 

22  But  I  know,  that  even  now,  whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask 
Off  God,  God  will  give  it  thee. 

^  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Thy  brother  shall  rise  again. 

24  Martha  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again 
in  the  resurrection  at  the  last  day. 

25  Jesus  said  anto  hear,  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the 
life:  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet' 
shall  he  live: 

26  And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  never 
die.    Believest  thou  this? 

27  She  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord:  I  believe  that  thou 
art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  which  should  come  into  the 
world. 

28  And  when  she  had  so  said,  she  went  her  way,  and 
c^led  Mary  her  sister  secretly,  saying.  The  Master  is  come, 
and  calleth  for  thee. 

29  As  soon  as  she  heard  that,  she  arose  quickly,  and 
came  mito  him. 

30  Now  Jesus  was  not  yet  come  into  the  town,  but  was 
in  that  place  where  Martha  met  him. 

31  The  Jews  then  which  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and 
comforted  her,  when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she  rose  up 
hostily  and  went  duL,  followed  her,  saying,  She  gcelh  unto 
tlie  ^rtkve  to  weep  111  (.re. 

33  Then  when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus  was,  and 
saw  hitn.  she  fell  dcjwii  Jit  his  feet,  saying  unto  him,  Lord, 
if  ihou  haxisl  been  bt^e,  my  brother  had  not  died. 

3^i  When  Jesu.s  therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews 
al?io  weeping  which  t;amc  i^'ith  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit, 
aud  was  troiiI)lL:il, 

34  And  said,  Where  bsive  ye  laid  hira?  They  said  unto 
tlim,  Loid,  come  and  slc. 
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86  come  and  gee.    Jesus  wept.     The  Jews  therefore  said, 

37  Behold  how  he  loved  him!    But  some  of  them  sjiid. 

Could  not  this  man,  which  opened  the  eyes  of  him  tliat 

was  blind,  have  caused  that  this  man  also  should  not 

88  die?    Jesus  therefore  again  groaning  in  himself  cometh 

to  the. tomb.    Now  it  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  gainst 

39  it.  Jesus  saith,  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Martha,  the 
sister  of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  by 
this  time  he  stinketh:  for  he  hath  been  dead  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou 

41  believest,  thou  shouldest  see  the  glory  of  (jod?  So  they 
took  away  the  stone.    And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes,  ana 

43  said,  F&iher,  I  thank  thee  that  thou  heardest  me.  And 
I  knew  that  thou  hearest  me  always:  but  because  of  the 
multitude  which  standeth  around  I  said  it,  that  they 

43  may  believe  that  thou  didst  send  me.  And  when  he 
had  thus  spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lazarus, 
,  44  come  forth.  He  that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand 
and  foot  with  grave-clothes;  and  his  face  was  bound 
about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Loose 
him,  and  let  him  go. 

45  Many  therefore  of  the  Jews,  which  came  to  Mary  and 

46  beheld  tliat  which  he  did,  believed  on  him.  But  some 
of  them  went  away  to  the  Pharisees,  and  told  them  the 
things  which  Jesus  had  done. 

47  The  chief  priests  therefore  and  the  Pharisees  gathered 
a  council,  and  said.  What  do  we?  for  this  man  doeth 

48  many  signs.  If  we  let  him  thus  alone,  all  men  will  be- 
lieve on  him:  and  the  Romans  will  come  and  take  away 

49  both  our  place  and  our  nation.  But  a  certain  one  of 
them,  Caiaphas,  being  high  priest  that  year,  said  unto 

50  them.  Ye  know  nothing  at  all,  nor  do  ye  take  account 
that  it  is  expedient  for  you  that  one  man  should  die  for 

51  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish  not.  Now 
this  he  said  not  of  himself:  but  being  high  priest  that 
year,  he  prophesied  that  Jesus  should  die  for  the  nation ; 

52  and  not  for  the  nation  only,  but  that  he  might  also 
gather  together  into  one  the  children  of  God  that  are 

53  scattered  abroad.  So  from  that  day  forth  they  took 
counsel  that  they  might  put  him  to  death. 
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36  Jesus  wept. 

36  Then  said  the  Jews,  Behold  how  he  loved  him! 

37  And  some  of  them  said.  Could  not  this  man,  which 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  that  even  this 
man  should  not  have  died? 

38  Jesus  therefore  again  groaning  in  himself  cometh  to 
the  grave.    It  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it. 

39  Jesus  said.  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Martha,  the 
sister  of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  by  this 
time  he  stinke^.  for  he  hath  been  dead  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if 
thou  wouldest  believe,  thou  shouldestsee  the  glory  of  God? 

41  Then  they  took  away  the  stone  from  tl^  place  where 
the  dead  was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  said, 
Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou  hast  heard  me. 

42  And  I  knew  that  thouhearest  me  always:  but  because 
of  the  people  which  stand  by  I  said  it,  that  they  may  be 
lieve  tlmt  thou  hast  sent  me. 

43  And  when  he  thus  had  spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  Lazarus,  come  forth. 

44  And  he  that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand  and 
foot  with  graveclothes  and  his  face  was  bound  about  with 
a  napkin.  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 

45  Then  many  of  the  Jews  which  came  to  Mary,  and 
had  seen  the  things  which  Jesus  did,  believed  on  him. 

46  But  some  of  them  went  their  ways  to  the  Pharisees, 
and  told  them  what  things  Jesus  had  done. 

47  \  Then  gathered  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  a 
council,  and  said,  What  do  we?  for  this  man  doeUi  many 
miracles. 

48  If  we  let  him  thus  alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  him: 
and  the  Romans  shall  come  and  take  away  both  our  place 
and  nation. 

49  And  one  of  them,  named  Caiaphas,  being  the  high 
priest  that  same  year,  said  unto  them.  Ye  know  nothing  at 
all. 

50  Nor  consider  thsit  it  is  eitpedient  for  us,  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  pt;ople,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish 
not. 

51  And  this  Ppflke  he  not  of  himself:  but  being  high 
prieat  that  year,  he  prophesied  that  Jeaus  should  die  for 
that  nation ; 

52  And  not  for  timt  nation  only,  but  that  also  he  should 
gather  lonrelher  in  one  the  children  of  God  that  were  scat 
tared  abroad. 

53  Theti  from  that  day  forth  they  took  counsel  together 
€ork>  pnt  UUn  to  df^ith.

54  Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  opeftly  fonoDg  t%e 
Jews,  but  departed  thence  into  the  country  near  to  the 
wilderness,  into  a  cit^  called  Ephraim;  and  there  he 

55  tarried  with  the  disciples.  Now  the  passover  of  the 
Jews  was  at  hand:  and  many  went  up  to  Jerusalem  oat 
of  the  country  before  the  passover,  to  purify  themselves. 

58  They  sought  therefore  for  Jesus,  and  spake  one  with 
another,  as  they  stood  in  the  temple.  What  think  ye? 

57  That  he  will  not  come  to  the  feast?  Now  the  chief 
priests  and  the  Pharisees  had  given  commandment,  that, 
if  any  man  knew  where  he  was,  he  should  sl^w  it, 
that  they  might  take  him. 


12  Jesus  therefore  six  days  before  the  passover  came  to 
Bethany,  where  Lazarus  wa«,  whom  Jesus  raised  from 

2  the  dead.  So  they  made  him  a  supper  there:  and 
Martha  served ;  but  Lazarus  was  one  of  them  that  sat  at 

8  meat  with  him.  Mary  therefore  took  a  pound  of  oint- 
ment of  spikenard,  very  precious,  and  anointed  the  feet 
of  Jesus,  and  wiped  nis  feet  with  her  hair:  and  the 

4  house  was  filled  with  the  odor  of  the  ointment.  But 
Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  his  disciples,  which  should  betray 

5  him,  saith.  Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold  for  three. 

6  hundred  pence,  and  given  to  the  poor?  Now  this  he 
said,  not  because  he  cared  for  the  poor;  but  because  he 
was  a  thief,  and  having  the  bag  took  away  what  was 

7  put  therein.     Jesus  therefore  said,  Suffer  her  to  keep  it 

8  aG:ain8t  the  day  of  my  buiying.  For  the  poor-ye  have 
always  with  you ;  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 

9  The  common  people  therefore  of  the  Jews  learned 
that  he  was  there:  and  they  came,  not  for  Jesus'  sake 
only,  but  that  they  might  see  Lazarus  also,  whom  he 

10  haa  raised  from  the  dead.  But  the  chief  priests  took 
counsel  that  they  might  put  Lazarus  also  to  death; 
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54  Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly  among  the 
Jews;  but  went  thence  unto  a  country  near  to  the  wilder- 
ness, into  a  city  called  Ephraim,  and  there  continued  with 
his  disciples. 

55  ^  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  nigh  at  hand:  and 
many  went  out  of  the  country  up  to  Jerusalem  before  the 
passover,  to  purify  themselves. 

56  Then  sought  they  for  Jesus,  and  spake  among  them- 
selves, as  they  stood  in  the  temple,  What  think  ye,  that  he 
\wiU  not  come  to  the  feast? 

57  Now  both  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  had 
given  a  commandment,  that,  if  any  man  knew  where  ho 
were,  he  should  shew  U^  that  they  might  take  him. 

CHAPTER  XII. 
1  Jetus  exciueth  Mary  cmo&iUing  his  feet.  9  The  people  fto€k  to  see 
Lcuaarus.  10  The  higkpriesis  conmlt  to  htU  him.  12  Christ  rideth 
into  Jerusalem.  20  Greeks  desire  to  see  Jesus.  28  HeforeteUeth 
his  death.  87  The  Jews  are  aenerally  blinded:  42  yet  many 
chief  rulers  believe,  but  do  not  confess  him:  44  therefore  Jesus 
calleth  earnestly  for  confession  of  faith. 

THEN  Jesus  six  days  before  the  passover  came  to  Beth- 
any, where  Lazarus  was  which  had  been  dead,  whom 
he  raised  from  the  dead. 

2  There  they  made  him  a  supper;  and  Martha  served: 
but  Lazarus  was  one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  table  with 
him. 

3  Then  took  Mar^  a  pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard, 
very  costly,  and  anointed  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  wiped  his 
feet  with  her  hair:  and  tlie  house  was  filled  with  the  odour 
of  the  ointment. 

4  Tlien  saith  one  of  his  disciples,  Jndas  Iscariot,  Si- 
mon's son,  which  ^jould  betray  him, 

5  Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold  for  three  hundred 
pence,  and  given  to  the  poor? 

6  This  he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor;  but  be- 
craii^  be  ^va^  n  Jhicf,  and  had  the  bag,  and  bare  what  was 
ptit  thei^in, 

7  Then  ssid  Jej^iis,  T^et  her  alone:  against  the  day  of  my 
burying  bath  she  kept  this. 

8  For  tlip  poor  always  ye  have  with  you;  but  me  ye  have 
not  iihvay!*. 

9  Mttoh  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  he  was 
there ^  smd  tboy  ciunt?  not  for  Jesus*  sake  only,  but  that 
they  might  seeLazarua  also,  whom  he  had  raised  from  the 

10  *;  Bui  ihe  rliir  f  iirSests  consulted  that  they  might  put 
J^amru^  also  to  death; 
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11  because  that  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went 
away,  and  believed  on  Jesus. 

12  On  the  morrow  a  great  multitude  that  had  come  to 
the  feast,  when  they  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming  to  Jc- 

13  rusaleni,  took  the  branches  of  the  palm  trees,  and  went 
forth  to  meet  him,  and  cried  out,  Hosanna:  Blessed  is 
he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  even  the  King 

14  of  Israel.    And  Jesus,  having  found  a  young  ass,  sat 

15  thereon;  as  it  is  written.    Fear  not,  daughter  of  Zion: 

16  behold,  thy  King  cometh,  sitting  on  an  ass's  colt.  These 
things  understood  not  his  disciples  at  the  first:  but  when 
Jesus  was  glorified,  then  remembered  they  that  Uiese 
things  were  written  of  him,  and  that  they  had  done 

17  these  things  unto  him.  The  multitude  therefore  that 
was  with  him  when  he  called  Lazarus  out  of  the  tomb, 

18  and  raised  him  from  the  dead,  bare  witness.  For  this 
cause  also  the  multitude  went  and  met  him,  for  that 

19  they  heard  that  he  had  done  this  sign.  The  Pharisees 
therefore  said  among  themselves.  Behold  how  ye  pre- 
vail nothing:  lo,  the  world  is  gone  after  him. 

20  Now  there  were  certain  Greeks  among  those  that 

21  went  up  to  worship  at  the  feast:  these  therefore  came 
to   Philip,  which  was  of   Bethsaida   of   Galilee,  and 

22  asked  him,  saying,  Sir,  we  would  see  Jesus.  Philip 
cometh   and    telleth  Andrew:    Andrew  cometh,  and 

23  Philip,  and  they  tell  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answereth 
them,  saying,  The  hour  is  come,  that  the  Son  of  man 

24  should  be  glorified.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Except  a  grain  of  wheat  fall  into  the  earth  and  die, 
it  abideth  by  itself  alone;  but  if  it  die,  it  bearetb  much 

25  fruit.  He  that  loveth  his  life  loseth  it;  and  he  that 
hateth  his  life  in  this  world  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eter- 

26  nal.  If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me;  aad 
where  I  am,  there  shall  also  my  servant  be:  if  any  man 

27  serve  me,  him  will  the  Father  honour.  Now  is  my  soul 
troubled;  and  what  shall  I  say?  Father,  save  me  from 
this  hour.     But  for  this  cause  came  I  unto  this  hour. 

28  Father,  glorify  thy  name.  There  came  therefore  a 
a  voice  out  of  heaven,  saying^  I  have  both  glorified  it, 
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11  Because  that  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went 
away,  and  believed  on  Jesus. 

13  If  On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to 
the  feast,  when  they  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming  to  Jeru- 
salem, 

13  Took  branches  of  palm  trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet 
him,  and  cried,  Hosanna:  Blessed  is  the  King  of  Israel  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

14  And  Jesus,  when  he  had  found  a  young  ass,  sat 
thereon ;  as  it  is  written, 

15  Fear  not,  daughter  of  Sion:  behold,  thy  King  com-' 
eth,  sitting  on  an  ass's  colt. 

16  These  things  understood  not  his  disciples  at  the  first: 
but  when  Jesus  was  glorified,  then  remembered  they  that 
these  things  were  written  of  him,  and  that  they  had  done 
these  things  unto  him. 

17  The  people  therefore  that  was  with  him  when  he 
called  Lazarus  out  of  his  grave,  and  raised  him  from  the 
dead,  bare  record. 

18  For  this  cause  the  people  also  met  him,  for  that  they 
heard  that  he  had  done  this  miracle. 

19  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  among  themselves.  Per- 
ceive ye  how  ye  prevail  nothing?  behold,  the  world  is  gone 
after  him. 

20  ^  And  there  were  certain  Greeks  among  them  that 
came  up  to  worship  at  the  feast: 

21  The  same  came  therefore  to  Philip,  which  was  of 
Bethsaida  of  Galilee,  and  desired  him,  saying.  Sir,  we 
would  see  Jesus. 

22  Philip  Cometh  and  telleth  Andrew:  and  again  An- 
drew and  Philip  tell  Jesus. 

23  ^  And  Jesus  answered  them,  saying,  The  hour  is 
come,  that  the  Son  of  man  should  be  glorified. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Except  a  com  of  wheat 
fall  into  the  ground  and*  die,  it  abideth  alone:  but  if  it  die, 
it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit. 

25  He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  he  that  hateth 
his  life  in  this  world  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eternal. 

26  If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me ;  and  where 
I  am,  there  shall  also  my  servant  be:  if  any  man  serve  me, 
him  will  my  Father  honour. 

27  Now  is  my  soul  troubled;  and  what  shall  I  say?  Fa- 
ther, save  me  from  this  hour:  but  for  this  cause  came  I 
unto  this  hour. 

28  Father,  glorify  thy  name.  Then  came  there  a  voice 
from  heaven,  aaying,  I  have  both  glorified  it,  and  will  glo- 
rify ii  again. 
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29  and  will  glorify  it  again.  The  muUitnde  tJierefore,  that 
stood  by,  and  heard  it,  said  that  it   had  thundered: 

30  others  said.  An  angel  hath  spoken  to  him.  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said,  This  voice  hath  not  come  for  my  sake, 

31  but  for  your  sakes.   Now  is  the  judgement  of  this  world : 

33  now  sliall  the  prince  of  this  world  be  cast  out.  And  I, 
if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto 

3S  myself.    But  this  he  said,  siguifyiug  by  what  manner 

34  of  death  he  should  die.  The  multitude  therefore  an- 
swered him.  We  have  heard  out  of  the  law  that  the 
Christ  abideth  for  ever:  and  how  sayest  thou,  The  Son 
of  man  must  be  lifted  up?  who  is  this  Son  of  man? 

35  Jesus  therefore  said  unto  them.  Yet  a  little  while  is  the 
light  among  you.  Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  that 
darkness  overtake  you  not:  and  he  that  walketh  in  the 
darkness  knoweth  not  whither  he  goetli.   While  ye  have 

36  the  light,  believe  on  the  light,  that  ye  may  become  sons 
of  light. 

These  things  spake  Jesus,  and  he  departed  and  hid 

37  himself  from  them.     But  though  he  had  done  so  many 

38  signs  before  them,  yet  they  believed  not  on  him:  that 
the  word  of  Isaiah  the  prophet  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
he  spake, 

Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report? 
And  to  whom  hath  the  aim  of  the  Lord  been 
revealed?  • 

39  For  this  cause  they  could  not  believe,  for  that  Isaiah 
said  again, 

40  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and  he  hardened  their 

heart; 
Lest  they  should  see  with  their  eyes,  and  perceive 

with  their  heart, 
And  should  turn, 
And  I  should  heal  them. 

41  These  things  said  Isaiah,  because  he  saw  his  glory;  and 
43  he  spake  of  him.    Nevertheless  even  of  the  rulers  many 

believed  on  him ;  but  because  of  the  Pharisees  they  did 
not  confess  it,  lest  they  should  be  put  out  of  the  syna- 

43  gogue:  for  they  loved  the  glory  of  men  more  than  the 
glory  of  God. 

44  And  Jesus  cried  and  said.  He  that  belie veth  on  me, 

45  believeth  not  on  me,  but  on  him  that  sent  me.    And 

46  he  that  beholdeth  me  beholdeth  him  that  sent  me.  I  am 
come  a  light  into  the  world,  that  whosoever  believeth  oji 

47  me  may  not  abide  in  the  darkness.  And  if  any  man  hear 
my  sayings,  and  keep  them  not,  I  judge  him  not:  for  I 
^ame  not  to  judge  the  world,  but  to  save  the  world. 

e  that  rejectcth  mc,  and  receiveth  not  my  sayings, 
th  one  that  judgcth  him :  the  word  that  I  spake,  the 
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29  The  people  therefore,  that  stood  by,  and  heard  U^ 
said  that  it  thundered:  others  said.  An  angel  spake  to  him. 

30  Jesus  answered  and  said,  This  voice  came  not  because 
of  me,  but  for  your  sake& 

81  Now  is  the  ludgment  of  this  world:  now  shall  the 
prince  of  this  world  be  cast  out. 

32  And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all 
men  unto  me, 

38  This  he  said,  signifying  what  death  he  should  die. 

84  The  people  answered  him.  We  have  heard  out  of  the 
law  that  Chnst  abideth  for  ever:  and  how  sayest  thou, 
The  Son  of  man  must  be  lifted  up?  who  is  this  Son  of  man? 

85  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Yet  a  little  while  is  the 
light  with  you.  Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest  dark- 
ness come  upon  you:  for  he  that  walketh  in  darkness 
knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth. 

86  While  ye  have  light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye  may 
be  the  children  of  light.  These  things  spake  Jesus,  and 
departed,  and  did  hide  himself  from  them. 

87  ^  But  though  he  had  done  so  many  miracles  before 
them,  yet  they  believed  not  on  him: 

88  That  the  saying  of  Esaias  the  prophet  might  be  ful- 
filled, which  he  spake.  Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report? 
»Qd  to  whom  haUi  the  arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed? 

89  Therefore  they  could  not  believe,  because  that  Esaias 
said  {^in, 

40  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened  their  heart; 
that  they  should  not  see  with  their  eyes,  nor  understand 
with  iheiT  heart,  and  be  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them. 

41  These  things  said  Esaias,  when  he  saw  his  glory,  and 
spake  of  him. 

42  ^  Nevertheless  among  the  chief  rulers  also  many  be- 
lieved on  him ;  but  because  of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not 
confess  him,  lest  they  should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue: 

43  For  they  loved  the  praise  of  men  more  than  the  praise 
of  God. 

44  1[  Jesus  cried  and  said.  He  that  believeth  on  me,  be- 
lie veth  not  on  me,  but  on  him  that  sent  me. 

4^  And  lit  that  set  tli  me  seeth  him  that  sent  me. 
4«  1  am  coTiH-  a  light  into  the  world,  that  whosoever 
believeth  oil  me  i^ho^*d  not  abide  in  darkness. 

47  And  if  \my  mim  hear  my  words,  and  believe  not, 
I  Judge  him  not:  for  1  came  not  to  judge  the  world,  but  to 
save  tlic  woilii, 

48  He  ibal  rejeftclh  me,  and  receiveth  not  my  words, 
hath  one  that  judgetU  Mm:  the  word  that  I  have  spoken, 
the  same  shall  jtul^gro'  him  in  the  last  day. 
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40  same  shall  judge  him  in  the  last  day.  For  I  spake  not 
from  myself;  but  the  Father  which  sent  me,  he  hath 
given  me  a  commandment,  what  I  should  say,  and  what 

50  I  should  speak.  And  I  know  that  his  commandment  is 
life  eternal:  the  things  therefore  which  I  speak,  even  as 
the  Father  hath  said  unto  me,  so  I  speak. 


13  Now  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  Jesus  knowing 
that  his  hour  was  come  that  he  should  depart  out  of  this 
world  unto  the  Father,  having  loved  his  own  which  were 

2  in  the  world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end.  And  during 
supper,  the  devil  having  already  put  into  the  heart  of 

8  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray  him,  Jesus,  know- 
ing that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his  hands, 
and  that  he  came  forth  from  God,  and  goeth  unto  God, 

4  riseth  from  supper,  and  layetli  aside  his  garments^  and 

6  he  took  a  towel,  and  girded  himself.  Then  he  poureth 
water  into  the  bason,  and  began  to  wash  the  disci[^es' 
feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewitli  he 

6  was  girded.     So  he  cometh  to  Simon  Peter.     He  saith 

7  unto  him.  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet?  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  him.  What  I  do  thou  knowest  not 

8  now;  but  thou  shalt  understand  hereafter.  Peter  saith 
unto  him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus  an- 
swered him.  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with 

9  me.     Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  not  wq  feet 

10  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my  head.  Jesus  saitli  to 
him,  He  that  is  batl^d  needeth  not  save  to  waMi  his 
feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit:  and  ye  are  clean,  but  not 

11  all.  For  he  knew  him  that  should  betray  him ;  there- 
fore said  he.  Ye  are  not  all  clean. 

12  So  when  he  had  washed  their  feet,  and  taken  his  gar- 
ments, and  sat  down  again,  he  said  unto  them,  Know 

13  ye  what  I  have  done  to  you?    Ye  call  me.  Master,  and, 

14  Lord:  and  ye  say  well;  for  so  I  am.  If  I  then,  the 
Lord  and  the  Master,  have  washed  your  feet,  yp  also 
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49  For  I  have  not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father 
which  sent  me,  he  gave  me  a  commandment,  what  I  should 
say,  and  what  I  should  speak. 

50  And  I  know  that  his  commandment  is  life  everlast- 
ing: whatsoever  I  speak  therefore,  even  as  the  Father  said 
unto  me,  so  I  speak. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Jesus  tbasheth  the  disciples'  feet:  exhorteth  them  to  humility  and 
'      charity.    18  He  foreteueth,  and  discoverelh  to  John  by  a  taken^ 
that  Judas  should  betray  him:  31  com,mandeth  them  to  2ove  one 
another,  36  and  forewameth  Peter  of  his  denial. 

""^rOW  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  when  Jesus  knew 
JlN  that  his  hour  was  come  that  he  should  depart  out  of 
this  world  unto  the  Father,  having  loved  his  own  which 
were  in  the  world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end. 

2  And  supper  being  ended,  the  devil  having  now  put 
into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray 
him; 

3  Jesus  knowing  that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into 
his  hands,  and  that  he  was  come  from  God,  and  went  to 
God; 

4  He  riseth  from  supper,  and  laid  aside  his  garments; 
and  took  a  towel,  and  girded  himself. 

5  After  that  he  poureth  water  into  a  bason,  and  began  to 
wash  the  disciples'  feet,  and  to  wipe  tliem  with  the  towel 
wherewith  he  was  girded. 

6  Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter :  and  Peter  saith  unto 
him.  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet? 

7  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  What  I  do  thou 
knowest  not  now;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter. 

8  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet. 
Jesus  answered  him.  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part 
with  me. 

9  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  not  my  feet  only, 
but  ^8o  my  hands  and  my  head. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  him,  lie  that  is  washed  needeth  not 
save  to  wash  lifjt  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit:  and  ye  are 
clcaa,  but  not  all. 

11  For  he  kaew  who  should  betray  him;  therefore  said 
he,  Ye  are  noi  all  clean. 

13  Bo  after  ]m  hud  washed  their  feet,  and  had  taken  his 
l^arments,  and  was  set  down  again,  he  said  unto,  tliem, 
Knowye  %vhat  I  have  done  to  you? 

13  Te  call  me  Master  and  Lord :  and  ye  say  well;  for  so 
I  am. 

14  If  I  then,  pf^ir  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your 
feet;  ye  also  ought  ttf  wash  one  another's  feet. 
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15  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  For  I  have  given 
3'ou  an  example,  that  ye  also  should  do  as  I  have  done 

16  to  you.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  A  servant  is 
not  greater  than  his  lord;    neither  one  that    is  sent 

17  gi-eater  tlian  he  that  sent  him.    If  ye  know  these  things, 

18  blessed  are  ye  if  ye  do  them.  I  speak  not  of  you  all; 
I  know  whom  1  have  chosen:  but  that  the  scripture 
may  be  fulfilled,  He  that  eateth  my  bread  lifted  up  his 

19  heel  against  me.  From  henceforth  I  tell  you  before  it 
come  to  pass,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  may 

20  believe  that  I  am  Jie.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you. 
He  that  receiveth  whomsoever  I  senareceiveth  me;  and 
he  that  receiveth  me  receiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

21  When  Jesus  had  thus  said,  he  was  troubled  in  the 
spirit,  and  testified,  and  said.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 

22  you,  that  one  of  you  shall  ln^tray  me.  The  disciples 
looked  one  on  another,  doubting  of  whom  he  spake. 

28  There  Was  at  the  table  reclining  in  Jesus*  bosom  one 

24  of  his  disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved.  Simon  Peter  there 
fore  beckoneth  to  him,  and  saith  unto  him.  Tell  m  Who 

25  it  is  of  whom  he  spcaketb.  He  leaning  back,  a6  he  was, 
on  Jesus*  breast  saith  unto  him,   Lord,   who  is  it? 

26  Jesus  therefore  auswereth.  He  it  is,  for  whom  I  shall 
dip  the  sop,  and  give  it  him.  So  when  he  had  dipped 
the  sop,  he  taketh  and  giveth  it  to  Judas,  the   aon  of 

27  Simon  Iscariot.  And  after  the  sop,  then  entered  Satan 
into  him.     Jesus  therefore  saith  unto  him,  That  thou 

28  doest,  do  quickly.     Now  no  man  at  the  table  knew  for 

29  what  intent  he  spake  this  unto  him.  For  some  thought, 
because  Judas  had  the  bag,  that  Jesus  said  utito  him. 
Buy  what  things  we  have  need  of  for  the  feast;  or,  that 

30  he  should  give  something  to  the  poor.  He  then  having 
received  the  sop  went  out  straightway:  and  it  was 
night. 

81  When  therefore  he  was  gone  out,  Jesus  saith.  Now  is 
the  Son  of  man  glorified,  and  God  is  glorified  ui  him ; 

32  and  God  shall  glorify  him  in  himself,  and  straightway 

33  shall  he  fflorify  him.  Little  children,  yet  a  little  while 
I  am  wltn  you.  Ye  shall  seek  me:  and  as  I  said  unto 
the  Jews,  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come ;  so  now  I  say 

34  unto  you.     A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  that 
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15  For  I  bsve  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do 
as  I  have  done  to  you. 

16  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  lord;  neither  he  that  is  sent  greater  than 
he  that  sent  him. 

17  If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do 
them. 

18  IT  I  speak  not  of  you  all:  I  know  whom  I  have 
chosen:  but  that  the  scnpture  may  be  fulfilled.  He  that 
cateth  bread  with  me  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against  me. 

19  Now  I  tell  you  before  it  come,  that,  when  it  is  come 
to  pass,  ye  may  believe  that  I  am  he, 

20  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  receiveth 
whomsoever  I  seod  receiveth  me;  and  he  that  receiveth  me 
receiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

21  When  Jesus  had  thus  said,  he  was  troubled  in  spirit, 
and  testified,  and  said,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that 
one  of  you  shall  betray  me. 

22  Then  the  disciples  looked  one  on  another,  doubting  of 
whom  he  spake. 

23  Now  there  was  leaning  on  Jesus*  bosom  one  of  his 
disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved. 

24  Simon  Peter  therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he 
should  ask  who  it  should  be  of  whom  he  spake. 

25  He  then  lying  on  Jesus'  breast  saith  unto  him.  Lord, 
who  is  it? 

26  Jesus  answered,  He  it  is,  to  whom  I  shall  give  a  sop, 
when  I  have  dipped  it.  And  when  he  had  dipped  the  sop, 
he  gave  it  to  Judas  Iscariot,  the  son  of  Simon. 

27  And  after  the  sop,  Satan  eotered  into  him.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  him.  That  thou  doest,  do  quickly. 

28  Now  no  man  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent  he 
spake  this  unto  him. 

29  For  some  of  them  thought,  because  Judas  had  the 
Img,  that  Jesus  bad  said  unto  him,  Buy  those  things  that  we 
Itiive  m^i'd  of  uirsxin-t  tli«  feast;  or,  that  he  should  give 
something  to  the  paor, 

30  itc  then  li living  received  the  sop  went  immediately 
out:  mid  it  was  nii^lit. 

3i  *  Tliprcffirt",  when  }re  was  gone  out,  Jesus  said,  Now 
Is  ihe  Son  of  miin  irloriflf^d,  and  God  is  glorified  in  him. 

32  If  God  be  glifntioil  in  him,  God  shall  also  glorify  him 
in  himself,  and  ^hi}\\  Khai.i^htway  glorify  him. 

38  JAxiIg  children,  yet  ii  little  while  I  am  with  you.  Ye 
shall  seek  mc:  rind  hh  I  j^nid  unto  the  Jews,  Whither  I  go, 
3'e  cannot  come;  so  now  I  say  to  you. 

34  A  new  commanJniGut  I  give  unto  you.  That  ye  love 
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ye  love  one  another;  even  as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye 

35  also  love  one  another.  By  this  shall  all  men  know  that 
ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another. 

36  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Loi-d,  whither  goest 
thou?  Jesus  answered,  Whither  I  go,  thou  canst  not 
follow  me  now;    but    thou  shalt   follow  afterwards. 

37  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  why  cannot  I  follow  thee 
88  even  now?     I  will  lay  down  my  life  for  thee.     Jesus 

aoswereth,  Wilt  thou  lay  down  thv  life  foj  me?  Veriljr, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  The  cock  shall  not  crow,  till 
thou  hast  denied  me  thrice. 


14    Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God, 

2  believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are  many 
mansions;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you;  for 

3  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  pre- 
pare a  place  for  you,  I  come  again,  and  will  receive 
you  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be 

4  also.    And  whither  I  go,  ye  know  the  way.     Thomas

9  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with 
you,  and  dost  thou  not  know  me,  Philip?  he  that 
hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father;  how  sayest  thou, 

10  Shew  us  the  Father?  Believest  thou  not  that  I  am  in 
the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me?  the  words  that  I  say 
unto  you  I  speak  not  from  rnyself:  but  the  Father  abia- 

11  ing  in  me  doeth  his  works.  Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me :  or  else  believe  me  for  the 

13  very  works'  sake.    Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He 
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one  another;  as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one 
another. 

35  By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if 
ye  have  love  one  to  another. 

36  ^  Simon  Peter  said  unto  him,  Lord,  whither  goest 
thou?  Jesus  answered  him,  Whither  I  go,  thou  canst  not 
follow  me  now;  but  thou  shalt  follow  me  afterwards. 

37  Peter  said  unto  him.  Lord,  why  cannot  I  follow  thee 
now?    I  will  lay  down  my  life  for  thy  sake. 

38  Jesus  answered  him,  Wilt  thou  lay  down  thy  life  for 
iny  sake?  Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  thee.  The  cock  shaJl 
not  crow,  till  thou  hast  denied  me  thrice. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Christ  comforteth  his  disciples  with  the  hope  of  heaven:  ^pro- 
fesseth  himself  the  tHiy,  the  truths  and  the  tife^  and  one  with  the 
Father:  13  assureth  their  prayers  in  his  name  to  be  effectual:  15 
requesteth  love  and  obedience^  16  promiseth  the  Holy  Qhost  the 
Comforter,  27  and  leaveth  his  peace  with  them.

3  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  tliere 
ye  may  be  also. 

4  And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know. 

5  Tliomas  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  we  know  not  whither 
thou  goest;  and  how  can  we  know  the  way? 

6  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the 
life:  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me. 

7  If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my  Father 
al?o:  and  from  henceforth  ye  know  him,  and  have  seen 
iiltn. 

^  Philip  Sill th  iinlo  him.  Lord,  shew  us  the  Father,  and  it 
suRi(M!th  U3, 

0  Je>^us  jiuith  unto  him,  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with 
you,  ami  yet  Iiaat  Uiou  not  known  me,  Philip?  he  that  hath 
swnmo'lmth  ^t^en  the  Father;  and  how  say  est  ihoM  tJien, 
Shew  us  the  Father? 

10  Bi.*]U*v"(?4?t  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the 
Father  in  iiRt?  iIkj  words  that  I  speak  unto  you  I  speak  not 
of  mya*;]f :  but  thii  Father  that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the 
"^forks. 

tl  Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in 
mii\  or  ebe  belit!vo  me  for  the  very  works'  sake. 

13  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  belicveth  on 
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that  believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do 
also;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do;  because 

13  I  go  unto  the  Father.  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in 
my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may  be  glori- 

14  fied  in  the  Son.     If  ye  shall  ask  me  anything  in  my 

15  name,  that  will  I  do.    K  ye  love  me,  ye  will  keep  my 

16  commandments.  And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he 
shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  be  with 

17  you  for  ever,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth:  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive;  for  it  beboldeth  him  not,  neither  know- 
eth  him:  je  know  him;  for  he  abideth  with  you,  and 

18  shall   be   in  you.     I  will  not  leave  you  desolate:    I 

19  come  unto  you.  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  be- 
holdeth  me  no  more;  but  ye  behold  me:  because  I  live, 

20  ye  shall  live  also.     In  that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am 

21  m  my  Father,  and  ye  in  me,. and  I  in  you.  He  that 
hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is

But  the  Comforter,  emn  the  Holy  Spirit, 
whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach 
you  all  things,  and  bring  to  your  remembrance  all  that 

27  I  said  unto  you.  Peace  I  leave  with  you;  my  peace  I 
give  unto  you:  not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you. 
Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be  fearful. 

28  Ye  heard  how  I  said  to  you,  I  go  away,  and  I  come  unto 
you.  If  ye  loved  me,  ye  would  have  rejoiced,  because 
I  go  unto  the  Father:  tor  the  Father  is  greater  than  I. 

20  And  now  I  have  told  you  before  it  come  to  pass,  that, 

30  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  may  believe.    I  will  no 

more  speak  much  with  you,  for  the  prince  of  the  world 
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me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also;  and  greater  works 
than  these  shall  he  do ;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father. 

13  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I 
do,  that  the  Father  my  be  glorified  in  the  Son. 

14  If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it 

15  IT  If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 

16  And  1  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you 
another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you  for  ever; 

17  Even  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the  world  cannot 
receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him :  but 
ye  know  him;  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in 
you. 

18  I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless:  I  will  come  to  you. 

19  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  seeth  me  no  more; 
but  ye  see  me:  because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also. 

20  At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  my  Father, 
and  ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you. 

21  He  that  hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them, 
he  it  is  that  loveth  me;  and  he  that  loveth  me  shall  be  loved 
of  my  Father,  and  I  will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  myself 
to  him. 

22  Judas  saith  unto  him,  not  Iscariot,  Lord,  how  is  it 
that  thou  wilt  manifest  thyself  unto  us,  and  not  unto  the 
world? 

23  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  a  man  love  me, 
he  will  keep  my  words:  and  my  Father  will  love  him,  and 
we  will  come  imto  him,  and  make  our  abode  with  him. 

24  He  that  loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my  sayings:  and 
the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not  mine,  but  the  Father's  which 
sent  me. 

25  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  being  yet 
present  with  you. 

26  But  the  Comforter,  wMch  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom 
the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all 
things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  remembrance,  whatso- 
ttvttr  I  have  said  inito  you. 

27  Peace  I  leave  witli  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you: 
not  as  the  world  giveih,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not  your 
licart  be  troubled,  nf'ither  let  it  be  afraid. 

28  Ye  Inwa  htEird  kow  I  said  unto  you,  I  go  away,  and 
come  again  unto  ytju.  If  ye  loved  me,  ye  wotild  rejoice, 
because  1  said,  I  go  unto  the  Father:  for  my  Father  is 
greater  than  L 

29  And  now  I  have  told  you  before  it  come  to  pass,  that, 
when  i I  is  come  to  pass,  ye  might  believe.  • 

30  Hereafter  I  w  il  I  not  talk  much  with  you :  for  the  prince 
of  this  world  coineth.  and  hath  nothing  in  me. 
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81  Cometh:  and  he  hath  nothing  iu  me;  but  that  the  world 
may  know  that  I  love  the  Father,  and  as  the  Father 
gave  me  commandment,  even  so  I  do.  Arise,  let  us  go 
hence. 


f  15    I  am  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  husband- 

2  man.  Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not  fruit,  he 
taketh  it  away :  and  every  branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he 

3  cleanseth  it,  that  it  may  bear  more  fruit.     Already  ye 
j     are  clean  because  of  the  word  which  I  have  spoken  unto 

4  you.  Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  can- 
not bear  fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine;  so 

5.  neither  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me.  I  am  the  vine, 
ye  are  the  branches:  He  that  abideth  in  me,  and  I  in 
him,  the  same  beareth  much  fruit:  for  apart  from  me  ye 

6  can  do  nothing.  If  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast 
forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  withered ;  and  they  gather  them, 

7  and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned.  If  ye 
abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ask  whatsoever 

8  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you.  Herein  is  my 
Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit;  and  9o  shall 

9  ye  be  my  disciples.     Even  as  the  Father  hath  loved 

10  me,  I  also  have  loved  you :  abide  ye  in  my  love.  If  ye 
keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love; 
even  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and 

11  abide  in  his  love.  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto 
you,  that  my  joy  may  be  in  you,  and  that  your  joy  may

1  The  consolation^ind  mutual  love  between  Christ  and  his  members^ 
under  the  parable  of  the  vine.  18  A  comfort  in  the  hatred  and 
persecution  of  the  world.  26  The  office  of  the  Holy  Ohost,  and  of 
the  apostlea. 

I  AM  the  true  rine,  and  my  Father  is  the  husbandman. 
2  Every   branch   in   me    that  beareth  not  fruit    he 
taketh   away:    and  every  branch  that    beareth  fruit,  he 
purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit. 

3  Now  ye  are  clean  through  the  word  which  I  have 
spoken  unto  you. 

4  Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear 
fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine;  no  more  can  ye, 
except  ye  abide  in  me. 

5  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches:  He  that  abideth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit:  for 
without  me  ye  can  do  nothing. 

6  If  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch, 
and  is  withered ;  and  men  gather  them,  and  cast  them  into 
tiie  fire,  and  tiiejr  are  burned. 

7  If  .ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall 
ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 

8  Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit; 
so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples. 

9  As  the  Father  hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you: 
continue  ye  in  my  love. 

10  If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my 
love;  even  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and 
abide  in  his  love. 

11  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  my  joy 
might  remain  in  you,  and  that  your  joy  might  be  full. 

12  This  is  my  commandment,  That  ye  love  one  another, 
a^  I  hjive  loved  yon. 

13  G  renter  lovt;  liittli  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay 
imvn  hi3  life  for  \\va  fri^mds. 

14  Ye  are  my  fjiend^i,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command 
you. 

15  ITenceforth  I  onll  you  not  servants;  for  the  servant 
kooweth  not  what  \\\^  lord  doeth:  but  I  have  called  you 
friemla;  for  all  thiiigi^  ILat  I  have  heard  of  my  Father  I 
have  made  k d o w  n  u 1 1 to  y uu, 

16  Te  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and 
ordained  you,  tlmt  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and 
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thai  your  fruit  should  abide:  that  whatsoever  ye  shall 
ask  of  the  Father  in  my  oame,  he  may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  may  loye  one 

18  another,    fl  the  world   hateth  you,  ye  know  tliat  it 

19  hath  hated  me  before  it  hated  you.  If  ye  were  of  the 
world,  the  world  would  love  its  own;  but  because  ye 
are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  chose  you  Out  of  the  world, 

20  therefore  the  world  hateth  you.  Bemember  the  word 
that  I  said  unto  you,  A  servant  is  not  greater  than  bis 
lord.  If  they  persecuted  me,  they  will  also  persecute 
you;  if  they  kept  my  word,  they  will  keep  yours  also. 

21  But  all  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you  for  my 
name's  sake,  because  they  know  not  him  that  sent  me. 

22  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  them,  they  had  not 
had  sin :  but  now  they  have  no  excuse  for  their  sin. 

28  He  that  hateth  me  hateth  my  Father  also.    If  I  had 

.  24  not  done  among  them  the  woms  which  none  other  did, 

they  had  not  had  sin:  but  now  have  they  both  seen  ami 

25  hated  both  me  and  my  Father.  But  tku  eometl^  to  pass, 
that  the  word  may  be  fulfilled  that  is  written  in  their 

26  law,  They  hated  me  without  a  cause.  But  when  the 
Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from 
the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth 

27  from  the  Father,  he  shall  bear  witness  of  me :  and  ye 
also  bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been  with  me  from 
the  beginning. 


16    These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  ye  should 

2  not  be  made  to  stumble.     They  shall  put  you  out  of. 

the  synagogues:  yea,  the  hour  cometh,  that  whosoever 

killeth  you  shall  think  that  he  offereth  service  unto 

8  God.    And   these   things  will  they  do,   because  they 

4  have  not  known  the  Father,  nor  me.     But  these  things 

have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  when  their  hour  is  come, 

ye  may  remember  thera,  how  that  I  told  you.    And 

these  things  I  said  not  unto  you  from  the  beginning. 
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that  your  fruit  should  remain :  that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask 
of  the  Father  in  my  name,  he  may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love  one  an- 
other. 

18  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated  me  be- 
fore U  hated  you. 

19  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would  love 
his  own :  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  have 
chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth 
you. 

20  Remember  the  word  that  I  said  unto  you.  The  serv- 
ant is  not  greater  than  his  lord.  If  thev  have  persecuted 
me,  they  will  also  persecute  you;  if  they  nave  kept  my  say- 
ing, they  will  keep  your*s  also. 

21  But  all  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you  for  my 
name's  sake,  because  they  know  not  him  that  sent  me. 

22  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  ihem,  they  had 
not  had  sin :  but  now  they  have  no  cloke  for  their  sin. 

23  He  that  hateth  me  hateth  ray  Father  also. 

24  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the  works  which  none 
other  man  did,  they  had  not  had  sin :  but  now  have  they 
both  seen  and  hatea  both  me  and  my  Father. 

25  But  this  Cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might  be  ful- 
filled that  is  written  in  their  law,  They  hated  me  without 
a  cause. 

26  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will  send 
unto  you  from  the  Father,  eiien  the  Spirit  of  truth,  which 
proceedeth  from  the  Father,  he  shall  testify  of  me: 

27  And  ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been 
with  me  from  the  beginning.

1  Uhrist  comfarfttk  his  disciptes  against  trilmlation  bff  tke  promise 
of  the  Holy  Qho»t,  and  by  his  resurrection  and  ascension :  23  a«- 
swreth  their  prayers  made  in  his  name  to  be  acceptable  to  his 
Father.    33  Peace  in  Christy  and  in  the  world  ajjliction. 

THESE  llijji^^s  lijive  I  1^1  token  unto  you,  that  ye  should 
not  be  offentletl. 
%  Tbey  shall  put  you  out  of  the  synagogues:  yea,  the 
time  cf^meth,  that  whosoiivcr  killeth  you  will  think  that  he 
doetl]  God  stTvinc, 

3  And  these  tilings  ^vill  ibey  do  unto  you,  because  they 
have  not  kTio\vu  the  Fatiaer,  nor  me. 

4  But  these  tbing?=^  huvr  I  told  you,  that  when  the  time 
shftll  come,  ye  mny  rememlier  that  I  told  you  of  them.  And 
Ihc^sc  tilings  I  said  woi  umo  you  at  the  beginning,  because 
1  wus  with  you. 
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5  because  I  was  with  you.  But  now  I  go  unto  him 
that  sent  me;  and  none  of  you  asketh  me,  Whither 

6  goest  thou?    But  because  I  have  spoken  these  things 

7  unto  you,  sorrow  hath  filled  your  heart.  Nevertheless 
I  tell  you  the  truth;  It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go 
away:  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter  will  not 
come  unto  you;  but  if  I  go,  I  will  send  him  unto  you. 

8  And  he,  when  he  is  come,  will  convict  the  world  In 
respect  of  sin,  and  of  righteousnes$,  and  of  judgement:

Some  of  his  discipks  therefore 
said  one  to  another,  Wliat  is  this  that  he  saith  unto  us, 
A  little  while,  and  ye  behold  me  not;  and,  again  a  little 
while,  and  ye  shall  see  me :  and,  Because  I  go  to  the 

18  Father?  They  said  therefore.  What  is  this  that  he 
saith,  A  little  while?    We  know  not  what  he  saith. 

19  Jesus  perceived  that  they  were  desir9us  to  ask  him,  and 
he  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  inquire* among  yourselves 
concerning  this,  that  I  said,  A  little  while,  and  ye  be- 
hold me  not,  and  again  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see 

20  me?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  weep 
and  lament,  but  the  world  shall  rejoice:  ye  shall  be  sor- 
rowful, but    your  sorrow   shall  be  turned  into    joy. 

21  A  woman  when  she  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because 
her  hour  is  come:  but  when  she  is  delivered  of  the 
child,  she  remembereth  no  more  the  anguish,  for  the 

22  joy  that  a  man  is  born  into  the  world.  And  ye  there- 
fore now  have  sorrow :  but  I  will  see  you  again,  and 
your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  joy  no  one  taketh 
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5  But  now  I  go  my  way  to  him  that  sent  me;  and  none 
of  you  asketh  me,  Whither  goe&t  thou? 

6  But  because  I  have  said  these  things  unto  you,  sorrow 
hath  filled  your  heart. 

7  Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the  truth ;  It  is  expedient  for 
you  that  I  go  away :  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter 
will  not  come  unto  you;  but  if  I  depart,  I  will  send  him 
unto  you.  * 

8  And  when  he  is  come,  he  will  reprove  the  world  of 
sin,  and  of  righteousness,  and  of  judgment: 

9  Of  sin,  because  thev  believe  not  on  me; 

10  Of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to  my  FaHiei',  and  yo 
see  me  no  more; 

11  Of  judgment,  because  the  prince  of  this  world  is 
judged. 

12  I  have  jret  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  can- 
not bear  them  now. 

18  Howbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he 
will  guide  you  into  all  truth:  for  he  shall  not  speak  of  him- 
self; but  whatsoever  he  shall  hear,  t/iat  shall  he  speak:  and 
he  will  shew  you  things  to  come. 

14  He  shall  glorify  me :  for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and 
shall  shew  it  unto  you. 

15  All  things  that  the  Father  hath  are  mine:  therefore 
said  I,  that  he  shall  take  of  mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto  you. 

16  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me :  and  ^ain,  a 
little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me,  because  I  go  to  the  Father. 

17  Then  said  some  of  his  disciples  among  themselves, 
What  is  this  that  he  saith  unto  us,  A  little  while,  and  ye 
shall  not  see  me :  and  again,  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see 
me:  and.  Because  I  go  to  the  Father? 

18  They  said  therefore,  What  is  this  that  he  saith,  A  lit- 
tle while?  we  cannot  tell  what  he  saith. 

19  Now  Jesus  knew  tliat  they  were  desirous  to  ask  him, 
and  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  enquire  among  yourselves  of 
that  I  said,  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me:  and 
again,  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me? 

20  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto,  That  ye  shall  weep  and  la- 
ment, but  the  world  shall  rejoice:  and  ye  shall  be  scarowful, 
but  your  soitow  shall  be  tm'ned  into  joy. 

21  A  woman  when  she  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because 
her  hour  is  come:  but  as  soon  as  she  is  delivered  of  the 
child,  she  remembereth  no  more  the  anguish,  for  joy  that 
a  man  is  born  into  the  world. 

22  And  ye  now  therefore  have  sorrow :  but  I  will  see  you 
again,  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  joy  no  man 
taketh  from  you. 
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28  awsiy  from  yon.  And  in  that  day  ye  shall  ask  me 
nothing.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  jfou.  If  ye  idiall 
ask  anything  of  the  Father,  he  will  give  it  you  in  my 

24  name.  Hitherto  have  ye  asked  nothing  in  my  ttame: 
ask,  and  ye  shall  receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  ful- 
filled. 

25  'these  things  have  I  iq[)oken  unto  you  in  proverbs :  the 
hour  Cometh,  when  I  shall  no  more  speak  unto  you  ia 

26  proverbs,  but  shall  tell  you  plainly  of  the  Fatb^.  In 
that  day  veshaH  ask  in  my  name:  and  I  say  not  unto  you, 

27  that  I  will  pray  the  Fatlier  for  you;  for  me  Father  him- 
self loveth  you,  because  ye  have  loved  me,  and  have 

28  believed  that  I  came  forth  from  the  Father.  I  came 
out  from  the  Father;  and  am  eome  into  the  worid:  Bjgain, 

29  I  leave  the  world,  and  go  unto  the  Father.  His  disci- 
ples say,  Lo,  now  speakest  thou  plainly,  and  speakeet 

30  no  proverb.  Now  know  we  that  tbou  knowest  all 
things,  and  needest  not  that  any  man  should  ask  tliee: 

31  by  this  we  believe  that  thou  earnest  forth  from  Qod.  Je- 

32  susanswored  them,  ]>o  ye  now  believe?  B^iold,  tlie  hour 
Cometh,  ^^ea,  is  come,  that  ye  siiall  be  scattered,  every

17  These  things  spake  Jesus;  and  lifting  up  his  eves  to 
heaven,  he  said.  Father,  the  hour  is  come;  glorify  thy 

2  Son,  that  the  Son  may  glorify  thee:  even  as  thou  gavest 
him  authority  over  all  fiesh,  that  Whatsoever  thou  hast 

3  given  him,  to  them  he  should  give  eternal  life.  And 
this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  should  know  thee  the  only 
true  God,  and  him  whom  thou  didst  send,  even  Jesus 

4  Christ    I  glorified  thee  on  the  earth,  having  aocom- 
6  plished  the  work  which  thou  hast  given  me  to  do.    And 

now,  O  Father,  ^orify  thou  me  with  thine  own  self 
with  the  glory  which  I  had  with  thee  before  the  world 
6  was.  I  manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  whom  thou 
gavest  me  out  of  the  world:  thine  they  were,  and  thou 
gavest  them  to  me;  and  they  have  kept  tliy  word 
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23  And  in  that  day  ye  shall  ask  me  nothing.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Whatsoeyer  ye  shall  ask  the  Father 
in  my  name,  he  will  give  it  vou.

28  I  came  forth  from  the  Father,  and  am  come  into  the 
world:  again,  I  leave  the  world,  and  go  to  the  Father. 

29  His  disciples  said  unto  him,  Lo,  now  speakest  thou 
plainly,  and  speakest  no  proverb. 

80  Now  are  we  sure  that  thou  knowest  all  things,  and 
needest  not  that  any  man  should  ask  thee:  by  this  we  be- 
lieve that  thou  camest  forth  from  Gk>d. 

81  Jesus  answered  them.  Do  ye  now  believe? 

82  Behold,  the  hour  cometh,  yea,  is  now  come,  that  ye 
shall  be  scattered,  every  man  to  his  own,  and  shall  leave  me 
alone:  and  yet  I  am  not  alone,  because  the  Father  is  with 
me. 

88  These  things  I  have  spoken  unto  you,  that  in  me  ye 
might  have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation: 
but  be  of  good  cheer;  I  have  overcome  the  world.

THE8E  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted  up' his  eyes  to 
heaven,  and  said,  Father,  the  hour  is  come;  glorify 
thy  Son,  that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify  thee: 

5  As  thou  hast  given  him  power  over  all  flesh,  that  he 
should  give  pternn]  Ufe  to  as  many  as  thou  hast  given  him. 
8  And  this  if*  lifo  eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee  the 
Obly  trup  Qod,  ftiifl  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent. 

4  I  have  giori^td  thee  on  the  earth:  I  have  finished  the 
work  which  tboii  i^avest  me  to  do. 

5  And  now,  O  Fjiiher,  glorify  thou  me  with  thine  own 
self  with  the  glory  which  I  had  with  thee  before  the  world 

Wii5, 

6  I  have  manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  which  thou 
gavost  me  oni  of  the  world:  thine  they  were,  and  thou 
gurc&t  them  nic;  and  they  have  kept  thy  word. 
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7  Now  they  kii6w  that  all  things  whatsoever  thou  hast 

8  given  me  are  from  thee:  for  the  words  which  thou 
gavest  me  I  have  given  unto  them;  and  they  received 
tkem,  and  knew  of  a  truth  that  I  came  forth  from  thee, 

9  and  they  believed  that  thou  didst  send  me.  1  pray  for 
them :  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  those  whom  thou 

10  hast  §iven  me;  for  they  are  thine:  and  all  things  that 
are  mme  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine :  and  I  am  glori-

21  that  they  may  all  be  one;  even  as  thou,  Father,  art  vol 
me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  |n  us:  that  the 

22*  world  may  believe  that  thou  didst  send  me.  And  the 
glory  which  thou  ha^  given  me  I  have  given  unto  them; 

23  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  an^e  one;  I  in  them, 
and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  perfected  into  one; 
that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  didst  send  me,  and 

34  lovedst  them,  even  as  thou  lovedst  me.  Father,  that 
which  thou  hast  given  me,  I  will  that,  where  I  am,  they 
also  may  be  with  me;  that  they  may  behold  my  glory, 
which  thou  hast  given  me:  for  thou  lovedst  me  befors 
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7  Now  they  have  known  that  all  things  whatsoever  thou 
hast  piven  me  are  of  thee. 

8  For  I  have  given  unto  them  the  words  which  thou 
gavest  me;  and  they  have  received  them,  and  have  known 
surely  that  I  came  out  from  thee,  and  they  have  believed 
that  thou  didst  send  me. 

9  I  pray  for  them:  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  them 
which  thou  hast  given  me;  for  they  are  thine. 

10  And  all  mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine ;  and  I  am 
glorified  in  them. 

11  And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the  world,  but  these  are  in 
the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee.

18  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I 
also  sent  them  into  the  world. 

19  Aiifl  for  thj  ir  Bakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also 
might  I^e  ^anctlllod  through  the  truth. 

20  Keitljer  pray  I  for  these  alone,  bat  for  them  also 
whicli  iAktxW  IwIk^v^u  on  me  through  their  word; 

121  ThiU  rhey  aW  may  be  one;  as  thou,  Fstiher,  a/rt  in  bie. 
iind  I  in  thcie.  tUat  they  also  may  be  one  in  us:  that  the 
world  raiy  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

32  And  the  glory  which  thou  gavest  me  I  have  given 
them;  tha;  they  niav  be  one,  even  as  we  are  one: 

33  r  in  tUem,  {uici  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made 
perfect  in  one;  sind  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou 
lijiat  sent  mc.  aii<l  hast  loved  them,  as  thou  hast  loved  me. 

24  Father,  I  will  that  they  also,  whom  th©u  hast  given 
ihGh  be  with  me  where  I  am;  that  they  may  behold  my 

f:lory,  wliicU  tltou  hast  given  me:  for  thou  lovedst  me  be- 
ore  the  fouDdation  of  the  world. 
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25  the  foundation  of  the  world.  O  righteous  Father,  the 
world  knew  thee  not,  but  I  knew  thee;  andtheoe  knew 

26  that  thou  didst  send  me;  and  I  made  known  unto  them 
thj  name,  and  will  make  it  known;  that  the  loye  where- 
witfi  thou  lovedat  me  may  be  in  them,  and  I  in  them. 


18  When  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  be  went  forth 
with  his  disciples  over  the  brook  Kidron,  where  was  a 
garden,  into  which  he  entered,  himself  and  his  disciples. 

2  Kow  Judas  al80>  which  betrayed  him,  knew  the  i)lace: 
for  Jesus  oft-times  resorted  thither  with  his  disciples. 

8  Judas  then^  having  received  the  band  of  $oldierBy  and 
officers  from  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees,  cometh 

4  thither  with  lanterns  and  torches  and  weapons.  Jesus 
therefore,  knowing  all  tiie  things  that  were  coming  upon 
him,  went  forth,  and  saith  unto  them.  Whom  seek  ye? 

5  They  answered  him,  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith 
unto  them,  I  am  he.    And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed 

6  him,  was  standing  with  them.  When  therefore  he  said 
unto  them,  I  am  he,  they  went  backward,  and  fell  to 

7  the  ground.    Again  therefore  he  asked  them.  Whom 

8  seek  ye?  And  they  said;  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  an- 
swered, I  told  you  that  I  am  he:  if  therefore  ye  seek 

9  me,  let  these  go  their  way:  that  the  word  might  be  ful- 
filled which  he  spake.  Of  those  whom  thou  hast  given 

10  me  I  lost  not  one.  Simon  Peter  therefore  having  a 
sword  drew  it,  and  struck  the  high  priest's  servant,  and 
cut  off  his  right  ear.

Jesus  therefore  said  unto  Peter,  Put  up  the 
sword  into  the  i^eath:  the  cup  which  the  F&ther  hath 
given  me,  shall  I  not  drink  it? 

12  So  the  band  and  the  chief  captain,  and  the  officers  of 

13  the  Jews,  seized  Jesus  and  bound  him,  and  led  him  to 
Annas  first;  for  he  was  father  in  )aw  to  Oaiaphas,  which 

14  was  high  priest  that  year.  Now  Oaiaphas  was  he  which 
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25  O  righteous  Father,  the  world  hath  not  known  thee: 
but  I  have  known  thee,  and  these  have  known  that  thou 
hast  sent  me. 

26  And  I  have  declared  unto  them  thy  name,  and  will 
declare  it:  that  the  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved  me  may 
be  in  them,  and  I  in  them.

WHEN  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  he  went  forth 
with  his  disciples  over  the  brook  Cedron,  where  was 
a  garden,  into  the  which  he  entered,  and  his  disciples. 

2  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him,  knew  the  place: 
for  Jesus  oft  times  resorted  thither  with  his  disciples. 

3  Judas  then,  having  received  a  iMLndqfmen  and  officers 
from  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  cometh  thither  with 
lanterns  and  torches  and  weapons. 

4  Jesus  therefore,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come 
upon  him,  went  forth,  and  said  unto  them.  Whom  seek 
ye? 

6  They  answered  him,  Jesus  of  Kazaieth.  Jesus  saitli 
unto  them,  I  am  he.  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him, 
stood  with  them. 

6  As  soon  then  as  he  had  said  unto  them,  I  am  he,  they 
^ent  backward,  and  fell  to  the  ground. 

7  ThcD  asked  hfi  tlii/m  agiim.  Whom  seek  ye?  And  they 
said,  Josua  of  Nazaielb* 

8  Jt^sus  auswcfi'd,  1  have  told  jou  that  I  am  he:  if  there- 
fore ve  seek  me,  let  tln^so  go  their  way: 

9  Til  at  the  saying:  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake.  Of 
them  which  thou  gavest  me  have  I  lost  none. 

10  Then  Simon  Peter  having  a  sword  drew  it,  and  smote 
the  high  priest's  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  The 
sei'vatit's  name  was  Malchus. 

11  Then  said  JesU55  uiiUi  Peter,  Put  up  thy  sword  into 
the  sheath:  the  cup  which  my  Father  hafii  given  me,  shall 
I  not  drink  it? 

1%  Then  the  band  and  the  captain  and  ofQcers  of  the 
Jews  took  Jesuit,  and  bound  him, 

13  And  led  him  away  to  Annas  first;  for  he  was  father 
in  law  to  Calaphaa,  whlrdi  was  the  high  priest  that  same 
year. 

14  Kow  Caiaphas  was  he,  which  gave  counsel  to  the 
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gav.e  counsel  to  the  Jows,  that  it  was  expedient  that  one 
man  shouLd  die  for  the  people. 

15  And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus,  and  so  did  another 
disciple.  Now  that  disciple  was  known  unto  the  high 
priest,  and  entered  in  with  Jesus  into  the  court  of  the 

16  high  priest;  but  Peter  was  standing  at  the  door  without. 
^  So  the  other  disdple,  which  was  known  uuto  the  high 

priest,  went  out  and  spake  unto  her  that  kept  the  door, 

1^  and  brmight  in  Peter.     The  maid  therefore  that  kept 

the  door  aaith  unto  Peter,  Art  thou  also  one  of  this 

18  man's  disciples?    He  saith,  I  am  not.    Now  the  ser- 
'^   vanta  and  the  officers  were  standing  tJiere,  having  made 

a  fire  of  coils;  for  it  was  cold;  and  they  were  warming 
themselves:  and  Peter  also  was  with  them,  standing 
and  warning  himselt 

19  The  high  priest  therefore  asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples, 
2.0  and  of  his  teaching.  Jesus  answered  him,  I  have  spoken 

openly  to  tlie  world ;  lever  taught  in  synagogues,  and 
in  thje  temple,  where  all  the  Jews  come  together;  and 

21  ip  secret  spake  I  nothing.  Why  askest  thou  me?  ask 
them  that  have  heard  me,   what  I  spake  unto  them: 

SN3  behold,  these  know  the  things  which  I  said.  And  when 
he  had  said  this,  one  of  the  officere  standing  by  struck 
Jesus  wi^  his  hand,  saying,  Answerest  thou  the  hi^h 

28  priest  so?  Jesus  answered  him,  If  I  have  spoken  evil, 
l^r  witness  of  the  evil :  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou 

24  me?  Annas  therefore  sent  him  bound  unto  Caiaphas 
the  high  priest. 

25  Now  Simon  Peter  was  standing  and  warming  himself. 
They  said  therefore  unto  liim.  Art  thou  also  one  of  his 

26  disciples?  He  denied,  and  said,  I  am  not.  One  of  the 
servants  of  the  high  priest,  being  a  kinsman  of  him 
whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith.  Did  not  I  see  thee  in  the 

27  garden  with  him?  Peter  therefore  denied  again:  and 
straightway  the  cock  crew. 

28  They  led  Jesus  therefore  from  Caiaphas  into  the 
palace;  and  it  was  early;  and  they  themselves  entered 
not  into  the  palace,  that  they  might  not  be  defiled,  but 

29  might  eat  the  passover.  Pilate  therefore  went  out  unto 
them,  and  saith.  What  accusation  bring  ye  against  this 

80  man?  They  answered  and  said  unto  them,  If  this  man 
were  not  an  evil-doer,  we  should  not  have  delivered  him 
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Jews,  that  it  was  expedient  that  one  man  should  die  for  the 
people. 

15  If  And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus,  and  so  did 
another  disciple:  that  disciple  was  known  unto  the  high 
priest,  and  went  in  with  Je^us  into  the  palace  of  the  high 
priest. 

16  But  Peter  stood  at  the  door  without.  Then  went  out 
that  other  disciple,  which  was  known  unto  the  high  priest, 
and  spake  unto  her  tliat  kept  the  door,  and  brought  in 
Peter. 

'  17  Then  said  the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  unto  Peter, 
Art  not  thou  also  one  of  this  man's  disciples?  He  saith,  I 
am  not. 

18  And  the  servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who  had 
made  a  fire  of  coals;  for  it  was  cold:  and  they  warmed 
themselves:  and  Peter  stood  with  them,  and  warmed  him- 
self. 

19  1[  The  high  priest  then  asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples, 
and  of  his  doctiine. 

20  Jesus  answered  him,  I  spake  openly  to  the  world;  I 
ever  taught  in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple,  whither 
the  Jews  always  reSort;  and  in  secret  have  I  said  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me?  ask  them  which  heard  me, 
what  I  have  said  unto  them :  behold,  they  know  what  1  said. 

22  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  one  of  the  officers 
which  stood  by  struck  Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his  hand, 
saylna:,  Answerest  thou  the  high  pfiest  so? 

28  ^esus  answered  him,  If  1  have  spoken  evil,  bear  wit- 
ness of  the  evil:  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  me? 

24  Now  Annas  had  sent  him  bound  unto  Caiaphas  the 
high-  priest. 

25  And  Simon  Peter  stood  and  warmed  himself.  They 
said  therefore  unto  him,  Art  not  thou  also  o?ie  of  his  dis- 
ciples?   He  denied  it,  and  said,  I  am  not. 

26  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  betng  Jits  kins- 
man whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith,  Did  not  I  see  thee  in 
the  garden  with  him? 

27  Peter  then  denied  again :  and  immediately  the  cock 
cmw, 

28  ^  Then  led  tlioy  ,lr-^us  from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall 
of  judgment:  and  il  wa>i  early;  and  they  themselves  went 
not  into  the  jud^nitrit  hfill,  lest  they  should  be  defiled;  but 
tljat  they  mi  IE  hi  eiit  Uu)  pai^sover. 

39  Pilaie  then  went  out  unto  them,  and  said,  "What  accu- 
Bftlion  bring  ye  ag*«ust  litis  man? 

30  They^iinswert'il  unil  said  unto  him.  If  he"  were  not  a 
malefactor,  we  would  not  have  delivered  him  up  unto  thee. 
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81  up  unto  tliee.  Pilate  therefore  aaid  uMo  them,  Take 
him  yourselves,  and  judge  him  according  to  your  law. 
The  Jews  said  unto  him.  It  Ib  not  lawful  for  us  to  put 

32  any  man  to  death:  that  the  word  of  Jesus  might  he  ful- 
filled, whidh  he  spal^e,  signifying  by  what  manner  of 
death  he  should  die. 

88  Pilate  therefore  eotered  a^ti^  into  l^e  p^aee,  and 
called  Jesus,  and  said  unto  him.  Art  tibou  the  King  of 

84  the  Jews?    Jesus  answered,  Say  est  thou  this  of  thyself, 

85  or  did  others  tell  it  thee  concerning  me?  Pilate  an- 
swered. Am  I  a  Jew?  Thine  own  mttion  and  the  chief 
priests  delivered  thee  unto  me;  what  hast  thou  done? 

86  Jesus  answered,  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world :  if 
my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would  my  servants 
fi^t.  that  I  ^ould  not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews:  but 

87  now  is  my  kiugdom  not  from  hence.  Pilate  ther^ore 
said  unto  him.  Art  thou  a  king  then?  Jesus  answered. 
Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king.  To  this  end  have  I  been 
born,  and  to  this  end  am  I  come  into  the  world,  that  I 
riiould  bear  witness  unto  the  truth.    Bverr  one  that  is 

88  of  the  truth  hearet^  my  voice.  Pilate  aaith  unto  him. 
What  is  truth? 

And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  went  out  a^in  imto  the 
80  Jews,  and  saith  unto  Uiem,  I  find  no  crime  m  him.   Bui 

ye  have  a  custom,  that  I  should  release  unto  you  one  at 

the  passover :  will  ye  therefore  that  I  release  unto  you 
40  the  king  of  the  Jews?    They  cried  out  titerefore  again, 

saying,  X^ot  this  man,  but  Barabbaa.    Kow  Barabbas 

was  a  robber. 


19    Then  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  semirged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  plnited  a  €»x>wn  of  thorns,  and  put  it 

on  his  bead,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  purple  garment; 

8  and  they  came  unto  him,  and  said.  Hail,  King  of  the 

4  Jewsl  and  they  struck  him  with  their  han<fi.  And 
Pilate  went  out  again,  and  saith  unto  them,  Behold,  I 
bring  him  out  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  X  find 

5  no  crime  in  him.  Jesus  therefore  came  out,  vearinff 
the  crown  of  thorns  and  the  purple  garment.      And 
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31  t* hen  said  Pilate  xmto  them.  Take  ye  him,  and  judge 
him  according  to  your  law.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto 
liim.  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death: 

32  That  the  saying  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he 
spake,  signifying  what  death  he  2)ould  die. 

33  Then  Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment  hall  again,  and 
called  Jesus,  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews? 

34  Jesus  answered  him,  Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself, 
•r  did  others  tell  it  thee  of  met 

35  Pilate  answered,  Am  I  a  Jew?  Thine  own  nation  and 
the  chief  priests  have  delivered  thee  unto  me :  what  hast 
thou  done? 

36  Jesus  answered.  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world:  if 
my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would  my  servants 
fight,  that  I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews:  but  now 
is  my  kingdom  not  from  hence. 

37  Pilate  theref(»re  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  king  then? 
Jesus  answered.  Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  kiDg.  To  this 
end  was  I  bom,  and  for  this  cause  came  I  into  the  world, 
that  I  riiould  bear  witness  unto  the  truth.  Every  one  that 
is  of  the  truth  heareth  my  voice. 

88  Pilate  saith  unto  him.  What  is  tnith?  And  when  he 
had  said  this,  he  went  out  again  unto  the  Jews,  and  saith 
unto  them,  I  find  in  him  no  fault  at  aU. 

39  But  ye  have  a  custom,  that  I  should  release  unto  you 
one  at  the  passover  *  will  ye  therefore  that  I  release  unto 
you  the  King  of  the  Jews? 

40  Then  cried  they  all  again,  saying,  Not  this  man,  but 
Barabbas.    Now  Barabbas  was  a  robl^r. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

1  ChrUt  is  Boourgeds  oroumed  with  thomt,  €md  beaten.  4  JNlate  ii 
deairous  to  release  him^  but  being  overcome  with  the  outrage  ttf  the 
Jews,  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified.  23  They  cast  lots  for  his  gar- 
ments. fA  He  ootnmendeth  his  mother  to  John.  28  He  dieth.  81 
His  side  is  pierced.  96  He  is  buried  by  Joseph  and  Nieodemus, 

THEN  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 
^  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put 
2/  on  IjIe  head,  ntirl  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robe, 

%  And  said,  I  bill,  King  of  the  Jews!  and  they  smote  him 
with  their  hands, 

4  Pilate  tlicrt-fore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Btjliold,  1  bring  \\\m  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I 
find  no  fQuit  in  liim. 

5  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns, 
and  the  purple  robe.  And  PUate  saith  unto  them,  Behold 
the  manl 
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6  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold,  the  man!  When 
therefore  the  chief  priests  aud  the  officers  saw  him, 
they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify  Atw,  cnicify  him. 
Pilate  saith  unto    them,    Take    him   youi-selves,   and 

7  crucify  him:  for  I  find  no  crime  in  him.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  We  havo  a  law,  and  hy  that  law  bo 
ought  to  die,  because   he  made  himself  the  Son  of 

8  God.     When  Pilate    therefore  heard  this  saying,   he 

9  was  the  more  afraid;  and  he  entered  into  the  palace 
again,  and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence  art  thou?    But 

10  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Pilale  therefore  saith  unto 
him,  Bpeakest  thou  not  unto  me?  knowestthou  not  that 
I  have  power  to  release  thee,  and  have  iK)wer  to  crucify 

11  thee?  Jesus  answered  him,  Thou  wouldest  have  no  power 
against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above: 
tferefore  he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  greater 

12  sin.  Upon  this  Pilate  sought  to  i*elease  him:  but  the 
Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  release  this* man,  thou 
art  not  Caesar's  friend :  eveiy  one  that  maketh  himself 

13  a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar.  When  Pilate  therefore 
heard  these  words,  he  brought  Jesus  out,  and  sat  down 
on  the  judgement-seat  at  a  place  called  The  Pavement, 

14  but  in  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  Kow  it  was  the  Prepara- 
tion of  the  passover:  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour.     And 

15  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold;  your  King !  They 
therefore  cried  out,  Away  with  him,  away  with  him, 
crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I  crucify 
your  King  ?    The  chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no 

16  king  but  Caesar,  Then  therefore  he  delivered  him  unto 
them  to  be  crucified. 

17  They  took  Jesus  therefore :  and  he  went  out,  bearing 
the  cross  for  himself,  unto  the  place  called  The  place 

18  of  a  skull,  which  is  called  in  Hebrew  Golgotha:  where 
they  crucified  him,  and  with  him  two  others,  on  either 

19  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a 
title  also,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.     And  there  was  writ- 

20  ten,  JB8U8  of  nazaiusth,  the  king  of  the  jbws.  .This 
title  therefore  read  many  of  the  Jews:  for  the  place 
where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city :  and  it 
was  written  in  Hebrew,  and  in  Latin,  and  in  Greek. 

21  The  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  therefOTe  said  to  Pilate, 
Write  not.  The  King  of  the  Jews;  but,  that  he  said,  I 
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6  When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  him, 
they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify  Am,  crucify  him.  Pilate 
saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him :  for  I  find 
no  fault  in  him. 

7  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the  Son  of 
God. 

8  1  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the 
more  afraid ; 

9  And  went  again  into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto 
Jesus,  Whence  art  thou?     But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer. 

10  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto 
me?  knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee, 
and  have  power  to  release  thee? 

11  Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all 
against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above :  there- 
fore he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him: 
but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying.  If  thou  let  this  man  go, 
thou  art  not  Cesar's  friend:  whosoever  maketh  himself  a 
king  speaketh  against  Csesar. 

18  If  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place 
that  is  called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 

14  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and 
about  the  sixth  hour:  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold 
your  King! 

.  15  But  they  cried  out.  Away  with  Mm,  away  with  him, 
crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I  crucify  your 
King?  The  chief  priests  answered.  We  have  no  king  but 
Caesar. 

16  Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  cru- 
cified.   And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away. 

17  And  he  bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place 
called  fhe  fdtiee  of  n,  skull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew 
Goli^otha: 

18  Where  tliey  crur  ificd  him,  and  two  other  with  him, 
on  either  aide  one.  ^ud  Jesus  in  the  midst. 

19  T  And  PiTale  ^v^(^t^  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross. 
And  the  wTitiQg  sAiis,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE 
KING  OP  THE  JEIVS. 

20  This  title  then  rf^il  many  of  the  JeWs:  for  the  place 
where  Jesus  was  erueilled  was  nigh  to  the  city:  and  it  was 
"written  iu  Hebrew,  aud  Greek,  and  haiin. 

21  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate, 
Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews;  but  that  he  said,  I  am 
KiiJ!^  of  the  Jews, 
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22  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered,  What  I  hare 
written  1  have  written. 

23  Tlie  soldiers  therefore,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus, 
took  his  gannents,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier 
a  part;  and  aJso  the  coat:  now  the  coat  was  without 

24  seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said  there- 
fore one  to  another,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for 
it,  whose  it  shall  be :  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  saith, 

Thev  parted  my  garments  among  them,  ^ 

And  upon  my  vesture  did  they  oast  lots. 

25  These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  But  there  were 
standing  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Clopas,  and   Hary 

26  Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother, 
and  the  disciple  standing  bv,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith 

27  unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold,  thy  sou  I  Then  saith 
he  to  the  disciple,  Beliold,  thy  mother  I  And  from  that 
hour  the  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  Iiome, 

28  After  this  Jesus,  knowing  that  all  things  are  now  fin- 
ished, that  the  scripture  might  be  accomplished,  saith, 

29  I  thirst.  There  was  set  there  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar: 
so  they  put  a  sponge  full  of  the  vinegar  upon  hyssop, 

80  and  brought  it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore 
had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished:  and  he 
bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  his  spirit. 

81  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  Preparation, 
that  the  bodies  should  not  remain  on  the  cross  upon  the 
sabbath  (for  the  day  of  that  sabbath  was  a  liigh  day), 
asked  of  Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and 

82  thati  they  might  be  taken  away.  The  soldiers  therefore 
came,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the  other 

88  which  was  crucified  with  him:  but  when  they  came  to 
Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake 

84  not  his  legs :  howl)eit  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear 
pierced  his  side,  and  straightway  there  came  out  blood 

85  and  water.  And  he  that  hath  seen  hath  borne  witness, 
and  his  witness  is  true:  and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith 

36  true,  that  ye  also  may  believe.  For  these  things  came 
to  pass,  tlmt  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  A  bone  of 

37  him  shall  not  be  broken.  And  again  another  scripture 
saith.  They  shall  look  on  him  whom  they  pierced. 

88      And  after  these  things  Joseph  of  Arimath«a,  being  a 

''•'"^iple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews, 

of  Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  body  of 
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22  Pilate  answered,  What  I  have  written  I  have  written. 

23  1[  Theil  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  cmcified  Jesus, 
took  his  garments,  and  made  fonr  parts,  to  every  soldier  a 
part;  and  dtso  hi»  coat:  now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout. 

24  They  said  therefore  r.mong  themselves,  Let  us  not 
rend  it.  but  cast  lots  for  if,  whose  it  shall  he:  that  the 
scripture  migtit  be  fulfilled,  which  saith.  They  parted  my 
raiment  amon^  them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast 
lots.    These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did. 

25  1:  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother, 
and  his  mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Clcophas,  and 
Mary  Magdalene. 

26  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the  disci- 
ple standing  bv,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother, 
Woman,  behold  thy  son! 

27  Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple.  Behold  thy  mother? 
And  from  that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

28  1^  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now 
accompUflied,  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  1 
thirst. 

29  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar:  and  they 
filled  a  spunge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and 
put  i^  to  his  mouth. 

80  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the  vinegar,  he 
said,  It  is  finuhed:  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up 

tl|§gh08tw 

31  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation, 
tiiat  the  bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the 
sabbath  day,  (for  that  sabbath  day  was  an  high  day,)  be- 
songht  Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that 
they  might  be  taken  aw^. 

&  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the 
first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified  with  him. 

3S  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was 
dead  already,  they  brake  not  his  legs: 

34  But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced  his  side, 
and  forthwith  came  there  out  blood  and  water. 

iJo  And  ht^  lliaL  saw  it  bare  record,  and  hia  record  is  true: 
and  lie  knowf'ih  t  hilt  lie  Haith  tiaie,  that  ye  ihight  believe. 

^  For  tJiesc  ibings  wrr-G  done,  that  the  scripture  should 
be  fulfil  led,  A  l>one  rjf  him.  shall  not  be  broken. 

37  Atjd  asfain  jiof^tlit^r  scripture  suth.  They  shall  look 
on  him  wliom  I  hey  pierced. 

m  If  And  afier  tbi*  Joseph  of  Arimathsa,  being  a  dis- 
ciple of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  besou^rht 
Pilate  that  he  mighr  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus:  and 
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Jesus:  and  Pilate  gave  ?iim  leave.     He  eame  therefore, 

39  and  took  away  his  body.  And  th<ere  came  also  Kicode- 
mus,  he  who  at  the  first  came  to  him  by  night,  bringine 
a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  a  hundred  pound 

40  weight.  So  they  took  the  body  of  Jesus,  and  bound  it 
in  linen  cloths  with  the  spices,  as  the  custom  of  the 

41  Jews  is  to  bury.  Now  in  the  place  where  he  was  cruci- 
fied there  was  a  garden;  and  in  the  garden  a  new  tomb 

42  wherein  was  never  man  yet  laid.  There  then  because 
of  the  Jews'  Preparation  (for  the  tomb  was  nigh  at 
hand)  they  laid  Jesus. 


aO    Now  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Mag- 
dalene early,  while  it  was  yet  dark,  unto  the  tomb,  and 

2  seeth  the  stone  taken  away  from  the  tomb.  She  run- 
neth therefore,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the 
other  disciple,  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them, 
They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the  tomb,  and 

3  we  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him.  Peter  therefore 
went  forth,   and  the  other  disciple,   and   they  w^»t 

4  toward  the  tomb.  And  they  ran  both  together:  and 
the  other  disciple  outran  Peter,  and  came  first  to  the 

6  tomb;  and  stooping  and  looking  in,  he  seeth  the  linen 

6  cloths  lying;  yet  entered  he  not  in.  Simon  Peter 
therefore  also  cometh,  following  him,  and  entered  into 

7  the  tomb ;  and  ho  beholdeth  the  linen  cloths  lying,  and 
the  napkin,  that  was  upon  his  head,  not  lying  with  the 

8  linen  cloths,  but  rolled  up  in  a  place  by  Itself.  Then 
entered  in  therefore  the  other  disci])le  also,  which  came 

9  first  to  the  tomb,  and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as 
yet  they  knew  not  the  scripture,  that  he  must  rise  again 

10  from  the  dead.     So  the  disciples  went  away  again  unto 
their  own  home. 

11  But  Mary  was  standing  without  at  the  tomb  weep- 
ing: so,  as  she  wept,  she  stooped  and  looked  into  the 

12  tomb;  and  she  beholdeth  two  angels  in  white  sitting. 
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Pilate  gave  Jiim  leave.     He  came  therefore,  and  took  the 
body  of  Jesus. 

39  And  there  came  also  Nicodemus,  which  at  the  first 
came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh 
and  aloes,  about  an  hundred  pound  'weiglbk 

40  Then  took  they  the  body  of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in 
linen  clothes  with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jews  is 
to  bury. 

41  Now  in  the  place  where  he  was  crucified  there  was  a 
garden ;  and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre,  wherein  was 
never  man  yet  laid. 

42  There'  laid  they  Jesus  therefore  because  of  the  Jews* 
preparation  day;  for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at  hand. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Mary  cometh  to  the  sepulchre :  Sao  do  Peter  and  John,  ignorant 
of  the  resurrection.  11  Jeaus  appeareth  to  Mary  Magdalene,  19 
and  to  hia  disciples.  24  The  incredulity,  and  confeasion  of  Thamaa, 
30  The  scripture  is  sufficient  to  salvation. 

THE   first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Magdalene 
early,  when  it  was  yet  dark,  unto  the  sepulchre,  and 
seetli  the  stone  taken  away  from  the  sepulchre. 

2  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to 
the  other  disciple,  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them, 
They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and 
we  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him. 

3  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other  disciple,  and 
came  to  the  sepulchre. 

4  So  tliey  ran  both  together:  and  the  other  disciple  did 
outrun  Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre. 

5  And  he  stooping  down,  and  lookmg  in,  saw  <he  linen 
clothes  lying;  yet  went  he  not  in. 

6  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  following  him,  and  went 
into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  clothes  lie, 

7  And  the  napkin,  that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying 
with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by 
itself. 

8  Then  went  in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came 
first  to  the  sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed. 

9  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  scripture,  that  he  must 
rise  again  from  the  dead. 

10  Then  the  disciples  went  away  again  unto  their  own 
home. 

11  IT  But  Mary  stood  without  at  the  sepulchre  weeping: 
and  as  she  wept,  she  stooped  down,  and  looked  into  the 
sepulchre, 

12  And  seeth  two  angels  in  white  sitting,  the  one  at  the 
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one  at  the  bead,  and  one  at  tbe  feet,  where  the  body  of 

18  Jesus  had  lain.     And  they  say  unto  her,  Woman,  why 

weepest  thou?    She  saith  unto  them,  Because  they  have 

taken  away  my  Lord,  and  I  know  not  where  they  have 

14  laid  him.  When  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself 
back,  and  beholdeth  Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that 

15  it  was  Jesus,  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  why  weep- 
est thou?  whom  seekest  thou?  She,  suppoang  him  to 
be  the  gardener,  saith  unto  him,  Kr,  if  thou  hast  borne 
him  heuce,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  him,  and  I  will 

16  take  him  away.  Jesus  saitli  unto  her,  Mary.  She 
tumeth  herseli,  and  saith  unto  him  in  Hebrew,  Rab- 

17  boni;  which  is  to  say.  Master.  Jesus  saith  to  her. 
Touch  me  not ;  for  I  am  not  yet  ascended  unto  the  Fa- 
ther: but  go  uuto  my  brethren,  and  say  to  them,  I  as- 
cend unto  my  Father  and  your  Father,  and  my  God  and 

18  your  God.  Mary  Magdalene  cometh  and  iplleth  the  dis- 
ciples, I  have  seen  the  Lord ;  and  how  that  he  had  said 
these  things  unto  her. 

10  When  therefore  it  was  evening,  on  that  day,  the  flrat 
day  of  the  week,  and  when  the  doors  were  shut  where 
the  disciples  were,  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  Jesus  came  and 
stood  in  the  mid^t,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto 

20  you.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  shewed  unto  them 
his  hands  and  his  side.     The  disciples  therefore  were 

21  glad,  when  they  saw  the  Lord.  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
them  again,  Peace  he  unto  you :  as  the  Father  hath  sent 

22  me,  even  so  send  I  you.  And  when  hfe  had  said  this, 
he  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Receive  ye 

23  the  Holy  Ghost:  whose  soever  sins  ye  forgive,  they  are 
forgiven  unto  them;  whose  soever  «en«  ye  retain,  they 
are  retained. 

24  But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus,  was 

25  not  with  them  when  Jesus  came.  The  other  disciples 
therefore  said  unto  him,  We  have  seen  the  Lord.  But 
he  said  unto  them,  Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the 
print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of 
the  nails,  and  put  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will  not  be- 
lieve. 

26  And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples  were  within, 
and  Thomas  with  them.  Jesus  cometh,  the  doors  being 
shut,  and  stood  in  the  midst,  nud  said.  Peace  he-  unto 

27  you.    Then  saith   ho  to  Thomas,   Reach  hither  thy 
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head,  and  the  other  at  the  feet,  where  the  bodj  of  Jesus 
had  lain. 

13  And  they  say  unto  her,  Woman,  why  weepest  thou? 
She  saith  unto  them,  Because  they  have  taken  away  my 
Lord,  and  I  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him. 

14  And  when  she  had  thus  said,  she  tamed  herself  back, 
and  saw  Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

15  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  why  weepest  thou? 
whom  seekest  thou?  She,  supposing  him  to  be  the 
gardener,  saith  unto  him.  Sir,  if  thou  have  borne  him 
hence,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  him,  and  I  will  take 
him  away. 

16  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herself,  and 
saith  unto  him,  Rabboni;  which  is  to  say.  Master. 

17  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Touch  me  not;  for  I  am  not  yet 
ascended  to  my  Father:  but  eo  to  my  brethren,  and  say 
unlo  them,  I  ascend  unto  my  Father,  and  your  Fathet;  and 
to  my  God,  and  your  God. 

18  Mary  Magdalene  came  and  told  the  disciples  that  she 
had  seen  the  Lord,  and  Hiat  he  had  spoken  these  things 
unto  her. 

19  T[  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut  where  the  dis- 
ciples were  assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus 
and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  he  unto 
you. 

20  And  when  he  had  so  said,  he  shewed  unto  them  hU 
hands  and  his  side.  Then  were  the  disciples  glad,  when 
they  saw  the  Lord. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace  ft«  unto  you: 
as  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. 

22  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them,  and 
saith  unto  them.  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost: 

23  Whose  soever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto 
theni;  and  whnKv  toever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are  retained. 

24  ^  But  Tbomiis,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus, 
was  not  with  them  i\  hen  Jesus  came. 

25  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him.  We  have 
Eeen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Except  I  shall  see 
!n  his  hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into 
the  print  of  the  nuiU,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  ms  side, 
1  will  not  bt'lleve. 

2fi  T[  And  afttr  tn^^bt  days  again  his  disciples  were  within, 
and  Thomas  Tvith  tlitm:  tlien  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being 
%\\\\t,  aod  stood  in  the  midst,  and  said,  Peace  he  unto 
you. 

S7  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger, 
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finger,  and  see  my  hands;  and  reach  Mlier^y  band, 
ana  put  it  into  my  side:   and  be  not  faithless,  but 

28  believing.    Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  him.  My 

29  Lord  and  ray  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Because  thou 
hast  seen  me,  thou  hast  believed:  blessed  are  they  that 
have  not  seen,  and  yet  have  believed. 

80      Many  other  signs  therefore  did  Jesus  in  the  presence 

dl  of  the  disciples,  which  are  not  written  in  this  book:  but 

these  are  written,   that  ye  may  believe  Ubat  Jesus  is 

the  Christ,  the  Son  of  Qod;  and  that  believing  ye  may 

have  life  in  his  name. 


21  After  these  things  Jesus  manifested  himself  again  to 
the  disciples  at  the  sea  of  Tiberias;  and  he  manifested 
2  himself  on  this  wise.  There  were  together  Simon  Peter, 
and  Thomas  called  Didymus,  and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in 
Galilee,  and  the  sons  or  Zebedee,  and  two  other  of  his 
S  disciples.  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing. 
They  say  unto  him,  We  also  come  with  thee.  They 
went  forth,  and  entered  into  the  boat;  and  that  night 

4  they  took  nothing.  But  when  day  was  now  breaking, 
Jesus  stood  on  the  beach:  howbeit  the  disciples  knew 

5  not  that  it  was  Jesus.  Jesus  therefore  saith  unto  them, 
Children,  have  ye  aught  to  eat?    They  answered  him, 

6  No.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Cast  the  net  on  the  right 
side  of  the  boat,  and  ye  shall  find.  They  cast  therefore, 
and  now  they  were  not  able  to  draw  it  for  the  multitude  of 

7  fishes.  That  disciple  therefore  whom  Jesus  loved  saith 
unto  Peter,  It  is  the  Lord.  So  when  Simon  Peter  heard 
that  it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  his  coat  about  him  (for  he 

8  was  naked),  and  cast  himself  into  the  sea.  But  the 
other  disciples  came  in  the  little  boat  (for  they  were  not 
far  from  the  land,  but  about  two  hundred  cubits  olf), 

9  dragging  the  net  full  of  fishes.  So  when  they  got  out 
upon  the  land,  they  see  a  fire  of  coals  there,  and  fish 

10  laid  thereon,  and  bread.     Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Bring 

11  of  the  fish  which  ye  have  now  taken.     Simon  Peter 
therefore  went  up,  and  drew  the  net  to  laud,  full  of 
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.  au^  behold  my  bands;  and  reach  bltber  tby  band,  and 
tbrust  it  into  my  side:  and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing. 

28  And  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  bim,  My  Lord 
and  rfajr  God. 

29  Jesus  saith  unto  bim,  Tbomas,  because  thou  liast  seen 
rae,  tbou  hast  believed:  blessed  we  tbey  that  have  not  seen, 
and  yet  have  believed. 

30  If  And  many  other  signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  pres- 
ence of  his  disciples,  which  are  not  written  in  this  book : 

31  But  these  arc  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  Uiat  believing  ye 
might  have  life  through  his  name. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Christ  appearing  again  to  his  disciples  was  knovm  of  them  by  the 
great  draught  of  Junes.  It  He  dineth  tcith  them:  15  earnestly  com- 
mandeth  Peter  to  feed  his  lambs  and  sheep:  IS  foretelleth  him  of 
his  death:  22  rebuketh  his  curiosity  touching  John,  25  The  con- 
clusion. 

AFTEB  these  things  Jesus  shewed  himself  again  to  the 
disciples  at  the  sea  of  Tiberias;  and  on  this  wise 
shewed  he  himself, 

2  There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas  called 
Didymus,  and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in  Galilee,  and  the  sons 
of  Zebedee,  and  two  other  of  his  disciples. 

3  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing.  They 
say  unto  him,  we  also  go  with  thee.  They  went  forth, 
and  entered  into  a  ship  immediately;  and  that  night  they 
cauglit  nothing. 

•  4  Bia  when  the  morning  was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on 
the  shore:  but  ^he  disciples  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

5  Then  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Children,  have  ye  any 
meat?    They  answered  him.  No. 

6  And  he  said  unto  them,  Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side 
of  the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find.  They  cast  therefore,  and  now 
they  were  not  able  to  draw  it  for  the  multitude  of  fishes. 

7  Therefore  that  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  saith  unto 
Peter,  It  is  the  Lord.  Now  when  Simon  Peter  heard  that 
it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  Iiis  fisher's  coat  unto  hiniy  (for  he 
was  naked,)  and  did  cast  himself  into  the  sea. 

8  And  the  other  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship ;  (for  they 
were  not  far  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  cubits,) 
dnigffing  the  net  with  ^shes. 

9  As  soon  then  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a 
fire  of  coals  there,  and  fisli  laid  thereon,  and  bread. 

10  Jesus  saith  unto  tliem,  Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye 
have  now  caught. 

11  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and  drew  the  net  to  land  full 
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great  fishes,  a  hundred  and  fifty  and  three:  and  for 

IS  all  there  were  so  many,  the  net  was  not  rent.    Jesus 

saith  unto  them,  Come  and  break  your  fast.    And 

none  of  the  disciples  durst  inquire  of  him,  Who  art 

13  thou?  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord.  Jesus  cometh, 
and  taketh  the  bread,  and  givcth  them,  and  the  fish 

14  likewise.  This  is  now  the  third  time  that  Jesus  was 
manifested  to  the  disciples,  after  that  he  was  risen  from 
the  dead 

15  So  when  they  had  broken  theu*  fast,  Jesus  saith  to 
Bimon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me  more 
than  these?  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee.    He  saitli  unto  him,  Feed  my 

16  lambs.  He  saith  to  him  again  a  second  time,  Simon, 
son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me?    He  saith  unto  him,  Yea, 

17  Lord ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto 
him,  Tend  my  sheep.  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time, 
Simon,  son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me?  Peter  was  grieved 
because  he  said  unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest  thou  me? 
And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things; 
thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.    Jesus  saith  unto  him, 

18  Peed  my  sheep.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  When 
thou  wast  young,  thou  girdedst  thyself,  and  walkedst 
whither  thou  wouldest:  but  when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou 
Shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shall  gird 

19  thee,  and  carry  thee  whither  thou  wouldest  not.  Now 
this  he  spake;  signifying  by  what  manner  of  death  he 
should  glorify  God.    And  when  he  had  spoken  this, 

20  he  saith  unto  him.  Follow  me.  Peter,  turning  about, 
seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  following;  which 
also  leaned  back  on  his  breast  at  the  supper,  and  said, 

21  Lord,  who  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee?  Peter  therefore 
seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,   and  what  shall  this 

22  man  do?  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry 
till  I  come,  what  is  tliat  to  thee?    follow  thou  me. 

28  Thissajdng  therefore  went  forth  among  the  brethren, 
that  that  disciple  should  not  die:  yet  Jesus  said  not 
unto  him,  that  he  should  not  die;  but,  If  I  will  thafflfe 
tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee? 

24  This  is  the  dteciple  which  beareth  witness  of  these 
things,  and  wrote  these  things:  and  we  know  that  his 
witness  is  true. 

25  And  there  are  also  many  other  things  which  Jesus 
did,  the  which  if  they  should  be  written  every  one,  I 
suppose  that  even  the  world  itself  would  not  contain 
the  books  that  should  be  written, 
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of  gi^at  fishes,  an  hundred  and  fifty  and  three:  and  for  al] 
there  were  so  many,  yet  was  not  the  net  broken. 

12  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of 
the  disciples  durst  ask  him,  Who  art  thou?  knowing  that 
it  was  the  Lord. 

13  Jesus  then  cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  gireth 
them,  and  fish  likewise. 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time  that  Jesus  shewed  himself 
to  his  disciples,  after  that  he  was  risen  from  the  dead. 

15  1[  So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon 
Peter,  Simon,  «>?»  of  Jonas,  loyest  thou  me  more  than 
these?  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that 
I  love  thee.    He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  lambs. 

16  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  aon  of 
Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord; 
thou  knowest  that  I  lore  tiieo.  He  saith  u^nio  him.  Feed 
my  sheep. 

17  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  9on  of 
Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?  Peter  was  grieved  becjiuse  he  said 
unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest  thou  me?  And  he  said 
unto  him.  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things;  thou  knowest 
that  I  love  thee.    Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep. 

18  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  When  thou  wast  young, 
thou  ^rdedst  thyself,  and  walkedst  whither  thou  wouldest: 
but  when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy 
hands,  and  ancKther  i^iaaU  giid  thee,  and  carry  ihee  whither 
tiiou  wouldest  not. 

19  This  spake  he,  signifying  by  what  death  he  should 
glorifv  God.  And  when  he  had  spoken  this,  he  saith  unto 
him.  iFollow  me. 

30  Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom 
JesuH  loved  follawing;  which  also  leaned  on  his'  breast  at 
supper,  and  said,  Lord,  which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee? 

%\  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus^  Lord,  and  what  tJicM 
Miia  man  dp? 

22  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  tMl  I  come, 
what  i»that  to  thee?  follow  thou  me. 

2^  Then  went  this  saving  abroad  among  tlie  brethren, 
that  that  disciple  should  not  die:  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto 
him,  HiD  shall  not  die;  but.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I 
come,  what  is  that  to  thee? 

24  This  is  the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things,  and 
wrote  these  things:  and  we  kiM>w  that  his  testimony  is  trua 

25  And  there  are  also  many  other  things  which  Jesua did, 
the  which,  if  they  should  be  Written  every  one,  I  suppKHse 
that  ^ven  the  world  itself  could  not  contain  ^the  books  that 
should  be  written.    Amen. 
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1  Ths  former  treatise  I  made,  O  Theopliilus,  concern- 
ing all   that   Jesus   began   both  to  do  and  to  teach, 

2  until  the  day  in  which  he  was  received  up,  after  that 
he  had  given  commtmdment  through  the  Holy  Ghost 

3  unto  the  apostles  whom  he  had  chosen:  to  whom  he 
also  sUtiwed  himsejf  alive  after  his  passion  by  many 
proofs,  appearing  unto  them  by  the  space  of  forty 
days,  and  speaking  the  things  concerning  the  kingdom 

4  of  God.  and,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  he 
charged  them  not  to  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  to  wait 
for  the  promise  of  tiie  Father,  which,  said  he,  ye  heard 

5  from  me:  for  John  indeed  baptized  with  water;  but  ye 
shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days 
hence. 

6  They  therefore,  when  they  were  come  together,  asked 
him,  staying,  Lord,  dost  thou  at  this  time  restore  the 

7  kingdom  to  Israel?  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  not 
for  you  to  know  times  or  seasons,  which  the  Father  hath 

8  set  within  his  own  authority.  But  ye  shall  receive 
power,  wlien  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and 
ye  shall  be  my  witnesses  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judaea  and  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 

9  earth.  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  as  they 
were  looking,  he  was  taken  up;  and  a  cloud  received 

10  him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they  were  looking 
stcdfastly  into  heaven  as  he  went,  behold,  two  men 

11  sto(xl  by  them  in  white  apparel;  which  also  said,  Ye 
men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  looking  into  heaven?  this 
'^«8us,  which  was  received  up  from  you.  into  heaven. 


THE  ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  Christ  preparing  his  apostles  to  the  beholding  of  his  ascension, 
ffothereth  them  together  into  the  mount  Olivet,  commandeth  them 
to  expect  in  Jerusalem  the  sending  down  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  pro- 
miseth  after  a  few  days  to  send  it:  by  virtue  whereof  they  should  he 
witnesses  unto  him,  even  to  the  tUmost  parts  of  the  earth.  9  After 
his  ascension  they  are  warned  by  two  angels  to  depart,  and  to  set 
their  minds  upon  his  secotid  coming.  12  They  accordingly  return^ 
and,  giving  themselves  to  prayer,  choose  Matthias  apostle  in  the 
place  of  Judas. 

THE  former  treatise  have  I  made,  O  Theophilus,  of  all 
that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and  teach, 
2  Until  the  day  in  which  be  was  taken  up,  after  that  ho 
through  the  Holy  Ghost  had  given  commandments  unto 
the  apostles  whom  he  had  chosen: 

8  To  whom  also  he  shewed  himself  alive  after  his  pas- 
sion by  many  infallible  proofs,  being  seen  of  them  forty 
days,  and  speaking  of  the  thintrs  pertaining  to  the  kingdom 
of*God: 

4  And,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  commanded 
them  that  they  shonl^^  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard 
of  me. 

5  For  John  trulv  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  ^all  be 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence. 

6  When  they  therefore  were  come  together,  they  asked 
of  him,  saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again 
the  kingdom  to  Israel? 

7  And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the 
times  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his 
own  power. 

8  But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is 
(MPiiir  upon  yini:  Jisid  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in 
JeruHsilem,  nn^l  In  at  I  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 
ntrtrmrjfit  puri  of  thf  earth. 

0  Anrl  wliL-n  \\v  Imd  spoken  these  things,  while  they 
belifld,  he  wa^,  tukm  up;  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of 
their  ftiirljt, 

10  And  while  l.hfy  looked  steadfastly  toward  heaven  as 
he  went  up,  liebtJlo,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white 
apparel ; 

11  Which  hho  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye 
gazing  vp  into  lu^aven?  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up 
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ehsW  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  beheld  him  going  into 
heaveu. 

12  Then  returned  thejr  unto  ^nisalem  from  the  mount 
called  Olivet,  which  is  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  a  sabbath 

13  day's  journey  off.  And  when  they  were  come  in,  they 
went  up  into  the  upper  chamber,  where  they  were 
abiding;  botii  Peter  and  John  and  James  and  Andrew, 
Phiiip  and  Thomas,  Bartholomew  and  Matthew,  James 
the  8071  of  Alphseus,  and  Simon  the  Zealot,  and  Jtxdas 

14  ^  8on  of  James.  These  all  with  one  accord  continued 
stedfastly  in  prayer,  with  the  women,  end  Mary  the 
mother  of  Jesufi,  and  with  his  brethren, 

15  And  in  these  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the 
brethren,  and  said  (and  there  was  a  multitude  of  per- 
sons gathered  together,  about  a  hundred  and  twenty), 

16  Brethren,  it  was  needful  that  the  scripture  should  be 
fulfilled,  which  the  Holjr  Ghost  spake  before  by  the 
mouth  of  David  concerning  Judas,  who  was  guide  to 

17  them  that  took  Jesus.     For  he  was  numbered  among 

18  us,  and  received  his  portion  in  this  ministry.  (Now 
this  man  obtained  a  fieklwith  the  reward  of  his  iniquity; 
and  falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst^ 

19  and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out.  And  it  became  known 
to  all  the  dwellers  at  Jeiiisalem;  insomuch  that  in  their 
language  that  field  was  called  Akeldama,  that  is.  The 

20  field  of  blood.)    For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms, 

Let  his  habitation  be  made  desolate, 
And  let  no  man  dwell  therein: 
and, 

His  office  let  another  take. 

21  Of  the  men  therefore  which  have  companied  with  us 
all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  went  out 

22  among  us,  beginning  from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto 
y^  the  day  that  he  was  received  up  from  us,  of  these  must 
^     23  one  become  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resunection.    And 

they  put  forward  two,  Joseph  called  Barsabbas,  who 
24  was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias.    And  they  prayed, 

and  said.  Thou,  Lord,  which  knowest  the  hearts  of  all 

men,  shew  of  these  two  the  one  whom  thou  hast 
25^  chosen,  to  take  the  place  in  this  ministry  and  apostlc- 

Rhip,  from  which  Judas  fell  away,  that  he  might  go  to 
26  his  own  pkce.     And  they  gave  Jots  for  them;  and  the 

lot  fell  upon  Matthias;  and  he  was  numbered  with,  the 

eleven  apostles. 
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ft'om  you  Into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  mannei  as  ye 
have  seen  him  go  into  heaven. 

13  Then  returned  they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the  mount 
called  Olivet,  which  is  from  Jerusalem  a  sabbath  day's  jour- 
ney. 

13  And  when  they  were  come  in,  they  went  up  into  an 
upper  room,  where  abode  both  Peter,  and  JaQi69,  and  John, 
and  Andrew,  Philip,  and  Thomas,  Bartholomew,  and  Mat- 
thew, James  tlie  son  of  Alphasus,  and  Simon  Zelotes,  and 
Judas  the  broffter  of  James. 

14  These  all  continued  wilh  one  accord  in  prayer  and 
supplication,  with  the  women,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
Jesus,  and  with  his  brethrien. 

15  T  And  in  tliose  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of 
the  disciples,  and  said,  (the  number  of  names  together  were 
about  an  hundred  and  twenty,) 

16  Men  and  brethren,  thisr  scripture  must  needs  have  been 
fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  mouth  of  David 
spake  before  concerning  Judas,  which  was  guide  to  them 
that  took  Jesus. 

17  For  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had  obtained  part 
of  this  ministry. 

18  Now  this  man  purchased  a  field  with  the  reward  of 
iniquity;  and  falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the 
midst,  and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out. 

19  And  it  was  known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem ; 
insomuch  as  that  field  is  called  in  their  proper  tongue.  Acel- 
dama, that  is  to  say,  The  field  of  blood. 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  Let  his  habi- 
tation be  desolate,  and  lot  no  man  dwell  therein:  and  his 
bJshoprick  let  another  take. 

21  Wherefore  of  these  men  which  have  companied  with 
us  all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  out  among 

22  Beginning  from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto  that  same 
day  that  he  was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one  bo  ordained  to 
be  a  witnesawith  us  of  his  resun'ection. 

23  And  thev  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias. 

24  And  they  prayed,  and  said.  Thou,  Lord,  which  know- 
est  the  hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether  of  these  two  thou 
hast  chosen, 

25  That  he  may  take  part  of  this  ministry  and  apostle- 
ship,  from  which  Judas  by  transgression  fell,  that  he  might 
go  to  his  own  place. 

26  And  they  gave  forth  their  lots;  and  the  lot  fell  upon 
Matthias;  and  he  was  numbered  with  the  eleven  apostles. 
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2      And  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  now  come, 

2  they  were  all  together  in  one  place.  And  suddenly 
there  came  from  heaven  a  sound  as  of  the  rushing  of  a 
mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they  were 

3  sittmg.  And  there  appeared  unto  them  tongues  parting 
asunder,  like  as  of  fire;  and  it  sat  upon  each  one  or 

4  them.  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  began  to  speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit 
gave  them  utterance. 

5  Now  there  were  dwelling  at  Jerusalem  Jews,  devout 

6  men,  from  every  nation  under  heaven.  And  when  this

11  Jews  and  proselytes,  Cretans  and  Arabians,  we  do  hear 
them  speaking  in  our  tongues  the  mighty  works  of  God. 

13  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  were  perplexed,  saying 

13  one  to  another,  What  meaneth  this?  But  others  mock- 
ing said.  They  are  filled  with  new  wine. 

14  But  Peter,  standing  up  with  the  eleven,  lifted  up  his 
voice,  and  spake  forth  unto  them,  saying ,  Ye  men  of 
Judaea,  and  all  ye  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  be  this 

i  >  known  unto  you,  and  give  ear  unto  my  words.    For 
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CHAPTER  n. 

1  IVie  apostles^  fiUed  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  tmeaking  divers  Za«- 
guages,  are  admired  by  8ome,  and  derided  by  others.  14  Whom 
^eter  disproving,  and  shewing  that  the  apostles  spake  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ohost,  that  Jesus  was  rtsen  from  the  dead, 
ascended  into  heaven,  had  poured  down  the  same  Holy  Ghost,  and 
was  the  Messias,  a  man  known  to  them  to  be  approved  of  God  by 
his  miracles,  vjonders,  and  signs,  and  not  crucified  without  hu 


was  the  Messias,  a  man  known  to  them  to  be  approved  of  God 
his  miracles,  wonders,  and  signs,  and  not  crucified  without 
determiruxte  cowMei  and  foreknowled§e:  87  he  baptieeth  a  great 
number  that  vyere  converted.  41  Who  afterwards  devoutly  and 
charitably  converse  together:  the  apostles  working  many  miracles^ 
and  God  daily  increasing  his  church. 

AND  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come,  they 
were  all  with  one  accord  in  one  place. 
2  And  suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven  as  of  a 
rushing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they 
were  sitting. 

8  And  there  appeared  unto  them  cloven  tongues  like  as 
of  fire,  and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them. 

4  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  andhegan 
to  speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utter- 
ance. 

5  And  there  were  dwelling  at  Jerusalem  Jews,  devout 
men,  out  of  every  nation  under  heaven. 

0  Now  when  this  was  noised  abroad,  the  multitude  came 
together,  and  were  confounded,  because  that  every  man 
heard  them  speak  in  his  own  language. 

7  And  they  were  all  amazed  and  marvelled,  saying  one 
to  another.  Behold,  are  not  all  these  which  speak  Gali- 
Iseans? 

8  And  how  hear  we  every  man  in  our  own  tongue,  where- 
in We  were  born? 

9  Parthians,  and  Medes,  and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers 
in  Mesopotamia,  and  in  Judsea,  and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus, 
and  Asia. 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  parts 
of  Libya  Sbout  Cyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rome,  Jews  and 
proselytes, 

11  Ci*etes  and  Arabians,  we  do  hear  them  speak  in  our 
tongues  the  wonderful  works  of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  were  in  doubt,  saying 
one  to  another,  Whatmeaneth  tiiis? 

13  Others  mocking  said.  These  men  arc  full  of  new 
wine. 

14  T  But  Peter,  standing  np  with  the  eleven,  lifted  up 
his  voice,  and  said  unto  them,  Ye  men  of  Judsea,  and  all  ye 
that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  be  this  known  unto  you,  and 
hearken  to  my  words : 
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these  are  not  drunken,  a^  ye  suppose;  seeing  it  is  hut 

16  tiie  third  hour  of  the  day;  but  this  is  that  which  hath 
been  spoken  by  the  prophet  Joel; 

17  And  it  shall  be  m  the  last  days,  saith  God, 

I  will  pour  forth  of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh: 
And  your  sons  and  your  aaughters  shall  prophesy. 
And  your  young  men  shall  see  visions, 
And  your  old  men  shall  dream  dreams: 

18  Yea  and  on  my  servants  and  on  my  haadmaidcns 

in  those  days 
Will  I  pour  forth  of  my  Spirit;  and  they  shall 
proi)hesy. 

19  And  1  will  shew  wonders  in  the  heaven  above. 
And  signs  on  the  earth  beneath; 

Blood,  and  Are,  and  vapour  of  smoke: 

20  The  sun  shall  be  tumea  into  darkness. 
And  the  moon  into  blood. 

Before  the  day  of  the  Lord  come. 
That  ^reat  anid  notable  day. 

21  And  It  shall  be,  that  whosoever  shall  call  on  the 

name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved. 
32  Ye  men  of  Israel,  hear  these  words:  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
a  man  approved  of  God  unto  you  by  mi^ht^  works  and 
wonders  and  signs,  which  God  did  by  him  in  the  midst 

23  of  you,  even  as  ye  yourselves  know;  hmi,  being  delivered 
up  by  the  determinate  counsel  and  foreknowledge  of 
God,  ye  by  the  hand  of  lawless  men  did  crucify  and 

24  slay:  whom  God  raised  up,  having  loosed  the  pangs  of 
death:  because  it  was  not  possime  that  he  should  be 

25  holden  of  it.    For  David  saith  concerning  him^ 

I  beheld  the  Lord  always  before  my  face; 
For  he  is  on  my  right  hand,  that  I  should  not  be 
moved: 

26  Therefore   my  heart  was  glad,   and   my  tongue 

rejoiced; 
Moreover  my  flesh  also  shall  dwell  in  hope : 

27  Because  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  Hades, 
Neither  wilt  thou  give  thy  Holy  One  to  see  corruj)- 

tion. 

28  Thou  madest  known  unto  me  the  ways  of  life; 
Thou  shalt  make  me  full  of  gladness  with  thy 

countenance. 

29  Brethren,  I  may  say  unto  you  freely  of  the  patriarch 
IHtvid,  that  he  both  died  and  was  buried,  and  his  tomb 

80  is  with  us  unto  this  day.      Being  therefore  a  prophet, 

and  knowing  that  God  had  sworn  with  an  oath  to  him, 

that  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins  he  would  set  one  upon  hli 

throne;  he  foreseeing  this  spake  of  the  resurrection  of 
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15  For  these  are  not  drunken,  as  ye  suppose,  seeing  it  is 
hut  the  third  liour  of  the  day. 

16  But  this  is  that  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet 
Joel; 

17  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days,  saith  God, 
I  will  pour  out  of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh:  and  yotir  sons 
and  your  daughters  shall  prophesy,  and  your  young  men 
shall  see  visions,  and  your  old  men  shaH  dream  dreams: 

18  And  on  my  servants  and  on  my  handmaidens  I  will 
pour  out  in  those  days  of  my  Spirit;  and  they  shall 
prophesy: 

19  And  I  will  shew  wonders  in  heaven  above,  and  signs 
in  the  earth  beneath ;  blood,  and  fire,  and  vapour  of  smoke: 

^  The  sun  shall  be  turned  into  darkness,  and  the  moon 
into  blood,  before  that  great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord 
come: 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  shall  call 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord  sAiall  be  saved. 

23  Ye  men  of  Israel,  hear  these  words;  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth, a  man  approved  of  God  among  you  by  miracles  and 
wonders  and  signs,  which  Gk)d  did  by  him  in  the  midst  of 
you,  as  ye  yourselves  also  know : 

28  Him,  being  delivered  by  the  determinate  counsel  and 
foreknowledge  of  €k)d,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wicked 
hands  have  crucified  and  slain : 

24  Whom  God  hath  raised  up,  having  loosed  the  pains 
of  death:  because  it  was  not  possible  ^at  he  e^ould  be 
holden  of  it. 

25  For  David  speaketh  concerning  him,  I  foresaw  the 
Lord  always  before  my  face,  for  he  is*  on  my  right  hand, 
that  I  should  not  be  moved : 

26  Therefore  did  my  heart  rejoice,  and  my  tongue  was 
^ad;  moreover  also  my  flesh  shall  rest  in  hope: 

27  Because  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell,  neither 
"wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

28  Thou  hast  made  known  to  me  the  ways  of  life;  thou 
Shalt  make  me  full  of  joy  with  thy  countenance. 

29  Men  avd  brethren,  let  me  freely  speak  unto  you  of 
the  patriarch  David,  that  he  is  both  dead  and  buried,  and 
his  sepulchre  is  "vCith  us  unto  this  day. 

30  Therefore  being  a  prophet,  and  knowing  that  God  had 
sworn  with  an  oath  to  him,  that  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins, 
according  to  the  flesh,  he  would  raise  up  Christ  to  sit  on  his 
throne: 

31  He  seeing  this  before  spake  of  the  resurrection  of 
Christ,  that  his  soul  was  not  left  in  hell,. neither  his  flesh 
did  see  corruption. 
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the  Christ,  that  neither  was  he  left  in  Hades,  nor  did 
82  his  flesh  see  corruption.     'J'his  Jesus  did  God  raise  up, 

33  whereof  we  all  are  witnesses.  Being  therefore  by  the 
right  hand  of  God  exalted,  and  having  received  of  the 
Father  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  ho  hath  poured 

34  forth  this,  which  ye  see  and  hear.  For  David  ascended 
not  into  the  heavens :  bat  he  saith  himself. 

The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand, 

35  Till  1  make  thine  enemies  the  footstool  of  thy  feet. 

36  Let  all  the  house  of  Israel  therefore  know  assuredly,  that 
God  hath  made  him  both  Lord  and  Christ,  this  Jesus 
whom  ye  crucified. 

37  Now  when  they  heard  thiSy  they  were  pricked  in  their 
heart,  and  said  unto  Peter  and  the  rest  of  the  apostles, 

38  Brethren,  what  shall  we  do?  And  Peter  mid  unto  tlieni, 
Repent  ye,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  unto  the  remission  of  your  sins;  and  ye 

30  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  to  you  is 
the  promise,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are 
afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call 

40  unto  him.  And  with  many  other  words  he  testified, 
and  exhorted  them,  saving.  Save  yourselves  from  this 

41  crooked  generation.  They  then  that  received  his  word 
were  baptized:  and  there  were  added  unto  them  in  that 

42  day  about  three  thousand  souls.  And  they  continued 
stedfastlv  in  the  apostles'  teaching  and  fellowship,  in 
the  breaking  of  bread  and  the  prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul:  and  many  wonders 

44  and  signs  were  done  by  the  apostles.    And  all  that  be- 

45  lieved  were  together,  and  had  all  things  common;  and 
they  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and  parted  them 

46  to  all,  according  as  any  man  had  need.  And  day  by 
day,  continuing  stedfastlv  with  one  accord  in  the 
temple,  and  breaking  bread  at  home,  they  did  take  their 

47  food  with  gladness  and  singleness  of  heart,  praising  God, 

I        and  having  favour  with  all  the  people.     And  the  Lord 
added  to  them  day  by  day  those  that  were  being  saved. 
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32  This  Jesus  hath  God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are 
witnesses. 

33  Therefore  being  by  the  right  hand  of  God  exalted, 
and  having  received  of  the  Father  the  promise  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  he  hath  shed  forth  this,  which  ye  now  see  and  hear. 

34  For  David  is  not  ascended  into  tlie  heavens:  but  he 
saith  himself.  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on 
my  right  hand, 

35  Until  I  make  thy  foes  thy  footstool. 

38  Therefore  let  all  the  house  of  Israel  know  assuredl}^, 
that  God  hath  made  that  same  Jesus,  whom  ye  have  cruci- 
fied, both  Lord  and  Christ. 

37  Tf  Now  when  they  heard  ^i<,  they  were  pricked  in 
their  heart,  and  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the  rest  of  the 
apostles.  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do? 

88  Then  Peter  said  unto  them.  Repent,  and  be  baptized 
every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

39  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children, 
and  to  all  that  are  afar  oft,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our 
God  shall  call. 

40  And  with  many  other  words  did  he  testify  and 
exhort,  saying,  Save  yourselves  from  this  untowara  gene- 
ration. 

41  1[  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word  were  bap- 
tized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls. 

42  And  they  continued  stedfastly  in  the  apostles*  doc- 
trine and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in 
prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul:  and  many  wonders 
and  signs  were  done  by  the  apostles. 

44  And  all  that  believed  were  together,  and  had  all 
things  comnK>n ; 

45  And  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and  parted 
them  to  all  men^  as  every  man  had  need. 

46  And  they,  continuing  daily  with  one  accord  in  the 
temple,  and  breaking  bread  from  house  to  house,  did  eat 
their  meat  with  gladness  and  singleness  of  lieart, 

47  Praiang  (Jod,  and  having  favour  with  all  the  people. 
And  the  Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  be 
saved. 
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'8     Now  Peter  and  Jolm  were  going  up  into  the  temple 
2  at  the  hoar  of  prayer,  being  the  ninth  hour.    And  a  cer- 
tain man  that  was  lame  mm  his  mother's  womb  was 
carried,  whom  they  laid  daily  at  the  door  of  the  temple 
whicli  is  called  Beautiful,  to  ask  ahns  of  them  that 
8  entered  into  the  temple;  who  seeing  Peter  and  John 
about  to  go  into  the  temple,  a^ed  to  receiye  an  a1m& 
4  And  Peter,  fa^tenin^  his  eyes  upon  him,  with  John, 
6  said.  Look  on  us.  And  lie  gare  heed  unto  them,  expecting 

6  to  receive  something  from  them.  But  Peter  said,  8ilver 
and  gold  have  I  none;  but  what  X  have,  that  give  I  thee. 

7  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  walk.  And  he 
took  him  by  the  right  hand,  and  raised  him  up:  and 
immediately   his   feet   and   his   ankle-bones   received 

8  strength.  And  leaping  up,  be  stood,  and  began  to  walk ; 
and  he  entered  with  them  into  the  temple,  walking,  and 

H  leaping,  and  praising  €kxL    And  all  the  people  saw  him 

10  walking  and  praising  God:  and  they  took  knowledge  of 
him,  that  it  was  he  which  sat  for  alms  at  the  Beautiful 
Gate  of  the  temple:  and  they  were  filled  with  wonder 
«nd  amazement  at  that  which  had  happened  ante  htm. 

11  And  as  he  held  Peter  and  John,  all  the  people  ran 
together  unto  them  in  the  porch  that  is  called  Solomon'ai, 

If  greatly  wondering.  And  when  Peter  saw  it,  he  an- 
swered unto  the  people,  Ye  men  of  Israel,  why  marvel 
ye  at  this  man?  or  why  fasten  ye  your  eyes  on  us,  as 
though  by  our  own  power  or  godhness  we  had  made 

18  him  to  walk?  The  God  of  Abraham,  and  of  Isaac,  and 
of  Jacob,  the  God  of  our  fathers,  hath  glorified  his 
Servant  Jiesus;  whom  ye  delivered  up,  and  denied 
before  the  face  of  Pilate,  when  he  had  d^ermined  to 

14  I'clease  him.  But  ye  denied  the  Holy  and  Righteous 
One,  and  a^ced  for  a  murderer  to  be  granted  unto  you, 

15  and  killed  the  Prince  of  life;  whom  God  raised  from 
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CHAPTER  III. 

1  Ptter  preaching  to  ihepeople  that  came  to  geea  tame  man  tegtored 
to  hUjeet,  Uprofestem  the  cure  not  to  have  been  wrought  by  his 
or  John's  own  power,  or  hoUness,  but  by  Ood,  and  his  Son  Jesus* 
and  through  faith  in  his  name:  18  withal  rwehending  them  for 
erucifying  Jesus,  17  Which  because  they  diait  through  ignorance, 
and  that  ^lereby  were  fulfilled  Ood^s  determinate  counsel,  and  thh 
striptures :  10  he  eadurteth  Wkem  by  repentance  and  faith  to  seek 
remission  cf  their  sins^  and  salvcttum  m  the  same  Jesus. 


"^TOW  Peter  and  John  w«iit  up  together  into  the  temi^e 
JJN    at  the  hour  of  prayer,  being  the  ninth  hour. 
2  And  a  certain  man  lame  from  his  mother's  womb  was 


carried,  whom  they  laid  daily  at  the  f^te  of  the  temple 
which  is  called  Beautiful,  to  ask  alms  of  thiem  ^at  entered 
into  the  temple; 

3  Who  seeing  Peter  and  John  about  to  go  into  the  temple 
a^ed  an  alms.

8  And  he  leajHug  np  stood,  and  walked,  and  entered 
with  them  into  the  temi^,  walking,  and  leaping,  and  prais- 
ing God. 

9  And  all  the  people  saw  him  walking  and  praising  God* 

10  And  they  knew  that  it  was  he  which  sat  for  alms  at  the 
Beautiful  gate  of  the  temple :  and  they  were  filled  with  won- 
der and  amazement  at  that  which  had  happened  unto  him. 

11  And  as  the  lame  man  which  was  healed  held  Peter 
and  John,  all  the  people  ran  together  unto  them  in  the 
porch  that  is  called  Solomon's,  greatly  wondering. 

12  If  And  when  Peter  saw  it,  he  answered  unto  the 
people,  Ye  men  of  Israel,  why  marvel  ye  at  this?  or  why 
look  ye  so  earnestly  on  us,  as  though  by  our  own  ])ower  or 
holiness  we  had  made  this  man  to  walk? 

13  The  God  of  Abraham,  and  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  hath  glorified  his  Son  Jesus;  whom  ye 
delivered  up,  and  denied  him  in  the  presence  of  Pilate, 
when  he  was  determined  to  let  him  go. 

14  But  ye  denied  the  Holy  One  and  the  Just,  and  desired 
a  murderer  to  be  granted  unto  you; 

15  And  killed  the  Prince  of  life,  whom  God  hath  raised 
from  the  dead;  whereof  we  are  witnesses. 
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16  the  dead;  whereof  we  are  wilneeses.  And  by  faith 
ia  his  name  hath  liis  name  made  this  man  strong,  whom 
ye  behold  and  know:  yea,  the  faith  which  is  through 
him  hath  given  him  this  perfect  soundness  in  the  pres- 

17  ence  of  you  all.    And  now,  brethren,  I  wot  that  in 

18  ignorance  ye  did  it,  as  did  also  your  rulers.  But  the 
things  which  God  foreshewed  by  the  mouth  of  all  the 
prophets,  that  his  Christ  should  suffer,  he  thus  fulfilled. 

1^  Repent  ye  therefore,  and  turn  again,  that  your  sins  may 
be  blotted  out,   that  so  there  may  come  seasons  of 

20  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord;  and  that  he 
may  send  the  Christ  who  hath  been  appointed  for  you, 

21  even^  Jesus:  whom  the  heaven  must  receive  until  the 
times  of  restoration  of  all  things,  whereof  God  spake  by 
the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets  which  have  been  since 

22  the  world  began.  Moses  indeed  said,  A  proph^  shall 
the  Lord  G(5  raise  up  unto  you  from  among  your 
brethren,  like  unto  me;  to  him  shall  ye  hearken  in  all 

23  things  whatsoever  he  shall  speak  unto  you.  And  it  shall 
be,  that  every  soul,  which  shall  not  hearken  to  thai 
prophet,  shall  be  utterly  destroyed  ftrom  among  the  peo- 

24  pie.  Yea  and  all  the  prophets  from  Samuel  and  them, 
that  followed  after,  as  many  as  have  spoken,  they  also 

25  told  of  these  days.  Ye  are  the  sons  of  tiie  prophets, 
and  of  the  covenant  which  God  made  with  your  fathers, 
saying  unto  Abraham,  And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the 

26  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed.  Unto  you  first  God, 
having  raised  up  his  Servant,  sent  him  to  bless  you,  in 
turning  away  every  one  of  you  from  your  iniquities. 


4      And  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests  and  the

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16  And  his  name  through  faith  in  his  name  hath  made 
this  man  strong,  whom  ye  see  and  know:  yea,  the  faith 
which  is  by  him  hath  given  him  this  perfect  sOundnesa  in 
the  presence  of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I  wot  that  through  ignorance  ye 
did  it,  as  did  also  yonr  rulers. 

18  But  those  things,  which  God  before  had  shewed  by 
the  mouth  of  all  hss  prophete,  tbat  Christ  should  Buffer,  he 
hath  so  fulfilled. 

19  %  Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  conYerted,  that  your 
sins  may  be  blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall 
come  from  the  pvesestce  of  the  Lord; 

^' And  he  lAall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which  before  was 
preached  unto  you: 

'  Sil  Whom  the  heaven  must  receive  until  the  times  of 
restitution  of  all  things,  which  €k>d .  hath  spoken  by  the 
mcmth  of  tUl  his  hofy  prophets  since  the  world  began. 

23  Fot  Moses  timiy  said  unto  the  fathers,  A  prophet  shall 
the  Lord  your  Gkid  raise  up  unto  you  of  your  brethren,  like 
linrto  me ;  hhn  shall  ye  bear  in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall 
aay  unto  you. 

^  And:  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  soul,  which  will 
not  hear  that  prophet,  shall  be  destroyed  from  among  the 
people. 

24  Yea,  and  all  the  prophets  from  Samuel  and  those  that 
follow  after,  as  many  as  have  spoken,  have  likewise  fore- 
told of  these  days. 

36  Ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets,  and  of  the  oo* 
venant  which  God  made  with  our  fathers,  saying  unto 
Abraham,  And  in  thy  seed  ^all  all  the  kindreds  of  the 
earth  be  blessed. 

26  Unto  you  first  Grod,  having  raised  up  his.  Son  Jesus, 
sent  him  to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you 
from  his  iniquities. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Th^  mhrx  ttf  the  Jeirn  offfftfirl  vtth  Peter'' g  «en«ion,  4  (fhtmgh 
tfioititands  of  th^  ji^ipl^f  ictr,'  f:.>nverted  that  heard  the  toord,) 
imprifian  hiin  ot*<i  Jyftu^  5  Ajhif.  upon  examination  Peter  boldly 
a}}orichinQ  th€  kime  vian  to  h'y  hwfed  by  the  name  of  Je&us,  and 
that  by  fA'»*ame'  Jaiuji  nnly  ffr  -must  be  eternally  Bttved,  18  they 
commdnii  him  tittd  J&hn  to  prearh  no  nwre  in  that  Ttame,  adding 
aim  ikrtaUnriTvg^  ^  jobrrfupun  ihe  church  fleeth  to  prayer.  31 
And  God,  by  moi'ing  the  phte-  whrre  they  were  a^aembled,  testified 
that  k€  heard  fh^irnraff^r:  conprming  the  church  with  the  gift  of 
the  H"lff  tikovf  rntfl  trith  fnuinni  i  we  and  Charity. 

AND  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests,  and 
the  captain  of  the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees,  came 
upon  them, 
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3  them,  being  sore  troubled  because  tbey  taugbt  the  peo- 
ple, and  proclaimed  in  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the 

8  dead.    And  the^r  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in 

4  ward  unto  the  morrow :  for  it  was  now  eventide.  But 
many  of  them  that  heard  the  word  believed;  and  the 
number  of  the  men. came  to  be  about  five  thousand. 

*  5  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  their  nders 
and  elders  and  scribes  were  gathered  togeUier  in  Jenma- 

6  lem;  and  Annas  the  high  priest  was  there,  and  Oaiapbas, 
and  John,  and  Alexander,  and  as  many  as  were  of  the 

7  kindred  of  the  high  priest.  And  when  they  had  set 
them  in  the  midst,  they  inquired,  By  what  power,  or  in 

8  what  name,  have  ye  done  this?    Then  Peter,  filled  with 

9  the  Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them,  Ye  rulers  of  the  peopJe, 
and  elders,  if  we  this  day  are  examined  concerning  a 
good  deed  done  to  an  impotent  man,  by  what  means 

10  this  man  is  made  whole;  be  it  known  unto  you  aU,  and 
to  all  t^e  people  of  Israel,  that  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom  ye  crucified,  whom  God  raised 
from  the  dead,  even  in  him  doth  this  man  stand  here  be- 
ll fore  you  whole.  He  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at 
nought  of  you  the  builders,  which  was  made  the  head  of 

13  tlie  comer.  And  in  none  other  is  there  salvation :  for 
neither  is  there  any  other  name  under  heaven,  that  is 
given  among  men,  wherein  we  must  be  saved. 

18  Now  when  they  beheld  the  boldness  of  Peter  and 
John,  and  had  perceived  that  they  were  unlearned  and 
ignorant  men,  they  marvelled;  and  they  took  knowl- 

14  edge  of  them,  that  they  had  been  with  Je^s.  And  see- 
ing the  man  which  was  healed  standing  with  them,  they 

15  could  say  nothing  against  it  But  when  they  had  com- 
manded them  to  go  aside  out  of  the  council,  they  con- 

16  ferred  among  themselves,  saying,  What  shall  we  do  to 
these  men?  for  that  indeed  a  notable  miracle  hath  been 
wrought  through  them,  is  manifest  to  all  that  dwell  in 

17  Jerusalem;  and  we  cannot  deny  it.  But  that  it  spread 
no  further  among  the  people,  let  us  threaten  them,  that 

18  they  speak  hencefortli  to  no  man  in  this  name.  And 
they  called  them,  and  charged  them  not  to  speak  at  all 

19  nor  teach  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  But  Peter  and  John 
answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  it  be  right  in  the 
sight  of  God  to  hearken  unto  you  rather  than  unto  God, 
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2  Being  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached 
through  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead. 

3  And  they  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  (hem  in  hold 
unto  the  next  day :  for  it  was  now  eventide. 

4  Howbeit  many  of  them  which  heard  the  word  believed ; 
and  the  number  of  the  men  was  about  five  thousand. 

5  If  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  monow,  that  their  rulers, 
and  elders,  and  scribes, 

6  And  Annas  the  high  priest,  and  Caiaphas,  and  John, 
and  Alexander,  and  as  many  as  were  of  the  kindred  of 
the  high  priest,  were  gathered  together  at  Jerusalem. 

7  And  when  they  had  set  them  in  the  midst,  they  asked. 
By  wliat  power,  or  by  what  name,  have  ye  done  this? 

8  Then  Pfeter,  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  said  unto 
them.  Ye  rulers  of  the  people,  and  elders  of  Israel, 

9  If  we  this  day  be  examined  of  the  good  deed  done  to 
the  impotent  man,  by  what  means  he  is  made  whole; 

10  Be  it  known  unto  you  all,  and  to  all  the  people  of 
Israel,  that  by  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth, 
whom  ye  crucified,  whom  God  raised  from  the  dead,  even 
by  him  doth  this  man  dtand  here  before  you  whole. 

11  This  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at  nought  of  you 
builders,  which  is  become  the  head  of  the  comer. 

12  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other:  for  there  is 
none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby 
we  must  be  saved. 

13  If  Now  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter  and 
John,  and  perceived  that  they  were  unlearned  and  igno- 
rant men,  they  marvelled;  and  they  took  knowledge  of 
them,  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus. 

14  And  beholding  the  man  which  was  healed  standing 
with  them,  they  could  say  nothing  against  it. 

15  But  when  they  had  commanded  them  to  go  aside  out 
of  the  council,  they  conferred  among  themselves, 

16  Sa3ring,  What  shall  we  do  to  these  men?  for  that 
indeed  a  notable  miracle  hath  been  done  by  them  m  mani- 
fest to  ail  them  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem;  and  we  cannot 
dony  it. 

17  But  that  it  spread  no  further  among  the  people,  let  us 
BtraitJy  threaten  them,  that  they  speak  hencefofth  to  n© 
man  in  this  name. 

18  And  they  called  them,  and  commanded  them  not  to 
Bpcak  at  an  nor  te:Lch  in  the  name  of  Jesus. 

19  But  Peter  and  John  answered  and  said  unto  them, 
Wlietlier  It  be  risiht  in  the  sight  of  God  to  hearken  unto 
you  more  thau  imto  God,  judge  ye. 
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90  judge  ye:  for  we  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we 

31  saw  and  heard.     And  they,   when   they  had  furUier 

threatened  them,  let  them  go,  finding  nothing  how  liiey 

might  punish  them,  because  of  the  people ;  iov  all  men 

22  giorified  God  for  that  which  was  done.  For  the  man 
was  more  than  forty  years  old,  on  whom  this  mu'acle  of 
healing  was  wrought. 

23  And  being  let  go,  they  came  to  their  own  company, 
and  reporteu  all  that  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders 

24  had  said  unto  them.  And  they,  when  they  heard  it, 
lifted  up  their  voice  to  God  with  one  accord,  and  said, 
O  Lord,  thou  that  didst  make  the  heaven  and  the  earth 

25  and  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is :  who  by  the  Holy. 
Ghost,  by  the  moutli  of  our  father  David  thy  servant, 
didst  say. 

Why  did  tlie  Gentiles  rage, 

Andi  the  peoples  imagine  vain  things? 

26  The  kings  of  the  e^rth  set  themselves  in  array. 
And  the  rulers  were  gathered  together, 
Against  the  Lord,  and  against  his  Anointed: 

27  for  of  a  truth  in  this  city  against  thy  holy  Servant  Jesus, 
whom  thou  didst  anoint,  both  Herod  and  Pontius  Pilate, 
with  the  Gentiles  and  the  peoples  of  Israel,  were  gath- 

28  ered  together,  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy  coun- 

29  sel  foreordained  to  come  to  pass.  And  now,  Lord, 
look  upon  their  threatening:  and  grant  unto  thy  ser- 

30  vants  to  speak  thy  word  with  all  boldness,  while  thou 
stretchest  forth  thy  hand  to  heal ;  and  that  signs  and 
wonders  may  be  done  through  the  name  of  thy  holy 

31  Servant  Jesus.  And  when  they  had  prayed,  the  place 
was  shaken  wherein  they  were  gathered  together;  and 
they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they 
spake  the  word  of  God  with  boldness, 

32  And  the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  were  of  one 
heart  and  soul:  and  not  one  of  them  said  that  aught  of 
the  things  which  he  possessed  was  his  own;  but  they 

83  had  all  things  common.  And  with  great  power  gave 
Uie  apostles  their  witness  of  the  resurrection  of  the 

34  Lord  Jesus:  and  great  grace  was  upon  them  all.  For 
^either  was  there  among  them  any  that  lacked:  for  as 
many  as  were  possessors  of  lands  or  houses  sold  them^ 

85  and  brought  the  prices  of  the  things  that  were  sold,  iuid 
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20  Fot*  W«  oMinol  buf  speak  the  things  wbleh  we  hftve 
seen  and  hatrd. 

2i  Bo  Wh^ii  they  had  f  uitbei'  thTeal;etied  them,  they  lot 
th^m  go,  fitiding  nothing  how  they  might  punish  them, 
because  of  Ihe  people:  lor  all  men,  glorified  Gk>d  for  that 
which  was  done. 

22  For  the  man  was  above  forty  years  old,  on  whom 
this  miracle  of  healing  was  shewed. 

23  1  And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own  company, 
,  and  reported  all  that  the  chief  priests  and  elders  had  said 

unto  them. 

24  And  when  they  heard  that,  they  lifted  up  their  voice 
to  God  with  one  accord,  and  said,  Lord,  thou  art  God, 
which  hast  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all 
that  in  them  is: 

25  Who  by  the  mouth  of  thy  servant  David  hast  said, 
Why  did  the  heathen  rage,  and  the  people  imagine  vain 
things? 

26  The  kiiigs  of  tine  earth  stood  up,  and  the  ruleord^  we  A 
gathered  together  against  the  Ikord,  and  against  his  Christ 

27  For  o£  a  truth  agninst  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  whom 
thou  hast  anointed,  both  Herod,  and  Pontius  Pilate,  wilh 
the  Gentiles,  and  the  people  of  Israel,  w«re  gatheied 
t<^eCber, 

2S  For  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy  counsel  deter- 
mined before  to  be  done. 

29  And  BOW,  Lord,  behold  their  threateninge:  and  grant 
unto  thy  Servants,  (hat  with  all  boidnesetbey  may  speak 
thy  word, 

SO  By  stretching  forth  thine  hand  to  iieai;  and  that  signs 
and  wonders  may  be  done  by  Ihe  name  ol  thy  holy  dSld 
Jesus. 

8*1  .%  And  when  thfey  had  prayed^  ti>e  place  was  shaken 
wh^e  they  were  assembled  together;  and  they  were  all 
tiilod  with  the  Hofy  G4iost,  and  t«hey  spake  the  word  of 
Of€f^  witb  boldnessi 

S2  And  the  raultitnde  of  them  thiat  believed  were  of  one 
henrt  and  of  (mt*  Kiul :  ntniher  said  amy  <?f  them  that  ought 
of  the  tJtiiigs  wliick  ht  poBsedsed  Was  his  own;  but  they 
hod  alt  tkin^i^  ooDimorj. 

3S  And  wirJi  i^renl  pinver  gave  the  apostles  witness  of  the 
resiirreetinii  of  };he  Lord  Jesus i  and  great  grace  was  upon 
tlimn  uU. 

34  Neither  was  there  any  among  them  that  lacked:  for 
as  i>mny  a;*  were  pass^ssiors  of  lands  or  houses  sold  them, 
and  brought  the  prict^s  t»f  the  things  that  were  sold, 

35  And  bid  thtni,  dowij  at  the  apostles*  feet:  and  dlstri-

laid  them  at  t^  apoetlea'  feet:  and  distrlbutioii  iraa 

made  unto  eacli,  according  as  any  oue  had  seed. 
96     And  Joseph,  who  by  the  apostles  was  surnamed  Bar- 

oabas  (which  is,  being  interpreted,  Son  of  exbortationX 
37  a  Levite,  a  man  of  C3^prus  by  race,  having  a  field,  sold 

it,  and  brought  the  money,  and  laid  it  at  t^e  apgatles' 

feet. 


5     But  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  wilii  Sapi^ira  his 

2  wife,  sold  a  possession,  and  kept  back  part  of  the  price, 

his  vnfe  also  being  privy  to  it,  and  brouj^t  a  certidn 

8  part,  and  laid  it  at  the  apostles'  feet.     But.  Pet^  said, 

Ananias,  why  hath  8atan  fiUed  thy  heart  to  lie  to  the 

Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back  part  of  the- price  ctf  the 

4  -land?  Whiles  it  remained,  did  it  not  remain  thine  own? 
and  after  it  was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thy  power?  How  is 
it  that  Uiou  hast  conedved  this  thing  in  thy  heart?  thou 

5  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  hut  unto  Ood.  And  Ananias 
hearing  these  words  fell  down  and  gave  up  the  ghost: 

6  and  great  fear  eaine  upon  all  that  heard  it.  And  the 
youpg  men  arose  and  wrapped  him  nmnd,  and  they 
carried  him  out  and  buried  him. 

7  And  it  was  abont  the  apace  of  three  hoiirs  after,  when 

8  his  wife,  not  knowing  what  was  done,  came  in.  And 
Peter  answered  unto  her.  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the 
land  for  so  much.    And  she  said.  Yea,  for  so  miK^ 

9  But  Peter  iaid  unto  her.  How  is  it  that  ye  have  asreed 
together  to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord?  behold,  the 
feet  of  them  which  have  buried  thy  husband  are  at  the 

10  door,  and  they  shall  carry  thee  out.  And  she  fell  down 
immediately  at  his  feet,  and  gave  np  the  ghost:  and  the 
yoimg  men  came  in  and  found  her  dead,  and  they  car- 
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button  was  made  unto  every  man  according  as  be  had 
need. 

8ft  And  JoMB,  mh6  bytlie  apositles  was  softnmed  Bavna^ 
bas,  (whieliik,  being  interpreted,  Tbe  son  of  eoosoiatioD,) 
a  Levite,  and  of  the  country  of  Cyprus, 

87  Having  land,  sold  it,  and  brought  the  money,  and  laid 
t^  at  tlie  apostles'  feet 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  After ihat  Anamiai and  SappUau  hS»vyife  far IkMt hypoori§y <U 
Feter'$  rebuke  hadfaUen  aawn^  decuL,  13  emd  ^Mt  the  rett  of  the 
apostlea  had  wrought  many  miracles^  14  to  the  increase  of  the 
faith:  17  the  apostles  are  again  imprisoned,  19  hut  delivered  bv  an 
angel  bkUUng  them  to  preach  ^pmlmtoaU:  fSt  vshe^,  after  their 
teaching  aeeordinglv  in  the.  tenmUt  99  and  before  the  caimeiL  1$$ 
they  are  in  danger  to  he  Icilled.  through  the  aavice  oj  Oamaliet,  a 
great  counsellor  among  the  Jews,  they  he  kept  a^ive,  40  and  are 
but  beaten:  for  tOUeh  they  gloHfy  CM,  ana  cease  no  day  from 
preaching, 

BUT  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  witfi  Sap^^i^  his 
wife,  sold  a  possession, 
a  And  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  his  wife  also  beifig 
privy  to  it,  and  brought  a  certain  part,  and  laid  it  at  the 
apostles'  feet; 

8  But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thine 
heart  to  Re  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back  pa/rt  of 
the  price  of  tiic  land? 

4  Whiles  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own?  and  after  it 
was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine  own  power?  why  hast  thou 
conceived  this  thing  in  thine  heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto 
men,  but  unto  God.  *  - 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  these  words  fell  down,  and  gave 
up  the  ghost:  and  great  &ar  came  on  all  them  that  heard 
these  things. 

6  And  me  young  men  arose,  wound  Mm  up,  and  carried 
lUm  out,  and-l^uriea  him. 

7  And  it  was  about  the  space  of  three  hours  after,  when 
his  wife,  not  knowing  what  was  done,  came  in. 

8  And  Peter  answered  unto  her.  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold 
the  land  for  so  much?  And  she  said,  Yea,  for  so  much, 

9  Tlien  Peter  said  unto  her,  How  is  it  that  ye  have 
agreed  together  to  tempt  the  Sjjirit  of  the  Lord?  behold, 
the  feet  or  them  which  have  buried  thy  husband  are  at  the 
door,  and  shall  carry  thee  out. 

1©  Tliett  fell  she  down  straightway  at  his  feet,  and 
yielded  up  the  ghost:  and  the  young  men  came  in,  and 
found  her  dead,  and,  carrying  Tier  forth,  buried  her  by  her 
husband. 
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Itoned  ber  ontrand  bnn^d  b^i*  bgr  her  te«ba»d.  And  gieat 
fear  eame  upon  tbo  wliole  clmrcb^  Had  ttpDai^  tbat 
heard  tjiese  things. 

12  Ajud  by  th&  hands  of  tbe  ^M^Ies  were  inanj  signs 
and  wonders   wrought  among  the  people;  ftiia  tkey 

13  were  all  with  one  accord  in  Solomon's  porch.  But  of 
the  rest  durst  no  map  joia  hiwself  to  them:  howbeit  the 

14  people  magnified  them;  and  believers  were  the  moixj 
addiod  to  %&  Loid>  multitiides  bofthof  Btea  and  "women ; 

15  insomuch  that  they  even  carried  out  the  rick  into  the 
streets,  and,  laid  them  oa  l)eds  and  coi^ches,  that,  as 
Peter  came  by,  at  the  least  his  slmdow  might  owrslk^w 

i«  some  one  of  them.  And  there  Also  came  ti»ether  the 
multitude  frqm  the  cities  round  about  Jenisaieip,  biing- 
in^  sick  folk,  and  \Jbesax  that  were  vexed  with  unclean 
spirits:  and  they  were  healed  every  one. 

Xt  B«t  the  M§^  fkriest  |K>se  up.  and  all  they  jthirt  f^eve 
with  him  (which  is  the  sect  or  the  Sadduce^X  ^^^  ^^ 

t^  were  filled  with  jealousy,  and  laid  hands  on  the  apgstles, 

19  aQd  ^ut  theiT^in  jmWi^  ward,  But  au  angal  of  the  hfft^ 
by  night  opened  thfe  prison  doore,  and  brought  ^hem 

20  out,  and  said,  Qioye,  ami  stand  and  speak  in  Uie  teinple 
Sd  to  the  people  all  tl«5  w^rds  of  this  life.    And  wj^ 

they  heard  thiSy  they  entered  into  the  tefupJe  about  day- 
break, and  taught.  But  jl^ie  high  priest  came,  and  they 
that  were  with  him,  and  called  the  council  tog^her, 
and  all  tj^e  senate  of  tl^e  phijldi:en  of  Isnvel,  and  sent  to 

23  the  prison-house  to  have  them  brought.  But  tlie  officer^ 
that  ca^e  foi^  theu^  n^t  iuv  the  prison;  apd  they  re- 

^  turned,  wi4  tql4,  saying,  The  prjsorvhotise  we  fqiund 
shut  in  all  safety,  and  the  keepers  standing  at  the  doors : 
but  wheu  we  ijad  op^ed,  we  found  W  w^n  within. 

24  Now  when  the  captain  of  the  temple  ai?d  the  chief 
priests  heard  these  words,  they  were  much  perj^exed  . 

25  concerniug  tbem  wher^untp  this  would  gjcow.  And 
there  came  one  ana  told  them,  Beh6ld,  the  men  whom 
ye  put  in  the  prison  are  in  the  temple  standing  and 

26  teaching  the  people.  Then  went  the  captain  wi5i  the 
officers,  and  brought  them,  but  without  yiolenoe;  for 
they  feared  the  people,   lest  they  should  be  stoned* 

27  And  when  thejr  had  brought  them,  they  set  them  be- 
fore the  council.    And  the  high  priest  asji^  t^^^em.

11  And  great  fear  came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon 
as  many  as  heard  these  things. 

12  1[  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were  many  signs 
and  wonders  wrought  among  the  people;  (and  they  were  all 
with  one  accoi*d  in  Solomon*s  porch. 

13  And  of  the  rest  dur&t  no  man  Join  himself  to  themi 
but  the  people  ma^lfied  them. 

14  And  bel levels  were  the  more  added  to  the  Lord^ 
mtiltitudes  both  of  men  and  women.) 

15  InsoTiafuch  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the 
streets,  and  laid  tJtem  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the  least 
the  shadow  of  Peteir  parsing  by  ihight  ovi6rshiidow  sotofe  of 
them. 

16  Ther^  catHe  also  a  multitude  out  of  the  cities  round 
aboQl  unto  Jerusalem,  bringing  sick  fdlks,  and  them  which 
were  vexed  with  unclqan  spirits:  nnd  they  were  he'dled 
every  one. 

17  If  Then  the  high  priest  rose  tip,  J^tid  all  they  that  were 
with  him,  (which  i^  the  sect  of  the  Sadducee^,)  and  were 
ffHed  with  indignation^ 

18  And  laid  their  hands  on  the  apostks,  and  put  th^  ioi 
the  common  prison. 

19  But  the  angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  the  pijson 
doors,  and  brought  them  forth,  ahd  said, 

^  Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple  to  the  people  all 
the  words  of  tlils  life. 

■  SI  And  when  they  heard  thdt^  they  entered  into  the  tem^ 
pie  early  in  the  morning,  and  taught  But  the  high  priest 
came,  and  they  that  were  with  him,  and  called  the  council 
together,  iiijfl  nil  thf  s(.nrtlc  of  fhf!  children  of  Israel,  and- 
sent  to  the  pn:5on  to  havt;  them  tirought. 

^  But  whPH  the  officers  rarac,  and  found  them  not  in 
the  ptiaon,  they  returned ,  and  Told, 

2^  Bayingt  The  prison  truly  foand  we  shut  with  all 
Bftfety,  and  the  keepers  sraudinj^  without  before  the  doors: 
but  when  we  had  opcui^d,  we  frfuud  no  man  within. 

34  llow  when  the  high  priest  and  the  captain  of  the 
lemple  and  the  cJiipf  priest r  heard  these  things,  they, 
doubted  of  them  whcreunto  IhL^  would  grow. 

25  Then  came  oue  aud  tokl  ihera,  saying,  Behold,  the 
men  whom  ye  piit  in  prison  are  standing  in  tiie  temple, 
and  teaehing  the  people . 

2a  Theti  went  the  captain  with  the  officers,  and  brought 
thtm  with  on  I  Tioknce :  for  they  feared  the  people,  lest  they 
should  have  been  f^toncO. 

27  And  when  Uiey  hud  hroui^ht  them,  they,  set i<A^w» 
before  the  council:  ami  the  hidi  priest  asked  them, 
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28  saying,  We  straitly  charged  vou  not  to  teach  in  this 
name:  and  behold,  ye  have  filled  Jerusalem  with  your 
teaching,  and  intend  to  bring  this  man's  blood  upon 

29  us.    But  Peter  and  the  apostles  answered  and  said, 
BO  We  must  obey  God  rather  than  men.    The  God  of  our 

fathei-s  raised  up  Jesus,  when  ye  slew,  hanging  him  on 
31  a  tree.    Him  did  God  exalt  with  his  right  hand  to  be  a 

Prince  and  a  Saviour,  for  to  give  repentance  to  Israel^ 
82  and  remission  of  sins.    And  we  are  witnesses  of  these 

things;  and  so  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given 

to  them  that  obey  him, 
S3      But  they,  when  they  heard  this,  were  cut  to  the  heart, 

34  and  were  minded  to  slay  them.  But  th^e  Mood  up  one 
in  the  council,  a  Pharisee,  named  Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of 
the  law,  had  in  honour  of  all  the  people,  and  command* 

35  ed  to  put  the  men  forth  a  little  while.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  Ye  men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to  yourselves  as 

36  touching  these  men,  what  ye  are  about  to  do.  For  be- 
fore these  days  rose  up  Theudas,  giving. himself  out  to 
be  somebody;  to  whom  a  number  oi  men,  about  four 
hundred,  Jomcd  themselves:  who  was  slain;  and  all,  as 
many  as  obeyed  him, were  disnersed,  and  came  to  nought. 

87  After  this  man  rose  up  Juoas  of  Galilee  in  the  days  of 
the  enrolment,  and  drew  awav  some  of  the  people  after 
him:  he  also  perished;  and  all,  as  many  as  obeyed  him, 

88  were  scattered  abroad.  And  now  I  sav  unto  you»  Re- 
frain from  these  men,  and  let  them  alone:  for  if  this 
counsel  or  this  work  be  of  men,  it  will  be  overthrown: 

89  but  if  it  is  of.  Gk)d,  ye  will  not  be  able  to  overthrow 
them;  lest  haply  ye  he  found  even  to  be  fighting  against 

40  God.  And  to  him  they  agreed :  and  when  they  had 
called  the  apostles  unto  them,  they  beat  them  and 
charged  them  not  to  speak  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and 

il  let  them  go.  They  therefore  departed  from  the  pres-^ 
ence  of  the  council,  rejoicing  that  they  were  counted 

(2  worthy  to  suffer  dishonour  for  the  Name.  •  And  eveiy 
day,  in  the  temple  and  at  home,  they  ceased  not  to  teach 
and  to  preach  Jesus  a«  the  Christ. 
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28  Sayiug,  Did  not  we  straitly  command  you  that  yo 
should  not  teach  in  this  name?  and,  behold,  ye  have  filled 
Jerusalem  with  your  doctrine,  and  intend  to  bring  this 
man's  blood  upon  us, 

29  IT  Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered  and 
said,  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men. 

30  The  (Jod  of  our  fathers  raised  up  Jesus,  whom  ye 
slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree. 

81  Him  hath  God  exalted  with  hit  right  hand  to  he  9l 
Prince  and  a  Saviour,  for  to  give  repentance  to  Israel,  and 
lorgtveness  of  stms. 

32  And  w«  are  his  witnesses  of  these  things;  and  to  is 
9ho  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  Qod  hath  given  to  them  that 
obey  him. 

88  If  When  they  heard  that,  they  were  cut  to  the  hsart, 
and  took  oounsel  to  slay  them. 

34  Then  stood  there  up  one  in  the  conncil,  a  Pharisee, 
nanfted  Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of  the  law,  had  in  reputation 
among  all  the  people,  and  coimmaEided  to  put  the  apostles 
forth  a  Httle  space; 

85  And  said  unto  them.  Ye  men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to 
yourselves  'wha;t  ye  intend  to  do  as  touching  these  men. 

86  For  before  these  days  rose  up  Theudas,  boasting 
himself  to  be.  somebody;  to  whom  a  number  of  men,  about 
four  hundred,  joined  Ihemselves:  who  was  slain;  and  all, 
as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were  scattered,  and  brought  to 
nought 

37  Af  t^  this  man  rose  up  Judas  of  Galilee  m  the  days 
of  the  taxing,  and  drew  away  much  people  after  him:  he 
also  perished;  and  all,  even  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were 
dispersed. 

8S  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  Refrain  from  these  men, 
and  let  tb^n  alone:  for  if  this  Counsel  or  this  work  be  of 
men,  it  will  come  to  nought: 

89  But  if  it  be  of  God,  ye  cannot  overthrow  it;  lest  haply 
ye  be  found  even  to  fight  against  God. 

40  And  to  him  they  agreed :  and  when  they  had  called 
the  apostles,  and  beaten  them,  they  commanded  that  they 
s^iould  not  speak  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  let  them  go. 

41  If  And  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  coun- 
cil, rejoicing  tliat  tiiey  were  counted  worthy  to  suffer 
shame  for  h&  name. 

42  And  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  every  house,  they 
ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ 
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lO  Now  in  these  days,  when  the  nusober  of  the  disciples 
was  multiplying  tjpiere  arose  a  muxmuring  of  the  Gre- 
cian Jews  against  the  Hebrews,  becanfie  th^  widows 

2  were  neglected  in  ^e  duly  saioistrstioB.  And  the 
twelve  osuled  the  multitude  of  the  disdplee  UBto  them, 
and  said,  It  is  not  fit  that  we  should  forsake  the'#ordo€ 

3  God,  and  serve  tahles;  Look  ye  out  ttherefore,  breth* 
ren,  from  among  you  seven  men  of  good  report,  full  of 
the  Spirit  and  of  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint  over 

4  this  business.     But  W!e    will  fcontinlifce   stedfastly  in 

5  pn^yer,  and  in  the  sninistory  of  the  word.  And  the  say- 
ing pleased  the  whole  multitude:  and  they  cbose*  Ste- 
pjfim,  A  man  full  of  faitii  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
Fiuitp,  and  Proohorus,   and  Mcanor,  And  Tinon,  and 

6  Parmenas,  »ud  Nicohus  a  proselyte  of  Antioch:  whom 
they  «et  before  the  apostles:  and  when  they  had  prayed, 
they  laid  .their  hands  on  them. 

7  Aad  the  word  of  God  increased;  and  the  number 
of  the  disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem  exceedingly; 
and  a  great  company  of  ihe  priests  were  :oiMedient  to  the 
faith. 

8  And  Stephen,  full  of  grace  and  power,  wrought  great 

9  wonders  and  signs  among  the  people.  But  there  arose 
ceriain  of  ttiem  that  were  of  the  synagogue  called  the 
^ffiiasiogu^  of  the  Libertines,  and"  of  tiie  Cyreoiana,  and 
of  the  Alexandrians,  and  of  them  of  Cilicla  and  Asia, 

10  disputing  with  Stephen.  And  they  were  not  able  to 
withstand  the  wisdom  and  the  Spirit  by  which  he. spake. 

11  Then  they  suborned  men,  which  said,  We  have  lieard 
him  speak    blasphemous    words  against   Moses,   and 

12  agamst  God.  And  they  stirred  up  the  people,  and  the 
elders,  and  the  scribes,  and  came  upon  him,  and  seized 

1^  him,  and  brought  him  into  the  council,  and  set  up  false 
witnesses,  which  said,  TMs  man  ceaseth  not-  to  speak 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  apoBtles,  desirous  to  have  the  poor  regarded  for  their  bodilp 
mistennnce,  as  also  careful  themselves  to  disperise  the  word  of 
God,  the  food  of  the  soul,  3  appoint  the  office  of  deaconship  to 
seven  chosen  men.  5  Of  whom  Stephen,  a  man  fvM  of  faith,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  one.  12  Who  is  taken  of  tJiose,  whom  he 
confounded  in  disputing,  13  and  after  falsely  a^xused  of  blas- 
phemy against  the  law  and  the  temple. 

AND  in  those  days,  when  the  number  of  the  disciples 
was  multiplied,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of  the 
Grecians  against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were 
neglected  in  the  daily  ministration. 

2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples 
unto  tlienhy  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave 
the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables. 

3  Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  ^mong  you  seveii 
^men  of  honest  report,  full  of  tlie  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom, 

whom  we  may  appoint  over  this  business. 

4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer,  and 
to  fhe  ministry  of  the  word. 

5  IT  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude:  and 
they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus,  and  Nicanor,  and 
Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a  proselyte  of  An- 
tioch : 

6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles:  and  when  they 
had  prayed,  they  laid  t?ieir  hands  on  them. 

7  And  the  word  of  God  increased;  and  the  number  of 
the  disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem  greatly;  and  a  great 
company  of  the  priests  were  obedient  to  the  faith. 

8  And  Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  won- 
dei*s  and  miracles  among  the  people. 

9  ^  Then  there  arose  certain  of  the  synagogue,  which  is 
called  the  »ffn<igogue  of  the  Libertines,  and  Cyi-enians,  and 
Alexandrians,  and  of  them  of  CUicia  and  of  Asia,  dis- 
puting with  Stephen. 

10  And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the 
spirit  by  which  he  spake. 

11  Then  they  suborned  men,  which  said.  We  have  heard 
him  speak  blasphemous  words  against  Moses,  and  against 
Ood. 

12  And  they  stirred  up  the  people,  and  the  elders,  and 
the  scribes,  and  came  upon  him,  and  caught  him,  and 
bi*OUght  h/hn  to  the  council, 

18  And  set  up  false  witnesses,  which  said.  This  man 
ceaseth  not  to  speak  blasphemous  words  .against  this  holy 
place,  and  the  law : 
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14  words  against  this  holy  place,  and  the  law:  for  we  hay« 
heard  him  say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Nazareth  shall  destroy 
tills  place,  and  shall  change  the  customs  which  Moses 

15  delivered  unto  us.  And  all  that  sat  in  the  council,  fast- 
ening their  eyes  on  him,  saw  his  face  as  it  had  been  the 
face  of  an  angeL 


7  And  the  high  priest  said.  Are  these  thingfe  feo?    And  , 
2  he  said, 

Brethren  and   fathers,  hearken.     The  God  of  glory 
appeared   unto  our  father  Abraham,  when  he  was^in 

8  Mesopotamia,  before  he  dwelt  in  Haran,  and  said  unto 
him,  Get  thee  out  of  thy  land,  and  from  thy  kindred, 

4  and  come  into  the  land  which  I  shall  shew  thee.  Then 
came  he  out  of  the  land  of  the  Chaldfleans,  ai^d  dwelt 
in  Haran:  and  from  thence,  when  his  father  was  dead, 
Ood  removed    him  into  this   land,   wherein  ye  now 

5  dwell:  and  he  gave  him  none  inheritance  in  it,  no, 
not  so  much  as  to  set  his  foot  on:  and  he  promised 
that  he  would  give  it  to  him  in  possession,  and  to  his 

6  seed  after  him,  when  as  yet  he  had  no  child.  And  God 
spake  on  this  wise,  that  his  seed  should  sojourn  in  a 
strange  land,  and  that  they  should  bring  them  into, 
bondage,  and  entreat  them  evil,  four  hundred  years. 

7  And  the  nation,  to  which  they  shall  be  in  bondage  will 
I  judge,  said  God:    and   after  that  shall  they  come 

8  forth,  and  serve  me  in  this  place.  And  he  gave  him 
the  covenant  of  circumcision:  and  so  Abraham  begat 
Isaac,  and  circumcised  him  the  eighth  day;  and  Isaac 

9  begat  Jacob,  and  Jacob  the  twelve  patriarchs.  And  the 
patriarchs,  moved  with  jealousy  against  Joseph,  sold 

10  him  into  Egypt:  and  Goa  was  with  him,  and  delivered 
him  out  of  all  his  afflictions,  and  gave  him  favour  and 
wisdom  before  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt;  and  he  made 

11  him  governor  over  Egypt  and  all  his  house.  Now. 
there  came  a  famine  over  all  Egypt  and  Canaan,  and 
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14  For  we  have  heard  him  say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth shall  destro;^  this  place,  and  shall  change  the  customs 
which  Moses  delivered  us. 

15  And  all  that  sat  in  the  council,  looking  stedfastly  oa 
him,  saw  his  face  as  it  had  been  the  face  of  an  angel. 

CHAPTER  VIL 

1  Stephen^  permitted  to  answer  to  the  accusation  of  blasphemy^  2 
t^i^joeth  that  Abraham  worshipped  God  rightly^  ana  how  God  chose 
the  fathers  ^before  Moses  was  oorn,  ai*d  before  the  t€tbemacle  and 
temple  were  built:  2n  that  Mos^  himself  witnessed  of  Christ:  44 
andthcU  cM  outward  ceremonies  were  ordained  according  to  the 
heavenly  pattern,  to  last  but  for  a  time:  51  reprehending  their  re- 
bellion, and  murdering  of  Christ,  the  Just  One,  whom  the  prophets 
foretold  should  come  into  the  world.  64  Whereupon  they  stont 
him  to  deathy  who  commendeth  his  soul  to  Jesus,  and  humbly  pray- 
ethfor  them, 

THEN  said  the  high  priest.  Are  these  things  so? 
2  And  he  ^aid.  Men,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hearken; 
The  God  of  glory  appeared  unto  our  father  Abraham, 
when  he  was  in  Mesopotamia,  before  he  dwelt  in  Oharran, 
8  And  said  unto  him,  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country,  and 
from  thy  kindred,  and  come  into  the  land  which  I  shall 
shew  thee. 

4  Then  came  he  out  of  the  land  of  the  Chaldaeans,  and 
dwelt  in  Charran:  and  from  thence,  when  his  father  was 
dead,  he  removed  him  into  this  land,  wherein  ^e  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  none  inheritance  in  it,  no,  not  »o 
much  as  to  set  his  foot  on :  3ret  he  promised  that  he  would 
give  it  to  him  for  a  possession,  and  to  his  seed  after  him, 
when  as  pet  he  had  no  child. 

6  And  God  spake  on  this  wise,  That  his  seed  should  so- 
journ in  a  strange  land;  and  that  tliey  should  bring  them 
mto  bondage,  and  enti^at  them  evil  four  hundred  years. 

7  And  the  nation  to  whom  they  shall  be  in  bondage  will 
I  judge,  said  God :  and  aft^  that  shall  they  come  forth, 
and  serve  me  in  this  place. 

8  And  he  gave  him  the  covenant  of  circumcision:  and  so 
Abmbam  begat  Isaac,  and  circumcised  him  the  eighth  da)r; 
and  Isaac  htgoit  Jacob;  and  Jacob  begai  the  twelve  patri- 
archs. 

9  And  the  patriarchs,  moved  with  envy,  sold  Joseph  into 
Egypt :  but  God  was  with  him, 

10  And  delivered  him  out  of  all  his  afflictions,  and  gave 
him  favour  and  wisdom  in  the  sight  of  Pharaoh  king  of 
Egypt;  and  he  made  him  governor  over  Egypt  and  all  his 
house. 

11  Now  there  came  a  dearth  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt 
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great  aflliction :  and  our  fathers  found  no  sustenance. 
13  But  when  Jacob  heard  that  there  was  corn  in  Egypt, 

13  lie  sent  forth  our  fatiiers  the  first  time.  And  at  the 
second  time  Joseph  was  made  known  to  his  brethren ; 
and    Joseph's  race    became    manifest  unto  Pharaoh. 

14  And  Joseph  sent,  and  called  to  him  Jacob  his  father, 

15  and  all  his  kindred,  threescore  and  fifteen  souls.  And 
Jacob  went  down  into  Egypt;  and  he  died,  himself, 

16  and  our  fathers;  and  they  were  carried  over  unto 
Shechem,  and  laid  in  the  tomb  that  Abraham  bought 
for  a  price  in  silver  of  the  sons  of  Hamor  in  8ue- 

17  ohem*  But  as  the  time  of  the  promise  drew  nigh. 
Which  God  vouchsafed  unto  Abraham,  the  people  grew 

18  and  multiplied  in  Egypt,  till  there  arose  another  King 

19  over  l^ypt,  which  knew  not  Joseph.  Thfe  same  deait 
subtilly  with  our  race,  and  evil  entreated  our  fathers, 
that  they  should  cast  out  their  babes  to  the  end  they 

30  inight  not  live.  At  which  season  Moses  was  bom^ 
and  was  exceeding  fair;  and  he  was  nourished  three 

31  months  in  his  father's  house:  and  wl^n  he  wits  cast 
out,  Pharaoh's  daughter  took  him  up,  and  nourished 

33  hiin  for  her  own  son.  And  Moses  was  instructed  in 
all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians ;  and  be  was  mighty 

38  in  his  words  and  works.  But  when  he  was  well *ni^ 
forty  years  old,  it  came  into  hie  heart  to  visit  his 

34  brethren  the  children  of  Israel.  And  seeing  one  ^ 
ihem  suffer  wrong,  he  defended  him,  and  avenged  him 

35  that  was  oppressed,  smiting  the  E^rptian:  and  he 
supposed  that  his  brethren'  understood  how  that  €k)d 
by  his  hand  was  giving  them  deliverance;  but  they 

36  understood  not.  And  the  day  fbllowing  he  appeared 
unto  them  as  they  strove,  and  woul(i  have  6et  ^em  at 
one  again,  saying,  Sirs,  ye  are   brethren;  why  do  ye 

37  wrong  one  to  another?  But  he  that  did  his  neighbour 
wrong  thrust.him  away,  saying.  Who  made  thee  a  ruler 

38  and  a  judge  over  us?    Wouldest  thou  ktU  me,  as  tiiou 

39  killedst  the  Egyptian  yesterday?  And  Moses  Hed  at 
this  saying,   and    became  a  sojourner  in  the  land  of 

80  Midian,  where  he  begat  two  sons.  And  when  forty 
years  were  fulfilled,  an  angel  appeared  to  him  in  tlw 
wilderness  of  mount  Sinai,  in  si  flame  of  ^re  in  a  bush. 
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and  CbanaaD,  and  great  afBiction :  and  our  fathers  found 
no  susteuanoe. 

12  feut  when  Jacob  heard  that  there  was  com  m  Egypt, 
he  sent  out  our  fathers  first. 

18  And  at  the  second' time  Joseph  was  made  known  to 
his  brethren;  and  Joseph's  kindrea  was  made  known  iintp 
Pharaoh. 

14  Then  sent  Joseph,  and  called  his  father  Jacob  to  him, 
and  all  his  kindred,  threescore  and  fifteen  souls. 

15  Bo  Jacob  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  died,  he,  and 
our  fathers, 

16  And  were  carried  over  into  Sychem,  and  laid  in  the 
sepulchre  tliat  Abraham  bought  for  a  sum  of  money  of  the 
sons  of  Emmor  ihe  fat/ier  of  Sychem. 

17  But  when  the  time  of  the  promise  drew  nigh,  whic^ 
God  had  sworn  to  Abraham,  the  people  grew  and  multi- 
plied in  %ypt, 

18  Till  another  king  arose,  wbich  knew  not  Joseph. 

19  The  same  dealt  subtilly  with  our  kindred,  and  evil 
entreated  our  fathers,  so  that  they  cast  out  their  young 
children,  to  the  end  they  might  not  live. 

20  In  which  time  Moses  was  born,  and  was  exceeding 
fair,  and  nourished  up  in  his  father's  house  three  months: 

21  And  when  he  was  cast  out,  Pharaoh's  daughter  look 
him  up,  and  nouiished  him  for  her  own  son. 

22  And  Moses  was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  tha  Egyp- 
tians, and  was  mighty  in  words  and  In  deeds. 

23  And  when  lie  was  full  forty  years  old,  it  came  into 
his  heart  to  visit  his  brethren  the  children  of  IsuraeL 

24  And  seeing  one\of  them  suffer  wrong,  he  defended  him, 
md  avenged  him  that  was  oppressed,  and  smote  the  Egyp- 
tian: 

25  For  he  supposed  his  brethren  would  have  understood 
how  that  God  by  his  hand  would  deliver  them:  but  they 
understood  not. 

26  And  the  next  d^  he  shewed  himself  unto  them  as 
they  strove,  and  would  have  set  them  at  one  i^gain,  saying, 
Sirs,  ye  are  brethren;  why  do  ye  wrong  one  to  another? 

27  But  he  that  did  his  neighbour  wrong  thrust  hfaa  away, 
saying.  Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  over  us? 

28  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou  diddest  the  Egyptian  yepter- 
day? 

29  Then  ded  Moses  at  this  saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in 
the  land  of  Madian,  where  he  hiegat  two  sons. 

30  And  when  forty  years  were  expired,  there  appeared 
to  him  in  the  wilderness  of  mount  Sina  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  in  a  flame  of  fire  in  a  bush. 
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81  And  when  Moses  saw  U,  he  wondered  at  the  sight:  and 
as  he  drew  near  to  behold,  there  came  a  voice  of  the 

32  Lord,,!  am  the  God  of  thy  fathers,  the  God  of  Abra- 
ham, and  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob.    And  Moses  trembled, 

88  and  durst  not  behoW.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him, 
Loose  the  shoes  from  thy  feet:  for  the  place  whereon 

84  thou  standest  is  holy  ground.  I  have  surely  seen  the 
affliction  of  my  pjeople  which  is  in  Egypt,  and  have 
heard  their  groaning,  and  I  am  come  down  to  deliver 
them:    and  now  come,  I  will  send  thee  into  Egypt. 

85  This  Moses  whom  they  refused,  saying.  Who  made  thee 
a  ruler  and  a  Judge?  him  hath  God  sent  to  be  both  a 
ruler  and  a  deliverer  with  the  hand  of  the  angel  which 

86  appeared  to  him  in  the  bush.  This  man  led  them  forth, 
liaving  wrought  wonders  and  signs  in  Egypt,  and  in  the 

37  Red  sea,  and  in  the  wilderness  forty  years.  This  is  that 
Moses,, which  said  unto  the  children  'of  Israel,  A  prophet 
shall  God  raise  up  unto  you  from  among  your  brethren, 

88  like  unto  me.  This  is  he  that  was  in  the  church  in  the 
wilderness  with  the  angel  which  spake  to  him  in  the 
mount  Sinai,  and  with  our  fathers:  who  received  living 

39  oracles  to  give  unto  us:  to  whom  our  fathers  would  not 
be  obedient,  but  thrust  him  from  them,  and  turned  back 

40  in  their  hearts  unto  Egypt,  saying  unto  Aaron,  Make  us 
gods  whidi  shall  go  before  us:  for  as  for  this  Moses, 
which  led  us  forth  out  of  the  land  cf  Ecypt,  we  wot  not 

41  what  is  become  of  him.  And  they  made  a  call  in  tbost^ 
days,  and  brought  a  sacrifice  nnto  the  idol,  and  rejoiced 

42  in  the  works  of  their  hands.  But  €k)d  turned,  ana  gave 
them  up  to  serve  the  host  of  heaven;  as  it  is  written  in 
the  book  of  the  prophets, 

Did  ye  offer  unto  me  slain  beasts  and  sacrifices 
FoUy  years  in  the  wilderness,  O  house  of  Israel? 

43  And  ye  took,  up  the  tabernacle  of  Moloch, 
And  the  star  of  the  god  Hephan, 

Thi& figures  which  ye  made  to  won^ip  them: 

And  I  will  carry  you  away  beyond  Babylon.  N 

44  Our  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  the  testimony  in  the 
wilderness,  even  as  he  appointed  who  spake  unto  Moses, 
that  he  should  make  it  according  to  the  figure  that  he 

45  had  seen.  Which  also,  our  fathers,  in  their  turn,  brought 
in  Wit^  Joshua  when  they  entered  on  the  possession  of 
the  nations,  which  God  thrust  out  before  the  ihcp  of  our 
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31  When  Mosessaw  it^  he  wondered  at  the  sight :  aiMJl  as  be. 
drew  near  to  behold  it^  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him, 

33  Saying 1 1  am  the  God  of  thy  fathers,  the  God  of  Abra- 
ham, and, the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  ,  Then 
Moses  trembled,  and  durst  not  behold. 

38  Then  said  the  Lord  to  him,  Put  off  thj  slipes  from 
thy  feet:  for  the  place  where  tbou  standest  is  holy  ground. 

84  I  have  seen,  I  have  seen  die  affliction  of  ii>y  people 
which  is  in  Egypt,  and  I  have  heai'd  their  groaning,  and 
am  come  down  to  deliver  them.  And  now  come,  I  will 
send  thee  into  Egypt. 

85  This  Moses  whom  they  refused,  raying,  Who  made, 
thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge?  the  same  did  God  send  to  be  sl 
ruler  and  a  deliverer  by  the  hand  of  the  angel  wh|ch  ap- 
peared to  him  in  the  bush. 

86  He  brought  them  out,  after  that  he  had  shewed  won- 
ders and  signs  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  ^ed  sea, 
and  in  the  wilderness  forty  years. 

37  %  This  is  tbat  Moses,  which  said  unto  the  children  of 
Israel,  A  prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto 
you  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me;  him  shall  ye  hear. 

88  This  is  he,  that  was  in  the  church  in  the  wilderness 
with  the  angel  which  spake  to  him  in  the  mount  Sina,  and 
vdth  our  fathers:  who  received  the  lively  oracles  to  give 
unto  us: 

39  To  whom  our  fathers  would  not  obey,  but  thrust  him 
from  them,  and  in  their  hearts  turned  back  again  into 
Egypt, 

4Q  Saying  unto  Aaron,  Make  us  gods  to  go  before  us: 
for  as  for  tms  Moses,  which  brought  us  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  we  wot  not  what  is  become  of  hira. 

41  And  tbey  made  a  calf  in  those  days,  and  offered  sac- 
rifice unto  the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the  works  of  their  own 
hands. 

42  Then  God  turned,  and  gave  them  up  to  worship  the 
host  of  heaven;  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  prophets, 
O  ye  house  of  Israel,  have  ye  offered  to  me  slain  beasts  and 
sacrifices  by  tlie  apace  of  forty  years  in  the  wilderness? 

43  Yea,  ye  took  up  the  tabernacle  of  Moloch,  and  the 
star  of  your  god  Remphan,  figures  which  ye  made  to  wor- 
sbiptbem:  and  I  will  carry  you  away  l)eyond  Babylon. 

44  Our  fathers  bad  the  tabernacle  of  witness  in  the  wil- 
derness, as  he  had  appointed,  speaking  unto  Moses,  that  he 
should  make  it  accoraing  to  the  fashion  that  he  had  seen. 

45  Which  also  our  fathers  that  came  after  brought  in  with. 
Jesus  into  the  possession  of  the  Gentiles,  whom  God  drave 
out  before  the  face  of  our  fathers,  unto  the  days  of  David; 
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46  fathers,  unto  the  days  of  Davids  who  found  favoitf  in 
Mr,  the  sight  of  Ood,  and  asked  to  find  a  habitation  for  the 
A.  God  of  Jacob.     But  Solomon  built  him  a  house.    How- 

beit  the  Most  High  dwelteth  not  in  houses  made  with 

hands;  as  saith  the  prophet, 

49  The  heaven  is  my  throne, 

And  the  earth  the  footstool  of  my  feet: 

What  manner  of  house  will  ye  build  me?  saith  the 

Lord: 
Or  what  is  the  place  of  my  rest? 

50  Bid  not  my  hand  make  all  these  things? 

51  Ye  stiffnecked  and  uncircumcised  in  heart  and  ears, 
ye  do  always  resist  the  Holy  Ghost :  as  your  fathers  did, 

52  so  do  ye.  Which  of  the  prophets  did  not  your  fathers 
persecute?  and  they  killed  thtm  which  shewed  before 
of  the  coming  of  the  Righteous  One;  of  whom  ye  have 

53  now  become  betrayers  and  murderers;  ye  who  received 
the  law  as  it  was  ordained  by  angels,  and  kept  it  not. 

54  Now  when  they  heard  these  things,  they  were  cut  to 
the  heart,  and  they  gnashed  on  him  with  their  teeth. 

55  But  he,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  looked  up  sted- 
fastly  into  heaven,  and  saw  the  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus 

56  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God,  and  said.  Behold,  I 
flee  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of  man  standing 

57  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  But  they  cried  out  with  a 
*   loud  voice,  and  stopped  their  ears,  ana  rushed  upon  him 

58  with  one  accord;  and  they  cast  him  out  of  the  city,  and 
stoned  him:  and  the  witnesses  laid  down  their  garments 

59  at  the  feet  of  a  young  man  named  Saul.  And  they 
stoned  Stephen,  calling  upon  the  Xord,  and  saying.  Lord 

60  Jesus,  receive  my  spirit.  And  he  kneeled  aown,  and 
cried  with  a  loud  voice.  Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to  their 
charge.    And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  fell  asleep. 


8  And  Saul  was  consenting  unto  his  death. 

And  there  arose   on    that  day  a  great    persecution 
against  the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem ;  and  they 
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46  Who  found  favour  before  God,  and  desired  to  find  a 
tjsibemacle  for  the  Ckxi  of  Jacob. 

47  But  Solomon  buiK  him  an  house. 

48  Howbeit  the  most  High  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands ;  as  saith  the  prophet, 

49  Heaven  is  my  throne,  and  earth  is  my  footstool:  what 
house  will  ye  build  me?  saith  the  Lord:  or  what  is  the 
place  of  my  rest? 

50  Hath  not  my  hand  made  all  these  things? 

51  T  Ye  stlflfnecked  and  uncircumcised  in  heart  and 
ears,  ye  do  always  resist  the  Holy  Ghost:  as  your  fitbere 
(fiif,  so  do  ye. 

52  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not  your  fathers  perse- 
cuted? and  they  have  slain  them  which  shewed  before  of 
the  coming  of  the  Just'One;  of  whom  ye  have  been  now 
the  betrayers  and  murderers : 

53  Who  have  received  the  law  by  the  disposition  of  an- 
gels, and  have  not  kept  it. 

54  IT  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  were  cut  to 
the  heart,  and  they  cnashed  on  him  with  their  teeth. 

55  But  he,  being  ?ull  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  looked  upsted- 
fastly  into  heaven,  and  saw  the  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus 
standing  on  the  right  hand  of  Ood, 

56  And  said.  Behold,  I  see  the  heavens  opened,  and  the 
Son  of  man  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

57  Then  they  cri^  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped 
their  ears,  and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord, 

58  And  cast  him  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  him:  and 
the  witnesses  laid  down  their  clothes  at  a  young  man's 
feet,  whose  name  was  Saul. 

59  And  they  stoned  Stephen,  calling  upon  Ood,  and  say- 
ing. Lord  Jesus,  receive  my  spirit. 

60  And  he  kneeled  down,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice. 
Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to  their  charge.  And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  fell  asleep. 

CHAPTER  Vm. 

1  By  occasion  of  ike  persecuttitu  in  Jem^ai^tn,  the  churfik  beinff 
^Munrted  irt  Snrti^iria,  5  bff  Philip  thp  deavi^fi,  whtt  pr^ttcfiKd,  did 
taiiYKri(?j»,  v>ii4  bapUzed  mnuif.  nm^ng  the  r^M  Sioicm  tkf  H'trcer^r, 
a  grtJi^t  wedjAcei* cj/ thttp&mla:  14  FHer atut  John  cotne  to  aittjitfn 
and  entargetlie  fhiirch:  wvLerr,  by  prnift^r  nud  imjjfysifit/ii  of  hfiinla 
giving  thf  Holy  Ghmt^  IR  rthen  Hinion  wo^dd  }iave  bourjht  the  iikm 
pmmr  of  tkem,  ^  Peter  sihftrply  reproving  hiff  hypocria^,  aiid  oote- 
tou^vt9$,  and  exliortifia  hitti  ti>  repents in:ii^  hw^the^y  jHthJohti 
preaehin&  t?ie  word  of  the  Lord,  retut^  Uj  Jeriuittl^m.  S»i  But  th^ 
migtl  seruirth  Philip  to  titin-h,  and  baptise  the  EthiQl^O-Ji  eumtch. 

AND  Saul  was  consenting  unto  his  death.     And  at 
that  time  there  was  a  great  persecution   against 
the  church  which  was  at  Jerusalem;  and  they  were  all  scat- 
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were  all  scattered  abroad   throughout  the  regions  of 

2  Judsea  f^id  Siunaria,  except  the  apostles.  And  devout 
men  buried  Stephen,  and  made  great  lamentation  oyer 

3  him.  But  Saul  laid  waste  the  church,  entering  into 
every  house,  and  haling  men  and  women  committed 
them  to  prison. 

4  They  therefore  that  were  scattered  abroad  went  about 

5  i»'eaohing  the  word.   And  Philip  went  down  to  the  city 

6  of  Samaria,  and  proclaimed  unto  them  the  Christ.  And 
the  multitudes  gave  heed  with  one  accord  unto  the 
things  that  were  spoken  by  Philip,  when  they  heuxi, 

7  and  saw  the  signs  which  he  did.  For  from  nuiny  of 
those  which  hm  unclean  spirits,*  they  came  out,  crying 
with  a  loud  voice:  and  many  that  were  palsied,  and  that 

8  were  lame,  were  healed.  And  there  was  much  joy  in 
that  city. 

9  But  there  was  a  certain  man,  Simon  by  name,  which 
beforetime  in  the  city  used  sorcer]^ ,  and  amazed  the  peo- 
pie  of  Samaria,  giving  out  that  himself  was  some  great 

10  one:  to  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  from  the  least  to  the 
greatest,  saying.  This  man  is  that  power  of  God  which 

11  IS  called  Great.  And  they  gave  heed  to  him,  because 
that  of  long  time  be  had  amazed  them  with  his  soiceries. 

12  But  when  they  believed  Philip  preaching  good  tidings 
concerning  the  kingdom  of  God  and  the  name  of  Jesus 

18  Christ,  they  were  baptized,  both  men  and  women.  And 
Simon  also  liiraself  believed :  and  being  baptized,  he  con- 
tinued with  Philip;  and  beholding  signs  and  great  mira- 
cles wrought,  he  was  amazed. 

14  Now  when  the  apostles  which  were  at  JeniFalem 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 

15  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  who,  when  they  were 
come  down,  prayed  for  them,  that  ihey  might  receive 

16  the  Holy  Ghost:  for  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of 
them:  only  thev  had  been  baptized  into  the  name  of  the 

17  Lord  Jesus.    Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and 
»18  they  received  the  Holy  Ghost.     Now  when  Simon  Faw 

that  through  the  la3nng  on  of  the  apostles'  hands  the 

19  Holy  Ghost  was  given,  he  offered  them  money,  saying. 
Give  me  also  this  power,  that  on  whomsoever  I  lay  my 

20  hands,  he  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost.  But  Peter  said 
tmto  him,  Thy  idlver  perish  with  thee,  because  thou 
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tered  abroad  throughout  the  regions  of  Judaea  and  Sama- 
ria, except  the  apostles. 

2  And  devout  men  carried  Stephen  to  his  burial,  and 
made  great lalnentation  over  him. 

3  As  for  Saul,  he  made  harocfc  of  the  church,  entering 
into  every  house,  and  haling  men  and  women  committed 
them  to  prison. 

4  Therefore  they  that  were  scattered  abroad  went  every 
Where  preaching  tlie  word. 

5  Then  Phil^  went  down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and 
preached  Chrfist  unto  tl^m. 

6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave  heed  unto  those 
things  which  Phili{)  spake,  hearing  and  seeing  the  miracles 
which  he  did. 

7  For  unclean  spirits,  crying  witlrload  voice,  came  out 
of  many  that  were  possessed  with  i/iem:  and  many  taken 
with  paJsies,  and  that  were  lame,  were  healed. 

8  And  there  was  great  Joy  in  that  citr. 

9  But  then  was  a  certain  nmn,  called  Simon,  which 
beforetime  in  the  same  city  used  sorcery,  and  bewitched 
the  people  of  Samaria,  giving  out  that  himself  was  some 
great  one: 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  from  the  least  to  I3ie 
greatest,  saying.  Tins  man  is  the  great  power  of  God. 

11  And  to  him  th^liad  regard,  because  that  of  long 
time  he  had  bewilehea  them  with  sorceries. 

12  But  when  they  believed  Philip  preaching  the  things 
concerning  the  kingdom  of  Ood,  and  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  they  were  baptized,  both  men  and  women. 

18  Then  Simon  himself  believed  also:  and  when  he  was 
baptised,  he  continued  with  Philip,  and  wondered*  behold- 
ing the  miracles  and  signs  which  were  done. 

14  Now  when  the  aposl^  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 
sent  unto  th^m  Peter  and  John : 

15  Who,  when  they  were  come  down,  prayed  for  them, 
that  they  might  receive  the  Holy  Ghost: 

16  (For  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of  them:  only 
they  were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.) 

17  Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  received 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  Awi  wlien  Simon  saw  that  through  laying  on  of  the 
apostles' hands  the  Holy  (Srhost  wae^en,  he  offered  them 
money, 

19  Saying,  Give  me  also  this  power,  that  on  whomsoever 
I  lay  hai^s,  he  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

20  But  Peter  said  unlo  him.  Thy  money  perish  with 
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hast  thought  to  obtain  the  gift  of  Qod  "with  fBoncgr. 

21  Thou  Uast  neither  part  nor  lot  in  this  naatter:  f^^r  thy 

22  heart  is  not  right  before  God.  Repeat  therefore  el  this 
thy  wickedness,  and  pray  the  Lord,  if  {)erl)aps  tlie 

23  tliought  of  thy  heart  shall .  be  f oigiven  thee.  For  I  see 
that  thou  art  in  the  gall  of  bittei'ness  »nd  in  the  bond  of 

24  iniquity.  And  Simop  answered  and  said,  Pray  ye  for 
me  to  the  Lord,  that  none  of  the  things  wMoh  ye  hanne 
spoken  come  upon  me. 

25  fhqy  therefore,  whei^  they  had  testified  and  spoken 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  returned  to  Jerasf^m,>  and 
preached  the  gOBpel  to  many  vi^ta^^  of  the  Samari- 
tans. 

26  But  an  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  fia^ihff, 
Arise,  and  go  toward  tiie  south  imto  the  way  tliat  got»th 
dpwn  from  Jerusalem  unto  Gaza:  the  same  Is  desert. 

27  And  he  arose  and  went:  and  behold^ aman  of  Ethiopia, 
a  eunuch  of  great  authority  under  Candace,  queen  of 
the  Ethiopians,  who  was  over  all  her  treasure*  who  had 

28  come  to  Jerusalem  for  to  worship;  and  he  was  tetnrn- 
ing  and  fitting  in  his  chariot,  and  was  reading  the  pro- 

29  phef;  Isaiah.    Ati4  the  Spirift  said  wito  PhiHp,  Go  near, 
80  and  join  thyself  to  this  chariot.     And  Philip  ran  tiohiDi, 

and  heai'd  him  reading  Isaiah  t^e  prophet^  and  said, 

31  Uudei*staudcst  thou  what  thou  read^?.  And  he  said. 
How  can  I,  except  some  one  shall  guide  me?    And  he 

32  besought  Philip  to  come  up  and  sit  with  him.  Now  the 
plsuceof  the  scripture  which  he  was  reading  was  this, 

£[e  was  led  as  a  sheep  to  the  slnn^hter; 
And  as  a  lamb  before  his  shec^rcnr  la  dumb,    ■ 
§9  hie  Qpeneth  not  his  mpntb: 
^         In  his  humiliation  his  jud^eiitent  was  taken  away: 
,    His  giBneration  who  shall  decliu'e? 
For  his  life  is  taken  from  the  earth. 

34  J^ud  th^  eunuch  answered  Philipv  and  said,  I  pny  tliee, 
of  whom '  speafceth  the  prophet  ithls?  of  himself,  or  of 

35  some  other?    And  Philip  op^ied  his  nuouth,  and  begin- 

36  ning  from  this  scripture,  preached  unto  bim  Jesus.  And 
as.^hey  went  on  the  way.  they  as^rm  unto  a  certain  water; 
and  the  eunpch  (MUth,  Beh<4d>  h$re\i8  watw;  what  doth

thee,  bBoanse  thou  haal  thongUt  tiM  tbe  gift  oi  CkkdaMQr 
be  purchased  witk  money. 

21  Thou  hast  oeitiber  part  nor  lot  m  this  matter:  for  thy 
keart  is  not  right  in  the  si^t  of  God. 

22  Repent  therefore  of  this  thy  wiciu4iie8B,  and  jpray 
God,  il  perhaps  the  thought  of  tlwie  heart  may  be  forgiven 
thee. 

2ft  For  I  perceive  that  thou  art  ia  tbe  gall  of  Ji)itterBes8, 
and  in  the  bond  of  iniqjuity. 

24  Then  answered  Simon,  and  said,  Pray  ye  to  the  Lord 
for  me,  that  none  of  these  things  -which  ye  have  spoken 
come  upon  me. 

25  And  they,  when  they  had  testified  and  preached  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  preached 
the  gospel  in  many  villages  of  the  Samaritans. 

26  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  saying, 
Arise,  and  go  toward  the  south  unto  the  way  that  goeth 
do^n  fFom>Jerugaieoi  onfo  Sahi,  wtaick  is  dbsert. 

27  And  iie- arose*  and  wentcdmd,  heboid,  a  man  of  ikhio- 
pia,  an  euoueh  of  great  au^ority  und^  O^dace  queen 
of  the  Bthiopiaas,  who  had  the  charge  of  all  hss  treasure, 
and  had  coono  to  Jerusalem  for  to  worship, 

ai8  Was  retarniBg,  and  ^tting  iu  bis  chariot  read  Esaias 
tbe  prophet. 

29  Then  the  Spirit  said  unto  Philip,  Qo  near,  and  }ohi 
thyself  to  thi«  chariot. 

80  And  Philip  ran  thither  to  Am,  and  heard  him  read 
the  prop^t  Baaias,  and  said/  Undemtamiett  tiioii  whbt 
thou  readest? 

SI  And  he  said.  How  oai»  I,  except  some  man  should 
guide  me^  And  he  desiDed  Phiiip  tiiat  be  would  come  up 
and  sit  with  him. 

82  The  plaoe  of  the  scripture  which  ho  read  wae  this, 
Be  was  led  as  a  sheep  lo  the  slaughter;  and  Ittoe  a  iamb 
dumb  before  its  shearer,  ao  opened  he  not  his  mouth:   .  ^ 

33  In  his  humiliation  his  judgment  was  taken  away:  and 
who  Bhali  declare  hfis  generation?  for  his  life  is  tsh^  from 
the  earth. 

34  And  the  ounuch  answered  PhBip,  and  said,  I  pray 
thee,  of  whotm  speaketh  the  prophet  this?  of  himseif,  or  of 
some  other  man? 

35  Then  Philip  opened  his  mouth,  and  began  at  the  same 
scripture,  and  preached  unto  him  Jesus. 

36  And  as  they  went  on  their  way,  they  came  unto  a  cer- 
tain water:  and  the  eunuch  said.  See,  Tiere  m  water;  what 
doth  hinder  me  to  be  baptized  ? 

37  And  Philip  said.  If  thou  believcst  with  all  thine  heart,

99  l^d^#  me  to  be  bii|>jtieed?  And  he  coifimanded  the 
chariot  to  stand  still:  and  they  both  went  down  into  the 
Water,  botb  Philip  and  the  eunuch ;  and  he  baptized 

89  him.  And  when  they  eame  upr  out  of  the  water,  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  caught  away  Philip;  and  the  eunuch 
daw  him  no  more,  foe  he  went  on  his  way  retoidnf. 

40  But  Phiiip  was  found  at  Azotus:  and  passing  throu^ 
he  preached  tiie  gospel  ta  ail  the  citioB,  titt  he  owoe  to 
Csesarea. 


9  But  Saul,  yet  breathing  threatening  atd  tdaughiear 
against  the  disc^ptes  of  the  Lord,  went  unio  the  high 

d  priest,  and  asked  of  him  letters  to  Damascus  unto  the 
synagogues,  that  if  he  found  any  that  were  of  Ae  Way, 
whether  men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them  bound  t@ 

8  Jetusalem.  And  as  he  jounie}%d»  it  eame  to  pilss  that 
he  drew  nigh  unto  Damascus:  and  suddenly  there  shone 

4  round  about  him  a  light  out  of  heaven:  and  he  fell 
upon  the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  hiro, 

5  ^ml,  Saul,  why  perseoutest  thou  me?     And  he  said, 

6  Who  art  tiiou.  Lord?  And  he  tmd,,  I  am  Jesus  whom 
thou  persecutest:  but  rise,  and  enter  into  the  city,  and 

7  it  i^all  be  toid  thee  wliat  thou  must  d6.  And  the  men 
that  journeyed  with  luM  stood  speechless,  hearing  the 

8  voice,  but  beholding  no  man.  And  Saul  arose  fiom  ihe 
earthy  and  wten  kS  eyes  were  opened,  he  6aw  nothing; 
and  tiiey  led  him  by  the  hand,  and  brought  him  inCo 

9  Damascus.  And  he  was  three  days  without  »ght,  and 
did  neither  eat  nor  drink. 

10  Kow  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  him  in  a  vision,  Ana- 

11  nias.  And  he  said,  Beh<^;  I  am  here.  Lord.  And  the 
Lord  mid  unto  him.  Arise,  and  go  to  the  stareet  which  is 
called  Straight,  and  inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for 
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thou  tnayest.    And  lie  nnswered  and  said,  I  believe  that 
Jesus  CLrist  is  the  8on  of  God. 

38  And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to  stand  still:  and 
they  went  down  both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  Uie 
eunuch;  and  be  baptized  him. 

39  And  when  tbey  were  come  up  out  of  the  ^ater,  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  caugbt  awayPbijip,  tbat  tbe  eunuch  saw 
him  no  more:  and  he  went  on  his  way  reioicuje. 

40  But  Philip  was  found  at  Azotus:  and  passing  through 
he  preached  in  all  tbe  cities,  till  he  came  to  Cffisarea. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Saul,  aoing  tiAoarda  DcanaacuM^  4  if  gtricken  down  to  the  «iriK.  10  <• 
called  to  the  apoafleahip,  18  and  is  baptized  by  Ananias.  90  Be 
weacheth  ChriH  boUUy.  M  The  Jew9  lay  icait  U>  kill  him:  W  m>  do 
the  Oreeiana,  but  he  escapeth  both.  81  The  churdi  having  rest^ 
Feter  healeth  Muecia  of  the  palsy,  86  and  reatoreth  Tabifha  to  life. 

AND  Saul, yet  breatbing  out  threatenings  and  slaughter 
against  the  disciples  of  tbe  Lord,  went  unto  the  high 
prieat, 

2  And  desired  of  him  letters  to  Damascus  to  the  syna- 
gogues, that  if  he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were 
men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  Jerusalem. 

3  And  as  he  journeyed,  he  came  near  Damascus:  and 
suddenly  there  shined  round  about  him  a  light  from  hea- 
ven: 

4  And  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and  beard  a  voice  saying  unto 
him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  perseeutest  thou  n>e? 

5  And  he  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord?  And  the  Lord  said, 
I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest:  it  i$  hard  for  thee  to 
kick  against  the  pricks. 

6  And  he  trembling  and  astonished  said.  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do?*  And  tbe  Lord  mid  unto  him,  Arise, 
and  go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou 
must  do. 

7  And  the  men  which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speech- 
less, hearing  a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man. 

8  And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth;  and  when  his  eyes 
were  opened,  he  saw  no  man:  but  they  led  him  by  the 

.  hand,  and  brought  Mm  into  Damascus. 

9  And  he  was  three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did 
eat  nor  drink. 

10  ^  And  there  was  a  certi^in  disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias;  and  to  him  said  the  Loni  in  a  vision,  Ananias. 
And  be  said.  Behold,  I  am  here.  Lord. 

11  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
street  which  is  called  Straight,  and  enquire  in  the  house  of 
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one  named  Saul,  a  man  of  Tatsus:  for  be?hold,  he  pray- 
12  eth;  and  be  hath  seen  a  man  named  Ananias  eommg  in, 

and  laying  his  hands  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his 
18  sight.    But  Ananiiis  answered,  Lord,  I  have  heard  from 

many  of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  did  to  thy  saints 

14  at  Jerusalem:  and  here  he  hath  authority  from  theehief 

15  priests  to  bind  all  that  call  upon  tliy  name.  But  the 
Lord  said  unto  him,  Go  thy  way:  for  he  is  a  chosen 
vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles  and 

16  kings,  and  the  chil^u  of  Ismd :  for  I  will  shew  him 
how  many  things  lie  must  suffer  for  my  name's  sake. 

17  Arid  Ananias  dopirted,  and  entered  into  the  hous6;  and 
laying  his  hands  on  him  said,  Brother  Saul,  the  Lord, 
evert  Jesus,  who  appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  whicli 
thou  earnest,  hath  sent  me,  that  thou  raayest  receive  thy 

18  sight,  and  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  straight- 
way lliere  fell  from  his  ey^es  as  it  were  scales^  and  he 

19  received  his  sight;  and  he  arose  and  was  baptized;  and' 
he  took  food  and  was  strengthened.  . 

And  he  was  certain  days  with  the  disciples  whicli 

20  were  at  Damascus.    And  straightway  in  the  synagogues 

21  he  proclaimed  Jesus,  that  Me  is  tlie  Son  of  God.  An4 
all  diat  hecml  him  were  amaHed,  and  said,  Is  not  this  ho 
that  in  Jerusalem  made  havock  of  them  which  called  o« 
this  name?  and  he  had  come  hither  for  this  intent,  that 
he  migiit  bring  them  bound  before  the  chief  priests-. 

22  But  Saul  incusaeed  the  mdre  in  eftrength,  and  confound- 
ed t^e  J^ws  which  dwelt  at  Dmnascus,  pityving  that  this 
is  the  Christ. 

28     And  when  many  days  were  fulfilled,  the  Jews  todk 

24  couns^  together  to  kill  him:  but  t^ii'  p\b%  became 
known  to  Saul.    And  \kiey  hatched  ^e  gateig  also  day 

25  and  night  that  they  might  kill  him:  but  his  disciples 
took  him  by  night,  and  let  him  down  through  the  wall, 
lowering  him  in  a  basket. 

26  And  wheu  he  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  assayed  to 
join  himself  to  the  diselples :  and  they  were  all  afiraid  of 

27  him,  not  believing  that  he  was  a  disciple.  But  Barna- 
bas took  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  apostles,  and  de- 
clared unto  them  how  he  had  seen  the  Lord  in  the  way, 
and  that  he  had  spoken  to  him,  and  how  at  Dan^seus 
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Judas  for  oTte  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus:  for,  behold,  he  pray- 
eth, 

12  And  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias  com- 
ing in,  and  putting  Jus  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive 
his  si^t. 

13  Then  Ax^nias  answeted,  Lord,  I  ha^e  heard  by  many 
of  this  man,  how  much  evii  he  hath  done  to  thy  saints  at 
Jerusalem: 

14  And  here  he  ha^  authority  from  the  chief  priests  to 
bind  all  that  call  on  thy  name. 

15  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Qo  tliy  way:  for  he  is  a 
chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles, 
and  kings,  and  the  obildt«n  of  isniel : 

16  For  I  will  shew  him  how  greht  thingd  bd  must  suffer 
fbr  my  naoie's  safee. 

17  And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house ; 
and  putting  his  hasids  on  himi  said,  JBrotlier  Saul,  thd  Lord« 
e^en  Jesus,  that  appeared  unto  thee  ki  the  way  as  thou 
earnest,  hath  sent  me,  that  thou  mightest  receive  thy  sight» 
and  be  filled  with  the  Hoiy  Ghost.  . 

18  And  immediately  there  fell  from  his  eyes  at  it  liad 
been  scales:  and  he  received  sight  forth  with»  and  aorose,  and 
was  baptized. 

19  And  when  he  had  seoeived  meat,  he  wasstrea^tliened. 
Then  was  Saul  certain  days  with  the  discipdea  which  were 
at  Damascus. 

30  And  strai^tway  he  preached  Ckn&%  m  the  syua- 
^cmies,  that  be  is  the  Son  of  God. 

31  But  all  that  lieard  hmn  wore  amazed^  and  said;  Is  not 
tliis  he  tliat  destroyed  them  which  calied  on  this  name  in 
Jerusalem,  and  came  hither  for  that  intent,  tbathe  might 
bring  them  bound  unto  the  chief  priests? 

33  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  aiMl  con- 
founded the  Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that 
this  is  fery  Christ. 

38  %  And  after  that  masy  days  were  fulfilled,  the  Jew's 
took  counsel  to  kill  him : 

d4  But  llieir  laying  await  was  known  of  Saul.  And  they 
watched  the  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him. 

35  Then  the  disciples  took  him  by  night,  and  let  him 
down  by  the  wall  in  a  basket. 

36  And  when  Saul  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  assaved 
to  join  himself  to  the  disciples:  but  they  were  all  afraid  of 
him,  and  believed  not  that  he  was  a  disciple. 

37  But  Barnabas  took  him,  and  brou^t  him  to  the 
apostles,  and  declared  unto  them  how  he  had  seen  the 
liord  in  the  way,  and  that  he  had  spoken  to  him,  and 
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28  lie  had  preached  boldly  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  And  he 
was  with  them  going  in  and  going  out  at  Jerusalem, 

29  preaching  boldly  in  the  name  of  the  Lord :  and  he  spaice 
and  disputed  against  the  Grecian  Jews;  but  they  went 

30  about  to  kill  him.  And  when  the  brethren  knew  it, 
they  brought  him  down  to  Csesai'ea,  and  sent  him  forth 
to  Tarsus. 

81  So  the  church  throughout  all  Judeea  and  Qalilee  and 
Samaria  had  peace,  being  edified ;  and,  waJkfng  in  the 
fear  of  the  Lord  and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
was  multtplted. 

32  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Peter  went  throu^out  all 
mxt&y  he  came  down  also  to  the  saints  which  dwelt  at 

38  Lydda.  And  tliere  he  found  a  certain  man  named 
-^neas,  which  had  kept  his  bed  ei^t  years;  for  he  was 

84  palsied.  And  Peter  said  unto  him,  ^neas,  Jesus  Christ 
healeth  Uiee:  arise,  and  make  thy  bed.    And  sti^ieht- 

35  way  he  arose.  And  all  that  dwelt  at  Lydda  and  ia 
Sharon  saw  him,  and  they  turned  to  the  Lord. 

36  Kow  there  was  at  Joppa  a  certain  disci^^e  named 
Tabitha,  which  by  interpretation  is  called  Dorcas:  this 
womian  was  full  of  good  works  and  almsdeeds  which 

37  she  did.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  sue 
fell  sick,  and  died:  and  when  they  had  washed  her,  they 

88  laid  her  in  an  upper  chamber.  And  as  Lydda  was  nig^ 
unto  Joppa,  the  disciples,  hearing  that  Peter  was  there, 
sent  two  men  unto  him,  intreatmg  him.  Delay  not  to 

39  come  on  unto  us.  And  Peter  arose  and  w«ut  .with  them. 
And  when  he  was  oome,  they  brought  him  into  the 
upper  chamber:  and  all  the  widows  stood  by  him  weep- 
ing, imd  sliewlng  the  coats  and  garments  which  Dorcas 

40  made,  while  she  was  with  thcnu  But  Peter  put  them 
all  forth,  and  kneekd  down,  and  prayed;  and  turning  to 
the  body,  he  said,  Tabitha,  arise.    And  she  opened  her 

41  eyes;  and  when  slie  saw  Peter,  she  sat  up.  And  he  gave 
her  his  hand,  and  raised  her  up;  and  calling  the  saints 
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horn  he  bad  preached  boMly  at  Damaseds  in  the  name  of 
Jesus. 

28  And  he  was  with  ^em  coming  in  and  going  out  at 
Jerusalem. 

29  And  he  spake  boldly  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  disputed  against  the  Qrecians:  but  they  went  about  to 
slavlum. 

30  WMeh  when  the  bietliren  knew,  they  brought  him 
down  to  CsBsarea,  and  sent  him  forth  to  Tarsus. 

31  Then  had  the  churches  rest  throughout  all  Judsea  and 
Galilee  and  Samaria,  and  were  edified;  and  walking  in  iA\e 
fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
were  multiplied. 

32  1  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Peter  passed  throughout 
tAlqiicfrten]  he  came  down  also  to  the  saints  which  dwelt 
at  Lydda. 

38  And  there  he  found  a  certain  man  named  ^neas, 
which  had  kept  his  bed  eight  years,  and  was  sick  of  the 
palsy. 

34  And  Peter  said  unto  him,  iBneae,  Jesus  Christ  mak- 
eth  thee  whole:  arise,  and  make  thy  bed.  And  he  arose 
immediately. 

85  And  all  that  dwelt  at  Lydda  and  Stfron  saw  him,  and 
turned  to  the  Lord. 

9$  IT  Now  there  was  at  Joppa  a  certain  disciple  named 
Tabitha,  which  by  interpretation  is  caUed  Dorcas:  this 
woman  was  full  of  good  works  and  almsdeeds  which  she 
did 

87  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  she  was  sick, 
and  died:  whom  when  they  had  washed,  they  laid  ker  in 
an  upper  chamber. 

38  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda  was  nigh  to  Joppa,  and  the 
disciples  had  heard  that  Feter  was  there,  they  sent  uoto 
him  two  men,  desiring  TUm  that  he  would  not  delay  to 
come  to  them. 

89  Then  Peter  arose  and  went  with  them.  When  be 
was  come,  they  brought  him  into  the  upper  chamber:  and 
all  the  widows  stood  by  him  weeping,  and  shewing  the 
coats  and  garments  wmch  Dorcas  made,  while  she  was 
with  them. 

40  But  Peter  put  them  all  forth,  and  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed ;  and  turning  him  to  the  body  said,  Tabitha,  arise. 
And  she  opened  her  eyes:  and  when  she  saw^ Peter,  she 
sat  up. 

41  And  he  gave  her  his  hand,  and  lifted  her  up,  and 
when  he  had  called  the  saints  and  widows,  presented  her 
alive. 
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^  wbA  widows,  be  {xre0et)t6d  her  &11«ei  Ai^d  H  liooaaM 
known  throughout  all  Joppa:  and  many  believed  Q&Uie 

4B  Lord,  jind  il  o$T«e  to  p&i^  Uiat  he  ^ode  moo/  days 
in  Joppa  with  one  Simon  a  tanner. 


10  Now  Uiflfe  iM9  ft  eecrtaki  man  in  Om«r«A^  Cornelius 
by  name,  a  Qenturion<^f  th/e  band caUedthe  Italian  band, 

2  a  devout  man,  and  one  that  feared  God  with  all  hi» 
h^Hise,  wbio  gave  mm^  alms  to  the  paoplQ,  And  prayed 

8  to  God  alway.  Jfte  saw  in  »  visijOA  openly,  <as  u  were 
about  tlie  ninth  hour  of  the  day,  an  angel  of  Gk>d<wnung 

4  in  imto  him,  and  sajying  to  bW,  Oo^eUus*  And  he, 
ftisteffiltg  his  e|f isa  upon  hiio,  and  being  affr^hted,  said, 
What  is  it.  Lord?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thy  prsyers 
a«d  thine  aims  aw  go*e  wp  lor  a  mBmorwd  tieJoi^  God. 

^  A»d  nowsiend  j»ento  Jopfitab  *od  fetch  on^  ^mon,  who 

6  is  surnamed  Peter:  he  lodgethwith  one  Simon  a  temn^r» 

7  whose  hmm  is  b$r  ik^  e^  jB^le.  And  when  the  angel 
that  spake  unto  him  was  departed,  he  called  two  Of  his 
houseitfo^asrvaDts,  aiid  a  dtfv^omt  soldier  of  them-  that 

B  waited  on  h^m  continual;  «fnd  haying  rehearsed  all 
things  unto  thens^  h^  sent  them  to  Joppa. 

9  Now  on  the  morrow,  as* they  were  on  their  journey, 
and  drew  nig^  unt^  th^  city,  Bet^r  went  up  upon  the 

10  housi^p  to  pr^,  about  the  sixth  how;  aad  he  beicanie 
hungry,  and  desired  to  eat:  but  while  th^y  medc  ready, 

11  he  ml  into  a  trance;  and  he  beho)/^th  the  heaven 
opened,  and  a  certain  vessel  descending  SA  it  wexe  a 
great  sheet,  ]^  down  by  four  corners  upon  the  earth*. 

12  wherein  were  all  manner  of  f ourfooted  beasts  and  creep- 
18  lag  things  of  the  earth  and  fowls  of  the  heaven.    And 

there  oacoe  a  voice  to  him,  Bise,  Peter;  kill  and  eat 

14  But  Peter  said,  Not  so,  Loird;  for  I  have  never  eaten. 

15  any  thing  that  is  common  ai^d  unclean.  And  a  voice 
came  unto  him  again  the  second  time.  What  <k»d  hikth 
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42  And  it  was  known  throughout  all  Joppa;  and  many 
believed  in  the  Lord. 

43  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  tarried  many  days  in 
Joppa  with  one  Simon  a  tanner. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Comdius^  a  devout  man^  6  being  connrMinded  by  an  angel,  sendeth 
for  Peter:  11  toJio  by  a  vision  1^20  is  taught  not  to  despise  the 
Gentiles.  34  As  he  preacheth  Christ  to  ComeliiLS  and  his  com- 
pany, 44  the  Holy  Qhost  fatteth  on  them^  48  and  they  are  baptized. 

THERE  was  a  certain  man  in  Csesarea  called  Cornelius, 
a  centurion  of  the  band  called  the  Italian  band, 

2  A  devout  wan,  and  one  that  feared  God  with  all  his 
house,  which  gave  much  alms  to  the  people,  and  prayed  to 
God  alway. 

3  He  saw  in  a  vision  evidently  about  the  ninth  hour  of 
the  da^  an  angel  of  God  coming  in  to  him,  and,  saying 
unto  him,  Cornelius. 

4  And  when  he  looked  on  him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said, 
"What  is  it.  Lord?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thy  prayers  and 
thine  alms  are  come  up  for  a  memorial  before  God. 

5  And  now  send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for  one  Simon, 
whose  surname  is  Peter: 

6  He  lodgeth  with  one  Simon  a  tanner,  whose  house  is 
by  the  sea  side:  he  shall  tell  thee  what  thou  oughtest  to  do. 

7  And  when  tlie  angel  which  spake  unto  Cornelius  was 
departed,  he  called  two  of  his  household  servants,  and  a 
devout  soldier  of  them  that  waited  on  him  continually; 

8  And  when  he  had  declared  all  these  things  unto  them, 
he  sent  them  to  Joppa. 

9  1[  On  the  morrow,  as  they  went  on  their  journey,  and 
drew  nigh  unto  the  city,  Peter  went  up  upon  the  liousetop 
to  pray  about  the  sixth  hour: 

10  And  he  became  very  hungry,  and  would  have  eaten: 
but  while  they  made  ready,  he  fell  into  a  trance, 

11  And  saw  heaven  opened,  and  a  certain  vessel  descend- 
ing unto  him,  as  it  had  been  a  great  sheet  knit  at  the  four 
corners,  and  let  down  to  the  earth: 

12  Wherein  were  all  manner  of  fourfooted  beasts  of  the 
earth,  and  wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things,  and  fowls  of 
the  air. 

13  And  there  came  a  voice  to  him.  Rise,  Peter;  kill,  and 
eat. 

14  But  Peter  said,  Not  so.  Lord;  for  I  have  never  eaten 
any  thing  that  is  common  or  unclean. 

15  And  the  voice  spake  unto  him  again  the  second  time, 
What  God  hath  cleansed,  tJtat  call  not  thou  common. 
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IQ  cleansed,  make  not  thou  eommon.  And  this  was  done 
thrice :  and  straightway  the  vessel  was  received  up  into 
heaven. 

17  Now  while  Peter  was  much  perplexed  in  himself  what 
the  vision  which  he  had  seen  might  mean,  behold,  the 
men  that  were  sent  by  Cornelius,  having  made  inquiry 

18  for  Simon's  house,  stood  before  the  gate,  and  called  and 
asked  whether  Simon,  which  was  surnamed  Peter,  were 

19  lodging  there.  And  while  Peter  thought  on  the  vision r 
the  Spu-it  said  unto  him,  Behold,  three  men  seek  th^. 

20  But  arise,  and  get  thee  down,  and  go  with  them,  noth- 
^1  ing  doubting:  for  I  have  sent  them.     And  Peter  went 

down  to  the  men,  and  said.  Behold,  I  am  he  whom  ye 
23  seek:  what  i»the  cause  wherefore  ye  are  come?  And 
they  said,  Cornelius  a  centurion,  a  righteous  man  and 
one  that  feareth  God,  and  well  reported  of  by  all  the 
nation  of  the  Jews,  was  warned  of  God  by  a  holv  angel 
to  send  for  thee  into  his  house,  and  to  hear  words  fronj 

23  thee.     So  he  called  them  in  and  lodged  them. 

And  on  the  morrow  he  arose  and  went  forth  with 
them,  and  certain  of  the  brethren  from  Joppa  accom- 

24  panied  him.  .  And  on  the  morrow  they  entered  into 
-^^^.Csesarea.    And  Cornelius  was  waiting  for  them,  having 

2!>^0il)|^^^6ther  his  kinsmen  and  his  near  friends.  Ana 
whe^t%tfae  to  pass  that  Peter  entered,  Cornelius  met 
him,  and  tell  down  at  his  feet,  and  worshipped  him. 

26  But  Peter  raised  him  up,  saying.  Stand  up;  I  myself 

27  also  am  a  man.     And  as  he  talked  with  him,  he  went 

28  in,  and  findeth  many  come  together:  and  he  sajd  unto 
them.  Ye  yourselves  know  how  that  it  is  an  unlawful 
thing  for  a  man  that  is  a  Jew  to  join  himself  or  come 
unto  one  of  another  nation ;  and  yet  unto  me  hath  God 
shewed  that  I  should  not  call  any  man  common  or 

20  imclean:  wherefore  also  I  came  without  gainsaying, 
when  I  was  sent  for.     I  ask  therefore  with  what  intent 

30  ye  sent  for  me.  And  Cornelius  said,  Four  days  ago, 
until  this  hour,  I  was  keeping  the  ninth  hour  of  prayer 
in  my  house;  and  behold,  a  man  stood  before  me  in 

81  bright  apparel,  and  saith,  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is 
lieard,  and  thine  alms  are  had  in  remembrance  in  the 

32  sight  of  God.  Send  therefore  to  Joppa,  nnd  call  unto 
thee  Simon,  who  is  surnamed  Peter;  he  lodgeth  in  the 
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16  This  was  done  thrice:  and  the  vessel  was  received  up 
again  ioto  heaven. 

17  Now  while  Peter  doubted  in  himself  what  this  vision 
"wliich  he  hM  seen  should  meiui,  bclioid,  the  men  wiiich 
were  sent  from  Cornelius  had  made  etiquiiy  for  Simon's 
house,  aud  stood  before  the  gate, 

18  And  called,  and  asked  whether  Simon,  which  was 
Burnamed  Peter,  "^ere  lodged  there, 

19  If  While  Peter  thought  oa  the  vision,  the  Spirit  said 
unto  him,  Behold,  three  men  fieek  thee, 

20  Arise  therefore,  and  get  thee  down,  and  go  witli  them, 
'  loubting  nothing:  for  I  have  sent  them. 

21  Then  Peter  went  down  to  the  men  whidi  were  sent 
into  him   from  Cornelius;   and  said,  Behold,  I  am  he 

whom  ye  se^:  wliat  is  tlie  cause  wherefore  ye  aixj  come'? 

22  Aid  they  said,  Cornelius  tlie  centurion,  a  just  man, 
and  one  that  rearetii  €k)d,  and  of  good  report  among  all 
the  nation  of  the  Jews,  was  warned  from  God  b}^  an  holy 
angel  to  send  for  thee  into  his  house,  and  to  hear  woitis  of 
thee. 

23  Then  called  he  them  in,  nod  lodged  them.  And  on 
the  morrow  Peter  went  away  with  them,  and  certain 
brethren  from  Joppa  aocompamed  him. 

24  And  the  morrow  after  they  entei*ed  into  Csesarea. 
And  Cornelius  waited  for  them,  and  had  called  together 
his  kinsmen  and  near  friends. 

25  And  as  Peter  wjie  coming  in,  Cornelius  met  him,  and 
fell  down  at  iiis  feet,  and  worshipped  him, 

26  But  Peter  took  him  up,  saying.  Stand  up;  I  myself 
also  am  a  man. 

27  And  as  he  talked  with  him,  he  went  in,  and  foand 
many  that  were  come  together. 

28  And  lie  said  unto  them.  Ye  know  how  that  it  is  an 
unlawful  thing  for  a  man  that  is  a  Jew  to  keep  com]iany, 
or  come  unto  ojic  of  another  nation ;  but  €rod  hath  shewed 
me  that  I  should  not  calf  any  man  common  or  unclean. 

29  Therefore  came  I  unto  you  without  gainsaying,  as 
soon  as  I  was  sent  for:  I  ask  therefore  for  what  intent  ye 
Lave  sent  for  me? 

30  And  Cornelius  6aid,  Pour  days  ago  I  was  fasting 
until  this  hour;  and  at  the  ninth  hour  I  prayed  in  my 
iiouse,  and,  beliold,  a  man  stood  before  me  in  bright  clo- 
thing, 

31  And  said,  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  lieard,  and  thine 
alms  are  had  in  remembrance  in  the  sight  of  God. 

32  Send  therefore  to  Joppa,  and  call  hither  Simon,  whose 
surname  is  Peter;  he  is  lodged  in  the  house  of  one  Simon  a 
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33  house  of  Simon  a  tanner,  by  the  sea  side.  Forthwith 
tlierefore  I  sent  to  thee;  and  thou  hust  weD  done  that 
thou  art  come.  Now  therefore  we  are  all  here  present 
in  the  sight  of  God,  to  hear  all  ihin^  that  have  been 

34  commanded  thee  of  the  Lord.  And  l*eter  opened  his 
mouth,  and  saici, 

Of  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  per- 

35  sons:  but  in  every  nation   he  that  feareth  him,  and 

36  worketh  righteousness,  is  acceptable  to  him.  Tlie  word 
which  he  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching 
good  tidings  of  peace  by  Jesus  Clirist  (he  is  Lord  of  all) 

37  — that  saying  ye  youi-selves  know,  which  was  published 
throughout  all  Judaea,  beginning  from  Galilee,  after  the 

38  baptism  which  John  preached ;  ewn  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
how  that  God  anointed  him  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
with  power:  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  healing 
all  that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for  God  was  with 

39  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he  did 
both  in   tlie  country  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem; 

40  whom  also  they  slew,  hanging  him  on  a  tree.  Him  God 
raised  up  the  third  day,  and  gave  him  to  be  made  mani- 

41  fest,  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  that  were 
chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink 

42  with  him  after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  charged 
us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  this  Ls 
he  which  is  ordained  of  God  tohe  the  Judge  of  quick  and 

43  dead.  To  him  bear  all  the  prophets  witness,  that  through 
his  name  every  one  that  believeth  on  him  shall  receive 
remission  of  sins. 

44  While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost 

45  fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word.  And  they  of 
the  circumcision  which  believed  were  amazed,  as  many 
as  came  with  Peter,  liecause  that  on  the  Gtentiles  also 

46  was  poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  they 
heard  them  speak  with  tongues,  and   magnify  Qod. 

47  Then  answered  Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  the  water, 
that  these  should  not  be  baptized,  which  have  received 

48  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we?  And  he  commanded 
them  to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Then 
prayed  they  him  to  tarry  certain  days. 
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tanner  by  the  sea  side:  who,  when  he  cometh,  shall  speak 
unto  thee. 

33  Immediately  therefore  I  sent  to  thee;  and  thou  hast 
well  done  that  thou  art  come.  Now  therefore  are  we  all 
here  present  before  GK)d,  to  hear  all  things  that  are  com- 
manded thee  of  God. 

34  ^  Then  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said.  Of  a  truth 
I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons: 

35  But  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh 
righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him. 

36  The  word  which  Ood  sent  uuto  the  children  of  Israel, 
preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ:  (be  is  Lord  of  all:) 

37  That  word,  J  say,  ye  know,  which  was  published 
throughout  all  Judaea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the 
baptism  which  John  preached ; 

38  How  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  with  power:  who  went  about  doing  good,  and 
healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  tike  devil ;  for  God  wiis 
with  huu. 

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he  did  both  in 
the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew 
and  hanged  on  a  tree : 

40  Hiiu  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  shewed  him 
openly; 

41  Not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen  before 
of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after 
he  rose  from  tlie  dead. 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people, 
and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be 
the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead. 

43  To  him  gave  all  the  prophets  witness,  that  through  his 
name  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of 
sins. 

44  If  While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost 
fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word. 

45  And  they  of  the  circumcision  which  believed  were 
astonished,  as  many  as  came  with  Peter,  because  that  on 
the  Gentiles  also  was  poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

46  For  they  hoard  them  speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify 
God.     Then  answered  Peter, 

47  Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that  these  should  not  be 
biiptizcd,  which  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we? 

48  And  he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord.    Then  prayed  they  him  to  tarry  certain  days. 
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1 1  Kow  the  apostles  and  the  brethren  that  were  in  Judaea 
heard  tliat  the  Gentiles  also  had  received  the  word  of 

2  God.  And  when  Peter  was  come  up  to  Jerusalem, 
they  that  were   of  the  circumcision  contended  with 

8  him,  saying.  Thou  wentest  in  to  men  uncirCumcised, 

4  and  didst  eat  with  them.    Btt  Peter  began,  and  ex- 

5  pounded  the  matter  unto  them  in  order,  saying,  I  was 
m  the  city  of  Joppa  praying:  arid  in  a  trance  I  saw  a 
vision,  a  certain  vessel  descending,  as  it  were  a  great 
sheet  let  down  from  heaven  by  lour  corners;  and  it 

6  came  even  unto  me  •  upon  the  which  when  I  had  fast- 
ened mine  eyes,  I  considered,  and  saw  the  fourfooted 
beasts  of  the  earth  and  wild  beasts  and  creeping  things 

7  and  fowls  of  the  heaven.     And  I  heard  also  a  voice  say- 

8  ingunto  me.  Rise,  Peter;  kill  and  eat.  But  I  said.  Not 
so.  Lord:  for  nothing  common  or  unclean  hath  erer 

9  entered  into  my  mouth.  But  a  voice  answered  the 
second  time  out  of  heaven.  What  God  hath  cleansed, 

10  make  not  thou  common.    And  this  was  done  thrice: 

11  and  all  were  dra'wn  up  again  into  heaven.  And  behold, 
forthwith  three  men  stood  before  the  house  m  which 

12  we  were,  having  been  isent  from  Csesarea  unto  me.  And 
the  Spirit  bade  me  go  with  them,  making  no  distinc- 
tion.   And  these  six  brethren  also  acdompanied  me; 

18  and  we  entered  into  the  man's  house:  and  he  told  us 
how  he  had  seen  the  angel  standing  in  his  house,  and 
saying.  Send  to  Joppa,  and  fetch  Simon,  whose  sur- 

14  name  is  Peter;  who  shall  speak  unto  thee  words, 
whereby  thou  shalt  be  saved,  thou  and  all  thy  house. 

15  And  as  I  began  to  speak,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  them, 

16  even  jis  on  us  at  the  beginning.  And  I  remembered  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  how  that  he  said,  John  indeed  bap- 
tized with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with   the 

17  Holy  Ghost.    If  then  God  gave  imto  them  the  like  ^ft 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

1  Peter,  being  acoiuedfor  going  in  to  the  GentUes,  5  moketh  his  de- 
fence, 18  which  is  (Accepted.  19  The  go$pel  being  spread  into  Ihe- 
nice,  and  Cyprus^  and  Antioch.  Barnabas  is  sent  to  confipn  them. 
36  The  disciples  there  are  first  called  Christians.  27  They  send 
relief  io  Gie  brethren  in  Judcea  in  time  of  famine. 

AND  the  apostles  and  brethren  that  were  in  Judaea 
heard  tiiat  the  Ckntiles  had  also  received  the  word 
of  God. 

2  And  when  Peter  was  come  np  to  Jerusalem,  thej  that 
were  of  the  circumcision  contended  with  him, 

S  Saying,  Thou  wentest  in  to  men  unchrcurndsed,  and 
didst  eat  with  them. 

4  But  Pet^  rehearsed  tke  matter  from  the  beginning,  and 
expounded  it  by  order  unto  them,  saying, 

5  I  was  in  the  city  of  Joppa  pray  ins:  and  in  a  trance  I 
saw  a  yfsion,  A  certain  vessel  descend,  as  it  had  been  a 
great  sheet,  let  down  from  heaven  by  four  comers;  and  it 
came  even  to  me: 

6  Upon  the  which  when  I  had  fsstened  mine  eyes,  I 
considered,  and  sj^w  fourfooted  bcusts  of  the  earth,  and 
wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things,  and  fowls  of  the  air. 

7  And  I  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  me.  Arise,  Peter;  slay 
and  eat. 

8  But  I  said,  Kot  so.  Lord:  for  nothing  common  or 
unclean  hath  at  any  time  entered  into  my  mouth. 

9  But  the  voice  answered  me  again  from  heaven.  What 
God  hath  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common. 

10  And  this  was  done  three  times:  and  all  were  drawn 
up  again  into  heaven. 

11  And,  behold,  immediately  there  were  three  men  already 
come  unto  the  house  where  1  was,  sent  from  Ceesarea  unto 
me. 

Id  And  the  spirit  bade  me  go  with  them,  nothing  doubt- 
ing. Moreover  these  six  brethren  accompanied  me,  and 
we  enlered  into  the  man's  house: 

13  And  he  showed  us  how  he  had  seen  an  angel  in  his 
house,  which  stood  and  said  unto  him.  Send  men  to  Joppa, 
and  call  for  Simon,  whose  surname  is  Peter; 

14  Who  shall  tell  thee  words,  whereby  thou  and  all  thy 
house  shall  be  saved. 

15  And  as  I  began  to  speak,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on 
them,  as  on  us  at  the  beginning. 

16  Then  remembered  I  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  that 
he  said,  John  indeed  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  - 

17  Forasmuch  then  as  God  gave  them  the  like  gift  &s7te 
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as  he  did  also  unto  us,  when  we  believed  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  was  I,  that  I  could  withstand  God? 

18  And  when  they  heard  these  thiu.srs,  they  held  their 
peace,  and  glorified  God,  saying.  Then  to  the  (Jentiles 
also  hath  God  granted  repentance  unto  life. 

19  They  therefore  that  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the 
tribulation  that  arose  about  Stephen  travelled  as  far  as 
PhcBuicia,  and  Cyprus,  and  Antloch,  speaking  the  word 

20  to  none  save  only  to  Jews.  But  there  were  some  of 
them,  men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  who,  when  they  were 
come  to  Antloch,  spake  unto  the  Greeks  also,  preaching 

21  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with 
them :  and  a  great  number  that  believed  turned  unto  the 

22  Lord.  And  the  report  -concerning  them  came  to  the 
ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem :  and  they 

23  sent  forth  Barnabas  as  far  as  Antloch:  who,  when  he 
was  come,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad; 
and  he  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart 

24  they  would  cleave  unto  the  Lord :  for  he  was  a  good 
man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith :  and  much 

25  people  was  added  unto  tne  Lord,    And  he  went  forth  to 

26  Tarsus  to  soak  for  Saul:  and  when  he  had  found  him, 
he  brou^t  him  unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  even  for  a  whole  year  they  were  gathered  together 
with  the  church,  amd  taught  much  people;  and  that  the 
disciples  w^e  called  Christians  first  in  AnUoch. 

27  Now  in  these  days  there  came  down  prophets  from 

28  Jerusalem  unto  Antloch.  And  there  stood  up  one  of 
them  named  Agabus,  and  signified  by  the  Spirit  that 
there  should  be  a  great  famine  overall  the  worti:  which 

29  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius.  And  the  dis- 
ciples, every  man  according  to  his  aJt^Uty,  determined 
to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren  that  dwelt  in  JudiBa: 

80  which  also  they  did,  sending  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hand 
of  Barnabas  and  Saul. 


12   Now  about  that  time  Herod  the  king  put  forth  his 

2  hands  to  afflict  certain  of  the  church.     And  he  killed 
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did  unto  us,  who  believed  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  what 
was  I,  that  I  could  witlistaiid  God? 

18  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  held  their  peace, 
and  glorified  God,  saying,  Then  hath  God  also  to  the  Gen- 
tiles granted  repentance  unto  life. 

19  If  Now  they  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the 
persecution  that  arose  about  Stephen  travelled  as  far  as 
Phenice,  and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch,  preaching  the  word  to 
none  but  unto  the  Jews  only. 

20  And  some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene, 
which,  when  they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake  unto  the 
Grecians,  preaching  the  Lord  Jesus. 

21  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  them:  and  a  great 
number  believed,  and  turned  unto  the  Lord. 

23  %  Then  tidings  of  these  things  came  unto  the  ears  of 
the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem:  and  they  sent  forth 
Barnabas,  that  he  sliould  go  as  far  ad  Antioch. 

28  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God, 
was  glad,  and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of 
heart  they  would  cleave  unto  the  Lord. 

24  For  lie  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  of  faith:  and  much  people  was  added  unto  the  Lord. 

25  Then  departed  Bamabis  to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek  Saul: 

26  And  when  he  had  found  him,  he  brought  him  unto 
Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole  year  they 
assembled  themselves  with  the  church,  and  taught  mucn 
people.  And  the  disciples  were  called  Chi'istians  first  in 
Antioch. 

27  1  And  in  these  days  camo  prophets  from  Jerusalem 
unto  Antioch. 

28  And  there  stood  up  one  of  them  named  Agabus,  and 
signified  by  the  spirit  that  there  should  be  great  dearth 
throughout  all  the  world:  which  came  to  pass  in  thedi^s 
of  Claudius  C»sar. 

29  Then  the  disciples,  every  man  according  to  his  abi- 
lity, determined  to  semi  relief  unto  the  brethren  which 
dwelt  in<  Judsea: 

80  Which  also  they  did.  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the 
huids  of  Barnabas  and  SauL 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  King  Herod  peraecuteth  the  Christians,  J^iUeth  James,  and  imvri- 
aon^  Peter;  whom  an  anqel  deiivereth  upon  the  prayers  of  the 
diurch.  90  In  his  pride  taking  to  himself  the  honour  due  to  Ood, 
he  is  stricken  by  an  angel,  and  dieth  miserably.  S4  After  his 
dea^,  the  word  of  Ood  prospereth. 

"VrOW  about  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  forth 
_LN    his  hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  church. 
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8  James  tlie  brother  of  John  with  the  swotd.  And  when 
he  saw  that  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  proceeded  to  seize 
Peter,  also.     And  t?ioae  were  the  da^s  of  unleavened 

4  bread.  And  when  he  had  taken  him,  he  put  him 
in  prison,  and  delivered  him  to  four  quaternions  of 
soldiers  to  guard  him;  intending  after  the  Passover  I 

6  to  bring  him  forth  to  the  people.     Peter  theifefore  was  ' 
kept  in  the  prison:  but  prajrer  was  made  earnestly  of 

6  the  church  unto  God  for  him.  And  when  Herod  was 
about  to  taring  him  forth,  the  same  night  Peter  was 
sleeping  between  two  soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains: 

7  and  guards  before  the  door  kept  the  prison.  And  be- 
hold, an  angel  of  the  Lord  stood  by  him,  and  a  light 
shined  in  the  ceH:  and  he  smote  Peter  on  the  side,  and 
awoke  him,  saving.  Rise  up  quickly.     And  his  chains 

5  fell  oH  from  his  hisnds.  And  the  angel  said  Unto  him. 
Gird  thyself,  and  bind  on  thy  sandals.  And  he  did  so. 
And  he  saith  unto  him^  Cast  thy  garment  about  thee, 

9  and  follow  mo.  And  he  went  out,  and  followed ;  and  he 
wist  not  that  it  was  true  which  was  done  by  the  angel, 

10  but  tiiought  he  saw  a  vision.  And  when  they  were 
past  the  first  and  the  second  ward,  thev  came  unto  the 
iron  gate  that  leadeth  into  the  city ;  which  opened  to  them 
of  its  own  accord :  and  they  went  out.  and.  passed  on 
through  one  street ;  and  straightway  the  angel  departed 

11  from  him.  And  when  Peter  was  cdn^  to  himself,  he 
said,  Now  I  know  of  a  truth,  that  the  Lord  hath  senjt 
forth  his  angel  and  delivered  nie  out  of  the  hand  of 
Herod,  and  from  all  the  expectation  of  the  people  of  the 

12  Jews.  And  when  he  had  considered  the  thing^  he  came 
to  the  house  of  Mary  the  mother  of  John  whose  sur- 
name was  Mark;  where  many  were  gathered  together 

18  and  were  poking.    And  when  he  knocked  at  the  door 

of  the  gate,  a  maid  came  to  answer,  named  Riioda* 
14  Atid  when  she  knew  Peter's  Voice,  she  o^iened  not  the 

gate  for  joy,  but  ran  in,  and  told  that  Peter  ^pod  befoi-e 
tt  the  gate.    And  they  said  unto  her,  Thou  art  mad.    But 

she  confidently  affirmed  that  it  was  even  so.  And  they 
16  said,  It  is  his  angel.     But  Peter  cbntinued  knocking: 

and  when  they  had  opened,  they  saw  him,  and  were 
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3  And  he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the 
sword. 

3  And  because  he  saw  it  pleased  tlie  Jews,  he  proceeded 
further  to  take  Peter%l«o.  (Then  were  the  days  of  unlea- 
vened bread.) 

4  And  when  he  had  apprehended  him,  he  put  Mm  in 
prison,  and  delivered  kim  to  four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to 
keep  him;  intending  after  Easter  to  bring  him  forth  to  the 
people. 

5  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison:  but  prayer  was 
made  without  ceasing  of  the  church  unto  Gbd  for  him. 

6  And  when  Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth,  the 
same  night  Peter  was  sleeping  between  two  soldiers,  bound 
with  two  chains:  and  the  keepers  before  tlie  door  kept  the 
pi-ison. 

7  And,  behold,  the  nngel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  Mm, 
and  a  light  shined  in  the  prison :  and  he  smote  Peter  on  the 
side,  and  raised  him  up,  saying,  Arise  up  quickly.  And 
his  chains  fell  off  from  im  hands. 

8  And  the  angel  said  unto  him,  Gird  thyself,  and  bind 
on  thy  sandals.  And  so  he  did.  And  he  saith  unto  him. 
Cast  thy  garment  about  thee,  and  follow  me. 

9  And  he  went  out,  and  foUowed  him;  and  wist  not  that 
it  was  true  which  was  done  by  the  angel;  but  thought  he 
saw  a  vision. 

10  When  they  were  past  the  first  and  the  second  ward, 
they  came  unto  the  iron  gate  that  leadeth  unto  the  city ; 
which  opened  to  them  of  his  own  accord :  and  they  went 
out,  and  passed  on  through  one  street;  and  forthwith  the 
angel  departed  from  him. 

11  And  when  Peter  was  come  to  himself,  he  said.  Now  I 
know  of  a  surety,  that  the  Lord  hath  sent  his  angel,  and 
Lath  ddivered  mc  out  of  the  hand  of  Herod,  and/r^wiall 
the  trxpectaUon  of  the  pi'Ople  of  the  Jews. 

12  And  when  lie  Imd  considered  Ike  tMng,  he  came  to 
the  hfium  of  JVTarj'  the  mother  of  John,  whose  surname 
wfiB  Mark;  where  many  ivere  gathered  together  praying. 

13  And  us  Pefi^r  kiiocked  at  the  door  of  the  gate,  a 
diinisel  came  to  hearken,  named  Rhoda. 

14  And  when  alie  knew  Peter's  voice,  she  opened  not 
the  gate  for  afladncss,  but  ran  in,  and  told  how  Peter  stood 
before  the  gate. 

15  And  they  said  unto  her,  Thou  art  mad.  But  she  con- 
stimtly  affirmed  that  il  wus  even  so.  Then  said  they.  It  is 
Lis  augel 

16  But  Peter  conliiiuiil  knocking:  and  when  they  had 
opened  ?Af  d*xir,  and  saw  him,  they  were  astonished. 
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17  amazed.  But  lie,  beckoning  unto  them  with  the  hand  to 
hold  their  peace,  declared  unto  them  how  the  Lord  had 
brought  him  forth  out  of  the  prison.  And  he  said.  Tell 
these  things  unto  James,  and  to  tht  brethren.    And  he 

18  departed,  and  went  to  another  place.  Now  as  soon  as 
it  was  day,  there  was  no  small  stir  among  the  soldiers, 

19  what  was  become  of  Peter.  And  when  Herod  had 
sought  for  him,  and  found  him  not,  he  examined  the 
guards,  and  commanded  that  they  should  be  put  to 
death.  And  he  went  down  from  JudcBa  to  Osesarea, 
and  tarried  there. 

20  Now  he  was  highly  displeased  with  them  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon:  and  they  came  with  one  accord  to  him,  and, 
having  made  Blastus  the  king's  chamberlain  their  friend, 
they  asked  for  peace,  because  their  country  was  fed 

31  from  the  king's  country.  And  upon  a  set  day  Herod 
arrayed  himself  in  royal  apparel,  and  sat  on  the  throne, 

32  and  made  an  oration  unto  them.  And  the  people 
shouted,  saying.  The  voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man. 

28  And  immediately  an  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him, 
because  he  gave  not  God  the  glory:  and  be  was  eaten 
of  worms,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

24  But  the  word  of  God  grew  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Baraabas  and  Saul  returned  from  Jerusalem, 
when  they  had  fulfilled  their  ministration,  taking  with 
them  John  whose  surname  was  Mark. 


13  Now  there  were  at  Antioch,  in  the  church  that  was 
there,  prophets  and  teachers,  Barnabas,  and  Symeon  that 
was  called  Niger,  and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and  Manaen 
the   foster-brother  of  Herod   the  telrarch,  and  Saul. 

2  And  as  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the 
Holy  Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for 

3  the  work  whereunto  I  have  called  them.  Then,  when 
they  had  fasted  and  prayed  and  laid  their  hands  on 
them,  they  sent  them  away. 

4  So  they,  beuig  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  went 
down  to  Sdeuda;   and   from   thence    they  sailed  to 

5  Cyprus.     And  when  they  were  at  Salami s,  they  pro- 
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17  But  he,  beckoning  unto  tliera  with  the  hand  to  hold 
tlieir  peace,  dechucd  unto  them  how  the  Lord  had  brought 
hire  out  of  the  prison.

And  he  went  down  from  Jud(Ba 
to  Csesarea,  and  there  abode. 

20  1[  And  Herod  was  highly  displeased  with  them  of 
Tyre  and  Sidoa:  but  they  came  with  one  accord  to  him. 
and,  having  made  Blast  ns  the  king's  chamberlain  their 
friend,  desired  peace;  because  their  country  was  nourished 
by  the  king's  country. 

21  And  upon  a  set  day  Herod,  arrayed  in  royal  apparel, 
sat  upon  his  throne,  and  made  an  oration  unto  them. 

22  And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  sa/ying^  It  u  the  voice 
of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man. 

23  And  immediat^y  the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him, 
because  he  gave  not  God  the  glory:  and  he  was  eaten  of 
worms,  and  gave  up  the  ghost 

24  IT  But  the  word  of  God  grew  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Barnabas  and  Saul  returned  from  Jerusalem, 
wlien  they  had  fulfilled  tlieir  ministry,  and  t»ok  with  them 
John,  whose  surname  was  Mark. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Paul  and  Barndha*  are  chosen  to  go  to  the  Qentilea.  7  Of  Serpius 
Paulas,  and  Eltfotas  the  sorcerer.  14  Paul  prea^heth  at  Antioch, 
that  Jesus  is  Christ.  49  The  Gentiles  bcliefe :  45  but  the  Jews 
gainsa,p  and  blaspheme  :  40  whereupon,  theg  turn  Xo  the  Gentiles. 
48  As  many  as  were  ordained  to  life  believed. 

"VTOW  there  were  in  the  church  that  was  at  Antloch  cer- 
xN  tain  prophets  and  teachers;  as  Barnabas,  and  Simeon 
that  was  called  Niger,  and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and  Manaen, 
which  had  been  brought  up  with  Herod  the  tetrarch,  and 
Saul.  I 

2  As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holv 
Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work 
whereunto  I  have  called  them. 

3  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  tJietr 
bands  on  them,  they  sent  tliem  away. 

4  ^  So  they,  being  sent  forth*  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
departed  unto  Seleucia;  and  from  thence  they  sailed  to 
Ovprus. 

5  And  when  they  were  at  Salamis,  they  pi-eaohed  the 
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claiincd  tlic  word  of  God  in  the  synagoffues  of  the  Jews? 

6  and  they  had  also  John  as  their  atteDdant.  And  when 
they  had  gone  through  the  whole  island  nnto  Paphos, 
they  found  a  certain  sorcerer,  a  false  pi*ophet,  a  Jew, 

7  whose  name  was  Bar-Jesus;  which  was  with  the  pro^ 
consul,  Sergius  Paulus,  a  man  of  understanding.  The 
same  called  unto  him  Barnahas  and  Saul,  and  sought  to 

8  liear  the  word  of  ©od.  But  Elymas  the  sorcerer  (for  so 
is  his  name  hy  interpretation)  withstood  them,  seeking 

9  to  turn  aside  the  proconsul  from  the  faith.  But  Saul, 
who  is  also  called  Paul,  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 

10  fastened  his  eyes  on  him,  and  said,  O  full  of  all  guile 
and  all  villany,  thou  son  of  the  devil,  thou  enemy  of  all 
righteousness,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to  pervert  the  right 

11  ways  of  the  Lord?  And  now,  behold,  the  hand  of  the 
Loi*d  is  upon  thee,  and  thou  shalt  he  blind,  not  seeing 
the  suD  for  a  season.  And  immediately  there  fell  on 
him  a  mist  and  a  darkness;  and  he  went  about  seeking 

12  some  to  lead  him  hy  the  hand.  Then  the  proconsul, 
when  he  saw  what  was  done,  believed,  being  astonished 
at  the  teaching  of  the  Lord. 

13  Now  Paul  and  his  company  set  sail  from  Paphos,  and 
came  to  Perga  in  Pamphylia:  and  John  departed  from 

14  them  and  returned  to  Jerusalem.  But  tliey,  passing 
through  from  Perga,  came  to  Antioch  of  Pisidia;  ana 
they  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath  day,  and 

15  sat  down.  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law  and  the 
prophets  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them, 
saying,  Brethren,  if  ye  have  any  word  of  exhortation 

IG  lor  the  people,  say  on.  And  Paul  stood  up,  and  beck- 
oning with  the  hand  said, 

17  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God,  heaiicen.  The 
God  of  this  people  Israel  chose  our  fathers,  an 4;  exalted 
the  people  when  they  sojourned  in  the  land  or  Egypt, 

18  and  with  a  high  arm  led  he  them  forth  out  of  it.  And 
for  about  the  lime  of  forty  years  suffered  he  their  man- 

19  ners  in  the  wilderness.  And  when  he  had  destroyed 
seven  nations  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  he  gave  them  their 
land  for  an  inheritance,  for  about  four  hundred  and 

20  tifty  years:  and  after  these  things  he  gave  them  judges 

21  until  Samuel  the  prophet.  And  afterward  they  asked 
for  a  king:  and  God  gave  unto  them  Saul  the  son  of 
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word  of  Gkxl  in  the  synagogues  of  the  Jews:  and  they  had 
also  John  to  ifieir  minister. 

6  And  when  they  had  gone  through  the  isle  unto  Paplios, 
they  found  a  certain  sorcerer,  a  false  prophet,  a  Jew,  whose 
name  was  Bar-jesus: 

7  Which  was  with  the  deputy  of  the  country,  Sergius 
Paulus,  a  prudent  man;  who  called  for  Barnabas  and  Saul, 
and  desired  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

8  But  El)rmas  the  sorcerer  (for  so  is  his  name  by  inter 
pi-et  at  ion)  withstood  them,  seeking  to  turn  away  the  deputy 
from  the  faith. 

9  Then  Saul,  (who  also  is  caMedVB.\i\,)  fiUied  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  set  his  eyes  on  him, 

10  And  said,  O  full  of  all  subtilty  and  all  mischief,  thou 
child  of  the  devil,  thmi  enemy  of  all  righteousness,  wilt  thou 
not  cease  to  pervert  the  right  ways  of  the  Loi-d? 

11  And  now,  behold,  the  hand  of  the  Lord  w  upon  tliee, 
and  thou  shalt  be  blind,  not  seeing  the  sun  for  a  season. 
And  immediately  there  fell  on  him  a  mist  and  a  dark- 
ness; and  he  went  about  seeking  some  to  lead  him  by  the 
hand. 

12  Then  the  deputy,  when  he  saw  what  was  done, 
believed,  being  astonished  at  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord. 

13  Now  when  Paul  and  his  company  loosed  from  Paphos, 
they  came  to  Perga  in  Pamphylia:  and  John  departing 
from  them  returned  to  Jerusalem. 

14  ^  But  when  they  departed  from  Perga,  they  came  to 
Antioch  in  Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the 
sabbath  day,  and  sat  doAvn. 

15  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law  and  the  prophets  the 
rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them,  saying,  Te  menand 
brethren,  if  ye  have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the  peo- 
ple, say  on. 

16  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beckoning  with  his  hand 
said,  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God,  give  audience. 

17  The  God  of  this  people  of  Israel  chose  our  fathers, 
.and  exalted  the  people  when  they  dwelt  as  strangers  in  the 
laud  of  Egypt,  and  with  an  high  arm  brought  he  them  out 
of  it. 

18  And  about  the  time  of  forty  years  suffered  he  their 
manners  in  the  wilderness. 

19  And  when  he  had  destroyed  seven  nations  in  the  land 


of  Chanaan,  he  divided  their  land  to  them  by  lot. 

.  aage 
space  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  years,  until  Samuel  the 


20  And  after  that  he  gave  unto  them  judges  about  the 


prophet. 
31  And  afterward  they  desired  a  king;  and  God  gave 
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Kish,  a  man  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  for  the  space  of 

22  forty  years.  And  when  he  had  removed  him,  he  raised 
up  David  to  be  their  king ;  to  whom  also  he  bare  wit- 
ness, and  said,  I  have  found  David  the  son  of  Jesse,  a 

23  man  after  my  heart,  who  shall  do  all  my  will.  Of  this 
man's  seed  hath  God  according  to  promise  brought  unto 

24  Israel  a  Saviour,  Jesus;  when  John  had  first  preached 
before  his  corning  the  baptism  of  repentance  to  all  the 

25  people  of  Israel.  And  as  John  was  fulfilling  his  course, 
he  said,  What  suppose  ye  that  I  am?  I  am  not  lie.  But 
behold,  there  cometh  one  after  me,  the  shoes  of  whos^ 

26  feet  I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose.  Brethren,  children  of 
the  stock  of  Abraham,  and  those  among  you  that  fear 

27  God,  to  us  is  the  word  of  this  salvation  sent  forth.  For 
they  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because 
they  knew  him  not,  nor  the  voices  of  the  prophets  which 
are  read  every  sabbath,  fulfilled  thsm  bv  condemning 

28  Jam.    And  though  they  found  no  cause  of  death  in  7um, 

29  yet  asked  they  of  Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain.  And 
when  they  had  fulfilled  all  things  that  were  written  of 
him,  they  took  him  down  from  the  tree,  and  laid  him 

80  in  a  tomb.     But  God  raised  him  from  the  dead :  and  he 

31  was  seen  for  many  days  of  them  that  came  up  with  him 
from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  now  his  witnesses 

32  unto  the  people.     And  we  bring  you  good  tidings  of  the 

33  promise  made  unto  the  fathers,  how  that  God  hath  ful- 
filled the  same  unto  our  children,  in  that  he  raised  up 
Jesus;  as  also  it  is  written  in  the  second  psalm,  Thou 

34  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  And  as  con- 
cerning that  he  raised  him  up  from  the  dead,  now  no 
more  to  return  to  corruption,  hfi  hath  spoken  on  this 
wise,  I  will  give  you  the  holy  and  sure  blessings  of 

35  David.    Because  he  saith  also  in  another  psalm,  Thou 

36  wilt  not  give  thy  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.  For 
David,  after  he  had  in  his  own  generation  served  the 
counsel  of  God.  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  upto  his 

37  fathers,  and  saw  corruption :  but  he  whom  God  raised 

38  up  saw  no  corruption.  Be  it  known  unto  .you  there- 
fore, brethren,  that  through  this  man  is  proclaimed  unto

unto  them  Saul  the  son  of  Cis,  a  man  of  the  tribe  of  Ben- 
jamin, by  the  space  of  forty  years. 

22  And  when  he  had  removed  hun,  he  raised  up  unto 
them  David  to  be  their  king;  to  whom  also  he  gave  testi- 
mony,  and  said,  I  have  found  David  the  son  of  Jesse,  a  mau 
after  mine  own  heart,  which  shall  fulfil  all  my  will. 

33  Of  this  man's  seed  hath  God  according  to  his  promise 
raised  unto  Israel  a  Saviour,  Jesus: 

24  When  John  had  first  preached  before  his  coming  the 
baptism  of  repentance  to  all  the  people  of  IsraeL 

25  And  as  John  fulfilled  his  course,  he  said.  Whom  think 
ye  that  I  am?  I  am  not  lie.  But,  behold,  there  comethouo 
after  me,  whose  shoes  of  his  feet  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose. 

26  Men  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock  of  Abraham, 
and  whosoever  among  you  feareth  God,  to  you  is  the  word 
of  this  salvation  sent. 

27  For  they  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers, 
because  they  knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the 
prophets  which  are  read  every  sabbath  day,  they  have  ful- 
filled thsm  in  condemning  htm. 

28  And  though  they  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him,  yet 
desired  they  Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain. 

29  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  nil  that  was  written  of 
him,  they  took  him  down  from  the  tree,  and  laid  lum  in  a 
sepulchre, 

30  But  God  i*aised  him  from  the  dead : 

31  And  he  wjis  seen  many  days  of  them  which  came  up 
with  him  from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  Uis  witnesses 
unto  the  people. 

32  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad  tidings,  how  that  the 
promise  which  was  made  unto  the  fathers, 

33  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  their  children,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again;  as  it  is  also  written  in 
the  second  psalm,  Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begot- 
ten thee. 

34  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him  up  from  the 
dead,  noio  no  more  to  return  to  corrupiion,  he  said  on  this 
wise,  I  will  give  you  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 

35  Wherefore  he  saith  also  In  another  pscUm,  Thou  shalt 
not  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

36  For  David,  after  he  had  served  his  own  generation  by 
the  will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers, 
and  saw  corruption ; 

37  But  he,  whom  God  raised  again,  saw  no  corruption, 

38  If  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men  aTW?  brethren, 
that  through  this  man  is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness 
of  sins: 
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39  you  remission  of  sins:  and  by  him  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth  is  justified  from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could 

40  not  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Beware  there- 
fore, lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken  in  the 
prophets; 

41  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and  perish; 
For  I  work  a  work  in  your  days, 

A  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe,  if  one 
declare  it  unto  you. 

42  And  as  they  went  out,  they  besought  that  these  words 

43  might  be  spoken  to  them  the  next  sabbath.  Now  when 
the  synagogue  broke  up,  many  of  the  Jews  and  of  the 
devout  proselytes  followed  Paul  and  Barnabas:  whd,' 
speaking  to  them,  urged  them  to  continue  in  the  grace 
of  God. 

44  And  the  next  sabbath  almost  the  whole  city  was 

45  gathered  together  to  hear  the  word  of  God.  But  when 
the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  they  were  filled  with 
jealousy,    and   contradicted    the   things   which   were 

46  spoken  by  Paul,  and  blasphemed.  And  Paul  and 
Barnabas  spake  out  boldly,  and  said,  It  was  necessary 
that  the  word  of  God  should  first  be  spoken  to  you. 
Seeing  ye  thrust  it  from  you,  and  judge  yourselves  un- 

47  worthy  of  eternal  life,  lo,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles.  For 
so  hath  the  Lord  commanded  us,  saying, 

I  have  set  thee  lor  a  light  of  the  Gentiles, 
That  thou    shouldest   be  for   salvation  imto  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

48  And  as  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  were  glad,  and 
glorified  the  word  of  God:  and  as  many  as  were  ordained 

49  to  eternal  life  believed.    And  the  word  of  the  Lord 

50  was  spread  abroad  throughout  all  the  region.      But 
the  Jews  urged  on  the  devout  women  of  lionourable 
estate,  and  the  chief  men  of  the  city,  and  stirred  up  ^ 
a  persecution  against  Paul  and  Bainabas,   and  cast 

61  them  out  of  their  borders.  But  they  shook  off  the  dust 
of  their  feet  against  them,  and  came  unto  Iconium.' 

52  And  the  disciples  were  filled  with  joy  and  with  the  Holy 
Ghost. 
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89  And  by  him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from  all 
things,  from  which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the  law  of 
Hoses. 

40  Beware  therefore,  lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is 
spoken  of  in  the  prophets; 

41  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and  perish:  for  I 
work  a  work  m  your  days,  a  work  whiek  ye  shall  in  no 
wise  believe,  though  a  man  declare  it  unto  you. 

42  And  when  £&  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the  synagogue, 
Uic  Ghentiles  besought  that  these  woids  might  be  preached 
to  them  the  next  tabbath. 

43  Now  when  the  congr^;ation  waa  broken  up,  maay  of 
the  Jews  and  religious  proselytes  followed  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas: who,  speakiag  to  them,  persuaded  them  to  continue 
in  the  grace  of  God, 

44  1  And  the  next  sabbftth  day  came  aInH)6t  the  whole 
city  together  to  hear  tho  word  of  Ood. 

45  But  when  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  they  were 
filled  with  ^ivy,  and  spake  against  those  things  which 
were  spoken  by  Paul^  contradicting  and  blaspheming. 

46  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  waxed  bold,  and  said.  It 
-was  necessary  that  the  word  of  God  should  first  have  been 
tipoken  to  yoa:  but  seeing  ye  ^ut  it  from  you,  and  judge 
yourselves  unworthy  of  everlasting  life>  lo,  we  turn  to  the 
Gentiles.  - 

47  For  so  hath  the  Lord  commanded  us,  iaying,  I  have 
set  thee  to  be  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  shouldest  be 
for  salvation  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

48  And  when  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  were  glad, 
and  glorified  the  word  of  the  Lord*  and  as  many  as  were 
ordamed  to  eternal  life  believed. 

49  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  published  throughout 
Vill  the  region. 

50  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  the  devout  and  honourable 
*women,  aad  the  chief  men  of  the  city,  and  raised  persecu- 
tion against  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  expelled  them  out  of 
their  coasts. 

51  But  they  shook  off  the  dust  of  their  feet  against  them, 
and  came  unto  Iconium. 

52  And  tlie  disciples  were  filled  with  joy,  and  with  the 
Holy  Ghost. 
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1 4:  4nd  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that  they  entered 
together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so  spake, 
that  a  great  multitude  both  of  Jews  and  of  Greeks  be- 

2  Iteved.  But  the  Jews  tliat  were  disobedient  stirred  up 
the  souls  of  the  Gentiles,  and  made  them  evil  affected 

8  against  the  brethren.  Long  time  therefore  they  tarried 
there  speaking  boldly  in  the  Lord,  which  bare  witness 
unto  the  word  of  his  grace,  granting  signs  and  wonders 

4  to  be  done  by  their  hands.  But  Sie  multitude  of  the 
city  was  divided;  and  part  held  with  tiie  Jews,  and  part 

5  with  the  apostles.  And  when  there  was  made  an  onset 
both  of  the  Gentiles  and  of  the  Jews  with  their  rulers, 
to  entreat  them  shamefully,  and  to  stone  them,  they  be- 

6  came  aware  of  it,  and  fled  unto  the  cities  of  Lycaonia, 

7  Lystra  and  Derbe,  and  the  region  round  about:  and 
there  they  preaclied  the  gospel. 

8  And  at  Lystra  there  sat  a  certain  man,  impotent  in 
his  feet,  a  cripple  from  his  mother's  womb,  who  never 

9  had  walked.  The  same  heard  Paul  speaking:  who, 
fastening  his  feyes  upon  him,  and  seeing  that  he  had 

10  faith  to  be  ma3e  whole,  said  with  a  loud  voice.  Stand 
upright  on  thy  feet.     And  he  leaped  up  and  walked. 

11  And  when  the  multitude  saw  what  Paul  iiad  done,  they 
lifted  up  their  voice,  saying  in  the  speech  of  Lycaonia, 
The  gods  are  come  down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

12  And  they  called  Barnabas,  Jupiter;  and  Paul,  Mercury, 

13  bacause  he  was  the  chief  speaker.  And  the  priest  of 
Jupiter  whose  temple  was  before  the  city,  brought  oxen 
and  garlands  unto  the  gates,  and  would  have  done 

14  sacrifice  with  the  multitudes.  But  when  the  apostles, 
Barnabas  and  Paul,  heard  of  it.  they  rent  their  gar- 
ments, and  sprang  forth  among  the  multitude,  crying   j 

15  oat  and  saying.  Sirs,  why  do  ye  these  things?  We  also 
ara  men  of  like  passions  with  you,  and  bring  you  good 
tidini^s,  that  ye  should  turn  from  these  vain  things  unto 
the  living  God.  who  made  the  heaven  and  the  earth  and 
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CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Paul  and  Bamaba»  are  persecuted  from  leonium.  S  At  Jjyttva 
Paut  healeth  a  cripple^  whereupon  theu  are  reputed  as  gods.  19 
Paul  is  stoned.  21  They  pass  through  divers  churches,  confirming 
the  disciples  in  faith  and  patience,  96  Returning  to  Antioch, 
they  report  what  Ood  had  done  with  them. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that  they  went  both 
together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so 
spake,  that  a  great  multitude  both  of  the  Jews  and  also  of 
the  Greeks  believed. 

2  But  the  unbelieTlng  Jews  stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  and 
made  their  miods  evil  affected  against  the  brethren. 

S  Long  time  therefore  abode  they  speaking  boldly  in  the 
Lord,  which  gave  testimony  unto  the  word  of  his  grace, 
and  granted  signs  and  wonoers  to  be  done  b^  their  hands. 

4  But  the  multitude  of  the  city  was  divided:  and  part 
held  with  the  Jews,  and  part  with  the  apostles. 

5  And  when  there  was  an  assault  made  both  of  the  Qen- 
tiles,  and  also  of  the  Jews  with  their  rulers,  to  use  them 
despitefully,  and  to  stone  them, 

6  They  were  ware  of  it,  and  fled  unto  Lystra  and  Derbe. 
cities  of  Lycaonia,  and  unto  the  region  that  lieth  round 
about: 

7  And  there  they  preached  the  gospel. 

8  %  And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  Lystra,  impotent  in 
bis  feet,  being  a  cripple  from  his  mother's  womb,  who 
never  had  walked: 

9  The  same  heard  Paul  speak:  who  stedfastly  beholding 
him,  and  perceiving  that  he  had  faith  to  be  healed, 

10  Said  with  a  loud  voice,  Stand  upright  on  thy  feet. 
And  he  leaped  and  walked. 

11  And  when  the  people  saw  what  Paul  had  done,  they 
lifted  up  their  voices,  saying  in  the  speech  of  Lycaonia, 
The  gods  are  come  down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

12  And  they  called  Barnabas,  Jupiter;  and  Paul,  Mcr- 
ciirius,  because  he  was  the  chief  speaker. 

13  Then  the  priest  of  Jupiter,  which  was  before  their 
city,  brought  oxen  and  garlands  unto  the  gates,  and  would 
have  done  sacrifice  with  the  people. 

14  Which  when  the  apostles,  Barnabas  and  Paul,  heard 
of,  they  rent  their  clothes,  and  ran  in  among  the  people, 
crying  out, 

15  And  saying,  Sirs,  why  do  ye  these  things?  We  also 
are  men  of  like  passions  with  you,  and  preach  unto  you 
that  ye  should  turn  from  these  vanities  unto  the  living  Glod, 
which  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all  thin*;s 
that  are  therein: 
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16  the  sea,  and  all  that  iu  them  i3 :  who  in  the  generations 
gone  by  suffered  all  the  nations  to  walk  in  tlieir  own 

17  ways.  And  yet  he  left  not  himself  witiiout  witness,  m 
that  he  did  good,  and  gave  you  from  heaven  rains  and 
fruitful  seasons,  filling  your  hearts  with  food  and  glad- 

18  ness.  And  with  these  sayings  scarce  restrained  they  the 
multitudes  from  doing  sacrifice  unt^  them. 

19  But  there  came  Jews  thither  from  Antioch  and  laoa- 
ium :  and  having  persuaded  the  multitudes^  the^  stoned 
Paul,  and  dragged  him  out  of  the  city,  supposing  that 

20  he  was  dead.  But  as  the  disciples  stood  round  about 
him,,  he  rose  up,  and  entered  into  the  city:  and  on  the 

31  moiTow  he  went  forth  with  Barnabas  to  De-be.  And 
when  they  had  preached  the  gospel  to  that  city,  and 
had  made  many  disdptes,  they  returned  to  Lystra,  and 

2Z  to  Iconium,  and  to  Antioeh,  confirming  the  souls  ol  the 
disciples,  exhorting  them  to  coiitinue  in  the  faith,  and 
that  th3x>ugh  many  tribulations  we  must  enter  into  the 

23  kingdom  of  God.  And  when  they  had  appointed  for 
them  elders  in  every  church,  and  bad  prayed  vnth  fast- 
ing, theY  <^<>™niended  them  to  the  Lord,  on  whom  they 

24  hs^  believed.     And  they  passed  through  Pisidia,  and 

25  came  to  Pamphylia.    And  when  they  had  spoken  the 

26  word  in  Perga,  they  went  down  to  Attailia;  and  theuce 
they  sailed  to  Antioch,  from  whence  they  had  been  com- 
mitted to  the  grace  of  Grod  for  the  work  which  they 

27  had  fulfilled.  And  when  they  were  come,  aad  had 
gathered  the  church  together,  they  rehearsed  all  things 
that  God  had  done  with  tliem,  and  how  that  he  h^ 

28  opened  a  door  of  faith  unto  the  G^^ntiles.  And  they 
tarried  no  little  time  with  the  disciples. 


15  And  certain  men  came  down  from  Judsea  and  taught 
the  brethren,  saying.  Except  ye  be  circumcised  after  the 

2  custom  of  Moses,  ye  cannot  be  saved.  And  when  Paul 
and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dissension  and  questioning 
with  them,  Hie  bi'elhren  appointed  that  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas, and  certain  other  of  them,  should  go  up  to  Jeru- 
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16  Who  in  timee  past  suffered  all  nations  to  walk,  in 
their  own  waj's. 

17  Nevertheless  he  left  not  himself  without  witness,  in 
that  he  did  good,  and  gave  us  raiu  from  heaven,  and  fruit- 
ful seasons,  filling  oiur  hearts  with  food  and  gladness. 

18  And  with  these  sayings  scarce  restrained  they  the  peo- 
ple, that  they  had  not  done  sacrifice  unto  them, 

19  If  And  there  came  thither  certain  Jews  from  Antioch 
and  Iconium,  who  persuaded  the  people,  and,  having 
stoned  Paul,  drew  Jiim  out  of  the  city,  supposing  he  had 
been  dead. 

20  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples  stood  round  about  him,  he 
pose  up,  and  came  into  the  city:  and  the  next  day  he  de- 
parted with  Barnabas  to  Berbe. 

21  And  when  Aey  had  preached  the  gospel  to  that  city, 
and  had  taught  maii^,  they  returned  again  to  Lystra,  and 
io  Icouiura,  and  Antioch, 

22  Confirming,  the  souls  of  the  disciples,  and  exhorting 
Uiem  lo  cotilmue  in  the  faith,  and  that  we  must  through 
mucli  tribuliiiioti  entfsr  into  tbe  kingdom  of  God. 

33  Aud  when  Uiey  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every 
church,  and  Lad  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended 
Uicm  to  the  Loni,  €ii  whom  they  believed. 

24  And  after  tliey  had  passed  throughout  Pisidia,  they 
came  to  PumpliyliiL 

25  And  when  tht-y  had  preached  the  word  in  Perga, 
they  went  dowxi  Itiio  Attalia: 

2<i  And  tliencfe  mailed  to  Antioch,  from  whence  they  had 
bcieti  rDConjMi<;uikd  if>  the  gi-ace  of  God  for  the  work  which 
they  fulfilleii. 

27  Acd  when  they  were  come,  and  had  gathered  the 
church  together,  they  rehearsed  all  tlxatGod  had  done  with 
them,  and  how  he  had  opened  the  door  of  faith  unto  the 
Gentiles, 

28  And  there  they  abode  long  time  with  the  disciples. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  Cfreat  dissension  ariseth  touching  circumcision.  6  The  apostles 
consult  about  i*,  22  ojtd  send  their  determination  hy  letters  to  the 
churches.  86  Paul  and  Barnabas,  thinking  to  visit  the  brethren 
together ^  fall  €U  strife ^  and  depart  asunder, 

AND  certain  men  which  came  down  from  Jude^a  taught 
the  brethren,  and  said,  Except  ye  be  circumcised 
after  the  manner  of  Moses,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 

2  When  therefore  Paul  and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dis- 
sension and  disputation  with  them,  they  determined  that 
Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  certain  other  of  them,  should  go 
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salem  unto  the  apostles  and  elders  about  this  question. 

8  They  therefore,   bein«:   brought  on   their  way  by  the 

church,  passed  through  both  Phoenicia  and  Samaria, 

declaring  the  conversion    of  the  Gentiles:   and  they 

4  caused  great  joy  unto  all  the  brethren.  And  when 
they  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  received  of 
the  church  and  the  apostles  and  the  elders,  and  they 
rehearsed  all  things  that  God  had  done  with  them. 

5  But  there  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees 
who  believed,  saying,  It  is  needful  to  circumcise  them, 
and  to  charge  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses. 

6  And  the  apostles  and  the  elders  were  gathered  to- 

7  gether  to  consider  of  this  matter.  And  when  there  had 
been  much  questioning,  Peter  rose  up,  and  said  unto 
them, 

Brethren,  ye  know  how  that  a  good  while  ago  Qod  made 
choice  among  you,  that  by  my  mouth  the  Gentiles  should 

8  hear  the  word  of  the  gospel,  and  believe.  And  God. 
which  knoweth  the  heart,  bare  them  witness,  giving 

9  them  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  as  he  did  unto  us;  and  he 
made  no  distinction  between  us  and  them,  cleansing 

10  their  hearts  by  faith.  Now  therefore  why  tempt  ye 
God,  that  ye  should  put  a  yoke  upon  the  neck  of  the 
disciples,  which  neither  our  fathers  nor  we  were  able  to 

11  bear?  But  we  believe  that  we  shall  be  saved  through 
the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  in  like  manner  as  they. 

12  And  all  the  multitude  kept  silence;  and  they  heark- 
ened unto  Barnabas  and  Paul  rehearsing  what  signs 
and  wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by 

13  them.  And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James  an- 
swered, saying, 

14  Brethren,  hearken  unto  me:  Symeon  hath  rehearsed 
how  first  G<>d  did  visit  the  Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them 

15  a  people  for  his  name.  And  to  this  agree  the  words  of 
the  prophets;  as  it  is  written, 

16  After  these  things  I  will  return, 

And  I  will  build  agam  the  tabernacle  of  David, 

which  is  fallen; 
And  I  will  build  again  the  ruins  thereof, 
And  I  will  set  it  up : 

17  That  the  residue  of  men  may  seek  after  the  Lord, 
And  all   the  Gentiles,  ujMjn  whom  my  name  is 

called, 

18  Saith  the  Lord,  who  maketh  these  things  known 

from  the  beginning  of  the  world. 

19  Wherefore  my  judgement  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them 
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up  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  apostles  and  elders  about  thia 
question. 

3  And  being  brought  on  their  way  by  the  church,  they 
passed  through  Phenice  and  Samaria,  declaring  the  con- 
version of  the  Gkntiles:  and  they  caused  great  joy  unto  all 
the  brethren. 

4  And  when  they  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were 
received  of  the  church,  and  ofW\e  apostles  and  elders,  and  . 
they  declared  all  things  that  God  had  done  with  them.  j 

5  But  there  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees 
which  believed,  saying,  That  it  was  needful  to  circumcise 
them,  and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses. 

6  ^  And  the  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter. 

7  And  when  there  had  been  much  disputing,  Peter  rose 
up,  and  said  unto  them.  Men  and  brethren,  ye  know  how 
that  a  good  while  ago  God  made  choice  among  us,  that  the 
Gentiles  by  my  mouth  should  hear  the  word  of  the  gospel, 
and  believe. 

8  And  God,  which  knoweth  the  hearts,  bare  them  wit- 
ness, giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  as  he  did  unto  us; 

9  And  put  no  difference  between  us  and  them,  purifying 
their  hearts  by  faith. 

10  Now  therefore  why  tempt  ye  God,  to  put  a  yolce  upon 
the  neck  of  the  disciples,  which  neither  our  fathers  nor  we 
were  able  to  bear? 

11  But  we  believe  that  through  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  we  shall  be  sjived,  even  as  they. 

12  ^  Then  all  the  multitude  kept  silence,  and  gave  audi- 
ence to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  declaring  what  miracles  and 
wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gtentlles  by  them. 

13  IT  And  after  they  had  held  theu-  peace,  James 
answered,  saying.  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me: 

14  Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit 
the  Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name. 

15  And  to  this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets;  as  it  is 
written, 

16  After  thjs  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  taber- 
nacle of  David,  which  is  fallen  down ;  and  I  will  build  again 
the  ruins  thereof,  and  I  will  set  it  up: 

17  That  the  residue  of  men  might  seek  after  the  Lord, 
and  aJl  the  Gentiles,  upon  whom  my  name  is  called,  saith 
the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  these  things. 

18  Known  unto  (Jod  are  all  his  works  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  world. 

19  Wherefore  my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them, 
which  from  among  the  Gentiles  arc  turned  to  God : 
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20  which  from  among  the  Gentiles  turn  to. God;  but  that 
wc  write  unto  them,  that  they  abstain  from  the  pollu- 
tions of  idols,  and  iroiu  fornication,  and  from  what  is 

21  strangled,  and  from  blood.  For  Moses  from  genera- 
tions of  old  hath  in  every  city  them  that  preach  him, 
being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath. 

22  Then  it  seemed  good  to  the  apostles  and  the  elders, 
with  the  whole  church,  to  choose  men  out  of  their 
company,  and  send  them  to  Antioch  witb  Paul  and 
Barnabas;  namely y  Judas  called  Barsabbas,  and  Silas, 

?3  chief  men  among  the  brethren :  and  they  wrote  thus  by 
them.  The  aposues  and  the  elder  brethren  unto  the 
brethren  which  are  of.  tjiie  Gentiles  in  An.tioch  and 

24  Syria  and  Cilicia,  greeting:  Forasmuch  as  we  have 
heard  that  certain  which  went  out  from  us  have  trou- 
bled you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls;  to  whonx 

25  we  gave  no  commandment;  it  seemed  good  unto  us, 
having  come  to  one  accord,  to  choose  out  men  and  scud 
them  unto  you  with  our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul, 

26  men  that  have  hazarded  their  lives  for  the  name  of  our 

27  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and 
Silas,  who  themselves   also  sball  tell  you  the   same 

28  things  by  word  of  mouth.  For  it  seemed  good  to  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater 

29  burdeur  than  tliese  necessary  things;  that  ye  ^stain 
from  things  sacrificed  to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and 

'  from  things  strangled,  and  from  fornication;  from 
which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  it  shall  be  well  with  you. 
Fare  ye  well. 

30  So  they,  when  they  were  dismissed,  carne  down  to 
Antioch;  and  having  gathered  the  multitude  together, 

31  they  delivered  the  epistle.     And  when  they  had  read 

32  it.  they  rejoiced  for  the  consolation.  And  Judas  and 
Silas,  being   themselves  also    prophets,  exhorted   the 

33  brethren  with  many  words,  and  confirmed  them.  And 
after  they  had  spent  some  time  ihere,  they  were  dis- 
missed in  peace  from  the  brethren  unto  those  that  had 

86  sent  them  forth.  But  Paul  and  Barnabas  tarried  in 
Antioch,  teaching  and  preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
with  many  others  also. 

86  And  after  some  days  Paul  said  unto  Barnabas,  Let  iis 
return  now  and  visit  the  brethren  in  every  city  wherein 
we  proclaimed  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  see  how  they 
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.  20  Bat  tbat  we  write  unto  them,  that  they  abstain  from 
pollutions  of  idols,  and  from  fornication,  and  from  things 
strangled,  and  from  blood. 

21  For  Moses  of  old  time  bath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him,  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath  day. 

22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the 
whole  church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  tlieir  own  company 
to  Antioch  with  Paul  and  Barnabas;  namely,  Judas  sur- 
named  Barsabas,  and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  brethren  :^ 

23  And  they  wrote  lestUr%  by  tliem  after  this  manner; 
The  apostles  and  elders  and  brethren  send  gieeting  unto 
the  brethren  which  are  of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch  and  Syria 
and  Cilicia: 

24  Forasmuch  as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went 
out  from  us  have  troubled  you  with  words,  subverting 
your  souls,  saying,  Ye  must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the 
law:  to  whom  we  gave  no  sucJi  commandment: 

25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  assembled  with  one 
accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  you  with  our  beloved 
Barnabas  and  Paul, 

26  Men  tliat  have  hazarded  their  lives  for  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas,  who  shall 
also  tell  you  the  same  things  by  mouth. 

28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  ns,  to 
lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than  these  necepsary  things; 

2»  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered  to  idols,  and  from 
blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from  fornication: 
from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  well.  Fare 
ye  well. 

80  So  when  tliey  were  dismissed,  they  came  to  Antioch : 
and  when  they  had  gathered  the  multitude  together,  they 
delivered  the  epistle: 

31  Which  when  they  had  read,  they  rejoiced  for  the  cou* 
solation. 

32  And  Judas  and  Silas,  being  prophets  also  themselves, 
exhorted  the  brethren  with  many  ^ords,  and  confirmed 
them. 

88  And  after  they  had  tarried  there  a  space,  they  were  let 
go  in  peace  from  the  brethren  unto  the  apostles. 

34  Notwithstanding  it  pleased  Silas  to  abide  there  still. 

85  Paul  also  and  Barnabas  continued  in  Antioch,  teach- 
ing and  preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord,  with  many  others 
also. 

36  IT  And  some  days  after  Paul  said  unto  Barnabas,  Let 
us  go  again  and  visit  our  brethren  in  every  city  where  we 
have  preached  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  see  how  they  do. 
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37  fare.    And  Barnabas  was  minded  to  take  wHb  then 

38  John  also,  who  was  called  Mark.  But  Paul  thouglu 
not  good  to  take  with  them  him  who  withdrew  from 
them  from  Pamphylia,  and  went  not  with  them  to  the 

39  work.  And  there  arose  a  sharp  contention,  so  that  thev 
parted  asunder  one  from  the  other,  and  Barnabas  took 

40  Alark  with  him,  and  sailed  away  unto  Cyprus;  but 
Paul  chose  Silas,  and  went  forth,  being  commended  by 

41  the  brethren  to  the  ^ace  of  the  Lord.  And  he  went 
through  Syria  and  Oilicia,  confirming  the  churches. 


10  And  be  came  also  to  Derbe  and  to  Ljrstra :  and  behold, 
a  certain  disciple  was  there,  named  Timothy,  the  son  of 
a  Jewess  which  believed;  but  his  father  was  a  Greek. 

2  The  same  was  well  reported  of  by  the  brethren  that 

3  were  at  Lystra  and  Iconium.  Him  would  Paul  have  to 
go  forth  with  him ;  and  he  took  and  circumcL^d  hiju 
because  of  the  Jews  that  were  in  those  parts:  for  they 

4  all  knew  that  his  father  was  a  Greek.  And  as  tliey 
went  on  their  way  through  the  cities,  they  delivered  them 
the  decrees  for  to  keep,  which  had  been  ordained  of  the 

5  apostles  and  elders  that  were  at  Jerusalem.  So  the 
churches  were  strengthened  in  the  faith,  and  increased 
in  number  daily. 

6  And  they  went  through  the  region  of  Phrygia  and 
Galatia,  having  been  forbidden  of  tlie  Holy  Ghost  to 

7  speak  the  worcf  in  Asia;  and  when  they  were  come  over 
against  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  into  Bithynia:  and 

8  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  suffered  them  not;  and  passing  by 

9  Mysia,  they  came  down  to  Troas.  And  a  vision  appeared 
to  Paul  in  the  night;  There  was  a  man  of  Macedonia 
standing,  beseeching  him,  and  saying.  Come  over  into 

10  Macedonia,  and  help  us.  And  when  he  had  seen  the 
vision,  straightway  we  sought  to  go  forth  into  Mace- 
donia, concluding  that  God  had  ouled  us  for  to  preach 
the  gospel  unto  them.

THE  ACTS,  XVL 

37  And  Barnabas  determined  to  take  with  Ibem  John, 
whose  surname  was  Mark. 

38  But  Paul  thought  not  good  to  take  him  with  them, 
who  departed  from  them  from  Pamphylia,  and  went  not 
with  tliem  to  the  work. 

39  And  the  contention  was  so  sharp  between  tbem,  that 
they  departed  asunder  one  from  the  other:  and  so  Barnabas 
took  Mark,  and  sailed  unto  Cyprus; 

40  And  Paul  chose  Silas,  and  depai-tcd,  being  recom- 
mended by  the  brethren  unto  the  grace  of  God. 

41  And  he  went  through  Syria  and  Cihcia.  confinning 
the  churches. 

CHAPTER  XVL 

1  PavX  having  circumciaed  Timothy,  7  and  being  called  by  the  Spirit 
from  one  country  to  another,  14  ccmverteth'Lydia,  16  ecuteth  out  a 
spirit  of  divination.  19  For  which  cause  he  and  Sila»  are  whipped 
and  imprisoned.  28  The  prison  doors  are  opened.  81  The  jailor 
is  converted,  37  and  they  are  delivered. 

THEN  came  he  to  Derbe  and  Lystra:  and,  behold,  a 
cei*tain  disciple  was  tbei-e,  named  Timolheus,  tlie  son 
of  a  certain  woman,  which  was  a  Jewess,  and  believed;  but 
his  father  was  a  Greek: 

2  Which  was  well  reported  of  by  the  brethren  that  were 
at  Lystra  and  Iconium. 

3  Him  would  Paul  have  to  go  forth  with  him;  and  took 
and  circumcised  him  because  of  the  Jews  which  were  in 
those  quarters:  for  they  knew  all  that  his  father  was  a 
Greek. 

4  And  as  they  went  through  the  cities,  thejr  delivered 
them  the  decrees  for  to  keep,  that  were  ordained  of  the 
apostles  and  elders  which  were  at  Jerusalem. 

5  And  so  were  the  churches  established  in  the  faith,  and 
increased  in  number  daily. 

6  Now  when  they  had  gone  throughout  Phrygia  and  the 
region  of  Galatia,  and  were  forbidden  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
preach  the  word  in  Asia, 

7  After  they  were  come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  into 
Bithynia:  but  the  SfHrit  suffered  them  not. 

8  And  they  passing  by  Mysia  came  down  to  Troas. 

9  And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night;  There 
stood  a  man  of  Macedonia,  and  prayed  him,  Siiying,  Come 
over  into  Macedonia,  and  help  us. 

10  And  after  he  had  seen  the  vision,  immediately  wo 
endeavoured  to  go  into  Macedonia,  assuredly  gathering 
that  the  Lord  had  called  us  for  to  preach  the  gospel  unto 
them. 
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11  Setting  sail  therefore  from  Troas,  we  made  a  straigbt 
course  to  Samothrace,  and  the  day  following  to  Neap- 

12  olis,  and  from  thence  to  Philippi,  which  is  a  city  of  Mace- 
donia, the  first  of  the  district,  a  Roman  colony :  and_we 

13  were  in  tliis  city  tarrying  certain  days.  And  on  the 
sabbath  day  we  went  forth  withotlt  the  gate  by  a  river 
side,  where  we  supposed  there  Was  a  place  of  prayer; 
and  we  sat  down,  and  spake  "Dnto  the  women  wiiich 

14  were  come  together.  And  a  certain  woman  named 
Lydia,  a  seller  of  purple,  of  the  city  of  Thjratira,  one 
that  worshipped  God,  heard  ns:  whose  heart  the  Lord 
opened,   to  give  heed  unto    the   things  which   were 

15  spoken  by  Paul.  And  when  she  was  baptized,  and  her 
household,  she  besought  U6,  saying,  If  ye  have  judged 
me  to  be  faithful  to  the  Lord,  come  into  my  house,  and 
abide  thei^e.    And  she  cohstrained  us. 

16  And  it  came  to  pass,  is  we  were  going  to  the  place  of 
prayer,  that  a  certain  maid  having  a  spirit  of  divination 
met  us,  which  brought  her  masters  much  gain  by  sooth- 

17  saying.  The  same  following  after  Paul  and  us  cned 
out,  saying,  These  riien  are  servants  of  the  Most  High 
God,  which  proclaim  unto  you  the  way  of  salvation. 

18  And  this  she  did  for  many  days.  But  Paul,  being  sore 
troubled,  tunied  and  said  to  the  spirit,  I  charge  thee  in 
the  name  of  JesuS  Christ  to  come  out  of  her.  And  it 
came  out  that  very  hour. 

19  But  when  her  masters  saw  that  the  hope  of  their  gain 
was  gone,  they  laid  hold  on  Paul  and  Silas,  and  dragged 
them  into  the  marketplace  before  the  rulers,  and  when 

20  they  had  brought  them  unto  the  magistrates,  they  said, 
These  men,  being  Jews,  do  exceedingly  trouble  our 

21  city,  and  set  forth  customs  which  it  is  not  lawful  for  us 

22  to  receive,  or  to  observe,  being  Romans.  And  the  mul- 
titude ro«)  up  together  against  them:  and  the  magis- 
trates rent  their  gaiinents  off  them,  and  commanded  to 

23  beat  them  with  rods.  And  when  they  had  laid  many 
stripes  upon  them,  they  cast  them  into  prison,  charging 

"  24  the  jailor  to  keep  them  safely:  who,  having  recetved  t 
such  a  charge,  cast  them  into  the  inner  pHson.  and 
25  made  their  feet  fast  in  the  stocks.  But  about  midnight 
Paul  and  Silas  were  praying  and  singing  hymns  unto 
v6  God,  and  the  prisoners  were  listening  to  them ;  and  sud- 
denly there  was  a  great  earthquake,  so  that  the  founda- 
tions of  the  prison-house  were  shaken:  and  immediately 
all  the  doors  were  opened;  and  every  one^  bands  were 
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11  Tberefote  lobsmg  from  Troas,  Ive  daitie  With  a  strai^it 
course  to  Samothracia,  and  the  next  day  to  Neapolis; 

12  And  from  thence  to  Pliilippi,  which  is  tlie  chief  city 
of  that  part  of  Macedonia,  arid  a  colony :  and  we  were  in 
tlint  city  abiding  certain  clays. 

13  And  on  the  sabbath  we  went  out  of  the  city  by  a  river 
side,  where  prayer  was  wont  to  be  made;  and  we  aat  down, 
and  spake  unto  the  women  which  resorted  Either, 

14  ^  And  a  certain  woman  named  Lydia,  a  seller  of 
purple,  of  the  city  of  Thyatiro,  which  wordiipped  God; 
heard  um:  whose  heart  the  Lord  opened*  that  she  attended 
unto  the  things  which  were  spoken  of  Paul. 

15  And  when  she  was  Ixtptizcd,  and  her  household,  she 
besought  us,  saying,  If  ye  have  judged  me  to  be  faithful  to 
tlie  Lord,  come  into  my  house,  and  abide  there.  And  she 
constrained  us. 

16  IT  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  we  went  to  prayer,  a  certain 
damsel  possessed  with  a  vgkni  of  divination  met  us,  which 
brought  her  masters  mucli  gain  by  soothsaying: 

17  The  same  f<^owed  Paul  and  us,  and  cried,  saying. 
These  men  are  the  servants  of  the  most  high  Ckxl,  which 
shew  unto  us  the  way  of  salvation. 

18  And  this  did  she  many  days.  But  Paul,  being 
grieved,  turned  and  said  to  the  spirit,  I  command  thee  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  to  come  out  of  her.  And  he 
came  out  the  same  horn*. 

19  ^  And  wken  her  masters  saw  that  the  hope  of  tlieir 
gains  was  gone,  they  caught  Paul  and  8ilas,  and  drew  them 
into  the  mai^tplace  unto  the  rulers, 

20  And  brought  them  to  the  magistrates,  saying.  These 
men,  being  Jews,  do  exceedingly  trouble  our  city, 

21  And  teach  customs,  which  are  not  lawful  for  us  to 
receive,  neither  to  observe,  being  Romana 

22  And  the  multitude  rose  up  together  against  them :  and 
the  magistrates  rent  off  theii*  clothes,  and  commanded  to 
beat  thm. 

23  And  when  they  had  laid  many  stripes  upon  them, 
they  cast  them  into  prison,  charging  the  jailor  to  keep  them 
safely: 

24  Who,  having  received  such  a  charge,  thrust  them  into 
the  inner  prison,  and  made  their  feet  fast  in  the  stocks. 

25  If  And  at  midnicht  Paul  and  Silas  prayed,  and  sang 
praises  unto  God :  and  the  prisoners  heard  them. 

,  26  And  suddenly  there  was  a  great  earthquake,^  so  that 
the  foundations  or  the  prison  Merc  shaken:  and  immedi- 
ately all  the  doors  were  opened,  ami  every  one's  bands  were 
looseit. 
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27  loosed.  And  the  jailor  being  roused  out  of  sleep,  and 
seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  drew  bis  sword,  and  was 
about  to  kill  liimself,  supposing  that  the  prisoners  had 

28  escaped.     But  Paul  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Do 

29  thyself  no  harm:  for  we  are  all  here.  And  he  called 
for  lights,  and  sprang  in,  and,  trembling  for  fear,  fell 

SO  down  before  Paul  and  Silas,  and  brought  them  out,  and 

31  said,  Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?  And  they  said, 
Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  thou  shalt  be  savea,  thou 

32  and  th^  house.  And  they  spake  the  word  of  the  Lord 
unto  him,  with  all  that  were  m  his  house.    And  he  took 

33  them  the  same  hour  of  the  night,  and  washed  their 
stripes;  and  was  baptized,  he  and  all  his,  immediately. 

84  And  he  brought  them  up  into  his  house,  and  set  meat 
before  them,  and  rejoiced  greatly,  with  all  his  house, 
having  believed  in  God. 

85  But  when  it  was  day,  the  magistrates  sent  the  ser- 

86  jeauts,  saying,  Let  those  men  go.  And  the  jailor  re- 
ported the  words  to  Paul,  mying.  The  magistrates  have 
sent  to  let  you  go:  now  therefore  come  forth,  and  go 

87  in  peace.  But  Paul  said  unto  them.  They  have  beaten 
us  publicly,  uncondemned,  men  that  are  Romans,  and 
have  ciist  us  into  prison ;  and  do  they  now  cast  us  out 
privily?  nay  verily;  but  let  them  come  themselves  and 

38  bring  us  out.  And  the  Serjeants  reported  these  words 
unto  the  magistrates:  and  they  feared,  when  they  heard 

89  that  they  were  Romans;  and  they  came  and  besought 
them ;  and  when  they  had  brought  them  out,  they  asked 

40  them  to  go  away  from  the  city.  And  they  went  out  of 
the  prison,  and  entered  into  the  house  of  Lydia:  and 
when  they  had  seen  the  brethren,  they  comforted  them, 
and  departed. 


1 7     Now  when  they  had  passed  through  Amphipolis  and 
Apollonia,  they  came  to  Thessalonica,  where  was  a  syn- 
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27  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  awaking  out  of  his  sleep, 
and  seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  he  drew  out  his  sword, 
and  would  have  killed  himself,  supposing  that  the  prison- 
ers had  been  fled. 

28  But  Paul  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Do  thyself 
no  harm:  for  we  are  all  here. 

29  Then  he  called  for  a  light,  and  sprane  in,  and  came 
trembllnff,  and  fell  down  before  Paul  and  Suas, 

80  And  brought  them  out^  and  said,  Sirs,  what  must  I 
do  to  be  saved? 

31  And  they  said.  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
thou  ahalt  be  saved,  and  thy  house. 

32  And  they  spake  unto  him  the  wqfd  of  the  Lord,  and 
to  all  that  were  in  his  bouse 

83  And  he  toc^  them  the  same  hour  of  the  night,  and 
washed  their  stripes;  and  was  baptized,  he  and  all  his, 
straiglitway. 

84  And  when  he  had  brought  them  into  his  house,  he  set 
meat  before  them,  and  rejoiced,  believing  iu  Ood  with  all 
his  house. 

.  35  And  when  it  was  da^,  the  magistrates  sent  the  Ser- 
jeants, saving,  Let  tltose  men  ^o. 

36  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  told  this  saying  to  Paul, 
The  magistrates  have  sent  to  let  you  go:  now  therefore 
depart,  and  go  in  peace. 

37  But  Paul  said  unto  them,  They  have  beaten  us  openly 
nncondemned,  being  Romans,  and  have  cast  m  into  prison , 
and  now  do  they  thrust  us  out  privily?  nay  verily;  but  let 
them  come  themselves  and  fetch  us  out. 

88  And  the  Serjeants  told  these  words  unto  the  magis- 
trates: and  they  feared,  when  they  heard  that  they  were 
Romans. 

89  And  they  came  and  besought  them,  and  brought  them 
out,  and  desired  (hem  to  depart  out  of  the  city. 

40  And  they  went  out  of  the  prison,  and  entered  into  the 
house  of  hydiAi  and  when  they  had  scon  the  brethren,  they 
comforted  them,  and  departed. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1  Paul  preacheth  at  ThesscUonica,  4  where  some  believe,  and  others 
persecute  him,  10  He  is  sent  to  Berea,  and  preacheth  there,  13 
Being  persecuted  at  Thessalonica,  15  he  cometh  to  Athens,  and 
disputeth,  onrf  preacheth  the  living  Ood  to  them  vnknoton,  34 
whereby  mantjf  tire  converted  unto  Christ. 

■^^OW  when  they  had  passed  through  Amphipolis,  and 

J_\|    ApoUonia,  they  came  to  Thessalonica,  where  was  a 

synagogue  of  the  J«ws: 
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2  agogne  of  the  Jews:  Jind  Pairl,  ns  his  custom  was,  went 
in  unto  them,  and  for  three  8ah)>ath  days  reasoned  with 

8  them  from  the  scriptures,  opening  and  alle^ng,  that  it 
behoved  the  Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  again  from  the 
dead;  and  that  this  Jesus,  whom,  said  he,  I  proclaim 

4  unto  you,  is  the  Christ.  And  some  of  them  were  per- 
suaded, and  consorted  with  Paul  and  Silas;  and  of  the 
devout  Greeks  a  great    multitude,  and  of  the  chief 

5  ^vomen  not  a  few.  But  the  Jews,  being  moved  with 
jealousy,  took  unto  them  certain  vile  fellows  of  the 
rabble,  and  gathering  a  crowd,  set  the  city  on  an  up- 
roar; and  assauUing  the  house  of  Jason,  they  sought  to 

6  bring  them  forth  to  the  people.  And  when  they  found 
them  not,  they  dragged  Jason  and  certain  brethren  be- 
fore the  rulers  of  the  city,  crying.  These  that  have 
turned  the  world  upside  down  are  come  hither  also; 

7  whom  Jason  hath  received :  and  these  all  act  contrary 
to  the  decrees  of  Caesar,  saying  that  there  w  another 

8  king,  one  Jesus.  And  they  troubled  the  multitude  and 
the  rulers  of  the  city,  when  they  heard  these  things. 

9  And  when  thev  had  taken  securitj^  frdm  Jason  and  we 
rest,  they  let  them  go. 

10  And  the  brethren  immediately  sent  away  Paul  and 
Silas  by  night  unto  Beroea:  who  when  they  were  come 

11  thither  went  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews.  Now 
these  were  more  noble  than  those  in  Tiaessalonica^ 
in  that  they  received  the  word  with  all  rea^ness  of 
mind,   examining  the  scriptures  daily,  whether  these 

13  things  were  so.  Many  of  them  therefore  believed;  also 
of  the  Greek  women  of  honourable  estate,  and  of  men, 

13  not  a  few.  But  when  the  Jews  of  Thessalonica  had 
knowledge  that  the  word  of  God  wasprochiiniied  of  Paul 
at  Beroea  also,  they  came  thither  likewise,  stirring  up 

14  and  troubling  the  multitudes.  And  then  immediately 
the  brethren  sent  forth  Paul  to  go  as  far  as  to  the  sea: 

15  and  Silas  and  Timothy  abode  there  still.  But  they 
that  conducted  Paul  brought  him  as  far  as  Athens: 
and  receiving  a  commandment  unto  Silas  and  Timothy 
that  they  should  come  to  him  with  all  speed,  they 
departed. 

16  Now  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his 
spirit  was  provoked  within  him,  as  he  beheld  the  city 

17  full  of  idols.    So  he  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  with 
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2  And  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in  unto  them,  and 
three  sabbath  days  reasoned  with  them  out  of  the  scrip- 
tures, 

3  Opening  and  alleging,  that  Christ  must  needs  have 
suffered,  and  risen  again  from  the  dead;  and  that  this 
Jesus,  whom  I  preach  unto  you,  is  Christ. 

4  And  some  of  them  believed,  and  consorted  with  Paul 
and  Silas;  and  of  the  devout  Greeks  a  great  multitude,  and 
of  the  chief  women  not  a  few. 

5  T  But  the  Jews  which  believed  not,  moved  with  envy, 
took  unto  them  certain  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort,  and 
gathered  a  company,  and  set  all  the  city  on  an  uproar,  and 
assaulted  the  house  of  Jason,  and  sought  to  bring  them  out 
to  the  people. 

6  And  when  they  found  tliem  not,  thej  drew  Jason  and 
certain  brethren  unto  the  rulers  of  the  city,  crying,  These 
that  have  turned  the  world  upside  down  are  come  hither 
also; 

7  WhcMn  Jason  hath  received:  and  these  all  do  contrary 
to  the  decrees  of  Caesar,  saying  that  there  is  another  king, 
0)16  Jesus. 

8  And  they  troubled  the  people  and  the  rulers  of  the 
city,  when  they  heard  these  things. 

9  And  when  they  had  taken  security  of  Jason,  and  of 
the  other,  they  let  them  go. 

10  If  And  the  brethren  immediately  sent  away  Paul  and 
Silas  by  night  unto  Berea:  who  coming  thither  vfLWt  into 
the  synagogue  of  the  Jews. 

11  These  were  more  noble  than  those  in  Thessalonica, 
in  that  they  received  the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind, 
and  searched  the  scriptures  daily,  whether  those  things 
were  so. 

13  Therefore  many  of  them  believed;  also  of  honourable 
women  which  were  Greeks,  and  of  men,  not  a  few. 

13  But  when  the  Jews  of  Thessalonica  had  knowledge 
that  the  word  of  God  was  preached  of  Paul  at  Berea,  they 
came  thither  also,  and  stirred  up  the  people. 

14  And  then  immediately  the  brethren  sent  away  Paul 
to  go  as  it  were  to  the  sea:  but  Silas  and  Timotheus  abode 
there  stilL 

15  And  they  that  conducted  Paul  brought  him  unto 
Athens:  and  receiving  a  commandment  unto  Silas  and 
Timotheus  for  to  come  to  him  with  all  speed,  they  departed. 

16  IT  Now  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his 
spirit  was  stirred  in  him,  when  he  saw  the  city  wholly 
given  to  idolatry. 

17  Therefore  disputed  he  in  the  synagogue  with  the 
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the  Jews  and  the  devout  persons,  and  in  the  market- 

18  place  every  day  with  them  that  met  with  him.  And 
certain  also  of  the  Epicurean  and  Stoic  philosophers 
encountered  him.  And  some  said,  What  would  this 
babhler  say?  other  some,  He  seemeth  to  be  a  setter 
forth  of  strange  gods:  because  he  preached  Jesus  and 

19  the  resurrection.  And  they  took  hold  i4'  ijun,  aud 
brought  him  unto  the  Areopagus,  sjiylug,  ilay  we 
know  what  this  new  teaching  is,  which  is  spoken  by 

20  thee?  For  thou  bringest  certam  strange  ilitii*i^s  to  our 
ears:    we    would  know  *  therefore   what    ihese    things 

21  mean.  (Now  all  the  Athenians  anct  tha  slrangtrs 
sojourning  there  spent  tlieir  time  in  nolhitig  tkc,  but 

22  either  to  tell  or  to  hear  some  new  thing.)  And  Paul 
stood  in  the  midst  of  the  Areopagus,  and  said, 

Ye  men  of  Athens,  in  all  things  I  perceive  that  ye  are 

23  somewhat  superstitious.  For  as  I  passed  along,  and 
observed  the  objects  of  your  worship,  1  found  also  an 
altar  with  this  inscription,  to  an  unknown  god.  "What 
therefore  ye  worship  in  ignorance,  this  set  I  forth  unto 

24  you.  The  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things 
therein,  he,  being  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth 

25  not  in  temples  made  with  hands;  neither  is  he  served 
by  men's  hands,  as  though  he  needeth  anything,  seeing 
he  himself  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath,  and  all  things; 

26  and  he  made  of  one  every  nation  of  men  for  to  dwell 
on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  having  determined  (heir  ap- 

27  pointed  seasons,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habitation;  that 
they  should  seek  God,  if  haply  they  might  feel  after 
him,  and  find  him,  though  he  is  not  far  from  each  one 

28  of  US'  for  in  him  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  be- 
ing; as  certain  even  of  your  own  poets  have  said,  For 

29  we  are  also  his  offspring.  Being  then  the  offspring  of 
God,  we  ought  not  to  think  that  the  Godhead  is  like 
unto  gold,  or  silver,  or  stone,  graven  by  art  and  device 

80  of  man.  The  times  of  ignorance  therefore  God  over- 
looked; but  now  he  commandeth  men  that  they  should 

31  all  everywhere  repent :  inasmuch  as  he  hath  ajJpointed 
a  day,  in  the  which  he  will  judge  the  world  in  righteous- 
ness by  the  man  whom  he  hath  ordained;  whereof  he 
hath  given  assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that  he  hath  raised 
him  from  the  dead.  l 
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Jews;  and  wUk  tbe  deYout  persons,  and  in  the  market  daily 
with  them  thiit  met  with  him. 

18  Then  certain  {^losophers  of  the  Epicureans,  and  of 
the  Stoickg,  encountered  him.  And  some  said.  What  will 
this  babbler  say?  other  scnne,  He  seemeth  to  be  a  setter 
forth  of  strange  gods:  because  he  preached  imto  them 
Jesus,  and  the  resuiTectiou. 

19  And  they  took  him,  and  brought  him  unto  Areopagus, 
saying,  May  we  know  what  thisT  new  doctrine,  whereof 
thou  speakest,  m  f 

20  For  thou  bringest  certain  strange  things  to  our  ears: 
we  would  know  therefore  what  these  things  mean. 

21  (For  all  the  Athenians  and  strangers  which  were  there 
spent  their  time  in  nothing  else,  but  either  to  tell,  or  to 
hear  so^e  new  tjiij^g.)    ' 

22  1[  Then  Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  Mars'  hill,  and 
said.  Ye  men  of  Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all  things  ye  are 
too  superstitious^ 

23  For  as  I  p^sed  by,  and  beheld  your  devotions,  I 
found  an  altar  with  this  inscription,  TO  THE  UNKNOWN 
GOD.  Whom  therefore)  ye  ignorantly  worship,  him  de- 
clare I  unto  you. 

24  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things  therein,  see- 
ing that  he  is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in 
temples  made  yrith  hands; 

25  Neither  is  woishipped  with  men's  hands,  as  though 
he  needed  any  thing,  seeing  he  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breatli, 
and  all  things ; 

2G  And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for 
to  dwell  on  aU  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  detei-minwl 
the  times  before  app©inted,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habi- 
tation; 

27  That  they  slwuld  seek  the  Lord;  if  liaply  they  might 
feel  after  him,  and  find  him,  though  he  be  not  tar  from 
every  one  of  us:  ,        . 

28  For  in  him  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being; 
as  certain  also  of  your  own  poets  have  said.  For  we  iu-« 
also  his  offspring. 

29  Forasmuch  theo  as  we  are  the  offspring  of  God,  we 
ought  not  to  think  tliat  the  Godhea<l  is  like  unto  goltl,  or 
silver,  or  stone,  graven  by  art  and  man's  device. 

30^.  And  the  times  of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at ;  but 
now  commandeth  all  men  every  where  to  repeat: 

31  Because  he  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he 
will  judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by  tltatvoAn  whom  he 
hath  ordained;  whtreof  h^  hath  given  assurance  unto  all 
men,  in  that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. 
208 
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82  Kow  when  they  heard  of  the  resurrection  of  thedeiid, 
some  mocked;  but  othei-s  said.  We  wi)l  hear  thee  con- 

33  cerning  this  yet  affain.    Thus  Paul  went  out  from  among 

34  them.  But  certain  men  clave  unto  him,  and  believed: 
among  whom  also  was  Dionysius  the  Areopagite,  and  a 
woman  named  Damans,  and  others  with  them. 


1 8  After  these  thin^  he  departed  from  Athens,  and  came 
2  to  Corinth.  And  Tie  found  a  certain  Jew  named  Aquila, 
a  man  of  Pontns  by  race,  lately  come  from  Italy,  with 
his  wife  Priscilla,  because  Claudius  had  commanded  all 
the  Jews  to  depart  from  Rome:  and  he  came  unto  them. 
8  and  because  he  was  of  the  same  trade,  he  abode  with 
them,  and  they  wrought;  for  by  their  trade  they  were 

4  tentmakers.  And  he  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  every 
sabbath,  and  persuaded  Jews  and  Greeks. 

5  But  when  Bilas  and  Timothy  came  down  from  Mace- 
donia, Paul  was  constrained  by  the  word,  testifying  to 

6  the  Jews  that  Jesus  was  the  tSirist.  And  when  they 
opposed  themselves,  and  blasphemed,  he  shook  out  hfe 
raiment,  and  said  unto  them,  Your  blood  he  upon  your 
own  heads;  I  am  clean:  from  henceforth  I  will  go  unto 

7  the  Gentiles.  And  he  departed  thence,  and  went  into 
the  house  of  a  certain  man  named  Titus  Justus,  one  that 
worshipped  God,  whose  house  joined  hard  to  the  syna* 

8  gogue.  And  Crispus,  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  be- 
lieved 3n  the  Lord  with  all  his  house;  and  many  of  the 

9  Corinthians  hearing  believed,  and  were  bapl,ized.  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  Paul  in  the  night  by  a  vision.  Be  not 

10  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace:  for  I  am  with 
thee,  and  no  man  shall  set  on  thee  to  harm  thee :  for  I 

11  have  much  people  in  this  city.  And  he  dwelt  there  a 
j  year  and  six  months,  teaching  the  word  of  God  among 
'          them. 

12  But  when  Galllo  was  proconsul  of  Achftia,  the  Jews 
with  one  accord  rose  up  against  Paul,  and  brought  him 
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32  IT  And  when  they  heard  of  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  some  mocked:  and  others  said,  We  will  hemr  thee 
again  of  this  fnatter, 

38  So  Paul  departed  from  among  them. 

34  Howheit  certain  men  clave  unto  hhn,  and  believed: 
among  the  which  woa  Dionysius,  the  Areopagite,  and  a 
woman  named  Damaris,  and  others  with  them. 

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

3  Pavl  laboureth  with  his  hands^  and  vreacheth  at  Corinth  to  the 
GentHea.  9  The  Lord  enccmrageth  nim  in  a  vision.  12  He  is 
accused  before  GcMio  <fte  deputy,  Imt  is  diamUssed,  18  Afteruxurds 
paasmafrom  city  to  cOm  he  strenattietieth  the  disciples.  24  Apol- 
los,  being  more  per/ectly  instructed  by  Aquila  and  iVifctUo,  28 
preadieth  Chrm  with  great  efficacy. 

AFTER  these  things  Paul  departed  from  Athens,  ^od 
came  to  Corinth; 

2  And  found  a  certain  Jew  named  AquHa,  bom  in  Pon- 
tus,  lately  come  from  Italy,  with  his  wife  Priscilla;  (because 
that  Claudius  had  commanded  all  Jews  to  depart  from 
Rome:)  and  came  unto  them. 

3  And  because  he  was  of  the  same  craft,  he  abode  with 
them,  and  wrought:  for  by  their  occupation  they  wete 
tentmakers. 

4  And  he  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  every  sabbath,  and 
persuaded  the  Jews  and  the  (JreeSs. 

5  And  when  Silas  and  Timotheus  were  come  from  Mace- 
donia, Paul  was  pressed  In  the  spirit,  and  testified  to  the 
Jews  thai  Jesus  was  Christ. 

6  And  when  they  opposed  themselves,  and  blasphemed, 
he  shook  his  raiment,  and  said  unto  them.  Your  l)lood  &e 
upon  your  own  heads;  I  am  clean:  from  henceforth  I  will 
go  unto  the  (Jen tiles. 

7  IT  And  he  departed  thence,  and  entered  into  a  certain 
marCa  house,  named  Justus,  one  that  worshipped  God, 
whose  house  joined  hard  to  the  synagogue. 

8  And  Crispus,  the  chief  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  believed 
on  the  Lord  with  all  his  house;  and  many  of  the  Corin- 
thians hearinff  believed,  and  were  baptized. 

9  Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in  the  night  by  a  vision. 
Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace: 

10  For  I  am  with  thee,  and  no  man  shall  set  on  thee  to 
hurt  thee :  for  I  have  much  people  in  this  city. 

11  And  he  continued  tJiere  a  year  and  six  months,  teach- 
ing the  word  of  God  among  them. 

12  ^  And  when  Gallic  was  the  deputy  of  Achaia,  the 
Jews  made  insurrection  with  one  accord  against  Paul,  and 
brought  him  to  the  judgment  seat, 
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13  before  the  judgement-seat,  saying,  This  mtin  persuadeth 

14  men  to  worship  Gcd  contrary  to  the  law.  But  when 
Paul  was  about  to  open  his  mouth,  Gullio  said  unto  ihc 
Jews,  If  indeed  it  were  a  matter  of  wrong  or  of  wicked 
villany,  O  ye  Jews,  reason  would  that  I  should  bear 

15  with  you:  but  if  they  are  questions  about  words  and 
names  and  your  own  law,  look  to  it  yourselves;  I  am 

16  not  minded  to  be  a  judge  of  these  matters.     And  he 

17  drave  them  from  the  judgement-seat.  And  they  all  Inid 
hold  on  Sosthenes,  the  ruler  of  the  synagogne,  and  beat 
him  before  the  judgement-seat.    And  Gaflio  cared  for 

.  none  of  these  thii^. 

18  And  Paul,  having  tarried  after  this  yet  many  dnys, 
took  his  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sa'led  thence  for 
Syria,  and  with  him  Priscilla  and  Aquila;  having  shorn 

19  his  head  in  Ccnchrrtt"  for  bo  had  a  vo\\\  And  they 
came  to  Ephesus,  Sihd  he  left  thum  thore:  but  he  himself 
entered  into  the  synj^i^nirut^,  und  re;ison<:Ll  wiih  the  Jews, 

20  And  when  they  asknl  him  to  abide  a  longer  time,  hs 

21  consented  not;  but  tnkiBi^liii?  lea\r  of  them,  and  saying. 
I  will  return  again  unio  you^  if  God  will,  he  set  s:ii1 

'22  from  Ephesus.  Ami  wlion  he  hud  hmded  at  Gmaarea, 
he  went  up  and  saluted  Mvj  church,  and  wont  down  tft 

23  Antioch.  And  ha^irl!r  spent  some  time  t/^urra^  he  de- 
parted, and  went  thnXtirh  the  region  of  Galatia  and 
Phrygia  in  order,  stablisiiin^  all  tht;  dlycipka. 

24  Now  a  certain  Jew  natind  Apollo^  an  Alexandrian 
by  race,  a  learned  nitui,  eiinie  to  Ephesus;  and  he  was 

25  mighty  in  the  scriptures,  Thn  mtin  had  heen Instructed 
in  the  way  of  tlie  Lord  ■  mid  tieiug  revrent  m  epijtt,  he 
spake  and:  taught  carrfuMy  the  things  coticcming  Jesus, 

26  knowing  only  the  biiptisin  of  JoIid:  and  be  begun  to 
speak  boldly  i n  the  i^ v i ^ ; tgo^^uo .  Ti ut  w h e n  Pr iscill a  a nd 
Aquila  heard  him,  ttcy  took  him  unto  them,  and  ex- 
pounded unto  him  the  way  of  God  more  carefully. 

27  And  when  he  was  minded  to  pass  over  into  Achaia, 
the  brethren  encouraged  him,  and  wrote  to  the  disciples 
to  receive  him:  and  when  he  was  come,  he  helped  them 

28  much  which  had  believed  through  grace:  for  he  power- 
fully confuted  the  Jews,  and  that  publicly,  shewmg  by 
the  scriptures  that  Jesus  was  the  Cnrist 
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13  Saying,  This  feUow  persuadeth  men  to  worship  G<xl 
contrary  to  the  law. 

14  And  when  Paul  was  now  about  to  open  his  mouth, 
Gallio  said  unto  the  Jews,  If  it  were  a  matter  of  wrong  or 
wicked  lewdness,  O  ye  Jews,  reason  would  that  I  should 
bear  with  you: 

15  But  if  it  be  a  question  of  words  and  names,  and  of 
your  law,  look  ye  to  it;  for  I  will  be  no  judge  of  such 
ynatters. 

16  And  he  drave  them  from  the  judgment  seat. 

17  Then  all  the  Greeks  took  Sosthenes.  the  cUief  ruler  of 
the  synagogue,  and  beat  him  before  the  judgment  seat. 
And  Gallio  cared  for  none  of  those  things. 

18  T  And  Paul  c^r  this  tarried  there  yet  a  good  while, 
and  then  took  his  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sailed  thence  » 
into  Syria,  and  with  him  Priscilla  and  Aquila;  having 
shorn  his  head  in  Geochrea:  for  he  had  a  vow. 

19  And  he  came  to  Ephesus,  and  left  them  there:  buthe 
himself  entered  into  the  synagogue,  and  reasoned  with  tlie 
Jews. 

20  When  they  desired  him  to  tarry  longer  time  wiUi  them, 
he  consented  not; 

21  But  bade  them  farewell,  saying,  I  musi  by  all  means 
keep  this  feast  that  cometh  in  Jerusalem :  but  I  will  return 
again  unto  you^  if  God  will.    And  he  sailed  from  Ephesus. 

22  And  when  he  had  landed  at  Csesarea,  and  gone  up, 
and  saluted  the  church,  he  went  down  to  Antioch. 

23  And  after  he  had  spent  some  tune  tliere,  he  departed,  - 
and  went  over  cUl  the  country  of  Galatia  and  Phrygia  in 
order,  strengthening  all  the  disciples. 

24  IT  And  a  certain  Jew  named  Apollos,  bom  at  Alexan- 
dria, an  eloquent  nwin,  and  mighty  in  the  scriptures,  came 
to  Ephesus. 

^5  This  man  was  instructed  in  the  way  of  the  Lord;  and 
being  fervent  in  the  spirit,  he  spake  and  taught  diligently 
the  things  oi  the  Lord,  knowing  only  the  baptism  of 
John. 

26  And  he  began  to  speak  boldly' in  the  synagogue :  whom 
when  Aquila  and  Priscilla  had  heard,  they  took  him  unto 
tliemf  and  expounded  unto  him  the  way  of  God  more  per- 
fectly. 

27  And  when  he  was  disposed  to  pass  into  Achaia,  the 
brethren  wrote,  exhorting  the  disciples  to  receive  him: 
who,  when  he  was  come,  helped  them  much  which  had 
believed  thvpugh  grace:  } 

28  Foi^he  mightily  convinced  the  Jews,  and  that  pub-^ 
lickly,  shewing  by  the  scriptures  that  Jesus  was  Christ. 
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19  And  St  came  to  pass,  that,  while  ApoUos  was  at 
Corinth,  Paul  haring  passed  through  tlie  upper  country 

2  came  to  Ephesus.  and  found  .certain  disciples:  and  he 
said  unto  them.  Did  ye  receive  the  Holy  Ghost  when 
ye  believed  ?    And  they  send  unto  him ,  Nay,  we  did  n  ot 

g  so  much  as  hear  whether  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given. 

?  And  he  said,  Into  what  then  were  ye  baptised?  And 
they  said,  Into  John's  baptism.  And  Paul  said,  John, 
baptized  with  the  baptism  of  repentance,  saying  unto 
the  people,   that  they  should  believe  on  him  which 

5  should  come  after  him,  that  is,  on  Jesus.  And  when 
they  heard  this,  they  were  baptized  into  the  name  of 

6  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands 
upon  them,  the  Holy  Ghost  came  on  them ;  and  they 

7  spake  with  tongues,  and  prophesied.  And  they  were 
in  all  about  twelve  men. 

8  And  he  entered  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly 
for  the  space  of  three  months,  reasoning  and  persuading 

9  iM  to  the  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God.  But 
when  Bome  were  hardened  and  disobedient,  speaking- 
evil  of  the  Way  before  the  multitude,  he  departed  from 
them,  and  separated  the  disciples,  reasoning  daily  in  the 

10  school  of  Tyrannus.  And  thw  continued  for  the  space 
of  two  years;  so  that  all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard 

11  the  worn  of  the  Lord,  both  tfews  and  Greeks.    And  God 

13  wrought spedal  miracles  by  the  hands  of  Paul:  insomuch 
that  unto  the  sick  were  carried  away  from  his  body 
handkerchiefs  or  aprons,  and  the  diseases  departed  from 

18  them,  and  the  eril  spirits  went  out  But  certain  also  of 
the  strolling  Jews,  exoi*ciMs,  took  upon  them  to  name 
over  them  which  had  the  evil  spirits  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  saying,  I  'adjure  you  by  Jesus  whom  Paul 

14  preacheth.     And  there  were  seven  sons  of  one  Sceva,  a 
16  Jew,  a  chief  priesjt,  which  did  this.    And  tlie  evil  spirit 

-    answered  and  said  unto  them^  Jesus  I  know,  and  Paul 
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CHAPTER  XIX. 

e  The^  Bolu  Ohogt  is  given  bv  JPaul'i  hands.  9  The  Jews  blaspheme 
his  Soctrine^  which  is  confirmed  by  miracles.  13  The  Jewish  exor- 
cists 16  are  beaten  by  the  devil.  19  Conjuring  books  are  burnt.  24 
Demetrius,  for  love  of  gain,  raiseth  an  uproar  against  Pa%U,  86 
whieh  is  appeased  by  the  ttmrnclerk. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  timt,  wiiilc  ApoUos  was  ot  Co- 
rinth, Paul  having  passed  througli  the  upper  coasts 
came  to  Ephesus:  and  finding  certain  disciples, 

2  He  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Ghost 
since  ye  believed?  And  they  said  unto  him.  We  have  not 
so  much  as  heard  whetlier  there  be  any  Holy  Ghost 

3  And  he  said  unto  them.  Unto  what  then  were  ye  bap- 
tized?   And  tliey  said,  Unto  John's  baptism. 

'  4  Then  said  Paul,  John  verily  baptized  with  the  baptism 
of  repentance,  saying  unto  the  people,  that  they  ^ould 
believe  on  him  whidi  t^iould  come  after  him,  that  is,  on 
Christ  Jesus. 

5  When  they  heard  £Aw,  they  were  baptized  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

6  And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  the 
Holy  Ghost  came  on  them;  and  they  spake  with  tongues, 
and  prophesied. 

7  And  all  the  men  were  about  twelve. 

8  And  he  went  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly  for 
the  space  of  three  months,  disputing  and  persuading  the 
things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  Goo. 

9  But  when  divers  were  hardened,  and  believed  not,  but 
spake  evil  of  that  way  before  the  multitude,  he  departed 
from  them,  and  separated  the  disciples,  disputing  daily  in 
the  school  of  one  Tyrannus. 

10  And  this  continued  by  the  space  of  two  years;  so  that 
all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  both  Jews  and  Greeks. 

11  And  God  wrought  special  miradee  by  tbe  hands  of 
Paul: 

12  So  that  from  his  body  were  brought  unto  the  sick 
handkerchiefs  or  aprons,  and  the  diseases  departed  from 
thena,  and  the  evil  spirits  went  out  of  them. 

13  ^  Then  certain  of  the  vagabond  Jews,  exorcists,  took 
upon  them  to  call  over  them  which  had  ^rvil  spirits  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus,  saying.  We  adjure  you  by  Jesus  whom 
Paul  preacheth. 

14  And  there  were  seven  sons  of  ^ne  Sceva,  a  Jew,  and 
chief  of  the  priests,  which  did  so. 

15  And  the  evil  spirit  answered  and  said,  Jesus  I  know, 
and  Paul  I  know;  but  who  are  ye? 
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16  I  know;  but  who  are  ye?  And  the  man  in  whom  the 
evil  spirit  was  leaped  on  them,  and  mastered  both  of 
them,  and  prevailed  against  them,  so  that  they  fled  out 

17  of  that  house  naked  and  wounded.  And  this  became 
known  to  all,  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  that  dwelt  at 
Ephesns;  and  fear  fell  upon  them  all,  and  the  name  of 

18  the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified.  Many  also  of  them  that 
had  believed  came,  confessing,  and  declaring  their  deeds. 

19  And  not  a  few  of  them  that  practised  curious  arts 
brought  their  books  together,  and  burned  them  in  the 
sight  of  all:  and  they  counted  the  price  of  them,  and 

20  found  it  fifty  thousand  pieces  of  silver.  So  mightily 
grew  the  word  of  the  Lord  and  prevailed. 

31  Now  after  these  thiuffs  were  ended,  Paul  purposed  in 
the  spirit,  when  he  had  passed  through  Macedonia  and 
Achaia,  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  After  I  have  been 

23  there,  I  must  also  see  Rome.  And  having  sent  into 
Mace  cf onia  two  of  them  \\iBlt  ministered  unto  him, 
Timothy  and  Erastus,  he  himself  stayed  in  Asia  for  a 
while. 

28      And  about  that  time  there  arose  no  small  stir  con- 

24  cerning  the  Way.  For  a  certain  man  named  Demetrius, 
a  silversmith,  which  made    silver   shrines  of  Diana, 

25  brought  no  little  business  unto  the  craftsmen;  whom 
he  gSihered  together,  with  the  workmen  of  like  occupa- 
tion, and  said,  Birs,  ye  know  that  by  this  business  we 

26  have  our  wealth.  And  ye  see  and  hear,  that  not  alone 
at  Ephesus,  but  almost  throughout  all  Asia,  this  Paul 
hath  persuaded  and  turned  away  much  people,  saying 

27  that  they  be  no  gods,  which  are  made  with  hands:  and 
not  only  is  there  danger  that  this  our  trade  come  into 
disrepute;  but  also  that  the  temple  of  the  great  goddess 
Diana  be  made  of  no  account,  and  that  she  should  even 
be  deposed  from  her  magnificence,  whom  all  Asia  and 

28  the  world  worshippeth.  And  when  they  heard  this, 
they  were  filled  with  wrath,    and  cried  out,  saying, 

29  Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephesians.  And  the  city  was 
filled  with  the  confusion:  and  they  rushed  with  one 
accord  into  the  theatre,  having  seized  Gains  and  Aris- 
tarchus,    men  of  Macedonia,    Paul's    companions    in 

80  travel.     And  when  Paul  was  minded  to  enter  in  unto 

81  the  people,  the  disciples  suffered  him  not.  And  certain 
also  of  the  chief  officers  of  Asia,  being  his  friends,  sent 
unto  him,  and  besought  him  not  to  adventure  himself 
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16  And  the  man  in  whom  the  evil  spirit  was  leaped  on 
them,  and  overcame  them,  and  prevailed  against  them,  so 
that  they  fled  out  of  that  liouse  naked  and  wounded. 

17  And  this  was  known  to  all  the  Jews  and  Greeks  also 
dwelling  at  Ephesus;  and  fear  fell  on  them  all,  and  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified. 

18  And  many  that  helieved  came,  and  confessed,  and 
shew^  their  deeds. 

19  Many  of  them  also  which  nsed  curious  arts  brought 
their  books  together,  and  burned  them  before  all  men:  and  , 
they  counted  the  price  of  them,  and  found  U  fifty  thousand 
pieces  of  silver. 

30  So  mightily  grew  the  word  of  God  and  prevailed. 

21  If  After  these  things  were  ended,  Paul  purposed  in 
the  spirit,  when  he  had  passed  through  Macedonia  and 
Achaia,  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  After  I  have  been  there, 
I  must  ako  see  Rome. 

22  So  he  sent  into  Macedonia  two  of  thepi  that  ministered 
unto  him,  Tlmotheus  and  Erastus;  but  he  himself  stayed 
in  Asia  for  a  season. 

23  And  the  same  time  there  arose  no  small  stir  about  that 
way. 

24  For  a  certain  man  named  Demetrius,  a  silversmith, 
which  made  silver  shrines  for  Diana,  brought  no  small  gain 
unlo  the  draftsmen ; 

25  Whom  he  called  together  with  ihe  workmen  of  like 
occupation,  and  said.  Sirs,  ye  know  that  by  this  craft  we 
have  our  wealth. 

26  Moreover  ye  see  and  hear,  that  not  alone  at  Ephesus, 
but  almost  throughout  all  Asia,  this  Paul  hath  persuaded 
and  turned  away  much  people,  saying  that  they  be  no  gods, 
which  are  made  with  hands: 

27  So  that  not  only  this  our  craft  is  in  danger  to  be  set 
at  nought;  but  also  that  the  temple  of  the  great  goddess 
Dinna  should  be  despised,  and  her  magnificence  should  be 
destroved,  whom  all  Asia  and  the  world  worshippeth. 

28  And  when  they  heard  tJcese  mi/lngs,  they  were  full  of 
wi-ath,  and  cried  out,  saying.  Great  u  Diana  of  the  Ephesians. 

29  And  the  whole  city  was  filled  with  confusion :  and 
having  caught  G<aius  and'  Aristarchus,  men  of  Macedonia, 
Paul's  companions  in  travel,  they  rushed  with  one  accord 
into  the  theatre. 

30  And  when  Paul  would  have  entered  in  unto  the  people, 
the  disciples  suffered  him  not. 

31  And  certain  of  the  chief  of  Asia,  which  were  his 
friends,  sent  unto  him,  desiring  him  that  he  would  not  ad- 
venture hhnself  into  the  theatre. 
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82  into  the  theatre.  Some  therefore  cried  one  thing,  and 
some  another:  for  the  assembly  was  in  confusion;  and 
the  more  part  knew  not  wherefore    they  were  come 

83  together.  And  they  brought  Alexander  out  of  the 
multitude,  the  Jews  putting  him  forward.  And  Alex- 
ander beckoned  with  the  hand,  and  would  have  made  a 

84  defence  unto  the  people.  But  when  they  perceived 
that  he  was  a  Jew,  all  with  one  voice  about  the  space  of 
two  hours  cried  out,  Great  w  Diana  of  the  Ephesians. 

o5  And  when  the  townclerk  had  quieted  the  multitude, 
he  saith.  Ye  men  of  Ephesus,  wliat  man  is  there  who 
knoweth  not  how  that  the  city  of  the  Ephesians  is 
temple-keeper  of  the    great   Diana,  and  of  the  image 

36  which  fell  down  from  Jupiter?  Seeing  then  that  these 
.things  cannot  be  gainsaid,  ye  ought  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do 

87  nothing  rash.  For  ye  have  brought  hither  these  men, 
which  are  neither  robbers  of  temples  nor  blasphemers 

88  of  our  goddess.  If  therefore  Demetrius,  and  the 
craftsmen  that  are  with  him,  have  a  matter  against  any 
man,  the  courts  are  open,  and  there  are  proconsuls:  let 

89  them  accuse  one  another.  But  if  ye  seek  any  thing 
about  other  matters,  it  shall  be  fettled  in  the  regular 

40  assembly.  For  indeed  we  are  in  danger  to  be  accused 
concernmg  this  day's  riot,  there  being  no  cause /<??*t7: 
and  as  touching  it  we  shall  not  be  able  to  give  account 

41  of  this  concourse.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he 
dismissed  the  assembly. 


20      And  after  the  uproar  was  ceased,  Paul  having  sent 
for  the  disciples  and  exhorted  them,  took  leave  of  them, 

3  and  departed  for  to  go  into  Macedonia.  And  when  ho 
had  gone  through  those  parts,  and  had  given  them  much 

8  exhortation,  he  came  into  Greece.  And  when  he  had 
spent  three  months  tliere,  and  a  plot  was  laid  against 
him  by  the  Jews,  as  he  was  about  to  set  sail  for  Syria, 

4  he  determined  to  return  through  Macedonia.  And  there 
accompanied  him  as  far  as  Asia  Sopater  of  Beroea,  the 
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82  Some  therefore  cried  one  thing,  and  some  anotlier:  for 
the  assembly  was  confused;  and  the  more  part  knew  not 
wherefore  they  were  come  together. 

88  And  they  drew  Alexander  out  of.  the  multitude,  the 
Jews  putting  him  forward.  And  Alexander  beckoned 
with  the  hand,  and  would  have  made  his  defence  unto  the 
people. 

34  But  when  th^  knew  that  he  was  a  Jew,  all  with  one 
voice  about  the  space  of  two  hours  cried  out,  Great  is 
Diana  of  the  Ephesians. 

85  And  when  the  townclerk  had  appeased  the  people,  he 
said,  Te  men  of  Ephesus,  what  man  is  there  that  knoweth 
not  how  that  the  cit^  of  the  Ephesians  is  a  worshipper  of 
the  great  goddess  Diana,  and  of  the  image  which  fell  down 
from  Jupiter? 

86  Seeing  then  that  these  things  cannot  be  spoken 
against,  ye  ought  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  nothing  rashly. 

87  For  ye  have  brought  hither  these  men,  whidi  are 
neither  robbers  of  churches,  nor  yet  blasphemers  of  your 
goddess. 

88  Wherefore  if  Demetrius,  and  the  craftsmen  which 
arc  with  him,  have  a  matter  against  an^  man,  the  law 
is  open,  and  there  are  deputies:  let  them  implead  one  an- 
other. 

89  But  if  ye  enquire  any  thing  concerning  other  matters, 
it  shall  be  determined  in  a  lawful  assembly. 

40  For  wc  nre  in  danger  to  be  called  in  question  for  this 
day's  uproar,  there  being  no  cause  whereby  we  may  give  an 
account  of  this  concourse. 

41  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  dismissed  the  as- 
sembly. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Paid  goefh  to  Macedonia.  7  He  celebrateth  ^e  Lord^i  mmer, 
and  preaeKeth.  9  Sutyd^tts  hctving  ftUlen  down  dead,  W  U 
raised  to  life.  17  At  Mtletum  he  calJeth  the  elders  together,  teU- 
€lh  them  %ohat  ahaU  beifdU  to  himaeif.  28  committeth  God'afock  to 
them,  88  toameth  them  of  false  teachers,  811  commendeth  them  to 
Qod,  iHprayeth  with  them,  and  goeth  hia  way, 

AND  after  the  uproar  was  ceased,  Paul  called  unto  Jam 
the  disciples,  and  embraced  them,  and  departed  for  to 
go  into  Macedonia. 

3  And  when  he  had  gone  over  those  parts,  and  had  given 
them  much  exhortation,  he  came  into  Greece, 

8  And  there  abode  three  months.  And  when  the  Jews 
laid  wait  for  him,  as  he  was  about  to  sail  into  Syria,  he  pur- 
posed to  return  through  Macedonia. 

4  And  there  accompanied  him  into  Asia  Sopater  of  Bcrea;/ 
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son  of  Pyrrhus;  and  of  the  Thessalonians,  Aristarclius 
and  Secundus;  and  Gains  of  Derbe,  and  Timothy;  and 

5  3f  Asia,  Tychicus  and  Trophimus.     But  these  had  gone 

6  before,  and  were  waiting  for  us  at  Troas.  And  we 
sailed  away  from  Philippi  after  the  days  of  unleavened 
bread,  and  came  unto  them  to  Troas  in  five  days;  where 
we  tarried  seven  days. 

7  And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  we  were 
gathered  together  to  break  bread,  Paul  discoursed  with 
them,   intending  to  depart  on  the  morrow;  and  pro- 

8  longed  his  speech  until  midnight.  And  there  were 
many  lights  in  the  upper  chamber,  where  we  were  gath- 

O.ered  together.  And  there  sat  in  the  window  a  certaiu 
young  man  named  Eutychos,  borne  down  with  deep 
sleep;  and  as  Paul  discoursed  yet  longer,  being  borne 
down  by  his  sleep  he  fell  down  from  the  third  story, 

10  and  was  taken  up  dead.  And  Paul  went  down,  and  fell 
on  him,  and  embracing  him  said,  Make  ye  no  ado;  for 

11  his  life  is  in  him.  Atkd  when  ho  was  gone  up,  and  had 
broken  the  bread,  and  eaten,  and  had  talked  with  them 
a  long  while,  even  till  break  of  day,  so  he  departed. 

12  And  they  brought  the  lad  alive  and  were  not  a  little 
comforted. 

13  But  we,  going  before  to  the  ship,  set  sail  for  Assos, 
there  intending  to  take  in  Paul:  for  so  had  he  appointed, 

14  intending  himself  to  go  by  land.     And  when  he  met  us 

15  at  A-Ssos,  we  took  him  in,  and  came  to  Mitylene.  And 
sailing  from  thence,  we  came  the  following  dig^  over 
agamst  Chios:  and  the  next  day  we  touched  at  Samos; 

16  and  the  day  after  we  came  to  Miletus.  For  Paul  had  de- 
termined to  sail  past  Ephesus,  that  he  might  not  have 
to  spend- time  in  Asia;  for  he  was  hastening,  if  it  were 
possible  for  him,  to  be  at  Jerusalem  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost. 

17  And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  to 

18  him  the  elders  of  the  church.  And  when  they  were 
come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them. 

Ye  yourselves  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  set  foot 
in  Asia,  after  what  manner  I  was  with  you  all  the  time, 

19  serving  the  Lord  with  all  lowliness  of  mind,  and  with 
tears,  and  witli  trials  which  befell  me  by  the  ploU  of 

20  the  Jews:  how  that  I  shrank  not  from  declaring  unto 
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and  of  the  Thessalonians,  Aristarchus  and  Secundus ;  and 
Gaius  of  Derbe,  and  Timotheus;  and  of  Asia,  Tycbicus 
and  Tropbimus. 

5  These  going  before  tarried  for  iis  at  Troas 

6  And  we  sailed  away  from  Pbilippi  after  the  days  of 
unleavened  bread,  and  came  nnto  them  to  Troas  in  five 
days;  where  we  abode  seven  days. 

7  And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  disciples 
came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them, 
ready  to  depart  on  the  morrow;  and  continued  his  speecli 
until  midnight. 

8  And  there  were  many  lights  in  the  upper  chamber, 
where  they  were  gathered  together. 

9  And  there  sat  in  a  window  a  certain  young  man  named 
Eatychus,  being  fallen  into  a  deep  sleep:  and  as  Pa\il  was 
long  preaching,  he  sunk  down  with  sleep,  and  fell  down 
from  the  third  loft,  and  was  taken  up  dead. 

10  And  Paul  went  down,  and  fell  on  him,  and  embrac- 
ing Mm  said,  Trouble  not  yourselves;  for  his  life  is  in 
him. 

It  When  he  therefore  was  come  up  again,  and  had 
broken  bread,  and  eaten,  and  talked  a  long  while,  even  till 
break  of  dav,  so  he  departed. 

12  And  they  brought  tlie  young  man  alive,  and  were  not 
a  little  comforted. 

13  %  And  we  went  before  to  ship,  and  sailed  unto 
Assos,  there  intending  to  take  in  Paul:  for  so  had  he  ap-' 
pointed,  minding  himself  to  go  afoot. 

14  And  when  he  met  with  us  at  Assos,  we  took  him  in, 
and  came  to  Mltylene. 

15  And  we  sailed  thence,  and  came  the  next  day  over 
against  Chios;  and  the  next  day  we  arrived  at  Samos,  and 
tarried  at  Trogylllum ;  and  the  next  da/y  we  came  to  Mile- 
tus. 

16  For  Paul  had  determined  to  sail  by  Ephesus,  because 
lie  would  not  spend  the  time  in  Asia :  for  he  hasted,  if  it 
were  possible  for  him,  to  be  at  Jerusalem  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost. 

17  IT  And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called 
the  elders. of  the  church. 

18  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them, 
Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after 
what  manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons, 

19  Serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of  mind,  and  with 
many  tears,  and  temptations,  which  befell  me  by  the  lying 
in  wait  of  the  Jews: 

20  And  how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  was  profitable  unto 
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ycm  anytlung  tbat  was  profitable,  and  teaching  you 
21  publicly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testifyiag  both  to 

Jews  aad  to  Greeks  repentance  toward  God,  ^d  faith 
23  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ    And  now,  behold,  I  eo 

bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  p^t  Jknowing  the 

23  things  that  shall  befall  me  there:  save 'that  the  Holy 
Ghost  Jtestifieth  unto  me  in  eirery-citju^  saying  that  bonds 

24  and  afflictions  abide  me.  But  \ho\a  not  my  life  of  any 
account,  as  dear  unto  Jioysellr  ^  ^^^  ^  i^^y  accomplish 
my  course,  and  the  mimstry  which  I  received  from  the 
Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

25  And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among  whom  I 
went  about  preaching  the  kingdom,  shall  see  my  face 

26  no  more.     Wherefoi*e  I  testily  unto  you  this  day,  that  I 

27  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men.  For  I  shrank  not 
from  declaring  unto  you   the  whole  counsel  of  God. 

28  Take  heed  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock,  in  the 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  bishops,  to  feed 
the  church  of  God,  which  he  purchased  with  his  own 

29  blood.    I  know  that  after  my  departing  grievous  wolves 
80  shall  enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock;  and 

from  among  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speaking 

perverse  things,  to  draw  away  the  disciples  after  them. 

31  Wherefore  watch  ye,  remembering  that  by  the  space  of 

three  years  I  ceased  not  to  admonish  every  one  night 

82  and  day  with  tears.  And  now  I  commend  you  to  God, 
and  to  the  word  of  his  ^race,  which  is  able  to  buUd  you 
up,  and  to  give  you  the  inheritance  among  all  them  that 

83  are  sanctified.    I  coveted  no  man*s  silver,  or  gold,  or 

84  apparel.  Ye  yourselves  know  that  ihese  hands  minis- 
tered unto  my  necessities,  and  to  them  that  were  with 

85  me.  In  all  things  I  gave  you  an  example,  how  that  so 
labouring  ye  ought  to  help  the  weak,  and  to  remember 
the  words  of  the  Lwd  Jesus,  how  he  himself  said.  It  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. 

86  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  kneeled  down, 
37  and  prayed  with  them  all.    And  they  all  wept  sore. 
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you,  but  bave  skewed  you,  and  have  ta^ight  you  puUickly, 
and  from  house  to  house, 

21  Testifying  both  to  ihe  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks, 
repentance  toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

22  And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto 
Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that  shall  befall  me 
there : 

23  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth  in  every  city, 
saying  that  bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me. 

24  But  none  of  these  thin^  move  me,  neither  count  I 
ray  life  deai-  unto  myself,  so  Uiat  I  miffht  finish  my  course 
with  joy,  and  the  ministry,  which  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

25  And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  amonc  whom  I 
have  gone  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shaU  see  my 
face  no  more. 

26  Wherefore  I  take  you  to  record  this  day,  that  I  am 
pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men. 

27  For  I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the 
counsel  of  God. 

28  TT  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the 
flock,  over  the  which  tlie  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  over- 
seers, to  feed  tlie  church  of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased 
with  his  own  blood. 

29  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my  departing  shall  griev- 
ous wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock. 

30  Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speaking 
perverse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them. 

31  Therefore  watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the  space  of 
three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every  one  night  and  day 
with  tears. 

32  And  now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to 
the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and 
to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are 
sanctified. 

33  I  have  coveted  no  man*s  silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel. 

34  Yea,  ye  yourselves  know,  that  these  hands  have  min- 
istered unto  my  necessities,  and  to  them  that  we!*e  with  me. 

35  I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how  that  so  labouring 
ye  ought  to  support  the  weak,  and  to  remember  the  words 
of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said.  It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive. 

36  ^  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  kneeled  down, 
and  prayed  with  them  all. 

37  And  they  all  wept  sore,  and  fell  on  Paul's  neck,  and 
kissed  him, 
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38  and  fell  on  Paul's  neck,  and  kissed  him,  sorrowing  most 
of  all  for  the  word  which  he  had  spoken,  that  tliey 
should  behold  his  face  no  more.  And  they  brought  hina 
on  his  way  unto  the  ship. 


21  And  when  it  came  to  pass  that  we  were  parted  from 
them,  and  had  set  sail,  we  came  with  a  straight  course 
unto  Cos,  and  the  next  day  unto  Rhodes,  and  from 

2  thence  unto  Patara:  and  having  found  a  ship  crossing 
over  unto  Phoenicia,    we   went    aboard,   and  set  sail. 

3  And  when  we  had  come  in  sight  of  Cyprus,  leaving  it 
on  the  left  hand,  we  sailed  unto  Syria,  and  landed  at 
Tyre:  for  there  the  ship  was  to  unlade  her  burden. 

4  And  having  found  the  disciples,  we  tarried  there  seven 
days:  and  these  said  to  Paul  through  the  Spirit,  that  he 

5  should  not  set  foot  in  Jerusalem.  And  when  it  came 
to  pass  that  we  had  accomplished  the  days,  we  departed 
and  went  on  our  journey;  and  they  all,  with  wives  and 
children,  brought  us  on  our  way,  till  we  were  out  of  the 
city:  and  kneeling  down  on  the  beach,  we  prayed,  and 

6  bade  each  other  farewell;  and  we  went  on  board  the 
ship,  but  they  returned  home  again. 

7  And  when  we  had  finished  the  voyage  from  Tyre,  we 
arrived  at  Ptolemais;  and  we  saluted  the  brethren,  and 

8  abode  with  them  one  day.  And  on  the  morrow  we 
departed,  and  came  unto  Csesnrea:  and  entering  into 
the  house  of  Philip  the  evangelist,  who  was  one  of  the 

9  seven,  we  abode  with  him.     Now  this  man  had  four 

10  daughters,  virgins,  which  did  prophesy.  And  as  we 
tarried  there  many  days,  there  came  down  from  Judaea 

11  a  certain  prophet,  named  Agabus.  And  coming  to  us, 
and  taking  Paul's  girdle,  he  bound  his  own  feet  and 
hands,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the  Holy  Ghost,  So  shall 
the  Jews  at  Jerusalem  bind  the  man  that  owncth  this 
girdle,  and  shall  deliver  him  into  the  hands  of  the  Gen- 

12  tiles.  And  when  we  heard  these  things,  both  we  and 
they  of  that  place  besought  him  not  to  go  up  to  Jeru- 

18  salem.  Then  Paul  answered,  Wliat  do  ye,  weeping  and 
breaking  ray  heart?  for  I  am  ready  not  to  be  bound 
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38  Sorrowing  most  of  all  for  the  words  which  he  spoke, 
that  they  should  see  his  face  no  more.  And  they  accon^ 
panied  him  unto  the  ship. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Paul  will  not  by  any  means  he  dissuaded  from  going  to  Jerusalem. 
9  Philip's  daughters  prophetesses.  17  Paul  cometh  to  Jerusalem: 
87  where  he  is  apprehended,  and  in  great  danger^  81  but  by  the 
due/  captain  is  rescued^  and  permitted  to  speak  to  the  people. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  we  were  gotten  from 
them,  and  had  launched,  we  came  with  a  straight 
course  unto  Coos,  and  the  dc^  following  unto  Rhodes,  and 
from  thence  unto  Patara: 

2  And  finding  a  ship  sailing  over  unto  Phenida,  we  went 
aboard^  and  set  forth. 

3  Kow  when  we  had  discovered  Cyprus,  we  left  it  on 
%  the  left  hand,  and  sailed  into  Syria,  and. landed  at  Tyre:  for 

there  the  ship  was  to  unlade  her  burden. 

4  And  findii^  disciples,  we  tarried  thei-e  seven  days:  who 
said  to  Paul  through  the  Spirit,  that  he  should  not  go  up 
to  Jerusalem. 

§  And  when  we  had  accomplished  those  days,  we 
departed  and  went  our  way;  and  they  all  brought  us  on 
our  way,  with  wives  and  children,  till  we  w$re  out  of  the 
ci^:  and  we  kneeled  down  on  the  shore,  und  prayed. 

6  And  when  we  had  taken  our  leave  one  of  another,  we 
took  ship;  and  they  returned  home  again. 

7  And  when  we  had  finished  our  course  from  Tyre,  we 
came  to  Ptolemais,  and  saluted  the  brethren,  and  abode 
with  J;hem  one  day. 

8  And  .the  next  da^  we  that  were  of  Paul's  company 
departed,  and  csune  unto  Csesarea:  and  we  entered  into  the 
liouse  of  Philip  the  evangehst,  which  was  one  of  the  seven ; 
and  abode  witli  him. 

9  And  the  same  man  had  four  daughters,  virgins,  which 
did  prophesy. 

10  And  as  we  tarried  l^iere  many  days,  there  came  down 
from  JuilsBa  a  certain  prophet,  named  Agabus. 

11  And  when  he  was  come  unto  us,  ho  took  Paul's  girdle, 
and  bound  his  own  hands  and  feet,  and  said.  Thus  saith  the 
Holy  Ghost,  So  shall  the  Jews  at  Jerusalem  bind  tlie  man 
that  owaeth  this  girdle,  and  shall  deliver  Mtn  into  the  hands 
of  the  Gentiles. 

13  And  when  we  heard  these  things,  both  we,  and  they  of 
that  place,  besought  him  not  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem. 

13  Then  Paul  answered,  What  mean  ye  to  weep  and  to 
break  mine  heart?  for  1  am  ready  not  to  be  bound  only, 
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only,  but  also  to  die  at  Jerusalem  for  the  name  of  tbe 

14  Lord  Jesus.  And  when  he  would  not  be  persuaded,  we 
ceased,  saying,  The  will  of  the  hoard  be  done. 

15  And  after  these  days  we  took  up  our  baggage,  and 

16  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  And  there  went  with  us  also 
ceHain  of  the  disciples  from  Csesarea,  bringing  wUk  them 
one  Mnason  of  Cyprus,  an  early  disciple,  with  whom 
we  should  lodge. 

17  And  when  we  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  the  bretkren 

18  received  us  gladly.  And  the  day  following  Paul  went 
in  with  us  unto  James;  and  all  the  elders  were  present. 

19  And  when  he  had  saluted  them,  he  rehearsed  one  by 
one  the  things  which  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gen- 

20  tiles  by  his  ministry.     And  they,  when  they  heard  it, 
glorified  God;  and  they  said  unto  him.  Thou  seest;  # 
brother,  how  many  thousamds  there  are  among  the  Jews 
of  them  which  have  believed;  and  they  are  all  zealous 

21  for  the  law:  and  they  have  been  informed  concerning 
thee,  that  thou  tedchest  all  the  Jews  which  are  among 
the  Gentiles  to  foi*sake  Moses,  telling  them  not  to  cir-* 
cumcise  their  children,  neither  to  walk  after  thecustomB. 

22  What  is  it  therefore?  they  will  certainly  hear  th^t  tiiott 

23  art  come.    Do  therefore  tliis  that  we  say  to  thee:  We 

24  have  four  men  which  have  a  vow  on  them;  these  take, 
and  purify  thyself  with  them,  and  be  at  charges  for 
them,  that  they  may  shave  their  heads:  and  all  shall 
know  that  there  is  no  truth  in  tlie  things  whereof  tiuey 
have  been  informed  concerning  thee;  but  that  thou  thy- 

25  self  also  walkest  orderly,  keeping  the  law.  But  a& 
touching  the  G^entiles  which  have  believed,  we  wrot«, 
giving  judgement  that  they  should  keep  themselves  from 
things  sacrificed  to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from 

136  what  is  strangled,  and  from  fornication.     Then  Paul 

took  the  men,  and  the  next  day  purifying  himself  with 

them  went  into  the  temple,  deelaring  the  fulfilment  of 

the  days  of  purification,  until  the  offering  was  offered 

Pfor  every  one  of  t^m. 

27  And  when  the  seven  days  were  almost  completed, 
the  Jews  from  Asia,  when  they  saw  him  in  the  temple, 
stirred  up  all  the  multitude,  and  laid  hands  on  him, 

28  crying  out.  Men  of  Israel,  belp:  This  is  the  man,  that 
teacheth  all  men  everywhet%  against  the  people,  and 
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bof  slao  to  die  at  Jerusalem  for  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesas. 

14  And  vi^n  fie  would  not  be  persuaded,  we  ceased, 
Baying,  The  will  of  the  Lord  be  done. 

16  And  after  those  days  we  took  up  our  carriages,  and 
went  up  to  Jerusalon. 

16  There  went  with  us  also  certain  of  the  disciples  of 
Csesarea,  and  brought  with  lliein  one  Muason  of  Cjrpnis,  an 
old  disciple,  with  whom  we  should  lodge. 

17  And  when  we  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  the  brethren 
reoeirsed  us  gladfy. 

18*  And  the  day  following  Paul  went  in  with  us  unto 
James;  and  all  the  elders  were  present 

19  And  when  4^  had  salutea  Itaem,  he  dedai«d  particu- 
larly what  things  God  had  wroi^ht  among  the  Gentiles  by 
his  ministiy. 

20  And  when  tliey  heard  it,  they  glorified  the  Lord,  and 
said  unto  him,  Thou  seest,  brotlKr,  how  many  tliDUMuidsof 
Jews-  there  are  wfaldi  believe;  and  they  are  all  zeakms  of 
the  law : 

%\  And  they  are  informed  of  thee,  that  thou  teachest  all 
the  Jews  whi<^  are  among  the  Gentiles  to  f  (vsake  Moses, 
8a3ing  that  they  ought  not  to  ckeumcias  their  diiidven,  nei- 
ther to  walk  after  the  customs. 

22  What  is  it  th^efore?  the  multitude  must  needs  come 
together:  for  tliey  will  hear  that  thou  art  come. 

28  Do  therefore  tiiis  that  we  say  to  thee:  We  have  four 
m^i  which  haye  a  vow  on  them; 

24  Them  take,  luad  purify  thyself  with  them,  and  be  at 
charges  with  them,  tlnit  they  may  shave  their  heads:  and 
all  may  know  that  those  things,  whi^ctf  they  were  informed 
concerning  thee,  are  nothing;- but  ihat  tiiou  thyself  also 
walkest  orderly,  and  ke^est  the  facw. 

25  As  touching  the  Gentiles  which  bdieiFe,  we  have 
written  an«{  concluded  that  they  observe  no  such  thing, 
save  only  that  they  keep  themselves  from  things  offered  to 
idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  strangled,  and  from  for- 
nication. 

26  Then  Paul  took  the  men,  and  the  next  day  purifying 
himself  with  them  entered  into  the  temple,  to  signify  the 
accomplishment  of  the  days  of  purification,  until  that  an 
ofl^ering  should  be  offered  for  every  one  of  them. 

9^  And  when  the  seven  days  were  almost  Bided,  the 
Jews  which  were  of  Asia,  when  tliejr  saw  him  in  the  tem- 
pte,  stirred  up  all  the  people,  and  laid  hands  on  him, 

28  Crying  out,  Iteii  of  Isniol.  help:  This  is  the  man.  that 
teacheth  aJl  men  every  whtre  ngainsl  ilie  i)cople,  and  the 
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the  law,  and  this  place:  and  moreover  he   brought 
Greeks  also  into  the  temple,  and  hath  defiled  this  holy 

29  place.  For  they  had  before  seen  with  hitfi  in  the  city 
Trophiraus  the  Ephesian,  whom  they  supposed  thafc 

30  Paul  had  brought  into  the  temple.  And  ajl  the  city 
was  moved,  and  the  people  ran  together:  and  they  laid 
hold  on  Paul,  and  dragged  him  out  of  the  temple:  and 

31  straightway  the  doors  were  shut.  And  as  they  were 
seeking  to  kill  him,  tidings  eame  up  to.  the  chief  cap-' 
tain  of  thie  band,  that  all  Jerusalem  was  in  conf uaon. 

33  And  forthwith  he  took  soldiers  and  centurions,  and  ran 
down  upon  them :  and  they,  when  they  saw  the  diief 

33  captain  and  the  soldiers,  left  off  beating  Paul.  Then 
the  chief  captain  came  near,  and  laid  hold  on  him,  and 
commanded  him  to  be  bound  with  two  chains;  apd 

34  inquired  who  he  was,  and  what  he  had  done.  And 
some  shouted  one  thing,  some  another,  amoi^  the 
crowd:  and  when  he  could  hot  know  the  certainty  for 
the  uproar,  he  commanded  him  to  be  brought  into  the 

35  castle.  And  when  he  came  upon  the  stairs,  so  it  wa8> 
that  he  was  lxa*ne  of  the  soldiers  fo^  the  violence  of  the 

36  crowd;  for  the  multitude  of  the  people  followe<l  after, 
crying  out,  Away  with  him. 

37  And  as  Paul  was  about  to  be  brought  mto  the  castle, 
he  satth  unto  the  chief  captain,  May  I  say  someliung 

38  unto  thee?  And  he  said,  Dost  thou  know  iGkeek?  At% 
thou  not  then  the  Egyptian,  which  before  these  days 
stirred  up  to  sedition  and  led  out  into  the  wilderness 

89  the  four  thOuisand  men  of  the  Assassins?  But  Paul 
said,  I  am  a  Jew,  of  Tarsus  in  Cilicia,  a  citizen  of  ho 
mean  city:  and  I  beseech  thee,  give  me  leave  io  speak 

40  unto  l^e  peojJle.  And  when  he  had"  given  him  leave« 
Paul,  standing  on  the  stairs,  beckoned  with  the  hand 
unto  4he  people;  and  when  there  was  made  a  great 
silence,  he  spake  unto  them  in  the  Hebrew  language; 
saying. 


2S    Brethren  and  fathers,  hear  ye  the  defence  which  1 

now  make  utito  yon. 
2      And  when  they  henrd  that  ho  $pake  unto  them  in  the 
TIo')reu'  1:ingimi?a,  they  were  the  more  quiet:  and  he 
s:'.illi, 
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law,  and  this  place:  and  further  brought  Greeks  also  into 
tlie  temple,  and  hath  polluted  this  holy  place. 

29  (For  they  had  seen  be^re  with  him  in  the  city  Tro- 
■phimus  an  Ephesian,  whom  they  supposed  that  Paul  had 
brought  into  the  temple.) 

80  And  all  the  city  was  .moved,  and  the  people  ran 
together:  and  they  took  Paul,  and  drew  him  out  o£  the 
temple:  and  forthwith  the  doors  were  shut. 

81  And  as  they  went  about  to  kill  hin^  tidings  came  unto 
the  chief  captain  of  the  band,  that  all  Jerusalem  was  in  an 
uproar. 

82  Who  immediately  took  soldiers  and  centurions,  and 
ran  down  unto  tbem:  and  when  they  saw  the  chief  captain 
and  the  soldiers,  they  left  beating  of  Paul. 

88  Then  the  chief  captain  came  near,  and  took  him,  and 
commanded  Am  to  be  bound  with  two  chains;  and  de- 
manded who  he  was,  and  what  he  had  dene. 

84  And  some  cried  xxie  thin?,  some  another,  among  the 
multitude;  and  when  he  could  not  know  tlie  certainty  for 
the  tumult,  he  commanded  him  to  be. carried  into  the 
castle. 

85  And  when  he  came  upon  the  stairs,  so  It  was»  that  he 
wto  borne  of  the  soldiers  for  the  violence  of  the  .people. 

'  86  For  the  multitude  of  the  people  followed  after^  crying, 
Away  with  him. 

87  And  as  Paul  was  to  be  led  into  the  castle,  he  said  unto 
the  chief  captain,  May  I  speak  unto  thee?  Who  said.  Canst 
thou  speak  Greek? 

88  Art  not  thou  that  Egyptian,  whieli  before  these  days 
madest  an  uproar,  and  leddest  out  into  the  wildemeas  four 
thoUsaud  men  ttiat  were  murderers? 

30  But  Paul  said,  I  am  a  man  which  am  a  Jew  of  Tarsus, 
atity  in  Cilida,  a  citizen  of  no  mean  city:  and,  I  beseo^ 
Ihee,  suffer  mc  to  speak  unto  the  people. 

•  40  Ami  when  he  had  given  him  licence,  Paul  stood  on 
the  stairs,  and  beckoned  with  the  hand  unto  the  people. 
And  when  tliere  wa» made  a  gieat  mJeuoe,  he  spake  unto 
Hiem  in-  the  Hebrew  tongue,  saying, 

CHAPTER  XXIL 

1  Paid  declareth  at  large,  how  he  ivas  converted  to  the  faith,  17 
and  called  to  his  apostteship.  22  At  the  very  mentioning  of  the 
Oentiles.  the  people  exclaim  on  him.  24  He  should  have  been 
scourged,  25  butelaiming  ihe4>Hvilege  of  a  Roman,  he  escapeth. 

MEX,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hear  ye  my  defence  which 
I  make  now  imto  you. 
2  (And  when  they  heard  that  he  spake  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue  to  them,  they  kept  the  more  silence:  and  he  saith,) 
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8  I  ton  a  Jew,  bora  ia  Tfirsiis  of  Cilida,  but  brought  up 
in  this  city,  at  the  feet  of  Gamaliel,  instructed  according 
to  the  strict  saanoer  of  tlie  law  of  our  fathers,  being 

4  zealous  for  God,  ev^i  as  ye  all  tare  this  day:  and  I  per- 
secuted this  Way  unto  the  death,  iHodinff  and  delivering 

5  into  prisons  both  men  and  wonaeii*  As  also  the  high 
priest  doth  bear  me  witness,  and  aU  tJhe  estate  of  the 
elders:  from  whom  also  I  received  letters  unto  the 
brethren,  and  journeyed  to  Damascus,  to  bring  them 
also  which  were  there  unto  JerusaliNA  in  bonds,  for  to 

6  be  punished.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  I  made  my 
journey,  and  drew  nigh  unto  DaioMscusi,  aboot  noon, 
suddenly  there  shone  from  heaven  a  great  lieht  round 

7  about  me.  And  I  feU  usto  the  ground,  and  heard  sl 
voice  saying  unto  nae,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persccutest  thou 

8  me?  And  I  answered,  Who  art  thou,  Lord?  And  he 
said  unto  me,  I  am  Jesus  of  Nasareth^  whom  thou  per- 

9  secutest.  And  they  that  were  with  me  beheld  indeed 
the  light,  but  they  heard  not  the  voice  of  him  that  ^Mike 

10  to  me.  And  I  said.  What  shall  I  do,  Lord?  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  me,  Arise,  and  go  into  Damascus; 
and  there  it  shall  be  told  thee  of  all  things  which 

11  are  appointed  for  thee  to  do.  And  when  I  could  not 
see  for  the  glory  of  that  light,  being  led  by  the  hand  of 

12  them  that  were  with  me,  I  came  into  Damascus.  And 
one  Ananias,  a  devout  man  acccwdiBg  to  the  law,  well 

Id  reported  of  by  all  the  Jews  that  dwelt  there,  came  unto 
me,  and  standing  by  me  said  unto  me.  Brother  Saul, 
receive  thy  sight.    And  in  (hat  very  hour  I  looked  up 

14  on  him.  And  he  said.  The  God  of  our  fathers  hath  ap- 
pointed thee  to  know  his  will,  and  to  see  the  Righteous 

16  One,  and  to  hear  a  voice  from  his  mouth.  For  thou 
Shalt  be  a  witness  for  him  unto  all  men  of  what  thou 

16  hast  seen  and  hecurd.  And  now  why  tarriest  thou? 
arise,  and  be  baptized,  and  wash  away  thy  sins,  callin|r 

17  on  his  name.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  I  had 
returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  while  1  prayed  in  the  tem- 

18  pie,  I  fell  into  a  trance,  and  saw  hfm  saying  unto  me. 
Make  haste,  and  get  thee  quickly  out  of  Jerusalem :  be- 
cause they  will  not  receive  of  thee  testimony  concermug 
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8  I  am  verily  a  num  wM^  am  a  Jew,  bom  in  Tanus,  a 
dty  in  Cilicia,  yet  brought  op  in  this  ci^  at  the  feet  of 
Oamaliel,  and  taught  according  to  the  perfect  manner  of  the 
law  c4.  the  fatters,  and  was  zealous  toward  God/ as  ye  all 
are  this  day. 

4  And  I  persecuted  this  wi^y  unto  the  death,  Innding  and 
delivering  into  prisons  both  men  and  women. 

.5  As  also  the  high  priest  doth  bear  me  witness^  and  all 
the  estate  of  the  elders:  from  whom  also  I  ree^ved  letters 
unto  the  bfethren,  and  went  to  Damascus,  to  bring  them 
which  were  there  boi»id  unto  Jerusidem,  for  to  be  pun- 
ished. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  I  made  my  journey,  and 
was  come  nigh  unto  Damascus  about  noon,  suddenly  there 
shone  from  heaven  a  great  light  round  about  me. 

7  And  I  fell  unto  the  ground,  and  heard  a  voice  saying 
unto  me,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me? 

8  And  I  answered,  Who  art  thou.  Lord?  And  he  said 
unto  me,  I  am  Jesus  of  NasareUi,  whom  thou  persecutest 

9^  And  they  that  were  with  me  saw  indeed  the  light,  and 
were  afraid;  but  they  heard  not  the  voice  of  him  that  spake 
to  me. 

10  And  I  said.  What  diall  I  do.  Lord?  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  me.  Arise,  and  go  into  Damascus;  and  there  it 
shall  be  toM  thee  of  all  things  which  are  appointed  fot  thee 
to  do. 

11  And  when  I  could  not  see  tor  the  glory  of  that  light, 
beingled  by  the  hand  al  them  that  were  with  me,  I  came 
into  Damascus. 

12  And  one  Ananias,  a  devout  man  according  to  the 
law,  having  a  good  report  of  all  the  Jews  which  dwelt  <^«r«, 

18  Came  unto  mc.  and  stood,  and  said  unto  me,  Brother 
Saul,  receive  thy  sight.  And  the  same  hour  I  looked  up 
upon  him. 

14  And  he  said,  The  God  of  our  fathers  hath  chosen  tliee, 
that  thou  shouldest  know  his  will,  and  see  that  Just  One, 
and  shouldest  hear  the  voice  of  his  mouth. 

15  For  thou  shalt  be  his  witness  unto  all  men  of  what 
thou  hast  seen  and  heard. 

16  And  now  why  tarriest  thou?  arise,  and  be  baptized, 
and  wash  away  thy  sins,  calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  I  was  come  again  to 
Jemsalem,  even  while  I  prayed  in  the  temple,  I  was  in  a 
trance ; 

18  And  saw  him  saying  unto  me,  Make  haste,  and  get 
thee  quickly  out  of  Jerusalem:  for  they  will  not  receive  Uiy 
testimony  concerning  me. 
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19  me.  And  I  said,  Lord,  they  theias^ves  kaow  that  T 
imprisoned  and  beat  in  every  synagogue  them  that  be- 

20  heved  on  thee:  and  when  the  blood  of  Stephen  thy  wit- 
ness was  shed,  I  also  was  standing  by,  and  coosenting, 

21  and  keeping  the  garments  of  them  that  slew  him.  And 
he  flaid  unto  ine.  Depart:  fori  will  send  thee  forth  far 
hence  unto  the  Gentiles. 

22  '  And  they  gave  him  audience  unto  this  word;  and 
they  lifted  up" their  voice,  and  said,  Away  with  such  a 
fellow  from  the  e^urth:  for'  it  is  not  fit  that  he  should 

23  live.     And  as  they  cried  out,  and  threw  off  their  gar- 

24  nients,  and  cast  dust  into  the  air,  «the  chief  captain  com- 
manded him  to  be  brought  into  the  castle,  bidding  that 
he  should  be  examined  by  scourging,  that  he  might 

25  know  for  what  cause  they  so  shouted  against  him.  iSid 
when  they  had  tied  him  up  with  the  ihongs,  Paul  said 
unto  the  centurion  tliat  stood  by,  Is  it  lawful  for  you  to 
seoui^  a  man  that  is  a  Roman,  and  uncondemned? 

26  And  when  the  centurion  heard  it,  he  went  to  the  chief 
captain,  and  told  him,  s^}'ing.  What  art  thou  about  to 

27  do?  for  this  man  is  a  Roman.  And  the  chief  captain 
came,  and  said  unto  him,  Tell  me,  art  thou  a  Roman  ? 

28  And  he  said.  Yea;;  Afld  the  chief  captain  answered. 
With  a  great  sum  obtained  I  this  citizenships  And  Paul 

29  said.  But  I  am;  a  Bmnwn,  Xiovn.  They  then  which  were 
about  to  examine  him  straightway  departed  from  him: 
and  the  chief  captain^  also  wa^  a&aid,  when  he  knew 
thai;  he  was  a  Roman,  and  because  he  had  bound  him. 

80  But  on  the  morrow,  desiring  to  know  the  certainty, 
wherefore  he  was  accused  of  the  Jews,  he  loosed  him,  and 
commanded  the  chief  priests  and  all  the  council  to  come 
together,  and  brought  Paul  down,  and  set  him  before 
them. 


23    And  Paul,  looking  stedfastly  on  tlie  council,  said. 
Brethren,  I  have  lived  before  God  in  all. good  conscience 
2  until  this  day.     And  the  hi^h  priest  Ananias  com- 
manded them  that  stood  by  him  to  smite  him  on  tlw 
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19  And  I  said,  Lord,  they  know  tliat  I  imprisoned  and 
beat  in  every  synagogue  them  that  believed  on  thee: 

20  And  when  the  blood  of  thy  martyr  Stephen  was  shed, 
I  al^  was  standing  by,  and  consenting  unto  his  death,  and 
kept  the  raiment  of  them  that  slew  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  me,  Depart:  for  I  will  send  thee  far 
hence  unto  the  Gentiles. 

22  And  they  gave  him  audience  unto  this  word,  and  then 
lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Away  with  such  a  fellow 
from  the  earth :  for  it  is  not  fit  that  he  should  live. 

23  And  as  they  cried  out,  and  cast  off  their  clothes,  and 
threw  dust  into  the  air, 

24  Ttie  chief  captain  comnmnded  him  to  be  brought  into 
the  castle,  and  bade  that  he  should  be  examined  by  scourg- 
ing; that  he  might  know  wherefore  they  cried  so  again;^ 
him. 

25  And  as  they  bound  him  with  thongs,  Paul  said  unto 
the  centurion  that  stood  by,  Is  it  lawfulT'or  you  to  scourge 
a  man  that  is  a  Romfcn,  and  uncondemned? 

26  When  the  centuilon  heard  tliat,  he  went  and  told  the 
chief  captain,  saying,  Take  heed  what  thou  doest:  for  this 
man  is  a  Roman. 

27  Then  the  chief  captain  came,  and  said  unto  lilm,  Tell 
me,  art  thou  a  Roman?    He  said,  Yea. 

28  And  the  chief  captain  answered,  With  a  great  s!im 
obtained  I  this  freedom.  And  Paul  said.  But  I  was  free 
bom.  • 

29  Then  straightway  they  departed  from  hin\  which 
should  have  examined  him:  and  the  chief  captain  also  was 
afraid,  after  he  knew  that  he  was  a  Roman,  and  because  he 
had  bound  him. 

30  On  the  morrow,  because  he  would  have  known  the 
certainty  wherefore  he  was  accused  of  the  Jews,  he  loosed 
him  from  A2«  bands,  and  commanded  the  chief  priests  and 
all  their  council  to  appeal*,  and  brought  Paul  down,  and 
set  him  before  them. 

CHAPTER  XXin. 

1  Aa  Pcmd  pleadeih  hisi  qatcxe,  8  Ananias  eommandeth  them  to  smite 
him,  7  IHasension  among  his  accusers.  11  Ood  encourageth  him. 
14  The  Jews*  laying  wait  for  Paul  30  is  declared  unto  the  chief 
captain.    27  He  sendeth  him  to  Felix  the  governor. 

AND  Paul,  earnestly  beholding  the  council,  said,  Men 
and  brethren,  I  have  lived  in  all  good  conscience 
before  God  until  this  day. 

2  And  the  high  priest  Ananias  commanded  them  that 
stood  by  him  to  smite  him  on  the  mouth. 
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8  mouth.  Then  said  Paul  unto  him,  God  shall  smite  thee, 
thou  whited  wall:  and  sittest  thou  to  judge  me  accord- 
ing to  the  law,  and  commandest  me  to  be  smitten  con- 

4  trary  to  the  law?    And  they  that  stood  hy  said,  Re  vilest 

5  thou  God's  high  priest?  And  Paul  said,  I  wist  not, 
brethren,  that  he  was  high  priest:  for  it  is  written.  Thou 

6  shalt  not  speak  evil  of  a  ruler  of  thy  people.  But  when 
Paul  perceived,  that  the  one  part  were  Sadduoees,  and 
the  other  Pharisees,  he  cried  out  in  the  council,  Bietli- 
ren,  I  am  a  Pharisee,  a  son  of  Pharisees:  touchii^  the 
hope  and  resurrection  of  the  dead  I  am  called  in  ques- 

7  tion.  And  when  he  had  so  said,  there  arose  a  dissen- 
sion between  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees:   and  the 

8  assembly  was  divided.  For  the  Sadducees  say  that  there 
is  no  resurrection,  neither  angel,  nor  spirit:  but  the 

9  Pharisees  confess  both.  And  there  arose  a  great  clamour: 
and  some  of  the  scribes  of  the  Pharisees'  part  stood  up, 
and  strove,  saying.  We  find  no  evil  in  this  man:  and 

10  what  if  a  spirit  hath  spoken  to  him,  or  an  angel?  And 
when  there  arose  a  great  dissen^on,  the  chief  captain, 
fearing  lest  Paul  should  be  torn  in  pieces  by  them,  com- 
mand^ the  soldiers  to  go  down  ana  take  him  by  force 
from  among  them,  and  brii\g  him  into  the  caslie. 

11  And  the  night  following  the  Lord  stood  by  him,  and 
said,  Be  of  good  cheer:  for  as  thou  iiast  testified  con- 
cernftg  me  at  Jerusalem,  so  must  thou  bear  witness 
also  at  Rome. 

12  And  when  it  was  day,  the  Jews  banded  together,  and 
bound  themselves  underaoui^se,  saying  that  they  would 

13  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had  killed  Paul  And 
they  were  more  than  forty  wbich  made  this  conspiracy. 

14  And  they  came  to  the  chief  priesta  and  the  eldei^,  and 
said,  We  have  bound  ourselves  under  a  great  curse,  to 

15  taste  nothing  until  we  have  killed  Paul.  Now  there- 
fore do  ye  with  the  council  signify  to  the  chief  captain 
that  he  bring  him  down  unto  you,  as  though  ye  would 
judge  of  his  case  more  exactly:  and  we,  or  ever  he 

16  come  near,  are  ready  to  slay  him.  But  Paul's  sister's 
son  heard  of  their  lying  in  wait,  and  he  came  and 

I  17  entered  into  the  castle,  and  told  PauL  And  Paul  call^ 
unto  him  one  of  the  centurions,  and  said,  Bring  this 
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3  Then  said  Paul  unto  him,  God  shall  smito  thee,  Ihou 
whited  wall:  for  sittest  thou  to  Judge  me  after  the  law,  and 
commandest  me  to  be  smitten  contrary^  to  the  law  ? 

4  And  they  that  stood  by  said,  Revilest  thou  God's  higb 
priest? 

5  Then  said  Paul,  I  wist  not,  brethren,  that  he  was  tlie 
high  priest:  for  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  not  speak  evil  of 
the  ruler  of  thy  people. 

G  But  when  Paul  perceived  that  the  one  part  were  Sad- 
ducees,  and  the  other  Pharisees,  he  cried  out  in  the  coun- 
cil. Men  and  brethren,  t  am  a  Pharisee,  the  son  of  a  Phari- 
see: of  the  hope  and  resurrection  of  the  dead  I  am  calkd 
in  question. 

7  And  When  he  had  so  said,  there  arose  a  dissension 
between  the  Pharisees  and  the  Sadducees:  and  Uie  multi^ 
tude  was  divilled. 

8  For  the  Sadducees  say  that  there  is  no  resurrection, 
neither  angel,  nor  spirit:  but  the  Pharisees  confess  both. 

9  And  there  arose  a  great  cry :  and  the  scribea  that  were 
of  the  Pharisees'  part  arose,  and  strove,  saving,  We  find  ne 
evil  in  this  man :  but  if  a  spirit  or  an  angel  hath  spoken  to 
him,  let  us  not  fight  against  God. 

10  And  when  there  arose  a  creat  dissension,  the  chief 
captain,  fearing  lest  Paul  should  have  been  pulled  in  pieces 
of  them,  commanded  the  soldiers  to  go  down,  and  to  take 
him  by  force  from  among  them,  and  to  bring  him  into  the 
castle. 

11  And  the  night  following  the  Lord  stood  by  him,  and 
said.  Be  of  good  cheer,  Paul :  for  as  thou  hast  testified  of 
me  in  Jerusalem,  so  must  thou  bear  witness  also  at  Home. 

12  And  when  ft  was  day,  certain  of  the  Jews  banded 
together,  and  bound  themselves  under  a  curse,  saying  that 
they  would  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had  killed 
Paul. 

18  And  they  were  more  than  forty  which  had  made  this 
conspiracy. 

14  And  they  came  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  and 
said,  We  have  bound  ourselves  under  a  fjreat  curse,  that  we 
will  eat  nothing  until  we  have  slain  Paul. 

15  Now  therefore  ye  with  the  council  signify  to  the 
.chief  captain  that  he  bring  him  down  unto  you  to  morrow, 

as  though  ye  would  enquire  scmelhing  more  perfectly 
concerning  him :  and  we,  or  ever  he  come  near,  are  ready 
to  kill  him. 

16  And  when  Paul's  sister's  son  heard  of  their  lying  in 
wait,  he  went  and  entered  into  the  castle,  and  told  Paul. 

•  17  Then  Paul  called  one  of  the  centurions  unto  him,  and 
1^ 
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young  man  unto  the  chief  captain:  for  he  hath  some- 

18  thing  to  tell  him.  So  he  took  him;  and  brought  him  to 
the  chief  captain,  and  saith,  Paul  the  prisoner  called 
me  unto  him,  and  asked  me  to  bring  this  young  man 

19  unto  thee,  who  hath  something  to  say  to  thee.  And  the 
chief  captain  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  going  aside 
a^ed  him  privately,  What  is  that  thou  hast  to  tell  me? 

80  And  he  said,  The  Jews  have  agreed  to  ask  thee  to  bring 
down  Paul  to-morrow  unto  the  council,  as  though  thou 
wouldest  inquire  somewhat  more  exactly  concerning 

81  him.  Do  not  thou  therefore  yield  unto  them:  for  there 
lie  in  wait  for  him  of  them  more  than  forty  men,  which 
have  bound  themselves  under  a  curse,  neither  to  eat  nor  to 
drink  till  they  have  slain  him:  and  now  ^u-e  they  ready, 

22  looking  for  the  promise  from  thee.  So  the  chief  captain 
let  the  yoiing  man  go,  charging  him,  Tell  no  man  that 

23  thou  hast  signified  these  things  to  me.  And  he  called 
unto  him  two  of  the  centurions,  and  said.  Make  ready 
two  hundred  soldiers  to.  go  as  far  as  Csesareaj  and 
horsemen  threescore  and  ten,  and  spearmen  two  hun- 

24  dred,  at  the  third  hour  of  the  night:  and  he  bade  them 
provide  beasts,  that  they  might  set  Paul  thereon,  and 

25  bring  him  safe  unto  Felix  the  governor.  And  he  wrote 
a  letter  after  this  form: 

26  Claudias  Lysias  unto  the  most  excellent  governor 

27  Felix,  greeting.  This  man  was  seized  by  the  Jews,  and 
was  about  to  be  slain  of  them,  when  I  came  upon  them 
with  the  soldiers,  and  rescued' him,  having  learned  that 

28  he  was  a  Roman.  And  desiring  to  know  the  cause 
wherefore  they  accused  him,  I  brought  him  down  unto 

29  their  council:  whom  I  found  to  be  accused  about 
questions  of  their  law,  but  to  have  nothing  laid  to  his 

30  charge  worthy  of  death  or  of  bonds.  And  when  it  was 
shewn  to  me  that  there  would  be  a  plot  against  the 
man,  I  sent  him  to  thee  forthwith,  charging  his  accusers 
also  to  speak  against  him  before  thee. 

31  So  the  soldiers,   as  it  was  commanded  them,   took 

82  Paul,  and  6rought  him  by  night  to  Antipatris.  But 
on  the  morrow  they  left  the  horsemen  to  go  with  him. 
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said,  Bring  this  young  man  unto  the  chief  captain:  for  he 
hath  a  certain  thing  to  tell  bim. 

18  So  he  took  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  chief  cap- 
tain, and  said,  Paul  the  prisoner  called  me  unto  him,  and 
prayed  me  to  bring  this  young  man  unto  thee,  who  hath 
something  to  say  unto  thee. 

19  Then  the  chief  captain  took  him  by  the  hand,  and 
went  loUh  him  aside  privately,  and  asked  him.  What  is  that 
thou  hast  to  tell  me? 

20  And  he  said.  The  Jews  have  agreed  to  desire  thee  that 
thou  wouldest  bring  down  Paul  to  morrow  into  the  council, 
as  though  they  would  enquire  somewhat  of  him  more  per- 
fectly. 

21  But  do  not  thou  yield  unto  them :  for  there  lie  in  wait 
for  him  of  them  more  than  forty  men,  which  have  bound 
themselves  with  an  oath,  that  they  will  neither  eat  nor 
drink  till  they  have  killed  him:  and  now  are  they  ready, 
looking  for  a  promise  from  thee. 

22  So  the  chief  captain  t?ien  let  the  young  man  depart, 
and  charged  him.  See  thou  tell  no  man  that  thou  hast 
shewed  these  things  to  me. 

23  And  he  called  unto  him  two  centurions,  saying.  Make 
ready  two  hundred  soldi^s  to  go  to  Csesarea,  and  horsemen 
threescore  and  ten,  and  spearmen  two  hundred,  at  the  third 
hour  of  the  night; 

24  And  provide  tliem  beasts,  that  they  may  set  Paul  on, 
and  bring  him  safe  unto  Felix  the  governor. 

25  Anil  he  wrote  a  letter  after  this  manner: 

26  Claudius  Lysias  unto  the  most  excellent  governor 
Felix  sendetJi  greeting. 

27  This  man  was  taken  of  the  Jews,  and  should  have 
been  killed  of  them :  then  came  I  with  an  army,  and  res- 
cued him,  having  understood  that  he  was  a  Homan. 

28  And  when  I  would  have  known  the  cause  where- 
fore they  accused  him,  I  brought  him  forth  into  their 
council: 

29  Whom  I  perceived  to  be  accused  of  questions  of  their 
law,  but  to  have  nothing  laid  to  his  charge  worthy  of  death 
or  of  bonds. 

30  And  when  it  was  told  me  how  that  the  Jews  laid  wait 
for  the  man,  I  sent  straightway  to  thee,  and  gave  com- 
mandment to  his  accusers  also  to  say  before  thee  what  they 
had  against  him.     Farewell. 

31  Then  the  soldiers,  as  jt  was  commanded  them,  took 
Paul,  and  brought  him  by  night  to  Antipatris. 

33  On  the  morrow  they  left  the  horsemen  to  go  with 
him,  and  returned  to  the  castle: 
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88  and  returned  to  the  castle:  and  they,  when  they  came 
to  CfiBsarea,  and  delivered  the  letter  to  tlie  governor, 

34  presented  Panl  also  before  him.  And  when  he  had 
read  it,  he  asked  of  what  province  he  was;  and  when 

35  he  understood  that  he  was  of  Cilicia,  I  will  hear  thy 
cause,  said  he,  when  thine  accusers  also  are  come:  and 
he  commanded  him  to  be  kept  in  Herod's  palace. 


24  And  after  ^^e  days  the  high  priest  Ananias  came 
down  with  certain  elders,  and  with  an  orator,  one  Ter- 
tullus;  and  they  informed  the  governor  against  Paul. 

2  And  when  he  was  called,  TertuUus  began  to  accuse 
him,  sayinff. 

Seeing  that  by  thee  we  enjoy  much  peace,  and  that 

3  by  thy  providence  evils  are  corrected  for  this  nation,  we 
accept  it  in  all  ways  and  in  all  places,  most  excellent 

4  Felix,  with  all  thankfulness.  But,  that  I  be  not  further 
tedious  unto  thee,  1  intreat  thee  to  hear  us  of  thy 

5  clemency  a  few  words.  For  we  have  found  this  man  a 
pestilent  fellow,  and  a  mover  of  insurrections  among 
all  the  Jews  throughout  the  world,  and  a  ringleader  of 

6  the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes:  who  moreover  assayed  to  pro- 

8  fane  the  temple:  on  whom  also  we  laid  hold;  from 
whom  thou  wilt  be  able,  by  examining  him  thyself,  to 
take  knowledge  of  all  these  things,  whereof  we  accuse 

9  him.  And  tlie  Jews  also  joinea  in  the  charge,  aflSrm- 
ing  that  these  things  wer6  so. 

10  And  when  the  governor  had  beckoned  unto  him  to 
speak,  Paul  answered, 

Forasmuch  as  I  know  that  thou  hast  been  of  many 
years  a  judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do  cheerfully  make 

11  my  defence:  seeing  that  thou  canst  take  knowledge, 
that  it  is  not  more  than  twelve  days  since  I  went  up  to 

13  worship  at  Jerusalem:  and  neither  in  the  temple  did 
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33  Who,  when  they  came  to  OseFarea,  and  delivered  tlic 
epistle  to  the  governor,  presented  Pawl  also  before  him. 

34  And  when  the  governor  bad  read  the  letfei-,  he  asked 
of  what  province  he  waa.  And  when  he  understood  that 
he  uas  of  aiicm; 

35  I  will  hear  thee,  said  he,  when  thine  accusers  are  also 
come.  And  he  commanded  him  to  he  kept  in  Herod'a 
judgment  halL 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  Paul  being  accused  by  Terhittua  the  orator,  Viimmjcereth  for  his 
life  and  doctrine.  24  he  jpr^acheih  Christ  to  the  governor  and 
his  wife.  26  The  goiernorhopethfor  a  bribe,  but  in  vain.  27  At 
iast^  going  out  of  ids  office,  heleareih  lavl  in  prison. 


AKD  after  five  days  Ananias  the  high  priest  descended 
with  tiie  elders,  and  mt?i  a  certain  orator  namedTer- 
tuUus,  wlio  informed  the  governor  against  Paul. 

2  And  when  he  was  calked  forth,  Tertullus  began  to  ac- 
cuse Mm,  saying,  Seeing  that  by  tlieewe  enjoy  great  quiet- 
ness, and  that  very  worthy  deeds  are  done  unto  this  nation 
by  thy  providence, 

3  We  accept  it  always,  and  in  all  places,  most  noble  Fe- 
lix, with  all  thankfulness. 

4  Notwithstanding,  that  I  be  not  further  tedious  unto 
thee,  I  pray  thee  that  thou  wouldest  hear  us  of  thy  ckm- 
ency  a  few  words. 

6  For  we  have  found  this  man  a  pestilent  feUow,  and  a 
mover  of  sedition  among  all  the  Jews  throughout  the  world, 
and  a  nngleader  of  the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes: 

6  Who  also  hath  gone  alwut  to  profane  the  temple: 
whom  we  took,  and  would  have  judged  according  to  our 
law. 

7  But  the  chief  captain  Lysias  came  vpon  t/»,  and  with 
great  violence  l(X)k  ?nm  away  out  of  our  hands, 

8  Commanding  his  accusers  to  come  unto  thee :  by  ex- 
amining of  whom  thyself  mayest  take  knowledge  of  all 
these  things,  whereof  we  accuse  him. 

9  And  &.e  Jews  also  assented,  saying  that  these  thingf 
were  so. 

10  Then  Paul,  after  that  the  governor  had  beckoned  untc. 
him  to  speak,  answered.  Forasmuch  as  I  know  that  thou 
hast  been  of  many  years  a  judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do  the 
more  cheerfully  answer  for  myself: 

11  Because  that  thou  mayest  understand,  that  there  are 
yet  but  twelve  days  since  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  for  to 
worship. 

12  And  they  neither  found  me  in  the  temple  disputing 
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they  find  me  disputing  with  any  man  or  stirring  up  a 

13  crowd,  nor  in  the  synagogues,  nor  in  tlie  city.  Neithtir 
can  they  prove  to  thee  the  things  whereof  they  now  ac- 

14  cuse  me.  But  this  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after  the 
Way  which  they  call  a  sect,  so  serve  I  the  God  of  our 
fathers,  believing  all  things  which  are  according  to  the 

15  law,  and  which  are  written  in  the  prophets:  having  hope 
toward  God,  which  these  also  themselves  look  for,  that 
there  shall  be  a  resurrection  both  of  the  just  and  unjust. 

16  Herein  do  I  also  exercise  myself  to  have  a  conscience 

17  void  of  offence  toward  God  and  men  alway.  Now 
after  many  years  I  came  to  bring  alms  to  my  nation,  and 

18  offerings:  amidst  which  they  found  me  purified  in  the 
temple,  with  no  crowd,  nor  yet  with  tumult:  but   there 

19  were  certain  Jews  from  Asia — who  ought  to  have  been 
here  before  thee,  and  to  make  accusation,  if  they  had 

20  aught  against  me.  Or  else  let  these  men  themselves  say 
what  wrong-doinj5  they  found,  when  I  stood  before   the 

21  council,  except  it  be  for  this  one  voice,  that  I  cried 
standing  among  them,  Touching  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead  I  am  called  in  question  before  you  this  day. 

23  But  Felix,  having  more  exact  knowledge  concerninff 
the  Way,  deferretl  them,  saying,  When  Lysias  the  chief 
captain  shall  come  down,  I  will  determine  your  matter. 

23  And  he  gave  order  to  the  centurion  that  he  should  be 
kept  in  charge,  and  should  have  indulgence;  and  not  to 
forbid  any  of  his  friends  to  minister  unto  him. 

24  But  after  certain  days,  Felix  came  with  Drusilla,  his 
wife,  which  was  a  Jewess,  and  sent  for  Paul,  and  heard 

25  him  concerning  the  faith  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  as  he 
reasoned  of  righteousness,  and  temperance,  and  the 
judgement  to  come,  Felix  was  terrified,  and  answered. 
Go  thy  way  for  this  time;  and  when  I  have  a  convc- 

26  nient  season,  I  will  call  thee  unto  me.  He  hoped  withal 
that  money  would  be  given  him  of  Paul:  wherefore 

♦       also  he  sent  for  him  the  oftener,  and  communed  with 

27  him.  But  when  two  years  were  fulfilled,  Felix  was 
succeeded  by  Porcius  Festus;  and  desiring  to  gain 
favour  with  the  Jews,  Felix  left  Paul  in  bonds. 
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with  any  man,  neither  raising  up  the  people,  neither  in  the 
synagogues,  nor  in  the  cit}^: 

13  Neither  can  they  prove  the  things  whereof  they  now 
accuse  me. 

14  But  this  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  aft€r  the  way  whicia 
they  call  heresy,  so  worship  I  the  God  of  my  fathers,  be- 
lieving all  things  which  are  written  in  the  law  and  in  the 
prophets : 

•  15  And  have  hope  toward  Ck>d,  which  they  themselves 
filso  allow,  that  there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
both  of  the  just  and  unjust. 

16  And  herein  do  I  exercise  myself,  to  have  always  a 
conscience  void  of  offence  toward  God,  and  toward  men. 

17  Now  after  many  years  I  came  to  bring  alms  to  my 
nation,  and  offerings. 

18  Whereupon  certain  Jews  from  Asia  found  me  purified 
in  the  temple,  neither  with  multitude,  nor  with  tumult. 

19  Who  ought  to  have  been  here  before  thee,  and  object, 
if  they  had  ought  against  me. 

20  Or  else  let  these  same  h&re  eay,  if  they  have  found  any 
evil  doing  in  me,  while  I  stood  l)efore  the  council, 

21  Except  it  be  for  this  one  voice,  that  I  cried  standing 
among  them,  Touching  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  I  am 
called  in  question  by  you  this  day. 

22  Arid  when  Felix  heard  these  things,  having  more  per- 
fect knowledge  of  that  way,  he  deferred  them,  and  said, 
When  Lysias  the  chief  captain  shall  come  down,  I  will 
know  the  uttermost  of  your  matter. 

23  And  he  commanded  a  centurion  to  keep  Paul,  and  to 
let  him  have  liberty,  and  that  he  should  forbid  none  of  his 
acquaintance  to  mmister  or  come  unto  him. 

24  And  after  certain  days,  when  Felix  came  with  his 
wife  Drusilla,  which  was  a  Jewess,  he  sent  for  Paul,  and 
heard  him  concerning  the  faith  in  Christ. 

•  25  And  as  he  reasoned  of  righteousness,  temperance,  and 
judgment  to  come,  Felix  trembled,  and  answered,  Go  thy 
way  for  this  time;  when  I  have  a  convenient  season,  I  will 
call  for  thee. 

26  He  hoped  also  that  money  should  have  been  given 
him  of  Paul,  that  he  might  loose  him:  wherefore  he  sent 
for  him  the  oftener,  and  communed  with  him. 

27  But  after  two  years  Porcius  Festus  came  into  Felix' 
room:  and  Felix,  willing  to  shew  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  left 
Paul  bound. 
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B5  Festus  therefore,  •  having  come  into  the  province, 
after  three  days  went  up  to  Jerusalem  from  Csesarea. 

2  And  the  chief  priests  and  the  principal  men  of  the 

3  Jews  informed  him  against  Paul;  and  they  besought 
him,  asking  favour  against  him,  that  he  would  send  for 
him  to  Jerusalem;  laying  wait  to  kill  him  on  the  way. 

4  Howbeit  Festus  answered,  that  Paul  was  kept  m 
charge  at  Csesarea,  and  that  he  himself  was  about  to 

5  depart  thither  shortly.  Let  them  therefore,  snith  he, 
which  are  of  power  among  you,  go  down  with  me. 
and  if  there  is  anything  amiss  in  the  nian,  let  them 
accuse  him. 

6  And  when  he  had  tarried  among  them  not  more  than 
eight  or  ten  days,  he  went  down  unto  Csesarea;  and 
on    the    morrow    he    sat   on  the  judgement-seat,  and 

7  commanded  Paul  to  be  brought.  And  when  he  was 
come,  the  Jews  which  had  come  down  from  Jerusalem 
stood  round  about  him,  bringing  against  him  many 
and  grievous  chaiges,  which  they  could  not  prove; 

8  while  Paul  said  in  his  defence,  J^eiiher  against  the 
law  of  the  Jews,  nor  against  the  temple,  nor  against 

9  CsBsar,  have  I  sinned  at  all.  But  Festus,  desiring  to 
gain  favour  with  the  Jews,  answered  Paul,  and  said, 
Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged  of 

10  these  things  before  me?  But  Paul  said,  I  am  stnnding 
before  Caesar's  judgement-seat,  where  I  ought  to  be 
judged  :  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no  wrong,  as  thou 

11  also  very  well  knowest.  If  then  I  am  a  w  rong-doer, 
and  have  committed  any  thing  worthy  of  death,  I 
refuse  not  to  die:  but  if  none  of  those  things  is 
t7*ue  whereof  these   accuse   me,  no  man  can  give  me 

13  up  unto  them.     I  appeal  unto  C'sesar.    Then   Festus, 
when  he    had  conferred  with  the  council,  answered. 
Thou  hast  appealed    unto   Casar:   unto  Cassar   shalt  ,' 
thou  go.  j 

13  Now  when  certain   days  were  passed,  Agrippa  the  * 
king  and    Bernice    arrived   at  Csesarea,   and    saluted 

14  Festus.  And  as  they  tarried  there  many  days,  Festus 
laid  Paul's  case  before  the  king,  saying.  There  is  a  cer- 

15  tain  man  left  a  prisoner  by  Felix:  about  whom,  when  I 
was  at  Jerusalem,  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  of  the 
Jews  informed  me,  asking    for   sentence  against  him. 

16  To  whom  I  answered,  that  it  is  not  the  custom  of  the 
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CHAPTER  XXV. 

2  The  Jew8  accuae  Paid  before  Festus.  8  He  ansujereth  for  himself ^ 
1 1  and  appealeth  unto  CcBsar.  14  Afteitoarda  Festus  openeth  his 
matter  to  king  Agrippa,  23  and  he  is  brought  forth.  25  Festvs 
cleareth  him  to  have  done  nothing  worthy  of  death. 

■"^TOW  when  Festus  was  come  into  the  province,  after 

_LN    three  days  he  ascended  from  Ceeearea  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Then  the  high  priest  and  the  chief  of  the  Jews  in- 

!  formed  him  against  !Paul,  and  besought  him, 

I      3  And  desired  favour  against  him,  that  he  would  send 

for  him  to  Jerusalem,  laying  wait  in  the  way  to  kill  him. 

4  But  Festus  answered,  that  Paul  should  be  kept  at 
Csesarea,  and  that  he  himself  would  depart  shortly  ihi^er, 

5  Let  them  therefore,  said  he,  which  among  you  are 
able,  go  down  with  me,  and  accuse  this  man,  if  there  be 
any  wickedness  in  him. 

6  And  when  he  had  tarried  among  them  more  than  ten 
days,  lie  went  down  unto  Caesarea;  and  the  next  day  sit- 
ting on  the  judgment  seat  commanded  Paul  to  be  brought. 

7  And  when  he  was  come,  the  Jews  which  came  down 
from  Jerusalem  stood  round  about,  and  laid  many  and  griev- 
ous complaints  against  Paul,  which  they  could  not  prove. 

8  While  he  answered  for  himself,  Neither  against  the 
law  of  the  Jews,  neither  against  the  temple,  nor  yet  against 
Caesar,  have  I  offended  anything  at  all. 

9  But  Festus,  willing  to  ao  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  answered 
Paul,  and  said.  Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there 
be  judged  of  these  things  before  me? 

10  Tlien  said  Paul,  3l  stand  at  Caesar's  judgment  seat, 
where  I  ought  to  be  jud^d :  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no 
wrong,  as  thou  very  well  knowest. 

11  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or  have  committed  any  thing 
worthy  of  death,  I  refuse  not  to  die:  but  if  there  be  none 
of  these  things  whereof  these  accuse  me,  no  man  may  de- 
liver me  unto  them.     I  appeal  unto  Caesar. 

13  Then  Festus,  when  he  had  conferred  with  the  council, 
answered.  Hast  thou  appealed  unto  Caesar?  unto  Caesar 
Shalt  thou  go. 

13  And  after  certain  days  king  Agrippa  and  Bernice 
came  unto  Caesarea  to  salute  Festus. 

14  And  when'  they  had  been  there  many  days,  Festus 
declared  Paul's  cause  unto  the  king,  saying,  There  is  a 
certain  man  left  in  bonds  by  Felix : 

15  About  whom,  when  I  was  at  Jerusalem,  tke  chief 
priests  and  the  eUlers  of  the  Jews  informed  me,  desiring  to 
have  judgment  against  him. 

16  To  whom  I  answered.  It  is  not  the  manner  of  the 
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Romans  to  give  up  any  man.  before  that  the  accused 
have  the  accusers  face  to  face,  and  have  had  oppor- 
tunity to  make  his  defence  concernini^  the  matter  laid' 
1,7  Jigaiust  him.  When  therefore  they  'v«5re  come  together 
here,  I  made  no  delay,  but  on  the  next  day  sjit  down  on 
the  judgement-seat,  and   commanded  the  man  to  be 

18  brought.  Concerning  whom,  wluni  Wui  ticcitf^arg  sto'^d 
up,  they  brought  no  charge  of  sui^h  uvil  thiug^i  as  I  sujv 

19  posed;  but  had  certain  questiona  aguinsl  hiin  of  %\mt 
own  religion,  and  of  one  Jesus,  who  was  doaLl,  wbom 

20  Paul  affirmed  to  be  alive.  And  I,  being  perplttxtid  how^ 
to  inquire  concerning  these  thinii;.s,  asloid  wbethtjr  Ue 
would  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  bia  juJged  of  tbese 

21  matters.  But  when  Paul  had  appealed  to  be  kept  for 
the  decision  of  the  empeior,  I  comtufiudcd  hi  in  to  be 

22  kept  till  I  should  send  him  to  Ciesiir.  And  Agrippa 
said  unto  Festus,  I  also  could  wi^Li  to  hear  Lhi^  man uiy* 
self.    To-morrow,  saith  he,  thou  aJialt  ht;ar  him. 

23  So  on  the  morrow,  when  Agrippa  was  come,  and 
Bernice,  with  great  pomp,  and  they  were  entered  into 
the  place  of  hearing,  with  the  chief  captains,  and  the 
principal  men  of  the  city,  at  the  command  of  Festus 

24  Paul  was  brought  in.  And  Festus  saith,  King  Agrippa, 
and  all  men  which  are  here  present  w^ith  us,  ye  behold 
this  man,  about  whom  all  the  multitude  of  the  Jews 
made  suit  to  me,  both  at  Jerusalem  and  here,  crying 

25  that  he  ought  not  to  liye  any  longer.  But  I  found  that 
he  had  committed  nothing  worthy  of  death:  and  as  he 
himself  appealed  to  the  emperor  I  determined  to  send 

26  him.  Of  whom  I  have  no  certain  thing  to  write  unto 
my  lord.  Wherefore  I  have  brought  him  forth  before 
you,  and  specially  before  thee,  king  Agrippa,  that, 
after  examination  had,  I  may  have  somewhat  to  write. 

27  For  it  seemeth  to  me  unreasonable,  in  sending  a  pris- 
oner, not  withal  to  signify  the  charges  against  him. 


26      And  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  Thou  art  permitted  to 
speak  for  thyself.     Then  Paul  stretched  forth  his  hand, 
and  made  his  defence: 
2      I  think  myself  happy,  king  Agrippa,  that  I  am  to 
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Romans  to  deliver  any  man  to  die.  before  that  he  which  is 
accused  have  the  accusers  face  to  face,  and  have  licence  to 
answer  for  himself  concerning  the  crime  laid  against  him. 

17  Therefore,  when  they  were  come  hither,  without  any 
delay  on  the  morrow  I  sat  on  the  judgment  seat,  and  com- 
manded the  man  to  be  brought  forth. 

18  Against  whom  when  the  accusers  stood  up,  they 
brought  none  accusation  of  such  things  as  I  supposed: 

19  But  hiul  certain  questions  aj^alnst  him  of  their  own 
superstition,  and  of  one  Jesus,  which  was  dead,  whom  Paul 
affirmed  to  be  alive. 

20  And  because  I  doubted  of  such  bianner  of  questions, 

1  asked  /dm  whetlier  he  would  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there 
be  judged  of  these  mattei-s. 

21  But  when  Paul  had  appealed  to  be  reserved  unto  the 
hearing  of  Augustus,  I  commanded  him  to  be  kept  till  I 
might  seud  him  to  Caesar. 

22  Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Festus,  I  would  also  hear  the 
man  myself.    To  morrow,  said  he,  thou  shalt  hear  him. 

23  And  on  the  morrow,  when  Agrippa  was  come,  and 
Bernice,  with  great  pomp,  and  was  entered  into  the  place; 
of  hearing,  with  the  chief  captains,  and  principal  men  of 
the  city,  at  Festus'  commandment  Paul  was  brought  forth. 

24  And  Festus  said.  King  Agrippa,  and  all  men  whicli 
are  here  present  with  us,  ye  see  this  man,  about  whom  all 
tlie  multitude  of  the  Jews  have  dealt  with  me,  both  at 
Jerusalem,  and  also  here,  crying  that  he  ought  not  to  live 
any  longer. 

25  But  when  I  found  that  he  had  committed  nothing 
worthy  of  death,  and  that  he  himself  hath  appealed  to 
Augustus,  I  have  determined  to  send  him. 

28  Of  whom  I  have  no  certain  thing  to  write  unto  my 
lord.  Wherefore  I  have  brought  him  forth  before  you, 
and  specially  before  thee,  O  king  Agrippa,  that,  after  ex- 
amination had,  I  might  have  somew&t  to  write. 

27  For  it  seemeth  to  me  unreasonable  to  send  a  prisoner, 
and  not  withal  to  signify  the  crimes  laid  against  him. 

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

2  Paul,,  in  theoresence  of  Agrippa.  dedareth  hia  life  from  his  child- 
hoody  12  ana  how.  miraculovusty  he  was  converted,  and  called  to 
his  apostleship.  24  Festus  chargeth  him  to  be  mad,  whereunto  he 
answereth  modadly^  2&  Agrippa  is  almost  persuaded  to  be  a 
Christian.    81  The  whole  com^^ny  pronounce  him  innocent. 

THEN  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul.  Thou  art  permitted  to 
speak  for  thyself.    Then  Paul  stretched  forth  the  hand, 
and  answered  for  himself: 
2  I  think  myself  happy,  king  Agrippa,  because  I  shall 
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make  my  defence  before  thee  this  day  touching  all  the 

3  things  whereof  I  am  accused  by  the  Jews:  especially 
because  tliou  art  expert  in  all  customs  and  questions 
which  are  among  the  Jews:  wherefore  I  beseech  thee 

4  to  hear  me  patiently.  My  manner  of  life  then  froni 
my  youth  up,  which  was  from  the  beginning  among 
mmo  own  nation,  and  at  Jerusalem,  knoTfr  all  the  Jews; 

5  having  knowledge  of  me  from  the  first,  if  they  be  will- 
ing to  testify,  how  that  after  the  straitest  sect  of  our 

6  religion  I  lived  a  Pharisee.  And  now  I  stand  here  to 
be  jndged  for  the  hope  of  the  promise  made  of  God 

7  unto  our  fathers;  unto  which  promise  our  twelve  tribes, 
earnestly  serving  God  night  and  day,  hope  to  attain. 
And  concerning  this  hope  I  am  accused  by  the  Jews, 

8  O  king!    Why  is  it  judged  incredible  with  you,  if  God 

9  doth  raise  the  dead?  I  verily  thought  with  myself, 
that  T  ought  to  do  many  things  contrary  to  the  name  of 

10  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  And  this  I  also  did  in  Jeiusalem; 
and  I  both  shut  up  many  of  the  saints  in  prisons,  having 
received  authority  from  the  chief  priests,  and  when 
they  were  put  to  death,  I  gave  my  vote  against  them. 

11  Ana  punishing  them  oftentimes  in  all  the  synagogues, 
I  strove  to  make  them  blaspheme;  and  be&g  exceed- 
ingly mad  against  them,  I  persecuted  them  even  unto 

12  foreign  cities.  Whereupon  as  I  journeyed  to  Damascus 
with  the  authority  and  commission  of  tlie  chief  priests, 

13  at  midday,  O  king,  I  saw  on  the  way  a  light  from 
heaven,  above  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  shining  round 
about  me  and  them  that  journeyed  with  me.     And 

14  when  we  were  all  fallen  to  the  earth,  I  heaid  a  voice 
saying  unto  me  in  the  Hebrew  language,  Saul,  Saul, 
why  persecutest  thou  me?  it  is  bai3  for  thee  to  kick 

15  against  the  goad.  And  I  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord? 
And  the  Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest 

16  But  arise,  and  stand  upon  thy  feet:  for  to  this  end  have 
I  appeared  uwto  thee,  to  appoint  thee  a  minister  and  a 
witness  both  of  the  tlnngs  wherein  thou  hast  seen  me, 

17  and  of  the  things  wherein  I  will  appear  unto  thee;  de- 
livering thee  from  the  people,  and  from  the  Gentiles, 

18  unto  whom  I  send  thee,  to  open  their  eyes,  that  they 
may  turn  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of 
Satan  unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  remission  of  sins 
and  an  inheritance  among  them  that  are  sanctified  by 
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answer  for  myself  this  day  before  Ihee  touching  all  the 
things  whereof  I  am  accused  of  the  Jews: 

3  Especially  because  I  know  thee  to  be  expert  in  all  cus- 
toms and  questions  which  are  among  the  Jews:  wherefore 
I  beseech  thee  to  hear  me  patiently. 

4  My  manner  of  life  from  my  youth,  which  was  at  the 
first  among  mine  own  nation  at  Jerusalem,  know  all  the  Jews; 

5  Which  knew  me  from  the  beginning,  if  they  would 
testify,  that  after  the  most  straitest  sect  of  our  religion  I 
lived  a  Pharisee. 

6  And  now  I  stand  and  am  judged  for  the  hope  of  the 
promise  made  of  .God  unto  our  fathers: 

7  Unto  which  promise  our  twelve  tribes,  instantly  serv- 
ing God  day  and  night,  hope  to  come.  For  which  hope's 
sake,  king  Agrippa,  I  am  accused  of  the  Jews. 

8  Why  should  it  be  thought  a  thing  incredible  with  you, 
that  God  should  raise  the  dea(\? 

9  I  verily  thought  with  myself,  that  I  ought  to  do  many 
things  contrary  to  the  name  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

10  Which  thing  I  also  did  in  Jerusalem:  and  many  of 
the  saints  did  I  shut  up  in  prison,  having  received  author- 
ity from  the  chief  priests;  and  when  they  were  put  to 
death,  I  gave  my  voice  against  t?iem. 

11  And  I  punished  them  oft  in  every  synagogue,  and 
compelled  t/iem  to  blaspheme;  and  being  exceedingly  mad 
against  them,  I  persecuted  them  even  unto  strange  cities. 

12  Whereupon  as  I  went  to  Damascus  with  authority 
and  commission  from  the  chief  priests, 

13  At  midday,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a  light  from 
heaven,  above  the  bri|jhtness  of  the  sun,  shining  round 
about  me  and  them  which  journeyed  with  me. 

14  And  when  we  were  all  fallen  to  the  earth,  I  heard  a 
voice  speaking  unto  me,  and  saying  in  the  Hebrew  tongue, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me?  it  is  hard  for  thee 
to  kick  against  the  pricks. 

15  And  I  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord?  And  he  said,  I 
am  Jesus  whom  thou  peisecutest. 

16  But  rise,  and  stand  upon  thy  feet:  for  I  have  ap- 
peared unto  thee  for  this  purpose,  to  make  thee  a  minister 
and  a  witness  both  of  these  thinffs  which  thou  hast  seen, 
and  of  those  things  in  the  which  I  will  appear  unto  thee: 

17  Delivering  thee  from  the  people,  and  from  the  Gen- 
tiles, unto  whom  now  I  send  thee, 

18  To  open  their  eyes,  a/id  to  tura  them  from  darkness  to 
light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they 
may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  inheritance  amon^ 
them  which  are  simctified  by  faith  that  is  in  me. 
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19  fiutli  in  me.  Wherefore,  O  king  Agrippa,  I  was  not' 
30  disobedient  unto  the  heavenly  vision;  but  declared  both 
to  them  of  Damascus  lirst,  and  at  Jerusalem,  and 
throughout  all  the  country  of  Judaea,  and  also  to  the 
Gentiles,  that  they  should  repent  and  turn  to  God,  do- 
81  ing  works  worthy  of  repentance.  For  this  cause  the 
Jews  seized  me  in  the  temple,  and  assayed  to  kill  me. 

32  Havine  therefore  obtained  the  help  that  is  from  God, 
I  stand  unto  this  day  testifying  both  to  small  and  great, 
saying  nothing  but  what  the  prophets  and  Moses  did 

33  say  should  come;  how  that  the  Christ  must  suffer,  and 
how  that  he  first  by  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  should 
proclaim  light  both  to  the  people  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

34  And  as  he  thus  made  his  defence,  Pestus  saith  with  a 
loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  art  mad;  thy  much  learning  doth 

35  turn  thee  to  madness.  But  Paul  saith,  I  am  not  mad, 
most  excellent  Festus ;  but  speak  forth  words  of  truth 

36  and  soberness,  For  the  king  knoweth  of  these  things, 
unto  whom  also  I  speak  freely:  for  I  am  persuaded  that 
none  of  these  things  is  hidden  from  him;  for  this  hath 

37  not  been  done  in  a  corner.    King  Agiippa,  believest 

38  thou  the  prophets?  I  know  that  thou  believest.  And 
Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  With  but  little  persuasion  thou 

39  wouldest  fain  make  me  a  Christian.  And  Paul  smd,  I 
would  to  God,  that  whether  with  little  or  with  much, 
not  thou  only,  but  also  all  that  hear  me  this  day,  might 
become  such  as  I  am,  except  these  bonds. 

30  And  the  king  rose  up,  and  the  governor,  and  Bernice, 

31  and  they  that  sat  with  them:  and  when  they  had  with- 
drawn, they  spake  one  to  another,  saying,   This  man 

33  doeth  notliing  worthy  of  death  or  of  bonds.  And 
Agrippa  said  unto  Festus,  This  man  might  have  been 
set  at  liberty,  if  he  had  not  appealed  unto  Gsesar. 


27    And  when  it  Was  determined  that  we  should  sail  for 

Italy,  they  delivered  Paul  and  certain  other  prisouera 

to  a  centurion  named  Julius,  of  the  Augustan  band. 

3  And  embarking  in  a  ship  of  Adramyttiura,  which  wa« 
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19  Whereupon,  O  king  Agrippa,  I  was  not  disobedient 
unto  tlie  lieavenlv-  vision. 

20  But  sliewed  first  unto  them  6f  Damascus,  and  at 
Jerusalem,  and  throughout  all  the  coasts  of  Judaea,  and 
the,n  to  the  Gentiles,  that  they  should  repent  and  turn  to 
God,  and  do  works  meet  for  repentance. 

21  For  these  causes  the  Jews  caught  me  in  the  temple, 
and  went  about  to  kill  me. 

22  Having  therefore  obtained  help  of  God,  I  continue 
unto  this  dav,  witnessing  both  to  small  and  great,  saying 
none  other  things  than  those  which  the  prophets  and  Moses 
did  sav  should  come: 

23  That  Christ  should  suffer,  and  that  he  should  be  the 
first  that  should  rise  from  the  dead,  and  should  shew  light 
unto  the  people,  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

24  And  as  lie  thus  spake  for  himself,  Festus  said  with  a 
loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  art  beside  thyself;  much  learning 
doth  make  tllee  mad. 

25  But  he  said,  I  am  not  mad,  most  noble  Festus;  but 
speak  forth  the  woixis  of  truth  and  soberness. 

26  For  the  king  knoweth  of  these  things,  before  whom 
also  I  speak  freely:  for  I  am  persuaded  that  none  of  these 
tilings  are  hidden  from  him;  for  this  thing  was  not  done 
in  a  corner. 

27  King  Agrippa,  believest  thou  the  prophets?  I  know 
that  thou  believest. 

28  Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  Almost  thou  persuad- 
est  me  to  be  a  Cliristian. 

29  And  Paul  said,  I  would  to  God,  that  not  only  thou, 
but  also  all  that  hear  me  this  day,  were  both  almost,  and 
altogether  such  as  I  am,  except  these  bonds. 

30  And  v/hen  he  had  thus  spoken,  the  king  rose  up,  and 
the  governor,  and  Bemice.  and  they  that  sat  witli  them: 

31  And  when  they  were  gone  aside,  they  talked  between 
themselves,  saying.  This  man  doeth  nothing  worthy  of 
death  or  of  bonds. 

32  Then  said  Agrippa  unto  Festus,  This  man  might  have 
been  sot  at  liberty,  if  he  had  not  appealed  unto  Caesar. 

CHAPTER  XXVIL 

1  Paul  ahippina  toward  Rome,  10  foreteUeth  of  the  danaer  of  the 
voyage,  11  buz  is  not  believed.  14  They  are  tossed  to  ana  fro  with 
tempest,  41  and  suffer  shipwreck,  22,  M,  44  yet  all  come  safe  to 

AND  when  it  was  determined  that  we  should  sail  into 
Italy,  tliey  delivered  Paul  and  certain  other  prisoners 
unto  one  namecl  Julius,  a  centurion  of  Augustus'  band. 
2  And  entering  into  a  ship  of  Adramyt'^ni.  we  launched. 
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aboctt  to  sail  unto  the  places  on  the  coast  of  Asia,  -we 
put  to  sea,  Aristarchus,  a  Macedonian  of  Thes&aloni<.a, 
S  being  with  us.  And  the  next  day  we  touched  at  Sidon: 
and  Julius  treated  Paul  kindly,  and  gave  him  leave  to 
)  4  go  unto  his  friends  and  refresh  himself.  And  putting  to 
sea  from  thence,  we   fiailed  under  the  lee  of  Cyprus, 

5  because  the  winds  were  contranr.  And  when  we  bad 
sailed  across  the  sea  which  is  off  Cilicia  and  Pamphylia, 

6  we  came  to  Myra,  a  city  of  Lycia.  And  there  the  cen- 
turion found  a  ship  of  Alexandria  failing  for  Italy ;  and 

7  he  put  us  therein.  And  when  we  had  sailed  slowly 
many  days,  and  were  come  with  difl3culty  over  against 
Cnidus,  the  wind  not  further    suffering  us,  we  sailed 

8  under  the  lee  of  Crete,  over  against  falmone;  and  with 
difficulty  coasting  along  it  we  cenie  unto  a  certain 
place  called  Fair  Havens;  nigh  whereunto-was  the  city 
of  Lasea. 

9  And  when  much  time  was  spent,  and  the  voyage  was 
now  dangerous,  because  the  Fast  was  now  already  gone 

10  by,  Paul  admonished  them,  and  said  unto  them,  Sirs,  I 
perceive  that  the  voyage  will  be  with  injury  and  much 
loss,  not  only  of  the  lading  and  the  ship,  but  also  of 

11  our  lives.  But  the  centurion  gave  more  heed  to  the 
master  and  to  the  owner  of  the  ship,  than  to  those  things 

13  which  were  spoken  by  Paul.  And  because  the  haven 
was  not  commodious  to  winter  in,  the  more  part  advised 
to  put  to  sea  from  thence,  if  by  any  means  they  could 
reach  Phoenix,  and  winter   there;  which  is  a  haven  of 

13  Crete,  looking  north-east  and  south-east.  And  when  the 
south  wind  b^w  softly,  supposing  that  they  had  obtained 
their  purpose,  they  weigned  anchor  and  mailed  along 

14  Crete,  close  in  shore.  But  after  no  long  time  there  beat 
down  from  it  a  tempestuous  wind,  which  is  called 

15  Euraquilo:  and  when  the  ship  was  caught,  and  could 
not  face  the  wind,  we  gave  way  io  it,  and  were  driven. 

•16  And  running  under  the  lee  of  a  small  island  called 
Cauda,  we  were  able,  with  difficulty,  to  secure  the  boat: 

17  and  when  they  had  hoisted  it  up,  they  used  helps,  under- 
girding  the  ship;  and  fearing  lest  they  should  be  cast 
upon  the  Syrtis,  they  lowered    the  gear,  and  so  were 

18  driven.  And  as  we  laboured  exceedingly  with  the 
storm,  the  next  day  they  began  to  throw  the  freight  over- 

19  board;  and  the  third  day  they  cast  out  with  their  own 
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meaiilng  to  sail  by  the  coasts  of  Asia;  one  Aristarchus,  a 
Macedonian  of  TiEiessaloziica,  being  with  us. 

3  And  the  next  daff  we  touched  at  Sidon  And  Julius 
courteously  entreated  Paul,  and  gave  him  liberty  to  go 
unto  his  friends  to  refresh  himself. 

4  And  when  we  had  launched  from  thence,  we  sailed 
under  Cyprus,  because  the  winds  were  contrary. 

5  And  when  we  had  sailed  over  the  sea  of  Oilicia  and 
Pamphylia,  we  came  to  Myra,  a  dty  of  Lycia. 

6  And  there  the  centurion  found  a  ship  of  Alexandria 
sailing  into  Italy;  and  he  put  us  therein. 

7  And  when  we  had  sailed  slowly  many  days,  and  scarce 
were  come  over  against  Cnidus,  the  wind  not  suffering  us, 
we  sailed  under  Crete,  over  against  Salmone; 

8  And,  hardly  passing  it,  came  unto  a  place  which  is 
called  The  fair  havens;  nigh  whereunto  was  the  city  of 
Lasea. 

9  Now  when  much  time  was  spent,  and  when  sailing 
was  now  dangerous,  because  the  fast  was  now  already 
past,  Paul  admonished  them, 

10  And  said  unto  them,  Sirs,  I  perceive  that  this  voyage 
will  be  with  hurt  and  much  damage,  not  only  of  the  lading 
and  ship,  but  also  of  our  lives. 

11  Nevertheless  the  centurion  believed  the  master  and 
the  owner  of  the  ship,  more  than  those  things  which  wero 
spoken  by  Paul. 

12  And  because  the  haven  was  not  commodious  to  win- 
ter in.  the  more  part  advised  to  depart  thence  also,  if  by 
any  means  they  might  attain  to  Phenice,  and  there  to  win 
ter;  whicJi  is  an  haven  of  Crete,  and  lietii  toward  the  south 
west  and  north  west 

13  And  when  the  south  wind  blew  softly,  supposing  that 
they  had  obtained  tJieir  purpose,  loosing  thence,  they  sailed 
close  by  Crete. 

14  But  not  long  after  there  arose  against  it  a  tempestu- 
ous wind,  called  Euroclydon. 

15  And  when  the  ship  was  caught,  and  could  not  bear 
up  into  the  wind,  we  let  her  drive. 

16  And  running  under  a  certain  island  which  is  called 
Clauda,  we  had  much  work  to  come  by  the  boat: 

17  Which  when  they  had  taken  up,  they  used  helps,  un- 
dergirding  the  ship;  and,  fearing  lest  thev  should  fall  into 
the  quicksands,  strake  sail,  and  so  were  driven. 

18  And  we  being  exceedingly  tossed  with  a  tempest,  the 
next  day  they  lightened  the  ship; 

19  And  the  third  day  we  cast  out  with  our  own  hands 
the  tackling  of  the  ship. 
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20  hands  the  tackling  of  the  ship.  And  Tvhen  neither  ^nn 
nor  stars  shone  upon  w«  for  many  days,  and  no  small 
tempest  lay  on  ns,  all  hope  that  we  should  be  saved 

21  was  now  taken  away.  And  when  they  had  been  louor 
without  food,  then  Paul  stood  forth  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  said.  Sirs,  ye  should  have  heavKened  unto 
me,  and  not  have  set  sail  from  Crete,  and  have  gotten 

22  this  injury  and  loss.  And  now  I  exhort  you  to  be  of 
good  cheer:  for  there  shall  be  no  loss  of  life  among  you, 

23  but  only  of  the  ship.  For  there  stood  by  me  this  night 
an  angel  of  the  God  whose  I  am,  whom  also  I  serve, 

24  saying.  Fear  not,  Paul;  thou  must  stand  before  Caesar: 
and  lo,  God  hath  granted  thee  all  them  that  sail  with 

25  thee.  Wherefore,  sirs,  be  of  ^ood  cheer:  for  I  believe 
God,  that  it  shall  be  even  so  as  it  hath  been  spoken  unto 

26  me.    Howbeit  we  must  be  cast  upon  a  certain  island. 

27  But  when  the  fourteenth  night  was  come,  as  we  were 
driven  to  and  fro  in  the  sea  of  Adria,  about  midnight 
the  sailors  surmised  that  they  were  drawing  near  to 

28  some  country;  and  they  sounded,  and  found  twenty 
fathoms:  and  after  a  little  space,  they  soimded  again, 

29  and  found  fifteen  fathoms.  And  fearing  lest  haply  we 
should  be  cast  ashore  on  rocky  ground,  they  let  go  four 

80  anchors  from  the  stem,  and  wished  for  the  day.  And 
as  the  sailors  were  seeking  to  flee  out  of  the  ship, 
and  had  lowered  the  boat  into  the  sea,  under  colour  as 
though  they  would  lay  out  anchors  from  the  foreship, 

81  Paul  said  to  the  centurion  and  to  the  soldiers.  Except 

82  these  abide  in  the  ship,  ye  cannot  be  saved.  Then  the 
soldiers  cut  away  the  ropes  of  the  boat,  and  let  her  fall 

83  off.  And  while  the  day  was  coming  on.  Paul  besought 
them  all  to  take  some  food,  saying,  This  day  is  the 
fourteenth  day  that  ye  wait  and  continue  fasting,  hav- 

84  ing  taken  nothing.  Wherefore  I  beseech  you  to  take 
some  food:  for  this  is  for  your  safety:  for  there  shall 

85  not  a  hair  perish  from  the  head  of  any  of  you.  And 
when  he  had  said  this,  and  had  taken  bread,  he  gave 
thanks  to  God  in  the  presence  of  all :  and  he  brake  it, 

36  and  began  to  eat.    Then  were  they  all  of  good  cheer,

20  And  when  neither  sun  nor  stars  in  many  days  up- 
peared,  and  no  small  tefmpest  lay  on  us,  all  hope  tliat  wc 
ihmild  be  saved  was  then  taken  away. 

21  But  after  long  abstinence  Paul  stood  forth  in  the  midst 
of  them,  and  said,  Sirs,  ye  should  have  hearkened  unto  me. 
und  not  have  loosed  from  Crete,  and  to  have  gained  tliis 
iiarm  and  loss. 

22  And  now  I  exhort  you  to  be  of  good  cheer:  for  there 
shall  be  no  loss  of  any  man's  life  among  you,  but  of  the 
ship. 

23  For  there  8l6od  by  me  this  night  the  angel  of  God, 
whose  I  am,  and  whom  I  serve, 

24  Saying,  Pear  not,  Paul ;  thou  must  l)e  brought  before 
CsBsar:  and,  lo,  Gk)d  hath  given  thee  all  them  that  sail  with 
thee. 

25  Wherefore,  sirs,  be  of  good  cheer:  for  I  believe  God, 
that  it  shall  be  even  as  it  was  told  me. 

26  Howbeit  we  must  be  cast  upon  a  certain  island. 

27  But  when  the  fourteenth  niglit  was  come,  as  we  were 
driven  up  and  down  in  Adria,  about  midnight  the  shipmen 
deemed  that  they  drew  near  to  some  country: 

28  And  sounded,  and  found  it  twenty  fathoms:  and  when 
they  had  gone  a  little  further,  they  sounded  again,  and 
found  it  fifteen  fathom;^. 

29  Then  fearing  lest  we  should  have  fallen  upon  rocks, 
they  cast  four  anchors  out  of  the  stern,  and  wished  for  the 
day. 

30  And  as  the  shipmen  were  about  to  flee  out  of  the 
ship,  when  they  had  let  down  the  boat  into  the  sea,  under 
colour  as  though  they  would  have  cast  anchors  out  of  the 
foreship, 

31  Paul  said  to  the  centurion  and  to  the  soldiers.  Except 
these  abide  in  the  ship,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 

32  Then  the  soldiers  cut  off  the  ropes  of  the  boat,  and  let 
her  fall  off.- 

33  And  while  the  day  was  coming  on.  Paul  besought 
them  all  to  Uke  meat,  saying.  This  day  is  the  fourteenth 
day  that  ye  have  tarried  and  continued  fasting,  having 
taken  nothing. 

34  Wherefore  I  pray  you  to  take  some  meat:  for  this  is 
for  your  health:  for  there  shall  not  an  hair  fall  from  the 
head  of  any  of  you.^ 

35  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  took  bread,  and 
gave  thanks  to  Qod  in  presence  of  them  all :  and  when  he 
had  broken  it,  he  began  to  eat. 

36  Then  were  they  all  of  good  cheer,  and  they  also  took 
some  meat. 
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37  and  themselves  also  took  food.     And  we  were  in  all  in 

38  the  ship  two  hundred  threescore  and  sixteen  souls.  And 
when  they  had  eaten  enough,  they  lightened  the  ship, 

89  throwing  out  the  wheat  into  the  sea.  And  when  it  was 
day,  they  knew  not  the  land :  but  they  perceived  a  cer- 
tain bay  with  a  beach,  and  they  took  counsel  whether 

40  they  could  drive  the  ship  upon  it.  And  casting  off  the 
anchors,  they  left  them  in  the  sea,  at  the  same  time 
loosing  the  bauds  of  the  rudders;  and  hoisting  up  the 

41  foresail  to  the  wind,  they  made  for  the  beach.  But 
lighting  upoD  a  place  where  two  seas  met,  they  ran  the 
\  cssel  aground ;  and  the  f oreship  struck  and  remained 
immoveable,  but  the  stern  began  to  break  up  by  the 

42  violence  of  tlie  waves.  And  the  soldiers'  counsel  was 
to  kill  the  prisoners,  lest  any  of  tliem  should  swim  out, 

43  and  escape.  But  the  centuiion,  desiring  to  save  Paul, 
stayed  them  from  their  purpose;  and  commanded  that 
they  which  could  swim  should  cast  themselves  over- 

44  boai*d,  and  get  first  to  the  land:  and  tlie  rest,  some  on 
planks,  and  some  on  otJiei'  things  from  the  ship.  And 
so  it  came  to  pass,  that  they  all  escaped  safe  to  the 
land. 


28    And  when  we  were  escaped,  then  we  knew  that  the 

2  island  was  called  Melita.  And  the  barbarians  shewed 
us  no  common  kindness:  for  they  kindled  a  fire,  and  re- 
ceived us  all,  because  of  the  present  rain,  and  because  of 

3  the  cold.  But  when  Paul  had  gathered  a  bundle  of  sticks, 
and  laid  them  on  the  fire,  a  viper  came  out  by  reason  of  the 

4  heat,  and  fastened  on  his  hand.  And  when  the  barbari- 
ans saw  the  beast  hanging  from  his  hand,  they  said  one 
to  another.  No  doubt  this  mnn  is  a  nnirderer,  whom, 
though  he  hath  escaped  from  the  sea,  yet  Justice  hath 

5  not  suffered  to  live.    Howbeit  he  shook  off  tlie  beast  into 

6  the  fire,  and  took  no  harm.  But  they  expected  that  he 
would  have  swollen,  or  fallen  down  dead  suddenly:  but 
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87  And  we  were  in  all  in  the  sbip  two  hundred  three- 
score and  sixteen  souls. 

38  And  when  they  had  eaten  enough,  they  listened  the 
ship,  and  cast  out  the  wheat  into  the  sea. 

39  And  when  it  was  day,  tbey  knew  not  the  land:  but 
they  discovered  a  certain  creek  with  a  shore,  into  the  which 
tbey  were  minded,  if  it  were  possible,  to  thrust  in  the  ship. 

4fy  And  when  they  had  taken  up  the  anchors,  they  com- 
mitted themselves  unto  the  sea,  and  Icofed  the  rudder  bandi, 
and  hoised  up  the  mainsail  to  the  wind,  and  made  toward 
sbore. 

41  And  falling  into  a  place  wlure  two  seas  met,  they 
ran  the  ship  aground ;  ana  the  f on  part  stuck  fast,  and  re- 
mained uumoveable,  but  the  hinder  part  was  broken  with 
the  violence  of  the  waves. 

43^  And  the  soldiers'  counsel  wrs  to  kill  the  prisoners, 
lest  any  of  tbem  should  swim  out.ai  d   scape. 

48  But  the  centurion,  willing  to  save  Paul,  kept  them 
from  ilieir  purpose;  and  commanded  that  ihey  which  could 
swim  should  cast  ihemsdtes  first  .nio  the  sea ,  and  get  to 
land: 

44  And  the  rest,  some  on  boards,  and  some  on  broken 
pieces  of  the  ship.  And  so  it  came  to  pass,  that  they  es- 
caped all  safe  to  land. 

CHAPTER  XXVm. 

1  Paul  offer  his  shipwreck  is  kindly  entertained  of  the  barbarians. 
5  The  viper  an  his  hand  hurteth  him  not.  8  He  hetdeth  many  dis- 
eases in  the  island,  11  They  depart  towards  Rome.  17  HedeOar- 
eth  to  the  Jews  the  cause  of  his  coming.  24  After  hts  preaching 
some  were  persuaded^  and  some  believed  not.  80  Yet  he  preach' 
eth  there  tv^  years. 

AND  when  tbey  were  escaped,  then  they  knew  that 
the  island  was  called"  Melita. 

2  And  the  barbarous  people  showed  us  no  little  kind- 
ness: for  they  kindled  a  fire,  and  received  us  every  one, 
because  of  the  present  rain,  and  because  of  the  cold. 

3  And  when  Paul  had  gathered  a  bundle  of  sticks,  and 
laid  them  on  the  fire,  there  came  a  viper  out  of  tbe  heat, 
".nd  fastened  on  his  band. 

4  And  when  the  barbarians  saw  the  venomma  beast  hang 
on  his  hand,  they  said  among  themselves,  No  doubt  this 
man  is  a  murderer,  whom,  though  he  hath  escaped  the  sea, 
yet  venireance  snffcreth  not  to  live. 

5  And  be  shook  off  tbe  beast  into  the  fire,  and  felt  no 
harm.  , , ,  .. 

6  Ilowbeit  tbey  looked  when  he  should  have  swollen,  or 
fallen  down  dead  suddenly:  but  after  tbey  bad   looked  a 
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when  they  were  long  in  expectation,  and  beheld  nothing 
amiss  come  to  him,  they  changed  their  minds,  and  said 
that  he  was  a  god. 

7  Now  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  place  were  lands 
belonging  to  the  chief  man  of  the  island,  named  Publius; 
who  received  us,  and  entertained  us  three  days  cour- 

8  tcously.  And  it  was  so,  that  the  father  of  Publius  lay 
sick  of  fever  and  dysentery:  unto  wliom  Paul  entered  in, 
and  prayed,  and  laying  his  hands  on  bim  healed  binu 

9  And  when  this  was  done,  the  rest  also  which  had  dis- 

10  eases  in  the  island  came,  and  were  cured ;  who  also  hon- 
oured us  with  many  honours;  and  when  we  sailed,  they 
put  on  board  such  things  as  we  needed. 

11  And  after  three  mouths  we  set  sail  in  a  ship  of  Alex- 
andria, which  had  wintered  in  the  island,  whose  sign 

13  was  The  Twin  Brothers.      And  touching  at  Syracuse, 

13  we  tarried  there  three  days.  And  from  thence  we 
made  a  circuit,  and  arrived  at  Rhegium :  and  after  one 
day  a  south  wind  sprang  up,  and  on  the  second  day  we 

14  came  to  Pateoli:  where  we  found  brethren,  and  were 
intreated  to  tarry  with  them  seven  days:  and  so  we  came 

15  to  Rome.  And  from  thence  the  bretliren,  when  Uiey 
heard  of  us,  came  to  meet  us  as  far  as  the  Market  of 
Appius,  and  The  Three  Taverns:  whom  when  Paul  saw, 
he  thanked  God.  and  took  courage. 

16  And  when  we  entered  into  Rome,  Paul  was  suifered 
to  abide  by  himself  with  the  soldier  that  guarded  him. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  he  called 
together  those  that  were  the  chief  of  the  Jews:  and 
when  they  were  come  together,  he  said  unto  tliem,  I, 
brethren,  though  I  had  done  nothing  against  the  people, 
or  the  customs  of  our  fathers,  yet  was  delivei-ed  prisoner 

18  from  Jerusalem  into  the  hands  of  the  Romans:  who, 
when  they  had  examined  me,  desired  to  set  me  at  liberty, 

19  because  there  was  no  cause  of  death  in  me.  But  when 
the  Jews  spake  against  it,  I  was  constrained  to  appeal 
unto  Caesar;  not  that  I  had  aught  to  accuse  my  nation 

20  of.  For  til  is  cause  therefore  did  I  intreat  you  to  see 
and  to  speak  with  mex  for  because  of  the  hope  of  Isi*ael 

21  I  am  bound  with  this  chain.  And  they  said  unto  him. 
We  neither  received  letters  from  Judsea  concerning  thee, 
nor  did  any  of  the  brethren  come  hither  a^^''  ieiwrt  or 
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great  while,  and  saw  no  harm  come  to  him,  they  changed 
iheir  minds,  and  said  that  he  was  a  god. 

7  In  the  same  quarters  were  possessions  of  the  chief  man 
of  the  island,  whose  name  waa  Publius;  wlio  received  us, 
and  lodged  us  three  days  courteously. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  tiiat  tlio  father  of  Publius  lay 
sick  of  a  fever  and  of  a  bloody  flux:  to  whom  Paul 
entered  in,  and  prayed,  and  laid  his  handd  on  him,  and 
healed  him. 

9  So  when  this  was  done,  others  also,  which  had  dis- 
eases in  the  island,  came,  and  were  healed: 

10  Who  also  iionoured  us  with  many  honours;  and  when 
we  departed,  they  laded  U4  with  such  things  as  were  neces^ 
sary. 

11  And  after  three  months*  we  departed  in  a  ship  of  Alex- 
andria, which  had  wintered  in  the  isle,  whose  sign  was 
Castor  and  Pollux* 

13  And  landing  at  Syracuse,  wo  tarried  there  three  days. 

13  And  from  thence  we  fetched  a  compass,  and  came  to 
Rhcgium:  and  after  one  day  the  south  wind  blew,  and  we 
came  the  next  day  to  Puteoli: 

14  Where  we  found  brethren,  ani  were  desired  to  tarry 
with  them  seven  days:  and  so  we  went  toward  Rome. 

15  And  from  thence,  when  the  br^jthren  heard  of  us,  they 
came  to  meet  us  as  far  as  Appii  forum,  and  The  three 
taverns:  whom  when  Paul  saw,  he  thankeid  God,  and  took 
courage. 

Itf  And  when  we  came  to  Rome,  the  centurion  delivered 
the  prisoners  to  the  captain  of  the  guard:  but  Paul  was 
suffered  to  dwell  by  himself  with  a  soldier  that  kept  him. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  Paul  called 
the  chief  of  the  Jews  together:  and  when  they  were  come 
together,  he  said  unto  them,  Men  and  brethren,  though  I 
have  committed  nothing  against  the  people,  or  customs  of 
our  fathers,  yet  was  I  delivered  prisoner  from  Jerusalem 
into  the  hanas  of  the  Romans. 

18  Who,  wh6n  they  had  examined  me,  would  have  let  me 
go,  because  there  was  no  cause  of  death  in  me. 

19  But  when  the  Jews  spake  against  it^  I  was  constrained 
to  appeal  unto  Caesar;  not  that  1  had  ought  to  accuse  my 
nation  of. 

20  For  this  cause  therefore  have  I  called  for  you,  to  see 
youy  and  to  speak  with  you:  because  that  for  the  hope  of 
Israel  I  am  bound  with  this  chain. 

21  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  neither  received  letters 
out  of  Judaea  concerning  thee,  neither  any  of  the  brethren 
that  came  shewed  or  spake  any  harm  of  thee. 
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22  speak  any  harm  of  thee.  But  we  desire  to  hear  of  thee 
what  thou  thinkest:  for  as  concerning  this  sect,  it  is 
known  to  us  that  everywhere  it  is  spoken  against. 

23  And  when  they  had  appointed  him  a  day,  they  came 
to  him  into  his  lodging  in  great  number ;  to  whom  he 
expounded  the  matter,  testifying  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  persuading  them  concerning  Jesus,  both  from  the 
law  of  Moses  and  from  the  prophets,  from  morning  till 

24  evening.    And  some  believed  the  things  which  were 

25  spoken,  and  some  disbelieved.  And  when  they  agreed 
not  among  themselves,  they  departed,  after  that  Paul 
had  spoken  one  word,  Well  spake  the  Holy  Ghost  by 

26  Isaiah  the  prophet  unto  your  fathers,  saying, 

Go  thou  unto  this  people,  and  say. 

By  hearing  ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  in  no  wise 
understand ; 

And  seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  shall  in  no  wise  per- 
ceive : 

27  For  this  people's  heart  is  waxed  gross, 
And  their  ears  are  dull  of  hearing, 
And  their  eyes  they  have  closed; 

Lest  haply  they  should  perceive  with  their  eyes, 

And  hear  with  their  ears, 

And  understand  with  their  heart, 

And  should  turn  again, 

And  I  should  heal  them. 

28  Be  it  known  therefore  unto  you,  that  this  salvation  of 
God  is  sent  unto  the  Gentiles:  they  will  also  hear. 

30  And  he  abode  two  whole. years  in  his  own  hired 
dwelling,   and  received  all  that   went  in  unto  him, 

31  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching  the  things 
concerning  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  boldness, 
none  forbidding  him. 


THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 
ROMAICS. 


1  PAUt.,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  to  he  an  apostle, 

2  separated  unto  the  gospel  of  God,  which  he  promised 
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22  But  we  desire  to  hear  of  thee  what  thou  thinkest:  for 
as  concermng  this  sect,  we  know  that  every  where  it  is 
spoken  asainst. 

23  And  when  they  had  appointed  him  a  day,  there  came 
many  to  him  into  his  lodging;  to  wliom  he  expounded  and 
testified  the  kingdom  of  God,  persuading  them  concerning 
Jesus,  both  out  of  the  law  of  Moses,  and  out  of  the  prophets, 
from  morning  till  evening. 

24  And  some  believed  the  things  which  were  spoken,  and 
some  believed  not. 

25  And  when  they  agreed  not  among  themselves,  they 
departed,  after  that  Faul  had  spoken  one  word,  Well  spake 
the  Holy  Ghost  by  Esaias  the  prophet  unto  our  fathers, 

26  Saying,  Go  unto  this  people,  and  say,  Hearing  ye 
shall  hear,  and  shall  not  understand;  and  seeing  ye  shall  see, 
and  not  perceive; 

27  For  the  heart  of  this  people  is  waxed  gross,  and  their 
ears  arc  dull  of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  have  they  closed; 
lest  they  should  see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  tJieiresLTB, 
and  understand  with  their  heart,  and  should  be  converted, 
and  I  should  heal  them. 

28  Be  it  known  therefore  unto  you,  that  the  salvation  of 
God  is  sent  unto  the  Gentiles,  ana  t?iat  they  will  hear  it. 

29  And  when  he  had  said  these  words,  the  Jews  departed, 
and  had  grciit  reasoning  among  themselves. 

30  And  Paul  dwelt  two  whole  years  in  his  own  hired 
house,  and  received  all  that  came  in  unto  him, 

31  Preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching  those 
things  which  concern  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  sdl  confi- 
dence, no  man  forbidding  hinL 


THE  EPISTLE  OP  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 
ROMAICS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  Paul  conunendeth  his  calling  to  the  Romam,  9  and  hii  deHre  to 
come  to  them.  16  What  his  gospel  is,  and  the  righteousness  which 
it  sheweth.  18  Ood  is  angry  with  aU  manner  of  sin,  i\  W  hat 
were  the  sins  of  the  Gentiles. 

PAUL,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  tobeajx  apostle, 
separated  imto  the  gospel  of  God, 
2  (Which  be  had  promised  afore  by  his  prophets  in  the 
holy  scriptures,) 
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3  afore  by  his  prophets  in  Hie  holy  smptures,  concerning 
his  Son,  who  was  born  of  the   seed  of  David  according 

,4  to  the  flesh,  who  was  declared  to  be  tlie  Son  of  God  with 
power,  according  to  tiie  spirit  of  holiness,  by  the  resur- 

5  rection  of  the  detid ;  even  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  through 
whom  we  received  grace  and  apostleship,  unto  obedi- 
ence of  faith  among  all  the  nations,  for  his  name's  sake: 

6  among  whom  are  ye  also*  called  to  be  Jesus  Christ's:  to 

7  all  that  are  in  Rome,  beloved  of  God,  called  to  be  saints: 
Grace  to  you  and  peace  f  torn  God  oUr  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

8  .  First,  I  thank  vay  God  through  Jesus  Christ  for  you 
all,  tliat  your  faith  is  proclaimed  throughout  the  wholo 

.9  world.  For  Gk)d  is  my  witness,  whom -I  serve  in  my 
spirit  in  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  how  unceasingly  I  make 

10  mention  of  you,  always  in  my  piiiyers  making  request, 
if  by  any  means  now  at  length  1  may  be  prospered 

11  by  the  will  of  God  to  come  unto  you.  For  I  long  to 
see  you>  that  I  may  impart  uuto  you  some  spiritual 

12  gift,  to  the  end  ye  may  be  established;  that  is,  that  I 
with  you  may  be  comforted  in  you,  each  of  us  by  the 

13  other's  faith,  both  yours  and  mine.  Aiid  I  would  not 
have  you  ignorant,  brethren,  that  oftentimes  I  purposed 
to  come  unto  you  (and  was  hindered  hitherto),  that  I 
might  have  some  fruit  in  yo^i  also,  even  as  in  the  rest 

14  of  the  Gentiles.    I  am  debtor  both  to  Greeks  and  to 

15  Barbarians,  both  tathe  wise  and  to  the  foolish.  So,  as 
much  as  in  me  is,  I  am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel  to  you 

16  also  that  are  in  Rome.  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the 
gospel:  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every 
one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jewtirst,  and  also  to  the  Greek. 

17  For  therein  is  revealed  a  righteousness  of  God  by  faith 
unto  faith:  as  it  is  written,  But  the  righteous  shall  live 
by  faith. 

18  For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from  heaven 
against  all  ungodliness  and  unrighteousness  of  men,  who 

19  hold  down  the  truth  in  unrighteousness  ;  because  that 
which  may  be  known  of  God  is  manifest  in  them ;  for 

20  GUkI  manifested  it  unto  them.  For  the  invisiWe  things 
of  him  since  the  creation  of  the  world  are  clearly  seen, 
being  perceived  through  the  things  that  are  made,  e'cen 
his  everlasting  power  and  divinity;  that  they  may  be 

SI  without  excuse:  because  that^  knowing  God,  they  glorl- 
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3  Concerning  his  Son  Jesus  Ofarist  our  Lord,  whidi  Was 
made  of  the  seed  of  David  according  to  the  flesh; 

4  And  declared  to  be  the  Son  of  Gk>d  with  power,  ac- 
cording to  the  spirit  of  holiness,  bj  the  resiirrectk>n  from 
tbe  dead: 

5  By  whom  we  have  received  grace  and  apostleship,  for 
obedience  to  the  faith  among  all  nations,  for  his  name : 

6  Among  whom  are  ye  also  the  called  of  Jesus  Christ: 

7  To  all  that  be  in  Rome,  beloved  of  God,  called  to  be 
saints:  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

8  First,  I  thank  my  God  through  Jesus  Christ  for  you 
all.  that  your  faith  is  spoken  of  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

9  For  God  is  my  witness,  whom  I  serve  with  my  spirit 
in  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  that  without  ceasing  I  miike  men- 
tion of  you  always  in  my  prayers; 

10  Making  request,  if  by  any  means  now  at  length  I 
might  have  a  prosptjrous  journey  by  the  will  of  God  to 
come  unto  you. 

11  For  I  long  to  see  you,  that  I  may  impart  unto  you 
some  spiritual  gift,  to  the  end  ye  may  be  established; 

13  That  is,  that  I  may  be  comforted  together  with  you 
by  the  mutual  faith  both  of  you  and  me. 

13  Now  I  would  not  have  you  ignorant,  brethren,  that 
oftentimes  I  purposed  to  come  unto  you,  (but  was  let  hith- 
erto,) that  I.might  have  some  fruit  among  you  also,  even 
as  among  other  Gentiles. 

14  I  am  debtor  both  to  the  Greeks,  and  to  the  Barbarians; 
both  to  the  wise,  and  to  the  unwise. 

15  So,  as  much  as  in  me  is,  I  am  ready  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel to  you  that  are  at  liome  also. 

16  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for  it 
is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be- 
lie veth;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek. 

17  For  therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God  revealed  from 
faith  to  faith:  as  it  is  written,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

18  For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from  heaven  against 
all  ungodliness  and  unrighteousness  of  men,  who  hold  the 
truth  m  unrigiiteousness ; 

19  Because  that  which  may  be  known  of  God  is  mani- 
fest in  them;  for  God  hath  shewed  it  unto  them. 

20  For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  creation  of 
the  world  are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead;  so  that 
they  are  without  excuse : 

21  Because  that,  when   they  knew  God,  they  glorified 
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fled  him  not  as  God,  neither  gave  thanks;  but  became 
vain  in  their  reasonings,  and  their  senseless  heart  wfcs 

22  darkened.      Professing    themselves   to  be  wise,   they 

23  became  fools,  and  changed  the  glory  of  the  incorrup- 
tible God  for  the  likeness  of  an  image  of  corruptible 
man,  and  of  birds,  and  fourfooted  beasts,  and  creeping 
things. 

24  Wherefore  God  gave  them  up  in  the  lusts  of  their 
hearts  unto  uncleanness,    that  their  bodies  should  be 

25  dishonoured  among  themselves:  for  that  they  exchanged 
tlie  truth  of  God  for  a  lie,  and  worshipped  and  served 
the  creature  rather  than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed  for 
ever.     Amen. 

2d  For  this  cause  God  gave  them  up  unto  vile  passions: 
for  their  women  changed   the  natural  use  into  that 

27  which  is  against  nature:  and  likewise  also  the  men, 
leaving  the  natural  use  of  the  woman,  burned  in  their 
lust  one  toward  another,  men  with  men  working  un- 
seemliness, and  receiving  in  themselves  that  recompense 
of  their  eiTor  which  was  due. 

28  And  even  as  they  refused  to  have  God  in  thei/ir  know- 
ledge, God  gave  them  up  unto  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do 

29  those  things  which  are  not  fitting;  being  filled  with  all 
unrighteousness,  wickedness,  covetousness,  malicious- 
ness; full  of  envy,  murder,  strife,  deceit,  malignity; 

30  whisperers,  backbiters,  hateful  to  God,  insolent, 
haughty,  boastful,  inventors  of  evil  things,  .disobedient 

31  to  parents,  without  understanding,   covenant-breakers, 
82  without  natural  affection,  unmerciful:  who,  knowing 

the  ordinance  of  God,  that  they  which  practise  such 
things  are  worthy  of  death,  not  only  do  the  same,  but 
also  consent  with  them  that  practise  them. 


2  Wherefore  thou  art  without  excuse,  0  man,  whosoever 
thou  art  that  judgest :  for  wherein  thou  judgest  another, 
thou  condemnest  thyself;   for  tluou  that  judgest  dost 

2  practise  the  same  things.  And  we  know  that  the  judge- 
ment of  God  is  according  to  truth  against  them  that 

3  practise  such  things.     And  reckonest  thou  this,  O  man, 
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him  not  as  God,  neither  were  thankful;  but  became  vnin 

in  their  imaginations,  and  their  foolish  heart  was  darkenc  d. 
22  Professing  themselves  to  be  wise,  they  became  fools, 
28  And  changed  the  glory  of  the  unconuptible  God  intu 

an  image  made  like  to  coiTuptible  man,  and  to  birds,  and 

fourfooted  beasts,  and  creeping  things. 

24  Wherefore  God  also  gave  them  up  to  uncleanness 
through  the  lusts  of  their  own  hearts,  to  dishonour  their 
own  bodies  between  themselves: 

25  Who  changed  the  truth  of  €k)d  into  a  lie,  and  wor- 
shipped and  served  the  creature  more  tlian  the  Creator,  who 
is  blessed  for  ever.     Amen. 

26  For  this  cause  God  gave  them  up  unto  vile  affections: 
for  even  their  women  did  change  the  natural  use  into  that 
which  is  against  nature: 

27  And  likewise  also  the  men,  leaving  the  natural  use  of 
the  woman,  burned  in  their  lust  one  toward  another;  toien 
with  men  working  that  which  is  unseemly,  and  receiving 
in  themselves  that  recompence  of  their  enor  which  was 
meet. 

28  And  even  as  they  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in  thdr 
knowledge,  God  gave  them  over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do 
those  things  which  are  not  convenient; 

29  Being  filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  fornication, 
wickedness,  covetousness,  maliciousness;  full  of  envy,  mur- 
der, debate,  deceit,  malignity;  whisperers, 

30  Backbiters,  haters  of  God,  despiteful,  proud,  boasters, 
inventors  of  evil  things,  disobedient  to  parents, 

81  Without  understanding,  covennntbreakers,  witiiout 
natural  affection,  implacable,  unmerciful: 

32  Who  knowing  the  judgment  of  God,  that  they  which 
commit  such  things  are  worthy  of  death,  not  only  do  the 
same,  but  have  pleasure  in  them  that  do  them. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  They  that  sin,  though  they  condemn  it  in  others^  cannot  excuse 
themselves,  6  and  much  less  escape  the  judgment  of  Ood,  9  whether 
they  be  Jews  or  Gentiles.  14  The  Gentiles  cannot  escape,  17  nor 
yet  the  Jews,  25  whom  their  circumcision  shall  not  profit,  if  they 
keep  not  the  law. 

THEREFORE  thou  art  inexcusable,  O  man,  whosoever 
thou  art  that  judgest:  for  wherein  thou  judgest 
another,  thou  condemnest  thyself;  for  thou  that  judgest 
doest  the  same  things. 

2  But  we  are  sure  that  the  judgment  of  God  is  according 
to  tnith  against  them  which  commit  such  things. 

8  And  thiukest  thou  this,  O  man,  that  judgest  them 
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who  judgest  them  that  practise  such  things,  and  doest 
the  same,  that  thou  shalt  escape  the  judgement  of  God? 

4  Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goSlness  and  for- 
bearance and  longsuflfering,  not  knowing  that  the  good- 

5  ness  of  God  leadeth  tt\ee  to  repentance?  but  after  thy 
hardness  and  impenitent  heart  treasures!  up  for  thyself 
wratii  in  the  day  of  wratli  and  revelation  of  the  nght- 

6  ecus  judgement  of  Gk>d;  who  will  render  to  every  man 

7  according  to  his  works:  to  them  that  by  patience  in 
well-doing  seek  for  glory  and  honour  and  incoiTuption, 

8  eternal  life:  but  unto  them  that  are  factious,  and  obey 
not  the  truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness,  shall  be  vsrvXh. 

9  and  indignation,  tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  every 
soul  of  man  that  worketh  evil,  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also 

10  of  the  Greek :  but  glory  and  honour  and  peace  to  every 
man  that  woriieth  good,  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the 

11  Greek:   for  there  is  no  respect  of  persons  with  God. 

12  For  as  many  as  have  sinned  without  law  shall  also  per- 
ish without  law:  and  as  many  as  have  sinned  under 

13  \w  shall  be  judged  bylaw;  for  not  the  hearers  of  a 
•  law  are  just  before  God,  but  the  doers  of  a  law  shall  be 

14  justified:  for  when  G^entiles  which  have  no  law  do  by 
nature  the  things  of  the  law,  these,  having  no  law,  are 

15  a  law  unto  themselves;  in  that  they  shew  the  work  of 
the  law  written  in  their  hearts,  their  conscience  bearing 
witness  therewith,  and  their  tlioughts  one  with  another 

16  accusing  or  else  excusing  Uiem;  in  the  day  when  Grod 
shall  judge  the  secrets  of  men,  according  to  my  gospel, 
by  JesusChrist. 

17  But  if  tliou  bearest  the  name  of  a  Jew,  and  restest 

18  upon  the  law,  and  gloriest  in  God,  and  knowest  his 
will,  and  approvest  the  things  that  are  excellent,  being 

19  instructed  out  of  the  law,  and  art  confident  that  thou 
thyself  art  a  guide  of  the  blind,  a  light  of  them  that  are 

^  in  darkness,  a  corrector  of  the  foolish,  a  teacher  of 
bibes,  having  in  the  law  the  form  of  knowledge  and  of 

21  the  truth ;  thou  therefore  that  teachest  another,  teachest 
thou  not  thyself?  thou  that  preachest  a  man  should  not 

2S  steal,  dost  thou  steal?  thou  that  safest  a  man  should  not 
commit  adultery,  dost  thou  conunit  adultery?  thou  that 
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'wliich  do  such  things,  and  doest  the  same,  that  thon  sbaU 
escape  the  judgment  of  God? 

4  Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goodness  and  for- 
bearance and  longsuffering;  not  knowing  that  the  goodness 
of  God  leadeth  thee  to  repentance? 

5  But  after  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart  treasurest 
up  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath  and  reve- 
lation of  the  righteous  judgment  of  Gc^; 

6  Who  will  render  to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds: 

7  To  them  who  by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing 
seek  for  gloiy  and  honour  and  immortality,  eternal  life: 

8  But  unto  them  that  are  contentious,  and  do  not  ol>ey 
the  truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness,  indignation  and 
wrath, 

0  Tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  every  soul  of  man  that 
doeth  evil,  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of  the  Gentile ; 

10  But  glory,  honour,  and  peace,  to  every  man  that 
worketh  good,  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Gentile: 

11  For  there  is  no  respect  of  persons  with  God. 

12  For  as  many  as  have  sinned  without  law  shall  also 
X>erish  without  law:  and  as  many  as  have  sinned  in  the  law 
shall  be  judged  by  the  law; 

13  (For  not  the  hearers  of  the  law  are  just  before  God, 
but  the  doers  of  the  law  shall  he  justified. 

14  For  when  the  Gentiles,  which  have  not  the  law,  do 
by  nature  the  things  contained  in  the  law,  these,  having 
not  the  law,  are  a  law  unto  themselves: 

16  Which  shew  the  work  of  the  law  written  in  their 
hearts,  their  conscience  also  bearing  witness,  and  their 
thoughts  the  mean  while  accusing  or  else  excusing  one 
another;) 

16  In  the  day  when  God  shall  judge  the  secrets  of  men 
by  Jesus  Christ  according  to  my  gospel. 

17  Behold,  thou  art  called  a  Jew,  and  restest  in  the  law, 
and  makest  thy  boast  of  God, 

18  And  knowest  his  will,  and  approvest  the  things  that 
are  more  excellent,  being  instructed  out  of  the  law ; 

19  And  art  confident  that  thou  thyself  art  a  guide  of  the 
blind,  a  light  of  them  which  are  in  darkness, 

20  An  instructor  of  the  foolish,  a  teacher  of  babes,  which 
hast  the  f(M*m  of  knowledge  and  of  the  truth  in  the  law. 

21  Thou  therefore  which  teachest  another,  teachest  thou 
not  thyself?  thou  that  preachest  a  man  should  not  steal, 
dost  thou  steal? 

22  Thou  that  sayest  a  man  should  not  commit  adultery, 
<lost  thou  commit  adultery?  thou  that  abhorrest  idols,  dost 
thou  commit  sacrilege? 
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1 23  abhorrest  idols,  dost  thou  rob  temples?  thou  whoglori- 
est  in  the  law,  through  thy  tmusgreseion  of  the  law 

24  dishonourest  thou  God?  .  Jb'or  the  name  of  God  is  blas- 
phemed among  the  Gentiles  because  of  you,  even  as  it 

25  is  written.  For  circumcision  indeed  profiteth,  if  thou 
be  a  doer  of  the  law:  but  if  thou  be  a  transgressor  of 
tiie  law,   thy  circumcision  is  become  uncircumcision. 

26  If  therefore  the  uncircumcision  keep  the  ordinances  of 
the  law,  shall  not  his  uncircumcision  be  reckoned  for 

27  circumcision?  and  shall  not  the  uncircumcision  which 
is  by  nature,  if  it  fulfil  the  law,  judge  thee,  who  with  the 
letter  and  circumcision  art  a  transgressor  of  the  law? 

28  For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  which  is  one  outwardly;  neither 

29  is  that  circumcision,  which  is  outward  in  the  flesh :  but 
he  is  a  Jew  which  is  one  inwardly;  and  circumcision  is 
that  of  the  heai-t,  in  the  spirit,  not  in  the  letter;  whose 
praise  is  not  of  men,  but  of  Goid. 


3     What  advantage  then  hath  the  Jew?  or  what  is  the 

2  profit  of  circumcision?    Much  everyway:  first  of  all, 

3  that  they  were  intrusted  with  tlie  oracles  of  God.  For 
what  if  some  were  without  faith?  shall  their  want  of 
faith  make  of  none  effect    the  faithfulness  of  God? 

4  God  forbid,  yea,  let  God  be  found  true,  but  every  man 
a  liar;  as  it  is  written, 

That  thou  mightest  be  justified  in  thy  words. 
And    mightest  prevail    when    thou    comest    into 
judgement. 

5  But  if  our  unrighteousness  commendeth  the  righteous- 
ness of  God,  what  shall  we  Siiy?  Is  God  unrighteous 
who  visitcth  with  wrath?  (I  speak  after  the  manner  of 

6  men.)    God  forbid:  for  then  how  shall  God  judge  the 

7  world?  But  if  the  truth  of  God  through  my  lie 
abounded  unto  his  glory,  why  am  I  also  still  judged  as 

8  a  sinner?  and  why  not  (as  we  be  slanderously  reported, 
and  as  some  aflSrm  that  we  say).  Let  us  do  evil,  that 
good  may  come?  whose  condemnation  is  just. 

9  What  then?  are  we  in  worse  case  than  they?  No, 
in  no  wise :  for  we  before  laid  to  the  charge  both  of 

10  Jews  and  Greeks,  that  they  are  all  under  sm;  as  it  is 
written, 
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28  Thou  that  makest  thy  boast  of  the  law,  througb 
breaking  the  law  disbonourest  thou  God? 

24  For  the  name  of  God  is  blasphemed  among  the  Gen- 
tiles through  you,  as  it  is  written. 

26  For  circumcision  verily  profiteth,  if  thou  keep  the 
law :  but  if  thou  be  a  breaker  of  the  law,  thy  circumcision 
is  made  uncircumcision. 

26  Therefore  if  the  uncircumcision  'keep  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  law,  shall  not  his  uncu*cumcision  be  counted 
for  circumcision? 

27  And  shall  not  uncircumcision  which  is  by  nature,  if 
it  fulfil  the  law,  judge  thee,  who  by  the  letter  and  circum- 
cision dost  transgress  the  law? 

28  For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  which  is  one  outwardly;  neither 
is  that  circumcision,  which  is  outward  in  the  flesh: 

29  But  he  M  a  Jew.  which  is  one  inwardly;  and  circum- 
cision 18  that  of  the  heart,  in  the  spirit,  and  not  in  the  let- 
ter; whose  praise  u  not  of  men,  but  of  God. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Thfi  Jews' prerogative:  Z  which  they  have  not  lost:  9hoicbeit1he 
law  convinceth  them  cUso  of  sin:  20  therefore  no  fieth  is  justified 
by  the  Utw,  28  but  all.  without  difference,  oy  faith  only:  31  and  yet 
the  law  is  not  abolidied. 

WHAT  advantage  then  hath  the  Jew?  or  what  profit 
u  there  of  circumcision  ? 

2  Much  every  way :  chiefly,  because  that  unto  them  wwe 
committed  the  oracles  of  God. 

3  For  what  if  some  did  not  believe?  shall  their  unbelief 
make  the  faith  of  God  without  eftect? 

4  God  forbid:  yea,  let  God  be  true,  but  every  man  a  liar; 
as  it  is  written.  That  thou  mightest  be  justified  in  thy  say- 
ings, and  mightest  overcome  when  thou  art  judged. 

5  But  if  our  unrighteousness  commend  the  righteous- 
ness of  God,  what  shall  we  say?  Is  God  unrighteous  who 
taketh  vengeance?  (I  speak  as  a  man) 

6  God  forbid:  for  then  how  shall  God  judge  the  world? 

7  For  if  the  truth  of  God  hath  more  abounded  through 
my  lie  unto  his  glory;  why  yet  am  I  also  judged  as  a 
sinner? 

8  And  not  rather,  (as  we  be  slanderously  reported,  and 
as  some  affirm  that  we  say,)  Let  us  do  evil,  that  good  may 
come?  whose  damnation  is  just. 

9  What  then?  are  we  better  than  theyf  No,  in  no  wise: 
for  we  have  before  proved  both  Jews  and  Gkntiles,  that 
they  are  all  under  sin; 

10  As  it  is  written.  There  is  none  righteous,  no,  not  one: 
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There  is  none  righteons,  no  not  one; 
11  There  is  none  that  understandeth, 

There  is  none  that  seeketh  after  God;. 
13         They  liave  all  turned  aside,  they  are  together  be- 
come unprofitable; 
There  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  so  much  as 
one: 

13  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre; 

With  their  tongues  they  have  used  deceit: 
The  poison  of  asps  is  under  their  lips: 

14  Whose  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness: 

15  Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood; 

16  Destruction  and  misery  are  in  their  ways; 

17  And  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known: 

18  There  is  no  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes. 

19  Kow  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law  saitli, 
it  speaketh  to  them  that  are  under  the  law;  that  every 
mouth  may  be  stopped,   and  all  the  world  may  bo 

20  brought  under  the  judgement  of  God:  because  by  the 
works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  l)e  justified  in  his  siglit: 

21  for  through  the  law  eometh  the  knowledge  of  sin.  ^ut 
now  apart  from  the  law  a  righteousness  of  God  hath 
been  manifested,  being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the 

22  prophets ;  even  the  righteousness  of  God  through  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ  unto  all  them  that  believe;  for  there  is 

23  no  distinction;  for  all  have  sinned,  and  fall  short  of  the 

24  glory  of  God;  being  justified  freely  by  his  grace  through 

25  the  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus:  whom  God  set 
forth  to  be  a.  propitiation,  through  faith,  by  his  blood,  to 
shew  his  righteousness,  because  of  the  passing  over  of 

23  the  sins  done  aforetime,  in  the  forbearance  of  God;  for 
the  shewing,  I  say,  of  his  righteousness  at  this  present 
season:  that  he  might  himself  be  just,  and  the  justifier 

27  of  him  that  hath  faith  in  Jesus.  Where  then  is  the 
glorying?    It  is  excluded.     By  what  manner  of  law? 

28  of  works?  Nay:  but  by  a  law  of  faith.  We  reckon 
therefore  that  a  man  is  justified  by  faith  apart  from  the 

29  works  of  the  law.  Or  is  God  the  God  of  Jews  only?  is 
he  not  the  Qod  of  Gentiles  also?   -Yea,  of  Gentiles  also: 

30  if  so  be  that  God  is  one,  and  he  shall  justify  the  circum- 
cision by  faith,  and  the  uncircuracision  through  faith. 

31  Do  we  then  make  the  law  of  none  effect  through  faith? 
God  forbid:  nay,  we  establish  the  law. 
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11  There  is  none  that  understandetb,  there  is  none  that 
seeketh  after  God. 

12  They  are  all  crone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  together 
become  unprofitable;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no, 
not  one. 

18  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre;  with  their  tongues 
they  have  used  deceit;  the  poison  of  asps  U  under  their 
lips; 

14  Whose  mouth  if  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness: 

15  Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood: 

16  Destruction  and  misery  are  in  their  ways: 

17  And  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known : 

18  There  is  no  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes. 

19  Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law  saith, 
it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the  law:  that  every  mouth 
may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  become  guilty  be- 
fore €k)d. 

20  Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law  there  shall  no  flesh 
be  justified  in  his  sight :  for  by  the  law  ia  the  Iqiowledge  of 
sin, 

21  But  now  the  ilghteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is 
manifested,  bein^  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets; 

22  Even  the  righteousness  of  God  wldch  is  by  faith  of 
Jesus  Christ  unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that  believe:  for 
there  is  no  difference: 

23  For  all  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of 
God; 

24  Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace  through  the  re- 
demption that  is  in  Christ  Jesus : 

25  Whom  God  hath  set  forth  tobe&  propitiation  through 
faith  in  his  blood,  to  declare  his  righteousness  for  the 
remission  of  sins  that  are  past,  through  the  forbearance  of 
God; 

26  To  declare,  Isan/y  at  this  time  his  righteousness:  that 
he  might  be  just,  and  the  justifier  of  him  which  believeth 
in  Jesus. 

27  Where  w  boasting  then?  It  is  excluded.  By  what 
law?  of  works?    Nay:  but  by  the  law  of  faith. 

28  Therefore  we  conclude  that  a  man  is  justified  by  faitli 
without  the  deeds  of  the  law. 

29  Is  he  the  €k)d  of  the  Jews  only?  is  he  not  also  of  the 
Gentiles?    Yes,  of  the  Gentiles  also: 

30  Seeing  it  is  one  God,  which  shall  justify  the  circum- 
cision by  faith,  aud  uncircumcision  through  faith. 

31  Do  we  then  make  void  the  law  through  faith?  God 
forbid :  yea,  we  establish  the  law. 
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4:      What  then  shall  we  say  that  Abraham,  our  forefather 

2  according  to  the  flesh,  hath  found?    For  if  Abraham 
was  justified  by  works,  he  hath  whereof  to  glory;  but 

3  not  toward  God.     For  what  saith  the  scripture?    And 
Abraham  believed  Grod,  and  it  was  reckoned  unto  him 

4  for  righteousness.     Now  to    him    that  worketh,   the 
reward  is  not  reckoned  as  of  grace,  but  as  of  debt 

5  Bat  to  him  that  worketh  not,  but  believeth  on  him  that 
justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  reckoned  for  right- 

6  eousness.    Even   as  David   also  pronounceth  blessing 
upon  the  man,  uuto  whom  God  reckoneth  righteous- 

7  ness  apart  from  works,  saying. 

Blessed  are  they  whose  iniquities  are  forgiven, 
And  whose  sins  are  covered. 

8  Blessed  is  tlie  man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not 

reckon  sin. 

9  Is  this  blessing  then  pronounced  upon  the  circumcision, 
or  upon  the  uncircumcision  also?  for  we  say.  To  Abra- 

10  ham  his  faith  was  reckoned  for  ri^hteousDCSs.  How 
then  was  it  reckoned?  when  he  was  in  circumcision,  or 
in  uncircumcision?  Not  in  circumcision,  but  in  uncircum- 

11  cision:  and  he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal 
of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had  while  he 
was  in  uncircumcision:  that  he  might  be  the  father  of 
all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be  in  uncircum- 
cision, that  righteousness  might  be  reckoned  unto  them; 

13  and  the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  not  only  are 
of  the  circumcision,  but  who  also  walk  in  tlie  steps  of 
that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham  which  he  had  in  un- 

18  circumcision.  For  not  through  the  law  .was  the  promise 
to  Abraham  or  to  his  seed,  that  he  should  be  heir  of 

14  the  world,  but  through  the  righteousness  of  faitli.  For 
if  they  which  are  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made  void, 

16  and  the  promise  is  mnde  of  none  effect:  for  the  law 
worketh  wrath;  but  where  there  is  no  law,  neither  is  there 

16  transgression.  For  this  cause  it  is  of  faith,  that  it  may 
be  according  to  grace;  to  the  end  that  the  promise  may 
be  sure  to  all  the  seed;  not  to  that  only  which  is  of 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Abraham^ 8  faith  toaa  imputed  to  him  for  riqhteousnesa^  10  before 
he  was  Qircumciaed.  13  By  faith  only  he  ana  his  seed  received  the 
promise.  16  Abraham  is  the  father  of  all  that  believe.  24  Our 
faith  also  shall  be  imputed  to  us  for  righteousness. 

WHAT  shall  we  say  then  that  Abraham  our  father,  as 
pertaining  to  the  flesh,  hath  found? 
2  For  if  Abraham  were  justified  by  works,  he  hath 
whereof  to  glory ;  but  not  before  God. 

8  For  what  saith  the  scripture?  Abraham  beUeved  God, 
and  it  was  counted  unto  him  for  righteousness. 

4  Now  to  him  that  worketh  is  the  reward  not  reckoned 
of  grace,  but  of  debt. 

5  But  to  him  that  worketh  not,  but  believeth  on  him 
that  justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faiUi  is  counted  for  right- 
eousness. 

6  Even  as  David  also  describeth  the  blessedness  of  the 
man,  unto  whom  God  imputeth  righteousness  without 
works, 

7  8aying,  Blessed  ctre  they  whose  iniquities  are  forgiven, 
and  whose  sins  are  covered. 

8  Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not  impute 
sin. 

9  Cometh  this  blessedness  then  upon  the  circumcision 
only,  or  upon  the  uncircumcision  also?  for  we  say  that 
faith  was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for  righteousness. 

10  How  was  it  then  reckoned?  when  he  was  in  circum- 
cision, or  in  uncircumcision?  Not  in  circumcision,  but  in 
uncircumcision. 

11  And  he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of 
the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  h>e  Jutdyet  being  uncir- 
cumcised:  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
l)elieve,  though  llity  l>e  not  circumcised;  that  righteous- 
ness might  htt  impuU^il  unto  them  also: 

12  And  Uie  falhor  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not 
of  the  circumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of 
llmt  fnith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being  yet 
uucircumci^d. 

13  For  the  pmitibCpthat  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the 
world*  wa*  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  tlu-ough  the  law, 
buL  tUrc>ufl;li  the  rigliteousness  of  faith. 

14  For  if  they  \\\iwh  are  of  the  law  he  heirs,  faith  is  made 
void,  and  the  prnmisc  made  of  none  effect: 

15  Because  the  hivv  worketh  wrath:  for  where  no  law  is, 
tht^r^  is  no  transgression. 

1 6  Therefore  tt  iit  of  faith,  that  it  might  be  by  grace;  to  the 
end  UiD  promi&e  miglit  be  sure  to  all  the  seed;  not  to  that 


the  law,  but  to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith  of  Abraham, 

17  who  is  the  father  of  us  all  (as  it  is  written,  A  father  of 
many  nations  have  I  made  thee)  before  him  whom  he 
believed  even  God,  who  quickeneth  the  dead,  and 
calleth    things   that  .are  not,  as  though   they  were. 

18  Who  in  hope  believed  against  hope,  to  the  end  tiiat  he 
might  become  a  father  of  many  nations,  according  to 

19  that  whicl»  had  been  spoken.  So  shall  thy  seed  be.   And 
without  being  weakened  in  fail^  he  considered  his  own  ! 
body  now  as  good  as  dead  (he  being  about  a  hundred  i 

20  years  old),  and  the  deadness  of  Sarah's  womb:  yea,  ' 
looking  unto  the  promise  of  God,  he   wavered  not 
through  unbelief,  but  waxed  strong  through  faith,  giv- 

31  ing  glory  to  God,  and  being  fully  assured  that,  what  he 

33  had  promised,  ho  was  able  also  to  perform.  Where* 
fore  also  it  was  reckoned  unto  him  for  righteotisness. 

38  Kow  it  was  not  written  for  his  sake  alone,  that  it  was 

34  reckoned  unto  him;  but  for  our  sake  also,  unto  whom  it 
shall  be  reckoned,  who  believe  on  him  that  raised  Jesus 

35  our  Lord  from  the  dead,  who  was  delivered  up  for  our 
trespasses,  and  was  raised  for  oiu:  juatifioation. 


5      Being  therefore  justified  by  faith,  let  us  have  peace 

2  with  GcKl  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  through  whom 

also  we  have  had  our  access  by  faith  into  this  grace 

wherein  we  stand;  and  let  us  rejoice  in  hope  of  the 

8  glory  of  God.     And  not  only  so,  but  let  us  also  rejoice 

in  our  tribulations:  knowing  that  tribulation  worketh 

4  patience;    and    patience,    probation;    and    probation, 

5  hope:  and  hope  putteth  not  to  shame;  because  the  love 
of  God  hath  been  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  through  the 

6  Holy  Ghost  which  was  given  unto  us.     For  whue  we 
were  yet  weak,  in  due  season  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly. 

7  For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die :  for  per- 
ad venture  for  the  goSi  man  some  one  would  even  dare 
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only  which  is  of  the  law,  but  tb  that  also  which  is  of  the 
faith  of  Abraham;  who  is  the  father  of  us  all, 

17  (As  it  is  written,  I  have  made  thee  a  father  of  many 
nations,)  before  hiin  whom  bo  believed,  even  God,  who 
quickeneth  the  dead,  and  calleth  those  things  which  be  not 
as  though  they  were. 

18  mio  against  hope  believed  in  hope,  that  he  might 
become  the  father  of  many  nations,  according  to  that  which 
was  spoken,  So  shall  thy  seed  be. 

19  And  being  not  weak  in  faith,  he  considered  not  his 
own  body  now  dead,  when  he  was  about  an  hundred  years 
old,  neither  yet  the  deadness  of  Sarah's  womb: 

20  He  staggered  not  at  the  promise  of  God  through  un- 
belief; but  was  strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to  God ; 

21  And  being  fully  persuaded  that,  what  he  had  pro- 
mised, he  was  able  also  to  perform, 

22  And  therefore  it  was  imputed  to  him  for  righteous- 
ness, 

23  Now  it  was  not  written  for  his  sake  alone,  that  it  was 
imputed  to  him; 

24  But  for  us  also,  to  whom  it  shall  be  imputed,  if  we 
believe  on  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord  from  the 
dead; 

'25  Who  was  delivered  for  our  offences,  and  was  raised 
again  for  our  justification. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Seing  huiified  byj  cUth,  we  have  peace  with  God,  2  and  joy  tn  our 
liope,  9  that  sith  we  were  reconciled  by  his  blood,  when  we  were 
enemies,  10  we  shall  mttch  more  be  saved  being  reconciled.  '  12  As 
sin  and  death  came  by  Adam,  17  so  muck  more  righteousness  and 
life  by  Jesus  Christ,  20  Where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  »uper- 
abound. 

THEREFORE  being  justified  by  faith,  we  have  peace 
with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

2  By  whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith  into  this  grace 
wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God. 

3  And  not  only  so,  but  we  glory  in  tribulations  also: 
knowing  that  tribulation  worketh  patience ; 

4  Andpatieuce,  experience;  ana  experience,  hope: 

^  5  And  hope  makoth  not  ashamed ;  because  the  love  of 
God  is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  which 
is  given  unto  us. 

8  For  when  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in  due  time 
Christ  died  for  the  ungodly. 

7  For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die:  yet  pcr- 
adventure  for  a  good  man  some  would  even  dare  to  die. 
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8  to  die.    But  God  commendeth  his  own  love  toward  us, 
in  that,  while  we  were  yet  sitiners,  Christ  died  for  us. 

9  Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood,  shall 

10  we  be  saved  from  the  wrath  of  God  through  him.  For 
if,  while  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  Gk)d 
through  the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being  recon- 

11  ciled,  shall  we  be  saved  by  his  life;  and  not  only  so,  , 
but  we  also  rejoice  in  God  through  out  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  through  whom  we  have  now  received  the  recon- 
ciliation. 

13  Therefore,  as  through  one  man  sin  entered  into  the 
world,   and  death  through  sin;  and  so  death  passed 

13  \mto  all  men,  for  that  all  sinned : — for  until  the  law  sin' 
was  in  the  world :  but  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there 

14  is  no  law.  Nevertheless  death  reigned  from  Adam 
until  Moses,  even  over  them  that  had  not  sinned  after 
the  likeness  of  Adam's  transgression,  who  is  a  figure  of 

15  him  that  was  to  come.  But  not  as  the  trespass,  so  also 
is  the  free  gift.  For  if  by  the  trespass  of  the  one  the 
many  died,  much  more  aid  the  grace  of  God,  and  the 
gift  by  the  grace  of  the  one  man,  Jesus  Christ,  abound 

16  unto  the  many.  And  not  as  through  one  that  sinned, 
80  is  the  gift:  for  the  judgement  came  of  one  unto  con- 
demnation, but  the  free  gift  came  of  many  trespasses 

17  unto  justification.  For  if,  by  the  trespass  of  the  one, 
death  reigned  through  the  one;  much  more  shall  they 
that  receive  the  abundance  of  grace  and  of  the  gift  of 
righteousness  reign  in  life  through  the  one,  even  Jesus 

18  Christ.  So  then  as  through  one  trespass  the  judgement 
caine  unto  all  men  to  condemnation;  even  so  through 
one  act  of  righteousness  the  free  gift  came  unto  all  men 

19  to  justification  of  life.  For  as  through  the  one  man's 
disobedience  the  many  were  made  sinners,  even  so 
through  the  obedience  of  the  one  shall  the  many  be 

20  made  righteous.  And  the  law  came  in  beside,  that  the 
trespass  might  abound ;  but  where  sin  abounded,  grace 

21  did  abound  more  exceedingly:  that,  as  sin  reigned  in 
death,  even  so  might  grace  reign  through  righteousness 
unto  eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
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8  But  God  commendeth  his  love  toward  us,  in  that,  while 
we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us. 

9  Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood,  wo 
shall  be  saved  from  wrath  through  him. 

10  For  if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to 
God  by  the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being  reconciled, 
wie  shall  be  saved  by  his  life. 

11  And  not  only  w,  but  we  also  joy  in  God  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  received  the 
atonement. 

12  Wherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world, 
and  death  by  sin ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for 
that  all  have  sinned : 

13  (For  until  the  law  sin  was  in  the  world:  but  sin  is  not 
imputed  when  there  is  no  law. 

14  Nevertheless  death  reigned  from  Adam  to  >^>s€s, 
even  over  them  that  had  not  sinned  after  the  similitudo  of 
Adam's  transgression,  who  is  the  figure  of  him  that  was  to 
come. 

15  But  not  as  the  offence,  so  also  is  the  free  gift.  For  if 
through  the  offence  of  one  many  be  dead,  much  more  the 

fraoe  of  God,  and  the  gift  by  grace,  which  w  by  one  man, 
esus  Christ,  hath  abounded  unto  many. 

16  And  not  as  H  wcu  by  one  that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift:  for 
the  judgment  was  by  one  to  condemnation,  but  the  free  gift 
is  of  man^r  offences  unto  justification. 

17  For  if  by  one  roan's  offence  death  reigned  by  one; 
much  more  they  which  receive  abundance  of  grace  oxid  of 
the  gift  of  righteousness  shall  reign  in  life  by  one,  Jesus 
Christ.) 

18  Therefore  as  by  the  offence  of  or^e  juttgrnenteame  upon 
all  men  to  condemnation ;  even  so  by  the  righteousness  of 
one  thefree  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of  life. 

19  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience  many  were  made 
sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many  be  made 
righteous. 

20  Moreover  the  law  entered,  that  the  offence  might 
abound.  But  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abound : 

21  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  UAto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  rfcign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 
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6      What  shall  we  say  then?     Shall  we  continue  in  sin, 
2  that  grace  may  abound?     God  forbid.     We  who  died 

8  to  sin,  how  shall  we  any  longer  live  therein?  Or  are 
ye  ignorant  that  all  we  who  were  baptized  into  Olirist 

4  Jesus  were  baptized  into  his  death?  We  were  buried 
therefore  with  him  through  baptism  into  death:  that 
like  as  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead  through  the 
glory  of  the  Father,  so  we  also  might  walk  in  newness 

5  of  life.  For  if  we  have  become  united  with  him  by  the 
likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  bj/  tlie  likeness  of 

6  his  resurrection;  knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  was 
crucified  with  Mm,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  done 

„  away,  that  so  we  should  no  longer  be  in  bondage  to  sin; 

L  for  he  that  hath  died  is  justified  from  sin.     BUit  if  we 

died  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with 

9  him:  knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead 
dieth  no  more ;  death  no  more  hath  dominion  over  him. 

10  For  the  death  that  ho  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once :  but 

11  the  life  that  he  liveth,  he  Uveth  unto  God.  Even  so 
reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  unto  sin,  but  alive 
unto  God  in  Chiist  Jesus. 

\%      Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortal  body,  that 

18  ye  should  obey  the  lusts  thereof:  neither  present  your 

members  unto  sin  as  instruments   of  unrighteousness; 

but  present  yourselves  unto  God,   as  alive  from  the 

dead,  and  your  members  as  instruments  of  righteouS' 

14  ness  unto  God.  For  sin  shall  not  have  dominion  over 
you:  for  ye  are  not  under  law,  but  under  grace. 

15  What  then?  shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not  under 

16  law,  but  under  grace?  God  forbid.  Know  ye  not, 
that  to  whom  ye  present  yourselves  as  servants  unto 
obedience,  his  servants  ye  are  whom  ye  obey;  whether 
of  sin  unto  death,  or  of  obedience  unto  righteousness? 

^7  But  thanks  be  to  God,  that,  whereas  ye  were  servants 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

1  We  may  not  live  in  sin,  ft  for  we  are  dead  unto  tf,  8  as  appeareth 
btf  our  baptism.  12  Let  not  sin  reign  any  more^  18  oecau^se  toe  have 
yielded  ourselves  to  the  service  of  righteousness^  28  and  for  that 
death  is  the  wages  of  sin, 

WHAT  shall  we  say  then?    Shall  we  continue  in  sin, 
that  grace  may  abound? 
2  God  forbid.     How  shall  we,  that  are  dead  to  sin,  live 
any  loager  therein? 

8  Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into 
Jesus  Christ  were  baptized  into  his  death? 

4  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  hina  by  baptism  into 
death :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by 
the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in 
newness  of  life. 

5  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness 
of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrec- 
tion : 

6  Knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  hifiiy 
that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin. 

7  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin. 

8  Now  if  we  l)e  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall 
also  live  with  him: 

0  Knowing  tbat  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dietl; 
no  more;  death  hath  no  more  dominion  over  him. 

10  For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  mito  sin  once:  but  in  thav 
he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  (Jod. 

11  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed 
imto  sin,  but  alive  unto  (Jod  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

12  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortid  body,  that 
ye  should  obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof. 

13  Neither  yield  ye  your  members  <w  instruments  of  un- 
righteous unto  sin:  but  yield  yourselves  unto  God,  as  those 
that  are  alive  from  the  dead,  and  your  members  as  instru- 
ments of  righteousness  unto  God. 

14  For  sin  shall  not  have  dominion  over  you:  for  ye  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace. 

15  What  then?  shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not  under  the 
law,  but  under  grace?  God  forbid. 

.16  Know  ye  not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselves  ser- 
vants to   obey,   his   servants  ye   are   to  whom  ye  obey; 
whether  of  sin  unto  death,  or  of  obedience  unto  righteous- 
uess? 
17  But  God  be  tlianked,  that  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin, 
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of  sin,  ye  became  obedient  from  tlic  heart  to  that  form 

18  of  teaching  whereunto  ye  were  delivered;  and  being 
made  free  from  sin,  ye  became  servants  of  righteoiw- 

19  uess.  I  ^)eak  after  the  manner  of  men  because  of  the 
infirmity  of  your  flesh :  for  as  ye  presented  your  mem- 
bers as  servants  to  uncleanness  and  to  iniquity  unto 
iniquity,  even  so  now  present  your  members  €u  servants 

20  to  righteousness  unto  sanctification.  For  when  ye  were 
servants  of  sin,  ye  were  free  in  regard  of  righteous- 

21  ness.   What  fruit  then  had  ye  at  that  time  in  the  things 
.  whereof  ye  are  now  ashamed?  for  the  end  of  those 

22  things  is  death.  But  now  being  made  free  from  sin, 
and  become  servants  to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto 

23  sanctification,  and  the  end  eternal  life.  For  the  WMpes 
of  sin  is  death ;  but  the  free  gift  of  God  is  eteraal  fife 
in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 


7  Or  are  ye  ignorant,  brethren  (for  I  speak  to  men  that 
know  the  law),  how  that  the  law  hath  dominion  over 

2  a  man  for  so  long  time  as  he  liveth?  For  the  woman 
that  hath  a  husband  is  bound  by  law  to  the  husband 
while  he  liveth;  but  if  the  husband  die,  she  is  dis- 

8  chared  from  the  law  of  the  husband.  So  then  if, 
while  the  husband  liveth,  she  be  joined  to  another  man, 
she  shall  be  called  an  adulteress:  but  if  the  husband 
die,  she  is  free  from  the  law,  so  that  she  is  no  adulteress, 

4  though  she  be  joined  to  another  man.  Wherefore,  mv 
brethren,  ye  also  were  made  dead  to  the  law  through 
the  body  of  Christ;  that  ye  should  be  joined  to  another, 
&oen  to  him  who  was  raised  from  the  dead,  that  we 

5  might  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God.  For  when  we  were 
in  the  flesh,  the  sinful  passions,  which  were  through 
the  law,  wroufi^ht  in  our  members  to  bring  forth  fruit 

6  unto  death.  But  now  we  have  been  diecnarged  from 
the  law,  having  died  to  that  wherein  we  were  holden; 
so  that  we  serve  in  newness  of  the  spirit,  and  not  in 
old  ness  of  the  letter. 

7  What  shall  we  say  then?  Is  the  law  sin?  God 
forbid.  Howbeit,  I  had  not  known  sin,  except  throuffh 
the  law:  for  I*  had  not  known  coveting,  except  uie 
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but  ye  have  obeyed  from  the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine 
which  was  delivered  you. 

18  Being  then  made  free  from  sin,  ye  became  the  servants 
of  righteousness. 

19  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men  because  of  the  in- 
firmity of  your  flesh :  for  as  ye  have  yielded  your  members 
servants  to  unclcanness  and  to  iniquity  unto  iniquity;  even 
so  now  yield  your  members  servants  to  righteousness  unto 
holiness. 

30  For  when  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin,  ye  were  free 
from  righteousness. 

21  Wnat  fruit  had  ye  then  in  those  things  whereof  ye  are 
now  ashamed?  for  the  end  of  those  things  is  death. 

22  But  now  being  made  free  from  sin,  and  become  ser- 
vants to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto  holiness,  and  the  end 
everlasting  life. 

23  For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death ;  but  the  gift  of  God  is 
eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  No  law  htUh  power  over  a  man  longer  than  he  liveth.    4  But  we 
or*,  dead  to  the  law.    7  Yet  is  not  the  law  sin,  12  but  holy,ju$t^ 

?ood,  IQ  as  I  acknowledge,  who  am  grieved  because  I  cannot 
eepit. 

KNOW  ye  not,  brethren,  (for  I  speak  to  them  that  know 
the  law,)  how  that  the  law  hath  dominion  over  a  man 
as  long. as  he  liveth? 

2  For  the  wt)man  which  hath  an  husband  is  bound  by 
the  law  to  her  husband  so  long  as  he  liveth ;  but  if  the  hus- 

•  band  be  dead,  she  is  loosed  from  the  law  of  her  husband. 

3  So  then  if,  while  Iter  husband  liveth,  she  be  married 
to  another  man,  she  shall  be  called  an  adulteress:  but  if 
her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  free  from  that  law;  so  that 
she  is  no  adulteress,  though  she  be  married  to  another  man. 

4  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  ye  also  are  become  dead  to 
the  law  by  the  body  of  Christ ;  that  ye  should  be  married 
to  another,  even  to  him  who  is  raised  from  the  dead,  that 
we  should  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God. 

5  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh,  the  motions  of  sins, 
which  were  by  the  law,  did  work  in  our  members  to  bring 
forth  fruit  unto  death. 

6  But  now  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  that  being 
dead  wherein  we  were  held ;  that  we  should  serve  in  new- 
ness of  spirit,  and  not  in  the  oldness  of  the  letter. 

7  What  shall  we  say  then?  Is  the  law  sin?  God  forbid. 
Nay,  I  had  not  known  sin,  but  by  th«  law :  for  I  had  not 
known  lust,  except  the  law  had  said.  Thou  shalt  not  covet. 
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8  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet:  but  sin,  finding 
occasion,  wrought  in  me  through  the  commandment 
all  manner  of  coveting:  for  apart  from  the  law  sin  is 

9  dead.  And  I  was  alive  apart  from  the  law  once:  but 
when  the  commandment    came,    sin  revived,   and    I 

10  died;   and  the   commandment,    which  was  unto   life, 

11  this  I  found  to  he  unto  death:  for  sin,  finding  occasion, 
througli  the  commandment  beguiled  me,  and  through 

13  it  slew  me.     So  that  the  law  is  holy,  and  the  command- 

13  ment  holy,  and  righteous,  and  good.  Did  then  that 
which  is  good  become  death  unto  me?  God  forbid. 
But  sin,  that  it  might  be  shewn  to  be  sin,  by  working 
death  to  me  through  that  which  is  good ; — that  through 
the  commandment  sin  might  become  exceeding  sinful. 

14  For  we  know  that  the  law  is  spiritual :  but  I  am  carnal, 

15  sold  under  sin.  For  that  which!  do  I  know  not:  for 
not  what  I  would,  that  do  I  practise;  but  what  I  bate, 

16  that  I  do.     But  if  what  I  would  not,  that  I  do,  I  con- 

17  sent  unto  the  law  that  it  is  good.     So  now  it  is  no  more 

18  I  that  do  it,  but  sin  which  dwelleth  in  me.  For  I 
know  that  in  me,  that  is,  in  my  flesh,  dwelleth  no  good 
thing:  for  to  will  is  present  with  me,  but  to  do  that 

1&  which  is  good  is  not.  For  the  good  which  I  would  I 
do  not :  but  the  evil  which  I  would  not,  that  I  practise. 

20  But  if  what  I  would  not,  that  I  do,  it  is  no  more  I  thati 

21  do  it,  but  sin  which  dwelleth  in  me.  I  find  then  the 
law,  that,  to  me  who  would  do  good,  evil  is  present. 

22  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward  man: 

23  but  I  see  a  different  law  in  my  members,  warring 
against  the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into  cap- 
tivity under  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in  mjr  members. 

24  O  wretched  man  that  I  am!  who  shall  deliver  me  out 

25  of  the  body  of  this  death?  I  thank  God  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  So  then  I  myself  witli  the  mind 
serve  the  law  of  God;  but  with  the  flesh  the  law  of 
sin. 
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8  But  sin,  taking  occasion  by  tlie  commandment,  wrought 
in  me  all  manner  of  concupiscence.  For  without  the  law 
sin  was  dead. 

9  For  I  was  alive  without  the  law  once:  but  when  the 
commandment  came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died. 

10  And  the  commandment,  which  wa^ordaitied  to  life,  I 
found  to  he  unto  death. 

11  For  sin,  taking  occasion  by  the  commandment,  de- 
ceived me,  and  by  it  slew  me. 

\%  Wherefore  the  law  is  holy,  and  the  commandment 
holy,  and  just,  and  good. 

13  Was  then  that  which  is  good  made  death  unto  me? 
God  forbid.  But  sin,  that  it  might  appear  sin,  working 
death  in  me  by  that  which  is  good ;  that  sin  by  the  com- 
mandment might  become  exceeding  sinful. 

14  For  we  know  that  the  law  is  spiritual :  but  I  am  car- 
nal, sold  under  sin. 

15  For  that  which  I  do  I  allow  not:  for  what  1  would, 
that  do  I  not;  but  what  I  hate,  that  do  I. 

16  If  then  I  do  that  which  I  would  not,  I  consent  unto 
the  law  that  i^w  ^ood. 

17  Now  then  it  is  no  more  I  that  do  it,  but  sin  that 
dwelleth  In  me. 

18  For  I  know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in  my  flesh,)  dwelleth 
no  good  thing:  for  to  will  is  present  with  me;  but  Jww  to 
perform  tlmt  which  is  good  I  find  not. 

19  For  the  good  tlmt  T  would  I  do  not:  but  the  evil 
which  I  Avould  not,  that  I  do. 

20  Now  if  I  do  that  I  would  not,  it  is  no  more  I  that  do 
It,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me. 

21  I  find  tlien  a  law,  that,  when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is 
present  with  me 

22  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward 
man: 

23  But  I  see  another  ?aw  in  my  members,  warring  against 
the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into  captivity  to  the 
law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  members. 

24  O  wretched  man  that  I  am!  who  shall  deliver  me 
from  the  body  of  this  death? 

25  I  thank  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  So  then 
with  the  mind  I  myself  serve  the  law  of  God;  but  with  the 
flesh  the  law  of  sin. 
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8      There  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them  that 

3  are  in  Christ  Jesus.     For  the  law  of  the  Si^rit  of  life  in 

Christ  Jesus  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  of 

3  death.  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was 
weak  through  the  flesh,  Godj  sending  his  own  Son  in  the 
likeness  of  sinful  flesh  and  as  an  offering  for  sin,  con- 

4  demoed  sin  in  the  flesh :  that  the  ordinance  of  the  law 
might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh, 

5  but  after  the  spirit.  For  they  that  are  after  the  flesh 
do  mind  the  things  of  the  flesh ;  but  they  that  are  aft«: 

6  the  spirit  the  things  of  the  sphrit.  For  the  mind  of  the 
flesh  is  death;  but  the  naind  of  the  spirit  is  life  and 

7  peace:  because  the  mind  of  the  flesh  is  enmity  Kgainst 
God;  for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law-of  God,  neither 

8  indeed  can  it  be:  and  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot 

9  please  God.  But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the 
spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you. 
But  if  any  man  hath  not  the  spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none 

10  of  his.  And  if  Christ  is  in  you,  the  body  is  dead 
because  of  sin;  but  the  spirit  is  life  because  of  right- 

11  eousness.  But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus 
from  the  dead  dwelleth  in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Christ 
Jesus  from  the  dead  shall  quicken  also  your  mortal 
bodies  througli  his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you. 

12  So  then,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh, 

13  to  live  after  the  flesh:  for  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye 
must  die;  but  if  by  the  spirit  ye  mortify  the  deeds  of 

14  the  body,  ye  shall  live.    For  as  many  as  are  led  \}j  the 

15  Spirit  of  God,  these  are  sons  of  God.  For  ye  received 
not  the  spirit  of  bondage  again  under  fear;  but  ye 
received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba, 

16  Father.     The  Spirit  himself  beareth  witness  with  our 

17  spirit,  that  we  are  children  of  Ck)d:  and  if  children, 
then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs  with  Christ;  if 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  They  that  are  in  Christ,  and  live  according  to  the  spirit,  are  free 
from  condemnation.  6, 18  What  harm  cometh  of  the  fleshy  6, 14 
and  what  good  of  the  Spirit:  17  and  what  of  being  Qod't  child, 
19  whose  glorious  deliverance  all  things  long  for,  29  wcls  before" 
hand  decreed  from  God.    88  What  can  sever  us  from  his  lovef 

THERE  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them 
which  are  in  Christ  Jesu8>  who  walk  not  after  the 
flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

2  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath 
made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death. 

3  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak 
through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  likeness 
of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the  flesh: 

4  That  the  righteousness  of  the  law  might  be  fulfilled  in 
us,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

5  For  they  that  are  after  the  flesh  do  mind  the  things  of 
the  flesh;  but  they  that  are  after  the  Spirit  the  things  of  the 
Spirit. 

6  For  to  be  carnally  minded  is  death ;  but  to  be  [q)iritually 
minded  is  life  and  peace. 

7  Because  the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God :  for  it 
is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 

8  So  then  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot  please  God. 

9  But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be 
that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwell  in  you.  Now  if  any  man 
have  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 

10  And  if  Ciirist  be  in  you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of 
sm;  but  the  Spirit  is  life  because  of  righteousness. 

11  But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the 
dead  dwell  in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead 
shall  also  quicken  your  mortal  bodies  by  his  Spirit  that 
dwelleth  in  you. 

12  Therefore,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh, 
to  live  si ter  the  flesh. 

13  For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die:  but  if  ye 
through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye 
shall  live. 

r  "     14  For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are 
the  sons  of  God. 

15  For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bondage  again 
to  fear;  but  ye  have  received  the  Spirit  of  adoption,  where- 
by we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 

16  The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that 
we  are  the  children  of  God: 

17  And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint- 
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80  be  that  we  suffer  with  Mm,  that  we  may  be  also  glo- 
rified with  him. 

18  For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time 
are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  which 

19  shall  be  revealed  to  us-ward.  For  the  earnest  expecta- 
tion of  the  creation  waiteth  for  the  revealing  of  the  sons 

20  of  God.  For  the  creation  was  subjected  to  vanity,  not 
of  its  own  will,  but  by  reason  of  him  who  subjected  it, 

21  in  hope  that  the  creation  itself  also  shall  be  delivered 
from  the  bondage  of  corruption  into  the  libOTty  of  the  . 

22  glory  of  the  children  of  God.  For  we  know  that  the 
whole  creation  groaneth  and  travaileth  in  pain  together 

23  until  now.  And  not  only  so,  but  oui-selves  also,  which 
have  the  firstfruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves 
groan  within  ourselves,  waiting  for  our  adoption,  to 

24  mt,  the  redemption  of  our  body.  For  by  hope  were 
we  saved:  but  hope  that  is  seen  is  not  hope:  forvrlio 

25  hopeth  for  that  which  he  seeth?  But  if  we  hope  for 
that  which  we  see  not,  then  do  we  with  patience  wait 
for  it. 

26  And  in  like  manner  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  in- 
firmity: for  we  know  not  how  to  pray  as  we  ought; 
but  the  Spirit  himself  maketh  intercession  for  u»  with 

27  groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered;  and  he  that  seardi- 
eth  the  hearts  knoweth  what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit, 
because  he  maketh  intercession  for  the  saints  according 

28  to  tlie  win  of  God.  And  wo  know  that  to  them  that 
love  God  all  things  work  together  for  good,  even  to 

29  them  that  are  called  according  to  his  purpose.  For 
whom  he  foreknew,  he  also  foreordained  to  be  conformed 
to  the  image  of  his  Son,  that  he  might  bo  the  firstborn 

80  among  many  brethren:  and  whom  he  foreordained, 
them  he  also  called:  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also 
justified:  and  whom  he  justifted,  them  he  also  glorified. 

31  What  then  shall  we  say  to  these  things?   If  God  is  for 

32  us,  who  is  against  us?  He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son, 
but  deliver^  him  up  for  us  all,  how  shall  he  not  also 

33  with  him  freely  give  us  all  things?  Who  shall  lay  any 
thing  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect?    It  is  God  that  jns- 

84  tifieth;  who  is  he  that  sh^l  condemn?    It  is  Christ 
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helps  with  Christ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we 
may  be  also  glorified  together. 

18  For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time 
are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  wnich  shall  bo 
revefded  in  us. 

19  For  the  earnest  expectation  of  the  creature  waitetb 
for  the  manifestation  of  the  sons  of  Ood. 

20  For  the  creature  was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not  wil- 
.  lingly,  but  by  reason  of  him  who  hatii  subjected  the  same 

in  hope, 

21  Because  the  creature  itself  also  shall  be  delivered  from 
the  bondaffe  of  corruption  into  the  gloriouB  liberty  of  the 
children  of  God. 

22  For  we  know  that  the  whole  creation  groaneth  and 
travaileth  in  pain  together  until  now. 

23  And  not  only  they,  but  ourselves  also,  which  have  the 
first-fruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan  within 
ourselves,  waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  wit,  the  redemption 
of  our  body. 

24  For  we  are  saved  by  hope:  but  hope  that  is  seen  is 
not  hope:  for  what  a  man  seeth.  why  doth  he  yet  hope  for? 

25  But  if  we  hope  for  that  we  see  not,  then  do  we  with 
patience  wait  for  it, 

26  Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  infirmities:  for 
we  know  not  what  we  should  pray  for  as  we  ought:  but  the 
Spirit  itself  maketh  intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which 
cannot  be  uttered. 

27  And  he  that  searcheth  the  hearts  knoweth  wliat  is 
the  mind  of  tlie  Spirit,  baciuse  he  maketh  intercession  for 
the  saints  according  to  the  wiU  of  God. 

23  And  we  know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good 
to  themtliat  love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  according 
to  7ii«  purpose. 

29  For  whom  he  did  foreknow,  lie  also  did  predestinate 
to  he  conformed  to  Uie  image  of  his  Son,  that  he  might  be 
the  first-born  among  many  brethren. 

30  Moreover  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also 
called,  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified:  and 
whom  he  justified,  them  h3  also  glorified. 

31  What  shall  we  then  mj  to  these  things?  If  God  he 
for  us.  who  can  he  against  us? 

33  He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up 
for  us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely  give  us  all 
things  ? 

33  Who  shall  lay  anything  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect? 
It  is  God  that  justifieth. 

34  Who  is  he  that  condemneth?    It  is  Christ  thnt  died, 
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Jesus  that  died,  yea  rather,  that  was  raised  from  the 
dead,  wlio  is  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who  also  niaketh 

85  intercession  for  us.  Who  shall  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  Christ?  shall  tribulation,  or  anguish,  or  perse- 
cution, or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword? 

86  Even  as  it  is  written, 

For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day  long; 
We  were  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

37  Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors 

38  through  him  that  loved  us.  For  I  am  persuaded,  that 
neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  principahties, 

39  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor  powers,  nor 
height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature,  diall  be  able 
to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord. 


9  I  say  the  truth  in  Christ,  I  lie  not,  my  conscience  bear- 
2  ing  witness  with  me  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  I  have 
8  great  sorrow  and  unceasing  pain  in  my  hearc.     For  I 

could  wish  that  I  mvself  were  anathema  from  Christ 
for  my  brethren's  sake,  my  kinsmen  according  to  the 

4  flesh:  who  are  Israelites;  whose  is  the  adoption,  and 
the  glory,  and  the  covenants,  and  the  giving  of  the  law, 

5  and  the  service  of  God,  and  the  promises;  whose  are  the 
fathers,  and  of  whom  is  Christ  as  concerning  the  flesh, 

6  who  is  over  all,  Ck)d  blessed  for  ever.    Amen.    But  it 
is  not  as  though  the  word  of  God  hath  come  to  nought. 

7  For  they  are  not  all  Israel,  which  are  of  Israel :  neither, 
because  they  are  Abn^am's  seed,  are  they  all  children: 

8  but.  In  Isaac  shall  thv  seed  be  called.     That  is,  it  is  not 
the  children  of  the  flesh  that  are  children  of  God ;  but 

9  the  children  of  the  promise  are  reckoned  for  a  seed.  For 
•  this  is  a  word  of  promise.  According  to  this  season  will 

10  I  come,  and  Sarah  shall  have  a  son.     And  not  only  so. 
but  Rebecca  also  having  conceived  by  one,  even  X)j  our 

11  father  Isaac—for  tlie  children  being  not  yet  born,  neither 
having  done  anything  good  or  bad,  that  the  purpose  of 
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yea  rather,  that  is  risen  ngain,  who  is  even  at  the  right  hand 
of  Gjd,  who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us. 

35  Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ?  shall 
tabulation,  or  distress,  or  persecution,  or  famine,  or  naked- 
ness, or  peril,  or  sword? 

36  As  it  is  written,  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day 
long;  we  are  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

37  Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  loved  tis. 

38  For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor 
angels,  nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present, 
nor  things  to  come, 

39  Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature,  shall 
be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.

I  SAY  the  truth  in  Christ,  I  lie  not,  my  coBScience  also 
bearing  me  witness  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 

2  That  I  have  great  heaviness  and  continual  sorrow  in 
my  heart. 

3  For  I  could  wish  that  myself  were  accursed  from  Christ 
for  my  brethren,  m^  kinsmen  according  to  tlie  flesh : 

4  Who  are  Israelites ;  to  whom  ptriaineih  the  adoption, 
and  the  glory,  and  the  covenants,  and  the  giving  of  the 
law,  and  the  service  of  God,  and  the  promises; 

5  Whose  are  the  fathers,  and  of  whom  as  concerning  the 
flesh  Christ  came,  who  is  over  all,  God  blessed  for  ever. 
Amen. 

6  Not  as  though  the  word  of  God  hath  taken  none  effect. 
For  they  a/re  not  all  Israel,  which  are  of  Israel : 

7  Neither,  because  they  are  the  seed  of  Abraham,  are  they 
all  children,  but,  In  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  called. 

8  That  is,  Thev  which  are  the  children  of  the  flesh,  these 
are  not  the  children  of  God:  but  the  children  of  the  pro- 
mise are  counted  for  the  seed. 

9  For  this  is  the  word  of  promise.  At  this  time  will  I 
come,  and  Sarah  shall  have  a  son. 

10  And  not  only  tim;  but  when  Rebecca  also  had  con- 
ceived by  one,  even  by  our  father  Isaac ; 

11  (For  the  children  being  not  yet  born,  neither  having 
done  any  good  or  evil,  that  the  purpose  of  God  according 
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God  according  to  election  might  stand,  not  of  works, 

13  but  of  liim  that  calleth,  it  was  said  unto  her,  The  ehler 
18  shall  serve  the  younger.     Even  as  it  is  written,  Jacob  I 

loved,  but  Esau  I  hated. 

14  What  shall  we  say  then?    Is  there  unrighteousness 

15  with  God?  God  forbid.  For  he  saith  to  Moses,  I  will 
have  mercy  on  whom  I  have  mercy,  and  I  will  have 

16  compassion  on  whom  I  have  compassion.  So  then  it 
is  not  of  him  that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that  runneth,  but 

17  of  God  that  hath  mercy.  For  the  scripture  saith  unto 
Pharaoh,  For  this  very  purpose  did  I  raise  thee  up, 
that  I  might  shew  in  thee  my  power,  and  that  my  name 

18  might  be  published  abroad  in  all  the  earth.  So  then  he 
hath  mercy  on  whom  he  Will,  and  whom  he  will  he 
hardeneth. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then  unto  me.  Why  doth  he  still  find 

20  fault?  For  who  withstandeth  his  will?  Nay  but,  O 
man,  who  art  thou  that  repliest  against  Goa?  '  Shall 
the  thing  formed  say  to  him  that  formed  it,  Why  didst 

21  thou  make  me  thus?  Or  hath  not  the  potter  a  right 
over  the  clay,  from  the  same  lump  to  make  one  part  a 

22  vessel  unto  honour,  and  another  unto  dishonour?  What 
if  God,  willing  to  shew  his  wrath,  and  to  make  bis 
power  known,  endured  with  much  longsuffenng  vessel -j 

23  of  wrath  fitted  unto  destruction:  and  that  he  might 
make  known  the  riches  of  his  glory  upon  vessels  of 

24  mercy,  which  he  afore  prepared  unto  glory,  ewn,  us, 
whom  he  also  called,  not  from  the  Jews  only,  but  also 

25  from  the  Gentiles?  As  he  saith  also  in  Hosea, 

I  will  call  that  my  people,   which  was  not  my 

people; 
And  her  beloved,  which  was  not  beloved. 

26  And  it  shall  be,  that  in  the  place  where  it  was  said 

unto  tliem,  Ye  are  not  my  people, 
There  shall  they  be  called  sons  of  the  living  (Jod. 

27  And  Isaiah  crietli  concerning  Israel,  If  the  number  of 
the  children  of  Israel  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea.  it  is 

28  the  remnant  that  shall  be  saved:  for  the  Lord  will 
execute  his  word  upon  the  earth,  finishing  it  and  cut>

12  It  was  said  unto  ber,  The  elder  shall  serve  the 
younger. 

13  As  it  is  written,  Jacob  have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I 
bated. 

14  What  shall  we  say  then?  Is  there  unrighteousness 
with  God?    God  forbid. 

15  For  he  salth  to  Moses,  I  will  have  mercy  on  whom  I 
will  have  mercy,  and  I  will  have  compassion  on  whom  I 
will  have  compassion. 

11^  So  then  it  is  not  of  him  that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that 
runneth,  but  of  God  that  sheweth  mercy. 

17  For  the  scripture  saith  unto  Pharaoh,  Even  for  this 
same  purpose  have  I  raised  thee  up,  that  I  might  shew  my 
power  in  thee,  and  that  my  name  might  be  declared 
thioughout  all  the  earth. 

18  Therefore  hath  he  mercy  on  whom  he  will  -have  mercy ^ 
and  whom  he  will  he  liardeneth. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then  unto  me.  Why  doth  he  yet  find 
fattit?    For  who  hath  resisted  his  will? 

20  Nay  but,  O  man,  who  art  thou  that  repliest  against 
God?  Shall  the  thing  formed  say  to  him  that  formed  it, 
Why  hast  thou  made  me  thus? 

•!^1  Hath  not  the  potter  power  over  the  clay,  of  the  same 
lump  to  make  one  vessel  unto  honour,  and  another  unto 
dishonmir, 

22  What  if  God,  willing  to  shew  his  wrath,  and  to  make 
his  power  known,  endured  with  much  longsuffering  the 
vessels  of  wrath  fitted  to  destruction : 

23  And  that,  lie  might  make  known  the  riches  of  his 
glory  on  the  vessels  of  mercy,  which  he  had  aforo  pre- 
pare unto  glory, 

24  Even  us,  whom  he  hath  called,  not  of  the  Jews  only, 
but  also  of  the  Gentiles? 

25  As  he  saith  also  in  Osee,  I  will  call  them  my  people, 
which  were  not  my  people;  and  her  beloved,  which  was 
not  beloved. 

26  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  ^mt  in  the  place  where  it 
was  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  people;  there  shall  they 
be  called  the  children  of  the  living  GkKi. 

27  Esaias  also  crieth  concerning  Israel,  Though  the  num- 
ber of  the  children  of  Israel  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  a 
remnant  shall  be  saved: 

28  For  he  will  finish  the  work,  and  ciaLU  short  in  right- 
eousness: because  a  short  work  will  the  Lord  make  upou 
the  carlh. 
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29  tiog  it  ehort    And,  as  Isaiah  hath  said  befoi^ 
Except  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth  had  left  us  a  8( 
We  had  become  a^  8odoiB,  and  had  been  made  like 
unto  Gomorrah. 
80      What  shall  we  say  then?    That  the  Gentiles,  which 
followed  not  after  righteousness,*  attained  to  righteous- 
Si  ness,  even  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith:    but 
Israel,  following  after  a  law  of  righteousness,  did  not 
82  ariive  at  tlujii  law.    Wherefore?    l^cause  tkey  fovght  it 
not  by  faith,  but  as  it  were  by  works.     They  stianbled 
33  at  the  stone  of  stumbling;  even  as  it  is  written. 

Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion  a  stone  of  stumbling  and  a 

rock  of  offence ; 
And  he  that  belleveth  on  him  shall  not  be  pnt  to 
shame. 


10  Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  my  supplicalioii  to 
2  God  is  for  them,  that  they  may  be  8av»ed.    For  I  bear 

them  witness  that  they  have  a  zeal  for  God,  but  not 
8  according  to  knowledge.     For  being  ignorant  of  God's 

righteousness,  and  seeking  to  establish  their  own,  they 

did  not  subjject  thenaselves  to  the  righteousness  of  Goa. 
4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  unto  righteousness  to 
d  every  one  that  believeth.     For  Moses  writeth  that  the 

man  that  doeth  the  righteousness  which  is  of  the  law 

6  shall  live  thereby.  But  the  righteousness  which  is  of 
faith  saith  thus,  Say  not  in  thy  heart,  who  shall  ascend 

7  into  heaven?  (tliat  is,  to  bring  Chiist  down:)  or.  Who 
shall  descend  into  the  abyss?  (that  is,  to  bring  Christ  up 

8  from  the  dead.)  But  what  saith  it?  The  word  is  nigh 
thee,  in  thy  mouth,  and  in  thy  heart :  that  is,  the  word 

9  of  faith,  which  we  preach:  because  if  thou  shalt  confess 
with  thy  mouth  Jesus  <w  Lord,  and  shalt  believe  in  thy 
heart  that  God  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be 

10  saved :  for  with  the  heart   man  believeth  unto  righteous- 
ness; and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salva- 

11  tlon.  For  the  scripture  saith,  Whosoever  believeth  on  him 
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29  And  as  Esaias  said  before,  Except  tbe  Lord  of  Saba- 
otb  had  left  us  a  seed,  we  had  been  as  Sodoma,  and  been 
made  like  unto  Gomorrha. 

80  What  shall  we  say  then  ?  That  the  Gentiles,  which 
f<rflowed  not  after  righteousness,  have  attained  to  right- 
eousness, even  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith. 

81  But  Israel,  which  followed  after  the  law  of  righteous 
ness,  hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of  righteousness. 

83  Wherefore?  Because  they  sougfit  it  not  by  faith,  but 
as  it  were  by  the  works  of  liie  law.  For  they  stumbled  at 
that  stnihblmgstone; 

38  As  it  is  written.  Behold,  I  lay  in  Sion  a  stumblings 
stone  and  rock  of  offence:  and  whosoever  believeth  on  liiui 
shall  not  be  ashamed. 

CHAPTER  X 

5  7%e  tcripture  sheweth  the  difference  betwixt  the  righteouttiess  of 
the  law,  amd  thi$  of  faiths  11  tmd  iktU  ctU,  both  Jew  and  Oentile, 
that  believe,  shail  not  be  confounded,  18  and  that  the  Gentiles  shall 
receive  the  word  and  believe.  19  Israel  w<u  not  ignorant  of  these 
things. 

BEETHREN,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for 
Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved. 

2  For  I  bear  them  record  that  they  have  a  zeal  of  God, 
but  not  according  to  knowledge. 

3  For  they  being  ignorant  of  God*s  righteousness,  and 
going  about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  have  not 
submitted  themselves  unto  the  righteousness  of  God. 

4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to 
every  one  that  believeth. 

-  5  For  Moses  describeth  the  righteousness  which  is  of  the 
law,  That  the  man  which  doeth  those  things  shall  live  by 
tbem. 

6  But  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith  speaketh  on 
this  wise.  Say  not  in  thine  heart,  Who  shall  ascend  into 
heaven?  (that  is,  to  bring  Christ  down /r«?m  above:) 

7  Or,  Who  shall  descend  into  the  deep?  (that  is,  to  bring 
up  Christ  again  from  the  dead.) 

8  But  what  sailh  it?  The  word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  thy 
mouth,  and  in  thy  heart :  that  is,  the  word  of  faith,  which 
we  preach; 

9  That  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised 
him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved. 

10  For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness; 
and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation. 

11  For  the  scripture  saith,  Whosoever  believeth  on  him 
shall  not  be  &shajQed. 
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13  shall  not  be  put  to  sliame.  For  there  is  no  distinction 
between  Jew -and  Greek:  for  the  same  Loi*d  is  Lord  of 

13  all,  and  is  rich  unto  all  that  call  upon  him :  for,  Whoso- 
ever shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved. 

14  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have 
not  believed?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  whom 
they  have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without 

15  a  preacher?  and  how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be 
sent?  even  as  it  is  written.  How  beautiful  are  the  feeit  of 
them  that  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things! 

16  But  they  did  not  all  hearken  to  the  glad  tidings.    For 

17  Isaiah  saith,  Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report?  So 
belief  cometh  of  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word  of 

18  Christ.     But  I  say,  Did  they  not  hear?    Yea,  verily, 

Their  sound  went  out  into  all  the  earth. 
And  their  words  unto  the  ends  of  the  world. 

19  But  I  say.  Did  Israel  not  know?    First  Moses  saith, 

I  will  provoke  you  to  jealousy  with  that  which  is 

no  nation, 
With  a  nation  void  of  understanding  will  I  anger 

you. 

20  And  Isaiah  is  very  bold,  and  saith 

I  wa9  found  of  them  that  sought  me  not; 
I  became  manifest  unto  them  that  asked  not  of  me. 
2)L  But  as  to  Israel  he  saith.  All  the  day  long  did  I  spread 
out  my  hands  unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying  people. 


11    I  say  then,  Did  God  cast  off  his  people?    God  forbid. 
For  I  also  am  an  Israelite,  of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  of 

2  the  tribe  of  Benjamin.  God  did  not  cast  off  his  people 
which  he  foreknew.  Or  wot  ye  not  what  the  scripture 
saith  of  Elijah?    How  he  pleadeth  with  God  against 

3  Israel,  Lord,  they  have  killed  thy  prophets,  they  have 
digged  down  thine  altars:  and  I  am  left  alone,  and  they 

4  seek  my  life.  But  what .  saith  the  answer  of  God  unto 
him?    I  have  left  for  myself  seven  thousand  men,  who 

5  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  Biial.  Even  so  then  at  this 
present  time  also  thei-e  is  a  renmant  according  to  the 
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12  For  there  is  no  difference  between  the  Jew  and  the 
Greek:  for  the  same  Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call 
upon  him. 

18  For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  saved. 

14  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have 
not  belfeved?  Mid  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom 
they  have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher? 

15  And  how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent?  as 
it  is  written.  How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  ihem  tliat 
preach  the  gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
tlungs! 

16  But  they  have  not  all  obeyed  the  gospeK  For  Esaiaa 
eaith,  Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report? 

17  So  then  faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the 
word  of  God. 

18  But  I  say.  Have  they  not  heard?  Yes  verily,  their 
sound  went  into  all  the  earth,  and  theii'  words  unto  the 
ends  of  the  world. 

19  But  I  say,  Did  not  Israel  know?  First  Moses  saiUi,  I 
witl  provoke  you  to  jealousy  by  tfiem  that  are  no  people, 
and  by  a  foolish  nation  I  will  anger  you. 

20  But  Esaias  is  very  bold,  and  saith,  I  was  found  of  them 
tiiat  sought  me  not;  l  was  made  manifest  unto  them  that 
asked  not  after  me. 

21  But  to  Israel  he  soith.  All  day  long  I  have  stretclied 
forth  my  hands  unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying  people. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  God  hath  not  ccutt  off  all  Israel,  7  Some  were  elated,  though  the 
rest  were  hardened.  16  There  is  hope  of  their  conversion.  18 
The  €fentiles  may  not  insult  upon  them:  26  for  there  is  apr&miae 
of  their  salvation.    3S  Ood's  judgments  are  unseardiable. 

I  SAY  then.  Hath  God  cast  away  his  people?    God  for- 
bid.    For  I  also  am  an  Israelite,  of  the  seed  of  Abrti- 
ham,  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin. 

2  God  hatli  not  cast  away  his  people  which  he  forektiew. 
Wot  ye  not  what  the  scripture  snith  of  Elias?  how  ho 
maketh  intercession  to  God  agaioflt  Israel,  saying,   . 

8  Lord,  they  have  killed  thy  prophets,  and  digged  down 
thine  altars;  and  I  am  left  alone,  and  they  seek  my  life, 

4  But  what  ftaith  the  answer  of  God  unto  him?  I  have 
reserved  to  myself  seven  thousand  men,  who  have  not 
bowed  the  knee  to  ih^  image  of  Baal. 

5  Even  so  then  at  this  present  time  also  there  is  a  rem- 
nant according  to  tho  election  of  grace. 
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6  election  of  grace.     But  if  it  is  by  grace,  it  is  no  more  of 

7  works:  otherwise  grace  is  no  more  grace.  "Wliat  then? 
That  which  Israel  seeketh  for,  that  he  obtained  not;  but 
tlie  election  obtained  it,  and  the  rest  were  hardened: 

8  according  as  it  is  written,  God  gave  them  a  spirit  ol 
stupor,  eyes  that  they  should  not  see,  and  ears  that  they 

9  should  not  hear,  unto  this  very  day.     And  David  saith, 

Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare,  and  a  trap, 
And   a   stumblingblock,  and  a  recompense  unta 
them: 

10  Let  their  eyes  be  darkened,  that  they  may  not  see» 
And  bow  thou  down  their  back  aJway. 

11  I  say  then.  Did  they  stumble  that  they  might  fall?  God 
forbid:   but  by  thdr  fall   salvation  f>  come  unto  the 

12  Gentiles,  for  to  provoke  them  to  jealousy.  Now  if 
their  fall  is  the  riches  of  the  world,  and  their  loss  the 
riches  of  the  Gentiles;  how  much  more  their  fulness? 

13  But  I  speak  to  you  that  are  Gentiles.  Inasmuch 
then  as  I  am  an  apostle  of  Gentiles,  I  glori^  my  min- 

14  istry:  if  by  any  means  I  may  provoke  to  jealousy  them 

15  that  are  my  flesh,  and  may  save  some  of  them.  For  if 
the  casting  away  of  them  u  the  reconciling  of  the 
world,  what  «Aa2f  the  receiving  cfthem  be^  but  life. from 

16  the  dead?    And  if  the  firstfruit  is  holy,  so  is  the  lump: 

17  and  if  the  root  is  holy,  so  are  the  branches.  Bui  if 
some  of  the  branches  were  broken  off,  and  thou,  being 
a  wild  olive,  wast  grafted  in  among  them,  and  didst 
become  partaker  with  them  of  the  root  of  the  fatness  of 

18  the  olive  tree ;  glory  not  over  the  branches :  but  if  thou 
gloriest,  itds  not  thou  that  bearest  the  root,  but  the  root 

19  thee.    Thou  wilt  say  then,  Brancl>es  were  broken  off, 

20  that  I  might  be  grafted  in.  Well;  by  their  unbelief 
they  were  broken  off,  and  thou  standest  by  thy  faith. 

21  Be  not  highminded,  but  fear:  for  if  God  spared  not  the 

22  natural  branches,  neither  will  he  spare  thee.  Behold 
then  the  goodness  and  severity  of  God:  toward  them 
that  fell,  severity;  but  toward  thee,  God's  goodness,  if 
thou  continue  in  his  goodness:  otherwise  thou  also  shalt 

28  hie  cut  off.  And  they  also,  if  they  continue  not  in  their 
unbelief,  shall  be  grafted  in:  for  Ged  is  able  to  graft 

24  them  in  again.  For  if  thoo  wast  cut  out  of  that  which 
is  by  nature  a  wild  olive  tree,  and  wast  grafted  con 
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(J  And  if  by  grace,  then«  it  no  more  of  works:  other- 
wise grace  is  no  more  grace.  But  if  it  be  of  works,  then  is 
it  no  more  grace:  otherwise  work  is  no  more  work. 

7  Wliat  then?  Israel  hath  not  obtained  that  which  he 
seeketh  for;  but  the  election  hath  obtained  it,  and  the  rest 
were  blinded. 

8  (According  as  it  is  written,  God  hath  given  them  the 
spirit  of  slumber,  eyes  that  they  should  not  see,  and  ears 
that  they  should  not  hearj)  unto  this  day. 

9  And  David  saith,  Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare,  and 
a  trap,  and  a  stumblingblock,  and  a  recompence  unto  them : 

10  Let  their  eyes  l)e  darkened,  that  they  may  not  see,  and 
bow  down  their  back  alway. 

11  I  say  then.  Have  they  stumbled  that  they  should 
fa!l?  God  forbid:  but  rather  through  their  fall  salvation 
is  dome  unto  the  Gentiles,  for  to  provoke  them  to  jealousy. 

12  Now  if  the  fall  of  them  Be  the  riches  of  the  world, 
und  the  diminishing  of  them  the  riches  of  the  Gentiles; 
how  moch  more  their  fulness? 

13  For  I  speak  to  you  Gentiles,  inasmuch  as  I  am  the 
apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  I  magnify  mine  office: 

14  If  by  any  means  I  may  provoke  to  emulation  them 
which  are  my  flesh,  and  might  save  some  of  them. 

15  For  if  the  casting  away  of  them  he  the  reconciling  of 
the  world,  what  shall  the  receiving  of  them  be,  but  life  n-om 
the  dead? 

16  For  if  the  firstfruit  be  holy,  the  lump  ts  also  lioly: 
and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches. 

17  And  if  some  of  the  branches  be  broken  off,  and  thou, 
being  a  wild  olive  tree,  wert  graffed  in  among  them,  and 
with  them  partakest  of  the  root  and  fatness  of  the  olive 
tree; 

18  Boast  not  against  the  branches.  But  if  thou  boast, 
thou  bearest  not  the  root,  but  the  root  thee. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then.  The  branches  were  broken  off, 
that  I  might  be  graffed  in. 

20  Well ;  because  of  unbelief  they  were  broken  off,  and 
thou  standest  by  faith.     Be  not  high-minded,  but  fear: 

21  For  if  Gocl  spared  not  the  natural  branches,  take  heed 
lest  he  also  spare  not  thee. 

22  Behold  therefore  the  goodness  and  severity  of  God : 
on  them  which  fell,  severity;  but  toward  thee,  goodness, 
if  thou  continue  in  his  goodness:  otherwise  thou  also  shalt 
be  cut  off. 

23  And  they  also,  if  they  abide  not  still  in  unbelief,  shall 
be  graffed  in :  for  God  is  able  to  graff  them  in  again. 

^  For  if  tliou  wert  cut  out  of  the  olive  tree  which  is 
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tr^ry  to  nature  into  a  good  olive  tree:  how  much  moro 
shall  these,  which  are  the  natural  brandies,  be  grafted 
into  their  own  olive  tree? 

25  For  I  would  not,  brethren,  have  you  ignonmt  of  this 
mystery,  lest  ye  be  wise  in  your  own  conceits,  that  a 
hardening  in  part  hath  befallen  Israel,  until  the  fulness 

26  of  the  Gentiles  be  con\e  in ;  and  so  all  Israel  shall  be 
saved:  even  as  it  is  written, 

There  shall  come  out  of  Zion  the  Deliverer; 
He  shall  turn  away  ungodliness  from  Jacob: 

27  And  this  is  my  covenant  unto  them. 
When  I  shall  take  away  their  sins. 

28  As  touching  the  gospel,  they  are  enemies  for  your  sake: 
but  as  touchinir  the  election,  they  are  beloved  for  ]the 

29  fathers'  sake.    For  the  gifts  and  the  calling  of  God  are 

80  without  repentance.  For  as  ye  in  time  past  were  diso- 
bedient to  God,  but  now  have  obtained  mercy  by  their 

81  disobedience,  even  so  have  these  also  now  been  disobe- 
dient, that  by  the  mercy  shewn  to  you  they  also  may 

82  now  obtain  mercy.  For  God  hath  shut  up  aJl  unto  dis- 
obedience, that  he  might  have  mercy  upon  all. 

88  O  the  depth  of  the  riches  both  of  the  wisdom  and  the 
knowledge  of  God  I   how  unsearchable  are  his  judge- 

84  ments,  and  his  ways  past  tracing  outl  For  who  hath 
known  the  mind  of  the  Lord?   or  who  hath  been  his 

85  counsellor?  or  who  hath  first  given  to  him,  and  it  shall 

86  be  recompensed  unto  hkn  again?  For  of  him,  and 
through  him,  and  unto  him,  are  all  things.    To  him  be 

,     the  glory  for  ever.     Amen. 


12    I  beseech  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of 

God,  to  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy, 

acceptable  to  Goa,  which  i»  your  reasonable  service. 

2  And  be  not  fashioned  according  to  Uiis  world:  but  be 

ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  tbat  ye 

may  prove  what  is  the  good  and  acceptable  and  perfect 

will  of  God. 

8      For  I  say,  through  the  grace  that  was  given  me,  to 

every  man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  himself 

-^ore  highly  than  lie  ought  to  think;  but  so  to  think  a$ 

'hink  soberly,  according  as  God  liath  dealt  to  each  man 
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wild  by  nature,  and  wert  graffed  eontmry  to  nature  into  a 
good  oliye  tree:  liow  much  moi'e  elmll  these,  wluch  be  the 
natural  branches,  be  grafted  into  their  own  olive  tree? 

25  For  I  would  not,  brethren,  that  ye  should  be  jigDO>- 
rant  of  this  mystery,  lest  ye  should  be  wise  in  your  own 
conceits;  that  blindness  in  part  is  happened  to  Israel,  until 
the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  be  come  in. 

26  And  so  all  Israel  shall  b^  saved :  as  it  !«  written. 
There  shall  come  out  of  Sion  the  Deliyerer,  and  sho^l  turn 
away  ungodliness  from  Jaix>b: 

27  For  this  U  my  covenant  uato  them,  when  I  shall  take 
away  their  sins. 

28  As  concerning  the  gospel,  they  are  enemies  for  your 
sakes:  but  as  touching  the  election,  tJieyare  beloved  for  the 
fathers'  sakes. 

29  For  the  gifts  and  calling  of  God  are  without  rex>ent- 
ance. 

30  For  as  ye  in  times  past  have  not  believed  God,  yet 
have  now  obtained  mercy  through  their  unbelief: 

31  Even  so  have  these  also  now  not  believed^  that 
through  youp  merey  they  also  may  obtain  mercy. 

32  For  God  hath  concluded  them  all  in  unbelief,  that  he 
mi^t  bavo  merey  upon  all. 

33  O  the  depth  of  the  riches  both  of  the  wisdom  and 
knowledge  of  God  I  how  unsearchable  a/re  his  judgments, 
and  his  ways  past  finding  out  I 

34  For  who  iiath  known  the  mind  of  the  Lord?  or  who 
hath  been  his  counsellor? 

35  Or  who  hath  first  given  to  him,  and  it  shall  be  recomr 
pensed  unto  him  again? 

36  For  of  him,  and  through  him,  and  to  nim>  c^re  all 
things:  to  whom  he  glory  for  ever.    Amen. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  God's  mercies  must  move  us  to  please  God.  8  No  man  must  think 
too  tveU  of  himself,  6  but  attend  everyone  on  that  calling  wherein 
he  is  plcuxd.  9  LovCy  and  many  other  duties,  are  required  of  us. 
19  Revenge  is  specially  forbidden. 

I  BESEECH  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of 
God,  that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice, 
holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  your  resLSonsLhle  servica 

2  And  be  not  conformed  to  this  world:  but  be  ye  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that  ye  may  prove 
what  M  that  good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect,  will  of  Gcd. 

3  For  I  say,  through  the  grace  given  unto  me,  to  every 
man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  JUmseff  more  highly 
than  he  ought  to  think;  but  to  think  soberly,  according  as 
9od  hath  dealt  to  every  man  the  measure  of  faith. 
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4  a  measure  of  faith.    For  even  as  we  have  many  mem- 
bers in  one  body,  and  all  the  members  have  not  the  same 
6  office:   so  we,  who  are  many,  are  one  body  in  Christ, 

6  and  severally  members  one  of  another.  And  having 
gifts  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  was  given  to 
tis,  whether  propliec^,  let  %is  prophesy  according  to  the 

7  proportion  of  our  faith;  or  ministry,  let  us  gite  mundtes 

8  to  our  ministry;  or  he  tliat  teacheUi,  to  his  teaching;  or 
he  that  exhorteth,  to  his  exhorting:  he  that  giveth.  lei 
Mm  do  it  with  liberality;  he  that  ruTeth,  with  diligence; 

S)  he  that  shewet^h  mercy,  with  cheerfulness.  Let  love  be 
without  hypocrisy.     Abhor  that  which  is  evil ;  cleave  to 

10  that  which  is  good.    In  love  of  the  brethren  be  tenderly 

11  affectioned  one  to  another;  in  honour  preferring  one  an- 
other; in  diligence  not  slothful;  fervent  in  spirit;  serv- 

12  ing  the  Lord;  r^oicingln  hope;  parent  in  tribulation; 

13  continuing  stedrastly  in  pi-ayer;  conmiunicating  to  the 

14  necessities  of  the  saints;  given  to  hospitality.    Bless 

15  them  that  persecute  you;  bSess,  and  curse  not    Rejoice 

16  with  them  that  rejoice;  weep  wkh  them  that  weep.  Be 
of  the  same  mind  one  toward  another.  Set  not  your 
mind  on  high  Uiings,  but  condescend  to  tblngs  that  are 

17  lowly.  Be  not  wise  in  your  own  conceits.  Reader  to 
no  man  evU  for  evil.    Take  thought  for  iMngs  honour- 

18  able  in  the  sight  of  all  men.     If  it  be  possible,  as  much 

19  as  in  you  lieth,  be  at  peace  with  all  men.  Avence  not 
yourselves,  beloved,  but  give  place  unto  wralh:  K>r  it  is 
written.  Vengeance  belongeth  unto  me;  I  will  recom- 

20  pense,  saith  the  Lord.  But  if  thine  enemy  bunker,  feed 
him;  if  he  thirst,  give  him  to  drink:  fortnsodoingtiiou 

81  shatt  heap  coals  of  fire  upon  his  head.  Be  not  overcome 
of  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good. 


18    Let  every  soul  be  in  subjection  to  the  higher  powers: 
for  there  is  no  jwwer  but  of  God;  and  the  powers  tb«t 
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4  For  as  we  have  many  members  in  one  body,  and  all 
members  have  not  the  same  office: 

5  So  we,  being  many,  are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every 
one  members  one  of  another. 

6  Haying  then  gifts  difiering  according  to  the  grace  that 
is  given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesjf  according 
to  the  proportion  of  faith; 

7  Or  ministry,  kt  us  wait  on  <yur  ministering:  or  he  that 
teacheth,  on  teaching; 

8  Or  he  that  eichorteth,  on  exhortation :  he  that  givetb, 
let  Mm  (^  t^  with  simplicity;  he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence; 
he  that  shewetii  mercy,  with  cheerfulness. 

9  Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor  that  which 
is  evil;  cleave  to  that  which  is  good. 

10  Be  kindly  affectioned  one  to  another  with  brotherly 
love;  in  honour  preferring  one  another; 

11  Not  slothful  in  business;  fervent  in  spirit;  serving  the 
Lord; 

12  Rejoicing  in  hope;  patient  in  tribulation;  continuing 
instant  in  prayer; 

13  Distributing  to  the  necessity  of  saints;  given  to  hospi- 
tality. 

14  Bless  them  which  persecute  you :  bless,  and  curse  not. 

15  Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and  weep  with 
them  that  weep. 

16  Be  of  the  same  mind  one  toward  another.  Mind  not 
hi^h  things,  but  condescend  to  men  of  low  estate.  Be  not 
wise  in  your  own  conceits. 

17  Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for  evil.  Provide  things 
honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men. 

18  If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  Keth  in  you,  live  peacea- 
bly with  all  men. 

19  Deariy  beloved,   avenge  not  yourselves,  but  rather 

f've  place  unto  wrath:  for  it  is  written.  Vengeance  is  mine; 
will  repay,  saith  the  Lord. 

20  Therefore  if  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him;  if  he 
thirst,  give  him  drink:  for  in  so  doing  thou  shalt  heap  coals 
of  fire  on  his  head. 

21  Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evU  with  good. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Suijectionj  and  many  other  duties^  we-owe  to  the  magistrates, 
8  Love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law.  11  Gluttony  and  drunkennaa, 
and  the  works  of  darkness^  are  out  of  season  in  the  time  of  tKe 
gospel. 

LET  every  soul  be  subject  unto  the  higher  powers. 
For  there  is  no  power  but  of  God :  the  powers  that  be 
are  ordained  of  God. 
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2  be  fire  ordained  of  God.  Therefore  be  tliat  reeieietli  the 
power,  withstaudetli  the  ordiuance  of  God:  and  tlicy 
that  withstand  shall  receive  to  themselves  judgement. 

3  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  the  good  work,  but  to  the 
evil.  And  wouldest  thou  have  no  fear  of  the  power? 
do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  from 

4  the  same :  for  he  is  a  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good. 
But  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid;  for  he 
beareth  not  the  sword  in  vain:  for  he  is  a  minister  of 
God,  an  avenger  for  wrath  to  him  that  doeth  evil.* 

5  Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  in  subjection,  not  only 
because  of  the  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience  sake. ' 

6  For  for  this  cause  ye  pay  tribute  also;  for  they  are 
ministers  of  God's  service,  attending  continually  upon 

7  this  very  thin^.  Render  to  all  their  dues:  tribute  to 
whom  tribute  is  due;  custom  to  whom  custom;  fear  to 
whom  fear;  honour  to  whom  honour. 

8  Owe  no  man  any  thing,  save  to  love  one  another: 
for  he  that  loveth  his  neighbour  hath  fulfilled  the  law. 

9  For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt 
.   not  kill,  Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  covet,  and 

if  there  be  any  other  commandment,  it  is  summed  up  in 
this  word,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 

10  thyself.  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour:  love 
therefore  is  the  fulfilment  of  the  law. 

11  And  this,  knowing  the  season,  that  now  it  is  high 
time  for  you  to  awake  out  of  sleep :  for  now  is  salvation 

13  nearer  to  us  than  when  we  Jii'st  believed.  The  night  is 
far  spent,  and  the  day  is  at  hand :  let  us  therefore  cast 
off  the  works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour 

13  of  light.  Let  us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day;  not  in 
revelling  and  drunkenness,  not  in  chambering  and  wan- 

14  tonness,  not  in  strife  and  jealousy.  But  put  ye  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christy  and  make  not  provision  for  the  flesh, 
to fulJU  the  lusts  thereof. 


14   But  him  that  is  weak  in  faith  receive  ye,  yet  not  to 

2  doubtful  disputations.     One  man  hath  faith  to  eat  all 

3  things:  but  he  that  is  weak  eateth  herbs.  Let  not  him 
that  eateth  set  at  nought  him  that  eateth  not;  and  let 
not  him  that  eateth  not  judi^e  him  that  eateth:  for  God 
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2  Whosoever  therefore  resisteth  the  power,  resisteth  the 
ordinance  of  God :  and  they  that  resist  snail  receive  to  them- 
selves damnation.  .    ^ 

3  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  the 
evil.  Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power?  do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  oi  the  same: 

4  For  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if 
thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid ;  for  he  beareth  not  the 
sword  in  vain:  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to 
execute  wrath  upon  him  that  doeth  evil. 

5  Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  subject,  not  only  for 
wrath,  but  also  for  conscience  sake. 

6  For  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also:  for  they  are 
God's  ministers,  attending  continuallv  upon  this  very  thing. 

7  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues:  tribute  to  whom 
tribute  is  due;  custom  to  whom  custom;  fear  to  whom  fear; 
honour  to  whom  honour. 

8  Owe  no  man  anything,  but  to  love  one  another:  for  ho 
that  loveth  another  hath  fulfilled  the  law. 

9  For  this.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt 
not  kill.  Thou  shalt  not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false 
witness.  Thou  shalt  not  covet;  and  if  tJiere  he  any  other 
commandment,  it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this  saying, 
namely.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

10  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour:  therefore  love 
is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law. 

11  And  that,  knowing  the  time,  that  now  U  is  high  time 
to  awake  out  of  sleep:  for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer  than 
when  we  believed. 

12  The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at  hand:  let  us 
therefore  cast  off  the  works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on 
the  armour  of  light 

13  Let  us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day;  not  in  rioting 
and  drunkenness,  not  in  chambering  and  wantonness,  not 
in  strife  and  envying. 

14  But  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not 
provision  for  the  flesh,  to  fiUfil  the  lusts  thereof, 

CHAPTER  XrV. 

8  Men  may  not  contemn  nor  condemn  one  the  other  for  things  in- 
different: 13  but  take  heed  that  they  give  no  offence  in  them:  15 
for  that  the  apostle  proveth  unlawful  by  many  realms, 

HIM  that  is  weak  in  the  faith  receive  ye,  biU  not  to 
doubtful  disputations. 
2  For  one  believeth  that  he  may  eat  all  things:  another, 
who  is  weak,  eateth  herbs. 
8  Let  not  him  that  eateth  despise  him  that  eateth  not; 
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4  Iiatb  received  him.  Who  art  thou  that  iudgest  the 
servant  of  another?  to  his  own  lord  he  standeth  or  fall- 
eth.     Yea,  he  shall  be  made  to  stand;  for  the  Lord  hath 

5  power  to  make  him  stand.  One  man  esteemeth  one  day 
above  another:  another  esteemeth  every  day  alike.     Let 

6  each  man  be  fully  assured  in  his  own  mind.  He  that 
regardeth  the  day,  regai*deth  it  unto  the  Lord:  and  he 
that  eateth,  eateth  unto  the  Lord,  fur  he  ^'ivelb  Gto^ 
thanks;  and  he  that  eateth  not,  unto  iho  Lthrd  lie  e^itctii 

7  not,  andgiveth  God  thanks.     For  ni^ie  of  us  Uvi-th  to 

8  himself,  and  none  dielh  to  himself.  Fi>r  whether  we 
live,  we  live  unto  the  Lord;  or  whether  we  ilie,  wo  die 
tinto  the  Lord:  whether  we  live  thti  eforc,  or  die,  we 

9  are  the  Lord's.  For  to  this  end  Christ  died,  and  livf^d 
agai7i,  that  he  might  be  Lord  of  both  the  dead  and  the 

10  living.  But  thou,  why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother?  or 
thou  again,  why  dost  thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother?  for 
we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judgement-seat  of  God. 

11  For  it  is  written. 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  to  me  every  knee  shall 

bow, 
And  every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God. 
13  So  then  each  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to 
God. 

13  Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one  another  any  more:  but 
Judge  ye  this  ralher,  that  no  man  put  a. stumbling-block 

14  m  his  brother*s  way,  or  an  occasion  of  falling.  1  know, 
and  am  persuaded  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  nothing  is  un- 
clean or  itself:  save  that  to  him  who  accounteth  any- 

15  thing  to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean.  For  if  because 
of  meat  thy  brother  is  grieved,  thou  w^alkest  no  longer 
in  love.     Destroy  not  with  thy  meat  him  for  whom 

16  Christ  died.     Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil  spoken  of: 

17  for  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  eating  and  diinkin^.  but 
righteousness  and  peace  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  For  he  that  herein  serveth   Christ  is  w^ell-pleasing  to 

19  God,  and  approved  of  men.  So  then  let  us  follow  after 
things  which  make  for  peace,  and  things  whereby  we 

20  may  edify  one  another.  Overthrow^  not  for  meat's  sake 
the  work  of  God.    All  things  indeed  are  clean;  howbeit 

21  it  is  evil  for  that  man  who  eateth  with  offence.  It  is 
good  not  to  cat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor  to  do  «/iy 
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and  let  not  him  which  eatetU  not  judge  him  that  eateth- 
for  God  hath  received  him, 

4  Who  art  thou  that  judgest  another  man's  servant?  to 
his  own  master  he  standeth  or  falleth.  Yea,  he  shall  be 
holdeu  up:  for  God  is  able  to  make  him  stand. 

5  One  man  esteemeth  one  day  above  another:  another 
esleemeth  every  da}'  alike.  Let  exQ^ry  man  be  fully  per- 
suaded in  his  own  mind. 

6  He  that  regardeth  the  day,  regardeth  it  unto  the  Lord: 
and  he  that  regardeth  not  the  day,  to  the  Loi-d  he  doth  not 
regaixi  it  He  that  eatetb,  oateth  U)  the  Lord,  for  lie  givcth 
God  thanks;  and  he  that  eatcth  not,  to  the  Lord  he  eateth 
not,  and  giveth  God  thanks. 

7  For  none  of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to 
himself. 

8  For  whether  we  live,  we  live  unto  the  Lord;  and 
whether  we  die,  we  die  unto  the  Lord:  whether  we  live 
therefore,  or  die,  we  are  the  Lord's. 

9  For  to  this  end  Christ  both  died,  and  rose,  and  re- 
vived, that  he  might  be  Loixi  both  of  tlie  dead  and  living. 

10  But  why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother?  or  why  dOfit 
thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother?  for  we  shall  all  stand  be 
fore  the  jijdgment  seat  of  Christ. 

11  For  it  is  written,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  every  knee 
shall  bow  to  me,  and  every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God.  . 

12  So  then  every  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself 
to  God. 

13  Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one  another  any  more:  but 
judge  this  rather,  that  no  man  put  a  stumblingblock  or  an 
occasion  to  fall  in  hi4  brotlier's  way, 

14  I  know,  and  am  persuaded  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that 
there  is  nothing  unclean  of  itself:  but  to  him  that  e$teemelh 
anything  to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean. 

15  But  if  thy  brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now 
walkest  thou  not  charitably.  Destroy  not  him  with  thy 
meat,  for  whom  Christ  died. 

16  Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil  spoken  of: 

17  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink;  but 
righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  For  he  that  in  these  things  serveth  Christ  is  acceptable 
to  God,  and  approved  of  men. 

19  Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the  things  which  make 
for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another. 

20  For  meat  destroy  not  the  work  of  God."  All  thin^ 
indeed  are  pure:  but  it  is  evil  for  tliat  man  who  eateth  with 
offence, 

21  It  w  good  neither  to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor 
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23  thing  whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth.  The  faiUi  which 
thou  hast,  have  thou  to  thyself  before  God.  Happy  is 
he  that  judgeth  not  himself  in  that  which  he  approveth. 

28  But  he  that  doubteth  is  condemned  if  he  eat,  because  he 
eateth  not  of  faith;  and  whatsoever  is  not  of  faith  is  sin. 


16  Now  we  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities 
2  of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves.    Let  each  one 

of  us  please  his  neighbour  for  that  which  is  good,  unto 
8  edifying.     For  Christ  also  pleased  not  himself;  but,  as 

it  is  written,  The  reproaches  of  them  that  reproached 

4  thee  fell  upon  me.  For  whatsoever  things  were  written 
aforetime  were  written  for  our  learning,  that  through 
patience  and  through  comfort  of  the    scriptures  we 

5  might  have  hope.  Now  the  God  of  patience  and  of 
comfort  grant  you  to  be  of  the  same  mind  one  with 

6  another  according  to  Christ  Jesus:  that  with  one  accord 
ye  may  with  one  mouth  glorify  the  God  and  Father  of 

7  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Wherefore  receive  ye  one 
another,  even  as  Christ  also  received  you,  to  the  glory 

8  of  God.  For  I  say  that  Christ  hath  been  made  a  minis- 
ter of  the  circumcision  for  the  truth  of  God,  that  he 
might  confirm  the  promises  given  unto  the  fathers^  and 

9  that  the  Gentiles  might  glorify  God  for  his  mercy;  as  it 
is  written. 

Therefore  will  I  give  praise  unto  thee  among  the 

Gentiles, 
And  sing  unto  thy  name. 

10  And  again  he  saith. 

Rejoice,  ye  Gentiles,  with  his  people. 

11  And  again, 

Praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  Gentiles; 
And  let  all  the  peoples  praise  him. 

12  And  again,  Isaiah  saith, 

There  shall  be  the  root  of  Jesse, 
And  he  that  ariseth  to  rule  over  the  Gentiles; 
On  him  shall  the  Gentiles  hope. 
18  Now  the  God  of  hope  fill  you  with  all  joy  and  peace  in 
believing,  that  ye  may  abound  in  hope,  in  the  power  of 
he  Holy  Ghost. 
And  I  myself  also  am  persuaded  of  you,  my  brethren, 
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any  thing  whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  offended,  or 
is  made  weak. 

22  Hast  thou  faith?  have  iY  to  thyself  before  God.  Happy 
U  he  that  condemneth  not  himself  in  that  thing  wliich  he 
alloweth. 

23  And  he  that  doubteth  is  damned  if  he  eat,  because  lie 
eateth  not  of  faith:  for  whatsoever  is  not  of  faith  is  sin. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  The  stroriff  must  bear  with  the  weak.  2  We  may  not  please  our- 
selves^  3  for  Christ  did  not  so.  7  but  receive  one  the  other,  as  Christ 
did  us  ally  8  both  Jews  9  and  Oentiles.  15  Faul  exciiaeth  his  ivriting, 
28  and  promiseth  to  see  them,  30  and  requesteth  their  prayers. 

WE  then  that  are  strong  ouprht  to  bear  the  infirmities 
of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves. 

2  Let  every  one  of  us  please  his  neighbour  for  Ths  good 
to  edification. 

3  For  even  Christ  pleased  not  himself;  but,  £is  it  is  writ- 
ten, The  reproaches  of  them  that  reproached  thee  fell  on 
me. 

4  For  whatsoever  things  were  written  aforetime  were 
written  for  our  learning,  that  we  through  patience  and 
comfort  of  the  scriptures  might  have  hope. 

5  Now  the  God  of  patience  and  consolation  grant  you  to 
be  likeminded  one  toward  another  according  to  Christ 
Jesus: 

6  That  ye  may  with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify  God, 
even  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

7  Wherefore  receive  ve  one  another,  as  Christ  also  re- 
ceived us  to  the  glory  of  God. 

8  Now  I  say  that  Jesus  Christ  was  a  minister  of  the  cir- 
cumcision for  the  truth  of  God,  to  confirm  the  promises 
macle  unto  the  fathers. 

9  And  that  the  Gentiles  might  glorify  God  for  ^  mercy; 
as  it  is  written,  For  this  cause  I  will  confess  to  thee  among 
the  Gentiles,  and  sing  unto  thy  name. 

10  And  again  he  saith.  Rejoice,  ye  Gentiles,  with  his 
people. 

11  And  again.  Praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  Gentiles;  and  laud 
him,  all  ye  people. 

12  And  again,  Esaias  saith,  There  shall  l>e  a  root  of  Jesse, 
and  he  that  shall  rise  to  reign  over  the  Gentiles;  in  him 
shall  the  Gentiles  trust. 

13  Now  the  God  of  hope  fill  you  with  all  joy  and  peace 
in  believing,  that  ye  may  abound  in  hope,  through  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

14  And  I  myself  also  am  persuaded  of  you,  my  brethren, 
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that  ye  yonrseltes  are  full  of  goodness,  iilled  with  all 

15  knowledge,  able  also  to  admonish  one  anplher.  But  I 
write  the  more  boldly  unto  you  in  some  measure,  as  i)ul- 
ting  you  again  in  remembrance,  because  of  the  gruce 

16  that  was  given  me  of  God,  that  I  should  be  a  minister 
of  Christ  Jesus  unto  the  Gentiles,  ministering  the  gos- 
pel of  God,  that  the  offering  up  of  the  Gentiles  might 
be  made  acceptable,  being  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

17  I  have  therefore  my  glorying  in  Christ  Jesus  in  things 

18  pertaining  to  God.  Fori  will  not  dare  to  speak  of  any 
things  save  those  which  Christ  wrought  through  me,  for 

19  the  obedience  of  the  Gentiles,  by  word  and  deed,  in  the 
power  of  signs,  and  wonders,  in  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  so  that  from  Jerusalem,  and  round  about  even 
unto  Illyricum,  I  have  fully  preached  the  gospel  of 

20  Christ;  yea,  making  it  my  aim  so  to  preach  the  gospel, 
not  where  Christ  was  already  named,  that  I  might  not 

21  build  upon  another  man's  foundation;  but,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten. 

They  shall  see,  to  whom  no  tidings  of  him  came. 
And  they  who  have  not  heard  shall  understand. 
23      Wherefore  also  I  was  hindered  these  many  times  from 

23  coming  to  you :  but  now,  having  no  more  any  place  in 
these  regions,  and  having  these  many  j^ears  a  longing  to 

24  come  unto  you,  whensoever  I  go  unto  Spain  (for  I  hope 
to  see  you  in  my  journey,  and  to  be  brought  on  my 
way  thitherward  by  you,  if  first  in  some  measure  I  shall 

25  have  been  satisfied  with  your  company) — but  now,  Isay^ 

26  I  go  unto  Jerusalem,  ministering  unto  the  saints.  For 
it  hath  been  the  good  pleasure  of  Macedonia  and  Achaia 
to  make  a  certain  contribution  for  the  poor  among  the 

27  saints  that  are  at  Jerusalem.  Yea,  it  hath  been  their 
good  pleasure;  and  their  debtore  they  are.  For  if  the 
Gentiles  have  been  made  partakers  of  their  spiritual 
things,  they  owe  it  to  them  also  to  minister  unto  them  in 

28  carnal  things.  When  therefore  I  have  accomplishcil 
this,  and  have  sealed  to  them  this  fruit,  I  will  go  on  by 

29  you  unto  Spain.  And  I  know  that,  when  I  come  unto 
you,  I  shall  come  in  the  fulness  of  the  blessing  of 
'Christ. 

30  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  by  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  that  ye  strive  to- 
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that  ye  also  are  fuH  of  goodness,  filled  with  all  knowledge, 
able  also  to  admonish  one  another. 

15  Nevertheless,  brethren,  I  have  written  the  more  boldly 
unto  you  in  some  sort,  as  putting  you  in  mind,  because  of 
the  grace  that  is  given  to  me  of  God, 

16  That  I  should  be  the  minister  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
Gentiles,  ministering  the  gospel  of  God,  that  the  offering 
up  of  the  Gentiles  might  be  acceptable,  being  sanctified  by 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

17  I  have  therefore  whereof  I  may  gloiy  through  Jesus 
Christ  in  those  things  which  pertain  to  God. 

18  For  I  will  not  dare  to  speak  of  any  of  those  things 
which  Christ  hath  not  "wrought  by  me,  to  make  the  Gen- 
tiles obedient,  by  word  and  deed, 

10  Through  mighty  signs  and  wonders,  by  the  power  of 
the  Spirit  of  God ;  so  that  from  Jerusalem,  and  round  about 
unto  lUyricum,  I  have  fullv  preached  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

20  Yea,  so  have  I  strived  to  preach  the  gospel,  not  where 
Chiist  was  named,  lest  I  should  build  upon  another  man's 
foundation : 

31  But  as  it  is  written,  To  whom  he  was  not  spoken  of, 
they  shall  see :  and  they  that  have  not  heard  shall  under- 
stand. 

22  For  which  cause  also  I  hate  been  much  hindered  from 
coming  to  you. 

28  But  now  having  no  more  place  in  these  parts,  and 
having  a  great  desire  these  many  years  to  come  unto  you ; 

24  Whensoever  I  take^  my  journey  into  Spain,  I  will  come 
to  you :  for  I  trust  to  see  you  in  my  journey,  and  to  be 
brought  on  my  way  thitherward  by  you,  if  first  I  be  some- 
what filled  with  your  company. 

25  But  now  I  go  unto  Jerusalem  to  minister  unto  the 
saints. 

26  For  it  hath  plensed  them' of  Mncfdonia  and  Achaia  to 
make  a  certain  contribution  for  the  poor  saints  which  are 
at  Jerusalem. 

27  It  hath  pleased  them  verily;  and  their  debtoi's  they 
are.  For  if  the  Gentiles  have  been  made  partakei-s  of  their 
spiritual  things,  their  duty  is  also  to  minister  unto  them  in 
carnal  things. 

2S  When  therefore  I  have  performed  this,  and  have 
sealed  to  them  this  fruit,  I  will  conic  by  you  into  Spain. 

29  And  I  Jim  sure  that,  when  I  come  unto  you,  I  shall 
come  in  the  fulness  of  the  blessing  of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

30  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  and  for  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  that  ye  strive 
together  with  me  in  your  prayers  to  God  for  me ;  ^ 
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81  gether  with  me  in  your  prayers  to  God  for  me;  that  I 
may  be  delivered  from  them  that  are  disobedient  ia 
Juaaea,  aad  t/iat  my  ministration  wliich  IJiave  for  Jeru- 

82  salem  may  be  acceptable  to  the  saints :  that  I  may  come 
unto  you  in  joy  through  the  will  af  God,  and  together 

83  with  you  find  rest.  Now  the  God  of  peace  be  with  you 
all.    Amen. 


16     I  commend  unto  you  Phoebe  our  sister,  who  is  a  ser- 
2  vant  of  the  church  that  is  at  Cenchreae:  that  ye  receive 

her  in  the  Lord,  worthily  of  the  saints,  and  that  ye  assist 

lier  in  whatsoever  matter  she  may  have  need  of  you . 

for  she  herself  also  hath  been  a  succourer  of  many,  and 

of  mine  own  self.

10  beloved.     Salute  Apelles  the  approved  in  Christ.    Salute 

11  them  which  are  of  the  hotcsehald  of  Anstolmlus.     Salute 
Herodian  my  kinsman.     Salute  them  of  the  TioueeJwld  of 

12  Narcissus,  which  are  in  the  Lord.     Salute  Trypbsena  and 
Tryphosa,  who  labour  in  the  Lord.     Salute  Persis  the

33  That  I  may  come  unto  you  with  joy  by  the  will  of 
Ck)d,  and  may  with  you  be  refreshed. 

83  Now  the  Gtod  of  peace  he  with  you  all.    Amen. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

8  Paul  willeth  the  brethren  to  greet  many,  17  and  adviseth  them  to 
take  heed  of  those  which  cause  dissension  and  offences,  21  and  after 
sundry  salutations  endeth  with  praise  and  thanks  to  God. 

I  COMMEND  unto  you  Phebe  our  sister,  which  is  a 
servant  of  the  church  which  is  at  Cenchrea: 

2  That  ye  receive  her  in  the  Lord,  as  becometh  saints, 
and  that  ye  assist  her  in  whatsoever  business  she  hath  need 
of  you :  for  she  hath  been  a  succourer  of  many,  and  of  my- 
self also. 

3  Greet  Priscilla  and  Aquila  my  helpers  in  Christ  Jesus* 

4  Who  have  for  my  life  laid  down  their  own  necks:  unto 
whom  not  only  I  give  thanks,  but  also  all  the  churches  of 
the  Gentiles. 

5  Likewise  greet  the  church  that  is  in  their  house.  Sa- 
lute my  wellbeloved  Epaenetus,  who  is  the  firstfruits  of 
Achaia  unto  Christ. 

6  Greet  Mary,  who  bestowed  much  labour  on  us. 

7  Salute  Andronicus  and  Junia,  my  kiusmen,  and  my 
fellowprisoners,  who  are  of  note  among  the  apostles,  who 
also  were  in  Christ  before  me. 

8  Greet  Amplias  my  beloved  in  the  Lord. 

9  Salute  Urbane,  our  helper  in  Christ,  and  Stachys  my 
beloved. 

10  Salute  Apelles  approved  in  Christ.  Salute  them  which 
are  of  Aristobulus'  household. 

11  Salute  Herodion  my  kinsman.  Greet  them  that  be  of 
the  household  of  Narcissus,  which  are  in  the  Lord. 

12  Salute  Tryphena  and  Tryphosa,  who  labour  in  the 
Lord.  Salute  the  beloved  Perais,  which  laboured  much  in 
the  Lord. 

13  Salute  Rufus  chosen  in  the  Lord,  and  his  mother  and 
mine. 

14  Salute  Asyncritus,  Phlegon,  Hennas,  Patrobas,  Her- 
mes, and  the  brethren  which  are  with  them. 

15  Salute  Philologus,  and  Julia,  Nereus,  and  his  sister, 
and  Olympas,  and  all  the  saints  which  are  with  them. 

16  Salute  one  another  with  an  holy  kiss.  The  churches 
of  Christ  salute  you. 

17  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  mark  them  which  cause 
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causing  tlie  divisions  and  occasions  of  stumbling,  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine  which  ye  learned:  and  turn  away 

18  from  them.  For  they  that  are  such  serve  not  our  Loia 
Christ,  but  their  own  belly;  and  by  their  smooth  aud 

19  fair  speech  they  beguile  the  hearts  of  the  innocent.  For 
your  obedience  is  come  abroad  unto  all  men.  I  rejoice 
therefore  over  you :  but  I  would  have  you  wise  unto  that 

20  which  is  good,  and  simple  unto  that  which  is  evil.  And 
the  God  of  peace  shall  bruise  Satan  under  your  feet 
shortly. 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 

21  Timothy  my  fellow-worker  saluteth  you;  and  Lucius 

22  and  Jason  and  Sosipater,  my  kinsmen.     I  Tertius,  who 

23  write  the  epistle,  salute  you  in  the  Lord.  Gains  my 
host,  and  of  the  whole  church,  saluteth  you:  Erastus 
the  treasurer  of  the  city  salutetli  you,  and  Quartus  the 
brother. 

25  Now  to  him  that  is  able  to  stablish  you  according  to 
my  gospel  and  the  preaching  of  Jesus  Christ,  according 
to  the  revelation  of  the  mystery  which  hath  been  kept 

26  in  silence  through  times  eternal,  but  now  is  manifested, 
and  by  the  scriptures  of  the  prophets,  according  to  the 
commandment  of  the  eternal  God,  is  made  known  imto 

27  all  the  nations  unto  obedience  of  faith;  to  the  only  wise 
God,  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  the  glory  for 
ever.    Amen. 
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divisioDS  and  offences  contrary  to  the  doctrine  which  ye 
Imve  learned;  and  avoid  them. 

18  For  ihey  that  arc  such  serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  but  their  own  belly;  and  by  good  words  and  fair 
speeches  deceive  the  hearts  of  the  simple. 

19  For  your  obedience  is  come  abroad  unto  all  m^n.  I 
am  glad  therefore  on  your  behalf:  but  yet  I  would  have 
you  wise  unto  that  which  is  good,  and  simple  concerning 
evil. 

20  And  the  God  of  peace  shall  bruise  Satan  under  your 
,Ycet  shortly.  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with 
you.     Amen.    ■ 

21  Timotheus  my  workfellow,  and  Lucius,  and  Jason, 
and  Sosipaler,  my  Kinsmen,  salute  you. 

22  I  Tertius,  who  wrote  this  epistle,  salute  you  in  the 
Lord. 

23  Gaius  mine  host,  and  of  the  whole  church,  saluteth 
you.  Erastus  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  saluteth  you,  and 
Quartus  a  brother. 

24  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all. 
Amen. 

35  Now  to  him  that  is  of  power  to  stablish  you  accord- 
ing to  my  gospel,  and  the  preaching  of  Jesus  Christ,  ac- 
cording to  the  revelation  of  the  mystery,  which  was  kept 
secret  since  the  world  began, 

26  But  now  is  made  manifest,  and  by  the  scriptures  of 
the  prophets,  according  to  the  commandment  of  the  ever- 
lasting God,  made  known  to  all  nations  for  the  obedience 
of  faith: 

27  To  God  only  wise,  be  glory  through  Jesus  Christ  for 
ever.    Amen. 

1  Written  to  the  Romans  from  CorinChus,  and  tent  by  Phebe 
,  8erv£Ukt  of  the  church  at  Cenchrea. 
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1  Paul,  called  to  be  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  through 

2  the  will  of  God,  and  Sosthenes  our  brother,  unto  the 
church  of  God  which  is  at  Corinth,  even  them  that  are 
sanctified  in  Christ  Jesus,  called  to  be  saints,  with  all 
that  call  upon  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in 

3  every  place,  their  Lord  and  ours:  Grace  to  you  and 
peace  from  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4  I  thank  my  God  always  concerning  you,  for  the  grace 

5  of  God  which  was  given  you  in  Chnst  Jesus;  that  in 
every  thing  ye  were  enriched  in  him,  in  all  utterance 

6  and  all  knowledge ;  even  as  the  testimony  of  Christ  was 

7  confirmed  in  you:  so  that  ye  come  behind  in  no  gift; 

8  waiting  for  the  revelation  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  who 
shall  also  confirm  you  unto  the  end,  that  ye  be  unre- 

9  proveable  in  the  day  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  God  is 
faithful,  through  whom  ye  were  called  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

10  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  through  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same  thing, 
and  that  there  be  no  divisions  among  you ;  but  that  ye 
be  perfected  together  in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same 

11  judgement.  For  it  hath  been  signified  unto  me  con- 
cerning you,  my  brethren,  by  them  which  are  of  the

Now  this  I  mean,  that  each  one  of  you  saith,  I 
am  of  Paul;  and  I  of  Apollos;  and  I  of  Cephas;  and  I 

13  of  Christ.     Is  Christ  divided?  was  Paul  crucified  for 

14  you?  or  were  ye  baptized  into  the  name  of  Paul?    I 
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AfttT  his  »(iUutation  and  thanksgiving,  10  he  exhorteth  them  to 
unity ^  and  12  reproveth  their  dissensions.  18  Ctod  destroyeth  the 
wisdom  of  the  wise,  21  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching,  and  25 
calleth  not  the  wise,  mighty,  and  noble^  but  27,  28  the  foolish, 
weak,  and  men  of  no  account. 

PAUL,  called  to  be  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  through 
the  will  of  God,  and  Sosthenes  our  brother, 
2  Unto  the  church  of  God  which  is  at  Corinth,  to  them 
that  are  sanctified  in  Christ  Jesus,  called  to  be  saints,  with  all 
that  in  every  place  call  upon  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  both  their's  and  our*s : 

8  Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father, 
wid  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4  I  thank  my  God  always  on  your  behalf,  for  the  grace 
of  God  which  is  given  you  by  Jesus  Christ; 

5  That  in  every  thing  ye  are  enriched  by  him,  in  all 
utterance,  and  in  all  knowledge; 

6  Even  as  the  testimony  of  Christ  was  confirmed  in  you: 

7  So  that  ye  come  behind  in  no  gift;  waiting  for  the 
coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

8  Who  shall  also  confirm  you  unto  the  end,  that  ye  rruxy 
be  blameless  in  the  day  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  t 

9  God  is  faithful,  by  whom  ye  were  called  imto  the  fel- 
lowship of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

10  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same  thing,  and 
that  there  be  no  divisions  among  you;  but  that  ye  b«  per- 
fectly joined  together  in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same 
judgment. 

11  For  it  hath  been  declared  unto  me  of  you,  my  breth- 
ren, by  them  whicJi  are  of  the  hovM  of  Chloe,  that  there  are 
contentions  among  you. 

12  Now  this  I  say,  that  every  one  of  you  saith,  I  am 
of  Paul;  and  I  of  ApoUos;  and  I  of  Cephas;  and  I  of 
Christ. 

13  Is  Christ  divided?  was  Paul  crucified  for  you?  or 
were  ye  baptized  in  the  napie  of  Paul? 
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thank  God  that  I  baptized  Done  of  you,  save  Crispns  and 
15  Gaius;  lest  any  man  should  say  that  ye  were  haplized 
IG  into  my  name.     And  I  baptized  also  the  liousehold  of 

Stephanas:  besides,  I  know  not  whether  I  baptized  any 

17  other.  For  Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize,  bnt  to  preach 
the  go8j>el:  not  in  wisdom  of  words,  lest  the  cioss  of 
Christ  should  be  made  v^jid. 

18  For  the  word  of  the  cross  is  to  theni  that  are  perishing 
foolishness;  but  unto  us  which  are  being  saved  it  is  the 

19  power  of  God.     For  it  is  written, 

I  will  destrpy  the  wisdom  of  the  wise. 

And  the  prudence  of  .the  prudent  will  I  reject. 

20  Where  is  the  wise?  where  is  the  scribe?  whei-e  ifi  the 
disputer  of  this  world?  hath  not  God  made  foolish  the 

21  wiiiom  of  the  w^orld?  For  seeing  that  in  the  wisdom 
of  God  the  world  through  its  wisdom  knew  not  God,  it 
was  God's  good  pleasure  through  the  foolishness  of  the 

22  preaching  to  save  them  that  believe.     Seeing  that  Jews 
.28  ask  for  «igns,  and  Greeks  seek   after  wisdom:  but  we 

preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  Jews  a  stumblingblock, 

24  and  unto  Gentiles  foolishness;  but  unto  them  that  are 
called,  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ  the  power  of  God, 

25  and  the  wisdom  of  God.  Because  the  foolishness  of 
God  is  wiser  than  men;  and  the  weakness  of  God  is 
stronger  than  men. 

26  For  beliold  your  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not 
many  wise  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many 

27  noble,  are  called:  but  God  chose  the  fooliFh  things  of 
the  world,  tliat  he  might  put  to  shame  them  that  are 
wise;  and  God  chose  the  weak  things  of  the  world, 
that  he  might  put  to  shame  the  tlwi]^  that  are  strong; 

28  and  the  base  things  of  the  world,  and  the  things  that 
are  despised,  did  God  choose,  pea  and  the  things  that 

nn  «i^  not,  that  he  might  bring  to  nought  the  things  that 
o?)  ft'*e:  that  no  flesh  should  glory  before  God.  But  of 
'^  him  are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  was  made  unto  us  wis- 
dom from  God,  and  righteousness  and  sanctification,  and 
31  redemption:  that,  according  as  it  is  written,  He  that 
glorieth,  let  him  glory  in  the  Lord. 
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14  I  thank  God  that  I  baptized  none  of  you,  but  Crispus 
^nd  Gaius; 

15  Lest  any  should  say  that  I  baptized  in  mine  own 
name. 

16  And  I  baptized  also  the  household  of  Stcphanus:  be- 
sides, I  know  not  whether  I  baptized  any  other. 

17  For  Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize,  but  to  preach  the 
gospel  •  not  with  wisdom  of  words,  lest  the  cross  of  Christ 
should  be  made  of  none  effect. 

18  For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that  perish 
foolishness;  but  unto  us  which  are  saved  it  is  the  power  of 
God. 

19  For  it  is  written,  I  will  destroy  the  wisdom  of  the 
wise,  and  will  bring  to  nothing  the  understanding  of  the 
prudent. 

20  Where  is  the  wise?  where  is  the  scribe?  where  is  the 
disputer  of  this  world?  hath  not  God  made  foolish  the  wis- 
dom of  this  world? 

21  For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the  world  by 
wisdom  knew  not  God,  it  pleased  God  by  tlie  foolishness  of 
preaching  to  save  them  that  believe. 

22  For  the  Jews  require  a  sign,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after 
wisdom: 

23  But  we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews  a  stum- 
blingblock,  and  unto  the  Greeks  foolishness; 

24  But  unto  them  which  aie  called,  l)oth  Jews  and 
Greeks,  Christ  the  power  of  God,  and  the  wisdom  of  God. 

25  Because  the  foolishness  of  God  is  wiser  than  men;  and 
the  weakness  of  God  is  stronger  than  men. 

26  For  ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not  many 
wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many  noble, 
a7'e  called: 

27  But  God  hath  chosen  th'e  foolish  things  of  the  worid 
to  confound  the  wise;  and  God  hath  chosen  the  weak 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  things  which  are 
mighty ; 

28  And  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which  are. 
despised,  hath  God  chosen,  yea,  and  things  which  arc  not. 
to  bring  to  nought  things  that  are: 

29  That  no  flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence. 

80  But  of  him  are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is  made 
unto  us  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  and  sanctification,  and 
redemption : 

31  That,  according  as  it  is  written,  He  that  glorieth,  let 
him  glory  in  the  Lord. 
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a  And  I,  brethren,  when  I  came  unto  you,  came  not 
with  excellency  of  speech  or  of  wisdom,  proclaiming 

3  to  you  the  mystery  of  God.  For  I  determined  not  to 
know  any  tiling  among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ,  and  him 

8  crucified.    And  I  was  with  you  in  weakness,  and  in 

4  fear,  and  in  much  trembling.  And  my  speech  and  my 
preaching  were  not  in  persuasive  words  of  wisdom,  but 

5  in  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  of  power:  that  your 
faith  should  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  the 
power  of  God. 

6  Howbeit  we  speak  wisdom  among  the  perfect:  yet 
a  wisdom  not  of  this  world,  nor  of  the  rulers  of  this 

7  world,  which  are  coming  to  nought:  but  we  speak  God's 
wisdom  in  a  mystery,  emn  the  wisdom  that  hath  been 
hidden,  which  God  foreordained  before  the  Worlds  unto 

8  our  glory:  which  none  of  the  rulers  of  this  world  know 
eth:  for  had  they  known  it,  they  would  not  have  cruci- 

9  fled  the  Lord  of  glory:  but  as  it  is  written. 

Things  which  eye  saw  not,  and  ear  heard  not. 
And  which  entered  not  into  the  heart  of  man. 
Whatsoever  things  God  prepared  for  them  that  love 
liim. 

10  But  unto  us  God  revealed  ^A^tti  through  the  Spirit:  for 
the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of 

11  God.  For  who  among  men  knoweth  the  tilings  of  a 
man,  save  the  spirit  of  the  man,  which  is  in  him?  even 
so  the  things  of  God  none  knoweth,  save  the  Spirit  of 

12  God.  But  we  received,  not  the  spirit  of  the  world,  but 
the  spirit  which  is  of  God;  that  we  might  know  the 

13  things  that  are  freely  given  to  us  by  God. .  Which  things 
also  we  speak,  not  in  words  which  man's  wisdom  teach- 
eth,  but  whicli  the  Spirit  teacheth ;  comparing  spiritual 

14  things  with  spiritual.  Now  the  natural  man  receivetli 
not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of  God:  for  they  are  foolish- 
ness unto  him;  and  he  cannot  know  them,  because  they 

15  are  spiritually  judged.     But  he  that  is  spiritual  judgeth 

16  all  things,  and  he  himself  is  judged  of  no  man.  For 
who  hath  known  the  mind  of  the  Lord,  that  he  should 
instruct  him?    But  we  have  the  mind  of  Christ. 
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He  declareth  tJuit  hia  preaching,  1  though  it  bring  not  excellency  of 
speech^  or  of  4  human  wisdom:  yet  conaisteth  in  the  4,  5  power 
of  God:  ana  so  far  excelleth  6  the  vnsdom  of  this  world,  and  9 
human  sense,  as  that  14  the  natural  man  cannot  understand  it. 

AND  I,  brethren,  when  I  came  to  you,  came  not  with 
excellency  of  speech  or  of  wisdom,  declaring  unto 
you  the  testimony  of  God. 

2  For  I  determined  not  to  know  anything  among  you, 
save  Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified. 

3  And  I  was  with  you  in  weakness,  and  in  fe.ir,  and  in 
much  trembling. 

4  And  my  speech  and  my  preaching  was  not  with  en- 
ticing words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of 
the  ^irit  and  of  power : 

5  TTiat  your  faith  should  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men, 
but  in  the  power  of  God. 

6  Howbeit  we  speak  wisdom  among  them  that  are  per- 
fect: yet  not  the  wisdom  of  this  world,  nor  of  the  princes 
of  this  world,  that  come  to  nought: 

7  But  we  speak  the  wisdom  of  God  in  a  my.  tery,  even 
the  hidden  loisdom,  which  God  ordained  before  the*  world 
unto  our  glory: 

8  Which  none  of  the  princes  of  this  world  knew:  for 
had  they  known  it,  they  Would  not  have  crudfied  the 
Lord  of  glory. 

9  But  as  it  is  written.  Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard, 
neither  have  entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things 
which  God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  him. 

10  But  Gk)d  hath  revealed  t/iem  unto  us  by  his  Cpirit:  for 
the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  Grod. 

11  For  what  man  knoweth  the  things  of  a  man,  save  tlie 
spirit  of  man  which  is  in  him?  even  so  the  things  of  God 
knoweth  no  man,  but  the  Spirit  of  God. 

12  Now  we  have  received,  not  the  spirit  of  the  world, 
but  the  spirit  which  is  of  God ;  that  we  might  know  the 
things  that  are  freely  given  to  us  of  God. 

13  Which  things  also  we  speak,  not  in  the  words  which 
man's  wisdom  teacheth,  but  which  the  Holy  Ghost  teach- 
eth;  comparing  spiritual  things  with  spiritual. 

14  But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  thiigs  of  the 
Spirit  of  God:  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  hi  n:  neither 
can  he  know  t/iem,  because  they  are  spiritually  discerned. 

15  But  he  that  is  spiritual  judgeth  all  thin2;s,  yet  he 
himself  is  judged  of  no  man. 

16  For  who  hath  known  the  mind  of  the  Lord,  that  he 
may  instruct  hun?    But  we  have  the  mind  of  Christ. 
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3  And  I,  brethren,  could  not  speak  unto  you  as  unto 
spiritual,  but  as  unto  carnal,  as  unto  babes  in  Cbrist. 

2  I  fed  you  with  milk,  not  with  meat;  for  ye  were  not  yet 
able  to  bear  it:  nay,  not  even  now  are  ye  able;  for  ye  are 

8  yet  carnal:  for  whereas  there  is  among  you  jealousy  and 
strife,  are  ye  not  carnal,  and  walk  after  the  manner  of 

4  men?    For  when  one  saith,  I  am  of  Paul;  and  anollier,. 

5  I  am  of  Apollos;  are  ye  not  men?  What  then  is  Apol- 
los?  and  what  is  Paul?  ,  Ministers  through  whom  ye 

6  believed;  and  each  astl)e  Lord  gave  to  him.     1  planted, 

7  Apollos  watered ;  but  God  gave  the  increase.  So  then 
neither  is  he  that  planteth  any  thing,  neither  he  that 

8  watereth;  but  God  that  giveth  the  increase.  Now  he 
that  planteth  and  he  that  watereth  are  one:  but  each 
shall  receive  his  own  reward  according  to  his  own 

9  labour.  For  we  are  God's  fellow-workers :  ye  are  God's 
husbandry,  God's  building. 

10  According  lo  the  grace  of  God  which  was  given  unto 
me,  as  a  wise  masterbuilder  I  laid  a  foundation;  and 
another  buildeth  thereon.     But  let  each  man  take  heed 

11  how  he  buildeth  thereon.  For  other  foundation  can  no 
man  lay  than  that  which  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ. 

12  But  if  any  man  buildeth  on  the  foundation  gold,  silver, 

13  costly  stones,  wood,  hay,  stubble:  each  man's  work  shall 
be  made  manifest :  fpr  the  day  shall  declare  it,  because 
it  is  revealed  in  fire:  and  the  fire  itself  shall  prove  each 

14  man's  work  of  whatisort  it  is.  If  any  man's  work  shall 
abide  which  he  built  thereon,  he  shall  receive  a  reward. 

15  If  any  man's  work  shall  be  burned,  he  shall  suffer  loss : 
but  he  himself  shall  be  saved ;  yet  so  as  through  fire. 

16  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  a  temple  of  God,  and  that 

17  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you?   If  any  man  destroy- 
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2  MiJk  is  fit  for  children.  3  Strife  and  division,  arguments  of  a 
fleshly  mind.  7  He  that  planteth,  and  he  that  watereth,  is 
nothing.  9  The  ministers  are  God't  fellouneorkmen,  11  Christ 
the  only  foundation.  16  Men  the  temples  of  God,  which  17  mp-st 
be  kept  holy.  19  The  wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness  with 
Ood. 

AND  I,  brethren,  could  not  speak  unto  you  as  unto 
spiritual,  but  as  unto  carnal,  even  as  unto  babes  in 
Christ. 

2  I  have  fed  you  with  milk,  and  not  with  meati  for 
-hitherto  ye  were  not  abl&  to  bear  it,  neither  yet  now  are  ye 

able. 

3  For  ye  are  yet  carnal :  for  whereas  t/iere  is  among  you 
envying,  and  strife,  and  divisions,  are  ye  not  carnal,  and 
walk  as  men  ? 

4  For  while  one  saith,  I  am  of  Paul;  and  another,  I  am 
of  ApoUos;  are  ye  not  carnal? 

5  Who  then  is  Paul,  and  who  is  Apollos,  but  ministers 
by  whom  ye  believed,  even  as  the  Lord  gave  to  every  man? 

6  I  have  planted,  Apollos  watered;  but  God  gave  the 
increase. 

7  So  then  neither  is  he  that  planteth  any  thing,  neither 
he  that  watereth;  but  God  that  giveth  the  increase. 

8  Now  he  that  planteth  and  he  that  watereth  are  one: 
and  every  man  shall  receive  his  own  reward  according  to 
his  own  labour. 

9  For  we  are  labourers  together  with  God:  ye  are  God's 
husbandry,  ye  are  God's  building. 

10  According  to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto 
me,  as  a  wise  masterbuiider,  I  have  laid  the  foundation, 
and  another  buildeth  thereon.  But  let  every  man  take 
heed  how  he  buildeth  thereupon. 

11  For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is 
laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Now  if  any  man  build  upon  this  foundation  gold, 
silver,  precious  stones,  wood,  hay,  stubble; 

13  Everyman's  work  shall  be  made  manifest:  for  the 
day  shall  declare  it,  because  it  shall  be  revealed  bjr  fire; 
and  the  fire  shall  try  every  man's  work  of  what  sort  it  is. 

14  If  any  man's  work  abide  which  he  hath  built  there- 
upon, he  shall  receive  a  reward. 

15  If  any  man's  work  shall  be  burned,  he  shall  suffer 
loss:  but  he  himself  shall  be  saved;  yet  so  as  by  fire. 

16  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  teniplj  of  God,  and  tliat 
the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you? 

17  If  any  man  defile  the  temple  of  God,  him  shall  God 
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clh  the  temple  of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy;  for  the 
temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are. 

18  Let  110  man  deeeive  himself.  If  any  man  thinketh 
that  he  is  wise  among  you  in  this  world,  let  him  become 

19  a  fool,  that  he  may  become  wise.  For  the  wisdom  of 
this  world  is  foolishness  with  God.  For  it  is  written, 
He  that  takcth  the  wise  in  their  craftiness:  and  again, 

20  Th  3  Lord  knoweth  the  reasonings  of  the  wise,  that  thejr 

21  arc  vain.     "Wherefore  let  no  one  glory  in  men.    For  all 

22  things  are  yours;  whether  Paul,  or  ApoUos,  or  Cephas, 
or  the  world,  or  life,  or  death,  or  things  present,  or 

23  things  to  come;  all  are  yours;  and  ye  are  Christ's;  and 
Christ  is  God's. 


4     Let  a  man  so  account  of  ub,  as  of  ministers  of  Christ, 

2  aud  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  Here,  moreover, 
it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be  found  faithful. 

8  But  with  me  it  is  a  very  small  thing  that  I  should  be 
judged  of  you,  or  of  man*s  judgement:  yea,  I  judge  not 

4  mi  lie  own  self*  For  I  know  nothing  against  myself; 
yet  am  I  not  hereby  justified:  but  he  that  judgeth  me  is 

6  the  Lord.  Wherefore  judge  nothing  beiore  the  time, 
until  the  Lord  come,  who  will  both  bring  to  light  the 
hidden  things  of  darkness,  and  make  manifest  the  coun- 
sels of  the  hearts;  and  then  shall  each  man  have  his 
praise  from  God. 

6  Now  these  things,  brethren,  I  have  in  a  figure  trans- 
ferred to  myself  and  Apollos  for  your  sakes;  that  in 
us  ye  might  learn  not  to  go  beyond  the  things  which  are 
written;  that  no  one  of  you  be  puffed  up  for  the  one 

7  against  the  other.  For  who  maketh  thee  to  differ? 
aud  what  hast  thou  tliat  thou  didst  not  receive?  but  if 
thou  didst  receive  it,  why  dost  thou  glory,  as  if  thDU 

8  hadst  not  received  it?  Alreadjr  arc  ye  filled,  alrcaJy 
ye  are  become  rich,  ye  have  reigned  without  us:  yea 
aud  I  would  that  ye  did  reign,  that  we  also  might  rcigii 
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^lestroy;  for  the  temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye 
are. 

18  Let  no  man  deceive  himself.  If  any  man  among 
you  seemeth  to  be  wise  in  this  world,  let  him  become  a 
fool,  that  he  may  be  wise. 

19  For  the  wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness  with 
God.  For  it  is  written.  He  taketh  the  wise  in  their  own 
craftiness. 

20  ADd  again,  The  Lord  iLnoweth  the  thoughts  of  the 
wise,  that  they  are  vain. 

21  Therefore  let  no  man  glory  in  men.  For  all  things 
are  your's; 

23  Whether  Paul,  or  Apollos,  or  Cephas,  or  the  world, 
or  life,  or  death,  or  things  present,  or  things  to  come;  all 
are  your's; 

23  And  ye  are  Christ's;  and  Christ  is  God's. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  In  what  account  the  ministers  oitght  to  he  had.  7  We  have  nothing 
which  we  have  not  received.  9  The  apostles  spectacles  to  the  worlds 
angels^  and  men,  18  the  filth  and  offscourirCa  of  the  world:  15  yet 
our  fathers  in  Christy  16  wJiom  we  ought  tojoliow. 

LET  a  man  so  account  of  us,  as  of  the  ministers  of 
Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 
2  Moreover  it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be 
fouud  faithful. 

8  But  with  me  it  is  a  very  small  thing  that  I  should  be 
judged  of  you,  or  of  man's  judgment:  yea,  I  judge  not 
mine  own  self. 

4  For  I  know  nothinff  by  myself;  yet  am  I  not  hereby 
justified :  but  he  that  judgeth  me  is  the  Lord. 

5  Therefore  judge  nothing  before  the  time,  until  the 
Lord  come,  who  both  will  bring  to  light  the  hidden  things 
of  darkness,  and  will  make  manifest  the  counsels  of  the 
hearts:  and  then  shall  every  man  have  praise  of  God. 

6  And  these  things,  brethren,  I  have  in  a  figure  trans- 
ferred to  myself  and  (o  Apollos  for  your  sakes;  that  ye 
mi^ht  learn  in  us  not  to  think  oj  men  above  that  which  is 
written,  that  no  one  of  you  be  pufted  up  for  one  against 
another. 

7  For  who  maketh  thee  to  diSferfroinf  another?  and  what 
hast  thou  that  thou  didst  not  i-eceive?  now  if  thou  didst 
receive  it,  why  dost  thou  glory,  as  if  thou  hadst  not  re- 
ceived itf 

8  Now  ye  are  full,  now  ye  are  rich,  ye  have  reigned  as 
kings  without  us:  and  I  would  to  God  ye  did  reign,  that 
we  also  might  reign  with  you. 
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H  with  you.  Far,  I  think,  God  hath  set  forth  us  the 
apostles  last  of  all,  as  men  doomed  to  death:  for  we  are 
made  a  spectacle  unto  the  world,  and  to  angels,  and  to 

10  men.  We  are  fools  for  Christ's  sake,  hut  ye  are  wise 
in   Christ;  we  are  weak,  but  ye  arc  strong;  ye  have 

11  glory,  but  we  have  dishonour.  Even  unto  this  present 
hour  we  both  hunger,  and  thirst,  and  are  naked,  and 

12  are  buffeted,  and  have  no  certain  dwellingplace;  and 
we  toil,  worldng  with  our  own  hands:  being  reviled, 

13  we  bless;  being  persecuted,  we  endure;  being  defamed, 
we  intreat:  we  are  made  as  the  filth  of  the  world,  the 
offscouring  of  all  things,  even  until  now. 

14  I  write  not  these  things  to  shame  you,  but  to  ad- 
16  monish  you  as  my  beloved  children.    For  though  ye 

should  have  ten  thousand  tutors  in  Christ,  yet  hatie  ye 
not  many  fatliers:  for  in  Ciirist  Jesus  I  begat  you 

16  through  the  gospel.     I  beseech  you  therefore,  be  ye 

17  imitators  of  me.  For  this  cause  have  I  sent  unto  you 
Timothy,  who  is  my  beloved  and  faithful  child  in  the 
Lord,  who  slmll  put  you  in  remembrance  of  my  ways 
which  be  in  Christ,  even  as  I  teach  everywhere  in  every 

18  church.    Now  some  are  puffed  up,  as  though  I  were 

19  not  coming  to  you.  But  I  will  come  to  you  shortly,  if 
the  Lord  will;  and  I  will  know,  not  the  word  of  them. 

20  which  are  puffed  up,  but  the  power.    For  the  kingdom 

21  of  God  is  not  in  word,  but  in  power.  What  will  ye? 
shall  I  come  unto  you  with  a  rod,  or  in  love  and  a  spirit 
of  meekness?   . 


6  It  is  actually  reported  that  there  is  foMiication  among 
you,  and  such  fornication  as  is  not  even  among  the 

2  Gentiles,  that  one  of  you  hath  his  father's  wife.  And 
ye  are  puffed  up,  and  did  not  rather  mourn,  that  he 
that  had  done  this  deed  might  be  taken  away  from 

8  among  you.  For  I  verily,  being  absent  in  body  but 
present  in  spirit,  have  already,  as  though  I  were  pre- 
sent, Judged  him   that  hath  so  wrought  this  thing, 

4  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  ye  being  gathered 
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9  For  I  think  that  God  hath  set  forth  ns  the  apoRtl(  s 
last,  as  it  were  appointed  to  deatli:  for  we  are  made  ji 
spectacle  unto  the  world,  and  to  angels,  and  to  men. 

10  We  are  fools  for  Christ's  sake,  but  ye  are  wise  in 
Christ ;  we  are  weak,  but  ye  are  strong ;  ye  are  honourable, 
but  we  are  despised. 

11  Even  unto  this  present  hour  we  both  hunger,  and 
thirst,  and  are  naked,  and  are  buffeted,  and  have  no  cer- 
tain dwellingplace; 

12  And  labour,  working  with  our  own  hands:  being 
reviled,  v;e  bless;  being  persecuted,  we  suffer  it: 

13  Being  defamed,  we  intreat:  we  are  made  as  the  filth 
of  the  world,  and  a/re  the  off  scouring  of  all  things  unto  this 
day. 

14  I  write  not  these  things  to  shame  you,  but  as  my 
beloved  sons  I  warn  y<m. 

15  For  though  ye  have  ten  thousand  instructere  in  Christ, 
yet  Jiam  ye  not  many  fathers:  tor  in  Christ  Jesus  I  have 
begotten  you  through  the  gospel. 

16  Wherefore  I  beseech  you,  be  ye  followers  of  me. 

17  For  this  cause  have  I  sent  unto  you  Timotheus,  who 
is  my  beloved  son,  and  faithful  in  the  Lord,  who  shall 
bring  you  into  remembrance  ot  my  ways  which  be  iu 
Christ,  as  I  teach  every  where  in  every  church. 

18  Now  some  are  puffed  up,  as  though  I  would  not  come 
to  you. 

i9  But  I  will  come  to  you  shortly,  if  the  Lord  will,  and 
wilf  know,  not  the  speech  of  them  which  ai'e  puffed  up, 
but  the  power. 

20  For  the  kingdom  of  God  w  not  in  word,  but  in  power. 

21  What  will  ye?  shall  I  come  unto  you  with  a  rod,  or 
in  love,  and  in  the  spirit  of  meekness? 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  The  incestuous  pers&n  6  is  cause  rather  of  shame  unto  them,  than 
of  rejoicing.  7  The  old  leaven  is  to  be  purged  out.  10  Heinous 
offenders  are  to  he  shunned  and  avoided. 

IT  is  reported  commonly  that  iJwre  is  fomicatioD  among 
you,  and  such  fornication  as  is  not  so  much  as  named 
among  the  Gentiles,  that  one  should  have  his  father*s  wife. 

2  And  ye  are  puffed  up,  and  have  not  rather  mourned, 
that  he  that  hath  done  this  deed  might  be  tak^u  away  from 
among  you. 

3  For  I  verily,  as  absetit  in  body,  but  ^Resent  in  spirit, 
have  iudged  already,  as  though  I  were  present,  concerning 
him  that  hath  so  done  this  deed, 

4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye  are 
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together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our  Lord 

5  Jesus,  to  deliver  such  a  one  unto  Satan  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  tiesh,  tliat  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in  the 

6  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Your  glorying  is  not  good. 
Know  ye  not  that  a  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole 

7  lump?  Purge  out  the  old  leaven,  thatye  may  be  a  new 
lump,  even  as  ye  are  imleavened.     For  our  passover 

8  also  hath  been  sacrificed,  e'mn  Christ:  wherefore  let  us 
keep  the  feast,  not  with  old  leaven,  neither  with  the 
leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness,  but  with  the  un- 
leavened bread  of  sincerity  and  truth. 

9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  my  epistle  to  have  no  company 

10  with  fornicators;  not  altogether  with  the  fornicators 
of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous  and  extortioners, 
or  with  idolaters;  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of 

11  the  world:  but  now  I  write  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  named  a  brother  be  a 
fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  reviler,  or 
a  drunkard,  or  an  extortioner;  with  such  a  one  no,  not 

12  to  eat.  For  what  have  I  to  do  with  judging  them  that 
are  without?    Do  not  ye  judge  them  that  are  within, 

13  whereas  them  that  are  without  God  judgeth?  Put 
away  the  wicked  man  from  among  yourselves. 


0  Dare  any  of  you,  having  a  matter  against  his  neigh- 
bour, ^o  to  law  before  the  unrighteous,  and  not  before 

2  the  saints?  Or  know  ye  not  that  the  saints  shall 
judge  the  world?  and  if  the  world  is  judged  by  you, 
are    ye    unwortliy    to    judge    the   smallest   matters? 

8  Know  ye  not  that  we  shall  judge  angels?  how  much 

4  more  things  that  pertain  to  this  life?  If  then  ye  have 
to  judge  things  pertaining    to    this   life,   do    ye    set 

.    them  to  judge  who  are  of  no  account  in  the  ciiurch? 

6  I  say  this  to  move  you  to  shame.  Is  it  so,  that  there 
cannot  be  found  among  you  one  wise  man,  who  shall 

6  be  able  to  decide  between  his  brethi^en,  but  brother 
goeth  to  law  with  brother,  and  that  before  unbelievwrs? 
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gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our 
JLord  Jesus  Christ, 

5  To  deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan  for  the  destruction 
of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

6  Your  glorying  is  not  good.  Know  ye  not  that  a  little 
leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump? 

7  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a 
new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our 
passover  is  sacrificed  for  us: 

8  Therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast,  not  with  old  leaven, 
neither  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness;  but  with 
the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity  and  truth. 

9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle  not  to  company  with 
fornicators : 

10  Yet  not  altogether  with  the  fornicators  of  this  world, 
or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortioners,  or  wiUi  idolaters ;  for 
then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the  world. 

11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep  company, 
if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  cove- 
tous, or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extor- 
tioner; with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat. 

12  For  what  have  I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that  are 
without?  do  not  ye  judge  them  that  are  within? 

13  But  them  that  are  without  God  judgeth.  Therefore 
put  away  from  among  yourselves  that  wicked  person. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  Corinthians  must  not  vex  their  bretharen,  in  going  to  law  with 
them:  6  etpeciaUy  under  infid^A.  9  The  unrighteous  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  15  Our  bodies  are  the  members  of 
Christ,  19  and  temples  of  the  Holy  Gliost.  16, 17  They  must  not 
therefore  be  defiled. 

DARE  any  of  you,  having  a  matter  against  another,  go 
to  law  before  the  unjust,  and  not  before  the  saints? 

2  Do  ye  not  know  that  the  saints  shall -judge  the  world? 
and  if  the  world  shall  be  judged  by  you,  are  ye  unworthy 
to  judge  the  smallest  matters? 

3  Know  ye  not  that  we  shall  judge  angels?  how  much 
more  things  that  pertain  to  this  life? 

4  If  then  ye  have  judgments  of  things  pertaining  to  this 
life,  set  them  to  judge  who  are  least  esteemed  in  the 
church. 

5  I  speak  to  your  shame.  Is  it  so,  that  there  is  not  a 
wise  man  among  you?  no,  not  one  that  shall  be  able  to 
juflge  between  his  brethren? 

6  But  brother  goeth  to  law  with  brother,  and  that  before 
the  unbelievers. 
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tl  Nay,  already  it  is  altogether  a  defect  in  you,  that  ye 
have  lawsuits  one  with  another.     Why  not  rather  take 

8  wrong?  why  not  rather  be  defrauded?  Nay,  but  ye 
yourselves  do  wrong,  and  defraud,  and  that  y&ur  bre- 

9  thren.  Or  know  ye  not  thnt  the  unrighteous  shall 
not  inherit  th^  kingdom  of  God?  Be  not  deceived: 
neither  fornicators,  nor  idolaters,  nor  adulterers,  nor 

10  effeminate,  nor  abusers  of  themselves  with  men,  nor 
thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  drunkards,  nor  revilers,  nor 

11  extortioners,  shall  Inlierit  the  kingdom  of  God.  And 
such  were  some  of  you:  but  ye  were  washed,  but  ye 
were  sanctified,  but  ye  were  justified  in  the  nr.me  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the  Spirit  of  our  God. 

13  All  things  are  lawful  for  me;  but  not  all  things  are 
expedient.     All  things  are  lawful  for  me;. but  1  will 

13  not  be  brought  under  the  power  of  any.  Meats  for 
the  belly^  and  the  belly  for  meats:  but  God  shall 
bring  to  nought  both  it  and  them.  But  the  body  is 
not  for  fornication,   but  for  the  Lord;  and  the  Lord 

14  for  the  body:  and  Gk)d  both  raised  the  Lord,  and  will 

15  raise  up  us  throu^  his  power.  Know  ye  not  that  your 
bodies. are  members  of  Christ?  shall  I  then  take  away 
the  members  of  Christ,  and  make  them  members  of  a 

16  harlot?  God  forbid.  Or  know  ye  not  that  he  that 
is  joined   to  a  harlot  is  one  body?  for,  The  tw^ain, 

17  saith  he,,  shall  become  one  flesh.    But  he  that  is  joined 

18  unto  the  Lord  is  one  spirit.  Flee  fornication.'  Every 
sin  that  a  man  doeth  is  without  the  body;  but  he  that 
committeth  fornication  sinneth  against  his  own  body. 

19  Or  know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  a  temple  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  which  is    in  you,,  which  ye  have  from 

20  God?  and  ye  are  not  your  own;  for  ye  were  bought 
with  a  price:  glorify  God  therefore  ia  your  body. 


7     Now  concerning  the  things  whereof  ye  wrote :     It  is 

2  good.foraman  not  to  touch  a  woman.     But,  because 

of  foraications,  let  each  man  have  his  own  wife,  and 

^27 


/  COBINTIUANS,    VIL 

7  Now  therefore  there  is  utterly  a  fault  among  you, 
because  ye  go  to  law  one  with  another.  Why  do  ye  not 
rather  take  wrong?  why  do  ye  not  rather  suffer  yourselves 
to  be  defrauded? 

8  Nay,  ye  da  wrong;  and  defraud,  and  that  your  breth- 
ren. ^ 

9  Know  ye  not  that  the  unrighteou(s*^all  not  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God?  Be  not  deceived,  neither  fornicators, 
nor  idolaters,  nor  adulterers,  nor  effeuiinatc,  nor  abusers 
of  themselves  with  mankind, 

10  Nor  thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  drunkards,  nor  re- 
vilers,  nor  extortioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

11  And  such  were  some  of  you:  but  ye  are  washed,  b\it 
ye  are  sanctified,  but  ye  are  justified  in  tlie  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the  Spirit  of  our  God. 

12  All  things  are  lawful  unto  me,  but  all  things  are  not 
expedient:  all  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  I  will  not  be 
brought  under  the^  power  of  any. 

13  Meats  for  the  belly,  and  the  belly  for  meats:  but 
God  shall  destroy  both  it" and  them.  Now  the  body  is  not 
for  fornication,  but  for  the  Lord ;  and  the  Lord  for  th« 
body. 

14  And  God  hath  both  raised  up  the  Lord,  and  will  also 
raise  up  us  by  his  own  power. 

15  Know  ye  not  that  your  bodies  are  tbe  members  of 
Christ?  shall  I  then  take  the  members  of  Christ,  and  make 
tJiem  the  members  of  an  harlot?    God  forbid. 

16  What?  know  ye  not  that  he  which  is  joined  to  an  bar- 
lot  is  one  body?  for  two,  saith  he,  shall  be  one  flesh. 

17  But  he  that  is  joined  unto  the  Lord  is  one  spirit. 

18  Flee  fornication.  Every  sin  that  a  man  doeth  is  with- 
out the  body ;  but  he  that  committcth  fornication  sinneth 
against  his  own  body. 

19  What?  know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the  temple 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  which  is  in  you,  which. ye  have  of  God, 
and  ye  are  not  your  own? 

20  For  ye  are  bought  with  a  price:  therefore  glorify  God 
in  your  body,  and  in  your  spirit,  which  are  God's. 

CHAPTER   YII. 

2  He  treateth  of  marriage,  4  shewing  it  to  he  a  remedy  against  for- 
nication: 10  and  that  the  bond  thereof  ought  not  lightly  to  be  dis- 
solved. 18,  20  Every  man  must  be  c&ntent  with  hit  vocation.  25 
Virginity  wherefore  to  be  embraced.  35  And  for  what  respects 
we  may  either  marry,  or  abstain  from  marrying. 

""VTOW  concerning  the  things  whereof  ye  wrote  unto  me : 
-LN    It  is  good  for  a  man  not  to  touch  a  woman. 
2  Nevertheless,  to  avoid  fornication,  let  every  man  have 
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3  let  each  woman  have  her  own  hnsband.  Let  the  hus- 
band render  unto  the  wife  her  due:  and  likewise  also 

4  the  wife  uuto  the  husband.  The  wife  hath  not  power 
over  her  own  body,  but  tlie  husband :  and  likewise  also 
the  husband  hath  not  power  over  his  own  body,  but 

5  the  wife.  Defraud  ye  uot  oue  the  other,  except  it  be 
by  consent  for  a  season,  that  ye  may  give  yourselves 
unto  prayer,  and   may  be  together  again,  that  Satan 

6  tempt  you  not  because  of  your  incontinency.  But  this 
I  say  by  way  of   permission,   not  of   commandment. 

7  Yet  I  would  that  all  men  were  even  as  I  myself.  How- 
beit  each  man  liath  his  own  gift  from  Gkni,  one  after 
this  manner,  and  another  after  that. 

8  But  I  say  to  the  unmarried  and  to  widows,  It  is  good 

9  for  them  if  they  abide  even  as  I.  But  if  they  have  not 
continency,  let  them  marry:  for  it  is  better  to  marry 

10  than  to  burn.  But  unto  the  married  I  give  charge,  yea 
not  I,  but  the  Lord,  That  the  wife  depart  not  from  her 

11  husband  (but  and  if  she  depart,  let  her  remain  unmar- 
ried, or  else  be  reconciled  to  her  husband);  and  that  the 

12  husband  leave  not  his  wife.  But  to  the  rest  say  I,  not 
the  Lord:  If  any  brother  hath  an  unbelieving  wife,  and 
she  is  content  to  dwell  with  him,  let  him  not  leave  her. 

13  And  the  woman  which  hath  an  unbelieving  husband, 
and  he  is  content  to  dwell  with  her,  let  her  not  leave 

14  her  husband.  For  the  unbelieving  husband  is  sanctified 
in  the  wife,  and  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  in  the 
brother:  else  were  your  children  unclean;  but  now  are 

15  they  holy.  Yet  if  the  unbelieving  departefh,  let  him 
depart:  the  brother  or  the  sister  is  not  under  bondage 

16  in  such  cases:  but  God  hath  called  us  in  peace.  For 
how  knowest  thou,  O  wife,  whether  thou  shalt  save  thy 
husband?  or  how  knowest  thou,  O  husband,  whether 

17  thou  shalt  save  thy  wife?  Only,  as  the  Lord  hath  dis- 
tributed to  each  man,  as  God  hath  called  each,  so  let 

18  him  walk.  And  so  ordain  I  in  all  the  churches.  Was 
any  man  called  being  circumcised?  let  him  not  become 
uncircumcised.     Hath  any  been  called  in  imcircum- 
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his  own  wife,  and  let  every  womaia  have  her  oWr.  tuv, 
band. 

3  Let  tbe  hnsband  render  unto  the  wife  due  benevolence: 
and  likewise  also  the  wife  unto  the  husband. 

4  The  wife  hath  not  power  of  her  own  body,  but  the 
husband :  and  likewise  also  the  husband  hath  not  power  of 
his  own  body,  but  the  wife. 

5  Defvaud  ye  not  one  the  other,  except  it  be  with  con- 
sent for  a  time,  that  ye  may  give  yourselves  to  fasting  and 
prayer;  and  come  together  again,  that  Satan  tempt  you  not 
for  your  incontinency. 

6  But  I  speak  this  by  permission,  and  not  of  command- 
ment. 

7  For  I  would  that  all  men  were  even  as  I  myself.  But 
every  man  hath  his  proper  gift  of  God,  one  after  this  man- 
ner, and  another  after  that 

8  I  say  therefore  to  the  unmarried  and  widows,  It  is 
good  for  them  if  they  abide  even  as  L 

9  But  if  they  cannot  contain,  let  them  marry:  for  it  is 
better  to  marry  than  to  bum. 

10  And  unto  the  married  I  command,  yet  not  I,  but  the 
Lord,  Let  not  the  wife  depart  from  her  husband: 

11  But  and  if  she  depart,  let  her  remain  unmarried,  or 
be  reconciled  to  her  husband;  and  let  not  the  husband  put 
away  his  wife. 

12  But  lo  the  rest  speak  I,  not  the  Lord:  If  any  brother 
hath  a  wife  that  believeth  not,  and  she  be  pleased  to  dwell 
with  him,  let  him  not  put  her  away. 

13  And  the  woman  which  hath  an  husband  that  believeth 
not,  and  if  he  be  pleased  to  dwell  with  her,  let  her  not 
leave  him. 

14  Fot  the  unbelieving  husband  is  sanctified  by  the  wife, 
and  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  by  the  husband: 
else  were  your  children  unclean ;  but  now  are  they  holy. 

15  But  if  the  unbelieving  depart,  let  him  depart.  A 
brother  or  a  sister  is  not  under  bondage  in  such  cat^es :  but 
God  hath  called  us  to  peace. 

16  For  what  knowest  thou,  O  wife,  whether  thou  shalt 
save  thy  huslmnd?  or  how  knowest  thou,  O  man,  whether 
thou  Shalt  save  thy  wife? 

17  But  as  God  hath  distributed  to  every  man,  as  the 
Lord  hath  called  every  one,  so  let  him  walk.  And  so 
ordain  I  in  all  churches. 

18  Is  an^  man  called  being  circumcised?  let  him  not 
become  uncircumcised.  Is  any  called  in  uncircumcision? 
let  him  not  be  circumcised. 
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19  cision?  let  him  not  be  cirouincised.  Circumcision  is 
nothing,  and  uncircumcision  is  nothing;  but  the  keep- 

20  ing  of  tlte  commandments   of   God.      Let  each  man 

21  abide  in  that  calling  wiierein  he  -"was  called.  Wast  tliou 
called  being  a  bondservant?  care  not  for  it:  btit  If  tliou 

22  canst  become  free,  use  it  rather.  For  he  that  was  called 
in  the  Lord,  being  a  b  ^^dservant^  is  the  Ldid's  f  reed- 
man  :  likewise  he  that         called,  being  free,  is  Christ's 

23  bondservant,     ^e  were  bought  with  a  price:  become 

24  not  bondservants  of  men.  Brethren,^  let  each  man, 
wherein  he  was  called,  therein  abide  with  God. 

25  Now  concerning  virgins  I  haVc  no  commandment 
of  the  Lord :  but  1  give  my  judgement,  as  one  that  hath 

26  obtained  mercy  of  the  Lord  t"o  be  faithful.  I  think 
therefore  that  this  is  good  by  reason  of  the  present 
distress,  namely,  tliat  it  is  good  for   a  man  to  be  as  he 

27  is.    Art  thou  bound  unto  a  wife?  seek  not  to  be  loosed. 

28  Art  thou  loosed  from  a  wife  ?  seek  not  a  wife.  But  and  if 
thou  marry,  thou  hast  not  sinned;  and  if  a  virgin  marr}% 
she  hath  not  sinned.     Yet  such  shall  have  tribulation  ia 

29  the  flesh:  and  I  would  spare  you.  But  this  I  Bay, 
brethren,  the  time  is  shortened,  that  henceforth  botli 
those  that  have  wives  may  be  as  though  thej'^  had  none: 

80  and  those  that  weep  as  though  they  wept  not;  and  those 
that  rejoice,  as  though  tliey  rejoiced  not;  and  those  tliat 

81  buy,  as  though  they  possessed  not;  and  those  that  use 
the  world,  as  not  abusing  it:  for  the  fashion  of  this 

82  world  passeth  away.  But  I  would  have  you  to  be  free 
from  cares.  He  that  is  unmaiTied  is  careful  for  tlie 
things  of  the  Lord,  how  he  may  please  the  Lord :  but 

88  he  that  is  manned  is  careful  for  the  things  of  the 

34  world,  how^  he  may  please  his  wife.  And  there  is  a 
difference  also  between  the  wife  and  the  virgin.  She 
tliat  is  unmarried  is  careful  for  the  things  of  the  Lord, 
that  she  may  be  holy  both  in  body  find  in  spirit,  but 
she  that  Is  married  is  cai-cful  for  the  things  of  the  world, 

35  how  she  may  please  her  husband.  And  this  I  say  for 
your  own  profit;  not  that  I  may  cast  a  snare  upon  j^ou, 
but  for  that  which  is  seemly,  and  that  ye  may  attend 

86  upon  the  Lord  without  distraction.  But  if  any  man 
thinketh  that  he  behaveth  himself  unseemly  townrd  his 
virgin  daughtei\  if  she  be  past  the  flower  of  her  a^rc,  and 
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10  CJlrcumcision  is  nothing,  and  uncircumcision  is  noth 
ing,  but  the  keeping  of  the  commandments  of  God. 

20  Let  every  man  abide  in  the  same  calling  wherein  he 
was  called. 

31  Art  thou  called  being  a  servant?  care  not  for  it:  but  if 
thou  roayest  be  made  free,  use  it  rather. 

23  For  be  that  is  called  in  the  Lord,  being  a  servant,  is 
the  Lord's  freeman :  likewise  also  he  that  is  called,  being 
free,  is  Christ's  servant. 

23  Ye  arie  bought  with  a  price;  be  not  ye  the  servants  of 
men. 

24  Brethren,  let  eveiy  man,  wherein  he  is  called,  therein 
abide  with  God. 

25  Now  concerning  virgins  I  have  no  commandment  of 
the  Lord:  yet  I  give  my  judgment,  as  one  that  hath  ob- 
tained mercy  of  the  Lord  to  be  faithful. 

26  I  suppose  therefore  that  this  is  good  for  the  present 
distress,  I  say,  that  it  is  good  for  a  man  so  to  be. 

27  Art  thou  bound  unto  a  wife?  seek  not  to  be  loosed. 
Aft  tliou  looMd  fi-om  a  wife?  seek  not  a  wife. 

28  But  and  if  thou  marry,  thou  hast  not.sinned;  and  if  a 
virgin  maiTV,  she  hatli  not  sinned.  Nevertheless  such  shall 
have  trouble  in  tlie  flesh :  but  I  spare  you. 

29  But  this  I  say,  brethren,  the  time  is  short:  it  re- 
maineth,  that  both  they  that  have  wives  be  as  though  they 
had  none; 

86  And  they  that  weep,  as  tbougli  they  wept  not;  and 
they  that  rejc^e,  as  though  they  rejoiced  not;  and  they 
that  iHiy,  as  tlwugh  they  possessed  not; 

81  And  they  that  use  this  world,  as  not  abusing  it:  for 
the  fashion  of  this  world  passeth  away. 

82  Bnt  I  would  have  you  without  carefulness.  He  that 
is  unmarried  careth  for  the  things  that  belong  to  the  Lord, 
how  he  may  please  the  Lord  • 

83  But  be  that  is  married  careth  for  the  things  that  are 
of  tlie  world,  how  be  may  please  his  wife. 

34  There  is  difference  aho  between  a  wife  and  a  virgin. 
The  unnramed  woman  careth  for  the  things  of  the  Lord, 
that  she  may  be  holy  both  in  body  and  in  spirit:  but  she 
that  is  BMirfried  careth  for  tlie  things  of  the  world,  how  she 
may  please  het  husband. 

.  35  And  this  I  speak  for  your  own  profit;  not  that  I  may 
cast  a  snare  upon  you,  but  for  that  which  is  comely,  and 
that  ye  may  attend  upon  the  Lord  without  distraction. 

36  But  if  any  man  think  that  he  behaveth  himself  un- 
comely toward  his  virgin,  if  she  pass  the  flower  of  her  age, 
339 
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if  need  so  requlreth,  let  him  do  what  he  will;  hesinneth 

37  not;  let  them  marry.  But  he  that  standeth  stedfast  ia 
his  heart,  having  no  necessity,  but  hath  power  as  touch- 
ing his  own  will,  and  hath  determined  this  in  his  owa 
heart,  to  keep  his  own  virgin  daughter,  shall  do  welL 

38  So  then  both  he  that  giveth  his  own  virgin  daugJUer  ia 
marriage  doeth  well;  and  he  that  giveth  her  not  in 

39  marriage  shall  do  better.  A  wife  is  bound  for  so  long 
time  as  her  husband  liveth;  but  if  the  husband  be  dead, 
she  is  free  to  be  married  to  whom  she  will ;  only  in  the 

40  Lord.  But  she  is  happier  if  she  abide  as  she  is,  after 
my  judgement:  and!  think  that  I  also  have  the  Spirit  of 
God. 


8  Now  concerning  thinm  sacrificed  to  Idols:  We  know 
that  we  all  have  knowledge.     Knowledge  puffeth  up, 

2  but  love  edifleth.  If  any  man  thinketh  that  he  knoweth 
any  thing,  he  knoweth  not  yet  as  he  ought  to  know; 

8  but  if  any  man  loveth  Ood,  the  same  is  known  of  him. 

4  Concerning  therefore  the  eating  of  things  sacrificed  to 
idols,  we  know  that  no  idol  is  anything  in  the  worid, 

5  and  that  there  is  no  God  but  one.  For  though  there  be 
that  are  called  gods,  whether  in  heaven  or  on  earth;  as 

6  there  are  gods  many,  and  loi*ds  many;  yet  to  us  there  is 
one  God,  the  Father,  of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we 
unto  him;  and  one  Lord,  Jesus  Christ,  through  whom 

7  are  all  things,  and  we  through  him.  Howl^  in  all 
men  there  is  not  that  knowledge:  but  some,  being  used 
until  now  to  the  idol,  eat  as  of  a  thing  sacrificed 
to  an  idol;  and  their  conscience  being  weak  is  defiled. 

8  But  meat  will  not  commend  us  to  God:  neither, 
if  wc  eat  not,  are  we  the  worse;  nor,  if  we  eat,  are 

9  we  the  better.  But  take  heed  lest  by  any  means 
this  liberty  of  yours  become  a  stumblingblock  to  the 

10  weak.  For  if  a  man  see  thee  which  hast  knowledge 
sitting  at  meat  in  an  idoFs  temple,  will  not  his  con- 
science, if  he  is  weak,  be  emboldened  to  eat  things  sacri- 
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and  need  so  require,  let  him  do  what  he  will,  he  slDQeth 
not :  let  them  marry. 

37  Nevertheless  he  that  standeth  stedfast  in  his  heart, 
having  no  necessity,  but  hath  power  over  his  own  will, 
and  hath  so  decreed  in  his  heart  that  he  will  keep  his 
virgin,  doeth  well. 

^  So  then  he  that  giveth  Tier  in  marriage  doeth  well; 
but  he  that  giveth  Tier  not  in  marriage  doeth  better. 

39  The  wife  is  bound  by  the  law  as  long  as  her  husband 
liveth;  but  if  her  husbana  be  dead,  she  is  at  liberty  to  be 
married  to  whom  she  will ;  only  in  the  Lord. 

40  But  she  is  happier  if  she  so  abide,  after  my  judgment: 
and  I  think  also  that  I  have  the  Spirit  of  God. 

CHAPTER  VIIL 

1  To  abstain  from  meats  offered  to  idols.  8,  9  We  must  not  abtue 
our  Christian  liberty,  to  the  offence  of  our  brethren:  11  but  must 
bridle  our  knowledge  with  duirity. 

'^KTOW  as  touching  things  offered  unto  idols,  we  know 
xN  that  we  all  have  knowledge.  Knowledge  puffeth  up, 
but  charity  edifieth. 

3  And  if  any  man  think  that  he  knoweth  anything,  he 
knoweth  nothing  yet  as  he  ought  to  know. 

3  But  if  any  man  love  God,  the  same  is  known  of  him. 

4  As  concerning  therefore  the  eating  of  those  thin^  that 
arc  offered  in  sacrifice  unto  idols,  we  know  that  an  idol  is 
nothing  in  the  world,  and  that  there  is  none  other  God  but 
one. 

5  For  though  there  be  that  are  called  gods,  whether  in 
heaven  or  in  earth,  (as  there  be  gods  many,  and  lords  many,) 

6  But  to  us  there  is  but  one  God,  the  Father,  of  whom 
are  all  things,  and  we  in  him;  and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
by  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  by  him. 

7  Howbeit  the7'e  is  not  in  every  man  that  knowledge:  for 
some  with  conscience  of  the  idol  unto  this  hour  eat  it  as  a 
thing  offered  unto  an  idol;  and  their  conscience  being 
weak  is  defiled. 

8  But  meat  commendeth  us  not  to  Q^kI:  for  neither,  if 
we- cat,  are  we  the  better;  neither,  if  we  eat  not,  are  we  the 
worse. 

9  But  take  heed  lest  by  any  means  this  liberty  of  your's 
become  a  stumblingblock  to  them  that  are  weak. 

10  For  if  any  man  see  thee  which  hast  knowledge  sit  at 
meat  in  the  idol's  temple,  shall  not  the  conscience  of  him 
which  is  weak  be  emboldened  to  eat  those  things  which  are 
offered  to  idols; 
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11  ficed  to  idols?  For  through  thy  knowledge  he  that  is 
weak  perisheth,  the  brother  for  whose  sake  Christ  died. 

12  And  thus,  sinning  against  the  brethren,  and  wounding 
their  conscience  when  it  is  weak,  ye  sin  against  Christ. 

13  Wherefore,  if  meat  maketli  my  brother  to  stumble,  J 
will  eat  no  flesh  for  evermore,  that  I  make  not  my 
brother  to  stiuuble. 


O     Am  I  not  free?  am  I  not  an  apostle?  have  I  not  seen 

2  Jesus  our  Lord?  are  not  ye  my  work  in  the  Lord?    If 

to  others  I  am  not  an  apostle,  yet  at  least  I  am  to  you- 

8  for  the  seal  of  mine  apostleship  are  ye  in  the  Lord.    My 

4  defence  to  them  that  examine  me  is  this.    Have  we  no 

5  right  to  eat  and  to  drink?  Have  we  no  right  to  lead 
about  a  wife  that  is  a  believer,  even  as  the  rest  of  the 
apostles,  and  the  brethren  of  the  Lord,  and  Cephas? 

6  Or  I  only  and  Barnabas,  have  we  not  a  right  to  forbear 

7  working?  What  soldier  ever  serveth  at  his  own  charges? 
who  planted  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  the  fruit  thereof? 
or  who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of 

8  the  flock?    Do  I  speak  these  things  after  the  manner  of 

9  men?  or  saith  not  the  Jaw  also  the  same?  For  it  is 
written  in  the  Jaw  of  Moses,  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the 

10  ox  when  he  li-eadeth  out  the  corn.  Is  it  for  the  oxen  that 
God  careth,  or  saith  he  it  altogether  for  our  sake?  Yea, 
for  our  sake  it  was  written:  because  he  that  ploweth 
ought  to  plow  in  hope,  and  he  that  thresheth.  to  thresh 

11  in  hope  of  partaking.  If  we  sowed  unto  you  spiritual 
things,  is  it  a  ffreat  matter  if  we  shall  reap  your  carnal 

13  things?  If  others  partake  of  this  right  over  you,  do  not 
we  yet  more?  Nevertheless  we  did  not  use  this  right ; 
but  we  bear  all  tilings,  that  we  may  cause  no  hindrance 

IS  to  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Know  ye  not  that  they  which 
minister  about  sacred  things  eat  of  the  things  of  the 
temple,  and  they  which  wait  upon  the  altar  have  their 

14  portion  with  the  altar?  Even  so  did  the  Lord  ordain 
that  they  which  proclaim  the  gospel  should  live  of  the 
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11  And  through  thy  knowledge  shall  the  weak  brother 
perish,  for  whom  Christ  died? 

12  But  when  ye  sin  so  against  the  brethren,  and  wound 
their  weak  conscience,  ye  sin  against  Christ. 

13  Wherefore,  if  meat  make  my  brother  to  offend,  I 
vnU  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  lest  I  make  my 
brother  to  offend. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  He  ahetoeth  his  liberty,  7  and  that  the  minister  ought  to  Uve  by  the 
gospel:  15  yet  that  himself  hath  of  his  own  accora  obHained^  18  to 
be  either  chargeable  unto  them.  22  or  offensive  unto  any^  in  mat- 
ters indifferent.    24  Our  life  is  like  unto  a  race. 

AM  I  not  an  apostle?  am  I  not  free?  have  I  not  seen 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord?  are  not  ye  my  work  in  the 
Lord? 

2  If  I  be  not  an  apostle  unto  others,  yet  doubtless  I  am 
to  you :  for  the  seal  of  mine  apostleship  are  ye  in  the  Lord. 
8  Mine  answer  to  them  that  do  examine  me  is  this, 

4  Have  we  not  power  to  eat  and  to  drink? 

5  Have  we  not  power  to  lead  about  a  sister,  a  wife,  as 
well  as  other  apostles,  and  as  the  brethren  of  the  Lord,  and 
Cephas? 

6  Or  I  only  and  Barnabas,  have  not  we  power  to  forbear 
working? 

7  Who  goeth  a  warfare  any  time  at  his  own  charges? 
who  planteth  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thei'eof  ? 
or  who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the 
flock? 

8  Say  I  these  things  as  a  man?  or  saith  not  the  law  the 
same  also? 

9  For  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  Thou  shalt  not 
muzzle  the  mouth  of , the  ox  that  treadeth  out  the  corn. 
Doth  God  take  care  for  oxen? 

10  Or  saith  he  it  altogether  for  our  sakes?  For  our  sakes, 
no  doubt,  this  is  written :  that  he  that  ploweth  should  pl«w 
in  hope;  and  that  he  that  thresheth  in  hope  should  be  par- 
taker of  his  hope. 

11  If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a 
gi'eat  thing  if  we  shall  reap  your  carnal  things? 

12  If  others  be  partakers  of  this  power  over  you,  are  not 
we  rather?  Nevertheless  we  have  not  used  this  power;  but 
suffer  all  things,  lest  we  should  hinder  the  gospel  of  Christ, 

13  Do  ye  not  know  that  they  which  minister  about  holy 
things  live  of  the  tilings  of  the  temple?  and  they  which  wait 
at  the  altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar?  / 

14  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which 
preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel. 
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15  gospel.  But  I  have  used  none  of  these  things:  and  1 
write  not  these  things  that  it  may  he  so  done  in  my 
case:  for  it  were  good  for  me  ratlicr  to  die,  ihan  that 

16  any  man  'sliould  make  my  glorying  void.  For  if  \ 
preach  the  gospel,  I  have  nothing  to  glory  of;  foi 
necessity  is  laid  upon   me;  for  woe  is  unto  me,  if  I 

17  preach  not  the  gospel.  For  if  I  do  this  of  mine  OTv^n 
will,  I  have  a  reward:  but  if  not  of  mine  own  will,  I 

18  have  a  stewardship  intrusted  to  me.  What  then  is  my 
reward  ?  That,  when  I  preach  the  gospel,  I  may  make 
the  gospel  without  charge,  so  as  not  to  use  to  the  full 

19  my  right  in  the  gospel.  For  though  I  was  free  from  all 
vneUj  I  brought  myself  under  bondage  to  all,  that  I 

30  might  gain  the  more.  And  to  the  Jews  I  became  as  a 
Jew,  that  I  might  gain  Jews ;  to  them  that  are  under 
the  law,  as  under  tlie  law,  not  being  myself  under  the 

21  law,  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  under  the  law ;  to 
them  that  are  without  law,  as  without  law,  not  being 
without  law  to  God,  but  under  law  to  Christ,  that  I 

22  might  gain  them  that  are  without  law.  To  the  weak  I 
became  weak,  that  I  might  gain  the  weak :  I  am  become 
all  things  to  all  men,  that  I  may  by  all  means  save  some. 

23  And  I  do  all  things  for  the  gospel's  sake,  that  I  may  bo 

24  a  joint  partaker  thereof.  Know  ye  not  that  they  which 
run  in  a  race  run  all,  but  one  receiveth  the  prize  ?    Even 

25  so  run,  that  ye  may  attain.  And  every  man  that 
striveth  in  the  games  is  temperate  in  all  things.  Now 
they  do  it  to  receive  a  corruptible  crown;  but  we  an 

26  incorruptible.    I  therefore  so  run,  as  not  uncertainly; 

27  so  fight  I,  as  not  beating  the  air:  but  I  buffet  my 
body,  and  bring  it  into  bondage:  lest  by  any  means, 
after  that  I  have  preached  to  others,  I  myself  should  be 
rejected. 


lO    For  I  would  not,  brethren,  have  you  ignorant,  how 

that   our  fathers  were  all  under  tne  cloud,  and  all 

2  passed  through  the  sea;   and  were  all  baptized  unto 
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15  But  I  have  used  none  of  these  things :  neither  have  I 
wrttten  these  things,  that  it  should  be  so  done  unto  me:  for 
it  were  better  for  me  to  die,  tiianthat  any  man  should  make 
my  glorying  void. 

16  For  though  I  preach  the  gospel,  I  have  nothing  to 
glory  of:  for  necessity  is  laid  upon  me;  yea,  woe  is  unto 
me,  if  I  preach  not  the  gospNell 

17  For  if  I  do  this  thing  willingly,  I  have  a  reward:  but  if 
against  my  will,  a  dispensation  (if  the  gospel  is  committed 
unto  me. 

18  What  is  my  reward  then?  Ve)'Ui/  that,  when  I  preach 
the  gospel,  I  may  make  the  gospel  of  Christ  without  charge, 
that  I  abuse  not  my  power  in  the  gospel. 

19  For  though  1  be  free  from  all  men,  yet  have  I  made 
myself  servant  unto  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more. 

20  And  unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew.  that  I  might 
gain  the  Jews;  to  them  that  are  under  the  law,  as  under 
the  law,  tliat  I  might  gain  them  that  are  under  the  law; 

21  To  them  that  are  without  law,  as  without  law,  (being 
not  without  law  to  God,  but  under  the  law  to  Christ,)  that 
I  might  gain  them  that  are  without  law. 

22  To  the  weak  became  I  as  weak,  that  I  might  gain  the 
weak:  I  am  made  all  things  to  all  men,  that  I  might  by  all 
means  save  some. 

23  And  this  I  do  for  the  gospel's  sake,  that  I  might  be 
partaker  thereof  with  you, 

24  Know  ye  not  that  they  which  run  in  a  race  run  all, 
but  one  receiveth  the  prize?    So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain. 

25  And  eveij  man  that  striveth  for  the  mastery  is  tem- 
perate in  all  things.  Now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible 
CTOwn ;  but  we  an  incorruptible. 

26  I  therefore  so  run,  not  as  uncertainly;  so  fight  I,  not 
as  one  that  beateth  the  air: 

27  But  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  bring  it  into  subjec- 
tion: lest  that  by  any  means,  when  I  have  preached  to 
others,  I  myself  should  be  a  castaway. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  T?ie  aacramenta  of  the  Jews  6  are  types  of  our^s,  7  and  their  puiu 
ishvients^  11  examples  for  tLS.    14  We  must  fly  from  idolatry.    21 
•      We  must  not  make  the  Lord's  tcMe  the  table  of  devils:  Hi  and  in 
things  indifferent  we  mu»t  have  regard  of  our  brethren. 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  I  would  not  that  ye  should  be 
ignorant,  how  that  all  our  fathers  were  under  the 
cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the  sea; 

2  And  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in 
the  sea; 
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8  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea;  and  did  all  eat  the 

4  same  spiritual  meat;  and  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual 
drink:  for  they  drank  of  a  spiritual  rock  tliat  followed 

5  them :  and  the  rock  was  Christ.  Howbeit  with 
most  of  them  God  was  not  well  pleased:   for  they 

6  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness.  Now  these  things 
were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  we  should  not  lust 

7  after  evil  things,  as  they  also  lusted.  Neither  be  ye 
idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them ;  as  it  is  written,  T^e 
people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up  to  ' 

8  play.  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of 
them  committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty 

9  thousand.    Neither  let  us  tempt  tne  Lord,   as  some 

10  of  them  tempted,  and  perished  by  the  serpents.  Nei- 
ther murmur  ye,   as  some  of  them  murmured,  and 

11  perished  by  the  destroyer.  Now  these  things  hap- 
pened unto  them  byway  of  example;  and  they  were 
written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of 

13  the  ages  are  come.  Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketh 
13.  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There  hath  no 
temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  man  can  bear:  but 
God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted 
above  that  ye  are  able;  but  will  with  the  temptation 
make  also  the  way  of  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
^M  endure  it. 

jg      Wherefore,  my  beloved,  flee  from  idolatry.    I  speak 
jg  as  to  wise  men;  jud^e  ye  what  I  say.    The  cup  of  bless- 
ing which  we  bless,  is  it  not  a  communion  of  the  blood 
of  Christ?    The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  a  com- 

17  munion  of  the  body  of  Christ?  seeing  that  we,  who  are 
many,  are  one  bread,  one  body :  for  we  all  partake  of 

18  the  one  bread.  Behold  Israel  after  the  flesh:  have  not 
they  which  eat  the  sacrifices  communion  with  the  altar? 

19  What  say  I  then?  that  a  thing  sacrificed  to  idols  is  any 

20  thing,  or  that  an  idol  is  any  thing?  But  I  say,  that  the 
things  which  the  Gentiles  sacrifice,  they  sacrifice  to 
devils,  and  not  to  God :  and  I  would  not  that  ye  should 

21  have  communion  with  devils.  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of  devils:  ye  cannot  partake  of 

22  the  table  of  the  Lord,  and  of  the  table  of  devils.  Or  do 
we  provoke  the  Lord  to  jealousy?  are  we  stronger  than 
he? 

28      All  things  are  lawful;  but  all  things  are  not  expe- 
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3  And  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat; 

4  And  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual  drink:  for  they 
drank  of  that  spiritual  Rock  that  followed  them :  and  that 
Rock  was  Christ. 

5  But  with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well  pleased :  for 
they  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness. 

6  Now  these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  we 
should  not  lust  after  evil  things,  as  they  also  lusted. 

7  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  tcere  some  of  them :  as  it  is 
written,  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up 
to  play. 

8  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of  them 
committed,  and  fell  in  One  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 

9  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  them  also 
tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of  serpents. 

10  Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  murmured, 
and  were  destroyed  of  the  destroyer. 

11  Now  all  these  things  happened  unto  them  for  ensam- 
ples:  and  they  are  written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom 
the  ends  of  the  world  are  come. 

12  Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketh  he  standeth  take  l^eed 
lest  he  fall. 

13  There  hath  no  temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  is 
common  to  man :  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able;  but  will  with  the 
temptation  also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able 
to  bear  it. 

14  Wherefore,  my  dearly  beloved,  flee  from  idolatry. 

15  I  speak  as  to  wise  men;  judge  ye  what  I  say. 

16  The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  com- 
munion of  the  blood  of  Christ?  The  bread  which  we  break, 
is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ? 

17  For  we  being  many  are  one  bread,  and  one  body :  for 
we  are  all  partakers  of  that  one  bread. 

18  Behold  Israel  after  the  flesh :  arc  not  they  which  eat 
of  the  sacrifices  partakers  of  the  altar? 

19  What  say  I  then?  that  the  idol  is  any  thing,  or  that 
which  is  offered  in  sacrifice  to  idols  is  any  thing? 

20  But  I  my,  that  the  things  which  the  drentifes  sacrifice, 
they  sacrifice  to  devils,  and  not  to  God :  and  I  would  not 
that  ye  should  have  fellowship  with  devils. 

21  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of 
devils:  ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of 
the  table  of  devils. 

22  Bo  we  provoke  the  Lord  to  jealousy?  are  we  stronger 
than  he? 

23  All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  all  things  are  no* 
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dient.    All  things  are  lawful;  but  all  things  edify  not. 

24  Let  no  man  seek  his  own,  but  each  his  neighbour's  good, 

25  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the  shambles,  eat,  asking  no  ques- 

26  tion  for  conscience  sake ;  for  the  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and 

27  the  fulness  thereof.  If  one  of  them  that  believe  not 
biddeth  you  to  afeaM^  and  ye  are  disposed  to  go;  what- 
soever is  set  before  you,  eat,  asking  no  question  for  con- 

28  science  sake.  But  if  any  man  say  unto  you.  This  hath 
been  offered  in  sacrifice,  eat  not,  for  his  sake  that  shew- 

29  ed  it,  and  for  conscience  sake:  conscience,  I  say,  not 
thine  own,  but  the  other's;  for  why  is  my  liberty  judged 

30  by  another  conscience?  If  I  by  grace  pai*take,  why  am 
I  evil  spoken  of  for  that  for  which  I  give  thanks? 

31  Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  whatso<^ver  ye 

32  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.  Give  no  occasion  of 
stumbling,  either  to  Jews,  or  to  Greeks,  or  to  the  church 

83  of  God:  even  as  I  also  please  all  men  in  all  things,  not 
seeking  mine  own  profit,  but  the  igrofiL  of  the  many> 


11  that  they  may  be  saved.     Be  ye  imitators  of  me,  even 

as  I  also  am  oi  Christ. 
2      Now  I  praise  you  that  ye  remember  me  in  all  things, 

and  hold  fast  the  traditions,  even  as  I  delivered  them 
8  to  you.    But  I  would  have  you  know,  that  the  head  of 

every  man  is  Christ;  and  the  head  of  the  woman  is  the 

4  man;  and  the  head  of    Christ   is   God.      Every  man 
praying  or  prophesying,  having  his  head  covered,  dis- 

5  honoureth  his  heaa.      But   every  woman  praying  or 

Erophesying  with  her  head  unveiled  dishonoureth  her 
ead:  for  it  is  one  and  the  same  thing  as  if  she  were 

6  shaven.     For  if  a  woman  is  not  veiled,  let  her  also  be 
shorn:  but  if  it  is  a  shame  to  a  woman  to  be  shorn  or

24  Let  no  man  seek  his  own,  but  every  man  another's 

25  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the  shambles,  tluU  eat,  asking 
no  question  for  conscience  sake: 

26  For  the  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fulness  tliereof. 

27  If  any  of  them  that  believe  not  bid  you  to  a  feast,  and 
yc  be  disposed  to  go;  whatsoever  is  set  before  you,  cat, 
askine:  no  question  for  conscience  sake. 

28  But  if  any  man  say  unto  you,  This  is  offered  in  sacri- 
fice unto  idols,  eat  not  fm*  his  sake  that  shewed  it,  and  for 
conscience  sake:  for  the  earth  U  the  Lord's,  and  the  fulness 
thereof: 

29  Conscience,  I  say,  not  thine  own,  but  of  tlie  other:  for 
why  is  my  liberty  judged  of  another  man's  conscience? 

30  For  if  I  by  grace  be  a  partaker,  why  am  I  evil  spoken 
of  for  that  for  which  I  give  thanks? 

31  Whether  tlierefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye 
do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God. 

82  Give  none  offence,  neither  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the 
Gentiles,  nor  to  the  church  of  God: 

33  Even  as  I  please  all  inen  in  all  thiTigs,  not  seeking 
mine  own  profit,  but  the  profit  of  many,  that  they  may  be 
saved. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  He  reproveth  themy  because  in  holy  aasembUes  4  tfteir  men  prayed 
with  their  lieads  covered,  and  6  women  with  their  heads  uncovered. 
17  and  because  generally  their  meetings  were  not  for  the  better  but 
for  the  vjorse,  as  21  namely  in  profaning  unth  their  own  feasts  the 
Lord's  supper.  23  Lastly^  he  caueth  tfiem  to  the  first  institution 
thereof. 

BE  ye  followers  of  me.  even  as  I  also  am  of  Christ. 
2  Now  I  praise  you,  brethren,  that  ye  remember  me 
in  all  things,  and  keep  the  ordinances,  as  1  delivered  tJiem 
to  you. 

8  But  I  would  have  you  know,  that  the  head  of  every 
man  is  Christ:  and  the  head  of  the  woman  is  the  man;  and 
the  head  of  Christ  is  Qod. 

4  Every  man  praying  or  prophesying,  having  his  head 
covered,  dishonoureth  his  head. 

5  But  every  woman  that  prayeth  or  prophesieth  with  her 
head  uncovered  dishonoureth  her  head:  for  that  is  even  all 
one  as  if  she  were  shaven. 

6  For  if  the  woman  be  not  covered,  let  her  also  be  shorn: 
but  if  it  be  a  shame  for  a  woman  to  be  shorn  or  shaven,  let 
her  be  covered.

7  shaven,  let  her  be  veiled.  For  a  mftn  indeed  ought  not 
to  have  his  head  veiled,  forasmuch  as  he  is  the  image 
and  glory  of  God:  but  the  woman  is  the  glory  of  the 

8  man.    For  the  man  is  not  of  the  woman ;  but  the  woman 

9  of  the  man:  for  neither  was  the  man  created  for  the 

10  woman;  but  the  woman  for  the  man:  for  this  cause 
ought  the  woman  to  have  a  sign  of  authority  on  her 

11  head,  because  of  the  angels.  Howbeit  neither  is  the 
woman  without  the  man,  nor  the  man  without    the 

12  woman,  in  the  Lord.  For  as  the  woman  is  of  the  man, 
so  is  the  man  also  by  the  woman ;  but  all  things  are  of 

18  God.      Judge  ye  in   yourselves:  is  it  seemly  that  a 

14  woman  pray  unto  God  unveiled?  Doth  not  even  nature 
itself  teach  you,  that,  if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is  a 

15  dishonour  to  him?  But  if  a  woman  have  long  hair, 
it  is  a  glory  to  her:  for  her  hair  is  given  her  for  a 

16  covering.  But  if  any  man  seemeth  to  be  contentious, 
we  have  no  such  custom,  neither  the  churches  of  God. 

17  But  in  giving  you  this  charge,  1  praise  you  not,  that 
ye  come  together  not  for  the  better  but  for  the  worse. 

18  For  first  of  all,  when  ye  come  together  in  the  church, 
I  hear  that  divisions  exist  among  you;   and  I  partly 

19  believe  it.  For  there  must  be  also  heresies  among  you, 
that  they  which  are  approved  may  be  made  manifest 

20  among  you.    When  therefore  ye  assemble  yourselves 

21  together,  it  is  not  possible  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper:  for 
in  your  eating  each  one  taketh  before  other  his  own  sup- 

22  per;  and  one  is  hungry,  and  another  is  drunken.  What? 
have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or  despise  ye 
the  church  of  God,  and  put  them  to  shame  that  have 
not?    What  shall  I  say  to  you?  shall  I  praise  you  in 

{8  this?  I  praise  you  not.  For  I  received  of  the  Lord 
that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  how  that  the  Lord 
Jesus  in  the  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed  look  bread; 

jS4  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said^ 
This  is  my  body,  which  is  for  you:  this  do  in  remem- 

25  fcrance  of  me.  In  like  manner  also  the  cup,  after  sup- 
per, saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  covenant  in  my  blood: 
this  do,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 
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7  For  a  man  indeed  ought  not  to  cover  hu  head,  foras- 
much as  he  is  tbe  image  and  glory  of  Gk>d:  but  the  woman 
is  the  gloiT  of  the  man. 

8  For  the  man  is  not  of  the  woman ;  but  the  woman  of 
the  man. 

9  Neither  was  the  man  created  for  the  woman;  but  the 
woman  for  the  man. 

10  For  this  cause  ought  the  woman  to  have  power  on  h&r 
head  because  of  the  angels. 

»   11  Nevertheless  neither  is  the  man  without  the  woman, 
.neither  the  woman  without  the  man,  in  the  Lord. 

12  For  as  the  woman  is  of  the  man,  even  so  is  the  man 
also  by  the  woman;  but  all  things  of  God. 

13  Judge  in  yourselves:  is  it  comely  that  a  woman  pray 
unto  God  uncovered? 

14  Doth  not  even  nature  itself  teach  you,  that,  if  a  man 
have  long  hair,  it  is  a  shame  unto  him? 

15  But  if  a  woman  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her: 
for  her  hair  is  given  her  for  a  covering. 

16  But  if  any  man  seem  to  be  contentious,  we  have  no 
such  custom,  neither  the  churches  of  God. 

17  Now  in  this  that  I  declare  unto  you  I  praise  yon 
not,  that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  better,  but  for  the 
worse. 

18  For  first  of  all,  when  ye  come  together  in  the  church, 
I  hear  that  there  be  divisions  among  you;  and  I  partly 
believe  it. 

19  For  there  must  be  also  heresies  among  you,  that  they 
which  are  approved  may  be  made  manifest  among  you. 

20  When  ye  come  together  therefore  into  one  place,  tim  is 
not  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper. 

21  For  in  eating  every  one  taketh  before  oiliev  his  own 
supper:  and  one  is  hungry,  and  another  is  drunken. 

23  What?  have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or 
despiseye  the  church  of  God,  and  shame  them  that  have 
not?  What  shall  I  say  to  you?  shall  I  praise  you  in  this? 
I  praise  you  not. 

23  For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I 
delivered  unto  you.  That  the  Lord  Jesus  the  mme  night  in 
which  he  was  lietrayed  took  bread: 

24  And  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said, 
Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you:  this 
do  in  remembrance  of  me. 

25  After  the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he 
had  supped,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  gfiy 
blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
me. 
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26  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  the  cup,  ye 

27  proclaim  tlie  Iiord's  death  till  he  come.  Wherefore 
whosoever  shall  eat  the  bread  or  drink  the  cup  of  the 
Lord  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  the 

28  blood  of  the  Lord.     But  let  a  man  prove  himself,  and 

29  so  let  him  eat  of  the  bread,  and  drink  of  the  cup.  For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh,  eateth  and  drinketh  judge- 

80  ment  unto  himself,  if  he  discern  not  the  body.    For 

this  cause  many  among  you  are  weak  and  sicKly,*  and 

31  not  a  few  sleep.     But  if  we  discerned  ourselves,  we 

82  should  not  be  judged.    But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are 

chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we  may  not  be  condemned 

83  with  the  world.     Whewfore,  my  brethren,  when  ye 

84  come  together  to  eat,  wait  one  for  another.  If  any  man 
is  hungry,  let  him  eat  at  home;  that  your  coming  to- 
gether be  not  unto  judgement.  And  the  rest  will  1  set 
m  order  whensoever  I  come. 


12  Now  concerning  spiritual  gifts,  brethren,  I  would  not 
2  have  you  ignorant.  Ye  know  that  when  ye  were  Gen- 
tiles ye  were  led  away  unto  those  dumb  idols,  howso- 
8  ever  ye  might  be  led.  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  under- 
stand, that  no  man  speaking  in  the  Spirit  of  God  saith, 
Jesus  is  anathema;  and  no  man  can  say,  Jesus  is  Lord, 
but  in  the  Holy  Spirit. 

4  Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit. 

5  And  there  are  diversities  of  ministrations,  and  the  same 

6  Lord.    And  there  are  diversities  of  workings,  but  the 

7  same  God,  who  worketh  all  things  in  all.    But  to  each 
one  is  given  the  manifestation  oi  the  Spirit  to  profit 

8  withal.    For  to  one  is  given  through  the  Spirit  the  word 
of  wisdom;  and  to  another  the  word  of  knowledge,  ac- 

9  cording  to  the  same  Spirit:   to  another  faith,  in  the 
same  Spirit;  and  to  another  gifts  of  healings,  in  the 

10  one  Spirit;  and  to  another  workings  of  miracles;  and 
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26  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup, 
ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

27  Wherefore  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
.  tkiscw^  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body 

and  blood  of  the  Lord. 

28  But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of 
Viat  bread,  and  drink  of  tJiat  cup. 

29  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth 
and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord's  body. 

80  For  this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you, 
and  many  sleep. 

31  For  if  we  would  judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be 
judged. 

32  But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the 
Lord,  that  we  should  not  be  condemned  with  the  world. 

83  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  when  ye  come  together  to 
eat,  tarry  one  for  another. 

34  And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home;  that  ye 
come  not  together  unto  condemnation.  And  the  rest  wiU  I 
set  in  order  when  I  come, 

CHAPTER  XIL 


1  SpiritucU  gifts  4  are  divers^  7  yet  all  to  profit  withal.  8  Audio 
mat  end  are  diversely  bestowed  :  12  that  oy  the  like  proportion^  as 
the  members  of  a  natural  body  tend  all  to  the  16  mutual  decency. 


■   22  service^  and  26  succour  of  the  same  body;  27  so  we  should  do  one 
for  another^  to  m4xke  up  the  mystical  body  of  Christ. 

■'VTOW  concerning  spiritual  gifts,  brethren,  I  would  not 
J^    have  you  ignorant. 

2  Ye  know  that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  away  unto  these 
dumb  idols,  even  as  ye  were  led. 

3  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  underetand,  that  no  man  speak- 
ing by  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth  Jesus  accursed:  and  that 
no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but  bv  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

4  Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit. 

5  And  there  are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the 
same  Lord. 

6  And  there  are  diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the 
same  God  which  worketh  all  in  all. 

7  But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to  every 
man  to  profit  witlial. 

8  For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom; 
to  another  the  word  of  knowledge  b}'  the  sume  Spirit; 

9  To  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another  the 
gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit; 

10  To  another  tlic  working  of  miracles;  to  another  pro- 
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to  another  prophecy;  and  to  another  discemings  of . 
spirits:    to  another  dkers  kinds   of  tongues;    and  to 

11  another  the  interpretation  of  tongues:  but  all  these 
worketh  the  one  and  the  same  Spirit,  dividing  to  each 
one  severally  even  as  he  will. 

12  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath  many  members,  and 
X       all  the  members  of  the  body,  being  many,  are  one  body; 

13  so  also  is  Chnst.  For  in  one  Spirit  were  we  all  bap- 
tized into  one  body,  whether  Jews  or  Greeks,  whether 

^^  bond  or  free;  and  were  all  made  to  drink  of  one  Spirit. 

|t  For  the  body  is  not  one  member,  but  many.     If  the 

foot  shall  say,  Because  I  am  not  the  hand,  I  am  not  of 

16  the  body;  it  is  not  therefore  not  of  the  body.  And 
if  the  ear  shall  say.  Because  I  am  not  the  eye,  I  am  not 

17  of  the  body;  it  is  not  therefore  not  of  the  body.  If  the 
whole  body  were  an  eye,  where  were  the  hearing?    If 

18  the  whole  were  hearing,  where  were  the  smelling?  But- 
now  hath  God  set  the  members  each  one  of  them  in  the 

19  body,  even  as  it  pleased  him.     And  if  they  were  all  one 

20  member,  where  were    the  body?     But  now  they  are 

21  many  members,  but  one  body.  And  the  eye  cannot  say 
to  the  hand,  I  have  no  need  of  thee:  or  again  the  head 

22  to  the  feet,  I  have  no  need  of  you.  Nay,  much  rather, 
those  members  of    the   body  which  seem  to  be  more 

23  feeble  are  necessary :  and  those  parU  of  the  body,  which 
we  think  to  be  less  honourable,  upon  these  we  bestow 
more  abundant  honour;  and  our  uncomely  parts  have 

24  more  abundant  comeliness;  whereas  our  comely  j:arU 
have  no  need:  but  God  tempered  the  body  together, 
givinff  more  abundant  honour  to  that  pa/rt  which  lacked; 

25  that  there  should  be  no  schism  in  the  body;  but  that  the 
members  should  have  the  same  care  one  for  another. 

26  And  whether  one  member  suffereth,  all  the  members 
suffer  with  it;  or  one  member  is  honoured,  all  the  mem- 

27  bers  rejoice  with  it.     Now  ye  are  the  body  of  Christ, 

28  and  severally  members  thereof.  And  God  hath  set  some 
in  the  church,  first  apostles,  secondly  prophets,  thirdly 
teachers,  then   miracles,  then  gifts  of  healings,  helps, 

29  governments,  divers  kinds  of  tongues.  Are  all  apostles? 
are  all  prophets?  are  all  teachers?  are  all  toorkers  »/ 
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phecy;  to  another  discerning  of  spirits;  to  another  diters 
kinds  of  tongues;  to  another  the  interpretation  of  tongues: 

11  But  all  these  worketh  that  one  and  the  selfsame  Spirit, 
dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he  will. 

12  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath  many  members,  and  all 
the  members  of  that  one  body,  being  many,  are  one  body : 
so  also  is  Christ. 

13  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into  one  body, 
whether  we  be  Jews  or  (Jentiles,  whether  toe  be  bond  or 
free;  and  hare  been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

14  For  the  body  is  not  one  member  but  many. 

15  If  the  foot  shall  say.  Because  I  am  not  the  hand,  I 
am  not  of  the  body;  is  it  therefore  not  of  the  body? 

16  And  if  the  ear  shall  say.  Because  I  am  not  the  eye,  I 
am  not  of  the  body;  is  it  therefore  not  of  the  body? 

17  If  the  whole  body  were  an  eye,  where  were  the  hear- 
ing?   If  the  whole  were  hearing,  where  were  the  smelling? 

18  But  now  hath  God  set  the  members  every  one  of  them 
in  the  body,  as  it  hath  pleased  him. 

19  And  if  they  were  all  one  member,  where  were  the 
body? 

20  But  now  are  they  many  members,  yet  but  one  body. 

21  And  the  eye  cannot  say  unto  the  hand,  I  have  no 
need  of  thee:  nor  again  the  head  to  the  feet,  I  have  no  reed 
of  you. 

22  Nay,  much  more  those  members  of  the  body,  which 
seem  to  be  more  feeble,  are  necessary : 

23  And  those  members  of  the  body,  which  we  think  to  be 
less  honourable,  upon  these  we  bestow  more  abundant  hon- 
our; and  our  uncomely  ^rte  have  more  abundant  comeh- 


24  For  our  comely  ^rto  have  no  need:  but  God  hath 
tempered  the  body  together,  having  given  more  abundant 
honour  to  that  part  which  lacked: 

25  That  there  should  be  no  schism  in  the  body;  but  that 
tiie  members  should  have  the  same  care  one  for  another. 

26  And  whether  one  member  suffer,  all  the  members 
suffer  with  it;  or  one  member  be  honoured,  all  the  mem- 
bers rejoice  with  it. 

27  Now  ye  are  the  body  of  Christ,  and  members  in  par- 
ticular. 

28  And  God  hath  set  some  in  the  church,  first  apostles, 
secondarily  prophets,  thirdly  teachers,  after  that  miracles, 
then  gifts  of  healings,  helps,  governments,  diversities  of 
tonffues. 

20  Are  all  apostles?  are  all  prophets?  a/r§  all  teachers? 
are  all  workers  of  miracles? 
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30  miracles?  have  all  gifts  of  healings?  do  all  speak  with 
81  tongues?  do  all  interpret?    But  desire  earnestly  the 

greater  gifts.    And  a  still  more  excellent  way  suew  I 

unto  you. 


13  If  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels,  but 
have  not  love,  I  am  become  sounding  brass,  or  a  clanging 

2  cymbal.  And  if  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  know 
all  mysteries  and  all  knowledge;  and  if  I  have  all  faith, 
so  as  to  remove  mountains,  but  have  not  love,  I  am 

3  nothing.  And  if  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  pooi\ 
and  if  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned,  but  have  not  love, 

4  it  proiiteth  me  nothing.  Love  suffereth  long,  and  is 
kind;  love  envieth  not;  love  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not 

6  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not 
its  own,  is  not  provoked,  taketh  not  account  of  evil; 

6  rejoiceth  not  in  unrighteousness,  but  rejoiceth  with  the 

7  truth;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all 

8  things,  endureth  all  things.  Love  never  faileth:  but 
whether  there  he  prophecies,  they  shall  be  done  away; 
whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease;  whether  there 

9  he  knowledge,  it  shall  be  done  away.    For  we  know 

10  in  p^rt,  and  we  prophesy  in  part:  but  when  that  which 
is  perfect  is  come,  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 

11  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  felt  as 
a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child:  now  that  I  am  become 

12  a  man,  I  have  put  away  childish  things.  For  now  we 
see  in  a  mirror,  darkly;  but  then  face  to  face:  now  I 
know  in  part;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  fhave 

13  been  known.  But  now  abideth  faith,  ^ope,  love,  these 
three;  and  the  greatest  of  these  is  love. 


14    Follow  after  love;  yet  desire  earnestly  spiritual  gifts, 

2  but  rather  that  ye  may  prophesy.     For  he  that  speaketh 
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30  Have  all  the  gifts  of  healing?  do  all  speak  with 
tongues?  do  all  interpret? 

31  But  covet  earnestly  the  best  gifts :  and  yet  shew  I  unto 
you  a  more  excellent  way. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  All  grifta,  2,  3  how  excellent  soever,  are  nothing  worth  without 
charity.  4  The  praises  thereof,  and  18  prelation  before  hope  ana 
faith. 

TTl  HOUGH  I  Speak  with  the  tongues  of  men   and  of 
-L    angels,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  become  as  sound- 
ing brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 

2  And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  under- 
stand all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge;  and  though  I  have 
all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove  mountains,  and  have  not 
charity,  1  am  nothing. 

3  And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor, 
and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not 
charity,  it  profltetb  me  nothing. 

4  Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind;  charity  envieth 
not;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up, 

5  Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own, 
is  not  easily  provoked,  tbinketh  no'evil; 

6  Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoicethin  the  truth; 

7  Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopetb  all 
things,  endureth  all  things. 

8  Charity  never  failetb :  but  whether  th^re  he  prophecies, 
they  shall  fail;  whether  tfiere  he  tongues,  they  shall  cease; 
whether  thei*e  he  knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away. 

9  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part. 

10  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away. 

li^VTien  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  understood 
as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child:  but  when  I  became  a  man, 
I  put  away  childish  things. 

12  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly;  but  then 
face  to  face:  now  I  know  in  part;  but  then  shall  I  know 
even  as  also  I  am  known. 

13  And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three;  but 
the  gi^atest  of  these  is  charity. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Prophecffia  commended,  2,  ^,4  and  preferred  before  speaking  with 
tongues,  ^bya  comparison  drawn  from  musical  instruments.  12 
Both  must  be  referred  to  edification,  ^asto  their  true  and  proper 
end.  26  The  true  iise  of  each  is  tauaht,  27  and  the  abuse  taxed. 
84  Women  are  forbidden  to  speak  in  ihe  church. 

FOLLOW  after  charity,  and  desire  spiritual  gifts,  but 
rather  that  ye  may  prophesy. 
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in  a  tongue  speaketh  not  unto  men,  but  unto  God ;  for 
no  man  understandeth ;  but  in  the  spirit  be  speaketh 

8  mysteries.     But  be  that  propbesieth  speaketh  unto  men 

4  emfication,  and  comfort,  and  consolation.  He  that 
speaketh   in    a  tongue  edifieth  himself;  but  he  that 

5  propbesieth  edifieth  the  church.  Now  I  would  have 
you  all  speak  with  tongues,  but  rather  that  ye  should 
prophesy:  and  greater  is  he  that  propbesieth  than  he 
that  speaketh  with  tongues,  except  he  interjw^t,  that  the 

6  church  may  receive  edifying.  But  now,  brethren,  if  I 
come  unto  you  speaking  with  tongues,  what  shall  I 
profit  you,  unless  I  speak  to  you  either  by  way  of  reve- 
lation, or  of  knowledge,  or  of  prophesying,  or  of  teach- 

7  ing?    Even  things  without  life,  giving  a  voice,  whether 

Eipe  or  harp,  if  tbey  give  not  a  distinction  in  the  sounds, 
ow  shall  it  be  known  what  is  piped  or  harped?    For 
if  the  trumpet  give  an  uncertain  voice,  who  shall  pre- 

9  pare  himself  for  war?  So  also  ye,  unless  ye  utter  by 
the  tongue  speech  easy  to  be  understood,  how  shall  it 
be  known  what  is  spoken  ?  for  ye  will  be  speaking  into 

10  the  air.     There  are,  it  may  be,  so  many  kinds  of  voices 

11  in  the  world,  and  no  kind  is  without  signification.  If 
then  I  know  not  the  meaning  of  the  voice,  I  shall  be  to 
him  that  speaketh  a  barbarian,  and  he  that  speaketh  will 

13  be  a  barbarian  unto  me.  So  also  ye,  since  ye  are  zealous 
of  spiritual  giftSy  seek  that  ye  may  abound  unto  the 

13  edifying  of  the  church.    Wherefore  let  him  that  speaketh 

14  m  a  tongue  pray  that  he  may  interpret.  For  if  I  pray 
in  a  tongue,  my  spirit  pjrayeth,  but  my  understancfing  is 

15  unfruitful.  What  is  it  then?  I  will  pray  with  the 
spirit,  and  I  will  pray  with  the  imderstancling  also:  I 
will  sing  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will  sing  witli  the  under- 

16  standing  also.  Else  if  thou  bless  with  the  spirit,  how 
shall  he  that  filleth  the  place  of  the  unlearned  say  the  Amen 
at  thy  giving  of  thanks,  seeing  he  knoweth  not  what  thou 

17  sayest?    For  thou  verily  givest  thanks  well,  but  the 

18  other  is  not  edified.     I  thank  God,  I  speak  with  tongues 

19  more  than  you  all:  bow  belt  in  the  church  I  had  rather 
speak  five  words  with  my  understanding,  that  I  might 
instruct  others  also,  than  ten  thousand  words  in  a  tongue.

/.  U0BINTHIAN8,  XIV. 

2  For  he  that  speaketh  in  an  unknown  tongue  speaketh 
not  unto  men,  but  unto  God:  for  no  man  understandeth 
him  ;  howbeit  in  the  spirit  be  speaketh  mysteries. 

3  But  he  that  prophesieth  speaketh  unto  men  to  edifica 
tion,  and  exhortation,  and  comfort. 

4  He  that  speaketh  in  an  unknown  tongue  edifieth  him> 
self;  but  he  that  prophesieth  edifieth  the  church. 

5  I  would  that  ye  all  spake  with  tongues,  but  rather  that 
ye  prophesied :  for  greater  m  he  that  prophesieth  than  he 
that  speaketh  with  tongues,  except  he  interpret,  that  the 
church  may  receive  edifying. 

6  Now,  brethren,  if  I  come  unto  you  speaking  with 
tongues,  what  shall  I  profit  you,  except  I  shall  speak  to 
you  either  by  revelation,  or  by  knowledge,  or  by  prophe- 
sying, or  by  doctrine? 

7  And  even  things  without  life  ^ving  sound,  whether 
pipe  or  harp,  except  they  give  a  distmction  in  the  sounds, 
how  shall  it  be  known  what  is  piped  or  harped? 

8  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an  uncertain  sound,  who  shall 
prepare  himself  to  the  battle? 

9  So  likewise  ye,  except  ye  utter  by  the  tongue  words 
easy  to  be  understood,  how  shall  it  be  kaown  what  is  spoken  ? 
for  ye  shall  speak  into  the  air. 

10  There  are,  it  may  be,  so  many  kinds  of  voices  in  the 
world,  and  none  of  them  w  without  signification. 

11  Therefore  if  I  know  not  the  meaning  of  the  voice,  I 
shall  be  unto  him  that  speaketh  a  barbarian,  and  he  that 
speaketh  shall  he  a  barbarian  unto  me. 

12  Even  so  ye,  forasmuch  as  ye  arc  zealous  of  spiritual 
gifts,  seek  that  ye  may  excel  to  the  edifying  of  the  church. 

13  Wherefore  let  him  that  speaketh  m  an  unknoMon 
tongue  pray  that  he  may  interpret. 

14  For  if  I  pray  in  an  unknown  tongue,  my  spirit  prayeth, 
but  my  understanding  is  unfruitful. 

15  What  is  it  then?  I  will  pray  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will 
pray  with  the  understanding  also :  I  will  sing  with  the  spirit, 
and  I  will  sing  with  tlie  understanding  also. 

16  Else  when  thou  shalt  bless  with  the  spirit,  how  shall 
he  that  occupieth  the  room  of  the  unlearned  say  Amen  at 
thy  giving  of  thanks,  seeing  he  understandeth  not  what 
thou  sayest? 

17  For  thou  verily  givest  thanks  well,  but  the  other  is 
not  edified. 

18  I  thank  my  Gkni,  I  speak  with  tongues  more  than  ye  all 

19  Yet  in  the  church  I  had  rather  speak  five  words  with 
my  understanding,  that  by  my  toice  I  might  teach  others 
also,  than  ten  thousand  words  in  an  unknown  tongue. 
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20  Brethren,  be  not  children  in  mind:  howbeit  in  malice 

21  be  ye  babes,  but  in  mind  be  men.  In  the  law  it  is 
written.  By  men  of  strange  tongues  and  by  the  lips  of 
strangers  will  I  spejik  unto  this  people;  and  not  even 

23  thus  will  they  hear  me,  saith  the  Lord.  Wlierefore 
tongues  are  for  a  sign,  not  to  them  that  believe,  but  to 
the  unbelieving:  but  prophesying  is  for  a  sign,  not  to 

23  the  unbelieving,  but  to  them  that  believe.  If  therefore 
the  whole  church  be  assembled  together,  and  all  speak 
with  tongues,  and  there  come  in  men  unlearned  or  un- 

24  believing,  will  they  not  say  that  ye  are  mad?  But  if 
all  prophesy,  and  there  come  in  one  unbelieving  or  un- 
learned, he  is  reproved  by  all,  he  is  judged  by  all ;  the 

25  secrets  of  his  heart  are  made  manifest;  and  so  he  will 
fall  down  on  his  face  and  worship  God,  declaring  that 
God  is  among  you  indeed. 

26  What  is  it  then,  brethren?  "When  ye  come  together, 
each  one  hath  a  psalm,  hath  a  teaching,  hath  a  reve- 
lation, hath  a  tongue,  hath  an  interpretation.     Let  all 

27  things  be  done  unto  edifying.  If  any  man  speaketh 
in  a  tongue,  let  it  ha  by  two,  or  at  the  most  three,  and 

28  tliatiu  turn;  and  let  one  interpret:  but  if  tlierc  be  no 
interpreter,  let  him  keep  silence  in  the  church;  aiid 

29  let  him  speak  to  himself,  and  to  God.  And  let  tlu 
prophets  speak  hy  two  or   three,   and  let  the  oihers 

30  discern.     But  if  a  revelation  be  made  to  another  sitting 

31  by,  let  the  first  keep  silence.  For  ye  all  can  prophesy 
one  by  one,  that  all  may  learn,   and   all  may  be  com- 

33  forted;  and  the  spirits  of  the  prophets   are  subject  to 

33  the  prophets;  for  God  is  not  a  God  of  confusion,  but 
of  peace;  as  in  all  the  churches  of  the  saints. 

34  Let  the  women  keep  silence  in  the  churches:  for  it 
is  not  permitted  unto  them  to  speak;  but  let  them  be 

33  in  subjection,  as  also  saith  the  law.  And  if  they  would 
learn  any  thing,  let  them  ask  their  own  husbands  at 
home:  for  it  is  shameful  for  a  womin  to  speak  in  the 

33  church.  What?  was  it  from  you  that  th3  word  of  God 
went  forth?  or  came  it  unto  you  alone? 

37      If  any  man  thinkelh  himself  to  be  a  prophet,  or 
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20  Brethren,  be  not  children  in  understanding:  howbeit 
in  malice  be  ye  children,  but  in  understanding  be  men. 

21  In  the  law  it  is  written,  With  vien  (y/T)ther  tongues 
and  other  lips  will  I  speak  unto  this  people;  and  yet  for  all 
that  will  they  not  hear  me,  saith  the  Lord. 

23  Wherefore  tongues  are  for  a  sign,  not  to  them  that 
believe,  but  to  them  that  believe  not:  but  prophesying 
serveth  not  for  them  that  believe  not,  but  for  them  which 
believe. 

23  If  therefore  the  whole  church  be  come  together  into 
one  place,  and  all  speak  with  tongues,  and  there  come  in 
those  tliat  are  unlearned,  or  unbelievers,  will  they  not  say 
that  ye  are  mad? 

24  But  if  all  prophesy,  and  there  come  in  one  that 
believeth  not,  or  one  unlearned,  he  is  convinced  of  all,  he 
is  judged  of  all : 

25  And  thus  are  the  secrets  of  his  heart  made  manifest; 
and  so  falling  down  on  hU  face  he  will  worship  God,  and 
report  that  God  is  in  you  of  a  tmth. 

26  How  is  it  theu,"  brethren?  when  ye  come  together, 
every  one  of  you  hath  a  psalm,  hath  a  doctrine,  hath  a 
tongue,  hath  a  revelation,  hath  an  interpretation.  Let  all 
things  be  done  unto  edifyiug. 

27  If  any  man  speak  in  an  unknown  tongue,  let  it  be  by 
two,  or  at  the  most  by  three,  and  thai  by  course;  and  let 
one  interpret. 

28  But  if  there  be  no  interpreter,  let  him  keep  silence  in 
the  church ;  and  let  him  speak  to  himself,  and  to  God. 

29  Let  the  prophets  speak  two  or  three,  and  let  the  other 
judge. 

30  If  any  thuiff  l)e  revealed  to  another  that  sfitteth  by,  let 
the  first  hold  his  p;iace. 

31  For  ye  may  all  prophesy  one  by  one,  that  all  may 
learn,  and  all  may  be  comforted. 

32  And  the  spirits  of  the  prophets  are  subject  to  the 
prophets. 

33  For  God  is  not  theautJior  of  confusion,  but  of  peace, 
as  in  all  churches  of  the  saints. 

34  Let  your  women  keep  silence  in  the  churclics:  for  it 
is  not  permitted  unto  them  to  spetik;  but  (hey  are  com- 
manded to  be  under  obedience,  Jis  also  saith  the  law. 

35  And  if  they  will  learn  any  thisg,  let  them  ask  their 
husbands  at  home:  for  it  is  a  shame  for  women  to  speak  in 
the  church. 

30  What?  came  the  word  of  God  out  from  3'ou?  or  came 
i\  unto  you  only? 
3'   If ''•ly  man  think  himself  to  be  a  piophct,  or  spiritual, 
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spiritual,  let  him  take  knowledge  of  the  things  which 
I  write  unto  you,  that  they  are  the  commanament  of 

88  the  Lord.»  But  if  any  man  is  ignorant,  let  him  be  ig- 
norant. 

89  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  desire  earnestly  to  prophesy. 
40  and  forbid  not  to  speak  with  tongues.     But  let  all 

things  be  done  decently  and  in  order. 


16  Now  I  make  known  unto  you,  brethren,  the  gospel 
which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also  ye  received, 

2  wherein  also  ye  stand,  by  which  also  ye  are  saved;/ 
make  known,  I  say,  in  what  words  I  preaehed  it  unto 

8  you,  if  ye  hold  it  fast,  except  ye  believed  in  vain.  For 
I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all  that  which  also  I  re- 
ceived, how  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to 

4  the  scriptures;  and  that  he  was  buried;  and  that  he 
hath  been   raised  on  the  third  day  according  to  the 

5  scnptures;  and  that  he  appeared  to  Cephas;  then  to  the 

6  twelve;  then  he  appeared  to  above  five  hundred  breth- 
ren at  once,  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  until 

7  now,  but  some  are  fallen  asleep;  then  he  appeared  to 

8  James;  then  to  all  the  apostles;  and  last  of  all,  as  unto 

9  one  bom  out  of  due  time,  he  appeared  to  me  also.     For 
I  am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be  " 
called  an  apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  church  of 

10  God.  But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am:  and 
his  grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  found 
vain;  but  I  laboured  more  abundantly  than  they  all: 
yet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of  God  which  was  with  me. 

11  Whether  then  it  be  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye  be- 
lieved. 

12  Now  if  Christ  is  preached  that  he  hath  been  raised 
from  the  dead,  how  say  some  among  you  that  there  is 

13  no  resurrection  of  the  dead?  But  if  there  is  no  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  neither  hath  Christ  been  laiFcd: 

14  and  if  Christ  'lath  not  been  raised,  then  is  our  prej?cl  inff 

15  vain,  your  faith  also  is  vain.  Yea,  and  we  are  found 
false  witnesses  of  God ;  because  we  witnessed  of  Gkd 
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let  bim  acknowledge  that  tbe  things  that  I  write  unto  you 
are  the  commandments  of  the  Lora. 

38  But  if  any  man  be  ignorant,  let  hiiii  be  ignorant. 

89  Wherefore,  brethren^  covet  to  prophesy,  and  forbid 
not  to  speak  with  tongues. 

40  Let  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in  order. 

CHAPTER   XV. 

8  By  ChriBVa  resurrection^  12  he  proveth  the  necessity  of  our  resur- 
rection, against  all  such  as  deny  the  resurrection  of  the  body.  21 
The  fruit,  86  and  mawner  thereof,  61  and  of  the  changing  of  them, 
that  shaU  be  found  alive  at  the  fast  day. 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  I  declai-e  unto  you  the  gospel 
which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also  'ye  hare 
received,  and  wherein  ye  stand ; 

2  By  which  also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory 
what  I  preached  unto  you,  unless  ye  have  believed  in  vain. 

3  For  I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all  that  which  I  also 
received,  how  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to 
the  scriptures; 

4  And  that  he  was  buried,  and  that  he  rose  again  the 
third  day  according  to  the  scriptures: 

5  And  that  he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve: 

6  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once;  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto  this  present, 
but  soHM  are  fallen  asleep. 

7  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James;  then  of  all  the 
apostles. 

8  And  last  of  all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  bom 
out  of  due  time. 

9  For  I  am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to 
be  called  an  apostle,  because  1  persecuted  the  church  of 
God. 

10  But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am:  and  his 
grace  which  %c(m  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain;  but  I 
laboured  more  abundantly  than  they  all :  yet  not  I,  but  the 
grace  of  God  which  was  with  me. 

11  Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach, 
and  so  ye  believed. 

12  Now  if  Christ  be  preached  that  he  rose  from  the  dead, 
how  say  some  among  you  that  there  is  no  resurrection  of 
the  dead? 

13  But  if  there  be  no  resurrection  of  the  dead,  then  is 
Christ  not  risen : 

14  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen,  then  is  our  preaching  vain, 
and  your  faith  i%  also  vain. 

15  Tea,  and  we  are  found    false  witnesses   of   God; 
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that  he  raised  up  Christ :  whom  he  raised  not  up,  if  so 

16  be  that  the  dead  are  not  raised.     For  if  the  dead  are  not 

17  raised,  neither  hath  Christ  been  raised:  and  if  Christ 
hath  not  been  raised,  your  faith  is  vain;  ye  are  yet  in 

18  your  sins.     Tlien  they  also  wliich  are  fallen  asleep  in 

19  Christ  have  perished.  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hoped 
in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  most  pitiable. 

20  But  now  hath  Christ  been  raised  from  tlie  dead,  the 
31  firstfruits  of  them  that  are  asleep.     For  since  by  man 

came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 

22  dead.     For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  so  also  in  Christ  shall 

23  all  be  made  alive.  But  each  in  bis  own  order:  Christ 
the  firstfruits;  then  they  that  are  Christ's,  at  his  coming. 

24  Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  deliver  up  the  king- 
dom to  €k>d,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  abol- 

25  ished  all  rule  and  all  authority  and  power.  For  he 
must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  his  enemies  under  his 

28  fee't.     The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  abolished  is  death. 

27  For,  He  put  all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet. 
But  when  he  saith,  All  things  are  put  in  subjection,  it 
is  evident  that  he  is  excepted  who  did  subject  all  things 

28  unto  him.  And  when  all  things  have  been  subjectSl 
unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  subjected 
to  him  that  did  subject  all  things  unto  him,  that  God 
may  be  all  in  all. 

29  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the 
dead?    If  the  dead  are  not  raised  at  all,  why  then  are 

30  they  baptized  for  them?  why  do  we  also  stand  in  jeop- 

31  ardy  every  liour?  I  protest  by  that  glor3ing  in  you, 
brethren,  which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  I^rd,  I  die 

32  daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  fought  with  beasts 
at  Ephesus,  what  doth  it  profit  me?  If  the  dead  are 
not  raised,  let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we  die. 

33  Be  not  deceived :  Evil  company  doth  corrupt  good  man- 

34  ners.  Awake  up  righteously,  and  sin  not;  for  some 
have  no  knowleage  of  God :  I  speak  tfm  to  move  you  to 
shame. 

35  But  some  one  will  say.  How  are  the  dead  raised?  and 

36  with  what  manner  of  body  do  they  come?  Thou  foolish, 
one,  that  which  thou  thyself  so  west  is  not  qiiickened, 

37  except  it  die:  and  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  so  west 
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because  we  have  testified  of  €k)d  that  he  raised  up  Christ: 
whom  he  raised  not  up,  if  so  be  that  the  dead  rise  not. 

16  For  if  the  dead  rise  not,  then  is  not  Christ  raised : 

17  And  if  Christ  be  not  raised,  your  faith  ia  vain;  ye  are 
yet  in  your  sins. 

18  Then  they  also  which  are  fallen  asleep  in  Christ  are 
perished. 

19  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of 
all  men  most  miserable. 

20  But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become 
tbe  firstfruits  of  them  that  slept. 

21  For  since  by  man  eame  death,  by  man  came  also  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead. 

22  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be 
made  alive. 

23  But  evCTy  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the  first- 
fruits;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming. 

24  Then  eametfi  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up 
the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have 
put  down  all  rule  and  all  authority  and  power. 

25  For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under 
his  feet. 

26  The  last  enemy  tfiat  shall  be  destroyed  is  death. 

27  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when 
he  saith  all  things  are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he 
is  excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under  him. 

28  And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  him,  then 
shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  subject  unto  him  that  put  all 
things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all. 

29  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all?  why  are  they  then  bap- 
tized for  the  dead? 

30  And  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy  eveiy  hour? 

31  I  pi-otest  by  your  rejoicing  which  I  have  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily. 

32  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fought  with 
beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead 
rise  not?  let  us  eat  and  drink;  for  to-morrow  we  die. 

33  Be  not  deceived:  evil  communications  corrupt  good 
manners. 

34  Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some  have 
not  the  knowledge  of  God:  I  speak  this  to  your  shame. 

35  But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised  up? 
and  with  what  body  do  they  come? 

36  TJiou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die: 

37  And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  f?owest  not  that 
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not  the  body  that  shall  be,  but  a  bare  graiD,  it  may 

88  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  kind ;  but  God  giveth 
it  a  body  even  as  it  pleased  him,  and  to  each  seed  a  body 

89  of  its  own.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh :  but  there  is 
one  fiesh  of  men,   and  another  flesh  of  beasts,   and 

40  another  flesh  of  birds,  and  another  of  flshes.  There  are 
also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial:  but  the  i^lory 
of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is 

41  another.     There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another 

42  glory  of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for 
one  star  differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead.     It  is  sown  in  corruption; 

48  it  is  raised  in  incon-uption:  it  is  sown  in  dishonour;  it  is 
raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in  weakness;  it  is  raised  in 

44  power:  it  is  sown  a  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual 
body.    If  there  is  a  natural  body,  there  is  also  a  spirit- 

45  ual  body.  So  also  it  is  written.  The  first  man  Adam  be- 
came a  living  soul.     The  last  Adam  became  a  life-giving 

46  spirit.     Howbeit  that  is  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but 

47  that  which  is  natural ;  then  that  which  is  spiritual.  The 
first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the  second  man  is  of 

48  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are 
earthy:  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that 

49  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the 
earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 

60  Now  this  1  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  Grod;  neither  doth  corruption 

51  inherit  incorruption.      Behold,  I  tell  you  a  mystery: 

52  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a 
moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump: 
for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  tha-dead  shall  be  raised 

58  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this  cor- 
ruptible must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must 

54  put  on  immortality.  But  when  this  corruptible  shall 
have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have 
put  on  immortality,  then  shall  come  to  pass  the  saying 

55  that  is  written.  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O 
death,  where  is  thy  victory?  O  death,  where  Is  thy  sting? 

56  The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  power  of  sin  is  the

body  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat, 
or  of  some  other  grain: 

38  But  God  §:iveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and 
to  every  seed  his  own  body. 

39  All  flesh  u  not  the  same  flesh:  but  there  is  one  kind  of 
flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and 
another  of  birds. 

40  Thei^e  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial: 
but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the 
terrestrial  w  another. 

41  TJiere  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of 
the  moon,  and  anomer  glory  of  the  stars:  for  one  star  dif- 
fereth  from  anotlier  star  in  glory. 

^  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.    It  is  sown  in 
corruption;  it  is  raised  in  incorruption : 
-  43  It  is  sown  in  dishonour;  it  is  raised  in  glory:  it  is 
sown  in  weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power: 

44  It  is  sown  a  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body. 

45  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man  Adam  was  made 
a  living  soul;  the  last  Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit. 

46  Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  that 
which  is  natural;  and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual. 

47  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the  second  man 
is  the  Lord  from  heaven. 

48  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy : 
and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly. 

49  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we 
shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 

60  Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God;  neither  doth  corruption 
inherit  incorruption. 

51  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery;  We  shaU  not  all  sleep, 
but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 

52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump:  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shaU  be  changed. 

53  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this  mortal  miLst  put  on  immortality. 

54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorrup- 
tion, and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then 
shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory, 

55  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy 
victory? 

56  The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  law. 
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57  J!^w:  but  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 

58  through  our  Lord   Jesus   Christ.     Wherefore,  my  be- 
loved brethren,   be    ye   stedfast,   unmoveable,  always 

abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  your  labour  is  not  vain  in  the  Lord. 


16      Now  concerning  the  collection  for  the   saints,  as 
I  gave  order  Ito  the  churches  of  Galatia,  so  also  do  ye. 
2  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  each  one  of  you  lay 
by  him  in  store,  as  he  may  prosper,  that  no  collections 
8  be  made  when  I  come.     And  when  I  arrive,  whomso- 
ever ye  shall  approve  by  letters,  them  will  I  send  to 

4  carry  your  bounty  unto  Jerusalem :  and  if  it  be  meet  for 

5  me  to  go  also,  they  sliall  go  with  me.  But  I  will  come 
unto  you,  wlien  I  shall  have  passed  through  Macedonia; 
for  I  do  pass  through  Macedonia;  but  with  you  it  may 

6  be  that  I  shall  abide,  or  even  winter,  that  ye  may  set 

7  me  forward  on  my  journey  whithersoever  I  go.  For  I 
do  not  wish  to  see  you  now  by  the  way;  for  I  hope  to 

8  tarry  a  while  with  you,  if  the  Lord  permit.     But  1  will 

9  tarry  at  Ephesus  until  Pentecost;  for  a  great  door  and 
effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and  there  are  many  adver- 
saries. 

10  Now  if  Timothy  come,  see  that  he  be  with  you  with- 
out fear;  for  he  worketh  the  work  of  the  Lord,  as  I  also 

11  do:  let  no  man  therefore  despise  him.  But  set  him

18      Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  quit  you  like  men, 

14  be  strong.    Let  all  that  ye  do  be  done  in  love. 

15  Kow  I  beseech  you,  brethren  (ye  know  the  house  of 
Stephanas,  that  it  is  the  flrstfruits  of  Achaia,  and  that 
they  have  set  themselves  to  minister  unto  the  saints), 

16  that  ye  also  be  in  subjection  unto  such,  and  to  every  one

57  But  thaaiks  be  to  God,  which  gireth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

58  Therefor©,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  gtedfast, 
unmovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  oi  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  laboui*  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER  XVL 


1  Be  exhorteth  them  io  relieve  the  loant  of  the  brefkren  at  Jerusa- 
lem. 10  Commendeth  Timothy,  13  and  after  friendly  admonitiong^ 
16  shutteth  up  his  epistle  with  divers  salutations. 

NOW  conoerning  the  collection  for  the  saints,  as  I  have 
given  order  to  the  churches  of  Galatia»  even  so  do  ya 

2  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you 
lay  by  him  in  store,  as  Ood  hath  prospered  him,  that  there 
be  no  gatherings  when  I  come. 

3  And  when  I  come,  whomsoever  ye  shall  approve  by 
pour  letters,  them  will  I  send  to  bring  your  liberality  unto 
Jerusalem. 

4  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I  go  also,  they  shall  go  with  me. 

5  Now  I  will  come  unto  you,  when  1  shall  pass  through 
Macedonia:  for  I  do  pass  through  Macedonia. 

6  And  it  may  be  that  I  will  abide,  yea,  and  winter  with 
you,  that  ye  may  bring  me  on  my  journey  whithersoever  I 

go- 

7  For  I  will  not  see  you  now  by  the  way;  but  I  trust  to 
tarry  a  while  with  you,  if  the  Lord  permit. 

8  But  I  will  tarry  at  BplHJSus  until  Pentecost. 

9  For  a  great  door  and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and 
tJiere  a/t*e  many  adversaries. 

10  Now  if  XinQ0theu3  come,  see  that  he  may  be  with  you 
without  fear:  for  he  worketh  the  woik  of  the  Lord,  as  I 
also  do. 

11  Let  no  man  therefore  despise  him:  but  conduct  him 
forth  in  peace,  that  he  may  come  unto  me :  for  I  look  for 
him  with  the  brethren. 

12  As  touching  <^ur  brother  Apdlos,  I  greatly  desired 
him  to  oome  unto  you  with  the  brethren:  but  his  will  was 
not  at  all  to  come  at  this  time;  but  he  will  come  when  he 
shall  have  convenient  time. 

13  Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  quit  yoy  like  men, 
be  strong. 

14  Let  all  your  things  be  done  with  charity. 

15  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  (ye  know  the  house  of  Ste- 
phanas, that  it  is  the  firstfruits  of  Achaia,  and  thai  they 
have  addicted  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the  saints,) 

16  That  ye  submit  yourselves  unto  such,  and  to  every 
one  that  helpeth  with  us,  and  laboureth. 
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17  tbat  lielpetli  in  the  work  and  laboureth.  And  I  rejoice 
at  the  coming  of  Stephanas  and  Fortunatus  and  Achai- 
cus:  for  that  which  was  lacking  on  your  part  they  sup- 

18  plied.  For  they  refreshed  my  spirit  and  yours:  acknowl- 
edge ye  therefore  them  that  are  such. 

19  The  churches  of  Asia  salute  you.  Aquila  and  Prisca 
salute  you  much  in  the  Lord,  with  the  church  that  is 

20  in  their  house.  All  the  brethren  salute  you.    Salute  one 
o-  another  with  a  holy  kiss. 

22      The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  hand.     If 

any  man  loveth  not  the  Lord,  let  him  be  anathema. 

28  Maran  atha.    The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ*  be 

24  with  you.    My  love  be  with  you  all  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Amen.

1  Paul,  an  apostle  of  Christ  Jesus  through  the  will  of 
God,  and  Timothy  our  brother,  unto  the  church  of  Gk)d 
which  is  at  Corinth,  with  all  the  saints  which  are  in  the 

2  whole  of  Achaia:  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God  our 
Father  and  the  Loixi  Jesus  Christ. 

8  Blessed  he  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies  and  God  of  nil  comfort; 

4  who  comforteth  us  in  all  our  afSiclion,  that  we  may 
be  able  to  comfort  them  tbat  are  in  any  affliction, 
through  the  comfort  wherewith  we  ourselves  are  com- 

6  fortedof  God.  For  as  the  sufferings  of  Christ  abound 
unto  us,  even  so  our  comfort  also  aboundeth  through 
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17  I  am  glad  of  the  coming  of  Stephauas  aud  Fortunatus 
and  Achaicus:  for  that  which  was  lacking  on  your  part 
they  have  supplied. 

18  For  they  have  refreshed  my  spirit  and  your*s :  there- 
fore acknowledge  ye  them  that  are  such. 

19  The  churche  of  Asia  salute  you.  Aquila  and  Pris- 
cilla  salute  you  much  in  the  Lord,  with  the  church  that  is 
in  their  house. 

20  All  the  brethren  greet  you.  Greet  ye  one  another 
with  an  holy  kiss. 

21  The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  hand. 

22  If  any  man  love  not  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  bim  bo 
Anathema  Maran-atha. 

23  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus*  Christ  he  with  you. 

24  My  love  be  with  you  all  in  Christ  Jesus.     Amen. 

t  The  first  epistle  to  the  Corinthians  was  written  from  Phillppi 
by  Stephanas,  and  Fortunatus,  and  Achaicus,  and  Timotheus. 


THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE 
TO  THE 
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CHAPTER  L 

8  The  apostle  encourageth  them  against  trmibles,  by  the  comforts 
and  deliverances  which  God  had  given  him^  as. in  all  hisoMiction*^ 
8  so  particularly  in  his  late  danger  in  Asia.  12  And  calling  both 
his  own  conscience  and  their' s  to  witness  of  his  sincere  manner  of 
prea/ching  the  immutable  truth  of  the  gospel^  15  he  excuseth  his 
not  coming  to  them,  as  proceeding  not  of  tightnesSj  but  of  his 
lenity  towards  them. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
and  Timothy  our  brother,  unto  the  church  of  God 
which  is  at  Corinth,  with  all  the  saints  which  are  in  all 
Achaia: 

2  Grace  be  to  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and 
from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  be  God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the  God  of  all  comfort; 

4  Who  comforteth  us  in  all  our  tribulation,  that  we  may 
be  able  to  comfort  them  which  are  in  any  trouble,  by  the 
comfort  wherewith  we  ourselves  are  comforted  of  God. 

5  For  as  the  sufferings  of  Christ  abound  in  us,  so  our 
eonsolation  also  aboundeth  by  Christ. 
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6  Christ.  But  whether  we  be  afflicted,  it  is  for  your 
comfort  and  salvation;  or  whether  we  be  comforted,  it 
is  for  your  comfort,  which  worketh  in  the  patient 
enduring  of  the  same  sufferings  which  we  also  suffer: 

7  and  our  hope  for  you  is  stedfast;  knowing  that,  as  ye 
are  partakers  of  the  sufferings,  so  also  are  ye  of  the  com- 

8  fort.  For  we  would  not  have  you  ignorant,  brethren, 
concerning  our  affliction  which  befell  «#  in  Asia,  that 
we  were  weighed  down  exceedingly,  beyond  our  piower, 

9  insomuch  that  we  despaired  even  of  life:  yea,  we  our- 
selves have  had  the  answer  of  death  within  oureelves, 
that  we  should  not  trust  in  ourselves,  but  in  God  which 

10  raiseth  the  dead:  who  delivered  us  out  of  so  great 
a  death,  and  will  deliver:  on  whom  we  have  set  our 

11  hope  that  he  will  also  still  deliver  us;  ye  also  helping 
together  on  our  behalf  by  your  supplication;  that,  for  the 
gift  bestowed  upon  us  by  means  of  many,  thanks  may 
be  given  by  many  persons  on  our  behalf. 

13  For  our  glorymg  in  this,  the  testimony  of  our  con- 
science, that  in  holiness  and  sincerity  or  God,  not  in 
fleshlv  wisdom  but  in  the  grace  of  God,  we  behaved 
ourselves  in  the  world,  and  more  abundantly  to  you- 

13  ward.  For  we  write  none  other  things  unto  you,  than 
what  ye  read  or  even  acknowledge,  and  I  hope^  ye  will 

14  acknowledge  unto  the  end:  as  also  ye  did  acknowledge 
nis  in  part,  that  we  are  your  glorying,  even  as  ye  also 
are  ours,  in  the  day  of  our  Lord  Jesus. 

15  And  in  this  confidence  I  was  minded  to  come  before 
unto  you,  that  ye  might  have  a  second  benefit;  and  by 

16  you  to  pass  into  Macedonia,  and  again  from  Macedonia 
to  come  unto  you,  and  of  you  to  be  set  forward  on 

17  my  journey  unto  Judaea.  When  I  therefore  was  thus 
minded,  did  I  shew  fickleness?  or  the  things  that  I  pur- 
pose, do  I  purpose  according  to  the  flesh,  that  with  ma 

18  thei-e  should  be  the  yea  yea  and  the  nay  nay?  But  as 
God  is  faithful,  our  word  toward  you  is  not  yea  and 

19  nay.  For  the  Son  of  (Jod,  Jesus  Christ,  who  was 
preached  among  you  by  us,  eioen  by  me  and  Sylvanus 
and  Timothy,  was  not  yea  and  nay,  but  in  him  is  yea. 

20  For  how  many  soever  be  the  promises  of  God,  in  nim 
is  the  yea:  wherefore  also  through  him  is  the  Amen, 

21  unto  the  glory  of  God  through  us.  Now  he  that  stab- 
lisheth  us  with  you  in  Christ,  and  anointed  us,  is  God; 
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6  And  "ll^hether  we  be  afflicted,  it  is  for  your  consolation 
and  salvation,  which  is  effectual  in  the  enduring  of  tlie 
same  sufferings  which  we  also  suffer:  or  whether  we  be 
comforted,  it  is  for  your  consolation  and  salvation. 

7  And  our  hope  of  you  is  stedfast,  knowing,  that  as  ye 
are  partakers  of  the  sufferings,  so  shaU  ye  be  also  of  the 
consolation. 

8  For  we  would  not,  brethren,  have  you  ignorant  of  our 
trouble  which  came  to  us  in  Asia,  that  we  were  pressed  out 
of  measure,  above  strength,  insomuch  that  we  despaired 
even  of  life : 

9  But  we  had  the  sentence  of  death  in  ourselves,  that 
we  should  not  trust  in  ourselves,  but  in  God  which  raiseth 
the  dead : 

10  Who  delivered  us  from  so  great  a  death,  and  doth 
deliver:  in  whom  we  trust  that  he  will  yet  deliver  tis; 

11  Ye  also  helping  together  by  prayer  for  us,  that  for 
the  gift  bestowed  upon  us  by  the  means  of  many  persons 
thanks  may  be  given  by  many  on  our  behalf. 

12  For  our  rejoicing  is  this,  the  testimony  of  our  con- 
science, that  in  simplicity  and  godly  sincerity,  not  with 
fleshly  wisdom,  but  by  the  grace  of  God,  we  hive  had  our 
conversation  in  the  world,  and  more  abundantly  to  you- 
wai*d. 

13  For  we  write  none  other  things  unto  you,  than  what 
ye  read  or  acknowledge;  and  I  trust  ye  shall  acknowledge 
even  to  the  end; 

14  As  also  ye  have  acknowledged  us  in  part,  that  we  are 
your  rejoicing,  even  as  ye  also  are  our's  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

15  And  in  this  confidence  I  was  minded  to  come  unto 
you  before,  that  ye  might  have  a  second  benefit; 

16  And  to  pass  by  you  into  Macedonia,  and  to  come 
again  out  of  Macedonia  unto  you,  and  of  you  to  .be 
brought  on  my  way  toward  Judaea. 

17  When  I  therefore  was  thus  minded,  did  I  use  lightness? 
or  the  things  that  I  purpose,  do  I  purpose  according  to  the 
flesh,  that  with  me  there  should  be  yea  yea,  and  nay  nay? 

18  But  as  God  is  true,  our  word  toward  you  was  not  yea 
and  nay. 

19  For  the  Son  of  God,  Jesus  Christ,  who  was  preached 
among  you  by  us,  eij^/i  by  me  and  Silvanus  and  Timotheus, 
was  not  yea  and  nay,  but  in  him  was  yea. 

20  For  all  the  promises  of  God  in  him  are  ye&,  and  in 
him  Amen,  unto  the  gloir  of  God  by  us. 

21  Now  he  which  stablisheth  us  with  you  in  Christ,  and 
hath  anointea  us,  is  God; 
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23  who  also  sealed  us,  and  gave  us  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit 
in  our  hearts. 

23  But  I  call  God  for  a  witness  upon  my  soul,  that  to 

24  spare  you  I  forbare  to  come  unto  Corinth.    Not  that 
we  have  lordship  over  your  faith,  but  are  helpers  of 


2  your  joy:  for  by  faith  ye  stand.  But  I  determined  this 
for  myself,  that  I  would  not  come  again  to  you  with 

2  sorrow.  For  if  I  make  you  sorry,  who  then  is  he  that 
maketh  me  glad,  but  he  that  is  made  sorry  by  me? 

3  And  I  wrote  this  very  thing,  lest,  when  1  came,  I 
should  have  sorrow  from  them  of  whom  I  ought  to 
rejoice;  having  confidence  in  you  all.  that  my  joy  is  the 

4  joy  of  you  all.  For  out  of  much  affliction  and  anguish 
of  heart  I  wrote  unto  you  with  many  tears;  not  that  ye 
should  be  made  sorry,  but  that  ye  might  know  the  love 
which  I  have  more  abundantly  unto  you. 

5  But  if  any  hath  caused  sorrow,  he  hath  caused  sor- 
row, not  to  me,  but  in  part  (that  I  press  not  too  heavily) 

•6  to  you  all.     Sufficient  to  such  a  one  is  this  punishment 

7  which  was  inflicted  by  the  many;  so  that  contrariwise 
ye  should  rather  forgive  him  and  comfort  him,  lest  by 
any  means  such  a  one  should  be  swallowed  up  with  his 

8  overmuch  sorrow.     Wherefore  I  beseech  you  to  con- 

9  firm  y(mr  love  toward  him.  For  to  this  end  also  did  I 
write,  that  I  might  know  the  proof  of  you,  whether  ye 

10  are  obedient  in  all  things.  But  to  whom  ye  forgive  any 
thing,  I  fm-give  also:  for  what  I  also  have  forgiven,  if  I 
have  forgiven  any  thing,  for  your  sakes  hate  I  forgixen 

11  it  in  the  person  of  Christ;  that  no  advantage  may  be 
gained  over  us  by  Satan:  for  we  are  not  ignorant  of  hiB 

devices.  ^       ,  ,     ,  x^,^  .  . 

13      Now  when  I  came  to  Troas  for  the  gospel  of  Christ, 

13  and  when  a  door  was  opened  unto  me  m  the  Lord  I  had 
no  relief  for  my  spirit,  because  I  found  not  Titus  my 
brother:  but  taking  my  leave  of  them,  I  went  forth  into 

14  Macedonia.     But  thanks  be  unto  God,  which  always 
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23  Who  hatli  also  sealed  ue,  and  given  tbc  earnest  of  the 
Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

23  Moreover  I  call  God  for  a  record  upon  my  soul,  that 
to  spare  you  I  came  not  as  yet  unlo  Corinth. 

24  Not  for  that  we  have  domiiiiou  over  your  faith,  but 
are  helpers  of  your  joy:  for  by  faith  ye  stand 

CHAPTER  IL 
I  Having  shewed  the  reason  why  he  cam^  not  to  fhem^  6  herequireth 


_    eaepar      ,  ,  __ 

and  tlte  happy  siwcesa  which  God  gave  to  his  preaching  in  all 
places. 

BUT  I  determined  this  with  myself,  that  I  would  not 
come  again  to  you  in  heaviness. 

2  For  if  I  make  you  sorry,  who  is  he  then  that  maketh 
me  glad,  but  the  same  which  is  made  sorr>'  by  me? 

3  And  I  wrote  this  same  unto  you,  lest,  when  I  came,  I 
should  have  son-ow  from  them  of  whom  I  ought  to  rejoice; 
having  confidence  in  you  all,  tliat  my  joy  is  the  joy  of  you 
all. 

4  For  out  of  much  affliction  and  anguish  of  heart  I 
wrote  unto  you  with  many  tears;  not  that  ye  should  be 
grieved,  but  that  ye  might  know  the  love  which  1  have 
more  abundantly  unto  you. 

5  But  if  any  have  caused  grief,  he  hath  not  grieved  me, 
but  in  part:  that  I  may  not  overcharge  you  all. 

6  Sufficient  to  such  a  man  is  this  punishment,  which  icas 
inflkted  of  many. 

7  So  that  contrariwise  ye  otiglit  rather  to  forgive  Mm, 
ttnd  comfort  him,  lest  perhaps  such  a  one  should  be  swal- 
lowed up  with  overmuch  sorrow. 

8  Wherefore  I  beseech  you  that  ye  would  confirm  your 
love  tow^ard  him. 

9  For  to  this  end  also  did  I  write,  that  I  might  know  the 
proof  of  you,  whether  ye  be  obedient  in  all  things. 

10  To  whom  ye  forgive  any  thing,  Ifoi'gim  also:  for  if  I 
forgave  any  thing,  to  whom  I  forgave  it^  for  your  sakes 
forga'oe  lit  in  the  person  of  Christ; 

11  Lest  Satan  should  get  an  advantage  of  us:  for  we  are 
not  ignorant  of  his  devices. 

12  Furtliermore,  when  I  came  to  Troas  to  preacJi  Christ's 
gospel,  and  a  door  was  opened  unto  me  of  the  Lord, 

13  I  had  no  rest  in  my  spirit,  l)ecause  I  found  not  Titus 
my  brother:  but  taking  my  leave  of  them,  I  went  from 
thence  into  Macedonia. 

14  Now  thanks  be  unto  God,  which  always  causeth  us  to 
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leadeth  us  in  triumph  in  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest 
through  us  the  savour  of  his  knowledge  in  every  place. 

15  For  we  are  a  sweet  savour  of  Christ  unto  God,  in  them 

16  that  are  being  saved,  and  in  them  that  are  perishing;  to 
the  one  a  savour  from  death  unto  death ;  to  the  other  a 
savour  from  life  unto  life:     And  who  is  suflScient  for 

17  these  things?  For  we  are  not  as  the  many,  corrupting 
the  word  of  God ;  but  as  of  sincerity,  but  as  of  God,  in 
the  sight  of  God,  speak  we  in  Christ. 


3  Are  we  beginning  again  to  commend  ourselves?  or 
need  we,  as  do  some,  epistles  of  commendation  to  you 

2  or  from  you?    Ye  are  our  epistle,  written  in  our  hearts, 

3  known  and  read  of  all  men ;  being  made  manifest  that  ye 
are  an  epistle  of  Christ,  ministered  by  us,  written  not 
with  ink,  but  with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God ;  not  ia 
tables  of  stone,  but  in  tables  tJiat  are  hearts  of  flesh. 

4  And  such  confidence  have  we  through  Christ  to  God- 

5  ward :  not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  ourselves,  to  ac- 
count any  thing  as  from  ourselves ;  but  our  sufficiency 

6  is  from  God;  who  also  made  us  sufficient  as  ministers 
of  a  new  covenant;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit* 

7  for  the  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.  But  if 
the  ministration  of  death,  written,  and  engraven  on 
stones,  came  with  glory,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel 
could  not  look  stedfastly  upon  the  face  of  Moses  for 
the  glory  of  his  face ;  whicli  gloi^y  was  passing  away : 

8  how  shall  not  rather  the  ministration  of  the  spirit  be 

9  with  glory?  For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation  is 
glory,  much  rather  doth  the  ministration  of  righteous- 

'  10  ness  exceed  in  glory.  For  verily  that  which  hath  been 
made  glorious  hath  not  been  made  glorious  in  this  re- 

11  spect,  bjr  reason  of  the  glory  that  surpasseth.  For  if 
that  which  passeth  away  wa^s  with  glory,  much  more 
that  which  remaineth  is  in  glory. 
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triumph  in  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest  the  savour  of  his 
knowledge  by  us  in  every  place. 

15  For  we  are  unto  God  a  sweet  savour  of  Christ,  ia 
them  that  are  saved,  and  in  tliem  that  perish : 

18  To  the  one  we  are  the  savour  of  death  unto  death ;  and 
to  the  other  the  savour  of  life  unto  life.  And  who  is  suf- 
ficient for  these  things? 

17  For  we  are  not  as  many,  which  corrupt  the  word  of 
God:  but  as  of  sincerity,  but  as  of  God,  in  the  sight  of  God 
speak  we  in  Clirist. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  IjeM  their  false  teachers  should  cliarge  him  with  vainglory,  he 
stieweth  the  faith  and  graces  of  the  Corinthians  to  be  a  sufficient 
commendation  of  Jiis  ministry.  6  Whereupon  entering  a  coinpui  - 
ison  between  the  ministers  of  the  law  and  of  the  gospel,  12  hi' 
proveth  tJuxt  his  ministry  is  so  far  the  more  excellent,  as  the  gos- 
pel of  life  and  liberty  is  more  glorious  than  trie  law  of  condemna- 
tion. 

DO  we  begin  again  to  commend  ourselves?  or  need  we. 
as  some  others,^  epistles  of  commendation  to  you,  or 
letters  of  commendation  from  you? 

2  Ye  are  our  epistlo  written  in  our  hearts,  known  and 
read  of  all  men: 

3  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  be  the  cpi5- 
tle  of  Christ  ministered  bv  us.  written  not  with  ink.  l)ut 
with  the  Spirit  of  the  liVmg  God;  not  in  tables  of  stone, 
but  in  fleghy  tables  of  tlie  heart. 

4  And  such  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God- ward: 

5  Not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  ourselves  to  think  any 
thing  as  of  ourselves;  but  our  sufficiency  is  of  God; 

6  Who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the  new  tes- 
tament; not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit:  fqj*  the  letter 
killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life. 

7  But  if  the  ministration  of  death,  written  and  engraven 
in  stones,  was  gloj-ious,  so  tnat  the  children  of  Israel  couul 
not  stedfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the  glory  of  his 
countenance;  which  gloi^  was  to  be  done  away: 

8  How  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the  spirit  be  rather 
glorious? 

9  For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation  &«  glory,  much 
more  doth  the  ministration  of  rigljteousness  exceed  in 
glory. 

10  For  even  that  which  was  made  glorious  had  no  glory 
in  this  respect,  by  reason  of  the  glory  that  excelleth. 

11  For  if  that  which  is  done  away  wan  glorious,  much 
more  that  which  remaineth  is  glorious. 
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12  Having  therefore  such  a  liope,  we  use  great  boldness  of 

13  speech,  and  are  not  as  Moses,  wlio  pnt  a  veil  upon  liis 
face,  that  the  children  of  Israel  should  not  look  sted- 

14  f astly  on  the  end  of  that  which  was  passing  away :  but 
their  minds  were  hardened:  for  until  this  very  day  as 
the  reading  of  the  old  covenant  the  same  veil  remaineth 

15  unlifted;  which  veil  is  done  away  in  Christ.  But  unto 
this  day,  whensoever  Moses  is  read,  a  veil  lieth  upon 

16  their  heart.     But  whensoever  it  shall  turn  to  the  Lord, 

17  the  veil  is  taken  away.     Now  the  Lord  is  the  Spirit: 

18  and  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is  liberty.  But 
we  all,  with  unveiled  face  reflecting  as  a  mirror  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  are  transformed  into  the  same  image 
from  glory  to  glory,  even  as  from  the  Lord  the  Spirit. 


4      Therefore  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  even  as  we 

3  obtained  mercy,  we  faint  not :  but  we  have  renounced 

the  hidden  things  of  shame,  not  walking  in  craftiness, 

nor  handling  the  word  of  God  deceitfully ;  but  by  the 

manifestation  of  the   truth  commending  ourselves  to 

3  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God.  •  But  and 
if  our  gospel  is  veiled,  it  is  veiled  in  them  that  are  per- 

4  ishiug:  in  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the 
minds  of  the  unbelieving,  that  the  light  of  the  gospel  of 
the  gloiy  of  Christ,  who  is  the  image  of  Go^,  should 

5  not  dawn  upon  them.  For  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but 
Christ  Jesus  as  Lord,  and  ourselves  as  your  servants  for 

6  Jesus'  sake.      Seeing  it  is  God,  that  said,  Light  shal] 
shine  out  of  darkness,  who  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  » 
the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the  face 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

7  But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the 
exceeding  greatness  of  the  poAver  may  be  of  God,  and 

8  not  from  ourselves;  we  are  pressed  on  every  side,  yet 

9  not  straitened ;  perplexed,  yet  not  unto  despair;  pursued, 
yet  not  forsaken;  smitten  down,  yet  not  destroyed; 
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13  Seeing  then  that  we  have  such  hope,  we  use  great 
plainness  of  speech: 

13  And  not  as  Moses,  which  put  a  vail  over  his  face,  that 
tlie  cliildren  of  Israel  could  not  stedfastly  look  to  the  end 
of  tliat  which  is  abolished: 

14  But  their  minds  were  blinded:  for  until  this  day 
reinaineth  the  same  vail  untaken  away  in  the  reading  of 
the  old  testament;  which  vail  is  done  away  in  Christ. 

15  But  even  unto  this  day,  when  Moses  is  read,  the  vail 
h  upon  their  heart. 

16  Nevertheless  when  it  shall  turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail 
shall  be  taken  away. 

17  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spirit:  and  where  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  is,  there  is  liberty. 

18  But  we  all,  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same  image  from 
glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  declareth  Jiow  he  hath  used  all  sincerity  and  faithful  diligence 
in  vreaching  the  gospel,  7  a/nd  how  the  troubles  and  persecutions 
which  he  daily  endured  for  the  same  did  redound  to  the  praise  of 
God's  power,  12  to  the  benefit  of  the  church,  16  and  to  the  apostle^s 
own  eternal  glory. 

THEREFORE  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have 
received  mercy,  we  faint  not ; 

2  But  have  renounced  the  hidden  things  of  dishonesty, 
not  walking  in  craftiness,  nor  handling  the  word  of  God 
deceitfully;  but  by  manifestation  of  the  truth  commend- 
ing ourselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of 
God. 

3  But  if  our  Gospel  be  hid.  It  is  hid  to  them  that  arfl 
lost: 

4  In  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds 
of  them  which  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious 
gospel  of  Christ,  who  Is  the  image  of  God,  should  shine 
unto  them. 

5  For  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but  Christ  Jesus  the 
Lord;  and  ourselves  your  servants  for  Jesus'  sake. 

6  For  God,  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of 
darkness,  hath  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7  But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the 
excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us. 

8  We  ai'e  troubled  on  every  side,  yet  not  distressed;  «rc 
are  perplexed,  but  not  in  despair; 

9  Persecuted,  but  not  forsaken;  cast  down,  but  not 
destroyed; 
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to  always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of  Jesus,  tUat 

"    the  hfe  also  of  Jesus  may  be  manifested  in  our  body. 

11  For  we  which  live  are  alway  delivered  unto  death  for 

Jesus*  sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  may  be  manifested 

13  iu  our  mortal  flesh.     So  then  death  worketh  in  us,  but 
18  life  iu  you.     But  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  accord- 
ing to  that  which  is  written,  I  believed,  and  therefore 
did  I  speak;  we  also  believe,  and  therefore  also  we  speak; 

14  knowing  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
raise  up  us  also  with  Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with 

15  you.  For  all  things  are  for  your  sakes,  that  the  grace, 
being  multiplied  through  the  many,  may  cause  tlie 
thanksgiving  to  abound  unto  the  glory  of  God. 

16  Wherefore  we  faint  not;  but  though  our  outward  man 
is  decaying,  yet  our  inward  man  is  renewed  day  by  day. 

17  For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  for  the  moment, 
Worketh  for  us  more  and  more  exceedingly  an  eternal 

18  weight  of  glory;  while  we  look  not  at  the  things  which 
are  seen,  but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen:  for  the 
things  which  are  seen  are  temporal;  but  the  things 
whicli  are  not  se^n  are  eternaL 


B  For  we  know  that  if  the  earthly  hotise  of  our  taber- 
nacle be  dissolved,  we  have  a  building  from  God,  a 
•  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal,  in  the  heavens. 
2  For  verily  in  this  we  groan,  longing  to  be  clothed  upon 
8  with  our  habitation  which  is  from  heaven :  if  so  be  that 

4  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  For  in- 
deed we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being 
burdened;  not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  that 
we  would  be  clothed  upon,  that  what  is  mortal  may  be 

5  swallowed  up  of  life.  Now  he  that  wrought  us  for  this 
very  thing  is  God,  who  gave  unto  us  the  earnest  of  the 

6  Spirit.  Being  therefore  always  of  good  courage,  and 
knowing  that,  whilst  we  are  at  home  in  the  body,  we 

7  are  absent  from  the  Lord  (for  we  walk  by  faith,  not  by 

8  sight);  we  are  of  good  courage,  I  say,  and  are  willing 
'     rather  to  be  absent  from  the  body,  and  to  be  at  home 
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10  Always  befymg  about  in  the  body  the  dyini^  of  tlie 
Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  maiii- 
fest  in  our  body. 

11  For  we  which  live  are  alway  delivered  unto  death  for 
Jesus*  sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  mani- 
fest in  our  mortal  flesh. 

12  So  then  death  worketh  in  us,  but  life  in  you. 

13  We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  i<j 
written,  I  believed,  and  therefore  have  I  spoken;  we  also 
believe,  and  therefore  speak; 

14  Knowing  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with  you. 

15  For  all  tilings  are  for  your  sakes,  that  the  abundant 
grace  might  through  the  thanksgiving  of  many  redound  to 
the  glory  of  God. 

16  For  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though  our  out- 
ward man  perish,  yet  the  inward  man,  is  renewed  day  by 
day. 

17  For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment, 
worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  aiid  eternal  weight  of 
glory; 

18  While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but 
at  the  things  which  are  not  seen:  for  the  things  which  are 
seen  c^rd  temporal ;  but  the  things  which  arie  not  seen  are 
eternal.  * 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  That  in  his  assured /lope  of  immortal  glory,  9  and  in  expectance 
of  it,  and,  of  the  general  judgment,  he  laboureth  to  keep  a  goo  I 
conscience,  t2  not  that  he  may  herein  boast  of  himself,  14  but  as 
one  that,  having  received  life  from  Christ,  endeavoureth  to  live  as 
a  new  creature  to  Christ  onby^  18  and  by  his  ministry  of  reconcil- 
iation to  reconcile  others  also  in  Christ  to  God. 

FOR  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  of  ,ihts  taberna- 
cle were  diasolved,  we  have  a  building  of  God,  an 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

2  For  in  tliis  we  gi-oan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be  clothed 
upon  with  our  house  whicli  is  from  heaven: 

3  If  so  be  that  being  clothed  we  ^all  not  be  found  naked. 

4  For  we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  bur- 
dened not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothe^l,  but  clothed 
upon,  that  mortality  might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

5  Now  he  that  hath  wrought  us  for  tlie  selfsame  thing  m 
God,  who  also  hath  given  unto  us  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit. 

6  Therefore  we  are  aXways  confident,  knowing  that,  whilst 
we  are  at  home  in  the  body,  we  are  absent  from  the  Lord: 

7  (For  we  walk  by  faith,  not  by  si§ht:) 

8  We  are  confident,  I  say,  and  willing  rather  to  be  absent 
from  the  body,  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord. 
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9  with  the  Lord.     Wherefore  also  we  make  it  our  aim, 
whether  at  home  or  absent,   to  be  wcll-pleasiug  unto 

10  him.  For  we  must  all  be  made  manifest  before  the 
judgement-seat  of  Christ;  that  each  one  may  receive  the 
things  done  in  the  body,  according  to  what  he  hath 
done,  whether  it  he  good  or  bad. 

11  Knowing  therefore  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade 
men,  but  we  are  made  manifest  unto  God;  and  I  hope 
that  we  are  made  manifest  also  in  yow  consciences. 

12  We  are  not  again  commending  ourselves  unto  you,  but  * 
speak  as  giving  you  occasion  of  glorying  on  our  behalf, 
that  ye  may  have  wherewith  to  answer  them  that  gloiy 

13  in  appearance,  and  not  in  heart.  For  whether  we  are 
beside  ourselves,  it  is  unto  God;  or  whether  we  are  of 

14  sober  mind,  it  is  unto  you.  For  the  love  of  Christ  con- 
straineth  us;  because  we  thus  judge,  that  one  died  for 

15  all,  therefore  all  died;  and  he  died  for  all,  that  they 
which  live  should  no  longer  live  unto  themselves,  but 
unto  him  who  for  their  sakes  died  and  rose  again. 

16  Wherefore  we  henceforth  know  no  man  after  the  flesh : 
even  though  we  have  known  Christ  after  the  flesh,  yet 

17  now  we  know  Mm  so  no  more.  Wherefore  if  any  man 
is  in  Christ,  he  is  v^  new  creature:  the  old  things  are 

18  passed  away;  behold,  they  are  become  new.  But  all 
things  are  of  God,  who  reconciled  us  to  himself  through 
Christ,  and  gave  unto  us  the  ministry  of  reconciliation; 

19  to  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world 
unto  himself,  not  reckoning  unto  them  their  trespasses, 
and  having  committed  unto  us  tlie  word  of  reconcilia- 
tion. 

20  We  are  ambassadors  therefore  on  behalf  of  Christ,  as 
though  God  were  in  treating  by  us :  we  beseech  you  on 

21  behalf  of  Christ,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God.  Him  wlft> 
knew  no  sin  he  made  to  be  sin  on  our  behalf;  that  we 


might  become  the  righteousness  of  Ood  in  him.     And 
orking  together  with  Mm  we  intreat  also  that  ye  re- 
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0  Wherefore  we  labour,  that,  whether  present  or  absent, 
we  may  be  accepted  of  him. 

10  For  we  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ  >  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  doTie  in  his 
body,  acccn-ding  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or 
bad. 

11  Knowing  therefore  the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we  per- 
suade men;  but  we  are  made  manifest  unto  God;  and  I 
tmst  also  ai-e  made  manifest  in  your  consciences. 

12  For  we  commend  not  ourselves  again  unto  you.  but 
give  you  occasion  to  gloiy  on  our  behalf,  that  ye  may  have 
somewhat  to  answer  them  which  glory  in  appearance,  and 
not  in  heart.  •    • 

13  For  whether  we  be  beside  ourselves,  it  is  to  God:  or 
whether  we  be  sober,  it  is  for  your  cause. 

14  For  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us,  because  we 
thus  judge,  that  if  one  died  for  all,  then  were  all  dead: 

15  And  i?mt  he  died  for  all,  that  they  which  live  should 
not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto  him  which 
died  for  them,  and  rose  again. 

16  Wherefore  henceforth  know  we  no  man  after  the  flesh; 
vea,  though  we  have  known  Chiist  after  the  flesh,  yet  now 
lienceforth  know  we  him  no  more. 

17  Therefore  if  any  man  be  in  Christ,  ?ie  is  a  new  creature: 
old  things  are  passed  away ;  behold,  all  things  are  become 
new. 

18  And  all  things  are  of  God,  who  hath  reconciled  us  to 
himself  by  Jestis  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  the  ministry 
of  reconciliation; 

19  To  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world 
unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them;  and 
hath  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation. 

20  Now  then  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though 
God  did  beseech  you  by  us:  we  pray  you  in  Christ's  stead, 
be  ye  reconciled  to  Goa. 

21  For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no 
sin ,  that  we  might  be  made  the  righteousness  of  God  in  him. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

.  That  he  hath  approved  himself  a  faithful  minister  of  Christ,  both 
b]t  his  exhortations,  8  and  by  integrity  of  life,  4  and  by  patient  en- 
during all  kinds  of  affliction  and  disgraces  for  the  gospel.  10  Of 
which  he  speaketh  the  more  boldly  anbongst  them,  becattse  his  heart 
is  open  to  them,  W  and  he  expecteth  the  like  affection  from  them 
again,  14  exhorting  to  flee  the  society  and  pollutions  of  idolaters, 
as  being  themselves  temples  of  the  living  God. 

WE  then,  as  workers  together  witJi  Mm,  Ijeseech  you 
also  that  ye  receive  not  the  grace  of  God  in  vain. 
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2  ceive  not  the  grace  of  God  in  vain  (for  he  saith, 

At  an  acceptable  time  I  hearkened  unto  thee, 

And  in  a  day  of  salvation  did  I  succour  thee: 

behold,  now  is  the  acceptable  time;  behold,  now  is  the 

3  day  of  salvation):  giviug  no  occasion  of  stumbling  in 

4  any  thing,  that  our  ministration  be  not  blamed;  but  in 
every  thing  commending  ourselves,  as  minister  of  God, 
in  much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in  necessities,  in  dis- 

5  tresses,  in   stripes,  in   imprisonments,  in   tumults,  in 

6  labours,  in  watchipgs,  in  fastings;  in  pureness,  in 
knowledge,  in  longsutfering,  in  kindness,  in  the  Holy 

7  Ghost,  in  love  unfeigned,  in  the  word  of  truth,  in  the 
power  of  God;  by  the  armour  of  righteousness  on  the 

8  right  hand  and  on  the  left,  by  glory  and  dishonour,  by 
evil  report  and  good  report;  as  deceivers,  and  yet  true; 

9  as  unknown,  ana  yet^oil  known;  as  dying,  and  behold, 

10  we  live;  as  chastened,  and  not  killed;  as  sorrowful,  yet 
alway  rejoicing;  as  poor,  yet  making  many  rich;  as 
having  nothing,  and  yet  possessing  all  things. 

11  Our  mouth  is  open  unto  you,  O  Corinthians,  our  heart 
13  is  enlarged.    Ye  are  not  straitened  in  us,  but  ye  are 

13  straitened  in  your  own  affections.  Now  for  a  recom- 
pense in  like  kind  (I  speak  as  unto  my  children),  be  ye 
also  enlarged. 

14  Be  not  unequally  yoked  with  unbelievers:  for  what 
fellowship  have  righteousness  and  iniquity?    or  what 

15  communion  hath  light  with  darkness?  And  what  con- 
cord hath  Christ  with  Belial?  or  what  portion  hath  a 

16  believer  with  an  unbeliever?  And  what  agreement 
hath  a  temple  of  God  with  idols?  for  we  are  a  temple 
of  the  living  God;  even  as  God  said,  I  will  dwell  in 
them,  and  walk  in  them;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and 

17  they  shall  be  my  people.     Wherefore 

Come   ye    out   from    among   them,    and   be    ye 
separate, 
saith  the  Lord, 

And  touch  no  unclean  thing; 
And  I  will  receive  3'^ou, 

18  And  will  bs  to  you  a  Father, 

And  ye  shall  be  to  me  sons  and  daughters. 
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2  (For  he  saith,  I  have  heard  thee  in  a  time  accepted,  and 
ill  the  day  of  salvation  have  I  succoured  thee:  behold,  now 
ii  the  accepted  time;  behold,  now  is  the  day  of  salvation.) 

3  Giving  no  offence  in  any  thing,  that  the  ministry  be 
not  blamed : 

4  But  in  all  things  approving  ourselves  as  the  ministers 
of  God,  in  much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in  necessities,  in 
distresses, 

5  In  stripes,  in  imprisonments,  in  tumults,  in  labours,  in 
watchings,  in  fastings; 

6  By  pureuess,  by  knowledge,  by  long-suffering,  by  kind- 
ness, by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  love  unfeigned, 

7  By  the  word  of  truth,  by  the  power  of  God,  by  the  ar- 
mour of  righteousness  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left, 

8  By  honour  and  dishonour,  by  evil  report  and  good  re- 
port: as  deceivers,  and  ye^  true; 

9  As  unknown,  and  yet  well  known;  as  dying,  and,  be- 
hold, we  live;  as  chastened,  and  not  killed; 

10  As  sorrowful,  yet  alway  i-ejoicing;  as  poor, yet  making 
many  rich;  as  having  nothing,  and  pet  possessing  all  things. 

11  O  ye  Corinthians,  our  mouth  is  open  unto  3'ou,  our 
heart  is  enlarged. 

12  Ye  are  not  straitened  in  us,  but  ye  are  straitened  in 
your  own  bowels. 

13  Now  for  a  recompence  in  the  same,  (I  speak  as  unto 
my  children,)  be  ye  also  enlarged. 

14  Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with  unbelievers: 
for  what  fellowship  hath  righteousness  with  unrighteous- 
ness? and  what  communion  hath  light  with  darkness? 

15  And  what  concord  hath  Christ  with  Belial?  or  what 
part  hath  he  that  believeth  with  an  infidel? 

16  And  what  agreement  hath  the  temple  of  God  with 
idols?  for  ye  are  the  temple  of  the  living  God;  as  God  hath 
said,  I  will  dwell  in  them,  and  walk  in  t?iem;  and  I  will 
be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 

17  Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them,  and  be  ye 
separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  the  unclean  thing; 
and  I  will  receive  you, 

18  And  will  be  a  Father  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be  my 
sons  and  daughters,  saith  the  Lord  Almighty. 
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7  saith  the  Lord  Almighty.  Having  therefore  these 
promises,  beloved,  let  us  cleanse  ourselves  frora  all 
defilement  of  flesh  and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the 
fear  of  God. 

2      Open  your  hearts  to  us;  we  wronged  no  man,  we 

8  corruptea  no  man,  we  took  advantage  of  no  man.  I 
say  it  not  to  condemn  you:  for  I  have  said  before,  that 
ye  are  in  our  heai'ts  to  die  together  and  live  together, 

4  Great  is  my  boldness  of  speech  toward  you,  great  is  my 
glorying  on  your  behalf;  I  am  filled  with  comfort,  I 
overflow  with  joy  in  all  our  afSiction. 

5  For  even  when  we  were  come  into  Macedonia,  our 
flesh  had  no  relief,  but  we  wei'e  afflicted  on  every  side; 

6  without  were  fightings,  within  were  fears.  Kevertheless 
he  that  comforteth  the  lowly,  even  God,  comforted  us 

7  by  the  coming  of  Titus ;  and  not  by  his  coming  only, 
but  also  by  the  comfort,  wherewith  he  was  comforted  m 
you,  while  he  told  us  your  longing,  your  mourning, 

8  your  zeal  for  me;  so  that  I  rejoiced  yet  more.  For 
though  I  made  you  sorry  with  my  epistle,  I  do  not 
regret  it,  though  1  did  regret;  for  I  see  that  that  epistle 

9  m;ide  you  sorry,  though  but  for  a  season.  Now  I 
rejoice,  not  that  ye  were  made  sorry,  but  that  ye  were 
made  sorry  unto  repentance :  for  ye  were  maae  sorry 
after  a  godly  sort,  that  ye  might  suffer  loss  by  us  in 

10  nothing.  For  godly  sorrow  worketh  repentance  unto 
salvation,  a  repentance  wWch  bringeth  no  regret;  but 

11  the  sorrow  of  the  world  worketh  death.  For  behold, 
this  selfsame  thing,  that  ye  were  made  sorry  after  a 
godly  sort,  what  earnest  care  it  wrought  in  you,  yea, 
wliat  clearing  of  yourselves,  yea,  what  mdignation,  yea, 
what  fear,  yea,  what  longing,  yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what 
avenging!   In  everything  ye  approved  yourselves  to  be 

12  pure  in  the  matter.  So  although  I  wrote  unto  you,  I 
wrote  not  for  his  cause  that  did  the  wrong,  nor  for  his 
cause  that  suffered  the  wrong,  but  tliat  your  earnest  care 
for  us  might  be  made  manifest  unto  you  in  the  sight  of 
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CHAPTER  Vn. 

1  He proceedeth  in  exhorting  them  to purityof  life^  2  and  to  hear 
him  like  affection  om  he  doth  to  them,  3  whereof  led  he  mijfM 
seem  to  doitht,  he  declareth  what  comfort  he  took  in  his  oMic- 
tions^  by  the  report  tohic^  Titna  gave  of  their  godly  »orrow^  which 
his  former  epistle  had  wrougM  in  them,  13  and  of  their  loving- 
kindness  and  obedience  towards  Titus,  answercMe  to  his  former 
boastings  of  them, 

HAVING  therefore  these  promises,  dearly  beloved,  let 
us  cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh 
aud  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the  fear  of  God. 

2  Receive  us;  we  have  wronged  no  man,  we  have  cor- 
rupted no  man,  we  have  defrauded  no  man. 

h  I  speak  not  t/iis  to  condemn  ^/ov:  for  I  have  said  before, 
that  ye  are  in  our  hearts  to  die  and  live  with  you, 

4  Great  is  my  boldness  of  speech  toward  you,  great  is  my 
gloiying  of  you:  I  am  filled  with  comfort,  I  am  exceeding 
joyful  in  all  our  tribulation. 

5  For,  when  we  w^ere  come  into  Macedonia,  our  flesh 
had  no  rest,  but  we  were  troubled  on  every  side;  without 
toere  fightings,  within  tcere  fears. 

6  Nevertheless  God,  that  comforteth  those  that  are  cast 
down,  comforted  us  by  the  coming  of  Titus; 

7  And  not  by  his  coming  only,  but  by  the  consolation 
wherewith  he  was  comforted  in  you,  when  he  told  us  your 
earnest  desire,  your  mourning,  your  fei-vent  mind  toward 
me ;  so  that  I  rejoiced  the  more. 

8  For  though  I  made  you  sorry  with  a  letter,  I  do  not 
repent,  though  I  did  repent:  for  1  perceive  that  the  same 
epistle  hath  made  you  sorry,  though  it  were  hut  for  a  season. 

9  Now  I  rejoice,  not  that  ye  were  made  sorry,  but  that 
ye  sorrowed  to  repentance:  for  ye  were  made  sorry  after  a 
godly  manner,  that  ye  might  receive  damage  by  us  in 
nothing. 

10  For  godly  sorrow  worketh  repentance  to  salvation  not 
to  be  repented  of:  but  the  sorrow  of  the  world  worketh 
death. 

11  For  behold  this  selfsame  thing,  that  ye  sorrowed  after 
a  godly  sort,  what  carefulness  it  wrought  in  you,  yea,  tohai 
clearing  of  youi-selves,  yea,  what  Indignation,  yea,  what  i 
fear,  yea,  what  vehement  desire,  yea,  ^mat  zeal,  yea,  what 
revenge  I  In  all  things  ye  have  approved  yourselves  to  be 
clear  in  this  matter. 

12  Wherefore,  though  I  wrote  unto  you,  I  did  it  not  for 
his  cause  that  had  done  the  wrong,  nor  for  his  cause  that 
suffered  wrong,  but  that  our  care  for  you  in  the  sight  of 
God  might  appear  unto  yon. 
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13  Gfod.  Therefore  we.  liave  been  comforted:  aud  in  oar 
comfort  we  joyed  the  more  exceedingly  for  the  joy  of 
Titus,  because  his  spirit  hath"  been  refreshed  by  yoa 

14  all.  For  if  in  any  thing  I  have  gloried  to  him  on  your 
behalf,  I  was  not  put  to  shame;  but  as  we  spake  all 
things  to  you  in  truth,  so  our  glorying  also,  which  I 

15  made  before  Titus,  was  found  to  be  truth.  And  his 
inward  affection  is  more  abundantly  toward  you,  whilst 
he  remembereth  the  obedience  of  you  all,  how  witli  fear 

16  and  trembling  ye  received  him.  I  rejoice  that  in  every 
thing  I  am  oi  good  courage  concerning  you. 


8  Moreover,  brethren,  we  make  known  to  you  the  grace 
of  God  which  hath  been  given  in  the  churches  of  Mace- 

2  donia ;  how  that  in  much  proof  of  affliction  the  abun- 
dance of  their  joy  and  their  deep  poverty  abounded 

8  unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality.  For  according  to 
their  power,  I  bear  witness,  yea  and  beyond  their  power, 

4  tliey  gave  of  their  own  accord,  beseeching  us  with  much 
intreaty  in  regard  of  this  grace  and  the  fellowship  in  the 

5  ministering  to  the  saints:  and  thigy  not  as  we  had  hoped, 
but  first  they  gave  their  own  selves  to  the  Lord,  and  to 

6  us  by  the  will  of  God.  Insomuch  that  we  exhorted 
Titus,  that  as  he  had  made  a  beginning  before,  so  he 

7  would  also  complete  in  you  this  grace  also.  But  as  ye 
abound  in  every  thing,  in  faith,  and  utterance,  and 
knowledge,  and  in  all  earnestness,  and  in  your  love  to 

8  us,  see  that  ye  abound  in  thfs  grace  also.  I  speak  not 
by  way  of  commandment,  but  as  proving  through  the 
earnestness  of  others  the  sincerity  also  of  your  love. 

9  For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he  became  poor, 
that  ye.  through  his  poverty  might  become  rich.    And 

10  herein  I  give  my  judgement:  for  this  is  expedient  for 
you,  who  were  the  first  to  make  a  banning  a  year  ago; 

11  not  only  to  do,  but  also  to  will.  But  now  complete  the 
doing  also;  that  as  there  waa  the  readiness  to  will,  so 
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13  Therefore  we  were  comforted  in  your  comfort:  ye.% 
and  exceedingly  the  more  joyed  we  for  the  joy  of  Titus, 
because  his  spirit  was  refreshed  by  you  all. 

14  For  if  I  have  boasted  any  thing  to  him  of  you,  I  am 
not  ashamed;  but  as  we  spake  ail  things  to  you  in  truth, 
even  so  our  boasting,  which  I  imide  before  Titus,  u  found 
a  truth. 

15  And- his  inward  affection  is  more  abundant  toward 
you,  whilst  he  rememberetb  the  obedience  of  you  all,  how 
with  fear  and  trembling  ye  received  him. 

16  I  rejoice  therefore  that  I  have  confidence  in  you  in  all 
things, 

OHAPTBR  VIII. 

1  He  stirreth  them  up  to  a  libera/  contribution  for  the  poor  saints 
at  Jerusalem,  by  the  example  of  the  Macedonians,  7  oy  commen- 
dation of  their  former  for waraneas,  9  by  the  example  of  Christ,  14 
and  by  the  spiritual  profit  that  shall  redound  to  themselves  theic- 
by:  16  commending  to  them  the  inteffrity  and  willingness  of 
'ntus,  and  those  other  brethren,  who  upon  his  request,  exhorta- 
tion, and  commendation,  were  purposely  come  to  them  for  this 
tmsiness. 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  we  do  you  to  wit  of  the  gmcc 
of  God  l)estowed  on  the  cliurches  of  Macedonia; 

2  How  that  in  a  greal  trial  of  affliction  the  abundance  of 
their  joy  and  their  deep  poverty  abounded  unto  the  riches 
of  their  liberaUt^. 

3  For  to  their  power.  I  bear  record,  yea,  and  beyond 
their  power  thqf  'ioere  willing  of  themselves; 

4  Praying  us  with  much  m  treaty  that  we  would  receive 
the  gift,  and  take  ujnm.  its  the  feUow$hip  of  the  ministering 
to  tfie  sairite. 

5  And  this  they  did,  not  as  we  hoped,  but  .first  gave  tlieir 
own  selves  to  the  Lord,  and  unto  us  by  the  will  of  God. 

6  Insomuch  that  we  desired  Titus,  that  as  he  had  begun, 
so  he  would  also  finish  in  you  the  same  grace  also. 

7  Therefore,  as  ye  abound  in  every  thing,  in  faith,  and 
utterance,  and  knowledge,  and  in  all  diligence,  and  in  youi 
love  to  us,  see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace  also. 

8  I  speak  not  by  commandment,  but  by  occasion  of  the 
forwardness  of  others,  and  to  prove  the  sincerity  of  yout 
love 

9  For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  ri^b,. yet  for  your  sakes  he  became  poor, 
that  ye  through  his. poverty  might  be  rich. 

4  IQ.And  herein  1  give  my  novice:  for  this  is  expedient 
for  you,  who  have  begun  before,  not  only  to  do,  but  also 
to  l>e  forward  a  year  ago. 

'   II  Now  therefore  perform  the  doing  of  it;  that  as  l^ieri 
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there  may  he  the  completion  also  out  of  your  ability. 

12  For  if  the  readiness  is  there,  it  is  acceptable  according 

13  as  a  man  hath,  not  accoi-ding  as  he  hath  not.  ¥or  I  say 
not  Uiis,  that  ,others  may  be  eased,  and  ye  distressed: 

14  but  by  equality;  your  abundance  being  a  supply  at  this 
present  time  for  their  want,  tliat  their  abundance  also 
may  become  a  supply  for  your  want;  that  there  may 

15  be  equality:  as  it  is  written,  He  that  gathered  much  had 
nothing  over;  and  he  that  gathered  little  had  no  lack. 

16  '  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  putteth  the  same  earnest  ' 

17  care  for  you  into  the  heart  of  Titus.  For  indeed  he 
accepted  our  exhortation;  but  being  himself  very  ear- 

18  nest,  he  went  forth  unto  you  of  his  own  accord.  And 
we  have  sent  together  with  him  the  brother  whose 
praise  in  the  gospel  is  spi'ead  through  all  the  churches; 

19  and  not  only  so,  but  wlio  was  also  appointed  by  the 
churches  to  travel  with  us  in  the  matter  of  this  grace, 
which  is  ministered  by  us  to  the  glory  of  the  Lord^  and 

20  to  shew  our  readiness:  avoiding  this,  that  any  roan 
should  blame  us  in  tlie  matter  of  this  bounty  which  is 

21  ministered  by  us :  for  we  take  thought  for  things  hon- 
ourable, not  only  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  but  also  in  the 

22  sight  of  men.  And  we  have  sent  with  them  our 
brother,  whom  we  have  many  times  proved  earnest  in 
many  things,  but  now  much  more  earnest,  by  reason  of 

23  the  great  confidence  which  he  liath  in  you.  Whether 
any  inqxUre  about  Titus,  he  is  my  partner  and  my  fel- 
low-worker to  you-ward;  or  our  brethren,  they  are 
the  messengers  of  the  churches,  tliey  are  the  glory  of 

24  Christ.  Shew  ye  therefore  unto  them  in  the  face  oi  the 
churches  the  proof  of  your  love,  and  of  our  glorying  on 
your  behalf. 


9     For  as  touching  the  ministering  to  the  fiaints,  it  is 

2  superfluous  for  me  to  write  to  you:  for  I  know  your 

readiness,  of  which  1  glory  on  your  behalf  to  them  of 

Macedonia,  thnt  Acliaia  hath  been  prepared  for  a  year 

pas!;;  a:i;l  your  zeal  Imth  stirred  up  very  many  of  them. 
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axis  a  readiness  to  -will,  so  there  may  be  a  performance  aho 
cut  of  that  which  ye  have. 

12  Forif  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  tYwnccepted  accord- 
ing to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  that  he  hath  not. 

13  For  I  mean  not  that  other  men  he  eased,  and  ye 
burdened : 

14  But  by  an  equality,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abun- 
dance may  be  a  bvpply  lor  their  want,  that  their  abundance 
also  maybe  a  supply  for  your  want:  that  there  maybe 
equality ; 

15  As  it  is  written,  He  that  had  gathered  much  had  noth- 
ing over;  and  he  that  had  gathered  little  had  no  lack. 

16  But  thanks  le  to  God,  which  put  the  same  earnest 
care  into  the  heart  of  Titus  for  you. 

17  For  indeed  he  accepted  the  exhortation;  but  being 
more  forward,  of  his  own  accord  he  went  unto  you. 

18  And  we  have  sent  with  him  the  brother,  whose  praise 
is  in  the  gospel  throughout  all  the  churclies; 

19  And  not  that  only,  but  who  was  also  chosen  of  the 
churches  to  travel  with  us  with  this  grace,  which  is  admin- 
istered by  us  to  the  glory  of  the  same  Lord,  and  declaration 
<yf\o\xx  ready  mind: 

20  Avoiding  this,  that  no  man  should  blame  us  in  this 
abundance  which  is  administered  by  us: 

21  Providing  for  honest  things,  not  only  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord,  but  also  in  the  sight  of  men. 

22  And  we  have  sent  with  them  our  brother,  whom  we 
have  oftentimes  proved  diligent  in  many  things,  but  now 
much  more  diligent,  upon  the  great  confidence  which  / 
hate  in  you. 

23  Whether  any  do  enquire  of  Titus,  he  is  my  partner  and 
fellowhel per  concerning  you:  or  our  brethren  be  enquired 
of,  they  are  the  messengers  of  the  churches,  and  the  glory 
of  Christ. 

24  Wherefore  shew  ye  to  them,  and  before  the  churches, 
the  proof  of  your  love,  and  of  our  boasting  on  your  behalf. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  He  yieldeth  the  reason  why,  though  he  knew  their  forwardness,  yet 
he  sent  Titus  and  his  brethren  beforehand.  6  Arid  he  proceeaeth 
in  stirring  them  up  to  a  bountiful  alms,  as  being  but  a  kind  of 
sowing  of  seed,  10  which  shall  return  a  great  increase  to  them,  13 
and  occasion  a  great  sacrifice  of  thanksgivings  unto  God. 

FOR  as  touching  the  ministering  to  the  saints,  it  is 
superfluous  for  me  to  write  to  you : 
2  For  I  know  the  forwardness  of  your  mind,  for  which 
I  boast  of  you  to  them  of  Macedonia,  that  Acliaia  was 
ready  a  year  ago ;  and  yoiu*  zeal  hath  provoked  very  many. 
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,  S  But  I  have  sent  the  brethren,  that  our  glorying  on  your 
behalf  may  not  be  made  void  in  this  respect;  tliat,  even 

4  as  1  saio,  ye  may  be  prepared:  lest  by  any  melius,  if 
there  come  with  "me  any  of  Macedonia,  and  find  you 
unprepared,  we  (that  we  say  not,  ye)  sliould  be  put  to 

5  shame  in  this  confidence.  1  thought  it  necessary  there- 
fore to  intreat  the  brethren,  that  they  w^ould  go  before 
unto  you,  and  make  up  beforehand  your  aforepromised 
bounty,  that  the  same  might  be  ready,  as  a  matter  of 
bounty,  and  not  of  extortion, 

6  But  this/ My,  He  that  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap 
also  sparingly;   and  he  that  soweth  bounlifidly  shall 

7  reap  also  bountifully.  Let  each  man  do  according  as  he 
hatli4)urposed  in  his  heart;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  neces- 

8  sity :  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.  And  God  is  able 
to  make  all  grace  abound  unto  you;  that  ye,  having 
always  all  sufficiency  in  every  tiling,  may  abound  unto 

9  every  good  work :  as  it  is  written, 

He  hath  scattered  abroad,  he  liath  given  to  the  poor; 
His  righteousness  abideth  for  ever. 

10  And  he  that  supplieth  seed  to  the  sower  and  bread  for 
food,  shall  supply  and  multiply  your  seed  for  sowing, 

11  and  increase  the  fruits  of  your  ngliteousnes«5:  ye  being 
enriched  in  everything  unto  all  libei-ality,  which  worketh 

12  through  us  thanksgiving  to  God.  For  the  ministration  of 
this  service  not  only  filleth  up  the  measure  of  the  wants 
of  the  saints,  but  aboundeth  also  through  many  thanks- 

13  givings  unto  God;  seeing  that  throng  the  proving  <>f 
you  by  this  ministration  they  glorify  God  for  the  obe 
dience  of  your  confession  unto  the  Grospel  of  Christ,  and 
for  the  liberality  of  your  contribution  unto  them  and 

14  unto  all;  while  they  themselves  also,  with  supplication 
on  your  behalf,  long  after  you  by  reason  of  the  exceed- 

15  ing  grace  of  God  in  you.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  his  un- 
speakable gift. 


10    Now  I  Patil  myself  intreat  yoU  by  the  meekness  and 
gentleness  of  Christ,  I  who  in  your  presence  am  lowly 
among  you,  but  being  absent  am  of  good  courage  toward 
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8  Yet  have  I  sent  the  brethren,  lest  our  boasting  of  you 
should  be  in  vain  in  this  behalf;  that,  as  I  said,  ye  may  be 
ready; 

4  Lest  haply  if  they  of  Macedonia  come  with  me,  and 
find  you  unprepared,  we  (that  we  say  not,  ye)  should  be 
ashamed  in  this  same  confident  boasting. 

5  Therefore  I  thought  it  necessary  to  exhort  the  brethren, 
that  they  would  go  before  unto  you,  and  make  up  before- 
hand your  bounty,  whereof  ye  had  notice  before,  that  the 
same  might  be  ready,  as  a  matter  of  bounty,  and  not  as  of 
covetousness. 

6  But  this  I  say.  He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap 
also  sparingly;  and  he  which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap 
also  bountifully.  • 

7  Every  man  according  as  lie  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so 
let  him  give;  not  gmdgingly,  or  of  necessity:  for  God 
loveth  a  cheerful  giver. 

8  And  God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound  toward  you; 
that  ye,  always  having  all  sufficiency  in  all  things,  may 
abound  to  every  good  work : 

9  (A.S  it  is  written,  He  hath  dispersed  abroad;  he  hath 
given  to  the  poor:  his  righteousness  remaineth  for  ever. 

10  Now  he  that  ministereth  seed  to  the  sower  both  minis- 
ter bread  for  your  food,  and  mull  iply  your  seed  sown,  and 
increase  the  fruits  of  your  righteousness;) 

11  Being  enriched  in  every  thing  to  all  bountifulness, 
which  causeth  through  us  thanksgiving  to  God. 

12  For  the  administration  of  this  service  not  only  sup- 
plieth  the  want  of  the  saints,  but  is  abundant  also  by  many 
thanksgivings  unto  God ;  ^ 

13  "Whiles  by  the  experiment  of  this  ministration  they 
glorify  God  for  your  professed  subjection  unto  the  gospel 
of  Christ,  and  for  your  liberal  distribution  unto  them,  and 
unto  all  men; 

14  And  by  their  prayer  for  you,  which  long  after  you  for 
the  exceeding  grace  or  God  in  you. 

15  Thanks  be  unto  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Against  the  false  apostles,  who  disgraced  the  weakness  of  his  person 
and  bodily  presence,  he  setteth  out  the  spiHtual  might  and  author- 
ity, with  which  he  is  armed  against  all  adversary  poviers,  7  assur- 
ing them  that  at  his  coming  he  will  be  found  as  mighty  in  word, 
as  he  is  now  in  writing  bemu  absent,  12  and  withal  taxing  them, 
for  reaching  out  themselves  beyond  their  compass,  and  vautiting 
themselves  into  other  men''s  labours. 

"VrOW  I  Paul  myself  beseech  you  by  the  meekness  and 
_LN    gentleness  of  Christ,  who  in  presence  am  base  among 
you,  but  being  absent  am  bold  toward  you : 
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2  you:  yea,  I  beseech  you,  that  I  may  not  when  present 
shew  courage  with  the  confide  nee  wherewith  I  count  to 
be  bold  against  some,  which  count  of  us  as  if  we  walked 

3  according  to  the  flesh.    For  though  we  walk  in  the  flesh, 

4  we  do  not  war  according  to  the  flesh  (for  the  weapons  of 
our  warfare  are  not  of  the  flesh,  but  mighty  before  God  to 

5  the  casting  down  of  strong  holds) ;  casting  down  imagi- 
nations, and  every  high  thing  that  is  exalted  against  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  bringing  every  thought  into  cap- 

6  tivity  tothe  obedience  of  Christ;  and  being  in  readiness 
to  avenge  all  disobedience,  when  your  obedience  shall 

7  be  fulfilled.  Ye  look  at  the  things  that  are  before 
your  face.  If  any  man  trusteth  in  himself  that  he  is 
Christ's,  let  him  consider  this  again  with  himself,  that, 

8  even  as  he  is  Christ's,  so  also  are  we.  For  though 
I  should  glory  somewhat  abundantly  concerning  our 
authority  (which  the  Lord  gave  for  building  you  up, 
and  not  for  casting  you  down),  I  shall  not  be  put  to 

9  shame:  that  I  may  not  seem  as  if  I  would  teirify  you  by 

10  my  letters.  For,  His  letters,  they  say,  are  weighty  and 
strong;  but  his  bodily  presence  is  weak,  and  his  speech 

11  of  no  account.  Let  such  a  one  reckcn  this,  that,  what 
we  are  in  word  by  letters  when  we  are  absent,  such  are 

12  ice  also  in  deed  when  we  are  present.  For  we  are  not 
bold  to  number  or  compare  ourselves  with  certain  of 
them  that  commend  themselves:  but  they  themselves, 
measuring  themselves  by  themselves,  and  comparing 
themselves  with  themselves,  are  without  understanding. 

13  But  we  will  not  glory  beyond  ovr  measure,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  measure  of   the  province  which  God  appor- 

14  tioned  to  us  as  a  measure,  to  reach  even  unto  you.  For 
we  stretch  not  ourselves  oveimuch,  as  though  we  reached 
not  unto  you:  for  we  came  even  as  far  as  unto  you  in 

15  the  gospel  of  Christ:  not  glorying  beyond  our  measuie, 
that  is,  in  other  men's  labours;  but  having  hope  that,  as 
your  faith  groweth,  we  shall  be  magnified  in  youaccord- 

16  ing  to  our  province  \into  further  abundance,  so  as  to 
preach  the  gospel  even  unto  the  parts  beyond  you.  and 
not  to  glory  in  another's  province  in  regard  of  things 

17  ready  to  our  hand.     But  he  that  glorieth,  let  him  glory 

18  in  the  Lord.  For  not  he  that  commendeth  himself 
is  approved,  but  whom  the  Lord  commendeth. 
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2  But  I  beseech  you^  that  I  may  not  l^  bold  when  I  am 
present  with  that  confidence,  wherewith  I  think  to  be  bold 
against  some,  which  think  of  us  as  if  we  walked  according 
to  the  flesh. 

3  For  though  we  walk  in  the  flesh,  we  do  not  war  after 
the  flesh: 

4  (For  the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but 
miglity  througli  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong  holds;) 

5  Casting  down  imaginations,  and  every  high  thing  that 
exalteth  itself  against  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  bringing 
into  captivity  every  thought  to  the  obedience  of  Christ; 

6  And  havinff  in  a  readiness  lo  revenge  all  disobedience, 
when  your  obedience  is  fulfiUed. 

7  Do  ye  look  on  things  after  the  outward  appearance? 
If  any  man  trust  to  himself  that  he  is  Christ's,  let  him  of 
himself  think  this  again,  that,  as  he  is  Christ's,  even  so  are 
we  Christ's.  , 

8  For  though  I  should  boast  somewhat  more  of  our 
authority,  which  the  Lord  hath  given  us  for  edification, 
and  not  for  your  destruction,  I  should  not  be  ashamed: 

9  That  I  may  not  seem  as  if  I  would  terrify  you  by  letters. 

10  For  his  letters,  say  they,  are  weighty  and  powerful ; 
but  his  bodily  presence  is  weak,  and  Ms  speech  con- 
temptible. 

11  Let  such  an  one  think  this,  that,  such  as  we  are  in 
word  by  letters  when  we  are  absent,  such  will  we  be  also  in 
deed  when  we  are  present. 

12  For  we  dare  not  make  ourselves  of  the  number,  or 
compare  ourselves  with  some  that  commend  themselves: 
but  they  measuring  themselves  by  themselves,  and  compar- 
ing themselves  among  themselves,  are  not  wise. 

13  But  we  will  not  boast  of  things  without  our  measure, 
but  according  to  the  measure  of  the  rule  which  God  hath 
distributed  to  us,  a  measure  to  reach  even  unto  you. 

14  For  we  stretch  not  ourselves  beyond  our  measure,  as 
though  we  reached  not  unto  you :  for  we  are  come  as  far  as 
to  you  also  in  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ: 

15  Not  boasting  of  things  without  our  measure,  that  is, 
of  other  men's  labours;  but  having  hope,  when  your  faith 
is  increased,  that  we  shall  be  enlarged  by  you  according  to 
our  rule  abundantly, 

16  To  preach  the  gospel  in  the  regions  beyond  you,  and 
not  to  boast  in  another  man's  line  of  things  made  ready  to 
our  hand. 

17  But  he  that  glorieth,  let  him  glory  in  the  Lord. 

18  For  not  he  that  commendeth  himself  is  approved,  but 
whom  the  Lord  commendeth. 
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1 1    Would  that  ye  could  bear  with  me  in  a  little  foolish- 

2  ness:  nay  indeed  bear  with  me.  For  I  am  jealous  over 
you  with  a  godly  jealousy ;  for  I  espoused  you  to  oue 
husband,  that  I  might  present  you  as  a  pure  virgin  io 

3  Christ.  But  I  fear,  lest  by  any  means,  as  the  serpent 
beguiled  Eve  in  his  craftiness,  your  nainds  should  be 
corrupted  from  the   simplicity  and  the  purity  that  is 

4  toward  Christ.  For  if  he  tliat  cometh  preacheth  another 
Jesus,  whom  we  did  not  preach,  or  if  ye  receive  a  dif- 
ferent spirit,  which  ye  did  not  receive,  or  a  different 
gospel,  which  ye  did  not  accept,  ye  do  well  to  bear  with 

6  him.  For  I  reclion  that  I  am  not  a  whit  behind  tlie  very 

6  chief  est  apostles.  But  though  /  he  rude  in  speecli,  yet 
am  I  not  in  knowledge;   nay,  in  every  thing  we  have 

7  made  it  manifest  among  all  men  to  you- ward.  Or  did  I 
commit  a  sin  in  abasing  myself  that  ye  might  be  exalted, 
because  I  preached  to  you  the  gospel  of  God  for  nought? 

8  I  robbed  other  churches,  taking  wages  of  them  that  I 

9  might  minister  unto  you;  and  w lien  I  was  prrs^nt  with 
you  and  was  in  want,  I  was  not  w  bunleu  fm  any  man;  for 
the  brethren,  when  they  came  IVom  .Macodonisu  .siipplied 
the  measure  of  my  want;  and  ui  evt^ry  thing  I  kept 
myself  from  being  burdensome  unto  vou,  nnd  ^o  will  I 

10  keep  myself.    As  the  truth  of  Christ  is  in  mt^,  iu>  man 
shall  stop  me  of  this  glorjdng  in  the  icjririn^s  of  Aehaiii? 

11  Wherefore?  because  I  love  you  not?^  God  knowetli, 

12  But  what  I  do,  that  I  will  do.  tbL[t  I  may  cut  off  oof^. 
sion  from  them  which  desire  an  nrcfisioir;  tbiil.  whoreia 

13  they  glory,  fhey  may  be  found  even  as  we»    For  such 

men    are  false  apostles,  deceitful  workers,  fashioning 
themselves  into  apostles  of  Christ.     And  no  marvel; 

14  for  even  Satan  fashioneth  himself  into  an  angel  of  light. 

15  It  is  no  great  thing  therefore  if  his  Dlinisters  also  fash- 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

Out  of  his  jealousy  over  the  Corinthians,  who  seemed  to  make 
more  account  of  the  false  apostles  than  of  him,  he  entereth  into  a 


any  their  charge,  13  shetotng  that  he  vKis  not  inferior  i 
caitful  workers  in  any  legal  prerogative,  23  and  in  the  service  of 
Christ,  and  in  all  kind  of  sufferings  for  his  miaiistry,  far  supe- 
rior. 

"VTTOULD  to  God  ye  could  bear  with  me  a  little  in  m^ 
VV     folly:  and  indeed  bear  with  me. 

2  For  I  am  jealous  over  you  with  godly  jealousy:  for  I 
have  espoused  you  to  one  husband,  that  I  may  present  you 
as  a  chaste  virgin  to  Christ. 

3  But  I  fear,  lest  by  any  means,  as  the  serpent  beguiled 
Eve  through  his  subtilty,  so  your  minds  should  be  cor- 
rupted from  the  simplicity  that  is  in  Christ.  , 

4  For  if  he  th^t  cometh  preacheth  another  Jesus,  whom 
we  have  not  preached,  or  ^  ye  receive  another  spirit, 
which  ye  have  not  received,  or  another  gospel,  which  ye 
have  not  accepted,  ye  might  well  bear  with  7iim. 

5  For  I  suppose  1  was  not  a  whit  behind  the  very  chief- 
est  apostles. 

6  But  though  I  be  rude  in  speech,  yet  not  in  knowledge; 
but  we  have  &en  thoroughly  made  manifest  among  you  in 
all  things.  * 

7  Have  I  committed  an  offence  in  abasing  myself  that  ye 
might  l)e  exjUted,  because  I  liave  preached  to  you  the  gos- 
pel of  God  freely? 

8  I  robbed  other  churches,  taking  wages  of  them,  to  do 
you  service. 

9  And  when  I  was  present  with  you,  and  wanted,  I  was 
chargeable  to  no  man:  for  that  which  was  lacking  to  me 
the  brethren  wliich  came  from  Macedonia  supplied:  and  in 
all  things  I  have  kept  myself  from  being  burdensome  unto 
you,  and  so  will  I  keep  inyHelf. 

10  As  the  truth  of  Christ  is  in  me,  no  man  shall  stop  me 
of  this  boasting  in  the  regions  of  Achaia. 

11  Wherefore?  because  I  love  you  not?    God  knoweth. 

12  But  what  I  do,  tlmt  I  will  do,  that  I  may  cutoff  occa- 
sion from  them  which  desire  occasion;  that  wherein  they 
glory,  they  may  be  found  even  as  we. 

13  For  such  are  false  apostles,  deceitful  workers,  trans- 
forming themselves  into  the  apostles  of  Christ. 

14  And  no  marvel ;  for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into 
an  angel  of  light. 

15  Therefore  itisuQ  great  thing  if  his  ministers  also  be 
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ion  themselves  as  ministers  of  righteousness;  whose  end 
shall  be  according  to  their  works. 

16  I  say  again,  Let  no  man  think  me  foolish ;  but  if  ye 
do,  yet  as  foolish  receive  me,  that  I  also  may  glory  a 

17  little.  That  which  I  speak,  I  speak  not  after  the  Lord, 
but  as  in  foolishness,  in  this  confidence  of  glorying. 

18  Seeing  that  many  glory  after  the  flesh,  I  will  glory  also. 

19  For  ye  bear  witli  the  foolish  gladly,  being  wise  your- 

20  ^dmB.  For  ye  bear  with  a  man,  if  he  bringeth  you  into 
bondage,  if  he  devoureth  you,  if  he  taketh  you  ca'pHte, 

21  if  he  exalteth  himself,  if  he  emiteth  you  on  the  face.  I 
speak  by  way  of  disparagement,  as  though  we  had  been 
weak.     Yet  whereinsoever  any  is  bold  1  (speak  in  fool- 

22  ishness),  I  am  bold  also.  Are  they  Hebrews?  so  am  1. 
Are  they  Israelites?  so  am  I.    Are  they  the  seed  of 

23  Abraham?  so  am  I.  Are  they  ministers  of  Christ?  (I 
speak  as  one  beside  himself)  I  more;  in  labours  more 
abundantly,   in    prisons  more  abundantly,  in    stripes 

24  above  measure,  in  deaths  oft.     Of  the  Jews  five  times 

25  received  I  forty  stripes  save  one.  Thrice  was  I  beaten 
with  rods,  once   was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  ship- 

26  wreck,  a  night  and  a  day  have  I  begn  in  the  deep;  in 
iourneyings  often,  in  perils  of  rivers,  in  perils  of  rob- 
bers, in  perils  from  my  countrymen,  in  perils  from  the 
Gentiles,  in  perils  in  the  city,  in  perils  in  the  wilder- 
ness, in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among  false  breth- 

27  ren ;  in  labour  and  travail,  in  watchings  often,  in  hun- 
ger and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  nakedness. 

28  Beside  those  things  that  are  without,  there  is  that  which 
presseth  upon  me  daily,  anxiety  for  all  the  churches. 

29  Who  is  weak,   and  I  am  not  weak?  who  is  made  to 

30  stumble,  and  I  bum  not?  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I 
will  glory  of  the  things  that  concern  my  weakness. 

31  The   God  and   Father  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  he  who  is 

32  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I.  lie  not.  In  Da- 
mascus the  governor  under  Aretas  the  king  guarded 

33  the  city  of  the  Damascenes,  in  order  to  take  me :  and 
through  a  window  was  I  let  down  in  a  basket  by  the 
waU,  and  escaped  his  hands. 
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transformed  as  the  ministers  of  righteousness;  whose  end 
shall  be  according  to  their  works. 

16  I  say  again,  Let  no  man  think  me  a  fool;  if  otherwise, 
yet  as  a  fool  receive  me,  that  I  may  boast  myself  a  little. 

17  That  which  I  speak,  I  speak  it  not  after  the  Lord,  but 
as  it  were  foolishly,  in  this  confidence  of  boasting. 

18  Seeing  that  many  glory  after  the  flesh,  I  will  glory 
also. 

19  For  ye  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves  are 
wise. 

20  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man  bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a 
man  devour  you,  if  a  man  take  of  you,  if  a  man  exalt 
himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on  the  face. 

21  I  speak  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though  we  liad 
been  weak.  Howlieit  whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (I  speak 
foolishly,)  I  am  bold  also. 

22  Are  they  Hebrews?  so  am  I.  Are  they  Israelites?  so 
am  I.     Are  they  the  seed  of  Abraham?  so  am  I. 

23  Are  they  ministers  of  Christ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool)  1  am 
more ;  in  labours  more  abundant,  in  stripes  above  measure, 
in  prisons  more  frequent,  in  deaths  oft. 

24  Of  the  Jews  five  times  received  I  forty  stripes  save 
one. 

25  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned, 
thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been 
in  the  deep; 

26  In  joumeyings  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of 
robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  men  coimtrymen,  in  perils  by  the 
heathen,  in  perils  in  the  city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in 
perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among  false  brethren ; 

27  In  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings  often,  in 
hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  naked- 
ness. 

28  Beside  those  things  that  are  without,  that  which  com- 
eth  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches. 

29  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak?  who  is  offended, 
and  I  burn  not? 

30  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory  of  the  things  which 
concern  mine  infirmities. 

31  The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which 
is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I  lie  not. 

32  In  Damascus  the  governor  under  Aretas  the  king  kept 
the  city  of  the  Daniascenes  with  a  garrison,  desirous  to 
apprehend  me : 

33  And  through  a  window  in  a  basket  was  I  let  down  by 
the  wall,  and  escaped  his  hands. 
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12  I  must  needs  glory,  though  it  is  not  expedient; 
but  I  will  come  to  visions  and  revelations  of  the  Lord. 

2  I  know  a  man  in  Christ,  fourteen  years  ago  (whether 
in  the  body,  I  know  not;  or  whether  out  oi  tlie  body, 
I  know  not;   God    knoweth),  sucli  a  one  caught  up 

3  even  to  the  third  heaven.  And  I  know  such  a  man 
(whether  in  the  body,  or  apart  from  the  body,  I  know 

4  not;  God  knoweth).  how  that  he  was  caught  up  into 
Paradise,  and  heard  unspeakable  words,   which   it  is 

•   5  not  lawful  for  a  man  to  utter.     On  behalf  of  such  a 
one  will  I  glory :  but  on  mine  own  behalf  I  will  not 

6  glory,  save  in  my  weaknesses.  For  if  I  should  desire 
to  glory,  I  shall  not  be  foolisli ;  tor  I  shall  speak  the 
truth:  but  I  forbear,  lest  any  man  should  account  of 
me  above  that  which   he   seeth   me   to  he  or  hearetU 

7  from  rae>  And  by  reason  of  the  exceeding  greatness 
of  the  revelations — wherefore,  that  I  should  not  bo 
exalted  overmuch,  there  was  given  to  me  a  thorn  in 
the  flesh,  a  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me,   that  I 

8  should  not  be  exalted  overmuch.  Concerning  this 
thing  I  besought  the  Lord  thrice,  that  it  might  depart 

9  from  me.  And  he  hath  said  unto  me,  My  grace  is 
sufficient  for  thee*  for  my  power  is  made  perfect  in 
weakness.  Most  gladly  therefore  will  I  rather  glory 
in  my  weaknesses,   that   the  strength  of  Christ  may 

10  rest  upon  me.  Wlierefore  I  take  pleasure  in  weak- 
nesses, in  injuries,  in  necessities,  in  persecutions,  in 
distresses,  for  Christ's  sake:  for  when  I  am  weak,  then 
am  I  strong. 

11  I  am  become  foolish;  ye  compelled  me;  for  I  ought 
to  have  been  commended  of  you:  for  in  nothing  was  I 
behind  the  very  ciiiefest  apostles,  though  I  am  nothing. 

12  Truly  the  signs  of  an  apostle  were  wrought  among  you 
in  all  patience,  by  signs  and  wonders  and  mighty  works. 

13  For  what  is  there  wherein  ye  were  made  inferior  to  the 
rest  of  the  churches,  except  it  be  that  I  myself  was  not 
a  burden  to  you?  forgive  mc  tiiis  wrong. 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

1  For  commendina  of  his  apostleship^  though  he  might  glory  of  his 
wonderfvX  revelations^  9  yet  he  rather  chooseth  to  glory  of  his 
infirmitiesit  11  blaming  them  for  forcing  him  to  this  vain  boasting. 
14  Hepromiseth  to  come  to  them  again:  but  yet  altogether  in  the 
affection  of  a  fatft^r^  20  alth^ough  he  feareth  he  shall  to  his  grief 
fikd  many  offenders^  and  publvck  disorders  there. 

IT  is  not  expedient  for  me  doubtless  to  glory.    I  will 
come  to  visions  and  revelations  of  tlie  Lord. 

2  I  knew  a  man  in  Christ  above  fourteen  years  ago, 
(whether  in  the  body,  I  cannot  tell;  or  whether  out  of  the 
body,  I  cannot  tell:  God  kuoweth;)  such  an  one  caught  up 
to  the  third  heaven. 

3  And  I  knew  such  a  man,  (whether  in  the  body,  or  out 
of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell :  God  knoweth ;) 

4  How  that  he  was  caught  up  into  paradise,  and  heard 
unspeakable  words,  which  it  is  not  lawful  for  a  man  to 
utter. 

5  Of  such  an  one  will  I  glory:  yet  of  myself  I  will  not 
glory,  but  in  mine  infirmities. 

6  For  though  I  would  desire  to  glory,  I  shall  not  be  a 
fool;  fori  will  say  the  truth:  but  now  I  forbear,  lest  any 
man  should  think  of  me  above  that  which  he  seeth  me  to 
be,  or  that  he  heareth  of  me. 

7  And  lest  I  should  be  exalted  above  measure  through 
the  abundance  of  the  revelations,  there  was  given  to  me  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh,  the  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me,  lest 
I  should  be  exalted  above  measure. 

8  For  this  thing  I  besought  the  Lord  thrice,  that  it  might 
depart  from  me. 

9  And  he  said  unto  me.  My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee : 
for  my  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.  Most  gladly 
therefore  will  I  rather  glory  in  my  inflrmities,  that  the 
power  of  Christ  may  rest  upon  me. 

10  Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in  infirmities,  in  rep/oaches, 
in  necessities,  in  persecutions,  in  distresses  lor  Christ's 
sake:  for  when  I  am  weak,  then  am  I  strong. 

11  I  am  become  a  fool  in  glorying;  ye  have  compelled 
me:  for  I  ought  to  have  been  commended  of  you:  for  in 
nothing  am  I  behind  the  very  chiefest  apostles,  though  I 
be  nothing. 

12  Ttuly  the  signs  of  an  apostle  were  wrought  among 
you  in  all  patience,  in  signs,  and  wonders,  and  mighty 
deeds. 

18  For  what  is  it  wherein  ye  were  inferior  to  other 
churches,  except  it  be  that  I  myself  was  not  burdensome  to 
you?  forgive  me  this  wrong. 
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14  Behold,  this  is  the  third  time  I  am  ready  to  come 
to  you;  and  I  will  not  be  a  burden  to  you:  for  I  seek 
not  yours,  but  you :  for  the  children  ought  not  to  lay 
up  for  the  parents,  but  the  parents  for  the  children. 

15  And  I  will  most  gladly  spend  and  be  spent  for  your 
souls.     If  I  love  you  more  abundantly,  am  I  loved 

16  the  less?    But  be  it  so,  I  did  not  myself  burden  you; 

17  but,  being  crafty,  I  caught  you  with  guile.  Did  I 
take  advantage  of  you  by  any  one  of  them  whom  I 

18  have  sent  uuto  you?  I  exhorted  Titus,  and  I  sent 
the  brother  with  him.  Did  Titus  take  any  advantage 
of  you?  walked  we  not  by  the  same  Spirit?  walked  we 
not  in  the  same  steps? 

19  Ye  think  all  this  time  that  we  are  excusing  ourselves 
unto  you.    In  the  sight  of  God  speak  we  in  Christ.   But 

20  all  things,  beloved,  are  for  your  edifying.  For  I  fear, 
lest  by  any  means,  when  I  come,  I  should  find  you  not 
such  as  I  would,  and  should  myself  be  found  of  you 
such  as  ye  would  not;  lest  by  any  means  there  shoutd  he 
strife,  jealousy,  wraths,  factions,  backbitings,  whisper- 

21  ings,  swellings,  tumults;  lest,  when  I  come  again,  my 
God.  should  humble  m%  before  you,  and  I  should  mourn 
for  many  of  them  that  have  sinned  heretofore,  and  re- 

'  pented  not  of  the  uncleannesa  and  fornication  and  las- 
civiousness  which  they  committed. 


13  This  is  the  third  time  I  am  coming  to  you.  At  the 
mouth  of  two  witnesses  or  three  shall  every  word  be 

2  established.  I  have  said  beforehand,  and  I  do  say 
beforehand,  as  when  I  was  present  the  second  time,  so 
now,  being  absent,  to  them  that  have  sinned  heretofore, 
and  to  all  the  rest,  that,  if  I  come  again,  I. will  not 

3  spare ;  seeing  that  ye  seek  a  proof  of  Christ  that  speak - 
eth  in  me;  who  to  you- ward  is  not  weak,  but  is  power- 

4  ful  in  you:  for  he  was  crucified  through  weakness,  yet 
he  liveth  through  the  power  of  God.  For  we  also  are 
weak  in  him,  but  we  shall  live  with  him  through  the 

5  power  of  God  toward  you.  Try  your  own'  selves, 
whether  ye  be  in  the  faith;  prove  your  own  selves.  Or 
know  ye  not  as  to  your  own  selves,  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
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14  Behold,  the  third  time  I  am  ready  to  o(»ne  to  you; 
and  I  will  not  be  burdensome  to  you:  for  I  seek  not  your's, 
but  you :  for  the  children  ought  not  to  lay  up  for  the  par- 
ents, but  the  parents  for  the  children. 

15  And  I  will  very  gladly  spend  and  be  spent  for  you; 
though  the  more  abundantly  I  love  you,  the  less  I  beloved. 

16  But  be  it  so,  I  did  not  burden  you :  nevertheless,  being 
crafty,  I  caught  you  with  guile. 

17  Did  I  make  a  gain  of  you  by  any  of  them  whom  1 
sent  unto  you? 

18  I  desired  Titus,  ami  with  him  I  sent  a  brother.  Did 
'  Titus  make  a  gain  of  you?  walked  we  not  in  the  same 

spirit?  walked  we  not  in  the  same  steps? 

19  Again,  think  ye  that  we  excuse  ourselves  unto  you? 
we  speak  before  God  in  Christ:  huiwedo  all  things,  dearly 
beloved,  for  your  edifying. 

20  For  I  fear,  lest,  when  I  come,  I  shall  not  find  you 
such  as  I  would,  and  that  I  shall  be  found  unto  you  such 
as  ye  would  not:  lest  there  he  debates,  envyings,  wraths, 
strifes,  backbitings,  whisperings,  swellings,  tumults: 

21  AndXe^iy  when  I  come  again,  mv  God  will  humble 
me  among  you,  and  that  I  shall  bewail  many  which  have 
sinned  already,  and  have  not  repented  of  the  uncleanness 
and  fornication  and  lasciviousness  which  they  have  com 
mitted. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

-  He  threateneth  severity^  and  the  power  of  his  apostleahip  against 
obstinate  sinners.  5  And  advising  them  to  a  trial  of  their  faith, 
7  and  to  a  reformation  of  their  sins  before  his  coming,  11  he  con- 
cludeth  his  epistle  unth  a  general  exhortation  and  a  prayer. 

rilHIS  is  the  third  tifne  I  am  coming  to  you.  In  the 
J.,  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  shall  every  word  be 
established. 

2  I  told  you  before,  and  foretell  you,  as  if  1  were 
present,  the  second  time;  and  being  absent  now  I  write  to 
them  which  heretofore  have  sinned,  and  to  all  other,  that, 
if  I  come  again,  I  will  not  spare: 

3  Since  ye  seek  a  proof  of  Christ  speaking  in  me,  which 
10  you-ward  is  not  weak,  but  is  mighty  in  you. 

4  For  though  he  was  crucified  through  weakness,  yet  he 
liveth  by  the  power  of  God.  For  we  also  are  weak  in  him, 
but  we  shall  live  with  him  by  the  power  of  God  toward 
you. 

5  Examine  yourselves,  whether  ye  be  in  the  faith;  prove 
your  own  selves.  Know  ye  not  your  own  selves,  Low  thai 
Jesus  Christ  is  in  you,  except  ye  be  reprobates? 
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6  in  you?  unless  indeed  ye  jje  reprobate.  But  I  hope  that 

7  ye  shall  know  that  we  are  not  reprobate.  Now  we  pray 
to  God  that  ye  do  ho  evil;  not  that  we  may  appear  ap- 
proved, but  that  ye  may  do  that  which  is  honourable, 

8  though  we  be  as  reprobate.   For  we  can  do  nothing 

9  against  the  truth,  but  for  the  truth.  For  we  rejoice, 
when  we  are  weak,  and  ye  are  strong:  this  we  also  pray 

10  for,  even  your  perfecting.  For  this  cause  I  write  these 
things  while  absent,  that  I  may  not  when  present  deal 
shaiply,  according  to  the  an thoVity  which  the  Lord  gave

11  Finally,  brethren,  farewell.  'Be  perfected;  be  com-i 
forted;  be  of  the  same  mind;  live  in  peace:  and  the 

12  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you.  Salute  one 
another  with  a  holy  kiss. 

13  All  the  saints  salute  you. 

14  The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Qirist,  and  the  love  of 
God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with 
you  all.

1     Pauij,  an  apostle  (not  from  men,  neither  through 

man,  but  through  Jesus  Christ,  and  God  the  Father,

3  which  are  with  me,  unto  the  churches  of  Galatia:  Grace 
to  you  and  peace  from  God  the  Father,  and  our  Lord 

4  Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  he 
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6  But  I  trust  that  ye  shall  know  that  we  are  not  repro- 
bates. 

7  Now  I  pray  to  (Jod  that  ye  do  no  evil;  noC  that  we 
should  appear  approved,  but  that  ye  should  do  that  which 
is  honest,  though  we  be  as  reprobates. 

8  For  we  can  do  nothing  against  the  truth,  but  for  the 
trutt. 

9  ¥ov  we  are  glad,  when  we  are  weak,  and  ye  are  strong: 
and  this  also  we  wish,  even  your  perfection. 

10  Therefore  I  write  these  things  being  absent,  lest  being 
present  I  should  use  sharpness,  accorain^  to  the  power 
which  the  Lord  hath  given  me  to  edification,  and  not  to 
destruction. 

11  Finally,  brethren,  farewell.  Be  perfect,  be  of  good 
comfort,  be  of  one  mind,  live  in  peace;  and  the  Qod  of 
love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you. 

13  Greet  one  another  with  an  holy  kiss. 

13  All  the  saints  salute  you. 

14  The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of 
God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you 
all.

THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 

GALATIAIsTS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

6  He  uoondereth  that  they  h^ve  so  soon  left  him  and  the  gospel^  8 
and  aocurseth  those  that  preach  any  other  gospel  than  he  did.  11 
He  learned  the  gospel  not  of  men^  but  of  Qod :  14  and  sheweth 
what  he  was  before  his  calling^  17  aaid  what  he  did  presently 
aftet  it. 

PAUL,  an  apostle,  (not  of  men,  neither  by  man,  but  by 
Jesus  Christ,  and  Qod  the  Father,  who  raised  him 
from  the  dead ;) 

2  And  all  the  brethren  which  are  with  me,  imto  the 
churches  of  Galatia: 

3  Grace  be  to  you  and  peace  from  God  the  Fn  Jther,  and 
from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

4  Who  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  he  might  deliver 
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might  deliver  us  out  of  this  present  evil  world,  accord- 

5  ing  to  the  will  of  our  God  and  Father:  to  whom  be  the 
glory  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

6  I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  quickly  removing  from  him 
that  called  you  in  the  grace  of  Christ  unto  a  different 

7  gospel ;  which  is  not  another  gospel:  only  there  are  some 
that  trouble  you,  and  would  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

8  But  though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  sliould  preach 
unto  you  any  gospel  other  than  that  which  we  preached 

9  unto  you,  let  him  be  anathema.  As  we  have  said  be- 
fore, so  say  I  now  again,  If  any  man  preacheth  unto 
you  any  gospel  other  tlian  that  which  ye  received,  let 

10  him  be  anathema.  For  am  I  now  persuading  men,  or 
God?  or  am  I  seeking  to  please  men?  if  I  were  still 
pleasing  men,  I  should  not  be  a  servant  of  Christ. 

11  For  I  make  known  to  you,  brethren,  as  touching  the 
gospel  which  was  preached  by  me,  that  it  is  not  after 

12  man.  For  neither  did  I  receive  it  from  man,  nor  was 
I  taught  it,  but  it  came  to  me  through  revelation  of  Jesus 

13  Christ.  For  ye  have  heard  of  my  manner  <»f  life  in 
time  past  in  the  Jews'  religion,  how  that  beyond  meas- 
ure I  persecuted  the  church  of  God,  and  made  havock 

14  of  it:  and  I  advanced  in  the  Jews'  religion  beyond  many 
of  mine  own  age  among  my  countrymen,  beins  more 
exceedingly  zealous  for  the  traditions  of  my  fathers. 

15  But  when  it  was  the  good  pleasure  of  God,  who  sepa- 
rated me,  even  from  my  mother's  womb,  and  called  me 

16  through  his  grace,  to  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might 
preach  him  among  the  Gentiles;   immediately  I  con- 

17  ferred  not  with  flesh  and  blood :  neither  went  I  up  to 
Jerusalem  to  them  which  were  apostles  before  me :  but 
I  went  away  into  Arabia ;  and  again  I  returned  unto 
Damascus. 

18  Then  after  three  years  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  visit 

19  Cephas,  and  tarried  with  him  fifteen  days.  But  other 
of  the  apostles  saw  I  none,  save  James  the  Lord's  brother. 

20  Now  touchins:  the  things  which  I  write  unto  you,  be- 

21  hold,  before  God,  I  lie  not.  Then  I  came  into  the  regions 

22  of  Syria  and  Cilicia.    And  I  was  still  unknown  by  face 

23  unto  the  churches  of  Judaea  which  were  in  Christ:  but 
they  only  heard  say,  He  that  once  persecuted  us  now 

24  preacheth  the  faith  of  which  he  once  made  havock;  and 
they  glorified  God  in  me. 
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118  from  tWs  pi^efaent  evil  world,  according  to  the  will  of 
God  aod  our  Fatber: 
6  To  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  evor.    Amen, 

6  I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  removed  from  him  that 
called  you  into  the  grace  of  Christ  unto  another  gospel: 

7  Which  is  not  another;  but  there  be  some  that  trouble 
,you,  and  would  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ, 

8  But  though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  preach  any 
other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  which  we  have  preached 

.unto  you,  let  him  be  accursed, 

S  As  we  said  before,  so  say  I  now  again.  If  any  man 
preach  any  other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  ye  have 
received,  let  him  be  accursed. 

10  For  do  I  now  persuade  men,  or  God?  or  do  I  seek  to 
please  men?  for  if  1  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not  be  the 
servant  of  Christ 

11  But  1  certify  you,  bi^thren,  that  the  gospel  which 
was  preached  of  me  is  not  after  man. 

12  For  I  neither  received  it  of  man,  neither  was  I  taught 
it^  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ 

13  For  ye  have  heaixi  of  my  conversation  in  time  past  in 
the  Jews'  religion,  how  that  beyond  measure  I  persecuted 
the  church  of  God,  and  wasted  it: 

14  And  profited  in  the  Jews'  religion  above  many  my 
equals  in  mine  own  nation,  being  more  exceedingly  zeal- 
ous of  tlie  traditions  cf  my  fathera 

15  But  when  it  pleased  God,  who  separated  me  from  my 
mother's  womb,  and  called  me  by  his  grace, 

16  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach  him 
among  the  heathen;  immediately  I  conferred  not  with  flesh 
and  blood : 

17  Neither  went  I  up  to  Jerusalem  to  them  which  were 
apostles  before  me;  but  I  went  into  Aiabia,  and  returned 
again  unto  Damascus. 

18  Tlien  after  three  years  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  see 
Peter,  and  abode  Avith  him  fifteen  days. 

19  But  other  of  the  apostles  saw  I  none,  save  James  the 
Lord's  brother. 

20  Now  the  things  which  I  write  unto  you,  behold,  be- 
fore God,  I  lie  not. 

21  Afterwards  I  came  into  the  regions  of  Syria  and  Cihcia ; 

22  And  was  unknown  by  face  unto  the  churches  of  Judaea 
which  were  in  Christ: 

23  But  they  had  heard  only.  That  he  which  persecuted 
us  in  times  past  now  preacheth  the  faith  which  once  he 
destroyed. 

24  And  they  glorified  God  in  me. 
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2  Then  after  the  space  of  fourteen  years  I  went  up  again 
to  Jerusalem  with  Barnabas,  taking  Titus  also  with  me. 

2  And  I  went  up  by  revelation ;  and  I  laid  before  them 
the  gospel  which  1  preached  among  the  Gentiles,  but  pri- 
vately before  them  who  were  of  repute,  lest  by  any  means 

3  I  should  be  running,  or  had  run,  in  vain.  But  not  even 
Titus  who  was  with  me,  being  a  Greek,  was  compelled  to 

4  be  circumcised :  and  that  because  of  the  false  brethren 
privily  brought  in,  who  came  in  privily,  to  spy  out  our 
liberty  which  we  have  in  Christ  Jesus,  that  they  might 

5  bring  us  into  bondage :  to  whom  we  gave  place  in  the  way 
of  subjection,  no,  not  for  an  hour;  that  the  truth  of  the 

6  gospel  might  continue  with  you.  But  from  those  who 
were  reputed  to  be  somewhat  (whatsoever  they  were,  it 
maketh  no  matter  to  me:  God  accepteth  not  man's  per- 
son)—they,  I  say,  who  were  of  repute  imparted  nothing 

7  to  me:  but  contrariwise,  when  they  saw  that  I  had  been 
intrusted  with  the  gospel  of  the  uncircumcision,  even 

8  as  Peter  with  the  gospel  of  the  circumcision  (for  he  that 
wrought  for  Peter  unto  the  apostleship  of  the  circumci^ 

9  sion  wrought  for  me  also  unto  the  Gentiles);  and  when 
thev  perceived  the  grace  that  was  given  unto  me,  James 
and  Cephas  and  John,  they  who  were  reputed  to  be 
pillars,  gave  to  me  and  Barnabas  the  right  hands  of 
fellowship,  that  we  should  go  unto  the  Gentiles,  and 

10  they  unto  the  circumcision;  only  tliey  would  that  we 
should  remember  the  poor;  which  very  thing  I  was  also 
zealous  to  do. 

11  But  when  Cephas  came  to  Antioch,  I  resisted  him  to 

12  the  face,  because  he  stood  condemned.  For  before  that 
certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat  with  the  Gentiles : 
but  when  they  came,  he  drew  back  and  separated  him- 

18  self,  fearing  them  that  were  of  the  circumcision.  And 
the  rest  of  the  Jews  dissembled  likewise  with  him;  inso- 
much that  even  Barnabas  was  carried  away  with  their 

14  dissimulation.  But  when  I  saw  that  they  walked  not 
uprightly  according  to  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  I  said 
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CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  shewetk  when  he  went  up  again  to  Jertualem,  and  for  what 
purpose:  3  and  that  Titus  was  not  circumcised:  11  and  that  he  re- 
sisted Peter ^  and  told  him  the  reason^  14  why  he  and  other^  being 
JewSy  do  believe  in  Christ  to  be  justified  by  faith,  and  not  by 
works:  20  and  that  they  live  not  in  «in,  who  are  so  justified. 

ri^HEN  fourteen  years  after  I  went  up  again  to  Jerusa- 
JL    lem  with  Barnabas,  and  took  Titus  witli  me  also. 

2  And  I  went  up  by  revelation,  and  communicated  unto 
them  that  gospel  which  I  preach  amoDg  the  Gentiles,  but 
privately  to  them  which  were  of  reputation,  lest  by  any 
means  1  should  run,  or  had  ran,  in  vain. 

3  But  neither  Titus,  who  was  with  me,  being  a  Greek, 
WHS  compelled  to  be  circumcised : 

4  And  that  because  of  false  brethren  unawares  brought 
in,  who  came  in  privily  to  spy  out  our  liberty  which  we 
have  in  Christ  Jesus,  that  they  might  bring  us  into  bondage : 

6  To  whom  we  gave  place  by  subjection,  no,  not  for  an 
hour;  that  the  truth  of  tiie  gospel  might  continue  with  you. 

6  But  of  those  who  seemed  to  be  somewhat,  (whatsoever 
they  were,  it  maketh  no  matter  to  me :  God  accepteth  no 
man's  person :)  for  they  who  seemed  to  be  somewliat  in  con- 
ference added  nothing  to  me: 

7  But  contrariwise,  when  they  saw  that  the  gospel  of  the 
un circumcision  was  committed  unto  me,  as  tJie  gospel  of 
the  circumcision  was  unto  Peter ; 

8  (For  he  that  wrought  effectually  in  Peter  to  the  apos- 
tleship  of  the  circumcision,  the  same  was  mighty  in  me  to- 
ward the  €^entiles:) 

9  And  when  James,  Cephas,  and  John,  who  seemed  to 
be  pillars,  perceived  the  grace  that  was  given  unto  me,  they 
gave  to  me  and  Barnabas  the  right  hands  of  fellowsl^p; 
that  we  should  go  unto  the  heathen,  and  they  unto  the  cir- 
cumcision. 

10  Only  they  would  that  we  should  remember  the  poor; 
the  same  which  I  also  was  forward  to  do. 

11  But  when  Peter  was  come  to  Antiochj  I  withstood 
him  to  the  face,  because  he  was  to  be  blamed. 

13  For  before  that  certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat 
with  the  Gentiles:  but  when  they  were  come,  he  withdrew 
and  separated  himself,  fearing  them  which  were  of  the  cir- 
cumcision. 

13  And  the  other  Jews  dissembled  likewise  with  him; 
insomuch  that  Barnabas  also  was  carried  away  with  their 
dissimulation. 

14  But  when  I  saw  that  they  walked  not  uprightly  ac- 
cording to  the  trath  of  the  gospel,  I  said  unto  Peter  before 
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\into  Cephas  before  tJiein  all.  If  tboii,  being  a  Jew,  livest 
as  do  the  Gentiles,  and  not  as  do  the  Jews,  how  com- 

15  pellest  thou  the  Gentiles  to  live  as  do  the  Jews?  W^ 
being  Jew^s  by  nature,  and  not  sinners  of  the  Gentiles. 

16  yet  knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works  of 
the  law,  save  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  be- 
lieved on  Christ  Jesus,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith 
in  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law :  because  by 

17  the  works  orf  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  But  if, 
while  we  sought  to  be  justified  in  Christ,  we  ourselves 
also  were  found  sinners,  is  Christ  a  minister  of  sin? 

18  God  forbid.    For  if  I  build  up  again  those  things  which 

19  I  destroyed,  I  prove  myself  a  transgressor.  Vor  1  through 
the  law  died  unto  tlie  law,  that  I  might  live  unto  God. 

20  I  have  been  crucified  with  Christ;  yet  I  live;  and  pet  no 
longer  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  that  life  which  I 
now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live  in  faith,  the  faith  which  is  in 
the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  himself  up  for 

21  me.  I  do  not  make  void  the  grace  of  God:  for  if  right- 
eousness is  through  the  law,  then  Christ  died  for  uought. 


3  O  foolish  Galatians.  who  did  bewit<?h  you,  before 
whose  eyes  Jesus  Christ  wa«s  o|>enly  set  forth  crucified? 

2  This  only  would  I  learn  from  you.  Received  ye  the 
Spirit  by  the  works  of  the  law,  or  by  tiie  hearing  of 

3  faith?    Are  ye  so  foolish?  having  begim  in  the  Spirit, 

4  are  ye  now* perfected  in  the  flesh?    Did  ye  suffer  ao 

5  many  things  in  vain?  if  it  be  indeed  in  vain.  He  there- 
fore that  supplieth  to  you  the  Spirit,  and  worketh  mii-a- 
cles  among  you,  doetJi  he  ithy  the  works  of  the  law,  or  by 

6  the  hearing  of  faith?    Even  as  Abraham  believed  God, 

7  and  it  was  reckoned  unto  him  for  righteousness.  Know 
therefore  that  they  which  be  of  faith,  the  same  are  sons 

8  of  Abraham.  And  the  Scripture,  foreseeing  that  God 
would  justify  the  Gentiles  by  faith,  preached  the  gospel 
beforehand  unto  Abraham,  mying,  in  thee  shall  all  the 
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them  all,  If  thou,  beiug  a  Jew,  livest  after  the  manuer  of 

Gentiles,  and  not  as  do  the  Jews,  why  compellest  thou  the 

Grentiles  to  live  as  do  the  Jews? 

'  15  We  icha  are  Jews  by  nature,  and  not  sinners  of  the 

Gentiles, 

16  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works  of 
the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have  be- 
lieved in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the 
faith  of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law :  for  by  the 
works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified. 

17  But  if,  while  w6  seek  to  be  justified  by  Christ,  we 
ourselves  also  are  foimd  sinners,  is  therefore  Christ  the  min- 
ister of  sin?    God  forbid.  * 

18  For  if  I  build  again  the  things  which  I  destroyed,  I 
make  myself  a  transgressor. 

19  Fojp  I  through  the  law  am  dead  to  the  law,  that  I 
might  live  unto  God. 

20  I  am  crucified  with  Christ:  nevertheless  I  live;  yet 
not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  the  life  which  I  now 
live  in  the  flesh  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for  me. 

21  I  do  not  frustrate  the  gi-ace  of  God :  for  if  righteous- 
ness conie  by  the  law,  then  Christ  is  dead  in  vain. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  askcih  what  moved  them  to  leave  the  faiths  and  hang  upon  the 
lawf  6  They  that  believe  are  justified,  9  a7id  blessed  tvith  Abra- 
ham.   10  And  this  he  sheweth  by  many  reasons. 

O  FOOLISH  Galatians,  who  bath  bewitched  you,  that 
ye  should  not  obey  the  truth,  before  whose  eyes  Jesus 
Christ  hath  been  evidently  set  forth,  crucified  among  you? 

2  This  only  would  I  learn  of  you,  Received  ye  the  Spirit 
by  the  works  of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing  of  faith?. 

3  Are  ye  so  foolish?  having  begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye 
now  nkide  perfect  by  the  flesh  ? 

4  Have  ye  suffered  so  many  things  in  vain?  if  it  he  yet 
in  vain. 

5  He  therefore  that  ministereth  to  you  the  Spirit,  and 
worketh  miracles  among  you,  doeth  he  it  by  the  works  of 
the  law,  or  by  the  hearing  of  faith? 

6  Even  as  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was  accounted 
to  him  for  righteousness; 

7  Know  ye  therefore  that  they  which  arc  of  faith,  the 
same  are  the  children  of  Abraham. 

8  And  the  scripture,  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify 
the  heathen  throu<^li  faith,  preached  before  the  gospel  unto 
Abraham,  aaying/hi  thee  shall  all  nations  be  blessed.

9  nations  be  blessed.     So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are 

10  blessed  with  the  faithful  Abraham.  For  as  many  as  are 
of  the  works  of  the  law  are  under  a  curse:  for  it  is  writ- 
ten, Cursed  is  every  one  which  continueth  not  in  all 
things  that  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law,  to  do 

11  them.  Now  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the 
sight  of  God,  is  evident:  for,  The  righteous  shall  live  by 

12  faith;  and  the  law  is  not  of  faith;  but,  He  that  doeth 

13  them  shall  live  in  them.  Christ  redeemed  us  from  the 
curse  of  the  law,  having  become  a  curse  for  us:  for  it  is 
written.  Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree: 

14  that  upon  the  Gentiles  might  come  the  blessing  of  Abra- 
ham in  Christ  Jesus;  that  we  might  receive  the  promise 
of  the  Spirit  through  faith. 

15  Brethren,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men:  Though 
it  be  but  a  man's  covenant,  yet  when  it  hath  been  con- 

16  firmed,  no  one  maketh  it  void,  or  addeth  thereto.  Now 
to  Abraham  were  the  promises  spoken,  and  to  his  seed. 
He  saitli  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many;  but  as  of  one, 

17  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  Now  this  I  say;  A 
covenant  confirmed  beforehand  by  God,  the  law,  which 
came  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after,  doth  not  dis- 

18  annul,  so  as  to  make  the  promise  of  none  effect.  For  if 
the  inheritance  is  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise : 

19  but  God  hath  granted  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  What 
then  is  the  law  ?  It  was  added  because  of  transgressions, 
till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  hath  been 
made;  and  it  was  ordained  through  angels  by  the  hand 

20  of  a  mediator.   Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator  oi  one; 

21  but  God  is  one.  Is  the  law  then  against  the  promises  of 
God?  God  forbid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  make  alive,  verily  righteousness  would  have 

22  been  of  the  law.  Howbeit  the  scripture  hath  shut  up 
all  things  under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  believe. 

23  But  before  faith  came,  we  were  kept  in  ward  under 
the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  afterwards 

24  be  revealed.     So  that  the  law  hath  been  our  tutor  to  hHng 

25  us  unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith.  But 
now  that  faith  is  come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  tutor. 
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9  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  with  faith- 
ful Abraham. 

10  For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law  are  under 
the  curse:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  «  every  one  that  con- 
tinueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of 
the  law  to  do  them. 

11  But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight  of 
God,  it  is  evident:  for,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

12  And  the  law  is  not  of  faith:  but.  The  man  that  doeth 
them  shall  live  in  them. 

13  Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every 
one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree : 

14  That  the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the 
Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ;  that  "we  might  receive  the 
promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith. 

15  Brethren,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men ;  Though 
it  he  but  a  man's  covenant,  yet  if  it  he  confirmed,  no  man 
disannulleth,  or  addeth  thereto. 

16  Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises 
made.  He  saith  not.  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many;  but  as  of 
one.  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ. 

17  And  this  I  say,  that  the  covenant,  that  was  confirmed 
before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred 
and  thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make 
the  promise  of  none  effect. 

18  For  if  the  inheritance  he  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of 
promise :  but  God  gavo  it  to  Abraham  by  promise. 

19  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law?  It  was  added  be- 
cause of  ti-ansgressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom 
the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordained  by  angels  in 
the  hand  of  a  mediator. 

20  Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator  of  one,  but  God  is 
one. 

21  Is  the  law  then  against  the  promises  of  God?  God 
forbid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have 
given  life,  verily  righteousness  should  have  been  by  the 
law. 

22  But  the  scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that 
the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to 
them  that  believe. 

23  But  before  faith  came,  we  were  kept  under  the  law, 
shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  afterwards  be  revealed. 

24  W  herefore  the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  hring  us 
unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith. 

25  But  after  that  faith  is  come,  we  are  no  longer  uud«r 
a  scliooimaster. 
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26  For  ye  are  all  sons  of  God,  through  faith,  in  Christ 

27  Jesus.     For  as  many  of  you  as  were  haptized  into 

28  Christ  did  put  on  Christ.  There  can  be  neither  Jew  nor 
Greek,  there  can  be  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  can  be 
no  male  and  female:  for  y^e  all  are  one  man  in  Christ 

29  Jesus.  And  if  ye  are  Christ's,  then  are  ye  Abraham's 
seed,  heirs  according  to  promise. 


4      But  I  sajr  that  so  long  as  the  heir  is  a  child,  he  dif- 

ferelh  nothing  from  a  bondsei-vaut,  though  he  is  lord 

'2  of  all;  but  is  under  guardians  and  stewards  until  the 

3  term  appointed  of  the  father.  So  yve  also,  when  we 
were  children,  were  held  in  bondage  under  the  rudi- 

4  ments  of  the  world":  but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time 
came,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  bom  of  a  woman,  bom 

5  under  the  law,  that  he  might  redeem  them  which  were 
under  the  law,  that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of 

6  sons.  And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  sent  forth  the 
Spirit  of  his  Son  into  our  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father. 

7  So  that  thou  art  no  longer  a  bondservant,  but  a  son; 
and  if  a  son,  then  an  heir  through  God. 

8  Howbeit  at  that  time,  not  knowing  God,  ye  were  in 

9  bondage  to  them  which  by  nature  are  no  gods:  but 
now  that  ve  have  come  to  know  God,  or  rather  to  be 
known  or  God,  how  turn  ye  back  again  to  the  weak 
and  beggarly  rudiments,  whereunto  ye  desire  to  be  in 

10  bondage  over  again?    Ye  observe  days,  and  months; 

11  and  seasons,  and  years.  I  am  afraid  of  you,  lest  by  any 
means  I  have  bestowed  labour  upon  you  in  vain. 

12  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  be  as  I  am,  for  I  am  as  ye 

13  are.  Ye  did  me  no  wrong:  but  ye  know  that  because 
of  an  infirmity  of  the  flesh  I  preached  the  gospel  unto 

14  you  the  first  time:  and  that  which  was  a  temptation  to 
you  in  my  flesh  ye  despised  not,  nor  rejected;  but  ye 
received  me  as  an  angel  of  God,  even  as*  Christ  Jesus. 

15  Where  then  is  that  gratulation  of  yourselves?    For  I 
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r  2%  For  ye  are  all  the  eiiildrcti  of  God  by  f  aitb  in  Christ 
iJemis. 

27  For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  baptized  into  Christ 
have  put  on  Cluiat. 

28  There  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  bond 
Bor  free,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female :  for  ye  are  all 
one  in  Christ  Jesus. 

29  And  if  ye  be  Christ's,  then  aix?  ye  Abraham's  seed, 
and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  We  were  u/nder  the  law  till  Christ  came,  as  the  heir  is  under  hia 
auardian  till  he  be  of  age.  5  But  Christ  freed  tisfrom  the  law:  7 
therefore  we  are  servants  rto  longer  to  it.  14  Ste  remembereth 
their  good  will  to  him^  and  his  to  them,  22  and  ^eweth  that  we 
are  the  sons  of  Abralumi  by  the  freeuoomoM. 

NOW  I  say.  That  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child,  dif- 
fereth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of 
all: 

2  But  is  under  tutors  and  governors  until  the  time 
appointed  of  the  father* 

3  Even  so  we,  when  we  were  children,  were  in  bondage 
under  the  elements  of  the  w^orld: 

4  But  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent 
forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law. 

5  To  redeem  them  that  were  under  the  law,  that  we 
might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons. 

6  And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit 
of  his  Son  into  your  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father. 

7  Wherefore  thou  art  no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son;  and 
if  a  son,  then  an  heir  of  God  thi-ough  Clirist. 

8  Howbeit  then,  when  ye  knew  not  God,  ye  did  service 
unlo  them  which  by  nature  are  no  gods. 

9  But  now,  after  that  ye  have  known  God,  or  rather  are 
known  of  God,  how  turn.ye  again  to  the  weak  and  beg- 
garly elements,  whereunto  ye  desire  again  to  be  in  bond- 


10  Ye  observe  days,  and  months,  and  times,  and  years. 
Ill  am  afraid  of  you,  lest  I  have  bestowed  upon  you 
labour  in  vain. 

12  Brethren,  I  beseech  you,  be  as  I  am;  for  I  am  as  ye 
are:  ye  have  not  injured  me  at  all. 

13  Ye  know  how  through  infirmity  of  the  flesh  I  preached 
the  gospel  unto  you  at  the  first. 

14  And  my  temptation  which  was  in  my  flesh  3^0  despised 
liot.  nor  rejected;  but  received  me  as  an  itngel  of  God, ^t?«?i 
as  Christ  Jesus. 

15  Where  is  then  the  blessedness  ye  spake  of?  for  I  bear 
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^    bear  you  witness,   that,   if  possible,  ye  would  have 

16  plucked  out  your  eyes  and  given  them  to  me.  So  then 
am  I  become  your  enemy,   because  I  tell   you   the 

17  truth?  They  zealously  seek  you  in  no  good  way;  nay, 
they  desire  to  shut  you  out,  that  ye  may  seek  them. 

18  But  it  is  good  to  be  zealously  sought  in  a  good  matter 
at  all  times,  and  not  only  when  I  am  present  with  you. 

19  My  little  children,  of  whom  I  am  again  in  travail  until 

20  Christ  be  formed  in  you,  yea,  I  could  wish  to  be  pres- 
ent with  you  now,  and  to  change  my  voice;  for  I  am 
perplexed  about  you. 

21  Tell  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law,  do  ye  not 

22  hear  the  law?  For  it  is  written,  that  Abraham  had 
two  sons,  one  by  the  handmaid,  and  one  by  the  free* 

23  woman.  Howbeit  the  son  by  the  handmaid  is  bom 
after  the  flesh;  but  the  ^n  by  the  freewoman  is  horn 

24  through  promise.  Which  things  contain  an  allegory: 
for  these  women  are  two  covenants;  one  from  mount 
Sinai,  bearing  children  unto  bondage,  which  is  Hagar. 

25  Now  this  Hagar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answer- 
eth  to  the  Jerusalem  that  now  is:  for  she  is  in  l)onda^e 

26  with  her  children.    But  the  Jerusalem  that  is  above  is 

27  free,  which  is  our  mother.     For  it  is  written, 

Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not; 
Break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not: 
For  more  are  the  children  of  the  desolate  than  of 
her  which  hath  the  husband. 

28  Now   we,   brethren,   as   Isaac   was,   are   children    of 

29  promise.  But  as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh 
persecuted  him  that  was  born  after  the  Spirit,  even  so 

80  It  is  now.  Howbeitwhatsaith  the  scripture?  Oast  out 
the  handmaid  and  her  son:  for  the  son  of  the  hand- 
maid shall  not  inherit  with  the  son  of  the  freewoman. 

81  Wherefore,  brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  a  hand- 


5  maid,  but  of  the  freewowau.  With  freedom  did  Christ 
set  us  free :  stand  fast  therefore,  and  be  not  entangled 
again  in  a  yoke  of  bondage. 
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jou  record,  that,  if  it  had  been  possible,  ye  would  have 
plucked  out  your  own  eyes,  and  have  given  them  to  me. 

16  Am  I  therefore  become  your  enemy,  because  I  tell 
you  the  truth? 

17  They  zealously  affect  you,  hut  not  well;  yea,  they 
would  exclude  you,  that  ye  might  affect  them. 

18  But  it  is  good  to  be  zealously  affected  always  in  a 
good  thina,  and  not  only  when  I  am  present  with  you. 

19  My  little  children,  of  whom  I  travail  in  birth  again 
imtil  Christ  be  formed  in  you, 

20  I  desire  to  be  present  with  you  now,  and  to  change 
my  voice;  for  I  stand  in  doubt  of  you. 

21  Tell  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law,  do  ye  not 
hear  the  law? 

22  For  it  is  written,  that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  the 
one  by  a  bondmaid,  the  other  by  a  freewoman. 

23  But  lie  toho  vxm  of  tiie  bondwoman  was  born  after  the 
flesh.but  he  of  the  freewoman  was  by  promise. 

24  Which  things  are  an  allegory:  for  these  are  the  two 
covenants;  the  one  from  the  mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth 
to  bondage,  which  is  Agar. 

25  For  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answereth 
to  Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her 
children. 

26  But  Jerusalem  which  is  above  is  free,  which  is  the 
mother  of  us  all. 

27  For  it  is  written,  Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest 
not;  break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not:  for  the 
desolate  hath  many  more  children  than  she  which  hath  an 
husband. 

28  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of 
promise. 

29  But  as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh  persecuted 
him  that  was  born  after  the  Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now. 

30  Nevertheless  what  saith  the  scripture?  Cast  out  the 
bondwoman  and  her  son:  for  the  son  of  the  bondwoman 
shall  not  be  heir  with  the  son  of  the  freewoman. 

31  So  then,  brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  the  bond- 
woman, but  of  the  free. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  moveth  them  to  stand  in  their  liberty^  3  and  not  to  observe 
circumcision:  18  hut  rather  love,  which  is  the  sum  of  the  latuo.  19 
He  reckoneth  up  the  works  ofthefiesh^  QH  and  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit^  26  and  exhorteth  to  walk  in  the  Spirit. 

STAND  fast  therefore  in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ 
hath  made  us  free,  and  be  not  entangled  again  with 
the  yoke  of  bondage. 
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2  Behold,  I  Paul  say  unto  you,  that,  if  ye  receive  cir- 

3  cumcision,  Christ  will  profit  you  nothing.  Yea,  I 
testify  again  to  every  man  that  receiveth  circumcision, 

4  tliat  lie  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law.  Ye  are  severed 
from  Christ,  ye  who  would  be  justified    by  the  law; 

5  ye  are  fallen  away  from  grace.  For  we  through  the 
Spirit  by  faith  wait  for  the   hope  of  righteousness* 

6  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
thing,  nor  uncircumcision;  but  faith  working  through 

7  love.     Ye  were  running  well;  who  did  hinder  you  that 

8  ye  should  not  obey  the  truth?    This  persuasion  came 

9  not  of  him  that  calleth  you.     A  little  leaven  leaveneth 

10  the  whole  lump.  I  have  confidence  to  you- ward  in  the 
Lord,  that  ye  will  be  none  otherwise-minded:  but  he 
that  troubleth  you  shall  bear  his  judgement,  whosoever 

11  he  be.  But  1,'^brethren,  if  I  still  preach  circumcision, 
why  am  I  still   persecuted?  then  hath   the  stumbling- 

13  block  of  the  cross  been  done  away.  I  would  that  they 
which  unsettle  you  would  even  cut  themselves  off . 

13  For  ye,  brethi^n,  were  called  for  freedom;  only  um 
not  your  freedom   for  an    occasion  to  the  flesh,  but 

14  through  love  be  servants  one  to  another.  For  the  whole 
law  is  fulfilled  in  one  word,  even  in  this;  Thou  shalt 

16  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  But  if  ye  bite  and 
devour  one  another,  take  heed  that  ye  be  not  consumed 
one  of  another. 

16  But  I  say,  Walk  by  the  Spirit,  nnd  ye  shall  not  fulfil 

17  the  lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the  tiesh  lusteth  against  the 
Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh:  for  these  are 
contrary  the  one  to  the  other;  that  ye  may  not  do  the 

18  things  that  ye  would.     But  if  ye  are  led  by  the  Spirit, 

19  ye  are  not.  under  the  law.  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
are  manifest,  which  are  tTiese,  fornication,  uncleanness, 

20  lasciviousness,  idolatry,  sorcery,   enmities,  strife,  jeal- 

21  ousies,  wraths,  factions,  divisions,  heresies,  envyings, 
drunkenness,  revcllings,  and  such  like:  of  the  which  I 
forewarn  you,  even  sis  I  did  forewarn  you,  that  they 
which  practise  such  things  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom 

22  of  God.     But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peactf, 

23  iongsuffeiing,  kindness,  goodness,  faithfulness,  meek- 
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2  Behold,  I  Paul  say  unto  you,  that  if  ye  be  circumcised, 
Cjirist  shall  profit  you  nothing. 

3  For  I  testify  again  to  every  man  that  is  circumcised, 
that  he  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law. 

4  Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto  you,  whosoever  of 
3^ou  are  justified  by  the  law;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace. 

5  For  we  through  the  Spirit  wait  for  the  hope  of  right- 
eousness by  faith. 

6  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
tiling,  nor  uncircumcision ;  but  faith  which  worketh  by 
love. 

7  Ye  did  run  well ;  who  did  hinder  you  that  ye  should 
not  obey  the  truth? 

8  This  persuasion  cometh  not  of  him  that  calleth  you. 

9  A  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump. 

10  I  have  confidence  in  you  through  the  Lord,  that  ye 
will  be  none  otherwise  minded:  but  he  tliat  ti-oubleth  you 
shall  bear  his  judinnent.  whosoever  he  be. 

11  And  I,  brethren,  if  I  yet  preach  circumcision,  why 
do  I  yet  suffer  persecution  ?  then  is  the  offence  of  the  cross 
ceased. 

12  I  would  they  were  even  cut  off  which  trouble  you. 

13  For,  brethren,  ye  have  been  called  unto  liberty;  only 
iise  not  liberty  for  an  occasion  to  the  fle^h,  but  by  love 
serve  one  another. 

14  For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one  w^ord,  even  in  this; 
Thou  Shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

15  But  if  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another,  take  heed  that 
ye  be  not  consumed  one  of  another. 

16  This  I  say  then.  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not 
fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh. 

17  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
ngainst  the  flesh :  and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the 
other:  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would. 

18  But  if  ye  be  led  of  the  Spirit,  ye  are  not  under  the 
law. 

19  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are 
iliese;  Adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness,  lasciviousness, 

20  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatied,  variance,  emulations, 
wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies, 

21  Envyings,  murders,  drunkenness,  revellings,  and 
such  like :  of  the  which  I  teil  you  before,  as  1  have  also  told 
you  in  time  past,  that  they  which  do  such  things  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

22  But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith, 

23  Meekness,  temperance:  against  such  there  is  no  law. 
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24  ness,  temperance:  against  such  there  is  no  law.  And 
they  that  are  of  Christ  Jesus  have  crucified  the  flesh 
with  the  passions  and  the  lusts  thereof. 

25  If  we  live  by  the  Spirit,  by  the  Spirit  let  us  also  walk. 

26  Let  us  not  be  vainglorious,  provoking  one  another, 
envying  one  another. 


6  Brethren,  even  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  any  trespass, 
ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore  such  a  one  in  a  spirit  of 
meekness;  looking  to  thvself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Bear  ye  one  another's  ourdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law 

3  of  Christ.    For  if  a  man  thinketh  himself  to  be  some- 

4  thing,  when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth  himself.  But 
let  each  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then  shall  he 
have  his  glorying  in  regard  of  himself  alone,  and  not 

5  of  his  neighbour.  For  each  man  shall  bear  his  own 
burden. 

6  But  let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate 

7  unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things.  Be  not  de- 
ceived; God  is  not  mocked:  for  whatsoever  a  man  sow- 

8  eth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  For  he  that  soweth  unto 
his  own  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption;  but  he 
that  soweth  unto  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  eter- 

9  nal  life.     And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well-doing:  for  in 

10  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  taimt  not.  So  then,  as 
we  have  opportunity,  let  us  work  that  which  is  good 
toward  all  men,  and  especially  toward  them  that  are  of 
the  household  of  the  faith. 

11  See  with  how  large  letters  I  have  written  nnto  you 

12  with  mine  own  hand.  As  many  as  desire  to  make  a  fair 
show  in  the  flesh,  they  compel  you  to  be  circumcised ; 
only  that  they  may  not  be  persecuted  for  the  cross  of 

18  Christ.  For  not  even  they  who  receive  circumcision  do 
themselves  keep  the  law ;  but  they  desire  to  have  you 

14  circumcised,  that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh.  But  far 
be  it  from  me  to  glory,  save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  through  which  the  world  hath  been  cruci- 

15  fled  unto  me,  and  i  unto  the  world.  For  neither  is  cir- 
cumcision any  thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  crea- 
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d4  And  the^  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh 

with  the  affections  and  lusts. 
35  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also  walk  in  the  Spirit 
26  Let  us  not  be  desirous  of  vain  glory,  provoking  one 

another,  envying  one  another. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  He  moveth  them  to  deal  mildly  ivith  a  brother  that  hath  slipped, 
8  and  to  bear  one  another^ 8  burden:  6  to  be  libercU  to  their 
te<xcher8.  9  and  not  weary  of  well  doing.  12  He  sheweth  what  they 
intend  that  prea,ch  circumcision.  14  He  glorieth  in  nothing,  save 
in  the  cross  of  Christ. 

BRETHREN,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  jre 
which  are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit 
of  meekness;  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 
2  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of 
Christ. 

8  For  if  a  man  thing  himself  to  be  something,  when  he 
is  nothing,  he  deceiveth  himself. 

4  But  let  every  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then 
shall  he  have  rejoicing  in  himself  alone,  and  not  in  another. 

5  For  every  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden. 

6  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate  unto 
him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things. 

7  Be  not  deceived:  God  is  not  mocked:  for  whatsoever 
a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap. 

8  For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap 
corruption;  but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the 
Spirit  reap  life  everlasting. 

9  And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing:  for  in  due  sea- 
son we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not. 

10  As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good 
unto  all  men,  especiaUy  unto  them  who  are  of  the  house- 
hold of  faith. 

11  Ye  see  how  large  a  letter  I  have  written  unto  you 
with  mine  own  hand. 

12  As  many  as  desire  to  make  a  fair  shew  in  the  flesh, 
they  constrain  you  to  be  circumcised;  only  lest  they  should 
suffer  persecution  for  the  cross  of  Christ. 

18  For  neither  they  themselves  who  are  circumcised 
keep  the  law;  but  desire  to  have  you  circumcised,  that 
they  may  glory  in  your  flesh 

14  But  God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  the  world  is  crucified 
unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world. 

15  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 
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16  ture.     And  as  many  as  sball  walk  by  this  rule,  pbs^C&he 
upon  tbem,  and  mercy,  and  upon  tbe  Israel  of  God. 

17  From  benceforth  let  no  man  trouble  me ;  for  I  bear 
branded  on  my  body  tbe  marks  of  Jesus. 

18  Tbe  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  your  spbit, 
brethren.     Amen. 


THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 


1  Paul,  an  apostle  of  Christ  Jesus  through  the  will  of 
God,  to  tbe  saints  which  are  at  Ephesus,  and  tbe  faith- 

2  f ul  in  Christ  Jesus :  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God 
our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  he  tbe  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  bath  blessed  us  with  every  spiritual  bless- 

4  ing  m  the  heavenly  places  in  Christ :  even  as  he  chose  us 
in  him  before  the  foundation  of  tbe  world,  that  we 
should  be  holy  and  without  blemish  before  him  in  love: 

5  having  foreordained  us  unto  adoption  as  sons  through 
Jesus  Christ  unto  himself,  accordmg  to  tbe  good  pleas- 

6  ure  of  bis  will,  to  tbe  praise  of  tbe  glory  of  his  grace, 

7  which  he  freely  bestowed  on  us  in  the  Beloved:  in 
whom  we  have  our  redemption  through  his  blood,  tbe 
forgiveness  of  our  trespasses,  according  to  tbe  riches  of 

8  his  grace,  which  he  made  lo  abound  toward  us  in  all 

9  wisdom  and  prudence,  having  made  known  unto  us  tbe 
raystery  of  his  will,   according  to  his  good  pleasure 

10  which  he  purposed  in  bim  unto  a  dispensation  of  the 
fulness  of  tbe  times,  to  sum  up  all  things  in  Christ,  the 
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16  And  as  many  as  walk  accordiof  to  this  rale,  peace  be 
on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of  God. 

17  From  henceforth  let  no  man  trouble  me:  for  I  bear 
in  my  body  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

18  Brethren,  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with 
your  spirit.    Amen.

THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 
EPHESIAXS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  After  the  salutation,  3  and  thanksgiving  for  the  Ephesians,  4  he 
treateth  of  our  election,  6  and  adoption  by  grace,  11  which  is  the 
true  and  proper  fountain  of  man''s  salvation.  13  And  becau,se  the 
height  of  this  mystery  cannot  easily  be  attained  wnto,  16  he  pray- 
eth  that  they  may  come  18  to  the  full  knowledge  and  20  possession 
thereof  in  Christ. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God,  to 
the  saints  which  are  at  Ephesus,  and  to  the  faithful 
in  Christ  Jesus: 

2  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and 
from  tMe  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  hath  blessed  us  with  all  spiritual  blessings  in 
hfeavenly  places  in  Christ : 

4  According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in  him  hefore  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  should  be  holy  and  with- 
out blame  before  him  in  love: 

5  Having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  of  children 
hy  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good  pleasure 
of  his  will, 

6  To  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he 
hath  made  us  accepted  in  the  beloved. 

7  In  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  blood,  the 
forgiveness  of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  grace; 

8  Wherein  he  hath  abounded  toward  us  in  all  wisdom 
and  prudence; 

9  Having  made  known  unto  us  the  mystery  of  his  will, 
according  to  his  good  pleasure  which  he  hath  purposed  in 
bimself: 

10  That  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  times  he 
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tliiogs  in  the  heaveus,  and  the  things  upon  the  earth; 

11  in  him,  /  say^  in  whom  also  wo  were  made  a  heritage, 
having  l)een  foreordained  according  to  the  purpose  of 
him  who  worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his 

t%  will;  to  the  end  that  we  should  be  unto  the  praise  of  his 

13  glory,  we  who  had  before  hoped  in  Clirist:  in  whomyc 
also,  having  heard  the  word  of  the  truth,  the  gospel  of 
your  salvation, — in  whom,  having  also  believed,  ye  were 

14  sedled  with  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise,  which  is  an 
earnest  of  our  inheritance,  unto  the  redemption  of  Ood'9 
own  possession,  unto  the  praise  of  his  glory. 

15  For  this  cause  I  also,  having  heard  of  the  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  which  is  among  you,  and  which  ye  shew  to- 

16  ward  all  the  saints,  cease  not  to  give  thanks  for  you, 

17  making  mention  of  you  in  my  prayers;  that  the  (Jod  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  glory,  may  give 
unto  you  a  spirit  of  wisdom  and  revelation  in  the  knowl- 

18  edge  of  him ;  having  the  eyes  of  your  heart  enlightened, 
that  ye  may  know  what  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  what 
the  riches  of  the  glorjr  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints, 

19  and  what  the  exceedmg  greatness  of  his  power  to  us- 
ward  who  believe,  according  to  that  working  of  the 

20  strength  of  his  might  which  he  wrought  in  Chnst,when 
he  raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  made  him  to  sit  at 
his  right  hand  in  the  heavenly  places,  far  above  all  rule, 
and  authority,  and  power,  and  dominion,  and  every 

21  name  that  is  named,  not  only  in  this  world,  but  also  in 

22  that  which  is  to  come:  and  he  put  all  things  in  subjection 
under  his  feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  head  over  all  things 

23  to  the  church,  .which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him 
that  filleth  all  in  all. 


2  And  you  did  lie  qukken,  when  y6  Were  dead  through 

3  your  trespasses  and  sing:,  ^v^orein  aforetime  ye  walked 
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mi^ht  gather  together  in  one  all  things  in  Christ,  both 
Which  are  in  heaven,  and  which  are  on  earth ;  even  in  him: 

11  In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritance,  beine 
predestinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who  worketh 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will: 

12  That  we  should  be  to  the  praise  of  his  glory,  who  first 
trusted  in  Christ. 

13  In  whom  ye  also  trusted,  after  that  ye  heard  the  word 
of  truth,  the  gospel  of  your  salvation:  in  whom  also  after 
that  ye  believed,  ye  were  sealed  with  that  holy  Spirit  of 
promise, 

14  Which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance  until  the 
redemption  of  the  purchased  possession,  unto  the  praise  of 
his  glory. 

15  Wherefore  I  also,  after  I  heard  of  your  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  love  unto  all  the  saints, 

16  Cease  not  to  give  thanks  for  you,  making  mention  of 
you  in  my  prayers; 

17  That  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of 
glory,  may  give  unto  you  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  revela- 
tion in  the  knowledge  of  him:  ^ 

18  The  eyes  of  your  understanding  being  enlightened;* 
that  ye  maj  know  what  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  and 
what  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  his  inheritance  in  i\e 
saints, 

19  And  what  is  the  exceeding  greatness  of  his  power  to 
US-ward  who  believe,  according  to  the  working  of  his 
mighty  power, 

20  Which  he  wrought  in  Christ,  when  he  raised  him 
from  the  dead,  and  set  Mm  at  his  own  right  hand  in  the 
heavenly  places, 

21  Far  above  all  principality,  and  power,  and  might,  and 
dominion,  and  every  name  that  is  named,  not  only  in  this 
world,  but  tUso  in  that  which  is  to  come: 

22  And  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet,  and  gave  him 
to  be  the  head  over  all  things  to  the  church, 

2a  Which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him  that  fillcth  all 
in  all. 

CHAPTER  11. 

1  By  comparing  wltat  toe  were  hy  3  nature^  with  what  we  are  ft 
by  grace:  \0  he  declar^th^  that  we  are  made  for  good  toorks;  and 
IS  Being  brought  near  by  Christy  ehonld  not  live  as  11  Gentilest  and 
12  foreiqnera  in  time  past,  b^t  as  19  citizens  with  the  saints^  and 
the  famUy  of  Ood. 

AND  you  hath  he  quickened^  who  were  dead  in  tres- 
passes and  sins; 
2  Wherein  in  time  past  ye  walked  according  to  the 
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according  to  the  course  of  the  world,  according  to  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  this  air,  of  the  spirit  that  now 

3  worketh  in  the  sons  of  disobedience;  among  whom  we 
also  all  once  lived  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  doing  the 
desires  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  mind,  and  were  by  nature 

4  children  of  wrath,  even  as  the  rest: — but  God,  being 
ricli  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love  wherewitli  he  loved  us, 

5  even  when  we  were  dead  through  our  trespasses,  quick- 
ened us  together  with  Clirist  (by  grace  have  ye  been 

6  saved),  and  raised  us  up  with  him,  and  made  us  to  sit  with 

7  liim  in  the  lieavenly  j^/ac^,  in  Christ  Jesus:  tliat  in  the 
ages  to  come  he  might  shew  the  exceeding  riches  of  his 

8  grace  in  kindness  toward  us  in  Christ  Jesus:  for  by 
grace  have  ye  been  saved  through  faith;  and  that  not 

9  of  yourselves:  /^ /iS  the  gift  of  God:  not  of  works,  that 

10  no  man  should  glory.  For  we  are  his  workmanship, 
created  in  Christ  Jesus  for  good  works,  which  God 
afore  prepared  that  we  should  walk  in  them. 

11  Whererore  remember,  that  aforetime  ye,  the  Gentiles 
in  the  flesh,  who  are  called  Uncircumcision  by  that 
which  is  called  Circumcision,  in  the  flesh,  made  by 

12  hands ;  that  ye  were  at  that  time  separate  from  Christ, 
alienated  from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel,  and  stran- 
gers from  the  covenants  of  the  promise,  having  no  hope 

13  and  without  God  in  the  world.  But  now  m  Christ 
Jesus  ye  that  once  were  far  off  are  made  nigh  in  the 

14  blood  of  Christ.  For  he  is  our  peace,  who  made  both 
one,  and  brake  down   the   middle   wall  of  partition, 

15  liaving  abolished  in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  even  the  law  of 
commandments  contained  in  ordinances;  that  he  might 
create  in  himself  of  the  twain  one  new  man,  so  making 

16  peace;  and  might  reconcile  them  both  in  one  body  unto 
God  through  the  cross,  having  slain  the  enmity  thereby: 

17  and  he  came  and  preached  peace  to  you  that  were  far 

18  off,  and  peace  to  them  that  were  nigh:  for  through  him 
we  both  have  our  access  in  one  Spirit  unto  the  Father. 

19  So  then  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  sojourners,  but 
ye  are  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  house- 

20  hold  of  God,  being  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the 
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course  of  this  world,  according  to  tlie  prince  of  the  power 
of  tlie  air,  the  spirit  that  now  worketh  in  the  children  of 
disobedience : 

3  Among  whom  also  we  all  had  our  conversation  in 
times  past  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  desires  of 
the  flesh  and  of  the  mind ;  and  were  by  nature  the  children 
of  wrath,  even  as  others. 

4  But  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love 
wherewith  he  loved  us, 

5  Even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us 
together  with  Christ,  (by  grace  ye  are  saved ;) 

6  And  hath  raised  tis  up  together,  and  made  vs  sit 
together  in  heavenly  places  in  Christ  Jesus: 

7  That  in  the  ages  to  come  he  might  shew  the  exceeding 
riches  of  his  grace  in  Jm  kindness  toward  us  through 
Christ  Jesus. 

8  For  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith;  and  that  not 
of  yourselves:  it  is  the  gift  of  God: 

0  Not  of  workte,  lest  any  man  should  boast. 

10  For  we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in  Christ  Jesus 
unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before  ordained  that  we 
should  walk  in  them. 

11  Wherefore  remember,  that  ye  being  in  time  past  Gen- 
tiles in  the  flesh,  who  are  caHed  Uncircumci«iion  by  that 
which  is  called  the  Circumcision  in  the  flesh  made  by 
hands; 

12  That  at  that  time  ye  were  without  Christ,  being  aliens 
from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel,  and  strangers  from  the 
covenants  of  promise,  having  no  hope,  and  without  God  in 
the  world : 

18  But  now  in  Christ  Jesus  ye  who  sometimes  were  far 
off  are  made  nigh  by  the  blood  of  Christ. 

14  For  he  is  our  peace,  who  hath  made  both  one,  and 
hath  broken  down  the  middle  wall  of  partition  between  \ls  ; 

15  Having  abolished  in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  CTen  the  law 
of  commandments  contained  in  ordinances;  for  to  make  in 
himself  of  twain  one  new  man,  so  making  peace; 

16  And  that  he  might  reconcile  both  unlo  God  in  one 
body  by  the  cross,  having  slain  the  enmity  thereby: 

17  And  came  and  preached  petice  to  you  which  were 
afar  off,  and  to  them  that  were  nigh. 

18  For  through  him  we  both  have  access  by  one  Spirit 
unto  the  Father. 

19  Now  therefore  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  foreign- 
ers, but  fellowcitizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household 
of  God; 

20  And  are  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles 
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apostles  and  prophets.  Christ  Jesus  himself  being  the 

21  chief  coruer  stone ;  in  whom  each  several  building,  fitly 
framed  together,  groweth  into  a  holy  temple  in  the 

22  Lord;  in  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  a  habi- 
tation of  God  in  the  Spirit. 


3     For  this  cause  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Christ  Jesus  in 

2  behalf  of  you  Gentiles, — ^if  so  be  that  ye  have  heard  of 
the  dispensation  of  that  grace  of  God  which  was  given 

3  mc  to  you-ward;  how  that  by  revelation  was  made 
known  uuto  me  the  mystery,  as  I  wrote  afore  in  few 

4  words,  whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye  can  perceive  my 

5  understanding  in  the  mystery  of  Christ;  which  in  other 
generations  was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men, 
as  it  hath  now  been  revealed  unto  his  holy  apostles  and 

6  prophets  in  the  Spirit;  to  wit,  that  the  Gentiles  are  fel- 
lowheirs,  and  fellow-members  of  the  body,  and  fellow- 
partakers  of  the  promise  in  Christ  Jesus  through  the 

7  gospel,  whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the 
gift  of  that-  gi-ace  of  God  which  was  given  me  according 

8  to  the  working  of  his  power.  Unto  me,  who  am  less 
than  the  least  of  all  saints,  was  this  grace  given,  to 
preach  unto  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable  riches  of 

9  Christ;  and  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  dispensation 
of  the  mystery  which  from  all  ages  hath  been  hid  in 

iO  God  who  created  all  things;  to  the  intent  that  now  unto 
the  principalities  and  the  powers  in  the  heavenly  pl<iee$ 
might  be  made  known  through  the  church  the  manifold 

11  wisdom  of  God,  according  to  the  eternal  purpose  which 

12  he  purposed  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord :  in  whom  we 
have  boldness  and  access  in  confidence  through  our 

13  faith  in  him.  Wherefore  I  ask  that  ye  faint  not  at  my 
tribulations  for  you,  which  are  your  glory. 

14  For  this  cause  I  bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father,  from 
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and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  comer 
%Ufne; 

21  In  whom  all  the  building  fitly  framed  together  grow- 
eth  unto  an  holy  temple  in  the  Lord : 

23  In  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  an  habita- 
tion of  God  through  the  Spirit. 

CHAPTER  III. 

6  The  hidden  mystery^  6  that  the  Gentiles  shovM  be  saved,  8  tpas 
made  known  to  FatU  by  revelation:  8  and  to  him  was  that  grace 
given^  that  9  he  shotUd  preach  it.  13  He  desireth  them  not  to  faint 
for  his  tribulation,  14  and  prayeth  19  that  they  may  perceive  the 
great  love  of  Christ  towara  them. 

FOR  this  cause  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ  for 
you  (Jen  tiles, 

2  If  ye  have  heard  of  the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of 
God  which  is  given  me  to  you- ward: 

3  How  that  by  revelation  he  made  known  unto  me  the 
mystery;  (as  I  wrote  afore  in  few  words, 

4  Whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye  may  understand  my 
knowledge  in  the  mysteiy  of  Christ) 

5  Which  in  other  ages  was  not  made  known  unto  the 
sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  his  holy  apostles 
and  prophets  by  the  Spirit; 

6  That  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellowheirs,  and  of  the 
same  body,  and  partakers  of  his  promise  in  Christ  by  the 
gospel : 

7  Whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  ^ft 
of  the  grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual  workmg 
of  his  power. 

8  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all  saints,  is 
this  grace  given,  that  I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ ; 

9  And  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellowship  of  the 
mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  hath  been 
hid  in  God,  who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ: 

10  To  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  principalities  and 
powers  in  heavenly  places  might  be  known  by  the  church 
the  manifold  wisdom  of  God, 

11  According  to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he  purposed 
in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord : 

12  In  whom  we  have  boldness  and  access  with  confi- 
dence by  the  faith  of  him. 

13  Wherefore  I  desire  that  ye  faint  not  at  my  tribula- 
tions for  you,  which  is  your  glory. 

14  For  this  cause  I  bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
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l|f  whom  every  family  in  heaven  and  on  earth  is  named, . 

16  that  he  would  grant  you,  according  to  the  riches  of  his 
glory,  that  ye  may  be  strengthened  with  power  through 

17  his  Spirit  in  the  inward  man;  that  Christ  may  dwell  m 
.,  your  hearts  through  faith;  to  the  end  that  ye,  being 

18  rooted  and  grounded  in  love,  may  be  strong  to  appre- 
hend with  all  the  saints  what  is  the  breadth  and  length 

19  and  height  and  depth,  and  to  know  the  love  of  Christ 
which  passeth  knowledge,  that  ye  may  be  filled  unto  all 
the  fulness  of  God. 

20  Kow  unto  him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly 
above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  according  to  the  power 

21  that  worketh  in  us,  unto  him  he  the  glory  in  the  church 
and  in  Christ  Jesus  unto  all  genemtions  for  ever  and 
ever.    Amen. 


4        I  therefore,  the  prisoner  in  the  Lord,  heseech  you  to 
walk  worthily  of  the  calling  wherewith  ye  were  called, 

2  with  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with   longsuftering, 

3  forbearing  one  another  in  love;  giving  diligence  to  keep 

4  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.     There  is 
one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  also  ye  were  called  in 

5  one  hope  of  your  calling;  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  bap- 

6  tism,  one  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  over  all,  and 

7  through  all,  and  in  all.     But  unto  each  one  of  us  was 
the  grace  given  according  to  the  measure  of  the  gift  of 

8  Christ.     Wherefore  he  saith, 

When  he  ascended  on  high,he  led  captivity  captive, 
•  And  gave  gifts  unto  men. 

9  (Now  this.  He  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  he  also 

10  descended  into  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth?    He  that 
descended  is  the  same  also  that  ascended  far  above  all 

11  the  heavens,  that  he  might  fill  all  things.)    And  he  gave 
some  to  be  apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and  some, 

12  evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers;   for  the 
perfecting  of  the  saints,  unto  the  work  of  ministering, 

13  unto  the  building  up  of  the  body  of  Christ:  till  we  all 
attain  unto  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge 
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15  Of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  la 
named, 

16  That  he  would  grant  you,  according  to  the  riches  of 
his  glory,  to  be  strengthened  wilh  might  by  his  Spirit  in 
the  inner  man ; 

17  That  Christ  may  dwell  in  your  hearts  by  faith;  that 
ye.  being  rooted  and  groundexl  in  love, 

18  May  be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saint*;  what  is  the 
breadth,  and  length,  and  depth,  and  height; 

19  And  to  know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  passeth  know- 
ledge, that  ye  mi^ht  be  filled  with  all  the  fulness  of  God. 

20  Now  uutp  him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly 
above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  according  to  the  power  that 
worketh  in  us, 

21  Unto  him  be  glorv  in  the  church  by  Christ  Jesus 
throughout  all  ages,  world  without  end.     Amen. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  exhorteth  to  unity,  7  and  declareth  that  God  therefore  qivtth 
divers  11  gifts  unto  men.  that  his  church  might  be  13  edified,  and 
16  grown  up  in  Christ.  18  He  calletK  them  from  the  impurity  of 
the  Gentiles,  24  to  put  on  the  new  man,  25  to  cast  off  lying,  ana 
29  corrupt  communication. 

I  THEREFORE,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech  you 
that  ye  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye  are 
called, 

2  With  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  longsuffering, 
f orl)eariug  one  another  in  love ; 

3  Endeavouring  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace. 

4  The7'e  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  ye  are  called 
in  one  hope  of  your  calling; 

5  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism. 

6  One  God  and  Father  of  all,. who  is  above  all,  and 
through  all,  and  in  you  all.  ' 

7  But  unto  every  one  of  us  is  giveii  grace  according  to 
the  measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ. 

8  Wherefore  he  saitb.  When  he  ascended  up  on  high,  he 
led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men. 

9  (Now  that  ho  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  he  also  des- 
cended first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the  eartJb? 

10  He  that  descended  is  the  same  also  that  ascended  up 
far  above  all  heavens,  that  he  might  fill  all  things.) 

11  And  he  gave  some,  apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and 
som",  evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers; 

12  For  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the 
ministr^v,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ: 

13  Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the 
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of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  full-grown  man,  unto  the 

14  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ:  that  we 
may  be  no  longer  children,  tossed  to  and  fro  and  carried 
about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men, 

15  in  craftiness,  after  the  wiles  of  error;  but  speaking  truth 
in  love,  may  grow  up  in  all  things  iuio  him,  which  is 

16  the  head,  even  Christ;  from  whom  all  the  body  fitly 
framed  and  knit  together  through  that  which  every 
joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  working  in  dne  measure 
of  each  several  part,  maketh  the  inci-ease  of  the  body 
unto  the  building  up  of  itself  in  love. 

17  This  I  say  therefore,  and  testify  in  the  Lord,  that  ye 
no  longer  walk  as  the  Gentiles  also  walk,  in  the  vanity 

18  of  their  mind,  being  darkened  in  their  understanding, 
alienated  from  the  life  of  God  because  of  the  ignorance 
that  is  in  them,  because  of  the  hardening  of  their  heart; 

19  who  being  past  feeling  gave  themselves  up  to  lascivious- 

20  ness,  to  work  all  uucleanness  with  greediness.  But  ye 
31  did  not  so  learn  Christ ;  if  so  be  that  ye  heard  him,  and 
22  were  taught  in  him,  even  as  truth  is  in  Jesus :  that  ye 

put  away,  as  concerning  your  former  manner  of  life, 

the  old  man,  which  waxeth  corrupt  after  the  lusts  of 

28  deceit;  and  that  ye  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  your 

24  mind,  and  put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  hath 
been  created  in  righteousness  and  holiness  of  truth. 

25  Wherefore,  putting  away  falsehood,  speak  ye  truth 
each  one  with  his  neighbour:   for  we  are  members  one 

26  of  another.     Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not:  let  not  the  sun 

27  go  down  upon  your  wrath:  neither  give  place  to  the 

28  devil.  Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more:  but  rather  let 
him  labour,  working  with  his  hands  the  thing  that  is 
good,  that  he  may  have  whereof  to  give  to  him  that 

29  hath  need.  Let  no  corrupt  speech  proceed  out  of  your 
mouth,  but  such  as  is  good  for  edifying  as  the  need  may 

80  be.  that  it  may  give  grace  to  them  that  hear.  And 
griave  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  in  whom  ye  were 

81  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption.  Let  all  bitterness, 
and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamour,  and  railing,  be  put 

82  away  from  you,  with  all  malice:  and  be  ye  kind  one  to 
another,  tender-hearted,  forgiving  each  other,  even  as 
God  also  in  Christ  forgave  you. 
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knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto 
the  measure  of  the  stature  of  tlie  fulness  of  Christ: 

14  That  we  Jienceforth  be  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and 
fro,  and  carried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the 
sleight  of  men,  a/w?  cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in 
wait  to  deceive; 

15  But  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  majrgrow  up  into  him 
in  all  things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ: 

16  From  whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and 
compacted  by  that  which  every  joint  supplieth,  according 
to  the  effectual  working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  mak- 
eth  increase  of  the  body  unto  the  edifjriug  of  itself  in  love. 

17  This  I  say  therefore,  and  testify  in  the  Lord,  that  ye 
henceforth  walk  not  as  other  Gtentiles  walk,  in  the  vanity 
of  their  mind, 

18  Having  the  understanding  darkened,  bein^  alienated 
from  the  life  of  God  through  the  ignorance  that  is  in  them, 
because  of  the  blindness  of  their  heart : 

19  Who  being  past  feeling  have  given  themselves  over 
unto  lasciviousness,  to  work  all  uucleanness  with  greedinesa 

20  But  ye  have  not  so  learned  Christ; 

21  If  so  be  that  ye  have  heard  him,  and  have  been  taught 
by  him,  as  the  truth  is  in  Jesus: 

22  That  ye  put  off  concerning  the  former  conversation 
the  old  man,  which  is  corrupt  according  to  the  deceitful 
lusts; 

23  And  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  your  mind ; 

24  And  that  ye  put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  is 
created  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness. 

25  Wherefore  putting  away  lying,  speak  every  man  truth 
with  his  neighbour:  for  we  are  members  one  of  another. 

26  Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not:  let  not  the  sun  go  down 
upon  your  wrath: 

27  Neither  give  place  to  the  devil. 

28  Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more:  but  rather  let  him 
labour,  working  with  hU  hands  the  thing  which  is  good, 
that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth. 

29  Let  no  corrupt  communication  proceed  out  of  your 
mouth,  but  that  which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying,  that 
it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers. 

30  And  grieve  not  the  holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye 
are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

31  Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamour, 
and  evil  speaking,  be  put  away  from  you,  with  all  malice: 

^  And  be  ye  kind  one  to  another,  tenderhearted,  forgiv- 
ing one  another,  even  as  God  for  Chi-ist*s  sake  hath  for- 
given you. 
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6     Be  ye  therefore  imitators  of  God,  as  beloved  children ; 
2  and  walk  in  love,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  you,  and 

give  himself  up  for  us,  an  offering  and  a  sacritice  to 
od  f or  an  odour. of  a  sweet  smelh     But  fornication, 
and  all  uncleanness,  or  covetousness,  let  it  not  even  be 

4  named  among  jou,  as  becometh  saints;  nor  fillhiness, 
nor  foolish  talking,  or  jesting,  which  are  not  befitting; 

5  but  rather  giving  of  thanks.  For  this  ye  know  of  a 
surety,  that  no  fornicator,  nor  unclean  person,  nor 
covetous  man,  which  is  an  idolater,  hath  any  inheiitance 

6  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  God.  Let  no  man  deceive 
you  with  empty  words:  for   because  of   these  things 

„  Cometh  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  sons  of  disobedience. 

^  Be  not  ye  therefore  partakei*s  with  them ;  for  ye  were 

once  darkness,  but  are  now  light  in  the  Lord:  walk  as 

0  children  of  light  (for  the  fruit  of  the  light  is  in  all  good- 

10  ness  and  righteousi.ess  and  truth),  proving  what  iswell- 

11  pleasing  imto  the  Lord;  and  have  no  fellowship  with 
the  unfruitful  works  of  darkness,  but  rather  even  re- 

13  prove  them;  for  the  things  wliich  are  done  by  them  in 

13  secret  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of.  But  all  things 
when  they  are  reproved  are  made  manifest  by  the  light: 

14  for  every  thing  that  is  made  manifest  is  light.  Where- 
fore he  saith,  Awake,  thoii  that  sleepest,  and  arise  from 
the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  shine  upon  thee. 

15  Look  therefore  carefully  how  ye  walk,  not  as  unwise, 

16  but  as  wise;  redeeming  the  time,  because  the  days  are 

17  evil     Wherefore  be  ye  not  foolish,   but  imderstand 

18  what  the  will  of  the  Lord  is.  And  be  not  drunken  with 
wine;  wherein  is  riot,  but  be  filled  with  the  Spirit; 

19  speaking  one  to  another  in  psalms  and  hymns  and 
spiritual  songs,  singing  and  making  melody  with  your 

20  lieart  to  the  Lord;  giving  thanks  always  for  all  things 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  God,  even  the 
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CHAPTER  V. 

8  After  general  exhortatio7i8,  to  love^  3  to  fly  fornication^  4  and  all 
uncleanness,  7  nor  to  converse  with  the  wicked,  15  to  walk  warily, 
and  to  be  18  filled  with  the  Spirit,  22  he  descendeth  to  the  particu- 
lar duties,  h&w  wives  ought  to  obey  their  husbands,  95  and  hus- 
bands ov^t  to  love  their  wives,  82  even  as  Christ  doth  his  church. 

BE  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  clear  children ; 
3  And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and 
hath  given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God 
for  a  sweetsmelliug  savoar. 

3  But  fornication,  and  all  uncleanness,  or  covetousness, 
let  it  not  be  once  named  among  you,  as  becometh  saints; 

4  Neither  fiithiness,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor  jesting, 
which  are  not  convenient:  but  rather  giving  of  thanks. 

5  For  this  ye  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean 
person,  nor  covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath  any 
mheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of  God. 

6  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain  words:  for  because 
of  these  tilings  cometh  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  children 
of  disobedience. 

7  Be  not  ye  therefore  partakers  with  them. 

8  For  ye  were  sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light 
in  the  Lord:  wa)k  as  children  of  light: 

9  (For  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness  and  right- 
eousness and  truth;) 

10  Proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the  Lord. 

11  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them, 

12  For  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things  which 
are  done  of  them  in  secret. 

13  But  all  things  that  are  reproved  are  made  manifest  by 
the  light:  for  whatsoever  doth  make  manifest  is  light. 

14  Wherefore  he  saith,  Awake  thou  that  sleepest,  and 
arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give  thee  light. 

15  See  then  that  ye  walk  circumspectly,  not  as  fools,  but 
as  wise, 

16  Redeeming  the  time,  because  the  days  are  evil. 

17  Wherefore  be  ye  not  unwise,  but  understanding  what 
the  will  of  the  Lord  is. 

18  And  be  not  drunk  with  wine,  wherein  is  excess;  but 
be  tilled  with  the  Spirit; 

19  Speaking  to  yourselves  in  psalms  and  hymns  and 
spiritual  songs,  singing  and  making  melody  in  your  h«art 
to  the  Lord ; 

20  Giving  thanks  always  for  all  things  unto  God  and  the 
Father  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ; 
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^  Father;  subjecting  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the  fear 
of  Christ. 

23  Wives,  he  in  sicbjection  unto  your  own  husbands,  as 
03  unto  the  Lord.    For  the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife, 

as  Christ  also  is  the  head  of  the  church,  being  himself 

24  the  saviour  of  the  body.  But  as  the  church  is  subject 
to  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  also  be  to  their  husbands  in 

25  every  thing.  Husbands,  love  vour  wives,  even  as 
Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and  gave  himself  up  for 

26  it;  that  he  might  sanctify  it,  having  cleansed  it  by  the 

27  washing  of  water  with  the  word,  that  he  might  present 
the  church  to  himself  a  glorious  church,  not  having  spot 
or  wrinkle  or  any  such  thing;  but  that  it  should  be  holy 

28  and  without  blemish.  Even  so  ought  husbands  also  to 
love  their  own  wives  as  their  own  bodies.    He  that 

29  loveth  his  own  wife  loveth  himself:  for  no  man  ever 
hated  his  own  flesh;  but  nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it, 

80  even  as  Christ  also  the  church;  because  we  are  members 

81  of  his  body.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father 
and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife;  and  the  twain 

82  shall  become  one  flesh.    This  mystery  is  great:  but  I 

83  speak  in  regard  of  Christ  and  of  the  church.  Neverthe- 
less do  ye  also  severally  love  each  one  his  own  wife 
even  as  himself;  and  let  the  wife  iee  that  she  fear  her 
husband. 


C     Ghndren,  obey  your  parents  in  the  Lord:  for  this  is 
2  right.    Honour  thy  father  and  mother  (which  is  the  first 
8  commandment  with  promise),  that  it  may  be  well  with 
4  thee,  and  thou  may  est  live  long  on  the  earth.     And,  ye 
fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath :  but  nur- 
ture them  in  the  chastening  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord. 
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31  Submitting  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the  fear  of 
God. 

22  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husbands, 
as  unto  the  Lord. 

23  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife,  even  as 
Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church:  and  he  is  the  saviour  of 
the  body. 

24  Therefore  as  the  church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let 
the  wives  be  to  their  own  husbands  in  eveir  thing. 

25  Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved 
the  church,  and  gave  himself  for  it; 

26  That  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with  the  washing 
of  water  by  the  word, 

27  That  he  might  present  it  to  himself  a  g:lorious  church, 
not  having  spot, or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing;  but  that  it 
should  be  holy  and  without  blemish. 

28  So  ought  men  to  love  their  wives  as  their  own  bodies. 
He  that  loveth  his  wife  loveth  himself. 

29  For  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own  flesh;  but  nour- 
isheth  and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord  the  church: 

30  For  we  are  members  of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of 
his  bones. 

31  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother, 
and  shall  be  joined  unto  his  wife,  and  they  two  shall  be  one 
flesh. 

32  This  is  a  great  mystery:  but  I  speak  concerning  Christ 
and  the  church. 

33  Nevertheless  let  every  one  of  you  in  particular  so  love 
his  wife  even  as  himself;  and  the  wife  ^ee  that  she  reverence 
hei'  husband. 

CHAPTER  VL 

1  The  duty  of  children  taujards  their  parents,  5  of  servants  towards 
their  masters.  10  Our  life  is  a  warfare,  12  not  only  against  flesh 
and  blood,  hut  also  spiritual  enemies.  13  The  compete  armour  or 
a  Christian,  18  and  how  it  ought  to  be  used.  31  Tychicus  is  com- 
mended. 

C CHILDREN,  obey  your  parents  in  the  Lord:  for  this  is- 
y  right. 

2  Honour  thy  father  and  mother;  whiph  is  the  first  com- 
mandment with  promise; 

3  That  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  thou  mayest  live 
long  on  the  earth. 

4  And,  ye  fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath 
but  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord.      « 
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5  Servants,  be  obedient  unto  them  that  according  to  the 
flesh  are  your  masters,  with  fear  and  trembling,  in  siugle- 

6  ness  of  your  heart,  as  unto  Christ ;  not  in  the  way  of 
eyeservice,  as  meri-pleasers;  but  as  servants  of  Christ, 

7  doing  the  will  of  God  from  the  lieart;  with  good  will 
doing  service,  as  unto  the  Lord,  and  not  unto  men: 

8  knowing  that  whatsoever  good  thing  each  one  doeth, 
the  same  shall  he  receive  again  from  the  Lord,  whether 

9  lie  be  bond  or  free.  And,  ye  masters,  do  the  same  tilings 
unto  them,  and  forbear  threatening:  knowing  that  both 
their  Master  and  yours  is  in  heaven,  and  there  is  no  re- 
spect of  persons  with  him. 

10  Finally,  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  strength  of 

11  his  might.    Put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye 

12  maybe  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the  devil.  For 
our  wrestling  is  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  a.nainst 
the  principalities,  against  the  powers,  against  the  world- 
rulers  of  this  darkness,  against  the  spiritual  liosts  of 

13  wickedness  in  the  heavenly  places.  Wherefore  take^ip 
the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  with- 
stand in  the  evil  daj^,  and,  having  done  all,  to  stand. 

14  Stand  therefore,  havmg  girded  your  loins  with  trutlt, 

15  and  having  put  on  the  breastplate  of  righteousness,  and 
having  shod  your  feet  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel 

16  of  peace;  withal  taking  up  the  shield  of  faith,  where- 
with ye  shall  be  able  tcT  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the 

17  evil  one.     And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the 

18  sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God:  with  all 
prayer  and  supplication  praying  at  all  seasons  in  the 
Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  in.  all  perseverance  and 

19  supplication  for  all  the  saints,  and  on  my  behalf,  that 
utterance  may  be  given  unto  me  in  opening  my  mouth, 
to  make  known  with  boldness  the  mystery  of  the  gospel, 

20  for  which  I  am  an  ambassador  in  chains;  that  in  it  I 
may  speak  boldly,  as  I  oight  to  speak. 

21  But  that  ye  also  may  know  my  affairs,  how  I  do, 
Tychicus,  the  beloved  brother  and  faithful  minister  in 

22  the  Lord,  shall  m'ake  known  to  you  all  things:  whom 
I  have  sent  unto  you  for  this  very  purpose,  that  }c 
may  know  our  state,  and  that  he  may  comfort  your 
hearts. 
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5  Servants,  be  obedient  to  them  that  are  your  mastert 
a(!<-ordiog  to  the  flesh,  with  fear  and  trembling,  in  single- 
ness of  your  heart,  as  unto  Christ; 

0  Not  with  eyeservice,  as  men-pleasers;  but  as  the  ser- 
Viints  of  Christ,  doing  tlie  will  of  God  from  the  heart; 

7  With  good  will  doing  service,  as  to  the  Lord,  and  not 
tA  men: 

8  Knowing  that  whatsoever  good  thing  any  man  doelh, 
the  same  shall  he  receive  of  the  Lord,  whether  lie  be  bond  or 
f.ce. 

9  And,  ye  masters,  do  tlve  same  things  unto  them,  for- 
Ijenring  threatening:  knowing  that  your  Master  also  is  in 
iienveii:  neither  is  there  respect  of  persons  with  liira. 

10  Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  tlM3  Lord,  and  in 
tlw'  power  of  his  might. 

11  Put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able 
to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the  devil. 

13  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but^^inst 
piincipalities,  against  powers,  against  tbe  rulers  of  tlie 
daikness  of  this  world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high 
places.  * 

13  Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armour  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  hav- 
ing done  ail,  to  stand. 

14  Stand  thereforo,  having  your  loins  girt  about  witli 
truth,  and  leaving  on  the  breastplate  of  righteousness; 

15  And  your  feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gos- 
pel of  peace; 

16  Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye 
shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

17  And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of 
the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God: 

18  Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the 
Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance  and 
supplication  for  all  saints; 

19  And  for  me,  that  utterance  may  be  given  unto  me, 
that  I  may  open  my  mouth  boldly,  to  make  known  the 
mysteiy  of  the  gospel, 

20  For  which  I  am  an  ambassador  in  bonds;  that  therein 
I  may  speak  boldly,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

21  But  that  ye  also  may  know  my  affairs,  and  how  I  do, 
Tychicus,  a  beloved  brother  and  faithful  minister  in  the 
Lord,  shall  make  known  to  you  all  things: 

22  Whom  I  have  sent  unto  you  for  the  same  purpose, 
that  ye  might  know  our  affairs,  and  Uiat  he  might  comfort 
your  hearta. 
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23  Peace  be  to  the  brethren,  and  love  with  faith,  from 

24  God  the  Father  aod  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Grace  be 
with  all  them  that  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  iu  uocor- 
ruptness.

1  Paul  and  Timothy,  servants  of  Christ  Jesus,  to  aH 
the  saints  in  Christ  Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi,  with 

2  the  bishops  and  deacons;  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from 
God  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

8      I  thank  my  God  upon  all  my  remembrance  of  you, 

4  always  in  every  supplication  of  mine  on  behalf  of  you 

5  all  making  my  supplication  with  joy,  for  your  fellow- 
ship in  furtherance  of  the  gospel  from  the  first  day  until 

(5  now;  being  confident  of  this  veiy  thing,  that  he  which 
began  a  good  work  in  you  will  perfect  it  until  the  day 

7  of  Jesus  Christ:  even  as  it  is  right  for  me  to  be  thus 
minded  on  behalf  of  you  all,  because  1  have  you  in  my 
heart,  inasmuch  as,  both  in  my  bonds  and  in  the  defence 
and  confirmation  of  the  gospel,  ye  all  are  partakers  with 

8  me  of  grace.    For  God  is  my  witness,  how  I  long  after 

9  you  all  in  the  tender  mercies  of  Christ  Jesus.  And  this 
I  pray,  that  your  love  may  abound  yet  more  and  more 

10  in  knowledge  and  all  discernment;  so  that  ye  may 
approve  the  things  tliat  are  excellent;  that  ye  may  bo 
sincere  and  void  of  offence  unto  the  day  of  Christ; 

11  being  filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  which  are 
through  Jesus  Christ,  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of  God. 

12  Now  I  would  have  you  know,  brethren,  that  the

THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 
PHILLPPIANS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

8  He  teatifieth  his  tfiankfiUness  to  Gk)d,  and  his  love  toward  ffcem, 
for  the  fruits  of  their  faith,  and  fellowship  in  his  sufferings,  9 
daily  praying  lo  him  for  their  increase  in  grace :  12  he  shetoeth 
what  good  the  faith  of  Christ  had  received  by  his  troubles  at  Rome, 
21  and  how  ready  he  is  to  glorify  Christ  either  by  his  life  or  death, 
27  exhorting  them  to  unity,  28  and  to  fortitude  in  persecution. 

PAUL  and  Timotheus,  the  servants  of  Jesus  Christ,  to 
all  the  saints  in  Christ  Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi 
with  the  bishops  and  deacons: 

2  Grace  he  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father, 
and/7*^w  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  I  thank  my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  you, 

4  Always  in  every  prayer  of  mine  for  you  all  making 
request  with  joy, 

5  For  your  fellowship  in  the  gospel  from  the  first  day 
until  now ; 

6  Being  confident  of  this  very  thing,  that  he  which  hath 
begun  a  good  work  in  you  will  perform  it  until  the  day  of 
Jesus  Christ: 

7  Even  as  it  is  meet  for  me  to  think  this  of  you  all,  be. 
cause  I  have  you  in  my  heart;  inasmuch  as  both  in  my 
bonds,  and  in  tlie  defence  and  confirmation  of  the  gospel, 
ye  all  are  partakers  of  my  grace. 

8  For  God  is  my  record,  how  greatly  I  long  after  you  all 
in  the  bowels  of  Jesus  Christ. 

9  And  this  I  pray,  that  your  love  may  abound  yet  more 
and  more  in  knowledge  and  in  all  judgment; 

10  That  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent ;  that 
ve  may  be  sincere  and  without  offence  till  the  day  of 
tJhrist; 

11  Being  filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  which 
are  by  Jesus  Christ,  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of  God. 

12  But  I  would  ye  should  understand,  brethren,  that  the 
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things  wMclh  happened  unto  me  have  fallen  out  rather 

13  unto  the  progress  of  the  gospel;  so  that  my  bondr 
became  manifest  in  Christ  throughout  the  whole  prse- 

14  torian  guard,  and  to  all  the  restj  and  that  most  of  the 
brethren  in  the  Lord,  being  confident  through  my  bonds, 
are  more  abundantly  bold  to  speak  the  word  of  God 

15  without  fear.     Some  indeed  preach  Christ  even  of  envy  ^ 

16  and  strife;  and  some  also  of  good  will:  the  one  doit  oi* 
love,  knowing  that  I  am  set  for  the  defence  of  the  gos- 

17  pel:  but  the  other  proclaim  Christ  of  faction,  not  sin- 
cerely, thinking  to  raise  up  affliction  for  me  in  my 

18  bonds.  What  then?  only  that  in  everyway,  whether 
in  pretence  or  in  truth,  Christ  is  proclaimed;  and  therein 

19  I  rejoice,  yea,  and  will  rejoice.  For  I  know  tliat  this 
shall  turn  to  my  salvation,  through  your  supplication 

20  and  the  supply  of  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  Christ,  according 
to  my  'earnest  expectation  and  hope,  that  in  nothmg 
shall  1  be  put  to  shame,  but  iMt  with  all  boldness,  as 
always,  8o  now  also  Christ  shall  be  magnified  in  my 

21  body,  whether  by  life,  or  by  death.     For  to  me  to  live 

22  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain.  But  if  to  live  in  the  flesh. 
— if  this  is  the  fruit  of  my  work,  then  what  I  i^all 

23  choose  I  wot  not.  But  I  am  in  a  strait  betwixt  the  two, 
having  the  desire  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ;  for  it  is 

24  very  far  better:  yet  to  abide  in  the  flesh  is  more  need- 

25  ful  for  your  sake.  And  having  this  confidence,  I 
know  that  I  shall  abide,  yea,  and  abide  with  you  all, 

26  for  your  progress  and  joy  in  the  fahh;  that  your  glory- 
ing may  abound  in  Christ  Jesus  in  me  through  my  pres- 

27  ence  with  you  again.  Only  let  your  manner  of  life  be 
worthy  of  the  gospel  of  Christ :  that,  whether  I  come 
and  see  you  or  be  absent,  I  may  hear  of  your  state,  that 
ye  stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one  soul  striving  for  the 

28  faith  of  the  gospel ;  and  in  nothing  affrighted  by  the 
adversaries:  which  is  for  them  an  evident  token  of  per- 
dition,  but  of  your    salvation,   and  that  from  God; 

29  because  to  you  it  hath  been  granted  in  the  behalf  of 
Christ,  not  only  to  believe  on  him,  but  also  to  suffer  in 

80  his  behalf:  having  the  same  conflict  which  ye  saw  iu 
me,  and  now  hear  to  be  in  me. 
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things  wJiich  happened  unto  me  have  fallen  out  rather  unto 
the  furtherance  of  the  gospel ; 

13  So  that  my  bonds  in  Christ  are  manifest  in  all  the 
palace,  and  in  all  other  places ; 

14  And  many  of  the  brethren  in  the  Lord,  waxing  confi- 
dent by  my  bonds,  are  much  more  bold  to  speak  the  word 
without  fear. 

15  Some  indeed  preach  Christ  even  of  envy  and  strife; 
and  some  also  of  good  will : 

16  The  one  preach  Christ  of  contention,  not  sincerely,  sup- 
posing to  add  aflBiction  to  my  bonds: 

17  But  the  other  of  love,  knowing  that  I  am  set  for  the 
defence  of  the  gospel. 

18  What  then?  notwithstanding,  everyway,  whether  in 
pretence,  or  in  truth,  Christ  is  preached;  and  I  therein  do 
rejoice,  yea,  and  will  rejoice. 

19  For  I  know  that  this  shall  turn  to  m^  salvation 
through  your  prayer,  and  the  supply  of  the  Spirit  of  Jesus 
Christ, 

20  According  to  my  earnest  expectation  and  m.y  hope, 
that  in  nothing  I  shall  be  ashamed,  but  that  with  all  bold- 
ness, as  always,  so  now  also  Christ  shall  be  magnified  in  my 
body,  whether  it  be  by  life,  or  by  death. 

21  For  to  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain. 

22  But  if  I  live  in  the  flesh,  this  is  the  fruit  of  my  labour : 
yet  what  I  shall  choose  I  wot  not. 

23  For  I  am  in  a  strait  betwixt  two,  having  a  desire  to 
depart,  and  to  be  with  Christ;  which  is  far  better: 

24  Nevertheless  to  abide  in  the  flesh  is  more  needful  for 
you. 

25  And  having  this  confidence,  I  know  that  I  shall  abide 
and  continue  with  you  all  for  your  furtherance  and  joy  of 
faith; 

26  That  your  rejoicing  may  be  more  abundant  in  Jesus 
Christ  for  me  by  my  coming  to  you  again.     , 

27  Only  let  your  conversation  be  as  becometh  the  gospel 
of  Christ:  that  whether  I  come  and  see  you,  or  else  be 
absent,  I  may  hear  of  your  affairs,  that  ye  stand  fast  in  one 
spirit,  with  one  mind  striving  together  for  the  faith  of  the 
gospel; 

28  And  in  nothing  terrified  by  your  adversaries:  which  is 
to  them  an  evident  token  of  perdition,  but  to  you  of  salva- 
tion, and  that  of  God. 

29  For  unto  you  it  is  given  in  the  behalf  of  Christ,  not 
only  to  believe  on  him,  but  also  to  suffer  for  his  sake; 

30  Having  the  same  conflict  which  ye  saw  in  me,  and 
now  hear  ^^  in  me. 
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2      If  there  is  therefore  any  comfort  in  Christ,  if  any 
consolation  of  love,  if  any  fellowship  of  the  Spirit,  if 

2  any  tender  mercies  and  compassions,  fulfil  ye  ray  joy, 
that  ye  be  of  the  same  mind,  having  the  same  love, 

3  being  of  one  accord,  of  one  mind;  doing  noi\\\n^  through 
faction  or  through  vainglory,  but  in  lowliness  of  mind 

4  each  counting  otlier  better  than  himself;   not  looking 
each  of  you  to  his  own  things,  but  each  of  you  also  to 

5  the  things  of  others.  Have  this  mind  in  you,  w'hich  was 

6  also  in  Christ  Jesus:  who,  being  in  the  foim  of  God, 
counted  it  not  a  prize  to  be  on  an  equality  with  God, 

7  but  emptied  himself,  taking  the  form  of  a. servant, 

8  being  made  in  the  likeness  oi  men;  and  being  found  in 
fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  becoming  obedi- 

9  ent  even  unto  death,  yea,  the  death  of  the  cross.    Where- 
fore also  God  highly  exalted  him,  and  gave  unto  him 

10  the  name  w^hich  is  above  every  name ;  that  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of  thingi  in  heaven  and 

11  things  on  earth  and  things  under  the  earth,  and  that 
every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord, 
to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

13  So  then,  my  beloved,  even  as  ye  have  always  obeyed, 
not  as  in  my  presence  only,  but  now  much  more  in  my 
absence,  work  out  your  own  salvation  with   fear  ani 

13  trembling:  for  it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you  both  to 

14  will  and  to  work,  for  his  good  pleasure.     Do  all  things 

15  without  murmurings  and  disputings:  thai  ye  may 
be  blameldfes  and  harmless,  cliildren  of  God  without 
blemish  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  genem- 
tion,  among  whom  ye  are  seen  as  lights  in  the  world, 

16  holding  forth  the  word  of  life ;  that  I  may  have  whereof 
to  glory  in  the  day  of  Christ,  that  I  did  not  iiin  in  vain 
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CHAPTER  11. 


1  He  exhorteth  them  to  unity,  and  to  all  humbleness  of  mind,  by  the 
example  of  ChrisVs  humility  and  exaltation:  12  to  a  careful  pro- 


ceeding in  the  way  of  salvation,  that  they  be  as  lights  to  the 

ed  world,  16  and  comforts  to  him  their  apostle,  who  is  in 
ready  to  be  offered  up  to  6od.    19  He  hopeth  to  send  Timothy  to 
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them,  whom  he  greatly  commendeth,  25  as  Epaphroditus  also, 
whom  he  presently  sendeth  to  them. 

IF  tTiere  be  therefore  ftny  consolation  in  Christ,  if  any  com- 
fort of  love,  if  any  fellowship  of  the  Spirit,  if  any  bowels 
and  mercies, 

2  Fulfil  ye  my  joy,  that  ye  be  likeminded,  having  the 
same  love,  being  of  one  accord,  of  one  mind. 

3  X<5^ nothing  be  done  through  strife  or  vainglory;  but  in 
lowliness  of  mind  let  each  esteem  other  lietler  than  them- 
selves. 

4  Look  not  every  man  on  his  own  things,  but  every  man 
also  on  the  things  of  others. 

5  Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ 
Jesus^. 

6  Who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery 
to  be  equal  with  God: 

7  But  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon 
him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the  likeness 
of  men : 

8  And  being  found  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  him- 
self, and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross. 

9  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly  exalted  him,  and  given 
him  a  name  which  is  above  every  name  : 

10  That  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of 
things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the 
earth; 

11  And  f^^  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

13  Wherefore,  my  beloved,  as  ye  have  alw'i/'s  obeyed, 
not  as  in  my  presence  only,  but  now  much  uore  in  my 
absence,  work  out  your  own  salvation  with  ffc**.**  and  trem- 
bling. 

13  For  it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you  both  to  will  and 
to  do  of  his  good  pleasure. 

14  Do  all  things  without  murmurings  and  disputings: 

15  That  ye  may  be  blameless  and  haimless,  the  sons  of 
Qtody  without  rebuke,  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  per- 
verse nation,  among  whom  ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world ; 

16  Holding  forth  the  word  of  life;  that  I  may  rejoice  ii» 
the  day  of  Christ,  that  I  have  not  run  in  vain,  neither  la- 
bourea  in  vain. 
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17  neither  labour  in  vain.  Yea,  and  if  1  am  offered  upon 
tbc  sacrifice  and  service  of  your  faitli»  I  joy,  and  rejoice 

18  with  you  all:  and  in  the  same  manner  do  ye  also  joy, 
and  rejoice  with  me. 

19  But  I  hope  in  the  Lord  Jesus  to  send  Timothy  shortly 
unto  you,  that  I  also  may  be  of  good  comfort,  when  1 

20  know  your  state.     For  I  have  no  man  like-minded,  who 

21  will  care  truly  for  your  state.     For  they  all  seek  their 

22  own,  not  the  things  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  ye  know  the 
proof  of  him,  that,  as  a  child  serreth  a  father,  so  he 

23  served  with  me  in  furtherance  of  the  gospel.  Him 
therefore  I  hope  to  send  forthwith,  so  soon  as  I  shall  see 

24  how  it  will  go  with  me:  but  I  trust  in  the  Lord  that  I 

25  myself  also  shall  come  shortlv.  But  I  counted  it  neces- 
sary to  send  to  you  Epaphroditus,  my  brother  and 
fellow-worker  and  fellow-soldier,  and  your  messenger 

26  and  minister  to  my  need;  since  he  longed  after  you  all, 
and  was  sore  troubled,  because  ye  had  heard  that  he  was 

27  sick :  for  indeed  he  was  sick  n  igh  unto  death :  but  God  had 
mercy  on  him;  and  not  on  him  only,  but  on  me  also,  that 

28  I  might  not  have  sorrow  upon  sorrow.  I  have  sent  him 
therefore  the  more  diligently,  that,  when  ye  see  him 
again,  ve  may  rejoice,   and  that  I  may  be  the  less 

29  sorrowful.     Receive  him  therefore  in  the  Lord  with 
80  all  ioy;  and  hold  such  in  honour:    because  for  the 

work  of  Christ  he  came  nigh  unto  death,  hassarding  his 
life  to  supply  that  which  was  lacking  in  your  service 
toward  me. 


^      Finally,  my  brethren,  rejoide  in  the  Ldrd.    To  write 

the  same  things  to  you,  to  me  indeed  is  not  irksome, 

^  but  for  you  it  is  safe.     Beware  of  the  dogs,  beware  of 
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17  Yea,  and  if  I  be  offered  upon  the  sacrifice  and  ser- 
vice of  your  faith,  1  joy,  and  rejoice  with  you  all. 

18  For  the  same  cause  also  do  ye  joy,  and  rejoice  with 
me. 

19  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord  Jesus  to  send  Timotheus  short- 
ly unto  yov.,  that  I  also  may  be  of  good  comfort,  when  I 
know  your  state. 

20  For  I  have  no  man  likeminded,who  will  naturally  care 
for  your  state. 

21  For  all  seek  their  own,  not  the  things  which  arc  Jesus 
Christ's. 

22  But  ye  know  the  proof  of  him,  that,  as  a  son  with 
uhe  father,  he  halh  served  with  me  in  the  gospel. 

23  Him  therefore  I  hope  to  send  presently,  so  soon  as  I 
shall  see  how  it  will  go  with  me. 

24  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord  that  I  also  myself  shall  come 
shortly. 

25  Yet  I  supposed  it  necessary  to  send  to  you  Epaphro- 
ditus,  my  brother,  and  companion  in  labour,  and  fellow- 
soldier,  but  your  messenger,  and  he  that  ministered  to  my 
wants. 

26  For  he  longed  after  you  all,  and  was  fall  of  heavi- 
ness, because  that  ye  had  heard  that  he  had  been  sick. 

27  For  indeed  he  was  sick  nigh  unto  death:  but  God 
had  mercy  on  him;  and  not  on  him  only,  but  on  me  also, 
lest  I  should  have  sorrow  upon  sorroAv. 

28  I  sent  him  therefore  the  more  carefully,  that,  when 
ye  see  him  again,  ye  may  rejoice,  and  that  1  may  be  the 
less  sorrow^ful. 

29  Receive  him  therefore  in  the  Lord  with  all  gladness; 
and  hold  such  in  reputation : 

30  Because  for  the  work  of  Christ  he  was  nigh  unto 
death,  not  regarding  his  life,  to  supply  your  lack  of  service 
toward  me. 

CHAPTER  in. 

1  He  wameth  them  to  beimre  of  the  false  teachers  of  the  circum- 
cision, 4  shewing  that  himself  hath  greater  cause  than  they  to 
trust  in  the  righteousness  of  the  law:  7  which  notwithstanding  he 
counteth  as  dung  and  loss,  to  gain  Christ  and  his  righteousness^ 
12  therein  acknowledging  his  own  imperfection.  15  He  exhorteth 
them  to  be  thus  minded^  17  and  to  imitate  nim,  18  and  to  decline 
the  ways  of  carnal  Christians. 

FINALLY,  my  brethren,  rejoice  in  the  Lord.     To  write 
the  same  things  to  you,  to  me  indeed  is  not  grievous, 
but  for  you  it  is  safe. 

2  Beware  of  dogs,  beware  of  evil  workers,  beware  of  the 
concision. 
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3  the  evil  workers,  beware  of  the  concision :  for  we  are 
the  circumcision,  who  worsliip  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 
and  glory  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  have  no  confidence  in  the 

4  flesh:  though  I  myself  might  have  confidence  even  in 
the  fle§li :  it'  any  other  man  thinketh  to  have  confidence 

5  in  the  flesh,  I  yet  more:  circumcised  the  eighth  day,  of 
tiie  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  a  Hebrew 

6  of  Hebrews;  as  touching  the  law,  a  Pharisee;  as  touch- 
ing zeal,  persecuting  the  church;  as  touching  the 
righteousness  which  is  in  the  law,  found    blameless. 

7  Howbeit  what  things  were  gain  to  me,  these  have  I 

8  counted  loss  for  Christ.     Yea  verily,  and  I  count  all  • 
things  to  be  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of 
Christ  Jesus  my  Lord :  for  whom  I  suffered  the   loss 
of  all  things,  and  do  count  them  but  dung,  that  I  may 

9  gain  Christ,  and  be  found  in  him,  not  having  a  righteous- 
ness of  mine  own,  even  that  which  is  of  the  law,  but 
that  which  is  through  faith  in  Christ,  the  righteousness 

10  which  is  of  God  by  faith :  that  I  may  know  him,  and 
the  power  of  his  resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  his 

11  sufferings,  becoming  conformed  unto  his  death;  if  by 
any  means  I  may  attain  unto  the  resurrection  from  the 

12  dead.  Not  that  I  have  already  obtained,  or  am  already 
made  perfect:  but  I  press  on,  if  so  be  that  I  may  appre- 
hend that  for  which  also  I.was  apprehended  by  Christ 

13  Jesus.  Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  yet  to  have  appre- 
hended: but  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  the  things  which 
are  behind,  and  stretching  forward  to  the  things  which 

14  are  before,  I  press  on  toward  the  goal  unto  the  prize  of 

15  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  Let  us  there- 
fore, as  many  as  be  perfect,  be  thus  minded :  and  if  in 
an}^  thing  ye  are  otherwise  minded,  even  this  shall  God 

16  reveal  unto  j'ou:  only,  whereunto  we  have  already 
attained,  by  that  same  i-ule  let  us  walk. 

17  Brethren,  be  ye  imitators  together  of  me,  and  mark 
them  which  so  walk  even  asye  Jiave  us  for  an  ensample. 

18  For  many  walk,  of  whom  I  told  you  often,  and  now 
tell  you  even  weeping,  that  ifiey  are  the  enemies  of  the 

19  cross  of  Christ :  whose  end  is  perdition,  whose  god  is  the 
belly,  and  wlw^e  glory  ia  in  their  shame,  who  mind 
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8  For  we  are  the  circumcision,  which  worship  God  in 
the  spirit,  and  rejoice  in  Clirist  Jesus,  and  liave  no  confi- 
dence in  the  flesh, 

4  Though  I  might  also  have  confidence  in  the  flesh.  If 
any  otber  man  tl>inketh  that  he  hath  wliereof  he  might 
trust  in  the  flesh,  I  more: 

5  Circumcised  the  eighth  day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of 
the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  an  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews;  as 
touching  the  law,  a  Pharisee ; 

6  Concerning  zeal,  persecuting  the  church;  touching  the 
righteousness  which  is  in  the  law,  blameless, 

7  But  what  things  were  gain  to  me,  those  I  counted  loss 
for  Christ. 

8  Yea  doubtless,  and  I  count  all  things  hut  loss  for  the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord :  for 
whom  I  have  suffered  the  loss  of.  all  things,  and  do  count 
them  hut  dung,  that  I  may  win  Christ, 

9  And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mine  own  righteous- 
ness, which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is  tlirough  the 
faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of  God  by 
faith: 

10  That  I  may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  his  resurrec- 
tion, and  the  fellowship  of  his  sufferings,  being  made  con- 
formable unto  his  death; 

11  If  by  any  means  I  might  attain  unto  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead. 

12  Not  as  though  I  had  already  attained,  either  were 
already  perfect:  but  I  follow  after,  if  that  I  may  appre- 
hend that  for  wiiich  sriso  I  am  apprehended  of  Christ  Jesus. 

13  Brethren,  I  count  not  mjrself  to  have  apprehended 
but  Hiis  one  thing  /  do,  forgetting  these  things  which  are 
behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are 
before, 

14  I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  call- 
ing of  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 

15  Let  us  therefore,  as  many  as  be  perfect,  be  thus 
minded:  and  if  in  any  thing  ye  be  otherwise  minded,  God 
shall  reveal  even  this  unto  you. 

16  Nevertheless,  whereto  we  have  already  attained,  let 
us  walk  by  the  same  rule,  let  us  mind  the  same  thing. 

17  Brethren,  be  followers  together  of  me,  and  mark  them 
which  walk  so  as  ye  have  us  for  an  ensample. 

18  (For  many  walk,  of  whom  I  have  told  you  often,  and 
now  tell  you  even  weeping,  that  tMyare  the  enemies  of  the 
cross  of  Christ : 

19  Whose  end  U  destruction,  whose  God  is  tlieir  belly, 
and  vilime  glory  w  in  their  shame,  who  mind  eaithly  thin£;s.i 
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20  earthly  things.  For  our  citizenship  is  in  heaven;  from 
whence  also   we  wait  for  a   Saviour,  tke  Lord  Jesus 

81  Christ:  who  shall  fashion  anew  the  body  of  our  humil- 
iation, tJiat  it  may  be  conformed  to  the  body  of  his 
glor)%  according  to  the  working  whereby  he  is  able  even 
to  subject  all  things  unto  himself. 


4  Wherefore,  my  brethren  beloved  and  longed  for,  my 
joy  and  crown,  so  stand  fast  in  the  Lord,  my  beloved. 

2  I  exhort  Euodia.  and  I  exhort  Syntyche,  to  be  of  the 

3  same  mind  in  the  Lord.  Yea,  I  beseech  thee  also,  true 
yokefellow,  help  these  women,  for  they  laboured  witk 
me  in  the  gospel,  with  Clement  also,  and  the  rest  of  my 
fellow-workers,  whose  names  are  in  the  book  of  life. 

4  Rejoice  in   the  Lord  aiway:  again  I  will  say,  1-te- 

5  joice.    Let  your  forbearance  be  known  unto  all  men. 

6  The  Lord  is  at  hand.  In  nothing  be  anxious;  but  In 
everything  by  prayer  and  supplication  with  thanks- 
giving let  your  requests  be   made  known  unto  God. 

7  And  tiie  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understaid- 
ing,  shall  guard  your  hearts  and  your  thoughts  in  Ciiiist 
Jesus. 

8  Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  what- 
soever things  are  honourable,  whatsoever  things  are  just, 
whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatsoever  things  are 
lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good  report;  if  there 
be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these 

9  things.  The  things  which- ye  both  learned  and  received 
and  heard  and  saw  in  me,  these  things  do:  and  the  God 
of  peace  shall  be  with  you. 

10  But  I  rejoice  in  the  Lord  greatly,  that  now  at  length 
ye  have  revived  your  thought  for  me;  wherein  ye  did 

11  indeed  take  thought,  but  ye  lacked  opportunity.  N"ot 
that  I  speak  in  respect  of  want:  for  I  have  learned,  in 

12  whatsoever  state  I  am,  therein  to  be  content.  I  know 
how  to  be  abased,  and  I  know  also  how  to  abound:  in 

^    every  thing  and  in  all  things  have  I  learned  the  secret 
j^  both  to  hG  filled  and  to  be  hungry,  both  to  abound  and 
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20  For  oifr  convefsation  is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also 
we  look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

21  Who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be 
fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious  body,  according  to  the 
working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things  unto 
himself. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  From  particular  admonitions  4  heproceedeth  to  general  exhorta- 
tionSf  10  shewing  how  he  rejoiced  at  their  liberality  towards  him 
lying  in  prison,  not  so  much  for  the  supply  of  his  own  wants,  as 
for  the  grace  of  Qod  in  them.  19  And  so  he  conclvdeth  with  prayer 
and  salutations. 

THEREFORE,  my  brethren  dearly  beloved  and  longed 
for,  my  joy  and  crown,  so  stand  fast  in  the  Lord,  my 
dearly  beloved. 

2  1  beseech  Euodias,  and  beseech  Syntyche,  that  tliey 
be  of  the  same  mind  in  the  Loi-d. 

I  And  I  intreat  thee  also,  true  yokefellow,  help  tliose 
women  which  laboured  with  me  in  the  gospel,  with  Cle- 
meit  also,  and  with  other  my  fellowlabouiers,  whose  names 
arein  the  book  of  life. 

4  Rejoice  in  the  Lord  alway :  and  again  I  say,  Rejoice. 

5  Let  your  moderation  be  known  unto  all  men.  The 
Lord  is  at  hand. 

6  Be  careful  for  nothing;  but  in  every  thing  by  prayer 
and  supplication  with  thanksgiving  let  your  requests  be 
made  known  unto  God. 

7  And  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understand* 
iQg,  shall  keep  your  hearts  and  minds  through  Christ 
Jesus. 

8  Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatso- 
ever things  are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatso- 
ever things  are  pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatso- 
ever things  are  of  good  report ;  if  there  he  any  virtue,  and 
if  tliere  he  any  praise,  think  on  these  things. 

9  Those  things,  which  ye  have  both  learned,  and  received, 
and  heard,  and  seen  in  me,  do:  and  the  God  of  peace 
shall  be  with  you. 

10  But  I  rejoiced  in  the  Lord  greatly,  that  now  at  the 
last  your  care  of  me  hath  flourished  again;  wherein  ye 
were  also  careful,  but  ye  lacked  opportunity. 

II  Not  that  I  speak  in  respect  of  want:  for  I  have 
learned.  In  whatsoever  state  I  am,  therewith  to  be  content. 

12  I  know  both  how  to  be  abased,  and  I  know  how  to 
abound:  every  where  and  in  all  things  lam  instructed  botl^ 
to  be  full  ana  to  be  hungiy,  both  to  abound  and  to  suffer 
need. 
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13  to  be  in  want.    I  can  do  all  things  in  him  that  strength- 

14  eneth  me.     Howbeit  ye  did  well,  that  ye  had  fellowship 

15  with  my  afBiction.  And  ye  yourselves  also  know,  ye 
Philippians,  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  gospel,  when 
I  departed  from  Macedonia,  no  church  hfid  fellowship 
with  me  in  the  matter  of  giving  and  receiving,  but  ye 

16  only;  for  even  in  Thessalonica  ye  sent  once  and  again 

17  unto  my  need.    Not  that  I  seek  for  the  gift;  but  I  seek 

18  for  the  fruit  that  increaseth  to  your  account.  But  I 
have  all  things,  and  abound :  I  am  filled,  having  received 
from  Epaphroditus  the  things  tfiat  came  from  you,  an 
odoiir  of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable,  well- 

19  pleasing  to  God.  And  my  God  shall  fulfil  every  need 
of  yours  according  to  his  riches  in  glory  in  Christ  iJesuf. 

20  Now  unto  our  God  and  Father  be  the  glory  for  ev*r 
and  ever.     Amen. 

21  Salute  every  saint  in  Christ   Jesus.      The  brethren 

22  which  are  with  me  salute  you.  All  the  saints  salite 
you,  especially  they  that  are  of  Caesar's  household. 

28  The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  jour 
spirit.

OOLOSSIANS. 


1  Paul,  an  apostle  of  Christ  Jesus  through  the  will  of 

2  God,  and  Timothy  our  brother,  to  the  saints  and  faith- 
ful brethren  in  Christ  which  are  at  Colossae :  Grace  to 
you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father. 
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13  I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  which  strengthen- 
eth  me. 

14  Notwithstanding  ye  have  well  done,  that  ye  did  com- 
municate with  mjr  affliction. 

15  Now  ye  Philippians  know  also,  that  in  the  beginning 
of  the  gospel,  when  %  departed  from  Macedonia,  no  church 
communicated  with  me  as  concerning  giving  and  receiving, 
but  ye  only. 

16  For  even  in  Thessalonica  ye  sent  once  and  again  unto 
my  necessity. 

17  Not  because  I  desire  a  gift :  but  I  desire  fruit  that 
may  abound  to  your  account. 

18  But  I  have  all,  and  abound:  I  am  full,  having  received 
of  Epaphroditus  the  things  which  tcere  sent  from  you,  an 
odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable,  wellpleasing 
to  God. 

19  But  my  God  shall  supphr  all  your  need  according  to 
his  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus. 

20  Now  unto  God  and  our  Father  he  glory  for  ever  and 
ever.    Amen. 

21  Salute  every  saint  in  Christ  Jesus.  The  brethren 
which  are  with  me  greet  you. 

22  All  the  saints  salute  you,  chiefly  they  that  are  of 
Caesar's  household.  ' 

23  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  he  with  you  all. 
Amen.

THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 

COLOSSIANa 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  After  salutation  he  thanketh  God  for  their  faith,  7  confirmeth  the 
doctrine  of  Epaphras,  9  prayeth  further  for  their  increase  in 
grace,  14  describeth  the  true  Christ,  21  encourageth  them  to  receive 
Jesus  Christ,  and  commendeth  his  own  ministry. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
and  Timotheus  our  brother, 
2  To  the  saints  and  faithful  brethren  in  Christ  which  are 
at  Colosse:  Grace  he  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our 
Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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3  We  give  thanks  to  God  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 

4  Clirist,  praying  always  for  you,  having  heard  of  your 
faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  of  tbe  love  which  ye  have  to- 

5  ward  all  the  saints,  because  of  the  hope  which  is  laid  up 
for  you  in  the  heavens,  whereof  ye  heard  before  in  the 

6  word  of  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  which  is  come  unto  you; 
even  as  it  is  also  in  all  the  world  bearing  fruit  and  in- 
creasing, as  it  doth  in  you  also,  since  the  day  ye  heard 

7  and  knew  the  grace  of  God  in  truth;  even  as  ye  learned 
of  Epaphras  our  beloved  fellow-ser^  ant,  who  is  a  faith- 

8  ful  minister  of  Christ  on  our  behalf,  who  also  declared 
unto  us  your  love  in  the  Spirit. 

9  For  this  cause  we  also^  since  the  day  we  heard  it  do 
not  cease  to  pray  and  make  request  for  vou,  that  ye  may 
be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will  in  all  spiritual 

10  wisdom  and  understanding,  to  walk  worthily  of  the 
Lord  unto  all  pleasing,   bearing  fruit  m  every  good 

11  work,  and  increasing  in  the  knowledge  of  God ;  strength- 
ened with  all  power,  according  to  the  might  of  his  glorj^ 

12  unto  all  patience  and  longsuffering  with  joy;  ^ving 
thanks  unto  the  Father,  who  made  us  meet  to  be  par- 

18  takers  of  the  inheritaaco  of  the  saints  in  light ;  who  de- 
livered us  out  of  the  power  of  darkness,  and  translated 

14  us  into  the  kingdom  of  the  Sod  of  his  love;  in  whom 
we  have  our  redemption,  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins: 

15  who  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God,  the  firstborn  of 

16  all  creation;  for  in  him  were  all  things  created,  in  the 
heavens  and  upon  the  earth,  things  visible  and  things 
invisible,  whether  thrones  or  dominions  or  principalities 
or  powers;  all  things  have  been  created  through  him, 

17  and  unto  him ,  and  he  is  before  all  things,  and  in  him 

18  all  things  consist.  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the 
church,  who  is  tlie  beginning  the  firstborn  from  the 
dead;  that  in  all  things  he  might  have  the  preeminence. 

19  For  it  was  the  good  pleasure  of  the  Father  that  in  him 

20  should  all  the  fulness  dwell;  and  through  hitn  to  recon- 
cile all  things  unto  himself,  having  made  peace  through 
the  blood  of  his  cross ;  through  him,  /  say,  whether 

21  things  upon  the  earth,  or  things  in  the  heavens.  And 
you,  being  in  time  past  alienated  and  enemies  in  your 
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3  We  give  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  praying  always  for  you, 

4  Since  we  heard  of  yovir  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  of 
the  love  which  ye  hate  to  all  the  saints, 

5  For  the  hope  which  is  laid  up  for  you  in  heaven, 
whereof  ye  heard  before  in  the  woid  of  the  truth  of  tiie 
gospel ; 

6  Which  is  come  unto  you,  as  it  is  in  all  the  world;  and 
bringeth  forth  fruit,  as  it  doth  also  in  you,  since  the  day  ye 
heard  of  it,  and  knew  the  grace  of  God  in  truth: 

7  As  ye  also  learned  of  Epaphras  our  dear  fellowservant, 
who  is  for  you  a  faithful  miuister  of  Christ; 

8  Who  also  declared  unto  us  your  love  in  the  Spirit. 

9  For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we  heard  it,  do 
not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and  to  desire  that  ye  might  be 
filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will  in  all  wisdom  and 
spiritual  understanding; 

10  That  ye  might  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all  pleas- 
ing, being  fruitful  in  eveiy  good  w^ork,  and  increasing  in 
the  knowledge  of  God; 

11  Strengthened  with  all  might,  according  to  his  glo- 
rious power,  unto  all  patience  and  longsuffering  with  joy- 
fulness; 

12  Giving  thanks  unto  the  Father,  which  hath  made  uf 
meet  to  be  partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in 
light: 

13  Who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  darkness, 
and  hath  translated  vs  into  the  kingdom  of  his  dear  Son: 

14  In  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  blood,  eten 
the  forgiveness  of  sins: 

15  Who  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God,  the  firstborn 
of  every  creature : 

16  For  by  him  were  all  things  created,  that  are  in  heaven, 
and  that  are  in  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether  they  hi 
thrones,  or  dominions,  or  principalities,  or  powers:  all 
things  were  created  by  him,  and  for  him: 

17  And  he  is  before  all  things,  and  by  him  all  things  con- 
sist. 

18  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the  church:  who  is 
the  beginning,  the  firstborn  from  the  dead;  that  in  all 
things  he  might  have  the  preeminence. 

19  For  it  pleased  the  Father  that  in  him  should  all  ful- 
ness dwell ; 

20  And,  having  made  peace  through  the  blood  of  his 
cross,  by  him  to  reconcile  all  things  unto  himself;  by  him, 
I  say,  whether  they  be  things  in  earth,  or  things  in  heaven. 

21  And  you,  that  w  ere  sometime  alienated  and  enemies 
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miud  in  your  evil  works,  yet  now  batli  he  reconciled  in 

23  the  body  of  his  flesh  through  death,  to  present  you  holy 
2 J  and  without  blemish  and  unreprovable  before  him.  if  so 

be  that  ye  continue  in  the  faith,  grounded  and  steadfast, 
and  not  moved  away  from  the  hope  of  the  gospel  which 
ye  heard,  which  was  preached  in  all  creation  under 
heaven;  whereof  I  Paul  was  made  a  minister. 

24  Now  I  rejoice  in  my  sufferings  for  your  sake,  and 
lill  up  on  my  part  that  which  is  lacking  of  the  afflic- 
tions of  Christ  in  my  flesh  for  his  body's  sake,  which  is 

25  the  church ;  whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according 
to  the  dispensation  of  God  which  was  given  me  to  you- 

26  ward,  to  fulfil  the  word  of  God,  e'cen  the  mystery  which 
hath  been  hid  from  all  ages  and  generations:  but  now 
hath  it  been  manifested  to  his  saints,  to  whom  God  was 

27  pleased  to  make  known  what  is  the  riches  of  the  glory 
of  this  mystery  among  the  Gentiles,  which  is  Christ  in 

28  you,  the  hope  of  glory:  whom  we  proclaim,  admonish- 
ing every  man  and  teaching  every  man  in  all  wisdom, 

29  that  we  may  present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ;  where- 
unto  I  labour  also,  striving  according  to  his  working, 
which  worketh  in  me  mightily 


2  For  I  would  have  you  know  how  greatly  I  strive  for 
you,  and  for  them  at  Laodicea,  and  for  as  many  a«? 

2  have  not  seen  my  face  in  the  flesh;  that  their  hearts  may 
be  comforted,  they  being  knit  together  in  love,  and 
unto  all  riches  of  the  fuU  assurance  of  undei-standing, 
that  tliey  may  know  the  mystery  of  God,  even  Christ, 

3  in  whom  are  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge 

4  hidden. .  This  I  say,  that  iio  one  may  delude  you  with 

5  persuasiveness  of  speech.  For  though  I  am  absent  in 
the  flesh,  yet  am  1  with  you  in  the  spirit,  joying  and 
beholding  your  order,  and  the  steadiastness  of  your 
faith  in  Christ. 

6  As  therefore  ye  received  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  so  ■ 

7  walk  in  him.  rooted  and  builded  up  in  him,  and  stab- 
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in  your  mind  by  wicked  works,  yet  now  hath  he  i-econ- 
ciled. 

22  In  the  body  of  his  flesh  through  death,  to  present 
you  holy  and  unbhxmeable  and  unreproveable  in  his  sight: 

23  If  ye  continue  in  the  failh  grounded  and  settled,  and 
be  not  moved  away  from  the  hope  of  the  gospel,  which  ye 
have  heard,  and  which  was  preached  to  every  creature 
which  is  under  heaven;  whereof  IPaul  am  made  a  minis- 
ter; 

24  Who  now  rejoice  in  my  sufferings  for  you,  and  fill  up 
that  which  is  behind  of  the  aiHictions  of  Christ  in  my  flesh 
for  his  body's  sake,  which  is  the  church : 

25  Whereof  I  am  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  dis- 
pensation of  God  which  is  given  to  me  for  you,  to  fulfil  the 
word  of  God ; 

26  Even  the  mystery  which  hath  been  hid  from  ages  and 
from  generations,  but  now  is  made  manifest  to  his  saints: 

27  To  whom  God  would  make  known  what  is  the  riches 
of  the  glory  of  this  mystery  among  the  Gentiles;  which  is 

'  Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of  glory: 

28  Whom  we  preach,  waining  every  man,  and  teaching 
every  man  in  all  wisdom ;  that  we  may  present  every  man 
perfect  in  Christ  Jesus: 

29  Whereunto  I  also  labour,  striving  according  to  his 
working,  which  worketh  in  me  mightily 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  still  exhorteth  them  to  be  constant  in  Christ,  8  to  beware  of 
philosophy,  and  vain  traditions,  18  worshipping  of  angels^  20  and 
legal  ceremonies,  which  are  ended  in  Christ. 

FORI  would  that  ye  kaew  what  great  conflict  I  have!* 
for  you,  and /or  them  at  Laodicea,  and/<?7*  as  many  as 
have  not  seen  my  face  in  the  flesh; 

2  That  their  hearts  might  be  comforted,  being  knit  to- 
gether in  love,  and  unto  all  riches  of  the  full  assurance  of 
understanding,  to  the  acknowledgment  of  the  mystery  of 
God,  and  of  the  Father,  and  of  Christ; 

8  In  whom  are  hid  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and 
knowledge. 

4  And  this  I  say,  lest  any  man  should  beguile  you  with 
enticing  words. 

5  For  though  I  be  absent  in  the  flesh,  yet  am  I  with  you 
in  the  spirit,  joying  and  beholding  your  order,  and  the 
stedfastness  of  your  faith  in  Christ. 

6  As  ye  have  therefore  received  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord, 
«(?walk  ye  in  him: 

7  Rooted  and  built  up  in  him,  and  stablished  in  the  faith, 
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lished  in  your  faith,  even  as  ye  were  taught,  abounding 
in  thanksgiving. 

8  Take  heed  lest  there  shall  be  any  one  that  maketli 
spoil  of  you  through  his  philosophy  and  vain  deceit, 
after  the  tradition  of  men,  after  the  i-udiments  of  the 

9  world,  and  not  after  Chiist:  for  in  him  dwelleth  all  the 

10  fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily,  and  in  him  ye  are  made 

11  full,  who  is  the  head  of  all  principality  and  power:  in 
whom  ye  were  also  circumcised  with  a  circumcision  not 
made  with  hands,  in  the  putting  off  of  the  body  of  the 

12  flesh,  in  the  circumcision  of  Christ;  having  been  buried 
with  him  in  baptism,  wherein  ye  were  also  raised  with 
him  through  faith  in  the  working  of  God,  who  raised 

13  him  from  the  dead.  And  you,  being  dead  through 
your  trespasses  and  the  uncircumcision  of  your  flesh, 
you,  I  sap,  did  he  quicken  together  with  him,  having  for- 

14  given  us  all  our  trespasses;  having  blotted  out  the  bond 
written  in  ordinances  that  was  against  us,  which  was 
contrary  to  us:  and  he  hath  taken  it  out  of  the  way, 

15  nailing  it  to  the  cross;  having  put  off  from  himself  the 
principalities  and  the  powers,  he  made  a  show  of  them 
openly,  triumphing  over  them  in  it. 

16  Let  no  man  therefore  judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink, 
or  in  respect  of  a  feast  day  or  a  new  moon  or  a  sabbath 

17  day;  which  are  a  shadow  of  the  things  to  come;  but  the 

18  body  is  Christ's.  Let  no  man  rob  you  of  your  prize  by 
a  voluntary  humility  and  worshipping  of  the  angels, 
dwelling  in  the  things  which  he  hath  seen,  vainly  puffed 

19  up  by  his  fleshly  mind,  and  not  holding  fast  the  Head, 
from  whom  all  the  body,  being  supplied  and  knit 
together  through  the  joints  and  bands,  increaseth  with 
the  increase  of  God. 

20  If  ye  died  with  Christ  from  the  rudiments  of  the 
world,  why,  as  though  living  in  the  world,  do  ye  sub- 

21  jcct  yourselves  to  ordinances.  Handle  not,  nor  taste, 
23  nor  touch  (all  which  things  are  to  perish  with  the 
23  using),  after  the  precepts  and  doctrines  of  men?    Which 

things  have  indeed  a  show  of  wisdom  in  will-worship, 
and  humility,  and  severity  to  the  body;  bvt  are  not  of 
any  value  against  the  indulgence  of  the  flesh. 
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as  ye  have  been  taught,  abounding  therein  with  thanksgiv- 
ing. 

8  Beware  lest  any  man  spoil  you  through  philosophy  and 
vain  deceit,  after  the  tradition  of  men,  after  the  rudiments 
of  the  world,  and  not  after  Christ. 

9  For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead 
bodily. 

10  And  ye  are  complete  in  him,  which  is  the  head  of  all 
principality  and  power: 

11  In  whom  also  ye  are  circumcised  with  the  circumci- 
sion made  without  hands,  in  putting  off  the  body  of  the  sins 
of  the  flesh  by  the  circumcision  of  Christ: 

12  Buried  with  him  in  baptism,  wherein  also  ye  are  risen 
with  him  through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  who 
hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. 

13  And  you,  being  dead  in  your  sins  and  the  uncircum- 
cision  of  your  flesh,  nath  he  quickened  together  with  him, 
having  forgiven  you  all  trespasses; 

14  Blotting  out  the  handwriting  of  ordinances  that  was 
against  us.  wliich  was  contiary  to  us,  and  took  it  out  of  the 
way,  nailing  it  to  his  cross; 

15  And  having  spoiled  principalities  and  powers,  he 
made  a  shew  of  them  openly,  triumphing  over  them  in  it. 

16  Let  no  man  therefore  judge  you  in  meat,  or"  in  drink, 
or  in  respect  of  an  holyday,'or  of  the  new  moon,  or  of  the 
sabbath  days: 

17  Which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to  come;  but  the  body 
is  of  Christ. 

18  Let  no  man  beguile  you  of  your  reward  in  a  volun- 
tary humility  and  worshipping  of  angels,  intruding  into 
those  things  which  he  hath  not  seen,  vainly  puffed  up  by 
his  fleshly  mind, 

19  And  not  holding  the  Head,  from  which  all  the  body 
by  joints  and  bands  having  nourishment  ministered,  and 
knit  together^  increaseth  with  the  increase  of  God. 

20.  Wherefore  if  ye  be  dead  with  Christ  from  the  rudi- 
ments of  the  world,  why,  as  though  living  in  the  world, 
are  ye  subject  to  ordinances, 

21  (Touch  not;  taste  not;  handle  not; 

22  Which  all  are  to  perish  with  the  using;)  after  the 
commandments  and  doctrines  of  men? 

28  Which  things  have  indeed  a  shew  of  wisdom  in  will 
worship,  and  humility,  and  neglecting  of  the  body;  not  in 
any  honour  to  the  satisfying  of  the  flesh. 
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3  If  then  ye  were  raised  together  with  Christ,  seek  the 
tilings  that  are  above,  where  Christ  is,  seated  on  the 

2  right  hand  of  God.  Set  your  mind  on  the  things  that 
are  above,  not  on  the  things  that  are  upon  the  earth. 

3  For  ye  died,  and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God. 

4  When  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall  be  manifested,  then 
shall  ye  also  with  him  be  manifested  in  glory. 

5  Mortify  therefore  your  members  which  are  upon  the 
earth;  fornication,  uncleanness,  passion,  evil  desire,  and 

6  covetousness,  the  which  is  idolatry;  for  which  things' 
sake  Cometh  the  wrath  of    God    upon    the    sons  of 

7  disobedience ;  in  the  which  ye  also  walked  aforetime, 

8  when  ye  lived  in  these  things.  But  now  put  ye  also 
away  all  these;  anger,  wrath,  malice,  railing,  shameful 

9  speaking  out  of  your  mouth:  lie  not  one  to  another;  see- 
ing that  ye  have  put  off  the  old  man  with  his  doings. 

10  and  have  put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  being  renewed 
unto  knowledge  after  the  image  of  him  that  created  him- 

11  where  there  cannot  be  Greek  and  Jew,  circumcision  and 
uncircumcision,  barbarian,  Scythian,  bondman,  free- 
man: but  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all. 

12  Put  on  therefore,  i\s  God's  elect,  holy  and  beloved, 
a  heart  of  compassion,  kindness,  humility,  meekness^ 

13  longsuffering;  forbearing  one  another,  and  forgiving 
each  other,  if  any  man  have  a  complaint  against  any, 

14  even  as  the  Lord  forgave  you,  so  also  do  ye;  and  above 
all  these  things  put  on  l6ve,  which  is  the  bond  of  per- 

15  fectness.  And  let  the  peace  of  Christ  rule  iff  j'^our 
hearts,  to  the  which  also  ye  were  called  in  one  body; 

16  and  be  ye  thankful.  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  m 
you  richly  in  all  wisdom;  teaching  and  admonishing  one 
another  with  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs, 

17  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts  unto  God.  And  what- 
soever ye  do,  in  word  or  in  deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus, giving  thanks  to  God  the  Father  through  him.

CHAPTER  III 

1  He  skeweth  where  we  should  seek  Christ.  6  He  exhorteth  to  morti' 
fitxition,  10  to  put  off  the  old  man,  and  to  put  on  Christ,  12  exhort- 
ing to  aiarity^  humility,  and  other  several  duties. 

IF  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which 
are  above,  where  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of 
God. 

2  Set  your  affection  on  things  above,  not  on  things  on 
the  earth. 

3  For  ye  are  dead,  and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in 
God. 

4  Wlien  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall  appear,  then  shall 
ye  jilso  appKjar  with  him  in  glory. 

5  Mortify  therefore  your  members  which  are  upon  the 
earth;  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection,  evil 
concupiscence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatiy: 

6  For  wliich  things'  sake  the  wrath  of  God  cometh  on 
the  children  of  disobedience: 

7  In  the  which  ye  also  walked  some  time,  when  ye  lived 
in  them. 

8  But  now  ye  also  put  off  all  these;  anger,  wrath,  malice, 
blasphemy,  filthy  communication  out  of  your  mouth. 

9  Lie  not  one  to  another,  seeing  that  ye  have  put  off  the 
old  man  with  his  deeds; 

10  And  have  put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  renewed  in 
knowledge  after  the  image  of  him  that  created  him : 

11  Where  there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew,  circumcision 
nor  uncircumcision,  Barbarian,  Scythian,  bond  nor  free: 
but  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all. 

.  13  Put  on  therefore,  as  the  elect  of  God,  holy  and  be- 
loved, bowels  of  mercies,  kindness,  humbleness  of  mind, 
meekuess,  longsuffering; 

13  Forbearing  one  another,  and  forgiving  one  another, 
if  any  man  have  a  quarrel  against  any:  even  as  Christ  for- 
gave you,  so  also  do  ye. 

14  And  above  all  these  things  put  on  charity,  which  is 
the  bond  of  perfectiiess. 

15  And  let  the  peace  of  God  rule  in  your  hearts,  to  the 
which  also  ye  are  called  in  one  bodj^^;  and  be  ye  thankful. 

16  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wis 
dom;  teaching  and  admonishing  one  another  in  psalms  and 
hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your 
hearts  to  the  Lord. 

17  And  whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  Gk)d  and  the 
Father  by  him.     . 
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18  Wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  husbands,  as  is  fitting 

19  in  the  Lord.     Husbands,  love  your  wives,  and  be  not 

20  bitter  against  them.     Children,   obey  your  parents  in 

21  all  things,  for  this  is  well-pleasing  in  the  Lord.  Fathers, 
provoke  not  your  children,  that  they  be  not  discour- 

22  aged.  Servants,  obey  in  all  things  them  that  are  your 
masters  according  to  the  flesh;  not  with  eyeservice,  as 
men-pleasers,  but  in  singleness  of  heart,   fearing   the 

23  Lord:  whatsoever  ye  do,  work  hearlDy,  as  unto  the 
J4  Lord,  and  not  unto  men;  knowing  that  from  the  Lord 

ye  shall  receive  the  recompense  of  the  inheritance:  ye 

25  serve  the  Lord  Christ.     For  he  that  doeth  wrong  shall 

receive  again  for  the  wrong  that  he  hath  done:  and  there 


4  is  no  respect  of  persons.  Masters,  render  unto  your  ser- 
vants that  which  is  just  and  equal;  knowing  that  j-e 
also  have  a  Master  in  heaven. 

2  Continue  stedfastly  in  prayer,  watching  therein  with 

3  thanksgiving;  withal  praying  for  us  also,  that  God  may 
open  unto  us  a  door  for  the  word,  to  speak  the  mvstery 

4  of  Christ,  for  which  I  am  also  in  bonds;  that  I  may 

5  make  it  manifest,  as  I  ought  to  speak.  Walk  in  wis- 
dom toward  them  that  are  without,  redeeming  the  time. 

6  Let  your  speech  be  always  with  grace,  seasoned  with 
salt,  that  ye  may  know  how  ye  ought  to  answer  each 
one. 

7  All  my  affairs  shall  Tychicus  make  known  unto  you, 
the  beloved  brother  and  faithful  minister  and  fellow- 

8  servant  in  the  Lord:  whom  I  have  sent  unto  you  for 
this  very  purpose,  that  ye  may  know  our  estate,  and  that 

9  he  may  comfort  your  hearts;  together  with  Ouesimus, 
the  faithful  and  beloved  brother,  who  is  one  of  you. 
They  shall  make  known  unto  you  all  things  that  are 
done  here. 

30  Aristarchus  my  fellow-prisoner  saluteth  you,  and 
Mark,  the  cousin  of  Barnabas  (touching  whom  ye  re- 
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18  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husbands, 
as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 

19  Husbands,  love  you7*  wives,  and  be  not  bitter  against 
them. 

20  Children,  obey  your  parents  in  all  things:  for  this  is 
wellpleasing  unto  the  Lord. 

21  Fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to  anger,  lest  they 
be  discouraged. 

22  Servants,  obey  in  all  things  yovr  masters  according 
to  the  flesh;  not  v^ith  eyeservice,  as  menpleasers;  but  in 
singleness  of  heart,  fearing  God : 

2^  And  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  it  heartily,  as  to  Ihe  Lord, 
and  not  unto  men; 

24  Knowing  that  of  the  Lord  ye  shall  receive  the  reward 
of  the  inheritance:  for  ye  serve  the  Lord  Christ. 

25  But  he  that  doeth  wrong  shall  receive  for  the  wrong 
which  he  hath  done :  and  there  is  no  respect  of  persons. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  exhorteth  them  to  be  fervent  in  prayer,  5  to  walk  wisely  toward 
them  that  are  not  yet  come  to  the  true  knowledge  of  Christ.  10 
He  saluteth  them,  and  wisheth  them  all  prosperity. 

MASTERS,  give  unto  yonr  servants  that  which  is  just 
and  equal;  knowing  that  ye  also  have  a  Master  in 
heaven. 

2  Continue  in  prayer,  and  w^atch  in  the  same  with  thanks- 
giving; 

3  Withal  praying  also  for  us,  that  God  would  open  unto 
us  a  door  of  utterance,  to  speak  the  mystery  of  Christ,  for 
which  I  am  also  in  bonds: 

4  That  I  may  make  it  manifest,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

5  Walk  in  wisdom  toward  them  that  are  without,  redeem- 
ing the  time. 

6  Let  your  speech  be  alway  with  grace,  seasoned  with 
salt,  that  ye  may  know  how  ye  ought  to  answer  every 
man. 

7  All  my  state  shall  Tychicus  declare  unto  you,  wjio  is  a 
beloved  brother,  and  a  faithful  minister  and  fcllowservant 
in  the  Lord: 

8  Whom  I  have  sent  unto  you  for  the  same  purpose,  that 
he  might  know  your  estate,  and  comfort  your  hearts; 

d  With  Onesimus,  a  faithful  and  beloved  brother,  who  is 
one  of  you.  They  shall  make  known  unto  you  all  things 
which  are  done  here. 

10  Aristarchus  my  fellowprisoner  saluteth  you,  and 
Marcus,  sister's  son  to  Barnabas,  (touching  whom  ye 
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ceived  commandments;   if  he  oome  unto  you,  receive 

11  iiim),  and  Jesus,  which  is  called  Justus,  who  are  of  the 
circumcision:  these  only  are  my  fellow-workers  unto 
the  kingdom  of  God,  men  that  have  been  a  comfort  unto 

12  me.  Epapliras,  who  is  one  of  you,  a  servant  of  Christ 
Jesus,  saluteth  you,  always  striving  for  you  in  hi8 
prayers,  that  ye  may  stand  perfect  and  fully  assured  in 

13  all  the  will  of  God.  For  I  bear  him  witness,  that  he 
hath  much  labour  for  you,  and  for  them  in  Laodicea, 

14  and  for  them  in  Hierapolis.     Luke,  the  beloved  physi 

15  cian,  and  Demas  salute  you.  Salute  the  brethren  that 
are  in 'Laodicea,  and  Nymphas,  and  the  church  that  is 

16  in  their  house.  And  when  this  epistle  hath  been  read 
among  you,  cause  that  it  be  read  also  in  the  church  of 
the  Laodiceans;  and  that  ye  also  read  the  epistle  from 

17  Laodicea.  And  say  to  Archippus,  Take  heed  to  the 
ministry  which  thou  hast  received  in  the  Lord,  that  thou 
fulfil  it. 

18  The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  hand.  Re- 
member my  bonds.    Grace  be  with  you. 


THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE 
TO  THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


1  Paul,  and  Silvanus,  and  Timothy,  unto  the  church  of 
the  Thessalonians  in  God  the  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ-  Grace  to  you  and  peace. 
2  We  give  thanks  to  God  always  for  you  all,  making 
8  mention  of  you  in  our  prayers;  remembering  without 
ceasing  your  work  of  faith  and  labour  of  love  and  pa- 
tience of  hope  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  before  our  God 
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received  commandments:   if  he  come  unto  you,  receive 
him;) 

11  And  Jesus,  which  is  called  Justus,  who  are  of  the  cir- 
cumcision. Tliese  only  are  my  fellow  workers  unto  the 
kingdom  of  God,  which  have  heen  a  comfort  unto  me. 

12  Epaphras,  who  is  one  of  you,  a  servant  of  Christ, 
saluteth  you,  always  labouring  fervently  for  you  in  prayers, 
tliat  ye  may  stand  perfect  and  complete  in  all  the  will  of 
God. 

13  For  I  bear  him  record,  that  he  hath  a  great  zeal  for 
you,  and  them  iliat  are  in  Laodicea,  aud  them  in  Hier- 
apolis. 

14  Luke,  the  beloved  physician,  and  Deraas,  greet  you. 

15  Salute  the  brethren  wnich  are  in  Laodicea,  and  Nym- 
phas,  and  the  church  which  is  in  his  liouse. 

16  And  when  this  epistle  is  read  nmong  you,  cause  that 
it  be  read  also  in  the  church  of  the  Laodiceans;  and  that  ye 
likewise  read  the  e'pistU  from  Laodicea. 

17  And  say  to  Archippus,  Take  heed  to  the  ministry 
which  thou  hast  received  in  the  Lord,  that  thou  fulfil  it. 

18  The  salutation  by  the  hand  of  me  Paul.  Remember 
my  bonds.     Grace  he  with  you.     Amen.

THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO 
THE 

THESSALONIAI^^S. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  The  Thesmlonians  are  given  to  understand  both  how  mindful  of 
'them  Saint  Paul  vxm  at  all  times  in  thanksgiving^  and  prayer  :  5 
and  also  how  well  he  was  persuaded  of  the  truth  and  sincerity  of 
their  faithf  and  conversion  to  Ood. 

PAUL,  and  Silvanus,  and  Timolheus,  unto  the  church 
of  the  Thessalonians  which  is  in  God  the  Father  and 
tJi  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace, 
from  God  our  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2  We  give  thanks  to  God  always  for  you  all,  making 
mention  of  you  in  our  prayers; 

3  Remembering  without  ceasing  your  work  of  faith,  and 
labour  of  love,  and  patience  of  hope  in  our  Lord  Jesua 
Christ,  in  the  sight  of  God  and  our  Father; 
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4  and  Father;  knowing,  brethren  beloved  of  God,  your 

5  election,  how  that  our  gospel  came  not  unto  you  in 
word  only,  but  also  in  power,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  in  much  assurance ;  even  as  ye  know  what  manner 
of  men  we  shewed  ourselves  toward  you  for  your  sake. 

6  And  ye  became  imitators  of  us,  and  of  tlie  Lord,  having 
received  the  word  in  much  affliction,  with  joy  of  the 

7  Holy  Ghost;  so  that  ye  became  an  ensample  to  all  that 

8  believe  in  Macedonia  and  in  Achaia.  For  from  you 
hath  sounded  forth  the  word  of  the  Lord,  not  onlv  in 
Macedonia  and  Achaia,  but  in  every  place  your  faith  to 
God-ward  is  gone  forth;  so  that  we  need  not  to  speak 

9  any  thing.  For  they  themselves  report  concerning  us 
what  manner   of  entering  in  we  had  unto  you;  and 

- /J  how  ye  turned  unto  God  from  idols,  to  serve  a  living 
and  true  God,  and  to  wait  for  his  Son  from  heaven, 
whom  he  raised  from  the  dead,  eten  Jesus,  which  de- 
livereth  us  from  the  wrath  to  come. 


2  For  yourselves,  brethren,  know  our  entering  in  unto 

2  you,  that  it  hath  not  been  found  vain :  but  having  suf- 
fered before,  and  been  shamefully  entreated,  as  ye 
know,  at  Philippi,  we  waxed  bold  in  our  God  to  speak 

3  unto  you  the  gospel  of  God  in  much  conflict.  For  our 
exhortalioa  is  not  of  error,  nor  of  uncleanness,  nor  in 

4  guile:  but  even  as  we  have  been  approved  of  God  to  be 
intrusted  with  the  gospel,  so  we  speak;  not  as  pleasing 

5  men,  but  God  which  proveth  our  hearts.  For  neither 
at  any  time  were  we  round  using  words  of  flattery,  as 
ye  know,  nor  a  cloke  of  covetousness,  God  is  witness; 

6  nor  seeking  glory  of  men,  neither  from  you,  nor  from 
others,  when  we  might  have  been  burdensome,  as  apos- 

7  ties  of  Christ.     But  we  were  gentle  in  the  midst  of  you, 

8  as  when  a  nurse  cherislieth  her  own  children:  even  so, 
l>eing  affectionately  desirous  of  you,  we  were  well 
pleased  to  impart  unto  you,  not  the  gospel  of  God  only, 
but  also  our  own  souls,  because  ye  were  becofne  very 

9  dear  to  us.    For  ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labour  and 
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4  Knowing,  brethren  beloved,  your  election  of  God. 

5  For  our  gospel  came  not  unto  you  in  word  only,  but 
also  in  power,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  .and  in  much  assur- 
ance; as  ye*know  what  manner  of  men  we  were  among  you 
for  your  sake. 

6  And  ye  became  followers  of  us,  and  of  the  Lord,  having 
received  the  word  in  much  affliction,  with  joy  of  the  Holy 
Ghost: 

7  So  that  ye  were  ensampies  to  all  that  believe  in  Mace- 
donia and  Achaia. 

8  For  from  you  sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord  not 
only  in  Macedonia  and  Achaia.  but  also  in  every  place  youi 
faith  to  God-ward  is  spread  abroad;  so  that  we  need  not  to 
speak  any  thing. 

9  For  they  themselves  shew  of  us  what  manner  of  enter- 
ing in  we  had  unto  you,  and  how  ye  turned  to  God  from 
idols  to  serve  the  living  and  true  God; 

10  And  to  wait  for  Ids  Son  from  heaven,  whom  he  raised 
from  the  dead,  even  Jesus,  which  delivered  us  from  the 
wrath  to  come. 

CHAPTER  IL 

1  In  what  manner  tlw  gospel  teas  brought  and  preached  to  the  Thes- 
salonians.  and  in  ivhat  sort  also  they  received  it.  18  A  reason  is 
rendered  both  why  Saint  Paul  was  so  long  absent  from  them,  and 
also  why  he  wa>a  so  desirovs  to  see  them. 

FOR  yourselves,  brethren,  know  our  entrance  in  unto 
you,  that  it  was  not  in  vain: 

2  But  even  after  that  we  had  suffered  before,  and  were 
sliamefully  entreated,  as  ye  know,  at  Philippi,  we  were 
bold  in  our  God  to  speak  unto  you  the  gospel  of  God  with 
much  contention. 

3  For  our  exhortation  iras  not  of  deceit,  nor  of  unclean- 
ness,  nor  in  guile: 

4  Bui  as  we  were  allowed  of  God  to  be  put  in  trust  with 
the  gospel,  even  so  we  speak;  not  as  pleasing  men,  but 
God,  which  trieth  our  hearts. 

5  For  neither  at  any  time  used  we  flattering  words,  as 
ye  know,  nor  a  cloke  of  covetousness;  God  w  witness: 

6  Nor  of  men  sought  we  glory,  neither  of  you,  nor  yet 
of  others,  when  we  might  have  been  burdensome,  as  the 
apostles  of  Christ. 

7  But  we  were  gentle  among  you,  even  as  a  nurse 
cherish eth  her  children: 

8  So  being  affectionately  desirous  of  you,  we  were  will- 
ing to  have  imparted  unto  you,  not  the  gosnel  of  God  only, 
but  also  our  own  souls,  because  ye  were  dear  unto  us. 

9  For  ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labour  and  travail: 
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travail :  working  uiglit  and  day,  that  we  might  not  bur- 
den any  of  you,  we  preached  unto  you  the  gospel  of 

10  God.  Ye  are  witnesses,  and  €k)d  cl&o,  how  holily  and 
righteously   ancf   unblameably  we    behaved  ourselves 

11  toward  you  that  believe:  as  ye  know  how  we  deaZt  tcith 
each  one  of  you,  as  a  father  with  his  own  children,  ex- 

12  horting  you,  and  encouraging  yo^i,  and  testifying,  to  the 
end  that  ye  should  walk  worthily  of  God,  who  calleth 
you  into  his  own  kingdom  and  glory. 

13  And  for  this  cause  we  also  thank  God  without  ceas- 
ing, that,  when  ye  received  from  us  the  word  of  the 
message,  even  the  word  of  God,  ye  accepted  it  not  as  the 
word  of  men,  but,  as  it  is  in  truth,  the  word  of  God. 

14  which  also  worketh  in  you  that  believe.  For  ye,  breth- 
ren, became  imitators  of  the  churches  of  God  which  are 
in  Judaea  in  Christ  Jesus:  for  ye  also  suffered  the  same 
things  of  your  own  countrymen,  even  as  they  did  of  the 

15  Jews;  who  both  killed  the  Lord  Jesus  and  the  prophets, 
and  drave  out  us,  and  please  not  God,  and  are  contrary 

16  to  all  men ,  forbidding  us  to  speak  to  tlie  Gentiles  that 
they  may  be  saved ;  to  fill  up  their  sins  alway :  but  the 
wrath  is  come  upon  them  to  the  uttermost. 

17  But  we,  brethren,  being  bereaved  of  you  for  a  short 
season,  in  presence,  not  in  heart,  endeavoured  the  more 

18  exceedingly  to  see  your  face  with  great  desire:  because 
we  would  fain  have  come  unto  you,  I  Paul  once  and 

19  again ;  and  Satan  hindered  us.  For  what  is  our  hope, 
or  joy,  or  crown  of  glorying?    Are  not  even  ye,  before 

20  our  Lord  Jesus  at  his  coming?  For  ye  are  our  glory 
and  our  joy. 


3      Wlierefore  when  we  could  no  longer  forbear,  we 

2  thought  it  good  to  be  left  behind  at  Athens  alone;  and 
sent  Timothy,  our  brother  and  God's  minister  in  the  gos- 
pel of  Christ,  to  establish  you,  and  to  comfort  you  con- 

3  cernlng  your  faith;  that  no  man  be  moved  by  these 
afflictions;  for  yourselves  know  that  hereunto  we  arc 
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for  labouring  night  and  day,  because  we  would  not  be 
chargeable  unto  any  of  you,  we  preached  unto  you  the 
gospel  of  God. 

10  Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God  cUso^  how  holily  and  justly 
and  unblameably  we  behaved  ourselves  i  mong  you  that 
believe: 

11  As  ye  know  how  we  exhorted  nnd  comforted  and 
charged  every  one  of  you,  as  a  father  doth  his  children, 

13  That  ye  would  walk  worthy  of  God,  who  hath  called 
you  unto  his  kingdom  and  glory. 

13  For  this  cause  also  thank  we  God  without  ceasing, 
because,  when  ye  received  the  word  of  God  which  ye 
heard  of  us,  ye  received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but  as 
it  is  in  truth,  the  word  of  God,  which  effectually  worketh 
also  in  you  that  believe. 

14  For  ye,  brethren,  became  followers  of  the  churches 
of  God  which  in  Judaea  are  in  Christ  Jesus:  for  ye  also 
have  suffered  like  things  of  your  own  countrymen,  even 
as  thev  have  of  the  Jews: 

15  Who  both  killed  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  their  own  pro- 
phets, and  have  persecuted  us;  and  they  please  not  God, 
and  are  contrary  to  all  men: 

16  Forbidding  us  to  speak  to  the  Gentiles  that  they 
might  be  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins  alway:  for  the  wrath 
is  come  upon  them  to  the  uttermost. 

17  But  we,  brethren,  being  taken  from  you  for  a  short 
time  in  presence,  not  in  heart,  endeavoured  the  more  abun- 
dantly to  see  your  face  with  great  desire. 

18  Wherefore  we  would  have  come  unto  you,  even  I 
Paul,  once  and  again;  but  Satan  hindered  us. 

19  For  what  is  our  hope,  or  joy,  or  crown  of  rejoicing? 
Are  not  even  ye  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
at  his  coming? 

20  For  ye  are  our  glory  and  joy. 

CHAPTER  III 

1  Saint  Paul  testifieth  his  great  love  to  the  Tfieeealoniana,  partly  by 
sending  Timothy  unto  them  to  strengthen  and  comfort  them: 
partly  by  rejoicing  in  their  well  doing:  10  and  partly  by  praying 
for  them,  and  desiring  a  safe  coming  unto  them. 

WHEREFORE  when  we  could  no  longer  forbear,  we 
thought  it  good  to  be  left  at  Athens  alone; 
2  And  sent  Timotheus,   our  brother,  and  minister  of 
God,  and  our  fellowlabourer  in  the  gospel  of  Christ,  to 
establish  you,  and  to  comfort  you  concerning  your  faith : 

8  That  "no  man  should  bo  moved  by  these  afaictions:  for 
yourselves  know  that  we  are  appointed  thereunto. 
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4  appointed.  For  verily,  when  we  were  with  you,  we  lokl 
you  beforehand  that  we  are  to  suffer  atfliclion ;  even  as 

5  it  came  to  pass,  and  ye  know.  For  this  cause  I  also, 
when  I  could  no  longer  forbear,  sent  tiiat  I  might  know 
your  faith,  lest  by  any  means  the  tempter  had  tempted 

6  you,  and  our  labour  should  be  in  vain.  But  when 
Timothy  came  even  now  unto  us  from  you,  and  brought' 
us  glad  tidings  of  your  faith  and  love,  and  that  ye  have 
good  remembrance  of  us  always,  longing  to  see  us,  even 

7  as  we  also  to  see  you ;  for  this  cause,  brethren,  we  were 
comforted  over  you  in  all  our  distress  and  aflSiction 

8  through  your  faith :  for  now  we  live,  if  ye  stand  fast 

9  in  the  Lord.  For  what  thanksgiving  can  we  render 
again  unto  God  for  you,  for  all  the  joy  wherewith  wo 

10  joy  for  your  sakes  before  our  God ;  night  and  day  pray- 
ing exceedingly  that  we  may  see  your  face,  and  may  per- 
fect that  which  is  lacking  in  your  faith? 

11  Now  may  our  God  and  Father  himself,  and  our  Lord 

12  Jesus,  direct  our  way  unto  you:  and  the  Lord  make 
you  to  increase  and  abound  in  love  one  toward  another, 

18  and  toward  all  men,  even  as  we  also  do  toward  you;  to 
the  end  he  maystablish  your  hearts  unblaroeable  in  holi- 
ness before  our  God  and  Father,  at  the  coming  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  with  all  his  saints* 


4      Finallv  then,  brethren,  we  beseech  and  exhort  you  in 

the  Lord  Jesus,  that,  as  ye  received  of  us  how  ye  ought  to 

walk  and  to  please  God,  even  as  ye  do  walk, — that  ye 

2  abound  more  and  more.     For  ye  know  what  charge  we 

8  gave  you  through  the  Lord  Jesus.     For  this  is  the  will 

of  God,  eten  your  sanctification,  that  ye  abstain  from 

4  fornication ;  that  each  one  of  you  know  how  to  possess 
himself  of  bis  own  vessel  in  sanctification  and  honour, 

5  not  in  the  passion  of  lust,  even  as  the  Gentiles  which 

6  know  not  God;  that  no  man  transgress,  and  wrong  his 
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4  For  verily,  \vben  we  were  with  you,  we  told  you  before 
that  we  should  suffer  tribulation ;  even  as  it  came  to  pass, 
and  ye  know. 

5  For  this  cause,  when  I  could  no  longer  forbear,  I  senli 
to  know  your  faith,  lest  by  some  means  the  tempter  have 
tempted  you,  and  our  labour  be  in  vain. 

6  But  now  when  Timotheus  ccme  from  you  unto  us, 
and  brought  us  good  tidings  of  your  faith  and  charity,  and 
that  ye  have  good  remembrance  of  us  always,  desiriag 
greatly  to  see  us,  as  we  also  to  sie  you: 

7  Therefore,  brethren,  we  were  comforted  over  you  in 
all  our  affliction  and  distress  by  your  faitli : 

8  For  now  we  live,  if  ye  stand  fast  in  tlie  Lord. 

9  For  what  thanks  can  we  render  to  Go<l  again  for  you, 
for  all  the  joy  wherewith  we  joy  for  your  sakes  before  our 
God; 

10  Night  and  day  praying  exceedingly  that  we  might 
see  your  face,  and  might  perfect  that  which  is  lacking  in 
your  faith? 

11  Now  God  himself  and  our  Father,  and  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  direct  our  way  unto  you. 

12  And  the  Lord  make  you  to  increase  and  abound  in 
love  one  toward  another,  and  toward  all  men,  even  as  we 
do  toward  you: 

13  To  the  end  he  may  stablish  your  hearts  unblameable 
in  holiness  before  God,  even  our  Father,  at  the  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  his  saints. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  exhorteth  them  to  ao  on  forward  in  all  manner  ofaodliness,  6 
to  live  holily  and  justly,  9  to  love  one  another,  11  ana  quietly  to 
follow  their  own  bvsinem:  13  ana  last  of  all  to  sorrow  moderately 
for  the  dead.  15  And  unto  this  last  exhortation  is  annexed  a  brief 
description  of  the  resurrection,  and  second  coming  of  Christ  to 
judgment. 

FURTHERMORE  then  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  and 
exhort  you  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  as  ye  have  received 
of  us  how  ye  ought  to  walk  and  to  please  God,  so  ye  would 
abound  more  and  more. 

3  For  ye  know  what  commandments  we  gave  you  by  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

3  For  this  is  the  will  of  €rod,  eiien  your  sanctification, 
that  ye  should  abstain  from  fornication: 

4  That  eveiy  one  of  you  should  know  how  to  possess  his 
vessel  in  sanctification  and  honour; 

5  Not  in  the  lust  of  concupiscence,  even  as  the  Gentiles 
which  know  not  Gk)d: 

6  That  no  ynan  go  beyond  and  defraud  his  brother  ii» 
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brother  in  the  matter:  because  the  Lord  is  an  avenger 
in  all  these  things^  as  also  we  forewarned  you  and  testi- 

7  fled.     For  God  called  us  not  for  uncleanness,  but  in 

8  sanctification.     Therefore  he  that  rejecteth,  rejectetU 
not  man,  but  God,  who  giveth  his  Holy  Spirit  unto  you. 

9  But  concerning  love  of  the  brethren  ye  have  no  ne.'d. 
that  one  write  unto  you:  for  ye  youiseWes  are  taught  of 

10  God  to  love  one  another;  for  indeed  ye  do  it  towaril  all 
the  brethren  which  are  in  all  Macedonia.    But  we  ex- 

11  hort  you,  brethren,  that  ye  abound  more  and  more;  and 
tlkat  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  your  own  business, 
and  to  work  with  your  hands,  even  as  we  charged  you; 

12  that  ye  may  walk  honestly  toward  them  that  are  with- 
out, and  may  have  need  of  nothing. 

13  But  we  would  not  have  you  ignorant,  brethren,  con- 
cerning them  that  fall  asleep ;  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even 

14  as  the  rest,  which  have  no  hojje.  For  if  we  believe  that 
Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even  so  them  also  that  are 

15  fallen  asleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  him.  For 
this  we  say  unto  you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we 
that  are  alive,  that  are  left  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord, 
shaU  in  no  wise  precede  them  that  are  fallen  asleep. 

16  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven,  with 
a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the 
trump  of  God :  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first : 

17  then  we  that  are  alive,  that  are  left,  shall  together  with 
them  be  caught  up  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in 

18  the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord.  Where- 
fore comfort  one  another  with  these  words. 


5  But  concerning  the  times  and  the  seasons,  brethren, 
ye   have    no    need   that  aught   be  written  unto   you. 

2  For  yourselves  know  perfectly  that  the  day  of  the  Lord 

3  so  Cometh  as  a  thief  in  the  night.  When  they  are  say- 
ing, Peace  and  safety,  then  sudden  destruction  comeih 
upon  them,  as  travail  upon  a  woman  with  child ;  and 

4  they  shall  in  no  wise  escape.  But  ye,  brethren,  are  not 
in  darkness,  that  that  day  should  overtake  you  as  a  thief: 
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any  matter:  because  that  the  Lord  is  the  avenger  of  all 
such,  as  we  also  have  forewarned  you  and  testified. 

7  For  God  hath  not  called  us  unto  uncleanuess,  but  unto 
holiness. 

8  He  therefore  that  despiseth,  despiseth  not  man,  but  God, 
"wlio  hath  also  given  unto  us  his  holy  Spirit. 

0  But  as  touching  brotherly  love  ye  need  not  that  I  write 
unto  you :  for  ye  yourselves  are  taught  of  God  to  love  one 
another. 

'  10  And  indeed  ye  do  it  toward  all  the  brethren  which  are 
in  all  Macedonia:  but  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  that  ye  in- 
crease more  and  more; 

11  And  that  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  your  own 
Ijusiness,  and  to  work  with  your  own  hands,  as  we  com- 
manded you; 

12  That  ye  may  walk  honestly  toward  them  that  are 
without,  and  that  ye  may  have  lack  of  nothing. 

13  But  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren, 
concerning  them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not, 
even  as  others  which  have  no  hope. 

14  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even 
so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  him. 

15  For  this  we  say  unto  you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  shall  not  prevent  them  which  are  asleep. 

16  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with 
a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the 
trump  of  God:  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first: 

17  Then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in 
the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 

18  Wherefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  proceedeth  in  the  former  description  ofChrisfs  coming  to 
jvdgment^  16  and  giveth  divers  precepts,  23  and  so  concludeth  the 
epistle. 

BUT  of  the  times  and  the  seasons,  brethren,  ye  have  no 
need  that  I  write  unto  you. 

2  For  yourselves  know  perfectly  that  the  day  of  the  Lord 
so  Cometh  as  a  thief  in  the  night. 

3  For  when  they  shall  ISay,  Peace  and  safety :  then  sud- 
den destruction  cometh  upon  them,  as  travail  upon  a 
woman  with  child ;  and  they  shall  not  escape. 

4  But  ye,  brethren,  are  not  in  darkness,  that  that  day 
should  overtake  you  as  a  thief. 
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5  for  ye  are  all  sons  of  light,  and  sons  of  the  day :  we  are 

6  not  of  the  night,  nor  of  darkness;  so  then  let  us  not 
sleep,  as  do  the  rest,   but  let  us  watch  and  be  sober. 

7  For  they  that  sleep  sleep  in  the  night;  and  they  that  be 

8  drunken  are  drunfeen  in  the  night.  But  let  us,  since  we 
are  of  the  day,  be  sober,  putting  on  the  breastplate  of 
faith  and  love;  and  for  a  helmet,  the  hope  of  salvation. 

9  For  God  appointed  us  not  unto  wrath,  but  unto  the 
obtaining  of  salvation  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

10  who  died  for  us,  that,  whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  we 

11  should  live  together  with  him.  Wherefore  exhort  one 
another,  and  build  each  other  up,  even  as  also  ye  do. 

12  But  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  them  that 
labour  among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and 

13  admonish  you;  and  to  esteem  them  exceeding  highly  in 
love  for  their  work's  sake.     Be  at  peace  among  your- 

14  selves.  And  we  exhort  you,  brethren,  admonish  the  dis- 
orderly, encourage  the  fainthearted,  support  the  weak, 

15  be  longsuffering  toward  all.     See  that  none  render  unto 

16  any  one  evil  for  evil ;  but  alway  follow  after  that  which 

17  is  good,  one  toward  another,  and  toward  all.     Rejoice 

18  alwav;    pray  without   ceasing;    in    every   thing  give 

19  thanks:  for  this  is  the  will  of  God  in   Christ  Jesus  to 

20  you-ward.     Quench  not  the  Spirit;  despise  not  prophe- 

21  syings;  prove  all  things;  hold  fast  that  which  is  good; 

22  abstain  from  every  form  of  evil. 

23  And  the  God  of  peace  himself  sanctify  you  wholly; 
and  may  your  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  preserved 
entire,  without  blame  at  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 

24  Christ.  Faithful  is  he  that  calleth  you,  who  will  also 
do  it. 

25  Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

26  Salute  all  the  brethren  with  a  holy  kiss.     I  adjure  you 

27  by  the  Lord  that  this  epistle  be  read  unto  all  the  breth- 
ren. 

28  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you- 
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5  Ye  are  all  the  children  of  light,  and  the  children  of  the 
day:  we  are  not  of  the  night,  nor  of  darkness. 

6  Therefore  let  us  not  sleep,  as  do  others;  but  let  us 
watch  and  be  sober. 

7  For  they  that  sleep  sleep  in  the  night;  and  they  that 
be  drunken  are  drunken  in  the  night. 

8  But  let  us,  who  are  of  the  day,  be  sober,  putting  on 
the  breastplate  of  faith  and  love;  and  for  an  helmet,  the 
Lope  of  salvation. 

9  For  God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain 
salvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

10  Who  died  for  us,  that,  whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  we 
should  live  together  with  him. 

11  Wherefore  comfort  yourselves  together,  and  edify 
one  another,  even  as  also  ye  do. 

13  And  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  them  which 
labour  among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  ad- 
monish you ; 

13  And  to  esteem  them  ver}'  highly  in  love  for  their 
work's  sake.    And  he  at  peace  among  yourselves. 

14  Now  we  exhort  you,  brethren,  warn  them  that  are 
unruly,  comfort  the  feebleminded,  support  the  weak,  be 
patient  toward  all  men. 

15  See  that  none  render  evil  for  evil  unto  any  man;  but 
ever  follow  that  which  is  good,  both  among  yourselves, 
and  to  all  me7i. 

16  Rejoice  evermore. 

17  Pray  without  ceasing. 

18  In  every  thing  give  thanks:  for  this  is  the  will  of  God 
in  Christ  Jesus  concerning  you. 

19  Quench  not  the  Spirit. 

20  Despise  not  prophesyings. 

21  Prove  all  things;  hold  fast  that  which  is  good. 

22  Abstain  from  all  nppearance  of  evil. 

23  And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly;  and 
/  pray  God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  pre- 
served blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

24  Faithful  is  he  that  calleth  you,  who  also  will  do  it. 

25  Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

26  Greet  all  the  brethren  with  an  holy  kisp. 

27  I  charge  you  by  the  Lord  that  this  epistle  be  read 
unto  all  the  holy  brethren. 

28  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 
Amen. 

5  The  first  epistle  unto  the  Thessalonians  was  written  from 
Athena 
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I  PAUii.  and  Silvan  us,  and  Timothy,  unto  the  church 
of  the  Thessalonians  in  God  our  Fatlier  and  the  Lortl 

2  Jesus  Christ;  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God  the 
Fatlier  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  We  are  bound  to  give  thanks  to  God  alway  for  you, 
brethren,  even  as  it  is  meet,  for  that  your  faith  groweth 
exceedingly,  and  the  love  of  each  one  of  you  all  toward 

4  one  another  aboundeth;  so  that  we  ourselves  glory  iu 
you  in  the  churches  of  God  for  your  patience  and 
faith  in  all  your  persecutions  and  in  the  afflictions  which 

5  ye  enduve \\chich  is  a  manifest  token  of  the  righteous 
judgement  of  God;  to  the  end  that  ye  may  be  counted 
worthy  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  for^vvhich  ye  also  suf- 

6  fer:  if  so  be  that  it  is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to 
recompense  affliction  to  them  that  afflict  you,  and  to 

7  you  that  are  afflicted  rest  with  us,  at  the  revelation  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  from  heaven  with  the   angels  of  his 

8  power  in  flaming  lire,  rendering  vengeance  t^  them  that 
know  not  God,  and  to  them  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of 

9  our  Lord  Jesus:  who  shall  suifer  punishment,  even 
eternal  destruction  from  the  face  of  the  Lord  and  from 

10  the  glory  of  his  might,  when  he  shall  come  to  be  glori- 
fied in  his  saints,  and  to  be  marvelled  at  in  all  them  that 
believed  (because  our  testimony  unto  you  was  believed) 

II  in  that  day.  To  which  end  we  also  pray  always  for  vou, 
that  our  God  may  count  you  worthy  of  your  calling, 
and  fulfil  every  desire  of  goodness  and  evet^y  work  of 
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CHAPTER  L 

'i  Saint  Paul  certifieth  them  of  the  good  opinion  which  he  had  of 
their  faith,  love,  and  patience:  11  and  therewithal  useth  divers  rea- 
sons for  the  comforting  of  them  in  persecution,  whereof  the 
chief  est  is  taken  from  the  mghteous  judgment  of  God. 

PAUL,  and  Silvanus,  and  Timotheus,  unto  the  church 
of  the  Thessaloniaus  in  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ . 

2  Grace  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and 
the  Lord  Jesus  Clu-ist. 

3  We  are  bound  to  thank  God  always  for  you,  brethren, 
as  it  is  meet,  because  that  your  faith  groweth  exceedingly, 
and  the  charity  of  every  one  of  you  all  toward  each  other 
aboundeth ; 

4  So  that  we  ourselves  glory  in  you  in  the  churches  of 
God  for  your  patience  and  faith  in  all  your  persecutions 
and  tribulations  that  ye  endure: 

5  yyhich  is  a  manifest  token  of  the  righteous  judgment  of 
God,  that  ye  may  be  counted  worthy  of  the  kingdom  of 
God,  for  wliich  ye  also  suffer: 

6  Seeing  it  Is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to  recompense 
tribulation  to  them  that  trouble  you ; 

7  And  to  you  who  are  troubled  rest  with  us,  when  the 
Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with  his  mighty 
angels, 

8  In  flaming  Are  taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know 
not  God,  and  that  obev  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ: 

9  Who  shall  be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his 
power ; 

10  When  he  shall  come  to  be  glorified  in  his  saints,  and 
to  be  admired  in  all  them  that  believe  (because  our  testi- 
mony among  you  was  believed)  in  that  day. 

11  Whereifore  also  we  pray  always  for  you,  that  our  God 
would  count  you  worthy  of  this  calling,  and  fulfil  all  the 
good  pleasure* of  his  gooHness,  and  the  work  of  faith  with 
power 
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12  faith,  with  power ;  tliat  tlie  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  may 
be  glorified  in  you,  and  ye  in  him,  according  to  the 
grace  of  our  God  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 


2  Now  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  touching  the  coming 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  our  gathering  together 

2  unto  him ;  to  the  end  that  ye  be  not  quickly  shaken  from 
your  mind,  nor  yet  be  troubled,  either  by  spirit,  or  by 
word,  or  by  epistle  as  from  us,  as  that  the  day  of  the 

3  Lord  is  now  present;  let  no  man  beguile  you  in  any  wise: 
for  it  will  not  he,  except  the  falling  away  come  fii-st,  and 

4  the  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  pei*dition,  he  that 
opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  against  all  that  is  called 
God  or  that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he  sitteth  in  the  tem- 

5  pie  of  God,  setting  himself  forth  as  God.  Remember  ye 
not,  that,  when  I  was  yet  with  you,  I  told  you  these 

6  things?    And  now  ye  know  that  which  rcstraineth,  to 

7  the  end  that  he  may  be  revealed  in  his  own  season.  For 
the  mystery  of  lawlessness  doth  already  work:  only 
there  is  one  that  restraineth  now,  until  he  be  taken  out 

8  of  t)ie  way.  And  then  shall  be  revealed  the  lawless  one, 
whom  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  slay  with  the  breath  of  his 
mouth,  and  bring  to  nought  by  the  manifestation  of  his 

9  coming;  even  he,  whose  coming  is  according  to  the  work- 
ing of  Satan  with  all  power  and  signs  and  lying  won- 

10  ders,  and  with  all  deceit  of  unrighteousness  for  them 
that  are  perishing;  because  they  received  not  the  love 

11  of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be  saved.  And  for 
this  cause  God  sendeth  them  a  working  of  error,  that 

12  they  should  believe  a  lie:  that  they  all  might  be  judged 
who  believed  not  the  truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  uu- 
ri^teousness. 

13  But  we  are  bound  to  give  thanks  to  God  alway  for, 
you,  brethren  beloved  of  the  Lord,  for  that  God  chose 
you  from  the  beginning  unto  salvation  in  sauctification 

14  of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth:  whereunto  he 
called  you  through  our  gospel,  to  the  obtaining  of  the 

15  glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.      So  then,  brethren, 
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12  That  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  may  be  glori- 
fied in  you,  and  ye  in  him,  according  to  the  grace  of  our 
God  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 


CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  willeth  them  to  continue  stedfast  in  the  truth  received,  3 
sheweth  that  there  shjall  be  a  departure  from  the  faiths  9  and  a 
discovery  of  antichrist^  before  the  day  of  the  Lord  come.    15  And

15  And 
thereupon  repeateth  his  former  exhortation,  andprayethfor  them. 


NOW  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  coming  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  our  gathering  together  unlo 
him, 

2  That  ye  be  not  soon  shaken  in  mind,  or  be  troul»led, 
neither  by  spirit,  nor  by  word,  nor  by  letter  as  from  us,  as 
that  the  day  of  Christ  is  at  hand. 

3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means:  for  that  day 
shall  not  come,  except  there  come  a  falling  away  first,  and 
that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition; 

4  Who  opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is 
called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he  as  God  sitteth 
in  the  temple  of  God,  shewing  himself  that  he  is  God. 

5  Remember  ye  not,  that,  When  I  was  yet  with  you,  I 
told  you  these  things? 

6  And  now  ye  know  what  withholdcth  that  he  might  bo 
revealed  in  his  lime. 

7  For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  doih  already  work:  only 
he  who  now  letteth  uill  let,  until  he  be  taken  out  of  the 
way. 

8  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the 
Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall 
destroy  with  the  brightness  of  his  coming: 

9  Eken  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working  of  Satitn 
with  all  power  and  signs  and  lying  wonders, 

10  And  with  all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness  in  them 
that  perish;  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  the  truth, 
that  they  might  be  saved. 

11  And  for  this  cause  God  shall  send  them  strong  delu« 
sion,  that  they  should  believe  a  lie: 

;   12  That  they  all  might  be  damned  who  believed  not  the 
truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness. 

13  But  we  are  bound  to  give  thanks  alwa}'  to  God  for 
you,  brethren  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because  God  hath  from 
the  beginning  chosen  you  to  salvation  through  sanctifi- 
cation  of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth: 

14  Whereunto  he  called  you  by  our  gospel,  to  the-obtain- 
ing  of  the  glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

16  Therefore,  brethren,  stand  fast,  and  hold  the  trafl^- 
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stand  fast,  and  hold  the  traditions  which  ye  were  taught, 
whether  by  word,  or  by  epistle  of  ours. 

16  Now  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself,  and  God  our 
Father  which  loved  us  and  gave  us  eternal  comfort  and 

17  good  hope  through  grace,   comfort  your  hearts   and 
stablish  them  in  every  good  work  and  word. 


3  Finally,  brethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of  the 
Lord  may  run  and  be  glorified,  even  as  also  it  is  with 

2  you;  and  that  we  may  be  delivered  from  unreasonable 

3  and  evil  men;  for  all  have  not  faith.  But  the  Lord  is 
faithful,  who  shall  stablish  you,  and  guard  you"  from  the 

4  evil  one.  And  we  have  confidence  in  the  Lord  touching 
you,  that  ye  both  do  and  will  do  the  things  w^hich  we 

5  command.  And  the  Lord  direct  your  hearts  into  the 
love  of  God,  and  into  the  patience  of  Christ. 

6  Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from 
every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the 

7  tradition  which  they  received  of  us.  For  yourselves 
know  how  ye  ought  to  imitate  us:  for  we  behaved  not 

8  ourselves  disorderly  among  you;  neither  did  we  eat 
bread  for  nought  at  any  man's  hand,  but  in  labour  and 
travail,  working  night  and  day,  that  we  might  not  bur- 

9  den  any  of  you:  not  because  w^e  have  not  the  right,  but 
to  make  ourselves  an  ensample  unto  you,  that  ye  should 

10  imitate  us.  For  even  when  we  were  with  you,  this  we 
commanded  you.  If  any  will  not  work,  neither  let  him 

11  ej\t.     For  we  hear  of  some  that  walk  among  you  dis- 

12  orderly,  that  work  not  at  all,  but  are  busybodies.  Now 
them  that  are  such  we  command  and  exhort  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  with  quietness  they  work,  and  eat 

13  their  own  bread.     But  ye,  brethren,  be  not  wearv  in 

14  well-doing.  And  if  any 'man  obeyeth  not  our  word  by 
this  epistle,  note  that  man,  that  ye  have  no  company 
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lions  which  ye  liave  been  taught,  whether  by  word,  or  our 
epistle.  • 

16  Now  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself,  and  God,  even 
our  Father,  which  hath  loved  us,  an<i  hath  given  v>9  ever- 
lasting consolation  and  good  hope  through  grace, 

17  Comfort  youi*  hearts,  And  stablish  you  in  eveiy  good 
word  and  work, 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  craveth  their  prayert  for  himself^  8  teBlifieth  what  confident! 
he  hath  in  ihem^  5  maketh  request  to  Ood  in  their  behalf  Qgiveth 
them  divers  precepts,  especially  to  shun  idleness,  and  ill  company, 
16  and  last  ofaU  condudeth  with  prayer  and  salutaMon. 

FINALLY,  brethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of  the 
Lord  may  have  free  course,  and  be  glorified,  even  as 
U  18  with  you : 

2  And  that  wc  may  be  delivered  from  unreasonable  and 
wicked  men  :  for  all  men  have  not  faith. 

S  But  the  Lord  is  faithful,  who  shall  stablish  you,  and 
keep  ^ou  from  evil, 

4  And  we  have  confidence  in  the  Lord  toucliiug  you, 
that  ye  both  do  and  will  do  the  things  which  wc  command 
you. 

5  And  the  Lord  direct  your  hearts  into  the  love  of  God, 
and  into  the  patient  waiting  for  Christ 

6  Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  witlidraw  yourselves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition 
which  he  received  of  us. 

7  For  yourselves  know  how  ye  ought  to  follow  us:  for 
we  behaved  not  ourselves  disorderly  among  you; 

8  Neither  did  we  eat  any  man's  bread  for  nought ;  but 
wrought  with  labour  and  travail  night  and  day,  that  we 
might  not  be  chargeable  to  any  of  you: 

9  Not  because  we  have  not  power,  but  to  make  our- 
selves an  ensample  unto  you  to  follow  us. 

10  For  even  when  we  were  with  you,  this  we  com- 
manded you,  that  if  an}^  would  not  work,  neither  should 
he  eat. 

11  For  we  hear  that  there  are  some  which  walk  among 
you  disorderly,  working  not  at  all,  but  are  busybodies. 

12  Now  them  that  are  such  we  command  and  exhort  by 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  with  quietness  they  work,  and 
eat  their  own  bread. 

13  But  ye,  brethren,  be  not  weary  in  well  doing. 

14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle, 
note  that  man,  and  have  no  company  with  him,  that  he 
may  be  ashamed. 
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15  with  him,  to  the  end  that  lie  may  be  ashamed.  And 
yet  count  him  not  as  an  enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a 
brother. 

16  Now  the  Lord  of  p)eace  himself  give  you  peace  at  all 
times  in  all  ways.     The  Lord  be  with  you  all. 

17  The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  hand,  which 

18  is  the  token  in  every  epistle:  so  I  write.  The  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  alL 


THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO 

TIMOTHY. 


1  Paul,  an  apostle  of  Christ  Jesus  according  to  the 
commandment  of  God  our  Saviour,  and  Christ  Jesus 

2  our  hope;  unto  Timothy  my  true  child  in  faith:  Grace, 
mercy,  peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord. 

3  As  I  exhorted  thee  to  tarry  at  Ephesus»  when  I  was  go- 
ing into  Macedonia,  that  thou  mightest  charge  cenain 

4  men  not  to  teach  a  different  doctrine,  neither  to  give 
heed  to  fables  and  endless  genealogies,  the  which  min- 
ister questionings,  rather   than  a  dispensation  of  God 

5  which  is  in  faith;  bo  do  I  now.  But  the  end  of  the 
charge  is  love  out  of  a  pure  heart  and  a  good  conscience 

6  and  faith  unfeigned:  from  which   things  some  having 

7  swerved  have  turned  aside  unto  vain  talking;  desiring 
to  be  teachers  of  the  law,  though  they  understand  nei- 
ther what  they  say,  nor  whereof  they  confidently  affirm. 

8  But  we  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it  law- 

9  fully,  as  knowing  this,  that  law  is  not  made  for  a  right- 
eous man,  but  for  the  lawless  and  unruly,  for  the  un- 
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15  Yet  count  liim  not  as  an  enemy,  but  admonisli  liim  as 
a  brother. 

16  Now  the  Lord  of   peace   himself  give  you  peace 
always  by  all  means.     The  Lord  he  with  you  all. 

17  The  salutation  of  Paul  with  mine  own  hand,  whicli 
is  the  token  in  every  epistle:  so  I  write. 

18  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  he  with  you  all. 
Amen. 

^  llie  second  epistle  to  the  Thessalonians  was  written  from 
Athens. 


THE  FIFiST  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO 

TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER  L 

1  Timothv  is  put  in  mind  of  the  charge  which  was  given  unto  him  bff 
Paul  at  his  going  to  Macedonia.  5  Of  the  right  use  and  end  of  the 
law.  11  Of  Saint  PauVs  calling  to  be  an  apostle,  20  and  of  Hym^' 
TUBUS  and  Alexander. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  commandment 
of  God  our  Saviour,  and  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  wliich  is 
our  hope; 

2  Unto  Timothy,  my  own  son  in  the  faith :  Grace,  mercy, 
and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

3  As  I  besought  thee  to  abide  still  at  Ephesus,  when  I 
went  into  Macedonia,  that  thou  mightest  charge  some  that 
they  teach  no  other  doctrine, 

4  Neither  give  heed  to  fables  and  endless  genealogies, 
which  minister  questions,  i-ather  than  godly  edifying  which 
is  in  faith:  so  do. 

5  Now  the  end  of  the  commandment  is  charity  out  of  a 
pure  heart,  and  ofn  good  conscience,  and  <?/* faith  unfeigned: 

6  Prom  which  some  having  swerved  have  turned  aside 
unto  vain  jangling; 

7  Desiring  to  be  teachers  of  the  law;  understanding 
neither  what  they  say,  nor  whereof  they  affirm. 

8  But  we  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it 
lawfully; 

9  Knowing  this,  that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a  righteous 
man,  but  for  the  lawless  and  disobedient,  for  the  ungodly 
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godly  and  sinnera,  for  tlie   uiihol;    and  profane,  for 
murderers  of  fathers  and   murderers  of  mothers,  for 

10  raanslayers,  for  fornicators,  for  abusers  of  themselves 
with  men,  for  men-stealers,  for  liars,  for  false  swearers, 
and  if  there  be  any  other  thing  contrary  to  the  sound 

11  doctrine;  according  to  the  gospel  of  the  glory  of  the 
blessed  God,  which  was  committed  to  my  trust. 

12  I  thank  him  that  enabled  me,  even,  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord,  for  that  he  counted  me  faithful,  appointing  me  to 

13  his  service;  though  I  was  before  a  blasphemer,  and  a 
persecutor,  and  injurious:    howbeit  I  obtained  mercy, 

14  because  I  did  it  ignorantly  in  unbelief;  and  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  abounded   exceedingly  with  faith  and  love 

15  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  Faithful  is  the  saying,  and 
worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into 

16  the  world  to  save  sinners;  of  whom  I  am  chief:  how- 
beit for  this  cause  I  obtained  mercy,  that  in  me  as  chief 
might  Jesus  Christ  shew  forth  all  his  longsuffering,  for 
an  ensample  of  them  which  should  hereafter  believe  on 

17  him  unto  eternal  life.  Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  in- 
corruptible, invisible,  the  only  God,  be  honor  and  glory 
for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

18  This  charge  I  commit  unto  thee,  my  child  Timothy, 
according  to  the  prophecies  which  went  before  on  thee, 
that    by  them  thou    mayest  war  the  good    warfare; 

19  holding  faith  and  a  good  conscience;  which  some  hav- 
ing thrust  from  them  made  shipwreck  concerning  the 

20  faith:  of  whom  is  Hymenseus  and  Alexander;  whom  I 
delivered  unto  Satan,  that  they  might  be  taught  not  to 
blaspheme. 


2  I  exhort  therefore,  first  of  all,  that  supplications, 
prayers,  intercessions,  thanksgivings,  be  made  for  all 

2  men;  for  kings  and  all  that  are  in  high  place;  that  we 
may  lead  a  tranquil  and  quiet  life  in  all  godliness  and 

8  gravity.     This  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of 

4  God  our  Saviour;  who  willeth  that  all  men  should  be 
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and  for  sinners,  for  unholy  and  profane,  for  murderers  of 
fathers  and  murderers  of  mothers,  for  manslayers, 

10  For  whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile  tliemsrlves 
with  mankind,  for  menstealers,  for  liars,  for  perjured  per- 
sons, and  if  there  be  auy  other  thing  that  is  coutraiy  to 
sound  doctrine; 

11  According-  to  the  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God, 
"Vfjiich  was  committed  to  my  trust. 

12  And  I  tliank  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  who  hath  enal .'led 
mj,  for  that  he  counted  me  faithful,  putting  me  into  the 
ministry; 

13  Who  Wiis  before  a  blasphemer,  and  a  persecutor,  and 
injurious:  but  I  obtained  mercy,  because  I  did  it  ignorajitly 
in  unbelief. 

14  And  the  grace  of  our  Lord  was  exceeding  abundant 
with  faith  and  love  whicli  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

15  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  accepta- 
tion, that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners; 
of  whom  I  am  chief. 

16  Howbeit  for  this  cause  I  obtained  mercy,  that  in  me 
first  Jesus  Christ  might  shew  forth  all  longsuffering,  for  a 
pattern  to  them  which  should  hereafter  believe  on  him  to 
life  everlasting. 

17  Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the 
only  wise  God,  be  honour  and  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

18  This  charge  I  commit  unto  thee,  son  Timothy,  ac- 
cording to  the  prophecies  which  went  before  on  thee,  that 
thou  by  them  mightest  war  a  good  warfare ; 

19  Holding  faith,  and  a  good  conscience;  which  s;>me 
liaving  put  away  concerning  faith  have  made  shipwreck : 

20  Of  whom  IS  Hymenaeus  and  Alexander;  whom  I  have 
delivered  unto  Satan,  that  they  may  learn  not  to  blaspheme. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  Tluit  it  is  m-eet  to  pra>/  and  give  thanks  for  aU  men,  and  tlie  r-ra^mi 
why.  9  How  women  shotUd  be  attired.  12  TTiey  are  not  permitted 
to  teach.  15  They  shall  be  saved,  notivithstanding  the  t€stir,i,K,nies 
of  God's  wrath,  in  childbirth,  if  they  continue  in  faith. 

I  EXHORT  therefore,   that,  first  of  all,  supplicat'ous, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  uade 
for  all  men; 

2  For  kings,  and /or  all  that  are  in  authority;  that  we  may 
lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty. 

3  For  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  tlie  sight  of  God  oiir 
Saviour; 

4  Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to  come  unto 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 
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5  saved,  and  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  For' 
there  is  one  God,  one  mediator  also  between  God  and 

6  men,  himself  man,  Christ  Jesus,  who  gave  himself  a 
ransom  for  all;   the  testimony  to  he  home  in  its  own 

7  times;  whereunto  I  was  appointed  a  preacher  and  an 
apostle  (I  speak  tlte  truth,  I  lie  not),  a  teacher  of  the 
Gentiles  in  faith  and  truth. 

8  I  desire  therefore  that  the  men  pray  in  every  place, 

9  lifting  up  holy  hands,  without  wrath  and  disputing.  In 
like  manner,  that  women  adorn  themselves  in  modest 
apparel,   with   shamefastness   and  sobriety;    not    with 

10  braided  hair,  and  gold  or  pearls  or  costly  raiment;  but 
(which  becometh  women  professing  godliness)  through 

11  good  works.     Let  a  woman  learn  in  quietness  with  all 
13  subjection.     But  I  permit  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  to 

13  have  dominion  over  a  man,  but  to  be  in  quietness.    For 

14  Adam  was  first  formed,  then  Eve;  and  Adam  was  not 
beguiled,  but  the  woman  being  beguiled  hath  fallen  into 

15  transgression :  but  slie  shall  fc?  saved  through  the  child- 
bearing,  if  they  continue  in  faith  and  love  and  sanctifi- 
cation  with  sobriety. 


3  Faithful  is  the  saying,  If  a  man  seeketh  the  office  of  a 
2  bishop,  he  desire th  a  good  work.     The  bishop  therefore 

must  be  without  reproach,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 

temperate,  soberminded,  orderly,  given  to  hospitality, 

8  apt  to  teach;  no  brawler,  no  striker;  but  gentle,  not 

4  contentious,  no  lover  of  money ;  one  that  ruleth  well 
his  own  house,  having  his  chilaren  in  subjecdon  with 

5  all  gravity;  (but  if  a  man  knoweth  not  how  to  rule  his 
own  house,  how  shall  he  take  care  of  the  church  of 

6  God?)  not  a  novice,  lest  being  puffed  up  he  fall  into  the 

7  condemnation  of  the  devil.     Moreover  he  must  have 
good  testimony  from  them  that  are  without;  lest  he  fall 

8  into  reproach  and  the  snare  of  the  devil.    Deacons  in 
like  manner  must  be  grave,  not  doubletongued,  not  given 

9  to  much  wine,   not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;    holding 
the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.      And 
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6  For  there  is  one  God,  and  one  mediator  between  God 
and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus; 

6  Who  gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all,  to  be  te€tifled  in 
due  time. 

7  Whereimto  I  am  ordained  a  preacher,  and  an  apostle, 
(I  speak  the  truth  in  Christ,  and  lie  not;)  a  teacher  of  the 
Gentiles  in  faith  and  verity. 

8  I  will  therefore  that  men  pray  every  where,  lifting  up 
holy  hands,  without  wrath  and  doubting. 

9  In  like  manner  also,  that  women  adorn  themselves  in 
modest  apparel,  with  shamefacedness  and  sobriety;  not 
with  broidered  hair,  or  gold,  or  pearls,  or  costly  array; 

10  But  (which  becometh  women  professing  godliness) 
with  good  works. 

11  Let  the  woman  learn  in  silence  with  all  subjection. 

12  But  I  suffer  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  to  usurp 
authority  over  the  man,  but  to  be  in  silence. 

13  For  Adam  was  first  formed,  then  Eve. 

14  And  Adam  was  not  deceived,  but  the  woman  being 
deceived  was  in  the  transgression. 

15  Notwithstanding  she  shall  be  saved  in  childbearing,  if 
they  continue  in  faith  and  charity  and  holiness  with  so- 
briety. 

CHAPTER  III. 

2  How  bishops,  and  deacons,  and  their  wives  sJiould  be  qualified, 

14  and  to  what  end  Saint  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy  of  these  things. 

15  Of  the  church,  and  the  blessed  truth  therein  taught  and  pro- 
fessed. 

THIS  ts  a  true  saying.  If  a  man  desire  the  oflSce  of  a 
bishop,  he  desire tii  a  good  work. 

2  A  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one 
wife,  vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hos- 
pitality, apt  to  teach ; 

3  !Not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre;  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous; 

4  One  that  ruleth  well  his  own  house,  having  his  children 
in  subiection  with  all  gravit}'^ : 

5  (E'er  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  house, 
how  shall  he  take  care  of  the  church  of  God?) 

6  Nt)t  a  novice,  lest  being  lifted  up  with  pride  he  fall 
into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil. 

7  Moreover  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  which 
are  without;  lest  he  fall  into  reproach  and  the  snare  of  the 
devil. 

8  hikewisemust  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  doabletonguod, 
not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre; 

9  folding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience. 
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10  let ,  these  also  first  be  proved ;    then   let  them    serve 

11  as  deacons,  if  they  be  blameless.     Women  in  like  maa- 
ner  mmt  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  temperate,  faithful  in 

12  all   things.     Let  deacons   be   husbands   of   one  wife, 
18  ruling  their  children  and  their  own  houses  well.     For 

they  that  have  served  well  as  deacons  ^aiu  to  themselves 
a  ^ood  standing,  and  great  boldness  m  the  faitii  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus. 
It      These  things  write  I  unto  thee,  hoping  to  come  unto 
15  thee  shortly;    but  if  I   tarry  long,  that  thou  mayest 
know  liow  men  ought  to   behave  themselves  in  the 
house  of  God,  which  is  the  church  of  tlie  living  God, 
10  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.     And  without  con- 
troversy great  is  tiie  mystery  of  godliness;  He  who  was 
manifested  in  the  flesh,  justified  in  the  spirit,  seen  of 
angels,  preached  amon^  the  nations,  believed  on  in  the 
world,  received  up  in  glory. 


4  But  the  Spirit  saith  expressly,  that  in  later  times 
some  shall  fall  away  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 

2  seducing  spirits  and  doctrines  of  devHs,  through  the 
hypocrisy  of  men  that  speak,  lies,  branded  in  their  own 

(]  conscience  as  with  a  hot  iron;  forbidding  to  marry, 
and  comTYianding  to  abstain  from  meats,  which  Go(l 
created  to  be  received  with  thahksgiving  by  them  that 

4  believe  and  know  the  truth.  For  every  creature  of 
God  is  good,  and  nothing  is  to  be  rejected,  if  it  be 

C  received  with  thanksgiving:  for  it  is  sanctified  through 
the  word  of  God  and  prayer. 

G  If  thou  put  the  brethren  in  mind  of  these  things,  thou 
shalt  be  a  good  minister  of  Christ  Jesus,  nourished  in 
the  words  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  good  doctrine  which 

T  thou  hast  followed  until  now  \  btit  refuse  profane  and 
old  wives'  fables.     And  exercise  thyself  unto  godliness: 

8  for  bodily  exercise  is  profitable  for  a  little;  but  god- 
liness is  profitable  for  all  things,  having  promise  of  the 
life  which  now   is,  and  of    that  which    is    to  come. 

9  Faithful  is  the  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation. 
10  For  to  this  end  we  labour  and  strive,  because  we  have 
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10  And  let  these  also  first  be  proved;  tbcii  let  them  use 
#&e  office  of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless. 

11  Even  so  must  their  wives  he  grave,  not  slanderers, 
sober,  faithful  in  all  things. 

13  Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling 
their  children  and  their  own  houses  well. 

13  For  they  that  have  used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well 
purchase  to  themselves  a  good  degree,  and  great  boldness 
in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

14  These  things  write  I  unto  thee,  hoping  to  come  unto 
thee  shortly: 

15  But  if  I  tari-y  long,  that  thou  mayest  know  how  thou 
oughtest  to  behave  thyself  in  the  house  of  God,  whicli  is 
the  church  of  the  living  God,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the 
truth. 

16  And  without  controversy  great  is  the  mysteiy  of  god- 
liness: God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh,  justified  in  Ihe  Spirit, 
seen  of  angels,  preached  unto  the  Geiitilcs,  believed  on  in 
ihe  world,  received  up  into  glory. 

CHxVPTER  IV. 

1  He  farcteltefh  that  iyl  the  latter  times  there  shall  be  n  departure 
from  the  faith.  6  And  to  the  end  that  Timothy  might  not  fail  in 
doing  his  duty^  hefumisheth  him  with  divers  precepts  belonging 
thereto. 

"VTOW  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the  latter 
JJN  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed 
to  seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils; 

3  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy;  having  their  conscience 
Feared  with  a  hot  iron ; 

3  Forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from 
meats,  which  God  hath  created  to  l)e  received  with  thanks- 
givinir  of  them  which  believe  and  know  the  tnith. 

4  For  every  creature  of  God  is  good,  and  nothing  to  be 
refused,  if  it  be  received  with  thanksgiving: 

5  For  it  is  sanctified  by  the  word  of  God  and  prayer. 

6  If  thou  put  the  brethren  in  remembrance  of  these 
things,  thou  shalt  be  a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ, 
nourished  up  in  the  words  of  faith  and  of  good  doctrine, 
whereunto  thou  hast  attained. 

7  But  refuse  profane  and  old  wives'  fables,  and  exercisw 
thyself  rather  unto  godliness. 

8  For  bodily  exercise  profiteth  little:  but  godliness  U 
profitable  uulo  all  things,  having  promise  of  the  life  that 
now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to  come. 

9  This  is  a  faithful  saying  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation. 

10  For  therefore  we  both  labour  and  suffer  reproach, 
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our  hope  set  on  the  living  God,  who  is  the  Saviour  of 

11  all  men,  especially  of  them  that  believe.     These  things 

12  command  and  teach.  Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth; 
but  be  thou  an  ensample  to  them  that  believe,  in  word, 

13  in  manner  of  life,  in  love,  in  faith,  in  purity.  Till  I 
come,  give  heed  to  reading,  to  exhortation,  to  teaching. 

14  Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given 
thee  by  prophecy,  with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of 

15  the  presbytery.  Be  diligent  in  these,  things;  give 
thyself  wholly   to   them;    that  thy   progress  may  be 

16  manifest  unto  all.  Take  heed  to  thyself,  and  to  thy 
teaching.  Continue  in  these  things;  for  in  doing  this 
thou  Shalt  save  both  thyself  and  them  that  hear  thee. 


6  Rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  exhort  him  as  a  father; 
2  the  youDger  men  as  brethren;  the  elder  women  as 
8  mothers;  the  younger  as  sisters,  in  all  purity.     Hon* 

4  our  widows  that  are  widows  indeed.  But  if  any 
widow  hath  children  or  grandchildren,  let  them  learn 
first  to  shew  piety  towards  their  own  family,  and  to 
requite  their  parents:    for  this    is  acceptable  in   the 

5  sight  of  God.  Now  she  that  is  a  widow  indeed,  and 
desolate,  hath   her  hope  set  on  God,  and  continuetli 

6  in  supplications  and  prayers  night  and  day.  But  she 
that  giveth  herself  to  pleasure  is  dead  while  she  llvetb. 

7  These  things  also  command,  that  they  may  be  without 

8  reproach.  But  if  any  provideth  not  for  his  own,  and 
specially  his  own  household,  he  hath  denied  the  faith, 

9  and  is  worse  than  an  unbeliever.  Let  none  be  enrolled 
as  a  widow  under  threescore  years  old,  having  been  the 

10  wife  of  one  man,  well  reported  of  for  good  works;  if 
she  hath  brought  up  children,  if  she  hath  used  hospitali- 
ty to  strangers,  if  she  hath  washed  the  saints'  feet,  if  she 
hath  relieved  the  afflicted,  if  she  hath  diligently  fol- 

11  lowed  every  good  work.  But  younger  widows  refuse: 
for  when  they  have  waxed  wanton  against  Christ,  they 
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because  we  trust  in  the  living  God,  who  is  the  Saviour  of 
all  men,  specially  of  those  that  believe. 

11  These  things  command  and  teach. 

12  Let  no  man  despise  thy  j^outh ;  but  be  thou  an  ex- 
ample of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity, 
in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity, 

18  Till  I  come,  give  attendance  to  reading,  to  exhorta- 
tion, to  doctrine. 

14  Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given 
thee  by  prophecy,  with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the 
presbytery. 

15  Meditate  upon  these  things;  give  thyself  wholly  to 
them;  that  thy  profiting  may  appear  to  all. 

16  Take  heea  unto  thyself,  and  unto  the  doctrine;  con- 
tinue in  them :  for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thy- 
self, and  them  that  hear  thee. 


CHAPTER  V. 

1  Rules  to  be  observed  in  reproving.  3  Of  tvidows.  17  Of  elders. 
23  A  jyrecept  for  Timothy''8  liealth.  24  Some  men's  sins  go  before 
unto  judgment  ^  and  some  m^Vs  do  foUow  after. 

REBUKE  not  an  elder,  but  intreat  Mm  as  a  father;  and 
the  younger  men  as  brethren; 

2  The  elder  women  as  mothers ;  the  younger  as  sisters, 
with  all  purity. 

3  Honour  widows  that  are  widows  indeed. 

4  But  if  any  widow  have  children  or  nephews,  let  them 
learn  first  to  shew  piety  at  home,  and  to  requite  their 
parents:  for  that  is  good  and  acceptable  before  God. 

5  Now  she  that  is  a  widow  indeed,  and  desolate,  trusteth 
in  God,  and  continuelh  in  supplications  and  prayers  night 
and  day. 

6  But  she  that  liveth  in  pleasure  is  dead  while  she  liveth. 

7  And  these  things  give  in  charge,  that  they  may  be 
blameless. 

8  But  if  any  provide  not  for  his  own,  and  specially  for 
those  of  his  own  house,  he  hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is 
worse  than  an  infidel. 

9  Let  not  a  widow  be  taken  into  the  number  under 
threescore  years  old,  having  been  the  wife  of  one  man. 

10  Well  reported  of  for  good  works;  if  she  have  brought 
up  children,  if  she  have  lodged  strangers,  if  she  have 
washed  tlie  saints'  feet,  if  she  have  relieved  the  afflicted, 
•if  she  have  diligently  followed  every  good  work. 

11  But  the  younger  widows  refase:  for  when  they  have 
begun  to  wax  wanton  against  Christ,  they  will  marry; 
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12  desire  to  marry:  liaviDg  condemnation,  because  they 

13  have  rejected  their  first  faitii.  And  withal  they  learn 
also  to  be  idle,  going  about  from  house  to  house;  and  not 
only  idle,  but  tattlers  aJso  and  busyl)odies,  speaking 

14  things  wliich  tliey  ought  not.  I  desire  therefore  that 
the  younger  widows  marry,  b^ar  children,  rule  the 
household,  give  none  occasion  t )  the  adversary  for  re- 

15  viling:  for  already  some  are  turned  aside  after  Satan. 

16  If  any  woman  that  believeth  hath  widows,  let  her  re- 
lieve them,  and  let  not  the  church  be  burdened;  that  it 
may  relieve  them  that  are  widows  indeed. 

17  Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy  of 
double  honour,  especially  those  who  labour  in  the  word 

18  and  in  teaching.  For  the  scripture  saith,  Thou  shalt 
not  muzzle  the  ox  when  lie  treadeth  out  the  corn.    And, 

19  The  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.  Against  an  elder  re- 
ceive not  an  accusation,  except  at  tJie  mouth  of  two  or 

20  three  witnesses.     Them  that  sin  reprove  in  the  sight  of 

21  all,  that  the  rest  also  may  be  in  fear.  I  charge  thee  in 
the  sight  of  God,  and  Christ  Jesus,  and  the  elect  angel?^, 
that  thou  observe  these  things  without  prejudice,  doing 

22  nothing  by  partiality.  Lay  hands  hastily  on  no  man, 
neither  be  partaker  of  other  men's  sins:  keep  thyself 

23  pure.  Be  no  longer  a  drinker  of  water,  but  use  a  little 
wine  for  thy  stomach's  sake  and  thine  often  infirmities. 

24  Some  men's  sins  are  evident,  going  before  unto  judge- 

25  ment;  and  some  men  also  they  follow  after.  In  like 
manner  also  there  are  good  works  that  are  evident;  and 
such  as  are  otherwise  cannot  be  hid. 


6      Let  as  many  as  are  servants  under  the  yoke  count 
their  own  masters  worthy  of  all  honour,  that  the  name 

2  of  God  and  the  doctrine  be  not  blasphemed.     And  they 
that  have  believing  masters,  let  them  not  despise  them, 
because  they  are  brethren ;  but  let  them  serve  them  the. 
rather,  because  tliey  that  partake  of  the  benefit  are  be* 
lievingand  beloved.     These  things  teach  and  exhort, 
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12  Having  damnation,  because  they  have  cast  off  their 
first  faith. 

13  And  withal  they  learn  to  he  idle,  wandering  about 
from  house  to  house;  and  not  only  idle,  but  tattlers  also 
and  biisybodies,  speaking  things  which  they  ought  not. 

14  I  will  therefore  that  the  younger  women  marry,  bear 
children,  guide  the  house,  give  none  occasion  to  the  adver. 
sary  to  speak  reproachfully. 

15  For  some  are  already  turned  aside  after  Satan. 

16  If  any  man  or  woman  that  believeth  have  widows, 
let  them  relieve  them,  and  let  not  the  church  be  charged; 
that  it  may  relieve  them  that  are  widows  indeed. 

17  Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy  of 
double  honour,  especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word  and 
doctrine. 

18  For  the  scripture  saith.  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox 
that  treadeth  out  the  corn.  And,  The  labourer  za  worthy 
of  his  reward. 

19  Against  an  elder  receive  not  an  accusation,  but  before 
two  or  three  witnesses. 

20  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that  others  also  may 
fear. 

21  I  charge  tJiee  before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  the  elect  angels,  thjit  thou  observe  these  things  with- 
out preferring  one  before  another,  doing  nothing'by  par- 
tiality. 

22  Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man,  neither  be  partaker 
of  other  men's  sins:  keep  thyself  pure. 

23  Drink  no  longer  water,  but  use  a  little  wine  for  thy 
stomach's  sake  and  thine  often  infirmities. 

24  Some  men's  sins  are  open  beforehand,  going  before 
to  judgment;  and  some  men  they  follow  after. 

25  Likewise  also  the  good  works  of  some  are  manifest 
beforehand;  and  they  that  are  otherwise  cannot  be  hid. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  Of  the  duty  of  aemants.  3  Not  to  have  fellouship  with  newfangled 
teachers.  6  Godliness  is  great  gain,  10  and  love  of  money  the  root 
of  all  evil.  11  What  Timothy  is  to  fly,  and  uhat  to  follow,  17  and 
whereof  to  admonish  the  rich.  20  To  keep  the  purity  of  true  doc- 
trincy  and  to  avoid  profane  janglings. 

LET  as  many  servants  as  are  under  the  yoke  count  their 
own  masters  worthy  of  all  honour,  that  the  name  of 
God  and  Jiis  doctrine  be  not  blasphemed. 

2  And  they  that  have  believing  masters,  let  them  not 
despise  them,  because  they  are  brethren;   but  rather  do 
tJiem  service,  "because  they  are  faithful  and  beloved,  par- 
takers of  the  benefit.     These  things  teach  and  exhort. 
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3  If  any  man  teacbeth  a  different  doctrine,  and  con- 
sentetli  not  to  sound  words,  even  the  words  of  our  Loi'd 
Jesus  Christ,  and  to  the  doctrine  which  is  according 

4  to  godliness;  he  is  puffed  up,  knowing  nothing,  but 
doting    about    questionings    and    disputes  of  words. 

5  whereof  cometh  envy,  stnfe,  railings,  evil  surmisings, 
wranglings  of  men  cori-upted  in  minci  and  bereft  of  the 

6  truth,  supposing  that  godliness  is  a' way  of  gain.     But 

7  godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain:  for  we. brought 
nothing  into  the  world,  for  neither  can  we  carry  any- 

8  thing  out;  but  having  food  and  covering  we  shall  be 

9  therewith  content.  But  they  that  desire  to  be  rich  fall 
into  a  temptation  and  a  snare  and  many  foolish  and 
hurtful  lusts,  such  as  drown  men  in  destruction  and 

10  perdition.  For  the  love  of  money  is  a  root  of  all  kinds 
of  evil:  which  some  reaching  after  have  been  led  astray 
from  the  faith,  and  have  pierced  themselves  through 
with  many  sorrows. 

11  But  thou,  O  man  of  God,  flee  these  things;  and 
follow  after  righteousness,   godliness,  faith,  love,  pa- 

12  tience,  meekness.  Fight  the  good  fight  of  the  faith, 
lay  hold  on  the  life  eternal,  whereunto  thou  wast  called, 
and  didst  confess  the  good  confession  in  the  sight  of 

18  many  witnesses.  I  charge  thee  in  the  sight  of  God, 
who  quickeneth  all  things,  and  of  Christ  Jesus,  who 
before  Pontius  Pilate  witnessed  the  good  confession; 

14  that  thou  keep  the  commandment,  without  spot,  with- 
out reproach,  until  the  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus 

15  Christ:  which  in  its  own  times  he  shall  shew,  who  is  the 
blessed  and  only  Potentate,  the  King  of  kings,  and 

16  Lord  of  lords;  who  only  hath  immortality,  dwelling 
in  light  unapproachable;  whom  no  man  hath  seen, 
nor  can  see:  to  whom  he  honour  and  power  eternal. 
Amen. 

17  Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  present  world,  that 
they  be  not  high  minded,  nor  have  their  hope  set  on  the 
uncertainty  of  riches,  but  on  God,  who  giveth  us  richly 

18  all  things  to  enjoy;  that  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich 
in  good  works,  that  they  be  ready  to  distribute,  willing 

19  to  communicate;  laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good 
foundation  against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay 
hold  on  the  life  which  is  life  indeed. 

20  0  Timothy,   guard  that  which  is  committed  unto 
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3  If  nny  man  teacli  otbenvise,  and  consent  not  to  wiiolc 
some  words,  even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
to  the  doctrine  which  is  according  to  godliness; 

4  He  is  proud,  knowing  nothing,  hut  doting  about  ques- 
tions and  strifes  of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy,  strife, 
railings,  evil  surmisings. 

5  Perverse  disputings  of  men  of  corrupt  minds,  and  des- 
titute of  the  truth,  supposing  that  gain  is  godliness:  from 
such  withdraw  thyself. 

6  But  godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain. 

7  For  we  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  cer- 
tain we  can  carry  nothing  out. 

8  And  having  food  and  raiment  let  us  be  therewith  con- 
tent. 

9  But  they  that  will  be  rich  fall  into  temptation  and  a 
snare,  and  into  many  foolish  and  turtful  lusts,  which 
drown  men  in  destruction  and  perdition. 

10  For  the  love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil :  which 
while  some  coveted  after,  they  have  erred  from  the  faith, 
and  pierced  themselves  throtigh  with  many  sorrows. 

11  But  thou,  O  man  of  God,  flee  these  things;  and  fol- 
low after  righteousness,  godliness,  faith,  love,  patience, 
meekness. 

12  Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  lay  hold  on  eternal  life, 
whereunto  thou  art  also  called,  and  hast  professed  a  good 
profession  before  many  witnesses. 

13  I  give  thee  charge  in  the  sight  of  God,  who  quicken- 
eth  all  things,  and  hefoi'e  Christ  Jesus,  who  before  Fontius 
Pilate  witnessed  a  good  confession; 

14  That  thou  keep  this  commandment  without  spot, 
unrebukeable,  until  the  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ : 

15  Which  in  his  times  he  shall  shew,  who  is  the  blessed 
and  only  Potentate,  the  King  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  lords; 

16  Who  only  hath  immortality,  dwelling  in  the  light 
which  no  man  can  approach  unto;  whom  no  man  hath 
seen,  nor  can  see:  to  whom  he  honour  and  power  everlast- 
ing.    Amen.     • 

17  Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they  be 
not  highminded,  nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches,  but  in  the 
living  God,  who  giveth  us  richly  all  things  to  enjoy; 

18  That  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich  in  good  works, 
ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  communicate; 

-    19  Laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation 
against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay  hold  on  eternal 
life. 
20  O  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is  committed  to  thy 
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tJiee,  turniDg  away  from  tbe  profane  babblings  and 
oppositions    of    the    knowledge    which    is   falsely  so 
21  called;  which  some  professing  have  erred  concerning 
the  faith. 
Grace  be  with  you.

TIMOTHY. 


1  Paul,  an  apostle  of  Clirist  Jesus  by  the  will  of  God, 
according  to  tfie  promise  of  the  life  which  is  in  Christ 

2  Jesus,  to  Timothy,  my  beloved  child:  Grace,  mercy, 
peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

8  I  thank  God,  whom  I  serve  from  my  forefathers  in  a 
pure  conscience,-  how  unceasing  is  my  remembrance  of 

4  thee  in  my  supplications,  nighl  and  day  longing  to  see 
thee,  remembering  tliy  tears,  that  I  may  be  tilled  with 

5  Joy;  having  been  reminded  of  tlie  unfeigned  faith  that 
IS  in  thee;  which  dwelt  first  in  thy  grandmother  Lois, 
and  thy  mother  Eunice;  and,  I  am  persuaded,  in  thee 

6  also.  For  the  which  cause  I  put  thee  in  remembrance 
that  thou  stir  up  the  gift  of  God,  which  is  in  thee  through 

7  the  laying  on  of  my  hands.  For  God  gave  us  not  a  spirit 
of  fearfulness;  but  of  power  and  love -and.  discipline. 

8  Be  not  ashamed  therefore  of  the  testimony  of  our  Lord, 
nor  of  me  his  prisoner:  but  suffer  hardship  with  the 

9  gospel  according  to  the  power  of  God;  who  saved  us, 
and  called  us  with  a  holy  calling,  not  according  to  our 
works,  but  according  to  his  own  purpose  and  grace, 
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trust,  avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings,  and  oppositions 
of  science  falsely  so  called: 

21  Whicli  some  professing  have  erred  concerning  the 
faith.     Grace  be  with  thee.    Amen. 

t  The  first  to  Timothy  was  written  from  Laodicea,  which  is  the 
chiefest  city  of  Phrygia  Pacatiana.

TIMOTHY. 

CHAPTER  I. 

1  Paul's  love  to  Timothy,  and  the  unfeigned  faith  trhich  tcan  in 
Timothy  himself,  his  mother,  and  grandmother.  0  He  is  exho  fed 
to  stir  up  the  gift  of  God  which  was  in  him^  Sto  be  stedfast,  and 
patient  in  persecution,  13  and  to  persist  in  the  form  ana  truiii  of 
thai  doctrine  which  he  had  learned  of  him.  15  Phygellus  end 
HermogeneSj  and  such  like,  are  noted^  and  Onesiphorus  is  highly 
commended. 

PAUL,  an  aposlle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  Avill  of  Gcd* 
according  to  the  promise  of  life  which  is  in  Chris* 
Jesus, 

2  To  Timothy,  my  dearly  beloved  son:  Grace,  mercy, 
and  peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  Christ  Jesus  our  Lo:  d. 

3  I  thank  God,  who  n  I  serve  from  my  forefatiiers  with 
pure  conscience,  that  without  ceasing  I  have  remembrance 
of  thee  in  my  pmyers  night  and  day; 

4  Greatly  desiring  to  sec  thee,  being  mindful  of  thy  tears, 
that  I  niay  be  filled  with  joy; 

5  When  I  call  to  remembrdnce  the  unfeigned  faith  Hint 
is  in  thee,  which  dwelt  first  in  thy  grandmother  Lois,  x  ud 
thy  mother  Eunice;  and  I  am  pei-suaded  that  iu  thee  aLo. 

6  Wherefore  I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  thou  Ftir 
up  the  gift  of  God,  which  is  in  thee  by  the  putting  on  of 
my  hands. 

7  For  God  hath  not  given  us  the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of 
power,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind. 

8  Be  not  thou  therefore  ashamed  of  the  testimony  of  onr 
Lord,  nor  of  me  his  prisoner:  but  be  thou  partaker  of  the 
afflictions  of  the  gospel  according  to  the  power  of  God; 

9  Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called  t/«with  an  holy  calling, 
not  according  to  our  works,  but  according  to  his  own  pur* 
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which  was  given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  times  eternal, 

10  but  hath  now  been  manifested  by  the  appearing  of  our 
Saviour  Christ  Jesus,  who  abolished  death,  and  brought 

11  life  and  incorruption  to  light  through  the  gospel,  where- 
unto  I  was  appointed  a  preacher,  and  an  apostle,  and  a 

12  teacher.  For  the  which  cause  I  suffer  also  these  things: 
yet  I  am  not  ashamed ;  for  I  know  him  whom  I  have 
believed,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  guard 
that  which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against  that  day.| 

13  Hold  the  pattern  of  sound  words  which  thou  hast  heard 
from  me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

14  That  good  thing  which  was  committed  unto  thee  guard 
through  the  Holy  Ghost  which  dwelleth  in  us. 

15  This  thou  knowest,  that  all  that  are  in  Asia  turned 
away  from  me ;  of  whom  are  Phygelus  and  Hermogenes. 

16  The  Lord  grant  mercy  unto  the  house  of  Onesiphorus: 
for  he  oft  refreshed  me,  and  was  not  ashamed  of  my 

17  chain;  but,  when  he  was  in  Rome,  besought  me  dili- 

18  gently,  and  found  me  (the  Lord  grant  unto  him  to  find 
mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that  day);  and  in  how  many  things 
he  mmistered  at  Ephesus,  thou  knowest  very  welL 


2      Thou  therefore,  my  child,  be  strengthened  in  the 

2  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesua  And  the  things  which 
thou  hast  heard  from  me  among  many  witnesses,  the 
same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall  be  able  to 

3  teach  others  also.     Suffer  hardship  with  me,  as  a  good 

4  soldier  of  Christ  Jesus.  No  soldier  on  service  entan- 
gleth  himself  in  the  affairs  of  this  life;   that  he  may 

5  please  him  who  enrolled  him  as  a  soldier.  And  if  also 
a  man  contend  in  the  games,  he  is  not  crowned,  except 

6  he  have  contended  lawfully.     The  husbandman  that 
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pose  and  grace,  which  was  given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before 
the  world  began, 

10  But  is  now  made  manifest  by  the  appearing  of  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  abolished  death,  and  hath 
brought  life  and  immortality  to  light  through  t&c  gospel : 

11  Whereunto  1  am  appointed  a  preacher,  and  an  apostle, 
and  a  teacher  of  the  Gentiles. 

12  For  the  which  cause  I  also  suffer  these  things:  never- 
theless I  am  not  ashamed:  for  I  know  of  whom  1  have 
believed,  and  am  persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep  that 
'which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against  tliat  day. 

13  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,  which  thou  hast 
heard  of  me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

14  That  good  thing  which  was  committed  unto  thee 
keep  by  the  Holy  Ghost  which  dwellelh  in  us. 

15  This  thou  knowest;  that  all  they  which  are  in  Asia  be 
turned  away  from  me;  of  whom  are  Phygellus  and  Henno- 
genes. 

16  The  Lord  give  mercy  unto  the  house  of  Onesiphorus; 
for  he  oft  refreslied  me,  and  was  not  ashamed  of  my  chain : 

17  But,  when  he  was  in  Rome,  he  sought  me  out  very 
diligently,  and  found  me. 

18  The  Lord  grant  unto  him  that  he  may  find  mercy  of 
the  Lord  in  that  day:  and  in  how  many  things  he  ministered 
unto  me  at  Ephesus,  thou  knowest  very  well. 

CHAPTER  n. 

\  Heia  exhorted  again  to  constancy  and  perseverancey  and  to  do  the 
duty  of  a  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord  in  dividing  the  word  aright, 
and  staying  profane  and  vain  babblings.  17  Of  Hymenceus  and 
Philetus.  19  The  foundation  of  tlie  Lord  is  sure.  22  He  is  taught 
whereof  to  beuxire,  and  what  tofollmo  after,  and  in  what  sort  the 
servant  of  the  Lord  ought  to  behave  himself. 

THOU  therefore,  my  son,  be  strong  in  the  grace  that  is 
in  Christ  Jesus. 

2  And  the  things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me  among  many 
witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall 
be  able  to  teach  others  also. 

3  Thou  tlierefore  endure  hardness,  as  a  good  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

4  No  man  that  warreth  entangleth  himself  with  the  affairs 
of  this  life;  that  he  may  please  him  who  hath  chosen  him 
to  be  a  soldier. 

5  And  if  a  man  also  strive  for  masteries,  yet  is  he  not 
crowned,  except  he  strive  lawfully. 

6  Tlie  husbandman  that  laboureth  must  be  first  partaker 
of  the  fruits. 
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7  laboureth  must  be  the  first  to  partake  of  the  fruits.  Con- 
sider what  I  say;  for  the  Lord  shall  give  thee  under- 

8  'Standing  in  all  things.     Remember  Jesus  Christ,  risen 
from  the  dea:l,  of  the  seed  of  David,  according  to  my 

9  gospel:  wherein  I  suffer  hardship  unto  bonds,  as  a  mal- 

10  cfactor;  but  the  word  of  God  is  not  bound.  Therefore 
I  endure  all  things  for  the  elect's  sake,  that  they  also 
may  obtain  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  with 

11  eternal  glory.     Faithful  is  the  saying:  For  if  we  died 

12  v/ith  hiui,  we  shall  also  live  with  him"  if  we  endure,  we 
shall  also  reign  with  him:  if  we  shall  den^  him,  he  also 

13  will  deny  us:  if  we  are  faithless,  he  abideth  faithful; 
for  he  cannot  deny  himself. 

14  Of  these  things  put  them  in  remembrance,  charging 
them  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  that  they  strive  not  about 
v/ords,  to  no  profit,  to  the  subverting  of  them  that  hear. 

15  Give  diligence  to  present  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  handling 

16  aright  the  word  of  truth.     But  shun  profane  babblings: 

17  for  they  will  proceed  further  in  ungodliness,  and  their 
word  will  eat  as  doth  a  gangrene:  of  whom  is  Hyme- 

18  naeus  and  Philetns;  men  who  concerning  the  truth  have 
erred,  saying  that  the  resurrection  is  past  already,  and 

19  overthrow  the  faith  of  some.  Howbeit  the  firm  founda- 
tion of  God  standeth,  having  this  seal.  The  Lord  know- 
eth  them  that  are  his:  and,  Let  every  one  that  nameth 
the  name  of  the  Lord  depart  from  unrighteousness. 

20  Now  in  a  great  house  there  are  not  only  vessels  of  gold 
and  of  silver,  but  also  of  wood  and  of  earth;  and  some 

21  unto  honour,  and  some  unto  dishonour.  If  a  man  there- 
fore purge  himself  from  these,  he  shall  be  a  vessel 
unto  honour,  sanctified,  meet  for  the  master's  use,  pre- 

22  pared  unto  every  ^ood  work.  But  flee  youthful  lusts, 
and  follow  after  righteousness,  faith,  love,  peace,  with 

23  tiiem  that  call  on  the  Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart.  But 
foolish  and  ignorant  questionings  refuse,  knowing  tliat 

24  they  gender  strifes.  And  the  Lord's  servant  must  not 
strive,  but  be  gentle  towards  all,  apt  to  teach,  forbear- 

25  ing,  in  meekness  correcting  them  that  oppose  them 
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7  Consider  what  I  say;  and  the  Lord  give  thee  under- 
standing in  all  things. 

8  Remember  that  Jesus  Christ  of  the  seed  of  David  was 
raised  from  the  dead  according  to  my  gospel : 

9  Wherein  I  suffer  trouble,  as  an  evil  doer,  even  unto 
bonds;  but  the  word  of  God  is  not  bound. 

10  Therefore  I  endure  all  things  for  the  elect's  sakes, 
that  they  may  also  obtain  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  with  eternal  glory. 

11  It  is  a.  faithful  saying:  For  if  we  be  dead  with  Jiim, 
•we  shall  also  live  with  Mm: 

12  If  we  suffer,  we  shall  also  reign  with  him:  if  we  deny 
him,  he  also  will  deny  us : 

13  If  we  believe  not,  pet  he  abideth  faithful :  he  cannot 
deny  himself. 

14  Of  these  things  put  them  in  remembrance,  charging 
tJtem  before  the  Lord  that  they  strive  not  about  words  to 
no  profit,  but  to  the  subverting  of  the  hearers. 

15  Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the 
word  of  truth. 

16  But  shun  profane  aiid  vain  babblings:  for  they  will 
increase  unto  more  ungodliness. 

17  And  their  word  will  eat  as  doth  a  canker:  of  whom 
isHymenseus  and  Philetus; 

18  Who  concerning  the  truth  have  erred,  saying  that  the 
resurrection  is  past  already;  and  overthrow  the  faith  of 
some. 

19  Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God  standeth  sure, 
having  this  seal,  The  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his. 
And,  Let  every  one  that  nameth  the  name  of  Christ  depart 
from  iniquity. 

20  But  in  a  great  house  there  are  not  only  vessels  of  gold 
and  of  silver,  but  also  of  wood  and  of  earth;  and  some  to 
honour,  and  some  to  dishonour. 

21  If  a  man  therefore  purge  himself  from  these,  he  shall 
be  a  vessel  unto  honour,  sanctified,  and  meet  for  the  mas- 
ter's use,  and  prepared  unto  every  good  work. 

22  Flee  also  youthful  lusts:  but  follow  righteousness, 
faith,  charity,  peace,  with  them  that  call  on  the  Lord  out 
of  a  pure  heart. 

23  But  foolish  and  unlearned  questions  avoid,  knowing 
that  they  do  gender  strifes. 

24  And  the  servant  of  the  Lord  must  not  strive ;  but  lie 
gentle  imto  all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient, 

25  In  meekness  instructing  those  that  oppose  themselves; 
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selves;  if  perad venture  God  may  give  them  repentance 
26  unto  the  knowledge  of  tlie  truth,  and  they  may  recover 
themselves  out  of  the  snare  of  tlie  devil,  having  been 
taken  captive  by  the  Lord's  servant  unlo  the  will  of 
God. 


3      But  know  this,  that  in  the  last  days  grievous  times 

3  shall  come.    For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  self,  lovers  of 

money,  boastful,  haughty,    railers,  disobedient  to  pa- 

3  rents,  unthankful,  unholy,  without  natural  affection, 
implacable,  slanderers,  without  self-control,  fierce,   no 

4  lovers  of  good,  traitors,  headstrong,  puffed  up,  lovers 

5  of  pleasuR*  rather  than  lovers  of  God ;  holding  a  form  of 
godliness,  but  having  denietl  the  power  thereof:  from 

6  these  also  turn  away.  For  of  these  are  they  that  creep 
into  houses,  and  take  captive  silly  women  laden  with 

7  sins,  led  away  by  divers  lusts,  ever  learning,  and  never 

8  able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.     And  like 
'     as  Jannes  and  Jambrcs  withstood  Moses,  so  do  these 

also  withstand  the  truth;  men  con'upted  in  mind,  rep- 

9  robjite  concerning  the  faith.  But  they  shall  proceed  no 
further:  for  their  folly  shall  be  evident  unto  all  men, 

10  as  theirs  also  came  to  be.  But  thou  didst  follow  my 
teaching,  conduct,  purpose,  faith,  longsuffering,  love. 

11  patience,  pei*secutions,  sufferings;  what  things  befell 
me  at  Antioch,  at  Iconium,  at  Lystra;  what  persecu- 
tions I  endured:  and  out  of  them  all  the  Lord  delivered 

IS  me.    Yea,  and  all  that  would  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus 

13  shall  suffer  persecution.  But  evil  men  and  impostors 
shall  wax  worse  and  worse,  deceiving  and  being  deceived. 

14  But  abide  thou  in  the  things  which  thou  hast  learned 
and  hast  been  assured  of.  knowing  of  whom  thou  hast 

15  learned  them;  and  that  from  a  babe  thou  hast  known 
the  sacred  writings  which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise 
unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

16  Every  scripture  inspired  of  God  U  also  profitable  for 
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if  God  peradventure  will  give  them   repentance  to   the 
acknowledpfing  of  the  truth ; 

26  And  tiuit  they  may  recover  themselves  out  of  the  snare 
of  the  devil,  who  arc  taken  captive  by  Lira  at  his  will. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  advertipeth  him  of  the  times  to  come,  6  dcccriheth  the  enemiea 
of  the  truths  10  propoundeih  unto  him  his  own  example,  16  and 
commendeth  th^  holy  scriptures. 

THIS  know  also,  that  in  the  last  days  perilous  times 
shall  come. 

2  For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own  selves,  covetous, 
boasters,  proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to  parents,  un- 
thankful, unholy, 

3  Without  natural  affection,  trucebreakers,  false  accusers, 
incontinent,  fierce,  despisers  of  those  that  are  good, 

4  Traitors,  heady,  highminded,  lovers  of  pleasures  more 
than  lovers  of  God; 

5  Having  a  form  of  godliness,  but  denying  the  power 
thereof:  from  such  turn  away. 

6  For  of  this  sort  are  thev  which  creep  into  houses,  and 
load-  captive  silly  women  laden  with  sins,  led  away  with 
divers  lusts, 

7  Ever  learning,  and  never  able  to  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  truth. 

8  Now  as  Jannes  and  Jambres  withstood  Moses,  so  do 
these  also  resist  the  truth :  men  of  corrupt  minds,  reprobate 
concerning  the  faith. 

9  But  they  shall  proceed  no  further:  for  their  folly  shall 
be  manifest  unto  all  merif  as  their's  also  wa». 

10  But  thou  hast  fully  known  my  doctrine,  manner  of 
life,  purpose,  faith,  longsuffering,  charity,  patience, 

11  Persecutions,  afflictions,  which  cnme  unto  me  at  An- 
tioch,  at  Iconium,  at  Lystra;  what  persecutions  I  endured: 
but  out  of  i?iem  all  the  Lord  delivered  me. 

12  Yea,  and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Chiist  Jesus  shall 
suffer  persecut  ion. 

13  fJiit  e\il  men  and  seducers  shall  wax  worse  and  worse, 
deceiving,  and  being  deceived. 

14  But  continue  thou  in  the  things  which  thou  hast 
learned  and  hast  been  assured  of,  knowing  of  whom  thou 
hast  learned  them; 

15  And  that  from  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  holy  scrip- 
tures, which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation 
through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

16  All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  ii 
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teachlug,   for  reproof,  for  correction,   for  instruction 
17  which  is  in  righteousness:  tliat  the  man  of  God  may  be 
complete,  furnished  completely  unto  every  good  work^ 


4  I  charge  thee  in  the  sight  of  God,  and  of  Christ  Jesus, 
who  shall  judge  the  q[uick  and  the  dead,  and  by  his 

2  appearing  and  his  kingdom;  preach  the  word;  be 
instant  in  season,  out  of  season;  reprove,  rebuke;  ex- 

8  hort,  with  all  longsuffering  and  teaching.  For  the  time 
will  come  when  they  will  not  endure  the  sound  doc- 
trine; but,  having  itching  ears,  will  heap  to  themselves 

4  teachers  after  their  own  lusts;  and  will  turn  away  their 

5  ears  from  the  truth,  and  turn  aside  unto  fables.  But 
be  thou  sober  in  all  things,  suffer  hardship,  do  the  work 

6  of  an  evangelist,  fulfil  thy  ministry.  For  I  am  already 
being  offered,  and  the  time  of  my  departure  is  come. 

7  I  have   fought  the   good  fight,   I  have  finished  the 

8  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith :  henceforth  there  is  laid 
up  for  me  the  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord, 
the  righteous  judge,  shall  give  to  me  at  that  day:  and 
not  only  to  me,  but  also  to  all  them  that  have  loved  his 
appearing. 

9  Do  thy  diligence  to  come  shortly  unto  me:  for  Demas 

10  forsook  me,  having  loved  this  present  world,  and  went 
to  Thessalonica;  Crescens  to  Galatia,  Titus  to  Dalmatia. 

11  Only  Luke  is  with  me.    Take  Mark,  and  bring  him  with 

12  thee  for  he  is  useful  to  me  for  ministering.  But  Tychicus 

13  I  sent  to  Ephesus.  The  cloke  that  I  left  at  Troas  with 
Carpus,  bring  when  thou  comest,  and  the  books,  espe- 

14  cially  the  parchments.  Alexander  the  coppersmith  did 
me  much  evil:  the  Lord  will  render  to  him  according  to 

15  his  works:  of  whom  be  thou  ware  also;  for  he  greatly 

16  withstood  our  words.     At  my  first  defence  no  one  took 
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profitable  for  doctrine,   for  reproof,   for  corriectlon,  for 
instruction  in  righteousness: 

17  That  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  throughly  fur- 
nished unto  all  good  works. 

CHAPTER  rV. 

1  He  exhorteth  him  to  do  his  duty  with  aU  care  and  diiipence,  6  cer- 
tifieth  him  of  the  neamesa  of  his  deaih^  9  toiUelh  him  to  come 
speedily  unto  him^  and  to  bring  Marcus  with  him,  and  certain 
1  .  other  things  which  he  wrote  for,  14  wai-neth  him  to  beware  of 
Alexander  the  smith,  16  informeth  him  what  had  befallen  him  at 
his  first  answering,  19  and  soon  after  he  condudeth. 

I  CHARGE  thee  therefore  before  God,  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead 
at  his  appearing  and  his  kingdom ; 

2  Preach  the  word;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season; 
reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  longsuflferingand  doctrine. 

3  For  the  time  will  come  when  they  will  not  endure 
sound  doctrine;  but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap 
to  themselves  teachers,  having  itching  ears; 

4  And  they  shall  turn  away  tlmr  ears  from  the  truth, 
and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables. 

5  But  watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure  afflictions,  do  the 
work  of  an  evangelist,  make  full  proof  of  thy  ministry. 

6  For  I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered,  and  the  time  of  my 
departure  is  at  hand. 

7  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course, 
I  have  kept  the  faiths 

8  Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  mc  a  crown  of  righteous- 
ness, which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge,  shall  give  mc  at 
that  day:  and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that 
love  his  appearing. 

9  Do  thy  diligence  to  come  shortly  unto  me: 

10  For  Demas  hath  forsaken  me,  having  loved  this  pres- 
ent world,  and  is  departed  unto  Thessalonica;  Crescens  tq 
Galatia,  Titus  unto  Dalmatia. 

11  Only  Luke  is  with  me.  Take  Mark,  and  bring  him 
with  thee:  for  he  is  profitable  to  me  for  the  ministry. 

13  And  Tychicus  have  I  sent  to  Ephesus. 

13  The  cloke  that  I  left  at  Troas  with  Carpus,  when  thou 
s  comest,  bring  with  tlieCt  and  the  books,  btU  especially  the 

parchments. 

14  Alexander  the  coppersmith  did  me  much  evil:  the 
Lord  reward  him  according  to  his  works : 

15  Of  whom  be  thou  ware  also;  for  he  hath  greatly  with- 
stood oiir  words. 

16  At  my  first  answer  no  man  stood  with  me,  but  all 
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Toy  part,  but  alt  forsook  me:  may  it  not  be  laid  to  their 

17  account.  But  the  Lord  stood  by  me,  and  stren^bened 
me;  that  through  me  the  message  might  be  fully  pro- 
claimed, and  that  all  the  Gentiles  might  hear:  anal  was 

18  delivered  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  lion.  The  Lord  will 
deliver  me  from  every  evil  work,  and  will  save  me  unto 
his  heavenly  kingdom :  to  whom  he  the  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.    Amen. 

19  Salute  Prisca  and  Aquila,  and  the  house  of  Oncsiph- 

20  orus.    Erastus  abode  at  Corinth:  but  TrophimusI  left  at  , 

21  Miletus  sick.  Do  thy  diligence  to  come  before  winter. 
Eubulus  saluteth  thee,  and  Pudcns,  and  Linus,  and 
Claudia,  and  ail  the  brethren. 

22  The  IJord  be  with  thy  spirit.    Grace  be  with  you. 


THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  TO 
TITUS. 


1  Paul,  a  servant  of  God,  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Chiist,  according  to  the  faith  of  God's  elect,  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  which  is  according  to  godliness, 

2  in  hope  of  eternal  life,  which  God,  who  cannot  lie, 
8  p  omised  before  times  eternal;  but  in  his  own  seasons 

manifested  his  word  in  the  message,  wherewith  I  was 

intrusted  according  to  the  commandment  of  God  our 
4  Saviour;  to  Titus,  my  true  child  after  a  common  faith: 

Grace  and  peace  from  Gkxi  the  Father  and  Christ  Jesus 

our  Saviour. 
6     For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou  shouldest 
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mtn  f onook  me :  I  pray  God  that  it  may  not  be  laid  to  their 
charge. 

17  Notwithstanding  the  Lord  stood  with  me,  and 
strengthened  me;  that  by  me  the  preaching  might  be  fully 
known,  and  that  all  the  Gentiles  might  hear:  and  I  was 
delivered  out  of  the  mouth  of  tlie  lion. 

18  And  the  Lord  shall  deliver  me  from  every  evil  work, 
and  will  preserve  me  unto  his  heavenly  kingdom:  to  whom 
be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.    Amen. 

19  Salute  Prisca  and  Aquila,  and  the  household  of  One- 
siphonis. 

20  Erastus  abode  at  Corinth :  but  Trophimus  have  I  left 
at  Miletum  sick. 

21  Do  thy  diligence  to  come  before  winter.  Eubulus 
greeteth  thee,  and  Pudens,  and  Linus,  and  Claudia,  and  all 
the  brethren. 

22  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  he  with  thy  spirit.  Grace  he 
with  you.    Amen. 

t  The  second  epistle  unto  Timotheus,  ordained  the  flr?t  bishop 
of  the  church  of  the  Ephesians,  was  written  from  Borne, 
when  Paul  was  brought  before  Nero  the  secoad  time. 


THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  TO 
TITUS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  For  what  end  Titus  was  left  in  Crete.  6  How  they  that  are  to  be 
chosen  ministers  ought  to  he  qualified.  11  The  mouths  of  evU 
teachers  to  be  stopped:  12  and  what  manner  of  men  they  be. 

PAUL,  a  servant  of  God,  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ, 
according  to  the  faith  of  God's  elect,  and  the  acknow- 
ledging of  the  truth  which  is  after  godliness; 

2  In  hope  of  eternal  life,  which  God,  that  cannot  lie, 
promised  before  the  world  began; 

3  But  hath  in  due  times  manifested  his  word  through 
preaching,  which  is  committed  unto  me  according  to  the 
commandment  of  God  our  Saviour; 

4  To  Titus,  mine  own  son  after  the  common  faith: 
Grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour. 

5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  tliou  shouldest 
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set   in   order   the    things    that   were   wantiag,    and 

6  appoint  elders  in  every  city,  as  I  gave  thee  charge;  if 
any  man  is  blameless,  the  Imsband  of  one  wife, 
having  children  that  believe,  who  are  not  accused  of 

7  riot  or  unrulv.  For  the  bishop  must  be  blameless,  as 
God's  steward,;  not  self  willed,  not  soon  angry,  no  braw- 

8  ler;  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;  but  given  to 
hospitality,  a  lover  of  good,  soberminded,  just,  holy, 

9  temperate;  holding  to  the  faithful  word  which  Is 
according  to  the  teaching  that  he  may  be  able  both  to 
exhort  in  the  sound  doctrine,  and  to  convict  the  gain- 
sayers. 

10  For  there  are  many  unruly  men,  vain  talkers  and 

11  deceivers,  specially  they  of  the  circumcision,  whose 
mouths  must  be  stopped;  men  who  overthrow  whole 
houses,  teaching  things  which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy 

12  lucre's  sake,  One  of  themselves,  a  prophet  of  their 
own,  said,  Cretans  are  always  liars,  evil  beasts,  idle 

13  gluttons.  This  testimony  is  true.  For  which  cause 
reprove  tliem  sharply,  that  they  may  be  sound  in  the 

14  faith,  not  giving  heed  to  Jewish  fables,  and  command- 

15  ments  of  men  who  turn  away  from  the  truth.  To  the 
pure  all  things  are  pure :  but  to  them  that  are  defiled 
and  unbelieving  nothing  is  pure;  but  both  their  mind 

16  and  their  conscience  are  defiled.  They  profess  that 
they  know  God;  but  by  their  works  tliey  deny  him, 
being  abominable,  and  disobedient,  and  unto  every 
good  work  reprobate. 


2      But  speak  thou  the  things  which  befit  the  sound 
2  doctrine:  that  aged  men  be  temperate,  grave,  sober- 
8  minded,  sound  in  faith,  in  love,  in  patience :  that  aged 
women  likewise  be  reverent  in  demeanour,  not  slan- 
derers nor  enslaved  to  much  wine,  teachers  of  that 

4  which  is  good ;  that  they  may  train  the  young  women 

5  to  love  their  husbands,  to  love  their  children,  to  he 
soberminded,  chaste,  workers  at  home,  kind,  being  in 
subjection  to  their  own  husbands,  that  the  wora  of 

6  God  be  not  blasphemed:  the  younger  men  likewise 
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set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain  elders 
in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee: 

6  If  any  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife,  having 
faithful  children  not  accused  of  riot  or  unruly. 

7  For  a  bishop  must  be  blameless,  as  the  steward  of  God ; 
not  selfwilled,  not  soon  angry,  not  given  to  wine,  no 
striker,  not  given  to  filthy  lucre ; 

8  But  a  lover  of  hospitality,  a  lover  of  good  men,  sober, 
just,  holy,  temperate; 

9  Holding  fast  the  faithful  word  as  he  hath  been  taught, 
that  he  may  be  able  by  sound  doctrine  both  to  exhort  and 
to  convince  the  gainsayers. 

10  For  there  are  many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and 
deceivers,  specially  they  of  the  circumcision : 

11  Whose  mouths  must  be  stopped,  who  subvert  whole 
houses,  teaching  things  which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy 
lucre's  sake. 

12  One  of  themselv^,  even  a  prophet  of  their  own,  said, 
The  Cretians  a/re  always  liars,  evil  beasts,  slow  bellies. 

13  This  witness  is  true.  Wherefore  rebuke  them  sharply, 
that  they  may  be  sound  in  the  faith; 

14  Not  giving  heed  to  Jewish  fables,  and  command- 
ments of  men,  that  turn  from  the  truth. 

15  Unto  the  pure  all  things  are  pure:  but  unto  them 
that  are  defiled  and  unbelieving  is  nothing  pure;  but  even 
their  mind  and  conscience  is  defiled. 

16  They  profess  that  they  know  God;  but  in  works  they 
deny  him,  being  abominable,  and  disobedient,  and  unto 
every  good  work  r^Mrobate. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  Directiona  given  unto  Titus  both  for  his  doctrine  and  life.    9  Of 
the  duly  of  servants^  and  in  general  of  all  Christians. 

BUT  speak  thou  the  things  which  become  sound  doc- 
trine : 

2  That  the  aged  men  be  sobtc,  grave,  temperate,  sound 
in  faith,  in  chanty,  in  patience. 

3  The  aged  women  likewise,  that  t?iey  be  i^  behaviour  ns 
becometh  holiness,  not  false  accusers,  not  given  to  much 
wine,  teachers- of  good  things; 

4  That  they  may  teach  the  young  women  to  be  sober,  to 
love  their  husbands,  to  love  their  children, 

5  To  be  discreet,  chaste,  keepers  at  home,  good,  obedient 
to-tlteir  own  husbands^.that  the  word  of  God  be  nol  blas- 
phemed. 

6  Young  men  likewise  exhort  to  be  sober  minded. 
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7  exbort  to  be  sobermiuded :  in  all  tbings  rfiewfng  tbyself 
an  ensample  of  good  works;  in  tliy  dtictrine  shewing 

S  uncorruptness,  gravity,  sound  speecb,  tbat  cannot  be 
condemned;  that  he  that  is  of  the  contrary  part  may  be 

9  ashamed,  liaving  no  evil  thing  to  say  of  us.  Exhort 
servants  (o  be  in  subjection  to  their  own  masters,  and 

10  to  be  well-pleasing  to  tliem  in  all  things;  not  gainsaying; 
not  purloining,  but  shewing  all  good  fidelity;  that  they 
may  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour  in  ail 

11  things.    For  the  grace  of  God  hath  appeared,  bringing 

12  salvation  to  all  men,  instructing  us,  to  the  intent  that, 
denying  ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts,  we  should  live 
soberly  and    righteously  and .  godly  in    this   present 

13  world ;  looking  for  the  blessed  hope  and  appearing  of 
the  glory  of  our  great  God  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ ; 

14  who  gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from 
all  inquity,  and  purify  unto  hinjself  a  people  for  his 
own  possession,  zealous  of  good  works. 

15  These  things  speak  and  exhort  and  reprove  with  all 
authority.    Let  no  man  despise  thee. 


3  Put  them  in  mind  to  be  in  subjection  to  be  rulers,  to 
authorities,  to  be  obedient,  to  be  ready  unto  every  good 

2  work,  to  speak  evil  of  no  man,  not  to  be  contentious, 
to  be  gentle,  shewing  all  meekness  toward  all  men. 

8  For  we  also  were  aforetime  foolish,  disobedient,  de- 
ceived, serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures,  living  in 

4  malice  and  envy,  hateful,  hating  one  another.  But 
when  the  kindness  of  God  our  Saviour,  and  his  love 

5  toward  man,  appeared,  n«t  by  works  done  in  righteous- 
ness, which  we  did  ourselves,  but  according  to  his 
mercy  he  saved  us,  through  the  washing  of  regenera- 

6  tion  and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  he  poured 
out  upon  us  richly,-  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour; 

7  tlrat,  being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  might  be  made 

8  heirs  according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life.  Faithful  is 
the  saying,  and  concerning  these  things  I  will  that  thou 
afiOlrm  ccSifidently,  to  the  end  that  they  winch  hare 
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7  In  all  things  shewing  thyself  a  pattern  of  good  works: 
In  doctrine  shewing  uncorruptness,  gravity,  sincerity, 

8  Sound  speech,  that  cannot  be  condemned ;  that  he  that 
is  of  the  contrary  part  may  be  asliamed,  having  no  evil 
thing  to  say  of  you. 

9  McfiaH  servants  to  be  obedient  unto  their  own  masters, 
and  to  please  them  well  in  all  things;  not  answering  again ; 

10  Not  purloining,  but  shewing  all  good  fidelity;  that 
they  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Baviour  in  all 
things. 

11  For  the  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation  hath 
appeared  to  all  men, 

12  Teaching  us  that,  denying  ungodliness  and  worldly 
lusts,  we  should  live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly,  in  this 
present  world ; 

13  Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious 
appearing  of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ; 

14  Who  gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  us 
from  all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  peo- 
ple, zealous  of  good  works. 

15  These  things  speak,  and  exhort,  and  rebuke  with  all 
authority.    Let  no  man  despise  thee. 

CHAPTER  in. 

1  Titus  is  yet  further  directed  by  Paul,  both  concemina  the  thinas 
he  shpuld  teach,  and  not  teach.  10  He  is  vilhd  aho  to  reject  ob- 
stinate hereticks:  V<i  which  done^  he  ajjcointeth  him  both  time  and 
place,  wherein  he  should  come  unto  htm,  >xnd  so  concludeth. 

PUT  them  in  mind  to  be  subject  to  principalities  and 
powers,  to  obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready  to  every  good 
work, 

2  To  speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no  brawlers,  but  gentle, 
shewing  all  meekness  unto  all  men. 

3  For  we  ourselves  also  were  sometimes  foolish,  disobe- 
dient, deceived,  serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures,  living  in 
malice  and  envy,  hateful,  and  hating  one  another. 

4  But  after  that  the  kindness  and  love  of  God  our  Saviour 
toward  man  appeared, 

5  Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done, 
but  accordmg  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of 
rcgenemtion,  and  renewing  of  the  Hqly  Ghost; 

6  Which  he  shed  on  us  abundantly  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Saviour; 

7  That  being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made 
heirs  according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life. 

8  2his  is  a«  faithful  saying,  and  these  things  I  will  that' 
thou  aflUrm  constantly,  that  they  which  have  believed  in 
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believed  GKxl  may  be  careful  to  maintiun  good  works. 

9  These  things  are  good  and  profitable  unto  men :  but 

shun  foolish  questiooings,  and  genealogies,  and  strifes, 

and  fightings  about  the  law;  for  they  are  unprofitable 

10  and  vain.    A  man  that  is  heretical  after  a  first  and 

11  second  admonition  refuse;  knowing  that  such  a  one  is 
pervCTted,  and  sinneth,  being  self-condemned. 

12  When  I  shall  send  Artemas  unto  thee,  or  Tychicus, 
give  diligence  to  come  unto  me  to  Nicopolis;  for  there 

13  I  have  aetermined  to  winter.  Set  forward  Zenas  the 
lawyer  and  Apollos  on  their  journey  diligently,  that 

14  nothing  be  wanting  unto  them.  And  let  our  people 
also  learn  to.  mainti\in  good  works  for  necessary  uses, 
that  they  be  not  unfruitful. 

15  All  that  are  with  me  salute  thee.  Salute  them  that 
love  us  in  faith. 

Grace  be  with  you  alL

1  Paul,  a  prisoner  of  Chdst  Jesus,  and  Timothy  our 
brother,  to  Philemon  our  beloved  and  fellow -worker. 

2  and  to  Apphia  our  sister,  and  to  Archippus  our  fellow- 

3  soldier,  ana  to  the  church  in  thy  house :  Grace  to  you  and 
peace  from  GK)d  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4  I  thank  my  God  always,  making  mention  of  thee  in 

5  my  prayers,  hearing  of  thy  love,  and  of  the  faith  which 
thou  hast  toward  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  toward  all  the 

6  saints;  that  the  fellowship  of  thy  faith  may  become  ef- 
fectual, in  the  knowledge  of  every  good  thing  which  is 

7  in  you,  unto  Christ.    For  1  had  much  joy  and  comfort 
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€kxl  might  be  careful  to  mainta  i  n  good  ^^orkg.    These  things 
are  good  and  profitable  unto  men. 

9  But  avoid  foolish  questions,  and  genealogies,  and 
contentions,  and  strivings  about  the  law ;  for  they  are  un- 
profitable and  vain. 

10  A  man  that  is  an  heretick  after  the  first  and  second 
admonition  reject; 

11  Knowing  that  ho  that  is  such  is  subverted,  and  sinneth, 
being  condemned  of  himself. 

12  When  I  shall  send  Artema&  unto  thee,  or  Tychicus, 
be  diligent  to  come  unto  me  to  Nicopolis:  for  I  have  deter- 
mined there  to  winter. 

18  Bring  Zenus  the  lawyer  and  Apollos  on  their  journey 
diligently,  that  nothing  be  wanting  unto  them. 

14  And  let  our's  also  learn  to  maintain  good  works  for 
necessary  uses,  that  they  be  not  unfruitful. 

15  All  that  are  with  me  salute  thee.  Greet  them  that 
love  us  in  the  faith.     Grace  ^with  you  all.     Amen. 

t  It  was  written  to  ^Titus,  ordained  the  first  bishop  of  the  church 
of  the  Cretians,  from  Nicopolis  of  Macedonia.

4  He  rtjoiceth  to  hear  of  the  faith  and  love  of  Philemon^  9  tohom  he 
desireth  to  forgive  ht9  servant  OnesimtiSj  and  lovingly  to  receive 
him  again. 

PAUL,  a  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  Timothy  our 
brother,  unto  Philemon  our  dearly  beloved,  and  fel- 
lowlabourer, 

2  And  to  our  beloved  Apphia,  and  Archippus  our  fellow- 
soldier,  and  to  the  church  in  thy  house: 

3  Grace  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4  I  thank  my  God,  making  mention  of  thee  always  in  my 
prayers, 

5  Hearing  of  thy  love  and  faith,  which  thou  hast  toward 
the  Lord  Jesus,  and  toward  all  saints; 

6  That  the  communication  of  thy  faith  may  become  effec- 
tual by  the  acknowledging  of  every  good  thing  which  is  in 
you  in  Christ  Jesus. 

7  For  wc  have  great  joy  and  consolation  in  thy  love, 
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in  thy  love,  because  the  hearts  of  the  saints  have  beem 
refreshed  through  thee,  brother. 

8  Wherefore,  though  I  have  all  boldness  in  Christ  to 

9  enjoin  thee  that  whicli  is  befitting,  yet  for  love's  sake  I 
rather  beseech,  being  such  a  one  as  Paul  the  aged,  and 

10  now  a  prL^oner  also  of  Christ  Jesus:  I  beseech  thee  for 
my  child,  whom  I  have  begotten  in  my  bonds,  Ones!- 

11  mus,  who  was  aforetime  unprofitable  to  thee,  but  now 

12  Is  profitable  to  thee  and  to  me;  whom  I  have  sent  back 

13  to  thee  in  his  own  person,  that  is,  my  very  heart:  whom 
I  would  fain  have  kept  with  me,  that  in  thy  behalf  he 

14  might  minister  unto  me  in  the  bonds  of  the  gospel:  but 
without  thy  mind  1  would  do  nothing;  that  thy  goodness 

15  should  not  be  as  of  necessi-y,  but  of  free  will.  For 
perhaps  he  was  therefore  parted  fiom  thee  for  a  season, 

16  that  thou  shouldest  have  him  for  ever;  no  longer  as  a  ser- 
vant, but  more  than  a  servant,  a  brother  beloved,  spe- 
cially to  me,  but  how  much  rather  to  thee,  both  in  the 

17  flesh  and  in  the  Lord.     If  then  thou  countest  me  a  part- 

18  ner,  receive  him  as  myself.  But  if  he  hath  wronged 
thee  at  all,  or  owelh  Ihee  aught,  put  that  to  mine  ac- 

19  count;  I  Paul  write  it  with  mine  own  hand,  I  will  repay 
it:  that  I  say  not  unto  thee  how  that  thou  owest  to  me 

20  even  thine  own  self  besides.  Yea,  brother,  let  me  have 
joy  of  thee  in  the  Lord :  ref i-esh  my  heart  in  Christ. 

21  Having  confidence  in  thine  obedience  I  write  unto  thee, 
knowing  that  thou  wilt  do  even  beyond  what  I  say. 

22  But  withal  prepare  me  also  a  lodging:  for  I  hope  that 
through  your  prayers  I  shall  be  granted  unto  you. 

23  Epaphras,  my  f ellow-piisoner  in  Christ  Jesus,  saluleth 

24  thee ;  and  so  do  Mark,  Aristarchus,  Demas,  Luke,  my 
fellow-workers. 

25  .  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  your 
spirit.    Amen. 
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because  the  bowels  of  tlte  saints  arc  rcfn'shed  by  tliee, 
brother. 

8  Wherefore,  though  I  might  be  much  bold  in  Christ  to 
enjoin  thee  that  which  is  convenient, 

9  Yet  for  love's  sake  I  rather  beseech  tJiee,  being  such  an 
one  as  Paul  the  aged,  and  now  also  a  prisoner  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

10  I  beseech  thee  for  my  son  Onesimus,  whom  I  have 
begotten  in  my  bonds: 

11  Which  in  time  past  was  to  thee  unprofitable,  but  now 
profitable  to  thee  ana  to  me : 

12  Whom  I  have  sent  again :  thou  therefore  receive  him, 
that  is,  mine  own  bowels: 

13  Whom  I  would  have  retained  with  me,  that  in  thy 
stead  he  might  have  ministered  unto  me  in  the  bonds  of 
the  gospel : 

14  But  without  thy  mind  would  I  do  nothing;  that  thy 
benefit  should  not  be  as  it  were  of  necessity,  but  willingly. 

15  For  perhaps  he  therefore  departed  for  a  season,  that 
thou  shouldest  receive  him  for  ever; 

16  Not  now  as  a  servant,  but  above  a  servant,  a  brother 
beloved,  especially  to  me,  but  how  much  more  unto  thee, 
both  in  the  flesh,  and  in  the  Lord? 

17  If  thou  count  me  therefore  a  partner,  receive  him  as 
myself. 

18  If  he  hath  wronged  thee,  or  oweth  thee  ought,  put 
that  on  mine  account; 

19  I  Paul  have  written  it  with  mine  own  hand,  I  will  re- 
pay it:  albeit  I  do  not  say  to  thee  how  thou  owest  unto  me 
even  thine  own  self  besides. 

20  Yea,  brother,  let  me  have  joy  of  thee  in  the  Lord: 
refresh  my  bowels  in  the  Lord. 

21  Having  confidence  in  thy  obedience  I  wrote  unto  thee, 
knowing  that  thou  wilt  also  do  more  than  I  say. 

22  But  withal  prepare  me  also  a  lodging:  for  I  trust  that 
through  your  prayers  I  shall  be  given  unto  you. 

23  There  salute  thee  Epaphras,  my  fellowprisoner  in 
Christ  Jesus; 

24  Marcus,  Aristarchus,  Bemas,  Lucas,  my  fellowla- 
bourers. 

25  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  he  with  your 
spirit.    Amen.

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1  God,  having  of  old  time  spoken  unto  the  fathers  la 
the  prophets  by  divers  portions  and  in  divers  manners, 

2  hath  at  the  end  of  these  days  spoken  unto  us  in  his  Son, 
whom  he  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  througli  whom 

3  also  he  made  the  worlds;  who  being  the  effulgence  of 
,  his  glory,  and  the  very  image  of  his  substance,  and. 
'      upholding  all  things  by  the  word  of  his  power,  when  ho 

had  made  purification  of  sins,  sat  down  on  the  right 

4  hand  of  the  Majesty  on  high ;  having  become  so  much 
better  than  the  angels,  as  he  hath  inherited  a  more 

5  excellent  name  than  th^y.    For  unto  which  of  the 
angels  said  he  at  at  any  time, 

Thou  art  my  Son, 
This  day  have  I  begotten  thee? 
and  again, 

I  will  be  to  him  a  Father, 
And  he  shall  be  to  me  a  Son? 

6  And  when  he  again  bringeth  in  the  first  bom  into  the 
world  he  saith,  ^d  let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship 

7  him.     And  of  the  angels  he  saith, 

Who  maketh  his  angels  winds. 
And  his  ministers  a  flame  of  fire: 

8  but  of  the  Son  he  saith, 

Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever; 
And  the  sceptre  of  uprightness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kingdom. 

9  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  iniquity ; . 
Therefore  God,  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee 
With  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

10  And, 

Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  the  earth, 

And  the  heavens  are  the  works  of  thy  hands:

And  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  doth  a  garment; 

12  And  as  a  mantle  shalt  thou  roll  them  up. 
As  a  garment,  and  they  shall  be  changed: 
But  thou  art  the  same. 

And  thy  years  shall  not  fail. 

13  But  of  which  of  the  angels  hath  he  said  at  any  time, 

Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand. 

Till  I  make  tmne  enemies  the  footstool  of  thy  feet? 

14  Are  they  not  all  ministering  spirits,  sent  forth  to  do  ser- 
vice for  the  sake  of  them  that  shall  inherit  salvation? 
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CHAPTER  L 

1  Christ  in  these  last  times  coming  to  us  from  the  Father^  4  is  pre- 
ferred above  the  angels^  both  in  person  and  office. 

GOD,  who  at  sundry  times  and  in  divers  manners  spake 
in  time  past  unto  the  fathers  by  the  prophets, 
3  Hath  in  tliese  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son, 
whom  he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom  also 
he  made  the  worlds; 

3  Who  being  the  brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express 
image  of  his  person,  and  upholding  all  things  by  the  word 
of  his  power,  when  he  had  by  himself  purged  our  sins,  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Majesty  on  high ; 

4  Being  made  so  much  better  than  the  angels,  as  he  hath 
by  inheritance  obtained  a  more  excellent  name  than  they. 

5  For  unto  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time,  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee?  And  again,  I 
will  be  to  him  a  Father,  and  he  shall  be  to  me  a  Son? 

6  And  again,  when  he  bringeth  in  the  first  begotten  into 
the  world,  hs  saith.  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship 
him. 

7  And  of  the  angels  he  saith,  "Who  maketh  his  angels 
spirits,  and  his  ministers  a  flame  of  fire. 

8  But  unto  the  Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  for 
ever  and  ever:  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of 
thy  kingdom. 

9  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  iniquity; 
therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee  with  the 
oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

10  And,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  earth ;  and  the  heavens  are  the  works  of 
thine  hands: 

11  They  shall  perish;  but  thou  remainest;  and  they  all 
shall  wax  old  as  doth  a  garment; 

13  And  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  fold  them  up,  and  they 
shall  be  changed:  but  thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years 
shall  not  fail. 

13  But  to  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time,  Sit  on 
my  right  hand,  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool? 

14  Are  they  not  all  ministering  spirits,  sent  forth  to 
minister  for  them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation? 
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2  Therefore  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest  heed  to 
the  things  that  were  heard,  lest  haply  we  drift  away 

2  from  tliem.  For  if  the  word  spoken  through  angels 
proved   stedfast.  and  every   transgression  and  disobe- 

8  dience  received  a  just  recompense  of  reward ;  how  shall 
we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation?  which  liav- 
ing  at  the  first  been  spoken  through  the  Lord,  was  con- 

4  firmed  unto  us  by  them  that  heard;  God  also  bearing 
witness  with  them,  both  by  signs  and  wonders,  and  by 
manifold  powers,  and  by  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
according  to  liis  own  will. 

5  For  not  unto  angels  did  he  subject  the  world  to  come, 

6  whereof  we  speak.  But  one  hatli  somewhere  testified, 
saying, 

What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him? 
Or  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him? 

7  Thou  madest  him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels; 
Thou  crownedst  him  with  glory  and  honour. 
And  didst  set  him  over  theVofks  of  thy  hands: 

8  Thou  didst  put  all  things  in  subjection  under  his 

feet. 
For  in  that  he  subjected  all  things  unto  him,  he  left 
nothing  that  is  not  subject  to  him.     But  now  we  see  not 

9  yet  all  things  subjected  to  him.  But  we  behold  him 
who  hath  been  made  a  little  lower  than  the  angels,  ecen 
Jesus,  because  of  the  suffering  of  death  crowned  with 
glory  and  honour,  that  by  the  grace  of  God  he  should 

10  taste  death  for  every  man.  For  it  became  him,  for 
whom  are  all  things,  and  through  whom  are  all  things, 
in  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory,  to  make  the  author 

11  of  their  salvation  perfect  through  sufferings.  For  both 
he  that  sanctifieth  and  they  that  are  sanctified  are  all  of 
one :  for  which  cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to  call  them 

12  brethren,  saying, 

I  will  declare  thv  name  unto  my  brethren. 
In  the  midst  of  the  congregation  will  I  sing  thy 
praise. 

13  And  again,  I  will  put  my  trust  in  him.  And  again. 
Behold,  I  and  the  children  which  God  hath  given  me. 

14  Since  then  the  children  are  sharers  in  flesh  and  blood, 
he  also  himself  in  like  manner  partook  of  the  same;  that 
through  death  he  might  bring  to  nought  him  that  had 
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CHAPTER  IL 

1  We  ought  to  be  obedient  to  Christ  Jenu^  5  and  that  because  he 
voudisa/ed  to  take  our  nature  upon  himj  14  as  it  uxis  necessary. 

THEREFORE  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest  heed 
to  the  things  which  we  have  heard,  lest  at  any  time 
we  should  let  Viem  slip. 

2  For  if  the  word  spoken  by  angels  was  stedfast,  and 
every  transgiession  and  disobedience  received  a  just  rccom- 
pence  of  reward; 

3  How  shall  we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation ; 
which  at  the  first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord,  and  was 
confirmed  unto  us  by  them  that  heard  him; 

4  God  also  bearing  them  witness,  both  with  signs  and 
wonders,  and  with  divers  miracles,  and  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  according  to  his  own  will? 

5  For  unto  the  angels  hath  he  not  put  in  subjection  the 
world  to  come,  whereof  we  speak. 

0  But  one  in  a  certain  place  testified,  saying.  What  is 
man,  that  tliou  art  mindful  of  him?  or  the  sou  of  man,  that 
thou  visitesthim? 

7  Tliou  madesthim  a  little  lower  than  the  angels;  thou 
crowncdst  him  with  glory  and  honour,  and  didst  set  him 
over  the  works  of  thy  hands: 

8  Thou  hast  put  all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet. 
For  in  that  he  put  all  in  subjection  under  him,  he  left  noth- 
ing that  18  not  put  under  him.  But  now  we  see  not  yet  all 
things  put  under  him. 

0  But  we  ste  Jesus,  who  was  made  a  little  lower  than 
tl»e  angels  for  the  suffering  of  death,  crowned  wiih  plory 
and  honour;  that  ho  by  the  grace  of  God  should  taste  death 
for  every  man. 

iO  For  it  became  him,  for  whom  are  all  things,  and  by 
whom  are  all  things,  in  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory,  to 
make  the  captain  of  their  salvation  perfect  through  suffer- 
ings. 

11  For  both  he  that  sanctifleth  and  they  who  are  sancti- 
fied «?•«?  all  of  one:  for  which  cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to- 
call  them  brethren, 

13  Saying,  I  will  declare  thy  name  unto  my  brethren,  in 
the  midst  of  the  church  will  1  sing  praisie  unto  thee. 

13  And  again,  I  will  put  my  tru.<it  in  him.  And  again, 
Behold  I  and  thccliildrcn  which  God  hath  given  mc. 

14  Forasmuch  thru  as  the  children  are  partakers  of  ficsV 
and  blood,  he  also  himself  likewise  took  part  of  the  same 
that  through  death  he  might  destroy  him  that  had  the  powef 
of  death,  that  is,  the  devil ; 
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15  the  power  of  death,  that  is,  the  devil ;  and  might  deliver 
all  them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all  their  lifetime 

16  subject  to  bondage.  For  verily  not  of  angels  doth  he 
take  hold,  but  he  taketh  hold  of  the  seed  of  Abraham. 

17  Wherefore  it  behoved  him  in  all  things  to  be  made  like 
unto  his  brethren,  that  he  might  be  a  merciful  and 
faithful  High  priest  in  things  pertaining  to  (Jod,  to  make 

18  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the  people.  For  in  that  he 
himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  suc- 
cour them  that  are  tempted. 


3  Wherefore,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of  a  heavenly 
calling,  consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our 

2  confession,  eten  Jesus;  who  was  faithful  to  him  that 
appointed  him,  as  also  was  Moses  in  all  his  house. 

8  For  he  hath  been  counted  worthy  of  more  glory  than 
Moses,  by  so  much  as  he  that  built  the  house  hath  more 

4  honour  than  the  house.    For  jevery  house  is  builded  by 

5  some  one;  but  he  that  built  all  things  is  God.  And 
]|Ioses  indeed  was  faithful  in  all  his  house  as  a  servant, 

"•  for  a  testimony  of  those  things  which  were  afterward  to 

6  be  spoken ;  but  Christ  as  a  son,  over  his  house ;  whoso 
house  are  we,  if  we  hold  fast  our  boldness  and  the 

7  glorying  of  our  hope  firm  unto  the  end.  Wheixjfore, 
even  as  the  Holy  Ghost  saith. 

To-day  if  ye  shall  hear  his  voice, 

8  Harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  provocation. 
Like  as  in  the  day  of  the  temptation  in  the  wilder- 
ness, 

9  Wherewith  your  fathers  tempted  me  by  proving  md, 
And  saw  my  works  forty  years. 

10  Wherefore  I  was  displeased  with  this  generation, 
And  said,  They  do  alway  err  in  their  heart: 
But  they  did  not  know  my  ways; 

11  As  I  sware  in  my  wrath, 

They  shall  not  enter  into  my  rest. 

12  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  haply  there  shall  be  in  any 
one  of  you  an  evil  heart  of  unbelief,  in  falling  away 

13  fi^om  the  living  God:  but  exhort  one  another  day  by 
day,  so  long  as  it  is  called  To-day ;  lest  any  one  of  you 
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15  And  deliver  them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all 
their  lifetime  subject  to  bondage. 

16  For  verily  ho  took  not  on  him  the  nature  of  angels ;  but 
he  took  on  him  the  seed  of  Abraham. 

17  Wherefore  in  all  things  it  behoved  him  to  be  made 
like  unto  his  brethren,  tliat  he  might  be  a  merciful  and  faith- 
ful high  priest  in  things  pertaining  to  Gkni,  X6  make  recon- 
ciliation for  the  sins  of  the  people. 

18  For  in  that  he  himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted,  he 
is  abl«  to  succour  them  that  are  tempted. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Christ  is  more  worthy  than  Moses^  7  therefore  if  we  believe  not  in 
him,  we  shall  be  more  worthy  punishment  than  hardhearted 
Israel. 

"TTTHEREFORE,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of  the  hea- 
VV     venly  calling,  consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest 
of  our  profession,  Christ  Jesus; 

2  Who  was  faithful  to  him  that  appointed  him,  as  also 
Moses  was  faithful  in  all  his  house. 

3  For  this  man  was  counted  worthy  of  more  glory  than 
Moses,  inasmuch  as  he  who  hath  builded  the  house  hath 
more  honour  than  the  house. 

4  For  every  house  is  builded  by  some  man;  hut  he  that 
uilt  all  things  is  God.  • 

5  And  Moses  verily  was  faithful  in  all  his  house,  as  a  ser- 
vant, for  a  testimony  of  those  things  which  were  to  be 
sp(^en  after; 

6  But  Christ  as  a  son  over  his  own  house ;  whose  house 
are  we,  if  we  hold  fast  the  confidence  and  the  rejoicing  of 
the  hope  firm  unto  the  end. 

7  Wherefore  (as  the  Holy  Ghost  saith,  To  day  if  ye  will 
hear  his  voice, 

8  Harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  provocation,  in  the 
dav  of  temptation  in  the  wilderness: 

9  When  your  fathers  tempted  me,  proved  me,  and  saw 
my  works  forty  years. 

10  Wherefore  I  was  grieved  with  that  ffeneration,  and 
said,  They  do  alway  err  in  their  heart;  and  tliey  liave  not 
known  my  Avays. 

11  So  I  swafe  in  my  wrath,  They  shall  not  enter  into  my 
rest.) 

13  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there  be  in  any  of  you  aii 
ovil  Ixcai  t  of  unbelief,  in  departing  from  the  Uving.God. 
'.  1$  But  exhort  oge  another  daily,  while  it  iscaUeuToday; 
lest  any  of  you  be  hardcuetl  through  ^^  deceitfulncss  of 
sin.  ..: 
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14  be  hardened  by  the  deceitf alness  of  sin :  for  we  are 
become  partakers  of  Christ,  if  we  hold  fast  the  bc^n- 

15  ning  of  our  confidence  firm  unto  tlie  end:  while  it  is 
said, 

To-day  if  ye  shall  hear  his  voice, 

Harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  proTOcation. 

16  For  who,  when  they  heard,  did  provoke?  nay,  did  not 

17  all  they  that  came  out  of  Egypt  by  Moses?  And  wilh 
whom  was  he  displeased  forty  years?  was  it  not  with 
them  that  sinned,  whose  carcases  fell  in  the  wilderness? 

18  And  to  whom  sware  he  that  they  should  not  enter  into 

19  his  rest,  but  to  them  that  were  disobedient?  And  we 
see  that  they  were  not  able  to  enter  in  because  of  unbe- 
Uef. 


4  Let  us  fear  therefore,  lest  haply,  a  promise  being  left 
of  entering  into  his  rest,  any  one  of  you  should  seem  to 

2  have  come  short  of  it.  For  indeed  we  have  had  good 
tidings  preached  unto  us,  even  as  also  they:  but  the 
word  of  hearing  did  not  profit  them,  because  they  were 

8  not  united  by  faith  with  tflfem  that  heard.  For  we 
which  have  believed  do  enter  into  that  rest;  even  as  he 

•    hath  said, 

As  I  sware  in  my  wnith, 
They  shall  not  enter  into  my  rest: 
although  the  works  wererfinislieafrom  the  foundation  of 

4  the  world.  For  he  has  said  somewhere  of  the  seventh  day 
on  this  wise,  And  God  rested  on  the  seventh  day  from 

5  all  his  works;  and  in  this  place  again, 

They  shall  not  enter  into  my  rest. 

6  Seeing  therefore  it  remaineth  that  some  should  entet 
thereinto,  and  they  to  whom  the  good  tidings  were 
before  preached  failed  to  enter  in  b^use  of  disobedi- 

7  ence,  he  again  defineth  a  certain  day,  saying  in  David, 
after  so  long  a  time.  To-day,  as  it  halh  wen  before 
said. 

To-day  if  ye  shall  hear  his  voice, 
Harden  not  your  hearts. 

8  For  if  Joshua  had  given  them  rest,  he  would  not  have 

9  spoken  afterward   of  another  day.     There  remaineth 

10  therefore  a  sabbath  rest  for  the  people  of  God.  For  he 
that  is  entered  into  his  rest  bath  himself  also  rested  from 

11  hb  works,  as  God  did  from  bis.  Let  us  therefore  give 
diligenee  to  enter  into. that  rest,  that  no  man  fall  after 

he  same  example  of  disobedience.     For  the  word  of 
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14  For  wc  are  mude  partakers  of  Christ,  if  we  hold  the 
beginning  of  our  confidence  stedfast  unto  the  end ; 

15  While  it  is  said,  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice,  har- 
den not  your  hearts,  as  iu  the  provocation. 

16  For  some,  when  they  had  heard,  did  provoke:  how-, 
beit  not  all  that  came  out  of  Egypt  by  Moses. 

17  But  with  whom  was  he  grieved  forty  years?  uas  it 
not  with  them  that  had  sinned,  whose  carc^ises  fell  iu  the 
wilderness? 

18  And  to  whom  sware  he  that  they  should  not  enter  in- 
to his  rest,  but  to  them  that  believed  not? 

19  So  we  see  that  they  could  not  enter  in  because  of 
unbelief. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Tfie  rest  of  Christians  is  attained  by  faith.  12  The  power  of  Ood*» 
word.  14  By  our  high  priest  Jestis  the  Son  of  God,  subject  to  in- 
firmitieSf  but  not  sin^  16  we  must  and  may  go  boldly  to  the  throne 
of  grace. 

LET  US  therefore  fear,  lest,  a  promise  being  left  us  of 
entering  into  his  rest,  any  of  you  should  seem  to  come 
fibort  of  it. 

2  For  unto  us  was  the  gospel  preached,  as  well  as  unto 
them:  but  the  word  preached  did  not  profit  them,  not  being 
mixed  with  faith  in  them  that  heard  tt. 

3  For  we  which  have  believed  do  enter  into  rest,  as  he  * 
said.  As  I  have  sworn  in  my  wrath,  if  they  shall  enter  into 
my  rest:  although  the  works  were  finished  from  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world. 

4  For  he  spake  in  a  certain  place  of  the  seventh  day  on 
this  wise,  And  God  did  rest  the  seventh  day  from  all  his 
works. 

5  And  in  this  plaee  again.  If  they  shall  enter  into  my 
rest. 

6  Seeing  therefore  it  remaineth  that  some  must  enter 
therein,  and  they  to  whom  it  was  first  preached  entered  not 
in  because  of  unbelief : 

7  Aeain,  he  limiteth  a  certain  day,  saying  in  David,  To 
day,  after  so  long  a  time ;  as  it  is  said.  To  day  if  ye  will 
hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts. 

8  For  if  Jesus  had  given  them  rest,  then  would  he  not 
afterward  have  spoken  of  another  day. 

9  There  remaineth  therefore  a  rest  to  the  people  of  God. 

10  For  he  that  is  entered  into  his  rest,  he  also  hath 
ceased  from  his  own  wori^s,  as  God  did  from  his. 

11  liet  us  labour  therefore  to  enter  Ifito  that  rest,  lest  any 
man  fall  after  the  same  example  of  unbelief. 

12  For  the  word  of  God  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and 
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God  is  living,  and  active,  and  sharper  than  any  two- 
edged  sword,  and  piercing  even  to  the  dividing  of  soul 
and  spirit,  of  both  joints  and  marrow,  and  quick  to  dis- 

13  cern  the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart.  And  there 
is  no  creature  that  is  not  manifest  in  his  sight:  but  all 
things  are  naked  and  laid  open  before  the  eyes  of  him 
with  whom  we  have  to  do. 

14  Having  then  a  great  high  priest,  who  hath  passed 
through  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God,  let  us  hold 

15  ftist  our  confession.  For  we  have  not  a  high  priest 
that  cannot  be  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmi- 
ties; but  one  that  hath  been  in  all  points  tempted  like 

16  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.  Let  us  therefore  draw  near 
with  boldness  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may 
receive  mercy,  and  may  find  grace  to  help  us  in  time  of 
need. 


5  For  every  high  priest,  being  taken  from  among  men, 
is  appointed  for  men  in  things  pertaining  to  God,  that 

2  he  mi^  offer  botli  gifts  and  sacrifices  for  sins :  wlio  can 
bear  gently  with  the  ignorant  and  erring,  for  that  lie 

8  himself  also  is  compassed  with  infirmity ;  and  by  reason 
thereof  is  bound,  as  for  the  people,  so  also  for  himself, 

■4  to  offer  for  sins.  And  no  man  taketh  the  honour  unto 
himself,  but  when  he  is  called  of  God,  even  as  was 

6  Aaron.  So  Christ  also  glorified  not  himself  to  be  made 
a  high  priest,  but  he  that  spake  unto  him, 

Thou  art  my  Son, 

This  day  have  I  begotten  thee : 

6  as  he  saith  also  in  another  place. 

Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever 
After  the  order  of  Melchlzedek. 

7  Who  in  the  days  of  his  flesh,  having  offered  up  prayers 
and  supplications  with  strong  crying  and  tears  unto 
him  that  was  able  to  save  him  from  death,  and  having 

8  been  heard  for  his  godly  fear,  though  he  was  a  Son,  yet 

9  learned  obedience  by  the  things  which  he  suffered;  and 
having  been  made  pei-fect,  he  became  unto  all  them  that 

10  obey  him  the  author  of  eternal  salvation;  named  of  God 
a  high  priest  after  the  order  of  Melchlzedek. 

11  Of  whom  we  have  many  things  to  say,  and  hard  of  • 
interpretailion,  seeing  ye  are  become  dull  of  hearing. 
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sharper  tfean  any  twc^edged  sword,  piercing  even  to  the 
dividing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and 
marrow,  and  is  a  discerner  of  the  thoughts  and  intents  of 
the  heart. 

18  Neither  is  there  any  creature  that  is  not  manifest  in 
his  sight:  but  all  things  are  naked  and  opened  unto  the 
eyes  of  bim  with  whom  wo  have  to  do. 

14  Seeing  then  that  we  liave  a  great  high  priest,  that  is 
passed  into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God,  let  us  hold 
fast  our  profession. 

15  For  we  have  not  an  high  priest  which  cannot  he 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  was  in  all 
points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  pet  without  sin. 

16  Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace, 
that  we  may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time 
of  need. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  The  authority  and  honour  of  our  Saviour'' s  priesthood.    11  Negli- 
gence in  the  knowledge  thereof  ia  reproved. 

FOR  every  hig:h  priest  taken  from  among  men  is  ordain- 
ed for  men  in  things  pertaining  to  God,  that  he  may 
offer  both  gifts  and  sacrifices  for  sins : 

2  Who  can  have  compassion  on  the  ignorant,  and  on 
them  that  are  out  of  the  way;  for  that  he  himself  also  is 
compassed  with  infirmity. 

8  And  by  reason  hereof  he  ought,  as  for  the  i)eople,  so 
also  for  hinaself,  to  offer  for  sins. 

4  And  no  man  taketh  this  honour  unto  himself,  but  he 
that  is  called  of  God,  as  wa^  Aaron. 

5  So  also  Christ  glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  an  high 
priest;  but  he  that  said  unto  him.  Thou  art  my  Son,  to  day 
have  I  begotten  thee. 

6  As  he  saith  also  in  another  place,  Thou  art  a  priest  for 
ever  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec. 

7  Who  in  the  days  of  his  flesh,  when  he  had  offered  up 
prayers  and  supplications  with  strong  crying  and  tears  unto 
him  that  was  able  to  save  him  from  death,  and  was  heard 
in  that  he  feared ; 

8  Though  he  were  a  Son,  yet  learned  he  obedience  by 
the  thinp  which  he  suffered; 

9  Andf  being  made  perfect,  he  became  the  author  of 
eternal  salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  him; 

10  Called  of  God  an  high  priest  after  the  order  of  Mel- 
chisedec. 

11  Of  whom  Ave  have  many  things  to  say,  and  hard  to  be 
uttered,  seeing  yc  arc  dull  ofhcaring. 
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13  For  when  by  reason  of  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers, ' 
ye  have  need  again  that  some  one  teach  you  the  rudi- 
ments of  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles  of  God;  and 
are  become  such  as  have  need  of  milk,  and  not  of  solid 

13  food.  For  every  one  that  partaketh  of  milk  is  with- 
out experience  of  the  word  of  righteousness;  for  he  is 

14  a  babe.  But  solid  food  is  for  full-grown  men,  eten 
those  who  by  reason  of  use  have  their  senses  exercised 
to  discern  good  and  evil. 


O  "Wherefore  let  us  cease  to  speak  of  the  first  principles 
of  Christ,  and  press  on  unto  perfection;  not  laying 
again  a  foundation  of  repentance  from  dead  works,  and 

2  of  faith  toward  God,  of  the  teaching  of  baptisms,  and  of 
laying  on  of  himds,  and  of  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and 

8  of  eternal  judgement.    And  this  will  we  do,  if  God  per- 

4  mit.  For  as  touching  those  who  were  once  enlightenM 
and  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were  made  par- 

6  takers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  tasted  the  good  word  of 

6  God,  and  the  powers  of  the  age  to  come,  and  then  fell 
away,  it  is  impossible  to  renew  them  again  unto 
repentance;  seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son 

7  of  God  afresh,  and  put  him  to  an  open  shame.  For 
the  land  which  hath  drunk  the  rain  that  cometh  oft 
upon  it  and  bringeth  forth  herbs  meet  for  them  for  whose 

8  sake  it  is  also  tilled,  receiveth  blessing  from  God:  but 
if  it  beareth  thorns  and  thistles,  it  is  rejected  and  nigh 
unto  a  curse;  whose  end  is  to  be  burned. 

9  But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  better  things  of  you, 
and  things  that  accompany  salvation,  tliough  we  thus 

10  speak:  for  God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget  your  work 
and  the  love  which  ye  shewed  toward  his  name,  in  that 
ye  ministered  unto  the  saints,  and  still  do  minister. 

11  And  we  desire  that  each  one  of  you  may  shew  the  same 
13  diligence  unto  the  fulness  of  hope  even  to  the  end:  that 

ye  be  not  sluggish,  but  imitators  of  them  who  throu^ 
faith  and  patience  inheiit  the  promises. 
18      For  when  God  made  promise  to  Abraham^  since  he 
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12  For  when  for  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers,  ye 
have  need  that  one  teach  you  again  which  be  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  ihe  oracles  of  Grod;  and  nre  become  such  as  have 
need  of  milk,  and  not  of  strong  meat. 

13  For  every  one  that  useth  milk  w  unskilful  in  the  word 
of  righteousness:  for  he  is  a  babe. 

14"But  strong  meat  belongeth  to  them  that  are  of  full 
a^e,  even  those  who  by  reason  of  use  Lave  their  senses  exer- 
cised to  discern  both  good  and  evil. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  He  cxhorteth  not  to  fall  had:  from  the  faith,  11  hut  to  be  stedfast. 
12  dilijent,  and  patient  to  wait  upon  God,  13  because  Ood  ia  mon 
sure  in  his  promise. 

rilHEREFORE  leaving  the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of 
i  Christ,  let  us  go  on  unto  jxTfection;  not  laying  again 
the  foundation  of  repentance  from  dead  works,  and  of  faith 
toward  God, 

2  Of  the  doctrine  of  baptisms,  and  of  laying  on  of  hands, 
and  of  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  of  eternal  judgment. 

3  And  this  will  we  do,  if  God  permit. 

4  For  it  is  impossible  for  those  who  were  once  enlight- 
ened, and  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were  made 
partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghor-t, 

5  And  have  tasted  the  good  word  of  God,  and  the  powers 
of  the  world  to  come, 

6  If  they  shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them  again  unto 
repentance;  seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of 
God  afresh,  and  put  ?nm  to  an  open  shame. 

7  For  the  earth  which  drinketh  in  the  rain  that  cometh 
oft  upon  it,  arid  bringeth  forth  herbs  meet  for  them  by 
whom  it  is  dressed,  rcceiveth  blessing  from  God: 

8  But  that  which  beareth  thorns  and  briers  is  rejected, 
and  is  nigh  unto  cursing;  whose  end  is  to  be  burned. 

9  But,  beloved,  wc  are  persuaded  better  things  of  you, 
and  things  that  accompany  salvation,  though  we  thus 
speak. 

10  For  Gorl  is  not  unright/^*ou=«  to  forget  your  work  and 
labour  of  love,  which  ye  have  shewed  toward  his  nr.me,  in 
thr.t  ye  have  ministered  to  the  saints,  and  do  minister. 

11  And  we  desire  that  every  one  of  you  do  shew  the 
same  diligence  to  tlie  full  assurance  of  hope  ui^.to  the  cn<'. : 

12  That  ye  be  not  sh)thful,  but  followers  of  them  who 
through  faith  and  patience  inherit  the  promises. 

13  For  when  God  made  promise  to  Abraham,  because  he 
could  swear  by  no  greater,  he  sware  by  himself, 
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14  could  swear  by  none  greater,  lie  sware  by  himself,  say- 
ing, Surely  blessing  f  will  bless  tliee,  and  multiplying 

15  I  will    multiply    thee.    And    thus,   having   patiently 

16  endured,  he  obtained  the  promise.  For  men  swear  by 
the  greater:  and  in  every  dispute  of  theirs  the  oath  is 

17  final  for  confirmation.  Wherein  God,  being  minded  to 
shew  more  abundantly  unto  the  heirs  of  the  promise  tlie 
immutabilitjr  of  his  counsel,  interposed  with  an  oath: 

18  that  by  two  immutable  things,  in  which  it  is  impossible 
for  God  to  lie,  we  may  have  a  strong  encoumgement, 
who  have  fled  for  refuge  to  lay  hold  of  the  hope  set  be- 

19  fore  us;  which  we  have  as  an  anchor  of  the  soul,  a  Iwpe 
both  sure  and  stedfast  and  entering  into  that  which  is 

20  within  the  veil;  whither  as  a  forerunner  Jesus  entered 
for  us,  having  become  a  high  priest  for  ever  after  the 

.    order  of  Melchizedck. 


7  For  this  Melchizedek,  king  of  Salem,  priest  of  God 
Most  High,  who  met  Abraham  returning    from  the 

3  slaughter  of  the  kings,  and  blessed  him,  to  whom  also 
Abraham  divided  a  tenth  part  of  all  (being  first,  bv  in- 
terpretation. King  of  righteousness,  and  then  also  King 

3  of  Salem,  which  is.  King  of  peace;  without  father, 
without  mother,  without  genealogy,  having  neither  be- 
ginning of  days  nor  end  of  life,  l^t  made  Tike  unto  ths 
Son  of  God),  abideth  a  priest  continually. 

4  Now  consider  how  great  this  man  was,  unto  whom 
Abraham,  the  patriarch,  gave  a  tenth  out  of  the  chief 

5  spoils.  And  they  indeed  of  the  sons  of  Levi  that 
receive  the  priest's  office  have  commandment  to  take 
tithes  of  the  people  according  to  the  law,  that  is,  of 
their  brethren,  though  these  have  come  out  of  the  loin^ 

6  of  Abraham:  but  he  whose  genealogy  is  not  counted 
from  them  hath  taken  tithes  of  Abraham,  and  hath 

7  blessed  him  that  hath  the  promises.     But  without  any 

8  dispute  the  less  is  blessed  of  the  better.  And  here  men 
that  die  receive  tithes;  but  there  one,  of  whom  it  is  wit- 

9  nesscd  that  he  liveth.  And,  so  to  say,  through  Abra- 
ham even  Levi,  who  receiveth  tithes,  hath  paid  tithes; 
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14  Saying,  Surely  blessing  I  will  bless  thee,  and  multi- 
plying I  will  multiply  ihec. 

15  And  80,  after  be  had  patiently  endured,  ho  obtained 
the  promise. 

16  For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater:  and  an  oath  for 
confirmation  is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife. 

17  "Wherein  God,  willing  more  abundantly  to  shew  unto 
the  heirs  of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  con- 
firmed i^  by  an  oath: 

18  That  by  two  immutable  things,  iu  which  i^toa»  impos- 
sible for  God  to  lie,  we  might  have  a  strong  consolation, 
who  have  fied  for  refuge  to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  set 
before  us: 

19  Which  ?u>pe  we  have  as  an  anciior  of  the  soul,  both 
sure  and  stedfast,  and  which  entereth  into  that  within  the 
veil; 

20  Whither  the  forerunner  is  for  us  entered,  even  Jesus, 
made  an  high  priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec. 


CHAPTER  VIL 

1  Christ  Jesus  is  a  priest  after  the  order  of  MeMUsedw,  11  OTid  ao^ 
far  more  excellent  than  the  priests  of  Aaron's  order. 

FOR  this  Melcbisedec,  king  of  Salem,  priest  of  the  most 
high  God,  who  met  Abrahatu  returning  from  the 
slaughter  of  the  kings,  and  blessed  him ; 

2  To  whom  also  Abraham  gave  a  tenth  part  of  all ;  first 
being  by  interpretation  King  of  righteousness,  and  after 
that  also  King  of  Salem,  which  is,  King  of  peace; 

3  Without  father,  without*  mother,  without  descent, 
having  neither  beginning  of  days,  nor  end  of  life ;  but  m^^de 
like  unto  the  Son  of  Goi;  abideth  a  priest  continually. 

4  Now  consider  how  great  this  man  w(m,  unto  whom 
even  the  patriarch  Abraham  gave  the  tenth  of  the  spoils. 

5  And  verily  they  that  are  of  the  sons  of  Levi,  who  re- 
ceive the  office  of  the  priesthood,  have  a  commandment  to 
take  tithes  of  the  people  according  to  the  law,  that  is,  of 
their  brethren,  though  they  come  out  of  the  loins  of  Abra- 
ham: 

6  But  he  whose  descent  is  not  counted  from  them  received 
tithes  of  Abraham,  and  blessed  him  that  had  the  promises. 

7  And  without  all  contradiction  the  less  is  blessed  of  tho 
better. 

8  And  here  men  that  die  receive  tithes;  but  there  he 
receiveth,  them,  of  whom  it  is  witnessed  that  he  liveth. 

9  And  as  I  may  so  say,  Levi  also,  who  receiveth  tithes, 
payed  tithes  in  Abraham. 
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10  for  he  was  yet  in  the  loins  of  his  father,  when  Melchize- 
dek  met  him. 

11  Now  if  there  was  perfection  through  tlie  Levitical 
priesthood  (for  under  it  hath  the  people  received  the 
law),  what  further  need  was  there  that  another  priest 
should  arise  after  the  order  of  Melchizedek,  and  not  l)e 

12  reckoned  after  the  order  of  Aaron?  For  the  priesthood 
being  changed,  there  is  made  of  necessity  a  change  also 

13  of  the  law.  For  lie  of  whom  these  things  are  said  be- 
longeth  to  another  tribe,  from  which  no  man  hath  given 

14  attendance  at  the  altar.  For  it  is  evident  that  our  Lord 
hath  sprung  out  of  Judah;   as  to   which  tribe  Moses 

15  spake  nothing  concerning  priests.  And  tcliat  ue  say  is 
yet  more  abundantly  evident,  if  after  the  likeness  of 

16  Melchizedek  there  ariseth  another  priest,  who  hath  been 
made,  not  after  the  law  of  a  carnal  commandment,  but 

17  after  the  power  of  an  endless  life:  for  it  is  witnessed  of 
Mm, 

Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever 
After  the  order  of  Melchizedek. 

18  For  there  is  a  disannulling  of  a  foregoing  command- 
ment because  of  its  weakness   and   unprofitableness 

10  (for  the  law  made  aothing  perfect),  and  a  briuging  in 
thereupon  of  a  better  lM)pe,  through  which  we  draw 

20  nigh  unto  God.    And  inasmuch  as  U  h  not  without 

21  the  taking  of  an  oath  (for  they  indeed  have  been  made 
priests  without  an  oath ;  but  he  with  an  oatli  by  him 
that  saith  of  him, 

,      The  Lord  sware  and  will  not  repent  himself. 
Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever); 

22  by  so  much  also  hnth  Jesus  become  the  surety  of  a 
28  better  covenant.    And  they  indeed  Iwive  been  made 

priests  many  in  number,  because  that  by  death  they 

24  are  hindered  from  continuing:  but  he,  because  he 
abidetli  for  ever,    hath  his  priesthood  unchangeable. 

25  Wherefore  also  he  is  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost  them 
that  dmw  near  unto  God  through  him,  seeing  he  ever 
liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them. 

26  For  such  a  high  priest  became  us,  holy,  guileless,  un- 
defiled,  sepanited  Irom  sinners,  and  made  higher  than 

27  the  heavens;  who  needeth  not  daily,  like  those  high 
priests,  to  offer  up  sacrifices,  first  for  his  own  sins,  and 
then  for  the  sim  of  the  people:  for  this  he  did  once  for 
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10  For  he  was  yet  in  the  loius  of  his  father,  when  Mel>' 
chisedec  met  him. 

11  If  therefore  perfection  were  by  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood, (for  under  it  the  people  received  the  hiw,)  what 
further  need  wm  there  that  another  priest  should  rise  after 
the  order  of  Melchisedec,  and  not  be  called  after  the  order 
of  Aaron? 

12  For  the  priesthood  being  changed,  there  is  made  of 
necessity  a  change  also  of  the  law. 

13  For  he  of  whom  these  things  are  spoken  pertaineth  to 
another  tribe,  of  which  no  man  gave  attendance  at  the 
altar. 

14  For  it  is  evident  that  our  Lord  sprang  out  of  Juda;  of 
which  tribe  Moses  spake  nothing  concerning  priesthood. 

15  And  it  is  yet  far  more  evident:  for  that  after  the 
similitude  of  Melchisedec  there  ariseth  another  priest, 

16  Who  is  made,  not  after  the  law  of  a  cainal  command- 
ment, but  after  the  power  of  an  endless  life. 

17  For  he  testifieth.  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever  after  the 
order  of  Melchisedec. 

18  For  there  is  verily  a  disannulling  of  the  command- 
ment going  before  for  the  weakness  and  unprofitableness 
thereof. 

19  For  the  law  made  nothing  perfect,  but  the  bringing 
in  of  a  better  hope  did:  by  the  wliich  we  draw  nigli  unjo 
God.  • 

20  And  inasmuch  as  not  without  an  oath  he  icm  made 
priest: 

21  (For  those  priests  were  made  without  an  oath;  but 
this  with  an  oath  by  hira  that  said  unto  him,  The  Lord 
sware  and  will  not  repent.  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever  after 
the  order  of  Melchisedec :) 

22  By  so  much  was  Jesus  made  a  surety  of  a  better  tes- 
tament. 

23  And  they  truly  were  many  priests,  because  they  were 
not  suffered  to  continue  by  reason  of  death: 

24  But  this  man,  because  he  coutinueth  ever,  hath  an 
unchangeable  priesthood. 

25  Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  utter- 
most that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to 
make  intercession  for  them. 

26  For  such  an  high  priest  became  us,  toho  is  holy,  harm- 
less, uudefiled,  separate  from  sinners,  and  made  higher 
than  the  heavens; 

27  Who  needeth  not  daily,  as  those  high  priests,  to  offer 
up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own  sins,  and  then  for  the  peo- 
ple's: for  this  he  did  once,  when  he  offered  up  himself. 
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28  all,  wheu  be  offered  up  himself.  I^or  tjie  lawappc»nteth 
men  high  priests,  having  infirmity;  but  the  word  of  the 
oath,  which  was  after  the  law,  appointeth  a  Son,  per- 
fected for  evermore. 

8  No  w  in  the  things  which  we  are  saying  the  chief  point 
u  thin:  We  have  such  a  high  priest,  who  sat  down  on 
the  right  liand  of  the  throne  of  the  Majesty  in  the  heav- 

2  ens,  a  minister  of  the  sanctuary,  and  of  the  true  taber- 

3  nacle,  which  the  Lord  pitched,  not  man.  For  every 
high  priest  is  appointed  to  offer  both  gifts  and  sacrifices: 
wherefore  it  is  necessary  tliat  this  high  priest  also  have 

4  somewhat  to  offer.  Now  if  he  were  on  earth,  he  would 
not  be  a  priest  at  all,  seeing  there  are  those  who  offer 

5  the  gifts  according  to  the  law;  who  serve  that  which  is 
a  copy  and  shadow  of  the  heavenly  things,  even  as 
Moses  is  warned  of  God  when  he  is  about  to  make  the 
tabernacle :  for,  See,  saith  he,  that  thou  make  all  things 
according  to  the  pattern  that  was  shewed  thee  in  the 

6  mount.  But  now  hath  he  obtained  a  ministry  the  njore 
excellent,  by  how  much  also  he  is  the  mediator  of  a 
better  covenant,  which  hath  been  enacted  upon  better 

7  promises.  For  if  that  first  covenant  had  been  faultless, 
then  would  no  place  have  been  sought  for  a  second. 

8  For  finding  fault  with  them,  he  saith. 

Behold,  t!ie  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
That  I  will  make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house 
of  Israel  and  with  the  house  of  Judah; 

9  Not  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made  with 

their  fathers 
In  the  day  tint  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead 

them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt; 
For  they  continued  iiot  in  my  covenant, 
And  I  regarded  them  not,  saith  the  Lord. 

10  For  this  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the 

house  of  Israel 
After  those  days,  saith  the  Lord ; 
I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  mind, 
And  on  their  heart  also  will  I  write  them. 
And  I  will  be  to  them  a  God, 
And  they  shall  be  to  me  a  people: 

11  And  they  shall  not  teach  every  man  his  fellow- 

citizen. 
And  every  man  his  brother,    saying,   Know    the 

Lord: 
For  all  shall  know  mc. 
From  the  least  to  the  greatest  of  them. 

12  For  I  will  be  merciful  to  their  iniquities, 
And    their  sins  will  I  remember  no  more. 
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28  For  the  law  maketh  men  high  priests  which  haVe 
inftrmity;  but  the  word  of  the  oath,  which  was  since  the 
law,  mdketJi  the  Son,  who  is  consecrated  for  evermore. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  By  the  eternal  prlesthooi  of  Christ  the  Leuitical  priesthood  of 
Aaroi  is  abolished.  7  And  the  temporal  covenant  with  the 
fathers,  by  the  eternal  covenant  of  the  go^el. 

NOW  of  the  things  which  we  have  spolten  this  is  the 
sum :  We  have  such  fta  high  priest,  wlio  is  set  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  throne  of  the  Sfajesty  in  tlie  heavens; 

2  A  minister  of  the  sanctuary,  and  of  the  true  taber- 
nacle, which  the  Lord  pitclied,  and  not  man. 

8  For  every  high  priest  is  ordained  to  offer  gifts  and 
sacrifices:  wherefore  it  is  of  necessity  that  this  man  have 
somewhat  also  to  offer. 

4  For  if  he  were  on  earth,  he  should  not  be  a  priest,  see- 
ing that  there  are  priests  that  offer  gifts  according  to  the 
law: 

5  "Who  serve  unto  the  example  and  shadow  of  heavenly 
things,  as  Moses  was  admonished  of  God  when  he  was 
about  to  make  the  tabernacle:  for,  See,  saith  he,  ihat  thou 
make  all  tilings  according  to  the  pattern  shewed  to  thee  in 
the  mount. 

6  But  now  hath  he  obtained  a  more  excellent  ministry, 
by  how  much  also  he  is  the  mediator  of  a  better  covenant, 
which  was  established  upon  better  promises. 

7  For  if  that  first  covenant  had  been  faultless,  then 
should  no  place  have  been  sought  for  the  second. 

8  For  finding  fault  with  them,  he  saith,  Behold,  the 
days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  when  I  will  make  a  new  cove- 
nant with  the  house  of  Israel  and  with  the  house  of  Judah : 

9  Not  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made  with  their 
fathers  in  the  day  when  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead 
them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt;  because  they  continued 
not  in  my  covenant,  and  I  regarded  them  not,  saith  the 
Lord.  • 

10  For  this  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the 
house  of  Israel  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put 
my  laws  into  their  mind,  and  write  them  in  their  hearts 
and  I  will  be  to  them  a  Gk)d,  and  they  shall  be  to  me  a 
people. 

11  And  they  shall  not  teach  every  man  his  neighbour, 
and  every  man  his  brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord:  for 
all  shall  know  me,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest. 

12  For  I  will  be  merciful  to  their  unrighteousness,  and 
their  sins  and  their  iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more, 
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18  In  that  be  saith,  A  new  covenant,  lie  haUi  made  the  first 
old.  But  that  which  is  becoming  old  and  waxeth  aged 
is  nigh  unto  vanishing  away. 


9  Kow  even  the  first  covenant  had  ordinances  of  diyine 
service,  and  its  sanctuary,  a  mnctuary  of  this  world. 

2  For  there  was  a  tabernacle  prepared,  the  first,  wherein 
were  the  candlestick,  and  the  table,  and  the  shew  bread; 

8  which  is  called  the  Holy  place.  And  after  the  £ecx)nd 
veil,  tlie  tabernacle  which  is  called  the  Holy  of  holies; 

4  having  a  golden  censer,  and  the  ark  of  the  covcnani 
overlaid  round  about  Avith  gold,  wherein  v<w  a  golden 
pot  holding  the  manna,  and  Aaron's  rod  that  budded, 

5  and  the  tables  of  the  covenant;  and  above  it  cherubim 
of  gloiy  overshadowing  the  mercy-seat;  of  which  things 

6  we  cannot  now  speak  severally.  Kow  tliese  things  hav- 
ing been  thus  prepared,  thei)rie8t8  go  m  continually  iuto 

7  the  first  tabernacle,  accomplishing  the  services;  but  into 
the  second  the  hi^h  priest  alone,  once  in  the  year,  not 
without  blood,  which  he  oflFtreth  for  himself,  and  for 

8  the  errors  of  the  people:  the  Holy  Ghost  thissif^nifying, 
that  the  way  into  the  Loly  place  hath  not  yet  l.ecn  n  aue 
manifest,  while  as  the  first  tabernacle  is  yet  standing; 

9  which  w  a  parable  for  the  lime  w<m(?  present ;  according 
to  which  are  offered  both  gifts  and  sacrifices  that  can- 
not, as  touching  the  conscience,  make  the  worshipper 

10  perfect,  being  only  (with  meals  and  drinks  and  divers 
washings)  carnal  ordinances,  imposed  imtil  a  time  of 
reformation. 

11  But  Christ  having  come  a  high  priest  of  the  good 
things  to  come,  through  the  greater  and  more  perfect 
tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands,  that  is  to  Siiy,  nx>t  of 

12  this  creation,  nor  vet  through  the  blood  of  goals  and 
calves,  but  through  his  own  bl(^d,  entered  in  once  ff)r 
all  into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal  redemp- 

13  tion.  For  if  the  blood  of  goats  and  bulls,  '*nd  the  ashes 
of  a  heifer  sprinkling  them  that  have  bten  defiled,  sanc- 

14  tify  unto  the  cleanness  of  the  flesh :  how  much  more 
shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through  the  etermd  Spirit 
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13  In  that  he  saith,  A  new  covenant,  he  hath  made  the 
first  old.  Now  that  wliich  decayeth  and  waxeth  old  is 
ready  to  vanish  away. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  The  description  of  the  rites  and  bloody  sacrifices  of  the  law,  11  far 
inferior  to  the  dignity  and  perfection  of  the  blood  and  sacrifice  of 
Christ. 

ri^HEN  verily  the  first  covenant  had  also  ordinances  of 
A.    divine  service,  and  a  worldly  sanctuary. 

2  For  there  was  a  labernacle  made;  the  first,  wherein  was 
the  candlestick,  and  the  table,  and  the  sbewbread;  which 
is  called  the  sanctuary. 

3  And  after  the  second  veil,  the  tabernacle  which  is  called 
the  Holiest  of  all ; 

4  Which  had  the  gc^den  censer  and  the  ark  of  the  cove- 
nant overlaid  round  about  with  gold,  wherein  was  the 
goideii  pot  that  h»d  manna,  and  Aaron's  rod  that  budded, 
and  the  tables  of  the  covenant ; 

5  And  over  it  the  chenibims  of  glory  shadowing  the 
mercy-seat;  of  which  we  cannot  now  speak  particularly. 

6  Now  wlien  these  things  were  thus  ordained,  the  prfests 
went  alwavs  into  the  first  tabernacle,  accomplishing  the 
service  of  God. 

7  But  into  the  second  went  the  high  priest  alone  once  . 
every  year,  not  without  blood,  which  he  c^ered  for  him- 
self. and/<?r  the  errors  of  the  people: 

8  The  Holy  Ghost  this  signifying,  that  the  way  into  the 
holiest  of  all  was  not  yet  made  manifest,  while  as  the  first 
tal)ernaele  was  yet  standing: 

9  Which  wai  a  figure  for  the  time  then  present,  in  which 
were  offered  both  gifts  and  sacrifices,  that  could  not  make 
him  that  did  the  service  perfect,  as  pertaining  to  the  con- 
science; 

10  Which  stood  only  in  meats  and  drinks,  and  divers 
washii^,  and  carnal  ordinances,  imposed  on  litem  until 
the  time  of  reformation. 

11  Bnt  Christ  being  come  an  high  priest  of  good  things 
to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not 
made  with  hands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  buikling; 

12  Neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but  by  his 
own  blood  he  entered  in  once  into  the  holy  place,  having 
obtained  eternal  redemption /<>r  us. 

13  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes 
of  an  heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  puri- 
fying of  the  flesh: 

14  How  much  more  shall    the    blood  of  Christ,  who 
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offered  himself  without  blemish  unto  God,  cleanse  your 
conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God? 

15  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator  of  a  new  cove- 
nant, that  a  death  having  taken  place  for  the  redemption 
of  the  transgressions  that  were  under  the  first  covenant, 
they  that  have  been  called  may  receive  tl>e  promise  of 

16  the  eternal  inheritance.  For  where  a  testament  is,  there 
must  of  necessity  be  the  death  of  him  that  made  it. 

17  For  a  testament  is  of  force  where  there  hath  been  death* 
for  doth  it  ever  avail  while  he  that  made  it  liveth? 

18  Wherefore  even  the  first  covenant  hath  not  been  dedi- 

19  cated  without  blood.  For  when  every  commandment 
had  been  spoken  by  Moses  unto  all  the  people  according 
to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of  the  calves  and  the  goats, 
with  water  and  scarlet  wool  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled 

20  both  the  book  itself,  and  all  the  people,  saying,  Tliis  is 
the  blood  of  the  covenant  which  God  commanded  to 

21  you-ward.  Moreover  the  tabernacle  and  all  the  vessels 
of  the  ministry  he  sprinkled  in  like  manner  with  the 

^  blood.  And  according  to  the  law,  I  may  almost  say,  all 
things  are  cleansed  with  blood,  and  apart  from  shedding 
of  blood  there  is  no  remission. 

23  It  was  necessary  therefore  that  the  copies  of  the 
things  in  the  heavens  should  be  cleansed  with  these; 
but  the  heavenly  things  themselves  with  better  sacri- 

24  fices  than  these.  For  Christ  entered  not  into  a  holy 
place  made  with  hands,  like  in  pattern  to  the  true;  but 
into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  before  the  face  of  God 

25  for  us:  nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself  often;  as 
the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place  year  by  year 

36  with  blood  not  his  own;  else  must  he  often  have  suf- 
fered since  the  foundation  of  the  world :  but  now  once 
at  the  end  of  the  ages  hath  he  been  manifested  to  put 

27  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself.  And  inasmuch  na 
it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  and  after  this 

28  Cometh  judgement;  so  Christ  also,  having  been  once 
offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many,-  shall  appear  a  second 
time,  apart  from  sin,  to  them  that  wait  for  him,  unto 
galvation. 
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through  the  eternal  Spirit  offered  himself  without  spot  to 
God,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the 
living  God  ? 

15  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator  of  the  new  tes- 
tament, that  by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the 
transgressions  that  were  under  tlie  first  testament,  they 
which  are  called  might  receive  the  promise  of  eternal  in-, 
h^ritance. 

16  For  where  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of  necessity 
be  I  be  deatli  of  the  testator. 

17  For  a  testament  i8  of  force  after  men  are  dead:  other- 
Avisc  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  while  the  testator  liveih. 

18  Whereupon  neither  the  first  testament  was  dedicated 
without  blood. 

19  For  when  Moses  had  spokeu  every  precept  to  all  the 
people  according  to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of  calves 
and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop,  and 
sprinkled  both  the  book,  and  all  the  people, 

20  Saying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament  which  God 
hath  enjoined  unto  you. 

21  Moreover  he  sprinkled  with  blood  both  the  tabernacle, 
and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry. 

22  And  almost  all  things  are  by  the  law  purged  with 
blood;  and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  remission. 

23  It  was  therefore  necessaiy  th.it  the  patterns  of  things 
in  the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these;  but  tiie 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than  these. 

24  For  Christ  is  not  entered  into  the  holy  places  miide 
with  hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the  true;  but  into 
heaveu  itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us: 

25  Nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself  often,  as  the  high 
priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place  every  year  with  blood  of 
others; 

26  For  then  must  he  often  have  suffered  since  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world:  but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  world 
hath  he  appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  him- 
self. 

27  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  dle»  but  after 
this  the  judgment: 

28  So  Christ  was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many; 
and  unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  appear  the  second  . 
time  without  sin  unto  salvation. 
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10    Far  the  law  having  a  shadow  of  th^  good  things  to 

come,  not  the  very  image  of  the  things,  tliey  can  never 

with  tlie  same  sacrifices  year  by  year,  wliich  they  offer 

2  continually,  make  perfect  them  that  draw  nigh.     Else 

would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered,  because  the 

worshippers,  having  been  once  cleansed,  would  have 

8  had  no  more  conscience  of  sins^    But  in  those  sacrifces 

4  there  is  a  remembrance  made  of  sins  year  by  year.    For 

it  is  impossible  that  th^  blood  of  bulls  and  goats  should 

6  take  away  sins.     Wherefore  when  he  cometh  into  the 

world,  he'aaith. 

Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not, 
B<it  a  body  didst  tliou  prepare  for  me; 

6  In  whole  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou 

hadst  no  pleasure: 

7  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  am  come 

(In  the  roll  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me) 
To  do  thy  will,  O  God. 

8  Saying  al)ove,  Sacrifices  and  offerings  and  whole  burnt 
offerings  and  saefrfides  for  sin  thou  wouldest  not,  neitlier 
hadst  pleasure  therein  (the  which  are  offered  according 

9  to  the  law),  then  hatli  he  said,  Lo,  I  am  come  to  do  thy 
will.    He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  may  establish 

10  the  second.    By  which  will  we  have  been  sanctified 
through  the  offering  of  the  bodv  of  Jesus  Christ  once 

11  for  all.     And  eveiy  priest  indeed,  standeth  day  by  day 
ministering  and  offering  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices, 

12  the  which  can  never  take  away  sitfs:  but  he,  when  he 
had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever,  sat  down  on 

18  the  right  hand  of  God ;  from  lieneeforth  expecting  till 

14  his  enemies  be  made  the  footstool  of  his  feet.    For  by 
one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 

15  sanctified.     And  the  Holy  Ghost  also  beareth  witness 
to  us:  for  after  he  hath  said, 

li         This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  them 
After  those  days,  saith  the  Lord; 
I  will  put  my  laws  on  their  heart. 
And  upon  their  mind  also  will  I  write  them ; 
tfien  saith  he, 
17         And  their  sins  and  their  iniquities  will  I  remember 
no  more. 
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CHAPTER  X. 

1  The  weakness  of  the  law  sacrifices.  10  The  sacrifice  of  Chrisfs 
body  once  offered.  14  for  ever  hath  taken  away  sins.  19  An  exhor- 
tation, to  hotdfast  thefaitK,  with  patience  and  thamksffiving. 

FOR  the  law  having  a  shadow  of  ^ood  things  to  corae, 
and  hot  the  very  image  of  the  things,  can  never  with 
those  sacrifices  which  they  offered  year  by  year  continually 
make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect. 

2  For  then  would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered? 
because  that  the  worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had 
no  more  conscience  of  sins. 

3  But  in  those  sacrifices  (here  is  a  remembrance  agaiu 
made  of  sins  every  year. 

4  For  if  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of 
goats  should  take  away  sins. 

5  Wherefore  when  he  conieth  into  the  world,  he  saith. 
Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast 
thou  prepared  me : 

6  In  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast  had 
no  pleasure. 

7  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume  of  the  book  it 
is  wiitten  of  me,)  to  do  thy  will,  O  God. 

8  Above  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt 
offerings  and  offering  for  sin  thou  wouidest  not,  neither 
hadst  pleasure  herein;  which  are  offered  b^  the  law; 

9  Then  said  he.'Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy  will,  O  God.  He 
taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second. 

10  By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  foi'  all. 

11  And  every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering  and  offer- 
ing, of  tenlimes  the  same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take 
away  sins: 

12  But  this  man,  after  he  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for 
sins  for  ever,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  God; 

13  From  henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be  made 
his  footstool. 

14  For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  Ihcm 
that  are  sanctified. 

15  Wbej'eqfXhe  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us:  for 
after  that  he  had  said  before, 

16  Thist«  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  them  after 
those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their 
hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I  write  them; 

17  And  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I  remember  no 
more. 
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18  Now  where  remission  of  these  is,  there  is  no  more  offer- 
ing for  sin. 

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the 

20  holy  place  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  the  way  which  he 
dedicated  for   us,  a  new  and  living  way,  through   the 

21  veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh;  and  having  a  great  priest 

32  over  the  house  of  God;  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart  in  fulness  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled 
from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  body  washed  with 

23  pure  water:  let  us  hold  fast  the  confession  of  our  hope 

24  that  it  waver  not;  for  he  is  faithful  that  promised :  and 
let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and 

25  good  works;  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves 
together,  as  the  custom  of  some  is,  but  exhorting  one 
another;  and  so  much  the  more^  as  ye  see  the  day  draw- 
ing nigh. 

26  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  we  have  received  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more  a  sac- 

27  rifice  for  sins,  but  a  certain  fearful  expectation  of 
judgement,  and  a  fierceness  of  fire  wliich  shall  devour 

28  the  adversaries.  A  man  that  hath  set  at  nought 
Mosee*  law  dieth  without  compassion  on  the  word  cfiwo 

29  or  three  witnesses:  of  how  much  sorer  punishment, 
think  ye,  shall  he  be  judged  worthy,  who  hath  trodden 
under  foot  the  Sou  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood 
of  the  covenant,  wherewith  he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy 
thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto  the  Spirit  of  grace? 

80  For  we  know  him  that  said.  Vengeance  lielongeth  unto 
me,  I  will  recompense.      And  again,  Tlie  Loi*d  shall 

81  iud<re  his  people.  It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  living  God. 

82  But  call  to  remembrance  the  former  days,  in  which, 
after  ye  were  enlightened^  ye  endured  a  great  conflict 

33  of  sufferings;  partly,  being  made  a  gazingstock  both 
by  reproaches  and  afflictions;  and  partly,  becomins:  par- 

84  takers  with  them  that  were  so  used.  For  ye  both  had 
compassion  on  them  that  were  in  bonds,  and  took  joy- 
fully the  spoiling  of  your  possessions,  knowinir  that  ye 
yourselves  have  a  better  possession  and  an  abiding  one. 
81  Cast  not  away  therefore  your  boldness,  which  hath 
36  great  recompense  of  reward.  For  ye  have  need  of 
patience,  that,  having  done  the  will  of  God,  ye  may 
receive  the  promise. 
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18  Now  where  remission  of  these  w,  there  i»  no  more 
offering  for  sin. 

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  lo  enter  into 
the  lioliest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus, 

20  By  a  new  and  living  way,  which  he  hath  consecrated 
for  us,  through  the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh; 

21  \nc\  hacliig  an  high  priest  over  the  house  of  God; 

22  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  full  assurance 
of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure  water. 

23  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without 
wavering;  (for  he  is  faithful  that  promised;) 

24  And  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto  love 
and  to  good  works: 

25  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together, 
as  the  manner  of  some  iy  but  exhorting  one  another:  and 
so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

26  For  if  we  gin  wiffullv  after  that  we  have  received  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more  sacrifice 
for  sins, 

27  But  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and 
fiery  indignation,  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries. 

28  He  that  despised  Moses'  law  died  without  mercy 
under  two  or  three  witnesses: 

29  Of  how  much  sorer  punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he 
be  thought  worthy,  who  hath  trodden  under  foot  the  Sou 
of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant, 
wherewith  he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  and  hath 
done  despite  unto  the  Spirit  of  grace? 

30  For  we  know  him  that  hath  said.  Vengeance  bdongeth 
unto  me,  I  will  recompense,  saith  the  Lora.  And  again, 
The  Lord  shall  judge  his  people. 

31  It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living 
God. 

32  But  call  to  remembrance  the  former  days,  in  which, 
after  ye  were  illuminated,  ye  endured  a  great  fight  of 
afflictions; 

33  Partly,  whilst  ye  were  made  a  gazingstock  both  by 
reproaches  and  aflElictions;  and  partly,  whilst  ye  became 
companions  of  them  that  were  so  used. 

34  For  ye  had  compassion  of  me  in  my  bonds,  and  took 
joyfully  the  spoiling  of  your  goods,  knowing  in  yourselves 
that  ye  have  in  heaven  a  better  and  an  enduring  substance. 

35  Cast  not  away,  therefore,  your  confldencey  which 
hath  great  recompence  of  reward. 

88  For  ye  have  need  of  paiiciice,  that,  after  y*  have 
doii^the  win  of  God,  ye  might  receive  ibe  promise. 
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87  For  yet  a  very  little  while, 

He  that  cometh  shall  come,  and  shall  not  tany. 

88  But  my  righteous  one  shall  live  by  faith : 

And  if  he  shrink  back,  my  soul  hath  no  pleasure  in 
him. 

89  But  we  are  not  of  them  tlmt  shrink  back  unto  perdition; 
but  of  them  that  have  faith  unto  the  saving  ojf  the  soul. 


1 1    Now  faith  is  the  assurance  of  things  hoped  for,  the 

2  proving  of  things  not  seen.      For  therein  the  elders 

3  had  witness  borne  to  them.  By  faith  we  understand 
liiat  the  worlds  have  been  framed  by  the  word  of 
God,  so  that  what  is  seen  hath  not  been  made  out  of 

4  things  which  do  appear.  By  faith  Abel  offered  unto 
God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  through 
which  he  had  witness  borne  to  him  that  he  was  right- 
eous, God  bearing  witness  in  respect  of  his  gifts:  and 

6  through  it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh.  By  faith 
Enoch  was  translated  that  he  should  not  see  death; 
and  he  was  not  found,  because  God  translated  him: 
for  before  his  translation  he  hath  had  witness  borne  to 

6  him  that  he  had  been  well-pleasing  unto  God:  and 
without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  be  well-pleasrng  unto 
Mm :  for  he  that  cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he 
is»  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  seek  after 

7  him.  By  faith  Noah,  being  warned  of , God  concerning 
things  not  seen  as  yet,  moved  with  godly  fear,  prepared 
an  ark  to  the  saving  of  his  house;  through  which  he 
condemned  the  world,  and  became  heir  of  the  righteous- 

8  ness  which  is  according  to  faith.  By  faith  Abraham, 
when  he  was  called,  obeyed  to  ^o  out  unto  a  place 
which  he  was  to  receive  for  an  inheritance;  and  he 

9  went  out,  not  knowing  whither  he  went.  By  faith  he 
became  a  sojourner  in  the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a  land 
not  his  own,  dwelling  in  tents,  with  Isaac  and  Jacob, 

10  the  heirs  with  him  of  the  same  promise:  for  he  looked 
for  the  city  which  hath  the  foundations,  whose  builder 

11  and  maker  is  God.  By  faith  even  Sarah  herself  received 
power  to  conceive  seed  when  she  was  past  aire,  since 

13  she  counted  him  faithful  who  had  promised :  vrherefore 
also  there  sprang  of  one,  and  him  as  good  as  dead,  9o 
many  as  the  stars  of  heaven  in  mtiltitude,  and  a9  the 
iati(l»  whidh  id  bj;"  tUe  sM  sUore,  innumerable. 


HEBREWS,  XL 

87  For  yet  a  little  while,  and  he  that  shall  come  will 
come,  and  will  not  tarrv. 

38  Now  the  just  shall  live  by  faith :  but  if  any  man  draw 
back,  my  soul  shall  have  no  pleasure  in  him. 

39  But  we  are  not  of  them  who  draw  back  unto  per- 
dition ;  but  of  them  that  believe  to  the  saving  of  the  eoul. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  What  feiUh  is.    6  Withaut  fQith  w^  cannot  pUaae  God.    7  The 
worthv  fruit*  thereof  in  the  fathers  of  old  time. 

NOW  faith  is  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for,  the 
evidence  of  things  not  seen. 
2  For  by  it  the  elders  obtained  a  good  report. 
8  Through  faith  we  understand  that  tlie  worlds  were 
framed  by  the  word  of  God,  so  that  things  which  are  seen 
w^re  not  made  of  things  which  do  appear. 

4  By  faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sac- 
rifice than  Cain,  bj'  which  he  obtained  witness  that  he  was 
righteous,  God  testifying  of  his  gifts:  and  by  it  he  being 
dead  yet  speaketh. 

5  By  faith  Enoch  was  translated  that  he  should  not  see 
death;  and  was  not  found,  because  €rod  had  translated 
him :  for  before  his  translation  he  had  this  testimony,  that 
he  pleased  God. 

6  But  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  him:  for  he 
that  Cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is 
a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  him. 

7  By  faith  Noah,  being  warned  of  Qod  of  thirds  not 
seen  as  yet,  moved  with  fear,  prepared  an  ark  to  the  saving 
of  his  house;  by  the  which  he  condemned  the  world,  and 
became  heir  of  the  righteousness  whi<di  is  by  faith. 

8  By  faith  Abraham,  when  he  was  called  to  go  out  into 
a  place  which  he  should  after  receive  for  an  inheritance, 
ol^ed;  and  he  went  out,  not  knowing  whhUer  be  went. 

9  By  faith  he  sojourned  in  the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a 
strange  country,  dwelling  in  tabernacles  with  Isaac  and 
Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of  the  same  promise: 

10  For  he  looked  for  a  city  which  hath  foundations, 
whose  builder  and  maker  is  God. 

11  Through  faith  also  Sara  herself  received  strength  to 
conceive  seed,  and  was  delivered  of  a  child  when  she  was 
past  age,  because  she  judged  him  faithful  who  hftd  pro- 
mised. 

12  Therefore  sprang  there  even  of  one,  and  him  as  good 
as  dead,  so  many  as  the  stars  of  the  sky  in  multitude,  and 
as  the  sand  which  is  by  the  sea  shore  inmumerable. 
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13  These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received  the 
promises,  but  having  seen  them  and  greeted  them  from 
afar,  and  having  confessed  that  they  were  strangers 

14  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth.  For  they  that  say  such 
things  make  it  manifest  that  they  are  seeking  after  a 

15  country  of  their  own.  And  if  indeed  they  hud  been 
mindful  of  that  country  from  which  they  went  out,  they 

16  would  have  had  opportunity  to  return.  But  now  they 
desire  a  better  country,  that  is,  a  heavenly :  wherefore 
God  is  not  ashamed  of  them,  to  be  called  their  God: 
for  he  hath  prepared  for  them  a  city. 

17  By  faith  Abraham,  being  tried,  offered  up  Isaac:  yea, 
he  that  had  gladly  received  the  promises  was  offering 

18  up  his  only  begotten  8on\  emn  lie  to  whom  it  was  said, 

19  In  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  called:  accounting  that  God  is 
able  to  raise  up,  even  from  the  dead;  from  whence  he 

20  did  also  in  a  parable  receive  him  back.  By  faith  Isaac 
blessed  Jacob  and  Esau,  even  concerningthings  to  come. 

21  By  faith  Jacob,  when  he  was  a  dying,  blessed  each  of 
the  sons  of  Joseph;  and  worshipped,  leaning  upon  the 

22  top  of  his  staff.     By  faith  Joseph,  when  hie  end  was 
.  nigh,  made  mention  of  the  departure  of  the  children  of 

Israel;  and  gave  commandment  conceniing  his  phones. 

28  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  born,  was  hid  three  months 

by  his  parents,  because  they  saw  he  was  a  goodly  cfiiH; 

and  they  were  not  afraid  of  the  king's  commandment. 

24  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  grown  up,  refused  to  be 

25  called  the  son  of  Pharaoh's  daughter;  choosing  rather 
to  be  evil  entreated  with  the  people  of  God,  than  to 

26  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season;  accounting  the 
reprofich  of  Christ  greater  riches  than  the  treasures  of 
Egypt:  for  he  looked  unto  the  recompense  of  reward. 

27  By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt,  not  fearing  the  wrath 
of  the  kin^:  for  he  endured,  as  seeing  him  who  is 

28  invisible.  By  faith  he  kept  the  passover,  and  the  sprink- 
ling of  the  blood,  that  the  destroyer   of  the  firstborn 

'29  sliould  not  touch  them.    By  faith  they  passed  through 

the  Red  sea  Jas  by  dry  land:  which  the  Egyptians  assay- 

80  ing  to  do  were  swallowed  up.     By  faith  the  walls  of 

Jericho  fell  down,  after  they  had  been  compassed  about 


m 


HEBREWS,  XI 

13  These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received  the  prom- 
ises, but  having  seen  them  afar  off,  and  were  persuaded  of 
them^  and  embraced  them,  and  confessed  that  they  were 
Btrangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth. 

14  For  they  that  say  such  tilings  declare  plainly  that  they 
seek  a  country. 

15  And  truly,  if  they  had  been  mindful  of  that  counti^y 
from  whence  they  came  out,  they  might  have  had  oppor- 
tunity to  have  returned. 

16  But  now  they  desire  a  better   country^  that  is,   an. 
heavenly:  wherefore  God  is  not  ashamed  to  be  called  their 
God:  for  he  hath  prepared  for  them  a  city. 

17  By  faith  Abraham,  when  he  was  tried,  offered  up 
Isaac :  and  he  that  had  received  the  promises  offered  up  his 
only  begotten  son, 

18  Of  whom  it  was  said,  That  in  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be 
caTl3d: 

19  Accounting  that  God  teas  able  to  raise  Mm  up,  even 
from  the  dead ;  from  whence  also  he  received  him  in  a  figure. 

20  By  faith  Isaac  blessed  Jacob  and  Esau  concerning 
things  to  come. 

21  By  faith  Jacob,  when  he  was  a  dying,  blessed  both 
the  sons  of  Joseph;  and  worshipped,  leaning  upon  the  top 
of  his  staff. 

22  By  faith  Joseph,  when  he  died,  made  mention  of  the 
departihg  of  the  children  of  Israel;  and  gave  commandment 
concerning  his  bones. 

23  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  born,  was  hid  three 
months  of  his  parents,  because  they  saw  he  was  a  proper 
child ;  and  they  were  not  afraid  of  the  king's  command- 
ment. 

24  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  come  to  years,  refused 
to  be  called  the  son  of  Pharaoh's  daughter; 

25  Choosing  rather  to  suffer  afl3ictibn  with  the  people  of 
God,  than  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  sejjson; 

26  Esteeming  the  reproach  of  Christ  greater  riches  than 
the  treasures  in  Egypt:  for  he  had  respect  under  the  recom- 
pence  of  the  reward. 

27  By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt,  not  fearing  the  wrath  of 
the  king:  for  he  endured,  as  seeing  him  who  is  invisible. 

28  Through  faith  he  kept  the  passover,  and  the  sprink- 
ling of  blood,  lest  he  that  destroyed  the  firstborn  should 
touch  them. 

39  By  faith  they  passed  through  the  Red  sea  as  by  dry 
land:  which  the  Egypti^ans  assaying  to  do  were  drowned. 

30  By  faith  the  wolls  of  Jericho  fell  down,  after  they 
were  compa??*":!  ?.bo^^t  seven  days. 
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81  for  seven  days.  By  faith  Rahab  the  harlot  perished  not 
with  them  that  -were  disobedient,  having  received  the 

82  spies  with  pence.  And  what  shall  I  more  say?  for  the 
time  will  fail  me  if  I  tell  of  Gideon,  Barak,  Samson, 

33  Jephthah;  of  David  and  Samuel  and  the  propliets:  who 
through  faith  subdued  kingdoms,  wrought  righteousness, 

34  obtained  promises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions,  quenched 
the  power  of  fiie,  escaped  the  edge  of  the  s>\ord,  from 
weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  mighty  in  war, 

35  turned  to  flight  armies  of  aliens.  Women  received  their 
dead  by  a  resurrection :  and  others  were  tortured,  not 
accepting  thoir  deliverance;  that  they  might  obtain  a 

36  better  resurrection:  and  others  had  trial  of  mockings 
.    and  scourgings,  yea,  moreover   of  bonds  and  imprison- 

87  ment:  they  were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asunder,  they 
were  tempted,  they  were  slain  with  the  sword:  tiiey 
w(  nt  about  in  sheepskins,  in  goatskins;  being  destitute, 

38  afflicted,  evil  entreated  (of  whom  the  world  was  not 
worthy),  wandering  in  deserts  and  mountains  and  caves, 

89  and  the  holes  of  the  earth.  And  these  all,  having  had 
witness  borne  to  them  through  their  faith,  received  not 

40  the  promise,  God  having  provided  fome  better  thing 
concerning  us,  that  apart  from  us  they  should  not  te 
made  perfect. 


12  Therefore  let  us  also,  seeing  we  are  compassed 
about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  lay  aside  every 
weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset  us,  and 
let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before  us, 

2  looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  perfecter  of  ovr 
faith,  who  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him  endured 
the  cross,  despising  shame,  and  hath  sat  dow-n  at  the 

3  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God.  For  consider  him  that 
hath  endured  such  gainsaying  of  sinners  against  thcm- 
Fclves,  that  ye  wax  not  weary,  fainting  in  your  souls. 

4  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striving  against 

5  sin:  and  ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation,  which 
reasoneth  with  you  as  with  sons, 

JVIy  son,  regard  not  lightly  the  chastening  of  the 

Lord, 
Kor  faint  when  thou  art  reproved  of  him; 
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81  By  faith  the  harlot  Rahab  perished  not  with  them  that 
believed  not,  when  she  had  received  the  spies  with  peace. 

82  And  what  sliall  I  more  say?  for  the  time  w  ould  fail  me 
to  tell  of  Gedeon,  and  of  Barak,  aud  of  Samson,  and  of 
Jephthae;  <?/"  David  also,  aud  Samuel,  and  ofXhQ  prophets 

33  Who  through  faitli  subdued  kingdoms,  wrought  righte- 
ousness, obtained  promises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions, 

34  Quenched  the  violence  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the 
sword,  out  of  weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant 
in  fight,  turned  to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens. 

35  Women  received  their  dead  raised  to  life  again  •  and 
others  were  tortured,  not  accepting  deliverance ;  that  they 
might  obtain  a  better  resurrection : 

36  And  others  had  trial  of  crvd  mockings  and  scourg- 
ings,  yea,  moreover  of  bonds  and  imprisonment: 

87  They  were  stoned,  tbey  were  sawn  asunder,  were 
lempted,  were  slain  With  the  sword:  they  wandered  about 
in  sheepskins  and  goatskins;  being  destitute,  afflicted,  tor- 
mented ; 

88  (Of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy:)  they  wandered 
in  deserts,  and  in  mountains,  and  in  dens  and  caves  of  the 
earth. 

39  And  these  all,  having  obtained  a  good  report  through 
faith,  received  not  the  promise: 

40  God  having  provided  some  better  thing  for  us,  that 
thej''  without  us  should  not  be  made  perfect. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  An  exhortation  to  constant  faith,  patience,  and  godliness.    28  A 
commendation  of  the  new  testament  above  the  old. 

WHEREFORE  seeing  we  also  are  compassed  about 
with  so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let  us  lay  aside 
every  weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset  tw,  and 
let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  iJefore  us, 

2  Looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of  <mr 
faith;  who  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him  endured  the 
cross,  despiising  the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 

3  For  consider  him  that  endured  such  contradiction  of 
sinners  against  himself,  lest  ye  be  wearied  and  faint  in 
your  minds. 

4  Yc  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striving  against 
sin. 

6  And  ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation  which  speaketh 
"antoyou'^as  unto  children,  My  son,  despise  not  thou  the 
chasteziing  of  the  Lord,  nor  faint  when  thou  art  rebtiked  of 
Mm: 
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6  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth, 
And  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  rcceiveth. 

7  It  is  for  chastening  that  ye  endu"e;  God  dealelh  with 
you  as  with  sons;  for  what  son  is  there  whom/</s  father 

8  chasteneth  not?  But  if  ye  are  without  chastening, 
whereof  all   have   been  made  partakers,  then  are  yo 

9  bastards,  and  not  sons.  Furthermore,  we  had  the 
fathers  of  our  licsh  to  chasten  us,  and  we  gave  them 
reverence:  shall  we  not  uuich  rather  be  in  subjection 

10  unto  the  Father  of  spirits,  and  live?  For  they  verily 
for  a  few  days  chastened  vs  as  seemed  good  to  them; 
but  he  for  our  profit,  that  fcc  may  be  partakers  of  his 

11  holiness.  All  chastening  sccmeth  for  the  present  to 
be  not  joyous,  but  grievous:  yet  af tenvard  it  yieldeth 
peaceable  fruit  unto  them  that  have  been  exercised 

12  thereby,  even  tlie  fruit  of  righteousness.  Wherefore 
lift  up  the  hands  that   hang  down,  and  the  palsied 

13  knees;  and  make  straight  paths  for  your  feet,  that  that 
which  is  lamo  be  not  turned  out  of  the  way,  but  rather 
be  healed. 

14  Follow  after  peace  with  all  men,  and  the  sanctifica- 

15  tion  without  which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord-  looking 
carefully  lest  there  be  any  man  that  falleth  short  of  the 
grace  of  God;  lest  any  root  of  bitterness  springing  up 
trouble  yon,  and  thereby  the  many  be  defiled ;  lest  there 

16  be  any  fornicator,  or  profane  person,  as  Esau,  who  for 
one  mess  of  meat  sold  his  ow^n  birthright.     For  ye  know 

17  that  even  when  he  afterward  desired  to  inherit  the 
blessing,  he  was  rejected  (for  he  found  no  place  of 
repentance),  though  he  souglit  it  diligently  with  tears. 

18  For  ye  are  not  come  unto  a  mount  that  might  be 
touched,  and  that  burned  with  fire,  and  unto  blackness, 

19  and  darkness,  and  tempest,  and  the  sound  of  a  trumpet, 
and  the  voice  of  words;  which  voice  they  that  heard  in- 
treated  that  no  word  more  should  be  spoken  unto  them : 

20  for  they  could  not  endure  that  which  was  enjoined,  If 
even  a  beast  touch  the  mountain,  it  shall  be  stoned; 

21  and  so  fearful  was  the  appearance,  that  Moses  said,  I 

22  exceedingly  fear  and  quake:  but  ye  are  come  unto 
mount  Zion,  and  iinto  the  city  of  the  living  God,  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem,  an  1  to  innumerable  hosts  of  angels, 

23  to  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  firstborn  who 
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6  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  hechasteneth,  and  seourgeth 
every  son  whom  he  receiveth. 

7  If  ye  enduie  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  yon  as  with 
sons;  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not? 

8  But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  par- 
takers, tlien  are  ye  bastards,  and  not  sons. 

9  Furthermore  we  have  liad  fathers  of  our  flesh  whicli 
corrected  U8,  and  we  gave  t?iem  reverence:  shall  we  not 
much  rather  be  in  sul^ectioa  unto  the  Father  of  spirits, 
and  live? 

10  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  us  after  their 
own  pleasure;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we  might  bo  par- 
takers of  his  holiness. 

11  Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to  be  joy- 
ous, but  grievous-  nevertheless  afterward  it  yieldeth  the 
peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto  them  which  are  exer- 
cised thereby. 

13  Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which  hang  down,  and 
the  feeble  knees; 

13  And  make  straight  paths  for  your  feet,  lest  that  which 
is  lame  be  turned  out  of  the  way ;  but  let  it  rather  be  healed. 

14  Follow  peace  with  all  Dien,  and  holiness,  without 
which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord: 

15  Looking  diligently  lest  any  man  fail  of  the  grace  of 
God;  lest  any  root  of  bitterness  springing  up  trouble  you, 
and  thereby  many  be  defiled; 

16  Lest  there  be  any  fornicator,  or  profane  person,  as 
Esau,  who  for  one  morsel  of  mesat  sold  his  birthri^t. 

17  For  ye  know  how  that  afterward,  when  he  would  have 
inherited  the  blessing,  he  was  rejected:  for  he  found  no 
plac«  of  repentance,  though  he  sought  it  carefully  with 
tears. 

18  For  ye  are  not  come  unto  the  mount  that  might  be 
touched,  and  that  burned  with  fire,  nor  unto  blackness,  and 
darkness,  and  tempest, 

19  And  the  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  the  voice  of  words; 
which  voice  they  that  heard  intreated  that  the  word  siiould 
not  be  spoken  to  them  any  more: 

20  (For  they"  could  not  endure  that  which  was  com- 
manded. And  if  so  much  as  a  beast  touch  the  mountain,  it 
shall  be  stoned,  or  Uirust  through  with  a  dart: 

21  And  so  terrible  w^as  the  sight,  that  Moses  said,  I  ex- 
ceedingly fear  and  quake:) 

23  But  ye  are  come  unto  mount  Sion,  and  unto  the  city 
of  the  living  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  and  to  an  innu- 
merable company  of  as^els, 

28  To  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  firstbom. 


are  enrolled  in  heaven,  and  to  God  the  Judge  of  all, 

24  and  to  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect,  and  to 
Jesus  the  mediator  of  a  new  covenant,  and  to  the  blbod 
of  sprinkling  that  speaketh  better  than  that  of  Abel. 

25  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speaketh.  For  if  they 
escaped  not,  when  they  refused  hira  tliat  warned  tJiem 
on  earth,  much  more  ahaU  not  we  escape,  who  turn  away 

2ft  from  him  that  wa/meth  from  heaven :  wljose  voice  then 
shook  the  earth:  but  now  he  hath  promised,  saying. 
Yet  once  more  will  I  make  to  tremble  not  the  earth 

27  only,  but  also  the  heaven.  And  this  wordy  Yet  once 
more,  signifieth  the  removing  of  those  things  that  are 
shaken,  as  of  things  that  have  been  made,  that  those 

28  thin|j8  which  are  not  shaken  may  remain.  Wherefore, 
receiving  a  kingdom  that  cannot  be  shaken,  let  us  have 
prace,  whereby  we  may  offer  sei-vice  well-pleasing  to 

29  God  with  reverence  and  awe:  for  our  God  is  a  consum- 
ing fire. 


13  Let  love  of  the  Iw'ethwn  c<^tiriue.  Porgfet  not  to 
shew  love  unto  strangers:  for  thereby  some  have  enter- 

8  tained  angels  unawares.  Remember  them  that  are  in 
bonds,  as  bound  With  them;  them  that  are  evil  entreat- 

4  ed,  as  being  yourselves  also  in  the  body.  Let  marriage 
be  liad  in  honour  among  all,  and  let  the  bed  he  undefiled: 

5  for  fornicators  and  adulterers  God  will  judge.  Be  ye 
free  from  the  love  of  money ;  content  with  such  thin^ 
as  ye  have:  for  himself  hath  said.  I  will  in  no  wise  fail 

6  tliee,  neither  will  I  in  any  wise  forsake  thee.  8o  that 
with  good  courage  we  say, 

The  Lot^  is  my  helper;  I  will  not  feaf: 
What  shall  man  do  unto  me? 

7  Rememlwr  them  that  had  the  rule  over  you,  Which 
spake  unto  you  the  word  of  God;  and  considerinff  the 

8  issue  of  their  life,  imitate  their  faith.     Jesus  Christ  is 

9  the  same  yesterday  and  to-day,  yea,  and  for  ever.  Be 
not  carried  away  by  diveriB  and  strange  teachings:  for  it 
is  good  that  the  heart  be  gtablished  by  graee;  not  by 
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which  are  ivritten  in  heaven,  aad  \^  God  tho  Judge  of  all, 
aod  to  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect, 

24  And  to  Jesns  the  metliator  of  the  new  covenant,  and 
to  the  blood  of  Bprinkiiug,  that  speaketh  better  things  than 
ihatofAX)e\, 

25  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speaketh.  For  if  they 
escaped  not  who  refused  him  that  spake  on  earth,  mucli 
more  tdiall  rwt  we  escajpie,  if  we  turn  away  frona  him  that 
speaketh  from  heaven : 

26  Whose  voice  then  shook  the  earth :  but  now  he  hath 
promised,  saying,  Yet  once  more  I  shake  not  the  earth 
only,  but  also  heaven, 

27  And  this  w&rd.  Yet  once  more,  signifieth  the  remov 
ing  of  those  things  that  are  shaken,  as  of  things  that  are 
made,  that  those  things  which  cannot  be  shaken  may  re- 
main. 

28  Wherefore  we  receiving  a  kingdom  which  cannot  ho 
moyed,  let  us  have  grace,  whereby  we  may  serve  God 
accei)tably  with  reverence  and  godly  fear: 

29  For  our  Gk)d  in  a  consuming  fire. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Divers  admonitions^  as  to  charity,  4  to  honest  life,  6  to  avoid 
covetoueness.  7  to  regard  God's  preachers^  9  to  take  heed  of  strange 
doctrines,  10  to  confess  Christ,  16  to  give  alms,  17  to  diecjf  gover* 
uors,  18  to  pray  for  the  apostle.    20  The  conclusion. 

IET  brotherly  love  continue. 
J    2  Be  not  forgetful  to  entertain  strangers:  for  thereby 
some  have  entertained  angels  unawares. 

3  Remember  them  that  are  in  bonds,  as  bound  with 
them;  and  them  which  suffer  adversity,  as  being  your 
selves  also  in  the  body. 

4  Marriage  is  honourable  in  all,  and  the  bed  und^led*. 
but  whoremongers  and  adulterers  God  will  judge. 

5  Let  pour  conversation  be  without  coyetousness;  and  bt 
content  with  such  things  as  ye  have :  for  he  hath  said,  I 
will  never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee. 

6  So  that  we  may  boldly  say.  The  Lord  is  my  helper, 
and  I  will  not  fear  what  man  shall  do  unto  me. 

7  Remember  them  which  have  the  rule  over  you,  who 
have  spoken  unto  you  the  word  of  God:  who§e  faith  fol- 
low, considering  the  end  of  their  conversation: 

8  Jesus  Christ  the  same  yesterday,  and  to  day^  and  for 
ever. 

9  Be  not  carried  about  with  divers  and  strange  doctrinea 
For  it  is  a  good  thing  that  the  heart  be  established  with

meats,  wherein  they  that  occupied  themselves  were  not 

10  protited.     We  have  an  altar,  whereof  they   have  no 

11  liglit  to  eat  which  serve  the  tabernacle.  For  the  bodies 
of  those  beasts,  whose  blood  is  brought  into  tlie  holy 
place  by  the  high  priest  as  an  offenng  lor  sin,  are  buroed 

13  without  the  camp.  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might 
sanctify  the  people   through  his  own   blood,  suffered 

13  without  the  gate.     Let  us  therefore  go  forth  unto  him 

14  without  the  camp,  bearing  his  reproach.  For  wc  have 
not  here  an  abiding  city,  but  we  seek  after  the  city  which 

15  is  to  come.  Through  him  then  let  us  offer  up  a  sacrifice 
of  praise  to  God  continually,  that  is,  the  fruit  of  lips 

16  which  make  confession  to  his  name.  But  to  do  good 
and  to  communicate  forget  not:  for  with  such  sacrifices 

17  God  is  well  pleased.  Obey  them  that  have  the  rule 
over  you,  and  submit  to  them:  for  they  watch  in  behalf 
of  your  souis,  as  they  that  shall  give  account;  that  they 
may  do  this  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief:  for  this  were 
unprofitable  for  you. 

1 8  Pray  for  us :  for  we  are  persuaded  that  we  have  a  good 

19  conscience,  desiring  to  live  honestly  in  all  things.  And 
I  exhort  you  the  more  exceedingly  to  do  this,  that  I  may 
be  restored  to  you. the  sooner. 

20  Now  the  God  of  peace,  who  brought  again  from  thq 
dead  the  great  shepherd  of  the  sheep  with  the  blood  of 

21  the  eternal  covenant,  even  our  Lord  Jesus,  make  you 
perfect  in  every  good  thing  to  do  his  will,  working  in 
us  that  which  is  well -pleasing  in  his  sight,  through  Jesus 
Christ;  to. whom  be  the  glory  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

23  But  I  exhort  you,  bretliren,  bear  with  the  word  of 
exhortation:  for  I  have  written  unto  you  in  few  words. 

23  Know  je  that  our  brother  Timothy  hath  been  set  at  lil> 
erty;  with  whom,  if  he  come  shortly,  I  will  see  you. 

24  Salute  all  them  that  have  tlie  rule  over  you,  and  all 
the  saints.     They  of  Italy  salute  you. 

25  Grace  be  with  you  all.     Amen. 
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grace;  not  with  meats,  which  have  not  profited  them  that 
have  been  occupied  therein. 

10  We  have  an  altar,  whereof  they  have  no  right  to  eat 
which  serve  ihe  tabernacle. 

.11  For  the  bo  lies  of  those  beasts,  whose  blood  is  brought 
into  the  sanctuary  by  the  high  priest  for  sia,  are  burned 
without  tlie  camp. 

12  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might  sanctify  the  peo- 
ple with  his  own  blood,  suffered  without  the  gate. 

13  Let  us  go  forth  therefore  unto  him  without  the  camp, 
bearin  r  his  reproach. 

14  Ft)r  here  have  we  no  continuing  city,  but  we  seek  oae 
to  come. 

15  By  him  therefore  let  us  offer  the  sacrifice  ot  praise  to 
Go  1  continually,  that  is,  the  fruit  of  our  \ipa  giving  thanks 
to  his  name. 

Id  But  to  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not:  for 
w  th  S!ich  ^a  riaces  God  is  well  pleased. 

17  Obey  t  lem  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  submit 
yourselves:  for  tiiey  watch  for  your  souls,  as  they  that 
must  give  a'"count,  that  they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not 
witli  grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable  for  you. 

18  Pray  for  us:  for  we  trust  we  have  a  good  conscience, 
in  all  thinM  willing  to  live  honestly. 

19  But  1  beseech  you  the  rather  to  do  this,  that  I 'may  be 
restored  to  you  the  sooner. 

20  Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the 
dead  o  ir  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep, 
thro'iirh  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant, 

21  Make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will, 
working  in  you  that  which  is  wellpleasihg  in  his  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ;  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.

22  Ai^d  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  suffer  the  word  of 
exhortation :  for  I  have  written  a  letter  unto  you  in  few 
wjr  !s.

24  Salute  all  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  all 
thejsaints.     They  of  Italy  salute  you.

And  let  patience  have  its  per- 
fect work,  tlxat  ye  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  lacking  in 
nothing. 

5  But  it  any  of  you  lacketh  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God, 
who  giveth  to  all  liberally  and  upbraid eth  not;  and  it 

Q  shall  be  given  him.  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
doubting:  for  he  that  doubteth  is  like  the  surge  of  the 

7  sea  driven  by  the  wind  and  tossed.  For  let  not  that 
man  think  that  he  shall  receive  anything  of  the  Lord; 

8  a  double-minded  man,  unstable  in  all  his  ways. 

9  But  let  the  brother  of  low  degree  glory  in  his  high  es- 

10  tate:  and  the  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  low:  because  as 

11  the  flower  of  the  grass  he  shall  pass  away.  For  the  sun 
ariseth  with  the  scorching  wind,  and  withereth  the 
grass;  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the  grace  of  the 
fashion  of  it  pcrisheth:  so  also  shall  the  rich  man  fade 
away  in  his  goings. 

li  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation:  for 
when  he  hath  been  approved,  he  shall  receive  the  crown 
of  life,  which  tlie  Lord  promised  to  them  that  love  him. 

13  Let  no  man  say  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of

JAMES,  a  servant  of  God  and  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
to  the  twelve  tribes  which  are  scattered  abroad,  greeting, 
3  My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into  divers 
temptations; 

3  Knowing  this,  that  the  trying  of  your  faith  worketh 
patience. 

4  But  let  patience  have  7ier  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be 
perfect  and  entire,  wanting;  nothing. 

5  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  that 
giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not;  and  it  shall 
be  given  him. 

6  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering.  For  he 
that  wavereth  is  like  a  wave  of  the  sea  dr.ven  with  the 
wind  and  tossed, 

7  For  let  not  that  man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any 
thing  of  the  Lord. 

8  "a  double  minded  man  is  unstable  in  all  his  ways. 

9  Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice  in  that  he  is  ex- 
alted: 

10  But  the  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  low:  because  as  the 
flower  of  the  grass  he  shall  pass  away. 

11  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen  with  a  burning  hent, 
but  it  withereth  the  grass,  and  the  flower  thereof  falletk, 
and  the  grdce  of  tiie  rashion  of  it  perisheth:  so  also  i^all 
the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation :  fcr  when 
he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the  crown  of  life,  wh.cli  the 
Lord  hath  promised  to  the  m  that  love  him. 

13  Let  no  man  say  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of 
God :  for  God  cannot  be  tempted  with  evi',  neither  temptjlh 
he  any  man: 

14  But  every  man  is  tempted,  when  he  is  di-awn  away  of 
14s  own  lost,  and  enticedi 

15  Then  when  lust  hath  conceived,  it  brin^eth  forth  sin: 
and  sin,  when  it  is  finished,  brlngeth  forth  U«atU. 
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16  siu,  when  it  is  full-grown,  bringetli  forth  death.  Bcnol 

17  deceived,  my  beloved  brethren.  Every  good  gift  and 
every  perfect  boon  is  from  above,  coining  down  from 
the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  can  be  no  variation, 

18  neither  shadow  that  is  cast  by  turning.  Of  his  own  will 
he  brought  us  f  ortli  by  the  word  of  truth,  that  we  should 
be  a  kind  of  firstfruits  of  his  creatures. 

19  Ye  Ivnow  this,  my  beloved  brethren.    But  let  every  man 

20  be  swift  to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath :  for  tho 
wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the  righteousness  of  God. 

21  Wherefore  putting  away  all  filthiness  and  oveiflowin^ 
of  wickedness,  receive  with  meekness  the  implanted 

22  word,  which  is  able  to  save  your  souls.  But  be  ye 
doers  of  tlic  word,  and  not  hearers  only,  deluding  yoxw 

23  own  selves.  For  if  any  one  is  a  hearer  of  the  woni,  and 
not  a  doer,  he  is  like  unto  a  man  beholding  his  natural 

24  face  in  a  mirror:  for  he  beholdcth  himself,  and  goeth 
away,  and  straightway  forgetteth  wliat  manner  of  man 

25  he  was.  But  he  that  looketh  into  the  perfect  law,  the 
law  of  liberty,  and  so  continueth,  being  not  a  hearer  that 
forgetteth,  but  a  doer  that  worketh,  this  man  shall  be 

26  blessed  in  his  doing.  If  any  man  thinketh  himself  to 
be  religious,   while  he  bridleth  not    his  tongue    but

religion  and  undefiled  before  our  God  and  Father  is 
this"  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world. 


2      My  brethren,  hold  not  the  faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus 

2  Christ,  tJie  Ijord  of  glory,  with  respect  of  persons.  For 
if  there  come  into  your  synagogue  a  man  with  a  gold 
ring,  in  fine  clothing,  and  there  come  in  also  a  poor 

3  mjin  id  vile  clothing;  and  ye  have  regani  to  him  that 
weareth  the  fine  clothing,  and  say.  Sit  thou  here  in  a 
good  place;  and  ye  say  to  the  poor  man.  Stand  thou 

4  there,  or  sit  under  my  footstool;  are  ye  not  divided  in 
your  own  mind,  and  "become  judges  with  evil  thoughts? 

5  Hearken,  my  beloved  brethren;  did  notGodchooi^  them 
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16  Do  not  err,  my  beloved  brethren. 

17  Every  good  gift  and  every  perfect  gift  is  from  above, 
and  Cometh  down  from  the  Father  oi  lights,  with  whom  is 
MO  variableness,  neither  sha<iovr  of  turning. 

IS  Of  ilia  own  will  begat  lie  ns  with  the  word  of  truth» 
that  we  should  be  a  kind  of  first  fruits  of  his  creatures. 

19  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  every  man  be 
swift  to  hpar,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath: 

2()  For  the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the  righteousness 
gf  God. 

21  Wherefore  lay  apart  all  filthiness  and  superfluity  of 
naughtiness,  and  receive  with  meekness  the  engrafted  word, 
which  is  able  to  save  your  souls. 

23  But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only, 
d  c  i .  i\\%  jr  )ar  own  s  »lves. 

23  For  if  any  be  a  hearer  of  the  word,  and  not  a  doer,  he 
is  iike  unto  a  man  beholding  his  natural  face  in  a  glass: 

24  For  he  boholdeth  himself,  and  goeth  bis  way,  and 
straightway  forgetteth  what  manner  of  man  he  was. 

25  But  whoso  looketh  into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and 
continueth  therein,  he  being  not  a  forgetful  hearer,  but  a 
doer  of  the  work,  this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his  deed. 

2G  If  any  man  among  you  seem  to, be  religious,  and 
bridleth  not  his  toni:ue,  but  deoeiveth  bis  own  heart,  this 
man's  religion  /'«  vain. 

27  Pure  religion  atid  undeflled  befot^God  and  the  Father 
is  this,  To  visit  the  f.itherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world. 

CHAPTER  n. 

1  Itis  not  agreeable  to  Christian  vrofesaion  to  rtfjard  the  rwjfc,  and 
to  deipi-ie  ths  poor  brethren:  13  rather  we  are  to  be  loving^  amd 
mere' Jul:  14  and  not  to  b)ast  of  faith  where  no  deeds  are,  17 
which  iff  bnt  a  dead  faith,  19  the  faith  of  devils,  21  not  ofAbraham^ 
2.)  and  Rahab. 

MY  brethren,  have  not  the  faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  tihe  Lord  of  glory,  with  respect  of  person*?. 

2  For  if  tliere  come  unto  your  assembly  a  mnn  with  a 
gohl  ring,  in  goodly  apparel,  and  there  conie  in  also  a  poor 
man  in  vile  nilment; 

3  And  ye  hava  ixjspect  to  him  thftt  weareth  the  gay  cloth- 
ing, and  say  unto  him.  Sit  thou  here  in- a  good  phKJe;  and 
say  to  the  poor.  Stand  tliou  there,  or  sit  here  under  my  foot- 
stool : 

4  Are  ye  not  then  partial  in  yourselves,  and  are  become 
judges  of  evil  thoughts? 

6  Hearken,  uiy  l^loved  brethren,  Hath  not  God  chosen 
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tilled  by  works,  in  that  ^e  received  tlie  messengers,  and 
26  sent  them  put  another  way?    For  as  the  body  apart 

from  the  spirii  is  dead,  even  so  faith  apart  from  works 
'     is  dead. 


3     Be  not  many  teachers,  my  brethren,  knowing  that  we 

3  shall  receive  heavier  judgement.    Por  in  many  things 

we  all  stumble.     If  any  stumbleth  not  in  word,  the 

same  is  a  perfect  man,  able  to  bridle  the  whole  body 

3  also.  Now  if  we  put  the  horses*  bridles  into  their 
mouths,  that  they  may  obey  us,   we  turn  about  their 

4  whole  body  also.  Behold,  the  ships  also,  though  ihey 
are  so  great,  and  are  driven  by  rough  winds,  are  yet 
turned  about  by  a  very  small  rudder,  whither  the  im- 

5  pulse  of  the  steersman  willeth.  So  the  tongue  also  is  a 
little  member,  and  boasteth  great  things.     Behold,  how 

6  much  wood  is  kindled  by  bow  small  a  lire!  And  the 
tongua  is  a  tire:  the  world  of  iniquity  among  our  mem- 
bers is  the  tongue,  which  dofileth  the  whole  body,  and 
setteth  on  fire  tbe  wlioel  of  nature,  and  is  set  on  tire  by 

7  hell.  For  every  kind  of  beasts  and  birds,  of  creeping 
things  and  things  in  the  sea,  is  tamed,  and  hath  been 

8  tamed  by  mankind:  but  the  tongue  can  no  man  tame; 

9  it -is  2k  restless  evil,  itU  full  of  deadly  poison.  There- 
with bless  we  the  Lord  and  Father;  and  therewith  curse 

10  we  men.  which  are  made  after  the  likeness  of  God :  out 
of  the  same  mouth  coraeth  forth  blessing  and  cursing. 

11  My  brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  Doth 
the  fountain  send  forth  from  the  san»e  opening  sweet 

12  water  and  bitter?  can  a  fi^  tree,  my  brethren,  yield 
olives,  or  a  vine  figs?  neither  can  salt  water,  yield 
sweet. 

13  Who  is  wise  and  understanding  among  you?  let  him 
shew  by  his  good  life  his  works  in  meekness  of  wisdom. 

14  But  if  ye  have  bitter  jealousy  and  faction  in  your  heart, 
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works,  .whea  she  had  received  the  mesflengers,  and  had 
sent  ^A^w  out  another  wa^? 

26  For  as  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faitl\ 
without  works  is  dead  also. 

CHAPTER  III. 
1  We  are  not  rasTUy  or  arrogantly  to  reprove  others:  5  but  fxtther 


to  bridle  the  tongue,  a  little'  member,  hut  a  powerful  instrument 
of  mv>ch  good,  and  great  harm.  13  They  who  be  truly  wise,  be 
mild,  and  peaceable,  without  envying,  and  strife. 

MY  brethren,  be  not  many  roasters,  knowing  that  we 
shall  receive  the  greater  condemnation. 

2  For  in  many  things  we  offend  all.  If  any  man  offend 
not  in  word,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  alr;o  to 
bridle  the  whole  body. 

3  Behold,  we  put  bits  in  the  horses'  mouths,  that  they 
may  obey  us;  and  we  turn  about  tlieir  whole  body. 

4  Behold  also  the  ships,  which  though  tJiey  he  so  great, 
and  are  driven  of  fierce  winds,  yet  are  they  turned  about 
with  a  very  small  helm,  whithersoever  the  governor  listeth. 

5  Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  little  member,  and  boasteth 
great  things.  Behold,  how  great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kind- 
leth! 

6  And  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a  world  of  iniquity:  so  is  the 
tongue  among  our  members,  that  it  defileth  the  whole  body, 
and  setteth  on  fire  the  course  of  nature ;  and  it  is  set  on  fire 
of  hell. 

7  For  every  kind  of  beasts,  and  of  birds,  and  of  ser- 
pent^ and  of  things  in  the  sea,  is  tamed,  and  hath  been 
tamed  of  mankind : 

8  But  the  tongue  can  no  man  tame ;  it  is  an  unruly  evil, 
full  of  deadlv  poison. 

9  Therewith  bless  we  Goil,  even  the  Father;  and  there- 
with curse  we  men,  which  are  made  after  the  similitude  of 
God. 

10  Out  of  the  same  mouth  proceedeth  blessing  and  cura- 
ing.     My  brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be. 

11  Doth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the  same  place  sweet 
water  and  bitter? 

12  Can  the  fig  tree,  my  brethren,  bear  olive  berries? 
eitlier  a  vine,  figs?  so  can  no  f  oimtain  both  yield  salt  water 
and  fresh. 

13  Who  is  a  wise  man  and  endued  with  knowledge 
among  you?  let  him  shew  out  of  a  good  conversation  his 
works  with  meekness  of  wisdom. 

14  But  if  ye  have  bitter  env}»ing  and  strife  in  your  hearts^ 
glory  not,  and  lie  not  against  the  truth. 
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15  glory  not  and  He  not  against  the  truth.  This  wisdom  is 
not  a  wisdom  that  cometh  down  fi*bm  above,  but  is 

16  eartlilj,  sensual,  devilish.  For  where  Jealousy  and 
faction  are,  there  is  confusion    and    every  vile  deed. 

17  But  the  wisdom  that  is  from  above  is  first  pure,  then 
peaceable,  gentle,  easy  to  be  intreated,  full  of  mercy 
and  good  fruits,  without  variance,  witliout  hypocrisy. 

18  And  the  fruit  of  righteouaness  is  sown  in  p«aoe  for  them 
thai  makDe  peace. 


4  Whence  come  wars  and  whence  come  fightings  among 
you?  come  iliey  not  heiice,  ex^n  of  your  pleasures  that 

2  war  in  your  members?  Ye  lust,  and  have  not:  ye  kill, 
and  covet,  and  cannot  obtain:  ye  fight  and  war;  ye  have 

3  not,  because  ye  ask  not  Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  be 
cause  ye  ask  amiss,  that  ye  may  spend  U  in  your  pleas- 

4  ures.  Ye  adulteresses,  know  ye  not  that  the  friendship 
of  the  world  is  enmity  with  God?  Whosoever  there- 
fore would  be  a  friend  of  the  world  mak^th  himself  an 

5  encm^  of  God.  Or  think  ye  that  the  scripture  speaketh 
in  vam?    Doth  the  spirit  which  be  made  to  dwell  in  us 

6  long  unto  envying?  But  he  giveth  more  grace.  Where- 
fore the  seripture  saitli,  Gcd  resisteth  the  proud,«  but 

7  giveth  grace  to  the  humble.  Be  subject  therefore  unto 
6od;  but  resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee  from  you. 

8  Draw  nigh  to  God  and  he  will  draw  nigh  to  you. 
Cleanse  your  hands,  ye  sinners;  and  purify  your  hearts, 

9  ye  doublemlnded.  Be  afflicted,  and  mourn,  and  weep: 
let  your  laughter  be  turned  to  mouniing,  and  your  joy 

10  to  heaviness.  Humble  yourselves  in  the  eight  of  the 
Lord,  and  he  shall  exalt  you. 

11  Speak  not  one  against  another,  brethren.  He  that 
speaketh  against  a  brother,  or  judgeth  his  brother, 
speaketh  against  tb^  law,  and  judgeth  the  law:  but  if 
thou  judgest  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  the  law, 

12  but  a  judge.  One  only  is  the  lawgiver  and  iudge,  eten 
he  who  is  able  to  save  and  to  destroy:  but  who  art  thou 
that  judgest  thy  neighbour? 

18     Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To-day  or  to-morrow  w«  will 
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15  Tbis  wisdom  deseendetb  not  from  above«  but  u  earth- 
ly, sensual,  deyilish. 

16  For  where  envying  and  strife  it,  theie  is  confusion 
and  every  evil  work. 

17  But  tlic  wisdom  that  is  from  above  is  first  pure,  then 
peaceable,  gentle,  and  easy  to  be  iu treated,  full  of  mercy 
and  good  fruits,  without  partiality,  and  without  by]>ocri6y. 

18  And  the  fruit  of  rigUteouaneas  is  sown  ia  peace  of 
them  that  make  peace. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

1  We  are  to  strive  against  covetousness.  4  intemperance,  6  nride,  11 
detraction,  and  rash  judgment  of  others :  18  and  not  to  oe  confi- 
dent in  the  good  success  of  worldly  business,  but  mindful  ever  of 
the  uncertainty  of  this  life,  to  commit  ourselves  and  all  our  afairs 
to  God^s  providence. 

FROM  whence  come  wars  and  fightings  among  you? 
eomo  tbey  not  henoe,  ectn  of  your  lusto  that  wao^ 
your  members? 

%  Ye  lust,  and  have  not:  ye  kill,  emd  desire  to  have,  and 
cannot  obtain:  ye  fight  and  war,  yet  ye  have  not,  because 
ye  ask  not. 

8  Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  because  ye  ask  amiss,  that  ye 
may  consume  it  upon  your  lusts. 

4  Ye  adulterers  and  adulteresses,  know  ve  not  that  the 
friendship  of  the  world  is  enmity  with  (Sod?  wlwsoever 
therefore  will  be  a  friend  of  the  world  is  the  enemy  of  God. 

5  Do  ye  tliink  tlkat  the  scripture  saith  in  vain.  The  spirit 
that  dwelleth  in  us  lustetb  to  envy? 

6  But  he  giveth  more  grace.  Wherefore  he  saith,  God 
resisteth  the  proud,  but  giveth  grace  unto  tlie  humble. 

7  Submit  yourselves  therefore  to  God.  Resist  the  devil, 
and  he  will  fiee  from  you. 

8  Draw  ni^h  to  God,  and  he  will  draw  nigh  to  you. 
Cleanse  yovr  hands,  ye  sinners;  and  purify  pour  hearts,  ye 
double  minded. 

9  Be  a£9icted,  and  mourn,  and  weep:  kt  your  laughter 
be  turned  to  mourning,  and  yovr  joy  to  heaviness. 

10  Humble  yourselves  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  he 
shall  lift  you  up. 

11  Speak  not  evil  one  of  another,  brethren.  He  that 
speaketh  evil  of  ?iig  brotlier,  and  judgeth  his  brother, 
speaketh  evil  of  the  law,  and  judgeth  the  law:  but  if  thou 
judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  the  law,  but  a  judge. 

12  There  is  one  lawgiver,  who  is  able  to  save  and  to  de- 
stroy: who  art  thou  that  judgest  another? 

18  Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To  day  or  to  morrow  we  will 
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go  into  this  city,  and  spend  a  year  there,  and  trade,  and 

14  get  gain;  whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be  on  the 
morrow.  What  is  your  life?  For  ye  are  a  vapour, 
that  appsareth  for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth  away. 

15  For  that  ye  (uight  to  say,  If  the  Lord  wiU,  we  shall 

16  hotli  live,  aini  do  this  or  that.     But  now  ye  glory  in 

17  your  vauntings;  all  such  glorying  is  evil.  To  him  there- 
fore that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth  it  not,  to  him 
it  is  sin. 


Go  to  now,  ye  rich,  weep  and  howl  for  your  miseries 

that  are  coining  upon  you.     Your  riches  are  con*upted, 

8  and  your  garments  are  moth-eaten.     Your  gold  and 

your  silver  are  rusted;    and  their  rust  shall  be  for  a 

testimony  a2:ain3t  you,  and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  fire. 

4  Ye  iiave  laid  up  your  treasure  in  the  last  days.  Be- 
hold, the  hire  of  the  labourers  who  mowed  your  fields, 
which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth  out:  and 
the  cries  of  them  tli.it  reaped  have  entered  into  the 

5  ears  of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth.  Ye  have  lived  delicately 
on  the  earth,  and  taken  your  pleasure;  ye  have  noui- 

6  ish^d  your  hearts  in  a  day  of  slaugliter.  Ye  have  con- 
demned, ye  have  killed  the  righteous  one;  he  doth  not 
resist  you. 

"i  Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  until  the  coming  of 
the  Lord.  Beheld,  the  husbandman  waiteth  for  the 
precious  fruit  of  the  earth,  being  patient  over  it,  until 

8  it  receive  the  early  and  latter  rain.  Be  ye  also 
patient:  stablish  your  hearts:    for  the  coming  of  the 

9  Iiord  is  at  harid.  Murmur  not,  brethren,  one  against 
another,  that    ye   be    not  judared:    behold,  the  judge 

10  standoth  before  the  doors.  Take,  biethren,  for  an  ex- 
ample of  suffering  and  of  patience,  the  prophets  who 

11  spake  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Behold,  we  call  them 
blessed  which  endured:  ye  have  heard  of  the  patience 
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go  into  such  a  cityj  and  continue  therea  jrear,  and  buy  and 
sell,  and  get  gain : 

14  Whereas  ye  know  not  what  sTiaU  be  on  the  morrow. 
For  what  is  your  life  ?  It  is  even  a  vapour,  that  appeareth 
for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth  away. 

15  For  that  je  ought  to  say,  If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall 
live,  and  do  this,  or  that. 

16  But  now  ye  rejoice  in  your  boastings:  all  such  rejoic- 
ing is  evil. 

17  Therefore  to  him  that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth 
it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Wicked  rich  men  are  to  fear  Ood's  vengeance.  7  We  ought  to  be 
patient  in  afflictions^  after  the  example  of  the  prophets^  and  Job: 
12  to  forbear  stoearing,  13  to  pray  in  adversity,  to  sing  in  pros- 
perity :  16  to  acknowledge  mutually  our  several  fatdts,  to  pray  one 
for  another,  19  and  to  reduce  a  straying  brother  to  the  truth. 

Gi  O  to  now,  ye  rich   men,  weep  and   howl  for"y^r 
r  miseries  that  shall  come  upon  pou. 

2  Your  riches  are  corrupted,  and  your  garments  are 
motheaten. 

3  Your  gold  and  silver  is  cankered ;  and  the  rust  of  them 
shall  be  a  witness  against  you,  and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  it 
were  fire.  Ye  have  heaped  treasure  together  for  the  last 
days. 

4  Behold,  the  hire  of  the  labourers  who  have  reaped 
down  your  fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud, 
crieth :  and  the  cries  of  them  which  have  reaped  are  entered 
into  the  ears  of  the  Lord  of  sabaoth. 

5  Ye  have  lived  in  pleasure  on  the  earth,  and  been 
wanton;  ye  have  nourished  your  hearts,  as  in  a  day  of 
slaughter. 

6  Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  the  just ;  and  he  doth 
not  resist  you. 

7  Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  unto  the  coming  of  the 
Lord.  Behold,  the  husbandman  waiteth  for  the  precious 
fruit  of  the  earth,  and  hath  long  patience  for  it,  until  he 
receive  the  early  and  latter  rain. 

8  Be  ye  also  patient;  stablish  your  hearts:  for  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord  draweth  nigh. 

9  Grudge  not  one  against  another,  brethren,  lest  ye  be 
condemned:  behold,  the  judge  standeth  before  the  door. 

10  Take,  my  brethren,  the  prophets,  who  have  spoken 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  an  example  of  suffering  afflic- 
tion, and  of  patience. 

11  Behold,  we  count  them  happy  which  endure.  Ye 
have  heard  of  the  patience  of  Job,  ..nd  have  seen  the  end

/.  PETER, 

of  Job,  and  liave  seen  the  end  of  tlie  Lord,  Low  that 
the  Lord  is  full  Jot  pity,  and  merciful. 

12  But  ab#ve  all  things,  my  brethren,  swear  not,  neither 
by  the  heaven,  nor  by  the  earth,  nor  by  any  other  oath : 
but  let  your  yea  be  yea,  and  your  nay,  nay;  that  ye  fall 
not  under  judgement. 

13  Is  any  amon^  you  suffering  ?  let  him  pray.    Is  any 

14  cheerful  ?  let  hmi  sing  praise.  Is  any  among  you  sick? 
let  him  call  for  the  elders  of  the  church;  and  let  them 
pray  over  him,  anointing  him  with  oil  in  the  name  of 

15  the  Lord :  and  the  prayer  of  faith  shall  save  him  that  is 
sick,  and  the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up;  and  if  he  have 

16  committed  sins,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him.  Confess 
therefore  your  sins  one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for 
another,  that  ye  may  be  healed.     The  supplication  of  a 

17  righteous  man  availeth  much  in  its  working.  Elijah 
was  a  man  of  like  passions  with  us,  and  he  prayed  fer- 
vently that  it  might  not  rain ;  and  it  rained  not  on  the 

18  earth  for  three  years-  and  six  months.  And  he  prayed 
again ;  and  the  heaven  gave  rain,  and  the  earth  brought 
forth  her  fruit. 

19  My  brethren,  if  any  among  you  do  err  from  the  truth, 

20  and  one  convert  him;  let  him  know,  that  he  which 
converteth  a  sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way  shall 
save  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  cover  a  multitude  of 
fijns.

1  Peter,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  the  elect  who 
are  sojourners  of  the  Dispersion   in  Pontus,  Galatia, 

2  Cappadocia,  Asia,  and  Bithynia,  according  to  the  f<W3- 
knowledge  of  God  the  Father,  in  sanctification  of  the 
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of  the  Lord;  tiuit  the  Lord  is  very  pitiful,  and  of  tender 

mercy.  ^ 

12  But  above  all  things,  my  bretliren,  swear  not,  neither 
by  heaven,  neither  by  tlie  earth  neither  by  any  other  oath : 
but  let  your  yea  be  yea;  and  your  nay*  nay;  lest  ye  fall 
into  condemnation. 

13  Is  any  among  you  afflicted?  let  him  pray.  Is  any 
meriy?  let  him  sing  psalms. 

14  Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him  call  for  the  elders  of 
the  church;  and  Jet  them  pray  over  him.  anointing  him 
with  oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord: 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith  sliall  save  the  sick,  and  the 
Lord  sliall  raise  him  up;  and  if  he  have  committed  sins, 
they  sliall  be  forgiven  him. 

16  Confess  your  faults  one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for 
another,  that  ye  may  be  heale<l.  The  effectual  fervent 
prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth  much. 

17  Ellas  was  a  man  subject  to  like  passions  as  we  are, 
and  he  prayed  earnestly  that  it  might  not  rain:  and  it 
rained  not  on  the  earth  by  the  space  of  three  yeare  and  six 
montha 

18  And  he  prayed  again,  and  the  heaven  gave  rain,  and 
the  earth  brought  forth  her  fruit. 

19  Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do  err  from  the  truth,  and  one 
convert  him; 

20  Let  him  know,  that  he  which  converteth  the  sinner 
from  the  error  of  his  way  shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  and 
shall  hide  a  multitude  of  sins.

PETEE. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  He  hlesseth  Qod  for  hi*  manifold  spiritual  graces:  10  sheioing 
that  the  salvation  in  Christ  is  no  netos,  but  a  thina  prophesied  of 
old :  13  and  exhorteth  them  accordingly  to  a  godly  conversation, 
fmnsmuch  as  they  are  now  born  anew  by  the  word  of  God. 

PETER,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  the  strangers 
scattered    throughout    Pontus,    Galatia,    Cappadocia, 
Asia,  and  Bithynia, 

2  Elect  according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the 
Father,  through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obedience 
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Spirit,  unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Cliiiist:  Grace  to  you  and  peace  be  multiplied. 

3  Blessed  be  the  Grod  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  according  to  his  great  mercy  begat  us  again 
imto  a  living  hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 

4  from  the  dead,  unto  an  inheritance  incorruptible,  and 
undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not  away,  resei'ved  in  heaven 

5  for  you,  who  by  the  power  of  God  are  guarded  through 
faith  unto  a  salvation  ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last 

6  time.  Wherein  ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  now  for  a 
little  while,  if  need  be,  ye  have  been  put  to  grief  in 

7  manifold  temptations,  that  the  proof  of  your  faith,  being 
more  precious  than  gold  that  perisheth  though  it  is 
proved  by  fire,  might  be  found  unto  praise  and  glory  and 

8  honour  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ :  whom  not  hav- 
ing seen  ye  love;  on  whom,  though  now  ye  see  him  not, 
yet  believing,  ye  rejoice  greatly  with  joy  unspeakable 

9  and  full  of  glory:  receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  even 

10  the  salvation  of  your  souls.  Concerning  which  salvation 
the  prophets  sought  and  searched  diligently,  who  proph- 

11  esied  of  the  grace  that  should  coine  nnio  you;  search- 
ing what  time  or  what  manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  which  was  in  them  did  point  unto,  when  it  testi- 
fied beforehand  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and  the  glories 

12  that  should  follow  them.  To  whom  it  was  revealed, 
that  not  unto  themselves,  but  unto  you,  did  they  minis- 
ter these  things,  which  now  have  been  announced  unto 
you  through  them  that  preached  the  gospel  unto  you  by 
the  Holy  Ghost  sent  forth  from  heaven ;  which  things 
angels  desire  to  look  into. 

13  wherefore  girding  up  the  loins  of  your  mind,  be  sobei 
and  set  your  hope  perfectly  on  the  grace  that  is  to  be 

14  brought  unto  you  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ;  as 
children  of  obedience,  not  fashioning  yourselves  ac- 
cording to  your  former  lusts  in  lite  time  of  your  iguo- 

15  ranee:  but  like  as  he  which  called  you  is  holy,  be  ye 

16  yourselves  also  holy  in  all  manner  of  living;  because 

17  It  is  written.  Ye  shall  be  holy;  for  I  am  holy.  And 
if  ye  call  on  him  as  Father,  who  without  res^pect  of 
persons  judge th  according  to  each  man's  work,  pass 

18  the  time  of  your  sojourning  in  fear:  knowing  that  ye 
were  redeemed,  not  with  corruptible  things,  with  silver 
or  gold,  from  your  vain  manner  of  life  handed  down 
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and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ:  'Grace  unto 
you,  and  peace,  be  multiplied. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  6mt  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant  mercy  hath  be- 
gotten us  again  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead, 

4  To  an  inheritance  incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and 
that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you, 

5  Who  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through  faith  unto 
salvation  ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time. 

6  Wherein  ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  now  for  a  season,  if 
need  be,  ye  are  in  heaviness  through  manifold  temptations 

7  That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  being  much  more  precious 
than  of  gold  that  i>erisheth,  though  it  be  tried  with  fire, 
might  be  found  unto  praise  and  honour  and  glory  at  the 
appearing  of  Jesus  Christ; 

8  Whom  having  not  seen,  ye  love;  in  whom,  though  now 
ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing,  ye  rejoice  with  joy  unspeak- 
able and  full  of  glory . 

9  Receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  even  the  salvation  of 
your  souls. 

10  Of  which  salvation  the  prophets  have  enquired  and 
searched  diligently,  who  prophesied  of  the  grace  that  should 
come  Mwio  yow: 

\1  Searching  what,  or  what  manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  which  was  in  them  did  signify,  when  it  testified 
beforehand  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and  the  glory  that 
should  follow. 

12  Unto  whom  it  was  revealed,  that  not  unto  themselves, 
but  unto  us  they  did  minister  the  things,  which  are  now 
reported  unto  you  by  them  that  have  preached  the  <j:ospel 
unto  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven; 
twhich  things  the  angels  desire  to  look  into. 

13  Wherefore  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  mind,  be  sober, 
and  hope  to  the  end  for  the  grace  that  is  to  be  brought  un, 
to  you  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ; 

14  As  obedient  children,  not  fashioning  yourselves  ac- 
cording to  the  former  lusts  in  your  ignorance : 

15  But  as  he  which  hath  called  you  is  holy,  so  be  ye 
holy  in  all  manner  of  conversation; 

16  Because  it  is  written,  Be  ye  holy;  for  I  am  holy. 

17  And  if  ye  call  on  the  Father,  who  without  respect  of 
persons  judgeth  according  to  every  man's  work,  pass  the 
time  of  your  sojourning  hi^re  iu  ieur: 

18  Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed 
with  corruptible  things,  a«  silver  and  gol  I,  from  your  vain 
conversation  receioed  by  tradition  from  your  fathers; 
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19  from  your  fathers;  but  with  precious  blood,  as  of  a 
lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot,  emrt  the  blood 

20  of  Christ:  who  was  foreknown  indeed  before  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world,  but  was  manifestied  at  the  end  of 

21  the  times  for  your  sake,  who  through  him  are  believ- 
ers in  God,  which  raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  gave 
him  glory;  so  that  your  faith  and  hope  might  be  in  God. 

22  Seeing  ye  have  punfied  your  souls  in  your  obedience  to 
the  truth  unto  unfeignea  love  of  the  brethren,  love  one 

23  another  from  the  heart  fervently:  having  been  begotten 
again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  incorruptible, 
through  the  word  of  God,  which  liveth  and  abideth. 

24  For, 

All  flesh  is  as  grass, 

And  all  the  glory  thereof  as  the  flower  of  grass. 

The  grass  withereth,  and  the  flower  falleth: 

25  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  abideth  for  ever. 

And  tins  is  the  word  of  good  tidings  which  was  preached 
unto  you. 


2  Putting  away  therefore  all  wickedness,  and  all  guile, 
2  and  hypocrisies,  and  envies,  and  all  evil  speakings,  as 

newborn  babes,  long  for  the  spiritual  milk  which  is 
8  without  guile,  that  ye  may  grow  thereby  unto  salvation; 
4  if  ye  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gracious :  unto  whom 

coming,  a  living  stone,  rejected  indeed  of  men,  but  with 
6  God  elect,  precious,  ye  also,  as  living  stones,  are  built 

up  a  spiritual  house,  to  b^  a  holy  priesthood,  to  offer 

up  spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God  through  Jesus 

6  Christ.    Because  it  is  contained  in  scripture. 

Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion  a  chief  corner  stone,  elect, 

precious: 
And  he  that  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be  put  to 

shame. 

7  For  you  therefore  which  believe  is  the  prcciousncsn: 
but  for  such  as  disbelieve, 

The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected, 
The  same  was  made  the  head  of  the  comer; 

8  and, 

A  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence; 
for  they  stumble  at  the  word,  being  disobedient:  wherc- 

9  unto  also  they  were  appointed.  But  ye  are  an  elect  race, 
a  royal  pnesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a  people  for  Ood's  ov^n 
possession,  that  ye  may  shew  forth  the  excellencies  of 
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19  But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  i.  1-mb 
without  blemish  and  without  spot: 

20  Who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the  foiittf  lidork 
of  the  world,  but  was  manifest  in  these  last  timeji  loi*  yoa, 

21  Who  by  him  do  believe  in  God,  that  raise<(  liim  up 
from  the  dead,  and  gave  him  glory;  that  your  tuilh  j;nd 
hope  mi^ht  be  in  God. 

22  Seeing  ye  have  purified  your  souls  in  obe>lng  the 
truth  through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeigned  love  of  tht  breth- 
,ren,  see  that  ye  love  one  another  with  a  pure  heart  fer- 
vently : 

23  Being  born  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  in- 
corruptible, by  the  word  of  God,  which  liveth  and  abi^Jctii 
for  ever. 

24  For  all  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all  the  glory  of  man  a^ 
the  flower  of  grass.  The  grass  withereth,  and  the  flower 
thereof  falleth  away : 

25  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.  And 
this  is  the  word  which  by  the  gospel  is  preached  unto 
you. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  dehorteth  them  from  the  breach  of  charity:  4  shewing  that 
Christ  is  the  foundation,  whereupon  they  are  built.  11  He  beseech- 
eth  them  also  to  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  13  to  be  obedient  to 
magistrates,  18  and  tca^heth  servants  how  to  obey  their  m^sterSn 
20  patiently  suffering  for  well  doing,  after  the  example  of  Christ. 

WHEREFORE  laying  aside  all  malice,  and  all  guile, 
and  hypocrisies,  and  envies,  and  all  evil  speakings, 

2  As  newborn  babes,  desire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word, 
that  ye  may  grow  thereby: 

3  If  so  be  ye  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gracious. 

4  To  whom  coming,  as  unto  a  living  stone,  disallowed 
indeed  of  men,  but  chosen  of  God,  and  precious, 

■  5  Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual  house, 
an  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sacrifices,  accept- 
able to  God  by  Jesus  Christ. 

6  Wherefore  also  it  is  contained  in  the  scripture,  Behold, 
I  lay  in  Sion  a  chief  corner  stone,  elect,  precious;  and  he 
that  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be  confounded. 

7  Unto  you  therefore  which  believe  he  is  precious:  but 
unto  them  which  be  disobedient,  the  stone  which  the  build- 
ers disallowed,  the  same  is  made  the  head  of  the  corner, 

8  And  a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence,  even 
to  tliem  which  stumble  at  the  word,  being  disobedient: 
whereunto  also  they  were  appointed. 

9  But  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  an 
holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people ;  that  ye  should  shew  forth 
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him  who  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous 

10  U^t:  which  in  time  past  were  no  people,  but  now  are 
the  people  of  God:  which  had  not  obtained  mercy,  but 
now  have  obtained  mercy. 

11  Beloved,  I  beseech  you  as  sojourners  and  pilgrims,  to 
abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against  the  soul ; 

13  having  your  behaviour  seemly  among  the  Gentiles;  that, 
wherem  they  speak  against  you  as  evil-doers,  they  may 
by  your  good  works,  which  they  behold,  glorify  God  in 
the  day  of  visitation. 

13  Be  subject  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord's 
sake:  whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme;  or  unto 

14  governors,  as  sent  by  him  for  vengeance  on  evil-doers 

15  and  for  praise  to  them  that  do  well.  For  so  is  the  will 
of  God,  that  by  well-doing  ye  should  put  to  silence  the 

16  ignorance  of  foolish  men:  as  free,  and  not  using  your 
freedom  for  a  cloke  of  wickedness,  but  as  bondservants 

17  of  God.  Honour  all  men.  Love  the  brotherhood. 
Fear  God.    Honour  the  king, 

18  Servants,  he  in  subjection  to  vour  masters  with  all  fear; 
not  oulv  to  the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  f reward. 

19  For  this  is  acceptable,  if  for  conscience  toward  God  a 

20  man  endureth  griefs,  suffering  wwngfully.  For  what 
glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye  sin.  and  are  buffeted/??*  Uy  ye 
shall  take  it  patiently?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well,  and  smU 
ferfo7'it,^ye  shall  take  it  patiently,  this  is  acceptable 

21  with  God.  For  hereunto  were  ye  called:  because  Christ 
also  suffered  for  you,  leaving  you  an  example,  that  ye 

22  should  follow  his  steps:  who  did  no  sin,  neither  was 

23  guile  found  in  his  mouth:  who,  when  he  was  reviled, 
reviled  not  again;  when  he  suffered,  threatened  not;  but 

24  committed  Aiww^/f  to  him  that  judgeth  righteously:  who 
his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  body  upon  the  tree, 
that  we,  having  died  unto  sins,  might  live  unto  right- 

25  eousness;  by  whose  stripes  ye  were  healed.  For  j^e  were 
going  astray  like  sheep;  but  are  now  returned  unto  the 
Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  your  souls. 
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the  praises  of  him  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darknes3 
into  his  marvellous  light; 

10  "Which  in  time  past  we^'e  not  a  people,  but  are  new 
the  people  of  God:  whicli  had  not  obtained  mercy,  but 
now  have  obtained  mercy. 

11  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you  as  strangers  and  pil- 
grims, abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against  the 
soul, 

12  Having  your  conversation  honest  among  the  Gentiles 
th.it,  whereas  they  speak  against  you  as  evildoers,  they 
may  by  your  good  works,  which  they  shall  behold,  glorify 
Gv)d  in  the  day  of  visitation. 

13  Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the 
Lord's  sake:  whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme; 

14  Or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that  are  sent  by 
him  for  the  punishment  of  evildoers,  and  for  the  pi*aise  of 
them  that  do  well. 

15  For  so  is  the  will  of  God,  that  with  well  doing  ye 
may  put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men : 

16  As  free,  and  not  using  your  liberty  for  a  cloke  of 
maliciousness,  but  as  the  servants  of  God. 

17  Honour  all  men.  Love  the  brotherhood.  Fear  God. 
Honour  the  king. 

18  Servants,  he  subject  to  your  master?  with  all  fear;  not 
only  to  the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  fro  ward. 

19  For  this  U  thankworthy,  if  a  man  for  conscience* 
toward  God  endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully. 

20  For  what  glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye  be  buffet^  for  your 
faults,  ye  shall  take  it  patiently?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well, 
and  suffer /c?r  it,  ye  take  it  patiently,  this  w  acceptable  with 
God 

21  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called :  because  Christ  also 
suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should  fol 
low  his  steps: 

22  Who  did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his 
mouth : 

23  Who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again;  when 
he  suffered,  he  threatened  not;  but  committed  Aim^eZ^  to 
him  that  judgeth  righteously : 

24  Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  bodjr  on 
the  tree,  that  we,  being  dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto  right- 
eousness :  by  whose  stripes  ye  were  healed. 

25  For  ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray ;  but  are  now  returned 
unto  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  your  souls. 
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3      In  like  manner,  ye  wives,  he  in  subjection  to  your 

own  husbands;  that,  even  if  any  obey  not  the  word, 

they  may  without  the  word  be  gained  by  the  behaviour 

2  of  their  wives;  beholding  your  chaste  behaviour  cow^^cf 

8  with  fear.     Whose  adornivg  let  it  not  be  the  outward 

adorning  of  plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  jewels  of 

4  gold,  or  of  putting  on  apparel;  but  let  it  he  the  hidden 
man  of  the  heart,  in  the  incorruptible  apparel  oi  a  meek 
and  quiet  spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great 

5  price.  For  after  tliis  manner  aforetime  the  holy  women 
also,  who  hoped  in  God,  adorned  themselves,  being  in 

6  subjection  to  their  own  husbands:  as  Sarah  obeyed 
Abraham,  calling  him  lord:  whose  children  ye  now  are, 
if  ye  do  well,  and  are  not  put  in  fear  by  any  terror. 

7  Ye  husbands,  in  like  manner,  dwell  with  your  wives 
according  to  knowledge,  giving  honour  unto  the  woman, 
as  unto  the  weaker  vessel,  as  being  also  joint-heirs  of 
the  grace  of  life;  to  the  end  that  your  prayers  be  not 
hindered. 

8  Finally,  be  ye  all  likeminded,  compassionate,  loving 

9  as  brethren,  tenderhearted,  hum bleminded:  notrender- 
•-  ing  evil  for  evil,  or  reviling  for  reviling;  but  contrari- 
wise blessing;  for  hereunto  were  ye  called,  that  ye  should 

10  inherit  a  blessing.     For, 

He  that  would  love  life, 

And  see  good  days, 

Let  him  refrain  his  tongue  from  evil, 

And  his  lips  that  they  speak  no  guile: 

11  And  let  him  turn  away  from  evil,  and  do  good; 
Let  him  seek  peace,  and  pursue  it. 

12  For  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  upon  the  righteous, 
And  his  ears  unto  their  supplication: 

But  the  face  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  do  evil. 

13  And  who  is  he  that  will  harm  you,  if  ye  be  zealous  of  ; 

14  that  which  is  good?    But  and  if  ye  should  suffer  for  | 
righteousness'  sake,  blessed  are  ye:  and  fear  not  their  i 

15  fear,  neither  be  troubled;  but  sanctify  in  your  hearts 
Christ  as  Lord :  being  ready  always  to  give  answer  to  every 
man  that  asketh  you  a  reason  concerning  the  hope  that 
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CHAPTER  III. 

1  //e  teacheth  the  duty  of  toivee  and  husbands  to  each  other,  8 
exhorting  all  men  to  unity  and  love,  14  and  to  suffer  persecution, 
19  He  dedareth  also  the  benefits  of  Christ  toward  the  old  world. 

LIKEWISE,  ye  wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  own 
husbands;  that,  if  any  obey  not  the  word,  they  also 
may  without  tlie  word  be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the 
wives; 

•    2  While  they  behold  your  chaste  conversation  covj.led 
with  fear. 

3  Whose  adorning  let  it  not  be  that  outward  adoi'mTig  of 
plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on 
of  apparel ; 

4  But  let  it  he  the  hidden  man  of  the  heail,  in  that  which 
is  not  corruptible,  even  the  oi-navient  of  a  meek  and  quiet 
spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great  price. 

5  For  after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the  holy  women 
also,  who  trusted  in  God,  adorned  themselves,  being  in 
subjection  unto  their  own  husbands: 

6  Even  as  Sara  obeyed  Abraham,  calling  him  lord:  whose 
daughters  ye  are,  as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are  not  afraid 
with  any  amazement. 

7  Likewise,  ye  husbands,  dwell  with  iliem  according  to 
knowledge,  giving  honour  unto  the  wife,  as  unto  the 
weaker  vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  together  of  the  grace  of 
life;  that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

8  Finally,  he  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion  one 
of  another,  love  as  brethren,  he  pitiful,  he  courteous: 

9  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing:  but 
contrariwise  blessing;  knowing  that  ye  are  thereunto  called, 
that  ye  should  inherit  a  blessing. 

10  For  he  that  will  love  life,  and  see  good  days,  let  him 
refrain  his  tongue  from  evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no 
guile: 

11  Let  him  eschew  evil,  and  do  good;  let  him  seek 
peace,  and  ensue  it. 

12  For  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous,  and 
his  etiv^  are  open  unto  their  prayers:  but  the  face  of  the 
Jord  is  against  them  that  do  evil. 

18  And  who  is  he  that  will  harm  you,  if  ye  be  followers 
of  that  which  is  good? 

14  But  and  if  ye  suffer  for  righteousness'  sake,  happy 
are  ye:  and  be  not  afraid  of  their  terror,  neither  be  troubled; 

15  But  sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  your  hearts:  and  he 
ready  always  to  give  an  answer  to  every  man  that  asketh 
you  a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in  you  with  meekness  and 
fear; 
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16  is  in  you,  yet  -with  meekness  and  fear:  having  a  good 
conscience;  that,  wherein  ye  are  spoken  against,  they 
may  be  put  to  shame  who  revile  your  good  manner  of 

17  life  in  Christ.  For  it  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  should 
so  will,  that  ye  suffer  for  well-doing  than  for  evil-doing. 

18  Because  Christ  also  suffered  lor  sins  once,  the  righteous 
for  the  unrighteous,  that  he  might  bring  us  to  God; 
being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  in  the 

19  spint;  in  which  also  he  went  and  preached  unto  the 

20  spirits  in  prison,  which  aforetime  were  disobedient, 
when  the  longsuffering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of 
Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 

21  is,  eight  souls,  were  saved  through  water:  which  also 
after  a  true  likeness  doth  now  save  you,  even  baptism, 
not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the 
interrogation  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God,  through 

23  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ;  who  is  on  the  right 
hand  of  God,  having  gone  into  heaven;  angels  and  au- 
thoiities  and  powers  being  made  subject  unto  him. 


4  Forasmuch  then  as  Christ  suffered  in  the  flesh,  arm 
ye  yourselves  also  with  the  same  mind;  for  he  that  hath 

2  suffered  in  the  flesh  hath  ceased  from  sin ;  that  ye  no 
longer  should  live  the  rest  of  your  time  in  the  flesh  to 

8  the  lusts  of  men,  but  to  the  will  of  God.  For  tlie  timo 
past  may  suffice  to  have  wrought  the  desire  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  to  have  walked  in  lasciviousuess,  lusts,  wine- 
bibbings,  revelliugs,  carousings,  and  abominable  idola- 

4  tries:  wherein  they  think  it  strange  that  ye  run  not  with 
iJiem  into  the  same  excess  of  riot,  speaking  evil  of  yoxi: 

5  who  shall  give  account  to  him  that  is  ready  to  judge 

6  the  quick  and  the  dead.  For  unto  this  end  was  Iho 
gospel  preached  even  to  the  dead,  that  they  might  bo 
judged  according  to  men  in  the  flesh,  but  live  according 
to  God  in  the  spirit. 

7  But  the  end  of  all  things  is  at  hand :  be  ye  therefore  of 

8  sound  mind,  and  be  sober  untopra3-er:  above  all  things 
being  fervent  in  your  love  among  yourselves;  for  lovo 
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16  Having  a  good  conscience ;  that,  whereas  they  speak 
evil  of  you,  as  of  evildoers,  they  may  be  ashamed  that 
falsely  accuse  your  good  conversation  in  Christ. 

17  For  it  is  better7if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suffer 
for  well  doing,  than  for  evil  doiug. 

18  For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just 
for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  lo 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  qufckened  by  the  Spirit: 

19  By  which  also  he  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits 
in  prison; 

20  Which  sometime  were  disobedient,  when  once  the 
long-suffering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while 
the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that  is,  eight  souls 
were  saved  by  water. 

21  The  like  figure  ^hereunto  even  baptism  doth  also  now 
save  us  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  ficsh,  but 
the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God,)  by  the  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ: 

22  Who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right  hand  of 
God ;  angels  and  authorities  and  powers  being  made  sub- 
je<;t  unto  hiai. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  exhorteth  them  to  cease  from,  sin  by  the  example  of  Christy  and 
the  consideration  of  the  general  end  that  now  approacheth:  12  and 
comforteth  them  against  persecution, 

FORASMUCH  then  as  Christ  hath  suffered  for  us  in 
the  flesh,  arm  yourselves  likewise  with  the  same 
mind:  for  he  that  hath  suffered  in  the  flesh  hath  ceased 
from  sin: 

2  That  he  no  longer  should  live  the  rest  of  his  time  in 
the  flesh  to  the  lusts  of  men,  but  to  the  will  of  God. 

3  For  the  time  past  of  our  life  may  suffice  us  to  hav« 
wrought  the  will  of  the  Gentiles,  when  we  walked  in  las- 
civiousness,  lusts,  excess  of  wine,  revellings,  banquetings, 
and  abominable  idolatries: 

4  Wherein  they  think  it  strange  that  ye  run  not  with 
tlwni  to  the  same  excess  of  riot,  speaking  evil  of  you: 

5  Who  shall  give  account  to  him  that  is  ready  to  judge 
the  quick  and  the  dead. 

6  For  for  this  cause  was  the  gospel  preached  also  to 
them  that  are  dead,  that  they  might  be  judged  according 
to  men  in  the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God  in  tlie  spirit. 

7  But  the  end  of  all  things  is'  at  hand:  be  ye  therefore 
sober,  and  watch  unto  prayer. 

8  And  above  all  things  have  fervent  charitj'  among  your- 
selves: for  charity  shall  cover  the  multitude  of  sins. 
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9  covei'eth  a  multitude  of  sIds:  using  Iiospitality  one  io 

10  anotlier  without  murmuring:  according  as  each  hath 
received   a  gift,  ministering  it  among    yourselves,  as 

11  good  stewai'ds  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God;  if  any  man 
spealieth,  speaking  as  it  were  oracles  of  God ;  if  any  man 
ministeretli,  ministenng  as  of  the  strength  which  God 
supplieth:  that  in  all  things  God  may  he  glorified 
through  Jesus  Christ,  wliose  is  the  glory  and  the  domin- 
ion for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

VZ  Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  the  fiery 
trial  among  you,  which  cometh  upon  you  to  prove  jou, 

13  as  though  a  strange  thing  happened  unto  you:  but  mso- 
much  as  ye  are  partakers  of  Christ's  sufferings,  rejoice ; 
that  at  the  revelation  of  his  glory  also  ye  may  rejoice 

14  with  exceeding  joy.  If  ye  are  reproached  for  the  name 
of  Christ,  blessed  are  ye;  because  the  Spirit  of  glory  and 

15  the  Spirit  of  God  resteth  upon  you.  For  let  none  of 
you  suffer  as  a  murderer,  or  a  thief,  or  an  evil-doer,  or 

16  as  a  meddler  in  other  men's  matters:  but  if  a  man 
suffer  as  a  Christian,  let  him  not  be  ashamed ;  but  let 

17  him  glorify  God  in  this  name.  For  the  time  is  coine 
for  judgement  to  begin  at  the  house  of  God:  and  if  it 
begin  first  at  us,  what  sliall  he  the  end  of  them  that  obey 

18  not  the  gospel  of  God?  And  if  the  righteous  is  scarcely 
saved,  where   shall  the  ungodly  and  sinner   appear? 

19  Wherefore  let  them  also  that  suffer  according  to  the  will 
of  God  commit  their  souls  in  well-doing  unto  a  faithful 
Creator. 


6  The  elders  therefore  among  you  I  exhort,  who  am  a 
fellow-elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufferinga  of  Christ, 
who  am  also  a  partaker  of  the  glory  that  shall  be  re- 

2  vealed:  Tend  the  flock  of  God  which  is  among  you, 
exercising  the  oversight,  not  of  constraint,  but  willingly, 
according  imto  God;  nor  yet  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a 

3  ready  mind;  neither  as  lording  it  over  the  charge  allot- 
ted to  you,  but  making  yourselves  ensamples  to  the 

4  flock.  And  when  the  chief  Shepherd  shall  be  mani- 
fested, ye  shall  receive  the  crown  of  glory  that  fadeth 

5  not  away.    Likewise,  ye  younger,  be  subject  unto  the 
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9  Use  hospitality  one  to  another  witliout  grudging. 

10  As  every  man  hath  received  tlie  gift,  eveii  so  niinistei 
the  same  one  to  another,  as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold 
grace  of  God, 

11  If  any  man  speak,  let  Mm  speak  as  the  oracles  of  God ; 
if  any  man  minister,  let  him  do  it  as  of  the  ability  which 
God  giveth:  that  God  in  all  things  may  be  glorified  through 
Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  praise  and  dominion  for  ever  and 
ever.     Amen, 

12  Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  the  fiery 
trial  which  is  to  try  you,  as  though  some  strange  thing  ; 
happened  unto  you: 

13  But  rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye  are  partakers  of  Christ*s 
sufferings;  that,  when  his  glory  shall  be  revealed,  ye  may 
be  glad  also  with  exceeding  joy.   . 

14  If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of  Christ,  happy 
are  ye;  for  the  spirit  of  glory  and  of  God  resteth  upon  you : 
on  their  part  he  is  evil  spoken  of,  but  on  your  part  he  is 
glorified. 

15  But  let  none  of  you  suffer  as  a  murderer,  or  as  a  thief, 
or  a«  an  evildoer,  or  as  a  busybody  in  other  men's  matters. 

16  Yet  if  any  man  suffer  as  a  Christian,  let  him  not  be 
ashamed;  but  let  him  glorify  God  on  this  behalf. 

17  For  the  time  is  coine  that  judgment  must  begin  at  the 
house  of  God .  and  if  it  fii*st  begin  at  us,  what  shall  the  end 
he  of  them  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of  God? 

18  And  if  the  righteous  scarcely  be  saved,  where  shall 
the  ungodly  and  the  sinner  appear? 

19  Wherefore  let  them  that  suffer  according  to  the  will 
of  God  commit  the  keeping  of  their  souls  to  him  in  well 
doing,  as  unto  a  faithful  Creator. 

CHAPTER  V. 

2  He  exhorteth  the  elders  to  feed  their  flocks.  5  the  younger  to  obey, 
8  and  all  to  be  sober,  watchful^  and  constant  in  the  faith:  9  to 
resist  the  cruel  adversary  the  devil. 

THE  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who  am  , 
also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ, 
and  also  a  partaker  of  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed: 

2  Feed  the  flock  of  God  which  is  among  you,  taking  the 
oversight  thereof,  not  by  constraint,  but  willingly;  not  for 
filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind ; 

3  J^either  as  being  lords  over  Qod^s  heritage,  but  being 
ensamples  to  the  flock. 

4  And  when  the  chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  ye  shall 
receive  a  crown  of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away. 

5  Likewise,  ye  younger,  submit  yourselves   unto  the 
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elder.    Yea,  all  of  you  gird  yourselves  with  humility,  io 
serve  one  another:  for  God  resisteth  the  proud,  but 

6  givetli  grace  to  the  humble.  Humble  yourselves  there- 
fore under  the  mighty  hand  of  God,  that  he  may  exalt 

7  you  in  due  time ;  casting  all  your  anxiety  upon  him, 

8  because  he  careth  for  you.  Be  sober,  be  watchful: 
your  adversary  the  devil,  as  a   roaring  lion,  walketh 

9  about,  seeking  whom  he  majr  devour:  whom  withstand 
stedfast  in  your  faith,  knowmg  that  the  same  sufferings 
are  accompUshed  in  your  brethren  who  are  in  the  world. 

10  And  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  called  you  unto  his 
eternal  glory  in  Christ,  after  that  ye  have  suffered  a 
little  while,  shall  himself  perfect,  stablish,  strengthen 

11  you.  To  him  he  the  dominion  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

12  By  Silvan  us,  our  faithful  brother,  as  I  account  Tiim, 
I  have  written  unto  you  briefly,  gxhortiug,  and  testify- 
ing that  tliis  is  the  true  grace  of  God:  stand  ye  fast 

13  therein.     She  that  is  in  Babylon,  elect  together  with 

14  you,  saluteth  you ;  and  so  doth  Mark  my  son.  Salute 
one  another  with  a  kiss  of  love. 

Peace  be  unto  you  all  that  are  in  Christ.

1  Simon  Peter,  a  servant  and  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to 
them  that  have  obtained  a  like  precious  faith  with  us  in 
the  righteousness  of  our  God  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ- 

2  Grace  t6  you  and  peace  be  multipUed  in  the  knowledge 
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elder.  Yea,  all  of  you  be  subject  one  to  another,  and  be 
clothed  with  humility:  for  God  resisteth  the  proud,  and 
giveth  grace  to  the  humble. 

6  Humble  yourselves  therefore  under  the  mighty  hand 
of  God,  that  he  may  exalt  you  in  due  time : 

7  Casting  all  your  care  upon  him ;  for  he  careth  for  you. 

8  Be  sober,  be  vigilant;  because  your  advei*sary  the 
devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he 
may  devour: 

9  Whom  resist  stedfast  in  the  faith,  knowing  that  the 
same  afflictions  are  accomplished  in  your  brethren  that  are 
in  tlie  world. 

10  But  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  lis  unto  his 
eternal  glory  by  Christ  Jesus,  after  that  ye  have  suffered  a 
while,  make  you  perfect,  stablish,  strengthen,  settle  you. 

11  To  him  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

12  By  Silvanus,  a  faithful  brother  unto  you,  as  I  sup- 
pose, I  have  written  biiefly,  exhorting,  and  testifying  that 
this  is  the  true  grace  of  God  wherein  ye  stand. 

13  The  churm  that  is  at  Babylon,  elected  together  with 
you,  saluteth  you;  and  so  doth  Marcus  my  son. 

14  Greet  ye  one  another  with  a  kiss  of  charity.  Peace 
be  with  you  all  that  are  in  Christ  Jesus.    Amen. 


THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  GENERAL  OF 
PETEE. 


CHAPTER  L 

1  Confirming  them  in  Jiope  of  the  increase  of  Ood^s  graces,  hheecn 
horteth  them,  by  faith,  and  good  works,  to  maJce  their  callinL 
sure:  12  whereof  he  is  carefm  to  remember  them,  knowing  thai 
his  death  is  at  Hand.  16  and  warneth  them  to  be  constant  in  th/fi. 
faith  of  Christ,  who  is  the  true  Son  of  Qod,  by  the  eyewitness  of 
the  apostles  beholding  his  majesty,  and  by  the  testimony  of  tht 
Father  and  the  prophets. 

SIMON  Peter,  a  servant  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  them  that  have  obtained  like  precious  faith  with  us 
through  the  righteousness  of  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ! 

2  Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  yau  through  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord, 
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3  of  God  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord ;  seeing  tliat  his  divine 
power  hath  granted  unto  us  all  things  that  pertain  unto 
life  and  godliness,  through  the  knowledge  of  him  that 

4  called  us  by  his  own  glory  and  virtue;  whereby  he  hath 
granted  unto  us  his  precious  and  exceeding  great  prom- 
ises; that  through  these  ye  may  become  partakers  of  the 
divine  nature,  having  escaped  from  the  corruption  that 

5  is  in  the  world  by  lust.  Yea,  and  for  this  very  cause 
adding  on  your  parr  all  diligence,  in  your  faith  supply 

6  virtue;  and  in  ymir  virtue  knowledge;  and  in  your 
knowledge  temperance;  and   in  your  temperance  pa- 

7  tience;  and  in  3^01^7* patience  godliness;  and  in y<n/r god- 
liness love  of  the  brethren ;  and   in  your  love  of  the 

8  brethren  love.  For  if  these  things  are  yours  and 
abound,  they  make  you  to  be  not  idle  nor  unfruitful 

9  unto  tlie  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  For  he 
that  lacketh  these  things  is  blind,  seeing  only  what  is 
near,  having  forgotten  the  cleansing  from  his  old  sins. 

10  Wherefore,  brethren,  give  the  more  diligence  to  make 
your  calling  and   election    sure:    for  if  ye  do  these 

11  things,  ye  shall  never  stumble:  for  thus  shall  be  richly 
supplied  unto  you  the  entrance  into  the  eternal  king- 
dom of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Wherefore  I  shall  be  ready  always  to  put  you  in 
remembrance  of  these  things,  though  ye  know  them; 
and  are    established  in  the  truth  which  is  with  you, 

13  And  I  think  it  right,  as  long  as  I  am  in  this  tabernacle, 

14  to  stir  you  up  by  putting  you  in  remembrance;  know- 
ing that  the  putting  off  of  my  tabernacle  cometh 
swiftly,  even  as  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  signified  unto 

15  me.  Yea,  I  will  give  diligence  that  at  every  time  ye 
may  be  able  after  my  decease  to  call  these  things  to 

16  remembrance.  For  we  did  not  follow  cunningly  de- 
vised fables,  when  we  made  known  unto  you  the  ix)wer 
and  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  we  were  eye- 

17  witnesses  of  his  majesty.  For  he  received  from  God 
the  Father  honour  and  glory,  when  there  came  such  a 
voice  to  him  from  the  excellent  glory,  This  is  my 

18  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased:  and  this 
voice  we  ourselves  heard  come  out  of  heaven,  when  we 

19  were  with  him  in  the  holy  mount.  And  we  have  the 
word  of  prophecy  77i«rfd  more  sure;  whereunto  ye  do 
well  that  ye  take  heed,  as  imto  a  lamp  shining  in  a 
dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise 
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8  According  as  his  divine  power  hath  given  unto  us  all 
things  that  pertain  unto  life  and  godliness,  through  the 
knowledge  of  him  that  hath  called  us  to  glory  and  virtue: 

4  Whereby  are  given  unto  us  exceeding  great  and  pre- 
cious promises:  that  by  these  ye  might  be  partakers  of  the 
divine  nature,  having  escaped  the  corruption  that  is  in  the 
world  through  lust. 

5  And  beside  this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your  faith 
virtue ;  and  to  virtue  knowledge ; 

6  And  to  knowledge  temperance;  and  to  temperance 
patience;  ^nd  to  patience  godliness; 

7  And  to  godliness  brotherly  kindness;  and  to  brotherly 
kindness  charity. 

8  For  if  these  things  be  in  you,  and  abound,  they  make 
you  that  ye  shaU  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

9  But  he  that  lacketh  these  things  is  blind,  and  cannot 
see  afar  off,  and  hath  forgotten  that  he  was  purged  from 
his  old  sins. 

10  Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren,  give  diligence  to 
make  your  calling  and  election  sure,  for  if  ye  do  these 
things,  ye  shall  never  fall . 

11  For  so  an  entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  you 
abundantly  into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Wherefore  I  will  not  be  negligent  to  put  you  always 
in  remembrance  of  these  things,  though  ye  know  them,  and 
be  established  in  the  present  truth. 

13  Yea,  I  think  it  meet,  as  long  as  I  am  in  this  taberna- 
cle, to  stir  you  up  by  putting  you  in  remembrance; 

14  Knowing  that  shortly  1  must  put  off  thi^  my  taberna- 
cle, even  as  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  shewed  me. 

15  Moreover  I  will  endeavour  that  ye  may  be  able  after 
my  decease  to  have  these  things  always  in  remembrance. 

16  For  we  have  not  followed  cunningly  devised  fables, 
when  we  made  known  unto  you  the  power  and  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  were  eyewitnesses  of  his  majesty. 

17  For  he  received  from  Goa  the  Father  honour  and 
glory,  when  there  came  such  a  voice  to  him  from  the  ex 
cellent  glory,  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  1  am  well 
pleased. 

18  And  this  voice  which  came  from  heaven  we  heard, 
when  we  were  with  him  in  the  holy  mount. 

19  We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy,  where 
unto  ye  do  well  that  ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that 
shineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day 
star  arfee  in  your  hearts: 
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20  in  your  hearts:  knowing  this  first,  thai  no  prophecy  of 

21  scripture  is  of  private  interpretation.  For  no  prophecy 
ever  came  by  the  wiil  of  man :  but  men  spake  from 
God,  being  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 


2  But  there  arose  false  prophets  also  among  the  people. 
as  among  you  also  there  shall  be  false  teachers,  who 
shall  privily  bring  in  destructive  heresies,  denying  even 
the  Master  that  bought  them,  bringing  upon  themselves 

2  swift  destruction.  And  many  shall  follow  their  lascivi- 
ous doings;  by  reason  of  whom  the  way  of  the  truth 

8  shall  be  evil  spoken  of.  And  in  covetousness  shall  they 
with  feigned  words  make  merchandise  of  you:  whose 
sentence  now  from  of  old  lingcreth  not,  and  their  de- 

4  struction  Slumbereth  not.  For  if  God  spared  not  angels 
when  they  sinned,  but  cast  them  down  to  hell,  and  com- 
mitted them  to  pits  of  darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto 

5  judgement;  and  spared  not  the  ancient  world,  but  pre- 
served Noah  with  seven  others,  a  preacher  of  righteous- 
ness, when  he  brouglrt  a  flood  upon  the  world  of  the 

6  ungodly;  and  turning  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 
into  ashes  condemned  them  with  an  overthrow,  having 

7  made  them  an  example  unto  those  that  should  live  un- 
godly; and  delivered  righteous  Lot,  sore  distressed  by 

8  the  lascivious  life  of  the  wicked  (for  that  righteous  man 
dwelling  among  them,  in  seeing  and  hearing,  vexed  his 
righteous  soul  from  day  to  day  with  their   lawless 

9  deeds):  the  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out 
of  temptation,  and  to  keep  the  unrighteous  under  pun- 

10  ishment  unto  the  day  of  judgement;  but  chiefly  them 
that  walk  after  the  flesh  in  the  lust  of  defilement,  and 
despise  dominion.    Daring,  self  willed,  they  tremble  not 

11  to  rail  at  dignities:  whereas  angels,  though  greater  in 
might  and  power,  bring  not  a  railmg  judgement  against 

13  them  before  the  Lord.    But  these,  as  creatures  without 
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20  Knowing  Ibis  first,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture 
is  of  any  private  interpretation. 

21  For  tlie  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will 
of  man:  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  cls  they  were  moved 
by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  foretelleth  them  of  false  teachers^  shewing  the  impiety  and  pun,- 
ishment  both  of  them  and  their  followers:  7  from  which  the  godlff 
shall  be  delivered,  as  Lot  wjos  out  of  Sodom:  10  and  more  fvily 
describeth  the  manners  of  those  profane  and  blasphemous  sedur 
cerSy  whereby  they  may  be  the  better  known,  and  avoided. 

BUT  there  Were  false  prophets  also  among  the  people, 
even  as  there  shall  be  false  teachers  among  you,  who 
privily  shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies,  even  denying  the 
Lord  that  bought  them,  and  bring  upon  themselves  swift 
desti-uction. 

2  And  many  shall  follow  their  pernicious  ways ;  by  rea- 
son of  whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil  spoken  of. 

3  And  through  covetousness  shall  they  with  feigned 
words  make  merchandise  of  vou :  whose  judgment  now  of 
a  long  time  lingereth  not,  and  their  damnation  siumbereth 
not. 

4  For  if  God  spared  not  the  angels  that  sinned,  but  cast 
them  down  to  hell,  and  delivered  them  into  chains  of  dark- 
ness, to  be  reserved  unto  judgment; 

5  And  spared  not  the  old  world,  but  saved  Noah  the 
eighth  person,  a  preacher  of  righteousness,  bringing  in  the 
flooil  upon  the  world  of  the  ungodly; 

6  And  turning  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  into 
ashes  condemned  them  with  an  overthrow,  making  iliem  an 
ensample  unto  those  that  after  should  live  ungodly; 

7  And  delivered  iust  Lot,  vexed  witb  the  hlthy  conver- 
sation of  the  wicked : 

8  (For  that  righteous  man  dwelling  among  them,  in  see- 
ing and  hearing,  vexed  hin  righteous  soul  from  day  to  day 
witli  their  uulsLwiuX  deeds;) 

9  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out  of 
temptations,  and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of 
judgment  to  be  punished: 

10  But  chiefly  them  that  walk  after  the  flesh  in  the  lust 
of  uucleanness,  and  despise  government.  Presumptuous 
are  tJiey,  self  willed,  they  are  not  afraid  to  speak  evil  of 
dignities. 

11  Whereas  angels,  which  are  greater  in  power  and 
might,  bring  not  railing  accusation  against  them  before  the 
Lord. 

13  But  these,  as  natural  brute  beasts,  made  to  be  taken 
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reason,  born  mere  animals  to  be  taken  and  destroyed, 
railing  in  matters  whereof  they  are  ignorant,  shall  in 

13  their  destroying  surely  be  destroyed,  suffering  wrong  as 
the  hire  of  wrong-doing;  vun  that  count  it  pleasure  to 
revel  in  the  day-lime,  spots  and  blemishes,  reveUing  in 

14  their  love-feasts  while  they  feast  with  you ;  having  eyes 
full  of  adultery,  and  that  cannot  cease  from  sin;  enlicmg 
uustedfast  souls;  having  a  heart  exercised  in  covetous- 

15  ness;  children  of  cursing;  forsaking  the  right  way,  they 
went  astray,  having  followed  the  way  of  Balaam  the 

16  son  of  Beor,  who  loved  the  hire  of  wrong-doing;  but  he 
was  rebuked  for  his  own  transgression:  a  aumb  ass 
spake  with  man's  voice  and  stayed  the  madness  of  the 

17  prophet.  These  are  springs  without  water,  and  mists 
driven  by  a  storm ;  for  whom  the  blackness  of  darknens 

18  hath  been  reserved.  For,  uttering  groat  swelling  ijcm'da 
of  vanity,  they  entice  in  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  by  Ir.s- 
civiousness,  those  who  are  just  escaping  from  them 

19  that  live  in  error;  promising  them  liberty,  while  they 
themselves  are  bondseiTants  of  cormption;  if  or  of  whom 
a  man  is  overcome,  of  the  same  is  he  also  brought  into 

20  bondage.  For  if,  after  they  have  escaped  the  defile- 
ments of  the  world  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  they  are  again  entangled 
therein  and  overcome,  the  last  state  is  become  worse 

21  with  them  than  the  flret.  For  it  were  better  for  them 
not  to  have  known  the  way  of  righteousness,  than,  after 
knowing  it,  to  turn  back  from  the  holy  commandment 

22  delivered  unto  them.  It  has  happened  unto  them  ac- 
cording to  the  true  proverb.  The  dog  turninff  to  his 
own  vomit  again,  and  the  sow  that  had  washed  to  wal- 
lowing in  the  mire. 


3       This  is  now,  beloved,  the  feecolld  epistle  that  1  wHt« 
Unto  you;  and  in  both  of  them  I  stir  up  your  sincere 
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and  destroyed,  speak  evil  of  the  things  that  they  under- 
stand not;  and  shall  utterly  perish  in  their  own  corruption; 

13  And  shall  receive  the  reward  of  unrighteousness,  as 
they  that  count  it  pleasure  to  riot  in  the  day  time.  Spots 
they  a/re  and  blemishes,  sporting  themselves  with  their  own 
deceivings  while  they  feast  with  you; 

14  Having  eyes  full  of  adultery,  and  thdt  cannot  cease 
from  sin ;  beguiling  unstable  souls :  an  heart  they  have  ex- 
ercised with  covetous  practices;  cursed  children: 

15  Which  have  forsaken  the  right  way,  and  are  gone 
astray,  following  the  way  of  Balaam  the  son  of  Bosor,  who 
loved  the  wages  of  unrighteousness; 

16  But  was  rebuked  for  his  iniquity:  the  dumb  ass 
speaking  with  man's  voice  forbad  the  madness  of  the  pro- 
phet. 

17  These  are  wells  without  water,  clouds  that  are  car- 
ried with  a  tempest;  to  whom  the  mist  of  darkness  is  re- 
served for  ever. 

18  For  when  thev  speak  great  swelling  words  of  vanity, 
they  allure  through  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  through  much 
wantonness,  those  that  wei*e  clean  escaped  from  them  who 
live  in  error. 

19  While  they  promise  them  liberty,  they  themselves 
are  the  sei*vants  of  corruption:  for  of  whom  a  man  is  over- 
come, of  the  same  is  he  brought  in  l)ondage. 

20  For  if  after  they  have  escaped  the  pollutions  of  the 
world  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  they  are  again  entangled  therein,  and  over- 
come, the  latter  end  is  worse  with  them  than  the  begin- 
ning. 

21  For  it  had  been  better  for  them  not  to  have  known 
the  way  of  righteousness,  than,  after  they  have  known  it, 
to  turn  from  the  holy  commandment  delivered  unto  them. 

22  But  it  is  happened  unto  them  according  to  the  true 
proverb.  The  dog  is  turned  to  his  own  vomit  again ;  and 
the  sow  that  was  washed  to  her  wallowing  in  the  mire. 

CHAPTER  ni. 

1  He  assureth  them  of  the  certainty  of  Christ's  coming  to  judgment^ 
against  those  scomers  who  dispute  against  it:  8  warning  the 
godlv^  for  the  long  patience  of  God,  to  hasten  their  repentance.  10 
He  describeth  also  the  manner  how  the  toorld  shall  be  destroyed: 
n  exhorting  them,  from  the  expectation  thereof,  to  all  holiness 
of  life:  15  and  again,  to  think  the  patience  of  God  to  tend  to  their 
salvation,  as  Paul  wrote  to  them  in  his  epistles. 

THIS  second  epistle,  beloved,  I  now  write  unto  j'ou ;  in 
botJi  which  I  stir  up  your    pure    minds   by  way  of 
remembrance : 
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2  mind  by  putting  you  in  remembrance;  that  ye  should 
remember  the  words  which  were  spoken  before  by  the 
holjr  prophets,  and  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  and 

3  Saviour  tiu-ough  your  apostles :  knowing  this  first,  that 
in   the  last  days  mockers  shall  come  with  mockery, 

4  walking  after  their  own  lusts,  and  saying,  Where  is  the 
promise  of  his  coming?  for,  from  the  day  that  the 
fathers  fell  asleep,  all  tilings  continue  as  they  were  from 

5  the  beginning  of  the  creation.  For  this  thev  wilfully 
forget,  that  there  were  heavens  from  of  ola,  and  an 
earth  compacted  out  of  water  and  amidst  water,  by  the 

6  w^ord  of  God ;  by  which  means  the  world  that  then  was, 

7  being  overflowed  with  water,  perished:  but  the  heavens 
that  now  are,  and  the  earth,  by  the  same  word  have  been 
stored  up  for  fire,  being  reserved  against  the  day  of 
judgement  and  destruction  of  ungodly  men. 

8  But  forget  not  this  one  tiling,  beloved,  that  one  day  is 
with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand   years,  and  a  thousand 

9  years  as  one  day.  The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  hi» 
promise,  as  some  count  slackness;  but  is  longsufferin^ 
to  you-ward,  not  wishing  that  any  should  perish,  bun 

10  that  all  should  come  to  repentance.  But  the  day  of  thr> 
Lord  will  come  as  a  thief;  in  the  which  the  heaven?^ 
shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise,  and  the  elements 
shall  be  dissolved  with  fervent  heat,  and  the  earth  and 

11  the  works  that  are  therein  shall  be  burned  up.  Seeing 
that  these  things  are  thus  all  to  be  dissolved,  what  man- 
ner of  persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  oZ^  holy  living  and 

12  godliness,  looking  for  and  earnestly  desiring  the  coming 
of  the  day  of  God,  by  reason  of  which  the  heavens 
being  on  nre  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements  shall 

13  melt  with  fervent  heat?  But,  according  to  his  promise, 
we  look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness. 

14  Wherefore,  beloved,  seeing  that  ye  look  for  these 
things,  give  diligence  that  ye  maybe  found -in  peace, 

15  without  spot  and  blameless  in  his  sight.  And  account 
that  the  longsuffering  of  our  Lord  is  salvation;  even  as 
our  beloved  brother  Paul  also,  according  to  the  wisdom 

16  given  to  him,  wrote  unto  you ;  as  also  in  all  his  epistles, 
speaking  in  them  of  these  things;  wherein  are  some 
things  hard  to  be  undei*stood,  which  the  ignorant  and 
unstedfast  wrest,  as  ifiey  do  also  the  other  scriptures. 
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2  That  ye  may  be  mindful  of  the  words  which  were 
spokeu  before  by  the  holy  prophets,  and  of  the  command- 
ment of  us  the  apostles  of  the  Lord  and  Saviour: 

3  Knowing  this  first,  that  there  shall  come  in  the  last 
days  scoffers,  walking  after  their  own  lusts. 

4  And  saying,  Where  is  the  promise  of  his  coming?  for 
since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all  things  continue  as  they 
were  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation. 

5  For  this  they  willingly  are  ignorant  of,  that  by  the 
word  of  God  the  heavens  were  of  old,  and  the  earth  stand- 
ing out  of  the  water  and  in  the  water: 

6  Whereby  the  world  that  then  was,  being  overflowed 
with  water,  perished : 

7  But  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  which  are  now,  by  the 
same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the 
day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men. 

8  But,  fcSloved,  be  not  ignorant  of  this  one  thing,  that 
one  day  is  with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thou- 
sand years  as  one  day. 

9  The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  his  promise,  as  some 
men  count  slackness;  but  is  longsufferine  to  us-ward,_  not 
willing  that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to 
repentance. 

10  But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the 
night;  in  the  which  the  heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a 
great  noise,  and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat, 
the  earth  also  and  the  works  that  are  therein  shall  be 
burned  up. 

11  Seeing  then  that  all  these  thinzs  shall  be  dissolved, 
what  manner  of  persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  all  holy  conver- 
sation and  godliness, 

12  Looking  for  and  hasting  unto  the  coming  of  the  day 
of  God,  wherein  the  heavens  being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved, 
and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat?  . 

13  Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise,  look  for 
new  heavens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness. 

14  Wherefore,  beloved,  seeing  that  ye  look  for  such 
things,  be  diligent  that  ye  may  be  founa  of  him  in  peace, 
without  spot,  and  blameless. 

15  And  account  that  the  longsuffering  of  our  Lord  is 
salvation;  even  as  our  beloved  brother  Paul  also  according 
to  the  wisdom  given  unto  him  hath  written  unto  you; 

16  As  also  in  all  his  epistles,  speaking  in  them  of  these 
things;  in  which  are  some  things  hard  to  be  understood, 
which  they  that  are  unlearned  and  unstable  wrest,  as  they 
do  also  the  other  scriptures,  unto  their  own  destruction. 
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17  unto  their  own  destruction.  Ye  therefore,  beloved, 
knowing  these  things  beforehand,  beware  lest,  being 
earned  away  with  the  error  of  the  wicked,  ye  fall  from 

18  your  own  stedfastness.  But  grow  in  the  grace  and 
Knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  To 
him  be  the  glory  both  now  and  for  ever.    Amen. 


THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  GENERAL  OF 

jOHiSr. 


1  That  which  was  from  the  beginning,  that  which 
we  have  heard,  that  which  we  have  seen  with  our 
eyes,  that  which  we  beheld,  and  our  hands  handled, 

2  concerning  the  Word  of  life  (and  the  life  was  mani- 
fested, and  we  have  seen,  and  bear  witness,  and 
declare  unto  you  the  life,  the  eternal  life,  which  was 

3  with  the  Father,  and  was  manifested  unto  us);  that 
which  we  have  seen  and  heard  declare  we  unto  you 
also,  that  ye  also  may  have  fellowship  with  us:  yea, 
and  our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and  with  his 

4  Son  Jesus  Christ :  and  these  things  we  write,  that  our 
joy  may  be  fulfilled, 

5  And  this  is  the  message  which  we  have  heard  from 
him,  and  announce  unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and 

6  in  him  is  no  darkness  at  all.  II  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in  the  darkness,  we  lie, 

7  and  do  not  the  truth :  but  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as 
he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another, 
and  the  blood  of  Jesus  his  Son  clean seth  us  from  all 

8  sin.     If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  our- 

9  selves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  confess  our 
sins,   he  is  faithful  and  righteous  to  forgive  us  our 

10  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  ail  unrighteousness.  ^  If 
we  say  that  we  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar, 
and  his  word  is  not  in  us. 
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17  Ye  therefore,  beloved,  seeing  ye  know  these  tJdngs 
before,  beware  lest  ye  also,  being  led  away  with  the  error 
of  the  wicked,  fall  from  your  own  stedfastness. 

18  But  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  To  him  he  glory  both  now  and 
for  ever.    Amen. 


THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  GENERAL  OF 
JOHINT. 


CHAPTER  L 


1  He  deacrib^th  the  person  of  Christ,  in  whom  we  have  eternal  life^ 
by  a  communion  with  Ood:  5  to  which  we  must  adjoin  holiness  of 
life^  to  testify  the  truth  of  that  our  communion  and  profession  of 
faith^  cw  also  to  assure  t*s  of  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins  by  Christ's 
death. 

THAT  which  was  from  the  beginning,  which  we  have 
heard,  which  we  have  seen  with  our  eyes,  which  we 
have  looked  upon,  and  our  hands  have  handled,  of  the 
Word  of  life; 

2  (For  the  life  was  manifested,  and  we  have  seen  it,  and 
bear  witness,  and  shew  unto  you  that  eternal  life,  which 
was  with  the  Father,  and  was  manifested  unto  us;) 

3  That  which  we  have  seen  and  heard  declare  we  imto 
you,  that  ye  also  may  have  fellowship  with  us:  and  truly 
our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and  with  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ. 

4  And  these  things  write  we  unto  you,  that  your  jo}^ 
may  be  full. 

5  This  then  is  the  message  which  we  have  heard  of  him, 
and  declare  unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in  him  is  no 
darkness  at  all. 

6  If  we  say  thnt  we  have  fellowship  with  him,  and  walk 
in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the  truth : 

7  But  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we 
have  fellowship  one  with  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  his  Son  cleansclh  us  from  all  sin. 

8  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves, 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

9  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness. 

10  If  we  say  that  we  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a 
liar,  and  his  word  is  not  in  us. 
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2      My  little  children,  these  things  write  I  unto  you, 

that  ye  may  not  sin.     And  if  any  man  sin,  we  have  an 

Advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous: 

i     2  and  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins;  and  not  for 

;     3  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  whole  world.     And  herebv 

know  we  that  we  know  him,  if  we  keep  his  command- 

4  ments.  He  that  saith,  I  know  him,  and  keepeth  not 
bis  commandments,  is  a  liar,  and  the"  tmth  is  not  in 

5  him:  but  whoso  keepeth  liis  word,  in  him  verily  hath 
the  love  of  God  been  perfected.     Hereby  know  we 

6  that  we  are  in  him:  he  that  saith  he  abideth  in  him 
ought  himself  also  to  walk  even  as  he  walked. 

7  Beloved,  no  new  commandment  write  I  unto  you, 
but  an  old  commandment  which  ye  had  from  the  begin- 
ning: the  old  commandment  is  the  word  which  ye  heard. 

8  Again,  a  new  commandment  write  I  unto  you,  which 
thmg  is  true  in  him  and  in  you;  because  the  darkness 

9  is  passing  away,  and  the  true  light  already  shinelh.  He 
that  saith  he  is  in  the  light,  and  hateth  his  brother,  is  in 

10  the  darkness  even  until  now.  He  that  loveth  his  brother 
abideth  in  the  light,  and  there  is  none  occasion  of  stum- 

11  bling  in  him.  jBut  he  that  hateth  his  brother  is  in  the 
darkness,  and  walketh  in  the  darkness,  and  knoweth 
not  whither  he  gocth,  because  the  darkness  hath  blinded 
his  eyes. 

12  I  write  unto  you,  my  little  children,  because  your  sins 

13  are  forgiven  you  for  his  name's  sake.     I  write  unto  you. 

J      fathers,  because  ye  know  him  which  is  from  the  begin- 

'      ning.     I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  because  ye  have 

overcome  the  evil  one.     I  have  written  unto  you,  little 

.   14  children,  because  ye  know  the  Father.    I  have  written. 

unto  you,  fathers,  because  ye  know  him  w^hich  is  from 

I        the  beginning.     I  have  written  unto  you,  young  men, 

;        because  ye  are  strong,  and  the  word  of  God  abicleth  in 

15  you,  and  ye  have  overcome  the  evil  one.    Love  not  tlu* 

world,  neither  the  things  that  are  in  the  world.     If  any 

man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the  Father  is  not  in  him. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  comforteth  them  against  the  sins  of  infirmity.  8  Rightly  to 
know  Ghod  is  to  keep  his  commandments,  9  to  love  our  brethren^  15 
and  not  to  love  the  tuorld.  18  We  must  beware  of  seducsrc:  20 
from  whose  deceits  the  godly  are  safe,  preserved  by  perseverance 
in  faith,  and  holiness  of  life. 

MY  little  children,  these  things  write  I  unto  you,  that 
ye  sin  not.     And  if  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advo- 
cate with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  rigliteous: 

2  And  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins:  and  not  for 
our's  only,  but  also  for  the  sins  ofihe  whole  world. 

3  And  hereby  we  do  know  that  we  know  him,  if  we 
keep  his  commandments. 

4  He  that  saith,  I  know  him,  and  keepeth  not  his  com- 
mandments, is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him. 

5  But  whoso  keepeth  his  word,  in  him  verily  is  the  love 
of  God  perfected:  hereby  know  we  that  we  are  in  him. 

(5  He  that  saith  he  abideth  in  him  ought  himself  also  so 
to  walk,  even  as  he  walked. 

7  Brethren,  I  write  no  new  commandment  unto  you,  but 
an  old  commandment  which  ye  had  from  the  beginning. 
The  old  commandment  is  the  word  which  ye  have  heard 
from  the  beginning. 

8  Again,  a  new  commandment  I  write  unto  you,  which 
thing  is  true  in  him  and  in  you:  because  the  darkness  is 
past,  and  the  true  liglit  now  shineth. 

9  He  that  saith  he  is  in  the  light,  and  hateth  his  brother, 
is  in  darkness  even  until  now. 

10  He  that  loveth  his  brother  abideth  in  the  light,  and 
there  is  none  occasion  of  stumbling  in  him. 

11  But  he  that  hateth  his  brolner  is  in  darkness,  and 
walketh  in  darkness,  and  knowcth  not  whither  he  goeth, 
because  that  darkness  hath  blinded  his  eyes. 

12  I  write  unto  you,  little  children,  because  your  sins 
are  forgiven  you  for  his  name's  sake. 

13  I  write  unto  you,  fathers,  because  ye  have  known  him 
tJiat  is  from  the  beginning.  I  write  unto  you,  young  men, 
because  ye  have  overcome  the  wicked  one.  1  write  unto 
you,  little  children,  because  ye  have  known  the  Father. 

14  I  have  written  unto  you,  fathers,  because  ye  have 
known  him  that  is  from  the  beginning.  I  have  written 
unto  you,  young  men,  because  ye  are  strong,  and  the  word 
of  God  abideth  in  you,  and  ye  have  overcome  the  wicked 
one. 

15  Love  not  the  world,  neither  the  things  that  are  in  the 
world.  If  any  man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the  Father 
is  not  in  him. 
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16  For  all  that  is  in  the  world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the 
lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  vainglory  of  life,  is  not  of  the 

17  Father,  but  is  of  the  world.  And  the  world  passeth 
away,  and  the  lust  thereof:  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of 
God  abideth  for  ever. 

18  Little  children,  it  is  the  last  hour:  and  as  ye  heard 
that  antichrist  cometh,  even  now  have  there  arisen  many 
antichrists;  whereby  we  know  that  it  is  the  last  hour.. 

19  They  went  out  from  us,  but  they  were  not  of  us;  for  if 
they  had  been  of  us,  they  would  have  continued  with 
us:  but  they  went  out,  that  they  might  be  made  mani- 

20  fcst  how  that  they  all  are  not  of  us.  And  ye  have  an 
anointing  from  the  Holy  One,  and  ye  know  all  things. 

21  I  have  not  written  unto  you  because  ye  know  not  the 
truth,  but  because  ye  know  it,  and  because  no  lie  is  of 

22  the  truth.  Who  is  the  liar  but  he  that  denieth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ?    This  is  the  antichrist,  even  he  that 

23  denieth  the  Father  and  the  Son.  Whosoever  denieth 
the  Son,  the  same  hath  not  the  Father:  he  that  confes- 

24  seth  the  Son  hath  the  Father  also.  As  for  you,  let  that 
abide  in  you  which  ye  heard  from  the  beginning.  If 
that  which  ye  heard  from  the  beginning  abide  in  you, 

25  ye  also  shall  abide  in  the  Son,  and  in  the  Father.  And 
this  is  the  promise  which  he  promised  us,  even  the  life 

26  eternal.   These  things  have  I  written  unto  you  concern- 

27  ing  them  that  would  lead  you  astray.  Ana  as  for  you, 
the  anointing  which  yQ  received  of  him  abideth  in  you, 
and  ye  need  not  that  anyone  teach  you;  but  as  his 
anointing  teacheth  you  concerning  all  things,  and  is 
true,  and  is  no  lie,  and  even  as  it  taught  you,  ye  abide 

28  in  him.  And  now,  my  little  children,  abide  in  him; 
that,  if  he  shall  be  manifested,  we  may  have  boldness, 

29  and  not  be  ashamed  before  him  at  his  coming.  If  ye 
know  that  he  is  righteous,  ye  know  that  every  one  also 
that  doeth  righteousness  is  begotten  of  him. 


8      Behold  what  manner  of  love  the  Father  hath  be- 
stowed upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called  children  of 
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16  For  all  that  is  in  the  world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and 
the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of  the 
Father,  but  is  of  the  world. 

17  And  the  world  passe th  away,  and  the  lust  thereof: 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  God  abideth  for  ever. 

18  Little  children,  it  is  the  last  time.:  as  ye  have  heard 
that  antichrist  shall  come,  even  now  are  there  many  anti- 
christs ;  whereby  we  know  that  it  is  the  last  time. 

19  They  went  out  from  us,  but  they  were  not  of  us;  for 
^if  they  had  been  of  us,  they  would  no  doubt  have  continued 

with  us :  but  they  went  out,  that  they  might  be  made  mani- 
fest that  they  were  not  all  of  us. 

20  But  ye  have  an  unction  from  the  Holy  One,  and  ye 
know  all  things. 

21  I  have  not  written  unto  you  because  ye  know  not  the 
truth,  but  because  ye  know  it,  and  that  no  lie  is  of  the 
truth. 

22  Who  is  a  liar  but  he  that  denieth  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ?  He  is  antichrist,  that  denieth  the  Father  and  the 
Son. 

23  Whosoever  denieth  the  Son,  the  same  hath  not  the 
Father :  [bui]  he  that  acknowledgeth  the  Son  hath  the  Fatlier 
also, 

24  Let  that  therefore  abide  in  you,  which  ye  have  heard 
from  the  beginning.  If  that  which  ye  have  heard  from 
the  beginning  thall  remain  in  you,  ye  also  shall  continue 
in  the  Son,  and  in  the  Father. 

25  And  this  is  the  promise  that  he  hath  promised  us,  e'oen 
eternal  life. 

.  26  These  things  have  I  written  unto  you  concerning  them 
that  seduce  you. 

.  27  But  the  anointing  which  ye  have  received  of  him 
abideth  in  you,  and  ye  need  not  that  any  man  teach  you : 
but  as  the  same  anointing  teacheth  you  of  all  things,  and 
is  truth,  and  is  no  lie,  and  even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye 
shall  abide  in  him. 

28  And  now,  little  children,  abide  in  him;  that,  when 
he  shall  appear,  we  may  have  confidence,  and  not  be 
ashamed  before  him  at  his  coming. 

29  If  ye  know  that  he  is  righteous,  ye  know  that  every 
one  that  doeth  righteousness  is  born  of  him. 

CHAPTER  III. 
1  He  declareth  the  singular  love  of  God  towards  us,  in  making  us 
his  sons:  3  who  therefore  ought  obediently  to  keep  his  command' 
m,ents^  11  as  also  brotherly  to  love  one  another. 

BEHOLD,  what  manner  of  love  the  Father  hath  be- 
stowed upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called  the  sons  of 
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God:  and  such  we  are.    For  this  cause  the  world  know- 

2  eth  us  not,  because  it  knew  him  not.  Beloved  now  are 
we  children  of  God,  and  it  is  not  yet  made  manifest 
what  we  shall  be.  We  know  that,  if  he  shall  be  mani- 
fested, we  shall  be  like  him;  for  we  shall  see  him  even 

3  as  he  is.     And  every  one  that  hath  this  hope  set  on  him 

4  purifleth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure.  Every  one  that 
doeih  sin  doeth  also  lawlessness:  and  sin  is  lawlessness. 

5  And  ye  know  that  he  was  manifested  to  take  away  sins; 

6  and  in  him  is  no  sin.  Whosover  abideth  in  him  sinneth 
not:  whosoever  sinneth  hath  not  seen  him,  neither  kuow- 

7  eth  him.  My  Uttle  children,  let  no  man  lead  you  astray: 
he  that  doeth  righteousness  is  righteous,  even  as  he  is 

8  righteous:  he  that  doeth  sin  is  of  the  devil;  for  the 
devil  sinneth  from  the  beginning.  To  this  end  was  the 
Son  of  God  manifested,    that  he    might  destroy  the 

9  works  of  the  devil.  Whosoever  is  begotten  of  God 
doeth  no  sin,  because  his  seed  abideth  in  him:  and  he 

10  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  begotten  of  God.  In  this  the 
children  of  God  are  manifest,  and  the  children  of  the 
devil :  whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness  is  not  of  God, 

11  neither  he  that  loveth  not  his  brother.  For  this  is  the 
message  which  ye  heard  from  the  beginning,  that  we 

12  should  love  one  another:  not  as  Cain  was  of  the  evil 
one,  and  slew  his  brother.  And  wherefore  slew  he  him? 
Because  his  works  were  evil,  and  his  brother's  righteous. 

13  Marvel  not,  brethren,   if  the  world  hateth  you.     We 

14  know  that  we  have  passed  out  of  death'  into  life,  be- 
cause we  love  the  brethren.     He  that  loveth  not  abideth 

15  in  death.  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is  a  murderer: 
and  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  abiding 

16  in  him.  Hereby  know  we  love,  because  he  laid  down 
his  life  for  us:  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our  lives  for 

17  the  brethren.  But  whoso  hath  the  world's  goods,  and 
beholdeth  his  brother  in  need,  and  shutteth  up  his 
compassion  from  him,  how  doth  the  love  of  God  abide 

18  in  him?  My  little  children,  let  us  not  love  in  word, 
neither    with    the    tongue;   but    in    deed    and   truth. 

19  Hereby  shall  we  know  that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and 
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Ood:  therefore  the  world  knoweth  us  not,  because  it  knew 
him  not. 

2  Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  Gkni,  and  it  doth  not 
yet  appear  what  we  shall  be:  but  we  know  that,  when  he 
shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like  him;  for  we  shall  see  him  as 
he  is. 

3  And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him  puritieth 
himself,  even  as  he  is  pure. 

4  Whosoever  committeth  sin  transgresseth  also  the  law: 
for  sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law. 

5  And  ye  know  that  he  was  manifested  to  take  away  our 
sins;  and  in  him  is  no  sin. 

6  Whosoever  abideth  in  him  sinneth  not:  whosoever  sin- 1 
neth  hath  not  seen  him,  neither  known  him. 

7  Little  children,  let  no  man  deceive  you:  he  that  doeth 
righteousness  is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  righteous. 

8  He  that  committeth  sin  is  of  the  devil;  for  the  devil 
sinneth  from  the  beginning.  For  this  purpose  the  Son  of 
God  was  manifested,  that  he  might  destroy  the  works  of 
the  devU. 

9  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin;  for 
his  seed  remaineth  in  him:  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he 
is  born  of  God. 

10  In  tills  the  children  of  God  are  manifest,  and  the 
children  of  the  devil:  whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness 
is  not  of  God,  neither  he  that  loveth  not  his  iH'other. 

11  For  this  is  the  message  that  ye  heard  from  the  begin- 
ning, that  we  should  love  one  another. 

12  Not  as  Cain,  who  was  of  that  wicked  o«e,  and  slew  his 
brother.  And  wherefore  slew  he  him?  Because  his  own 
works  were  evil,  and  his  brother's  righteous. 

313  Marvel  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you. 

14  We  know  that  we  have  passed  from  death  imto  life, 
because  we  love  the  brethren.  He  that  loveth  not  hii 
brother  abideth  in  death. 

1&  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is  a  murders:  and  ye 
know  that  no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  abiding  in  him. 

16  Hereby  perceive  we  the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid 
down  his  life  for  us:  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our  Hves 
for  the  breUiren. 

17  But  whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his 
brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  ofcompam&n 
from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him? 

18  My  little  children,  let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in 
tongue ;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth. 

19  And  hereby  wc  know  that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and 
shall  assure  our  hearts  before  him. 
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20  shall  assure  our  heart  before  him,  whereinsoever  our 
heart  condemn  us;  because  God  is   greater  than  our 

21  heart,  and  knoweth  all  things.  Beloved,  if  our  heart 
condemn  us  not,  we  have  boldness  toward  God;  and 

22  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  him,  because  we  keep 
his  commandments,  and  do  the  things  that  are  pleasing 

23  in  his  sight.  And  this  is  his  commandment^  that  we 
should  believe  in  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and 
love  one  another,  even  as  he  gave  its  commandment. 

24  And  he  that  keepeth  his  commandments  abideth  in  him, 
and  he  in  him.  And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abidetli 
in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which  he  gave  us. 


4  Beloved,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but  prove  the  spirits, 
whether  tliey  are  of  God:  because  many  false  prophets 

2  are  gone  out  into  the  world.  -  Hereby  know  ye  the  Spirit 
of  God :  every  spirit  which  confesseth  that  Jesus  Christ 

3  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  of  God :  and  every  spirit  which 
confesseth  not  Jesus  is  not  of  God :  this  is  the  sfpirit  of 
the  antichrist,  whereof  ye  have  heard  that  it  cometh; 

4  and  now  it  is  in  the  world  already.  Ye  are  of  God,  my 
little  chikiren,  and  have  overcome  them:  because  greater 

5  is  he  that  is  in  you  than  he  that  is  in  the  world.  Thev 
are  of  the  world:  therefore  speak  they  ctB  of  the  world. 

6  and  the  world  heareth  them.     We  are  of  God:  he  that 
.    knoweth  God  hearethus;  he  who  is  not  of  God  heareth 

us  not.    By  this  we  know  the  spirit  of  truth,  and  the 
spirit  of  error. 

7  Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another:  for  love  is  of  God; 
and  every  one  that  loveth  is  begotten  of  G^od,  and  know- 

8  eth  God.     He  that  loveth  not  knoweth  not  God ;  for  God 

9  is  love.  Herein  was  the  love  of  €k)d  manifested  in  us, 
that  God  hath  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world, 

10  that  we  might  live  through  him.  Herein  is  love,  not 
that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent  his 

11  Son  to  he  the  propitiation  for  our  sins.    Beloved,  if  Ckxi 
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20  For  if  our  heart  condemn  us,  God  is  greater  than  our 
hearty  and  knoweth  all  things. 

21  Beloved,  if  our  heart  condemn  us  not,  tlien  have  wo 
confidence  toward  Qod. 

22  And  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  him,  because 
we  keep  his  commandments,  and  do  those  things  that  are 
pleasing  in  his  sight. 

23  And  this  is  his  commandment,  That  we  should  believe 
on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  love  one  another, 
as  he  gave  us  commandment. 

24  And  he  that  keepeth  his  commandments  dwelleth  in 
him,  and  he  in  him.  And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth 
in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which  he  hath  given  us. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  wameth  them  not  to  believe  all  teachers,  who  hoa^t  of  the 
Spirit y  bat  to  try  them  by  the  rules  of  the  cathotick  faith:  7  andbp 
many  reasons  exhorteth  to  brotherly  love. 

BELOVED,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try  the  spirits 
whether  they  are  of  God :  because  many  false  prophets 
are  ffone  out  into  the  world. 

2  Hereby  know  ye  the  Spirit  of  God :  Every  spirit  that 
confesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  of  God: 

3  And  every  spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of  God :  and  this  is  that  spirit  of 
antichrist,  whereof  ye  have  heard  that  it  should  come;  and 
even  now  already  is  it  in  the  world. 

4  Ye  are  of  God,  little  children,  and  have  overcome  them : 
because  greater  is  he  that  is  in  you,  than  he  that  is  in  the 
world. 

5  They  are  of  the  world:  therefore  speak  they  of  the 
world,  and  the  world  heareth  them. 

6  We  are  of  God:  he  that  knoweth  God  heareth  us;  he 
that  is  not  of  Gk)d  heareth  not  us.  Hereby  know  we  the 
spirit  of  truth,  and  the  spirit  of  error. 

7  Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another:  for  love  is  of  God; 
and  every  one  that  loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth 
God. 

8  He  that  loveth  not  knoweth  not  God;  for  God  is  love. 

9  In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  toward  us,  be- 
cause that  (Jod  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  into  the  worjd, 
that  we  might  live  through  him. 

10  Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  he  the  propitiation  for  our 
sins. 

11  Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one 
another. 
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13  so  loved  us,  we  also  ought  to  love  one  another.  No  man 
hath  beheld  God  at  any  time;  if  we  love  one  another, 

13  God  abideth  in  us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in  us:  hereby 
know  we  that  we  abide  in  him,  and  be  in  us,  because 

14  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spirit.  And  we  have  beheld  and 
beai*  witness  that  the  Father  hath  sent  the  Son  to  he  the 

15  Saviour  of  the  world.  Whosoever  shall  confess  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God,  God  abideth  in  him,  and  he  in 

16  God.    And  we  know  and  have  believed  the  love  which  j 
God  hath  in  us.     God  is  love;  and  he  that  abideth  in  [ 

17  love  abideth  in  Gk)d,  and  God  abideth  in  him.  Herein 
is  love  made  petfect  with  us,  that  we  n^ay  have  bold- 
ness in  the  day  of  judgement;  because  as  he  is,  even  so 

18  are  we  in  this  world.  There  is  no  fear  in  love:  but  per- 
fect love  casteth  out  fear,  because  fear  hath  punishment; 

19  and  he  that  feareth  is  not  made  perfect  in  love.    We 

20  love,  because  he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say,  I  love 
God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  se^i,  cannot  love 

21  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen.  And  this  commandment 
have  we  from  him,  that  he  who  loveth  God  love  his 
brother  also. 


5  Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  is  be- 
gotten of  God:  and  whosoever  loveth  him  that  begat 

^  loveth  him  also  that  is  begotten  of  him.  Hereby  we 
know  that  we  love  the  children  of  God,  when  we  love 

3  God,  and  do  his  commandments.  For  this  is  the  love 
of  God,  that  we  keep  his  commandments:  and  his  cwn- 

4  mandments  are  not  grievous.  For  whatsoever  is  be- 
gotten of  God  overcometh  the  world:  and  this  is  the 
victory  that  hath  overcome  the  world,  eoen  our  faith. 

5  And  who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world,  but  he  that 

6  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God?  This  is  he  that 
came  by  water  and  blood,  emti  Jesus  Christ;  not  with 
the  water  only,  but  with  the  water  and  with  the  blood. 

7  And  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness,  because  the 
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12  Ko  msA  hath  seen  God  at  any  time.  If  we  love  one 
another,  God  dwelleth  In  ti8,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in 
us. 

13  Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us, 
because  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spirit. 

14  And  we  have  seen  and  do  testify  that  the  Father  sent 
the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

15  Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God, 
God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  God. 

16  And  we  have  known  and  believed  the  love  that  God 
hath  to  us.  God  is  love;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in  hrver 
dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him. 

17  Herein  is  our  love  made  perfect,  that  we  may  have 
boldness  in  the  day  of  judgment:  because  as  he  is,  so  are 
we  in  this  world. 

18  There  is  no  fear  in  love;  but  perfect  love  casteth  out 
fear:  because  fear  hath  torment.  He  that  leareth  is  no€ 
made  perfect  in  love. 

19  We  love  him,  because  he  first  loved  us. 

20  If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he 
is  a  liar:  for  he  that  loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  ha4;h 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen? 

31  And  this  commandment  have  we  from  him»  That  he 
who  loveth  God  love  his  brother  also. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  that  loveth  God  loveth  hU  chiUlrens  and  keepeth  hit  eovtmand- 
foenta:  8  which  to  thefcUthfw  are  lights  and  not  arievous.  9  Jesu8 
is  the  Son  of  Qod,  able  to  $ave  us,  14  and  to  hear  our  prayers^ 
which  we  make  for  ourselves,  arid  for  others. 

"TXr  HOBOEYEH  belleveth  that  Jesus  is  tlie  Christ  is 
VV     bora  of  God:  and^very  that  loveth  him  that  begat 
loveth  him  also  that  is  begotten  of  him. 

2  By  this  we  know  that  we  love  the  children  of  Gk)d, 
when  we  love  God,  and  keep  his  commandments. 

8  For  this  is  the  love  of  €rod,  that  we  keep  his  command- 
ments: and  his  commandments  are  not  grievous. 

4  For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God  overcometh  the  world: 
and  this  is  the  victory  that  overcoraeth  the  world,  even  our 
faith. 

5  Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world,  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ? 

6  This  is  he  that  came  by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus 
Christ;  not  by  water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood.  And 
it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness,  because  the  Spirit  is 
truth. 

7  For  there  are  three  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the 
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8  Spirit  is  the  truth.  For  there  are  three  who  bear  wit- 
ness, the  Spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the  blood :  and  the 

9  three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the  witness  of  men, 
the  witness  of  God  is  greater:  for  the  witness  of  God  is 
this,  that  he  hath  borne  witness  concerning  his  Son. 

10  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the  witness 
in  him:  he  that  believeth  not  Gk)d  hath  made  him  a  liar; 
because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the  witness  that  God 

11  hath  borne  concerning  his  Son.  And  the  witness  is 
this,  that  Gk)d  gave  unto  us  eternal  life,  and  this  life  is 

19  in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  the  life;  he  that 
hath  not  the  Son  of  God  hath  not  the  life. 

18  These  things  have  I  written  unto  you,  that  ye  may 
know  that  ye  have  eternal  life,  ttm  unto  you  that  be- 

14  lieve  on  the  name  of  the  Son  of  God.  And  this  is  the 
boldness  which  we  have  toward  him,  that,  if  we  ask 

15  anything  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth.us:  and  if 
we  know  that  he  heareth  us  whatsoever  we  ask,  we 
know  that  we  have  the  petitions  which  we  have  asked 

IB  of  him.  If  any  man  see  his  brother  sinning  a  sin  not 
unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  Qod  will  give  him  life  for 
them  that  sin  not  unto  death.  There  is  a  sin  unto 
deatli:  not  concerning  this  do  I  sa^  that  he  should  make 

17  request.  Ail  unrighteousness  is  sin:  and  thei-e  ia  a  sin 
not  unto  death. 

18  We  know  that  whosoever  is  begotten  of  God  sinneth 
not;  but  he  that  was  begotten  of  God  keepeth  him,  and 

19  the  evil  one  toucheth  him  not.  We  know  that  we 
are  of  God,  and  the  whole  world  lieth  in  the  evil  one. 

20  And  we  know  that  the  Son  of  God  is  come,  and  hath 
given  us  an  understanding,  that  we  know  him  that  ia 
true,  and  we  are  in  him  that  is  true,  eve^  in  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ.     This  is  the  true  God,  and  eternal  life, 

21  My  little  children,  guard  yourselves  from  idols. 
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Father,  the  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost:  and  these  three  are 
one. 

8  And  there  are  three  that  bear  witness  in  earth,  the 
spirit,  and  the  water^  and  the  blood:  and  these  three  agree 
in  one. 

9  If  we  receive  the  witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  ii 
greater*  for  this  is  the  witness  of  God  which  he  hath  testi- 
fied of  his  Son. 

10  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the  witness 
in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God  hath  made  him  a 
liar;  because  he  believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of 
iiis  Son. 

11  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath  given  to  us 
eternal  life,  and  this  life  is  in  his  Son. 

12  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life;  and  he  that  hath  not 
the  Son  of  God  hath  not  life. 

13  These  things  have  I  written  nnto  you  that  believe  on 
the  name  of  the  Son  of  God ;  that  ye  may  know  that  ye 
have  eternal  life,  and  that  ye  may  believe  on  the  name  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

14  And  this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that, 
if  we  ask  any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth  us: 

15  And  if  we  know  that  he  hear  us,  whatsoever  we  ask, 
we  know  that  we  have  the  petitions  that  we  desired  of  him. 

16  If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin  which  is  not  unto 
death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  for  them  that 
sin  not  unto  death.  There  is  a  sin  unto  death :  I  do  not  say 
that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 

17  All  unrighteousness  is  sin:  and  there  is  a  sin  not  unto 
death. 

18  We  know  that  whosoever  is  bom  of  God  sinneth  not; 
but  he  that  is  begotten  of  God  keepeth  himself,  and  that 
wicked  one  toucheth  him  not. 

19  And  we  know  that  we  are  of  God,  and  the  whole 
world  lieth  \n  wickedness. 

20  And  we  know  that  the  Son  of  God  is  come,  and  hath 
given  us  an  understanding,  that  we  may  know  him  that  is 
true,  and  we  are  in  him  that  is  true,  eten  in  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ.    This  is  the  true  God,  and  eternal  life. 

21  Little  children,  keep  yourselves  from  idols.    Amen. 
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1  The  elder  unto  the  elect  lady  and  her  children,  -whom 
I  love  in  Irutii;  and  not  I  oqly,  bi^  also  all  they  Uiat 

2  know  the  truth;  for  the  truth's  6ake¥diich  abideHi  ia 
8  us,  and  it  &hail  be  with  us  for  ever :  Grace,  mercy, 

peace  shall  be  with  us,  from  God  the  Father,  and  from 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Father,  in  truth  and  love. 

4  I  rejoice  greatly  that  I  have  found  eertmn  of  thy 
cMldren  wajking  in  truth,  even  as  we  received  com- 

5  mandment  from  the  Father.  And  now  I  beseech  Ihee, 
lady,  not  a»  though  I  wrote  to  thee  a  new  command- 
ment, but  that  which  we  h:id  from  the  beginning,  tliat 

6  we  love  one  another.  And  this  is  love,  that  we  slwuld 
walk  after  his  commandments.  This  is  the  command- 
ment, even  as  ye  heard  from  the  beginning  that  ye 

7  should  walk  in  it.  For  many  deceivers  are  gone  forti^ 
into  the  world,  even-  they  that  confess  »ot  that  Jesus 
Christ  Cometh  in  the  flesh.    Tliis  is  tiie  deceiver  and 

8  the  antichrist.  Look  to  youiselves,  that  ye  lose  not  the 
things  which  we  have  wrought,  but  that  ye  receive  a 

9  full  reward.  Whosoever  go&i  onward  and  abideth  not 
in  the  teaching  of  Christ,  hath  not  God:  he  that  abidetb 
in  the  teaching,  the  same  hath  both  the  Father  and  the 

XQ^  Son.  If  any  one  cometh.  unto  you,  and  brin^th  not 
this  teaching,  receive  him  not  into  y<w»' house,  and  give 

W  him  no  greeting:  for  he  that  giveth  him  greeting  par- 
taketh  in  his  evil  w(»'ks. 

13  Having  naany  thipgs  to  write  unto  you,  I  would  not 
write  them  with  paper  and  ink :  but  1  hope  to  come  unto 
YOU,  and  to  speak  face  to  face,  that  your  joy  may  be 

13  fulfilled.    The  children  of  thihe  elect  iwstcr  salute  thee. 
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1  He  exhorteth  a  certain  honourable  matron,  with  her  children,  to 
persevere  in  Christian  love  and  belief,  8  lest  they  lose  the  reward 
of  their,  former  profession:  10  and  to  have  npthan^  to  do  with 
those  seducers  that  bring  not  the  true  doctrine  of  Chriit  Jesus. 

THE  elder  unto  the  elect  lady  and  her  children,  whom  I 
lo\re  in  the  truth;  and  not  I  only,  but  also  all  they 
that  have  known  the  truth; 

2  For  the  truth's  sake,  which  dwelleth  in  us,  and  shall 
be  with  us  for  ever. 

8  Grace  be  with  you,  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the 
Father,  and  from  the  Loid  Je3us  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 
Father,  in  truth  and  love. 

4  I  rejoiced  greatly  that  I  found  of  thy  children  walking 
in  truth,  as  we  have  received  a  commandment  from  the 
Father. 

5  And  now  I  beseech  thee,  lady,  not  as  though  I  wrote 
a  new  commandment  unto  thee,  but  that  whidi  we  had 
from  the  beginning,  that  we  love  one  another. 

6  And  this  is  love,  that  we  walk  after  his  command- 
ments. This  is  the  commandment,  Tliat,  as  ye  have  heard 
from  the  beginning,  ye  should  walk  in  it. 

7  For  many  deceivers  are  entered  into  the  world,  who 
confess  not  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh.  This  is 
a  deceiver  and  an  antichrist. 

8  Look  to  yourselves,  tlwit  we  lose  not  those  things  which 
we  have  wrought,  but  that  we  receive  a  full  reward. 

9  Whosoever  transgresseth,  and  abideth  not  in  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  hath  not  God.  He  that  abideth  in  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Father  and  the  Son. 

10  If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  doc- 
trine, receive  him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  God 
speed : 

11  For  he  that  biddeth  him  God  speed  is  partaker  of  his 
evil  deeds. 

12  Having  many  things  to  write  unto  you,  I  would  not 
torefewith  paper  and  ink:  but  I  trust  to  come  unto  you, 
and  speak  face  to  face,  that  our  joy  may  be  full. 

13  The  children  of  thy  elect  sister  greet  thee.     Amen. 
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1      The  elder  unto  Gaius  the  beloved,  whom  I  love  in 

truth. 
t      Beloved,  I  pray  that  in  all  things  thou  mayest  prosper 

3  and  be  in  health,  even  as  thy  soul  prospereth.  For  I 
rejoiced  greatly,  when  brethren  came  and  bare  witness 

4  unto  thy  ti*utb,  even  as  thou  walkest  in  truth.  Greater 
joy  have  I  none  than  this,  to  hear  of  my  children  walk- 
ing in  tbe  truth. 

6  Beloved,  thou  doest  a  faithful  work  in  whatsoever 
thou  doest  toward  them  that  are  brethren  and  strangers 

6  withal;  who  bare  witness  to  thy  love  before  the  church: 
whom  thou  wilt  do  well  to  set  forward  on  their  journey 

7  worthily  of  God:  because  that  for  the  sake  of  the  Name 

8  they  went  forth,  taking  nothing  of  the  Gentiles.  We 
therefore  ought  to  welcome  such,  that  we  maybe  fellow- 
workers  with  the  truth. 

9  I  wrote  somewhat  unto  the  church :  but  Diotrephes, 
who  loveth  to  have  the  preeminence   among   them, 

10  receiveth  us  not.  Therefore,  if  I  come,  I  will  bring 
to  remembrance  his  works  which  he  doeth,  prating 
a^inst  us  with  wicked  words :  and  not  content  there- 
with, neither  doth  he  himself  receive  the  brethren,  and 
them  that  would  he  forbiddeth,  and  casteth  them  out  of 

11  the  church.  Beloved,  imitate  not  that  which  is  evil, 
but  that  which  is  good.     He  that  doeth  good  is  of  God: 

12  he  that  doeth  evil  hath  not  seen  God.  Demetrius  hath 
tbe  witness  of  all  men,  and  of  the  truth  itself:  jea,  we 
also  bear  witness;  and  thou  knowest  that  our  witness  is 
true. 

13  I  had  many  things  to  write  unto  thee,  but  I  am  unwill- 

14  ing  to  write  them  to  thee  with  ink  and  pen:  but  I  hope 
shortly  to  see  thee,  and  we  shall  speak  face  to  face. 
Peace  be  unto  thee.  The  friends  salute  thee.  Salute 
the  friends  by  name. 
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He  commendeth  CkUtu  for  his  piety,  5  and  hospitality  7  to  true 
preachers:  9  complaining  of  the  unkind  dealing  of  ambitious 
Diotrephes  on  the  contrary  side,  11  whose  evil  example  is  not  to  be 
followed:  12  and  giveth  special  testimony  to  the  good  rt^port  of 
Demetrius. 

THE  elder  unto  the  well-beloved  Gaius,  whom  I  love  in 
the  truth. 
2  Beloved.  I  wish  above  all   things  that  thou  mayest 
prosper  and  be  in  health,  even  as  Ihv  soul  prospereth. 

8  For  I  rejoiced  ffreatly,  when  tne  brethren  came  and 
testified  of  the  truth  that  is  in  thee,  even  as  thou  walkest 
in  the  truth. 

4  I  have  no  greater  joy  than  to  hear  that  my  children 
walk  in  truth. 

5  Beloved,  thou  doest  faithfully  whatsoever  thou  docst  to 
the  brethren,  and  to  strangers; 

6  Which  have  borne  witness  of  thy  charity  before  the 
church :  whom  if  thou  bring  forward  on  their  journey  after 
a  godly  sort,  thou  shalt  do  well: 

7  Because  that  for  his  name's  sake  they  went  forth,  tak- 
ing nothing  of  the  Gentiles. 

B  We  therefore  ought  to  receive  such,  that  we  might  be 
fellowhelpers  to  the  truth. 

9  I  wrote  unto  the  church:  but  Diotrephes,  who  loveth 
to  have  the  preeminence  among  them,  receiveth  us  not. 

10  Wherefore,  if  I  come,  I  will  remember  his  deeds 
which  he  doeth,  prating  against  us  with  malicious  words: 
and  not  content  therewith,  neither  doth  he  himself  receive  ~ 
the  brethren,  and  forbiddeth  them  that  would,  and  casteth 
them  out  of  the  church. 

11  Beloved,  follow  not  that  which  is  evil,  but  that  which 
is  good.  He  that  doeth  good  is  of  God :  but  he  that  doeth 
evil  hath  not  seen  God. 

12  Demetrius  hath  good  report  of  all  m«n,  and  of  the 
truth  itself:  yea,  and  we  aUo  bear  record;  and  ye  know 
that  our  record  is  true. 

13  I  had  many  things  to  write,  but  I  will  not  with  ink 
and  pen  write  unto  thee: 

14  But  I  trust  I  shall  shortly  see  thee,  and  we  shall  speak 
face  to  face.  Peace  be  to  thee.  Our  friends  salute  thee. 
Greet  the  friends  by  name. 
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1  Judas,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  brother  of 
James,  to  them  that  are  called,  beloved  in  God  the 

2  Father,  and  kept  for  Jesus  Christ :  Mercy  unto  you  and 
peace  and  love  be  multiplied. 

3  Beloved,  while  I  was  giving  all  diligence  to  write 
unto  you  of  our  common  salvation,  I  was  constrained 
to  write  unto  you  exhorting  you  to  contend  earnestly 
for  the  faith  which  was  once  for  all  delivered  unto  the 

4  saints.  For  there  are  certain  men  crept  in  privily,  eten- 
they  who  were  of  old  set  forth  unto  this  condemnation, 
un^o<ily  men,  turning  the  grace  of  our  God  into  las- 
civiousness,  and  denying  our  only  Master  and  Lord, 
Jesus  Christ. 

5  Now  I  desire  to  put  you  in  remeiiibraii<!e^  though  yo 
know  all  things  once  for  all,  how  that  the  Lord,  hiivine 
saved  a  people  out  of  the   hiud  uf  Egypt,  afterwani 

6  destroyed  them  that  belie vi^d  uot.  And  aogcla  which 
kept  not  their  own  principitlity,  but  left  their  proper 
habitation,  he  hath  kept  in  Gverlasling  bonds  uiidei' 

7  darkness  unto  the  judgement  of  the  ^reat  day.  Even 
as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and  the  cities  about  them, 
having  in  like  mimner  with  tlie!?e  given  ihemaelvea  over 
to  fornication,  and  gone  after  i^tiange  flash,  are  aet  forth 
as  an  example,  suffering  the  puiiisijment  of  eternal  fire. 

8  Yet  in  like  manner  these  tkho  hi  their  dream inga  defile 
the  flesh,  and  set  at  nought  ilominion,  imd  rail  at  digni- 

9  ties.  But  Michael  the  archantiel,  when  contending  with 
the  devil  he  disputed  about  i.lic  body  of  Moaes*  dui^t 
not  bring  against  him  a  railing  judgement,  but  said, 
The  Lord  rebuke  thee.     But  ths^se  rail  at  whatsoever 

hings  they  know  not :  and  iv  hat  they  understand  nnla- 
illy,  like  the  creatures  will mut  rea*«OB,  hi  these  tliiiig!^ 
e  they  destroyed.     Woe  nrjiu  Lb  em!  for  ihey  went  m 
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He  exhorteth  them  to  be  constant  in  the  vrofession  of  the  faith.  \ 
False  teachers  are  crept  in  to  seduce  them:  for  whose  damnable 
doctrine  and  manners  horrible  punishment  is  prepared:  ^whereas 
the  godly,  by  the  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  aim  prayers  to  Qod, 
may  persevere^  and  grow  in  grace,  and  keep  themaelves,  and 
recover  others  out  of  the  snares  of  those  deceivers, 

JUDE,  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  brother  of  James, 
to  them  that  are  sanctified  by  God  the  Father,  and  pre- 
served in  Jesus  Christ,  and  called; 

2  Mercy  unto  you,  and  peace,  and  love,  be  multiplied. 

3  Beloved,  when  I  gave  all  diligence  to  write  unto  you 
of  tlie  common  salvation,  it  was  needful  for  me  to  write 
unto  you,  and  exhort  you  that  ye  should  earnestly  contend 
for  the  faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto  the  saints. 

4  For  there  are  certain  men  crept  in  unawares,  who  were 
before  of  old  ordained  to  this  condemnation,  ungodly  men, 
turning  the  grace  of  our  God  into  lasciviousness,  and  deny- 
ing the  only  Lord  God,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

5  I  will  therefore  put  you  in  remembrance,  thouffh  ye 
once  knew  this,  how  that  the  Lord,  having  saved  the 
people  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  afterward  destroyed  them 
that  believed  not. 

6  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but 
left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting 
chains  under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

7  Even  as  Sodom  and  Gomorrha,  and  the  cities  about 
them  in  like  manner,  giving  themselves  over  to  fornication, 
and  going  after  strange  flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example, 
suffering  the  vengeance  of  eternal  fire. 

8  Likewise  also  these  JUthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh,  de- 
spise dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities. 

9  Yet  Michael  the  archangel,  when  contending  with  the 
devil  he  disputed  about  the  body  of  Moses,  durst  not  bring 
against  him  a  railing  accusation,  but  said.  The  Lord  rebuke 
thee. 

.  10  But  these  speak  evil  of  those  things  which  they  know 
not:  but  what  they  know  naturally,  as  brute  beasts,  in 
those  things  they  corrupt  themselves. 

11  Woe  unto  them!  for  they  have  gone  in  the  way  of 
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the  way  of  Cain,  and  ran  riotously  in  the  enor  of 
Balaam  for  hire,  and  perished  in  the  gainsajring  of 

12  Korah.  These  are  they  who  are  hidden  rocks  in  your 
love-feasts  when  they  feast  with  you,  shepherds  that 
without  fear  feed  tliemselves;  clouds  without  water, 
carried  along  by  winds;   autumn  trees  without  fruit, 

13  twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the  roots;  wild  waves  of  the 
sea,  foaming  out  their  own  shame;  wandering  stars,  for 
whom  the  blackness  of  darkness  hath  been  reserved  for 

14  ever.  And  to  these  also  Enoch,  the  seventh  from  Adam, 
prophesied,  saying,  Behold,  the  Lord  came  with  ten 

15  thousands  of  his  holy  ones,  to  execute  judgement  upon 
all,  and  to  convict  all  the  ungodly  of  all  their  works  of 
ungodliness  which  they  have  ungodly  wrought,  and  of 
all  the  hard  things  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken 

16  against  him.  These  are  murmurers,  complaiuers,  w«lk- 
ing  after  their  lusts  (and  their  mouth  speaketh  great 
swelling  words),  shewing  respect  of  persons  for  the  sake 
of  advantage. 

17  But  ye,  beloved,  remember  ye  the  words  which  have 
been  spoken  before  by  the  apostles  of  our  Lord  Jesus 

18  Christ;  how  that  they  said  to  you,  In  the  last  time  there 
shall  be  mockers,  walking  after  their  own  ungodly  lusts. 

19  These  are  they  who  make  separations,  sensual,  having 

20  not  the  Spirit.  But  ye,  beloved,  building  up  yourselves 
on  your  most  holy  faith,  praying  in  the  Holy  Spirit, 

21  keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God,  looking  for  the 

22  mercy  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  unto  eternal  life.     And 

23  on  some  have  mercy,  who  are  in  doubt;  and  some  save, 
snatching  them  out  of  the  fire;  and  on  some  have  mercy 
with  fear;  hating  even  the  garment  spotted  by  the  flesh. 

24  Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  guard  you  from  stum- 
bling, and  to  set  you  before  the  presence  of  his  glory 

25  without  blemish  in  exceeding  joy,  to  the  only  God  our 
Saviour,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  he  glory,  maj- 
esty, dominion  and  power,  before  all  time,  and  now, 
and  for  evermore.    Amen. 
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^ain,  and  ran  greedily  after  the  error  of  Balaam  for  reward, 
and  perished  in  the  gainsaying  of  Core, 

12  These  are  spots  in  your  feasts  of  charity,  when  they 
feast  with  you,  feeding  themselves  without  fear:  clouas 
tlwy  are  without  water,  earned  about  of  winds;  trees  whose 
fruit  withereth,  without  fruit,  twice  dead,  plucked  up  by 
the  roots; 

13  Raging  waves  of  the  sea,  foaming  out  their  own 
shame;  wandering  stars,  to  whom  is  reserved  the  blackness 
of  darkness  for  ever. 

14  And  Enoch  also,  the  seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied 
of  these,  saying.  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thou- 
sands of  his  samts, 

15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and  to  convince  all 
that  are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  ungodl}^  deeds 
whidi  thev  have  ungodl}^  committed,  and  of  all  their  hard 
speemes  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 

16  These  are  murmurers,  complainers,  walking  after 
their  own  lusts ;  and  their  mouth  speaketh  great  swelling 
tDords,  having  men's  persons  in  admiration  because  of 
advantage. 

17  But,  beloved,  remember  ye  the  words  which  were 
spoken  before  of  the  apostles  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 

18  How  that  they  told  you  there  should  be  mockers  in 
the  last  time,  who  should  walk  after  their  own  ungodly 
lusts. 

19  These  be  they  who  separate  themselves,  sensual,  hav- 
ing not  the  Spirit. 

20  But  ye,  beloved,  building  up  yourselves  on  your  most 
holy  faith,  praying  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 

21  Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God,  looking  for  the 
mercy  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  unto  eternal  life. 

22  And  of  some  have  compassion,  making  a  difference: 
28  And  others  save  with  fcL/,  pulling  them  out  of  tJie 

fire;  hating  even  the  garment  spotted  by  th'e  flesh. 

24  Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling, 
and  to  present  you  faultless  before  the  presence  of  his  glory 
with  exceeding  joy, 

26  To  the  only  wise  God  our  Saviour,  be  glory  and  ma- 
jesty, dominion  and  power,  both  now  and  ever.    Amen. 
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1  The  Revelation  of  Jesns  Christ,  which  God  ^ave 
him  to  shew  unto  his  servants,  even  the  things  ii^ich 
must  shortly  come  to  pass :  and  he  sent  and  signified  ii 

2  by  his  angel  unto  his  servant  John ;  who  bare  witness 
of  the  word  of  God,  and  of  the  testimony  of  Jesus 

8  Christ,  et?e;i  of  all  things  that  he  saw.  Blessed  is  he 
that  readeth,  and  they  that  hear  the  words  of  the 
prophecy,  and  keep  the  things  which  are  written  there- 
in :  for  the  time  is  at  hand. 

4  John  to  the  seven  churches  which  are  in  Asia:  Grace 
to  you  and  peace,  from  him  which  is  and  which  was 
and  which  is  to  come ;  and  from  the  seven  Spirits  which 

5  are  before  his  throne;  and  from  Jesus  Christ,  w/io  is  the 
faithful  witness,  the  firstborn  of  the  dead,  and  the  ruler 
of  the  kings  of  the  earth.     Unto  him  that  loveth  us, 

6  and  loosed  us  from  our  sins  by  his  blood;  and  be  made 
ns  to  be  &  kingdom,  to  be  priests  unto  his  God  and 
Father;  to  him  &  the  glory  and  the  dominion  for  ever 

7  and  ever.  Amen.  Behold,  he  cometh  with  the  clouds; 
and  evenr  eye  shall  see  him,  and  they  which  pierced 
him;  and  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth  snail  mourn  over 
him.    Even  so,  Amen. 

8  I  am  the  Alplia  and  the  Omega,  saith  the  Lord  God, 
which  is  and  which  was  and  wjiich  is  to  come,  the 
Almighty. 

9  I  John,  your  brother  and  partaker  with  you  in  the 
tribulation   and  kingdom,  and  patience  whicJi  are  in  • 
Jesus,  was  in  the  isle  that  is  called  Patmos,  for  the 

10  word  of  God  and  the  testimony  of  Jesus.     I  was  in  the 

Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  I  heard  behind  me  a  great 

voice,  as  of  a  trumpet  saying,  What  thou  seest,  write  in 

book,  and  send  it  to  the  seven  churches;  unto  Ephe- 
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CHAPTER  I. 

4  John  writeih  his  reveUition  to  the  seven  churdiesofAsia,  signified 
by  the  seven  golden  candlesticks.  7  The  coming  of  Christ,  14  His 
glorious  power  and  majesty. 

THE  Revelation  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  God  ^ve  unto 
him,  to  shew  unto  his  servants  things  which  must 
shortly  come  to  pass ;  and  he  sent  and  signified  it  oy  his 
angel  unto  his  servant  John  : 

2  Who  bare  record  of  the  word  of  God,  and  of  the  testi- 
mony of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of  all  things  that  he  saw. 

3  Blessed  in  he  that  readeth,  and  tliey  that  hear  tlie 
words  of  this  prophecy,  and  keep  those  things  which  are 
written  therein :  for  the  time  is  at  hand. 

4T"0HN  to  the  seven  churches  which  are  in  Asia: 
t)    Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  him  which  is, 
and  which  was,  and  which  is  to  come;  and  from  the  seven 
Spirits  which  are  before  his  throne; 

5  And  from  Jesus  Christ,  wTm  is  the  faithful  witness, 
and  the  first  begotten  of  the  dead,  and  the  prince  of  the 
kings  of  the  earth.  Unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed 
us  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood, 

6  And  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  his 
Father;  to  him  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

7  Behold,  he  cometh  with  clouds;  and  every  eye  shall 
see  him,  and  they  also  which  pierced  him:  and  all  kin- 
dreds of  the  earth  shall  wail  because  of  him.  Even  so, 
Ameji. 

8  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  ending, 
saith  the  Lord,  which  is,  and  which  was,  and  which  is  to 
come,  the  Almighty. 

9  I  John,  who  also  am  your  brother,  and  companion  in 
tribulation,  and  in  the  kingdom  and  patience  of  Jesus 
Christ,  was  in  the  isle  that  is  called  Patmos,  for  the  word 
of  God,  and  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ. 

10  I  was  in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  heard 
behind  me  a  great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet, 

11  Saying,  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  first  and  the 
last,  and.  What  thou  seest,  write  in  a  book,  and  send  li 
unto  the  seven  churches  which  are  in  Asia;  unto  Ephesus, 
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sus,  and  unto  Smyrna,  and  unto  Per^mum,  and  unto 

Thyatira,  and  unto  Sardis,  and  unto  JPhiladelphia,  and 

13  unto  Laodicea.     And  I  turned  to  see  the  voice  which 

spak   with  me.    And  having  turned  I  saw  seven  golden 

13  candlesticks;  and  in  the  midst  of  the  candlesticks  one 
like  unto  a  son  of  man,  clothed  with  a  garment  down  to 
the  foot,  and  girt  about  at  the  breasts  with  a  golden 

14  girdle.  And  his  head  and  his  hair  were  white  as  white 
wool,  wAiYe  as  snow;  and  his  eyes  were  as  aflame  of 

15  fire;  and  his  feet  like  unto  burnished  brass,  as  if  it  had 
been  refined  in  a  furnace;  and  his  voice  as  the  voice  of 

16  many  waters.  And  he  had  in  his  right  hand  seven 
stars:  and  out  of  his  mouth  proceeded  a  sharp  two- edged 
sword:  and  his  countenance  was  as  the  sun  shineth  in 

17  his  strength.  And  when  I  saw  him,  I  fell  at  his  feet  as 
one  dead.  And  he  laid  his  right  hand  upon  me,  say- 
ing. Fear  not;  I  am  the  first  and  the  last,  and  the  Liv- 

18  ing  one;  and  I  was  dead,  and  behold,  I  am  alive  forever- 
more,  and  I  have  the  keys  of   death  and  of   Hades. 

19  Write  therefore  the  things  which  thou  sawest,  and  the 
things  which  are,  and  the  things  which  shall  come  to 

20  pass  hereafter;  the  mystery  of  the  seven  stars  which 
thou  sawest  in  my  right  hand,  and  the  seven  golden 
candlesticks.  The  seven  stars  are  the  angels  of  the 
seven  churches:  and  the  seven  candlesticks  are  seven 
churches. 


2      To  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Ephesus  write; 

These  things  saith  he  that  holaeth  the  seven  stars  in 
his  right  hand,  he  thtitwalketh  in  the  midst  of  the  seven 
2  golden  candlesticks:  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  toil 
and  patience,  and  that  thou  canst  not  bear  evil  men,  and 
didst  try  them  which  call  themselves  apostles,  and  they 
8  are  not,  and  didst  find  them  false;  and  thou  hast  pa- 
tience and  didst  bear  for  my  name's  sake,  and  hast  not 

4  grown  weary.     But  I  have  this  against  thee,  that  thou 

5  didst  leave  thy  first  love.  Remember  therefore  from 
whence  thou  art  fallen,  and  repent,  and  do  the  first 
works;  or  else  I  come  to  thee,  and  will  move  thy  candle- 
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and  unto  Smyrna,  and  unto  Pergamos,  and  unto  Thyatira, 
and  unto  Sardis,  and  unto  Pbilaoelphia,  and  unto  Laodicea. 

12  iCnd  I  turned  to  see  the  voice  that  spake  with  me. 
And  being  turned,  I  saw  seven  golden  candlesticks; 

13  And  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  candlesticks  one  like 
unto  the  Son  of  man,  clothed  with  a  garment  down  to  the 
foot,  and  girt  about  the  paps  with  a  golden  girdle. 

14  His  head  and  his  hairs  were  white  like  wool,  as  white 
as  snow;  and  his  eyes  wei'e  as  a  flame  of  fire; 

15  And  his  feet  like  unto  fine  brass,  as  if  they  burned  in 
a  furnace;  and  his  voice  as  the  sound  of  many  waters. 

16  And  he  had  in  his  right  hand  seven  stars:  and  out  of 
his  mouth  went  a  sharp  two-edged  sword :  and  his  counte- 
nance wai  as  the  sun  shineth  in  his  strength. 

17  And  when  I  saw  him,  I  fell  at  his  feet  as  dead.  And 
he  laid  his  right  hand  upon  me,  saying  unto  me,  Fear  not; 
I  am  the  first  and  the  last: 

18  lam  he  that  liveth,  and  was  dead;  and,  behold,  I  am 
alive  for  evermore,  Amen;  and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and 
of  death. 

19  "Write  the  things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  the  things 
which  are,  and  the  things  which  shall  be  hereafter; 

30  The  mystery  of  the  seven  stars  which  thou  sawest  in 
my  right  hand,  and  the  seven  golden  candlesticks.  The 
seven  stars  are  the  angels  of  the  seven  churches:  and  the 
seven  candlesticks  which  thou  sawest  are  the  seven 
churches. 

CHAPTER  II. 

What  18  commanded  to  be  written  to  the  angels,  that  ta,  the  minis- 
ters of  the  churches  of  1  Ephesus,  8  Smyrna,  12  Pergamos,  18  Thy- 
atira: and  what  is  commended,  or  found  wanting  in  them. 

"TTNTO  the  angel  of  the  church  of  Ephesus  write;  These 
VJ    things  saith  he  that  holdeth  the  seven  stars  in  his 
right  hand,  who  walketh  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  golden 
candlesticks; 

2  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  labour,  and  thy  patience, 
and  how  thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are  evil :  and 
thou  hast  tried  them  which  say  they  are  apostles,  and  are 
not,  and  hast  found  them  liars : 

3  And  hast  borne,  and  hast  patience,  and  for  my  name's 
sake  hast  laboured,  and  hast  not  fainted. 

4  Nevertheless  I  have  somewhat  against  thee,  because 
thou  hast  left  thy  first  love. 

5  Remember  therefore  from  whence  thou  art  fallen,  and 
repent,  and  do  the  first  works;  or  else  I  will  come  unto 
thee  quickly,  and  will  remove  thy  candlestick  out  of  his 
place,  except  thou  repent. 
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6  stick  out  of  its  place,  except  tliou  repent.  But  tkis  thou 
iiast,  that  thou  hatest  the  works  of  the  Nicolaitaos,  which 

7  I  also  hate.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the 
Spirit  saith  to  the  churches.  To  him  that  overcometh, 
to  him  will  1  give  to  eat  of  the  tree  of  life,  which  \&  ia 
the  Paradise  of  God. 

8  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Smyrna  write; 
These  things  saith  the  first  and  the  last,  which  was 

9  dead,  and  lived  (tgaia;  I  know  thy  tribulation,  and  thy 
poverty  (but  thou  art  rich),  and  the  blasphemy  of  them 
which  say  they  are  Jews,  and  they  are  not,  but  are  a 

10  synagogue  of  Satan.  Fear  not  the  things  which  thou 
art  about  to  suffer ;  behold,  the  devil  is  about  to  cast 
some  of  you  into  prison,  tbat  ye  may  be  tried;  and  ye 
shall  have  tribulation  ten  days.    Be  thou  faithful  unto 

11  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  the  crown  of  life.  He  that 
hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches.  He  that  overcometh  shall  not  be  hurt  of  the 
second  death. 

12  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Pergamum  write; 
These  things  saith  he  that  hath  the  ^arp  two-edged 

13  sword:  I  know  where  thou  dwelleet,  ewn  where  Satan's 
throne  is :  and  thou  boldest  fast  my  name,  and  didst  not 
deny  my  faith,  even  in  the  days  of  Antipas  my  witness, 
my  faithful   one,  who  was  Mlled  among  you,  where 

14  Satan  dwelleth.  But  I  have  a  few  things  against  thee, 
because  thou  hast  there  some  that  hold  the  teaching  of 
Balaam,  who  taught  Balak  to  cast  a  stumblingblock 
before  the  children  of  Israel,  to  eat  things  sacrificed  to 

16  idols,  and  to  commit  fornication.  So  hast  thou  also 
some  that  hold  the  teaching  of  the  Nicolaitans  in  like 

16  manner.  Repent  therefore;  or  else  I  come  to  thee 
quickly,  and  I  will  make  war  against  them  with  the 

17  sword  of  my  mouth.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear 
what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the  churches.  To  him  that 
overcometh,  to  him  will  I  give  of  the  hidden  manna, 
and  I  will  give  him  a  white  stone,  and  upon  the  stone  a 
new  name  written,  which  no  one  knoweth  but  he  that 
receiveth  it. 

18  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Thyatira  write; 
These  things  saith  the  Son  of  God,  who  hath  his  eyes 
like  a  flame  of  fire,  and  his  feet  are  like  unto  burnished 

19  brass:  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  love  and  faith  and 
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6  Bat  this  thou  hast,  that  thou  hatcst  the  deeds  of  the 
Nicolaitanes,  which  I  also  hate. 

7  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches;  To  him  that  overcometh  will  I  give  to 
eat  of  the  tree  of  Kfe,  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  paradise 
of  God. 

8  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Smyrna  wjite; 
These  things  saith  the  first  and  the  last,  which  was  dead, 
and  is  alive ; 

9  I  know  thy  works,  and  tribulation,  and  poverty,  (but 
thou  art  rich)  and  Iknaw  the  blasphemy  of  them  which 
say  they  are  Jews,  and  are  not,  but  are  the  synagogue  of 
Satan. 

10  Fear  none  of  those  tilings  which  thou  shalt  suffer: 
behold,  the  devil  shall  cast  some  of  you  into  prison,  that  ye 
may  be  tried;  and  ye  shall  have  tribulation  ten  days:  be 
thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of 
life. 

11  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit 
saith  unto  the  churches;  He  that  overcometh  shall  not  be 
hurt  of  the  second  death. 

12  And  to  the  angel  of  the  chiu*ch  in  Pergamos  write; 
These  things  saith  he  which  hath  the  sharp  sword  with  two 
edges; 

13  I  know  thy  works,  and  where  thou  dwellest,  even 
where  Satan's  seat  w;  and  thou  boldest  fast  my  name,  and 
hast  not  denied  my  faith,  even  in  those  days  wherein 
Antipas  was  my  faithful  martyr,  who  was  slain  among 
you,  where  Satan  dwelleth. 

14  But  I  have  a  few  things  against  thee,  because  thou 
hast  there  them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  Balaam,  who 
taught  Balac  to  cast  a  stumblingblock  before  the  children 
of  Israel,  to  eat  things  sacrificed  unto  idols,  and  to  commit 
fornication. 

15  So  hiist  thou  also  them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  the 
Nicolaitanes,  which  thing  I  hate. 

16  Repent;  or  else  I  will  come  unto  thee  quickly,  and 
will  fi^ht  against  them  with  the  sword  of  my  mouth. 

17  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit 
saith  unto  the  churches;  To  him  that  overcometh  will  I 
give  to  eat  of  the  hidden  manna,  and  will  give  him  a  white 
stone,  and  in  the  stone  a  new  name  written,  which  no  man 
knoweth  saving  he  that  receiveth  it. 

18  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Thyatira  write; 
These  things  saith  the  Son  of  God,  who  hath  his  eyes  hke 
unto  aflame  of  fire,  and  his  feet  are  like  fine  brass; 

19  I  know  thy  works,  and  charity,  and  service,  and 
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ministry  and  patience,  and  that  thy  last  works  are  more 

20  than  the  first.  But  I  have  tkU  against  thee,  that  thou 
sufiPerest  the  woman  Jezebel,  which  calleth  herself  a 
prophetess;  and  she  teacheth  and  seduceth  my  servants 
to  commit  fornication,  and  to  eat  things  sacrificed  to 

21  idols.    And  I  gave  her  time  that  she  should  repent;  and 

22  she  Willeth  not  to  repent  of  her  fornication.  Behold,  I 
do  cast  her  into  a  bed,  and  them  that  commit  adultery 
with  her  into  great  tribulation,  except  they  repent  of 

23  her  works.  And  I  will  kill  her  children  with  death; 
and  all  the  churches  shall  know  that  I  am  he  which 
searcheth  the  reins  and  hearts:  and  I  will  give  unto 

24  each  one  of  you  according  to  your  works.  But  to  you 
I  say,  to  the  rest  that  are  in  Thyatira,  as  many  as  have 
not  this  teaching,  which  know  not  the  deep  things  of 
Satan,  as  they  say;  I  cast  upon  you  none  other  burden. 

25  Howbeit  that  which  ye  have,  hold  fast  till  I  come. 

26  And  he  that  overcometh,  and  he  that  keepeth  my  works 
unto  the  end,  to  him  will  I  give  authority  over  the 

27  nations:  and  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron,  as 
the  vessels  of  the  potter  are  broken  to  shivers;  as  I  also 

28  have  received  of  my  Father:  and  I  will  give  him  the 

29  morning  star.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what 
the  Spirit  salth  to  the  churches. 


3      And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Sardis  write; 

These  things  saith  he  that  hath  the  seven  Spirits  of 
God,  and  the  seven  stars:  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou 

2  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest,  and  thou  art  dead.  Be 
thou  watchful,  and  stablish  the  things  that  remain, 
which  were  ready  to  die :  for  I  have  found  no  works  of 

8  thine  fulfilled  before  my  God.  Remember  therefore 
how  thou  hast  received  and  didst  hear;  and  keep  tY,  and 
repent.  If  therefore  thou  shalt  not  watch,  I  will  come 
as  a  thief,  and  thou  shalt  not  know  what  hour  I  will 
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faith,  and  thy  patience,  and  thy  works;  and  the  last  to  he 
more  than  the  first. 

20  Notwithstanding  I  have  a  few  thines  against  thee, 
because  thou  sufterest  that  woman  Jezebel,  which  calleth 
herself  a  prophetess,  to  teach  and  to  seduce  my  servants 
to  commit  fornication,  and  to  eat  things  sacrificed  unto 
idols. 

21  And  I  gave  her  space  to  repent  of  her  fornication ; 
and  she  repented  not. 

22  Behold,  I  will  cast  her  into  a  bed,  and  them  that 
commit  adultery  with  her  into  great  tribulation,  except 
they  repent  of  their  deeds. 

23  And  I  will  kill  her  children  with  death;  and  all  the 
churches  shall  know  that  I  am  he  which  searcheth  the 
reins  and  hearts:  and  I  will  give  unto  every  one  of  you 
according  to  your  works. 

24  But  unto  you  I  sav,  and  unto  the  rest  in  Thyatira,  as 
many  as  have  not  this  doctrine,  and  which  have  not  known 
the  depths  of  Satan,  as  they  speak;  I  will  put  upon  you 
none  other  burden. 

25  But  that  which  ye  have  already  hold  fast  till  I  come. 

26  And  he  that  overcometh,  and  keepeth  my  works  uqto 
the  end,  to  him  will  I  give  power  over  the  nations: 

27  And  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  as  the 
vessels  of  a  potter  shall  they  be  broken  to  shivers:  even  as 

1  received  oi  my  Fatiier. 

28  And  I  will  give  him  the  morning  star. 

29  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit 
saith  unto  the  churches. 

CHAPTER  ni. 

2  The  angel  of  the  ehurxih  of  Bardie  ie  renroved,  8  exhorted  to  repent^ 
and  threatened  if  he  do  not  repent.  8  The  angel  of  the  chvrch  of 
Philadelphia  10  is  approved  for  hie  diligence  and  patience.  15 
The  angel  ofLaodieea  rebuked,  for  beingneither  hot  nor  cold,  19 
and  aamonished  to  be  more  zealous.  80  Christ  standeth  at  the 
door  cmd  knodceth. 

AND  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Sardis  write, 
These  things  saith  he  that  hath  the  seven  Spirits  of 
God,  and  the  seven  stars;  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou 
hast  a  name  that  thou  livest,  and  art  dead. 

2  Be  watchful,  and  strengthen  the  things  which  remain, 
that  are  ready  to  die:  for  I  have  not  found  thy  works  per- 
fect before  God. 

8  ReoEiember  therefore  how  thou  hast  received  and  heard, 
and  hold  fast,  and  repent.     If  therefore  thou  shalt  not 
watch,  I  will  come  on  thee  as  a  thief,  and  thou  shalt  not 
know  what  hour  I  will  come  upon  thee. 
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4  come  upon  thee.  But  thou  hast  a  few  names  In  Sardis 
which  did  not  defile  their  garments:  and  they  shall  walk 

5  with  me  in  white;  for  they  are  worthy.     He  that  oygt- 
i^    Cometh  ^all  thus  be  arrayed  in  white  garments;  and  I 

will  in  no  wise  blot  his  name  out  of  the  book  of  life, 
and  I  will  confess  his  name  before  my  Father,  and 

6  before  his  angels.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear 
what  the  Spint  saith  to  the  churches. 

7  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Philadelphia  write; 
These  things  saith  he  that  is  holy,  he  that  is  tnie,  he 

that  hath  the  key  of  David,  he  that  openeth,  and  none 

8  shall  shut,  and  that  shutteth,  and  none  openeth:  I  know 
thy  works  (behold,  I  hare  set  before  thee  a  door  opened, 
which  none  can  shut),  that  thou  hast  a  little  power,  and 
didut  keep  my  word,  and  didst  not  deny  my  name. 

9  Behold,  I  give  of  the  synagogue  of  Satan,  of  them 
which  say  they  are  Jews,  and  they  are  not,  but  do  lie; 
behold,  I  will  make  them  to  come  and  worship  before 

10  thy  feet,  and  to  know  that  I  have  loved  thee.    Because 
,  thou  didst  keep  the  word  of  my  patience,  I  also  will 

keep  thee  from  the  hour  of  trial,  that  liour  whidi  is  to 
come  upon  the  whole  world,  to  try  them  that  dwell 

11  upon  the  earth.     I  come  quickly :  hold  fast  that  which 

12  thou  hast,  that  no  one  take  thjr  crown.  He  that  over- 
cometh,  I  will  make  him  a  pillar  in  the  temple  of  my 
€k)d,  and  he  shall  go  out  thence  no  more:  and  I  will 
write  upon  him  the  name  of  my  God,  and  the  name  of 
the  city  of  my  God,  the  new  Jeinisalem,  which  cometh 
down  out  of  heaven  from  my  God,  and  mine  own  new 

13  name.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spiiit 
saith  to  the  churches. 

14  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Laodicea  write; 
These  things  saith  the  Amen,  the  faithful  and  true 

15  witness,  the  beginning  of  the  creation  of  God:  I  know 
thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot:  I  would 

16  thou  wert  cold  or  hot.  So  because  thou  art  lukewarm, 
and  neither  hot  nor  cold,  I  will  spew  thee  out  of  my 

17  mouth.  Because  thou  sayest,  I  am  rich,  and  have 
gotten  riches,  and  have  need  of  nothing;  and  knowest 
not  that  thou  art  the  wretched  one  and  miserable  and 

18  poor  and  blind  and  naked :  I  counsel  thee  to  buy  of 
me  gold  refined  by  fire,  that  thou  mayc^  become  rich; 
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i  Thou  hast  a  few  names  even  in  Sardis  which  have  not 
defiled  their  garments;  and  they  shall  walk  with  me  in 
white:  for  tliey  are  worthy. 

5  He  that  overcometh,  the  same  ^all  be  clothed  in  white 
raiment;  and  I  will  not  blot  ont  his  name  out  of  the  book 
of  life,  but  I  will  confess  his  name  before  my  Fadier,  and 
before  his  angels. 

6  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saiUi 
unto  the  churches^ 

7  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Philadelphia  write; 
These  things  saith  he  that  is  holy,  lie  that  is  true,  he  that 
hath  the  key  of  David,  he  that  openeth,  and  no  man  shut- 
teth ;  and  shutteth,  and  no  man  openeth ; 

8  I  know  thy  works:  behold,  1  have  set  before  thee  an 
open  door,  ana  no  man  can  shut  it:  for  thou  hast  a  little 
strength,  and  hast  kept  my  word,  and  hast  not  denied  my 
name. 

9  Behold,  I  will  make  them  of  the  synagogue  of  Satan, 
which  say  they  are  Jews,  and  are  not,  but  do  he;  behold.  I 
win  make  them  to  come  and  worship  before  thy  feet,  and 
to  know  tliat  I  have  loved  thee. 

10  Because  thou  hast  kept  the  word  of  my  patience,  I 
also  will  keep  thee  from  tlie  hour  of  temptation,  which 
shall  come  upon  all  the  world,  to  try  them  that  dwell  upon 
the  earth. 

11  Behold,  I  come  quickly:  hold  that  fast  which  thou 
hast,  that  no  man  take  thy  crown. 

12  Him  that  overcometh  will  I  make  a  pillar  in  the  tem- 
ple of  my  God,  and  he  shall  go  no  more  out:  and  I  will 
write  upon  him  the  name  of  my  God,  and  the  name  of  the 
city  of  my  Gk)d,  which  is  new  Jerusalem,  which  cometh 
down  out  of  heaven  from  my  God:  and  /  vM  write  upon 
Mm  my  new  name. 

18  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches. 

14  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  of  the  Laodiceans 
write;  These  things  saith  the  Amen,  the  faithful  and  true 
witness,  the  begin'iiing  of  the  creation  of  God; 

15  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot: 
I  would  thou  wert  cold  or  hot. 

16  So  then  because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and  neither  cold 
nor  hot,  I  will  spue  thee  out  of  my  mouth. 

17  Because  thou  sayest,  I  am  rich,  and  increased  with 
goods,  and  have  need  of  nothing;  and  knowest  not  that 
thou  art  wretched,  and  miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and 
naked: 

18  I  counsel  thee  to  buy  of  me  gold  tried  in  the  fire,  that 
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and  white  giinnent9»  that  thou  mayest  clothe  thyself, 
and  that  the  shame  of  thy  nakedness  be  not  made 
manifest;  and  eyesalve  to  anoint  thine  eyes,  that  thou 

19  mayest  see.    As  many  as  I  love,  I  reprove  and  chasten: 

20  be  /.ealous  therefore,  and  repent.  Behold,  I  stand  at 
the  door  and  knock:  if  any  man  hear  my  voice  and 
open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with 

21  him,  and  he  with  me.  He  that  overcometh,  I  will  give 
to  him  to  sit  down  with  me  in  my  throno.  as  I  also 
overcame,  and  sat  down  witli  my  Father  iu  his  throne. 

22  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
to  the  churches. 


4  After  these  things  I  saw,  and  behold,  a  door  opened 
in  heaven,  and  the  first  voice  which  I  heard,  a  voice  as 
of  a  trumpet  speaking  witli  me,  one  saying,  Come  up 
hither,  ana  I  will  shew  thee  the  things  which  must  come 

2  to  pass  hereafter.  Straightway  I  was  in  the  Spirit:  and 
benold,  there  was  a  throne  set  in  heaven,  and  one  sit- 

8  ting  upon  the  throne;  and  he  that  sat  teas  to  look  upon 
•  like  a  jasper  stone  and  a  sardius:  and  there  was  a  rain- 
bow round  about  the  throne,  like  an  emerald  to  look 

4  upon.  And  round  about  the  throne  were  four  and 
twenty  thrones:  and  upon  the  thrones  /«aw  four  and 
twenty  elders  sitting,  arrayed  in  white  garments;  and 

5  on  their  heads  crowns  of  gold.  And  out  of  the  throne 
proceed  lightnings  and  voices  and  thunders.  And  there 
were  seven  lamps  of   Sre  burning  l)ef ore  the  throne, 

6  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God;  and  before  the 
throne,  as  it  were  a  glassy  sea  like  unto  crystal ;  and  iu 
the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the  throne, 
four  living  creatures  full  of  eyes  before  and  behind. 

7  And  the  hrst  creature  vom  like  a  lion,  and  the  second 
creature  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  creature  had  a  face  as 
of  a  man,  and  the  fourth  creature  wm  like  a  flying  eagle. 

8  And  the  four  living  creatures,  having  each  one  of  them 
six  wings,  are  full  of  eyes  round  about  and  within :  and 
they  have  no  rest  day  and  night,  saying,  Holy,  holy, 
holy,  M  the  Lord  God,  the  Almighty,  which  was  and 
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thou  mayest  be  rich;  and  white  raiment,  that  thou  mayest 
be  clotlied,  and  that  the  shame  of  tliy  nakedness  do  not  ap- 
pear; and  anoint  thine  eyes  with  eye-salve,  that  thou  may- 
est  see. 

19  As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebuke  and  chasten:  be  zealous 
therefore,  and  repent. 

20  Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door,  and  knock :  if  any  man 
hear  my  voice,  and  open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to  him, 
and  wiij  sup  with  him,  and  he  with  me. 

21  To  him  that  overcometh  will  I  grant  to  sit  with  me  in 
my  throne,  even  as  I  also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with 
my  Father  in  his  throne. 

22  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

2.  John  seeth  tlie  throne  ofOod  in  heaven.  4  The  four  arid  twenty 
elders.  6  The  four  beasts  full  of  eves  before  ana  behind.  10  The 
elders  lay  down  their  croums,  and  worship  him  that  sat  on  the 
throne, 

AFTER  this  I  looked,  and,  behold,  a  door  was  opened 
in  heaven :  and  the  first  voice  which  I  heard  was  as  it 
were  of  a  trumpet  talking  with  me;  which  said.  Come  up 
hither,  and  I  will  shew  thee  things  which  must  be  here- 
after. 

2  And  immediately  I  was  in  the  spirit:  and,  behold,  a 
throne  was  set  in  heaven,  and  one  sat  on  the  throne. 

8  And  he  that  sat  was  to  look  upon  like  a  jasper  and  a 
sardine  stone:  and  th&re  teas  a  rainbow  round  about  the 
throne,  in  sight  like  unto  an  emerald. 

4  And  round  about  the  throne  loere  four  and  twenty 
seats:  and  upon  the  seats  I  saw  four  and  twenty  elders  sit- 
ting, clothed  in  white  raiment;  and  they  had  on  their  heads 
crowns  of  gold. 

5  And  out  of  the  throne  proceeded  lightnings  and  thun- 
derings  and  voices:  and  there  were  seven  lamps  of  fire 
burning  before  the  throne,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of 
God. 

6  And  before  the  throne  th^ere  was  a  sea  of  glass  like  unto 
crystal:  and  in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about 
the  throne,  were  four  beasts  full  of  eyes  before  and  behind. 

7  And  the  fitst  beast  was  like  a  lion,  and  the  second 
beast  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  beast  had  a  face  as  a  man, 
and  the  fourth  beast  was  like  a  flying  eagle. 

8  And  the  four  beasts  had  each  of  them  six  wings  about 
7iim;  and  they  were  full  of  eyes  within:  and  they  rest  not 
day  and  night,  saying.  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  Almigh- 
ty, which  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come. 
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9  which  is  and  which  is  to  come.  And  when  the  living 
creatures  shall  give  glory  and  honour  and  thanks  to  him 
that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  to  him  that  liveth  for  ever 

10  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  elders  shall  fall  down  be- 
fore him  that  sitteth  on  the  thione,  and  shall  worship 
him  that  livetti  for  ever  and  ever,  and  shall  cast  their 

11  crowns  before  the  throne,  saying.  Worthy  art  thou,  our 
Lord  and  our  God,  to  receive  the  glory  and  the  honour 
and  the  power:  for  thou  didst  create  all  things,»and  be- 
cause of  thy  will  they  were,  and  were  created. 


6  And  I  saw  in  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  on  the 
throne  a  book  written  within  and  on  the  back,  close 

2  sealed  with  seven  seals.  And  I  saw  a  strong  angel  pro- 
claiming with  a  great  voice,  Who  is  worthy  to  open  the 

3  book,  and  to  loose  the  seals  thei*eol?  And  no  (me  in 
the  heaven,  or  on  the  earth,  or  under  the  earth,  was 

4  able  to  open  the  book,  or  to  look  thereon.  And  I  wept 
much,  because  no  one  was  found  worthy  to  open  the 

5  book,  or  to  look  thereon :  and  one  of  the  elders  sjuth 
unto  me.  Weep  not:  behold,  the  Lion  ilmJL  is  of  the  tribe 
of  Judah,  the  Root  of  David,  hath  overcome,  to  open 

6  the  book  and  Uie  seven  seals  thereof.  And  I  saw  in  the 
midst  of  the  thi-one  and  of  the  four  living  creatures, 
and  in  the  midst  of  the  elders,  a  Lamb  standing,  as 
though  it  had  been  slain,  having  seven  liorns,  and  seven 
eyes,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God,  sent  fmth  into 

7  aU  the  earth.    And  ho  came,  and  he  taketh  it  out  of  the 

8  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  on  the  throne.  And  when 
he  had  taken  the  book,  Uie  four  living  creatures  and 
the  four  and  twenty  elders  fell  down  before  tlie  Lamb, 
having  each   one  a  harp,  and   golden  bowls  full  of 

9  incense,  whicli  are  the  prayers  of  the  saints.  And  they 
sing  a  new  song,  saying,  Worthy  art  thou  to  take  the 
book,  and  to  open  the  seals  thereof:  for  thou  wast  slain, 
and  didst  purchase  unto  God  with  thy  blood  men  of 

10  every  tribe,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation,  and 
madest  them  to  be  unto  our  God  a  kingdom  and  priests; 
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9  And  when  those  beasts  give  glory  and  honour  and 
thanks  to  him  that  sat  on  the  UuoDe,  who  liveth  for  ever 
and  ever, 

10  Tlio  four  and  twenty  elders  fall  down  before  him 
that  sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship  him  that  liveth  for 
ever  and  ever,  and  cast  their  crowns  before  the  throne, 
saying, 

11  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord,  to  receive  glory  and  honour 
and  power:  for  thou  hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy 
pleasure  they  are  and  were  created. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  The  book  staled  with  seven  secd^:  9  tdhic^  only  fh%  Lamb  that  wtis 
dain  m  worthy  to  open.  12  Therefore  the  e{4er«  praise  him,  9  cmd 
confess  that  he  redeemed  them  wiihhis  blood. 

AND  I  saw  in  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  on  the 
throne  a  book  written  within  and  on  the  backside, 
sealed  with  seven  seals. 

2  And  1  saw  a  strong  angel  proclaiming  with  a  loud  voice. 
Who  is  woi'thy  to  open  the  book,  and  to  loose  Hmj  seaU 
thereof? 

3  And  no  man  in  heaven,  nor  in  earth,  neither  under 
the  earth,  was  able  to  open  the  book,  neither  to  look 
thereon. 

4  And  I  wept  much,  because  no  man  was  found  worthy 
to  open  and  to  read  ti^  lK>ok>  ndither  to  look  thereon. 

5  And  one  of  the  elders  saith  unto  me,  Weep  not:  be- 
hold, the  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Juda,  the  Root  of  David,  hath 
prevailed  to  op&i  the  book,  and  to  loose  the  seven  seals 
thereof. 

6  And  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  and 
of  the  four  beasts^  and  in  the  n^idst  of  the  elders,  stood  a 
Lamb  as  it  had  been  slain,  having  seven  horns  and  seven 
eyes,  which  are  the  seven  SiHrita  of  God  sent  foith  into  all 
the  earth. 

7  And  he  came  and  toc^  the  book  out  of  the  right  hand 
of  him  that  sat  upon  the  throne. 

8  And  when  he  had  taken  the  bo(^,  the  four  beasts  and 
four  and  twenty  eldem  fell  down  before  the  Lamb>  having 
every  one  of  them  harps,  and  golden  viala  full  of  odours, 
which  are  the  prayers  of  saints. 

9  And  they  sung  a  new  song,  saying,  Thou  art  worthy 
to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  the  seals  thereof:  for  thou 
wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  by  thy  blood  out 
of  every  kindred,  and  tongue»  and  peci^le,  and  nation ; 

10  And  hast  made  us  unto  our  God  kings  and  priests :  and 
we  shall  reign  on  the  eai-th.

11  and  they  reign  upon  the  earth.  And  I  saw,  and  I  heard 
a  voice  of  many  angels  round  about  the  throne  and  the 
living  creatures  and  the  elders;  and  the  number  of  them 
was  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of 

12  thousands;  saying  with  a  great  voice,  Worthy  is  the 
£amb  that  hath  been  slain  to  receive  the  power,  and 
riches,  and  wisdom,  and  miglit,  and  honour,  and  glory, 

18  and  blessing.  And  every  created  thing  which  is  in  the 
heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  on 
the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are  in  them,  heard  I  saying. 
Unto  him  thatsittethon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  liamb, 
he  the  blessing,  and  the  honour,  aiid  the  glory,  and  the 
dominion,   for  ever  and  ever.     And  the  four  living 

14  creatures  said,  Amen.  And  the  eldei'S  fell  down  ana 
worshipped. 


6  And  I  saw  wlien  the  Lamb  opened  one  of  the  seven 
seals,   and  I .  heard  one  of  the  four  living   creatures 

2  saying  as  with  a  voice  of  thunder.  Come.  And  I  saw, 
and  behold,  a  white  horse,  and  he  that  sat  thereon  had 
a  bow;  and  there  was  given  imto  him  a  crown:  and  he 
came  forth  conquering,  and  to  conquer. 

3  And  when  he  opened  the  second  seal,  I  heard  the 

4  second  living  creature  saying.  Come.  And  another 
hone  came  forth,  a  red  horse:  and  to  him  that  sat 
thereon  it  was  civen  to  take  peace  from  the  earth,  and 
that  they  sliould  slay  one  another:  and  there  was  given 
unto  him  a  great  sword. 

5  And  when  he  opened  the  third  seal,  I  heard  the  third 
living  creature  saying,  Come.  And  I  saw,  and  behold, 
a  black  horse;  and  he  that  sat  tliereon  had  a  balance  in 

6  his  hand.  And  I  heard  as  it  were  a  voice  in  the  midst 
of  the  four  living  creatures  sa3ing,  A  measure  of  wheat 
for  a  penny,  and  three  measures  of  barley  for  a  penny; 
and  the  oil  and  the  wine  hurt  tlK>u  not. 

7  And  when  he  opened  the  fourth  seal,  I  heard  the 

8  voice  of  the  fourth  living  creature  saying.  Come.  And 
I  saw,  and  behold,  a  pale  horse:  and  he  that  sat  upon 
him,  his  name  was  Death;  and  Hades  followed  with 
him.  And  there  was  given  unto  them  authority  over 
the  fourth  part  of  the  earth,  to  kill  with  sword,  and 
with  famine,  and  with  death,  and  by  the  wild  beasts  of 
the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  opened  the  fifth  seal,  I  saw  imdcmeath 
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11  And  I  beheld,  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  many  angels 
round  about  the  throne  and  the  beasts  and  the  elders:  and 
the  number  of  them  was  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand, 
and  thousands  of  thousands; 

12  Sa^ng  with  a  loud  voice,  "Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that 
was  slam  to  receive  power,  and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and 
strength,  and  honour,  and  glory,  and  blessing. 

13  And  every  creature  which  is  in  heaven,  and  on  the 
earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the  sea,  and 
all  that  are  in  them,  heard  I  saying,  Blessing,  and  honour, 
and  glory,  and  power,  he  unto  him  that  sitteth  upon  the 
throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  for  ever  and  ever. 

14  And  the  four  beasts  said.  Amen.  And  the  four  and 
twenty  elders  fell  down  and  worshipped  him  that  liveth 
for  ever  and  ever. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  opening  of  the  teaU  in  order ^  <md  what  followed  thereupon, 
containing  a  prophecy  to  the  end  of  vhe  world, 

AKD  I  saw  when  the  Lamb  opened  one  of  the  seals, 
aud  I  heard,  as  it  were  the  noise  of  thunder,  one  of 
the  four  beasts  saying,  Come  and  see. 

2  And  I  saw,  and  behold  a  white  horse:  and  he  that  sat 
on  him  had  a  bow;  and  a  crown  was  given  unto  him:  and 
he  went  forth  conquering,  and  to  conquer. 

3  And  when  he  had  opened  the  second  seal,  I  heard  the 
second  beast  say.  Come  and  see. 

■  4  And  there  went  out  another  horse  that  toaa  red:  and 
po7cer  was  given  to  him  that  sat  thereon  to  take  peace  from 
the  earth,  and  that  they  should  kill  one  another:  and  there 
was  given  unto  him  a  great  sword. 

5  And  when  he  had  opened  the  third  seal,  I  heard  the 
third  beast  say.  Come  and  see.  And  I  beheld,  and  lo  a 
black  horse;  and  he  that  sat  on  him  had  a  pair  of  balances 
in  his  hand. 

6  And  I  heard  a  voice  in  the  midst  of  the  four  beasts 
say,  A  measure  of  wheat  for  a  penny,  and  three  measures 
of  barley  for  a  penny;  and  see  thou  hurt  not  the  oil  and 
the  wine. 

7  And  when  he  had  opened  the  fourth  seal,  I  heard  the 
voice  of  the  fourth  beast  say.  Come  and  see. 

8  And  I  looked,  and  behold  a  pale  horse:  and  his  name 
that  sat  on  him  was  Death,  and  Hell  followed  with  him. 
And  power  was  given  unto  them  over  the  fourth  part  of  the 
earth,  to  kill  with  sword,  and  with  hunger,  and  with  death, 
and  with  the  beasts  of  the  earth. 

-   9  And  when  he  had  opened  the  fifth  seal,  I  saw  under 
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the  altar  the  souls  of  them  that  had  been  slain  for  the 

10  word  of  God,  and  for  the  testimony  which  they  heidr 
and  they  cried  with  a  great  voice,  saying,  How  i^ig,  O 
Master,  the  holy  and  true,  dost  thou  not  judge  and. 
avenge  our  Mood  on  them  tliat  dwdl  on  the  earth? 

11  And  there  was  given  them  to  each  one  a>white  robe; 
and  it  was  said  unto  tliem,  that  they  should  rest  yet  itst 
a  little  time,  until  their  fellow-servants  also  and  their 
brethren,  which  should  be  killed  even  as  they  were, 
should  be  fulfilled. 

12  And  I  saw  when  he  opened  the  sixth  seal,  and  there 
was  a  great  eaithquake ;  and  the  sun  became  black  as 
sackcloth  of  hair,  and  the  whole  moon  became  as  blood; 

18  and  the  stars  of  the  heaven  fell  unto  Uie  earth,  as  a  fig 
tree  casteth  her  unripe  figs,  when  she  is^aken  of  a  great 

14  wind.  And  the  heaven  was  removed  as  a  scroll 
when  it  is  rolled  up;   and  every  mountain  and  island 

15  were  moved  out  of  their  places.  And  the  kings  of 
the  earth,  and  the  princes,  and  the  chief  captains, 
and  the  rich,  and  the  strong,  and  every  boiKlman  and 
freeman^  hid  themselves  in  the  caves  and  in  the  rocks 

16  of  the  mountains;  and  diey  sa^  to  the  mountains  and 
to  the  rocks,  Fall  on  us,  and  hide  us  from  the  face  of 
him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  fix>m  the  wrath  of 

17  the  Lamb:  for  the  great  day  of  their  wrath  is  come; 
and  who  is  able  to  stand? 


7  After  this  I  saw  four  angds  standing  at  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth,  holding  the  for  winds  of  the  earth, 
that  no  wind  should  blow  on  the  earth,  or  on  the  bcsl 

2  or  upon  any  tree.  And  I  saw  another  an^l  ascend 
from  the  sunrising,  having  the  seal  of  the  living  Qod: 
and  he  cried  with  a  great  voice  to  the  four  angels,  to 
whom  it  was  given  to  hurt  the  earth  and  the  sea,  say- 

8  in<^.  Hurt  not  the  earth,  neither  the  sea,  nor  the  trees, 
till  we  shall  have  sealed  the  servants  of  our  God  on 

4  their  foreheads.  And  I  heard  the  number  of  them 
which  were  scaled,   a  hundred   and  forty  and   four 
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the  altar  the  souls  of  them  that  were  slain  for  the  word  of 
God,  and  for  the  testimony  which  they  held: 

10  And  they  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  How  long, 
O  Lord,  holy  and  true,  dost  thou  not  judge  and  avenge 
our  blood  on  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth? 

11  And  white  robes  were  given  unto  every  one  of  them; 
and  it  was  said  unto  them,  tiiat  they  should  rest  yet  for 
a  little  season,  until  their  fellowservants  also  and  their 
brethren,  that  should  be  killed  as  they  were,  should  be  ful- 
filled. 

12  And  1  beheld  when  be  had  opened  the  sixth  seal,  and, 
lo,  there  was  a  great  earthquake;  and  the  sun  became  black 
as  sackcloth  of  hair,  and  the  moon  became  as  blood ; 

13  And  the  stars  of  heaven  fell  unto  the  earth,  even  as  a 
fig  tree  casteth  her  untimely  figs,  when  she  is  shaken  of  a 
mighty  wind.  z 

14  And  the  heaven  departed  as  a  scroll  when  it  is  rolled 
together;  and  every  mountain  and  island  were  moved  out 
of  their  places. 

15  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  the  great  men,  and 
the  rich  men,  and  the  chief  captains,  and  the  mighty  men, 
and  every  bondman,  and  every  free  man,  hid  themselves  in 
the  dens  and  in  the  rocks  of  the  mountains; 

16  And  said  to  the  mountains  and  rocks.  Fall  on  us,  and 
hide  us  from  the  face  of  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and 
from  the  wrath  of  the  Lamb: 

17  For  the  great  day  of  his  wrath  is  come;  and  who  shall 
be  able  to  stand? 

CHAPTER  VII. 

8  An  angel  sealeth  the  servants  of  Qod  in  their  foreheads.  4  The 
number  of  them  that  were  sealed :  of  the  tribes  of  Israel  a  certain 
number.  9  Of  all  other  nations  an  innumerable  multitude^  which 
stand  before  the  throne^  clad  in  white  robes,  and  palms  in  their 
hands.    14  Their  robes  were  washed  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

AND  after  these  things  I  saw  four  angels  standing  on 
the  four  corners  of  the  earth,  holding  the  four  winds 
of  the  earth,  that  the  wind  should  not  blow  on  the  earth, 
nor  on  the  sea,  nor  on  any  tree. 

2  And  I  saw  another  angel  ascending  from  the  east,  hav- 
ing the  seal  of  the  living  God :  and  he  cried  with  a  loud 
voice  to  the  four  angels,  to  whom  it  was  given  to  hurt  the 
earth  and  the  sea, 

3  Saying,  Hurt  not  the  earth,  neither  the  sea,  nor  the 
trees,  till  we  have  sealed  the  servants  of  our  God  in  their 
foreheads. 

4  And  I  heard  the  number  of  them  which  were  sealed: 
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thousand,  sealed  out  of  every  tribe  of  the  children  of 
Israel. 

5  Of  the  tribe  of  Judali  were  sealed  twelve  thousand; 
Of  the  tribe  of  Reuben  twelve  thousand: 

Of  the  tribe  of  Gad  twelve  thousand : 

6  Of  the  tribe  of  Asher  twelve  thousand : 
Of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali  twelve  thousand: 
Of  the  tribe  of  Manasseh  twelve  thousand: 

7  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon  twelve  thousand: 
Of  the  tribe  of  Levi  twelve  thousand: 

Of  the  tribe  of  Issachar  twelve  thousand: 

8  Of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun  twelve  thousand: 
Of  the  tribe  of  Joseph  twelve  thousand : 

Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin  were  scaled  twelve  thou- 
sand. 

9  After  these  things  I  saw,  and  behold,  a  great  multitude, 
which  no  man  could  number,  out  of  every  nation,  and 
of  aU  tribes  and  peoples  and  tongues,  standing  before 
the  throne  and  before  the  Lamb,  arrayed  in  white  robes, 

lU  and  palms  in  their  hands;  and  they  cry  with  a  great 
voice,  saying,  Salvation  unto  our  God  which  sitteth  on 

11  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb.  And  all  the  angels 
were  standing  round  about  the  throne,  and  abmit  the 
elders  and  the  four  living  creatures:  and  they  fell  before 

12  the  throne  on  their  faces,  and  worshipped  dod,  saying, 
Amen:  Blessing,  and  glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanlts- 
giving,  and  honour,  and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our 

13  God  forever  and  ever.  Amen.  And  one  of  the  elders 
answered,  saying  unto  me,  These  which  are  an'ayed  in 
the  white  robes,  who  are  they,  and  whence  came  they? 

14  And  I  say  unto  him,  My  lord,  thou  knowest.  And  he 
said  to  me.  These  are  they  which  come  out  of  the  great 
tribulation,  and  they  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them 

15  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb.  Therefore  are  they 
before  the  throne  of  God ;  and  they  sei-ve  him  day  and 
night  in  his  temple:  and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne 

16  shall  spread  his  tabernacle  over  them.  They  shall  hun- 
ger no  more, .  neither  thirst  any  more;  neither  shall  the 

17  sun  strike  upon  them,  nor  any  heat:  for  the  Lamb 
which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  shall  be  their  shep- 
herd, and  shall  guide  them  unto  fountains  of  waters  of 
life:  and  God  shall  wipe  away  every  tear  from  their 
eyes. 
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and  there  were  sealed  an  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thou- 
sand of  all  the  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel. 

5  Of  the  tribe  of  Juda  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Reuben  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the 
tribe  of  Gad  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

6  Of  the  tribe  of  Aser  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Nepthalim  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Manasses  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

7  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 
Of  the  tribe  of  Levi  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the 
tribe  of  Issachar  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

8  Of  the  tribe  of  Zabulon  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 
Of  the  tribe  of  Joseph  t/?€re  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the 
tribe  of  Benjamin  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

9  After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude,  which 
no  man  could  number,  of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and 
people,  and  tongues,  stood  before  the  throne,  and  before 
the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes,  and  palms  in  their 
hands; 

10  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to  our 
God  wliich  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb. 

11  And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the  throne,  and 
ahout  the  elders  and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the 
throne  on  their  faces,  and  worshipped  God, 

12  Saying,  Amen:  Blessing,  and  glory,  and  wisdom,  aid 
thanksgiving,  and  honour,  and  power,  and  might,  be  wiiXo 
our  God  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

13  And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying  unto  me. 
What  are  these  which  are  arrayed  in  white  robes?  and 
whence  came  they? 

14  And  I  said  unto  him.  Sir,  thou  knowest  And  he 
said  to  me.  These  are  they  which  came  out  of  great  tribu- 
lation, and  have  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them  white 
in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

15  Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  Gk)d.  and 
serve  him  day  and  night  in  his  temple:  and  he  that  sitteth 
on  the  throne  shall  dwell  among  them. 

16  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more; 
neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  heat. 

17  For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne 
shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living  fountains 
of  waters:  and  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes. 
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8  And  when  he  opened  the  seventh  seal,  there  followed 
a  silence  in  heayen  about  the  space  of  half  an  hour. 

2  And  I  saw  the  seven  angels  which  stand  before  God; 
and  there  were  given  unto  them  seven  trumpets. 

8  And  another  angel  came  and  stood  over  the  altar, 
having  a  golden  censer;  and  there  was  given  unto  him 
much  incense,  that  he  should  add  it  unto  the  prayers  of 
all  the  saints  upon  the  golden  altar  which  was  before  the 

4  throne.  And  the  smoke  of  the  incense,  with  the 
prayers  of  the  saints,  went  up  before  Qtod.  out  of  the 

5  angel's  hand.  And  the  angel  taketh  the  censer;  and  he 
filled  it  with  the  fire  of  the  altar,  and  cast  it  upon  the 
earth:  and  there  followed  thunders,  and  voices,  and 
lightnings,  and  an  earthquake. 

6  And  the  seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  trumpets 
prepared  themselves  to  sound. 

7  And  the  first  sounded,  and  there  followed  hail  and 
fire,  mingled  with  blood,  and  they  were  cast  upon  the 
earth:  and  the  third  part  of  the  earth  was  burnt  up,  and 
the  third  part  of  the  tree  was  burnt  up,  and  all  green  ' 
grass  was  burnt  up. 

8  And  the  second  angel  sounded,  and  as  it  were  a  great 
mountain  burning  with  fire  was  cast  into  the  sea:  and 

9  the  tliird  part  of  the  sea  became  blood;  and  there  died 
the,  third  part  of  the  creatures  which  were  in  the  sea, 
eoen  they  that  had  life;  and  the  third  part  of  the  ships 
was  destroyed. 

10  And  the  third  angel  sounded,  and  there  fell  from 
heaven  a  great  star,  burning  as  a  torch,  and  it  fell  upon 
the  third  part  of  the  rivers,  and  upon  the  fountains  of 

11  the  watei-s;  and  the  name  of  the  star  is  called  Worm- 
wood;, and  the  third  part  of  the  waters  became  worm- 
wood ;  and  many  men  died  of  the  waters,  because  they 
were  made  bitter. 

12  And  the  fourth  angel  sounded,  and  the  third  part  of 
the  sun  was  smitten,  and  the  third  part  of  the  moon, 
and  the  third  part  of  the  stars;  that  the  third  part  of 
them  should  be  darkened,  and  the  day  should  not 
shine  for  the  third  part  of  it,  and  the  night  in  like 
manner. 

13  And  I  saw,  and  I  heard  an  eagle,  flying  in  mid 
heaven,  saying  with  a  great  voice,  Woe,  woe,  woe,  for 
them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  by  reason  of  the  other 
voices  of  the  trumpet  of  the  three  angels,  who  are  yet 
to  sound. 
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CHAPTER  Vm. 

1  At  the  opening  of  the  seventh  seal,  2  seven  angels  had  seven  trum- 
pets given  theni.  6  Four  of  them  sound  their  trumpets,  and  great 
plagues  follow.  8  Anotfier  angel  putteth  incense  to  the  prayers  of 
the  saints  on  the  golden  altar. 

AND  when  he  had  opened  the  seventh  seal,  there  was 
silence  in  heaven  about  the  space  of  half  an  hour. 

2  And  I  saw  the  seven  angels  which  stood  before  God ; 
and  to  them  were  given  seven  tmmpets. 

3  And  another  angel  came  and  stood  at  .the  altar,  having 
a  golden  censer;  and  there  was  given  unto  him  much 
incense,  that  he  should  offer  ^^  with  the  prayers  of  all  saints 
upon  the  golden  altar  which  was  before  the  throne. 

4  And  the  smoke  of  the  incense,  which  camb  with  the 
prayers  of  the  saints,  ascended  up  before  God  out  of  the 
angel's  hand. 

5  And  the  angel  took  the  censer,  and  filled  it  with  fire  of 
the  altar,  and  cast  it  unto  the  earth:  and  there  were  voices, 
and  thunderings,  and  lightnings,  and  an  earthquake. 

6  And  the  seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  trumpets 
prepared  themselves  to  sound. 

7  The  first  angel  sounded,  and  there  followed  hail  and 
fire  mingled  with  blood,  and  they  were  cast  upon  the  earth : 
and  the  third  part  of  trees  was  burnt  up,  and  all  green 
grass  was  burnt  up. 

8  And  the  second  angel  sounded,  and  as  it  Were  a  great 
mountain  burning  with  tire  was  cast  into  the  sea:  and  the 
third  part  of  the  sea  became  blood; 

9  And  the  third  part  of  the  creatures  which  were  in  the 
^a,  and  had  life,  died;  and  the  third  part  of  the  ships  were 
desl  roved. 

10  And  the  third  angel  sounded,  and  there  fell  a  great 
star  from  heaven,  burning  as  it  were  a  lamp,  and  it  fell 
upon  the  third  part  of  the  rivers,  and  upon  the  fountains  of 
waters ; 

11  And  the  name  of  the  star  is  called  Wormwood:  and 
the  third  part  of  the  waters  became  wormwood ;  and  many 
men  died  of  the  w^aters,  because  they  were  made  bitter. 

12  And  the  fourth  angel  soundeci,  and  the  third  part  of 
the  sun  was  smitten,  and  the  third  part  of  the  moon,  and 
the  third  part  of  the  stars;  so  as  the  third  part  of  them  was 
darkened,  and  the  day  shone  not  for  a  thiid  part  of  it,  and 
the  night  likewise. 

13  And  I  beheld,  and  heard  an  angel  flying  through  the 
midst  of  heaven,  saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Woe,  woe,  woe. 
to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth  by  reason  of  the  other  voices 
of  the  trumpet  of  the  three  angels,  which  are  yet  to  sound  I 
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9  And  the  fifth  angel  sounded,  and  I  saw  a  star  from 
heaven  fallen  unto  the  eartb :  and  there  was  given  to 

2  him  the  kejr  of  the  pit  of  the  ahyss.  And  he  opened 
the  pit  of  the  abyss;  and  there  went  up  a  smoke  out  of 
the  pit,  as  the  smoke  of  a  great  furnace;  and  the  suu 
and  the  air  were  darkened  by  reason  of  the  smoke  of  the 

8  pit.  And  out  of  the  smoke  came  forth  locusts  upon  tlie 
earth;  and  power  was  given  them,  as  the  scorpions  of 

4  the  earth  have  power.    And  it  was  said  unto  them  that 
.  they  should  not  hurt  the  grass  of  the  earth,  neither  any 

green  thing,  neither  any  tree,  but  only  such  men  as  have 

5  not  the  seal  of  God  on  their  foR-Jirads.  Ami  it  was 
given  them  that  they  should  not  kill  thcin,  but  thai  X\t\ij 
should  be  tormented  five  months:  niitl  their  toimciit  was 
as  the  torment  of  a  scorpion,  when  it  strilst^th  a  man. 

6  And  in  those  days  men  shall  seek  death,  and  shall  in  no 
wise  find  it;  and  they  shall  desire  io  die,  imd  detail 

7  fleeth  from  them.  And  the  shap^^s  of  Ihe  loeusts  were 
like  unto  horses  prepared  for  war;  iiiifl  upon  iheir  heads 
as  it  were  crowns  like  unto  gold,  Jind  iheir  f sices  were 

8  as  men*s  faces.     And   they  had   Imir  as  the  hair  of 

9  women,  and  their  teeth  were  as  thf  itxih  of  lions.  And 
they  had  breastplates,  as  it  were  biLiititpUacs  of  iron; 
and  the  sound  of  their  wings   \\\\^  w^  the  sound  o€ 

10  chariots,  of  many  horses  rushini:'  m  w^tr.  And  they 
have  tails  like  unto  scorpions,  and  ktImi^s;  and  in  Ibeir 

11  tails  is  their  power  to  hurt  men  fivi^vffiu  lis.  They  have 
over  them  as  king  the  angel  of  tli(^  ab\j^s:  his^  name  in 
Hebrew  is  Abaddon,  and  in  the  Greek  tmgu&  he  Uaib  the 
name  Apollyon. 

12  The  first  Woe  is  past:  behold,  there  come  yet  two 
Woes  hereafter. 

13  And  the  sixth  angel  sounded,  and  I  heard  a  voice 
from  the  horns  of  the  golden  altar  \>  hich  is  before  God, 

14  one  saying  to  the  sixth  angel,  which  had  the  trumpet. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

1  At  the  sounding  of  the  fifth  angel,  a  star  falleth  from  heaveh  Co 
whom  is  given  the  key  of  the  botwmlesspit.  ii  He  openeth  the  j  ,it, 
and  there  come  forth  locusts  like  scorpions.  12  The  first  woe  pLtst, 
13  The  sixth  trumpet  soundeth.  14  I^hur  angels  are  let  loose,  thai 
were  hound. 

AND  the  fifth  angel  sounded^  and  I  saw  a  star  fall  from 
heaven  unto  the  earth:  and  to  him  was  given  the  key 
of  the  hottomless  pit. 

2  And  he  opened  the  bottomless  pit;  and  there  arose  a 
smoke  out  of  the  pit,  as  the  smoke  of  a  great  furnace ;  and 
the  sun  and  the  air  were  darkened  by  reason  of  the  smoke 
of  the  pit.  \ 

3  And  there  came  out  of  the  smoke  locusts  upon  the 
earth:  and  unto  them  was  given  power,  as  the  scorpions  of 
the  earth  have  power. 

4  And  it  was  commanded  them  that  they  should  not 
hurt  the  grass  of  the  earth,  neither  any  green  thing,  neithei 
any  tree:  hut  only  those  men  which  have  not  the  seal  of 
God  in  their  foreheads. 

5  And  to  them  it  was  given  that  they  should  not  kill  them, 
but  that  they  should  he  tormented  five  months:  and  their 
tonnent  was  as  the  torment  of  a  scorpion,  when  he  striketh 
a  man. 

6  And  in  those  days  shall  men  seek  death,  and  shall  not 
find  it;  and  shall  desire  to  die,  and  death  shall  flee  from 
them. 

7  And  the  shapes  of  the  locusts  «J€r«  like  unto  horses  pre- 
pared unto  battle;  and  on  their  heads  tije?*^  as  it  were  crowns 
like  gold,  and  their  faces  were  as  the  faces  of  men. 

8  And  they  had  hair  as  the  hair  of  women,  and  their 
teeth  were  as  tJie  t£€th  of  lions. 

9  And  they  had  breastplates,  as  it  were  breastplates  of 
iron:  and  the  sound  of  iheir  wings  tr««  as  the  sound  of 
chariots  of  many  horses  running  to  battle. 

10  And  tliey  had  tails  like  unto  scorpions,  and  there  were 
stings  in  their  tails:  and  their  power  wcia  to  hurt  men  five 
months. 

11  And  they  had  a  king  over  them,  which  is  the  angel  of 
the  bottomless  pit,  whose  name  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  is 
Abaddon,  but  m  the  Greek  tongue  hath  his  name  Apollyon. 

12  One  woe  is  past;  and,  behold,  there  come  two  woes 
more  hereafter. 

13  And  the  sixth  angel  sounded,  and  I  heard  a  voice 
from  the  four  horns  of  the  golden  altar  which  is  before 
God, 

14  Saying  to  the  sixth  angel  which  had  the  trumpet, 
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Loose  the  four  aoeels  which  are  bound  at  the  greiit 

15  river  Euphrates.  And  the  four  angels  were  loosed,, 
which  had  been  prepared  for  the  hour  and  day  and 
month  and  year,  that  they  should  kill  the  third  part  of 

16  men.  And  the  number  of  the  armies  of  the  horsemen 
wjis  twice  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand:  I  heard 

17  the  number  of  them.  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses  in  the 
visic>ii,  and  them  that  sat  on  them,  having  breastplates 
as  of  fire  and  of  hyacinth  and  of  brimstone:  and  the 
heads  of  the  horses  are  as  the  heads  of  lions;  and 
out  of  their  mouths  proceedeth  fire  and   smoke  and 

18  brimstone.  By  these  three  plagues  was  the  third  part 
of  men  killed,  by  the  fire  and  the  smoke  and  the  brim- 

19  stone,  which  proceeded  out  of  their  mouths.  For  the 
power  of  the  horses  is  in  their  mouth,  and  in  their  tails: 
for  their  tails  are  like  unto  serpents,  and  have  heads; 

20  and  with  them  thev  do  hurt.  And  the  rest  of  mankind, 
which  were  not  killed  with  these  plagues,  repented  not 
of  the  works  of  their  hands,  that  they  should  not  wor- 
ship devils,  and  the  idols  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  and 
of' brass,  and  of  stone,  and  of  wood;  which  can  neither 

21  see,  nor  hear,  nor  walk:  and  they  repented  not  of  their 
murders,  nor  of  their  sorceries,  nor  of  their  fornication, 
nor  of  their  thefts. 


10  And  I  saw  another  strong  angel  coming  down  out  of 
heaven;  arrayed  with  a  cloud;  and  the  rainbow  was 
upon  his  head,  and  his  face  was  as  the  sun,  and  his 

2  feet  as  pillars  of  fire;  and  he  had  in  his  hand  a  little 
book  open :  and  he  set  his  right  foot  upon  the  sea,  and 

3  his  left  upon  the  earth;  and  he  cried  with  a  great  voice, 
as  a  lion  roareth:  and  when  he  cried,  the  seven  thunders 

4  uttered  their  voices.  And  when  the  seven  thunders 
uttered  tlieir  voices,  I  was  about  to  write :  and  I  heard 
a  voice  from  heaven  saying.  Seal  up  the  things  which 

5  the  seven  thunders  uttered,  and  write  them  not.  And 
the  angel  which  I  saw  standing  upon  the  sea  and  upon 

6  the  earth  lifted  up  his  right  hand  to  heaven,  and  swarc 
by  him  that  liveth    for  ever  and  ever,  who  crejited 
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Loose  the  four  angels  which  are  bound  in  the  great  river 
Euphrates. 

15  And  the  four  angels  were  loosed,  which  were  pre- 
pared for  an  hour,  and  a  day,  and  a  month,  and  a  year,  for 
lo  slay  the  third  part  of  men. 

16  And  the  number  of  the  army  of  the  horsemen  were 
two  hundred  thousand  thousand:  and  I  heard  the  number 
of  them. 

17  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses  in  the  vision,  and  them  that 
sat  on  them,  having  breastplates  of  fire,  and  of  jacinth,  and 
brimstone:  and  the  heads  of  the  horses  were  as  the  heads  of 
lions;  and  out  of  their  mouths  issued  fire  and  smoke  and 
brimstone. 

18  By  these  three  was  the  third  part  of  men  killed,  by 
the  fire,  and  by  the  smoke,  and  by  the  brimitone,  which 
issued  out  of  their  mouths. 

19  For  their  power  is  in  their  mouth,  and  in  their  tails: 
for  their  tails  were  like  unto  serpents,  and  had  heads,  and 
with  them  they  do  hurt. 

20  And  the  rest  of  the  men  which  were  not  killed  by 
these  plagues  yet  repented  not  of  the  works  of  their  hands, 
that  they  should  not  worship  devils,  and  idols  of  gold,  and 
silver,  and  brass,  and  stone,  and  of  wood:  which  neither 
can  sec,  nor  hear,  nor  walk : 

21  Neither  repented  the^  of  their  murders,  nor  of  their 
sorceries,  nor  of  their  fornication,  nor  of  their  thefts. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  A  mighty  strong  angel  appeareth  with  a  book  open  in  his  hand. 
6  He  sweareth  by  him  thai  liveth  for  ever,  that  there  shall  be  no 
rfiore  time.    9  John  is  commanded  to  take  and  eat  the  book. 

AND  I  saw  another  mightv  angel  come  down  from 
heaven,  clothed  with  a  cloud:  and  a  rainbow  was 
upon  his  head,  and  his  face  was  as  it  were  the  sun,  and  his 
feet  as  pillars  of  fire: 

2  And  he  had  in  his  hand  a  little  book  open :  and  he  set 
his  right  foot  upon  the  sea,  and  his  left  foot  on  the  earth, 

8  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  as  when  a  lion  roarelh: 
and  when  he  had  cried,  seven  thunders  uttered  their 
voices. 

4  And  when  the  seven  thunders  had  uttered  their  voices, 
I  was  about  to  wiite :  and  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  say- 
ing unto  me,  Seal  up  those  things  which  the  seven  thun- 
ders uttered,  and  write  them  not. 

5  And  the  angel  which  I  saw  stand  upon  the  sea  and 
upon  the  earth  lifted  up  his  hand  to  heaven, 

6  And  sware  by  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  who 
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•  the  heaven  and  the  things  that  are  therein,  and  the 
earth  and  the  things  that  arc  therein,  and  the  sea  and 
the  things  tliat  are  therein,  that  there  shall  be  time 

7  no  longer:  but  in  the  days  of  tlie  voice  of  the  seventh 
angel,  when  lie  is  about  to  sound,  then  is  finished  the 
mystery  of  God,  according  to  the  good  tidings  which  he 

8  declared  to  his  servants  the  prophets.  And  the  voice 
Tvhich  I  heard  from  heaven,  I  heard  it  again  speaking 
with  me,  and  saying,  Go,  tal~'»,  the  book  which  is  open 
in  the  hand  of  the  angel  that  istandeth  upon  the  sea  and 

9  upon  the  eartli.  And  1  went  unto  the  angel,  saying 
unto  him  that  he  should  give  me  the  little  book.  And 
he  saith  unto  me,  Take  it,  and  eat  it  up;  and  it  shall 
make  thy  belly  bitter,  but  in  thy  moutii  it  shail  be 

10  sweet  as  honey.  And  I  took  the  little  book  out  of  tlio 
angel's  hand,  and  ate  it  up;  and  it  was  in  my  mouth 
sweet  as  honey:  and  when  I  had  eaten  it,  my  belly  was 

11  made  bitter.  And  they  say  unto  me,  Thou  must 
prophesy  again  over  many  peoples  and  naticms  and 
tongues  and  kings. 


11  And  there  was  given  me  a  reed  like  unto  a  rod: 
and  one  said,  Rise,  and  measure  the  temple  of  God, 

2  and  the  altar,  and  thera  that  worship  therein.  And 
the  court  which  is  without  the  temple  leave  without, 
and  measure  it  not;  for  it  hath  been  given  unto 'the 
nations:  and  the  holy  city  shall  they  tread  underfoot 

3  forty  and  two  months.  And  I  will  give  unto  my  two 
witnesses,  and  they  shall  prophesy  a  thousand  two 
hundred  and   threescore  days,   clothed    in  sackcloth. 

4  These  are  the  two  olive  trees  and  the    two  candle- 

5  sticks,  standing  before  the  Lord  of  the  earth.  And  if 
any  man  desireth  to  hurt  them,  fire  proceedeth  out  of 
their  mouth,  and  devoureth  their  enemies:  and  if  any 
man  shall  desire  to  hurt  them,  in  this  manner  must  he 

6  be  killed.  These  have  the  power  to  shut  the  heaven, 
that  it  rain  not  during  the  tkys  of  their  prophecy:  and 
they  have  power  over  the  waters  to  turn  them  into 
blood,   and   to  smite  the  earth  with  every  plague,  as 

7  often  as  they  shall  desire.  And  when  they  shall  have 
finished  their  testimony,   the  beast  that  cometh  up  out 
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created  heaven,  and  the  things  that  therein  are,  and  the 
earth,  and  the  things  that  therein  are,  and  the  sea,  and  the 
things  which  are  therein,  that  there  should  be  time  no 
longer: 

7  But  in  the  days  cf  the  voice  of  the  seventh  angel,  vrhen 
be  shall  begin  to  sound,  the  mystery  of  God  should  be 
finished,  as  he  hath  dechured  to  his  servants  the  prophlts. 

8  And  the  voice  which  I  heard  from  heaven  spake  unto 
nic  a^in,  and  said.  Go  and  take  the  little  book  which  is 
open  in  the  hand  of  the  angel  which  standeth  upon  the  sea 
and  upon  the  earth. 

9  And  I  went  imto  the  angel,  and  said  unto  him,  Give 
me  the  little  book.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Take  it,  and  ^at 
it  up;  and  \i  shall  make  thy  belly  bitter,  but  it  shall  be  in 
thy  mouth  sweet  as  honey. 

10  And  I  took  the  little  book  out  of  the  angel's  hand, 
and  ate  it  up;  and  it  was  in  my  mouth  sweet  as  honey :  and 
as  soon  as  I  had  eaten  it,  my  belly  was  biiter. 

11  And  hesiiid  unto  me,  Thou  must  prophesy  again  be 
fore  many  peoples,  and  nations,  and  tongues,  and  kings. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

8  The  two  witnesses  prophesy.  6  They  have  power  to  shut  heaven, 
that  it  rain  not  7  The  beasts  shall  fight  against  them,  and  kill 
them.  8  They  lie  unburied,  11  and  after  three  days  and  a  half 
rise  a^ain.  14  The  second  woe  is  past.  15  Tlie  seventh  trumpet 
souTMeth. 

A  ND  there  was  given  me  a  reed  like  unto  a  rod:  and 
JTA-  the  angel  stood,  saying.  Rise,  and  measure  the  tem- 
ple of  God,  and  the  altar,  and  them  that  worship  therein. 

2  But  the  court  which  is  without  the  temple  leave  out, 
and  measure  it  not;  for  it  is  given  unto  the  Gentiles:  and 
the  holy  city  shall  they  tread  under  foot  forty  and  two 
mbntJis. 

3  And  I  will  give  povperxmio  my  two  witpesses,  and  they 
shall  prophesy  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  threescore 
days,  clothed  m  sackcloth. 

4  These  are  the  two  olive  trees,  and  tl^  two  candlesticks 
standing  before  the  God  of  the  earth. 

5  And  if  any  man  will  hurt  them,  fire  proceedeth  out  of 
f.K'ir  mouth,  and  devoureth  their  enemies:  and  if  any.  man 
will  hurt  them,  he  must  in  this  manner  be  killed. 

6  These  have  power  to  shut  heaven,  that  it  rain  not  in 
the  days  of  their  prophecy:  and  have  power  over  waters  to 
turn  (hem  to  blood,  and  to  smite  the  earth  with  all  plagues, 
as  often  as  tliey  will. 

7  And  when  they  shall  have  finished  their  testimony,  the 
beast  that  ascendeth  out  of  the  bottomless  pit  shall  make 
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of  the  abyss  shall  make  war  with  them,  and  overcome 

8  them,  ana  kill  them.  And  their  dead  bodies  lie  in  the 
street  of  the  great  city,  wliich  spiritually  is  called 
Sodom  and  Egypt,  where  also  their  Lord  was  cruci- 

9  fled.  And  from  among  the  peoples  and  tribes  and 
tonipies  and  nations  do  men  look  upon  tlieir  dead 
bodies  three  days  and  a  half,  and  suffer  not  their  dead 

10  bodies  to  be  laid  in  a  tomb.  And  they  that  dwell  on 
the  earth  rejoice  over  them,  and  make  merry;  and 
they  shall  send  gifts  one  to  another;  because  these 
two  prophets  tormented  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth. 

11  And  after  the  three  days  and  a  half  the  breath  of  life 
from  God  entered  into  them,  and  they  stood  upon 
their  feet;  and  great  fear  fell  upon  them  which  beheld 

12  them.  And  they  lieard  a  great  voice  from  heaven 
saying  unto  them,  Come  up  hither.  And  they  went 
up  into  heaven  in  the  cloud;  and  their  enemies  beheld 

18  them.  And  in  that  hour  there  was  a  great  earthquake, 
and  the  tenth  part  of  the  city  fell ;  and  there  were  killed 
in  the  earthquake  seven  thousand  persons :  and  the  rest 
were  affrighted,  and  ^ave  glory  to  the  God  of  heaven. 

14  The  second  Woe  is  past:  behold,  the  third  Woe 
Cometh  quickly. 

16  And  the  seventh  angel  sounded;  and  there  followed 
great  voices  in  heaven,  and  they  said,  The  kingdom  of 
the  world  is  become  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord,  and  of 

16  his  Christ:  and  he  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
the  four  and  twenty  elders,  which  sit  before  God  on 
their  thrones,  fell  upon  their  faces,  and  worshipped  God, 

17  saying,  We  give  thee  thanks,  O  Lord  God,  the  Almighty, 
which  art  and  which  wast;  because  thou  hast  taken  thy 

18  great  power,  and  didst  reign.  And  the  nations  were 
wroth,  and  thy  wrath  came,  and  the  time  of  the  dead 
to  be  judged,  and  ihe  time  to  give  their  reward  to  thy 
servants  the  prophets,  and  to^tlie  saints,  and  to  them 
that  fear  thy  name,  the  small  and  the  great;  and  to  de- 
stroy them  that  destroy  the  earth. 

19  And  there  was  opened  the  temple  of  God  that  is  in 
.    heaven ;  and  there  was  seen  in  his  temple  the  ark  of  his 

covenant;  and  there  followed  lightnings,  and  voices, 
and  thunders,  and  an  earthquake,  and  great  haiL 
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war  against  them,  and  shall    overcome  them,  and    kill 
them. 

8  And  their  dead  bodies  sJiall  lie  in  the  street  of  the 
great  city,  which  spiritually  is  called  Sodom  and  Egypt, 
where  also  our  Lord  was  crucified. 

9  And  they  of  the  people  and  kindreds  and  tongues  and 
nations  shall  see  their  dead  bodies  three  days  and  an  half, 
and  shall  not  suffer  their  dead  bodies  to  be  put  in  graves. 

10  And  they  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  rejoice  over 
them,  and  make  merry,  and  shall  send  gifts  one  to  another; 
because  these  two  prophets  tormented  them  that  dwelt  on 
the  earth. 

11  And  after  three  days  and  an  half  the  Spirit  of  life 
from  God  entered  into  them,  and  they  stood  upon  their  feet; 
and  great  fear  fell  upon  them  which  saw  them. 

12  And  they  heard  a  great  voice  from  heaven  saying 
unto  them,  Come  up  hither.  And  they  ascended  up  to 
heaven  in  a  cloud:  and  their  enemies  beheld  them. 

13  And  the  same  hour  was  there  a  great  earthquake,  and 
the  tenth  part  of  the  city  fell,  and  in  the  earthquake  were 
slain  of  men  seven  thousand;  and  the  remnant  were  af- 
frighted, and  gave  glory  to  the  God  of  heaven. 

14  The  second  woe  is  past;  and,  behold,  the  third  woe 
Cometh  quickly. 

15  And  the  seventh  angel  sounded;  and  there  were  great 
voices  in  heaven,  saying,  The  kingdoms  of  this  world  are 
become  tJie  kingdoms  of  our  Lord,  and  of  his  Christ ;  and  he 
shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

16  And  the  four  and  twenty  elders,  which  sat  before 
God  on  their  seats*  fell  upon  their  faces,  and  worshipped 
God, 

17  Saying,  We  give  thee  thanks,  O  Lord  God  Almighty, 
which  art,  and  wast,  and  art  to  come;  because  thou  hast 
taken  to  thee  thy  great  power,  and  hast  reigned. 

18  And  the  nations  were  angry,  and  thy  wrath  is  come, 
and  the  time  of  the  dead,  that  they  should  be  judged,  and 
that  thou  shouldest  give  reward  unto  thy  servants  the 
prophets,  and  to  the  saints,  and  them  that  fear  thy  name, 
small  and  great;  and  shouldest  destroy  them  which  destroy 
the  earth. 

19  And  the  temple  of  God  was  opened  in  heaven,  and 
there  was  seen  in  his  temple  the  ark  of  his  testament:  and 
there  were  lightnings,  and  voices,  and  thunderings,  and  an 
earthquake,  and  great  hail. 
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12  And  a  ^cjeat  sign  was  seen  in  heaven;  a  woman 
arrayed  with  the  sun,  and  the  moon  under  her  feet,  and 

2  upon  her  head  a  crown  of  twelve  stars;  and  she  was 
with  child:  and  she  crieth  out,  travailing  in  birth,  and 

3  iu  pain  to  be  delivered.  And  there  was  seen  another 
sign  in  heaven;  and  behold,  a  grejit  red  dragon,  having 
seven  headi  and  ten  horns,  and  upon  his  heads  seven 

4  diadems.  And  his  tail  draweth  the  third  part  of  the 
stars  of  heaven,  and  did  cast  them  to  the  earth:  and  the 
dragon  stood  before  the  woman  which  was  about  to  be 
delivered,  that  when  she  was  delivered,  he  might  devour 

5  her  child.  And  she  was  delivered  of  a  son,  a  man  child, 
who  is  to  rule  all  the  nations  with  a  rod  of  iion:  and  her 
child  was  caught  up  unto  God,  and  unto  his  throne. 

6  And  the  wonian  fled  into  the  wilderness,  where  she 
hath  a  place  prepared  of  God,  that  there  they  may 
nourish  her  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  threescore 
days. 

7  And  there  was  war  in  heaven :  Michael  and  liis  angels 
going  foi'th  to  war  with  the  dragon;  and  the  dragon 

8  warred  and  his  angels;  and  they  prevailed  not,  neither 

9  was  their  place  found  any  more  in  heaven.  And  the 
p-eat  dragon  was  cast  down,  the  old  serpent,  he  that 
IS  called  the  Devil  and  Satan,  the  deceiver  of  the 
whole  world;  he  was  Ciist  down  to  the  earth,  and  his 

10  angels  were  cast  down  with  him.  And  I  heard  a  great 
voice  in  heaven,  saying,  Now  is  come  the  salvation,  and 
the  power,  and  the  kingdom  of  our  God,  and  the  autho- 
rity of  his  Christ:  for  the  accuser  of  our  brethren  is  cast 
down,  which  accuseth  them  before  our  God  day  and 

11  night.  And  they  overcame  him  because  of  the  blood  of 
the  Lamb,  and  because  of  the  word  of  their  testimony; 

12  and  they  loved  not  their  life  even  unto  death.  There- 
fore rejoice,  O  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell  in  them. 
Woe  for  the  earth  and  for  the  sea:  because  the  devil  is 
gone  down  unto  you,  having  great  wrath,  knowing  that 
he  hath  but  a  short  time. 

"'*'      And  when  the  dragon  saw  that  he  was  cast  down  to 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

1 A  woman  clothed  with  the  sun  travaileth.  4  The  great  red  dragon 
standeth  before  her,  ready  to  devour  her  child:  6  when  she  wa^ 
delivered  she  fleeth  into  the  wilderness.  7  Michael  and  his  angels 
fight  with  tlie  dragon^  and  pi-evaU.  13  The  dragon  being  cast 
daum  into  the  earth,  persecuteth  the  woman. 

AND  there  appeared  a  great  wonder  in    heaven;   a 
woman  clothed  with  the  sun,  and  the  moon  under 
her  feet,  and  upon  her  head  a  crown  of  twelve  stars: 

2  And  she  being  with  child  cried,  travailing  in  birth,  and 
pained  to  be  delivered. 

3  And  there  appeared  another  wonder  in  heaven;  and 
behold  a  great  red  dragon,  having  seven  heads  and  ten 
horns,  and  seven  crowns  upon  his  heads. 

4  And  his  tail  drew  the  third  part  of  the  stars  of  heaven, 
and  did  cast  them  to  the  earth:  and  the  dragon  stood 
before  the  woman  which  was  ready  to  be  delivered,  for  to 
devour  her  child  as  soon  as  it  was  born. 

5  And  she  brought  forth  a  man  child,  who  was  to  rule 
all  nations  with  a  rod  of  iron :  and  her  child  was  caught  up 
unto  God,  and  to  his  throne. 

6  And  the  woman  fled  into  the  wilderness,  where  i^ie 
hath  a  place  prepared  of  God,  that  they  should  feed  her 
there  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  threescore  days. 

7  And  there  was  war  in  heaven :  Michael  and  his  angels 
fought  against  the  dragon ;  and  the  dragon  fought  and  his 
angels, 

8  And  prevailed  not;  neither  was  their  place  found  any 
more  in  heaven. 

9  And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent, 
called  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  which  deceiveth  the  whole 
world:  he  was  cast  out  into  the  earth,  and  his  angels  were 
cast  out  with  him. 

10  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in  heaven,  Now  is 
come  salvation,  and  strength,  and  the  kingdom  of  our  God, 
and  the  power  of  his  Christ :  for  the  accuser  of  our  breth- 
ren is  cast  down,  which  accused  them  before  our  God  day 
and  night. 

11  And  they  overcame  him  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb, 
and  by  the  word  of  their  testimony;  and  they  loved  not 
their  lives  unto  the  death. 

12  Therefore  rejoice,  pe  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell  in 
them.  Woe  to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth  and  of  the  seal 
for  the  devil  is  come  down  unto  you,  having  great  wrath, 
because  he  knoweth  that  he  hath  but  a  short  time. 

13  And  when  the  dragon  saw  that  he  was  cast  unrto  ^' 
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the  earth,    he  persecuted  the  woman  which  brought 

14  forth  the  man  child.  And  there  were  given  to  the  woman 
the  two  wings  of  the  great  eagle,  that  she  might  fly  into  the 
wilderness  unto  her  place,  where  she  is  nourished  for  a 
time,  and  times,  and  half  a  time,  from  the  face  of  the  ser- 

15  pent.  And  the  serpent  cast  out  of  his  mouth  after  the 
woman  water  as  a  river,  that  he  might  cause  her  to  be  car- 

16  ried  away  by  the  stream.  And  the  earth  helped  the 
woman,  and  the  earth  opened  her  mouth,  and  swallowed 

f      up  the  river  which  the  dragon  cast  out  of  his  mouth. 

17  And  the  dragon  waxed  wroth  with  the  woman,  and  went 
away  to  make  war  with  the  rest  of  her  seed,  which 
keep  the  commandments  of  Gk)d.  and  hold  the  testimony 


13  of  Jesus:  and  he  stood  upon  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

And  I  saw  a  beast  coming  up  out  of  the  sea,  having 
ten  horns  and  seven  heads,  and  on  his  horns  ten  dia- 

3  dems,  and  upon  his  heads  names  of  blasphemy.  And 
the  beast  which  I  saw  was  like  unto  a  leopard,  and  his 
feet  were  as  the  feet  of  a  bear,  and  his  mouth  as  the 
mouth  of  a  lion:  and  the  dragon  gave  him  his  power, 

3  and  his  throne,  and  great  autboritjr.  And  I  saw  one  of 
his  heads  as  though  it  had  been  smitten  unto  death ;  and 
his  death-stroke  was  healed:  and  the  whole  earth  won- 

4  dered  after  the  beast;  and  they  worshipped  the  dragon, 
because  he  gave  his  authority  unto  the  beast;  and  they 
worshipped  tbe  beast,  saying.  Who  is  like  unto  the  beast? 

5  nnd  who  is  able  to  war  with  him?  and  there  was  given 
to  him  a  mouth  speaking  great  things  and  blasphemies; 
and  there  was  given  to  him  authority  to  continue  forty  and 

d  two  months.  And  he  opened  his  mouth  for  blasphemies 
against  God,  to  blaspheme  his  name,  and  his  tabernacle, 

7  even  them  that  dwell  in  the  heaven.  And  it  was  given 
unto  him  to  make  war  with  the  saints,  and  to  overcome 
them:  and  there  was  given  to  him  authority  over  eveiy 

8  tribe  and  people  and  tongue  an(i  nation.  And  all  that  dw«l 
on  the  earth  shall  worsliip  him,  eufi*y  one  whose  name 
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earth,  he  persecuted  tlie  woman  which  hrought  forth  tlie 
man  chUd. 

14  And  to  the  woman  were  given  two  wings  of  a  great 
eagle,  that  she  might  fly  into  the  wilderness,  into  her  place, 
where  she  is  nourished  for  a  time,  and  times,  and  half  a 
time,  from  the  face  of  the  serpent. 

15  And  J,he  serpent  cast  out  of  his  mouth  water  as  a 
flood  after  the  woman,  that  he  might  cause  her  to  be  car- 
ried away  of  the  flood. 

16  And  the  earth  helped  the  woman,  and  the  earth 
opened  her  mouth,  and  swallowed  up  the  flood  which  the 
dragon  cast  out  of  his  mouth. 

17  And  the  dragon  was  \nroth  with  the  woman,  and 
went  to  make  war  with  the  remnant  of  her  seed,  which 
keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  have  the  testimony 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  A  beast  riseth  out  of  the  sea  tcith  seven  Jieads  and  ten  horns,  to 
whom  the  dragon  giveth  his  power.  11  Anoth^-  beast  cometh  up 
out  of  the  earth:  14  causeth  an  image  to  be  made  of  the  former 
beaxts  15  and  that  men  should  wor^Up  it,  16  and  receive  his  mark. 

AND  I  stood  upon  the  sand  of  the  sea,  and  saw  a  beast 
rise  up  out  of  the  sea,  having  seven  heads  and  ten 
horns,  and  upon  his  horns  ten  crowns,  and  upon  his  heads 
the  name  of  blasphemjr. 

2  And  the  beast  which  I  saw  was  like  unto  a  leopard, 
and  his  feet  were  as  the  feet  of  a  bear,  and  his  mouth  as  the 
mouth  of  a  lion:  and  the  dragon  gave  him  his  power,  and 
his  seat,  and  great  authority. 

3  And  I  saw  one  of  his  heads  as  it  were  wounded  to 
death;  and  his  deadly  wound  was  healed :  and  all  the  world 
wondered  after  tlie  beast. 

4  And  they  worshipped  the  dragon  which  gave  power 
unto  the  beast:  and  they  worshipped  the  beast,  saying. 
Who  is  like  unto  the  beast?  who  is  able  to  make  war  with 
hun? 

5  And  there  was  given  unto  him  a  mouth  speaking  great 
thin^  and  Uasphemies;  and  power  was  given  unto  him  to 
continue  forty  and  two  months. 

6  And  he  opened  his  mouth  in  blasphemy  against  God, 
to  blaspheme  his  name,  and  his  tabernacle,  and  them  that 
dwell  in  heaven. 

7  And  it  was  given  unto  him  to  make  war  with  the 
saints,  and  to  overcome  them :  and  power  was  given  him 
over  all  kindreds,  and  tougues.  and  nations. 

8  And  all  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  worship  him. 
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baih  not  been  written  In  tlie  book  of  life  of  th6  Lamb  that 
9  bath  been  slain  from  the  foundation  of  the  world.     If 

10  any  man  hath  an  ear,  let  him  bear.  If  any  man  is  for 
captivity,  into  captivity  he  goeth:  if  any  man  shall  kill 
with  the  sword,  with  the  sword  must  he  be  killed.  Here 
is  the  patience  and  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

11  And  I  saw  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the  earth ; 
and  he  had  two  horns  like  unto  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as 

12  a  dragon.  And  he  exerciseth  all  the  authority  of  the 
first  beast  in  his  sight.  And  he  maketh  the  earth  and 
tliem  that  dwell  therein  to  worship  the  first  beast,  whose 

13  death-stroke  was  healed.  And  he  doeth  great  signs, 
that  he  should  even  make  fire  to  come  aown  out  of 

14  heaven  upon  the  earth  in  the  sight  of  men.  And  he  de- 
ceiveth  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  reason  of  the 
signs  which  it  was  given  him  to  do  in  the  sight  of  the 
beast;  saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they 
should  make  an  image  to  the  beast,  who  hath  the  stroke 

15  of  the  sword,  and  lived.  And  it  was  given  unto  him  to 
pve  breath  to  it,  even  to  the  image  of  the  beast,  that  the 
image  of  the  beast  should  both  speak,  and  cause  that  as 
many  as  should  not  worship  the  image  of  the  beast  should 

16  be  killed.  And  he  canseth  all,  the  small  and  the  great, 
and  the  rich  and  the  poor,  and  the  free  and  the  bond, 
that  there  be  given  them  a  mark  on  their  right  hand,  or 

17  upon  their  forehead;  and  that  no  man  should  be  able  to 
buy  or  to  sell,  save  he  that  hath  the  mark,  etenXhe  name 

18  of  the  beast  or  the  number  of  his  name.  Here  is  wis- 
dom. He  that  hath  understanding,  let  him  count  the 
numl)erof  the  beast;  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man:  and 
his  number  is  Six  hundred  and  sixty  and  six. 


14  And  I  saw,  and  behold,  the  Lamb  standing  on  the 
mount  Zion,  and  with  him  a  hundred  and  forty  and 
four  thousand,  having  his  name,  and  the  name  of  his 

2  Father,  written  on  their  foreheads.  And  1  heard  a 
voice  from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as 
the  voice  of  a  great  thunder:  and  the  voice  which  I 
heard  tods  as  the  voice  of  harpers  harping   with  their 

8  harps:  and  they  sing  as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the 
thron«,  aud  before  the  four  living  creatures  and  the 
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whose  names  are  not  written   in  the  boak  of  life  of  the 
Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

9  If  any  man  have  an  ear,  let  him  hear. 

10  He  that  leadetlx  into  captivity  shall  go  into  captivity: 
he  that  killeth  with  the  sword  must  be  killed  with  the 
sword.     Here  is  the  patience  and  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

11  And  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the 
earth;  and  he  had  two  horns  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as 
a  dragon. 

12  And  he  exerciseth  all  the  power  of  the  first  beast 
before  him,  apd  causeth  the  eartli  and  them  which  dwell 
therein  to  wo;*ship  the  first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was 
healed. 

13  And  he  doeth  great  wonders,  so  that  he  maketh  fire 
come  down  from  heaven  on  the  earth  in  the  sight  of  men. 

14  And  deceivetli  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  the 
means  of  thos^  miracles  which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the 
sight  of  the  beast;  saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth, 
that  they  should  make  an  image  to  the  beast,  which  had 
the  wound  by  a  sword,  and  did  live. 

15  And  he  had  power  to  give  life  unto  the  Image  of  the 
beast,  that  the  image  of  the  beast  should  both  speak,  and 
cause  that  as  many  as  would  not  worehip  the  image  of  the 
beast  should  be  killed. 

16  And  he  causeth  all,  both  small  and  great,  rich  and 
poor,  free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in  their  right  hand, 
or  in  their  foreheads; 

17  And  that  no  man  might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had 
the  mark,  or  the  name  of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his 
name. 

18  Here  is  wisdom.  Let  him  that  hath  understanding 
count  the  number  of  the  beast;  for  it  is  the  number  of  a 
man ;  and  his  number  is  Six  hundred  threescore  and  six. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  The  Lamb  standing  on  mount  Sion  with  his  company.  6  An  angel 
preOcheth  the  gospel.  8  The  fall  of  Babylon.  15  The  harvest  of 
the  toorld.  and  putting  in  of  the  sicide.  20  The  vintage  and  vrine- 
Ipress  of  the  wrath  of  God. 

AND  I  looked,  and,  lo,  a  Lamb  stood  on  the  mount 
Bion,  and  with  him  an  hundred  forty  and  four  thou- 
sand, having  his  Father's  name  written  in  their  foreheads. 

2  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many 
waters,  and  as  tlie  voice  of  a  great  thunder:  and  I  heard 
the  voice  of  harpers  harping  with  their  harps: 

3  And  they  sung  as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the  throne, 
and  before  the  four  beasts,  and  the  elders:  and  no  man 
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elders:  and  no  man  could  learn  the  song   save   the 
hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand,  even  they  that 

4  had  been  purchased  out  of  the  earth.  These  are  they 
which  were  not  defiled  with  women;  for  they  are 
virgins.  These  are  they  which  follow  the  Lamb 
whithersoever  he  goeth.  These  were  purchased  from 
among  men,  to  he  the  flrstfruits  unto  God  and  unto  the 

5  Lamb.  And  in  their  mouth  was  found  no  lie:  they  are 
without  blemish. 

6  And  I  saw  another  angel  flying  in  mid  heaven,  having 
an  eterual  gospel  to  proclaim  uuto  them  that  dwell  on 
the  earth »  and  unto  every  nation  and  tribe  and  tongue 

7  and  people ;  and  he  saith  with  a  great  voice.  Fear  God, 
and  give  him  glory;  for  the  hour  of  his  judgement  is 
come:  and  worship  him  that  made  the  heaven  and  the 
earth  and  sea  and  fountains  of  waters. 

8  And  another,  a  second  angel,  followed,  sayinff. 
Fallen,  fallen  is  Babylon  the  great,  which  hath  made 
all  the  nations  to  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her 
fornication. 

9  And  another  angel,  a  third,  followed  them,  saying 
with  a  great  voice,  If  any  man  worshippeth  the  beast 
and  his  image,  and  receiveth  a  mark  on  his  forehead, 

10  or  upon  his  hand,  he  also  shall  diink  of  the  wine  of  the 
wrath  of  God,  which  is  prepared  unmixed  in  the  cup 
of  his  anger;  and  he  shall  be  tormented  with  fire  and 
brimstone  in  the  presence  of  the  holy  angels,  and  in  the 

11  presence  of  the  Lamb:  and  the  smoke  of  tlieir  torment 
goeth  up  for  ever  and  ever;  and  they  have  no  rest  day 
and  night,  thejr  that  worship  the  beast  and  his  image, 

12  and  wiioso  receiveth  the  mark  of  his  name.  Here  is  the 
patience  of  the  saints,  they  that  keep  the  command- 
ments of  God,  and  the  faith  of  Jesus. 

13  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying,  Write, 
Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from  hence- 
forth: yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from 
their  labours;  for  their  works  follow  with  them. 

14  And  I  saw,  and  behold,  a  white  cloud;  and  on  the 
cloud  I  saw  one  sitting  like  unto  a  son  of  man,  having 
on  his  head  a  golden  crown,  and  in  his  hand  a  shaip 

15  sickle.  And  another  angel  came  out  from  the  temple, 
crying  with  a  great  voice  to  him  that  sat  on  the  cloud, 
Send  forth  thy  sickle,  and  reap:  for  the  hour  to  reap  is 
come;  for  the  harvest  of  the  earth  is  over-ripe.    And 

16  lie  that  sat  on  the  cloud  cast  his  sickle  upon  the  earth; 
and  the  eartli  was  reaped. 
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could  learn  that  song  but  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four 
thousand,  which  were  redeemed  from  the  earth. 

4  These  are  they  which  were  not  defiled  with  women ; 
for  they  are  virgins.  These  are  they  which  follow  the 
Lamb  whithersoever  he  goeth.  These  were  redeemed 
from  among  men,  being  the  flrstfruits  unto  God  and  to  the 
Lamb. 

5  And  in  their  mouth  was  found  no  guile:  for  tliey  are 
without  fault  before  the  throne  of  God. 

6  And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven, 
having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and 
tongue,  and  people, 

7  Saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Pear  God,  and  give  glory  to 
him;  for  the  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come,  and  worship 
him  that  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  the 
fountains  of  waters. 

8  And  there  followed  another  angel,  saying.  Babylon  is 
fallen,  is  fallen,  that  great  city,  because  she  made  all  nations 
drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  fornication. 

9  And  the  third  angel  followed  them,  saying  with  a  loud 
voice,  If  any  man  worship  the  beast  and  bis  image,  and  re- 
ceive his  mark  in  his  forehead,  or  in  his  hand, 

10  The  same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  God, 
which  is  poured  out  without  mixture  into  the  cup  of  his 
indignation;  and  he  shall  be  tormented  with  tire  and  brim- 
stone in  the  presence  of  the  holy  angels,  and  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Lamb: 

11  And  the  smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever 
and  ever:  and  they  have  no  rest  day  nor  night,  who  wor- 
ship the  beast  and  his  image,  and  whosoever  receiveth  the 
mark  of  his  name. 

12  Here  is  the  patience  of  the  saints*,  here  are  they  that 
keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  the  faith  of  Jesus. 

18  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me, 
Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from 
henceforth.  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from 
their  labours;  and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

14  And  I  looked,,  and  behold  a  white  cloud,  and  upon 
the  cloud  one  sat  like  unto  the  Son  of  man,  having  on  his 
head  a  golden  crown,  and  in  his  hand  a  sharp  sickle. 

15  And  another  angel  came  out  of  the  temple,  crying 
with  a  loud  voice  to  him  that  sat  on  the  cloud.  Thrust  in 
thy  sickle,  and  reap:  for  the  time  is  come  for  thee  to  reap; 
for  the  harvest  of  the  earth  is  ripe. 

16  And  he  that  sat  on  the  cloud  thrust  in  his  sickle  on 
the  earth ;  and  the  earth  was  reaped. 
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\1      And  another  angel  came  out  from  the  temple  Tvhich  is 

18  in  heaven,  he  also  having  a  sharp  sickle.  And  another 
angel  came  out  from  the  altar,  he  that  hath  povtrer  over 
fire;  and  he  called  with  a  great  voice  to  him  that  had 
the  sharp  sickle,  saying,  Send  forth  thy  sharp  sickle, 
and  gather  the  clusters  of  the  vine  of  the  earth;  for  her 

19  grapes  are  fully  ripe.  And  the  angel  cast  his  sickle  into 
the  earth,  and  gathered  the  vintage  of  the  earth,  and 
cast  it  into  the  winepress,  the  great  winepress,  of  the 

20  wrath  of  God.  And  the  winepress  was  trodden 
without  the  city,  and  there  came  out  blood  from  the 
"Vvinepress,  even  unto  the  bridles  of  the  horses,  as  far  as 
a  thousand  and  six  hundred  furlongs. 


15  And  I  saw  another  sign  in  heaven,  great  and  marvel- 
lous, seven  angels  having  seven  plagues,  which  are  the 
last,  for  in  them  is  finished  the  wi-ath  of  God. 

2  And  I  saw  as  it  were  a  glassy  sea  mingled  with  fire; 
and  them  that  come  victorious  from  the  l^ast,  and  from 
his  image,  and  from  the  number  of  his  name,  standing 

8  by  the  glassy  sea,  having  harps  of  God.  And  they  sing 
the  song  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God,  and  the  song  oi 
the  Lamb,  saying.  Great  and  marvellous  are  thy  works, 
O  Lord  God,  the  Almighty ;  righteous  and  true  are  thv 

4  ways,  thou  King  of  the  ages.  Who  shall  not  fear,  O 
Lord,  and  glorify  thy  name?  for  thou  only  art  holy;  for 
all  the  nations  shall  come  and  worship  before  tnee;  for 
thy  righteous  acts  have  been  made  manifest, 

5  And  after  these  things  I  saw,  and  the  temple  of  the 

6  tabernacle  of  the  testimony  in  heaven  was  opened :  and 
there  came  out  from  the  temple  the  seven  angels  that 
had  the  seven  plagues,  arrayed  with  precious  stone,  pure 
and  bright,  and  girt  about  their  breasts  with  golden 

7  girdles.  And  one  of  the  four  living  creatures  gave  unto 
the  seven  angels  seven  golden  bowls  full  of  the  wrath  of 

8  God,  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever.  And  the  temple 
was  filled  with  smoke  from  the  glory  of  God,  and  from 
his  power:  and  none  was  able  to  enter  into  the  temple, 
till  the  seven  plf^ues  of  tlie  seven  angels  should  be 
finished. 
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17  And  another  angel  came  out  of  the  temple  which  is 
in  heaven,  he  also  having  a  sharp  sickle. 

18  And  another  angel  came  out  from  the  altar,  which  had 
power  over  fire;  and  cried  with  a  loud  cry  to  him  that  had 
the  sharp  sickle,  saying.  Thrust  in  thy  sharp  sickle,  and 
gather  the  clusters  of  the  vine  of  the  earth ;  for  her  grapes 
are  fully  ripe. 

19  And  the  angel  thrust  in  his  sickle  into  the  earth,  and 
gathered  the  vine  of  the  earth,  and  cast  it  into  the  great 
winepress  of  the  wrath  of  God. 

20  And  the  winepress  was  trodden  without  the  city,  and 
blood  came  out  of  the  winepress,  even  unto  the  liorse 
bridles,  by  the  space  of  a  thousand  and  six  hundred  fur- 
longs. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  Tlie  seven  angels  :cith  the  seven  last  places.  8  The  song  of  them 
that  overcome  the  beast.  7  The  seven  vials  fiill  of  the  wrath  of 
God. 

AND  I  saw  another  sign  in  heaven,  great  and  marvel- 
lous, seven  angels  having  the  seven  last  plagues;  for 
in  them  is  filled  up  the  wrath  of  God. 

2  And  I  saw  as  it  were  a  sea  of  glass  mingled  with  fire: 
and  them  that  had  gotten  the  victory  over  the  beast,  and 
over  his  image,  and  over  his  mark,  and  over  the  number  of 
his  name,  stand  on  the  sea  of  glass,  having  the  harps  of 
God. 

3  And  they  sing  the  song  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God, 
and  the  song  of  the  Lamb,  saying,  Great  and  marvellous 
are  thy  works.  Lord  God  Almighty;  just  and  true  are  thy 
ways,  thou  King  of  saints. 

4  Who  shall  not  fear  thee,  O  Lord,  and  glorify  thy 
name?  for  t?iou  owXy  a/rt  holy*  for  all  nations  shall  ccwne 
and  worship  before  thee;  for  thy  judgments  are  made  man- 
ifest. 

5  And  after  that  I  looked,  and,  behold,  the  temple  of 
the  tabernacle  of  the  testimony  in  heaven  was  opened : 

6  And  the  seven  angels  came  out  of  the  temple,  having 
the  seven  plagues,  clothed  in  pure  and  white  linen,  and 
having  their  breasts  girded  with  golden  girdles. 

7  And  one  of  the  four  beasts  gave  unto  the  seven  angels 
seven  golden  vials  full  of  the  wrath  of  God,  who  liveth  for 
ever  and  ever. 

8  And  the  temple  was  filled  with  smoke  from  the  glory 
of  God,  and  from  his  power;  and  no  man  was  able  to  enter 
into  the  temple,  till  the  seven  plagues  of  the  seven  angels 
were  fulfilled. 
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16  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple,  sayinf 
to  the  seven  augels,  Go  ye,  and  pour  out  the  seven  bowfe 
of  the  wrath  of  God  into  the  earth. 

2  And  the  first  went,  and  poured  out  his  bowl  into  the 
earth;  and  it  became  a  noisome  and  grievous  sore  upon 
the  men  which  had  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  which 
worshipped  his  image. 

8  And  the  second  poured  out  his  bowl  into  the  sea;  and 
it  became  blood  as  of  a  dead  man;  and  every  living 
soul  died,  even  tlie  things  that  were  in  the  sea. 

4  And  the  third  poured  out  his  bowl  into  the  rivers  and 
the  fountains  of  the   waters;    and  it  became  blood. 

5  And  I  heard  tlie  angel  of  the  waters  saying,  Righteous 
art  thou,  which  art  and  which  wast,  thou  Hoi/  One, 

6  because  thou  didst  thus  judge:  for  they  poured  out  the 
blood  of  saints  and  prophets,  and  blood  hast  thou  given 

7  them  to  drink:  they  are  worthy.  And  I  heard  the 
altar  saying,  Yea,  O  Lord  God,  the  Almighty,  true  and 
righteous  are  thy  judgements. 

8  And  the  fourth  poured  out  his  bowl  upon  the  sun ; 

9  and  it  was  given  unto  it  to  scorch  men  with  fire.  And 
men  were  scorched  with  great  heat:  and  they  blas- 
phemed the  name  of  the  God  which  hath  the  power 
over  these  plagues;  and  they  repented  not  to  give  him 
gloiy. 

10  And  the  fifth  poured  out  his  bowl  upon  the  tlirone 
of  the  beast;  and  his  kingdom  was  darkened;  and  they 

11  gnawed  their  tongues  for  pain,  and  they  blasphemed 
the  God  of  heaven  because  of  their  pains  and  their 
sores;  and  they  repented  not  of  their  works. 

12  And  the  sixth  poured  out  his  bowl  upon  the  great 
river,  the  river  Euphrates;  and  the  wat^r  thereof  was 
dried  up,  that  the  way  might  be  made  ready  for  the 

13  kings  that  conie  from  the  sunrising.  And  I  saw  comin{f 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  dragon,  and  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  beast,  and  out   of  the  mouth  of  the  false  prophet, 

14  three  unclean  spirits,  as  it  were  frogs:  for  they  are 
spirits  of  devils,  working  sings;  which  go  forth  unto 
the  kings  of  the  whole  world,  to  gather  them  together 
unto  the  war  of  the  great  day  of  God,  the  Almighty. 

15  (Behold  ,  I  come  as  a  thief.  Blessed  is  he  that  watcheth,

CHAPTER  XVI. 

8  The  angels  pour  out  their  vials  full  of  wrath.  6  The  piamies  thai 
follow  thereupon.  15  Christ  cometh  as  a  thief.  Blessed  are  they 
that  watch. 

AND  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple  saying  to 
the  seven  angels.  Go  your  ways,  and  pour  out  the 
vials  of  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  earth. 

2  And  the  first  went,  and  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
earth ;  and  there  fell  a  noisome  and  grievous  sore  upon  the 
men  which  had  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  upon  them 
which  worshipped  his  image. 

3  And  the  second  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
sea ;  and  it  became  as  the  blood  of  a  dead  man:  and  every 
living  soul  died  in  the  sea. 

4  And  the  third  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
rivers  and  fountains  of  waters ;  and  they  became  blood. 

5  And  I  heard  the  angel  of  the  waters  say.  Thou  art 
righteous,  O  Lord,  which  art,  and  wast,  and  shalt  be, 
because  thou  hast  judged  thus. 

6  For  they  have  shed  the  blood  of  saints  and  prophets, 
and  thou  hast  given  them  blood  to  drink;  for  they  are 
worthy. 

7  And  I  heard  another  out  of  the  altar  say.  Even  so. 
Lord  God  Almighty,  true  and  righteous  are  thy  judgments. 

8  And  the  fourth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
sun;  and  power  was  given  unto  him  to  scorch  men  with 
fire. 

9  And  men  were*  scorched  with  great  heat,  and  blas- 
pliemed  the  name  of  God,  which  hath  power  over  these 
plagues:  and  they  repented  not  to  give  him  glory. 

10  And  the  fifth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  seat 
of  the  beast;  and  his  kingdom  was  full  of  darkness;  and 
they  gnawed  their  tongues  for  pain. 

11  And  blasphemed  the  God  of  heaven  because  of  their 
pains  and  their  sores,  and  repented  not  of  their  deeds. 

12  And  the  sixth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
great  river  Euphrates;  and  the  water  thereof  was  dried  up, 
that  the  way  of  the  kings  of  the  east  might  be  prepared. 

13  And  I  saw  three  unclean  spirits  like  frogs  come  out  of 
the  moutli  of  the  dragon,  and  out  of  the  mouth  of  the 
beast,  and  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  false  prophet. 

^  14  For  they  are  the  spirits  of  devils,  working  miracles, 
which  go  forth  unto  the  kings  of  the  earth  and  of  the  whole 
world,  to  gather  them  to  the  battle  of  that  great  day  of 
God  Almighty. 

15  Behold,  I  come  as  a  thief.   Blessed  is  he  that  watcheth, 
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and  keepeth   bis  garments,   lest  he  walk  naked,  and 

16  they  see  his  shame.)  And  they  gathered  them  together 
into  the  place  which  is  called  in  Hebrew  Har-Magedon. 

17  And  the  seventh  poured  out  his  bowl  upon  the  air; 
and  there  came  forth  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple, 

18  from  the  throne,  saying,  It  is  done:  and  tbere  were 
lightnings,  and  voices,  and  thunders;  and  tJiere  was  a 
great  earthquake,  such  as  was  not  since  there  were  men 
upon  the  earth,  so  gi'eat  an  eartbquake,  so  mighty. 

1j9  And  the  great  city  was  divided  into  thiee  parts,  and 
the  cities  of  the  nations  fell:  and  Babylon  the  great  was 
remembered  iii  the  sight  of  God,  to  give  unto  her  tlie 

20  cup  of  the  wine  of  the  tierceness  of  his  wrath.  And 
every  island  fled  away,  and   the  mountains  were  not 

21  found.  And  great  hail,  etet'y  sione  about  the  weight  of 
a  talent,  cometh  down  out  of  heaven  upon  men:  and 
men  blasphemed  God  because  of  the  plague  of  the  hail; 
for  the  plague  thereof  is  exceeding  great. 


17  And  there  came  one  of  the  seven  angels  that  had  the 
seven  bowls,  and  spake  with  me,  saying,  Come  hither, 
I  will  shew  thee  the  judgement  of  the  great  harlot  that 

2  sitteth  upon  many  waters:  with  wliom  the  kings  of  the 
earth  committed  fornication,  and  they  lliat  dwell  in  the 
earth  were  made  drunken  with  the  wine  of  her  fomica- 

8  tion.  And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  Spirit  into  a  wil- 
derness: and  I  saw  a  woman  sitting  upon  a  scarlet-col- 
oured beast,  full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 

4  heads  and  ten  horns.  And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in 
purple  and  scarlet,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious 
stone  and  pearls,  having  in  her  hand  a  golden  cup  full 
of  abominations,  even  the  unclean  things  of  her  forni- 

5  cation,  and  upon  her  forehead  a  name  written,  mtsteky, 

BABYLON  THE  GREAT,  THE  MOTHER  OF  THE  HARLOTS 

6  AND  OF  THE  ABOMINATIONS  OF  THE  EARTH.   And  1  saW 

the  woman  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints,  and* 
with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus.    And  when  I  saw 
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and  keepeth  his  garments,  lest  he  walk  naked,  and  they 
see  his  shame. 

16  And  he  gathered  them  together  into  a  place  called  in 
the  Hebrew  tongue  Armageddon. 

17  And  the  seventh  angel  poured  out  his  vial  into  the 
air;  and  there  came  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple  of 
heaven,  from  the  throne,  saying,  It  is  done. 

18  And  there  were  voices,  and  thunders,  and  lightnings; 
and  there  was  a  great  earthquake,  such  as  was  not  since 
men  were  upon  the  earth,  so  mighty  an  earthquake,  and 
so  great. 

19  And  the  great  city  was  divided  into  three  parts,  and 
the  cities  of  the  nations  fell:  and  great  Babvlon  came  in 
remembrance  before  God,  to  give  unto  her  tie  cup  of  the 
wine  of  the  fierceness  of  his  wrath. 

20  And  every  island  fled  away,  and  the  mountains  were 
not  found. 

81  And  there  fell  upon  men  a  great  hail  out  of  heaven, 
every  stone  about  the  weight  of  a  talent:  and  men  blas- 
phemed God  because  of  the  plague  of  the  hail;  for  the 
plague  thereof  was  exceeding  great. 

CHAPTEK  XVII. 

8,  4  4  woman  arrcmed  in  purple  and  scarlet^  with  a  golden  cup  in 
her  hand,  sitteth  vpon  the  beast,  5  which  is  great  Ballon,  the 
mother  of  all  abominations.  9  The  interpretation  of  the  seven 
heads,  12  and  the  ten  horns.  8  The  punishment  of  the  whore.  14 
The  victory  of  the  Lamb. 

AND  there  came  one  of  the  seven  angels  which  bad  the 
seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me,  saying  unto  me, 
Come  hither;  I  will  phew  unto  thee  the  judgment  of  the 
great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  many  waters: 

2  With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  for- 
nication, and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made 
drunk  with  the  wine  of  her  fornication. 

3  So  he  carried  me  away  in  the  sphit  into  the  wilderness* 
and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a  scarlet  coloured  beast,  full 
of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

4  And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  purple  and  scailct 
colour,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stones  and 
pearls,  having  a  golden  cup  in  her  hand  full  of  abominatiors 
and  filthiness  of  her  fornication: 

5  And  upon  her  forehead  tras  a  name  written,  MYS- 
TERY, BABYLON  THE  GREAT,  THE  MOTHER  OF 
HARLOTS  AND  ABOMINATIONS  OF  THE  EAET  H. 

6  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the 
saints,  and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus:  and 
when  I  saw  her,  I  wondered  with  great  admiration. 
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is  become  a  habitation  of  devils,  and  a  hold  of  every 
unclean  spirit,  and  a  hold  of  every  unclean  and  hateful 
8  bird.  For  by  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  fornication 
all  the  nations  are  fallen ;  and  the  kings  of  the  earth 
committed  fornication  with  her,  and  the  merchants  of 
tike  earth  waxed  rich  by  the  power  of  her  wantonness. 

4  And  I  heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying.  Come 
forth,  my  i>eople,  out  of  her,  that  ye  have  no  fellowship 
with  her  sins,  and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues* 

5  for  her  sins  have  reached  even  unto  heaven,  and  God 

6  hath  remembered  her  iniquities.  Render  unto  her  even 
as  she  rendered,  and  double  unto  /i^rthe  double  accord- 
ing to  her  works:  in  the  cup  which  she  mingled,  mingle 

7  unto  her  double.  How  much  soever  she  glorified  her- 
self, and  waxed  wanton,  so  much  give  her  of  torment 
and  mourning:  for«he  saith  in  her  heart,  I  sit  a  queen, 
and  am  no  widow,  and  shall  in  no  wise  see  mouraing. 

8  Therefore  in  one  day  shall  her  plagues  come,  death,  and 
mourning,  and  famine;  and  she  shall  be  utterly 
bunied  with  fire;  for  strong  is  the  Lord  God  which 

9  judged  her.  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  who  commit- 
ted fornication  and  lived  wantonly  with  her,  shall  weep 
and  wail  over  her,  when  they  look  upon  the  smoke  of 

10  her  burning,  standing  afar  off  for  the  fear  of  her  torment, 
saying,  Woe,  woe,  the  gi'eat  city,  Babylon,  the  8ln)ng 

11  cityl  for  in  one  hour  is  thy  judgement  come.  And  the 
merchants  of  the  earth  weep  and  mourn  over  her,  for 

13  no  man  buyeth  their  mercliandise  any  more;  merclian- 
dise  of  gold,  and  silver,  and  precious  stone,  and  peiirls, 
and  fine  linen,  and  purple,  and  silk,  and  scarlet;  and  all 
thylne  wood,  and  every  vessel  of  ivory,  and  every  vessel 
made  of  most  precious  wood,  and  of  brass,  and  iron, 

13  and  marble;  and  cinnamon,  and  spice,  and  incense,  and 
ointment,  and  frankincense,  nud  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine 
flour,  and  wheat,  and  cattle,  and  sheep;  and  mercliandise 
of  horses  and  chariots  and  slaves;  and  souls  of  men. 

14  And  the  fruits  which  thy  soul  lusted  after  are  gone  from 
thee,  and  all  things  that  were  dainty  and  sumptuous  arc 
perished  from  thee,  and  men  shall  find  them  no  more  at 

15  all.  The  merchants  of  these  things,  who  were  made 
rich  by  her,  shall  stand  afar  off  for  the  fear  of  her  tor- 

16  ment,  weeping  and  mourning;  saying.  Woe,  woe,  the 
great  city,  she  that  was  arrayed  in  fine  linen  and  purple 
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babitation  of  devils,  and  tbe  bold  of  every  foul  spirit,  and 
a  cage  of  every  unclean  and  bateful  bird. 

8  For  all  nations  have  drunk  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of 
her  fornication,  and  tbe  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed 
fornication  with  her,  and  the  merchants  of  the  earth  are 
waxed  rich  through  the  abundance  of  her  delicacies. 

4  And  I  heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  Come 
out  of  her,  my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins, 
and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues. 

5  For  her  sins  have  reached  unto  heaven,  and  God  hath 
remembered  her  iniquities. 

6  Reward  her  even  as  she  rewarded  jrou,  and  double 
unto  her  double  according  to  her  works:  in  the  cup  which 
she  hath  filled  fill  to  her  double. 

,  7  How  much  she  hath  glorified  herself,  and  lived  deli- 
ciously,  so  much  torment  and  sorrow  give  her:  for  she  saith 
in  her  heart,  I  sit  a  queen,  and  am  no  widow,  and  shall  see 
no  sorrow. 

8  Therefore  shall  her  plagues  come  in  one  day,  death, 
and  mourning,  and  famine;  and  she  shall  be  utterly  burned 
with  tire:  for  strong  is  the  Lord  God  who  judgeth  her. 

9  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  who  have  committed  for- 
nication and  lived  deliciously  with  her,  shall  bewail  her, 
and  lament  for  her,  when  they  shall  see  the  smoke  of  her 
burning, 

10  Standing  afar  off  for  the  fear  of  her  torment,  saying, 
Alas,  alas  that  great  city  Babylon,  that  mighty  city!  for  in 
one  hour  is  thy  judgment  come. 

11  And  the  merchants  of  the  earth  shall  weep  and  mourn 
over  her;  for  no  man  buyeth  their  merchandise  any  more: 

12  The  merchandise  of  gold,  and  silver,  and  precious 
stones,  and  of  pearls,  and  fine  linen,  and  purple,  and  silk, 
and  scarlet,  and  all  thyine  wood,  and  all  manner  vessels  of 
ivory,  and  all  manner  vessels  of  most  precious  wood,  and 
of  brass,  and  iron,  and  marble, 

13  And  cinnamon,  and  odours,  and  ointments,  and 
frankincense,  and  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine  flour,  and  whent, 
and  beasts,  and  sheep,  and  horses,  and  chariots,  and  slaves, 
and  souls  of  men. 

14  And  the  fruits  that  thy  soul  lusted  after  are  departed 
from  thee,  and  all  things  which  were  dainty  and  goodly  are 
departed  from  thee,  and  thou  shalt  find  tbem  no  more  at 
all. 

15  The  merchants  of  these  things,  which  were  made  rich 
by  her,  shall  stand  afar  off  for  the  fear  of  her  torment, 
weeping  and  wailing, 

16  And  saying,    Alas,   alas  that  great  city,   that  was 
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and  scai'let,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stone 

17  and  pearl!  jfor  in  one  hour  so  great  riches  is  made  deso- 
late. And  every  shipmaster,  and  every  one  that  saileth 
any  whither,  and  mariners,  and  as  many  as  gain  their 

18  living  by  sea,  stood  afar  off,  and  cried  out  as  they  looked 
upon  the  smoke  of  her  burning,  saying,  What  dty  is  like 

19  the  great  city?  And  they  cast  dust  on  their  heads,  and 
cried,  weeping  and  mourninff,  saying.  Woe,  woe,  the 
great  city,  wherein  were  made  rich  all  that  had  their 
ships  in  the  sea  by  reason  of  her  costliness!  for  in  one 

H^  liour  is  she  made  desolate.  Rejoicer  over  her,  thou 
heffven,  and  ye  saints^  and  ye  apostles,  and  ye  prophets  j 
for  God  liath  judged  your  judgement  on  her. 

21  And  a  strong  angel  to9k  up  a  stone  as  it  were  a  great 
millstone,  and  cast  it  into  tlie  sea,  saying,  Thus  with  a 
mighty  fall  shall  Babylon,  the  great  city,  be  cast  down, 

23  and  shall  be  found  no  more  at  all.  And  the  voice  of 
harpers  and  minstrels  and  flute-players  and  trumpeters 
shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee;  and  no  craftsman, 
of  whatsoever  craft,  shall  be  found  any  more  at  all  in 
thee;  and  the  voice  of  a  millstone  shall  be  heard  no  more 

23  at  all  in  thee;  and  the  light  of  a  lamp  shall  shine  no 
more  at  all  in  thee;  and  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom  and 
of  the  bride  shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee:  for 
thy  merchants  were  the  princes  of  the  earth;  for  with 

24  thy  sorcery  were  all  the  nations  deceived.  And  in  her 
was  found  the  blood  of  prophets  and  of  saints,  and  of 
all  that  have  been  slain  upon  the  earth. 


19  After  these  things  I  heard  as  it  were  a  great  voice  of  a 
great  multitude  in  heaven,  saying,  Hallelujah;  Salva- 

2  tion,  and  glory,  and  power,  belong  to  our  Goa:  for  true 
and  righteous  are  his  judgements;  for  he  hath  judged 
the  great  harlot,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her 
fornication,  and  he  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  ser- 

8  vants  at  her  hand.  And  a  second  time  they  say.  Halle- 
lujah.    And  her  smoke  goeth  up  for  ever  and  ever. 

4  And  the  four  and  twenty  eldens  and  the  four  living 
creatures  fell  down  and  worshipped  God  that  sitteth  on 

6  the  throne,  saying,  Amen;  Hallelujah.     And  a  voice 
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clothed  in  fine  linen,  and  purple,  and  scarlet,  and  decked 
with  gold,  and  precious  stones,  and  pearls! 

17  For  in  one  hour  so  great  riches  is  come  to  nought. 
And  every  shipmaster,  and  all  the  company  in  ships,,  and 
sailors,  and  as  many  as  trade  by  sea,  stood  afar  off, 

18  And  cried  when  they  saw  the  smoke  of  her  burning, 
saying,  What  city  is  like  unto  this  great  city! 

19  And  they  cast  dust  on  their  heads,  and  cried,  weep- 
ing and  wailing,  saying,  Alas,  alas  that  great  city,  wherein 
were  made  rich  all  that  had  ships  in  the  sea  by  reason  of 
her  costliness!  f(Jr  in  one  hour  is  she  made  desolate.% 

20  Rejoice  over  her,  thou  heaven,  and  ye  holy  apostles 
*and  prophets;  for  God  hath  avenged  you  on  her. 

21  And  a  mightjr  angel  took  up  a  stone  like  a  great  mill- 
stone, and  cast  it  into  the  sea,  saying,  Thus  with  violence 
shall  that"  great  city  Babylon  be  thrown  down,  and  shall  be 
found  no  more  at  all. 

22  And  the  voice  of  harpers,  and  musicians,  and  of 
pipers,  and  trumpeters,  shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all  in 
thee ;  and  no  craftsman,  of  whatsoever  craft  Tie  be,  shall  be 
found  any  more  in  thee ;  and  the  sound  of  a  millstone  shall 
be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee ; 

23  And  the  light  of  a  candle  shall  shine  no  more  at  all  in 
thee;  and  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom  and  of  the  bride 
shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee:  for  thy  merchants 
were  the  great  men  of  the  earth;  for  by  thy  sorceries  were 
all  nations  deceived. 

24  And  in  her  was  found  the  blood  of  prophets,  and  of 
saints,  and  of  all  tha't  were  slain  upon  the  earth. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

1  6od  is  praised  in  heaven  forjudging  the  yreat  whore^  and  aveng- 
ing tht  blood  of  his  saints.  7  The  marriage  of  the  Lamb.  10  The 
angel  will  not  be  worshipped,  17  The  fowls  called  to  the  great 
slaughter. 

AND  after  these  things  I  heard  a  great  voice  of  much 
people  in  heaven,  saying,  Alleluia;  Salvation,  and 
glory,  and  honour,  and  power,  unto  the  Lord  our  God: 

2  For  true  and  righteous  are  his  judgments:  for  he  hath 
Judged  the  great  whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with 
her  fornication,  and  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants 
at  her  hand. 

3  And  again  they  said,  Alleluia.  And  her  smoke  rose 
up  for  ever  and  ever. 

4  And  the  four  and  twenty  elders  and  the  four  beasts  fell 
down  and  worshipped  God  that  $at  on  the  throne,  saying. 
Amen;  Alleluia. 

5  And  a  voice  came  out  of  the  throne,  saying,  Praise  our 
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came  forth  from  the  throne,  saying,  Give  praise  to  our 
- .  God,  all  ye  his  servants,  ye  that  fear  him,  the  small  and 

6  the  ^eat.  And  I  heard  as  it  were  the  voice  of  a  great 
multitude,  and  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the 
voice  of  mighty  thunders,  saying.  Hallelujah:  for  the 

7  Lord  our  God,  the  Almighty,  reigneth.  Let  us  rejoice 
and  be  exceeding  glad,  and  let  us  give  the  glory  unto 
him:  for  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  his  wife 

8  hath  made  herself  ready.  And  it  was  given  unto  her 
that  she  should  array  herself  in  fine,  linen,  bright  arid 
pure:  for  the  fine  linen  is  the  righteous  acts  of  the 

9  saints.  And  he  saitli  unto  me,  Write,  Blessed  are  they 
which  are  bidden  to  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb. 
And  he  saith  unto  me.  These  are  true  words  of  God. 

10  And  I  fell  down  before  his  feet  to-  worship  him.  And 
he  saith  unto  me.  See  thou  do  it  not:  I  am  a  fellow- 
servant  with  thee  and  with  thy  brethren  that  hold  the 
testimony  of  Jesus :  worship  God :  'for  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

11  And  I  saw  the  heaven  opened;  and  behold,  a  white 
horse, ,  and  he  that  sat  thereon,  called  Faithful  and 
True;  and  in  righteousness  he  doth  judge  and  make 

12  war.  And  his  eyes  are  9  flame  of  fire,  and  upon  his 
head  are  many  diadems ;  and  he  hath  a  name  written, 

13  which  no  one  knoweth  but  he  himself.  And  he  w  ar- 
rayed in  a  garment  sprinkled  with  blood:  and  his  name 

14  is  called  The  Word  of  God.  And  the  armies  which  are 
in  heaven  followed  him  upon  white  horses,  clothed  in 

15  fine  linen,  white  and  pure.  And  out  of  his  mouth  pro- 
ceedeth  a  sharp  sword,  that  with  it  he  should  smite  the 
nations:  and  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron:  and 
he  treadeth  Jhe  winepress  of  the  fierceness  of  the  wrath 

16  of  Almighty  God.  And  he  hath  on  his  garment  and  on 
his  thigh  a  name  written,  king  of  kings,  and  lord  op 

LOROa 

17  And  I  saw  an  angel  standing  in  the  sun;  and  he  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying  to  all  the  birds  that  fly  in  mid 
heaven.  Come  and  be  gathered  together  unto  the  great 

18  supper  of  God ;  that  ye  may  eat  the  flesh  of  kings,  and 
the  flesh  of  captains,  and  the  flesh  of  mighty  men,  and 
the  flesh  of  horses  and  of  them  that  sit  thereon,  and  the 
flesh  of  all  men,  both  free  and  bond,  and  small  and 
great. 

19  And  I  saw  the  beast,  and  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and 
their  armies,  gathered  together  to  make  war  against  him 

20  that  sat  upoD  the  horse,  and  against  his  army.  And  the 
beast  was  taken,  and  with  him  the  false  prophet  that 
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Gc>d,  all  ye  hia  servants,  and  ye  that  fear  him,  both  small 
and  great. 

6  And  I  heard  as  it  were  the  voice  of  a  great  multitude, 
and  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of 
mighty  thunderings,  saying.  Alleluia:  for  the  Lord  Gk)d 
omnipotent  reigneth. 

7  Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice,  and  give  honour  to  him : 
for  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  his  wife  hath 
made  herself  ready. 

8  And  to  her  was  granted  that  she  should  be  arrayed  in 
fine  linen,  clean  and  white:  for  the  fine  linen  is  the  right- 
eousness of  saints. 

9  And  he  saith  unto  me,  Write,  Blessed  are  they  which 
are  called  unto  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb.  And  he 
saith  unto  me,  These  are  the  true  sayings  of  God. 

10  And  1  fell  at  his  feet  to  worship  him.  And  he  said 
unto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not:  I  am  thy  fellowservant,  and  of 
thy  brethren  that  have  the  testimony  of  Jesus:  worship 
God:  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

11  And  I  saw  heaven  opened,  and  behold  a  white  horse; 
and  he  that  sat  upon  him  wo^  called  Faithful  and  True,  and 
in  righteousness  he  doth"  judge  and  make  war. 

12  His  eyes  wei^e  as  a  flame  of  fire,  and  on  his  head  ioere 
many  crowns;  and  he  had  a  name  written,  that  no  man 
knew,  but  he  himself. 

13  And  he  was  clothed  with  a  vesture  dipped  in  blood: 
and  his  name  is  called  The  Word  of  God. 

14  And  the  armies  which  were  in  heaven  followed  him 
upon  white  horses,  clothed  in  fine  linen,  white  and  clean. 

15  And  out  of  his  mouth  goeth  a  sharp  sword,  that  with 
it  he  should  smite  the  nations:  and  \n^  shall  rule  them  with 
a  rod  of  iron :  apd  he  treadeth  the  winepress  of  the  fierce- 
ness and  wrath  of  Almighty  God. 

16  And  he  hath  on  Ms  vesture  and  on  his  thigh  a  name 
written,  KING  OF  KINGS.  AND  LORD  OF  LORDS. 

17  And  I  saw  an  an^el  standing  in  the  sun;  and  he  cried 
with  a  loud  voige,  saying  to  all  the  fowls  that  fly  in  the 
midst  of  heaven.  Come  and  gather  yourselves  together  unto 
the  supper  of  the  great  God ; 

18  That  ye  may  eat  the  flesh  of  kings,  and  the  flesh  of 
captains,  and  the  flesh  of  mighty  men,  and  the  flesh  of 
horses,  and  of  them  that  sit  on  them,  and  the  flesh  of  all 
men,  both  free  and  bond,  both  small  and  great. 

19  And  I  saw  the  beast,  and  the  kings  of  ihe  earth,  and 
their  armies,  gathered  together  to  make  war  against  him 
that  sat  on  the  horse,  and  against  his  army. 

20  And  the  beast  was  taken,  and  with  him  the  false  pro^ 
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wrought  the  signs  in  his  sight,  wherewith  he  deceived 
them  that  had  received  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  them 
that  worshipped  his  image :  they  twain  were  cast  alive 
21  into  the  lake  of  fire  that  bumeth  with  brimstone:  and 
the  rest  were  killed  with  the  sword  of  him  that  sat  upon 
the  horse,  even  the  sword  which  came  forth  out  of  his 
mouth;  and  all  the  birds  were  filled  with  their  flesh. 


20     And  I  saw  an  angel  coming  down  out  of  heaven, 
having  the  key  of  the  abyss  and  a  great  chain  in  his 

3  hand.  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  the  old  serpent, 
which  is  the  Devil  and  Satan,  and  bound  him  for  a 

8  thousand  years,  and  cast  him  into  the  abvss,  and  shut 
it,  and  sealed  it  over  him,  that  he  should  deceive  the 
nation^  no  more,  until  the  thousand  years  should  be 
finished:  after  this  he  must  be  loosed  for  a  little  time. 

4  And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and 
judgement  was  given  unto  them:  and  Imw  the  souls  of 
them  that  had  been  beheaded  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus, 
and  for  the  word  of  God,  and  such  as  worshipped  hot 
the  beast,  neither  his  image,  and  received  not  the  mark 
upon  their  forehead  and  upon  their  hand;  and  they 

6  lived,  and  reigned  with  Christ  a  thousand  years.  The 
rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  until  the  thousand  years 
should  be  finished.      This  is   the  first   resurrection. 

6  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first  resur- 
rection; over  these  the  second  death  hath  no  power;  but 
they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall 
reign  with  him  a  thousand  years. 

7  And  when  the  thousanq  years  are  finished,  Satan 

8  shall  be  loosed  out  of  his  prison,  and  shall  come  forth 
to  deceive  the  nations  which  are  in  the^four  comers  of 
the  earth,  Gog  and  Magog,  to  gather  them  together  to 
the  war:  the  number  01  whom  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

9  And  they  went  up  ov^  the  breadth  of  the  earth,  and 
compassed  the  camp  of  the  saints  about,  and  the  be- 
loved city:  and  fire  came  down  out  of  heaven,  and 

10  devoured  them.    And  the  devil  that  deceived  them  was 
cast  into  the  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  where  are  also 
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phet  that  wrought  miracles  before  him,  with  which  he  de- 
ceived them  that  had  received  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and 
them  that  worshipped  his  image.  These  both  were  cast 
alive  into  a  lake  of  fire  burning  with  brimstone. 

21  And  the  remnant  were  slain  with  the  sword  of  him 
that  sat  upon  the  horse,  which  sword  proceeded  out  of  his 
mouth:  and  all  the  fowls  were  filled  with  their  flesh. 
*^ 

CHAPTER  XX 

2  Satan  hound  for  a  thovsand  years.  6  The  first  resurrection:  they 
blessed  that  Kave part  therein.  7  Satan  let  loose  again.  8  Gog  aivd 
Magog.  10  The  devil  cast  into  the  laJce  of  fire  and  brimstmie.  12 
The  last  and  general  resurrection. 

AND  I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  lifeaven,  having 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit  and  a  great  chain  in 
his  hand. 

2  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  serpent,  which 
is  the  Devil,  •and  Satan,  and  bound  him  a  thousand  years, 

3  And  cast  him  into  the  bottomless  pit,  and  shut  him 
up,  and  set  a  seal  upon  him,  that  he  should  deceive  the 
nations  no  more,  till  the  thousand  years  should  be  fulfilled* 
and  after  that  he  must  be  loosed  a  little  season. 

4  And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and  judg- 
ment was  given  unto  them:  and/«at^the  souls  of  them 
that  were  beheaded  for  the  witness  of  Jesus,  and  for  the 
word  of  God,  and  which  had  iK)t  worshipped  the  beast, 
neither  his  image,,  neither  had  received  his  mark  upon  their 
foreheads,  or  in  their  hands;  and  they  lived  and  reigned 
with  Christ  a  thousand  years. 

5  But  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again  until  the  thou- 
sand years  were  finished.    This  w  the  first  resurrection. 

6  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first  resur- 
rection: on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power,  but  they 
shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign  with 
him  a  thousand  years. 

7  And  when  the  thousand  years  are  expired,  Satan  shall 
be  loosed  out  of  his  prison. 

8  And  shall  go  out  to  deceive  the  nations  which  are  in 
the  four  quarters  of  the  earth,  Gog  and  Magog,  to  gather 
them  together  to  battle:  the  number  of  whom  w  as  tbe  sand 
of  the  sea. 

9  And  they  went  up  on  the  breadth  of  the  earth,  and 
compassed  the  camp  of  the  saints  about,  and  the  beloved 
city:  and  fire  came  down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  and 
devoured  them. 

10  And  the  devil  that  deceived  them  was  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  where  the  beast  and  the  false 
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the  beast  and  the  false  prophet;  and  they  shall  be  tor- 
mented day  and  night  for  ever  and  eyer. 

11  And  I  saw  a  great  white  throne,  and  him  that  sat 
upon  it,  from  whose  face  the  earth  and  the  heaven  fled 

12  away;  and  there  was  found  no  place  for  them.  And  I 
saw  the  dead,  the  great  and  the  small,  standing  before 
the  throne;  and  books  were  opened:  and  another  book 
was  opened,  which  is  the  book  of  life:  and  the  dead  were 
judged  out  of  the  things  which  were  written  in  the 

13  books,  according  to  their  works.  And  the  sea  gave  up 
the  dead  which  were  in  it;  and  'death  and  Hades  gave 
up  the  dead  which  were  in  them:  and  they  were  judged 

14  every  man  according  to  their  works.  And  death  and 
Hades  wer*  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.    This  is  the  second 

15  death,  even  the  lake  of  fire.  And  if  any  was  not 
found  written  in  the  book  of  life,  he  was  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire. 


21    And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth:  for  the 
first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  are  passed  away;  and  the 

2  sea  is  no  more.  And  I  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusa- 
lem, coming  down  out  of  heaven  from  God,  made  ready 

3  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband^  And  I  heard  a 
great  voice  out  of  the  throne  saying,  Behold,  the  taber- 
nacle of  God  is  with  men,  and  he  shall  dwell  with  them, 
and  they  shall  be  his  peoples,  and  God  himself  shall  be 

4  with  them,  and  he  their  Gdd:  and  he  shall  wipe  away 
every  tear  from  their  eyes;  and  death  shall  be  no  more; 
neither  shall  there  be  mourning,  nor  crying,  nor  pain, 

5  any  more :  the  first  things  are  passed  away.  And.  he 
that  sitteth  on  the  throne  said,  Behold,  I  make  all  things 
new.    And  he  saith.  Write :  for  these  words  are  faithful 

6  and  true.  And  he  said  unto  me,  They  are  come  to  pass. 
I  am  the  Alpha  and  the  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the 
end.    I  will  give  unto  him  that  is  athirst  of  the  fountain 

7  of  the  water  of  life  freely.  He  that  overcomelh  shall 
inherit  these  things;  and  I  will  be  his  God,  and  he  shall 

8  be  my  son.  But  for  the  fearful,  and  unbelievinc,  and 
abominable,  and  murderers,  and  fornicators,  and  sor- 
cerers, and  idolaters,  and  all  Uars,  their  part  »1iaU  be  in 
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prophet  are,  and  shall  be  tormented  day  and  night  for  ever 
and  ever. 

11  And  I  saw  a  great  white  throne,  and  him  that  sat  on 
it,  from  whose  face  the  earth  and  the  heaven  fled  away; 
and  there  was  found  no  place  for  them. 

12  And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before 
God;  and  the  books  were  opened:  and  another  book  was 
opened,  which  i^Jhe  book  of  life:  and  the  dead  were  judged 
out  of  those  things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  ac- 
cording to  their  works. 

13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were  in  it;  and 
death  and  hell  delivered  up  the  dead  which  were  in  them: 
and  they  were  judged  every  man  according  to  their  works. 

14  And  death  and  hell  were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 
This  is  the  second  death. 

15  And  whosoever  was  not  found  written  in  the  book  of 
life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  A  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth.  10  I7t€  heavenly  Jerusalem,  with 
a  full  description  thereof.  23  She  needeth  no  sun,  the  glory  of  Ood 
is  her  light.    24  The  kings  of  the  earth  bring  their  riches  unto  her. 

AND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth:  for  the  first 
heaven  and  the  first  earth  were  passed  away ;  and 
there  was  no  more  sea. 

2  And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming 
down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned 
for  her  husband. 

3  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  put  of  heaven  saying,  Be- 
hold, the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he  will  dwell 
with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people,  and  God  himself 
shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God.  ^ 

4  And.  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes; 
and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  cry- 
ing, neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain :  for  the  former 
things  are  passed  away. 

5  And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said,  Behold,  I  make 
all  things  new.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Write:  for  these 
words  are  true  and  faithful. 

6  And  he  said  unto  me,  It  is  done.  I  am  Alpha  and 
Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end.  I  will  give  unto  him 
that  is  athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the  water  of  life  freely. 

7  He  that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all  things;  and  I  will 
be  his  God,  and  he  shall  be  my  son. 

8  But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable, 
and  murderers,  and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and 
idolaters,  and  all  liars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
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the  lake  that  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone;  which  is 
the  second  death. 
9      And  there  carae  one  of  the  seven  angels  who  had  the 
seven  bowls,  who  were  laden  with  the  seven  last  plagues; 
and  he  spake  with  me,  saying,   Come  hither,  I  will 

10  shew  thee  the  bride,  the  wife  of  the  Hamb.  And  he  car- 
ried me  away  in  the  Spirit  to  a  mountain  great  and 
high,  and  shewed  me  the  holy  city  Jerusalem,  coming 

11  down  out  of  heaven  from  God,  having  the  glory  of  Gk)d: 
her  light  was  like  uhto  a  stone  most  precious,  as  it  were 

12  a  jasper  stone,  clear  as  crystal:  having  a  wall  great  and 
high;  having  twelve  gates,  and  at  the  gates  twelve 
angels;  and  names  Written  thereon,  which  are  thcTUiTnes 

13  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel :  on  the  east 
were  three  gates;  and  on  the  north  three  gates;  and  on 

14  the  south  three  gates;  and  on  the  west  three  gates.  And 
the  wall  of  the  city  4iad  twelve  foundations,  and  on 
them  twelve  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  of  the  Lamb. 

15  And  he  that  spake  with  me  had  for  a  measure  a  golden 
reed  to  measure  the  city,  and  the  gates  thereof,  and  the 

16  wall  thereof.  And  the  city  lieth  foursquare,  and  the 
length  thereof  is  as  great  as  the  breadth:  and  he  meas- 
ured the  city  with  the  reed,  twelve  thousand  furlongs: 
the  length  and  the  breadth  and  the  height  thereof  are 

17  equal.  And  he  measured  the  wall  thereof,  a  hundred  and 
forty  and  four  cubits,  according  to  the  measure  of  a  man, 

18  that  is,  of  an  angel.  And  the  building  of.  the  wall  there- 
of was  jasper:  and  the  city  was  pure  gold,  like  unto  pure 

19  glass.  The  foundations  of  the  wall  of  the  city  were 
adorned  with  all  manner  of  precious  stones.  The  first 
foundation  was  jasper;  the  second,  sapphire;  the  third, 

10  chalcedony;  the  fourth,  emerald;  the  fifth,  sardonyx; 
the  sixth,  sardius;  the  seventh,  chrysolite;  the  eighth, 
beryl;  the  ninth,    topaz;   the  tenth,  cbrysoprase;  the 

21  eleventh,  jacinth;  the  twelfth,  amethyst.  And  the 
twelve  gates  were  twelve  pearls;  each  one  of  the  several 
gates  was  of  one  pearl :  and  the  street  of  the  city  was 

22  pure  gold,  as  it  were  transparent  glass.  And  I  saw  no 
temple  therein:  for  the  Lord  God  the  Almighty,  and 

23  the  Lamb,  are  the  temple  thereof.  And  the  city  hath 
no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  upon 
it:  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  lamp  ' 
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which  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone:  which  is  the  second 
death. 

9  And  there  came  unto  me  one  of  the  sev^sn  angels  which 
had  the  seven  vials  full  of  the  seven  last  plagues,  and  talked 
with  me,  saying,  Come  hither,  I  will  shew  thee  the  bride, 
the  Lamb's  wife. 

10  And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  to  a  great  and 
high  mouDtain,  and  shewed  me  that  great  city,  the  holy 
Jerusalem,  descending  out  of  heaven  from  God, 

11  Having  the  glory  of  God:  and  her  light  wolsMIlq  unto 
a  stone  most  precious,  even  like  a  jasper  stone,  clear. as 
crystal ; 

12  And  had  a  wall  great  and  high,  and  had  twelve  gates, 
and  at  the  gates  twelve  angels,  and  names  written  thereon, 
which  arei^  names  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the  children  of 
Israel : 

Jl3  On  the  east  three  gates;  on  the  north  three  gates;  on 
the  south  three  gates;  and  on  the  west  three  gates. 

14  And  the  wall  of  the  city  had  twelve  foundations,  and 
in  them  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  of  the  Lamb. 

15  And  he  that  talked  with  me  had  a  golden  reed  to 
measure  the  city,  and  the  gates  thereof,  and  the  wall  thereof . 

16  And  the  city  lieth  foursquare;  and  the  length  is  as 
large  as  the  breadth :  and  he  measured  the  city  with  the 
reed,  twelve  thousand  furlongs.  The  length  and  the 
breadth  and  the  height  of  it  are  equal. 

17  And  he  measured  the  wall  thereof,  an  hundred  and 
forty  and  four  cubits,  according  to  the  measure  of  a  man, 
that  is,  of  the  angel. 

18  And  the  buddipg  of  the  wall  of  it  was  <?/ jasper:  and 
the  city  was  pure  gold,  like  unto  clear  glass. 

19  X.nd  the  foundations  of  the  wall  of  the  city  were  gar- 
nished with  all  manner  of  precious  stones.  The  first  foun- 
dation wa>8  jasper;  the  second,  sapphire;  the  third,  a  chalce- 
donv ;  the  fourth,  an  emerald ; 

20  The  fifth,  sardonyx;  the  sixth,  sardius;  the  seventh, 
chrysolyte;  the  eighth,  beryl;  the  ninth,  a  topaz;  the  tenth, 
a  chrysop-asus;  the  eleventh,  a  jacinth;  the  twelfth,  an 
amethyst. 

21  And  the  twelve  gates  werd  twelve  pearls;  every  sev- 
eral gate  was  of  one  pearl :  and  the  street  of.  the  city  was 
pure  gold,  as  it  were  transparent  glass. 

22  And  I  saw  no  temple  therein:  for  the  Lord  God  Al- 
mighty and  the  Lamb  are  the  temple  of  it. 

23  And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the 
moon,  to  shine  in  it:  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it, 
and  the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof. 
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24  thereof  is  the  Lamb.  And  the  nations  shall  walk 
amidst  the  light  thereof :  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do 

25  brin^  their  glory  into  it.  And  the  gates  thereof  shall  in 
no  wise  be  sliut  by  day  (for  there  shall  be  no  night  there): 

26  and  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  the  honour  of  the 

27  nations  into  it :  and  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it 
any  thing  unclean,  or  he  that  maketh  an  abomination 
and  a  lie :  but  only  they  which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's 


22  book  of  life.  And  he  shewed  me  a  river  of  water  of 
life,  bright  as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  throne  pf 
God  and   of   ^he   Lamb,  in  the   midst   of  the   street 

2  tiiereof.  And  on  this  side  of  the  river  and  on  that  was 
the  tree  of  life,  bearing  twelve  manner  of  fruits,  3deld- 
ing  its  fruit  every  month :  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree 

3  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations.  And  there  shall  be 
no  curse  any  more :  and  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
Lamb  shall  be  therein:  and  his  servants  shall  do  him 

4  service;  and  they  shall  see  his  face;  and  liis  name  shaU

6  And  he  said  unto  me.  These  words  are  faithful  and 
true:  and  the  Lord,  the  God  of  th^spirits  of  the  proph- 
ets, sent  his  angel  to  shew  unto  his  servants  the  things 

7  which  must  shortly  come  to  pass.  And  behold,  I  come 
quickly.  Blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the  words  of  the 
prophecy  of  this  book. 

8  And  1  John  am  he  that  heard  and  saw  these  thin^. 
And  when  I  heard  and  saw,  I  fell  down  to  worship 
before  the  feet  of  the  angel  which  shewed*  me  these 

9  things.  And  he  saith  unto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not:  I 
am  a  fellow-servant  with  thee  and  with  thy  brethren 
the  prophets,  and  with  them  which  keep  the  words  of 
this  book:  worship  God. 

10  And  he  saith  unto  me,  Seal  not  up  the  words  of  the 

11  prophecy  of  this  book;  for  the  time  is  at  han(J.  He  that 
is  unrighteous,  let  him  do  unrighteousness  still:  and  he 
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24  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall  walk 
in  the  light  of  it:  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring  their 
glory  and  honour  into  it. 

25  And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  day:  for 
there  shall  be  no  night  there. 

26  And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  honour  of  the  na* 
tions  into  it. 

27  And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  that 
defileth,  neither  wTiatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or  makeih 
a  lie :  but  they  which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life. 

CHAPTER  XXIL 


AND  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  clear 
as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and 
of  the  Lamb.

These  sayings  are  faithful  and 
truer  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  holy  prophets  sent  his  angel 
to  shew  unto  his  servants  the  things  which  must  shortly  be 
done. 

7  Behold,  I  come  quickly:  blessed  w  he  that  keeppth  the 
sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. 

8  And  I  John  saw  these  things,  and  heard  them.  And 
when  I  had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down  to  worship  before 
the  feet  of  the  angel  which  shewed  me  these  things. 

9  Then  saith  he  unto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not:  for  I  am 
thy  fellowservant,  and  of  thy  brethren  the  prophets,  and 
of  them  which  keep  the  sayings  of  this  book:  worship 
God.

11  He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  unjust  still :  and  he  which 
is  filthy,  le(  him  be  filthy  still:  and  he  that  is  righteous,  let 
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that  is  filthy,  let  him  be  made  filthy  still:  and  he  that 

is  righteous,  let  him  do  righteousness  still:  and  he  that 

13  is  holy,  let  him  be  made  holy  still.    Behold,  I  come 

quickly;  and  my  reward  is  with  me,  to  render  to  each 

13  man  according  as  his  work  is.  I,  am  the  Alpha  and 
Omega,   the  first  and  the  last,  the  beginning  and  the 

14  end.  Blessed  are  they  that  wash  their  robes,  that  they 
may  have  the  right  to  come  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  naay  en- 

15  ter  in  by  the  gates  into  the  city.  JVitliout  are  the  dogs, 
and  the  sorcerers,  and  the  fornicators,  and  the  mur- 

.  derers,  and  the  idolaters,  and  every  one  that  loveth  and 
maketh  a  lie. 

16  I  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these 
*   things  for  the  churches.     I  am  the  root  and  the  ojff- 

spring  of  David,  the  bright,  the  morning  star. 

17  And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say,  Come.   And  he  that 
heareth,  let  him  say.  Come.    And  he  that  is  athirst, 
let  him  come :  he  that  will,  let  him  take  thewater  of  life  . 
freely. 

18  I  testify  unto  everr  man  that  heareth  the  words  of  the 
prophecy  of  this  book,  If  any  man  shall  add  unto  them, 
God  shall  add  uoto  him  the  plagues  which  are  written 

19  in  this  book-  and  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the 
words  of  the  book  of  this  prophecy,  God  shall  take 
away  his  part  from  the  tree  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy 
city,  which  are  written  in  this  book.  # 

20  He  which  testifieth  these  things  saith,  Yea:  I  com« 
quickly.     Amen:  come,  Lord  Jesus..

Ainen. 
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him  be  righteous  still:  and  he  that  ^s  holy,  let  him  be  holy 
still. 

13  And,  behold,  I  come  quickly;  and  my  reward  is  with 
me,  to  give  every  man  according  as  his  works  shall  be. 

13  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end, 
the  first  and  the  last,

15  For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whorem'ong- 
gers,  and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  lovelh 
and  maketh  a  lie. 

16  I  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these 
things  in  the  churches.  I  am  the  root  and  the  offspring  of 
David,  and  the  bright  and  morning  star. 

17  And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say.  Come.  And  let  him 
that'heareth  say.  Come.  And  let  him  that  is  atbirst  come. 
And  whosoever  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely. 

18  For  I  testify  unto  every  man  that  heareth  the  words 
of  the  prophecy  of  this  book.  If  any  man  shall  add  unto 
these  things,  God  shsdi  add  unto  him  the  plagues  that  are 
written  in  this  book: 

19  And  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the  words  of 
the  book  of  this  prophecy,  God  shall  take  away  his  part  out 
of  the  book  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy  city,  and  from  the 
things  which  are  written  in  this  book. 

20  He  which  testifieth  these  things  saith.  Surely  I  come 
quickly.
